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la.     A  MOST  INTERESTING  AND  VALUABLE  LETTER  FROM  THE  NORTHWEST 

F.  S.  Sailey  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Yakima,  Washington, on 
January  2.     It  contains  a  lot  of  valuable  information:- 

"I  wish  to  comment  on  several  points  in  connection  with  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  industry  of  the  S+  -te  of  Washington,  which  I  believe  may  be  of 
general  interest: 

Unusual  Ship..^uo  of  Northwestern  Apples 

"First,  is  the  matter  of  bulk  and  loose-in-box  shipments  of  apples 
from  Yakima  Valley  points,  which  have  shown  a  considerable  increase  this 
season  over  any  previous  season.    Of  the  numerous  Yakima  firms,  .that  have 
been  using  this  method  of  shipment,  I  have  interviewed  10  and  find  that 
these  firms  have  shipped  86  cars  of  apples  loose  in  boxes  and  55  cars  of 
bulk  apples  for  this  season  to  December  Jl,  which  is  probably  more  than  all 
of  last  season.     The  Yakima  Valley  has  for  several  years  past  been  shipping 
bulk. and  loose-in-box  apples  to  Montana,  the  Dakotas,  Oklahoma,  and  adjoin- 
ing States.    Much  of  the  increase  this  year  has  gone  to  California  points,  . 
especially  Los  Angeles. 

"Romes  shipped  in  bulk,  Orchard  Run  Grade,  have  been  bringing  around 
$20  per  ton,  f  .o.b.  Yakima  Valley;  and  whon  grading  Combination  Extra  Fancy, 
Fancy  and  C  Grade  the  f.o.b.  price  has  been  around  $25  per  ton. 

"Winesaps,  Orchard  Run  Grade,  have  been  selling  from  $27. 5^  to  $30 
per  ton,  f.o.b.     These  prices  are  for  stock  from  the  high  altitude  districts, 
where  the  fruit  is  firmer  and  generally  of  good  quality. 

"Fruit  shipped  loose  in  boxes  has  been  bringing  $5  Per  ^on  ^ore  than 
the  bulk  shipments. 

"Some  Jonathans,  shipped  loose  in  boxes,  netted  $22.50  f.o.b.  Yakima. 

"The  price  range  for  Delicious,  shipped  loose  in  boxes,  has  been  from 
$30  to  $57»50  per  ton,  mostly  $U5  and  above,  f.o.b.  Yakima. 

"Yakima  Valley  points  have  a  bulk  and  loose-in-box  apple  rate  to  Los 
Angeles  of  $1.06  per  100  pounds,  with  a  minimum  bulk  load  of  30,000  pounds 
and  a  minimum  loose-in-box  load  from  31»000  to  35 > 000  pounds,  depending  on 
the  type  of  car.    One  operator,  who  has  successfully  handled  a  number  of 
bulk  and  loose-in-box  shipments,  is  very  enthusiastic  over  this  method  of 
disposing  of  his  fruit.    Ee  estimates  that  it  costs  about  $1,25  for  washing, 
grading,  sorting,  and  warehousing  a  ton  of  apples  handled  loose;  in  com- 
parison with  a  labor  charge  of  $U.S0  for  the  same  items  when  the  fruit  is 
packed.     The  $U.S0  does  not  include  the  cost  of  boxes  and  paper. 

"It  is  my  understanding  that  the  Wenatchee  Valley  has  not  increased 
its  bulk  and  loose-in-box  shipments  to  any  extent  this  year,    Most  of  the 
shipments  from  that  Valley  go  to  Montana  and  Dakota,  points. -(Cont 'd  over) 
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Seduced  Tran sp 0 r -t a t i 0 n  Hates 
"Another  interesting  development  in  the  northwestern  apple  situation 
this  year  -has  "been  the  several  reductions  in  transportation  rates-  during  re- 
cent months.     The  following  tabulation  gives  the  reductions  which  apply  to 
export  shipments  from  Yakima,  Valley  and- Wena tehee  Valley  points:

Plenty  of  Rain  and  Snow 

"'The  most  satisfactory  season  from  a  moisture  standpoint  since  I92I1 
is  the  way  Edwin  E.  Jones,  meteorologist  in  charge  of  the  Yakima  station  of 
the  U.S.  Weather  Bureau,  describes  present  weather  conditions  in  central  and 
eastern  Washington*    The  December  precipitation    for  Yakima  was  3*75  inches, 
which'  is  2. Ul  inches  above  normal,  making  last  month  "by  far  the  wettest 
December  on  record  here.    The  total  snowfall  during  the  month  was  2Q-9  inches, 
with  l6  inches  remaining  on  the  ground  at  the  end  of  the  month.     The  total 
seasonal  precipitation,  since  September  1,  has  "been  U.79  inches,  which  is 
llh%  inches  above  normal.-    The  year  1927  was  the  last  year  that  the  seasonal 
precipitation  was  above  normal. 

"At  Snoqualmie  Pass  approximately  6  feet  of  snow  was  reported  on  the 
ground  at  the  end  of  the  month,  with  other  mountain  passes  reporting  a  cor- 
responding amount  of  snow.-    It  is  this  mountain  snowfall,  which  governs  the 
Water  supply  for  the  irrigated  districts  during  the  following  growing  sea- 
son, and  this  nmch  snow  in  the  passes  at  this  t-ime  assures  an  ample'  supply' 
of  water  for  next  season. 

"The  eastern  part  of  the  State  experienced  one  cold  spell,  extending 
from  December  lh  to-  IS.    Temperatures  ranged  down  to  6  degrees  and  8  degrees 
below  zero,  but  so  far  there  have  been  no  temperatures  considered  low  e nough 
to  damage  fruit  buds  or  trees.    Altogether,  seasonal  conditions  in  eastern 
Washington  -to  date  are  faVora,ble  for  the  production  next  year  of  a  tree 
fruit  crop  normal  or  better  in  both  quantity  end  quality. 

•■  '•'    Condition  of  Frui t  in  Storage 

"Fruit  in  storage  this  season  frequently  is  reported  as  not  holding 
up  as  well  •  as  in  the  average  season,  end  the  small  portion  which  is  in  com- 
mon storage  is  especially  noticeable  for  its  rapidly-adv ancing  maturity. 
The  warm  temperatures  prevailing  during  the  eerly  and  middle  part  of  the  fall 
were  not  conducive    to  satisfactory  common-storage  temperatures. 

"There  is  some  concern  over  the  Jonathan  stock  still  on  hand,  as  the 
storage  life  of  this  variety  is  rapidly  nearing  the  end. 

Rlmbarb  Grown,  in  Dark  Cellars 

"Ilext  week  will  probablj^  see  the  beginning  of  carlot  shipments  of 
hothouse  rhubarb  from  western  Washington.     This  is  the  first  crop  of  the  year 
to  be  harvested-  in  the  State  of  Wasliingtoii.    While  it  is  designated  as  hot- 
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house  rhubarb,  it  is  really  grown  in  specially-constructed  dark  cellars, 
where  three-year  or  four-year  old  roots  are  placed  on  the  floor  (not  planted) 
of  the  cellar  and  forced  into  growth  with  the  aid  of  water  and  heat. 

"Sumner,  Washington,  is  the  headquarters  for  this  rhubarb  crop,  where 
a  growers'  association  controls  practically  all  of  the  tonnage.     It  is  under- 
stood that  this  year  a  considerable  portion  of  the  tonnage  from  Auburn,  six 
miles  from  Sumner,  will  be  consolidated  with  that  at  Sumner. 

"This  commodity  is  packed  in  three  grades,  Extra  Fancy,  Fancy  and  C 
Grade,  in  containers  carrying  15  pounds  net.     The  size  of  the  container  was 
reduced  last  year  from  20  pounds  net." 

2a.    POSTAGE  01\T  FOREIGN  MAIL 

A  recent  communication  to  the  Department  from  the  Second  Assistant 
Postmaster  General  quotes  from  a  letter  received  in  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment from  the  Postal  Administration  of  Germany,  mentioning  the  receipt  in 
Germans'-  by  a  German  citizen  of  an  official  communication  from  one  of  the 
field  offices  of  this  Department  to  which  the  postage  required  for  foreign 
transmittal  had  not  been  affixed,  with  the  consequence  that  the  citizen  was 
compelled  to  pay  the  postal  charges.    This  was  stated  to  be  only  one  of  sev- 
eral instances  of  the  sort,  occurring  from  time  to  time  over  a  course  of  year 
The  official  envelope  of  the ■ Department  occasioning  the  complaint  was  in- 
closed and  bore  evidence  of  the  facts  stated. 

In  failing  to  affix  the  required  postage, the  field  station  officials 
overlooked  paragraph  SO  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  of  the  Department,  which 
clearly  indicates  that  postage  is  required  on  letters  to  points  in  foreign 
countries  with  certain  specified  exceptions.     These  exceptions,  it  may  be 
mentioned,  vary  somewhat  from  year  to  year,  but  are  shown  in  the  current  i 
edition  of  the  annual  United  States  Postal  Guide  under  the  heading  of  "Free 
Matter." 

In  View  of  the  facts  disclosed,  chiefs  of  bur e pus  are  requested  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  all  of  their  employees  tho  instructions  with  re- 
spect to  postage  on  foreign  mail  matter,  contained  in  paragraph  SO  of  the 
Fiscal  Regulations,  and  to  impress  upon  them  the  import.. nice  of  compliance 
therewith.  -  (reprinted  from  The  Official  Record)

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"".  D.  Googe  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  January  3  from  Brownsville, 

Texas : - 

"During  the  last  two  weeks,  when  the  country  generally  celebrates  two 
important  holidays  and  "business  usually  slews  up,  the  lower  F.io  Grande  Valley 
was  particularly  active  in  moving  its  crop  of  winter  vegetables.    Even  citrus 
shipments  were  heavier  than  expected. 

"The  demand  for  cabbage  brought  out  more  than  kOQ  cars  during  the  two 
weeks,  56  cars  of  which  were  loaded  on  Tuesday,  December  29.    Prices  went  as 
high  as  S35  P.er  ton  to  growers,  hut  the  average  price  during  the  period  has 
been  between  $20  and  $25  per  ton.     In  all,  the  total  carlot  shipments  from 
the  Valley  were  approximately  1,100  cars,  and  the  movement  by  motor  trucks 
was  estimated  to  be  about  3OO  cars. 

"There  has  been  a  good  demand  for  carrots ,  which  are  reported  to  be  " 
very  scarce,  and  shippers' have  been  paying  $1-$1.50  per  crate  of  5  dozen 
bunches  in" the  fields.     These  prices  'are  net  to  growers,  the  shippers  paying 
charges  for  harvesting,  washing,  and  packing.  '  Prices  for  beets  have  likewise 
improved  somewhat,  but  growers  are  receiving  about  one-fifth  of  what  they  are 
getting  for  carrots,  or  20<^-"30^  per  crate  in  the  fields. 

"The  movement  of  other  bunched  vegetables  has  increased  considerably, 
particularly  that  of  green  broccoli.    A  good  portion  of  this  crop  is  shipped 
in  mixed  cars  along  with  anise,  escarole,  endive,  spinach,  shallots,  etc. 
South  of  Brownsville  is  a  crop  of  more  than  100  acres  of  peas,  which  will  be 
about  ready  for  carlot  shipment  the  coming  week.     Growers  have  told  me  that 
perhaps  as  many  as  5Q  cars  wi  11  be  shipped,  which  is  a  new  venture  in  this 
commodity  from  the  Valley. 

Due  to  poor  market  conditions,  the  fall  potato  crop  has  not  been 
shipped  except  in  mixed  cars.    During  the  past  week,  ?_owever,  growers  have 
shown  a  desire  to  clean  up  their  fields,  and  two  to  three  straight  cars  daily 
have  been  forwarded.     Cash  prices  to  growers  have  been'  mostly  31.25  per  100- 
pound  sack  of  Bliss  Triumphs  on  the  basis  of  U.S.  "c.  1  grade,  1^-inch  minimum, 
Ce.sh-tre.ck  ana  usual-terms  prices  are  usually  25^  and  5®f  higher  respectively. 

"i"o  damaging  frosts  were  reported  during  the  latter  part  of  December, 
as  is  the  rule  in  this  section.     The  weather  has  been  favorable  to  growing 
and  harvesting  most  of  the  Valley  crops,  but  it  has  been  cool  enough  to  retard 
the  maturity  of  citrus.    In  spite  of  drastic  reductions  in  freight  rates  to 
intra-state  points,  the  movement  of  all  commodities  by  motor  trucks  lias  been 
surprising.    About  ^0f0  of  the  citrus  now  being  shipped  is  going  by  trucks."

V.  H.  Nicholson  included  some  news  about  the  new  organization  of  Maine 
potato  growers  in  his  letter  of  December  31  from  Fresque  Isle:- 

11  The  market  for  Maine  potatoes  has  shown  a  slightly  better  tone  during 
the  past  few  days.     The  actual  price-advance  has  "been  rather  small,  "but  the 
volume  of  sales  has  "been  heavier  than  a  week  ago.     The  street  price  has  ad- 
vanced slightly  to  50y~55^  bulk  per  barrel. 

"The  roads  have  been  blocked  with  snow  for  short  periods,  and  haulings 
heave  been  rather  light  during  the  past  two  weeks.  Shipments  have  been  light, 
but  Maine  shipments  have  held  up  better  than  the  movement  from  other  States. 

"The  Maine  Potato  Growers  Union  expects  to  establish  a  minimum  price 
early  next  week*     The  leaders  of  the  movement  state  that  nearly  %Ofo  of  the 
growers  have  signed  the  agreement.    However,  reliable  estimates  place  the 
number  who  have  signed  the  agreement  at  less  thar.         of  the  growers  in 
Aroostook  County. 

"The  organization  is  little  more  than  a  gentleman's  agreement  to  not  ■  ■■ 
sell  below  minimum  price  which  is  set  by  the  directors  elected  by  the  member- 
ship of  the  organization.     The  purpose  is  to  boost  the  price  of  potatoes  by 
simply  refusing  to  sell  for  less  than  a  stated  price.     It  is  hoped  that  the 
price  may  be  increased  to  around  $1  per  barrel  in  the  near  future,  although 
the  price  which  is  to  be  established  next  week  is  expected  to  be  about  10^ 
above  the  present  level  of  50^~55^  per' bar"el  measure."

"Latest  shippers1  estimates  placo  the  Sumner  district  cellar  rhubarb 
crop  for  the  193^  season  at  200,000  crates.     Sma.ll  express  shipments  are  now 
being  made,  with  first  straight  cars  out  about  January  15»    More  than  100  cars 
are  expected  to  move  between  January  15  and  March  15*    Quality  of  early  offer- 
ings, especially  in  regard  to  color,  is  very  good. 

"Seattle  expects  to  receive  the  first  car  of  Mexican  tomatoes  this  week. 
Local  supplies  have  been  very  light  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  Oregon* 
hothouse  offerings  a,t  high  prices,  a  few  Mexican  arrivals  via  Portland  have 
supplied  the  trade.    'Sweet  potatoes  and  cranberries  enjoyed  a  very  good  clean- 
up for  the  holidays  .and  present  stocks  in  the  Uorthwest  are  light,  with  a  firm 
market  maintained  for  each  of  these  commodities. 

"Lettuce  has  been  an  item  of  some  scarcity,  and  good  quality  has  been 
difficult  to  obtain.     California,   Imperial  Valley,  and  Arizona  shipments  have 
increased  rather  sharply  this  week  and  a  plentiful  supply  may  be  had  next  week. 
The  Seattle  market  has  been  strong  for  best  southern  California  offerings."

From  five  to  ten  million  Christmas  trees  are  bought  in  the  United 
States  per  "''ear,  says  the  Forest  Service.    Every  third  or  fourth  family  in 
America  buys  a  Christmas  tree.    Maine,  Tew  Hampshire,  Vermont,  the  Berkshire 
hills  in  Massachusets ,  and  the  Adirondacks  and  the  Catskills  in  New  York  are 
the  sources  of  supply  for  ITe'w  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Boston,  and  even  for 
Baltimore  and  Washington.    The  forests  of  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota 
supply  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis,  and  tile  cities  of  the  Plains  States. 
The  mountains  of  the  West  are  the  source  for  that  region.     The  center  of  the 
Christmas-tree  industry  is  in  the  East.

E.  G.  Risser  included  the  following  information  in  letters  of  Deceniber 
18  and  31»  written  from  Idaho  Falls;- 

"A  rather  extraordinary  situation  developed  during  the  first  part  of 
the  week  of  December  13-19  in  connection  with  the  trading  in  Idaho  potatoes. 
With  its  mind  full  of  Christmas  preparations,  the  public  in  consuming  centers 
showed  the  usual  mid-December  indifference  towards  potatoes,  which  was  reflect 
od.'.in  a  temporary  lack  of  demand  in  many  markets.     Some  Idaho  shippers  found 
themselves  partly  or  completely  out  of  the  deal  for  the  time  "being,  in  spite 
of  their  efforts  to  awaken  the  interest  of  the  trade.    Others  who  were  fortu- 
nate in  securing  orders  or  had  standing  daily  requirements  to  fill  had  diffi- 
culty in  purchasing  supplies  of  good  stock  at  acceptable  prices.     Low  tempera- 
tures in  producing  sections  had  cut  off  haulings  from  farm  cellars,  and  owners 
of  available  warehouse  stocks  at  shipping  points  were  determined  to  get  higher 
prices  for  their  holdings.    Regardless  of  the  dullness  of  outside  markets  and 
the  inactivity  of  many  operators,  offerings  of  good  U.S.  Bfo.  1  Russets  were  so 
light  as  to  create  a  somewhat  stronger  local  undertone  in  the  f.o.b.  market 
for  "best  stock. 

" Idaho  dealers  report  that  competitive  conditions  with  other  sections 
in  the  markets  and  a  comparatively  firm  market  at  Idaho  shipping  points  have 
seriously  hindered  trading  and  interfered  with  the  normal  current  movement  of 
the  crop  into  consumptive  channels.    At  times  they  have  found  it  hard  to  "buy 
and  sell  without  a  loss.    Their  volume  of  business  has  been  light,  trading 
slow  and  expensive,  and  margins  of  profit  small.     Some  operators  have  endeavor 
ed  to  "boost  the  price  at  destination.     Some  have  tried  to  hammer  down  the 
price  at  point  of  origin.    Some  abandoned  the  deal  as  hopeless  under  present  | 
conditions. 

"Better  business  is  generally  looked  for  after  Christmas.    The . weather 
hore  is  norr  moro  moderate.    Haulings  from  the  cellars  were  resumed  in  a  small 
way  yesterday  afternoon,  and  will  be  reflected  in  an  increase  in  loadings,  as 
packing  operations  get  under  way,     The  duration  of  the  cold  spell  was  so  short 
as  to  create  no  serious  def iciency.  in  supplies  on  the  markets." 

Editor's  Note:-    Colder  weather  again  developed  in  Idaho  during  early 
January,  and  a  r  eport  of  5  degrees  below  zero  was  received  on  Wednesday. 

"As  the  season  advances,  the  disposal  of  the  large  quantities  of  U.S. 
Ho.  2's  has  become  a  problem  of  greater  seriousness.    There  is  general  confi- 
dence in  the  outlook  for  U.S.  No.  1  Russets  but  the  same  opinion  is  not  held 
regarding  the  2!s.     Ia  some  consuming  centers,  the  2's  may  be  accepted  in 
preference  to  l's,  if  the  spread  between  prices  of  the  two  grades  becomes  too 
great.     The  present  average  cash-track  price  is  25^  per  cwt.  on  U.S.  No.  2's 
and  75^  on  the  U.S.  No.  l's."

"Demand  for  T'i  scons  in  potatoes  was  somewhat  "better  ihis  week  and  prices 
were  also  improved.     The  increase  in  price  resulted  in  cons i derails7"  heavier 
shipments,  the  daily  average  "being  about  ■       cars,   compared  witli'  2  5  cars  in  the 
previous  week,  /.-  ..  ."  ••. 

"Estimates  of  the  percentage  of  the  crop '  which 'lias  been  shipped  to  date 
vary  widely,  some  dealers  believing    that  as  much  as  $0fo  has  already  been 
moved.     S"  ipments  of  6,3QO  cars  are  about  1,^00  greater  than  at  this  time  last 
year,  when  slightly  less  than  half  of .  the  crop  had  been  shipped.    All  estimates 
are  mainly  guesswork,  as  growers  still  hold  most  of  the  remaining  stock.  Few 
warehouses  are  filled  to  anywhere  near  capacity, and  many  are  almost  empty. 
With  taxes  payable  before  March  1,  it  is  possible  that  deliveries  may  be 
heavier  during  the  next  two  months. 

"Prom  four  to  six  inches  of  snow  fell  iTew  Year's  Eve,  which  was  more 
than  had  fallen  all  season  up  to  .that  time.     The  weather  has  been  comparative- 
ly mild  for  the  last  two  or  three  weeks,  the  temperature  being  mostlj7  around 
or  above  the  freezing  point.  .    ,  - 

"A  few  cars  of  seed  stock  are  being  moved,  mostly  into  the  lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley  of  Texas.    However,  very  few  cash  transactions  have  taken  place, 
most  cars  being  sold  on  deferred  payments,  with  shippers  -  accepting  crop-liens 
as  security.     There  has  been  some  inquiry  for  stock  to  be  placed  on  shares, 
but  no  transactions  have  been  reported.    Host  of  these  inquiries  have-  been  on 
a  HO-oO  basis, -that  is,  the  shipper  to  deliver  the  seed  f.o.b.  destination  and 
receive  hOjb  of  the  crop,  sacked  and  loaded  for  shipment.

9b.     VERY  LIGHT  hOVEhS"!  OF  COLORADO  POTATOES 

Bryce  Morris  sent  the  following  information  from  the  Denver  office 
under  date  of  December  19:- 

"Warmer  weather  prevailed  over  all  sections  of  the  Eastern- Slope  in 
Colorado  the  past  week  (Dec.  I3-I9) >  although  temperatures  have  remained  low 
in  the  San  Luis  Valley  and  on  the  Western  Slope.     Grand  Junction  temperatures 
ranged  from  S  degrees  below,  early  in  the  week,   to  2  degrees  above  zero  Satur- 
day morning. 

"Potato  shipments  from  the  San  Luis  Valley  this  week  have  been  the 
lightest  for  that  period  in  recent  years,  with  only  seven  cars  from  Monday  to 
Friday,  inclusive.     The  train  schedule  has  been  cut  to  two  trains  weekly, 
Tuesday  and  Saturday.     Shippers  aro  beginning  to  forecast  supplies  remaining 
in  storage  throughout  the  Valley,  withrecent  figures  ranging  from  500  to  700 
cars.     It  now  seems  certain  that  the  San  Luis  Valley  shipments  will  not  exceed 
2,500  arid  probably  be  nearer  2,200  cars  this  year,  compared  with  slighthy  more 
than  10,000  last  season. 

"Onion  .markets  held  about  steady  the  past  week  at  shipping  points 
throughout  Colorado,  with  offerings  limited  and  demand  somewhat  slower."

"Marketing  Imperial  Valley  Lettuce,  1931  Season,"  by  A.  S.  Prugh  and 
L.  T.  Kirby.

Although  the  winter  lettuce-  season  in  Arizona  is  already  waning  and 
A.  E,  Prugh  is  about  to  leave  Phoenix  and  proceed  to  Bradley,  California,  the 
following  letter  written  by  him  from  Phoenix  on 'December  lU  will  "be  of  interes 
It  arrived  too  late  for  the  last  Division  Letter  in  1931«~ 

11  Arizona  lettuce  so  far  lias  lacked  solidity,  and  many  cars  have  barely 
passed  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  standardization  law.    Apparently,  ab- 
normally high  temperatures  early  in  November  and  extremely  low  temperatures 
late  in  November  caused  this  unfavorable  development.    Some  fields  are  ready 
to  be  disked  up  now,  being  covered  with  ' seeders, *  without  the  heads  becoming 
solid  enough  to  pack.    After  total  Arizona,  shipments  reached  J>2  cars  on  the 
Bth  of  December.,  •  a^  fairly  heavy  rain  practically  stopped  cutting  and  only  six 
cars  moved  on  the  10th.    After  the  rain,  frosty  nights  retarded  growth,  so 
that,  up  to  the  13th,  only  391  cars  have  been  shipped  from  Arizona,  and  276  of 
these  have  originated  in  the  Eloy  district.     To  the  same  date  last  season, 
Arizona  had  shipped  81$. cars. 

"Lately  there  has  been  some  f.o.b.  buying,  rego.rdless  of  lack  of 
solidity,  on  account  of  the  Christmas  market.    Besides,  qualit3r  is  reported 
very  ordinary  in  San  Fernando,  Calif,,' as  that  district  has  had  considerable 
rain.     Imperial  Valley  has  also  been  affected' with  unfavorable  weather  condi- 
tions, and  only  four  cars  have  moved  from  the  Valley  to  the  13th.  Reports 
indicate  less  than  ^00  cars  from  there  for  the  entire  month  of  December. 

"It  is  not  likely  that  Arizona  will  average  over  ?0  cars  a  day  this 
week,  and  some  estimates  have  placed  the  total  winter  season  movement  at  less 
than  2,000  cars. 

"Snow  is  visible  from  Phoenix,  low  down  on  the  mountains,  which  would 
indicate  continued  cool  weather.     Shippers  are  hoping  for  better  weather  con- 
ditions to  improve  quality.     It  seems  that  total  United  States  shipments  of 
lettuce  will  be  light  for  several  weeks." 

1 1  c .     "  RUTABAGAS"  QPJ'TURjTIPS1'  I  IT  STATS  01  'T^SHIl'SICI' 

J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland  office,  has  advised  us  that  he  notices 
references  to  Washington  shipments  of  rutabagas  and  turnips,  which  are  not 
representative  of  the  production  in  that  State. 

A  recent  market  review,  dated  December  31,  said  that  "more  than  half 
the  total  carlot  supply  of  domestic  turnips  in  recent  weeks  lias  come  from  the 
State  of  Washington,  but  Canadian  imports  have  been  about  equal  to  combined 
shipments  from  the  States.1'    And  under  the  heading  of  "Rutabagas  and  Turnips" 
the  annual  report  of  unloads  in  Portland,  Oregon,  shows  15  cars  as  having 
arrived  from  Washington  and  h  from  California  during  1$31. 

Mr.  Hamilton  goes  on  to  explain  that  these  unloads  are  really  rutabagas 
from  Washington  and  fresh  bunched  turnips  in  crates  from  California.    Ho  says 
the  two  States  are  not  competitive  at  all,  in  their  production  of.  these  com- 
modities.   Washington's  rutabagas  are  shipped  with  tops  off,  and  sacked  like 
onions  and  potatoes.     They  are  grown  exclusively  in  the  lower  Yakima  Valley, 
with  two  crop  movements,-  a  small  August  crop  .and  the  main  storage  crop  har- 
vested in  October.

R.  L.  Sutton  included  the  following  1  cogent s  in  a  report  dated 
January  5  nt  the  Rochester  office 

"'•    "With  the  advent  of  the  hew  year,  it  is  noticeable  .that  a  .-condition 
of  slight  improvement  is  developing  in  certain  of  the  vegetable  crops  from 
western' and  central  2-Tew  York.'  The  commodi  ties  holding  the  lead  in  this  re- 
spect are  onions,  carrots,  aid  potatoes. 

"The  daily  loadings  of  cabbage  increased  recently  to  around  100  cars, 
the  outturn  over  the  past  week-end  being  of  sufficient'  volume  to  fill  10 5 
cars.     The  prevailing  cash  price  to  growers  remains  mostly  at  $10  per  ton. 

"Hie  onion  market  appears  to  be  in  a  strong  position.  Sales  on  50- 
pound  sacks  at  shipping  point  are  ranging  $2~$2.25  for  U.S.  lie.  1  Yellows, 
50-75;^  2  inches  and  larger. 

" The  demand  shown  for  potatoes  recently  has  been  fairly  encouraging. 
The  wagoiiload-cash-to-growers  price  continues  to  hold  mostly  at  25^ per. 
bushel,  with  a  few  points  paying  as  high  as  30$. 

"The  lighter  crjp  that  has  been  r eported  for  carrots  this  year  is  be- 
ginning to  be  manifested  in  strengthening  of  the  market  situation*  P.o.b. 
sales  of  carrots  in  the  rough  in  100-pouhd  sacks  recently-  exceeded  the  $1 
mark.    Prior  to  this, very  little  business  has  been  r eported  over  99$*- 

"It  is  of  note  that  a  few  more  cars  of  apples'  from  this  section  have 
•  recently  been  shipped  for  export  mevem'erit.    However,,  judging  from  weekly 
cable  reports  covering  sales  on  European  markets,  it  is  doubtful  whether,  such 
shipments- will  be  profitable. 

"The  celery  holdings  have  been  reduced,  but  not  to  the  extend  desirable 
•   at  this  late  date.    About  370  carloads  remained  in  western  ITew  York  cold- 
storage  houses  on  January  1.     It  must  be  inev.ita.ble'.  that  the  wastage  on- re- 
maining stocks  will  be  great.    Quality  of  pre sen't  shipment s  is  only  fair-  to 
ordinarj".11

Just  before  this  D.  L.  went  to  press,,  another  letter  dated  January  U 
was  received  from  A.  E.  Prugh,  at  Phoenix: - 

11  Arizona  lettuce  shipments  to  January  3  have  totaled  1,3^4-  cars,  with 
from  the  Sloy  district,  765  Salt  River  Valley,  S7  Yuma,  11  Tubac  (near 
Nogales) ',  19  Winkleman  and  5  Rittenhouse.    About  kOO  cars  are  expected  out 
this  week,  25O  the  week  beginning  the  11th,  and  perhaps  150  after  the  l6th. 
Movement  from  the  Eloy  district  i'S  decreasing,  but  Yuma  is  expected  to  aver- 
age about  15  cars  a  day  this  week. 

"Quality  has  improved  slightly  and  is  now  running  75"^5^  U.S.  Uo.  1. 
Very  few  U.S.  ITo .  1  cars  have  been  shipped,  on  account  of  soft  lettuce  and 
frost  damage.-    The  carlot  cash  market  has  dropped  from  the  high  point  of 
$3.75  on  December  2g  to  $2.25  today,  January  H.     Shipments  have  been  so  light 
through  December  that,  even  in  the  present  depression,  lettuce  of  only  fair 
to  ordinary  quality  could  move  into  consumption  at  high  prices.  Track  hold- 
ings on  15  important  markets  were  down  to  1^5  cars  on  December  31  an(i  in~ 
creased  to  only  232  by  January  h,  after  the  holidays.    Yuma  district  has  had 
the  best  quality  of  recent  shipments,  with  Eloy  second  and  Salt  River  Valley 
third. 

"December  shipments  from  Imperial  Valley  totaled  only  390  cars.  The 
rapid  increase  in  Imperial  shipments  from  19  on  the  27th  to  79  the  28th  and 

cars  the  29th  caused  the  trade  to  be  afraid  of  continued  heavy  movement 
and  resulted  in  the  decline  in  f.o.b.  prices.    However,  after  December  29, 
Imperial  movement  decreased,  but  we  hear  that  107  cars  have  been  ordered  for 
loading  there  today,  which  would  indicate  heavier  shipments  than  were  ex- 
pected.   Some  very  good  lettuce  is  now  moving  from  Imperial  Valley  and  the 
healthy  appearance  of  the  growing  stock  indicates  good  quality  this  winter. 
On  December  28  end  29,  considerable  soft  stock  was  packed  on  account  of  the 
high  market  at  that  time.     It  is  expected  that  total  movement  from  Imperial 
Valley  will  be  from  10,000  to  11,000  cars,  and  fairly  good  prices  should  pre- 
vail through  Januar3/,  as  the  output  should  not  be  excessive  until  February. 

"In  this  fall  and  winter  deal,  shippers  in  the  Eloy  district  of  Ari- 
zona will  make  some  money,  but  most  shippers  in  the  Phoenix  section  are  ex- 
pected to  only  break  even,  on  account  of  the  light  yields.     The  Yuna  dis- 
trict should  show  a  profit.     Taken  as  a  whole,  shippers  will  be  in  better 
condition  financially  than  if  a  normal  crop  bad  been  produced. 

"Some  good  caul if lower  has  been  moving  from  Rittenhouse,  Arizona;  also 
from  Fowler,  near  Phoenix.     This  has  been  commanding  a         Per  crate  premium 
f.o.b.  over  stock  from  the  L0s  Angeles  district. 

"A  few  cars  of  carrots  have  been  shipped  from  Rittenhouse  and  Mesa, 
and  the  f.o.b.  market  has  been  strong  at  $2.50  per  crate.  Acreage  in  Salt 
River  Valley  is  about  200. 

"Arizona,  lettuce  plantings  for  the  spring  crop,  according  to  a  report 
just  issued  by  J.  M.  Foote  of  the  Standardization  Service,   total  1^,719  ^~cres, 
compared  with  16,020  last  year.     Salt  River  Valley,  with  11 , llU  as  against 
13,075  last -.year,  shows  a  decrease,  but  Yuma  has -2,365  compared  with  1,^95 
last  year,  and  Eloy  700  compared  with  kOO  in  1931."

2e.     SETTLEMENT  OE  A  SCRAl'TOIT  CASS  IT.TDSR  THE  P.A.C.  ACT 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  issued  an  order  in  the  sum  of  $128.0,0 
in  favor  of  the  complainant,  in  a  case  brought  under  the  Perishable  Agricultu- 
ral Coiiumodities  Act  by  Elmer  G.  Porter,  of  Caywood,  IT.Y. ,  against  the  Lacka- 
wanna Fruit  3:  Produce  Co.,  Scranton,  Pa. 

Porter  sold  to  the  Lackawanna  Eruit  &  Produce  Co.  part  of  a  carload  of 
Bartlett  pears,  consisting  of  93  bushels.     The  Lackawanna  Fruit  &  Produce  Co. 
took  83  bushels  but  left  the  remaining  10  in  the  car,  claiming  that  they  were 
not  Bartletts.    After  attempting  to  secure  acceptance  of  the  10  bushels, 
Porter  finally  resold  them  for  $2  but  was  compelled  to  pay  $6  demurrage  on  the 
car.     As  a  result  of  the  ensuing  controversy,  the  Lackawanna  Fruit  &  Produce 
Co.  failed  to  pay  for  any  of  the  pears. 

At  the  hearing,  Porter  testified  that  he  had  personally  seen  the  pears 
at  time  of  loading  and  that  the  entire  shipment  was  Bartletts.     The  Lackawanna 
Fruit  &.  Produce  Co.  failed  to  present  any  competent  proof,  supporting  the 
claim  that  the  10  bushels  were  not  Bartletts.     Therefore  the  Secretary  ordered 
a  reparation  order  issued  in  the  sum  of  $119.90,  together  with  $9  interest 
thereon,  making  in  all  $125. $0.    He  also  ordered  that  the  facts  be  published 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
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3e.    PITTSBURGH  FIRM  FIZ5D  U^DERTHE  PRODUCE  AGE1TCY  ACT 

On  December  29  last,  William  Fox  and  Louis  Fox,  of  the  firm  of  William 
Fox  &  Company,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  appeared  "before  the  United  States  District 
Court  and  entered  pleas  of  guilty,  as  charged  in  an  information  filed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act,  charging  them  with  having  made  in- 
correct and  fraudulent  accounting  to  a  shipper  in  IT0rth  Carolina.    'The  minimum 
fine  of  $100  was  imposed  by  the  court  upon  each  of  the  defendants,  together 
with  costs  of  the  proceedings. 

P.  H.  Shoemaker  and  C.  P.  Newton  investigated  this  case  in  the  spring 
of  1931»     It  is  of  especial  interest  in  that  the  defendants  made  restitution, 
prior  to  the  investigation,  of  practically  all  the  monies  unlawfully  withheld. 
In  fact,  they  were  engaged  in  going  through  their  files  and  checking  all  con- 
signment transactions  for  the  purpose  of  making  restitution,  when  Messrs. 
Shoemaker  and  ITewton  commenced  their  investigation.    They  had  "become  involved 
in  a  controversy  with" one  E.  Corel  concerning  payment  for  services.    As  a 
result  of  this  controversy,  Corel  threatened  to  expose  the  defendants,  as  he 
had  personal  knowledge  of  the  fraudulent  transactions  "by  reason  of  his  connec- 
tion with  the  firm  of  William  Fox  &  Company. 

Prosecution  was  "based  upon  the  fact  that  incorrect  and  fraudulent 
accountings  had  "been  rendered  and  railroad  loss-and-damage  claims  collected 
and  not  paid  over  to  the  consignors  until  threatened  with  exposure  approximate- 
ly six  months  after  the  transactions  occurred. 

Presumably,  the  court  took  into  consideration  the  fact  that  restitution 
had  "been  made,  in  fixing  the  minimum  punishment  provided  "by  the  Act,  "but  was 
convinced  that  the  unlawful  acts  were  in  nowise  changed  by  the  fact  that 
restitution  was  made. 

ke.     A  PRODUCE  AGEITCY  CASS  SETTLED  IH  LOS  AITG-SLSS 

A  communication  from  C.  P.  Dorr  of  the  Solicitor's  office,  written  at 
Los  Angeles,  states  that  in  the  matter  of  the  crimina?.  prosecutiou  under  the 
Produce  Agency  Act,  heretofore  pending  in  the  United  States  District  Court  at 
Los  Angeles  against  Harry  S.  Roberts,  the  court  records  show  that  on  August 
2h»  1931j  the  defendant  entered  a  plea,  of  guilty  and  was  fined  $25  and  ordered 
to  pay  to  the  consignors,  Armstrong  &  Graver  of  Freewater,  Oregon,  the  amount 
of  $Ul9«52  unlawfully  withheld  from  them  by  the  defendant.    Armstrong  & 
Craver  advise  that  they  have  accepted  and  received  $U00  in  full  settlement. 

The  produce  consigned  in  this  case  was  a  carlot  of  apples  from  Oregon, 
sold  in  Los  Angeles  by  Roberts  for  account  of  Armstrong  &  Craver.  Roberts 
accounted  correctly  to  the  consignors  in  due  time,  but  failed  to  pay.     This  is 
the    second  case  in  Los  Angeles,  wherein  the  United  States  Court  has  included 
in  its  sentence  the  requirement  that  the  defendant  pay  the  amount  due  the  con- 
signor and  in  which  the  theory  is  upheld  that  failure  to  pay  constitutes 
"failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Produce 
Agency  Act.  . . 

This  case  was  investigated  by  C.  R.  Newton  and  0.  N.  Harsha  in  the 
summer  of  1930*  ^-ie  case  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Justice  on  December  13,  1930*

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has" -issued  a  reparation  order  In  the  sum 
of  ."$473,90  in  favor  of  the  complainant,  in  a  case  Drought  under  the  Perishable 
Agricultural  Commodities  Act  by  Sam  Krasnow,'  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  against 
Altman  &  Swartz,  of  Buffalo,  H.  Y« .....  .. 

In  July,  1930,  Sam  Krasnow  sold  to  Altman  &  Swart z  300  crates  of  "Royal 
Ace"  brand  lion ey  Dew  melons  at  $2.30  per  crate  delivered,  at  Buffalo,'  the  car 
then  being  in  transit  from  the  shipping  point  in  California.    Upon  arrival  of 
the  car  in  Buffalo,  the  melons  were  inspected  by  Altman  &  Swart z,  who  refused 
to  accept  them.    Krasnow  thereupon  reshipped  the  car  to  Pittsburgh  and  sold 
it  there,  afterwards  filing" 'complaint  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  re- 
questing reparation  for  the  loss  suffered  by  reason  of  the  rejection  of  the  car. 

The  sale  was  made  through  A.  II.  Altmayer,  of  Pittsburgh,  and  the  weight 
of  the  evidence  submitted  was  that  Altman  &  Swart z  authorized  Altmayer  to  make 
.the  purchase  in  qxiestion  for  them,  "  Altmayer  issued  a  sales-slip  for  the  car 
and  also  sent  a  telegram,  confirming  the  telephone  instructions  given  him  by 
Altman  &  Swartz,  and  the  Secretary  held  that  this  sales-slip  and  telegram  con- 
stituted a  sufficient  memorandum  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Statute  of 
Frauds. 

Krasnow  claimed  that  Altman  &  Swartz  bought  the  car  "rolling  acceptance!' 
Altman  &  Swartz  denied  this,  but  the  Secretary  feels  that  there  is  little 
difference  concerning  the  latter1 s  liability whether  the  melons  were  pur- 
chased as  a  rolling  car  or  on  a  delivered  basis.    Altman  &  Swartz  had  the 
right  to  examine  the  melons  upon  arrival  at  Buffalo  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining whether  they  complied  with  the  sales  specifications  and,  if  not,  to  re- 
ject them.     The  point  to  be  decided  then  is  whether  Krasnow  furnished  melons 
of  the  kind  and  quality  contemplated  by  the  parties. 

Bo  official  inspection  of  the  melons  was  made  either  at  the  shipping 
point  or  at  destination.     It  appears,  however,  that  Altman  &  Swartz  knew  that 
they  were  purchasing  the  "Royal  Ace"  brand  of  Honey  Dew  melons  and  that  they 
did  not  consider  these  as  being  of  the  best  quality.     The  Secretary  feels, 
therefore,  that  no  particular  quality  or  grade  of  melons  was  specified  and 
that  Krasnow  furnished  substantially  the  same  kind  and  quality  and  the  exact 
brand  of  melons  referred  to  in  the  contract. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  therefore  awarded  damages  to  Krasnow  in 
the  sum  of  $^3^.86,  plus  interest  thereon  in  the  sum  of  $35«OH,  making  a.  total 
of  $U 7 3 -  90,  and  ordered  that  the  facts  re  gar ding  the  case  should  be  published 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.

Please  also  note  that  the  policy,  as  outlined  in  that  article,  shall 
apply  for  all  products  for  which  the  grades  provide  lOfo  tolerances,  excepting 
in  the  case  of  cauliflower  and  other  commodities  which  are  packed  with  25' 
specimens  or  less  in  a  container.     In  such  cases .  any  lot  should  "be  con- 
sidered as  meeting  the  requirements  of  a  specified  grade,  if  hone  of  the  con- 
tainers are  found  to  show  more  than  double  the  tolerance  permitted,  provided 
that  the  entire  lot  shall  average  within  the  tolerances  specified.

"In  connection  with  this  display,  the  shipping-point  'inspection  staff 
at  Yakima  also  put  on  an  exhibit  of  inspection  and  standardization  work.

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9c.     COjgLAIgg  ^GAggrgg  REPACKING  OF  BOXED  APPLFS 

A  large  northwestern  shipper -has-  made  complaint  that  our  inspectors, 
when  handling  inspections' in  cold  storage,  make  no  attempt  to  put  the  apples 
back  in  "boxes  carefully 0     It  is  claimed  that  in  some  crises  every  "box  which 
has  "been  examined  is  a  complete  wreck  and  there -has  "been  no  attempt  made  by 
inspectors  to  replace  the  fruit  properly.    One' cold-storage  company  has  ad- 
vised this  shipper  that  Federal  inspectors  throw  the  fruit  hack  into  the 
"boxes  and  often  it  is  an  inch  above  the  end  of  the  box, so  that,  when  the  lid 
is  nailed  on  again,  the  apples  are  -bruised  until  the  package  actually  presents 
a  worthless  appearance.    A  shipper,  who  has  taken  particular  pains  at  harvest 
time  to  pack  his    fruit  right .   is  entitled  to  better  treatment  and  certainly 
has  a  right  to  complain  when  a  sale  is  ruined  by  having  the  fruit  mishandled 
by  inspectors. 

All  inspectors  are  cautioned  to  watch  this  matter  more  closely.  After 
completing  inspections,  it  is  the  duty  of  inspectors  to  see  that  boxes  are 
properly  repacked  and-  replaced  in  as  nearly  original  position  as  possible. 
Decayed  specimens  should  be  repacked  about  as  found  in  the  container  and  not 
left  ^Jiduly  exposed  to  view. 

10 c .     SOI'S  DAMAGE  TO  CALIFORNIA  OEAITC-SS  FROM;  COLD  WEATE5R 

The  following  item  is  from  California  Inspectors5  ITotes,  dated 
December  lg,  1931:-  ' '  '•' 

"K.  IT.  Peterson  returned  to  Sacramento  late  to-day  from  a  10— day  trip 
throughout  the  State.    Eis  itinerary'"  included  principally  the  orange  districts, 
where  inspections  are  being  made.    He  reports  considerable  freezing  damage, 
both  in  Tulare  County  and  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.    At  the  present 
time  the  principal  indication  of  damage  is  the  presence  of  crj^stals;  there  is 
practically  no  drying  out  of  segments  apparent. 

"Peterson  reports  seeing  a  20-acre  tract  in  the  Lindsay  district, 
covered  with  oranges  that  were  dumped  on  account  of  freezing  damage.     In  addi- 
tion to  this  dump  ground,  there  a„re  two  or  three  others  in  the  same  district. 

"The  cold  weather  has  delayed  caulif lower  shipments  in  the  coast  dis- 
tricts; however,  with  favorable  weather  from  this  time  on,  there  should  be  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  movement  .about  the  first  of  the  year." 

11c.    BA1TKPUPTCY  NOTICE

12c.     SOLS  OREGON  POTATOES  BEIITG  WASHED  AT  POIUT  OF  0RIGI1T 

W.  L.  Close,  Supervising  Inspector  at  SaJem,  Oregon,  wrote  aS  follows 
in  a  letter  dated  December  23 :~ 

"On  our  recent  trip  to  Klamath  Falls,  Oregon,  we  noticed  Schwab  Com- 
mission Company  washing  their  entire  output  of  potatoes.     The  washer  was 
hooked  up  ahead  of  the  grader  and  seemed  to  be  doing  a  very  effective  job 
of  cleaning  the  potatoes.    The  stock  being  washed  while  we  were  there  was  not 
particularly  dirty,  but  the  difference  in  apoearance  was  quite  surprising. 
The  man  in  charge  advised  us  that  they  were  finding  a  considerable  demand  for 
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washed  potatoes  in  California  mar  lets  and  that  the  trade  was  beginning  to 
specify  'washed  stock5  in  their  orders  and  inquiries. 

"The  washer  itself  was  astonishingly -simple.     It  consisted  of  two  sets 
of  roller  brushes  about  six  feet  long  in  'V  formation,  and  inclined  at  an 
angle  of  about  15  degrees.     These  rollers  revolve  in  opposite  direction,  turn- 
ing the  potatoes  at  a  slow  rate  as  they  pass  through  the  machine.     The  water 
comes  down  from  above,  under  rather  low-pressure  or  no  pressure  at  all  other 
than  exists  in  the  mains.     The  water  is  used  only  once  and  passes  off  through 
an  outlet  provided  for  that  purpose.    This  particular  machine  had  no  provision 
for  dryer  attachment.     It  is  our  understanding,  however,  that  such  an  attach- 
ment is  being  perfected  at  this  time.  .  Potatoes  move  from  the  washer  directly 
across  the  sorting  table  and  into  the  sacks.    We  looked  at  some  of  the  potatoes 
after  they  had  been  sacked,  and  there  was  '  very  little  water  on  them.  Pota- 
toes that  had  been  in  the  warehouse  for  2h  hours  seemed  to  be  as  dry  as  we 
ordinarily  find  stock  that  has  not  been  washed. 

"We  also  noticed  that  it  was  possible  to  do  a  much  better  job  of  grad- 
ing.    Defects  were  easily  and  quickly  seen,  and  there  was  practically  no  loss 
of  time  in  decision  on  the  part  of  the  sorters.    Such  defects  as  sunburn  and 
concealed  machanical  injuries  loomed  up  conspicuously,  whereas  in  unwashed 
stock  such  defects  would  have  required  close  scrutiny,  to  say  the  least. 

"■Of  course,  washers  have  been  in  use  in  a  limited  way  for  the  past 
several  years,  but  this,  is  the  first  time  that  I  have  ever  seen  a  company 
washing  all  their,  output.     It  appears  to  me  that  the  additional  cost  would  be 
very  largely  taken  care  of  by  the  decreased  cost  of  sorting,  and  that  probably 
in  the  future  there  will  be  a  considerable  tonnage  of  Klamath  potatoes  washed." 

13c.     SUPPLIES  gglgg  INSPECTED  POP  BOSTON  INSTITUTIONS 

The  city  of  Boston  has  requested  Federal  inspection  of  all  supplies  of 
fruits  and  vefe tables  furnished  city  institutions,  end  this  new  work  will 
probably  require  the  full  time  of  one  inspector.     This  service  will  cover  sup- 
plies furnished  hospitals,  penal  institutions,  and  other  establishments  oper- 
ated by  the  city  of  Boston.

lb.     HIGH  PRICES  FOB  COLORADO  ONIONS 

The  following  report  of  January  9  Came  from  Bryce  Morris,  at  the 
Denver  office:-' 

"Continued  warm  weather  has  prevailed  throughout  the  Denver  area,  for 
the  past  two  or  three  weeks,  although  heavy  snows  have  fallen  along  the  east- 
ern "border  and  in  southwestern  Colorado.    Abundant  snow  has  fallen  i^^e, 
high  mountain  ranges  to  the  westward,  and  all  sections  of  the  State  are/sui- 
ficient  irrigation  water  for  19~3. 

"Trading  has  been  normal  on  the  Denver  market  recently,  with  the  low 
prices  on  oranges  the  ctn.ef  factor  of  interest,  practically  all  sizes  selling 
around  $3  PGr  dox, 

"Colorado  oil;. on  shipments  have  been  fairly  liberal  recently,  with 
demand  remaining  good  and  prices  advancing.    Practically  no  onions  remain  in 
growers'  hands  in  the  Arkansas  Valley  and  very  few  on  the  Western  Slope. 
Some  dealers  estimated  that  remaining  supplies  in  the  Arkansas  Valley  do  not 
exceed  15O  cars,    One  estimate  is  as  low  as  100  cars.    On  the  Western  Slope, 
remaining  supplies  probably  range  between  100  and  12 5  cars,  according  to  re- 
ports of  principal  shippers  in  that  area.     Growers  were  receiving  $3»50-$3»s5 
for  No.  1  bulk  Yellow  Danvers,  compared  to  25^-35^  Per  cwt.  at  this  time  last 
yea.r . 

"The  potato  markets  have  been  quite  dull  recently,  especially  on  white 
potatoes.    Estimates  of  supplies  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  range  from  300  to  yOQ 
cars.     It  is  quite  certain  that  shipments  will  not  exceed  2,000  cars  for  this 
season.    Northern  Colorado  has  probably  shipped  about  one-third  of  this  sea- 
son's crop,  which  is  variously  estimated  around  J>,000  cars  for  the  season. 
Western  Slope  shipments  will  probably  equal  the  193^  crop  movement.    For  the 
State  as  a  whole,  wo  still  maintain  that  shipments  will  not  exceed  8,000  cars." 

2b .     CELLAR  GRADING  OF  POTATOES  INCREASES  Iff  IDAHO 

R.  G.  Risser  reported  as  follows  from  Idaho  Falls  in  a  letter  of 
January  S:- 

"One  of  the  developments  this  season  in  the  potato  producing  sections 
of  the  Snake  River  Valley  has  been  the  phenomenal  increase  in  the  practice  of 
grading  this  product  in  the  farm  storage  cellars  instead  of  hauling  the  entire 
supply  to  the  warehouses  at  shipping  points,  where  the  grading  and  sacking  oper- 
ations have  commonly  been  carried  on  in  the  past.    This  procedure    has  taken 
place  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  is  of  special  advantage  in  connection  with 
the  packing  of  this  season's  crop.     It  eliminates  the  necessity  of  hauling  the 
culls  either  to  or  from  shipping  points;  it  permits  hauling  of  the  U.S.  No.  2's 
whenever  a  sale  is  consummated,  and  it  dispenses  with  one  handling  and  sacking 
operation  for  the  entire  stock.     In  co.ses  such  as  are  common  this  season,  where 
a  large  proportion  of  the  potatoes  care  of  inferior  quality,  the  saving  to  the 
grower  is  very  material.     In  some  instances  the  grading  and  packing  is  done  by 
the  producer,  but  more  frequently  a  crew  is  sent  out  by  the  shipper,  who  also 
supplies  the  sacks.     The  sacked  potatoes  are  hauled  directly  to  the  shipping 
point  from  the  cellars,  and  are  all  ready  to  be  loaded  in  the  cars.    The  lower- 
grade  stock  is  retained  on  the  farm,  where  it  is  utilized  for  feed  or  is  sold 
to  stockmen,  or  it  may  be  held  for  a  possible  later  sale.     The  improvement  in 
farm  cellars  has  made  this  measure  of  cellar  packing  possible." 
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3b.     MAIITS  FOTATO  PRICES  ADVAIICE  SLIGHTLY  ■ 

V.  H.  Nicholson  reported  as  "follows  from  Pre s que  Isle  on  January  9s- 

" Shipments  of  Maine  potatoes  increased  somewhat  this  week,  and  the 
price  has  strengthened  slightly.     However,  there  was  a  very  light  volume  of 
sales  yesterday.  ?*i-.;'V'"'3  :-' 1 '.'  "  •  *  •' ' 

"The  Maine  Potato  Growers  Union  set  a  minimum  price  of  60^  "bulk  per 
"barrel  for  potatoes  in  the  central  part  of  the  county.    The  prices  in  other, 
sections  were  graduated  according'  to  the  difference  in  freight  rates.  These 
prices  "became  effective  Tuesday,  January. 5,  and  the  organization  seems  to 
have  "been  fairly  successful  in  holding  the  prices  above  the  minimum.  The 
shippers  have  bought  at  the  pri:-es  established  liy  the  growers'  organization, 
but  they  seem  to  be  unable  to  dispose  of  their  loaded  cars  at  cost.  Track 
holdings  of  loaded  cars  are  fairly  heavy. 

"The  Potato  Growers  Union  is  simply  a  gentleman's  agreement  to  not  sell 
below  a  minimum  price,  which  is  set  by  the  directors  of  the.  organization.  The 
by-laws  provide  that  "any  member  or  members  who.  sell  potatoes  less  than  the 
price  the  Union  sets  on  potatoes  for  that  period,-  without  a  special  permit,  is 
subject  to  the  penalty  which  the  Union  may  impose  upon  him."     However',  Hie 
"penalty  which  the  Union  may  impose  upon  him"  or  the. method  of  determining  it 
is  not  set  forth  in  the  agreement.    Very  few  Aroostook  County,  farmers  could 
be  induced  to  enter  a  cooperative  marketing  agreement,  but  it  now  appears ■ 
that  probably  50>o  of  them  have  signed  this  present  agreement." 

lib  .     ICTS  ON  MI  CHI  GAIT  QUI  QI\TS  AND  POTATOES 

The  following  letter  of  January  9  came  from  R.  E.  Keller,  at  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.:-    .  ..  • 

"Onion  values  are  steady  to  strong.     Since  January  1  both  terminal  mar- 
kets and  shipping  points  have  shown  marked  advances.    Heavy  shipments  in  the., 
last  two  or  three  days  have  limited  the  demand,  but  shippers  are  resisting  any 
price  decline.    Present  shipments  represent  orders  booked  ahead  and  fulfillment 
of  January  delivery  contracts.    Mild  rainy  weather  all  during  December  and  con- 
tinuing to  date  into  January  has  caused  an  exceptionally  heavy  shrinkage. 
Small  undersized  onions  and  those  from  poor  seed  are  showing  heavy  storage* 
losses,  while  larger  sizes  from  the  best  seed  are  keeping  well. 

"January  1  counts  of  onion  stocks  on  hand  in  Michigan,  made  by  local 
dealers  and  shippers,  vary  from  gOO  to  ^00  cars,  not  including  the  shrink. 
Shipments  to  date  for  the  State  now  total  1, 675  cars,    About  lkG  cars  have 
'moved  since  January  1.     So  the  probable  movement'  for  the  season  is  now  esti- 
mated between  2,325  and  2,h2'3  cars,  compared  with  5>500  last  season. 

"Both  the  demand  and  f.o.b.  prices  for  potatoes  have  picked  up  a  little 
since  the  first  of  the  year.    However,   the  price  to  the  growers  has  not  been 
changed.    Old-line  houses  are  still  paying  JQfi  per  cwt.  at  country  loading 
points  for  U.S.  Ho.  1  stock.     The  mild  open  weather  experienced  so  far  this 
winter  has  left  the  roads  open,  so  that  t  ucks  have  been  able  to  opera.te 
almost  without  interruption.     Plence  the  volume-  moved  by  truck  has  been  quite 
heavy."

^Marketing  Louisiana  Strawberries,  1931  Season,"  by  R.  L.  Sutton 
is  a  new  smmry  distributed  from  Washington  this  week. 
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5b .     AIT  INTERESTING  REPORT  OH  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY  VEGETABLES 

W.  D.   Googe  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  January  10  from  the  field 
station  at  Brownsville :~ 

"The  first  week  of  the  new  year  brought  a  fair  to  active  demand  for 
moot  of  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Val-ley  products.     Shippers  reported  a  surprising 
number  of  orders  for  cabbage  and  mixed  cars  containing  an  assortment  of  prod- 
ucts from  this  section.    Even  beets,  which  have  been  draggy  so  far  this  season, 
were  in  bettor  demand,  and  prices  to  growers  increased  from  20^-30^  PGr  crate 
to  as  high  as  50^.     These  prices  are  net  to  growers,  shippers  using  their 
crews  to  harvest  and  pack  beets  and  carrots  in  most  cases.     Carrots  are  hard 
to  find  and,  when  a  field  ready  for  harvest  is  located,  the  price  is  of  little 
consequence . 

"There  has  been  a  good  demand  for  green  broccoli ,  which  is  more  abund- 
ant this  year.     The  total  movement  of  this  commodity  in  straight  and  mixed  cars 
during  the  last  two  \vecks  has  probably  averaged  10  cars  daily.    Prices  on  this 
article  are  hard  to  quote,  due  to  the  wide  Variation  in  containers  used.  Pea 
crates  are  the  most  popular,  but  some  shippers  pack  l6  or  13  bunches  in  them, 
and  others  as  high  as  2h  bunches.    The  usual-terms  price,  f  .o.b.  Valley  points, 
ranges  $1.50-$2  per  pea  crate,  according  to  the  number  of  bunches. 

"Nominally  the  Garbage  price  to  growers  has  been  mostly  $15  per  ton,  but 
actually  the  price  during  the  week  has  averaged  around  $20.  Rainy  weather  held 
down  the  shipments,  and  jobbers  at  the  other  end  have  been  calling  for  new  cab- 
bage more  than  was  expected.  It  is  reported  that  storage  cabbage. in  the  north- 
ern States  is  wasty,  and  dealers  are  showing  preference  for  new  stock  when  they 
can  get  it  at  a  reasonable  price. 

"A  light  movement  of  Mexican  vegetables  through  Brownsville  began  the 
early  part  of  the  year.    So  far,  shipments  have  consisted  mostly  of  snap  beans 
and  tomatoes,  which  are  of  excellent  quality.     In  all,  these  shipments  .are  ex- 
pected to  total  150  to  200  carloads,  probably  half  of  which  will  be  used  in 
cars  of  mixed  vegetables  from  the  Valley.     The  producing  section  is  around 
Manue  1 ,  near  Tamp i c o . " 

6b.     APPLES  AND  ONIONS  IN  THE  PACIFIC  NORTHWEST 

In  the  Northwestern  Weekly  Market  Review,  published  at  Portland  on 
January       the  following  statements  appear  regarding  apples  and  onions :- 

11  Considerable  resumption  in  the  apple  export  trade  has  developed  with- 
in the  last  week.    An  entirely  new  basis  of  trading  has  been  established  in 
this  current  apple  movement,  with  practically  all  transactions  based  on  guaran- 
teed advances,  rather  than  outright' 'purchase  as  in  the  past.     These  guaranteed 
advances  are  generally  about  25^  below  ruling  cash  quotations.  F.a.s.  advances 
of  80^  for  Extra  Fancy  Winesaps,  and  $1-$1.10  for  Extra  Fancy  Newtowiis  are  ex- 
amples of  current  transactions* •   Trading  is  now  mostly  confined  to  these  two 
varieties,  with  exportable  Delicious  hard  to  obtain.    Weiiatchee  stock  consti- 
tutes the  majority  of  the  movement.    Yakima  shippers  are  generally  unwilling 
to  deal  on  these  terms  at  this  time.     The  United  Kingdom  is  taking  nearly  all 
of  the  current  business,  with  Continental  trading  extremely  light. 

"The  onion  trade,  which  has  been  in  speculative  hands  for  the  past  60 
days,-  enjoyed  another  flurry  of  buying  in  the  Northwest  last  week.  About  70 
or  SO  cars  were  purchased  in  western ■ Oregon,  mostly  at  $3  plus  bags,  f.o.b. 
-cash  track  to  growers  for  U.S.  No.  1  stock,  with  prompt  .shipment.  A  premium 
over  this  amount  was  paid  for  some  lots  for  future  delivery.  About  UOO  cars 
of  onions  are  still  in  storage  in  Oregon.  Of  this  total,  about  260  cars  are 
owned  b3^  growers,  70  are  in  dealers'  storages,  and  70  cars  purchased  but  still 
in  growers1  storages." 
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7b  .     FIGURES  PIT  MOVSETT  OF-  FLORIDA  CITRUS  BY  TRUCK  1TO -•  'lOITGER  AVAILABLE'  ^ 

H.  F.  Ylillson  sent  the  following  report  from  "Winter  Haven  in  a  letter 
of  January  5 :_ 

"The  daily  truck  movement  of  Florida  citrus  will  not  "be  available  for 
the  local  Citrus  Report  after'  December  yi.     This  inf ormation,  secured  through 
the  courtesy  of  ITathan  Mayo,  State  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  must  be  dis- 
continued on  account  of  lack  of  funds.     These  data,  available  for  the  first 
time  this  season,  have  proved  to  be  very  valuable,  and  our  office  received 
many  favorable  comments  from  the  trade  concerning  the  truck  information. 

"The  truck  movement  of  Florida  citrus  for  the  period  December  15  to  22 
was  very  heavy,  ranging  mostly  from  IS, 000  to  21,000  boxes  per' day.    On  both 
December  lc  and  17,  the  equivalent  of  60  cars  per  day  was  •  shipped,  but  the 
movement  of  December  22  was  the  peak  day  when  nearly  30>000  boxes  were  ship- 
ped by  trucks  alone.    On  the  basis  of  3$0  boxes  to  the  car,  the  total  truck 
movement  for  that  date  would  equal  S3  carlots,  of  which  65  cars  were  oranges, 
7  grapefruit  and  11  tangerines. 

"The  relative  importance  of  the  truck  shipments  of  Florida  citrus  can 
best  be  shown  by  comparing  them  with  the  combined  rail  and  boat  shipments  for 
the  corresponding  date.    On  December  22,  the  total  rail  and  boat  movement  for 
-all  classes  of  Florida  citrus  was  17S  cars,  compared  with  S3  ~DY  truck.  The 
17S  cars  were  classed  as  follows:     oranges  75»  grapefruit  U'j,  tangerines  6  ; 
mixed  citrus  In  order  to  obtain  a  more  representative  comparison  .  by 

classes,  the  5^  cars  of  mixed  citrus  are  added  "to  oranges,  grapefruit  and  tan- 
gerines according  to  the  average  percentage  of  each,  as  derived  from  an  analy- 
sis of  nearly  2,000  cars  of  mixed  citrus  shipped  in  December  during  the  past  I 
two  seasons.     In  this  analysis ,  56;o  of  the  mixed  cars  were  oranges,  2kfo  grape- 
fruit and  2O70  tangerines.     Converted  on  this  basis  the  rail  shipments  would  be 
oranges  105,  grapefruit  56,  and  tangerines  17.     The  truck  shipments  of  oranges 
for  this  date,  or  65  cars,  were  considerably  over  one-half  of  the  rail  move 
The  11  cars  of  trucked  tangerines  -were  approxima-tcly  2/3  of  the  rail  movement. 
Grapefruit,  on  the  other  hand,  was  comparatively  light,  the  truck  movement 
being  only  7  cars,  as  contracted  with  56  by  rail  and  boat.    Up  to  January  1, 
over  2,300  cars  of  Florida  citrus  had  been  shipped,  by  truck.    The  approximate 
totals  were  1,500  carloads  of  oranges,  65O  grapefruit,  and  175  tangerines . 11

The  following    excerpts  are  fro...  a  weekly  report  issued  by  the 
Rochester  office  on  January  12.     They  ' came  from'  R.  L.  Sutton :- 

"With  general  reports  of  a  shortage  in  the  stocks  of  carrots ,  a 
strengthening  of  the  market  has  been  conspicuous  during  recent  days.    The  move- 
ment is  still  confined  almost  exclusively  to  dry  storage  holdings.     There  were 
reports  of  growers  receiving  as  high  as  $20  per  ton  last  week.     This  figure  is 
undoubtedly  the  exception.     There  were  sales  reported  by  shippers  of  bulk  car- 
rots last  week  at  $l6  per  ton. 

"At  the  beginning  of  this  week  the  demand  for  onions  was  slower  and  the 
market  was  slightly  weaker.    However,  throughout  most  of  last  week  the  onion 
market  was  steady  to  strong.     The  outturn  of  late-crop  onions  from  the  entire 
country  this  season  is  5,000  cars  under  that  of  last  season  to  date. 

"The  cabbage  market  is  rather  dull.    A  wide  range  in  prices  has  existed  4 
for  sacked -stock.     The  shipments  continue 'to  receive  a  wide  distribution. 
Billings  arc  made  to  points  in  Nebraska,  Kansas  and  Missouri,  in  addition  to 
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the  usual  mi dwe stern,  southern,  and  eastern  outlets.    Prices  paid  to  growers 
ranged  mostly  $g-$10,  bulk  per  ton. 

"Shippers  are  reporting  fairly  good  demand  for  potatoes.     The  f.o.b. 
price  on  100-pound  sacks  held  mostly  around  750*     This  package  has  been  more 
in  prominence  this  season  than  the  larger  150-pound  sack.    Prices  to  growers 
ranged  25^-30^,  hulk  per  bushel,  but  recently  the  30^  figure  has  become  more 
in  evidence. 

"There  is  a  fairly  good  demand  for  Rhode  Island  Greening  apples  of 
large  size.    This  class  of  fro.:.':  is  scarce.    Apples,  as  a  commodity,  ruled 
mostly  dull.    Baldwins  from  cola  storage,  U.S.  No.  1,  2j  inches  up,  sold  in 
a  limited  way  at  $1-$1.05  per  bushel.    Lower  grades  of  Baldwins  from  common 
storage  fluctuated  between         and  70^  for  bushel  tubs  in  carlots. 

"Much  of  the  celery  now  moving  from  storage  is  going  out  by  truck. 
Daily  carlo t  movement  has  been  very  light.     Cold-storage  holdings  in  western 
New  York  had  been  reduced  by  January  8  to  71.103  crates  or  approximately  2 gl| 
carloads.    At  this  time  last  season  only  about  60  carloads  remained  to  be 
shipped." 

9b .    A  BIG  DTCR5ASS  IN  SOUTHERN  FLORIDA  BEAN  ACREAGE 

The  following  letter  of  January  13  was  received  from  J.  B.  Owens,  in 
charge  of  the  Pompano  field  station: 

"The  acreage  in  winter  snap  beans  in  south  Florida  is  nearly  double  that 
of  last  year.    Most  of  this  acreage  is  located  in  Broward  and  Palm  Beach 
counties.     The  acreage  in  Broward  County  is  estimated  at  6,000,  which  is  only 
a  slight  increase  over  the  1931  figure.    Pompano  is  the  center  of  operations 
for  this  district.     The  acreage  for  Palm  Beach  County  is  estimated  at  6,500 
acres,  compared  with  1,000  last  season.     This  area  of  production  is  located 
around  the  southeastern  border  of  Lake  Okeechobee.     The  extremely  low  level  of 
the  lake  has  loft  thousands  of  acres  of  muck  land  open  for  cultivation,  and 
beans  arc  the  unanimous  choice  of  crops  to  be  planted.    No  fertilizer  is  needed 
to  produce  a  crop  in  this  section,  while  in  Broward  County  it  is  customary  to 
use  at  least  a  ton  of  fertilizer  to  the  acre.     In  previous  seasons,  Broward 
County  has  had  the  advantage  of  being  freer  from  frosts  than  the  Lake  section, 
but  this  season  they  are  considered  to  be  on  equal  terms  in  this  respect,  due  t 
the  vast  acreage  of  lake  bottom  under  cultivation,  which  is  better  protected 
than  in  previous  years. 

"Growing  conditions  in  both  sections  have  been  unusually  good  and  excel- 
lent yields  are  being  reported.     The  quality  now  going  out  is  considered  far 
above  the  average  for  this  season  of  the  year.    The  predominating  variety  for 
both  sections  is  the  Bountiful,    A  considerable  acreage  of  Giant  Stringless  is 
planted  in  the  Lake  area,  but  plantings  of  this  variety  are  very  light  in  Bro- 
ward County.    Black  Valentines  are  planted  to  a  less  extent  then  in  former  year 
and  the  acreage  in  Wax  beans  is  also  very  light.    The  movement  has  been  fairly 
uniform  during  the  past  two  weeks,  with  295  cars  being  reported  for  the  week  of 
December  27  and  302  cars  for  the  week  of  January  3«    This  movement  was  about 
equally  divided  between  the  Pompano  section  ond  the  Lake  region. 

"The  steady  flow  of  beans  to  market,  with  no  indication  of  a  lighter 
movement  in  sight,  has  had  a  depressing  effect  on  the  f.o.b.  market.  Although 
prices  have  declined  very  little  during  the  past  week,  trading  has  been  rather 
slow,  with  a  general  tendency  toward  lower  prices.    This  is  particularly  true 
for  Bountifuls.     The  light  offerings  of  Black  Valentines  and  Wax  beans  caused 
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the  market  for  those  varieties  to  improve  slightly  during  the  last  few  days, 
"it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  one  factor  which  will  holp  in  the 
probable  increase  in  the  number  of  carloads  of  beans  from  Florida  this  year  is 
the  reduction  in  the  minimum  carload,  weight,  that  was  put  into  effect  a  few 
months  ago.     The  present  minimum  load  is  hgy  hampers,  with  the  usual  lord 
around  500  hampers,  or  approximately  100  less  per  car  than  previously  used. 

"The  winter  pepper  acreage  for  south  Florida  is  slightly  larger  than  in 
1931  •     This  increase  is  mainly  in  Palm  Beach  County.     The  acreage  in  the  Poin- 
pano  section  of  Broward  County  is  about  the  same  as  was  planted  last  season. 
The  weather  has  been  ideal  for  plants,   and  the  crop  as  a  whole  is  in ' good  con- 
dition.   The  movement  has  been  light  up  to  the  present  time,  but  shipments 
will  increase  in  the  near  future <-     The  most  common  varietj'  grown  in  this  sec- 
tion is  the  Ruby  King,  but  a  small  acreage  is  planted  to  the  California  Won- 
der, a  variety  which  is  increasing  in  popularity  and  demanding  a  premium  on 
the  local  f.o.b,  market.    The  demand  for  peppers  has  been  fairly  good,  and 
the  f.o.c.  market  has  shown  a  slight  improvement  during  the  past  week. 

"The  south  Florida  tomato  acreage  is  about.  15$  less  than  last  season. 
The  greatest  reduction  is  in  Lade  County,  in  the  section  south  of  Miami". 
Broward  and  Lee  counties  also  show  reductions.    Palm  Beach  and  Collier 
counties  show  a  decided  increase.    Weather  conditions  have  been  exceptionally 
favorable  for  tomatoes  this  ye~r,  and  high  yields  are  expected.    The  movement 
of  the  '.'inter  crop  is  under  way  in  Bade  and  Collier  counties  and  early*  ship- 
ments are  moving  out  of  Broward  County."

■lc.     ITOTICE  REGARDING-  TOMATO  IiTSPBCTIOITS 

At  this  season  of  the  year,  inspections  of  tomatoes  may  involve  the 
question  of  freezing  and'  chilling.    All  inspectors  should,   therefore,  refer 
to  Memorandum  ITo .  69,  by  Gr.  B.  Ramsey,  entitled:     "Freezing  and  Chilling 
Injury  of  Tomatoes,"  which  gives  detailed  information  on  the  subject.  Any 
inspector  who  does  not  have  a  copy  of  the  memorandum  should  advise  the  Wash- 
ington office  at  once  and  same  will  he  mailed  to  him. 

2c.     SM  OLD  BILLS  TO  WASHINGTON  FOR  -COLLECTION 

Attention  -is  directed  to  paragraph  ikk,  Part  I,  Inspection  Handbook, 
which  specifically  states  that  no  bills  should  be  held  over  two  months,  except 
those  owed  by  a  railroad.     In  some  cases  old  bills  have  been  held  in  the 
branch  offices  for  several  months  and,  when  effort  was  made  to  collect  them, 
it  was  learned  that  the  firm  had  gone  out  of  business.     The  procedure  outlined 
in  paragraphs  1^3 ,  and  1^5»  Part  I,  Inspection  Handbook  should  be  closely 

followed.    Each  inspector  in  charge  of  a  market  must  make  it  a  part  of  his 
business  to  collect  all  outstanding  fee-bills  and  send  them  to  Washington 
after  they  are  two  months  old. 

3° •     CERTIFICATION  OP  CAULIFLOWER 

The  question  of  form  of  certification  of  cauliflower  in  receiving  mar- 
kets has  recently  been  brought  up,  and  in  handling  this  pha.se  of  inspection 
work  thre-e-  different  situations  will  be  encountered: - 

1.  Cars  which  are  certified  as  up-  to-  grade  at  shipping-point  and  will 
be  below  grade  at  destination  only  because  of-  condition  factors. 

2.  Receiving -point  inspectors  will  also  have  cars  to  certify,  which 
were  below  grade  at  shipping-point  but  were  certified  as  showing  a,  certain 
percentage  of  U.S.  N0.  1  quality  and  which  may  show  a  considerably  higher 
percentage  of  defects  in  the  market.     In  some  instances  there  will  be  a  re- 
quest to  show  the  percentage  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  quality  on  such  cars  and  in  other 
cases  there  will  not  be  such  a  request.    When  there  is  no  request  made  for  the 
percentage  of  ITo.  1  quality  in  the  market  -  inspection,  it  will  be  bettor  not  to 
bring  up  a- possible  point  of ■ controversy  by  showing  that  a  shipment  which  con- 
tained        0I"  ^T°»  1  quality  at  point  of  origin  contains  only  GGfo  on  arrival 

at  destination.     Such  cars  should  be  simply  reported  as  now  failing  to  grade 
U.S.  ITo.  1,  without  making  any  reference  to  the  percentage  of  ITo.  1  quality 
nor  the  fact  that  it  meets  the  quality  requirements  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  in  other 
respects.    When  there  is  a  request  for  the  percentage  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  quality, 
it  should  be  handled  as  follows:     "Stock  fails  to  grade  U.S.  ITo.  1,  but  now 
shows  approximately  &Ofo  of  U.S.  1  quality." 

3.  There  is  another  situation  in  which  no  shipping -point  inspection 
has  been  ma.de  on  a  lot  that  arrives  in  the  market  failing  to  grade  only  on 
account  of  condition  factors.     This  ca.se  should  be  handled  in  the  same  way  a,s 
if  the  car  had  been  previously  inspected  and  reported  &s  up  to  grade.  That 
is,  -  state  that  it  now  fails  to  grade  U.S.  ITo.  1  only  on  account  of  condition 
factors  but  meets  the  quality  requirements  of  this  gra.de. 
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lie.     A  RECENT  REPORT  ON  VIRGINIA  APPLE  INSPECTIONS 

I.  W.  Ayres  wrote  as  follows -in-  a  letter  of  January  12'  from  University, 
Virginia:-  .  : 

"During  the  month  of  December,  only  503  certificates  were  issued  on. 
Virginia  apples,  due  to  low  prices  and  glutted  markets.    Many  cars  were  con- 
signed to  domestic  markets  "on  which  no  inspections  were  requested,  and  a.  num- 
ber of  cars  were  exported  on  the  "basis  of  certificates  issued  during  the  har- 
vest time.     The  total  number  of  certificates  issued  on  the  1931  apple  crop  to 
January  1  is  over  8,600. 

"Since  the  first  of  January,  the  request  for  inspection  on  apples  for 
export  shipment  has  been  increasing,  and  it  now  appears  that  we  can  keep, 
about  12  inspectors;  busy  for  the  next  two  months  or  more..     The  shipments  will 
have  to  be  fairly  steady,  if  the  fruit  is  to  be  moved  before  it  becomes  too 
ripe  or  in  a  wasteful  condition.  •■•  ■    ••     -      •  .' 

"Scald  has  begun  to  show  in  some  packs,  particularly  in  Stayman  and 
Black  Twig.     The  maturity  of  York  Imperial  and  Ben  Davis  is  ranging  from  firm 
ripe  to  ripe.     Decay  is  rather  low  in  most  packs  and  is  generally  most  evident 
in  Utility  and  Unclassified  marks,  that  were  not  previously  inspected. 

11  The  inspectors  esti;nate  that  the  cold-storage  holdings  do  not  consist 
of  more  than  one-fourth  to  one-third  of  apples  of  higher  grades,  the  remainder 
being  Utility  and  Unclassified.     This  tends  to  slow  down  shipments,  as  the 
foreign  returns  have  been  so  poor  on  low-grade  fruit  that  they  will  not  cover 
storage,  transportation  cud  commission  charges.

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  made  an  award  of  damages  in  the  sum  cf 
$701.93  in  favor  of  C.  M.  Holtzinger  Fruit  Co.,  Yakima,  Wash,  in  the  complaint 
"brought  "by  them  against  H.  Falk  &  Co.  of  New  Bedford,  Mass. 

On  or  about  September  T",   I93Q,  Holtzinger  sold  to  Falk  a  carload  of 
Extra  Fancy  Bar tie tt  pears,  consisting  of  53^  boxes,  at  a  price  of  $1.10  per 
box  f.o.b.  Yakima,  Washington.     The  pears  were  shipped  on  September  11,  1930s 
in  car  IvTRC— and  were  purchased  by  Falk  while  in  transit.    Upon  arrival  of 
the  car  at  Hew  Bedford  on  or  about  September.  29,  the  pears  were  examined  by 
Falk,  who  refused  to  accept  delivery  thereof,  assigning  as  a  reason  that  they 
were  overripe.     Thereafter  the  pears  were  taken  possession  of  by  Holtzinger, 
reshipped  to  Boston  and  resold  at  auction  on  or  about  October  6  for  the  sum  of 
$6oU.     The  freight  and  other  charges  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of 
the  car  amounted  to  $67^.81;  Holtzinger  therefore  had  to  pay  to  the  broker  at 
Boston  $70. SI,  the  difference  between  the  gross  amount  received  on  resale  and 
the  expense  items  mentioned  above.     The  contract  price  of  the  pears  was 
$5S5.20,  and  Holtzinger  claimed  damages  in  this  amount,  plus  the  $70.81  paid 
to  the  broker  at  Boston  and  interest  in  the  sum  of  $U5«92« 

■Falk  admitted  buying  the  pears  but  claimed  that  it  was  definitely  stated 
they  should  be  delivered  green  in  New  Bedford.     Falk  also  contended  that  the 
broker  had  failed  to  state  in  the  confirmation  of  sale  that  the  pears  were  to 
be  delivered  green  and  that,  consequently,  there  was  no  note  or  memorandum  evi- 
dencing the  transaction  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Statute  of 
Frauds .     .  . 

The  record  shows  that  the  broker  who  negotiated  the  sale  had  endeavored 
to  secure  quotations  for  Falk  on  pears  to  arrive  green  in  New  Bedford,  but  was 
unable  to  get  an  offer  of  sale  on  that  condition;  that  the  broker  did  receive 
a  circular  from  Holtzinger,  describing  certain  cars  of  pears  in  transit,  and 
rea,d  to  Falk'  from  this  circular  a  description  of  the  contents  of  several  dif- 
ferent cars,  and.  that  Falk  told  him  to  find  6ut  about  ITRC-^kGk,  stating  that 
ho  would  give  $1.10  per  box, f.o.b.  shipping  point,  for  the  pears  in  that  car. 
This  offer  was  accepted  by  Holtzinger  and  confirmation  of  sale  was  made  by 
the  broker  and  forwarded  to  Falk.    Falk  admitted  these  facts  but  claimed  that 
the  broker  had  also  agreed  to  get  the  car  green  on  arrival.     This  contention 
was  not  supported  by  other  evidence. 

The  record  shows  that  the  broker  had  unsuccessfully  tried  to  secure 
green  pears  for  Falk,  obtaining  information  and  communicating  it  to  him.  The 
record,  therefore,  supports  the  conclusion  that  the  broker  actJ§d  as  agent  for 
both  parties  and,  -as  such,  issued  the  confirmation  of  sale,  and  that  such  con- 
firmation of  sale  therfore  constitutes  a  sufficient  memorandum  of  sale  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds. 

A  copy  of  a  purported  confirmation  of  sale,,  attached  to  the  complaint 
in  the  case,  contained  a  provision  requiring  that  the  confirmation  be  signed 
by  . both  parties,  and  Falk  attempted  to  contend  that  there  was  no  enforceable 
contract  because  he  did  not  sign  this  confirmation.  However,-  the  form  actually 
used  by  the  broker  was  a  broker's  memorandum  of  sale,  which  does  not  require 
signature  by  both  buyer  and  seller.  The  Secretary  does  not  consider  that  the 
difference  in  the  two  forms  amounts  to  material  variation  between  the  -.-  '  : 
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allegations  of  the  complaint,  and  the  proofs  submitted  thereunder.    The  actual 
contract  of  sale  consists  of  the  complainant 1  s-  "bulletin,  the  exchange  of  tele- 
grams "between  the  "broker  and  complainant,  and  the  oral  statements  made  "between 
Fa lk  and  the  "broker.     The  confirmation  of  sale  is  simply  what  the  term  im- 
plies ,-_ evidence  01  a  prior  oral  sale. 

Falk  further  claimed  that  it  was  Holtzinger's  duty  to  minimize  the  loss 
incident  to  the  resale  of  the  pears.     The  lapse  of  time"  "between  the  arrival  of 
the  car  at  New  Bedford  and  the  resale"  thereof  at' Boston  is  not  considered  un- 
reasonable, in  view  of  Ho'l'-tzin^er 1  s  efforts  during  the' period  to  secure  accept- 
ance..    The  Secretary  states,  moreover;  that  if  title  passed  to-Falk,  as  incident 
to  an  f.o.b.  shipping  point  purchase,  Eoltzihger  cannot  be  held  to-  the  strict- 
est . accountability  in  connection  with  the  resale,  and  that  the  record  does  not 
indicate  any  undue  lack  of  effort  on  complainant's  part  in  minimizing  the  loss. 

The  Secretary  therefore  orders  that  CM.  Holtzinger  Fruit  Co.,  Inc., 
be  awarded  damages  against  H.  Falk  &  Co.  in  the  sum  of  $701.93  an(i  that  the 
facts  be  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 

2 e .    PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT  IS  STILL  FUITCTIQimTG 

The  following  press  release,  issued  by  the 'Regulatory  Branch,  explains 
some  interesting  points ;- 

"Restitution,-  when  threatened  by  a. shipper  with  the  filing  of  a  complaint 
with  the  Government  under  the  Produce  Agency  Act,  does  not  relieve  the  commis- 
sion merchant  from  punishment"  for  violating  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  accord- 
ing to  a  sentence  imposed  recently  by  the  Federal  District  Court  in  Pittsburgh. 
The  restitution  was  made  before  the  complaint  was  investigated  by  the  Federal 
Department  of  Agriculture.     The  investigation  showed  fraudulent  accounting. 
The  defendants  entered  pleas  of  guilty,  whereupon  the. minimum  fine  of  &1C0  was 
imposed  by  the  Court  upon  each  of  the  partners. 

"Failure  to  pay  has  also  been  considered  by  several  Federal  District 
Courts  as  a  violation  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act.     In  many  such  cases  the  courts 
have  included,  as  a  part  of  the  sentence,  that  the  offender  shall  pay  the 
amount  due  the  complainant.     This  action  was  taken  in  a  recent  case -decided  in 
Los  Angeles,  in  which  the  commission  merchant  was  required  to  pay  $^13»53> 
withheld  from  the  consignor.     The  Federal  'District  Courts  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
ITew  York  City  and  Chicago  have  likewise  ordered  the  payment  of  the  amounts  due 
the  shi-opers,  in  addition  to  the  imposing  o'f  fines. 

"The  Produce  Agency  Act  is  still  functioning,  notwithstanding  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  as  the  former  provides  a 
penalty  for  the  misdemeanor  of  fraudulent  accounting  in  the  handling  of  con- 
signments and  applies  to  other  perishable  farm  products,  such  as  dairy  end. 
poultry  products,  as  well  as  to  fruits  and  vegetables." 

3e .     SECRETARY'S  DECISION  IN  CASE  OF  MUSSSLMAIT  VS.  LEISHEAR 

With  this  D.  L. ,  each  permanent  city  office  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division  and  each  long-time  fiold  station  will  receive  for  its  files  a  mimeo- 
graphed copy  of  the  Secretary's  decision  in  the  P.A.C.  cn.se  of  C.H.  Mussel  man 
Co.  vs.  Wnu  W.  Leishear  &  Son.  A  brief  summary  of  this  case  was  published  as 
Far.  lc  in  the  Division  Letter  for  October  £);  *93^*  However,  it  is  felt,  that 
men  in  the  field  may  find  it  useful  to  have  on  hand  a  complete  record  of  these 
P.A.C.  decisions,  for  future  reference.  Copies  of  other  decisions  probably 
will  bo  distributed  from  time  to  time.

The  Secretary  .of  .Agriculture- has  dismissed -the  complaint  brought  by 
the  C.  E.  Musselman  Co.,  Biglerville,  Pennsylvania,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Perishable  Agricultural .  Commodities  Act,  against  the  City  Produce  &  Com- 
mission Co.,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

..On  Saturday, .August  30, .1930*  Musselman  advised  K.  B.  Pocock,  broker 
at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  that  he  had  for  sale  two  rolling  cars  of  U.S.  ilo.  1 
Elberta, peaches ,  2 .  inch  minimum,  with  E^-p  cCdoyq  2j  inches.     This  wire  was 
filed, at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  Musselman' s  telegraph  office,  at  6:13  P.M.  Pocock 
did  not  receive  the  telegram  until  Monday,  September  1,  and  on  that  day  re- 
ceiveql,  the  City  Produce  ,and  Commission  Company's  order  for  one  of  the  cars. 
Ee  thereupon .wired  Musselman:,  "Divert  one  Saturday  roller  City  Produce  and 
.Commission  Co .,.  Cleveland. '!  .  .Musselman  confirmed  the  sale  by  wire  and  diverted 
MDT-1^5$29 .from  Pittsburgh,  which  car. arrived  in  Cleveland  on  Wednesday, 
September  3*     ^LlQ  City  Produce  and  Commission  Co.  inspected  car  on  that  day 
and  refused  it  because  the  peaches  therein  were  not  of  the  size  purchased. 
The  shipping -point  inspection  certificate,  covering  the  car,  showed  the 
peaches. to  range  from  2. to  2}  inches  in  diameter,  mostly  2  to  2j  inches. 

Musselman .  did  not  contend  that  B^fo  of  the  peaches  in  this  car  were  2-k 
inches  in. diameter,  they  being  invoiced  as  2-inch  minimum.    Musselman  did  ex- 
plain, however,   that  on  September  1  he  had  sent  another  wire  to  Pocock,  offer- 
ing peaches . for . sale ,, in  which  ho  made  no  reference  whatever  to  the  peaches 
being  85/°  3^~inches  minimum  and  larger  and'  that  he  had  assumed,  when  he  re- 
ceived Pocock' s  telegram,  that  the  sale  was  made  on  the  basis  of  his  wire  of 
September  1  rather  than  on  the  basis  of. his. wire  of  August  30.    Pocock' s  wire, 
however,  asked  for  diversion  of  " one  Saturday  roller,"  and  it  would  not  appear 
that  Musselman  was  justified  in  claiming  that  the  sale  was  made  upon  the  in- 
formation appearing  in  the  wire  of  September  1.     It  appears  further  that 
Musselman  did  not . tender  peaches  of  the  size  described  in  the  wire  of  August 
30,  and  the , Secretary  is  therefore  convinced  that  the  City  Produce  and  Com- 
mission Co.  was  lawfully  justified  in  rejecting  the  shipment.    The  complaint 
was  therefore  dismissed. 

5e.     S CEAI'TTQE  CASE  UNDER  P.A.C.  ACT  DISMISSED 

Ihe  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by 
Frank  W.  Shields,  Inc.,  of  Walla  Walla,  Washington,  under  the  Perishable  Agri- 
cultural Commodities  Act,  against,  the  Sci-anton  Produce  Co.,  Scranton,  Pa. 

The  Scranton. Produce  Company  is  a. firm  composed  of  two  brothers.  One 
of  these  bought  a  car  of  prunes  from  the  F.  W.  Shields  Co.,   Inc.  through  one 
broker  and  the  other  brother  bought  another  car  from  Shields  at  the  same  time 
through  a. second  broker, .neither  brother  having  knowledge  of  the  purchase 
made  by  the  other,.   The  car  involved . in . this . case  was  bought  at  70^  per  half- 
bushel,  f.o.b.  shipping .point ,  shipment  to  be  made  on  August  20,   1930*  On 
that  date  the  shipper  wired  the  broker  that  loading  could  not  be  completed  in 
time  for  shipment  prior . to  the  21st  and  the  car  was  voluntarily  billed  out  on 
the  21st  by  the  shipper  at  65^  per  half -bushel  basket  instead,  of  70$*. 

On. August  23, . Jonas . Cohen  called,  the  broker  and  stated  that,  since  his 
brother  had  previously  placed  an  order  for  a  car  of  the  same  prunes,  he  would 
like  to  have  his  order  cancelled. .  The  broker  then  resold  the  car,  while  still 
.in  transit,  at  67l^  per  half-bushel  basket,  f.o.b.  shipping  point.     In  request- 
ing cancellation  of  the  ordor,  the  Scranton  Produce  Co.  offered  to  pay  the 
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difference  between  the  70^  per  half -"bushel  basket  originally  agreed  on  and 
the  resale  price.     Neither  party  knew  at  this  time  that  the  shipper  had 
voluntarily 'billed  the  prunes  at  65^* 

The  shipper  suffered  no  monetary  loss  and  hence  did  not  file  the  ordi- 
nary reparation  complaint,  but  did  file    a  complaint  alleging  that  the  re- 
spondent's cancellation  of  the  order  amounted  to  a  rejection  without  reason- 
able cause.     The  Secretary  holds  that  the  phrase  "without  reasonable  cause" 
implies  the  use  of  unfair  practices  or  bad  faith  of  some  kind  on  the  part  of 
the  purchaser  making  the  rejection,  and  takes  the  position  that  the  record 
shows  the  respondent  acted  in  ;:'.od  faith,  in  that  he  guaranteed  the  shipper 
against  loss.     The  complaint  was  therefore  dismissed. 

Se .    AIT  IMPORTANT  CASE  UL1DSR  TEE  P.A.C.  ACT 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  issued  an  order  in  the  sun  of  $1,2S5«06 
in  favor  of  the  American  Fruit  Growers;  Inc.,  in  the  complaint  brought  by  them 
against  F.  C.  Spadaro  &  Co.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act. 

On  September  IS  and  20,  1930>  the  American  Fruit  Growers,  Inc.,  sold  to 
F.  C.  Spadaro  &  Co.  two  carloads  of  Tip  Top  Globe  tomatoes.     These  tomatoes  were 
consigned  to  the  American  Fruit  Growers,  Inc. /'notify  F.  C.  Spadaro  &  Co."  and 
drafts  covering  purchase  price  were  attached  to  bills  of  lading.    Upon  presenta- 
tion of  the  drafts,  Spadaro  refused  to  pay  them  and  rejected  the  two  cars. 
These  cars  were  afterward  repossessed  by  the  American  Fruit  Growers  and  resold, 
the  loss  on  one  car  amounting  to  $612.09  and  on  the  other  car  to  $3^2. 1'3« 

On  September  2h,  1930»  the  American  Fruit  Growers  sold  Spadaro  a  car  of 
Blue  Goose  Coral  Reef  grapefruit.    Upon  arrival  of  the  car,  Spadaro  refused  to 
pay  the  draft  and  rejected  the  car,  whereupon  it  was  repossessed  by  the  American 
Fruit  Growers  and  resold,  the  latter  suffering  a  loss  of  $206.8U. 

Spadaro  contended  that  for  none  of  the  cars  was  there  sufficient  note  or 
memorandum  of  sale  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds.     The  usual 
confirmation  of  sale  was  isaucd  for  one  car  of  tomatoes  and  was  signed  in  per- 
son by  Spadaro.     For  the  other  car  of  tomatoes  and  the  car  of  grapefruit,  simi- 
lar confirmations  of  sale  were  issued  and  were  signed  "F.  C.  Spadaro  &  Co.  by 
Rose  Kates,"  the  latter  being  Spadaro1 s  secretary.    Spadaro  claimed  he  had  not 
authorized  his  secretary  to  sign  confirmations  of  sale,  but  it  appeared  from  the 
testimony  of  the  secretary  that  she' had  been  in  Spadaro 's  employ  for  about  four 
years;  that  she  was  familiar  with  the  business  and  in  Spadaro1 s  absence  ran  the 
business ;• that  in  his  absence  she  had  frequently  signed  confirmations  of  sale 
covering  other  cars  purchased;  that  it  was  her  practice  to  put  copies  of  such 
confirmations,  after  signature  had  been  affixed,  in  the  folder  in  which  such 
records  belonged,  and  that  Spadaro  had  always  approved  of  what  she  had  done  in 
his  absence.     Spadaro  testified  to  having  purchased  the  throe  cars  in  question 
and  that  the  three  confirmations  of  sale  were  his  contracts.    Under  these  cir- 
cumstances the  Secretary  felt  that  Rose  Kates  was  acting  within  the  scope  of 
her  authority  as  Spadaro's  secretary,  office  manager  and  agent,  and  that  the 
contracts  for  the  three  cars  are  evidenced  by  writings  which  he  considers  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds. 

Spadaro  also  claimed  that  he  purchased  three  cars  of  tomatoes  at  one  time 
to  be  shipped  at  different  dates;  that  upon  arrival  of  the  first  of  the  three 
cars  it  was  found  to  be  in  bad  condition  and  that  he  thereupon  agreed  with  the 
.American  Fruit  Growers'  representative  that  he  would  accept  the  first  cor  on  con- 
dition that  he  be  released  from  his  obligation  to  accept  the  other  two  cars  then 
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in  transit,  these  cars  "being  the  ones  involved  in  this  case.    The  American  Fruit 
Growers  claimed  that  each  car  was  sold  separately;  that  after  the  loading  of  the 
last  two  cars,  their  local  representative  received  a  wire  from  the  office  of  the 
American  Fruit  Growers  in  Los  Angeles  giving  the  results  of  government  inspection 
and  conveyed  this  information  to  Spadaro,  who  thereupon  bought  the  cars.  The 
Secretary  holds  that  the  record  fails  to  support  Spadaro1  s  claim  of  an  agreed 
cancellation  of  sale-contracts  for  the  two  cars  involved  in  this  case. 

Spadaro  claimed  that  the  cars  of  tomatoes  wore  warranted  to  be  U.S. 
Ho.  1  and  that  he  had  a  legal  right  to"  reject  "because  thej7  were  not  of  this 
quality.    The  record,  however,  shrws  that  one  of  the  cars  was  represented  "to  "bo 
approximately  o0~j  U.S.  No,  1  quality  and  the  other  approximately  75$  U.S.  Ho.  1 
quality  and  that  Spadaro  was  aware  of  this  when  he  consummated  the  purchase  of 
the  cars.  .-•  w  

The  cars  were  consigned  "by  the  American  Fruit  Growers,  Inc.,  to  them- 
selves, to  be  sold  in  transit.    After  the  sale,  they  were  reccnsigned  to  the 
American  Fruit  Growers  "advise  F.  C.  Spadaro  &  Co."    Spadaro  contended  that  the 
consignment  of  the  goods  by  the  American  Fruit  Growers  to  themselves  "advise 
Spadaro"  was  inconsistent  with  the  claim  that  the  "sale  was  made  on  f.o.b.  ship- 
ping point  "basis  and  that  "by  such  f.o.b.  purchase  the  produce  and  title  passed 
to  Spadaro.    On  this  point,  the  Secretary  re-affirms  his  decision  in  Portor  vs.. 
Burnett  that  a  sale  of  produce  "f.o.b.  shipping  point"  operates  to  transfer  title 
from  seller  to  "buyer  upon  delivery  of  the  produce  to  the  carrier  for  shipment  to 
destination  named,  and  also  reaffirms  his  decision  in  Ifosselman  vs.  Lei shear  that 
consignment  of  produce  "by  seller  to  himself,  advise  buyer,  does  not  interfere  with 
or  postpone  passing  of  title  from  seller  to  purchaser. 

Spadaro  objected  to  the  American  Fruit  Growers'  proof  of  damages,  par- 
ticularly damage  due  to  delay  in  disposing  of  the  produce  after  Spadaro  had.  re- 
jected it,  and  to  the  re shipment  of  the  tomatoes  to  New  York  for  final  disposal. 
The  American  Fruit  Growers  claim  that,  while  several  days  elapsed  between  arrival 
in  Philadelphia  and  final  sale  in  Hew  York,  during  part  of  that  tine  they  were 
urging  Spadaro  to  accept  the  shipments.    At  the  same  time,  the  Los  Angeles  office 
of  the  American  Fruit  Growers  was  exchanging  wires  with  the  Bureau  of  Agricul-  ■ 
tural  'Economics  at  Washington.    The  Secretar3r  refers  to  his  deci-ion  in  Porter 
vs.  Rothman  end  says  that,  since  it  appears  to  be  conceded  that  the  three  cars 
were  purchased  f.o.b.  shipping  point,  title  passed  to  purchaser  upon  delivery  of 
produce  to  the  carrier  for  transportation  to  Spadaro  at  Philadelphia.    As  soon 
as  the  produce  was  received  by  the  carrier,  the  sale  became  executed,  subject 
only  to  the  lien  of  seller  to  secure  payment  end  the  right  of  inspection  by  pur- 
chaser to  determine  whether  the  goods  complied  with  sale  specifications  at  ship- 
ping point.    Respondent  therefore  having  rejected  the  shipments,  the  complainant 
cannot  be  held  to  any  strict  accountability  for  its  failure  to  repossess  the 
goods  immediately  upon  SpaxLaro's  rejection. 

Spadaro  claimed  that  the  car  of  grapefruit  wa.s  to  be  billed  to  him 
direct  and  not  to  be  consigned  to  the  American  Fruit  Growers,  Inc.,  "notify 
F.  C.  SpexLaro  &  Co."    Ee  further  stated  that  he  inspected  the  grapefruit  upon 
arrival  and  found  it  to  be  of  fine  quality  but  could  not  get  possession  of  the 
car  because  the  draft  was  attached  to  bill  of  lading  and  that,  when  he  pv.rcha.sed 
the  car,  nothing  was  said  about  shipping  the  car  with  draft  attached.    On  the 
other  hand,  Spada.ro  did  not  claim  that  there  was  any  promise  raade  to  ship  the 
car  to  him  on  open  billing.    Unless  the  parties  agreed  otherwise,  it  seems  clear 
that  the  seller  had  the  right  to  require  payment  prior  to  delivery  of  the  goods 
by  the  carrier  to  the  purchaser.     The  Uniform  Sales  Act  expressly  provides  that 
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it  is  the  duty  of  the  seller  to  deliver  ,  the  goods  and  the  buyer  to  accept  and 
pay  for  them  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  of  sale.    As  a  gen- 
oral  rule,  delivery  and  payment  are  regarded  as  concurrent  acts  and  it  has  been 
held  that,  -./here  draft  is  attached  to  bill  of  lading,  the  buyer  is  not  entitled 
to  possession  of  the  goods  prior  to  payment  of  the  draft. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  therefore  ordered  that  the  American  Fruit 
Growers,  Inc.,  be  awarded  damages  against  F.  C.  Spadaro,  doing  business  as 
F.  C.   Spadaro  &  Co.,   in  the  sum  of  $1,201. OS,  plus  $gl+.00  interest,  making  in 
all  $1,2S5.06.     It  was  further  ordered  that  the  facts  in v the  case  be  published 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,

la.    ADVISE  WHETHER  YOU  HAVE  USE  FOR  COPIES  OF  DECISIONS  UNDER  P.A.C.  ACT 

With  last  week's  D.L. ,  each  office  outside  of  Washington  was  sent  an 
11-paged  mimeographed  copy  of  the  complete  report  on  the  Secretary's  decision 
in  the  P.A.C.  case  of  l.fcsselman  vs.  Leishear.    This  was  intended  to  "be  filed 
in  each  office  for  future  reference.    Previously  -  in  the  D.L.  dated  October 
9,  1931  ~  a  summary  of  this  same  case  was  published,  covering  more  than  2 
pages. 

The  question  has  arisen  as  to  whether  or  not  the  offices  outside  of 
Washington  find  the  complete  record  of  the  decisions  in  these  cases  of  prac- 
tical use  and  henefit.    Or  does  the  summary,  as  published  in  the  D.L.,  meet 
all  needs  of  our  employees? 

Those  who  have  read  the  complete  record  of  the  Secretary's  decision 
in  the  Mnsselman  vs.  Leishear  case  and  who  desire  similar  copies  of  decisions 
in  other  cases,  are  ashed  to  advise  the  Washington  office  at  once,  so  that  we 
may  know  the  preference  of  field  employees  in  this  matter.

3a.     A  REPORT  ON  FROST  DAMAGE  TO  MEXICAN  VEGETANS 

The  following  report  come  from  Nogales  on  January  l6  and  was  received 
through  the  State  Department  in  Washington: - 

11  Impracticable  to  give  accurate  estimates  of  recent  frost  damage  in 
winter  vegetable  districts  West  Coast,  Mexico.    Prominent  local  shippers  re- 
port tomato  crop  damage  l^'/o  to  ~}Ofo  in  Bamoa,  Verdura,  Naranjo  and  Culsaoan 
districts.    Noticeable  curtailment  of  shipments  as  result  considerable  damage 
to  green  peas  and  tomatoes  in  Yaqui  Valley."

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lb.     SLOWER  DEMAITD  FOR  WISCOI'SIIT  POTATOES 

The  following  letter  of  January  17  came  from  A.  M.  McDoweLl,  in 
charge  of  the  Waupaca  field  s tat ion: - 

"Demand,  which  had  picked  up  considerably  after  Hew  Year's  Day,  drop- 
ped off  sharply  during  the  past  few  days.    Although  there  was  no  break  in 
prices,  the  rather  sluggish  action  of  the  markets  influenced  dealers  to  hold 
up  shipments  until  such,  time  as  the  markets  show  improvement.    Most,  cars  dur- 
ing the  past  week  were  sold  in  the  neighborhood  of  60^  per  cwt.    Growers  gen- 
erally were  receiving  35^"*^^  bulk  per  cwt,  although  in  some  sections  the 
price  was  as  low  as  y)<f:  and  a  few  stations  were  paying  up  to         ^or  "best 
stock. 

"Demand  for  seed" stock  also  fell  off.    Dealers  are  now  beginning  to 
find  that  there  are  not  many  seed  Triumphs  left.     Cobblers  appear  to  be  plen- 
tiful, although  there  have  been  practically  no  shipments  of  this  variety  as 
yet.    Most  of  the  seed  stock  forwarded  during  the  last  several  days  has  gone 
to  points  in  Mississippi  and  Alabama.    A  few  cars  have  been  billed  to 
Arkansas. 11 


2b .     Ail  EST!  MATS  OF  COLORADO  QUI  PIT  AND  POTATO  SHIPMENTS 

Bryce  Morris  submitted  the  following  local  estimates  in  a  letter  of 
January  lo  from  Denver,  Colorado :- 

"Onion  factors  in  the  State  are  now  estimating  remaining  supplies 
around  15O  cars.    With  shipments  now  around  1-,22S  cars,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  onion  movement  will  be  very  little  in  excess  of  1,H00  cars  for  the  sea- 
son, compared  with  over  2,100  last  year.    From  past  experience,  we  find  that 
the  shippers'  estimates  are  usually  a  little  lighter  than  the  actual  movement. 
However,   there  is  no  question  that  supplies  are  very  limited. 

"A  recent  recheck  of  potato  supplies  remaining  in  the  State  as  of  Jan- 
uary 1,  together  with  shipments  at  that  time,   indicates  a  probable  total  move- 
ment of  3,000  to  8,500  cars  by  the  close  of  this'  season.     San  Luis  Valley 
shipments  apparently  will  be,  as  previously  forecast,  around  2,000  to  2,100 
cars.    However,  northern  Colorado  will  have  more  potatoes  than  at  first  an- 
ticipated, since  a  late  fall  and  good  growing  weather  produced  a  heavier 
yield  than  seemed  jjossible  during  August.     The  quality  in  that  section  is 
above  average  for  this  season  and  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  generally  low 
'quality  of  the  193^  crop.    Probably  2,000  cars  remain  to  be  shipped  from  that 
section.     The  Carbondale  area  probably  will  be  Slightly  under  last  year,  per- 
haps not  over  1,2^0  cars  for  the  season,  while  Montrose  and  other  sections 
of  the  State  will  exceed  the  1930  movement."

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k~b.    RECENT  ITSWS  REGARDING-  IDAHO  POTATOES 

R.  C-.  Risser  submitted  the  following  report  from  Idaho  Falls  under 
date  of  January  15 !- 

"Colder  weather,  along  with  the  snow-blocked  condition  of  roads,  has 
interfered    seriously  this  week  with  the  free  movement  of  potatoes  in  the 
Upper  Snake  River  Valley  from  farm  cellars  to  shipping  points.     So  far,  the 
West  has  been  getting  much  more  winter  than  the  East,  and  recently  the  Idaho 
Falls  district  has  had  its  full  share  of  difficulty  in  hauling  potatoes. 
Snowfall  is  not  far  below  normal  and  much  heavier  than  a  year  ago,  which  im- 
proves the  prospects  for  water  supply,  even  though  it  hampers  local  trans- 
portation of  the  potato  stocks.    Despite  the  difficulties  encountered,  how- 
ever, the  Upper  Valley  shipped  55  cars  on  January  lh  and  will  probably  be 
loading  in  larger  quantities  as  soon  as  hauling  conditions  permit. 

'•The  southern  portion  of  the  State,   including  such  points  as  Twin 
Falls  raid  Burley,  has  been  shipping  more  liberally.    l"o t  hindered  by  any 
trouble  in  delivering  supplies  from  farm  storage,  that  section  of  the  State 
has  recently  been  gaining  on  the  Upper  Valley  in  movement  for  the  season  to 
date.    With  January  half  gone,  carlo t  shipments  now  stand  at  nearly  j,^>0Q 
cars  for  the  Upper  Valley  and  about  U,700  cars  from  the  Twin  Falls -Burley 
district,  with  other  sections  bringing  the  total  for  the  State  up  towards 
12,000  cars. 

"Because  of  the  low  value  of  potatoes  and  the  sensitive  attitude  of 
the  trade  towards  additional  costs,  heater  service  has  not  been  used  so  gen- 
erally this  'season  as  it  would  have  been  otherwise.    The  moderate  temperatures 
in  some  sections  have  permitted  some  shipments  to  arrive  at  certain  points  in 
satisfactory  condition,'  but  it  is  generally  hazardous  at  this  season,  and  at 
times  frozen  bottoms  have  been  reported.     In  this  connection,  it  is  interest- 
ing to  learn  that  the  Idaho  Potato  Dealers'  Association  has  notified  its 
members  that  the  new  privilege  of  billing  cars  out  under  standard  ventilation 
and  changing  to  heater  service  is  now  in  effect.     Lower  heater-service  charges 
are  also  being  sought  through  cooperation  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
of  Idaho,  which  will  make  it  possible. for  shippers  to  utilize  the  service 
more  universally  and  thus  eliminate  the  element  of  risk  which  is  involved  in 
the  shipment  of  dry  cars." 

5b .    luILD  0PS17  WEATHSR  PREVAILING  IH  13  CHI  GAIT 

The  effect  of  weather  conditions  on  onions  is  emphasized  in  the 
following  letter  of  January  16  from  R.  E.  Keller,  at  Grand  Rapids :- 

"Continued  mild  open  weather  has  been  very  detrimental  to  the  market- 
ing of  Michigan  potatoes  and  onions.    Demand  has  been  curtailed  and,  in  case 
of  the  onions ,  quality  of  storage  stock  impaired.     In  fact,  the  continued 
warm  rainy  weather  has  compelled  many  onion  shippers,  who  had  weak  stock, 
to  force  it  hurriedly  on  the  market,  resulting  in  heavier  shipments  both  in 
Michigan  and  other  States.     Terminal  market  t  rack«*ho  1  dings  have  jumped  to  a 
high  figure.    As  a  result,   the  demand  has  been  very  quiet  during  the  past 
week.    F.o.b.  prices  have  eased  off  Slightly,  but  most  shippers  are  refusing 
to  offer  at  reduced  figures.    Onion  forwardings  to  date  are  a  little  over  half 
those  of  a  year  ago. 

"Potatoes  are  meeting  a  moderate  demand,  and  prices  are  about  steady. 
Shippers  show  a  tendency  to  sell  freely  at  every  upward  movement  of  the  mar- 
ket.    Michigan  stock  is  now  getting  quite  wide  distribution  throughout 
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Indiana,  Ohio  and  'Test  Virginia.    Rail  forwardings  are  at- out  triple  those  of 
a  year  ago,-  5,209  cars  moving  to  date,  as  compared  with  1,020  last  season. 
Truck  forwardings  are  continuing  to  furnish  the  hulk  of  stock  used  in  nearby 
M  i  chigan  marke  t  s . 11 

6b.    ozsiz?::  :t"  york  markets  rather  dragc-y 

The  following  comments  on  western  Iv7ew  York  products  were  received  in 
a  report  of  January  19  from  R.  L.  Sutton,  at  Rochester :- 

"Current  developments  in  the  marketing  of  Danish  cabbage  are  of  little 
promise.    However,  the  colder  weather  that  is  now  at  hand  should  serve  to  en- 
courage the  distributors  of  this  product.     There  exists  a  wide  variation  in 
the  quality  of  stock  being  shipped.     It  was  reported  yesterday  that  some  deal- 
ers were  buying  from  growers  at  the  unusually  low  price  of  $5  Per  "ton.  The 
more-desirable  stock  was  not  available  from  growers  at  less  than  $8-&10  per 
ton.    Many  cars  were  being  consigned.     Texas  has  now  moved  up  to  the  place  of 
principal  importance  in  the  shipment  of  cabbage. 

"Potato  loadings  have  been  fairly  active.     Shipments  of  last  week 
filled  approximately  2^0  cars.     The  growers  have  not  disposed  of  many  potatoes 
since  the  offering  price  has  been  returned  mostly  to  the  2^6  figure.  The 
majority  of  the  stock,  comprising  the  heavier  loadings  of  last  week,  was  pur- 
chased at  somewhat  higher  prices,  ranging  generally  27<^-30^  per  bushel. 

"Although  the  volume  of  business  in  onions  has  decreased  and  the  mar- 
ket has  been  rather  dull,  it  is  generally  felt  at  shipping  point  that  values 
for  good-quality  onions  have  not  depreciated  to  any  extent. 

" Carrots  are  somewhat  harder  to  sell,  but  shippers  generally  have  not 
been  disposed  to  lower  quotations  to  any  extent.    The  shortage  of  carrots 
still  exists,  even  though  there  has  been  a  temporary  lull  in  trading.     It  is 
reported  unofficially  that  growers  in  a  few  instances  have  received  as  high  as 
$25  per  ton  from  dealers. 

"Carlot  sales  of  apples  at  shipping  points  are  few  and  of  relatively 
small  importance.    More  cars  are  being  sent  abroad,  but  even  these  are  shipped 
largely  on  consignment.    Of  the -Up  cars  on  which  destinations  were  reported 
for  yesterday,  17  were  billed  to  Weehawken,  ITew  Jersey,  for  export. 

"The  celery  season  has  practically  ended.    Although  the  storage-hold- 
ings report  of  January  15  shows  about  200  carloads  left  in  western  ITew  York, 
it  is  expected  that  only  a  few  of  these  will  move  out  as  rail  shipments.  Most 
of  the  stock  that  is  marketable  will  be  taken  by  truckers.     The  season  opened 
in  September  with  fairly  good  prospects,  but  the  wind-up  of  the  storage  crop 
was  most  unsatisfactory.    Damaging  weather  prior  to  cutting  caused  an  early 
deterioration  in  much  of  the  celery  stored  in  Wayne  County."

B.  E.  Surry,  in  ;  charge  of  the  Sanford  field  station,  wrote  the  follow- 
ing letter  under  date  of  January  13:-  !' ■ 

:  •      '.' Unusual ly  warm  weather  in  northern  cities,  along  with  hot  weather  in 
this  section,  has  contributed  materially  to  a  very  dull  situation  for  Florida 
celery.    Worm  damage,  especially  the  leaf-tier,  lias  been  great  and  the  hot 
dry  period  has  caused  the -roots; 'to  burn;  in. many  instances  there  is  little 
left  to  harvest.    Yields  are  expected  to  he  light  throughout  January,  on 
account  of  the 'heavy  wastage  and  predominance  of  S-10  dozens  and  smaller. 
Most,  shippers  have- discontinued  shipping '10  do''z ens  until  market  conditions 
improve-.    A  number  of  growers  report '•  yields  of  hardly  more  than  one  car  (35^ 
crates)  per  acre-,  while  a  fairly  good  yield  would  amount  to  600  crates. 

"The  carlo'fc movement  is  far  in  advance  of  last  year,-  99^  cars  compared 
with  518  cars  on  this  date  last  season..     The. Sanford-Oviedo  section  has  con- 
tributed kfh  cars  to  date* 

.  "-Wire  inquiry  -was  light  during  most '.  of  '  the  past  '.week.    Owing  to  the 
•fact  that  most  offerings  were  of  poor  to  fair  quality,  and  heavy  to  small 
sizes,.,  a-.. large  portion  of  the  shipments  was  Consigned  or  rolled  for  delivered 
sales.    A  few  cars .were  sold  daily  at  the 'following  low  levels:     10  dozen  75^~

J.  3.  Owens,  of  the  Pompano  field  station,'  submitted  the  following 
information  in  a  '.letter- of  "'January  20:- 

'"■The:  rate  of  movement,  of -snap  beans  from  south  Florida  during  the  past 
week- was  practically'-  the'  same' as  during  the- two  preceding  weeks.     The  majority 
of  shipments  are  still  coming  from  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section,  even  though 
the  Pompano  section  is  in-  full  swing  and  the  Lake"  area  is  supposed  to  be  having 
a  between-season  lull'.- •'•  ■' 7 1  -  :  ■  ■ '/;  .    .  .  .  ' 

"The  crop  around  Pompano  '.has  had  excellent  growing  weather  and  yields 
are  reported  to  be  cons i&erafrly  higher  than  the  average.     The  quality  has 
been  variable,  but  the  majority  of  the  stock  has  been  generally  good.  The 
Lake  section  reports  a  shortage  of  moisture,  which  has  helped  to  reduce  the 
quality.    Windy  weather  also  played  a  part  in  lowering  the  quality  of  the 
stock  there.     The  young  bean  crop  in  the  Lake  section  is  being  attacked  by 
the  white  fly,  and  just  how  serious  this  pest  will  become  is  largely  dependent 
on  the  weather  conditions.     There  is  no  control  by  spraying  for  this  insect, 
and  cold  rainy  weather  is  about  the  only  thing  that  will  halt    its  ravages. 
If  the  prevailing  weather  conditions  continue,  the  quality  and  volume  of  ship- 
ments from  this  area  will,  no  doubt,  be  seriously  affected. 

"Hie  f.o.b,  markets  at  Pompano  and  in  the  Lake  section  have  remained 
steady  throughout  the  week,   the  slight  fluctuations  in  price  being  influenced 
by  quality  of  the  offerings  for  the  dry. 

"The  movement  of  peppers  continues  light,  as  most  fields  are  slower  in 
maturing  than  anticipated.     Quality  is  generally  very  good.    The  f.o.b.  market 
has  been  steady  during  the  past  week,  but  recent  news  of  the  cold  -weather  in 
Mexico  caused  the  price  to  growers  to  advance  approximately  25^  per  crate  on 
[Tuesday-,  January  12.     The  local  feeling,  at  present,  is  very  strong,  and-  indi- 
cations are.  th.it  the  market  will  hold  this  advance  for  a  few  days  at  least." 
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10b.    A  :T,V  GROUPING-  OF  STATES  FOB  POTATO  CROP  5EFGRTS  ANT  SHIPMENTS 

The  grouping  of  States,  for  potato  tabulations  is  being  changed  lay. "both 
this  Division  and  the  Division  of  Crop  Estimates.

2e.    JAIL  SENTENCE  GIVEN  CHARLESTON  COMMISSION  MERCHANT 
FOR  VIOLATING  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT 
Joseph  DeAntonio,  Sr.,  doing  "business  at  Charleston,  S.C.,  in  the  name 
of  the  Seaside  Fruit  Company,  appeared  in  the  Federal  District  Court  at 
Charleston  on  January  IS  and  entered  pleas  of  guilty  to  six  counts  of  the  in- 
formation in  which  he  wa.s  charged  with  having  violated  provisions  of  the  Pro- 
duce Agency  Act.     Thereupon  he  was  sentenced  by  Judge  Cochran  to  60  days'  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  on  each  of  the  counts,  hut  the  periods  are  to 
run  concurrently.    At  the  same  time,  he  pleaded  guilty  to  a  similar  charge  re- 
lating to  a  consignment  from  a  different  shipper  and  received  a  sentence  of 
60  days  in  the  county  jail,  the  sentence  to  run  concurrently  with  the  other 
sentences . 

The  larger  of  the  two  ea.ses  involved  six  consignments  of  tomatoes  and 
pears,  shipped  by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Harris  from  Betterton,  Md. ,   in  August  and  Sep- 
tember, 1930*     The  investigation  ::ade  by  J .  W.  Dykes  and  W.  L.  Evans  revealed 
that,  in  every  instance,  the  accounting  rendered  by  the  Seaside  Fruit  Company 
to  Mrs.  Harris  was  false  and  understated  the  gross  sales.     This  false  account- 
ing resulted  in  defrauding  Mrs.  Harris  to  the  extent  of  $253.56.     Furthermore  , 
three  of  the  checks  forwarded,   totaling  $207.30,  were  returned -unpaid;  this 
made  the  total  amount  due  Mrs.  Harris  $H6l.36. 

The  other  case  involved  a  consignment  of  repacked  tomatoes,  shipped  by 
Earle  S.  Anderson  &  Company  of  Baltimore,  in  which  the  Seaside  Fruit  Company 
reported  that  the  tomatoes  .were  frosted  and  were  only  fit  to  be  dumped.  The 
investigation  showed  that,  although  many  of  the  tomatoes  were  returned  because 
of  being  frosted,  the  Seaside  Fruit  Company  collected  at  least  $28.50  on  30 
cartons  for  which  no  accounting  whatever  was  made. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Seaside  Fruit  Company  discontinued  business 
about  July  31,  1931»  and  that  there  were  no  assets  to  the  business;  also  that 
DeAntonio  is  at  present  entirely  without  funds.     The  evidence  clearly  convinced 
investigators  that  DeAntonio  made  the  incorrect  accounting  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud.   Both  Mr.  Dykes  and  Mr.  Evans  were  present  to  testify  on  behalf  of  the 
Government  in  these  causes.     J.  P.  Painter,  of  the  Solicitor's  Office,  assisted 
the  United  States  Attorney  in  preparing  and  handling  these  cases  before  the

"The  inspections  in  this  market  have  been  very  light  since  the  first 
of  the  year.     This  is  largely  on  account  of  the  export  movement  "being  so  light 
One  ship  left  Jacksonville  for  English  ports  with  only  1,100  "boxes  of  grape- 
fruit, that  generally  carries  around  £,000  "boxes,  and  another  ship  carried 
about  U,000  "boxes,  which  generally  has  a  cargo  of  12,000  boxes  of  grapefruit. 
A  third  ship,  which  was  due  to  sail  about  January  22,  is  delaying  its  sailing 
until  about  the  ^>tli  of  February  in  hopes  of  a  cargo  and,  so  far,  they  have  2 
cars  booked.     The  light  export'  movement  just  now  is  partly  due  to  the  rate  of 
exchange,  but  more  especially  due  to  the  poor  carrying  quality  of  the  first 
shipments  made  last  fall.    However,  most  of  the  exporters  anticipate  a  much 
heavier  movement  of  fruit  during  February  and  March,  when  1-  ter  varieties  are 
being  shipped  that  do  not  get  any  artificial  coloring  and  have  better  carrying 
qualities."

G.  W.   Chris tens on,  Supervising  Inspector  in  Minnesota,  wrote  as  follows 
in  a  letter  of  January  12  from  Minneapolis : - 

"Another  two  or  three  weeks  will  probably  see  the  start  of  the  spring 
rush  on  potato,  inspections ■»    However,  the  volume  of  work  will  probably  not  "be 
as  great  as  anticipated.    Many  of  the  dealers  are  very  antagonistic  to  the 
State  Tagging  Lav/  and  are  now  trying  to  arrange  so...e  method  of  tagging  their 
non-certified  seed  stock  without  designating  it  as  '.Unclassified.  ' 

"In  some  sections,  dealers  will  be.  obliged  to  sort. out  2yp  to  jOy  to 
make  U.S.  L~o.  1  grade,- .  This  is  due  mostly  to  rough  handling  at  digging  tine. 
Many  cars  no  doubt  will  go  out  with  Ho . .1  tags,  but  no  inspection  will  be  re- 
quested because  of  the  fact  that  shippers  know  that  they  would  not  grade  33b. 
1  and  they  would  rather  tr-ke  a  chance  on  letting  such  cars  go  through  to  des- 
tination without  being- obliged  to  re-tag. 

"There  are  still  some  old-time  dealers  continually  scattering  sacks  cf 
poorly-sorted  stock  in  cars  with  well-sorted  stock.    One  dealer  in  particular 
had  many  sacks  scattered  in  a  car.     The  stock  in  the  top  part  of  these  sacks 
was  large,  clean  and  with  few  defects,  while  the  lower  part  of  the  same  sacks 
contained  culls.     It  happens  that  two  of  the  three  reversals  in  Minnesota,  were 
cars  shipped. by  this  same  company. 

"One  section  in'  Minnesota,  near  Dulttth,  had  some  exceptionally  fine 
potatoes  last  fall,  out  about  one-fourth  to  one-half  of  the  stock  shows  bad 
bruising.     There  is  not  much  use  in  telling  the  growers  about  the  causes  now, 
but  they  must  be  shown  at  the  time  of  digging.    A  large  percentage  of  the 
growers  are  coming  to  realize  that  they  must  begin  to  handle  potatoes  in  a 
more  careful  manner,  but  they  feel  that  the  present  prices  do  not  warrant 
extra  precautions. 

"Some  sections  in  Minnesota  have  advanced  rapidly  under  proper  handling 
methods.     In  the  Valley  district,  between  Hals  tad  ana  Climax,  over  90;^  of  tie 
outgoing  cars  were  inspected  last  fall,  and  all  but  about  yj>  graded  Ivo.  1.  In 
the  section  around  Ada,  Minnesota, practically  all  cars  were  inspected  during 
the  time  cm  inspector  was  stationed  there,  and  97$  graded  I"o.  1.  Warehousemen 
in  this  section  took  great  pride  in  grading  cars  which  showed  only  2z1p  defects. 

"I. have  checked  quite  a  number  of  cars  out  of  sections  in  I~0rth  Dakota., 
where  R.  C.  Hastings  had  held  meetings,  instructing  growers  in  the  proper 
methods  of  handling  their  pota-toes  at  digging  time.     It  has  been  gra.tifj'ing 
to  notice  the  absence  of  minor  small  nicks,  as  well  as  the  more-serious 
bruises,  in  stock  from  such  stations."

Car- 
lot  shipments,  I  understand,  .  are  starting  today  or  tomorrow, Jan.  11  or  12.

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SIZE  OF  FLORIDA  BULK  CITRUS  FRUIT  1 / 22 / 32 

Citrus  fruit  loaded  in  "bulk  is  often  sold  on  the  "basis  of  "box  sizes. 
It  has  been  difficult  in  the  past  to  determine  the  correct  diameters  of 
citrus  fruit  for  the  various  sizes  packed  in  boxes.    Mr.  Strauss  made  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  situation  in  Florida  and  reports  that  the  shippers  are  gen- 
erally agreed  on  the  maximum  and  minimum  diameters  for  the  different  box  packs. 
A  table  is  given  below  showing  the  minimum,  maximum,  and  average  diameters  for 
the  different  sizes  of  grapefruit  and  oranges  as  packed  in  boxes:

Diameter  is  to  be  determined  by  measuring  the  greatest  dimension  at 
right  angles  to  a  line  from  stem  to  blossom  end. 

In  most  cases,  citrus  fruit  in  bulk  is  being  sold  on  the  basis  of  a 
miniimim  size  specification  stated  in  box  sizes.    For  example,  a  car  of  oranges 
was  recently  sold  with  a  size  specification  calling  for  nothing  smaller  than 
288' s.     The  receiver  claimed  that  there  was  a  considerable  percentage  of  yH 
size  in.  Co  err,  r:i&  inspection  was  made  to  show  the  percentage  of  fruit 
which  was  less  than  2-7/l6  inches  in  diameter.     It  sometimes  happens  that  the 
saJes  contract  is  based  on  the  maximum  size,  in  which  ca.se  the  maximum  diam- 
eter should  be  used.    For  example,  if  a  car  of  grapefruit  is  reported  to  con- 
tain no  fruit  larger  than  6U's,  it  would  become  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to 
determine  the  percentage  of  fruit  larger  than  H- ll/l6  inches  in  diameter, 
which  is  the  maximum  size  for  o^-'-'s.    The  average  diameter  will  seldom  be  used, 
although  it  may  be  of  some  advantage  in  making  inspections  which  involve  the 
size  of  fruit  packed  in  boxes.     The  maximum  and  minimum  diameter  will  be  of 
value  in  determining  whether  a  lot  of  boxed  fruit  is  uniformly  sized  or  irreg- 
ularly sized.    l"o  lot  of  boxed  fruit  should  be  reported  as  showing  irregular 
sizing,  unless  the  total  tolerance  for  off-size  fruit  exceeds  10;d,  with  not 
more  then  one-half  of  the  tolerance  allowed  for  either  oversize  or  undersize. 
Ho  statement  of  box  sizes  will  be  ma.de  on  cor tif ica,tes covering  inspection  of 
bulk  fruit,  and  the  size  descriptions  should  be  given  by  stating  the  diameter 
in  inches  and  fractions  thereof.

la.     JUDICIOUS  USE  OF  TELEGRAPH  RATES  SAVES  HONEY  EOF.  TrT  GOVSlftiMSNT 

J.  L.  Koehl,  Superintendent  of  the  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Office  in 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington,  wrote  the  following  article, 
which  was  published  in  a  recent  issue  of  The  Administrative  Bulletin.  It 
deserves  careful  reading :- 

Experience  indicates  that  by  tailing  advantage  of  the  cheaper  night 
message  and  night  letter  rates  offered  by  telegraph  companies  a  consider- 
able sum  of  money  may  be  saved  annually  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
In  using  these  cheaper  rates  for  telegraph  service,  employees  in  the  field 
and  those  who  may  be  on  a  travel  status  should  take  into  consideration  the 
hour  of  the  day  and  the  difference  in  time  between  the  various  time  zones. 
Many  High  Rate  Telegrams  Actually  Go  as  Night  Messages 

A  recent  survey  discloses  the  fact  that  many  telegrams  filed  after 
the  Department  has  closed  for  the  day  are  sent  as  day  messages  and  day 
letters.     These  telegrams  all  go  paid  for  at  the  higher  rates  but  are 
actually  receiving  service  as  night  letters  .and  night  messages,  because 
they  are  sent  too  late  to  be  delivered  on  the  same  day.    Ev3n  though  they 
may  be  relayed  to  the  addressee's  residence,   it  is  seldom  that  they  can  be 
acted  upon  before  the  following  morning. 

It  can  readily  be  seen  that  a  message  filed  in  the  Central  time  zone 
after  3;15  p.m..  would  have  no  chance  of  reaching  the  Department  at  Washington 
before  hi^O  p.m.',  and  therefore  would  receive  no  action  until  the  following 
business  day.    On  the  same  basis,  a  day  message  filed  in  the  Mountain  time 
zone  at  2:15  p.m.  or  in  the  Pacific  time  zone  at  1:15  p.m.  would  be  received 
in  the  Eastern  zone  too  late  to  be  acted  upon  the  same  day.     Similar  condi- 
tions obtain  with  respect  to  telegrams  sent  from  one  point  to  another  in  the 
field,  where  the  offices  concerned  are  located  in  different  time  zones. 
Should  Take  Advantage  of  the  Cheaper  Kight  Rates 

Everyone  recognizes  the  v/isdom  of  sending  messages  within  the  sane  - 
time  zone,  filed  after  the  addressee's  office  has  closed,  at  the  cheapest 
rates.     It  would  naturally  follow,  therefore,  that  all  telegraphic  messages, 
regardless  of  time  zone,  filed  too  late  to  be  delivered  on  the  current  day 
should  be  sent  at  the  cheaper  night  message  or  night  letter  rate. 

By  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  the  Postmaster  General,  the  Govern- 
ment rate  on  telegrams  is  fixed  at  hO'/o  of  the  commercial  rate,  with  the 
following  minimum  rates  established  for  the  various  classes  of  service: 
Day  messages  25^  Night  letters 

Day  letters  kjfi  Night  messages         20  £ 

In  order  to  correctly  compute  the  Government  rate  on  a  telegram,  one 
must  know  the  commercial  rate  and  then  figure  hO~fo  of  that  to  determine  the 
Government  charge.    As  an  example  of  how  a  saving  can  be  effected,  we  will 
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consider  a  ten-word  telegram  sent  from  one  of  the  Pacific  States,  where  the 
basic  commercial  rate  is  $1.20  for  ten  words.    The  Government .charge  would, 
"be  not  the  minimum  rate  of  2h^  hut  hO~o  of  $1.20,  or  Hffy,     The  basic  commer- 
cial rate  on  a  night  message  from  the  same  State  is  60^.     The  Government  ■■ 
rate  would  he  kO^  of  60£,  or  3^. 

Saving  C-reater  on  Fifty-word  ITight  Message 

If  a  telegram  is  longer  than  "ten  words,  the  proportionate  saving 
would  be  greater.    For  example, the  commercial  rate  for  a  fifty-word  day 
message  from  a  Pacific  State  would  he  $^-.60.     The  Government  charge  of  hOfo 
on  $U.60  is  $1 • SU .     The  commercial  rate  for  a  fifty-word  night  letter  from 
a  Pacific  State  would  he  $1.20,  whereas ' the  Government  charge  of  hQ-fo  would 
"only  he  ^c^.     Thus  a  saving  of  $1.35  is  roade  hy  taking  advantage  of  a 
Government  rate  night  letter  instead  of  a.. Government  rate  day  message.  • 

Where  a  telegram  to  he  sent  is  a  night  message  or  night  letter,  it 
is  not  necessary  for  the  sender  to  know  which  of  the  two  services  is  the 
cheaper^ "because  the  telegraph  companies  always  give  the  Government  the 
"benefit  of  the  cheaper  rate.     This  is  not  true,  however,  with  respect  to 


messages  and  dry  letters.    Accordingly,   it  is  necessary  that  the  sender 
ascertain  from  the  telegraph  company  which  rate  is  the  cheaper. 

From  this  resume  of  conditions,  it  will  he  seen  that  the  exercise  of 
judicious  care  in  sending  telegraphic  messages  will  result  in  a  considerable 
monetary  saving  to  the  Department.

H.  F.  Willson,  of  the  Winter  Haven  office,  sent  the  following  item 
regarding  activities  in  Florida: - 

"The  state-wide  Florida  Orange  Festival,  held  each  season  at  Winter 

Eaven  .just  prior  to  the  South  Florida  Fair  at  Tampa,  opened  on  January  26  and 
will  continue  through  January  30*    What  is  now  the  Florida  Orange  Festival  was 
organized  in  the  fall  of  1923  as  the  Polk  Qounty  Orange  Festival.    Each  season 
the  festival  has  shown  an  increased  attendance,  ranging  fr or.:  around  10,000  in 
192h  to  approximately  70,000  in  1931. 

"Prizes  are  awarded  for  packing-house  exhibits  in  three  groups  according 
to  size:-    for  exhibits  by  shipping  organization  and  sub-exchanges  where  fruit 
from  more  than  one  packing  house  is  used;  for  community  citrus  exhibits,  and 
a.lso  for  exhibits  by  individual  growers.     In  addition  there  are  classes  for 
citrus  by-products,  exhibits  by  clubs  and  County  Agents,  and  commercial  ex- 
hibits.   Work  on  some  of  the  larger  and  more-elaborate  displays  was  started 
over  a  month  ago. 

"The  program  of  five  days  is  as  follows;    January  26,  School  Day; 
January  27,  Governor's  Day;  January  2g,  All  States  and  Tourist  Dec/;  January  29, 
Growers'  Day;  January  3O1  American  Legion  Day." 

2b .     CROP  POPFS  FRO;.:  TEE  PACIFIC  PQRPPTGSv 

The  following  Comments  were  included  by  I.  R.  Hall  in  a  Northwestern 
Review,  issued  at  Seattle  a  few  days  ago:- 

"The  f.o.b.  market  for  Yakima  Valley  potatoes  has  failed  to  show  any 
improvement,  and  dealers  are  trying  to  discourage  any  efforts  on  the  part  of 
shippers  to  force  the  markets.     Supplies  in  the  Coast  cities  are  already  in 
excess  of  current  needs. 

"The  few  remaining  stocks  of  onions ,  0:1  the  other  hand,  are  being  firmly 
held.    Operators  in  the  Yakima  Valley  report  only  a  few  cars  remaining  from 
the  1931  crop,  and  Oregon  shippers  are  allowing  only  a  limited  movement  at 
$3«75*"$^  Per  cwt.,  in  many  cases  confining  the  quotations  to  the  latter  figure. 

"Activity  in  Fuget  Sound  hothouse  rhubarb  is  gaining  momentum  until  cur- 
rent daily  movement  of  about  one  car  has  been  attained,  exclusive  of  deliveries 
by  trucks  to  nearby  markets  and  l.c.l.  shipments  into  California.     Last  year's 
movement  of  approximately  100  cars  from  the  Payallup -Sumner  district  will  be 
equaled  and  likely  exceeded  this  present  season.    Ruling  quotations,  f.o.b. 
cash  track,  on  the  15-pound  boxes  are  $1. 25-$l. Uo  for  Sxtra  Fancy,  $1.1C-$1.25 
for  Fancy,  and  S^r  for  Choice  grade.  acrea.ge 

"The  preliminary  estimate  of  asparagus / in  Washington  reflects  an  in- 
crease aPove  that  of  1931  and  now  stands  at  2,060  acres.    Practically  all  the 
asparagus  is  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  and  the  first  carlot  shipments 
usually  are  ready  the  latter  part  of  March." 

3b .     ORFGQi:  SFFP  P0FA~C  PARPFP  SLOW 

Plie  Northwestern  Review,  published  at  Portland,  Oregon,  on  January  25 
says  that  "one  feature  of  the  potato  trade  in  the  Northwest  at  present  is  the 
entire  absence  of  future  business  in  Oregon  Burbank  seed,  which  usually  arises 
In  California  in  January,    Oregon  shippers  anticipate  little  seed  inquiry  until 
shipping  time  approaches  in  Mareh. "

"In  common  with  other  potato  producing  sections,  Wisconsin  experienced 
a  weaker  market  with  lower  prices  during  the  week  just  past.    Demand  was  Light. 
Growers  were  receiving  mostly  30y""35^  Per  cwt.     Growers  do  not  show  much 

disposition  to  sell  at  less  than  UO^  and  little  stock  is  "being  delivered  to 
warehouses . 

"Prices  for  seed  stock,  on  the  other  hand,  were  steady  to  firm.  Certi- 
fied Triumphs  returned  mostly  $1.15-$1»25  and  selected  stock  mostly  ^06 ,  with 
a  very  few  carlo t  sales  reported  today  as  high  as  $1.    Despite  the  fact  that 
the  estimate  of  intended  acreage  of  early  potatoes  shows  considerable  decreases 
fro:::  la.st  year,  most  dealers  report  that  inquiry  for  seed  has  "been  fully  as 
good  as  a  year  ago.    Stocks  of  Doth  certified  and  uncertified  Triumphs  are 
running  low." 


5b.    A  GOOD  SUMMARY  OF  THE  HORgjggT  APPLE  SITUATION 

"The  Morning  Oregonian,"  Portland,  Oregon,  on  January  22  published  the 
following  summary  of  the  northwestern  apple  situation.     The  information  on 
which  it  was  "based  was  furnished  by  J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  our  Portland  office :~ 

"The  northwestern  apple  movement  has  responded  to  recent  European  in- 
quiry, with  considerable  increase  in  volume  of  shipments.    Prices  are  very  low 
in  many  ca.ses,  with  shippers  inclined  to  accept  virtually  any  cash  offer. 
Export  Delicious  are  scarce,  but  recent  sales  have  ranged  25^-UO^  lower  than 
prevailed  bO  to  90  days  ago.    Exporters  have  purchased  Delicious  this  week, 
sizing  163  and  smaller,  strapped  and  marked,  f.o.b.    Washington  shipping 
points,  at  the  following  prices:    Extra  Fancy,  &1.15-$1.20;  Fancy  >' 
and  C  grade  HO^  per  box. 

"YFinesaps  have  moved  freely  for  United  Kingdom  shipments  with  guaranteed 
cash  advances  characterizing  most  of  the  transactions .     Ca.sh  advances  for  ex- 
port sizes,  strapped  and  marked, f.o.b.  shipping  points,  have  been:  Extra 
Fancy  60<£,  Fenc}'  ^0$  and  C  grade  h§$  per  box.    Prices  realized  for  this  stock 
upon  an  ival  at  European  markets  may  permit  additional  returns  above  these 
values.    Yvashington  Y7inesaps  ha.ve  sold  recently  from  Atlantic  coa.st  storage  at 
$1.20  per  box,  f.a.s.  ITew  York,  for  fine  quality  stock,  sizing  150  and  smaller . 

"Yellow  ITewtowns  have  not  gone  quite  as  low  as  Yfinesa.ps.    Extra  Fancy 
ITewtowns  have  sold  around  $1.10-$1.20  per  box,  f.o.b.  shipping  points.  One 
prominent  Yakima  organization  is  now  reported  cleaned  out  on  ITewtowns. 

";.x>st  of  the  current  trading  is  for  delivery  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
Continental  trading  is  limited,  although  considerable  inquiry  has  been  received 
recently.    France  has  taken  an  unusually  large  volume  of  American  apples  this 
season,  but  this  tra.de  lias  fallen  off  since  ITew  Year's,  and  latest  French 
offers  are  15^-20^  below  their  previous  conf irma.tions . 

"Tasmania,  Australia  and  Hew  Zealand  are  reported  as  having  a  heavier 
apple  crop  th„n  last  year,  and  this  stock  will  start  to  arrive  in  British  mar- 
kets in  April.    As  a  result,  British  dealers  are  specifying  transcontinental 
rail  shipment  for  loadings  from  the  Pacific  iTorthwest  after  February  10.  Ocean 
traffic  through  the  Panama  Canal  after  that  da.te  would  throw  northwestern 
apples  on  European  markets  too  near  initial  arrival  dates  of  Australian  fra.it."

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bb .     UNFAVORABLE  WEATHER  RETARDS  TRADING-  IN  WESTERN  NEW  YORE 

R.  L.  Sutton,  of  the  Rochester  office,  included  the  following  infor- 
mation in  a  report  dated  January  26:- 

"Even  with  the  reduced  purchasing  power  evident  at  large,  the  unsea- 
sonable weather  that  has  existed  for  a  long  period  has  ."been  chiefly  respon- 
sible for  the  lack  of  activity  in  produce  lines  in  this  territory.  This 
situation  has  "been  particularly  evident  in  the  case  of  cabbage.     'The  warm 
weather  has  caused  heavy  shrinkage  and  correspondingly  low  prices.  Loaded 
cars  which  have  not  been  moved  promptly  have  often  had  to  be  discounted 
sharply,  when  sales  were  finally  effected,     This  winter  has  probably  broken 
all  records  for  high  temperatures  ana  open  conditions.     Sales  made  at  ship- 
ping point  recently  were  limited  in  number  and  T/ere  hard  to  put  through, 
even  at  the  lower  prices.    Very  little  stock  is  being  purchased  from  growers 
at  this  time,  although  the  indicated  price  to  growers  is  reported  between  $5 
and  $8  a  ton.    Liberal  supplies  of  new  cabbage  from  the  South  are  satisfying 
much  of  the  terminal  market  requirements . ( 

"The  dullness  in  the  apple  market  still  continues.     Snappy  winter 
weather  no  doubt  would  tend  to  stimulate  trading.    Prices  obtained  in  the 
receiving  markets  usually  are  little  in  excess  of  those  obtained  at  shipping 
point.     In  fact,  there  has  been  some  business  reported  on  Baldwins  at  prices 
that  none  of  the  larger  markets  v/ould  justify*    Recent  improvement  in  the 
export  market  has  caused  a  heavier  movement  to  ser.board  from  this  territory. 
New  England  markets  are  very  hard  to  stimulate,  due  to  the  low  prices  at 
which  thej?  are  willing  to  buy. 

"The  movement  of  potatoes  continues  fairly  active..  Dealers  are  gen- 
erally unwilling  to  pay  more  than  25^  per  bushel  to  growers,  which  fact  has 
probably  curtailed  haulings.     The  f.o.b.  market  has  weakened  slightly. 

"The  carrot  market  appears  to  be  in  a  firm  position.     Sales  are  not 
overly  abundant,  but  dealers,  are  holding  for  prices  quoted.     The  demand  for 
onions  is  generally  slow.    Few  f.o.b.  sales  are  being  transacted." 

7b.     ONLY  LARGE  CELERY  WATTED  IN  FLORIDA 

33.  S.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Sanford  on  January  25:- 
"Less  than  J/OG  cars  of  celery  moved  out  of  Florida  last  week  owing  to 
continued  warm  weather  and  poor  quality.    Blight,  black-heart,  root-burning 
and  worms  have  all  taken  their  toll  in  wastage  and  injured  appearance.  Yields 
have  varied  generally  from  15O  to  600  crates  per  acre,  mostly  around  35^ 
crates.    A  few  cars  of  good  quality  sold  f.o.b.  at  fair  prices;  however,  a 
majority  of  shipments  rolled  unsold  and  shippers  even  found  difficulty  in 
placing  cars  on  consignment. 

"Wire  inquiry  reflected  a  very  light  demand,  except  for  large  sizes. 
Northern  terminal  markets  were  much  lower  than  during  the  preceding  week, 
and  shippers  and  growers  made  several  attempts  to  organize  and  prevent  the 
loading  of  S's  and  10' s.     These  sizes  had  been  selling  on  the  average  at 
hardly  enough  to  pay  freight  charges.    Efforts  to  hold  up  the  movement  of 
STs  were  unsuccessful,  but  10' s  were  shipped  only  in  very  small  quantities 
to  fill  firm  orders.     Cooler  weather  is  needed  to  improve  the  quality." 


CARROTS  in  sacks  are  being  shipped  from  the  Pacific  Northwest  to 
California,   in  exchange  for  bunched  carrots  from  that  southern  district. 
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Sb.     HEAVY  CROP "OF  EARLY  S~?X"3  ERNIES  I"  FLORIDA 

R.  M.  Peterson  sent  the  following  information  about  berries  and  celerjr 
in  a  letter  of  January  25  from  Plant  City:- 

" In  spite  of  the  light  rainfall,  Florida's  warn  weather  has  matured  an 
early  strawberry  crop  that  is  heavier  than  any  of  the  previous  seasons.  Last 
week's  movement  of  166  cars  brought  this  season's  total  to  5^5  cars,  which  is 
four  times  as  heavy  as  last  year's  earl}7"  movement  and  nearly  150  cars  heavier 
than  in  1930 >  which  was  another  early  season.  The  shipments  this  week  are 
expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  those  of  last  week,  but  the  loadings  there- 
after will  undoubtedly  be  lighter  if  the  dry  weather  continues. 

"Ike  berries  have  been  ripening  rapidly  and  the  size  is  decreasing. 
Quality  has  "been  generally  very  good  this  season,  but  many  of  the  berries  "nave 
been  overripe  during  the  past  10  days,  due  to  the  fact  that  most  fields  are 
picked  every  other  day,  which  is  not  often  enough  during  this  warm  weather. 
Prices  are  ve^  low  for  this  time  of  the  year.     Growers  received  mostly  S^- 
9^  per  pint  during  the  past  week.  ■  This  is  approximately         lower  than  the 
prices  received  for  the  same  week  during  the  two  previous  seasons. 

11  The  Sarasota  celery  movement  will  be  lighter  this  week  and  next,  with 
probably  not  more  than  35  cars  each  week.      The  Manatee  celery  movement  is 
holding  rather  steady,  with  kO  to  45  cars  a  week." 


9b .    UhSSIILED  CQkDITIQIIS  III  RIO  GRATIDE  VALLEY  OF  TEXAS 

W.  D.   Goo.-e  submitted  the  following  report  in  a  letter  of  January  2h 
from  Brownsville:-. 

"Frr.it  and  vegetable  shipments  from  the  lower  Rio  C-rande    Valley  of 
Texas  to  date  this  season  are  about  1,600  cars  -greater  than  to  the  same 
time  last  season.,  or  approximately  7»200  carloads.     The  increase  is  almost 
equally  divided  between  citrus  and  vegetables.     In  general,  prices  to 
growers  are  nearly  double  those  of  a  3rear  ago  for  vegetables  and  scarcely 
half  as  ranch  for  citrus.    Shippers  and  growers  of  grapefruit  are  very  much 
disappointed  in  the  returns  from  this  commodity,  while  returns  from  vege- 
tables have  been  better  tkcnn  was  expected  during  this  period  of  depression. 
Weather  has  been  favorable  for  growing  and  harvesting,  and  spring  crops 
have  made  good  progress. 

"Shortage  of  beets  ready  for  harvest  daring  the  past  week  sent  prices 
to  growers  up  from  30^-40^  per  crate  to  as  high  as  $1  per  crate  in  the  fields. 
The  weel:  closed  with  prices  around  75*»     Carrots  are  slightly  more  abundant 
and, the  market  is  a  bit  easier,  but  prices  to  growers  still  range  $1.25-$1.50 
per  crate.     In  connection  with  these  two  commodities ,  it  is  well  to  note  that 
it  is  estimated  that  two-thirds  of  the  shipments  are  being  made  in  half 
lettuce  cr.-tes  of  three-dozen  bunches.     The  demand  for  broccoli  has  dropped 
off  sharply,  but  green  peas  and  new  pot -toes  have  been  bringing  good  prices."

lc.     CO'.PLAIiTT  REGARDING  CUITIiTG  OF  SACKS 

Once  or  twice  a  year  we  receive  a  complaint  from  some  member  of  the 
tra.de  that  our  inspectors  recklessly  cut  sacks  and  leave  a  car  in  such 
condition  that  the  dealer  cannot  take  a  "buyer  into  it  without  considerable 
expense  in  restoring  the  car  to  a  presentable  appearance.     Please  read 
again  paragraphs  33,  3U,  35  >  Part  1,  Receiving-Point  Handbook.     Sacks  should 
never  be  cut,  when  they  can  be  opened  by  untying  the  tops.    A  sewing  needle 
should  be  part  of  the  equipment  of  every  inspector,  who  is  making  inspection 
of  products  of  this  kind.    Use    every  precaution,  so  that  neither  you  nor 
the  service  as  a  whole  will  be  subject  2d  to  criticism  on  account  of  careless- 
ness in  this  connection. 

2c.     REPORTS  0!T  DISEASE  SPECIMENS  SEl'TT  Ig  TO  PATHOLOGISTS 

Inspectors,  who  receive  reports  from  pathologists  on  specimens  for- 
warded to  Washington  or  Chicago  for  examination,  are  sometimes  inclined  to 
complain  because  the  reports  which  they  receive  are  not  as    specific  as  they 
desire.     It  should  be  remembered,  in  this  connection,   that  the  identificar- 
tion  of  a  disease  or  a  physiological  condition  is  not  easy  when  only  three 
or  four  specimens  are  at  hand.     Frequently.,  determining  factors  in  the  iden- 
tification of  such  troubles  are  location  in  the  lot ,  relative  location  with 
respect  to  other  specimens,  temperature  and  moisture  conditions,  etc.  The 
pathologist  does  not  have  this  information  when  he  examines  only  three  or 
four  specimens  received  by  mail.     There  should  also  be  taken  into  consider-  • 
ation  the  fact  the  the  inspector  sending  in  these  specimens  does  not  him- 
self know  just  what  the  specimens  will  show  when  cut.     This  is  particularly 
true  in  the  case  of  free zing- in jury.     The  fact  that  all  came  from  the  same 
location  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  all  will  show  the  same  evidence  of 
injury.    When  our  specialists  send  back  a  report  that  three  apples,  out  of 
five  submitted,  show  evidences  of  freezing-injury  but  the  other  two  do  not, 
the  fact  that  all  came  from  the  same  location  is  no  proof  that  the  diagnosis 
was  incorrect.     The  inspector  must  add  his  own  observations  to  the  informa- 
tion received  on  any  set  of  specimens. 

Many  information-cards  received  with  specimens  contain  practically 
no  information.     It  is  realized  that  the  inspector  frequently  knows  but 
little  of  the  history  of  the  lot  in  question,  but  the  fact  that  some  who 
send  in  specimens  always  send  cards  well-f illed-out  with  useful  information 
leads  lis  to  believe  that  there  car.  be  improvement  in  this  connection  on  the 
part  of  many  inspectors.

In  the  basket  exhibits,  the  defects 
were  sorted  from  the  entire  basket;  in  barrels,  we  took  the  defects  out  of 
only  [^.pounds.     This  is  the  fourth  year  fre  have  had  such  an  exhibit. 

"TTp  try  to  get  ail  the  licensed  men  in  to  assist  with  the  grading  of 
this  exhibit,  so  that  it  affords  us  an  unusual  opportunity  to  run  a  little 
training-school  on  apples,     I  plan  to  attend  the- meeting  at  Poughkeepsie  next 
week,  at  which  time  we  shall  get  together  the  inspectors  in  that  section  of 
the  State.  • .    .  .     - .  .  -        .  .        .    ,  . 

"While,  we  have  inspected  between  10,000  and  11,000  cars  in  Hew.  York 
State  this  season  to  date,  the  work  has  been  very  light  since  the  middle  of 
December.     There  are  a  few  more  apples  moving  into  export.  Common-storage 
stock  is  getting  very  ripe,  because  of  the  warm  season,  and  Baldwins  r,re 
showing  more.  Bitter  Pit  than  usual.     Some  of  this  is  very  hard  to  catch 
without  cutting  the  riper  apples  and,  as  we  have-  had  some  argument  as  to 
the  accuracy  of  our  diagnosis,  I  may  send  'in  some  samples."

E.  J.   Clay  reports  thatP-new  development  in  the  distribution  of 
extracted  honey  is  the  packaging  of  honey  in  tubes.    These  tubes  are  like 
those  in  which  tooth  paste  and  other  products  are  enclosed,  and  vary  in  sice 
from  the  tooth-paste  tube  size  to  those  holding  one-half  pound  of  honey. 
The  advantage  is  that  they  can  be  used  for  picnics  and  teas  where  freedom 
from  muss  and  stickiness  would  be  specially  desirable.    Another  advantage  is 
that  just  the  quantity  needed  can  be  poured  out  at  one  time.     This  method  of 
packaging  honey  is  already  in  use  in  Germany  in  a  limited  way.    Mr.  Clay 
recently  received  samples  of  honey  in  the  new  packages.    He  reports  that 
another  interesting  development  in  the  distribution  of  honey  has  been  the 
introduction  of  a  new  candy  bar,  consisting  of  honey,  almonds,  and  nougats.

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l"b .     CABBAGE  PRICES  ggCLIHg  Ig  RIO  GRAITDS  VALLEY 

The  following  comments- were-  received  in  a  letter  of  Januar}7'  31  from 
W.  D.  C-ooge,  at  Brownsville :  - 

" Cabbage  prices  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  have  "been  on  the  decline 
during  the  past  week,  closing  Saturday  at  mostly  $10  per  ton  to  growers.  In 
spite  01  the  light  demand,  shipments  reached  ^2  cars  on  Wednesday.  ITewspaper 
and  radio  support  was  enlisted  "by  shippers  and  others  interested,  in  an 
effort  to  get  growers  to  stop  cutting  until  surplus  rolling  cars  could  "be 
cleaned  up.     This  appeal  seemed  to  have  the  desired  effect  and  shipments  were 
reduced  about  one  half. 

" Carro ts  were  more  plentiful,  and  f.o.h.  prices  were  slightly  weaker. 
Beets  were  moving  in  lighter  volume;  prices  were  generally  steady.    Pea,s  were 
bringing  around  $2.75  Per  U§--pound  crate  f.o.b.  cash  track.     In  addition  to 
the  mixed  car  shipments,  one  to  two  straight  cars  were  going  out  daily.  The 
abundance  of  "broccoli ,  especially  near  Laredo,  resulted  in  a  sharp  drop  in 
prices.    Some  shippers  are  now  taking  it  only  for  the  account  of  growers. 

"Lower  temperatures  in  the  western  .States  have  threatened  Valley  crops 
of  snap  beans,  potatoes  and  tomatoes,  but  to  date  two  cold  waves  have  failed 
to  do  any  damage  in  this  section.     It  now  appears  that  some  beans  will  be 
ready  for  shipment  before  March  1,  and  that  tomatoes  will  be  ready  shortly 
after  April  1.    The.se ".dates  are  about  two  weeks  earlier  than  normal." 


2b .     MAggjj  POTATO  MARKET  UNSETTLED 

V.  H.  Nicholson  included  the  following  information  in  a'  letter  of 
January  30  from  Presque  Isle:- 

" Considerable  weakness  developed  in  the  Maine  potato  market  about 
the  middle  of  the  week,  but  there  has  been  a  slightly  improved  tone  during 
the  last  three  days .    Several  loaded  cars  had  accumulated  on  "rack  during  the 
past  few  days,  and  it  became , necessary  to  move  this  stock  ^because  of  the 
mounting  demurrage  charges.    This  condition  prompted  considerable  selling 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  and, as  a.  result,  the  carlo t  price  dropped  to  sacked 
per  cwt.  Tuesday,  but  yesterday  (Friday)  there  were  a  few  sales  in  the  range 
of  h3$~h%$.     The  price  to  growers  has  also  shown  a  similar  weakness,  with 
most  sales  being  made  around  55^  bulk  per  barrel. 

"Shipments  during  January  this  season  will  probably  be  about  1,000  cars 
lighter  than  those  in  January,,  I93I,  not  because  of  a    lighter  supply  but 
probably  because  of  the  slower  demand  and  the  difficulty  of  selling  potatoes 
at  even  the  prevailing  low  prices.     In  only  one  week  since  the  beginning  of 
the  season  have  Maine  shipments  exceeded  or  equaled  the  movement  of  the  cor- 
responding week  last  season."

Bryce  Morris  sent  the  f ol lowing  information  from  Denver  on  January  3^:~ 
"The  past  week  lias  seen  a  slackening  demand  for  potatoes  in  Colorado, 
with  the  market  generally  dull  to  slightly  weaker.    Only  five  cars  moved  from 
the  San  Luis  Valley  this  v/eek,  with  the  hulk  of  the  State  movement  continuing 
to  come  from  northern  Colorado. 

"Although  onion  prices  generally  tliroughout  the  United  States  were 
alight  ly  lower,  prices  in  Colorado  held  fairly  steady,  on  account  of  the  very 
limited  supplies  available.     Carlo t  sales  of  ivo.  1  Danvers  in  50-pound  sacks 
were  reported  at  $U.25  per  cwt.  Friday.    One  car  of  Arkansas  Valley  Spanish 
onions  in  SO-pound  sacks,  with  a  2  j -inch  minimum  diameter,  also  sold  at 
Additional  shipments  of  onions  from  the  State  probably  will  not  exceed  12 5 
cars . 

"Snow  has  fallen  on  the  Western  Slope  continuously  for  the  last  three 
days,  with  much  colder  weather  over  the  entire  State." 

5b.     MI  CHI  GAIT  REGAIITIITG  POPISH  POTATO  I.lAPTPTS 

The  following  interesting  report  came  from  R.  3.  Keller,  at  Grand 
Rapids,  under  date  of  January  3^:~ 

" Onions  have  been  very  quiet  in  Michigan,    Demand  and  trading  have    :  . . 
been  limited  and  the  market  a  trifle  easier.     Shipments  for  the  entire  country 
averaged  less  than  f50  cars  a  day  for  the  first  six  days  of  this  week  and, 
although  Michigan  shipped  more  than  any  other  State,  she  has  averaged  less 
than  13  cars.    The  situation  appears  a  little  more  favorable  now,  as  track- 
holdings  have  been  reduced  by  the  light  shipments. 

"Michigan's  forwardings  to  date  are  very  close  to  2,000  cars,  compared 
with  3>'S50  a  year  ago. 

"Potato  markets  are  beginning  to  show  more  life,  with  the  advent  of 
the  present  cold  weather.    Until  today,  the  demand  remained  slow  and  draggy, 
and  prices  had  gradually  declined  until  some  sales  reached  a  low  point  of 
50^  per  cwt.  for  U.S.  ITo .  1  Russet  Rurals,  Cadillac  basis.     The  old-line 
potato  houses  reduced  tlieir  price  to  the  farmer  to  2^6  per  cwt.,  a  reduction 
of  5^>  today  some  dealers  raised  their  price  again  to  30?*  Forwardings 

from  Michigan  total  3»S00  cars  to  date,  as  compared  with  1,200  a  year  ago. 

"Michigan  has  gained  back  some  of  her  old  markets.     Distribution  of 
potatoes  has  been  quite  heavy  to  points  formerly  supplied  in  Indiana, 
Kentucky,  Ohio,  T7est  Virginia,  and  also  in  Michigan.

A.  M.  McDowell  writes  as  follows  from  Waupaca  in  a  letter  dated 
January  31;     It.  relates  to  the  potato  situation:- 

11  Throughout  the  past,  week  a  light  demand  was  reported  by  dealers,  with 
a  slight  decline  of  prices  on  Wednesday,  By  Friday s  there  was  a  little  "better 
inquiry,  probably  on  account  of  anticipated  colder  weather,  and  prices  firmed 
slightly,  Prices  "to  growers  were  generall}7"  30^-35^  hulk  per  cwt.,with  a  very 
few  stations  paying  as. high  as  hoc?  for  best  stock.  Demand -for  seed  stock  was 
very  light  and  few  sales  were  reported. 

"Ike  first  cold  weather  of  the  season  arrived  Friday  afternoon,  the 
temperature  falling  from  around  35  degrees  at  noon  to  about  10  degrees  "below 
zero  by  midnight .     The  minimum  reached  at  Waupaca  was  12  degrees  "below. 
Antigo  and  Stevens  Point  reported  about  15  degrees  "below,  and  in  the  Rice 
Lake  section  temperatures  were  20  degrees  "below  and  colder.    With  temperatures 
"below  zero  all  dry  Saturday,  deliveries  by  growers  were  out  of  the  question. 
Trading  was  .also  at  a  standstill.    Although  there  was  some  inquiry,  dealers 
refused  to  confirm  cars  at  prices  offered,  as  the  continuation  of  cold  weather 
would  makie  heater  service  necessary,  which  in  most  cases  adds  y^fi  to  the 
freight  rate.    As  the  latest  weather  forecasts  indicate  abnormally  cold  weather 
until  the  middle  of  the  coming  week,  it  is  probable  that  "both  shipments  and 
sales  will  "be  rather  light  for  several  days."

?.  C-.  Risser  sent  the  following  information  from  Idaho-  Falls  in  a 
letter  of  January  29:- 

11  Prices  on  Idaho  Russets,  U.S.  I'd.  I's.wero  a  little  lower  as  the  month 
of  January  came  to  a  close.    But  this  was  not  "because  of  abnormally  heavy 
shipments.    Both  of  the  major  late-shipping  districts  have  moved  considerably 
fewer  cars  to  date  than  last  year,  and  January  shipments  were  held  down  by 
unfavorable  hauling  conditions  and  light  supplies  in  storage  at  shipping- 
points  in  the  upper  Valley.    Alternating  periods  of  low  temperatures  and 
drifted  roads  have  interfered  seriously  in  this  section  of  the  State  with 
delivery  of  stocks  from  farm  cellars..    Prief  periods,  which  have  permitted 
hauling,  resulted  in  a  temporary  increase  in  shipments,  but  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  heavier  output  at  these  times  consisted  of  cars  representing 
previous  sales.     The  Twin  Falls^Burley  section  has  generally  "been  moving  its 
crop  more  freely  during  January,  having  had  much  less  difficulty  in  nauling. 
However,  the  condition  of  the  market  has  not  favored  liberal  shipments,  and 
the  latter  section  is  even  farther  "behind  last  season's  movement  to  date  than 
is  the  upper  Valley.     The  new  State  grade  for  Idaho  Russets  has  not  been  used, 
so  far  as  is  generally  known." 

8b .    AIT  EXF5RIM31TT  Iff  OOLORIilG  APPLES  UI7D5E  ELECTRIC  LIGHT 

Substituting  a  1,500  watt  electric  lamp  for  the  sun,  ~.  R.  Streeter 
and  G.  ff.  Fearce,  chemists  at  the  State  Experiment  Station  at  Geneva,  17ew 
York,  have  succeeded  in  coloring  hclntosh  apples  as  completely  as  though 
the  fruit  had  developed  under  favorable  natural  conditions.    The  achieve- 
ment is  regarded  as  a  useful  laboratory  method  for  studying  the  develop- 
ment of  color  in  fruit. 
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9b .    MYSTERIOUS  BLAST  KNOCKS  OUT  WINDOWS  IN  OUR  KANSAS  CITY  OFFICE 

The  following  letter  of  January  29  (last  Friday)  was  received  from 
R.  E.  Corbin,  in  charge  of  the  Kansas  City  market-news  office :- 

"After  wiring  you  yesterday  morning  about  the  blast  which  knocked  out 
all  our  windows,  we  got  some  covering  over  the  windows  in  the  room  where 
Miss  ixesbit  and  Mr.  Siegmund  work  and,  as  the  temperature  outside  was  very 
mild,  we  managed  to  get  through  with  our  daily  report  in  fairly  good  shape. 
This  morning,  however,  the  temperature  has  dropped  to  15  or  IS  degrees 
above  zero,  and  our  thin  window  coverings  do  not  keep  out  much  of  the  cold, 
for  the  wind  is  strong.    We  are  doing  the  best  we  can  under  the  circum- 
stances, and  will  issue  almost  a  complete  report. 

"I  am  enclosing  clippings  of  the  blast,  which  was  directly  across 
the  street  from  our  office.     The  last  photograph  was  taken  from  the  window 
right  behind  my  desk." 

Accompanying  this  letter  were  newspaper  pictures,   showing  the  com- 
plete destruction  of  the  one-story  building  at  ~(0%^~']12  Walnut  Street, 
just  opposite  the  Railway  Exchange  Building  in  which  our  offices  are 
located.     The  newspaper  story  says  that  some  2,000  downtown  windows  were 
shattered  by  the  force  of  the  explosion,   the  glass  damage  alone  running 
into  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars.     The  owner  of  the  building  which  was 
destroyed  by  the  blast  and  the  subsequent  fire  was  out  of  the  city  at  the 
time,  and  the  cause  of  the  explosion  had  not  yet  been  determined. 


10b .     RECEhT  CROP  "PTES  Oh  FLORIDA  STRAWBERRIES 

R.  M.  Peterson  wrote  as  follows  from  Plant  City  in  a  letter  of 
February  1 

"The  strawberry  movement  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  lighter  this  week, 
possibly  1^0  cars  as  compared  with  last  week5s  shipments  of  173  ears.  Recent 
showers  give  promise  of  a  slightly  heavier  movement  next  week,   instead  of  a 
further  decrease  which  was  expected.     There  will  be  no  heavy  movement  of 
berries  from  this  section,  unless  the  rainfall  increases  considerably. 

"Webster j   lying  about  50  miles  north  of  Plant  City,  has  shinned 
several  cars  of  berries  and  expects  to  load  three  cars  this  week.  The 
Starke-Lawtey  section  has  been  shipping  small  lots  for  sometime  raid  may  get 
into  the  carlot  movement  this  week,  but  acreage  is  light  and  it  is  doubtful 
if  they  will  load  more  than  an  occasional  car  until  much  later  in  the  season. 

" Shipping -point  prices  showed  some  improvement  last  week,  and  the  mar- 
ket is  firm  this  morning.     The  berries  are  somewhat  smaller,  but  there  are 
fewer  overripe  berries  and  present  shipments  should  arrive  in  better  condition, 

1  lb .     HEAVY  L^OVEhEFT  OF  MAINE  POTATOES  BY  BOAT 

"We  have  mentioned  the  movement  of  potatoes  via  boat  from  Searsport, 
Maine,  to  Atlantic  aid  Gulf  Coast  cities  several  times  during  the  last  few 
months,  and  it  is  surprising  how  this  business  has  grown  during  the  present 
season  from  nothing  in  previous  years.     The  Presque  Isle  report  shows  that 
U,ClU  cars  of  Maine  potatoes  had  moved  in  a  carlot  way  to  this  port  by 
January  22,  and  this  figure  has  probably  been  augmented  considerably  by  the 
truck  movement  from  central  Maine."   (from  Tabb  Potato  Service,  January  29)

The  following  excerpts-  are  from  the  weekly  report  of  ?..  L.  Sutton, 
at  the  Rochester  office.    His  letter  was  dated  February  2:- 

" gabbage  loadings  have  shown  a  decided  decrease.     If  the  volume  of 
movement  this  season  should  even  equal  that  of  last  season's  carlot  ship- 
ments, there  remain  over  1,100  cars  yet  to  roll.    Loss  from'  shrinkage  and. 
other  causes  is  greater  this  season,  but  the  estimate  of  production  for  all 
cabbage  in  this  State  for  1931  is  greater  than  that  of  1930.    The  market  at 
shipping  points  has  remained  dull".    F.o.b.  transactions  were  limited  in 
number,  with  dealers  generally  reporting  it  difficult  to  find  outlets. 

"The  carrot  market  was  strengthening.    With  supplies  rather  light 
and  stocks  mostly  confined  in  dealers' hands,  quotations  were  being  advanced 
all  around.    At  the  close  of  the  week,  a  few  sales  of  rough  stock  in  100- 
pound  sacks  reached  $1.75  f •o.b.    T7ashed  carrots-  reached  $1.10  in  bushel 
baskets  yesterday.    The  prevailing  range  per  bushel  of  washed  stock  was  ^,03- 
$1.00.    Zven  with  the  shorter  supplies  commonly  reported  from  all  parts  of 
this  territory,   the  carlot  movement  this  season  has  exceeded  that  of  last. 

"Operators  have  reported  no  particular  activity  in  onions  during  re- 
cent days.    Sellers  at  shipping  point  are  generally  trying  to  maintain  f.o.b 
prices  at  existing  levels,  with  a  few  holding  for  higher  prices.    Daily  ship 
ments  were  light,  averaging  less  than  10  cars. 

"Forwardings  of  apples  have  been  more  frequent  during  the  period 
covered  by  this  report.     Cars  billed  for  export  were  more  in  evidence,  and 
of  the  cars  going  into  Hew  York  City  proper  it  is  believed  that  a  part  are 
to  be  loaded  into  ships.     The  price  obtainable  at  shipping  point  for.  Baldwin 
ha.s  not  shown  a,ny  definite  advance.     It  is  noticeable  this  season  that  more 
and  more  business  is  being  done  on  a.  delivered  ba.sis.     In  this  manner  the 
buyer  has  the  advantage  of  avoiding  losses  or  depreciation  occurring  in 
transit . 

"_he  recent  tendencies  in  f.o.b.  potato  trading  have  been  for  the 
development  of  a  slight  l'r  better  market.    During  several  days,   trading  was 
rather  active  emd,  although  a  price-advance  was  not  actually  discernible,  a 
larger  volume  of  business  was  being  transacted.      Heports  from  dealers  in- 
dicate that  the  prevailing  price  being:  pr.id  to  growers  is  2^d  bulk  per  bu- 
shel.    There  are  a  few  stations  in  the  commercial  producing  area  where  as 
much  a.s  30.^  is  being  paid  for  U.S.  No.  1  stock. 

"The  first  real  snow  of  the  winter  reached  Rochester  on  Sunday,  -"     ■  - 
January  31»  temperatures  dropped  to  15  degrees  and  the  amount  of  snowfall 
wa.s  of  sufficient  importance  to  cause  the  city  to  employ  ^>0C  extra  workmen 
to  clear  the  streets.    A  continuation  of  real  winter  weather  will  serve  as 
an  asset  to  the  shirkers  of  fruits  and  vegetables." 


13b.     RZCZTT  k-T.'.'S  PIT  JLOhllh  ZZ^'S,  ZZFZZZS  ;Z:p  TQIUICZS 

The  following  report  of  February  2  came  fro...  J.  3.  Owens,  in  charge 
of  the  field  station  at  Pompano:- 

" Shipments  of  snap  beans  from  south  Florida  for  the  week  of  January 
2U-3O  were  about  \y'o  less  than  for  the  previous  week,  and  indications  are 
that  this  reduced  movement  will  continue  for  another  wee]:  or  two.  This 
slight  reduction  in  shipments  is  caused  by  the  favcracle  weather  conditions 
which  allowed  the  plants  to  mature  earlier  than  anticipated,  thereby  upset- 
ting the  usual  sequence  of  time  between  planting  and  harvesting  dates. 
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"Quality  of  beans  from  the  Porapano  section  is  very  good,  "but  the 
quality  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section  is  variable,  with  most  shipments 
falling  into  the  fair  to  ordinary  class.  Recent  strong  winds  have  done 
much  to  lower  the  quality  from  both  sections  during  the  past  few  days. 

"The  f.o.b.  market  has  shown  daily  improvement  during  the  past 
week,   out  much  of  the  recent  advances  is  attributed  to  speculative  buy- 
ing, based  on  the  possibility  of  lighter  shipments  in  the  near  future 
and  the  decrease  in  percentage  of  good  quality  stock. 

"The  anticipated  increase  in  pepper  shipments  has  not  as  yet 
materialized,  and  it  now  looks  as  if  the  movement  will  continue  light  for 
another  week.     The  decline  in  price  during  the  past  week  is  largely  respon- 
sible for  this,  as  many  growers  are  delaying  picking  as  long  as  possible. 
The  very  warm  weather  which  has  prevailed  throughout  the  season  has  in- 
creased the  damage  from  aphids  and  in  many  instances,  particularly  on  weak 
land,  is    resulting  '•  in  much     damage  by  causing  the  bloom  to  drop.     If  this 
infestation  continues,  the  movement  no  doubt  will  be  light  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  season. 

"Quality  of  the  tomato  shipments  now  going  out  is  quite  variable, 
and  most  of  the  stock  would  be  cLassed  as  fair  to  ordinarv.     Prom  all  re- 
ports, the  movement  will  continue  at  the  present  rate  for  about  three 
weeks  and  then  the  spring  crop  will  begin  to  move.     The  f.o.b.  market  has 
shown  very  little  change  during  the  past  week.    Demand  has  been  v ery  good  • 
for  the  best  stock,  but  off-grade  stock  is  meeting  with  a  slow  demand  arid 
much  stock  of  this  nature  is  being  consigned."

B.  3.  Surry  sent  the  f ollcwing  report  from  Sanford  on  February  1:- 
"Bottor  wire  inquiry  and  considerably  more  "buying  activity  for 
Florida  celery  occurred  at  shipping  points  last  week.     Shipments  continued 
light  .and  there  was  some  improvement  in  quality  of  loadings,  although  quali- 
ty in  the  fields  was  no  better.    Many  growers,  whose  fields  were  running 
heavily  to  small  sizes  or  were  of  poor  to  ordinary  quality,  did  not  cut 
during  the  v/eek.     Shippers  and  growers  have  been  hoping  for  rain,  along 
with  cooler  weather.    While  practically  all  fields  are  sub-irrigated  with 
tile,  good  quality  cannot  be  produced  -throughout  the  season  without  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  rainfall. 

"Although  practically  all  cars  of  good  quality  were  sold  at  shipping 
point,  a  majority  of  shipments  rolled  unsold.     There  was  a  fairly  good 
demand  for  2>-h  dozens  at  $1.7'j-Sl.8^>  per  crate,  but  it  was  often  difficult 
to  dispose  of  S's  and  g's  at  a  discount  of  nQtf-fjd.     The  movement  of  10 1 s  " 
was  limited  to  only  an  occasional  sale."

"On  January  25  a  total  of  23I  cars  of  potatoes  were  rebilled  from 
Searsport  as  follows:    Baltimore  U3  cars,  Jacksonville  23  cars,  1-Torfolk  ho 
cars,  Miami  21  cars,  ITew  Orleans  22  cars,  and  Houston  7-  cars.    Also  on 
Mondoy  of  this  week  (Jan.  25)  there  were  two  steamers  taking  on  cargoes  at 
the  B.  &  A.  Fier  at  Searsport  .and  four  other  steamers  out  in  the  stream 
waiting  for  berths.    These  six  boats  were  expected  to  take  out  about  1,000 
cr.rloads .

1  To .     GO  OS  QUALITY  LETTUCE  EZQ-I  LTEZlAL  VALLEY 

A.  Z.  Frugh  submitted  the  following  report  in  a  letter  of  January  J>1 
from  Brawley,  California: - 

"Imperial  Valley  has  been  shipping  the  best  lettuce  in  the  history 
of  its  production.     Solidity  has  been  so  good  that  it  seemed  more  like 
Cabbage  then  lettuce.     The  likeness  to  cabbage  applies  more  noticeably  to 
a  new  variety  named  Zo.  13>  which  a  couple  of  shippers  have  developed.  It 
is  a  pointed  type  of  rich  color,  and  cuts  rather  yellow  and  sweet  inside. 
This  variety,  however,  requires  a  long  growing  period  of  lhO  days. 

"To  show  the  fine  quality  of  lettuce  moving,-  of  the  12?!  cars  in- 
spected Wednesday,  100  graded  U.S.  ITo.  1  and  IS  cars  graded  85$-  Since 
the  recent  heavy  frosts,  tips  of  many  leaves  are  discolored,  which  requires 
considerable  'chicken  picking'  to  make  the  grade.     Cold  weather  has  also 
caused  a  heavy  percentage  of  small  sizes  and,  toward  the  end  of  last  week, 
probably  35, J  of  loadings  were  75' s*    This  percentage  of  six  dozens  will 
increase  during  the  next  10  days.    One  shipper  today  is  loading  SI  heads 
to  the  crate,   in  order  to  make  a  heavy  pack.    Probably  during  the  next 
few  days  more  than  half  the  movement  will  he  sixes.     Cold  weather  should 
cause  the  Phoenix  spring  season  to  be  late  and  thereby  result  in  a  favor- 
able situation  during  March  in  I  nperial  Valley. 

"Many  shippers  have  now  started  to  use  a  crate  1  to  lv  inches  nar- 
rower, which  will  enable  them  to  pack  border-line  fives.    A  movement  is 
also  underway  to  make  this  the  standard  crate,  to  avert  the  threatened  in- 
crease in  billing  weight,  which  is  now  76  pounds.    Hard  lettuce  this  sea- 
son weighs  -   /ery  heavy. 

"Lately,  shippers  seem  to  have  boon  loading  light  toward  the  end  of 
the  week;  then  increasing  on  Monday,  [Tuesday  and  Wednesday.    Shipments  have 
been  held  down  several  days  on  account  of  heavy  frosts  preventing  cutting 
until  about  11  o'clock*    Pi  old  temp eratures  of  around  20  degrees  were  re- 
port cd  for  two  or  three  mornings, 

"Some  think  the  peak  day  of  the  season  cams  on  January.  27  with  156 
cars.  While  yields  have  been  light,  prices  have  been  satisfactory.  Very 
few  fours  have  been  packed  recently. 

"Saturday,  J  nrary  2\/  was  the  low  point  of  the  season  on  f.o.b. 
cash  trading  at  gl.UO-fcl.gO.     This  price  strengthened  to  $l-75-$2  by 
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Saturday* the  30th,  with  rain  threatening  on -Sunday  and  prospects  of  a 
$2.25  market  February  1.     Sixes  have  continued  in  slow  demand  at  mostly 
$1-$1.10. 

"I  have  jiist  prepared  a  telephone  directory  of  shippers,  which  totals 
78, -the  largest  number  ever  packing  lettuce  here.  About  60  cash  buyers  also 
are  here  this  season. 

"The  carrot  acreage  is  much  lighter  this  season,   about  1,700  acres 
compared  with  H,100  last  year.     The  market  is  around  $2. SO  on  the  few  cars 
moving.     Shipments  are  expected  to  increase  next  week. 

"First  reports  of  the  frost  damage  to  peas  were  exaggerated.  Dam- 
age was  mostly  to  those  in  pod,  but  only  a  small  percentage  was  *••  in  that 
stage  of  development.     It  will  cause  the  sep.son  to  be  cabout  10  days  late. 

"A  few  cantaloupe  leaves  under  the  caps  were  damaged  slightly  by  the 
frosts,  but  it  should  only  make  the  season  later."

19b.     IMPORTANT  QBSSRYATIOI'S  RZSAPDIITS  "GOBUU"  QUOTATIChS 

Several  questions  have  recently  been  raised  concerning  the  correct 
method  of  quoting  on  the  "G03U17"  basis:-    "Carloads  f.o.b.  shipping  point 
(based  on  delivered  sales  less  -all  transpor  t  at  ion  charges  )."     It  appears  that 
some  members  of  the  potato  trade  had  not  noted  the  change  from  the  former  basis 
of  "freight  only  deducted,"  and  have  insisted  that  in  furnishing  f.o.b.  infor- 
mation they  shonld  deduct  freight  only  from  their  delivered  sales,   instead  of 
all  transportation,  charges.    As  now  quoted,  "C-OBUhT"  represents  the  delivered- 
sale  price,  less  freight  and  all  other  transportation  costs  incurred,  such  as 
heater  or  refrigeration,  car  rental,  etc.,   although  not  such  items  as  demurrage- 
If  any.  doubt  seems  to  exist  on  this  point,  it  may  be  well  to  publish  an  appro- 
priate notice,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  potato  f.o.b..  !s. 

The  question  also  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  brokerage  should  be  de- 
ducted in  arriving  at  a  "GOBUIT"  price.    Brokerage  should  not  be  deducted  from 
the  dclivered-sale  price,  neither  shipping-point  nor  receiving-point  brokerage. 
From  the  standpoint  of  the  "GOBUiT"  quotation,   it  is  immaterial  whether  one  or 
more  commissions  or  brokerage  fees  have  entered  into  the  transaction,  either 
at  shipping  point  or  receiving  market.     There  would  be  no  more  reason  for  de- 
ducting brokerage  charges  than  other  selling  costs,  such  as  telegraphic  or 
telephone  toll  charges.    When  quoted  on  a  " GOBUIT"  basis,  we  specifically  state 
that  the  price  represents  the  delivered  sale  less  all  transjoortat ion  charges, 
but  less  transportation  charges  only. 

It  has  been  noted  that  some  offices  have  not  quoted  in  full,  on  the 
mimeographed  reports,  the  phrase:     "Carloads  f.o.b,  shipping  point  (based  on 
delivered  srles  less  all  transportation  charges)."    While  this  is  somewhat 
long  and  cumbersome,  it  should  be  publisned  in  full,  as  otherwise  the  basis 
of  the  quotation  will  be  changed.

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  lias  approved,  effective  January  23,  1952 » 
an  amendment  to  the  Rales  and  Regulations  for  carrying  cut  the  provisions  of 
the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  of  193^- 

This  latest  amendment  changes  Regulation  7>  Section  1,  paragraph  12, 
known  as  the  Shortened  Procedure  Regulation,  by  providing  that  cases  may  be 
considered  under  this  regulation  when  the-  amount  of  damages  is  not  in  excess 
of  $2,000,  instead  of  $1,000  as  has  been  the  rule.     The  new  regulation  pro- 
vides also  that  the  file  in  the  case,   assembled  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  in  connection  with  its  preliminary  investigation,  may  be  considered 
by  the  Secretary  in  connection  with  the  sworn  statements  of  facts  submitted  by 
both  parties.     It  also  provides  that,  if  either  party  feels  that  the  explana- 
tion which  he  has  already  made  to  the  Bureau  is  sufficient  and  desires  to 
waive  the  making  of  a  further  statement,  he  may  do  so. 

The  object  of  the  amended  regulation  is  to  make  easier  the  use  of  the 
shortened  procedure.    The  trade  has  already  shown  some  disposition  to  take 
advantage  of  this  method,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  simplification  will  cause 
even  a  greater  number  to  ash  that  their  cases  be  handled  in  this  manner. 

2  e .     FIRST  CASF  DZCIDZD  UZZZZ  SHCZZZZZD  PZOCZZUZZ  I  IT  P..A.C.  ACT 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  acting  in  the  first  case  decided  under  the 
shortened  procedure  provided  ir.  connection  with  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act,  has  issued  an  order  requiring  Andrew  Amicon,  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
operating  under  the  name  and  style  of  Andrew  Amicon  £  Co.,  to  pay  $158.10  to 
the  American  Fruit  Growers,  Inc.,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

The  American  Fruit  C-rowers,  Inc.,  on  or  about  September  12,  1930s  sold 
Amicon  a  car  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  Jonathan  apples,  f.o.b.  shipping  point.     The  apples 
v/ere  inspected  by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
who  found  that,  while  they  were  stamped  as  U.S.  Uo.  1,  they  actually  graded  a 
combination  of  U.S.  Fancy  and  U.S.  No.  1.    Upon  arrival  of  the  apples  at  Dayton, 
Ohio,  Amicon  refused  to  accept  them,  claiming  that  he  bought  Maryland  apples  to 
be  shipped  from  Cumberland,  Maryland,  whereas  these  apples  were  from  West 
Virginia.     The  confirmation  of  sale  called  for  the  apples  to  be  shipped  from 
Cohill,  Maryland.     The  apples  were  produced  at  Spring  Gap  Orchard,  immediately 
south  of  the  Potomac  River  in  West  Virginia,  approximately  25  miles  from  Cohill, 
Maryland.     The  apples  actually  were  shipped  from  Little  Cacapon,  W.  Va.,  which 
is  the  nearest  loading  station  to  Cohill.     The  Secretary  decided  that  the 
apples  in  question,  while  produced  at  a  point  of  about  25  miles  distant  from 
Cohill,  were  produced  in  the  same  general  apple  growing  territory  and  that  re- 
spondent's rejection  was  without  reasonable  cause. 

Upon  Amicon' s  refusal  to  'accept  the  car,  the  American  Fruit  Growers,  Inc. 
was  compelled  to  find  another  pruchaser  and  the  resale  of  the  car  occasioned 
loss  and  damage  in  the  sum  of  £125.    The  Secretary  awarded  damages  against 
Amicon  in  this  amount  plus  interest,  making  a  total  of  £13£.10,  and  directed 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  to  publish  the  facts. 

Both  parties  waived  a  formal  hearing  and  submitted  the  case  in  accord- 
ance with  what  is  known  as  the  short ened-nrocedure  regulation  under  the  Act, 
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In  his  decision,  the  Secretary  expressed  the  opinion  that  many  pending  com- 
plaints filed  under  the  Act  can  advantageous ly  be  submitted  in  accordance 
with  this  regulation.     This  applies  particularly  to  cases  in  which  the 
principal  questions  in  dispute  -ire  those  of  statutory  or  contract  construc- 
tion or  where  there  is-  little  or  no  dispute  as  to  the  facts.     In  such  cases, 
nothing  can  he  gained  "by  the  parties  demanding  a  formal  hearing,  especially 
as-  such  hearings  subject  the  parties  to  greater  inconvenience  and  cost.  The 
Secretary  especially  recommends  shortened  procedure  for  use  where  the  amounts 
disputed  are  relatively  small  or  where  the  issues  are  largely  those  of  lav/, 
as  distingu.ished  from  serious  disputes  as  to  facts. 

3e.     PPOVIPFhCS  FIBH  AWARDED  DA;fAG^S  UhPFP,  P.A.C.  ACT 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  acting  under  the  Perishable  •  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act,  has  issued  an  order  requiring  T.r.  E.  Martin,  of.  Bangor.,  Maine, 
to  pay  $S3«22  to  the  United  Fruit  Stores,  Inc.,  at  Providence,  R.  I. 

The  United  Fruit  Stores,   Inc.,  in  December,  1930 j    bought  from  Martin 
a  car  of  U.S.  "o .  1  potatoes  at  $1.70  per  cwt.  delivered.    When  the  car    ..'  ■ 
arrived,  the  United  Fruit  Stores  had  it  inspected  by  a  Federal  inspector,  who 
found  that  it  did  net  meet  the  requirements  for  U.S.  Fb..  1  grade,  whereupon 
Martin  shipped  another  car  which  was  also  inspected  and  rejected  as  not  meet- 
ing the  grade  requirements.     The  potatoes  in  both  cars  were  resold  by  Martin, 
who  claimed  that  he  received  for  them  the  highest  market  price  in  Providence. 
Martin  expressed  the  opinion  that ,  if  the  potatoes  had  not  been  first  class 
in  every  respect,  lie  proba„bl3T  could  not  have  topped  the  Providence  market  on 
resale.  \  ••■ 

Samuel  Shore,  testifying  for  the  United  Fruit  Stores,  stated  that  it 
was  necessary  for  him  to  purchase  a  satisfactory  car  of  potatoes  on  the  open 
market  to  meet  the  demands,  of  his  patrons  and  that  in  order  to.  do  .this,  he 
purchased  hOO  sacks  at  $1.90  per  100  pounds  delivered,  thereby  sustaining 
damages  in  the  sum  of  $80,  which  was  the  difference  between  the  price  paid 
and  that  which  he  was  to  have  paid  Martin.    Ee  also  claimed  damages  in  the 
amount  of  the  cost  of  the  two  inspections  at  $4  each. 

The  Secretary  takes  the  position  that,  while  statements  in  an  official 
inspection  certificate  are  not  conclusive  and  may  be  rebutted  by  convincing 
proof  that  such  statements  are  incorrect,  such  proof  is  lacking  in  this  case. 
Martin's  statement  that  the  two  rejected  cars  were  resold  at  top  market 
prices  does  not  destroy  the  presumed  accuracy  of  the  inspection  certificates, 
in  the  absence  of  details  concerning  the  kind  and  grades  of  potatoes  offered 
and  actual  prices  paid  at  Providence  on  the  same  day  that  the  potatoes  in 
question  were  resold  at  that,  market.     The  Secretary  feels  that  the  record 
sustains  the  United  Fruit  Stores'  allegation  and  that  the  damages  claimed 
should  be  awarded.     The  Secretary  further  states  that  the  cost  of  inspections 
secured  by  the  United  Fruit  Stores  should  be  included  in  the  items  of  damages, 
because,  if  the  potatoes  had  complied  with  the  contract,  it  would  not  have 
been  necessary  for  the  United  Fruit  Stores  to  secure  inspections  on  the  two 
cars.     The  Secretary  therefore  issued  a  reparation  order  in  the  sura  of  $80 
plus  interest,  making  in  all  the  sum  of  $93*28,  ra-d  further  ordered  that  the 
facts  be  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Fconomics.

1,  when  the  grade  specifies  that  "not  less  than  75^  0I" 
the  heads  of  Iceberg- type  lettuce  shall  "be  firm  and  the  remainder  fairly 
firm."     This  confusion  mry  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  grades  issued 
December  1,  19'26,  stated  in  the  tolerance  that  no  part  of  the  tolerance 
could  bo  used  to  reduce  the  percentage  of  firm  and  hard  heads  specified 
in  the  grade.    However ,  the  policy  was  changed  with  the  release  of  the 
present  grades,  when  no  restrictions  wore  placed  on  how  the  tolerance 
could  be  used*    Accordingly,  it  is  new  the  policy  to  use  any  part  of  this 
tolerance  to  reduce  the  1^,1  of  hard  and  firm  heads  specified,  provided 
that  the  3  to  1  ratio  is  maintained  pnd  the  total  percentage  of  U.S.  Fo»l 
quality  equals  91$  or  more.

Wells  A.  Sherman,  Specialist  in  Charge,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division, 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  contributed  a  seven-page  article  on  "Food 
Supplies  and  Consumers'  Habits'*  -to  the  December  number  of  Journal  of  Home 
Economics.

"Discussions  of  America's  food  supplies  are  prone  to  ignore  our  one 
absolute  assurance  against  famine — the  American  corn  crop.     In  no  other  part 
of  the  world  is  such  an  enormous  available  supply  of  human  food  diverted  to 
other  uses.    Our  consumption  of  corn  in  all  forms  takes  only  a  few  per  cent 
of  the  annual  production.    Exports  take  only  about  10    — domestic  animals 
and  poultry  eat  the  rest.     The  diversion  of  one-fifth  of  our  average  annual 
crop  to  direct  human  use  would  more  than  double  our  present  por-capita  con- 
sumption of  cereals.    Should  there  ever  be  a  pressure  of  population  upon 
food  supplies  in  America,  even  this  amount  could  easily  be  doubled  without 
serious  consequences  to  our  livestock  industry.- 

"Furthermore,  we  have  abundant  land  outside  of  the  Corn  Belt  upon 
which  to  produce  the  fruits,  the  vegetables,  and  the  dairy  products  to 
balance  an  increased  consumption  of  corn.     The  fact  that  there  is  no  per- 
capita  increase  in  the  consumption  of  potatoes  and  cereals  in  the  United 
States,  but  rather  an  apparent  decrease,  is  one  of  the  most  convincing 
proofs  of  that  general  prosperity  which  the  country  has  enjoyed  for  many 
years  and  of  the  ability  of  our  people  to  buy  what  they  like  to  eat,  or 
what  they  think  would  be  good  for  them  to  eat.    American  food  habits  have 
not  been  developed  as  a  result  of  necessity  but  are  matters  of  choice  or 
fan  03?".     Therefore ,  our  food  supplies  have  not  been  produced  to  supply  '. 
human  needs  so  much  as  to  supply  human  fancy.*'-  (from  the  Daily  Digest, 
U.  S .  D.  A. ,  Washington)

Oregon  is  reported  to 
have  around  200  cars,  largely  in.  growers'  hands..    A  few  sales  by  growers  are 
being  consummated  on  the  basis  of  £H  per  cwt . ,  plus  bags  . and  hauling.  Prelim- 
inary plans  by  eastern  Washington  growers  point  to  a  slightly  larger  acreage 
of  onions  for  193^* 

"Test era  Washington  rhubarb  movement  has  shown-  some  improvement  the 
past  week.     Shipments  range  from  one  to  three  cars  daily.     Shippers  are  quot- 
ing Extra  Fancy  stock  at  £l-$1.0'5,  Fancy  at  80^,  and  Choice  at  SO^  per  15- 
pound  box."

Yesterday  the  street  market  weakened  to 
mostly         bulk  per  barrel,  with  some  stock  moving  a*  ^5/«     Growers  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  county,  a.ro-.uid  Eort  Kent  and  in  the  St.  John  River  Valley, 
are  getting  only  UO^-^'5^  for  their  stock.    .However,  the  freight  rates  from  that 
section  are  a.  few  cents  higher  than  from  the  central  part  of  the  county. 

"As  a  resrut  of  the  slow  demand  and  the  lower  prices,  shipments  have 
dropped  off  considerably.     It  now  appears  that  total  shipments  from  Maine  for 
the  week  will  probably  amount  to  1,050  cars .    During  the  first,  week  in  February 
last  season,  movement  of  Maine  stock  amounted  to  over  1,550  cars.  Shipments 
are  now  lagging  about  5,800  cars  behind  those  to  the  corresponding  date  last

"The  demand  for  seed  stock  has  been  comparat ively  light  all.  Season.  1 
Movement  of  certified  Cobblers  has  been  mostly  stock  that  was  sold  early  i:i 
the  season,  although  there  are  a  few  recent  sales  at  about  $1-$1.10  per  11-peck 
bag,  f.o.b.  northern  Ma.ine  points.    Selected  Cobblers  in  11-peck  bogs  have  been 
selling  at  a.  discount  of  about  20^  from  the  above  price,  with  10-peck  bigs 
bringing  70 --f— SR^ .     Considerable  selected  seed  stock  has  b eon  going  to  the  Caro- 
linas  and  Virginia.,  but  the  movement  apparently  is  not  so  heavy  as  last  season."

February  8:~ 

"Ver3r  little  improvement  occurred  in  the  quality  of  celery  cut  last  wee}-. 
Pithiness  has  become  a  very  detrimental  factor,  along  with  black-heart  and  worm 
injury,  and  practically  all  shipments  show  effects  of  "blight.    The  best  cars 
have  defects  ranging  from  10$  to  20$,  only  an  occasional  car  meeting  U.S.  ITo.  1 
requirements . 

"Last  week's  shi-pments  of  Florida  celer^  amoimted  to  only  2^0  cars,  com- 
pared with  370  for  the  same  period  a  vear  ago.     Shipments  are  expected  to  in- 
crease materially  this  \7eek,  with  the  possibility  also  of  a  heavier  movement  of 
inferior  quality.    -Owing  to  light  loadings,   the  f.o.b. .market  strengthened 
about  the  middle  of  last  week  and  prices  advanced  25^~35^  Per  crate  of  h-B 
dozens.    Almost  no  10' s  were  shipped,  "but  there  has  been  some  agitation  for  re- 
suming shipments  of  these  small  sizes.    Wire  inquiry  and  demand  have  been  good, 
and  shippers  found  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  their  best  cars.     Many  inferior 
cars  have  been  rolled  unsold  for  consignment,  price  arrival,  or  delivered  sales. 

"Various  estimates  place  the  total  acreage  already  cut  in  this  section 
between  1,000  end  1,200  acres,  and. with  shipments  amounting  to  only  1,021  cars 
to  date,  it  appears  that  the  average  yield  has  been  one. car.  or  less  to  the  acre. 

"A  survey  of  the  trucking  out  of  the  Sanford  section • shows  that  the  total 
movement  to'  date  is  equivalent  to  about  20  carloads..    Practically  all  celery 
trucked  out  of  Sanford  is  obtained  from  wash  houses,  and  it  has  been  difficult 
for  truckers  to  obtain  the  desirable  size  (h  dozens) ,  since  shippers  have  needed 
these  for  carlot  sales. 

"Local  experimental  studies  on  Celery  mosaic  have  disclosed  the  fact 
that  this  disea.se  is  carried  over  to  the  following  season  by  means  of  the  Wild 
Wandering  Jew  weed.    A  few  farmers  have  succeeded  in  exterminating  this  weed 
fro.ii  their  farms,  but  experiments  show  that  the  disease  can  be  carried  a  con- 
siderable distance."

l!  Cabbage  shipments  from  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  during  the  past 
week  totaled  slightly  more  than  3^0  carloads,   and  the  average  price. to  the 
grower  was  about  $12. pO  per  ton.     Considerable  agitation  was maintained  to 
keep  shipments  down  until  market  conditions  were  better,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  week  there  was  generally  better  undertone  in  the  terminals.  Continuous 
warm  weather  has  resulted  in- a  wide  range  in  the  quality  of  cabbage  being 
offered,  worms,  thrips  and  aphids  having  done  sufficient  damage  to  make  a 
problem  of  securing  good-  quality  cabbage.    Without  more  cool  and  misty 
weather  than  lias  prevailed  during  January,  some  are  predicting  that  good 
cabbage  will  be  scarce  the  balance  of  the  season. ■  The  Corpus  Christi  sec- 
tion has  been  moving  one  or  more  cars  daily  from  the  irrigated  fields,  but 
the  general  cabbage  movement  from  that  section  will  not  be  ready  until  March. 

"Carrots  continued  to  command  mos  t  interest  in  the  Valley,  on  account 
of  the  good  prices  they  are  bringing.    Although  shipments  have  more  than 
d  ubled,  the -demand  continues  good  and  prices  have  held  about  stead:/.  Best 
long  stock  has-  returned  growers  $1-$1.U0  per  crate  of  5  dozen  bunches,  but 
dry-land  stock,  which  is  usually  shorter,  may  be  bought  at  2>5^-$l  per  crate. 
Beets  have  held  at  about  the  same  prices  throughout  the  week.    Broccoli  is 
scarce  and  in  much  better  demand,  after  a  period  when  it  was  plentiful  and 
with  al  mo  s t  113  mar ke  t  v  alue . 

"The  perk  of  the  citrus  movement  was  probably  reached  Friday,  when 
71  cars  were  shipped.    Grapefruit  is  very  draggy,  while  orange's  are  in  moder- 
ate demand.     The  Valencia  crop  is  just  starting. 

"A  few  express  shipments  of  beans  have  already  been  forwarded.  There 
are  a  few  early  acreages  of  tomatoes  which  will  be  ready  before  the  end  of 
this  month,  but  no  carlots  are  expected  before  April.  ■  Unless  killed  by  frost, 
the  Valley  crop  of  beans  and  tomatoes  may  be  the  largest  ever  shipped.  The 
potato  acreage  is  lighter,  but  the  plants  are  making  good  progress  during 
favorable  growing  weather."

By  the  middle  of  the  week, 
f.o.b.  prices  ranged  between  57^  and  GQi,  compared  with  around  55^  Per  cwt.  at 
the  close  of  the  previous  week.     The  price  to  growers  was  advanced  to  hot  at  a 
number  of  stations-,  and  this  brought  out  heavier  deliveries.    With  a  decline  in 
carlot  prices  on  Saturday,  most  dealers  were  contemplating  cutting  the  growers' 
back  to  a  top  of  55^  on  Monday.

"Movement  of  potatoes  by  truck  was  greatly  reduced  by  the  cold  weather 
and,  as  a  result,  billings  of  cars  to  points  within  the  Strte  were  heavier  for 
several  weeks.    Mo?t  of  the  shipments  are  going  to  Chicago  and  other  Illinois 
points  and  to  St.  Louis.     The  remainder  are  largely  to  the  southeastern  States, 
principally  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  with  a  few  scattered  cars  to  points  in  Iowa 
and  Missouri."

A  dealer  purchased  a 
car-  of  potatoes-- on  the  "basis  of  shipping-point  inspection  that  stated "^O;^ 
over  S  ounces. Ir    When  the .car  arrived  at  destination,  appeal  inspection 
was.  requested  and  it  was  found  that  the  percentage  of  potatoes  over  8 
ounces'.' varied  widely  in  different  sacks.     In  one  end  of  the  car  most  sacks 
showed  3O7&:  over  8  ounces,  while  in  the  other  end  some  sacks  ran  as  high  as 
SQ;a  over  8  ounces.    As  the  average  for  the  car  was  ^O/o,  the  shipping-point 
certificate  was  sustained.     The  receiver  advised,  however,  that  if  the 
shipping-point  certificate  had  indicated  this  wide  range  of  size  in  various 
sacks  he  would  not  have  been  interested  in  purchasing  the  car. 

For  .this  reason,  it  is  important  to  show  the  range  at  shipping  point 
in  the  same  way  that  it  is  shown  in  receiving  markets.     Stating  the  average 
size  does  not  always  give  sufficient  information  in  this  connection. 
Siipervisors.  are  instructed  to  advise  all  shipping-point  inspectors  to  state 
the  range  of  size,   in  addition  to  average.     For  example:  .  "Hanging  from  kOfi 
in  some  sacks  to  75;°  i*n  others,  averaging  approximately         over  8  ounces" 
or  "Averaging-  approximately  hOfo  over  2  inches  in  diameter."    This' applies 
especially  ta"po.tatoes  and  onions  in  reporting  percentages  of  stock  over 
a  certain  weight  or  a  certain  diameter.

Permanent  inspection  offices  were  maintained  during  the  year  at  five 
points  in  California,  with  temporary  offices  in  25  other  shipping  sections 
of  the  State.    A  maximum  of  100  inspectors  was  employed  during  the  year, 
but  the  average  number  for  the  year  is  much  smaller  than  that  figure. 

A  new  line  of  work'  for  which  arrangements  were  made  during  1931  Is 
dried-frv.it  certification.     To  quote  Mr.  Allewelt 's  own  words  regarding  this 
phase  of  the  service:- 

"At  the  insistent  demand  of  producers  of  dried  fruits,  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  inauguration  of  work  in  the  grading  end  certification  of 
dried-fruit  products.     This  work  has  been  carried  on  by  a  specialist,  in 
close  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Fruit  Products  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture,  which  had  done  considerable  work  in  connection  with  quality 
standards  for  dried  prunes.    I'Tumerous  conferences  were  held,  and  a  number 
of  meetings  in  various    districts,  with  growers  and  others  interested  in 
this  work.    A  preliminary  basis  has  been  worked  out,  to  apply  on  certifi- 
cation when  requested,  and  studies  are  being  carried  on,   in  order  to 
develop  a  satisfactory  basis  for  official  State  grades.

11  The  present  price  level  for  Michigan,,  onions  appears  now  to  be  about 
the  limit  to  which  values  can  go,  under  present  offerings.     Several  very 
strong  operators  have  been  holding  for  higher  prices,  but  shippers  doing  a 
merchandising  business  both  in  Michigan  and  in  competing  States  have  found 
farmers  and  small  shippers  wil'j  Lng  to  sell  at  the  present  market. 

"Colder  weather  in  February  has  been  a  great  aid  to  the  condition  of 
onions  on  hand.     Stocks  are  in  such  a  condition  after  the  mild,  warm  weather 
experienced  in  November,  December  and  January, -  that  any  further  aggravation 
of  this  nature  will  cause  them  to  shrink  heavily  from  sprouting. 

"The  potato  situation  continues  very  dull  and  draggy.     The  price  to 
the  farmers  has  been  reduced  to  25^,  and  they  are  offering  very  little  stock. 
Shippers  have  been  loading  most  of  this  week  from  stocks  on  hand  in  warehouses. 
F.o.b.  sales  have  ruled  about  the  same.    Michigan  potato  forwardings  now  total 
4,2bl  cars,  as  compared  with  only  1,3^5  a  year  ago  and  2,  €01  cars  two  years 
ago.     It  is  evident  that,  in  spite  of  the  large  inroads  on  the  tonnage  by 
trucks  this  season,  rail  shipments  from  Michigan  will  be  the  largest  in  the 
past  three  years.'1

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  February  13  from 
Bryce  Morris ,  at  Denver:-  . 

"With  onion  shipments  from  Colorado  now  slightly  over  1,U00  cars  to 
date,  we  anticipate  additional  movement  will  range  from  30  to  60  cars,  if 
reports  fro.;;  shippers  are  correct.    Western  Slope  shipments  should  be  very 
light,  probably  not  over  25  cars.    On  account  of  the  small  remaining  supplies 
of  onions  in  the  State,  we  anticipate  closing  our  special  onion  report  on 
Friday,  February  1Q.  » 

"It  now  seems  quite  evident  that  San  Luis  Valley  potato  shipments 
will  not  exceed  2,000  cars.     Shipments  reached  1,677  cars  by  Friday  night, 
compared  with  well  over  2,000  cars  last  year  at  this  time.    Movement  from  the 
Valley,   since  January  1  has  totaled  only  1)43  cars,  while  last  season's  ship- 
ments totaled  1,217  cars.    Forwardings  from  northern  Colorado  will  continue 
freely  for  the  next  30  days,  provided  demand  continues  normal.  Although 
prices  in  Western  "Tebraska  were  slightly  firmer  last  week,  northern  Colorado 
remained  steady.    Unusually  warm  weather  prevailed  over  the  Western  Sloue  of 
Colorado  up  until  Thursday  night  of  this  week.     It  is  still  moderate,  with  no 
additional  snow."

"There  was  somewhat  "better  inquiry  on  seed  potatoes,  principally  from 
sections  of  Mississippi  where  high  water  had  previously  made  it  doubtful 
whether  potatoes  could  be  planted.    Prices  on  certified  Triumphs  were  mostly 
around  $1.10  and  on  selected  Triumphs  90$,  which  is  lower  than  a  few  weeks  ago. 
Only  an  occasional  car  of  seed  Cobblers  has  moved  to.'  date."  .

V.  E.  Nicholson  wrote  as  follows  in  0,  letter  of  February  13  from 
Presque  Isle: 

" Carlo t  shipments  of  Maine  potatoes  have  been  fairly  heavy  during  the 
past  few  days,  and  it  now  appears  as  if  total  movement  for  the  week  will 
approximate  1,500  co.rs  or  the  heaviest  week  for  sometime.     Despite  the  in- 
creased movement,  however,   shipments  have  been  lighter  than  during  the  corres- 
ponding week  last  season. 

"The  market  has  weakened  considerably  during  the  last  few  da*rs  and  car- 
lots  were  selling  generally  at  the  equivalent  of  'jEl-h^i  per  cwt.  f.o.b. 
shipping  point.    Most  sales  were  at  the  lower  figure,  and  the  tendency  was 
toward  a  lower  market.    The  price  to  growers  has  weakened  also,  and  the  gen- 
eral price  today  is  probably  around  1-0 ->;. per  barrel  measure. 

"Seed  shipments  have  been  fairly  heavy,  and  the  movement  of  certified 
stock  is  only  about  10 fo  lighter  than  a  year  ago.     The  movement  of  Spaulding 
Hose  to  Florida  has  been  only  six  cars  lighter  than  last  season,  but  shipments 
of  certified  Cobblers  have  been  considerably  lighter  than  a;  year  ago.     The  mar 
ket  has  weakened  during  the  past  few  days,  and  now  10-peck  bags  of  certified 
Cobblers  are  selling  at  75r*"95^  f.o.b.  shipping  point.     Selected  stock  is 
selling  at  a  discount  of  about  20^  per  bag  from  the  price  for  certified  seed."

"Generally  "better  prices  for  lower  Hio  Grande  Valley  vegetables  have 
"been  .the  feature  of  the  deal  during  the  past  week.     Cabhage  just  about  doubled 
in  price  to  the  grower,  closing  Saturday  around  $25  a  ten.     Carrots  have  shown 
considerable  strength,  and  are  now  "being  "bought  by  shippers  on  an  acreage 
oasis.    These  prices  will  net  the  growers  from  $1  to  $2  per  crate  of  5  dozen 
bunches  in  the  fields,  according  to  the  quality  of  the  carrots  and  to  the 
success  of  the  grower  in  driving  a  bargain.    Beets  likewise  have  shown  a  firmer 
tendency/,  and  field  price  per  crate  ranges  2 5r""T5^ >  mostly  around  ^0<t* 
Snap  beans  are  moving  in  a  small  way  in  mixed  cars.     In  spite  of  the  low  prices 
reported  for  Florida  stock,  the  Valley  shipments  have  been  returning  between 
$2  and  $3  per  bushel  hamper,  f.o.b.  ca.sh  track. 

"The  story  of  citrus  is  different.     Grapefruit  is  perhaps  at  the  peak 
movement  and  is  barely  bringing  packing  charges.    A  number  of  growers  have  been 
selling  their  fruit  on  the  trees  to  independent  shippers  at  30^-^-0^  per  100 
pounds,  grove-run  but  with  culls  cut.    The  demand  for  oranges  keeps  them  mov- 
ing at  $1.75"- $2  Per  Dcx  of  popular  sizes,  f.o.b.  usual  terms,  but  the  Valley 
crop  of  oranges  is  limited.     It  is  now  believed  that  the  disposition  of  their 
citrus  fruit  constitutes  a  major  problem  for  Valley  growers  and  shippers, 

"Favorable  weather  has  prevailed  for  growing  and  harvesting.     The  dry- 
land areas  need  rain,  without  which  their  crops  will  begin  to  suffer  within 
the  next  few  days.    The  spring  crops  of  snap  beans,  tomatoes  and  potatoes  are 
making  good  progress .and,  unless  set  back  by  cool  or  wet  weather,  will  be 
readrr  for  shipment  about  two  weeks  earlier  than  usual."

The  following  report  came  from  3.  E.  Surry,  at  Sanford,  under  date 
of  February  15:-  -  % 

"Shipments  of  Florida  celery  la .. t  week  more  than  doubled  those  of  the 
preceding  week,  totaling  55^  cars.    Loadings  increased  gradually  until  Friday, 
when  118  cars  moved,  representing  the  heaviest  shipments  to  date.    Had  ]rields 
been  good,  it  is  the  general  opinion  that  200  cars  daily  could  easily  have  be  en 
moved,  from  fields  gone  over.    One  wash  house,  normally  requiring  two  cutting 
crews  to  keep  it  operating,  now  employs  six  crews;  and  the  continued  hot 
weather  has  caused  growers  to  push  harvesting  a,s  much  as  possible.    Hand  in 
hand  with  light  yields,  there  has  occurred  a  plentiful  supply  of  poor  to  fair 
quality  celery.    Trie  few  fields  showing  large  sizes  usually  resulted  in  very 
good  yields  and  good  quality. 

"Many  cars  rolled  out  last  week  were  of  quality  too  poor  to  quote  on 
an  f.o.b.  basis.     The  redeeming  feature  was  a  rather  wide  distribution  enjoyed 
by  Florida  celery.    One  day's  shipments  of  about  100  cars  went  to  as  many  as 
50  cities  and  towns,  and  inquiry  from  west  of  the  Mississippi  was  more  common* 
All  but  a  very  few  independent  shippers  have  agreed  to  ban  harvesting  of  10' s 
for  another  week,    Wire  inquiry  was  good  during  most  of  the  time  and  prices 
held  steady  until  Saturday,  when  the     ,rket  weakened  approximately  23^  per 
crate . 

"Cutting  continued  at  the  rate  of  about  100  acres  per  da*r,  and  a  clean- 
up of  the  early  crop  may  be  expected'  b~  the  end  of  this  week*    A  few  fields 
and  parts  of  others  have  been  abandoned  on  account  of  black-heart.     The  spring 
crop  also  is  expected  to  be  seriously  affected  by  the  long  dry  spell,  unless 
rain  and  cooler  weather  arc  soon  forthcoming."

Prugh  wro te  as  fellows  from  Brawl ey,  Calif.,  in  a  letter  • 
of  February  lh:~ 

"Lately  it  has  been  difficult  to  estimate  lettuce  shipments  from  day 
to  day.    With  movement  dropping  from  15U  cars  on  Lfohday,  the  1st,  to  132  on 
Thursday,  the  Uth;  mam;/  predicted  a  decrease  for  a  few  days.    But  threatened 
rain  upset  estimates.     Then,  after  showers  on  the  2th  and  9th,  shipments 
jumped  to  1,233  cars  for  the  week  starting  Sunday,  Feb.  7,  for  with  the  hard 
lettuce  and  warmer  weather  there  was  ..danger  of  considerable  loss  from  bursting. 

"Effects  of  so  many  hard  frosts  also  became  apparent  in  the  grades. 
Of  7U  cars  inspected  on  February  5  about  1+3  made  U.S.  ITo.  1  grade.  Solidity 
continued  good,  but  of  ®h  cars  inspected  on  February  12  only  o  made  U.S.  ivo .1 
grade.     Defects  vrere  mostly  cracked  ribs  and  tipburn.     The  detailed  inspection 
reports  for  these  two  days  T7ere  as  follows:

"Opinions  .vary  regarding  the  advisability  of  changing  from  the  standard 
crate  to  the  smaller  crate  (mentioned  in  D.L.  for  Feb.  5)»     Dimensions  of  the 
new  crate  arc  mostly  one  inch  narrower  and  one-half  inch  less  in  length,  with 
depth  unchanged .    This  makes  a  difference  of  about  393  cubic  inches.  Where 
shippers  are  inclined  to  use  a  minimum  amount  of  ice,  a  good  tight  pack  of 
5:s  results,  but  there  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  some  to  pack  90 1  s  S-3  75Is 
and  6's  as  5's>  use  "too  much  ice  to  fill  up  space.     I  notice,  on  the 

Kansas  City  market,  receivers  are  discounting  some  of  the  small  crates,  as 
quotations  are  received  the  same  on  undersized  3Is  ?-s  en  6's.     It  is  evident 
that,  they  will  have  difficult'-  packing  large  hJs  in  the  small  crate. 

"Better  sizes  and  quality  are  expected  in  a  few  days  from  new  fields, 
.as  much  of  the  lettuce  was  fertilized  and  recent  showers  and  warmer  weather 
have  caused  a  good  growth.    For  several  days  loadings  were  running  at  least 
35,o  sixes,  but  recently  the  demand  for  small  sizes  has  been  verr  slow  and 
several  shippers  have  almost  stopped  packing  this  stock. 

"The  estimate  of  the  California  Cooperative  Crop  Reporting  Service  ms 
33,5'30  acres,  which  apparently  was  a.s  close  as  possible  to  the  actual  figure. 
The  Agricultural  Commissioner  of  Imperial  County  made  an  estimate  of  23,000 
acres  based  on  a  perfect  stand,  which  indicated  lighter  shipments  than  will 
materialize.    Estimates  as  low  as  6,500  cars  ^?ere  made  in  December,  but  3» ^90 
cars  have  moved  to  Feb.  13,  and  I  have  not  changed  an  early  estimate  of  between 
10,000  and  11,000  cars.    Recent  heavy  shipments  have  caused  the  carlo t  f.o.b.

"Reports  from  Phoenix,  Arizona/ indicate  thr  t  rain  and  wanner  weather 
there  may  bring  on  the  crop  about  March  20. 

" Carrot  shipments  are  around  10  cars  a  day,  with  a  good  carlo t  cash 
demand  at  $2.35  Per  crate.     Cabbage  acreage  is  estimated  at  33^,  and  a  little 
Cpbbage  has  started  to  move  at  about  $^0  per  ton.    Peas  are  expected  to  start 
in  a  small  way  the  coming  week.'1

J.  D.  Hamilton  included  the  following  information  in  a  2To rthwe stern 
Review,  issued  at  Portland  on  February  8>:~ 

11  Several  large-capacity  ocean  carriers  left  Paget  Sound  and  Portland 
last  week  with  apples  destined  for  Europe.     In  addition,   exporters  have  "beer- 
advised  of  Great  Britain's  lOfo  tariff,  effective  March  1.     Consequently,  all 
available  trans-Atlantic  refrigerated  space  has  "been  contracted  for  arrival 
in  United  Kingdom  ports  by  the  end  of  February.    Several  loadings,  originally 
destined  for  Pacific  Coast  shipment,  have  been  diverted  for  transcontinental 
rail  movement  to  Atlantic  Coast  ports.    Northwestern  apple  prices  continue  lew, 
with  little  anticipation  of  greatly  improved  values.     Guaranteed  advances  are 
more  prevalent  than  outright  purchase  in  the  foreign  apple  trade.    A  typical 
large-volume  Yvinesap  transaction  provides  for  a  guaranteed  advance  of  25^  for 
C  grade  and  35(2  for  Fancy  and  Extra  Fancy,  f.o.b.  shipping  point,  l^O's  and 
smaller.    More-desirable  sizes  realize  5^-10^  higher  than  these  quotations. 
Yellow  Fewtowns  are  about  the  only  variety  showing  any  strength.    Medford  and 
Hood  River  Extra  Fancy  I-Tewtowns  .are  finding  fair  demand  at  sufficient  premium 
over  December  quotations  to  pay  accumulated  storage  charges."

R.  L.  Sutton,  of  the  Rochester  office,  included  the  following  comments 
in  a  weekly  report  dated  February  l6:~ 

"Apples  have  sold  mostly  at  former  values.    Loadings  were  more  numerous] 
with  the  roll  for  export  taking  most  of  the  increase.    During  the  past  15  days, 
there  have  been  almost  as  many  cars  started  for  foreign  markets  as  were  shippoi 
during  lall  the  rest  of  the  season.    Approximately  25O  cars  have  been  loaded 
for  this  purpose  in  slightly  over  two  weeks.     Shippers  and  exporters  are  en- 
deavoring to  land  the  frr.it  at  English  ports  before  the  10$  duty  goes  into 
effect  March  1. 

"The  demand  for  potatoes  has  hardly  measured  up  ;o  expectations.    At  a 
few  stations  dealers  are  reported  to  be  paying  growers  as  high  as  JP0  bulk  per 
bushel,  but  the  prevailing  price  continues  25^.     Loadings  have  been  moderate 
and  the  price  tendency  has  been  downward.     The  weaker  f.o.b.  2-^otato  market  in 
western  3ew  York  has  developed  parti"  in  sympathy  with  the  weaker  situation  at 
Maine  shipping  points. 

"The  carrot  market  demonstrated  additional  strength  during  the  week. 
Carlot  sales  of  100-pound  sacks  in  the  rough  ranged  $1.90 -$2.25.     S-les  for 
future  delivery  reached  $2.35.    Washed  carrots  in  bushel  baskets  held  mostly 
around  $1.25,  with  a  little  business  yesterday  going  as  high  as  $1.35*  ^-ie 
trade  in  some  of  the  largest  centers  is  still  anxious  to  buy.    With  a  much 
lighter  crop,  the  rail  movement  this  season  has  exceeded  that  of  last  by  more 
than  100  cars.     The  outturn  to  date  numbers  1,U£5  carloads. 

"Shipments  of  cabbage  showed  some  increase  recently  but  f.o.b.  values 
have  varied  little.    The  western  and  central  Hew  York  shippers  continue  to 
place  cars  over  a  wide  territory. 

"Dullness  has  prevailed  for  onions .     Soiaparatively  few  sales  have  been 
reported,  at  prices  mostly  in  line  with  former  quotations."

11 7-0.  movement  of  snap  beans  fro::,  south  Florida  continues  to  be  very 
uniform.    The  crop  in  the  lake  Okeechobee*  section  is  in  a  bad  condition,  duo 
to  the  very  dry  weather  and  the  damage  being  done  by  the.  leaf  hopper.  The 
soil  is  reported  to  be  so  dry  that  the  young  plants  are  suffering  from  lack 
of  moisture,  and  much  of  the  late  crop  is  still  unplanted.     If  the  present  dry 
weather  continues,  the  spring  crop  in  that  section  will  be  greatly  reduced. 
Movement  from  the  Pompano  section  will  continue  in  about  the  same  volume  for 
a  few  weeks  more,  provided  there  are  no  abnormal  weather  conditions,  but  the 
total  movement  from  the  State  will  possibly  be  somewhat  lighter,    host  of  the 
beans  on  the  higher  lands  are  suffering  from  lack  of  moisture,  but  plantings 
are  heavy  in  the  swanp  lands  end  meet  of  J:he  shipments  will  come  from  this  arer 

"The  Bountiful  variety  consittutes  about  °0:o  of  the  .volume  from  the 
Pompano  section,  and  the  f.o.b.  market  on  this  variety  has  been  fairly  steady 
during  the  past  week.    Black  Valentines,  Round  Stringlcss,  and  Wax  varieties 
have  met  with  an  active  demand, due  mainly  to  the  light  offerings  of  each. 

"Shipments  of  peppers  increased  recently  and  the  f.o.b.  market  weakened 
under  the  increased  offerings.     She  quality  is  not  quite  so  good  as  it  has  be 3; 
and  the  percentage  of  small  sizos  is  showing  a  considerable  increase.  Approxi- 
mately one-third  of  last  week's  shipments  went  by  boat  to  Hew  York;  quite  a 
lot  of  this  stock  was  on  consignment.     Indications  are  that  the  movement  for 
the  present  week  will  be  about  the  same  as  for  the  past  week  and,  if  this  holds 
true,  the  market  will  continue  very  draggy. 

"Demand  for  Florida  tomatoes  continues  vcr."  light.    This,  no  doubt,  is 
due  tc  the  irregular  quality  of  mst  shipments,  but  occasional  cars  of  good 
quality  stock  arc  bringing  a  decided  premium  over  the  general  market.  Ship- 
ments are  comingfrom  a  widely  scattered  area,  which  includes  the  main  district 
south  of -Miami,  the  Deep  Lake  district  in  Collier  County  west  .of  Miami  on  the 
Tamiami  Trail,  and  as  far  north  on  the  East  Coast  as  West  Palm  Beach*  Harvest-- 
ing  of  the  winter  crop  in  the  Miami  district  is  nearing  completion  ana,  as 
sizes  always  run  small  at. this  stage  of  the  season,  shippers  are  reporting 
difficulty  in  filling  orders  with  the  desired  sizes.     The  spring  crop  -will 
begin  moving  about  the  first  week  in  h^rch. 

nA  very  noticeable  feature  about  the  deal  this  year  is  the  comparatively 
large  to  mage  which  has  been'  shipped  by  boat.  liuch  of  this  stock  is  of  inferior 
quality  end  no  doubt  needed  the  advantage  of  the  cheeper  wo.ter  rate.  Trucks 

have  also  moved  a  large  volume  of  tomatoes  into  the  southern  States."

Since  the  passage  of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act, 
there  lias  "been  an  increased  demand  on  the  part  of  receivers  for  information 
on  cars  which  have  "been  inspected.    Many  receivers  and  "brokers  desire  to 
know  whether  certain  cars  have  "been  inspected  at  point  of  origin  and,  if  so, 
what  grade  was  certified.    When  a  receiver  or  "broker  asks  whether  a  certain 
car,  in  which  he  is  financially  interested,  was  inspected  at  point  of  origin 
and  simply  wants  to  know  wheth ;r  it  was  certified  as  U.S.  ITo •  1  or  not,  and 
this  information  can  be  obtained  from  the  lists  of  shipping-point  inspected 
cars  on  file,  it  may  "be  given  to  him  free  of  charge.     If  he  desires  a  de- 
tailed report,  he  should  "be  informed  that  he  can  obtain  same  by  wiring  the 
Washington  office  prepaid  and,  in  addition  to  paving  for  a  collect  telegram 
from  this  office  giving  the  principal  features  of  the  inspection,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  him  to  pay  the  usual  fee  of  $1  for  certificate  copy  which 
will  be  mailed  to  him. 

Inspectors  in  receiving  markets  should  not  use  the  leased  wire  to 
obtain  detailed  reoorts  on  shipping-point  inspected  cars  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  the  receivers  with  free  information.     The  receivers  should  pay 
for  their  own  wires  to  Washington,  requesting  information  of  this  kind. 
When  'the  inspector  wires  Washington  for  a  report  on  a  certain  car,  it  will 
be  assumed  that  the  information  is  needed  in  connection  with  an  appeal  in- 
spection. 

It  may  frequently  happen  that  a  dealer  will  request  information  on 
cars  which  do  not  appear  on  the  lists  of  inspected  cars.     If  he  simp].;,'  de- 
sires to  know  the  grade,  the  inspector  may  use  the  leased  "wire  to  obtain  a 
report  as  to  grade  from  Hashing ton,  but  a  detailed  report  will  not  be  wired 
in  such  case.    A  wire  from  inspectors  asking  for  reports  on  certain  cars  will 
be  interpreted  to  mean  that  detailed  reports  are  desired,  but  wires  ashing 
simply  for  grade  will  bo  interpreted  to  mean  that  detailed  reports  are  not 
desired.    The  commercial  wire  should  never  be  used  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  information  as  to  grade  for  the  benefit  of  some  financial 13^- 
int crested  party. 

It  is  believed  that  the  policy  of  furnishing  information  as  to  grade, 
free  of  charge,  will  strengthen  the  service  and  may  prevent  the  necessity  of 
many  appeal  inspections.     This  po?.icy  may  appear    to  some  as  very  liberal, 
but  it  seems  proper  to  furnish  such  information  readil'7-  when  it  can  be  done 
without  cost  to  the  Government .     It  is  not  to  be  expected,  however,  that  it 
will  be  the  policy  to  furnish  this  free  information  on  .a  wholesale  scale, 
because  the  work  would  become  too  burdensome  in  many  of  the  larger  offices. 
The  information  should  certainly  be  furnished  to  anyone  who  has  good  inten- 
tions of  requesting  an  inspection  and  whose  final  decision  depends  upon  the 
grade  as  certified  at  shipping  point.

While  the  Export  Form  Certificate  is  issued  primarily  to  show  freedom 
from  spray  residue,  apple  maggot  and  other  worms,  no  lot  deserves  this  certif- 
icate when  the  containers-  are  mi  stranded  as  to  grade.    When  a  lot  is  marked 
"U.S.  Fo.  1"  and  Inspection  shows  that  it  is  "Utility"  or  "Unclassified,"  the 
applicant  should  "c.   informed  that  the  E:rport  Form  Certificate  will  not  be 
issued  until  the  fruit  is  marked  to  correspond  with  the  facts.     It  sometimes 
happens  that  a  lot  branded  "U.S.  ITo.  1"  fails  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
grade  by  a  narrow  margin,  even  though  it  deserves  the  Export  Form  in  other 
respects.     She  buyer  on  the  other  side  does  not  .always  see  the  inspection 
certificate,  but  he  does  see  the  marks  on  the  barrels  and,  when  the;/  are  marked

be  issued  unless  the  apples  are  correctly  marked  as  to_  grr.de  and  meet  all 
requirements  as  to  freedom  from  spra3r  residue ,  apple  maggo t  and  other  worms . 

he     II.TPF5IAL  Y ALLEY  LETTUCE  WELL  GRADED 

" Carlo t  shipments  of  lettuce  from  the  Imperial  Yailey  during  the  month 
of  January  totaled  3,lBh*    Of  these  nearly  60{o  or  1,S'31  cars  were  inspected 
and  certified  by  the  Federal-State  Inspection  Service.    Fight  cars  were  graded 
as  U.S.  F,?ncy  and  l,^kk  cars  as    U.S.  ITo.  1,   including  nearly  "Jjfo  of  all  in- 
spections and  setting  a  new  record  for  graded  cars  certified  from  any  Cali- 
fornia district. 

"A  great  deal  of  credit  is  due  the  Imperial  Yailey  packers  and  shippers 
for  the  exceptional  pains  taken  in  their  grading  operations.    Growing  condi- 
tions have  been  quite  unfavorable  during  most  of  the  season.    Dry  and  hot 
weather  in  the  fall,  followed  by  early  freezes,  destroyed  a  great  part  of  the 
earl/  plantings.     Continued  freezes,  with  some  very  low  temperatures  through- 
out January,  caused  additional  difficulty. 

"Ordinarily  one  or  two  trimmers  are  employed  to  trim  and  select  the 
lettuce  placed  before  each  packer,  for  packing  into  the  crate.    However,  in 
the  Imperial  Vplley  this  season,  -  in  most  of  the  houses  where  the  inspection 
has  been  carried  on,-  three  or  four  trimmers  have  been  used  to  cull  end  trim 
the  lettuce  supplied  to  each  packer.     This  -has  resulted  in  heavy  culling  and 
light  pack-out  yields,  but  has  made  it  possible  for  the  skippers  to  maintain 
good  grades,  as  shown  by  the  inspection  results."  -  (from  California  Inspectors

Cost  of  producing  and  packing  the  Imperial  Valley  winter  lettuce  crop 
up  to  loading  runs  close  to  $5,000,000,  according  to  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber 
of  Commerce  agricultural  department.     Some  of  the  items  in  this  cost  are 
$1,000,000  in  land  rent  or  taxes;  $800,000  in  fertilizers  and  cover  cropping? 
$2,625,000  in  labor,  and  $175,000  for  waxed  or  parchment  paper  liners.  The 
quantity  of  paper  used  for  liners  to  keep  the  Imperial  7alley  lettuce  sanitary 
and  in  good  condition  on  arrival  at  market  is  estimated  at  1+2, 500,000  square 
feet,  or  enough  to  cove-  approximately  1,000  acres.    Each  crate  requires  15 
square  feet  of  paper  liner.

T.  W.  lyres,  Federal  Supervising  Inspector ' in "Virginia,  wrote,  as 
follows  from  University,  7a.,  on  February  13':— 

"During  the  month  of  January  1,277  inspections  of  apples  were  made  from 
Virginia  cold-storage  plants.    -We  expect  inspections  to  continue  at  this  rate 
until  about  the  2C  *Jh  of.  this  month,  when  shipments  should -become  much  lighter  , 
due  to  greatly—reduced  storage  holdings  and  also  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of 
shippers  have  rolled  rather  heavily  during  the  past  few  weeks  in  order  to 
avoid  the  English  tariff  which  becomes  effective  Liar ch  1.    Shipments  also  have 
been  increased  in  order  to  market  man1"  packs  of  the  earlier  picked  fruit,  in 
which  scald  was  showing  in  widely-varying  stages. 

"Cold-storage  holdings  in  the  plants  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  from 
Staunton  north  and  including  Winchester,  have  been  reduced  to  approximately 
one-third  of  the  "ovomber  holdings,  because  York  Imperial  is  the  predominating 
variety  in  that  section  of  the  State  and  the  shipments  of  forks  have  been  very 
heavy  s-ince  the  first  of  January*    Holdings  in  the  storage  plants  in  the 
Roanoke  and  Piedmont  sections  are  considerably  heavier,  due  a  large*"  propor- 
tion of  Pippins  and  Wine  saps  which  are  being  held  for  spring  markets. 

"We  now  hove  15  inspectors  on  duty  but  will  probably  not  need  so  many 
after  the  first  of  March.    While  our  inspections  will  decrease  considerably 
by  the  hast  of  this  month,   I  believe  we  should  have  a  fairly  steady  vohume  of 
work  until  the  first  of  April.     There  will  "bo  quite  p.  number  of  scattered  in- 
spections, principally  on  Albermarle  Pippins,  to  be  made  during  April  and  May  .

'The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  Ploom-Posenblum-Klein  Co., 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to  pay  the  Atlantic  Coast  Produce  Co.,  of  Delray  Beach, 
Fla.  the  sum  of  $33^.87  &s  a  result  of  a  complaint  filed  raider  the  Perishable 
Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

The  Atlantic  Coast  Produce  Co.  sold  Bloom-Posenblun-Klein  Co.  or  "overn- 
ber 15,  a  carload  of  Florida.  Bountiful  green  beano,  described  as  clean, 
young  and  tender  from  first  picking,  at  the  agreed  price  of  $1.30  per  lumper, 
f  .o.b.  Florida.    Upon  arrival  of  the  beans  at  Cleveland,  The  Eloom-Hosenblum-' 
Klein  'Co.  refused  to  accept  thorn  on  the  ground  that  they  did  not  comply  with 
the  contract  raid  that'  the  hampers  were  slack-filled. 

The  Secretary's  decision  holds  "that  the  beans  did  comply  with  the  con- 
tract and  that  they  were  not  slack-filled  when  delivery  was  made,  which  in 
this  ca.se  was  at  the  shipping  point. 
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2 e .     SCH05NDURG-G0LBUS  COHPAlflY  FINSD  uNDER  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT 

The  United  States  Attorney  in  Chicago  has  advised  this  Department 
that  Schoenburg-Golbus  Company  recentl.y  pleaded  guilty  to  "both  counts  in  a 
case  filed  against  them  under  the  Produce  Agency  Act  and  received  a  fine  of 
$200  and  costs,   imposed  "by  Judge  John  P.  Barnes  of  the  federal  District 
C  o ur t  in  Chi  c ago . 

This  case  involved  shipment  of  a  carload  of  sweet  potatoes  in  hay, 
1929,  from  Tennessee.    A  few  d.c,ys  after  the  car  arrived  and  after  a  part  of 
it  had  been  unloaded  and  sold,  Schoenburg-Golbus  Company  asked  the  shipper 
for  an  allowance.     The  shipper  did  not  grant  the  allowance  but  later  received 
an  account  sales,  showing  that  Schoenburg-Golbus  Company,  without  the  consent 
of  the  shipper,  elected  to  handle  the  shipment  on  a  consignment  basis. 

The  personal  investigation  made  by  C.  R.  Newton  and  W.  L.  Evans,  of 
the  Regulator;/  Branch,  revealed  the  fact  that  the  gross  receipts  were 
$13^4.05  in  excess  of  those  reported.    Although  Schoenburg-Golbus  Company 
claimed  that  they  had  granted  heavy  allowances  to  their  customers,  their 
records  did  not  show  such  allowances  but  their  summary  of  sales  corresponded 
with  the  audit  made  by  the  investigators.     This  case  had  been  pending  in  the 
Federal  Court  since  November,  1929*

It  has  recently  been  called  to  our  attention  that  the  Inspection  Circu- 
lar on  Spinach  does  not  mention  poorly-developed  stock  as  a  grade  defect.  The 
grade  specifically  requires  that  stock  be  "well  grown"  and,  under  the  defini- 
tion of  this  term,  "poorly-developed"  plants  are  barred,  from  the  grade.     It  is 
very  difficult  to  lay  down  any  set  rules  to  follow  in  determining  whether  or 
not  spinach  plants  are  poorly  developed.    However,  plants,  which  are  not  over 
3  inches  long  but  which  have  slender  leaf  stems  with  leaves  only  1  to  lh 
inches  long,  or  plants  which  have  slender  leaf  stems  with  ver~T  few  leaves  of 
a  length  somewhat  longer  than  lh  inches,  should  be  considered  "poorly- dove lop- 
ed" and  therefore  barred  from  U.S.  No.  1  grade.

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la.     SA.JLIl'G  CAITTD  FRUITS  AI'TD  VEGETABLES 

From  time  to  time,  offices  of  this  Division  may  be  called  upon  to  draw 
samples  from  cars  or  lots  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  arriving  in  the  mar- 
kets served  by  our  offices.     It  is  planned  to  do  the  actual  grading  at  only  a 
few  of  the  larger  markets  of  the  United  States.    However,  samples  may  be  offi- 
cially drawn  by  the  men  in  any  of  our  offices. 

Copies  of  the  Regulations  governing  this  service,  together  with  books 
containing  "Certificate  of  Sampling"  forms,  will  be  sent  each  inspection 
•office  shortly.     These  forms  are  to  be  used  in  forwarding  samples  to  the  grad- 
ing offices.     They  are  to  be  issued  in  triplicate.     The  original  and  duplicate 
are  to  accompany  the  sample,  and  one  copy  is  to  be  retained  in  the  files  of 
the  originating  office. 

It  is  not  contemplated  that  licenses  will  be  issued  to  parties  outside 
of  the  Bureau  organization  to  inspect  and  grade  canned  foods,  but  licenses  will 
be  granted  to  draw  samples  for  us  to  grade.    Accordingly,  instructions  to  li- 
censed samplers  have  been  issued,  copies  of  which  are  also  being  sent  to  our 
offices  and  these  may  be  used  as  a  guide  in  drawing  samples. 

It  is  expected  that  each  office  will  attempt  to  develop  as  much  canned 
foods  grading  business  as  possible.    Public  warehousemen,  chain-store  operar- 
tors  and  wholesale  grocers,  as  well  as  brokers  handling  canned  fruits  and  veg- 
etables in  each  city,  should  be  apprised  of  your  availability  as  an  official 
sampler.    As  the  new  U.S.  grades  gradually  come  more  and  more  into  use,  de- 
mands for  the  drawing  of  samples  will  probably  increase.    All  distributors  in 
your  market  should  be  advised  of  your  location  at  once.     This  can  best  be  done 
by  paying  them  personal  calls,  as  your  time  permits. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  Regulations  that  the  fees  for  grading  canned 
fruits  and  vegetables  are  ba.sed  upon  a  carload  containing  1,000  ca.ses  (2,000 
dozen)  of  So.  2  size  c?ns.     The  fee  for  grading  such  a  lot  is  $5>  if  the  sam- 
ples are  drawn  by  a  representative  of  the  Bureau.     If  the  samples  are  delivered 
to  our  grading  offices  by  someone  other  than  a  representative  of  the  Bureau, 
the  fee  is  $3.     Transportation  charges  on  samples  sent  to  our  grading  offices 
are  to  be  borno  b}'  the  applicant.    Of  the  fees  collected,  $3  will  be  credited 
to  the  canned  fruit  and  vegetable . grading  off ice. /\  Thus,  each  office  may  aug- 
ment its  income  through  the  development  of  this  new  service.    Requests  for  sam- 
pling should  be  accorded  the  sane  procedure  as  that  now  obtaining  in  the  regu- 
lar inspection  work,  -  i.e.,  they  should  be  honored  in  the  order  received,  a.s 
nearly  a.s  practicable  }\        office  doing  the  sampling  will  be  credited  with  $2.* 

Copies  of  the  va.rious  gra.des  officially  promulgated  thus  far  are  being 
sent  each  inspection  office.     It  is  suggested  that  the  man  in  charge  of  each 
office  familiarize  himself  with  these  gra.des,  so  that  he  may  answer  ordinary 
questions  concerning  them.     In  addition  to  the  grades  for  canned  corn,  peas, 
and  toiiiatoes,  which  have  been  officially  promulgated,  tentative  grades  will  be 
available  shortly  on  practically  all  of  the  canned  vegetables.    Grades  for 
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canned  fruits,  other  than  those  promulgated  under  the  McITary— Mspes  amendment 
to  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  have  not  "boon  announced.     -In"  the  meantime, 
we  shall  draw  samples  of  canned  fruits  for  grading  under  the  specifications 
of  the  CannerS1  League  of  California  or  the  Morthwest  Canners'  Association, 
if  desired.

The  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  through  A.  S.  Mason's  office  at 
San  Juan,  is  rendering  an  outstanding  service  to  the  producers  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  in  Porto  Rico,  in  the  opinion  of  Paul  h.  Williams,  who  returned 
last  week  from  a  visit  to  the  Island. 

A  ver\r  sizable  volume  of  the  movement  of  fresh  frrhts  and  vegetables 
from  the  Island  is  now  being  inspected,  and  Mr.  Williams  reports  much  interest 
on  the  part  of  canners  in  the  new  cumed-fruit  grading  service. 

While  on  the  Island  in  company  with  Mr.  Idas on,  he  visited  the  various 
canning  factories  and  demonstrated  the  U.S.  grades  for  canned  grapefruit.  A 
number  of  the  canners,  who  pack  pineapple,  indicated  a  need  for  grades  and 
grading  service  on  canned  pineapple.     It  is  possible  that  grades  for  this  com- 
modity will  be  developed  within  the  near  future.    •  ■ 

Mr.  Williams  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  quality  of  the  canned 
grapefruit  being  produced,  as  well  as  with  the  operation  of  the  canneries.  A 
very  noticeable  feature  is  that  the  factories  do  not  employ  many  of  the  me- 
chanical labor-saving  devices  fcond  in  canneries  in  the  States,  due  to  the 
abtuadance  of  cheap  labor.     The  average  wage  paid  women  in  a  typical  cannery 
in  Porto  P.ico  is  y2<?:  per  day.     The  plants  generally  are  efficiently  managed. 
It  was  most  interesting  to  note  the  favorable  reaction  to  any  suggestions 
which  were  made,  loohing  toward  the  betterment  of  the  prodr.ct. 

Conferences  were  held  on  the  Island  with  Governor  Beverly,  Commissioner 
Colon,  and  Director  of  Markets,  Rios.    All  expressed  their  appreciation  for 
the  services  the  Bureau  is  rendering  to  producers  on  the  Island.

"Asparagus  yield  in  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  expected  to  be  about  the 
same  as  last  year,  possibl3r  slightly  less.    Have  had  ideal  weather  throughout 
winter,  but  extremely  dry  season  last  fall  damaged  fields  to  some  extent. 
Few  crates  now  moving  daily.    Fxpcct  fair  voluae  l.c.l.  express  movement  by 
March  10  and  caulots  a  few  davs  later.     Quality  should  be  generally  g ood.  Mow 
having  warm'  da3rs ,  but  nights  still  a  little  too  cool  for  rapid  growth  of 
asparagus .

T.        Ball,  of  the  Seattle  office,  included  the  following  comments 
in  a  northwester©  Review,  dated  February  18:- 

" A  somewhat  paradoxical  and  interesting  situation  is  developing  in 
connection  with  the  northwestern  and  Pacific  Coast  carrot  market.  Supplies 
of  the  crop  of  topped  carrots  yet  remaining  in  western  Washington  or 

Oregon  which  are  suitable  for  late  markets  are  very  scarce,  and  furthermore 
the  available  supplies  of  California  bunched  carrots  are  limited.  With 
prices  f.o.b.  Santa  Maria,  California,  generally  ranging  $2.50-^2.65  per 
crate  and  the  sizes  generally  small,  the  California  product,  topped  and 
sacked,  is  almost  too  high  for  general  distribution.     Consequently  there  has 
been  an  active  demand  among  northwestern  shippers  for  topped  stock  to  supply 
the  southern  demand.    Being  unable  to  locate  topped  stock  which  is  unaffected 
by  frost,  except  for  a  few  lots,  Canadian  carrots  are  being  brought  across 
the  line  to  be  re  shipped  to  other  markets.    Uorthwestera  shippers  are  also 
consigning  to  California  markets,  principally  Los  Angeles.    For  the  first 
time  in  the  memory  of  Seattle  dealers,   Imperial  Valley  bunched  carrots  are 
being  used  locally,  and  the  demand  for  Canadian  stock  is  also  a  new  develop- 
ment . 

"The  western  Washington  hothouse  rhub arb  season  has  probably  passed 
its  peak,  and  local  dealers  estimate  that  approximately  2,0  cars  remain  for 
shipment.    The  season's  crop,   it  is  estimated,  will  total  from  90  to  110  full 
cars,  with  about  5*3  cars  additional  for  l,c.i.  shipments  ^    In  connection  wi  th 
the  1932  season ?  the  use  of  the  silica— gel  refrigerator  car  is  a  new  develop- 
ment.   Under  standard  refrigeration,  the  rate  to  Chicago  is  a.round  $80,  where- 
as silica-gel  is  available  for  $95         -0  trouble  has  been  experienced  with, 
shipments  going  under  silica-gel  treatment.     Some  freezing  has  occurred  in 
standard  refrigerators.     The  f.o.b.  market  today  at  Sumner  for  15-pound 
crates     is  generally  $1.10  for  Fxtra  Fancy,  -or  Fancy,  and  70^  for  Choice 

grade. 

"Offers  of  $100  per  ton  for  Washington  Valencia-type  onions  U.S.  ITo.  1, 
2j  inches  and  larger, f.o.b.  Yakima  Valley  shipping  points,  are  bringing  to 
light  several  cars,  after  it  was  generally  thought  that  the  1931  crop  was  com- 
pletely cleaned  up.     Total  Carlo t  shipments  from  this  State  will  be  about  725, 
or  practically  the  sane  number  as  moved  out.  from  the  1929  crop. 

"Stocks  of  old-crop  cabbage  still  remaining  in  the  Spokane  district 
have  been  greatly  depleted  since  February  1,  and  the  crop  will  likely  be  dis- 
posed of  before  March  15.     Producers  are  realizing  around  £35  bulk  per  ton 
for  current  offerings,  which  are  generally  of  good  quality. 

"Movement  of  the  winter  crop  of  spinach  from  the  Walla  Walla  district 
has  been  greatly  restricted  by  heavy  snows,  which  have  been  quite  general 
throughout  eastern  Washington.     The  potato  market,  f.o.b.  Yakima  Valley  points, 
continues  featureless.    Volume  of  movement  is  considerably  short  of  the  5,0  CO 
cars  which  had  moved  by  mid-February,  1931."

W.  D.  Googe,  of  the  Brownsville  office,  reported  a  number  of  interest- 
ing features  in  the  local  market  situation  in  a  letter  dated  February  20:- 

"The  cabbage  market  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  during  last  week 
was  rather  exciting  the  first  two  or  three  days  and  extremely  dull  at  the  end 
of  the  week.    Prices  around  $25  per  ton  were  paid  freely  on  Monday,  and  as 
high  as  $30  on  Tuesday  1  and  then  what  is  frequently  called  'the  crash'  cane. 
Since  that  time  the  nominal  price  has  held  about  steady  at  $20,  but  several 
stations  have  reported  $25  for  good  quality  to  fill  orders  which  apparently 
could  not  be  filled  at  lower  prices.    Quality  has  become  an  increasingly  im- 
portant factor.    Warm  weather  has  resulted  in  much  soft  and  worm-damaged 
stock.    Friday  brought  light  rains  and  slightly  cooler  weather,  but  so  far 
there  has  not  been  enough  of  these  to  help  conditions  greatly. 

"  Carrots  continue  scarce.    Demand  exceeds  the  supply  of  good  stock. 
Blight  lias  shown  up  in  some  fields,  and  irrigation  during  the  warm  weather 
has  resulted  in  some  decay  in  a  few  places.    Beets ,  likewise,  have  held 
steady  to  firm. 

"She  feature  of  the  week,  however,  has  been  the  phenomenal  movement  of 
snap  be  em  s  from  this  section  at  this  time  of  the  year.    About  a  dozen  straight 
cars  have  been  loaded,  to  say  nothing  of  the  movement  in  mixed  cars,    hb thing 
like  it  has  ever  taken  place  in  the  Valley  before.     The  shipments  next  week 
will  probably  be  double  the  quant ityAast  week.    Quality  has  been  nothing  to 
brag  about,  and  high  winds  on  two  days  did  considerable  damage,    host  of  the 
stock  has  been  handled  for  the  grower's  accomt,  but  some  sales  on  usual  terms 
have  been  reported  at  $2  per  hamper.    Prices  to  growers,  when  beans  were 
bought  for  cash,  have  been  mostly  $1*50  for  stock  grading  30;;  or  better  U.S. 
i-To.  1. 

"Potatoes  and  tomatoes  have  made  good  progress.     It  is  rumored  that  a 
few  cars  of  new  potatoes  will  be  shipped  during  the  coning  week,  but  no  move- 
ment of  importance  is  expected  before  the  middle  of  March.

11  George  7.  Branch,  Director  of  the  Detroit  Municipal  Bureau  of  Markets, 
reports  l-;h,ill  loads  of  produce  sold  over  the  three  city-owned  public  farmers' 
markets  during  1 33^- •     ^hi3  represents  an  increase  in  volume  of  about  2h:o  over 
that  of  1930 •     The  value  of  the  produce  sold  in  lc^l  has  been  placed  at  slight- 
ly more  t'lan  $22  per  load  or  a  total  valuation  of  $3,200,000,  as  compared  with 
a  por-load  value  of  abor  t  $^0  and  total  Valuation  of  $U,  73^*000  in  1 9 3'^ • 

"Mr.  Branch  lias  no  figures  as  to  the  average  weight  per  load,  but  esti- 
mates it  as  between  one  and  two  tons.     This  would  indicate  the  equivalent  of 
between  10,000  and  20,000  carloads  having  been  sold  through  the  municipal  mar- 
ke  t  s . 

"file  above  figures  do  not  represent  the  volume  of  trncked-in  produce 
being  handled  by  the  chain  stores,  through  the  wholesale  terminals  and  sold 
direct  to  retailers.    This  has  been  very  large  curing  the  ^ast  season.  In 
fact,  the  supplies  of  apples,  potatoes  and  onions  used  by  some  of  the  stores 
this  season  have  been  largely  trucked- in  stock.    The  mild  open  winter  through- 
out this  section  has  made  trucking  possible  a,ll  season  and  also  carried  the 
home-grown  season  somewhat  later  into  the  fall  than  normally. " 
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k b .    RSCKTT  HOTFS  PIT  THE  FLQHIDA  CSLEHY  SITUATION 

B.  S.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Sanford  in  a  letter  of  Februar3r  22  : - 

"Celery  shipments  decreased  more  than  100  cars  last  week,  totaling 
about  H35  cars.     Loadings  of  poor  quality  wore  rather  liberal,  only  a  small 
percentage  of  the  total  volume  bringing  top  prices.     Much  better  quality  is 
reported  from  the  Sarasota  section  thus  far  this  season. 

""wire  inquiry  was  lighter,  although  shippers  found  no  difficulty  in 
selling  best  quality  on  an  f.o.b.  basis.    Prices  ranged  $l#50-$2  per  crate  of 
k  dozens,  depending  on  quality,  with  6's  discounted  25^  and  S's         Pe**  crate. 
However,  a  majority  of  the  cars  v/ere  consigned  or  rolled  for  price  arrival. 
One  shipper  reported  booking  30  orders  for  this  week's  delivery. 

"At  a  recent  meeting  of  shippers  and  growers'  representatives,  it  was 
agreed  to  lift  the  ban  on  10  dozens,  restricting  the  movement  to  10$  of  each 
shipper's  output. 

"Probably  more  celery  is  being  individually  washed  this  year  than  in 
any  previous  season.     It  is  claimed  that  washing  the  celery  adds  materially 
to  the  appearance  of  ordinary  stock.     Slightly  cooler  weather  for  the  past 
few  da'rs  has  aroused  some  hopes  of  better  quality  in  March,  but  fields  are 
also  badl~r  in  need  of  rain." 


5b.   haihf  potato  marest  dull 

The  following  information  was  included  in  a  letter  of  February  20 
from  V.  H.  ITicholson,  of  the  Presque  Isle  office:-  • 

"The  Maine  potato  market  has  been  dull,  with  rather  inactive  demand 
prevailing  all  week.     Shipments  have  held  about  the  200-car  mark  each  day. 
Most  factors  estimate  that  only  U^OOO  cars  will  be  shipped  this  season,  but 
it  is  my  opinion  that  the  stocks  on  hand  would  permit  the  movement  of  j,Q(D 
to  10,000  more  carlots,  providing  a  market  exists  for  that  number, 

"The  street  price  dropped  to  per  barrel  measure  in  Presque 

Isle  and  vicinity,  and  there  was  a  moderate  amount  of  hauling  at  that  price 
during  the  first  of  the  week.     The  cold,  windy  weather  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
prevented  hauling  of  much  stock  from  the  growers'  storages,  and  most  shipments 
of  the  past  two  or  three  days  have  been  from  shippers'  warehouses. 

"The  demand  for  seed  stock  is  still  rather  dull,  and  the  price  tendency 
is  downward  in  sjnrnpathy  with  the  table  stock.    Most  carlots  of  certified  seed  : 
shipped  during  the  past  week  have  been  billed  to  points  in  Virginia,  mainly 
Eastern  Shore  points.     Certified  Cobblers  have  been  selling  on  the  basis  of 
70^-S5^  Per  10-peck  bag,  f.o.b.  shipping  point.    A  few  carlots  of  Green  Moun- 
tains have  changed  hands  at  approximately  the  sane  prices." 

6b  .     SLOT;  TRADIHG-  R3P0RTFD  FOB  Y/ESTFPh7  ITEVj  YOPJC  CROPS 

P..  L.  Sutton  included  the  following  comments  in  his  weekly  letter 
from  the  Rochester  office.     It  is  dated  February  23:- 

11  The  shipments  of  western  Hew  York  c abb. age  aver. aged  about  32  cars  p  er 
day.     Inquiry  was  mostly  light,  trading  slow,  and  the  market  dull. 

"Most  dealers  reported  a  limited  demand  for  potatoes .     The  market  was 
mostly  dull.     Cash  prices  paid  to  growers  fluctuated  between  20$  and  30?  per 
bushel.     However,   the  more  common  figure  at  which  business  was  transacted  was 
25^.    Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  the  Virginias,  and  the  Carolinas  continued  to  absorb 
most  of  the  carlot  shipments  from  this  territory •  -(continued  on  next  page) 
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NQTnere  was  only  a  small  amount  of  business  accomplished  in  onions . 
There  has  been  an  appreciable  quantity  of  onions  shipped  this  season  in  mixed 
cars.    An  innovation  was  recently  established  in  the  marketing  of  this  crop, 
when  several  carloads  were  shipped  in  5"PO"un^  open-mesh  sacks.     Twenty  of 
these  sacks  were  packed  in  one  large  bag.     It  is  reported  that  they  are  being 
well  received,  with  repeat  orders  at  hand. 

"The  shipments  of  apples  are  being  billed  to  a  larger  number  of  cities 
and  towns.    Volume  of  business  transacted  at  shipping  point  has  shown  some 
increase,  but  prices  generally  remained  in  line  with  former  quotations. 

"Dealers  have  held  for  firm  prices  on  carrots,  but  under  a  lighter 
demand  trading  has  fallen  off,     F.o.b.  values  are  rather  out  of  proportion  to 
terminal  market  prices.    Most  of  the  rough  stock  in  100-pound  sacks,  going  to 
the  larger  terminals,  is  being  washed  and  repacked,  so  that  a.  fair  margin  of 
profit  can  be  obtained  by  the  buyer.    Holdings  are  light.     It  is  estimated 
that  close  to  200  cars  remain  in  the  territory,  the  bulk  of  these  being  eas  t 
of  Rochester.     If  as  many  as  200  should  be  shipped  after  this  date,  the  total 
carlot  movement  for  the  season  would  still  be  ^0  cars  under  last  season's 
outturn. " 


7b .     COl'-irJZD  Dr.Y  YTZAThZF  ATTDCTIl'G-  FLORIDA  VD&ZTA5LE  CHOPS 

J.  B.  Owens  sent  the  following  report  from  Porapano  on  February  25:- 
n  Shipments  of  Florida  snap  beans  during  the  week  ending  February  20 
decreased  approximately  20?&  from  those  of  the  preceding  week.     This  was  re-'  \ 
fleeted  ver"r  strongly  in  the  f.o.b.  market  and  prices  reacted  proportionately. 
The  demand  was  very  active  during  the  latter  part  of  the  week,  and  Saturday's 
market  closed  strong  with  the  best  Bountifuls  selling  as  high  as  $2  a  hamper- 
With  dry  weather  continuing  throughout  the  district,  the  outlook  for  this  week 
is  for  even  lighter  shipments  end  no  doubt  an  even  shorter  season  than  antici- 
pated.   Shipments  from  the  Lake  Okeechobee  district  have  been  very  light,  and 
that  section  is  reported  to  be  suffering  badly  from  lack  of  moisture. 

"Pepper  movement  increased  slightly  during  the  past  week.     This  brought 
a  further  decline  in  the  f.o.b.  market,  which  was  already  in  a  very  weak  con- 
dition from  the  heavy  Shipments  of  the  preceding  seven  days.    The  local  demand 
was  very  slow,  even  at  the  lower  prices  of  &I-&I.25  a  crate  of  first-grade 
stock  and  50^-65^  per  crate  of  second-grade  stock.    The  dry  weather  has  also 
affected  the  pepper  crop  very  "materially,  and  the  length  of  the  season  will  be 
shortened  considerably  if  the  prevailing  conditions  continue  much  longer. 

"The  situation  on  south  Florida  tomatoes  does  not  appear  very  bright 
at  this  time.     Quality  of  most  shipments  is  only  fair,  and  the  demand  for  this 
stock  is  slow.     The  best  stock  is  meeting  with  a  fairly  good  demand,  but  the  ■ 
majority  of  the  shipments  are  being  consigned.

H.  M.  Peterson  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  February  2fy  from 
Plant  City.-- 

"The  strawberry  movement  from  central  Florida  has  -undoubtedly  passed 
its  peak:,  and  it  now  looks  as  though  the  shipments  will  continue  to  be  light, 
with  the  season  practically  over  by  March  10.     Scattered  showers  on  Monday 
night,  mostly  north  of  Plant  City,  will  help  the  lowland  fields  but  most  of 
the  highland  fields  see'm  to  be  too  far  gone  to  be  benefited  by  any  rains. 
The  highlands  constitute  the  greater  portion  of  the  strawberry  acreage;  so 
there  seems  little  hope  for  any  heavy  movement  from  this  section. 

"The  vegetable  crops  of  central  and  west  Florida  are  maturing  much 
more  rapidly  than  usual.    A  few  cars  of  cucumbers  have  moved  from  the 
Bushnell-Center  Hill  district,  with  four  or  five  cars  expected  out  today,  and 
it  seems  likely  that  shipments  will  increase  quite  rapidly  next  week.  The 
Wauchula  section  is  two  weeks  later  and,  although  two  Cars  of  cucumbers  may 
be  loaded  this  week,   there  probably  will  not  be  more  than  an  occasional  car 
until  March  5*    Neither  the  Manatee  nor  Plant  City  sections  ship  any  great 
quantity  of  cucumbers,  but  each  section  expects  to  load  a  car  next  Monday 
and  will  continue  to  load  occasional  cars  throughout  the  season. 

"Manatee  expects  to  have  considerably  more  spring-crop  eggplant  than 
normally  this  season  and  will  load  a  car  the  latter  part  of  this  week,  but 
the  shipments  will  continue  light  for  nearly  a  month.     The  acreage  of  spring- 
crop  peppers  is  also  heavier  in  Manatee  but  the  plants  are  not  in  the  best 'of 
condition  and  it  probably  will  be  a  month  before  the  movement  will  take  on 
carlot  proportions. 

"The  Manatee  tomato  crop  gives  promise  of  being  a  month  and  a-half 
earlier  than  last  season,  with  the  first  carlots  expected  about  March  15  and 
heavy  shipments  by  March  30*     The  plants  are  in  very  good  condition  and  fruit 
is  setting  well. 

"The  spring  crop  of  celery  has  started  to  move  from  Sarasota  and 
Manatee.    Movement  from  Sarasota  is  expected  to  be  light  this  week  and  next, 
with  a  weekly  movement  of  around  30  cars.     Thereafter,   the  shipments  should 
increa.se  to  60  or  70  cars.     Quality  is  said  to  be  very  good.    Manatee  is 
shipping  around  4-0  cars  per  week  and  will  probably  continue  at  this  rate 
throughout  the  balance  of  the  season."

Parts  of  a  letter  of  February  20  from  Bryce  Morris,  of  the  Denver 
office,  are  quoted  below :- 

"According  to  reports  received  from  shippers  this  week,  onion  supplies 
in  the  Arkansas  Valley  are  estimated  around  15  cars  and  on  the  Western  Slope 
at  20  to  22  cars.     Reports  from  the  Arkansas  Valley  at  this  time  indicate 
that  plantings  for  1932  wiH  exceed  the  3-931  acreage  and  may  reach  b.,000  acres, 
if  the  farmers  can  secure  necessary  financial  a.id. 

"Trading  has  been  fairly  good  on  the  Denver  market  the  past  week.  Cab- 
bage, cauliflower  and  lettuce  have  advanced  slightly,  -  especially  cabbage. 
The  weather  has  been  fairly  warm  for  this  season  of  the  year,  and  the  truck 
movement  of  potatoes  from  northern  Colorado  has  increased.    Dealers  and  ship- 
pers do  not  anticipate  a  rise  in  potato  prices,  but  do  expect  slightly  better 
demand  in  April  after  the  boat  movement  has  ceased  from  Maine  to  the  Gulf 
ports."

However,  a 
moderate  volume  of  potatoes  has  been  trucked  from  the  southern  part  of 
Aroostook  County,  generally  from  Houlton  south,  but  some  loads  came  from  as 
far  north  as  Caribou,     litis  stock  has  moved  mostly  into  southern  Maine  and  a 
few  Yew  Eamfishire  and  Massachusetts  towns.     There  are  no  reports  of  stock 


being  trucks!  farther  than  3oston. 

"As  for  the  volume  of  this  movement,  the  most  liberal  estimates ,  when 
figured  on  the  basis  of  carlots,  would  not  exceed  15  cars  daily.    The  roads 
have  been  open  practically  all  winter,  but  it  would  scarce  kr  have  been  practi- 
cable to  track  potatoes  on  a  large  sca.lo  after  December  15-    A  local  estimate 
places  the  total  truck  movement  at  roughly    1,500  to  2,000  cars. 

"Main a  growers  and  shippers  use  the  term  'barrel1  to  indicate  165 
pounds  net  cf  potatoes.     The  gross  weight  of  a  barrel  filled  with  pota.toes  is 
usually  figured  at  183  pounds,  but  an  11-peck  sack  is  rockoned  the  equivalent 
of  a  barrel  measure. 
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"While  this  is  the  first  season  I  have  "been  in  Maine  and  I  an  there- 
fore able  to  give  little  first-hand  information  concerning  quality,  local 
reports  indicate  that  the  general  quality  of  the  crop  in  the  northern  and 
central  parts  of  Aroostook  County  is  about  average." 

13b.    A  BgCjgTT  REPORT  PIT  IDAEO  POTATOES 

R.  &.  Hisser  included  the  following  comments  in  a  letter  of  February  30 
from  Idaho  Falls :- 

"Potato  men  in  Idaho  have  been  confronted  with  difficult  and  to  some 
extent  impossible  hauling  conditions  for  a  large  part  of  the  winter,  and  have 
been  expressing  opinions  as  to  what  will  happen  when  favorable  conditions  for 
hauling  develop.    A  much  freer  movement  of  the  product  is  generally  expected 
to  ensue,  when  temperatures  and  roads  permit  delivery  to  shipping  points  of 
stocks  from  distant  cellars.    Warehouse  receipts  will  probably  show  a  marked 
increase,  when  trucks  displace  bobsleds  and  the  time  for  spring  field  work 
draws  near." 

lUb.     CELERY  CPATES  III  SOUTESRK  CALIFORNIA 

The  following  information  came  from  Walter  Kingsbury,  of  the  Los 
Angeles  office,  in  a  letter  dated  February  20:- 

"The  standard  celery  crate  in  use  in  southern  California  for  shipping 
has  an  inside  measurement  at  the  base  of  2h  x  21  inches,  and  is  22  or  2h  inches 
in  height.     The  half-crate  measures  12  x  21  inches  inside  at  the  base  and  comes 
in  both  the  22  and  2l|-inch  heights. 

"A  majority  of  shipments  from  the  Chula  Vista  district  are  in  standard 
crates,  although  the  half-crate  is  an  important  package.     In  the  Venice  dis- 
trict most  shipments  in  the  last  few  months  have  gone  in  half-crates,  with  the 
standard  crate  declining  in  importance.     The  half-crate,  within  the  past  year, 
has  come  to  be  iised  almost  exclusively  for  the  local  trade  in  the  Los  Angeles 
market.     Shippers  estimate  that  22-inch  and  2l|-inch  standard  crates  are  used 
in  almost  equal  quantities,  with  the  2 h- inch  crate  slightly  in  the  lead.  In 
the  case  of  half -crates,  the  24-inch  size  is  the  most  commonly  used.     There  is 
usually,  but  not  always,  a  slight  f.o.b.  price  differential  between  the  22  and 
2 4- inch  crates,  which  frequently  amounts  to  as  much  as  25^  per  standard  crate. 
In  other  cases,  the  quality  of  celery  rather  than  the  size  of  the  crate  is  a 
determining  factor. 

"Another  celery  package  has  made  its  appearance  on  the  local  market  with- 
in the  past  year.     It  is  a  small  crate,  measuring  12  x  21  inches  inside  at  the 
base,  with  a  height  of         inches,  and  is  used  for  'hearts'  or  very  small  stalks 
of  celery.     The  tops  are  cut  off  flush  with  the  top  of  the  crate.     This  package 
is  used  for  the  local  market  only  and  is  never  used  for  shipping,  so  far  as  I 
know.    Eor  lack  of  any  generally— agreed-upon  trade  name  for  this  crate,  we 
have  been  quoting  them  in  the  local  market  reports  as  'pony  crates.'  Until 
about  a  year  ago , 1  hearts' were  packed  for  the  local  market  in  ordinary  lettuce 
crates."

W.  I.  Jackson,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  wrote  the  following  letter 
under  date  of  February  17:- 

11  Movement  of  celery  from  the  Chula  Vista,  district  of  San  Diego  County 
has  been  retarded  by  heavy  rains  during  the  month  and,  as  a  result,  shipments 
to  date  have  fallen  considerably  behind  those  of  the  same  month  last  yea.r. 
Many  fields  are  redely  for  harvest  and  shippers  have  quite  a  number  of  orders 
ahead  but  are  unable  to  lead  cars  because  of  the  muddy  condition  of  the  fields, 

"Weather  conditions  have  also  been  instrumental  in  causing  a  large  per- 
centage of  small  sizes  in  practically  all  shipments.     Cold  weather  retarded 
growth,  and  stock  did  not  make  the  normal  development.     This  has  materially 
reduced  yields,  and  shipments  for  the  season  will  fall  considerably  below 
early  predictions,  in  spite  of  a  slightly  larger  acreage  in  the  Chula  Vista 
district  this  year. 

"The  quality  of  present  loadings  is  generally  satisfactory,  with  most 
stock  grading  Zy.o  U.S.  ITo.  1  or  better.    During  the  earl}'  part  of  the  season,  I 
growers  wore  anxious  to  load  on  account  of  good  marketing  conditions  and  many 
fields  were  cut  before  the  s  tock  was  properly  blanched.     Some  frost  damage  was 
found  in  most  fields,  but  at  the  present  time  this  is  largely  cleaned  up. 

"Although  yields  are  disappointing,  the  deal  has  been  considered  suc- 
cessful from  a  marketing  standpoint.    Present  f.o.b.  usual-terms  prices  of 
$3~$3»^5  Per  standard  crate  of  k-^  dozens  compare    with  a  price  range  of  &2.5Q- 
£2. 75  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

"Shipping  celery  from  the  Venice  district  of  Los  Angeles  County  was 
largely  cleaned  up  by  January  1.    Frost  damage  was  serious  in  all  fields,  and 
the  quality  of  present  stock  ranges  from  ordinary  to  poor.    Present  marketing 
conditions  do  net  justify  the  loading  of  the  remainder  of  the  fall  and  winter  j 
celery  in  the  Venice  district,  and  this  stock  will  be  sold  on  the  Los  Angeles 
marke  t . 

"Spring  celery  plantings  in  the  Venice  district  were  timed  so  that  the 
crop  would  come  on  the  market  after  Chula  Vista  stock  was  out  of  the  way.  The 
plan  apparently  is  working  out  satisfactorily.     Chula  Vista  should  ship  from 
20  to  25  cars  per  day  up  until  about  the  middle  of  March.     The  Venice  spring 
deal  should  start  around  April  1.    Weather  conditions,  however,  will  largely 
influence  the  above  prediction.     It  is  estimated  that  the  Venice  spring  crop 
will  run  about  the  same  as  last  year  or  will  not  exceed  last  year's  crop  by 
more  than  10J&  in  volume."  E.  C.  BORES,

Kerr  bought  two  cars  of  cabbage  from  Bonura,  with  the  understanding 
that  the  cabbage  was  to  be  of  medium  size.     The  cars  were  delivered  to  Kerr 
at  St.  Louis  and,  upon  arrival,  he  turned  them  over  to  other  parties  for 
sale  and  thereafter  failed  to  account  in  full,  alleging  that  the  cabbage  was 
large  instead  of  medium.    Kerr  presented  statements  from  the  parties  v/ho 
handled  the  cabbage  to  substantiate  his  contentions,  while  Bonura  relied  on 
inspection  certificates  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  . 
The  Secretar}-"  holds  that  the  description  of  the  cabbage  in  both  cars,  as  found 
by  the  Department  inspector,  comes  within  the  term  "medium  size"  as  recognized 
by  the  Department  and  by  the  trade  in  genero.1,  and  that  Kerr  after  having 
accepted  the  cabbage  had  failed  and  refused  to  account  fully  for  the  purchase 
price.    The  Secretary  therefore  issued  an  award  of  damages  in  the  sum  of 
$Ul6.oO,  and  ordered  that  the  facts  be  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural' 
Economics . 


3e.     P.A.C.  ACT  CASS  DECIDED  II'  FAVOR  OF  hEY;  YORK  CITY  FIRM 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  M.  H.  Watson  Sales  Agency 
of  Walla  Walla,  Washington,  to  vay  to  William  Shapiro,  Inc.,  ITew  York  City, 
the  sum  of  $3^0  >  plus  interest,  as  the  result  of  a  complaint  filed  under  the 
Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

In  July,  1930 »  Shapiro  bought  from  Watson  five  cars  of  Italian  prunes 
at  42vr^  per  lug  f.o.b.  shipping  point,  paying  a  deposit  of  $100  on  each  car. 
When  the  broker,  Merrill  8z  Cox,  Inc.,  presented  copy  of  the  confirmation  of 
sale  to  Shapiro,     lie  objected  to  its  wording,  stating  that  he  ordered  12- 
pound  prunes,  and  was  told  that  was  what  he  was  getting.     Shapiro  insisted 
that  the  stipulation  he  inserted  in  the  confirmation  and  the  following  words 
were  added:     "Labeled  lugs,  full  pack,  not  less  than  IS  pounds."    A  copy  of 
the  confirmation  of  sale  with  the  added  -provision  was  forwarded  to  Watson, 
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and  shipment  of  the  five  cars  followed.    .When  the  first  two  cars  arrived, 
they  contained  16-pound  prunes  and"  Shapiro  advised  the  broker  that,  if  the 
other  cars  were  like  these,  he  would  not  accept  them.    When  the  third  car 
arrived,  it  was  the  same  as  the  first  and  second  cars  and,  for  that  reason, 
Shapiro  rejected,  and  refused  to  accept  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  cars. 
Shapiro  contended  that  rejection  was  justified  and  asked  for  a  return  of 
the  §J)QQ  advance  paid  by  him  on  these  last  three  cars. 

The  evidence  showed  that,  while  lo  pounds  was  the  customary  net 
weight  for  the  suitcase  pack,  with  the  introduction  of  face-and-f ill  pack 
several  shippers  have  specialized  in  putting  into  the  sane  sized  container 
IS  pounds  of  prunes.    Evidence  was  introduced  to  show  that  the  13-pound 
package  has  had  an  extensive  sale  in  ITew  York  City  and  that  a  greater  sale 
price  was  received  for  it  than  for  the  1 6— pound  package.    "Watson  claimed 
that  the  specification  of  IS  pounds  referred  to  the  gross  weight  of  the 
package.    Shapiro  claimed  that  it  meant  IS  pounds  net  of  prunes.    The  Feder- 
al Food  and  Drugs  Act  provides  that .food  in  package  form  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  misbranded,  if  the  quantity  of  the  contents  is  not  plainly  and  conspicu- 
ously marked  on  the  outside  of  the  package.     It  is  clear,   therefore,  that 
when  packages  of  prunes  are  labeled  the  weight  stated  refers  to  contents 
end  not  the  gross  weight  of  the  package ;  that  when  Shapiro  used  the  word 
"labeled  lugs"  he  had  reference  to  a  label  showing  among  other  things  the 
net  weight  of  the  contents.     It  must  be  assumed  that  the  parties  intended 
to  make  a  Valid  and  lawful  contract.     The  parties  having  stipulated  a 
weight  of  lo  pounds,  and  the  law  and  regulation  requiring  that  the  package 
be  labeled  so  as  to  show  weight  of  contents,  the  language  must  be  construed 
as  applying  to  the  net  weight  of  the  prunes. 

Watson  contended  that  Shapiro  bought  five  cars,  making  a  part  payment 
of  §j'>0,  and  that  the  contract  was  therefore  entire  and  Shapiro,  having  ac- 
cepted the  first  two  Cars,  thereby  accepted  all  the  cars.     The  Secretary 
holds  that  the  broker's  confirmation  of  sale  is  so  worded  that  the  sale  con- 
tract should  be  treated  as  a  divisible  one.    He  says  also  that  the  respondent 
had  the  undoubted  right  to  inspect  these  cars  upon  arrival,  to  see  if  the  con-: 
tents  thereof  complied  with  specifications.     To  say  that  acceptance  of  the 
first  and  second  cars  that  arrived  is  deemed  acceptance  of  all  the  cars  would 
deprive  Shapiro  of  any  practical  benefit  of  his  right  of  inspection.  Shapiro's! 
right  to  reject  the  last  three  ca.rs  is  upheld.     The  Secretary,   therefore,  dis  - 
missed  '"atso-n's  complaint  and  ordered  that  V.'atson  should  return  to  Shapiro 
the  $300  paid  on  the  last  throe  cars,  together  with  interest  amounting  to  $21 . j 
It  was  also  ordered  that  the  facts  be  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.

Falk's  complaint  was  that  Gearin  had  made  a  false  and  misleading  state- 
ment in  representing  that  he  had  diverted  a  car  of  pears  in  green  condition 
from  l"ew  Jersey  to  "ew  Bedford  for  the  fraudulent  purpose  of  effecting  a  sale,  j 
This  './as  the  car  of  pears  which  was  the  subject  of  the  complaint  b-"-  the 
C.  h.  Poltzinger  Fruit  Company,  of  Yakima,,  V,rashington,  against  Falk,  which  ~ 
case  was  decided  against  the  latter.   (See  D.L.  for  January  15,  Page  33)  '=':  , 

Gearin  acted  as  broker  in  that  transaction.     In  that  case,  the  Secretary  held 
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that  the  pears  complied  with  the  contract,   and  in  the  present  case  he  holds 
that  G-earin  acted  in  good  faith  and  did  not  fraudulently  or  otherwise  mis- 
represent the  facts  when  the  pears  would  arrive  in  IT.ew  Bedford.

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1  a .     HOW  JAPAggSg  ORAHGES  ARE  PACKED  AIvTD  SOLD 

Some  time  ago,   the  Seattle  office  answered  an  inquiry  regarding 
Japanese  oranges.    Part  of  the  letter  is  quoted  below,  for  information  of  all 
emploj/'ees  of  this  Division: 

"According  to  a  local  firm  which  handles  practically  all  of  the  Japanese 
oranges  coming  into  the  Horthwest,  there  were  four  shipments  into  Seattle  this 
season,  aggregating  about  75»000  "bundles.    Vancouver,  B.C.,  and  Victoria  re- 
ceived approximately  100,000  bundles,  while  175*000  to  200,000  went  to  interior 
Canada.    Whether  any  receipts  have  been  made  at  other  American  ports,  I  cannot 
say  definitely.    Most  of  Seattle's  arrivals  have  been  confined  to  this  market 
and  a  smaller  portion  to  Portland  and  intermediate  points.     These  oranges  are 
packed  in  small  wooden  boxes,  two  boxes  tied  together  with  small  rope  to  form 
what  is  called  a  bundle.    .Each  box  is  marked  as  weighing  9  pounds  net  when 
packed,-  about  55  oranges  to  the  box.     Storekeepers  break  up  the  bundles  and 
sell  either  by  the  individual  box  or  possibly  by  the  dozen.     Seattle  prices  for 
the  season  have  ranged  $i.b0-$1.90,  mostly  $1 .6-5— $1*  75  Per  bundle."

3a.    PSHI'SYLVAHIA  H07  USING  MORE  EOME-GROwH  APPLES ' 

A  marked  shift  from  western  apples  to  the  use  of  Pennsylvania-grown 
apples  ha,s  been  taking  place  in  that  State  during  recent  years,  according  to 
George  A.  Stuart,  Director,  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Markets.    Whereas  truck 
shipments  from  neighboring  States  have  increased,  the  annual  rail  receipts  of 
apples  from  outside  sources  have  decreased  at  15  Pennsylvania  cities  approxi- 
mately 2,000  cars  in  recent  years,  compared  with  1923* 

Mr.  Stuart  Says  that  it  is  becoming  more  difficult  each  year  for  growers 
in  distant  States  to  market  apples  in  Pennsylvania  cities  in  any  but  short -crop 
years.     The  Keystone  State  growers  are  reported  to  be  grading  and  packing  to 
higher  standards  than  formerly,  and  consumers  are  said  to  becoming  aware  of  the 
superior  auality  of  Pennsylvania  fruit,  when  v/ell-graded,  sized  and  packed.

R.  E.  Keller  wrote  as  follows  from  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  in  a  letter  cf 
February  27:- 

"The  long-expected  strengthening  of  the  onion  market  has  finally  materi 
alized.  During  the  past  week,  f.o.b.  prices  advanced  sharply  and  the  demand 
has  been  very  active.    Wire  sales  are  now  "being  consummated  f.o.b.  western 
Michigan  points  on -a  usual-terms  "basis  at  $2-$2»50  per  50_P°'und  sack  of  U.S. 
No.  1  yellows,  according  to  the  size,  with  most  of  the  medium  and  large  stock 
moving  at  figures  between  $2.25  a^d  $2.50.     Previously  to  this,  the  top  price 
for  the  best  onions  was  $2.15,  with  one  or  two  isolated  cars  at  a  higher  fig- 
ure.   Available  supplies  of  old-crop  onions  are  clearly  short  and,  if  the 
weather  stays  at  all  cool,  the  deal  should  end  '      strongly.    Recent  count  indi 
cates  that  from  200  to  225  cars  are  still  on  hand;  so  it  is  likely  the  total 
carlo t  movement  will  be  a  trifle  over  2,u00  cars  for  the  season.    This  will  be 
less  than  half  the  forwardings  of  a  year  ago,  when  shipments  for  the  season 
amounted  to  z>,^00  cars. 

"Little  change  has  been  noted  in  the  Michigan  potato  situation.  The 
demand  has  continued  slow,  with  the  market  remaining  dull  and  weak.  Farmers 
have  been  offering  stock  in  only  moderate  quantities,  selling  very  hesitating- 
ly at  the  present  prices.     The  weakness  developing  in  Maine  and  western  New 
York  is  causing  Michigan  f.o.b.  sales  to  drop  in  sympathy.    Shippers  are 
operating  on  a  very  narrow  margin.      The  truck  movement  continues  to  supply 
practically  all  the  Michigan  markets,  including  Detroit.    Rail  forwardings  to 
date  total  U ,  777  cars.    A  year  ago  at  this  time,  less  than  half  the  total  rail 
shipments  had  been  moved.     If  this  season's  loadings  correspond  to  last  year's 
it  appears  that  Michigan  will  ship  between  G,000  and  9»000  cars  of  potatoes. 
Shippers1  estimates  vary  from  TiOOO  to  9>00Q  cars."

S.  *~.  Russell,  of  the  Hew  York  staff,  submitted  the  following  informa- 
tion in  a  letter  dated  February  26:- 

"Ihis  morning  a  second  shipment  of  Florida  asparagus  arrived  on  this 
market.     It  is  believed  that  the  few  crates  received  on  February  20  were  the 
first  this  season.     The  stock  offered  this  morning  was  small  and  of  good 
quality,  and  packed  in  an  elongated  pyramid  crate,  holding  two-dozen  bunches. 
However,  the  bunches  were  smaller  than  the  regular  California  bunch.  The 
crate  resembles  the  narrow  pyramid  crate,  shipped  from  the  State  of  Washington 
but  is  about  twice  as  largo,     -his  office  has  no  record  of  .arrivals  of  aspara- 
gus from  Florida  in  past  seasons  end,  according  to  information  received  from 
various  representatives  of  the  trade,  this  is  the  first  that  Florida  has 
shipped  to  this  market. 

"It  appears  that  the  season  on  asparagus  in  the  southern  sections  is 
quite  early  this  year.     To  date  this  market  has  received  small  shipments  from 
Texas,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  California.,  Florida,  Argentine,  and 
hothouse  stock  from  Ohio."

3d  .     IDAHO  POTATOES  DEVELOP  HEAVY  SERIIHCAGB 

R.  G.  Risser  sent  the  following  report  from  Idaho  Falls  on  February  26:- 

"  Idaho  potatoes  a.re  reported  to  he  showing  even  more  than  the  usual 
mid-season  loss  in  the  grading  operations.    With  the  quality  of  the  crop 
estimated  at  only  53$,  compared  with  a  10-year  average  of  89$  of  goo^  grade, 
and  with  a  smaller  percentage  of  U.S.  lTo.  l's  than  ever  before,  a  large  per- 
centage of  unmarketable  potatoes  was  to  he  expected.    With  markets  generally 
well  supplied  and  prices  very  low,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  move  the  infe- 
rior potatoes  except  for  livestock  feed.     The  natural  consequence  is  heavy- 
loss  on  account  of  the  high  percentage  of  culls. 

11  In  addition  to  the  quality  and  price  factors,  however,  the  condition 
of  the  potatoes  is  also  proving  of  ■unusual  importance  in  causing  shrinkage. 
While  decay  is  always  expected  late  in  the  season,  it  is  said  to  have  appeared 
earlier, and  in  larger  quantities  than  ordinarily.     The  exceptional  develop- 
ment of  deca}r  is  attributed  to  three  conditions:-  abnormally  warm  weather  at 
the  beginning  of  the  storage  period,  the  long  duration  of  low  mid-winter 
temperatures,  and  the  heavy  snows  which  interfered  with  adequate  ventilation 
of  farm  cellars  and  pits. 

"Altogether,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  percentage  of  the  total 
Idaho  crop  entering  the  carlot  movement  will  be  lower  this  season  than  for 
many  years." 

1+b.    FLORIDA  BEAM  PRICES  UP  AlTD  DQWg 

The  following  letter  of  March  1  came  from  J.  B.  Owens,  at  Pompano , Fla. : - 

"The  local  bean  market  was  very  active  during  the  first  part  of  the  week 
ending  February  27,  and  prices  advanced  as  high  as  $2  •  75"~$3  Per  hamper  of  best 
Bountifuls  on  Wednesday,  the  2hth.     These,  however,  were . the  highest  prices 
for  the  week,  as  the  market  began  to  decline  the  following  day,  and  Saturday's 
market  closed  with  the  best  Bountifuls  selling  at  $2-§2.25  a  hamper.     The  • 
chief  cause  for  this  sharp  increase  in  prices  was  purely  speculation  on  the 
anticipation  of  the  movement  being  considerably  lighter.  This  anticipation 
might  have  become  more  of  a  reality  had  the  dry  hot  weather  continued,  but 
several  hard  showers  fell  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  and  it  was  soon  realized 
that,  with  these  beneficial  rains,  the  movement  would  continue  in  too  large 
a  volume  to  warrant  the  prices  being  paid.    With  the  recent  rains,  it  now 
looks  as  if  the  present  volume  of  shipments  will  continue  for  about  two  weeks 
longer,  after  which  time  the  shipments  from  this  section  should  be  materially 
lighter. 

"The  quality  of  the  peppers  now  being  shipped  is  very  inferior  to  that 
of  the  first  part  of  the  season.     The  long  dry  spell  has  so  affected  the  qual- 
ity that  from  ^Op  to  GO/o  of  the  shipments  are  being  packed  as- choice  or  second 
grade.     The  market  here  continues  dull  and  weak,  with  the  first  grades  selling 
mainly  at  $1  and  choice  or  second  grade  at  50^  a  crate.    Approximately  k^)o  of 
the  shipments  during  the  past  week  went  by  boat,  destined  meanly  to  rTew  York. 

" Tomato  shipments  are  increasing,  as  the  main  crop  in  south  Florida, 
is  now  being  harvested.    Practically  all  shippers  are  reporting  a  very  light 
demand,  and  much  stock  is  being  consigned.     ?his  is  particularly  true  of  the 
second-grade  stock,  which  constitutes  a  large  part  of  the  movement.     There  is 
very  good  demand  for  a  few  special  marks  but,  generally  speaking,  the  f.o.b. 
market  is  in  a  very  dull  and  weak  condition."

A.  33-  Frugh,  cf  the  Bradley,  California,  office,  wrote  as  follows  in  a 
letter  of  February  28:  -  ""    ..  .... 

11  The  rainy  spell  in  Imperial  Valley  came  about  a  week  later  than  the 
one  of  last  year  and  it  was  hailed  as  a  market  savior.     Shipments  of  around 
200  cars  of  lettuce  a  day,  starting  February  8,  had  forced  the  f.o.b.  price 
down  to  a  range  of  $1.10-$l.-0  on  crates,  of  5  dozen  heads.    Very  few  Ms  were 
being  loaded.     Seme  buyers  wore  claiming  that  at  least  25  cars  a  day  addition- 
al were  being  loaded,  on  account  of  the  use  of  the  small  crates.     It  was 
apparent  that  many  6's  were  being  packed  as  5,s*     I*  w&s  also  obvious  that, 
had  shippers  stopped  loading  b 1 s.  early  in  February  -(a  size  which  was  congest- 
ing eastern  markets')  ,  '  they  could  have  held  a  fairly  good  market  on  5's<  ^he 
buying  power  was  in  the  Va.lley,-  about  70  buyers  of  various  sorts,-  and  the 
f.o.b.  market  was  consistently'  too  high,  compared  with  sales  in  the  East. 

11  The  rainy  period,  even  though  it  practic-lly  stopped  shipments  except 
from  cars  that  had  "been  held  on  track  or  from  stock  in  sheds  or  that  cut  from 
sandy  soil,  did  not  accomplish  the  desired  result.     From  February  17  to  20, 
inclusive,  shipments  averaged  only  hi  per  day,  but'  track  holdings  in  lh  eastern 
markets  moved  up  to  702  cars  by  the  23rd  as  a  resiilt  of  the  previous  heavy 
movement.    With  a  price  of  $1.25-$!. 33  on  the  18th  and  only  33  cars  out  the 
15th,  cars  billed  that  dry  sold  at  $1.75-$2,  but  the  advance  was  short-lived 
and  in  a  couple  of  days  the  price  reacted  to  $1.10— $1.25.    At  present,  there 
is  a  range  of  $i«15*-$l»35  Por  crate. 

"After  the  rain,  shipments  jumped  to  241  cars  on  February  22  and  239 
on  the  23rd.     Shippers  were  afraid  of  loss  from  bursting  and  other  defects, 
and  had  their  cutting  crews  working  overtime.     The  weather  also  turned  con- 
si  dorably  warmer,  being  around  90  degrees  maximum  on  the  27th,  Shipments 
averaged  211  daily  from  the  21st  to  the  27th  inclusive,    ^his  movement  will  bo 
arriving  in  the  Middle  West  the  coming  week,  and  track  lioldihgs  on  lh  markets 
are  again  expected  to  exceed  100  cars.      At  least  2,500  cars  should  move  during 
March,  as  better  yields  and  larger  sizes  arc  expected  since  the  rain. 

"For  several  days  no  cars  were  grading  U.S.  ITo.  1,   out  .with  new  fields 
of  T"o.  6  variety  coming  on,   this  situation  improved.     Classification  of  the 
86  cars,  inspected  on  February  27  was  as  follows:

Defects  are  mostly  tipburn  on  outer  head  leaves,  cracked  ribs,  and  bursted 
heads.    Solidity  has  been  generally  good  but,  since  the  rain,  new  fields  arc 
showing  more  fairly-firm  stock. 

.   "Last  week,  lettuce  did  not  move  into  consumption  as  rapidly  as  condi- 
tions seemed  to  justify.    Wit:-.  Lent  and  favorable  weather  in  the  East  and  only 
300  cars  arriving  in  the  Middle  West  for  a  five-day  period,  tra.ck  holdings 
dropped  to  only  h$0  cars  on  Saturday,  the  27th  of  February.    One  large  distrib- 
utor in  Chicago  advised  that  dealers  could  not  understand  the  cause  of  the 
light  demand. 

"The  Yuma,  Arizona,  district  is  expected  to  furnish  competition  by 
March  10  or  15.    ^hat  district  usually  has  a  successful  spring  season,  as  it 
comes  on  when  Imperial  is  tapering  off  and  before  Pliocnix  lettuce  movement  is 
heavy*    Reports  from  Phoenix  indicate  that  most  of  the  crop  will  come  on  in 
April,  but  movement  may  start  around  March  20.     Continued  warm  wea.ther,  how- 
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ever,  may  change  the  situation*  . 

"Good  prices  Drought  on  heavier  carrot  shipments  the  past  week.  Muddy 
fields  had  stopped  harvesting  for  a  few  days ..  , Then  three  cars  moved  out  on 
Sunday,  the  21st,  at  $2.65  but, .'with  movement  increasing  to  20  cars  a  day  by 
the  27th,  the  price  dropped  to  about  $2.     ^his  is  a  very  good  price  for  carrots, 
however,  with  a  general  yield  of  three-fourths  car  per  acre,  loading  being 
about  356  crates  to  the  car.    Last  year  the  f.o.b.  price  at  this  time  was  £1.25. 
Shipments  should  continue  at  15  to  20  cars  per  day  for  the  next  10  days.  There 
has  been  a  tendency  to  harvest  carrots  too  small  and  immature,  without  proper 
color,  although  some  fairly-good  stock  moved  last  week. 

"Peas  started  to. move  at  a  rate  of  about  three  cars  per  day  last  week 
and  the  opening  price  was  as  high  as  $6  per  crate,  f.o.b.    Reports  from  Mexico 
indicate  that  stock  there  is  rapidly  cleaning  up  and  that  Imperial  Yalley 
should  have  a  good  pea  deal. 

"The  first  pool  car  of  asparagus  was  shipped  or.  February  27.  Imperial 
Vallcv  asparagus  has-  been  moving  to  Los  Angeles  in  a  small  way  since  the  last 
week  in  January.    On  February  26  it  sold  at  $9.56— $10  for  Extra  Fancy,  $g-$9 
for  Fancy,  and  $7-$7»50  for  Extra  Choice  grade. 

"One  shipper  at  Calexico  has  about  20  cars  of  anise ,  which  will  start 
about  March  10  and  probably  all  move  to  rTew  York  City. 

"Imperial  Valley  squash  is  now  moving  to  Los  Angeles  at  a  rate  of  about 
100  crates  daily,  with  prices  high  at  $3  •75""$^-  Por  crate. 

"One  shipper  has  experimented  this  season  with  k0  acres  of  early 
tomatoes  in  a  new  district  near  Hiland,  ■■in  the  north  end  of  the  Valley.  Toma- 
toes from  this  district  sold  in  Los  Angeles  at  $U  per  four-basket  crate  on 
January-  30*    0n  February  2h,  they  were  selling  at  $3-$3 . 50 . 

"Last  week  an  occasional  car  of  chicory  was  billed  to  the  Hew  York 
market.     Imperial  Valley  lias  a  light  acreage  of  cabbage    this  season,  about 
330  acres.     Shipments  reached  9  cars  ch'  February  26.     The  cash  f.o.b.  market 
opened  around  $35  Per  ton,  crates  extra,  and  was  $25  on  February  27.  Movement 
has' been  mostly  to  Pacific  Coast  markets,  but  some  cars  are  billed  to  Chicago 
and  itfew  York. "  V. 

6b.     RECEl'T-I'S^S  REGA~DIITC-  FLORIDA  CELERY 

BV  E.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Sanford,  Florida,  on  February  2c : - 

"Ideal  growing  weather,  along  with  improved  quality  and  a  decrease  in 
shipments  last  week,  brightened  harvesting  prospects  for  the  spring  crop  of 
celery.    A  good  heavy  rain,  that  would  have  helped  much  in  the  fight  against 
worms,  fail  3d  to  materialize.     Opening  up  of  new  fields,  damaged  less  by  worms 
and  blight,  and  a  considerable  decrease  in  loadings  out  of  Sanford  contributed 
to  a  better  feeling  locally.    With  the  e^rly  crop  now  harvested,  Florida's 
shipments  decreased  to  33^  cars  last  week,  compared  with  435  the  preceding 
week.    Lighter  movement  is  predicted  for  the  present  week. 

"YJire  inquiry  was  fairly  good  lor  best-quality  stock.    Probably  90$  of 
the  celery  is  being  washed,  in  order  to  combat  activities  of  worms  while  the 
celerv  is.  in  transit.    On  Thursday  of  last  week  (February  25),  the  regular 
shipment  of  10 1 s  was  resumed. "

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  February- .2g  from  W.D.Googe, 
of  the  Brownsville  office:- 

"Cabbage  prices  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley,  during  the  past  week  took 
an  upward  trend,  advancing  from  mostly  $20  per  ton  to  growers  to  a  range  of 
$27.50-$30  per  ton.    The  local  market  was  reported  firm  at  these  prices  at  the 
end  of  the  week,  notwithstanding  a  light  demand  from  the  large  terminals.  Most 
of  the  good-quality  stock  was  being  taken  by  cash  "buyers  at  $1.60-$1.65  per 
lettuce  crate,  an  advance  of  about         over  the  prices  which  prevailed  a  week 
"before.    Quality  continues  to  "be  an  important  factor,  since  the  present  cuttings 
suffered  during  the  growing  period  from  warm  weather  and  insect  damage.  G-ood 
rains  around  the  20th  of-  the  month,  followed  "by  cooler  weather,  have  "been  bene- 
ficial to  the  later  plantings,  which  will  he  ready  for  shipment  about  the  middle 
of  March. 

"Beets  and  carrots  were  easier.     Little  change  was  reported  in  carlot. 
prices,  "but  prospects  of  increased  shipments  from  competing  sections  caused  the 
shippers  to  "be  much  more  cautious  about  contracting  for  these  commodities  on  an 
acreage  basis.    Beets  dropped  as  low  as  25^  per  lettuce  crate  in  the  field,  and 
carrots  ranged  from  75^  to  $1*50,  according  to  quality  and  the  date  they  will  be 
ready  for  harvest. 

"Snap  beans  are  moving  at  the  rate  of  four  or  five  straight  cars  daily 
and  probably  double  .that  quantity  in  mixed  cars.    Quality  has  been  getting 
better  since  the  first  of  the  week,  and  quotations  are  generally  being  made  on 
the  basis  of  ZOfo  or  more  U.S.  !To .  1.    Market  conditions  improved  toward  the  end 
of  the  week,  and  usual-terms  sales  were  reported  around  $2  por  bushel  hamper. 
Prices  to  growers  advanced  from. around  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  bushel  of  best  stock. 

"The  citrus  situation  was  practically  unchanged.     Grapefruit  continued 
weak,  while  oranges  were  in  fairly  good  demand.    The  former  was  being  sold  by 
growers  .to  independent  shippers  at  25^-30^  per  bushel  on  the  trees,  whereas 
oranges  were  generally  bringing  about  $1. 

"The  movement  of  vegetables  from  the  Corpus  -Chris ti-Robst own  area  will 
begin  in  earnest  about  March  1>     Crops  are  doing  well  since  the  rains  about  10 
days  ago.     If  no  unfavorable  weather  conditions  prevent,  it  now  appears  that 
this  -section  will  be  shipping  a  considerable  volume  of  cabbage,  beets,  carrots 
and  radishes  before  the  end  of  March.  .  A  few 'Cars  of'  onions  are  expected  in 
April,  but  the  general  movement  will  not  begin  until  about  May  15*    The  harvest 
of  commodities  from  this  district  is  calculated  from  the  time  of  rains  since 
planting,  for  much  of  the  seed  lay  dormant  in  the  ground  which  lacked  sufficient 
moisture  for  germination."

The  following  'items  of  interest  were  included  in  a  letter  of  February  27 
from  V.  E.  Nicholson,  at  Presque  Isle:- 

"Cold  weather  prevailed  in  northern  Madne  during  the  first  pa.rt  of  Last 
week.    Temperatures  as  low  as  25  degrees  below  zero  were  reported  from  some 
districts,  and  the  official  reading  here  at  Presque  Isle  waS  1°  degrees  below. 
As  a  result,  deliveries  to  the  shippers'  warehouses  were  very  light,  and  there 
was  a  firmer  tone  in  the  street  market.     The  weather  has  moderated  slightly 
during  the  past  two  days ,  and  deliveries  have  been  heavier.    The  price  to  growers 
today  is  probably  35v-A-^0^  bulk  per  barrel.    Growers  seen  willing  to  sell  at  the  4 
prevailing  prices.

"Despite  the  .cold  weather,,  carlo t  shipments  have  continued  at  about  the 
same  rate  as  a  week  ago,  hut  most  of  this  stock  has  come  from  the  warehouses. 
Shippers  report  a  rather  slow  demand  at  about  80^  sacked  per  cwt.  delivered  in 
Boston,  or  the  equivalent  of  3S^  f.o.b.  Pre s que  Isle.     The  volume  of  sales  has 
prohahly  heen  heavier  than  a  week  ago,  hut  it  appears  as  if  some  stock  is 
"being  consigned. 

"The  shipments  of  certified  seed  stock  during  the  past  week  amounted 
to  lUS  cars,  of  which  the  greater  part  was  Cohhlers  intended  for  Virginia. 
Certified  Cobblers  are  hringing  about  70 /-S5^  per  10-peck  hag  on  an  f.o.h. 
basis.    A  few  cars  of  Green  Mountains  have  sold  at  approximately  the  same  level 
Shipments  of  certified  Cohhlers  .to  date  amount  to  688  cars,  compared  with  8^3 
to  the  corresponding  date  last  season."

A.  L«  Thomas  included  the  following  information  in  a  weekly  report 
from  the  Rochester  office.     It  is  dated  March  1:- 

"The  demand  for  apples  has  shown  some  improvement  this  week  and  prices 
advanced  about  10^  per  bushel.     E.o.b.  sales  were  confined  mostly  to  Baldwins, 
with  a  few  Rhode  Island  Greenings.     The  movement  this  past  week  filled  33^ 
cars,  bringing  the  total  to  date  this  season  to  6,3^5  cars,  which  is  still  less 
than  half  the  movement  to  this  time  last  year,    Fully  60p  of  the  stock  moving 
was  either  consigned  or  shipped  joint-account.    A  wider  distribution  was  noted 
this  week,  many  cars  rolling  to  small  towns  in  ITew  England,  Pennsylvania  and 
the  West. 

" Carrots  continued  in  a  firm  position.     Local  shippers  estimate  that 
between  100  and  125  ears  remain  to  be  moved,  which  includes  those  owned  by 
soup  companies  and  stored  in  this  section.     F.o.b.  prices  advanced  this  week, 
but  shippers  were  still  reluctant  to  sell,  even  at  the  advanced  level.    A  few 
sales  of  stock  for  future  delivery  in  100-pound  sacks  were  made  as  high  as 
$2.75. 

"The  movement  of  onions  this  week  -was  relatively  light.    A  firmer 
undertone  was  noted  and  most  dealers  are  not  anxious  to  push  sales,  feeling 
that  they  have  fully  another  month  before  there  will  be  much  competition  w ith 
the  new  stock  from  the  South. 

"Demand  for  cabbage  has  been  rather  light.     Growers  and  dealers  report 
that  many  storages  are  being  cleaned  tip  rapidly,  and  some  of  the  stock  now 
moving  is  coming  from  cold  storage. 

"Trading  in  potatoes  has  been  draggy  and  f.o.b.  sales  held  about  steady. 
Prices  to  growers  dropped  to  20^-25^  per  bushel,  compared  with  25^-30^  last 
week. "

".SMpnents  of  Wisconsin  potatoes  during,  the  past  two  Tracks  nave' averaged 
about  hOO  cars,  which  is  greater  than  at  any. tine  since  the  middle  of  last 
September.    Despite  the  heavier  movement  and  the  fact  that  the  track  price  in 
Chicago  declined  about  5<*»     f.o.b.  prices  have  held  up  fairly  .well,  most  cars 
having  been  sold  at  55fM)8^»  with  occasional  .sales  as  high  as  &0f  per  cwt. 
Prices  of  unclassified  stock  have  been  fairly  constant  at .^8^-50^,  although 
some  were  reported  lower.  .  -  ,  . 

"The  weather  in  the  past  week- has  been  almost  springlike,  and  deliver- 
ies to  warehouses  increased  considerably,     ^his  has  been .interpreted  by  some 
dealers  as  an  indication  that  growers  are  a  little  more  disposed  to  sell  at 
prevailing  prices,  rather  than  attempt  to  hold  on  longer  in  the  hope  of  realiz- 
ing a  higher  i>rice  later.     Two  other  factors,  however,  are  no  doubt  responsible 
to  a  great  extent  for  the  heavier; haul ings.     The  haulings-  had  been  very  light 
for  the  previous  two  weeks  because  of  icy  condition  of  roads,  and  there  were 
probably  some  forced  sales  from  those  who  depend  upon  their  potato  crop  for 
ready  cash.     Some  sales  were  also  probably  forced  by  the  necessity  of  raising 
cash  for  taxes,  which  are  payable  March  1. 

"Prices  to  growers  ranged  from  304  to  h0$  for  U.S.  I\fo.  1  stock,  with  as 

much  as  kjfi  paid  at  a  few  stations.    Unclassified  stock  brought  mostly  3^^» 

with  some  at  35^  •     Competition  has  been  quite  keen  among  dealers,  although  in 

most  cases  margins  have  been  so  small  that  they  have  scarcely  been  cable  to 

realize  brokerage  on  their  transactions. 

"What  inroads  the  .trucks  will  be  able  to  make  in  the  snring  is  nrc-blo- 

wao  ~ 
matical,  but  some  deal e r s7^have_  eeen  encouraged  by  their  success  in  marketing 

unclassified  stock  are  of  the  opinion  that  they  have  the  advantage  over  this 

type  of  competition.     Carlot  prices  have  been  5^-10^  lower  than  on  U.S.  L~o.  1 

stock,  but  dealers  have  been  able  to  pry  growers  within  5^  of  the  U.S.  ITo.  1 

price  because  of  lower  handling  costs.    Huch  of  this  stock  is  shipped  in  used 

bags,  which  means  a  saving  of  nearly  5#-    Grading  costs  are  also  lower,  and 

the  increased  volume  permits  of  a  slight  reduction  in  overhead."

The  following  interesting  report  came  from  J •  E.  Dickerson,  Federal - 
State  Supervising  Inspector,  with  headquarters  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana: - 

"We  have  completed  the  tabulations  on  the  cannery  tomato  inspection 
work  for  last  season  and  find  that  we  inspected  approximately  100,000  tons. 
We  inspected  at  57  different  plants,  using  62  inspectors,  in  addition  to  the 
man  who  was  nailing  color  tests  in  the  field,  the  Assistant  Supervisor,  and  the 
man  who  made  color  tests  on. the  finished  product. 

"The  cost  of  inspection  to  the  canner  ranged  from  approximately  at 
one  of  the  larger. canneries  to  J>h$  ^  one  of  the  smaller  canneries,  the  average 
being  around  19^  per  ton.    The  majority  of  the  canners  paid  the  growers  $12 
per  ton  for  ITo.  1 1  s.  and  $7  for  ITo.  2's.     The  flat  rate  at  those  canneries  that 
did  not  use  inspection  v/as  $10  per  ton  •  in  most  instances. 

"\7e  found  a  wide  variation  in  the  quality  of  the  product  in  different 
parts  of  the  State.    For  example,-  the  ITo.  l's  ranged  from  approximately  16$ 
at  some  factories  to  klft  in  others;  the  Ho.  2's  from  50$.  to  78,:^i  and  the  culls 
from  2y  to  10$.     On  the  average,  the  quality  was  considerably  poorer  last 
season  than  it  has  "been  for  the  past  four  3rears,  as  the  following  table  shows:

"The  following  statement -also  gives  an  idea  of  the  quality,  compared 
with  that  of  the  preceding  year:    Our  field  man  tagged  approximately  6,000 
fruits  each  season  and  found  in  193^*  on         average,  about  82$  developed  into 
ITo.  l's,  10)3  in  ITo.  2's  and  t he  remainder  into  culls.        In  1931  ^G  found  that 
only  30;'o  developed  into  ITo.  l's,  l|2$  into  ITo.  2's  and  the  remainder  were  culls. 
He  also  found  in  193^  that,  after  a  tomato  ripened  into  a  ITo.  1,  it  stayed  on 
the  vines  eight  days  before  "breaking  down  into  a  ITo.  2  or  a  cull,  while  in 
1931  tjie  average  was  a -little  less  than  four  days.

"It  looks. as  though  we  shall  have  several  new  canneries  using  the  inspec- 
tion service  this  season,  but  we  shall  also  lose  several  for  various  reasons, 
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principally  "bankruptcy  or  no ar -"bankruptcy  where  the  cannier  will  employ  a  sort 
of  grader  of  his  own.    As  nearly  as  I  can  toll  now,   the  flat  rate  will  be  $S 
per  ton  and  the  rate  under  the  grading  system, t  in  most  instances,  will  probably 
be  $13  for  ITo.  l's  and  $9  for  l\"o.  2's." 

2c.     TBMgMMT  OF  TgjQgM  IHJURY  I  IT  S0UTH5R1T  VEGETABLES 

Many  cars  of  Florida  celery  and  southern  cabbage  are  arriving  in  the 
markets  showing  a  considerable  percentage  of  worm  injury.     The  question  has 
arisen  whether  this  worm  injury  should  be  troo,ted  as  a  grade  defect  or  as  a 
factor  of  condition  which  may  have  developed  in  transit.        It  has  been  decided 
that,  when  the  worn  injury  is  fresh  and  both  frass  and  worms  are  present,  it 
should  be  treated  as  a  condition  factor.    Old  worm  injury,  which  is  discolored 
and  clo.jS  not  show  any  evidence  of  recent  development,  will  be  treated  as  a 
gr-7.de  defect.     This  policy  applies  to  the  work  in  receiving  markets,  and  both 
kinds  of  worm  injury  will  have  to  bo  treated  as, grade  defects  at  shipping  point. 

3c.  CARS  AT  SHIPPING-  POINT 

The  attention  of  all  Shipping-Point  Supervisors  is  again  called. to  the 
fact  that  some  cars,  which  have  been  inspected  at  shipping  points,  have  not 
been  properly  marked.     It  is  highly  inportant  that  this  be  done,  for  certificates 
do  not  always  reach  the  Washington  office  in  time  to  send  out  notices  of  inspec- 
tion to  the  receiving  markets. 

Directions  call  for  marks  to  be  placed  to  the  right  of  the  doorway  and 
high  enough  so  that  they  will  not  be  obscured  by  the  load.     If  the  inspector 
has  not  been  able  to  place  the  mark  in  this  position  before  the  last  stacks  are 
put  in,  the  narking  may  be  placed  directly  over  the  doorway.    Blue  wax  crayon 
has  been  recommended  for  this  purpose,  but  the  softer  carpenter's  chalk  may  be 
used'  instead,   if  the  wax  crayon  does  not  make  a  clear  mark  on  freshly-varnished 
surfaces.      In  cases  where  refrigera.tor  cars  are  papered  on  the  ends  and  sides 
clear  to  the  ceiling,  inspectors  may  place  their  crayon  markings  on  the  ceiling, 
as  near  as  possible  to  the  usual  place  where  the  car  is  narked.     Cars  are  some- 
times lined  with  paper  in  this  way,  especially  in  the  case  of  shipments  of 
lettuce  and  cauliflower,  where  ice  is  placed  on  top"  of  the  load  and  not  in  the

2e.    P.A.C.  COMPLAINT  AGAINST  HgW  YORK  FIRM  DISMISSED  3Y  SECRETARY 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  a  complaint  "brought  under 
the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  by  the  Botetourt  Packing  Assn.  , 
Inc.,  against  the  S.  A.  Gerrard  -Company  of  Hew  York,  Inc. 

This  complaint  related  to  the  rejection  by  G-errard  of  three  cars  of 
apples,  sold  to  them  -'."by.    the  Botetourt  Packing  Association  for  export.  Upon 
arrival  in  ITew  York  City,  the  apples  were  refused  because  they  showed  cork 
injury,  which  G-errard  said  was  contrary  to  the  sale  specifications  and  which 
prevented  shipment  of  the  apples  to  their  customers  in  Argentina.  G-errard 
claimed  that  the  "broker  had  been  instructed  that  the  apples  should  be  entirely 
free  from  cork  injury.     The  confirmation  of  sale  did  not  contain  a  stipulation 
as  to  the  absence  of  cork  injury.     Gerrard  stated  that  a  copy  of  this  confir- 
mation had  not  been  received  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  apples  and,  .conse- 
quently, it  was  not  known  that  this  specification  had  been  omitted  therefrom. 

Gerrard  contended  that  there  was  no  enforceable  sale  contract,-  because 
the  broker    did  not  deliver  the  confirmation  of  sale  to  him  and  because  it 
did  not  conform  to  the  prior  oral  stipulation  regarding  the  absence  of  cork 
injury.    Herschel  Jones,  the  broker  in  the  transaction,  testified  that  delivery 
of  the  confirmation  was  made  by  mailing  a  copy  to  Gerrard  sometime  during  the 
evening  of ' the  day  that  it  was  dated,  although  he  could  not  recall  definitely 
every  step  of  the  procedure.    This  statement  was  based  in  part  upon  his  inde- 
pendent'recollection  and  in  part  upon  the  usual  practice  of  his  office. 

The  Secretary  finds  that  a.  confirmation  of  sale  was  made  and  that, 
being  so,  it  is  probable  that  the  usual  copies  were  made  at  the  same  time. 
He  further  states  that  the  Statute  of  Frauds  does  not  require  the  memorandum 
made  by  an  agent  to  be  delivered  to  his  principal.    The  sale  contract  was  oral, 
and  the  office  of  the  memorandum  was  to  make  the  oral  contract  enforceable . 
There  was  introduced  in  evidence  a  copy  of  the  confirmation  of  sale,  which 
the  broker  stated  he  subsequently  made  out  and  mailed  to  Gerrard.     The  essen- 
tial requirement  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds  is  that-  a  memorandum  be  made,  but 
it  does  not  declare  when  it  must  be  made.     The  weight  of  authority  is  to  the 
effect  that  a  memorandum. made  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  action  is 
sufficient . 

The  broker,  Jones,  used  in  this  transaction  the  standard  confirmation 
of  sale  form  rather  than  the  broker's  memorandum  of  sale.     Gerrard  contended 
that,  this  having  been  done,  all  terms  of  the  standard  confirmation  of  sale 
should  be  complied  with,  including  those  requiring  the  signature  of  the  buyer. 

(continued  over) 
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Jones  stated  that  he  did  not  secure  Gerrard's  signature  because  of  the  delay 
involved  and  "because  it  was  not  recognized  as  necessary  Toy  the  trade.     It  is 
obvious  that,  if  Jones  had  secured  C-errard's  signature,  the  dispute  over  these 
cars  would  not  have  occurred*    The  Secretary  expresses  the  opinion  that  "brokers 
should,  when  it  is  practically  possible  and  especially  when  a  standard  con- 
firmation of  sale  form  is  used,  undertake  to  secure  the  huyer's  signature 
thereto.      However ,  in  this  case  neither  party  claimed  that  it  was  understood 
and  agreed  that  their  oral  contract  was  to  be  reduced  to  writing  and  that,  when 
signed  by  the  parties,  such  writing  should  be  considered  as  their  contract  and 
that  all  prior  or  oral  agreements  should  be  incorporated  therein.     If  the 
parties  had  so  agreed,  it  is  probable  that  Gerrard's  contention  would  be  well 
taken.     In  the  absence  of  such  an  agreement  between  the  parties,  the  only 
office  the  confirmation  of  sale  performs  is  to  supply  the  note  or  memorandum 
of  the  prior  oral  sale,  as  required  by  the  Statute  of  Frauds.     The  Secretary, 
therefore,  holds  that  the  standard  confirmation  of  sale  form  used  by  the 
broker,  not  being  the  contract  of  the  parties  but  only  a  written  note  or 
memorandum  thereof,  is  sufficient  as  a  written  note  or  memorandum- by  the 
broker  acting  for  both  parties. 

The  second  question  to  be  considered  is  whether  or  not  the  memorandum 
conformed  to  the  oral  specifications.  T^e  Secretary  finds ,  after  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  records,  that  the  broker  failed  to  set  out  in  the  confirma- 
tion of  sale  the  buyer's  stipulation  that  the  apples  were  to  be  free  from  cork 
injury  and  that,  since  the  apples  did  contain  cork  injury,  Gerrard's  rejection 
thereof  was  justified.     Hie  case  was  therefore  dismissed.

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la.    DAMAGE  EEC..:  COLD  WEATHER  IIT  MATY  DISTRICTS 

Below  are  published  brief  telegrams  from  field  representatives  of  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  relating  to  the  recent  cold  wave  in 
various  producing  districts. 

From  G.  D.  Clark,  Austin,  Texas,  March  8: 

"Cold  wave  continues.     Delaying  investigation  until  finished.  Reported 
Corpus  Christi  cucumbers  killed  Sunday  morning  and  beans  -nipped  but  not  killed. 
Probably  some  damage  to  Valley  beans  Saturday  and  Sunday,  due  cold  wind  whip- 
ping vines.    About  3^  degrees  at  MCAllen,  35  a"k  Brownsville  Sunday,  with  some 
frost. " 

"Total  Texas  citrus  movement  by  motor  truck  and  rail  6,575  cars  through 
March  6.    Advised  hOO  to  ^00  cars  vet  to  move.     Total  shipments  will  exceed 
December  estimate  about  IO70.    Valley  citrus  quarantine,  effective  March  5 
account  Mexican  fruit  fly,  requires  sterilization  prior  to  shipment  to  certain 
States.    No  shipments  permitted  except  by  rail.     Too  early  to  determine  if 
any  frost  damage  to  deciduous  fruits." 

From  J.  C.  Towns  end,  Jr.,  Orlando,  Ela. ,  '.'arch  8: 

"Y/ind  damage  to  Florida  grapefruit.     Loss  estimated  by  large  operators 
at  15$  to  30}£.    Believe  15$  nearer  correct.     Damage  to  oranges  negligible. 
All  Florida  truck  crops  badly  whipped  by  heavy  winds,  but  recovering  under 
slowly  rising  temperatures.    Very  little  actual  loss  of  acreage  except  about 
150  acres  of  truck  crops,  mostly  tomatoes  on  Terra  Ceia  Island,  Manatee 
County,  which  were  destroyed  by  abnormally  high  tide  Sunday.    Frost  in  scat- 
tered localities  but  damage  negligible.    Report  from  Elizabeth  City,  ITorth 
Carolina,  states  heavy  frost  damage  to  peas;  extent  not  determined.     Some  dam- 
age feared  at  7iTilmington.    Wallace  section  of  ITorth  Carolina  reports  severe 
cold  killed  75$  °~  strawberries  now  on  vines.    Expect  crop  yield  to  be  cut  one- 
fourth.     Charleston  County,  South  Carolina,  reports  about  half  of  potatoes

up  yet." 

From  L.   C.  Heidelberg,  -Gulfport,  Miss.,  March  S: 

"Recent  low  temperatures  will  reduce  considerably  the  expected  volume 
of  strawber^  shipments  during  March  from  Alabama  and  Mississippi.     Eruit  on 
plants  damaged  and  most  blooms  killed,  delaying  crop  probably  three  weeks. 
Material  shipments  not  now  expected  before  April  1.    Effect  on  ultimate  yield 
problematical,  as  crop  was  nearly  one  month  advanced  from  normal." 

A  later  wire,  dated  March  9>  came  from  L.  C.  Heidelberg,  at  Gulfport, 
Miss.,  as  follows  : - 

"Another  cold  wave  today,  with  freezing  to  coast  causing  more  severe 
damage  to  truck  crops.    Mississippi  and  Alabama  strawberry  shipments  will 
practically  cease  for  next  30  days.    Reduction  in  final  yields  will  depend  up- 
on extent  of  injury  to  plants,  which  cannot  yet  be  determined  but  probably  ~ffip 
to  k0:/o  reduction  in  yields.    Reduction  probably  30$  from  expected  volume  of

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green  pea  shipments.     Crop  delayed  and  material  shipments  not  now  expected 
until  April.     Irish  potato  plants  and  early  corn  cut  "bach  to  ground,  causing 
material  delay.     Tomato  plants  still  in  cold  frames  and  extent  of  damage  yet 
undetermined,    Replanting  of  snap  "beans  and  cucumbers  will  he  necessary,  cut 
most  of  acreage  had  not  been  planted.    Probably  heavy  da-mage  to  pears  and 
early  p9achss  in  Mississippi." 

«—  The  following  reports  came  from  F.  &  V.  Division  men: 
From  W.  D.  Googe,  at  Brownsville,  Texas,  on  March  10:- 
"Some  damage  reported -from -cold  and  winds  to  tender  vegetables  in 
lower  Valley,  particularly  to  heahs  and  tomatoes,  hut  too  early  to  obtain 
accurate  information-    Snow  in  most  sections  north  of  lower  Valley,  with 
freezing  temperatures  and  tender  vegetables  severely  damaged.." 
"rem  Hunter  S.  Moles,  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  March  9«- 

"Ice  Sunday  night  and  frost  Monday  morning  (March  o  and  7)  badly  dam- 
aged strawberries.    Yesterday,  estimated .  50;s  of  berries  on  plants  remaining. 
Another  freeze  last  night  and  prospect  of  heavy  frost  tonight  will  probably 
eliminate  most  remaining  berries.    Uew  crops  will  have  to  be  formed  before 
shipments  will  again  increase."

A.  L.  Thomas  wrote  as  follows  from  Rochester  in  a  letter  of  March  <?:- 

"The  weather  during  the  past  week  was  rather  mild  and  springlike,  "but 
on  Sunday  a  heavy  snow  began  falling  and  continued  until  Monday  night.  '  numer- 
ous reports  indicate  that  the  storm  is  the  worst  in  many  years.  Humerous 
highways  are  completely  blocked,  especially  in  the  rural  districts.  According 
to  the  Weather  Bureau  only  lh  inches  of  snow  fell,  but  high  winds  piled  it 
four  and  five  feet  deep  in  some  places. 

"The  demand  for  apples  continued  moderate  and  prices  showed  a  5^  gain 
over  the  preceding  -week.     F.o.b.  sales  were  confined  mostly  to  the  smaller 
markets,  as  prices  in  the  larger  terminals  were  about  on  a  par  with  those  at 
shipping  points.    Many  cars  are  being  consigned,  both  for  the  domestic  and 
for  the  export  trade. 

"Movement  of  cabbage  decreased  slightly.    A  somewhat  better  demand  pre- 
vailed, and  a  few  shippers  were  quoting  excessively-high  prices ,  believing 
that  a  better  market  would  prevail  shortly.     Some  shippers  were  asking  $20  for 
the  best  stock.    All  indications  point  to  a  very  light  movement  this  week  on 
account  of  road  conditions,  and  yesterday  only  six  cars  were  billed. 

"The  demand  for  potatoes  has  been  fairly  good,  but  prices  were  lowered 
slightly  during  the  past  week.    Practically  all  the  country  roads  are  blocked 
and  it  is  impossible  for  growers  to  haul  to  any  of  the  loading  stations. 
Dealers  expect  a  very  light  movement  this  week.    Growers  are  receiving  20'i-25^, 
mostly  around  22^  per  bushel. 

"Trading  in  carrots  has  been  very  active,  considering  the  quantity  of 
stock  remaining  in  western  I"ew  York.  Prices  on  100-pound  sacks  advanced  25^ 
during  the  week.     Some  shippers  are  asking  $3»5^  for  100-pound  sacks. 

"The  market  for  onions  continued  firm,  and  most  dealers  still  are  not 
inclined  to  push  sales.  Practically  all  of  the  remaining  onions  are  located 
west  of  Rochester."

V.  E.  Nicholson  sent  the  following  report  from  Presque  Isle  on  March  5:_ 

" Shipments  of  Maine  potatoes  increased  sharply  and  it  now  appears  that 
the  total  for  the  current  week  will  exceed  2,000  cars,  or  the  heaviest  weekly 
shipments  since  the  fall  of  1929*    Movement  of  kl~[  cars  on  Tuesday  was  the 
heaviest  since  October  lo,  19^9»  v;ben  kk2  cars  were  billed. 

"Weather  conditions  have  been  favorable  for  hauling  from  the  farmers1 
storages.     The  price  to  growers  is  now  mostly  hOfi  bulk  per  barrel,  with  a 
firmer  undertone  noticeable  in  the  local  market.    While  reports  are  being  cir- 
culated to  the  effect  that  stocks  in  Maine  are  cleaning  up,   the  indications 
are  that  no  shortage  will  develop  for  some  time.     Stocks  on  hand  are  at  least 
as  heavy  as,  and  probably  heavier  than,  at  this  time  last  season. 

"The  market  for  seed  stock  improved  during  the  week.    Demand  has  been 
good,  and  a  shortage  of  cars  on  the  Bangor  and  Aroostook  Railroad  has  added 
impetus  to  the  market.    Yesterday,   (Friday),  certified  Cobblers  were  selling  on 
the  basis  of  $1  f.o.b.  for  lo5-pound  bags  and  mostly  90^  for  150-pound  bags.

Selected  Cobblers  in  150-pound  sacks  have  been  selling  mostly  at  65^-70^. 
Shipments  of  certified  seed  last  week -amounted  to  156  carlots,  of  which  about 
125  cars  were  Cobblers.    Destinations  of  these  shipments  were  mainly  Virginia, 
Maryland,  New  Jersey  and  Long  Island  points." 

3b.-    INTERESTING  NEWS  FROM  TEE  gggggWEST 

•'•T..R.  Kail,  of  the  Seattle  office,  included  the  following  comments  on 
fruits  and  vegetables  in  a  Northwestern  Review,  released  about  March 

"Although  the  markets  for  American  apples  and  pears  in  Continental 
Europe  remained  unfavorable  during  February,  a  firmer  tendency  developed 
around  March  1.    Prices  on  German  auctions,  though  low,  reflected  a  slightly 
better  tone.     Importations  of  apples  into  Germany  for  January,  1932 »  amounted 
to  H,7S5  tons,  compared  with  19,190  tons  for  the.  corresponding  period  of  1931* 
Pear  imports  were  p. 5  tons,  compared  with  603  tons  in  January,  193^»  Supplies 
of  domestic  fruit  on  the  German  markets  were  largely  cleaned  up  and  prices 
were  firmer. 

"In  Holland  the  auctions  were  generally  weaker,  but  improvement  seemed 
likely  after  March  1.    A  fair  demand  developed  at  the  latest  Denmark  auction 
and  prices  were  slightly  higher,  while  in  Switzerland  a  fairly-satisfactory 
business  for  domestic  and  imported  frr.it  was  enjoyed. 

"Swollen  mountain  streams  in  the  State  of  Washington  have  done  a  great 
deal  of  property  damage  throughout  the  western  slope  of  the  Cascades,  but  no 
material  delay  in  garden  operations  has  followed.     Carlo t  movement  of  hothouse 
rhubarb  is  decreasing,  with  about  one  car  daily  moving  from  the  Puyallup-Sum- 
ner  territory.     There  has  been  little  change  in  f.o.b.  prices,  and  the  percent- 
age of  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  grades  this  year'  has  been  heavy.     The  outdoor 
rhubarb  crop  is  espected  to  follow,  with  movement  beginning  between  March  20 
and  April  1,  governed  largely  by  weather  conditions. 

"Raspberry  growers  are  perfecting  plans  for  the  193^  marketing  season. 
Outlets  for  the  fresh  fruit  are  being  developed,  and  processing  will  not  be 
used  to  as  great  an  extent  as  formerly,  if  fresh  fruit  markets  can  be  found. 

"The  Northwest  potato  market  shows  little  improvement  over  recent  weeks. 
Storage  holdings  in  Yakima  and  Ellensburg  growers'  houses  are  estimated  around 
3,000  cars  of  ungraded  potatoes,  but  frost  damage  and  heavy  wastage  and  shrink- 
age, it  is  generally  contended,  will  reduce  the  probable  output  of  U.S.  No.  1 
grade  to  about  1,000  cars.     Yakima's  outlet  is  confined  largely  to  the  Puget 
Sound  markets.     In  some  quarters  it  is  anticipated  that  Vancouver,  B.  C. ,  will 
be  in  the  market  for  a  good  quantity  of  Yakima  potatoes  later  in  the  season. 
Exportation  of  potatoes  from  British  Columbia  districts  to  the  Orient  have 
been  unusually  heavy  since  January,  and  supplies  are  not  being  held  for  the 
late-season  demand."

W.  D.  G-ooge  wrote  as  follows  from  Brownsville  in  a  letter  of  March  6:~ 
!' Cabbage  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  held  about  steady  during  the 
past  week,  but  the  comparatively  high  prices  met  considerable  sales  resist- 
ance in  the  terminals  during  the  latter  part  of  the  week.     Shipments  totaled 
about  150  cars.     Cash-track  prices  were  about  the  same  as  usual- terms  prices, 
but  cash  buyers  were  selecting  the  best  quality. 

"Beets  and  carrots  were  lower.     Carrots  yielded  to  the  influence  of 
heavier  shipments  from  California,  and  closed  Saturday  at  mostly  $2  per  let- 
tuce crate.     The  demand  for  beets  was  limited  throughout  the  week.     Snap  beans 
held  firmly  at  $2  per  bushel  hamper,  but  were  slightly  weaker  Friday.  Ship- 
ments of  beans  showed  a  steady  increase.     If  weather  does  not  prevent,  the 
peak  of  the  spring  bean  movement  will  probably  be  reached  about  March  15.  A 
few  new  potatoes  and  onions  were  features  of  the  week's  movement  from  the 
Valley,  only  light  shipments  of  which  may  be  expected  during  the  next  two 
weeks. 

" Citrus  shipments  increased  sharply  on  Friday  as  a  result  of  a  change 
in  quarantine  regulations,  which  became  effective  at  S  a.m.,  Saturday,  March  5- 
Under  the  present  regulations,  shipments  by  motor  trucks  will  be  stopped  com- 
pletely, and  rail  shipments  to  most  southern  States  will  not  be  permitted 
without,  sterilization  of  the  fruit." 

6b.   wisco::siy  srrl  rotators  ir  :z:r: 

A.  M.  McDowell,  of  the  Waupaca  field  station,  sent  the  following 
report  under  date  of  March  S:- 

" There  was  not  much  interest  in  Wisconsin  table  potatoes  during  the 
past  week,  but  seed  stock  was  in  good  demand  and  prices  were  improving  over 
the  previous  week.    Most  of  the  inquiry  was  from  Tennessee,  Kentucky  and 
southern  Indiana,  although  there  were  still  some-  wires  from  Mississippi.  Un- 
certified Cobblers  were  particularly  in  demand,  and  there  were  a  few  sales  of 
certified  stock.     The  very  few  cars  of  Triumphs  left  in  the  State  are  being 
offered  at  reduced  prices,  in  an  effort  to  dispose  of  them.    Frices  of  uncer- 
tified Cobblers  ranged  from  63^  to  70 i  and  a  few  were  sold  as  high  as  S0^, 
sacked  per  cwt.     The  few  sales  of  certified  stock  were  reported  at  $1.05. ' 

"Eaulings  were  lighter  during  the  week,  as  dealers  reduced  their  prices 
to  growers  to  25^-30c5  in  the  Rice  Lake  district  and  30^-35^  ~±n  ^he  cen"Fal  and 
northern  districts;  at  a  few  stations  hOd  was  still  being  paid.  Unclassified 
stock  returned  25^-30^,  with  most  of  the  sales  at  the  lower  figure  by  the  end 
of  the  week. 

"Dealers  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  peak  movement  of  the  season  has 
just  been  passed,  unless  marketing  conditions  improve  materially.    Most  esti- 
mates are  for  total  shipments  of  approximately  13,000  cars,  indicating  that 
about  one-fourth  of  the  crop  remains  to  be  shipped.    Under  present  conditions, 
movement  will  probably  be  fairly  liberal  during  this  month  and  a  little  light- 
er in  April,  with  the- clean-up  coming  in  early  June. 

"Lately  the  question  of  freight  rates  has  been  receiving  considerable 
attention.    A  hearing  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  was  held  in 
Minneapolis  during  the  last  two  weeks,  and  there  was  an  informal  meeting  of 
shippers  and  representatives  of  Wisconsin  ra.ilroads  in  Milwaukee  the  week 
previous." 
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7b .     FLQP.IDA  BEERY  MP  VEGETABLE  SITUATION  UPSET  BY  STORM  RAMAGg 

Important  information  regarding  Florida  products  is  contained  in  the 
following  letter  of  March  9»  from  P.  M.  Peterson,  at  Plant  City:- 

11  The  strawberry  movement  is  expected  to  continue  at  the  present  rate  of 
around  75  cars  per  week  for  the  remainder  of  this  month.    Recent  rains  anil- 
cooler  weather  have  revived  all  plants  that  were  still  in  "bearing  condition 
last  week.     The  Louisiana  frost  reports  gave  the  shipping-point  market  a  dis- 
tinctly upward  trend,  with  growers  getting  mostly  lSj^  per  pint  yesterday,  "but 
the  "buyers  received  word  last  night  "before  the  auction  that  Louisiana  was  load- 
ing 12  or  more  cars,  which  resulted  in  little  interest  "being  shown  in  the 
Florida  auction  cars.    A  weaker  market  is  expected  for  the  next  few  days,  "but 
it  is  felt  that  the  movement  from  Louisiana  will  tend  downward  instead  of  up- 
ward for  two  weeks  or  more  and  that  Florida  "berry  prices  will  be  firmer  "by  the 
end  of  this  week. 

"The  storm  on  the  west  coast  of  Florida  SaturdaV  night  flooded  most  of 
Terra  Ceia  and  Sneads  Islands,  as  well  as  a  few  of  the  low  places  along  the 
Manatee  River,  with  salt  water  destroying  all  of  "the  tomatoes ,  eggplant  and 
peppers  in  those  fields.     The  wind  and  rain  did  some  damage  to  the  remaining 
fields,  with  an  estimated  total  damage  of  yfo  to  10$,  and  possibly  higher,  to 
Manatee  tomatoes,  and  approximately  similar  damage  to  Manatee  peppers  and  egg- 
plant.   The  maturity  of  the  tomatoes  has  been  delayed  somewhat,  and  it  is  now 
doubtful  if  the  first  car  will  be  loaded  until  after  March  15* 

"The  Wauchula  cucumbers  were  also  damaged  by  high  winds,  probably 
around  2'^fo.     The  maturity  has  been  delayed  and  loadings  should  continue  light 
for  two  weeks. 

"The  weather  report  was  just  received,  while  writing  the  above,  predict- 
ing colder  weather  and  frost  in  most  parts  of  Florida,  including  the  Lake 
Okeechobee  section,  with  a  low  temperature  of  22  to  26  degrees  indicated  for 
the  extreme  northern  portion  of  the  State." 

gb .     SOUTHERN  FLORIDA  TOMATOES  DAMAG-SD  BY  STORM 

J.  B.  Owens  wrote  as  follows  from  "ompano,  Florida,   in  a  letter  of 
March  S:- 

" After  considerable  fluctuation  in  prices  during  recent  weeks,  the  f.o.b 
bean  market  on  Tuesday  (March  o)  reached  its  highest  point  to  date  for  the  sea- 
son.    The  best  Bountifuls  sold  at  $3»^5^$3*T5  a  hamper. 

"Shipments  during  the  past  week  were  only  9  cars  less  than  for  the  pre- 
vious week,  but  indications  are  that  the  present  week  will  show  a  more  decided 
decrease.    After  this  time,   the  movement  will  be  very  light,  with  the  season 
in  this  section  coming  to  an  end  about  April  1. 

"On  Saturday  night,  March  5>  there  was  a  light  rain,  accompanied  by  a 
high  wind,  which  did  considerable  damage.     The  bean  crop  in  the  Pompano  section 
was  not  seriously  affected  other  than  the  general  lowering  of  quality.    A  few 
outlying  fields,  totaling  possibly  25O  acres,  were  killed  by  frost  on  Sunday 
night.     The  bean  crop  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section  is  reported  to  be  almost 
a  complete  failure.    The  possibility  of  heavier  shipments  later  in  the  spring 
appears  doubtful,  because  of  the  continued  ravages  of  the  leaf  hopper. 

"The  f.o.b.  pepper  market  was  very  dull  during  the  past  week  and  much 
stock  was  consigned.    The  quality  of  shipments,  in  general,  was  very  ordinary. 
A  conservative  estimate  would  place  75,^  of  the  shipments  in  the  second  grade  or 
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choice  class.     Many  of  the  older  fields  have  "been  abandoned,  due  to  the  poor 
quality  caused  by  the  ravages  of  insects  and  the  dry  weather.     Some  of  the 
older  plantings  located  on  strong  land  and  a  considerable  acreage  of  younger 
plantings  will  continue  to  supply  the  market  in  sufficient  quantities  for  the 
next  month  or  six. weeks.     There  is  a  better  feeling  prevailing  on  the  local 
market,  as  demonstrated  by  a  slight  advance  in  prices  the  first  of  the  week. 

"The  tomato  crop  possibly  suffered  worst  of  all  commodities  from  the 
high  winds  of  Saturday  night.     This  is  particularly  true  of  the  older  bushes, 
which  were  whipped  about  rather  severely.     The  districts  south  of  Miami  and  in 
Collier  County  report  10)1  to  l^fo  damage  from  this  cause.     The  crop  around  Dania 
and  Pompano  suffered  a  similar  loss  of  approximately  2^fo.     The  Lake  Okeechobee 
section  reports  a  loss  of  possibly  25^.    Only  slight  damage  was  done  in  the 
Vero  section.    A  few  fields  near  Dania  were  reported  killed  by  frost. 

"Loadings  during  the  first  of  this  week  have  been  very  light,  due  to  con- 
dition of  the  fields,  but  the  normal  movement  should  be  resumed  by  the  latter 
part  of  the  week.    A  better  demand  is  being  experienced  for  the  best  grades  of 
tomatoes,  but  there  is  practically  no  f.o.b.  market  for  the  off-grade  stock  and 
most  of  this  is  being  consigned." 

9b.     A  REPORT  PIT  TRUCK  SHIPMENTS  FOR  LOS  ANGELES 

Walter  Kingsbury  sent  the  following  letter  from  Los  Angeles  on  March  5:~ 

"This  office  has  recently  inaugurated  a  new  report,   that  promises  to  be 
a  permanent  service  of  marked  value. 

"Through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Standardization  Service  and  cer- 
tain truck  lines,  a  record  of  highway  passings  of  produce  destined  for  Los 
Angeles  by  truck  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  Coachella  Valley,  San  Diego  County, 
Central  Coast  districts,  and  the  San.  Joaquin  Valley,  is  secured  between  6  and 
7:30  each  evening  by  wire  and  long-distance  .telephone. 

"This  information  is  placed  on  a  special  report  and  released  to  between 
25  and  30  firms  at  S  P.M.  or  some  hours  before  the  arrival  of  the  trucks.  This 
service,  which  has  aroused  much  favorable  comment,  was  started  principally 
through  the  efforts  of  Clifford  Taylor  of  this  office,  a  State  employee  who  is 
in  direct  charge  of  the  work.     The  entire  cost  is  borne  by  the  firms  using  the 
service ." 


10b .     BETTER  DEMAND  FOR  FLORIDA  CELERY 

B.  E.   Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Sanford,  Fla.  ,   in  a  letter  of  March  "J: 
"The  celery  movement  from  Florida  increased  slightly  last  week  to  ^20 
cars,  although  about  80  cars  under  shipments  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 
Most  of  last  week's  increase  was  from  Sanford,  with  the  Sarasota-Manatee  sec- 
tion loading  about  the  s  ame  as  the  previous  week.    Reports  indicate  a  fairly 
good  spring  crop  at  Oviedo,  but  general  movement  will  not  commence  until  April. 
Recent  cool  weather  and  rain  will  be  of  some  benefit  to  the  celery. 

"The  Sanford  f.o.b.  market  advanced  almost  25^  per  crate  for  best 
offerings,  with  a  good  demand  and  inquiry.     Fair  quality  in  most  instances  sold 
at  shipping  point,  but  many  cars  of  ordinary  quality  were  consigned  or  rolled 
unsold.     The  demand  was  slower  for  3's»  with  6-3  dozens  in  better  demand. 
Fair  quality  stock  was  discounted  about  25^  per  crate  below  best  stock."

It  appears  that  there  has  been  some  lack  of  uniformity  in  certification 
of  grade  of  potatoes  showing  percentages  of  wet  breakdown  following  freezing 
injury,  which  is  scattered  throughout  the  load  so  as  to  indicate  that  it  did 
not  occur  in  transit.    Firm  dry  potatoes,  with  the  flesh  discolored  as  a  re- 
sult of  freezing  injury,  should  "be  included  in  the  b;o  tolerance  for  grade  de- 
fects, hut  wet  breakdown  following  freezing  injury  should  "be  classed  as  Soft 
Rot,  for  which  the  tolerance  is  l.o.     The  following  are  examples  of  some  of  the 
conditions  which  may  he  encountered:

In  the  first  case,  the  potatoes  fail  to  grade  U.S.  Ho*.  1  account  per- 
centage of  wet  breakdown  following  freezing  injury  in  excess  of  the  tolerance. 
It  is  quite  obvious  that,  in  the  other  cases,   the  potatoes  would  have  to  be 
certified  as  "U.S.  Ho.  1,  decay  being  a  factor  of  condition."     There  may  be 
cases  when  the  total  percentage  of  grade  defects,  including  wet  breakdown 
following  freezing  injury,  amounts  to  oyo  or  10fo  or  more,  and  in  cases  of  this 
kind  the  potatoes  are  below  grade  on  account  of  percentage  of  grade  defects 
in  excess  of  the  tolerance,  even  though  wet  breakdown  is  not  in  excess  of

W.  M.  Hanson  &  Sons  Co.,  Dubuque,  Iowa,  have  "been  ordered  "by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  to  pay  the  Fruit  Exchange,  Des  Moines,  Iowa, the  sum  of 
$97* 5^  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Com- 
modities Act. 

The  Eruit  Exchange  sold  Hanson  a  car  of  onions  at  a  price  of  $530  deliv- 
ered, "but  through  error  the  invoice  and  draft  were  made  out  for  $UH0,  which  sum 
was  paid.    Hanson  refused  to  pay  the  additional  $90,  alleging  that  the  onions 
did  not  comply  with  the  contract  and  that  they  were  rotten  and  brown  inside. 
The  Fruit  Exchange  showed  that  the  onions  had  "been  inspected  at  shipping  point 
"by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  found  to  he 
of  U.S.  Kb..  1  grade.    All  of  the  testimony  offered  "by  Hanson  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  onions  related  to  a  time  several  days  subsequent  to  his  acceptance 
of  them. 

The  Secretary  holds  that  the  opening,  unloading  and  carting  away  of  a 
car  of  produce  constitutes  acceptance  and  implies  settlement  in  accordance  with 
the  contract  terms..   He  states  that  in  this  instance  Hanson  inspected  the  pro- 
duce, was  satisfied  with  it,  took  it  away  and  under  established  trading  prac- 
tices thereby  accepted  the  car,  and  must  thereafter  do  what  he  a, greed  to  do. 
He  further  holds  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  go  into,  the  matter  of  the  effect 
of  the  condition  of  the  produce  either  at  time  of  shipment  or  subsequent  to  the 
acceptance  thereof,'  inasmuch  as  the  unqualified  acceptance  of  the  car  on  arrival 
is  decisive  in  the  case.     The  Secretary  therefore  issued  a  reparation  order  in 
the  sum  of  $30  plus  $7.50  interest  in  favor  of  the  Fruit  Exchange,  and  directed 
that  the  facts  be  published.

A 
special  meeting  of  the  Florida  Grapefruit  Canners  Association  has  been  called, 
to  be  held  during  Mr.  Williams'  stay  in  Florida,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
the  tentative  grades  for  canned  grapefruit  and  the  new  gra.ding  service. 

Loyde  M.  Billman,  assistant  to  Mr.  Williams,  has  been  spending  much  time 

recently  in  the  laboratory  of  Dr.  B.  J.  Howard,  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and 

Soils  in  Washington,  taking  a  course  in  microanalytical  work, preparatory  to  the 

inauguration  of  grading  service  on  commodities  requiring  microscopic  analysis 

in  the  Canned  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Grading  Project.  Among  the  products  which  re- 
quire such  examinations  are  tomato  pulp  and  tomato  catsup.

" Following  decree  issued  at  Paris  this  morning: 

"1.-  Shipments  in  warehouses  or  in  transit  March  9  of  all  fruits  except 
apples  and  pears  will  "be  admitted  without  special  inspection,  hut  apples  and 
pears  in  "boxes,  wrapped  in  paper,  originating  from  Washington,  Oregon  and  Cal- 
ifornia will  "be  admitted  without  special  inspection.    All  future  shipments  of 
apples  and  other  fruits  must  "be  covered  "by  sanitary  certificates,  issued  "by 
competent  authorities  from  country  of  origin,  guaranteeing  absolutely  that 
fruit  does  not  carry  San  Jose  scale. 

"2.-  All  fruits  except  oranges,  lemons  and  grapefruit  are  subject  to 
sanitary  control  on  arrival.     Infested  parcels  must  he  destroyed  or  reshipped. 

"3.-  Entry  into  France  is  permitted  only  via  Havre }  Bordeaux,  Dunkirk, 
Marseilles  and  Paris. 

"H.-  Transit  of  fruit  through  France  allowed  except  in  hulk."

A.  L.  Thomas  sent  the  following  report  from  Rochester  on  March  15'- 

" The  movement  of  produce  fro:.,  western  New  York  was  very  light  during 
the  past  week  for  all  commodities  except  apples.     The  extremely  cold  weather 
and  "bad  condition  of  roads  made  it  next  to  impossible  for  any  produce  to  he 
hauled  to  the  local  dealers.  .  ■ 

"The  demand  for  apples  continued  fairly  moderate  from  Doth  the  domestic 
and  export  trade.  Total  movement  from  the  State  this  week  filled  3^  cars,  gc 
of  which  were  hilled  direct  to  Weehawken  for  export. 

"Hie  cabbage  market  has  he en  very  much  excited,  and  sharp  advances 
were  made  during  the  week.    Reports  of  freeze  damage  in  Texas  assisted  materi- 
ally in  the  strong  reaction  at  this  end.    Practically  all  sales  this  week 
were  of  sacked  stock,  which  advanced  to  a  range  of  $H5~$55  Per  ton,,  with  many 
shippers  asking  as  high  as  $65*     Due  to  the  limited  supplies  remaining,  the 
daily  movement  will  be  comparatively  light  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 

"Onions  continued  to  maintain  a  firm  position.    Reports  indicate 
approximately  200  cars  remaining  to  be  moved,  and  these  are  in  the  hands  of 
three  or  four  large  operators. 

" Carrots  were  in  good  demand  and  most  shippers  are  holding  the  few  re- 
maining cars  for  still  higher  prices.     The  100-pound  sacks,  rough,  brought 
mostly  around  $3*25«     One  dealer  refused  $3-35  an(^  ^s  quoting  $U. 

"A  slight  advance  \?as  made  in  potato  prices,  due  principally  to  the 
light  shipments.     Most  country  roads  are  still  impassable,  and  only  an  occa- 
sional wagonload  is  being  received  by  the  dealers,  who  are  offering  25^  per 
bushel.    Only  71  cars  moved  from  the  State  this  week,  as  compared. with  205  the 
previous  seven  daT~s,  and  it  is  evident  that  shipments  will  continue  light  for 
at  least  another  week." 

•  2c .     PRICES  ADVANCE  FOR- FLORIDA  CELERY 

The  following  report  came  from  3.  E.  Surry,  at  the  Sanf ord  office, 
under  date  of  March  lU: 

"Cold  weather,  frost  and  rain  caused  a  sharp  decrease  in  cele,ry  ship- 
ments from  this  section  last  week.     Sanf ord-Oviedo  loaded  only  loO  cars,  com- 
pared with  3^0  the  previous  week  and  U50  Cars  a  vea.r  ago.     Total  Florida  ship- 
ments amounted  to  only  2S0  cars.    On  March  11,  for  the  first  time  this  year, 
shipments  out  of  this  section  to  date  totaled  less  than  for  the  same  period 
last  year,  although  total  movement  from  the  State  was  in  excess  of  X93J  ship- 
ments to  the  same  time.  . 

"With  only  a  fair  movement  for  the  country  as  a  whole  and  a  good  dis- 
tribution realized,   the  local  f.o.b.  market  advanced  50^  Per  crate  for  S's 
and  about  25^  for  dozens,  resulting  in  a  general  price  of  $2.25  for  all 

sizes  except  10Ts.     Quality  was  improved  by  the  advent  of  rain  and  cooler 
weather.    Demand  and  wire  inquiry  continued  good  throughout  the  week,  and  all 
cars  of  fair  to  good  quality  were  quickly  disposed  of.    A  stronger  feeling 
prevailed  today."

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Jo.     COLD  gAVj  KEEPS  GROWERS  NERVOUS  III  SOUTHERN  TEXAS 

W.  D.  Googe  sent  the  following,  report  from  Brownsville  on  March  13 
11  The  past  week  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  has  been  featured  "by- 
weather  conditions  which  put  most  of  the  residents  under  a  tremendously- 
nervous  strain.    No  frosts  or  freezes  .actually  occurred  in  this  tip  end  of 
Texas,  but  the  balance  of  the  State  was  held  in  the  icy  grip  of  a  belated 
winter.    While. the  danger  still  threatens  for  another  night  or  two,  the 
Weather  Bureau  here  predicts  rising  temperatures  beginning  tomorrow,  March 
lty.     Cloudy  weather  with  .light  mists  prevailed  in  the  Valley  throughout  the 
cold  spell,  which  averted  frosts  or  freezes  during  the  time  when  the  thermom- 
eter registered  from  30  to  H2  degrees.     The  greatest  damage  resulted  from  cold 
winds  from  the  icy  region  north  of  us,  which  whipped  the  beans,  tomatoes  and 
potatoes  rather  violently.    No  estimates  of  damage  done  are  as  yet  very  reli-  . 
able,  and. all  are  waiting  to  see  what  happens  tonight,  when  a  clear  still 
night  with  heavy  frosts  is  predicted. 

"Uncomfortable  weather,  kept  laborers  out  of  the  fields,  and  shipments 
were  comparatively  light.    Nearly  all  commodities  were  advanced  in  price, 
cabbage  reaching  $U0.  a  ton  to  growers  on  Saturday.     Carrots  and  beets  were 
bringing  slightly  higher  prices,  as  a  result  of  local  conditions.     Snap  beans 
sold  at  a  wide  range,,  according  to  quality  and  condition.     The  bean  season  was 
about  60%  ever,  so  far  as  production  is  concerned,  but  much  of  this  week's 
pickings  will  be  lost.    Harvesting  of  onions  and  potatoes  was  about  ready  to 
begin,  when  the  heavy  rain  of  March  5  fell.     If  weather  does  not  interfere 
again,  these  two  commodities  will  be  moving  freely  by  March  20. 

"The  cold  weather  benefited  citrus  "by  checking  the  infestation  of 
groves  by  the  Mexican  fruit  worm,  which  brought  on  a- change  in  quarantine  reg- 
ulations effective  March  5»    Shipments  to  States  north  of  the  prohibited  area 
were  fairly  heavy,  as  growers  endeavored  to  clean  trees  of  fruit  to  prevent 
further.  infestation  when  it  turns  warm.     It  is  estimated  that  only  about  ^00 
carloads  remain  to  be  shipped.     The  limit  on  shipments  from  this  section  has 
been  set  at  April  10." 

l|b.     COLD  WEATHER  HINDERS  ACTIVITY  IN  WISCONSIN  POTATO  MARKET 

The  following  report  of .March  13  came  from  A.  M.  McDowell  at  Waupaca 
"Ti:e  extremely  'cold  weather  of  the  past  week  brought  activities  in 
Wisconsin  almost  to  a  halt.     Temperatures  ranged  'from  6  degrees  below  to  17 
degrees  above  zero,  and  strong  northwestern  winds  caused  a  few  of  the  back 
roads  to  become  drifted.    But  for  the  fact  that  there  was  very  little  snow  on 
the  ground,  many  of  the  main  roads  would  have  been  impassable.    Very  few  car- 
lot  sales  were  reported;  in  the  early  part  of  the  week  dealers  were  waiting  for 
warmer  weather  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  week  for  authentic  reports  as  to 
the  extent  of  damage  in  the  South.    At  a  number  of  loading  stations,  the  price 
to  growers  was  advanced  to  hOfi  on  Saturday  and,  with  milder  weather  probable 
next  week,  it  is  likely  that  haulings  will  be  greatly  increased. 

"Demand  for  seed  stock  dropped 'to  almost  nothing,  but  dealers  anticipate 
that  when  the  weather  moderates  there  should  be  another  week  or  two  of  good 
seed  business.    On  Saturday,  there  was  inquiry  from  southern  Alabama  and  a  few 
cars  were  .diverted  there,  indicating  that  some  replanting  will  be  done  in  that 
district . 11

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5b.     IDAHO  POTATOES  PRSPZS  SIT  ROUTS 

R.  C-.  Risser,  of  the  Idaho  Falls  office,  wrote  as  follows  on  March  10:- 
"  Low  temperatures  between  Idaho  and  eastern  destinations  have  proved  a 
calamity  to  potato  shippers  with  cars  in  transit.     This  week  "began  with  tem- 
peratures in  Chicago  so  near  zero  that  no  trading  was  reported  for  Monday  and 
Tuesday,  while  official  records  for  Laramie,  Wyoming,  showed  a  minimum  for 
Tuesday  night  of  hO  degrees  below  zero.    With  few  exceptions,   last  week's 
shipments  had  been  "billed  "standard  ventilation"  and  reports  indicate  that 
some  cars  have  been  arriving  with  the  potatoes  in  the  lower  portion  and  ends 
of  cars  severely  injured  by  freezing.    Paper  lining  and  preheating  proved  in- 
adequate protection,  and  in  some  cases  cars  containing  heaters  were  also  badly 
damaged  by  cold." 

6b .     MICHIGAN  01TI01TS  ADVAMCE  $1  PS?.  100  PQUI7DS 

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  letter  of  March  12  from  P..  S.  Keller  at 
Grand  Rapids :- 

"The  onion  deal  is  closing  with  the  market  in  a  strong  position.  It 
is  now  estimated  that  only  about  100  cars  remain  in  Michigan.  Cold  weather 
prevailing  over  the  country  for  the  past  week  has  not.  only  aided  demand  but 
also  retarded  the  maturity  of  Texas  stock,  thus  giving  a  s trong  speculative 
impetus  to  the  situation.  P.o.b.  sales  have  jumped  $1  per  cwt.  in  the  last 
week.  U.S.  Mo.  1  stock,  30/«  ^°  5^/^  2  inches  and  larger  in  5^-pound  bags,  is 
now  selling  freely  at  $3>  whereas  a  week  ago  stock  of  even  larger  sizes  was 
b  ar e ly  r e  turn ing  $2 . 50 . 

"Potatoes  have  baen  very  cniiet,  because  of  the  cold  weather.    At  most 
of  the  leading  stations  in  xhe  northern  part  of  the  State,   it  has  been  imprac- 
tical to  load  because  of  the  low  temperatures,     P.o.b.  prices  have  advanced  a 
dime  on  the  stock  offered,  but  little  has  been  available.    Buyers  are  holding 
off,  refusing  to  take  stock  on  the  present  advance,  unless  they  are  completely 
out  of  uotatoes . " 


7b .    G-RSATSR  sp^icismcy  prom  a  standard  power  emvslops  ssalsr 

Walter  Kingsbury,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  has  sent  the  following 
helpful  suggestion  in  a  letter  of  March  11:- 

"Here  is  a  method  for  combining  economy  with  greater  efficiency  in 
operation  of  the  standard  power  envelope  sealer: 

"We  have  found  in  the  past  that  the  rubber  friction  ring,  against  which 
the  motor  spindle  works,  is  not  only  expensive  but  frequently  short-lived.  If 
the  ring  has  a  slight  inequality,  the  spindle  seems  to  be  pulled  against  it  with 
extra  force  at  each  revolution,  wearing  out  a  depression  and  resulting  in  slow- 
er and  irregular  operation.    We  have  tried  covering  the  friction  ring  and  drum 
with  two  or  three  thicknesses  of  ordinary  friction  tape  and  have  found  that 
the  motor  spindle  grips  it  more  effectively,  resulting  in  a  noticeably  greater 
speed.     In  addition,   the  tape  protects  the  rubber  from,  wear  and  should  cause 
it  to  last  almost  indefinitely." 


TEE  STOCKS  OP  POTATOES  OH  PARM'S  March  1  in  the  late  and  intermediate  States 
were  estimated  at  112,000,000  bushels,  or  about  33,1  of  the  1931  crop.

W.  D.  Hall,   in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Hastings,  sent'  the  follow- 
ing letter  tinder  date  of  Saturday,  March  12:- 

"The  unseasonably  cold  weather,  which  prevailed  over  the  greater  part 
of  northern  Florida  during  the  week,  has  caused  much  anxiety  among  the  local 
potato  growers  and  operators.    Thursday  night  the  temperature  at  Hastings 
reached  an  unofficial  minimum  of  29  or  ~j0  degrees.    Several  of  the  operators 
stated  that  it  was  fully  as  cold  the  preceding  night.    Friday  night  it  was 
not  quite  so  cold,  although  there  was  no  wind  and  the  sky  was  clear.  Saturday 
forenoon  it  was  cloudy  and  later •  commenced  to  rain,  and  everyone  "began  to  feel 
more  encouraged,  especially  when  the  reports  of  greater  damage  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  South  were  coming  in. 

"It  is  far  too  early  to  make  even  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  damage 
resulting  from  frost  and  freezing  injury.     The  more-optimistic  people  feel 
that  a  great  percentage  of  the  fields  will  recover  almost  103  Jb,  while,  on  the 
other  hand,  there  are  those  who  think  that  the  yields  will  "bo  cut  10fo  to  15$ 
on  the  fields  which  would  he  ready  to  dig  in  the  next  week  or  two. 

"From  personal  observation  of  the  fields  in  the  vicinity  of  Hastings, 
the  injury  to  the  potato  vines  appears  rather  slight,  as  only  the  upper  and 
more-tender  young  leaves  show  the  marks  of  frost  injury.     Some  low-land  fields 
in  the  vicinity  of  Elkton  showed  many  darkened  leaves.     Several  fields  had 
been  damaged  as  much  from  being  whipped  by  the  high  winds  as  they  had  from  the 
cold  weather,  the  vines  being  in  a  very  tender  condition  as  a  result  of  the 
excellent  growing  conditions  which  had  hitherto  prevailed. 

"Saturday,,  "the  f.o.b.  market  for  Florida  potatoes  was  in  a  firm  position. 
V.rire  inquiry  was  good  and  the  local  operators  had  no  difficulty  whatever  in 
disposing  of  all  available  cars  at  $3  Per  barrel  of  U.S.  No.  1  Spaulding  Rose* 
At  least  two  dealers  stated  that  they  could  have  sold  several  more  cars  at  the 
same  price,  had  they  been  available. 

"Because  of  the  rain  on  Saturday,  only  a  few  cars  were  loaded  and,  as 
loading  had  been  light  on  Friday,   the  supplies  were  soon  cleaned  up.  Digging 
operations  during  the  later  part  of  the  week  were  light,  and  it  is  expected 
that    they  will  continue  so  during  the  early  part  of  the  coming  week." 

Editor's  note:-  By  Wednesday,  March  l6,  the  f.o.b.  price  had  advanced 
to  $U.50  psr  barrel. 

9b.     RECENT  KEwS  FROM  COLORADO 

Bryce  Morris  wrote  as  follows  from  Denver  on  March  12:- 
"Extremely  cold  temperatures  have  prevailed  throughout  Color'  do  the 
past  week.    Unofficial  reports  have  ranged  from  20  degrees  to  25  degrees  below 
zero  in  northern  Colorado,  and  for  five  days  in  succession  the  official  tem- 
peratures in  Denver  have  dropped  below  zero,  establishing  a  52-year  record  for 
March  temperatures.     Shipments  of  potatoes  from  the  Greeley  section  dropped  to 
nine  cars  for  the  week,  compared  with  97  the  previous  week.    Markets  have  gen- 
erally been  dull,  with  prices  steady  in  northern  Colorado  and  slightly  lower 
in  the  San  Luis  Valley. 

"Onion  supplies  are  reported  practically  cleaned  up.    According  to  local 
reports  the  San  Luis  Valley  has  probably  less  than  200  cars  of  potatoes  remain- 
ing for  shipment  this  season.    Northern  Colorado  estimates  range  from  1,000  to 
1,200  cars  total;  with  a  considerable  portion  expected  to  be  trucked.  Local 
estimates  also  indicate  around  3^0  cars  at  Montrose  and  500  cars  at  Carbondale, 
with  100  additional  cars  in  miscellaneous  districts  through  the  State." 
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10b.     PLAITT  CITY  CROPS  NOg  DAMAC-5D  AS  SSF.IOUSLY  AS  5XP5CT5D 

R,  M.  Peterson  sent  the  following  report  from  Plant  City,  Florida,  on 
Mar  ch  15 :  - 

lf!Ehe  -cool  weather  of  the  past  few  days,  with  predictions  of  heavy 
frost,  depressed  nearly  everyone  in  this  part  of  Florida,  to  the  point  where  a 
smiling  face  was  rarely  seen.     Disaster  to  all  tender  vegetables  was  a.  fore- 
gone conclusion,  and  it  is  difficult  to  realize  this  morning  that  apparently 
all  danger  is  past,  with  many  crops  in  promising  condition. 

"The  plant  City  section  had  a  heavy  frost  on  Sunday,  night,  with  thin 
ice  in  some  places.    A  frost  Monday  night  was  nearly  as  heavy  hut  apparently 
did  no  additional  damage.     Tomatoes  and  peppers  were  damaged  from  5;<?  to  10$, 
"but  it  is  felt  that  the  peppers  will  recover,  with  a  normal  hut  delayed  crop. 
The  damage  to  beans  was  spotted  but  generally  estimated  at  25$.     Squash  and 
cucumbers,  with  light  acreage  in  this  section,  were  hurt  around  75$  >  eJl&  eSS~ 
■plant,  which  is  grown  to  a  light  extent  here,  suffered  similar  damage.  The 
remaining  fields  of  strawberries  suffered  no  damage  except  to  a  small  amount 
of  bloom.     The  berr}?-  movement  will  increase  with  warm  weather  but  will  con- 
tinue light  throughout  the  balance  of  this  season,  with  around  50  to  75  cars 
per  week. 

"The  Manatee  section  had  very  light  frost,  with  no  damage  reported. 
The  cool  weather  has  delayed  maturity,  but  the  loading  of  a  few  cars  of 
tomatoes  is  expected  to  start  the  latter  part  of  this  week,  with  continued 
light  loadings  the  following  week. 

"The  Wauchula  cucumbers  were  damaged  approximately  65$  to  75/°  >  the 
damage  being  restricted  largely  to  the  older  fields  where  the  vines  were  too 
large  to  cover.    Only  two  cars  are  expected  out  this  week,  and  loadings  will 
continue  light  for  several  weeks." 


lib.     A  FJPTH5P  REPORT  Oil  SOUTH  FLORIDA  CROPS 

The  following  letter  of  March  16  came  from  J.  B.  Owens,  at  Pompano:- 
"The  cold  wave,  which  struck  south  Florida  Sunday  night  (March  13) ,  did 
considerable  damage  to  the  crops  in  practically  all  sections  except  the  ex- 
treme southern  portion  of  the  State.     Frost  damage  to  tomatoes  was  reported  on 
the  East  Coast  from  the  Indian  River  section  as  far  south  as  Miami.    At  this 
time,   I  am  unable  to  report  just  how  severe  this  damage  was  in  the  Vero  sec- 
tion, but  the  district  from  West  Plain  Beach  south  to  Dania  suffered  a  loss 
ranging  from  very  slight  to  as  high  as  50$.     An  approximate  average  for  this 
section  might  be  estimated  at  25$  damage.     The  districts  south  of  Miami  and  in 
Collier  County  reported  no  damage  by  frost.     The  tomato  acreage  around  Belle 
Glade  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section  was  damaged  possibly  25$  for  the  section 
as  a  whole,  but  favorable  winds  from  across  the  lake  protected  the  main  plant- 
ings in  the  bottom  lands.     The  damage  to  the  bean  crop  around  Pompano  was  vari 
able.     Many  fields  of  young  plantings  were  wiped  out,  while  possibly  half  the 
remaining  acreage  received  protection  from  water  and  smudges  and  the  only  dam- 
age done  was  the  loss  of  the  bloom  and  the  very-  young  beans.     The  beans  which 
were  nearly  ready  for  harvesting  were  only  slightly  damaged  and  will  be  ship- 
ped during  the  remainder  of  the  week. 

"The  f.o.b.  market  on  beans  is  very  strong,  now  that  the  end  of  the  dea 
is  so  near.    The  highest  prices  to  date  for  the  season  were  paid  on  Monday 
(March  lM) ,  when  the  best  Bountifuls  sold  as  high  as  $5*25  a  hamper.  Tuesday' 
market  was  not  quite  so  high,  but  nearly  one-half  of  the  offerings  sold  for  $5 
a  hamper."  B>  c<  BQHSS ,  Specialist  in  Market  Hews

In  the  Division  Letter  for  December  13,   1929,  "the  following  forms  of 
statements  were  sug  ested  in  connection  with  reports  011  potatoes  showing 
freezing  injury: 

A-  "Grade  defects  average  10, 0,  consisting  chiefly  of  cuts,  scab, second 
growth,  including  ~yk  freezing  injury,-  in  most  cases  followed  "by  Slimy  Soft  Hot 
and  so  scattered  throughout  load  as  to  indicate  that  injury  did  not  occur  in 
transit." 

3-  "Stock  in  contact  with  floor  in  "bottom  layer  sacks  shows  freezing 
injury,  affected  potatoes  in  soft,  flabby  condition,  and  so  located  as  to  in- 
dicate that  injury  occurred  in  transit." 

Experience  has  shown  that  Example  A  can  he  used  sat  is fact or ily,  but  a 
question  has  been  raised  in  connection  with  Example  B  as  to  when  a  car  is  "in 
transit."    A  car  of  potatoes  might  arrive  at  destination  without  showing  any 
freezing  injury  but,  after  remaining  on  track  two  or  three  days,  the  potatoes 
might  be  frozen  next  to  floor  and/  or  next  to  side  or  end  wails  of  car.  In 
such  cases,  it  would  not  "be  entirely  proper  to  say  that  freezing  injurjr  was  so 
located  as  to  indicate  that  it  occurred  in  transit.     Therefore,  Example  B 

should  be  changed  at  the  end  to  read:     "   so  located  as  to  indicate 

that  injury  occurred  in  car." 

A  commodity  should  be  regarded  as  "in  transit"  from  the  time  loading 
is  completed  at  shipping  point  until  it  reaches  destination  and  is  placed  on 
team  track  for  unloading.     In  some  ca.ses,  it  will  be  impossible  to  determine 
whether  the  product  was  frozen  in  transit  or  after  arrival  at  destination, 
and  the  use  of  the  word  "car"  in  place  of  the  word  "transit"  will  safeguard 
the  statement  indicating  when  the  freezing  occurred. 

2c.     MEMOBAITLUll  1T0.  75 

Copies  of  Memorandum  Ho.  73  were  mailed  to  all  inspectors  and  Supervi- 
sing Inspectors  this  week.     It  contains  important  instructions  regarding  a 
change  in  the  practice  of  reporting  size  of  potatoes.    Effective  April  1,  1932, 
the  use  of  the  terms  "medium"  and  "large"  will  be  discontinued  and  size  of 
potatoes  will  be  described  by  stating-  their  diameter  in  inches  or  their  weight 
in  ounces.     These  instructions  must  be  carefully  studied  and  Shippings-Point 
Supervisors  should  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  all  inspectors,  so 
that  there  will  be  no  del»y  in  putting  the  new  plan  into  effect  on  schedule 
time.     The  trade  papers  probably  will  carry  an  item,  announcing  the  instruc- 
tions which  have  been  issued,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  use  of  the  suggested 
specifications  will  provide  a  satisfactory  basis  of  trading.

More  than  $1,500,000  worth  of  graded  and  State-inspected  fruit  and  vege- 
table products  were  sold  to  buyers  in  all  parts  of  the  world  by  Pennsylvania 
growers  during  the  past  season,  according  to  D.  M.  James,  Pennsylvania  Bureau 
of  Markets.     The  records  show  that  3»950  carloads  of  graded  inspected  fruits 
and  potatoes  were  shipped  from  points  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  53*05^,000 
pounds  of  inspected  raw  canning  crops  were  sold  during  the  1931-32  period. 
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lie.    Louisiana  perry  ::c7":.z:t  stopped  by  cold  y:ea:zer 

Hunter  S.  Moles  sent  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  Saturday, 
lulareh  12,  from  Baton  Rouge,  La.:~ 

"The  weather  since  last  Saturday  has  changed  conditions  in  Louisiana 
so  rapidly  that  information,  which. might  have  been  given  one  day,  would  "be  en- 
tirely misleading  by  the  next  morning.    On  Saturday,  March  5>  about  25  cars 
of  strawberries  were  shipped  and  prospects  were  good  that,  by  the  middle  of 
this  week,  we  would  be  shipping  50  cars  a  day.     The  storm  which  had  been 
traveling  across  the  country  farther  north  finally  reached  here  Saturday  and, 
after  a  heavy  rain  during  the  a.fternoon,  a  high  wind  came  up  and  we  had  freez- 
ing temperatures  Sunday  morning.     This  was  followed  by  cold,  clear  weather 
Monday  and  a  fresh  storm  attack  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday.     The  sum  total  has 
been  a.  complete  loss  of  all  strawberries  on  the  plants,  and  it  will  be  prob- 
ably four  weeks  after  the  weather  cleans  up  before  we  begin  shipping  again. 

"Potatoes  in  favorable  localities,  where  they  had  attained  well-devel- 
oped tops,  were  killed  back  to  the  ground  and  this  will  retard  the  shipments 
severaJ  weeks.     The  plants  most  badly  injured  will  probably  show  very  peer 
yields,  as  well.     In  some  localities,  snap  beans  were  up  and  well  a,long. 
These  were  a,lso  killed  to  the  ground.    Radish  shipments  entirely  ceased,  as 
all  radishes  up  were  killed.     I  understand  that  the  radish  acreage  will  be  re- 
planted, so  that  there  will  again  be  shipments  of  that  commodity  later  in  the 
spring. 

"Shallots  and  other  winter  vegetables  do  not  seem  to  have  been  injured; 
in  fact  the  weather  during  the  winter  has  been  entirely  too  warm  for  them,  and 
shipments  of  these  commodities  have  been  light,  due  to  the  unfavorable  weather 
conditions . 11 

5c .     PROGRESS  OF  II'SPECTIQIJ  WORK  ON  !L4I"Z  POTATOES 

G.  Ray  Warren,  at  Caribou,  Maine,  sent  the  following  report  on  March  9:~ 

"For  the  past  three  or  four  weeks,   the  total  number  of  inspections  per 
week  has  been  falling  off.    At  the  present  time,  we  have  only  11  inspectors 
working.    Of  these,  only  six  are  on  straight  time,  the  others  being  on  a  car 
basis.     This  week  we  shall  just  pass  the  3  > 000  .mark.    At  the  present  rate,  we 
shall  hardly  make  cO/b  of  last  year's  total. 

"Many  shippers  have  been  loading  from  1+12  to  ^20  100-pound  sacks  per 
car  all  winter  long.    By  following  this  method  reefer,  heating,  loading  and 
freight  charges  are  cut  down.     Shippers,  as  a  whole,  do  not  like  to  stand  the 
shrink  necessary  on  a  great  deaJ  of  stock  in  order  to  make  it  grade.  There 
has  been  considerable  f.o.b.  buying  all  wirter  by  some  operators  from  Phila- 
delphia.    They  do  net  call  for  inspection  and,  as  a  result,-  many  poor  potatoes, 
At. first  we. inspected  quite  a  number  of  boat  shipments.     The  way  the  potatoes 
are  loaded  on  the  boat,  it  does  not  matter  much  whether  a  shipper  puts  up 
good  stuff  or  not.    Many  shippers  use  the  same  brand  and,  when  loaded  on  the 
boat,   these  potatoes  lose  their  identity  because  they  are  not  all  boat-marked. 
Under  such  conditions,  we  are  getting  very  few  cars  to  inspect. 

"Although  the  shipments  have  been  heavy  for  the  past  three  weeks,  Maine 
is  still  over  6,000  cars  behind  last  year's  record  and  has  plenty  of  potatoes 
to  move.     Last  week,  1+17  cars  were  shipped  on  one  day.     This  is  the  largest 
movement  on  record  for  one  day,  for  several  /ears.     Last  Monday  morning,  the 
Caribou  starch  factory  opened  up  for  one  day.    About  9  o'clock,  I  counted  73 
teams  and  5  trucks  lined  up.     Thirteen  teams  had  all  ready  been  unloaded.  I 
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have  not  heard  how  many  were  unloaded  that  day. 

"We  have  just  finished  about  three  days  of  stormy  weather.    Over  one 
foot  of  snow  fell,  which  is  the  heaviest  snowfall  this  winter.     The  main 
roads  have  been  kept  open  all  winter  to  automobile  traffic,  hut  they  are 
surely  closed  now." 

6 c .     SERIOUS  DAMAGE  TO  SOUTHERN  TEXAS  CROPS 

:|T,7e  had  prospects  for  about  4,000  cars  of  tomatoes  and  2,500  cars  of 
potatoes,  out  the  freeze  on  the  morning  of  March  lh  resulted  in  a  total  loss 
of  beans,  cucumbers  and  corn,  about  GOy.  loss  of  potatoes  and  75/&  °^  tomatoes. 
The  weather  yesterday  and    today  has  been  warmer,  and  the  damage  is  showing 
more  than  at  first  estimated. 

"The  spring  crop  of  potatoes  was  about  three  weeks  earlier  than  lest 
season,  and  may  not  be  damaged  as  estimated.     Digging  will  start  this  week 
and,   from  all  indications,  the  17/8  inch  chains  will  be  used.     Size  of  the 
later  crops  may  be  much  smaller  and  may  require  the  1  1/2  inch  minimum. 

"Bermuda  onions  at  Raymondville  are  starting,  with  only  a  few  cars 
moving  this  week.     The  inspector  called  yesterday  and  advised  that  some  freez- 
ing injury  was  found  in  stock  which  had  been  pulled  and  was  exposed  on  the 
night  of  the  13th.     This  damage  was  light  and  affected  only  one  or  two  outer 
scales  on  a  very  small    percentage  of  stock. 

"I  drove  to  Falfurrias  on  March  10  and  found  snow  from  that  point  on  to 
Corpus  Chris ti,  Robs town  and  San  Antonio.     The  freeze  on  the  night  of  the  13th 
finished  the  cucumbers,  beans,  corn,  and  tomatoes  in  that  territory.     The  tops 
of  beets  and  carrots  may  show  some  damage,  or  at  least  wind  damage.  Spinach 
was  also  wind-damaged.    Bermuda  onions  were  not  hurt.     This  territory  has  a 
tremendous  increase  in  vegetable  acreage.     There  are  21,600  acres  of  onions 
in  three-foot  rows  and,   instead  of  planting  cotton,   it  seems  that  the  whole 
country  is  planted  in  beets,  carrots,   turnips  and  spinach.     These  crops  are 
late  and,   if  not  seriously  damaged,  there  will  be  many  carloads  moved  in  the 
near  future. 

"Laredo  and  Crystal  City  reported  snow.     Onions  and  spinach  were  not 
hurt.     The  temperatures  perhaps  will  thicken  the  spinach  and  kill  worms,  and 
will  check  thrip  on  the  onions. 

"All  growers  seem  at  a  standstill,  wondering  whether  they  should  plant 
again.     The  situation  will  reduce  our  inspections  at  least  7S000  cars.11-  from 
H.  T.  Longino,  Harlingen,  Texas,  March  15. 

7c .     SPECIAL  INSPECTION  WORK  IN  CLEVELAND  AND  BOSTON  DURING-  FEBRUARY 

The  following  report  belongs  to  the  monthly  tabulation  of  receiving- 
point  inspections,  published  on  page  151  of  last  week's  D.L.: 

The  following  inspections  were  made  under  agreement  with  the  northern

The  Secretar.y  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  Medford  Pear  Growers  Asso- 
ciation of  Medford,  Oregon,  to  return  to  Thomas  Caito,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  the 
sum  of  $5^5>  aS  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act. 

The  Medford  Pear  Growers  Association  filed  a  complaint  against  Thomas 
Caitb,  alleging  unlawful  rejection  of  10  carloads  of  pears.     Caito  entered  in- 
to a  contract  to  "buy  five  cars  of  pears  f.o.b.  Medford,  Oregon,  and  paid  a 
deposit  of  $100  a  car  thereon.     Subsequently,  Caito  agreed  to  take  five  addi- 
tional cars  but  the  deposit  on  these  cars  was  never  paid.     The  contract- for 
the  pears  called  for  Fancy  Bartletts,  the  stock  to  be  green  and  in  good  condi- 
tion for  storage.    Upon  arrival  of  two  cars,  which  Caito  understood  to  be 
offered  on  the  contract,   it  was  found  that  the  pears  were  hail-damaged  and  the 
shipper  stated  that  they  had  been  offered  to  Caito  in  error.     The  condition  cf 
the  pears  in  this  ca,r,  however,  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
stock  to  be  supplied  would  be  green  and  suitable  for  storage.     It  was  learned 
that  the  shipping-point  inspection  certificates  on  the  first  lot  of  five  cars 
referred  to  only  one  of  the  cars  as  being  green  when  loaded.    Because  of  the 
apparent  unsuitability  of  the  stock  for  storage,  Caito  refused  to  accept  any 
of  the  10  cars. 

The  Medford  Pear  Growers  Association  was  compelled  to  sell  the  cars 
elsewhere  and  filed  a  complaint,  alleging  that  they  had  sustained  a  less  of 
$^,05^.72,  plus  $500  expenses  in  connection  with  the  transaction.     In  his 
answer  to  the  complaint,  Caito  admitted  many  of  the  allegations  but'  denied 
that  the  pea.rs  were  of  the  quality  called  for,  and  asked  that  the  Medford  Pear 
Growers  be  required  to  return  the  $^00  deposit  made  on  the  first  five  cans, 
with  interest  at  6$  from  August  11,  1930.     The  Secretary  held  that  Caito  had 
specified  that  the  pears  must  be  green  and  suitable  for  storage; .that  a  sub- 
stantial quantity  thereof  was    not  green  when  loa.ded  at  shipping  point;  that 
Caito's  rejection  of  the  pears  wa,s  justified  and  not  in  violation  of  the  law, 
and  that  the  Medford  Fea„r  Growers  should  return  to  Caito  the  sum  of  ^00  plus 
interest.    The  Secretary  therefore  issued  a  reparation  order  against  the 
Medford  Pear  Growers  in  the  sum  of  $500  plus  interest,  making  a  total  of 

$5^5. 
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3e .     DAMAgjS  AHD  RSPARATTOH  ORDERED  IIT  TEE  SAMS  CASS  UHDSR  P.A.C.  ACT 

Jill  Brothers,  New  York,  H.Y.,  have  been  awarded  damages  in  the  sum  of 
$372  and  have  "been  ordered  "by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  pay  Demase  & 
Morgan  Co.,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  sum  of  $lH5»U0  as  the  result  of  a  hearing 
under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

Jill  Brothers  bought  five  carloads  of  U.S.  No-.  1  tomatoes  from  Demase  & 
Morgan  at  $1.2-5  per  lug  delivered.    One  of  these  cars  contained  tomatoes  that 
Jill  Brothers  contended  were  not  of  the  quality  purchased,  and  they  therefore 
refused  to  pay  the  full  purchase  price  thereof,  tendering  to  Demase  &  Morgan 
a  check  in  the  sum  of  $165*25,  which  check  that  company  refused  to  accept. 
The  tomatoes  in  this  car  were  not  officially  inspected  at  either  shipping 
point  or  destination  but.  were  inspected  by  a  private  inspector  at  Hew  York, 
whose  certificate  stated  that  the  tomatoes  were  affected  by  watery  soft  decay 
ranging  from  k%  to,  2kfo',  that  233  of  the  2c0  lugs  showed  wet  stains;  that  some 
were  in  a  leaky  condition,  and  that  the  condition  of  the  tomatoes  on  arrival 
indicated  that  they  were  not  U.S.  Ho.  1  prior  to  shipment  from  Pittsburgh. 
The  tomatoes  were  sold  by  Jill  Brothers  at  an  average  price  of  $1 • 374"  Per  l"ug» 
whereas  tomatoes  of  the  quality  specified  in  the  contract  sold  on  the  same 
market  at  an  average  price  of  at  least  60^  more  per  lug.    Jill  Brothers 
claimed,  therefore,   that  because  of  the  failure  of  Demase  &  Morgan  to  make 
delivery  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  they  had  been  damaged  in 
the  sum  of  SOp  per  lug.     The  Secretary  finds  that  Demase  &  Morgan  sold  U.S. 
Ho.  1  tomatoes;  that  they  failed  to  deliver  tomatoes  of  this  quality,  and  that 
Jill  Brothers  were  damaged  in  the  sum  of  $378. 

Jill  Brothers  did  not  file  a  counter  claim  but  asked  that  the  complaint 
be  dismissed,  although  their  answer  alleged,  and  it  was  proven,  that  they  had 
offered  Demase  &.  Morgan  the  sum  of  $io5»25  in  full  settlement.     The  Secretary 
finds  that  Jill  Brothers'  answer  is  sufficient  to  present  the  defense  of  re- 
coupment in  diminution  or  extinction  of  the  price.    He  therefore  holds  that  th 
complainant  is  entitled  to  the  contract  sale  price,  less  damages  in  the  sum  of 
$378  and  freight  charges  in  the  sum  of  $26U.10,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1^5«^0. 
The  Secretary's  decision  thus  awards  Jill  Brothers  damages  in  the  sum  of  $378 
on  account  of  the  failure  of  Demase  &  Morgan  to  deliver  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  but  orders  Jill  Brothers  to  pay  to  Deme.se  &  Morgan  the 
amount  yet  due  on  the  car.    Reparation  order  was  issued  in  the  sum  of  $lU5«^0, 
and  facts  directed  to  be  published.

The  C.  S.  Moore  Produce  Co.,  Canal  Point,  Fla. ,  has  "been  ordered  "by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  pay  to  the  C.  G.  Justice  Co.,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
the  sun  of  $US5>  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricul- 
tural Commodities  Act. 

C.  S.  Moore  offered  for  sale  two  cars  of  Florida  tomatoes  which  were    .  . 
then  in  transit.     He  took  T.  Lane  Moore,  of  the  C.  G.  Justice  Co.,   to  the  Fort 
Mayaca  Packing  House,  where  several  "bins  of  tomatoes  were  looked  at  and  at 
least  two  crates  of  packed  tomatoes  labeled  "Mayaca  Maid"  were  inspected. 
T.  Lane  Moore  testified  that  C.  S.  Moore  said  to  him:     "These  are  the  tomatoes" 
and  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  tomatoes  in  the  cars  then  in  transit 
were  of  the  "Mayaca  Maid"  brand.    Acting  on  this  assumption,  T.  Lane  Moore 
wired  Justice,  describing  the  tomatoes  and  stating  that,   if  Justice  wanted  them, 
he  should  wire  C.  S.  Moore  immediately.    On  the  strength  of  this  information, 
the  two  cars  in  transit  were  purchased  by  Justice  and  the  drafts  thereon  were 
paid  before  the  arrival  of  the  cars.    When  the  cars  arrived,   it  was  found  that 
the  tomatoes  were  "Big  Pine"  brand  and  of  a  quality  inferior  to  that  purchased. 
C.   S.  Moore  contended  that  he  had  not  sold  "Mayaca  Maid"  brand  and  had  not  rep- 
resented to  T.  Lane  Moore  that  the  tomatoes  in  the  cars  were  of  that  brand. 

The  Secretary  held  that  T.  Lane  Moore  acted  as  agent  for  complainant  to 
the  extent  that  his  inspection  of  the  tomatoes  affected  the  legal  relationship 
of  the  parties;  that  the  contracting  parties  each  understood  the  actual  tomatoes 
that  were  to  he  delivered  were  then  in  transit;   that,  if  it  was  understood 

that  the  cars  were  not  to  he  loaded  from  the  hulk  examined,  the  sale  must  he 
regarded  as  a.  sale  by  sample;  that  it  is  generally  held  that  the  rule  of  caveat 
emptor  does  not  apply  to  a  sale  by  sample;  that  there  is  an  implied  warranty 
that  the  hulk  shall  correspond  to  the  sample  in  question;  and  that  complainant 
is  not  precluded  from  maintaining  action  in  this  case  because  of  the  examination 
of  the  tomatoes  made  by  its  agent.     The  Secretary  further  holds  that  the  state- 
ment made  by  C.S.  Moore  was  false  and  misleading  .and  that  complainant  should 
be  awarded  damages  in  the  sum  of  $4Hl,  with  interest  thereon.     He  therefore 
issued  a  reparation  order  in  the  sum  of  $U&5  and  directed  that  the  facts  he 
published.

la.     A  VALUABLE  SUMMARY  OK  FRUITS  FOR  El  1951  SSASOII 

The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  lias  issued,  under  date  of 
March  21,  a  very  comprehensive  and  valuable  summary  regarding  fruits  for  the 
1931  season.    Numerous  statistical  tables  are  presented,  along  with  summaries 
for  each  important  fruit  in  each  general  geographical  area.     Ten  leading  fruits 
are  discussed,  as  follows: 

Apples  Grapes  Cherries 

Peaches  Oranges  Apricots 

Pears  Grapefruit  Prunes 

Lemons 

In  addition,  information  is  given  concerning  nuts  and  miscellaneous 
smaller  fruits,  including  cranberries.     Prices  are  discussed,  and  information 
is  given  as  to  fruit  forecasts  and  the  annual  outlook  reports.     Tables  of  par- 
ticular value  summarize  the  disposition  of  eight  fruits  in  California  (peaches, 
pears,  plums,  prunes,  grapes,  apricots,  cherries  and  figs),  showing  the  respec- 
tive quantities  which  were  canned,  or  dried,  or  shipped  fresh  out  of  the  State, 
or  used  as  fresh  fruit  within  the  State. 

The  estimated  1931  production  of  10  major  fruits  in  the  United  States 
was  about  12,1^7,000  tons,  having  a  farm  value  of  $36^, 000, 000.

Seed  scarce,  but  expect  to  have  5, 000  acres  for 
spring  harvest.    Pompano  section:     Movement  of  peppers  and  beans  slow  after 
this  week.    Expect  only  seven  to  ten  cars  of  beans  daily.    Dania  and  Hallandale 
tomatoes  hurt  50$  by  frost.    Dade  and  Collier  County  tomatoes  passed  peak  move- 
ment; will  continue  fairly  heavy  for  six  weeks.    Manatee  County  tomatoes  begin 
this  week."     -  (see  footnote  on  page  183  of  this  D.L.)

2b.     I.IAI'^  POTATO  PRICES  ADVANCE  SHARPLY  AND  THSIT  TECIIITS  A&AIIT 

V.  H.  Nicholson  sent  the  following  report  from  Presque  Isle  on 
March  19:- 

"Considerable  excitement  prevailed  in  the  Maine  potato  market  about 
the  middle  of  the  week,  and  the  street  price  here  in  Presque  Isle  rose  to 
mostly  $1  per  barrel  on  Wednesday.     The  volume  of  movement  at  that  price 
was  fairly  heavy,  but  the  carlot  market  did  not  keep  pace  with  the  price 
on  the  street.    The  street  price  sagged  back  to  about  75^  Pe**  "barrel  yes- 
terday (Friday),  and  it  appears  as  if  it  has  held  about  that  figure  today. 

"Several  factors  were  responsible  for  this  spectacular  rise  in  prices, 
but  probably  the  most  important  were  the  reports  of  a  severe  freeze  in  the 
southern  States.    Heavy  snows  in  this  section  last  week  blocked  the  roads 
and  haulings  were  rather  light.     If  the  roads  had  been  open,  many  farmers 
would  probably  have  hauled  potatoes  to  the  shippers'  warehouses.    With  the 
roads  blocked,  however,  practically  all  the  cars  were  loaded  from  warehouses. 

"Movement  has  been  only  moderate  in  volume,  and  the  total  for  the 
week  probably  will  amount  to  about  1,U00  cars.     Total  shipments  to  date  are 
3H,2£0  cars,  or  approximately  6,900  less  than  to  this  date  last  season.  With 
the  improvement  in  market  conditions,  most  shippers  are  saying  that  total 
movement  from  Maine  this  season  will  run  from  ^5, 000  to  50*000  cars,  but  the 
heavy  stocks  on  hand  would  indicate  a  greater  movement,  providing  market  con- 
ditions warrant.     Stocks  on  Maine  farms  March  1  were  estimated  at  nearly 
23,000,000  bushels,  or  8,000,000  more  than  holdings  a  year  ago." 

3b .     NOVA  SCOTIA1  S  CHRISTMAS  IPSE  INDUSTRY 

A  Truro,  N..  S.,  dispatch  today  says:     "A  brand  new  farm  industry, 
the  selling  and  marketing  of  Christmas  trees,  has  netted  the  Provinces  of 
Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  $303*  according  to  information  released  by 

the  Provincial  Government  of  these  Provinces,  covering  the  last  year's  oper- 
ations.    It  is  estimated  that  about  k, 000, 000  trees  are  cut  annually  to  meet 
the  Christmas  demand,  and  the  bulk  of  these  are  exported  to  cities  in  the 
United  States,  principally  New  York.     It  is  expected  that  next  year  will  be 
a  banner  one  in  this  business,  as  each  year  the  business  has  increased  mater- 
ially-"   -(from  Daily  Digest,  March  lU)

The  following  interesting  report  came  from  A.  L.  Thomas,  of  the 
Rochester  office,  under  date  of  March  22:- 

" Cold  weather,  together  with  freeze  damage  to  southern  crops,  has  in- 
creased the  demand  for  New  York  State  products,  and  price  advances  have  been 
noted  on  all  commodities, 

"A  better  feeling  prevailed  for  apples  and  considerable  buying  by  the 
large  operators  was  evident  during  the  week.    One  large  operator  purchased 
some  20,000  barrels.     F.o.b.  sales  ranged  slightly  stronger.    Barrels  of  U.S. 
]\To.  1,  2-J-  inches  up  Baldwins  brought  mostly  $3-^3»^5»  while  bushel  stock 
ranged  around  $1.10,  with  some  shippers  asking  $1.25.     This  week's  shipments 
filled  355  cars,  which  is  the  heaviest  movement  during  the  past  month.  The 
operators  have  been  watching  with  much  interest  the  f reeze-damage  reports  in 
the  early  strawberry  sections. 

"Movement  of  cabbage  continued  fairly  heavy,  despite  the  report  that 
supplies  are  very  limited.     F.o.b.  prices  held  steady  to  firm,  and  a  wide 
range  prevailed  due  to  the  quality  and  condition.    Bulk  and  sacked  stock 
ranged  about  the  same  at  $^5~$55  Per  ton»  with  an  occasional  sale  of  stock 
from  cold  storage  as  high  as  $60.     Local  estimates  as  to  the  number  of  cars 
remaining  range  from  100  to  150. 

"The  season  for  carrots  is  practically  ended' and  shipments  are  aver- 
aging around  1+  cars  daily.     F.o.b.  prices  continued  to  advance.     The  100- 
pound  sacks  of  rough  stock  brought  mostly  around  $^.50.    A  few  dealers  are 
asking  as  high  as  $5. 

"Onions  have  been  in  moderate  demand  during  the  week  and  prices  ad- 
vanced nearly  2^  a  pound.    Between  150  and  200  cars  remain  to  be  shipped, 
according  to  the  local  dealers.    All  of  these  are  in  the  hands  of  large 
operators . 

"Fo_tatoes_  showed  a  sharp  advance,  reaching  as  high  as  00^  on  100- 
pound  sacks,  but  yesterday's  f.o.b.  quotations  showed  a  drop  to  73y~7S^. 
The  movement  was  active  and  279  cars  roiled  from  the  State  during  the  past 
seven  da3rs,  possibly  the  heaviest  week  this  season.    Growers  were  receiving 
25^-30^  per  bushel.     Chain-store  buying  has  been  heavy." 


5b.     E5A7Y  :.:0VF:^1:tT  OF  COLORADO  POTATOES 

Bryce  Morris  included  the  following  comments  in  a  letter  of  March  19 
from  the  Denver  office :- 

"The  potato  movement  in  northern  Colorado  this  past  week  has  been  the 
heaviest  of  the  entire  season.    Dealers  and  shippers  estimated  between  1,000 
and  1,200  cars  on  hand  in  the  C-reeley  section  March  15,  and  were  "of  the  opin- 
ion that  half  of  this  amount  would  be  moved  by  the  first  of  April.    Prices  in 
that  section  advanced,  in  line  with  shipping -point  quotations  throughout  the 
country. 

"Much  warmer  weather  recently  has  prevailed  over  Colorado,  following 
the  most  extreme  temperatures  of  the  entire' winter  during  the  second  week  in 
March.    Jib  damage  was  caused  to  any  fruit  trees  in  Colorado,  due  to  the  ear- 
liness  of  the  sea.son.     Considerable  snow  has  fallen  on  the  high  mountains 
this  week,  which  of  course  will  aid  the  water  supply  for  the  1932  crops. 

"Onions  were  jobbing  on  the  Denver  market  this  week  as  high  as  $10  per 
cwt.  for  desirable  sizes." 
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So .   serous  damac-s  to  so.3  crops  i:~  ?.io  c-?iips  valley 

■  The  following  information  came  from  W.  D.  G-ooge,  at  Brownsville,  in 
a  letter  of  March  20:- 

"The  cold  wave  ending  March  lU,  together  with  high  winds  and  rain, 
wrought  havoc  with  the  spring  crop  of  tender  vegetables  in  the  lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley.    Practically  no  damage  was  done  to  the  hardier  vegetables, 
for  which  there  has  resulted  a  better  demand  and  higher  prices. 

"The  Valley  snap-bean  crop  was  practically  wiped  out.  There  will  be 
no  appreciable  volume  of  this  commodity  until  those  which  were  just  under 
the  ground  when  the  frost  came,  and  those  planted  since,  have  grown  and  ma- 
tured. A  few  isolated  spots  are  reported  to  have  escaped  with  only  slight 
damage,  and  a  few  vines  will  put  on  new  blooms  and  make  a  short  crop  of  in- 
ferior quality.  Probably  four  to  six  weeks  will  elapse  before  the  new  crop 
will  be  ready. 

"There  is  a  great  deal  of  argument  about  the  tomato  crop.      The  most 
conservative  estimate  is  that  half  the  crop  was  ruined,  while  many  place  the 
damage  as  high- as  %Ofo  of  the  plants  killed.    What  plants  were  not  covered 
were  cut  completely  to  the  ground,  and  the  portion  of  the  crop  which  was 
covered  is  small-     It  will  be  a  week  or  so,  before  it  can  be  determined  what 
percentage  of  those  frosted  back  will  come  out.     Instead  of  the  first  of 
April,  as  was  expected,  it  will  be  the  first  of  May  before  any  important 
shipments  of  tomatoes  will  be  made  from  this  section. 

"The  potato  crop  will  be  reduced  25  to  oO^o.    About  a  third  of  the 
spring  crop  was  practically  made  and  will  be  dug  within  the  next  four  weeks. 
Yields  from  the  early  acreages  are  normally  light.     The  potato  plants  stood 
the  weather  much  better  than  tomato  plants,  but  the  damage  was  heavy.  It 
remains  to  be  seen  how  well  they  recover,  but  some  growers  claim  that  the 
damage  to  potatoes  is  not  so  great  as  it  now  appears. 

"Cucumbers,  squash,  green  corn,  okra,  watermelons  and  the  like  were  a 
t'otal  loss,  except  where  protection  was  afforded.     Some  corn,  where  not  too 
large ,  may  come  out . 

"ITew  quarantine  orders  are  that  Valley  citrus  fruit  must  be  off  the 
trees  not  later  than  March  25.     The  movement  during  the  coming  week,  there- 
fore, will  be  heavy." 

7b .    WID2R  DISTRIBUTION  POP.  TTESCOSSia  POTATOES 

A.  M.  McDowell  reported  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  March  19  from 
Waupaca: r 

"Wisconsin  shared  in  the  general  advance  in  potato  prices  during  the 
past  week.     The  peak  was  reached  on  Wednesday  when  most  U.S.  ITo.  1  cars  were 
sold  at  prices  ranging  from  65^  to  70*,  which  was  higher  than  at  any  time 
since  the  middle  of  September  and  an  advance  of  about  15^  over  the  low  of  the 
previous  week*     Inquiry  and  demand  were  heavier  than  at  any  time  this  season 
and,  although  both  fell  off  sharply  by  the  end  of  the  week,  prices  held  fair- 
ly well  around  65^  for  U.S.  No.  1  and  55^  f°r  unclassified  stock. 

"Distribution  was  a  little  wider  than  formerly,  as  higher  prices  in 
Michigan  made  it  possible  for  Wisconsin  potatoes  to  be  shipped  to  points  in 
Indiana  and  Ohio,  where  previously  they  had  been  excluded  by  reason  of  Michi- 
gan's advantage  in  rates.    Wisconsin  potatoes  reached  Indianapolis  for  the 
first  time  since  the  middle  of  ITovember,  and  Cincinnati  took  a  number  of  cars 
for  the  first  time  in  almost  a  similar  period." 
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MICHIGAN  ONIONS  NOW  RETURNING  $Ci:E:i  100  POUNDS  V" 

R.  E.  Keller  wrote  as  follows  from  Grand  Rapids  in  a  letter  of 
March  19:- 

"The  Michigan  onion  market  for  the  past  week  continued  stronger. 
P.O. Id.  sales  made  their  sharpest  advances  of  the  season  and  reached  new 
high  levels.    On  Saturday  a  week  ago  today,  f.o.b.  sales  on  the  best-sized 
stock  in  50-pound  sacks  advanced  from  $3  to  $3*25;  on  Monday  from  $3*25  to 
$3.50;  on  Tuesday  from  $3 . 50  to  $3»75»  anci  Wednesday  to  $k,  at  which  level 
the  price  has  since  "been  maintained. 

"The-  potato  situation  livened  up  somewhat.     F.o.b.  Cadillac  shipping- 
point  sales  for  U.S.  No.  1  Russet  Rurals  on  a  sacked  per  cwt.  basis  advanced 
from         and  60$  to  as  high  as  'gU$.     Curtailed  supplies  and  a  better  demand 
because  of  cold  weather  over  the  northern  part  of  the  country,  combined  with 
the  frost  damage  to  new-crop  potatoes  in  the  South,  created  a  much  stronger 
market.  .  Some  of  the  speculative  strength  has  subsided  in  the  last  two  days, 
and  with  plentiful  offerings  prices  are  again  receding. 

"Movement  to  date  of  seed  potatoes  has  been  quite  limited.  However, 
shippers  predict  a  heavy  movement  of  this  s  tock  as  soon  as  the  weather  turns 
warmer.     Total  forwardings  of  potatoes  from  Michigan  now  :  arc'.   5 » bUU  cars, 
compared  with  1,80U  a  year  ago." 

9b .     INTERESTING-  ITEMS  FROM  TEE  NOB Tr^ES T 

T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  included  the  following  items  in 
a  Northwestern  Market  Review  dated  March  16:- 

"Northwestern  apple  shippers  and  exporters  were  greatly  disturbed  by 
the  action  of  France  in  placing  an  embargo  upon  all  apples  from  countries 
where  San  Jose  scale  has  been  found.     This  order  was  later  revised  after  ex- 
porters had  protested,  declaring  losses  to  American  shippers  would  amount  to 
many  thousands  of  dollars  because, of  stock  already  afloat,  much  would  spoil 
before  it  could  be  sold  elsewhere.     The  domestic  apple  markets  are  showing 
very  little  improvement,  with  only  5^  and  10$  advances  being  posted  for  Deli- 
cious and  Y/inesap  apples  from  cold  storage.     Common-storage  holdings  of  these 
varieties  are  practically  off  the  market. 

"Northwestern  potato  markets  have  been  somewhat  rejuvenated  by  pros-  .   '  ■■ 
pects  of  a  prolongation  of  the  old-potato  marketing  season.     Cold,  unseason- 
able weather  in  Texas  and  Florida  is  postponing  much  activity  in  the  new-po- 
tato deal.    U.S.  No.  1  Russets,  f.o.b.  Yakima  Valley  shipping  points,  have 
advanced  as  high  as  $15  sacked  per  ton  since  mid-March,  and  this  represents 
the  first  noticeable  inclination  to  higher  prices  during  the  I93I-32  season. 
Idaho  F?lls  and  Oregon  shipping  districts  have  likewise  participated  in  this 
favorable  move.     Seed-potato  dealers  in  western  Washington  have  had  almost  no 
inquiry  except  for  very  small  lots,  but  a  delayed  demand  from  California  is 
slowly  developing. 

"Offerings  of  other  local  vegetables  on  the  city  markets  are  very  light. 
The  season  for  hothouse  rhubarb  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close,  and  out-door 
rhubarb  will  replace  the  dwindling  offerings  of  the  early  stock  before  March 
ends.     Local  spinach  is  being  cut  to  a  limited  extent  and  meeting  a  good  de- 
mand in  Seattle  at  90 $-$1  Per  orange  crate.    Rotbeds  are  filled  to  capacity 
with  celery,  cabbage,  cauliflower  and  lettuce  plants,  waiting  for  fields  to 
become  sufficiently  dry  to  enable  growers  to  set  the  plants." 
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10b.     A  COMFRSESNSIVS  REPORT  ON  IMPERIAL  VALLEY  CROPS 

A.  S.  Frugh  wrote  as  follows  from  Brawl oy,  Calif . ,  on  March  21,  just 
"before  leaving  for  Phoenix,  Arizona:- 

" The  Imperial  Valley  lettuce  season  is  finishing  with  a  sharp,  rather- 
unexpected  advance  in  prices,  the  carload  f.-o.b.  cash-track  market  jumping 
from  $1-$1.20  on  March  12  to  $1.50-£2  on  the  19th. 

"On  account  of  low  prices  the  first  part  of  March,  many  fields  had  not 
"been  irrigated  or  cared  for  properly,  permitting  much  of  the  stock  to  lblow 
up,  '  so  that  about  the  12th  it  was  apparent  that  shipments  the  first  part  of 
the  next  week  would  average  only  about  135  cars  per  day,  dropping  to  100  on 
the  19th.    However,  prices  began  advancing  on  Monday  (March  lh)  with  reports 
that  the  Phoenix  district  was  really  late.    At  this  time  there  was  a  possi- 
bility that  higher  prices  would  cause  shippers  to  go  into  the  old  abandoned 
fields  and  possibly  ship  heavily  again,  as  the  rain  in  February,  instead  of 
causing  a  loss  of  about  10,000  acres  as  it  had  done  last  year,  increased  pro- 
duction about  1,000  cars  and  brought  about  earlier  harvesting.    When  only 
153  cars  moved  on  Tuesday  and  there  was  no  increase  Wednesday,  it  was  apparent 
that  shippers  found  most  of  the  old  stock  too  poor  to  cut  and  for  the  six-day 
period  shipments  averaged  only  138  cars,  dropping  to  120  the  19th  and  h$  on 
Sunday,  the  20th.    Plot  weather  at  this  time  was  causing  poor  quality,  and 
best  cars  were  grading  70^-75$  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  quality.    About  h00  cars  were 
estimated  to  move  during  the  week  starting  the  21st,  with  very  few  thereafter, 
depending  on  weather  conditions. 

"The  Phoenix  season  was  late  in  starting,  with  only  seven  cars  on  the 
lUth  and  eight  on  the  19th.    Reports  indicate  only  3^0  oars  for  the  week 
starting  the  21st,  with  90$  of  the  Phoenix  stock  to  move  in  April. 

"The  Yuma  district  averaged  about  20  cars  per  day  for  the  week  start- 
ing March  lh,  and  some  shippers  expected  daily  shipments  to  go  as  high  as  50 
the  following  week,  but  hot  weather  may  cut  movement  to  a  peak  of  35  cars. 
This  district  has  been  fortunate  in  coming  on  as  Imperial  Valley  was  tapering 
off  and,  with  fresh  stock  grading  80$  to  U.S.  No.  1,  the  market  there  advanced 
to  $2.25-&2.75  on  Saturday,  the  19th.    Starting  the  28th,  movement  in  Yuma 
should  show  a  sharp  drop,  as  the  season  there  is  short  on  account  of  weather 
conditions . 

"Shippers  here  fortunate  enough  to  have  carrot  acreage  are  reaping 
good  returns.     The  cash  market  has  not  been  below  $1.75         recently  has 
ranged  $2.75-$3»    After  the  disastrous  season  last  year,  a  light  acreage  was 
planted.    Frequent  rains  in  the  Santa  Maria  district  caused  light  shipments 
and  poor  color  there  and,  with  movement  light  in  Texas, conditions  were  made 
to  order  for  Imperial  Valley.     Several  shippers  have  moved  their  crop,  but  a 
light  movement  will  continue  into  April.    On  the  19th  of  March  75  cars  were 
reported  on  track  in  12  leading  markets,  compared  with  178  a  year  ago. 

"The  pea  movement  has  been  in  its  peak,  with  around  20  cars  per  day. 
Mexico  is  practically  through  and  the  cash  f.o.b.  market  has  been  around 
$3«  75  f°r  ^-5-pound  crates  and  $2. 25-^.50  on  hampers.    Shipments  from  central 
California,  came  on  rather  early  and  were  heavier  than  expected. 

"The  peak  of  Imperial  Valley  cabbage  shipments  came  on  the  15th,  with 
13  cars.    Only  330  acres  were  planted  in  the  Valley  this  season,  and  shipments 
were  down  to  five  cars  on  March  19.     Cold  weather  in  southern  competing  dis- 
tricts caused  the  cash  f.o.b.  price  to  advance  from  $20  to  $50  per  ton  in  a 
few  days.     It  is  closing  around  $U0. 


* 
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"The  Valley  is  moving  more  Cars  of  mixed  vegetables  this  season,  in- 
cluding lettuce,  peas,  asparagus,  carrots  and  cabbage.    An  occasional  car  of 
anise  and  chicory  has  "been  shipped. 

"The  first  report  of  the  Agricultural  -Commissioner  of  Imperial  County 
for  the  cantaloupe,  Honey  Dew  and  Honey  Ball    acreage  shows  '*T3,5&6»  compared 
with  52,000  acres  last  season.     The  early  covered  acreage  is  ah out  5>200  acres 
less  than  last  year  on  cantaloupes  and  1,300  less  on  Honey  Dews,  according  to 
an  official  ^report  of  the  California  Cooperative  Crop  .Reporting  Service.  Per- 
haps the  usual  loss  of  5$  to  10$  has  been  caused  by  frost  and  rain.    A  few 
cars  may  move  during  the  last  few  days  in  April,  at.  least  a  week  later  than 
last  year. ' 

"Asparagus  has  been  moving  from  the  Valley  at  the  rate  of  seven  or 
eight  cars  a  day.    Movement  has  increased  in  northern  California.     The  market 
has  been  fairly  good,  as  cold  weather  in  the  Southeast  evidently  slowed  up  the 
expected  early  movement  there." 

lib.     HIGHER  PRICES  FOR  FLORIDA  POTATOES 

W.  D.  Hull  wrote  as  follows  from  Hastings  in  a  letter  of  March  21:- 

"With  the  reports  of  frost  and  freezing  damage  reaching  as  high  as  jOfo, 
as  the  result-  of  the  cold  weather  during  the  early  part  of  last  week,  the 
Florida  f.o.b,  potato  market  showed  considerable  strength.    By  Wednesday, 
March  l6,  the  price-  per  barrel  of  U.S.  Ho.  1  stock  had  advanced  to  $U«50.  Dur- 
ing the  first  of  the  week,  wire  inquiry  was  good  and,  with  so  few  cars  moving 
from  this  section,  more  orders  were  received  than  could  be  filled. 

"A-  light  rain  which  fell  on  Thursday  night  will  do  much  toward  repair- 
ing the  damage  caused  by  the  frost  in  the  more*-f avorably-si tuated  fields  in 
the- vicinity  of  Hastings.    However,  no  rain  was  reported  at  Elkton,  and  that  is 
the  section  which  had  suffered  most  from  the  previous  dry  weather  and  freeze. 
The-  greater  portion  of  loadings  last  week  came  from  the  Federal  Point  section, 
where  the  crop  was  further  advanced. 

"A  light  movement  is  anticipated  this  week,  as  the  Federal  Point  sec- 
tion is  past  its  peak  and  many  growers  adjacent  to  Hastings  are  in  favor  of 
leaving  the  crop  in  the  ground  for  a  while,  as  the  vines  seem  to  be  making 
material  recovery  from  the  frost.     The  consensus  among  the  operators  is  that 
the  deal  will  move  very  slowly  and  that  total  shipments  for  the  season  may  be 
less  than  2,^00  cars,  compared  with  5»100  last  season." 

12b .     FLORIDA  CELERY  ADVANCES  FURTHER 

B.  E.   Surry,  of  the  Sanford  field  station,   sent  the  following  report 
on  March  21:- 

"Florida's  celery  shipments  of  280  cars  last  week  were  slightly  less 
than  for  the  preceding  week  and. hardly  more  than  half  the  total  for  the  same 
period  a  year  ago.    With  good  inquiry,  the  supply  was  inadequate  to  meet  the 
demand  and  prices  advanced  steadily.     Closing  prices  on  Saturday  for  washed 
celery  ranged  $2.50-$3  VeT  crate,  representing  an  advance  of  75^  during  the 
week.     Several  cars  of  rough  stock  brought  $2.75~"$3«     Quality  v/as  generally 
fair,  with  some  shipments  of  rather  poor  quality.     Though  very  little  damage 
is  now  caused  by  worms,  most  cars  are  prevented  from  grading  U.S.  Ho.  1  because 
of  black-heart,  blight  and  pithy  stalks."

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Below  is  published  a  letter  01  March  22  which  came  from  R.  L.  Sutton, 
in  charge  of  the  Hammond  field  s tat ion: - 

"The  early  start  of  the  Louisiana  strawberry  season  has  had  a  severe 
set-hack.    Freezing  temperatures  that  occurred  during  the  week  of  March  6-12 
damaged  the  first  crop  of  berries  seriously.     It  has  been  estimated  that  the 
damage  to  this  first  crop  ran  as  high  as  °0y*     Shipments  dropped  off  to  prac- 
tically nothing  for  several  days  after  the  freezing  weather.    The  fruit  that 
has  been  moved  subsequently  came  mostly  as  a  surprise,  since  it  was  felt  that 
very  few  berries  could  be  picked  until  about  April  1.    On  Saturday,  the  19th 

12  cars  were  shipped,  and  13  moved  on  Monday j  March  21;  about  the  same  number 
are  expected  to  be  loaded  again  today,  but  a  scarcity  of  berries  is  expected 
to  be  felt  after  the  middle  of  this  week,  with  the  period  extending  throughout 
most  of  the  remainder  of  the  month. 

11  The  stormy  weather  prevailing  in  northern  cities  would  make  it  hard 
for  the  shippers  of  this  State  to  market  any  large  volume  of  berries,    Of  the 

13  market    reports  received  here,  it  has  been  noted  that  during  the  past 
couple  of  days  snow  or  sleet  has  prevailed  in  at  least  half  of  them.     The  key 
market  for  Louisiana  berries,  Chicago,  reported  today  that  snow  fell  through- 
out Monday  and  on  Monday  night  and  buyers  here  from  Chicago  report  traffic  to 
be  almost  paralyzed  in  that  city. 

"The  auction  sales  at  Hammond  have  held  at  high  levels.     This  would  be 
expected  in  view  of  the  light  offerings,  but  unfavorable  weather  in  the  city 
markets  naturally  affects  the  buying  at  shipping  points.    Last  night  the  auc- 
tion sales  on  the  11 -cars    offered  ranged  from  $3*&Nr  to  $H.20,  the  average 
price  being  $U,01.     The  cars  are  loaded  with  2H-pint  crates.     The  question  of 
the  quality  of  the  fruit  being  shipped  is  a  matter  of  speculation.     The  grade, 
of  course,  is  not  U.S.  ITo.  1,  and  in  practically  all  cases  the  crates  are  not 
marked  with  anything  other  than  the  labels  of  the  shipping  organization. 

"With  the  lighter  yields  that  will  develop  this  season,  it  is  probable 
that  the  carlot  movement  will  run  at  least  1,000  cars  under  last  season's  out-; 
put  of  U,720  cars,  even  though  the  acreage  is  estimated  to  be  5»000  acres 
greater  than  in  1931* 

"The  market-news  office  issued  the  first  report  from  Hammond  on  Monday, 
March  21.    It  is  to  be  expected  that  the  daily  movement  will  be  light  until  the 
early  part  of  April.     Heavy  volume  can  hardly  be  reached  until  the  second  crop 
comes  into  maturity."

Since  the  important  change  which  was  made  in  the  grouping  of  States,  in 
tabulations  of  potato  production  and  shipments,  as  mentioned  in  Par.  10b  of  the 
D.L.   for  January  22,  1932,  there  has  been  need  of  a  revised  table  of  shipments 
on  the  basis  of  the  new  State  grouping. 

Enclosed  with  this  D.L. ,  each  Liar ket -news  office  will  receive  copies  of 
the  revised  tables,  covering  shipments  of  potatoes  on  a  complete  seasonal 
basis  for  l\29-30  and  I93O-3I.     The  seasonal  period  begins  with  first  Florida 
and  Texas  shipments  in  December  and  runs- until  last  movement  of  late  or  main- 
crop  potatoes  in  July  of  the  second  year  following. 

Anyone  else  having  need  for  those  revised  shipment  tables  can  obtain 
copies  oh  request.

le.     MEMPHIS  DEALER  ORDERED  TO  PAY  COLORADO  SHIPPER  II"  P.A.C.  .ACT  CASS  . 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  3.  P.  Butler,  of  Memphis, 
Tenn. ,  to  pay  $81.62  to  the  Mathews  Procuce  Co.-,  of  Greeley,  Colo.,  as  the 
result  of  a  hearing  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

The  case  involved  a  car  of  potatoes  purchased  "by  Butler  from  Mathews 
through  the  Guy  W.  Glass  Brokerage  Co.     The  broker  wired  Mathews  that  he  had 
sold  Sutler  a  car  of  potatoes  to  "be  "good  size1,1  and  Mathews  confirmed  the 
sale  on  this  "basis.     The  car  was  inspected  at  shipping  point  and  found  to  be 
U.S.  rTo.  1,  "medium  to  large-,  generally  Large."    On  arrival  of  the  car  at 
Memphis,  Butler  and  Glass  inspected  the  potatoes  and  Butler  refused  to  accept 
them,   claiming  they  were  too  small,  showed  second-growth,  and  contained  many 
cuts.     xTo  Government  inspection  was  obtained  at  Memphis  because  of  the  in- 
spector's absence  from  the  city.    After  Butler's  rejection  of  the  potatoes, 
they  were  sold  to  another  party  in  Memphis  at  a  reduction  in  price  of  $75  • 33* 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  found  that  Butler  wanted  "large  size" 
potatoes,  but  that  in  ordering  the  car  he  specified  "good  size"  rather  than 
large  size,  the  change  -in  specification  being  due  to  the  fact  that  it  appear-- 
ed  impossible  to  secure  large  potatoes.    Since  the  shipping-point  inspection 
certificate  showed  the  potatoes  to  conform  to  the  specification  of  "good 
size,"  the  Secretary  found  that  they  fulfilled  the  terms  of  the  contract  and 
that  Butler's  rejection  was  not  justified.    He,  therefore,  awarded  damages  in 
the  sum  of  $75*33  plus  interest,  amounting  to  $81.62.    Mathews  asked  as  addi- 
tional damages  the  cost  of  telegraph  and  telephone  messages.     The  Secretary 
held  that  such  items  cannot  be  included  as  actual  damages  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act. 

2 e .     LOUISVILLE  COMMISSION  MERCHANT  FINED  UNDER  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT 

Edward  Partlow,  who  until  August,  1^30 »  conducted  a  commission  busi- 
ness in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  pleaded  guilty  on  March  17  to  a  violation  of 
the  Produce  Agency  Act  and  was  sentenced  in  Federal  Court  to  pay  a  fine  of 
$100.     This  action  followed  the  overruling  of  the  demurrer  which  had  been 
filed  by  the  defendant,  questioning  the  constitutionality  of  the  Act. 

This  case  involved  consignments  of  five  cars  of  watermelons,  shipped 
in  June,  1930>  °y  two  different  growers  in  Florida.    No  accounting  whatso- 
ever was  rendered  on  any  of  the  consign:.,  mts .     The  investigation  made  by 
J.  W.  Dykes  in  March,  1931>  developed  the  fact  that  there  were  net  proceeds 
on  the  five  cars,  totaling  $107*65 •

Attention  is  once  again  called  to  the  necessity  for  quick  action  in 
sending  wires  to  Washington  regarding  any  changes  on  certificates  which 
have  been  issued,  affecting  grade  statement,  car  initials  or  number,  or  in 
case  the  car  has  "been  reconditioned  and  a  second  certificate  has  been  issued. 
In  some  cases,   the  inspectors  who  are  at  a  distance  from  the  office  where  the 
certificates  are  typed  do  not  wire  the  Washington  office  regarding  such 
changes,  and  seem  to  expect  such  information  to  he  wired  in  by  somebody  else. 

Recently  this  office  discovered  that  a  second  inspection  had  been  made 
on  a  car  through  information  furnished  by  the  shipper,  while  a.  wire  covering 
this  change  was  never. :  sont  by  the  inspector  and,  thereby,  the  service  was 
placed  in  an  embarrassing  position.  Supervisors  must  instruct  all  inspectors 
to  wire  this  office  immediately  regarding  any  of  the  above-mentioned  changes 
on  certificates,  when  they  cannot  do  so  themselves.  Minor  changes  on  certi- 
ficates may  still  be  sent  to  the  Washington'  office  by  letter. 

2  c .    UgJgUAL  SI  NATION  I  IT  BSD  RIVER  VALLEY  POTATO  INSPECTIONS 

Supervising  Inspector  C-.  W,  Chris tenson  visited  the  Fargo,  IT.  Dak., 
inspection  office  recently  and  wrote  the"  following  letter  from  Fargo  on 
March  l6:~ 

"The  cold  weather  has  delayed  the  inspection  work  in  the  Red  River 
Valley  by  at  least  two  weeks.    Farmers  were  unable  to  do  any  hauling  until 
yesterday,  but  it  turned  cold  again  last  night  and  there  were  practically 
nc  haulings  this  morning,  and  another  cold  wave  is  forecast. 

"There  are  many  mixed  cars  being  loaded  here,  containing  common  stock, 
North  Dakota  certified,  and  Minnesota  certified  seed.    -Mr.  Sander  of  Minnesota 
and  Mr.  Has tings  of  North  Dakota  are  dividing  such  inspections  as  nearly 
equally  as  possible.     Cars  with  more  Noftn  Dakota  certified  than  Minnesota 
are  written  on  North  Dakota  certificates,  and  those  with  more  Minnesota  certi- 
fied are  written  on  Minnesota  Federal-State  certificates.     There  are  so  many 
small  lots  of  certified  seed  going  out  in  mixed  cars  that  this  is  about  the 
only  way  it  can  be  handled.    Mr.  Sander  has  been  writing  mixed  cars,  contain- 
ing small  lots  of  Minnesota  certified  seed,  on  the  Federal-State  certificates 
and  writing  only  straight  carloads  of  certified  seed  on  the  State  certificates. 
There  would  be  no  difficulties  involved,  putting  up  the  Minnesota  certified 
seed  to  the  specified  grade,  except  around  the  Princeton  section,  where  all 
th6   .rouble  started  earlier  in  the  year.     Cars  in  Minnesota,  covered  by  a 
straight  State  certificate,  are  market  'Minnesota  State'  and  dated.  Others 
are  marked  in  the  usual  way,    'Minnesota'  and  date.     There  are  also  some  cars 
of  North  Dakota  certified  seed  stored  at  Barnesville,  Minn.     If  Mr.  Sander 
of  Minnesota  happens  to  be  in  the  vicinity,  he  makes  the  inspection  and 
writes  it  on  a  North  Dakota  certificate.    At  East  Grand  Forks,  Warren 
Churchward  has  a  supply  of  both  North  Dakota  and  Minnesota  certificates  and 
makes  inspections  on  both  sides  of  the  river."'

"Probably  the  peak  in  Florida's  celery  movement  occurred  during  the  week 
of  February  ~~-13»  when  550  cars  were  shipped  and  the  largest  single  day's  move- 
ment was  11S  cars.    This  is  in  contrast  with  last  year's  peak  week,  April  5~llt 
when  1,16*1  cars  were  moved.    This  year  Srjiford-Oviedo,  with  close  to  ^,000 
acres,  -  the  largest  acreage  in  its  history,  -  will  move  not  more  than  U,000 
cars,  although  in  recent  years  shipments  have  generally  ranged  6,000  to  7»000 


cars . 
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3c.     HOLLOW  CROW  OF  CELERY 

Dr.  G-.  3.  Ramsey,  Senior  Pathologist  in  the  Chicago  office  of  B.P.I.  , 
prepared  the  following  article  "under  date  of  March  16:- 

A  rather  unusual  development  of  growth  cracks  and  hollow  areas  in  the 
crown  of  California  celery  has  come  to  our  attention  during  the  past  month. 
It  appears  that  this  trouble  is  primarily  due  to  excessive  moisture  and  possi- 
bly some  other  growth  factors.     However,  because  of  the  association  of  Bacter- 
ial Soft  Rot  with  some  of  the  hollow  crown  areas,  it  seems  desirable  to  estab- 
lish terms  for  describing  this  condition. 

A  root  and  crown  discoloration  and  decay,  referred  to  as  " Yellows , "  has 
been  reported  from  many  districts.     Some  pathologists  have  thought  this  due  to 
Fusarium,  while  others  believe  it  to  be  a  bacterial  disease  or  possibly  in- 
duced by  bacteria  plus  Fusarium.     Since  "Yellows"  has  also  been  used  as  a  gen- 
eral term,  indicating  certain  virus  diseases,  this  name  is  not  recommended  for 
use  in  the  Inspection  Service. 

Open  cavities  in  the  base  of  the  bunches  should  be  referred  to  as 
"Hollow  Crown"  and,  when  evident  decay  is  associated  with  this  area,  the  con- 
dition should  be  indicated  as  "Hollow  Crown  followed  by  Bacterial  Soft  Rot." 
This  hollow  crown  may  or  may  not  show  infection  at  shipping  point,  but  there 
is  danger  of  Bacterial  Soft  Rot  developing  in  transit,  particularly  so  if  the 
celery  gets  a  little  warm.

In  a  letter  of  I.larch  22  from  Brownsville,  the  following  information 
was  given  by  W.  L.  G-ooge  regarding  the  progress  of  various  crops  in  the  Rio 
C-rande  Valley  of  'Texas.    He  also  stated  that  cir'tus  shipments  would  not  be 
permitted  after  those  of  last  Saturda}r,  March  26*7- 

"The  argument  goes  on  among  growers  as  to  what  will  "be  the  outcome  of 
the  Valley  tomato  crop.    A  number  have  reported  that  those  vines  frosted  down 
and  expected  to  put  out  anew  are  in  many  places  a  total  loss.     I  drove  over  a 
good  portion  of  the  Valley  on  Sunday,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  in  a  general 
way  the  early  tomato  crop  is  gone.     If  there  is  a  tomato  deal  of  consequence 
here  this  season,  it  will  be  light  or  very  late.     This  will  be  more  especially 
true,   if  we  have  a  cool  spring  as  we  did  last  year.  .  .. 

" There  seems  to  be  no  question  that  a  tremendous  acreage  of  beans  is 
being  replanted.     Seme  are  already  coming  up,  and  it  is  probable  that  May  will 
see  a  fair  movement  of  this  commodity. 

"The  frost  injured  potatoes  to  such  an  extent  that  the  loadings  will 
•probably  be  light  but  will  be  scattered  over  a  considerable  period  of  time. 
Cool  weather  dela3red  onions  for  a  week  or  more,  and  we  are  now  in  the  midst  of 
another  cool  spell,  which  will  dealy  them  again."

The  following  comments  were  included  by  T.  R,  Hall,  of  the  Seattle 
office,  in  a  northwestern  r eview  dated  March  2h;- 

" There  has  been  a  brief  resumption  of  activity  among  potato  buyers  in 
many  western  districts.    Prices  f.o.b.  Yakima  Valley  shipping  points  advanced 
about  ?2  per  ton  for  U.S.  Ho.  1  Russets,  holding  near  the  end  of  March  about 
$lU  per  ton,  on  board  cars.     Stock  was  mainly  being  sought  for  cold-storage 
purposes  and  a  late  summer  market.     The    U.S.  "o.  2  grade  also  advanced 
slightly  but  failed  to  hold  the  gain.     Seed-potato  dealers  report  a  seasonal 
inquiry  for  standard  varieties,  and  western  Washington  certified  seed  is  mov- 
ing in  rather  small  lots  at  $1.2-3  per  cwt. 

"The  hothouse  rhubarb  season  in  Paget  Sound  districts  is  rapidr*7"  ap- 
proaching its  end.     Total  carlo t  shipments  aggregate  slightly  over  100  cars, 
exclusive  of  truck  and  l.c.i.  movement.    Financially  the  season  was  one  of 
disappointment  to  growers,  attributable  in  part  to  more  severe  comoetition 
from  mid-Y/e.6 tern  growers.    Supplies  of  spinach,  grown  near  the  large  markets 
of  the  coaot  are  now  adequate  for  local  requirements ,  precluding  much  possi- 
bility of  V/alla  Walla  stock  being  forwarded  westward.    Eastern  '"ashing  ton 
aspara.gus  is  late  in  maturing  and,  without  a  favorable  change  in  weather,  ' 
cannot  be  expected  before  mid-April."

l|b.     TEXAS  CIT-US  S5ASO"  CLQS5D  TIITE  TOTAL  0?  8,500  CARLOADS  MOVED  . 

When  it  is  remembered,  that  nine  years  ago  the  total  shipments  of 
Texas  citrus  fruit  were  only  66  cars,  the  exceptional  development  of  that 
area  is  realized  when,  in  the  following  letter,  W.  D.  G-ooge  reports  a 
total  of  over  8,000  carloads  for  the  193^--32  season.    His  letter  was  writ- 
ten from  Brownsville  on  March  27:- 

" The  lower  Valley  citrus  season  closed  at  midnight,  March  25.  Rail 
shipments  on  the  last  day  totaled  7^  cars,  or  only  slightly  above  the  daily 
movement  during  the  last  five  weeks.     The  total  movement  of  the  season  was 
approximately  8,200  carloads,  or  nearly  1,000  cars  more  than  were  expected 
last  fall,  when  unusually  small  sizes  were  found  prevalent.     Some  200  cars 
were  probably  lost,  because  grapefruit  was  so  cheap  that  growers  did  not 
care  to  risk  the  payment  of  freight  and  other  handling  charges  and  because 
considerable  stock  was  destroyed  after  infestations  were  found  in  groves  by 
plant  quarantine  inspectors.     The  8,200  cars  mentioned  above  include  rail, 
motor-truck,  and  l.c.l.  shipments.     Trucks  alone  hauled  about  1 , 76O  carloads. 

"The  vegetable  deal  during  the  past  week  has  been  characterized  by 
favorable  prices  for  cabbage,  carrots,  and  onions.    Potatoes  have  moved  slowly 
and  under  light  demand  from  the  la/rge  terminals,  where  cold  weather  has  pre- 
vailed.    The  acreages  of  more  tender  crops  killed  by  frost  are  being  replanted. 
Some,  think -that  the  bean  crop    may  be  almost  as  large  as  estimated  before  the 
frost,  but  of  course  it  will  come  on  much  later.     It  was  thought  that  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  tomatoes  killed  back  would  put  out  new  foliage,  but 
generally  this  has  proven  untrue,     It  is  now  estimated  that  fully  ^Ofo  of  the 
tomatoes  were  lost.     Corn  was  practically  all  killed,  so  there  will  be  no 
early  green  corn  movement  from  this  section.    Probably  half  the  former 
tomato  acreage  is  being  replanted,  and  the  acreage  of  corn  will"  be  consider- 
ably larger  than  before  the  frost.     Seeding  has  been  going  on  actively  during 
the  last  10  days,  and  much  of  the  stuff  planted  just  after  the  frost  is  up 
and  growing  vigorously, 

"  The  Corpus  ChriSti  section  has  been  moving  an  increasing  volume  of 
cabbage.    A  more-active  movement  of  root  crops  is  expected  about  the  first  of 
April.    A  good  rain  is.  needed  in  that  territory,  which  must  come  within  the 
next  few  days  if  good  yields  are  to  be  expected." 

5b .     MAI^S  POTATO  MARKET  RAT'EBR  DULL 

V.  H.  Nicholson  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of 
March  26  from  Presque  Isle:- 

" The  Maine  potato  market  has  been  rather  dull  since  the  20th  of  March, 
with  a  weaker  tendency  noticeable  the  last  two  days.     The  roads  in  most  sec- 
tions of  the  county  were  generally  blocked  until  Wednesday  or  Thursday,  but 
they  are  being  opened  to  traffic  now  and  the  haulings  to  warehouses  have  in- 
creased during  the  last  few  days. 

"Growers  and  shippers  who  own  potatoes  stored  in  the  track-side  ware- 
houses have  been  rather  reluctant  to  sell  at  the  prevailing  prices  and,  since 
the  roads  were  blocked,  there  was  little  stock  available.     The  light  supplies 
available  for  shipment-  were  probably  responsible  for  the  firmer  tone  in  the 
local  situation. 

"Stocks  on  hand  are  probably  considerably  heavier  than  a  year  ago. 
According  to  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,   there  were

shipment  this  season.    This  v/ouid  Indicate  a  total  movement  of  about  55>000 
cars,  providing  the  entire  amount  wa,s  shipped.     Shipments  of  Maine  potatoes 
to  date  total  35j73&  carlots,  against  U2,S2c  to  the  corresponding  date  last 
season  and  a  total  of  53 » 3^1  cars  for  the  season.     If  shipments  were  to 
equal  those  of  last  season,  which  is  rather  improbable,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary for  the  movement  from  now  until  June  1  to  average  about  300  cars  daily."

The  fruit  and  vegetable  review,  published  at  Portland  end  covering  the 
week  of  -larch  13-19,  included  the  following  interesting  comments :- 

"Apple  loadings  increased  ^Ofo  from  the  previous  week,  with  SSS  cars 
loaded  at  interior  points.    F.o.o.  prices  strengthened  during  the  week,  with 
most  Yakima  and  wenatchee  shippers  apparently  united  in  holding  for  5^-15^ 
per  box  higher  than  early-March  values.    Large-volume  export  trading  is  almost 
completed  for  the  current  season,  although  limited  foreign  distribution  will 
continue  until  June,  of  course.     Several  large -capacity  liners  left  northwest- 
ern ports  last  week,  carrying  their  last  large  cargo s  of  the  season.  Export- 
ers assert  that  United  Kingdom  apple  inquiry  is  now  very  light,  although  some 
large  sales  of  northwestern  stock  were  effected  through  Kew  York  City  last 
week,   for  United  Kingdom  delivery.     Great  Britain  is  now  drawing  upon  Austra- 
lia for  apples  in  greater  volume,    northwestern  apples  held  at  French  ports, 
awaiting  the  French  San  Jose  embargo  decision,  have  all  moved  to  the  trade, 
and  a  fair  volume  of  other  American  purchases  was  effected  in  France;  but 
this  is  expected  to  decline  in  subsequent  weeks.    Other  Continental  trading 
was  limited.     The  French  embargo  on  account  of  San  Jose  sce.le  has  been  modi- 
fied, whereby  boxed  apples  from  the  Pacific  Coast  may  be  admitted  without  in- 
spection, if  accompanied  by  a  sanitary  certificate  guaranteeing  absence  of 
scale.    All  northwest  loadings  bear  this  certificate.    Extra  Fancy  Winesaps 
from  cold  storages  sold  f.o.b.    Yakima  and  Wenatchee  up  to  80^-90^  per  box, 
with  Fancy  a  dime  lower.     Shippers  advance  the  theory  that  freezing  damage  to 
strawberries,  peaches,  and  other  early  fruit  in  the  Gulf  States  will  benefit 
the  immediate  future  of  the  apple  market,  and  will  lessen  early-summer  com- 
petition from  the  southeastern  soft  fruits.     It  remains  to  b e  seen  whether 
the  proverbial  'ill  wind'  has  blown  any  good  to  northwestern  producers  and 
distributors  of  apples  and  potatoes, 

"Onions  continued  their  sensational  climb,  with  some  Oregon  growers' 
sales  earl/  in  the  week  at  $6  per  cwt.  plus  bags,  and  closing  with  several 
sales  at  $2,000  and  $2,100  per  carloa.d  of  300  centals.    About  20  carloads 
are  still  hold  firmly  by  Oregon  growers."

The  relatively  high  prices  being  paid  for  onions  in  this  country  are 
apparently  attracting  heavy  shipments  of  new-crop  stock  from  Egypt.    Hew  York 
has  already  reported  the  arrival  of  73  carloads  of  Egyptian  onions,  as  follows:- 
5  carloads  on  March  lUth;  10  on  March  l6th;  3^  on  March  23rd;  and  2h  on  March 
29th.    Additional  supplies  are  due  in  April.    Hundreds  of  carloads  have  also 
arrived  recently  in  New  York  from  Chile  and  from,  other  foreign  countries.

B.  2.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Sanford  on  March  28:- 
11 A  siva.ll  increase  in  shipments,  ideal  growing  weather,  slight  Im- 
provement  in  quality,  and  a  market  brrely  holding  steady  under  heavier  sup- 
plies, characterized  the  Florida  celerTr  situation  last  week.     Some  rain  and 
moderately-cool  days  were  of  much  benefit  to  the  spring  crop.     The  Sanford 
f  .o.b.  market  continued  almost  unchanged,  although  some  shippers  found  it 
necessary  to  discount  large  sizes  15^-25'^  per  crate,  owing  to  slower  demand 
Inquiry  and  demand  were  generally  moderate,  however,  and  some  orders  were 
"booked  for  this  week's  shipment.    Probably  most  of  the  cars  selling  at  the 
lower  levels  have  been  those  containing  short  crates,  the  celery  being 
packed  in  17-1S  inch  crates  rather  than  in  crates  of  the  regular  20-inch 
height . 

"The  Sanford-Oviedo  district  has  shipped  2,300  cars  to  date,  com- 
pared with  more  than  3, 600  cars  last  year  when  the  season  was  from  two  to 
three  weeks  later.    Movement  of  the  spring  celery  from  around  Oviedo  is 
gradually  getting  under  way,  with  several  cars  loaded  daily  last  week.  I~o 
appreciable  movement  is  expected  for  at  least  another  week." 


9b.    westers  ;^v;  YORK  MARKET  I3ACTS  AlTD  PRICES  DECLBT 


A.  L.  Thomas  sent  the  following  report  from  Rochester  on  March  2*)  :~ 
"The  demand  for  cabbage  slowed  up  considerably,  and  prices  also  drop 
ped.     The  season  is  practically  over;  another  two  weeks  will  about  clean  up 
all  the  remaining  stocks.    Bulk  and  sacked  Danish  ranged  $35~$^0  Per  ton, 
with  a  few  sales  of  exceptionally  good  stock  from  cold  storage  slightly 
higher . 

"Onions  nave  been  in  light  demand,  and  there  is  a  weaker  tendency. 
Practically  all  onions  are  in  the  hands  of  two  or  -three  large  operators. 
Some  of  the  dealers  still  believe  they  have  another  two  weeks  before  much 
competition  with  the  South. 

"The  season  for  old  carrots  is  practically  ended,  and  only  a  limited 
number  of  sales  were  reported.    A  few  sales  of  washed  bushels  were  made  at 
$2.50  the  first  part  of  the  week,  and  100-pound  sacks  for  future  delivery 
brought  <f>5« 

"The  demand  for  potatoes  was  slower  and  ^prices  dropped  since  the 
last  report.     On  March  28,  outlying  districts  were  covered  with  snow  rang in 
from  six  inches  to  two  feet,  according  to  local  reports,  and  in  some  cases 
haulings  by  growers  were  discontinued.     It  is  believed  this  condition  will 
exist  for  only  two  or  three  days.    Delivered  sales  ?/ere  made  yesterdcay  on 
the  basis  of  G'8^- 70^  per  100-pound  sack  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  Round  Y.iiites,  which 
is  about  5#  lower  than  a  week  ago.     Growers  were  receiving  mostly  25^,  with 
a  few  high  as  y^i  per  bushel. 

"A  slightly  better  feeling  TDrevailed  for  western  Hew  York  apples 
this  week;  prices  advanced  about  5^  Per  bushel."

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1  lb  .     FLORIDA  TOMATO  MOVSMSITT  SHIFTING  TO  LAKE  OKEECHOBEE  SECTIOil 

Before  leaving  Pompano,  Fla. ,  for  Belle  Glade,  the  following  letter 
was  written  by  J.  3.  Owens  on  March  2Q:- 

"  The  south  Florida  tomato  movement  probably  reac?.ed  its  peak  last 
week,  but  shipments  will  continue  fairly  heavy  for  the  next  two  or  three 
weeks.     Quality  of  the  tomatoes  shipped  during  the  past  10  days  was  very 
irregular  and  much  stock  arrived  in  the  markets  in  poor  condition.    Most  of 
this  stock  was  chilled  or  otherwise  damaged  during  the  recent  cold  wave. 
The  increased  movement  and  the  accumulation  in  the  terminals  caused  the  f.o.b. 
market  to  weaken  considerably.     There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  situation 
up  to  the  present  time,  and  practically  all  shippers  report  a  very  limited  de- 
mand for  their  best  grades,  with  most  stock  rolling  for  sale  on  arrival. 

"The  shipping  season  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section  is  getting  under 
way,  but  movement  from  that  section  will  be  very  much  lighter  than  expected, 
due  to  the  severe  damage  by  frost  and  cold  winds. 

"Beans  will  continue  to  move  from  the  Pompano  section  until  the  mid- 
dle of  April,  but  only  in  light  volume.    Very  little  good-quality  stock  is 
being  offered  for  sale  locally,  as  practically  all  of  the  best-quality  beans 
are  in  the  hands  of  one  firm,  which  prefers  to  sell  on  arrival."' 

12b .     VALUABLE  STATISTICAL  REPORT  OH  CALIFORNIA  FRUITS 

W.  F.   Cox,  of  San  Francisco,  has  compiled  and  mimeographed  a  book  of 
82  long  pages,  showing  the  interstate  shipments  by  days  of  eight  important 
deciduous  fruits  from  California  during  the  1931  season,  with  comparative 
figures  for  the  four  preceding  years.    The  fruits  covered  in  this  report  are: 

Apples  Figs  Plums 

Apricots  Peaches  Pomegranates 

Cherries  Pears 

For  apples  and  pears  the  shipments  are  shown  by  principal  varieties. 
Movement  for  193^  began  with  the  first  car  of  cherries  on  April  22  and  is  tab- 
ulated through  December  jL.    A  recapitulation  is  then  given  on  a  weekly  basis, 
and  later  on  a  10-day -period  basis. 

A  special  table  gives  shipments  of  apples  by  months  from  the  respec- 
tive billing  stations  in  California,  grouped  by  counties.    A  destination 
table  also  is  given  for  apple  shipments  during  the  past  three  years.  Similar 
tabulations,  by  billing  points  and  by  destinations,  are  given  for  each  of""t"he 
other  seven  fruits.     Carlot  unloads  for  each  of  four  fruits  are  shown  in  66 
city  markets  during  each  of  the  last  four  years,  with  California  unloads  seg- 
regated from  others. 

1 3b .     RECSITT  hFYJS  PIT  ITORTHERIm  FLORIDA  POTATOES 

W.  D.  Hull  wrote  as  follows  from  Eastings  in  a  letter  of  March  2g : - 
"notwithstanding  the  rather  light  movement  of  Florida  new  potatoes  dur- 
ing the  past  week,  the  f . o .b ..  market  declined  to  $1+  per  barrel  of  U.S.  llo,  1 
Spaulding  Rose.     Every  effort  was  made  to  sustain  a  higher  nrice  but,  with  the 
increasing  supplies  in  terminal  markets  and  slower  movement,  it  was  found  im- 
possible.    In  the  early  part  of  the  week  wire  inquiry  was  noticeably  light, 
but  after  the  price  here  was  reduced  the  inquiry  was  somewhat  improved  for  a 
day  or  so.    Plowever,   in  view  of  the  further  decline  in  prices  of  new  potatoes 
in  the  northern  markets,  activit r  slowed  up  during  the  later  part  of  the  week 
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and,  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  it  became  very  difficult  to  sell  even  at  the 
f.o.b.  price  of  $)4,  many  offers  of  $3»5°  and  .|5»75  being  refused, 

"On  Tuesday  afternoon  there  were  several  sliarp  showers,  while  on  Wed- 
nesday it  rained  practically  throughout  the  day,  and  very  few  potatoes  moved 
from  the  Hastings  section  as  a  result.     In  sections  where  the  rain  was  less 
severe,  some  potatoes  were  loaded,  hut  their  appearance  was  not  attractive. 
The  rains  coming,   as  they  did,  on  many  fields  where  the  vines  are  dead  as  a 
result  of  the  frosts,  caused  some  anxiety  among  the  operators  who  fear  that, 
if  a  hot  sun  should  follow  the  period  of  rainy  weather,  it  will  cause  severe 
rotting  damage  to  the  potatoes,  with  no  vines  to  protect  them. 

"There  was  a  fairly-active  demand  all  last  week  for  Ho.  2  stock  and 
more  orders  were  received  than  could  he  filled. 

"Shipments  for  last  week  totaled  210  cars  and,  had  it  not  "been  for 
the  comparatively  heavy  movement  of  69  cars  on  Saturday,  March  26,   the  weekly 
total  would  have  heen  much  less.     Saturday's  movement  of  69  cars  is  the  heav- 
iest so  far  this  season,  and  certain  operators  today  expressed  the  opinion 
that  it  might  he  some  time  before  it  is  equaled  or  exceeded..    Saturday's  out- 
put came  as  a  complete  surprise  to  all  the  operators.    Even  those-  who  are 
active  in  the  Federal  Point  and  Bunnell  section,  which  originated  the  most 
of  the  cars,  were  astonished  when  they  heard  of  the  results  of  Friday's  and 
Saturday's  activity t    Digging  in  those  sections  is  practically  completed, 
and  probably  a  few  of  the  growers  adjacent  to  Hastings  will  commence  this 
week." 

lUb .     SECQiTD-CROP  BERRIES  S0QI\7  DUE  FROM  LOUISIANA 

The  following  information  was  included  in  a  letter  of  March  29  from

"Local  officials  of  the  auction  companies,  and  others  in  close  touch 
with  this  deal,  are  pretty  well  agreed  that  the  total  outturn  for  this  sea- 
son from  Louisiana  will  be  between  3>500  and  U,000  cars,  compared  with  h,~(20 
last  year,    however,  weather  conditions  will  naturally  have  quite  an  effect 
on  this  estimate.     If  temperatures  during  latter  April  and  May  become  very 
high,  the  Louisiana  shipments  would  possibly  have  to  be  curtailed  on  account 
of  the  heavy  competition  that  would  be  encountered  from  sections  farther 
north,  especially  Arkansas,  Missouri  and  Tennessee.     It  is  likely  that  the 
volume  of  movement  during  the  month  of  May.  will  be  greater  than  any  other 
month,   since  active  shipments  will  hardly  get  under  way  until  around  the  mid- 
dle of  April.    With  favorable  weather  conditions,  cars  will  be  loaded  through- 
out May."

Hart  T.  Longino  included  the  following  comments  in  a  letter  of 
March  2g  from  Harlingen,  Texas :- 

"The  quality  of  Eaymondville  onions  has  "been  so  poor  that  they  have 
not  "been  making  more  than  Commercial  requirements •    The  market  has  "been  so 
strong  that  growers  and  shippers  have  been  able  to  dispose  of  all  stock 
without  even  an  attempt  to  grade.     It  will  be  at  least  10  days  before  any 
volume  is  started,  and  it  will  be  at  least  three  weeks  before  Laredo,  the 
Winter  Garden,  and  Corpus  Christi  crops  are  ready* 

"The  Roy  Campbell-Jos .  Rosemblum  Co.,  Inc.  is  going  to  operate  in 
Corpus  Christi  territory.     They  have  a  large  shed  there,  and  have  leased 
all  of  the  Compress  sheds  in  that  section.     Hhey  figure  that  the  crops 
under  contract  will  give  them  around  2,000  cars  of  onions  out  of  that  ter- 
ritory alone.     They  have  invited  all  of  their  growers  to  attend  a  meeting 
at  Corpus  Christi  on  April  2.     I  am  on  the  program  to  discuss  Bermuda 
onion  grading  and  packing.     There  are  about  1^0  growers  who  have  contracted 
with  this  concern.    All  growers  in  the  community  are  invited  to  attend. 
All  onions  for  the  demonstration  will  be  shipped  from  Eaymondville  by  this 
firm.     I  feel  sure  that,  by  grading  and  grouping  various  defects,  we  shall 
be  able  to  give  considerable  information  that  will  make  our  work  easier 
later  on. 

"It  seems  that  the  freeze  has  resulted  in  much  higher  prices 3  and 
also  a  greater  demand  for  what  vegetables  are  left  in  this  territory. 
Root  crops  and  cabbage  have  about  all  been  harvested  in  the  lower  Valley. 
The  heavy  plantings  in  the  Corpus  Christi  territory  are  about  ready  to 
start  moving.    We  have  four  men  working  in  that  section  at  this  time. 
Tomatoes  were  seriously  damaged  in  all  sections  in  the  State.     This  will 
result  in  our  operating  in  all  territories  at  the  same  time,  and  thus 
bring  about  heavy  .volume  in  four  districts.     Heretofore,  we  have  moved  up 
to  Yoakum  at  the  close  of  this  deal,  and  then  on  to  Jacksonville.  Indica- 
tions are  that  Bermuda  onions  will  be  extremely  heavy  by  the  15th  of  May. 
Tomatoes  should  be  moving  in  all  sections  in  June.     It  is  hard  to  tell  at 
this  time  just  what  our  final  volume  will  be." 

2c.     APPLS  INSPECTIONS  IK  VIRGINIA  HSARLY  COMPLETED 

T.  :.T.  Ayres  sent  the  following  report  in  a  letter  of  March  2g  from 
Winchester,  Va.:- 

"After  April  15  there  will  be  a  few  cars  of  Pippins  to  be  inspected 
at  Crozet,  and  one  firm  has  around  1R0  cars  of  bushel-basket  Winesaps  in 
storages  from  Crozet  to  Lynchburg  that  are  to  move  the  last  of  April  and 
first  part  of  May,  and  I  gathered  that  they  would  want  most  of  them  inspected. 

"So  much  of  the  remaining  stock  in  storage  is  going  to  the  domestic 
markets  without  inspection,   that  it  is  impossible  to  give  you  a  definite  idea 
as  to  the  amount  of  work  we  shall  have.    After  -tomorrow,  we  shall  have  only 
five  inspectors  on  duty,  and  some  of  them  spend  part  time  on  other  State  work."

ML  DAJMAGES  AWARDED  A  PITTSBURGH  FIRM  III  P.A.C.  ACT  CASE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Hal lock, Young  &  Co.,  Inc., 
Riverhead,  New  York,  to  pay- nominal  damages  of  $1  to  S.  C.  Focer' s  Sons, 
Pittsburgh,  Pa..,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agri- 
cultural Commodities  Act. 

On  August  27,  1930 »  Focer  bought  from  Plal lock, Young  &  Co.  two  cars  of 
U.S.  No.  1  potatoes  at  $2.25  f.o.b.  shipping  point.    Upon  arrival  of  the 
potatoes  at  Pittsburgh,  Focer  secured  Government  inspection,  which  showed  that 
the  potatoes  were  not  U.S.  No.  1  on  account  of  gra.de  defects.     Pocer  finally 
accepted  the  potatoes,  but  filed  complaint  with  the  Department,  claiming  dam- 
ages on  account  of  his  failure  to  receive  U.S.  No.  1  stock. 

The  damages  claimed  by  Focer  amounted  to  $30  on  one  car  and  $70  on  the 
other.    Pocer  claimed  that  one  Bedell  had  discussed  this  matter  with  him  as 
the  representative  of  the  shipper  and  had  agreed  to  such  an  allowance  and 
that  this  was  his  reason  for  talcing  the  cars.     Hallock  testified  that  he  had 
made  arrangements  to  deliver  the  cars  to  another  dealer  at  the  same  price,- 
that  he  intended  to  ship  Pocer  two  additional  cars,  and  that  he  had  not  author- 
ized Bedell  to  make  any  allowances.    Bedell  in  his  testimony  denied  making 
allowance. 

The  Secretary  held  that  Hallock, Young  &  Co.  had  without  reasonable 
cause  failed  and  neglected  to  furnish  potatoes  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  sale  specification.    On  the  question  of  the  amount  of  damages  the 
Secretary  said: 

11  The  measure  of  damages  for  a  breach  of  warranty  is  the  loss  directly 
and  naturally  resulting,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  from  the  breach  of 
warranty.     In  the  case  of  breach  of  warranty  of  quality,  such  loss  in  the 
absence  of  satisfactory  evidence  showing  approximate  damages  of  a  greater 
amount,  is  the  difference  between  the  value  of  the  goods  at  the  time  of  deli- 
very to  the  buyer  and  the  value  they  would  have  had  if  they  had  answered  to 
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the  warranty.     The  contract  price  is  some  evidence  of  what  the  potatoes  would 
have  "been  worth,   if  they  had  been  U.S.  i"o.  1  as  warranted.     In  the  absence, 
therefore,  of  additional  or  bettor  proof,  I  consider  the.  contract  sale  price 
evidence  that  the  potatoes,  if  they  had  been  as  warranted,  would  have  been  of 
the  value  of  $2.25  Per  s-ck  at  shipping  point." 

'The  Secretary  stated,  however,  that  he  was  unable  to  point  to  any  evi- 
dence and  say  that  such  evidence  supported  a  finding  that  Foccr  was  entitled 
to  any  definite  sum  as  damages  and  that,  consequently,  he  could  be  awarded 
only  nominal  damages.    For  this  reason,  reparation  order  was  issued  in  the  sue 
of  $1  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  directed  to  publish  the  facts.

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la.  MILEAGE  FOR  PERSONALLY-OWNED  AUTOMOBILES  USED  FOR 

OFFICIAL  BUSINESS  BETWEEN  g  A.M.  and'  6  P.M.  OF  SAME  DAY 
Attention  is  called  to  the  item  on  page  3  of  The  B.A.E.  News  of 

March  30j  193^ >  reading  as  follows: 

"In  recent  decisions  the  Comptroller  General  holds  that 
employees  who  are  away  from  their  official  stations  for  10  hours 
or  less  between  the  hours  of  S  a.  m.  and  b  p.  in.  and  use  personally- 
owned  automobiles  for  transportation  are  not  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion for  the  use  of  the  automobiles  on  a  mileage  basis.     He  also 
holds  that  where  trips  from  official  stations  are  mp.de  by  automo- 
bile leaving  shortly  before  g  a.  m.  and/or  returning  shortly  after 
6  p.  m. ,  the  necessity  for  leaving  before  g  a.  m.  and  returning 
after  6  d.  m.  must  be  shown. 

"Where  pr eaud.it  deductions  of  charges  covering  mileage  for  the 
use  of  "nersonally-owued  automobiles  have  already  been  made,  whether 
because  of  short  distances  or  because  the  travel  was  wholly  between 
g  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m. ,  it  is  suggested  that  employees  concerned  resub- 
mit claims  on  an  actual  expense  basis  for  further  consideration  by 
the  General  Accounting  Office,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  reimburse- 
ment for  the  actual  cost  of  the  gasoline.     The  cost  of  gasoline 
consumed  on  a  trip  may  be  estimated  on  the  average  number  of  miles 
which  the  automobile  usually  travels  on  a  gallon  of  gasoline,  but 
when  the  cost  is  in  excess  of  $1  receipts  should  be  furnished  with 
the  account . 11 

In  submitting  claims  on  an  actual  expense  basis,  see  Paragraph  12  of  the 
Standardized  Government  Travel  Regulations,  and  also  bear  in  mind  that  amend- 
ments to  letters  of  authorization  (travel  orders) ,  covering  such  claim  of 
actual  expenses,  must  be  issued  by  the  Washington  office. 

In  connection  with  the  above  suggestion  that  employees  resubmit  claims 
on  an  actual  expense  basis,  it  may  be  stated  that,  while  the  office  of  the 
Comptroller  General  has  indicated  indefinitely  that  actual  operating  expenses 
may  be  allowed,  no    assurance  whatever  is  given  that  claims  presented  on  this 
basis,  whether  resubmitted  or  original,  will  be  passed  for  payment.

A.  L.  Thomas,  of  the  Rochester  office :- 

"■She  demand  for  apples  continues  to  be  moderate,  and  prices  are  hold- 
ing about  steady.     The  demand  seems  to  he  coming  mostly  from  smaller  cities 
and  towns.     The  movement  for  export  has  been  very,  light;  most  shippers  claim 
that  the  season  is  about  over  for  this  trade. 

"Potatoes  showed  a  slight  advance  this  week,  and  sales  of  U.S.  No.  1 
Round  Whites    La  100-pound  sacks  closed  yesterday  at  72.^-75^,  with  an  occa- 
sional car  slightly  higher.     The  150-pound  sacks  continue  -to  be  in  a  light 
demand,  and  dealers  are  compelled  to  sell  this  size  at  a  discount.  Haulings 
have  been  light  during  the  week,  both  on  account  of  the  condition  of  roads  in 
outlying  districts  and  the  prices  offered  by  dealers.    Most  dealers  were  pay- 
ing 254-30^  per  bushel. 

"Holdings  of  onions  are  very  light.  Dealers  claim  that  not  more  than 
75  "to  100  .ca^s  remain  to  be  shroped.  Demand  has  been  slow,  and  prices  weak- 
ened.    For  the  most  part,  quality  of  the  remaining  onions  is  fairly  good. 

"There  has  been  practically  no  demand  for  cabbage  this  week,  and  only 
a  few  sales  were  made,  with  prices  ranging  $35~$^5  Per  ton,  according  to  con- 
dition.    The  season  is  about  over  end  we  expect  to  discontinue  cabbage  reports 
on  April  8."

V.  E.  Nicholson  wrote  as  follows  from  the  Presque  Isle  field  station 
on  April  2 

"A  heavy  snowstorm  Monday,  March  28,  blocked  practically  all  roads  in 
northern  Maine  and,  although  warmer  weather  has  prevailed  during  the  last 
three  days,  the  melting  snow  has  made  most  roads  practically  impassable.  As 
a  result,  deliveries  to  the  shippers'  warehouses  have  been  generally  light. 

"However,  the  f.o.b.  market  failed  to  respond  to  the  lighter  offerings. 
Demand  has  been  light,  end  the  volume  of  sales  has  tended  to  be  rather  limited. 
A  wide  range  of  prices  to  growers  is  reported,  but  most  sales  today  appear  tc 
be  around  60d-~[06  bulk  per  barrel  of  U.S.  No,  1  stock. 

"Shipments  have  held  fairly  steady  at  225  to  275  cars  daily,  and  it  now 
appears  as  if  the  total  movement  for  the  week  will  amount  to  about  1,500  cars. 
Certified  seed  shipments  amounted  to  115  cars. 

"From  April  1  to  the  end  of  the  season  last  year,  Maine  shipped  about 
10,000  cars.    With  the  heavier  stocks  on  hand  this  year,  many  factors  are  say- 
ing that  shipments  from  now  until  the  end  of  the  season  will  amount  to  about 
10,000  cars,  but,  if  market  conditions  warrant,  it  is  very  probable  that  Maine 
could  ship  15,000  cars."  . 

3'c .     SOFT  FRUITS  SKIPPED  TO  C-ERI-IANY  IN  BARKS LS 

Experiments  in  shipments  of  peaches  in  barrels  to  Germany  from  Califor-' 
nia  last  fall  proved  encouraging  and,  accordingly,  further  experiments  are 
planned  fcr  next  season  with  peaches,  pears,  apricots,  prunes  and  figs.  Pre- 
serving solutions,  including  both  -formic  and  sulphuric  acids,  were  used.

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U "b .     LQTO  PPJ CSS  FOR  HIP  GRAKBE  VALLEY  VEGETABLES 

In  a  letter  of  April  3  from  the  Brownsville  office,  W.  D.  C-ooge  gave 
the  following  report  on  Texas  crops 

11  The  past  week  has  "been  one  of  lighter  demand  and  lower  prices  for 
practically  all  vegetables  shipped  from  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley.  Some 
have  described  it  to  "be  the  most  painful  depression  week  so  far  experienced 
in  this  section.    After  the  heavy  loss  of  vegetables  caused  by  the  frost, 
prices  paid  for  the  more-hardy  crops  began  to  climb  and  many  felt  that  their 
less  might  be  in  part  compensated  by  better  prices  for  those  not  killed. 
Operators  loaded  up  the  markets  with  high-priced  cabbage,  carrots,  beets, 
potatoes,  etc.     The  terminals  could  not  assimilate  such  quantities  of  these 
products,  and  during  the  last  week  it  was  difficult  to  sell  anything.  Even 
the  new  onion  crop  is  bringing  lower  prices,  in  spite  of  light  shipments 
and  the  good  prices  being  paid  for  old  onions. 

"The  following  are  examples  of  prices  prevailing  yesterday  in  compari- 
son with  those  a  week  ago,  prices  being  quoted  on  an  f.o.b.  usual-terms  basis: 
Cabbage,  lettuce  crates  $2.25;  a  week  ago  $3-$3 - 25 •     Carrots,  lettuce  crates 
$2.25-$2.iiO;  a  week  ago  $2.75-$2.85.    Beets,  half  lettuce  crates  85^-90^;  a 
week  ago  $l-$1.2-5«     Potatoes,  100-pound  sacks  $2.25;  a  week  ago  $3_$3#25« 
Onions,  Yellow  Bermudas,  crates  and  50-pound  sacks  S2 . 75"^2 . $0 ,  a  week  ago 

$3.25-$3.50. 

l,JWith  the  loss  of  -tomatoes ,  beans,  late- potatoes ,  and  corn,-  the  Valley 
shipping  season  is  at  a  low  ebb.     Cabbage,  carrots,  beets,   turnips  and  simi- 
lar crops  have  passed  their  peak  in  this  section.     So  the  vegetable  deal  in 
Texas  is  gradually  being  shifted  to  the  Corpus  Christi  section,  where  there 
are  more  crops  to  harvest.     The  cabbage  season  there  is  now  on,  with  good 
quality  available.    Beets  are  getting  under  way,  and  carrots  will  be  moving 
freely  within  another  week.    Onions  in  this  section  will  not  move  in  volume 
until  near  the  middle  of  May.     The  Laredo  onion  deal  started  Friday,  April  1, 
with  four  cars  billed  out."

T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,   included  the  following  comments  on 
fruits  and  vegetables  in  a  review  of  Match  3-1 :" 

"Eastern  Washington  potato  growers  are  showing  less  interest  in  seed 
stock  from  outside  sources  and  substituting  locally-produced  seed  for  the 
1932  planting  to  a  large  extent.     Planting  in  districts  west  of  the  Cascades 
has  been  retarded  by  excessively -heavy  rainfall.     Consequently,  only  light  in- 
quiry has  been  directed  toward  Skagit  Coimty  and  the  certified  seed  potatoes 
produced  in  that  district.     Interest  in  the  old  potato  market  has  subsided 
somewhat,  following  the  flurry  of  a  week  ago.    Requirements  of  speculators 
for  cold  storage  purposes  have  been  pretty  well  filled,  and  f.o.b.  cash-track 
prices  have  receded  $l-$2  per  ton.     Most  operators  hold  to  the  opinion  that 
good  U.S.  Mb.  1  stock  will  be  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain,  as  the  season 
draws  to  an  end.    Emphasis  is  also  placed  on  the  point  that  unseasonably  cold 
weather  in  southern  potato  districts  will  prolong  the  season  in  the  northwest- 
ern markets. 

"A  month  of  unusually  heavy  rainfall  in  western  Washington  has  pre-' 
eluded  the  customary  field  work,  and  outside  planting  of  Iceberg  lettuce, 
cauliflower  and  other  vegetables  has  been  delayed.     The  hothouse  rhubarb  sea- 
son is  now  one  of  history  except  for  delayed  returns,  and  movement  of  outdoor 
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stock  is  due  to  "be  ruder  way  momentarily.    Walla  Valla  Valley  is  the  district 
from  which  most  northwestern  ca.rlots  of  sp ir.ach  are  moving,   though  Paget 
Sound  gardens  are  supplying  the  local  markets  and  an  occassional  car  is  loaded 
for  Canadian  cities.     The  market  strengthened  in  the  Walla  Walla  Valley  by 
the  end  of  March  to  $1.25  per  UO-pound  crate,  f.o.b.  cars,  or  65^  per  20- 
pound  paper-lined  crate,  top  ice  charges  extra.    For thwes tern  asparagus  is 
just  starting  to  nearby  markets,  and  very  limited  quantities  of  western  Wash- 
ington cauliflower  are  ready  for  cutting.    Oregon  shipments  are  decreasing 
rapidly. 

"Although  early  vegetables  have  "been  moving  from  the  Northwest  in  lim- 
ited quantities,  the  month  of  March,  in  the  minds  of  those  closely  connected 
with  the  produce  "business,  is  normally/  and  from  a  very  practical  standpoint 
considered  the  closing  month  of  the  season.    April  marks  the  resumption  of 
shipping  activities  for  another  year,  especially  in  the  early  vegetable  dis- 
tricts cf  Oregon  and  Washington.    While  marketing  difficulties  in  connection 
with  the  disposition  cf  many  1331  crops  placed  growers  and  shippers  in  a  pre- 
carious financial  position,  the  interest  shown  "by  the  Federal  Government  in 
extending  aid  and  improving  the  credit  situation  among  producers,  the  adequacy 
and  abundance  of  moisture  stored  in  the  reservoirs  of  the  mountains  for  later 
iise  in  irrigation,  with  the  plentiful  supply  of  water  in  the  soil  at  present, 
and  the  planning  and  active  participation  in  seasonal  work  now  in  progress  in 
fields  and  orchards  are  all  contributing  to  a  spirit  of  hopefulness  and  con- 
fidence as  the  1932  season  opens." 

6b,     SSZD  POTATOES  MOVIIIG  3TRCM  MI  CHIC-AIT;  ODIOUS  FIl^ISHZr 

R.  S.  Keller  wrote  as  follows  from  Grand  Rapids  in  a  letter  dated 
April  2:~ 

"The  Michigan  onion  deal  for  the  1931-32  season  is  practically  fin- 
ished.    It  is  estimated  that  approximately  30  cars  are  now  left  in  the  State. 
Pemaining  stocks  are  entirely  in  the  hands  of  shippers  and  in  cold  storages. 
It  is  likely  that  a  considerable  portion  of  onions  now  left  will  he  used 
locally  and  trucked  to  nearby  markets.    Shippers  with  stocks  on  hand  report 
heavy  sales  to  truckers  at  higher  figures  than  can  be  obtained  for  carlots. 
Carlot  f.o.b.  shipping -point  prices  sagged  sharply  during  the  past  week. 
Practically  all  of  the  stock  now  moving,  that  is  of  inferior  quality  and  con- 
dition, is  being  sold  joint-account  or  consigned.    Only  the  best  stock  is 
being  billed  on  orders.     To  date,  Michigan  has  moved  2,757  cars,  as  against 
5,133  a  year  ago  and  5»5^0  all  of  last  season. 

"The  potato  market  has  been  very  quiet  during  the  past  week.  Country 
roads  are  now  thawing  and  breaking  up;  so  deliveries  have  been  very  light.- 
Shippers  have  held  almost  steadily  to  their  prices,  in  spite  of  the  light 
demand,  because  they  have  had  little  stock  to  offer.    Rail  forwardings  to 
date  total  6,292  cars,  compared  with  2,071  a  year  ago.     Truck  shipments  con- 
tinue heavy,  with  Detroit  and  other  large  Michigan  centers  still  receiving 
most  of  their  tuber  supply  from  this  source. 

"First  cars  of  seed  potatoes  are  now  moving,  although  forwardings  as 
yet  are  very  light.     Growing  conditions  were  unf avorable  for  seed  stock  last 
year.     Sumner  heat  caused  a  browning  at  the  stem  end,  in  many  parts  of  the 
State  where  certified  seed  s  tock  is  grown.     Shippers  are  of  the  opinion  that 
this  defect  does  not  injure  the  tubers  for  seed,  but  such  stock  will  not  pass 
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as  certified  seed.     Stock  showing  stem-end  "browning  is  gra.ded  the  same  as 
the  certified  stock,  "but  carries  a  green  tag.    Michigan  seed  potatoes  are 
all  sold  on  a  Petoskey  freight  rate,  sacked  per  cwt.  basis.     Present  sales 
and  orders  for  future  deliveries  are  now  being  made  for  Certified  U.S.  No.  1 
Russet  Rural s  at  £5^  ^or  ^'rLe  large  stock,  and  SO^  for  the  smaller  potatoes. 
Green-tag  Fusset  Rurals  are  selling  for  70^  and  65^,  according  to  size." 

7b  .     HI  OH  PR  I  CSS  PAID  FOR  LOUISIANA  STRAW?  FRRI5S 

The  following  report  came  from  R.  L.  Sutton,  in  charge  of  the  Hammond 
field  station,  under  date  of  April  5:~ 

"The  movement  of  strawberries  from  this  territory  is  making  very  little 
impression,  in  so  far  as  volume  is  concerned.     The  first  crop  of  fruit  was 
damaged  almost  in  its  entirety  by  the  freezing  temperatures  that  occurred  dur- 
ing the  second  week  in  March.     The  next  crop  is  coming  along  nicely,  and  should 
be  ready  for  initial  pickings  by  the  first  of  next  week.    Active  shipments  will 
hardly  be  realized  until  after  the  middle  of  April.     The  heaviest  carlot  ship- 
ments will  undoubtedly  occur  in  May.     Last  year,   two  peak  movements  occurred, 
one  on  April  20  and  the  other  a  week  later,  on  the  27th.    Both  of  these  dates 
fell  on  Monday. 

"The  demand,  as  demonstrated  at  the  auction  sales,   is  improving.  Warm- 
er weather  in  the  terminal  markets  and  a  general  scarcity  of  berries  are  large- 
ly responsible  for  this.    However,   the  quality  of  the  fruit  now  moving  is  only 
fair  to  ordinary.     In  spite  of  this  fact,  the  single  car  that  was  offered  at 
auction  last  evening  brought  the  record  high  price  of  the  season  of  &j.2~f^r* 
This  price  was  not  reached  at  any  time  during  1931  season,  but  there  were 
several  days  in  193^  when  the  average  for  the  auction  sales  exceeded  $5* 
average  price  for  the  cars  sold  at  auction  this  season  to  date  is  $2. SI,  com- 
pared with  $3«2b  to  this  sane  time  last  season.     These  figures  are  only  for 
cars  actually  sold  at  auction,  the   'passed'    cars  not  being  included. 

"Weather  conditions  are  now  becoming  very  favorable.     There  have  been 
several  good  rains  during  the  past  seven  days,  sunshine  has  been  plentiful, 
and  the  crop  has  undoubtedly  been  benefited  by  these  more-desirable  conditions. 

"With  the  Florida  season  drawing  to  a  close,   it  will  develop  that  for  a 
period  of  two  or  three  weeks  the  markets  will  have  to  look  to  Louisiana  for 
their  source  of  supplies.     It  is  to  be  expected,  however,  that  competing  sec- 
tions north  of  this  territory  will  come  in  early  enough  to  cause  keen  compe- 
tition with  Louisiana  during  most  of  the  month  of  May." 

Sb.     AIT  EARLY  gEWSHAPgg  REFORT  IN  CLEVELAND 

A.  B.  Farlinger,  of  the  Cleveland  office,  sent  the  following  informa- 
tion in  a  letter  of  March  29:- 

"The  Cleveland  Press  has  an  early  edition,  in  which  they  were  anxious 
to  carry  our  complete  market  report  for  the  current  day.     To  accomplish  this, 
the  Press  sends  a  messenger  from  their  office  each  morning  and,  as  the  market 
report  is  dictated,  a  typewritten  copy  is  handed  to  the  messenger  who  phones 
the  complete  report  from  our  office  to  the  newspaper  office.    A  few  minutes 
after  10  o'clock  each  morning,  the  entire  report  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Press 
and  at  10:^5  this  edition  is  being  printed,  including  our  morning  market  re- 
port, and  is  mailed  or  in  the  process  of  d elivery  by  noon,  so  that  shortly 
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after  noon  subscribers  in  nearby  sections  may  nave  the  complete  fruit  and 
vegetable  report,  covering  the  Cleveland  market  for  the  current  day,  in 
their  newspaper.  •  t 

"I  understand  that- this  early  edition  has  quite  a  wide  rural  circula- 
tion, so  this  enables  farmers  and  shippers  'in  nearby  producing  sections,  and 
other  interested  parties,  to  have  the  Cleveland  produce  market  it  their  hands 
within  a  few  hours  after  the  release  of  the  report  by  the  local  office.  The 
managing  editor  of  the  Press  advises  that  they  consider  our  market  reports  a 
valuable  and  reliable  feature  of  their  paper  and  are  glad  to  be  able  to  offer 
their  subscribers  this  service. 

"Our  reports  are  also  carried  in  the  other  two  leading  dailies,  The 
Cleveland  Flain  Dealer  and  the  ilews.    All  of  these  papers  cooperate  with  us 
in  every  way.  '  The  combined  daily  circulation  of  these  three  papers  is  about 
700,000,  which  gives  our  local  reports  a  wide  circulation. 11 

9b  .     LIGHT  MOVENT  OF- FLORIDA  CELERY 

B.  E.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Sanford  in  a  letter  of  April  H:~ 

" Celery  shipments  were  light  last  week,   totaling  only-285  cars,  while 
SIS  cars  were  loaded  during  the  same  period  in  ISjl*     Sanf ord-Oviedc ' s  out- 
put decreased  to  170  cars,  representing  hardly  more  than  a  single  day's  move-', 
ment  during  the  same  week  a.  year  ago.     Latest  estimates  place  the  probable 
loadings  of  Oviedo  celery  for  the  months  of  April  and  May  at  ^00  to  600  cars 
and  for  Sanford  UOO-800  cars,  depending  on  weather  and  market  conditions. 
Most  of  the  balance  of  Sanford 's  crop  will  move  before  the  end  of  April. 
With  higher  prices  being  realized  for  poorer  quality,  growers  are  now  cut- 
ting fields  that  were  abandoned  several  weeks  ago. 

"Wire  inquiry  and  demand  have  been  only  moderate,  with  the  f.o.b.  mar- 
ket practically  unchanged  except  for  a.  slight  advance  in  price  of  10' s.  This 
size  ranged  $2-$2.75  during  the  week:,  and  a  very  few  best  sold  as  high  as  $3* 

"Approximately  5$  to  10  •»  of  loadings  out  of  this  section  last  week 
consisted  of  very  small  sizes,  or  11-16  dozens  to  the  crate.    A  fair  demand 
resulted  in  f.o.b.  sales  of  $2-$2.25  for  these  sizes." 

10b .     MOTOgjg  OF  FLORIDA  POTATOES  RAglgSB  HEAVY 

W.  D.  hull  Trrote  the  following  letter  from  Hastings  on  April  2:- 
" Shipments  of  Florida  potatoes  for  the  week  ending  April  1  were  consid- 
ered heavier  than  movement  of  the  preceding  week  and  amounted  to  257  cars. 
Due  to  the  unusually  early  season,  shipments  are  far  ahead  of  last  yea.r's 
record  at  this  time.    On  Saturday,  March  26th,  69  cars  were  shipped  from 
Florida,  which  is  the  heaviest  daily  movement  so  far  this  sea.son  and,  judging 
from  the  appearance  of  many  fields  in  this  vicinity,  it  may  be  the  largest 
day's  output  for  the  season.     It  is  expected  that  shipments  during  the  com- 
ing week  will  be  much  lighter,  as  the  Federal  Point  section  is  practically 
all  dug  ■and  only  a  few  more  fields  around  Bunnell  remain  to  be  harvested. 
Only  a  few  of  the  growers  around  Hastings  are  planning  to  dig  during  the 
next  week,  as  some  of  the  fields  appear  to  be  recovering  from  the  frost  dam- 
age sustained  earlier  in  the  sea.son,  and  the  growers  prefer  to' let  the  crop 
remain  in  the  ground,  as  long  as  it  is  not  showing  any  signs  of  deterioration. 
"In  the  early  part  of  the  week,  demand  was  very  slow  and  the  market 
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showed  some  signs  of  decline.    With  the  prospects  of  lighter  movement  in  the 
very  near  future,  however,  and  a  somewhat  "better  demand  and  distribution, 
the  local  feeling  improved  and  the  market  assumed  a  firmer  tone  on  Friday 
and  Saturday,  although  no  attempt  was  made  to  raise  the  f.o.b.  price.  Satur- 
day afternoon,  operators  were  reporting  that  they  had  disposed  of  all  their 
cars,  "both  rolling  and  on  track,  and  some  had  "booked  orders  for  shipments 
early  the  coming  week.    Demand  for  U.S.  2To.  2  stock  in  "barrels  was  rather 
slew  throughout  the  week,  hut  those  operators  who  are  shipping  in  100-pound 
sacks  reported  a  fair  demand  for  "both  grades.     A  few  cars  of  washed  stock 
have  "been  shipped  by  the  local  Growers  Association  and,  to  date,  have  com-, 
manded  a  slight  premium  over  the  unwashed  stock."

lc.     DRYNESS  OF  CITRUS  FRUITS 

Memorandum  No.  70,  issued  July  19,  1929>  gave  instructions  that  the 
percentage  of  dryness  in  citrus  fruits  "be  reported  for  the  car  as  a  whole. 
The  method  of  considering  all  sizes  together  and  reporting  the  average 
percentage  for  the  whole  lot  works  satisfactorily  when  dryness  is  caused 
"by  freezing  on  the  trees,  "but  in  the  case  of  tree  dryness  this  plan  cannot 
always  be  followed.     In  a  great  many  cases  this  season,  Florida  fruit  has 
shown  a  large  amount  of  dryness  in  the  large  sizes  and  none  in  the  smaller 
sizes.     In  such  cases,  it  "becomes  necessary  to  report  dryness  "by 'sizes  or  "by 
stating  the  percentages  in  the  large  sizes  and  giving  the  sizes  which  show 
no  dryness.     This  may  result  in  reporting  certain  sizes  "below  grade  on 
account  of  dryness  hut,  when  most  of  the  car  is  up  to  grade,   it  will  not  "be 
necessary  to  say  anything  about  the  grade  of  the  entire  car.    A  simple 
statement  that  certain  sizes  are  below  grade  and  other, sizes  up  to  grade 
will  give  sufficient  information  in  this  connection.

It 
was  prepared  by  inspector  W.  C.  Lynn,  of  the  Trenton  office,  and  lists  20 
important  questions  which  have  been  asked  regarding  this  service  in  New 
Jersey,  with  appropriate  answers.     The  Federal-State  standards  for  cannery 
tomatoes  are  included  as  a  closing  feature  of  the  circular.     It  is  an  inter 
esting  report.

A.  S.  Mason,  Supervising  Inspector  in  Porto  Rico,  wrote  the  following 
interesting  letter  from  San  Juan  on  March 

"Ihe  Porto  Rican  pineapple  situation  is  not  at  all  favorable  at  the 
present  time.    Until  yesterday,  there  had  "been  practically  no  rain  in  the 
pineapple  districts  for  a  period  of  about  50  days.    As  February  and  March 
are  the  principal  growing  months  for  this  crop,   this  dry  weather  has  materi- 
ally affected  both  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  pineapples. 

"On  January  1,  growers  and  fruit  organizations  estimated  the  Porto 
Rican  crop  at  about  750*000  crates,  hut  present  estimates  are  between 
550 > 000  and  300,000  crates.     Sizes  also  have  been  materially  reduced  by  the 
drought,  and  the  average  shipping  size  is  just  a  trifle  smaller  than  ~}2  to 
the  crate,  while  last  year  the  average  was  about.  26  to  the  crate.    When  ship- 
ments reach  50,000  crates  per  week,  it  is  very  doubtful  if  it  will  be  possi- 
ble to  snip  .a  h2  size,  and  probably  no  No.  2  grade  of  any  size  at  all. 

"The  dry. weather  has  caused  the  stems  of  many  of  the  growing  pine- 
apples to  become  crooked,  causing  heavy  loss  on  account  of  sunburn  and  crooked 
tops,  as  well  as  poor  development  of  eyes  on  one  side  of  the  pineapples. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  second  and  third-year  crops.     In  some  districts, 
the  first-year  crop  is  of  normal  size  and  quality  but,  in  other  fields,  prac- 
tically all  of  the  first-year  crop  will  be  lost  on  account  of  the  drought, 
which  has  caused  the  pineapples  to  ripen  when  only  2  to  3  inches  in  diameter. 

"Shipments  are  confined  largely  to  mountain  districts  of  Cidra  and 
Corozal,  where  the  drought  has  not  been  so  pronounced  and  the  pineapples  have 
been  smoked  and  obtained  their  growth  before  the  dry  weather  could  injure' 
them.     Shipments  from  these  districts  are  confined  chiefly  to  Porto  Rican 
growers  who  are  not  using  inspection.    Therefore,  we  are  not  inspecting  a 
very  high  percentage  of  the  total  movement,  but  shipments  are  now  becoming 
heavier  from  the  Bayamon  to  Arecibo  districts,  along  the  north  coast,  and  by 
next  week  we  should  be  inspecting  about  SOjv  of  them.     I  expect  the  peak  move- 
ment to  be  about  the  last  week  in  April  or  the  first  week  in  May,  and  I  think 
that  the  spring  deal  will  be  practically  over  by  the  first  week  in  June. 

"Daring  June  and  July  we  shall  have  approximately  60,000  boxes  of  sum- 
mer citrus  to  inspect.    This  spring  and  summer  crop  is  very  light  this  year, 
probably  due  to  the  abnormally  large  crop  they  had  last  spring,  -over  a  million 
boxes.     It  was  estimated  on  March  15  that  there  were  from  ^00,000  to  ^50,000 
boxes  of  fruit  to  move  between  August  15  and  ilovember  15,  but,  as  the  trees 
are  most  all  in  bloom  at  the  present  time,  this  amount  probably  will  be  large- 
ly increased,  especially  on  account  of  the  good  three-inch  rainfall  we  had 
yesterday. 

"The  vegetable  season  will  be  practically  over  by  next  week.  After 
that  time,  there  may  be  a  few  scattered  shipments  but  no  appreciable  quantity, 

"It  is  my  plan  to  handle  the  pineapole  work  with  the  two  men  who  arc 
now  on  the  ground,  one  of  whom  we  brought  from  Florida  a  year  ago  and  the  other 
being  a  good  local  man  that  I  have  hired. 

"It  really  is  surprising  to  know  "now  much  two  men  can  inspect.  These 
men  are  located  on  the  San  Antonio  Dock,  where  the  pineapples  are  practically 
all  loaded,  and  they  inspect  samples  from  each  truck-load  brought  in.    As  long 
as  the  inspections  of  pineapples  do  not  exceed  35»000  crates  a  week,  they  can 
handle  this  work,  with  time  to  spare.    When  inspections  exceed  that  amount,  I 
shall  hire  local  help  to  open,  repack  the  crates,  and  close  the  same,  as  wc  re- 
sumed that  practice  on  citrus  and  found  that  it  worked  very  satisfactorily."

le .     E7A3K  DEALER  ORDERED  TO  PAY  $730  OH  CARLOAD  OF  TOMATOES 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Paul  Rothman,  Inc.,  of 
'Newark,  N.  J.,   to  pay  R.  S.  ilorman,  of  Milan,  Term.,  $729*69  as  the  result 
of  a  hearing  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

On  May  12,  1931 »  Rothman  "bought  from  ITorman  a  car  of  U.S.  ITo.  1 
tomatoes  at  $2.50  per  lug,  f.o.b.  Mercedes,  Texas,  through1.  Merrill  &  Cox, 
Inc.,  who  issued  the  usual  "broker's  memorandum.     Inspection  at  shipping 
point  showed  the  tomatoes  to  "be  U.S.  Ho-  1  grade.     The  car  was  billed  to 
the  shipper  "advise  Paul  Rothman,   Inc."    On  arrival,  Rothman  refused  the 
tomatoes  as  not  what  he  "bought,  and  they  were  resold.     They  were  again  in- 
spected at  Fewark  on  May  12  and,  at  that  time,  failed  to  grade  U.S.  ITo.  1 
only  on  account  of  a  decay  which  had  developed. 

Rothman  contended  that  the  complaint  should  be  dismissed,  because 
the  sale  was  not  evidenced  by  a  note  or  memorandum  sufficient  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Statute  of  Prauds.-    The  Secretary  held  that  Merrill  & 
Cox  acted  as  agent  for  both  buyer  and  seller  and  that  the  memorandum  of 
sale  issued  by  them  was  legally  sufficient. 

Rothman  further  contended  that  the  shipping -point  inspection  showing 
the  tomatoes  to  be  U.S.  ITo.  1  wa.s  incorrect,  because  the  tomatoes  were  in- 
fected with  a  field  disease  which  was  not  manifest  at  time  of  shipment. 
The  SecretaiT  overruled  this  contention,  stating:     "Late  Blight  occurs  as 
a  disease  of  the  leaves  in  the  field,  and  spores  of  the  disease  were  presum- 
ably present  on  a  few  of  these  tomatoes  when  they  were  packed.     These  spores 
could  not  be  detected  by  visual  inspection,  and  the  development  of  damage 
from  this  cause  on  somewhat  less  than  5$  of  the  tomatoes  in  a  period  of 
seven  days  in  transit  does  not  indicate  such  serious  or  general  infection 
as  to  render  the  tomatoes  not  in  suitable  shipping  condition  when  sold.  To 
hold  otherwise  would  transfer  to  the  shipper  the  ordinary  risks  of  deterior- 
ation in  transit,  which  are  assumed  by  the  buyer  in  a  purchase  made  f.o.b. 
shipping  point.     There  is  no  proof  sufficiently  tangible  and  convincing  to 
destroy  the  verity  of  the  shipping-point  inspection  certificate.  Moreover, 
there  is  no  implied  -warranty  that  perishable  property  will  continue  sound 
for  any  definite  period.    And  where  seller  makes  delivery  to  a  carrier  in 
an  f.o.b.  sale,  there  is  no  implied  warranty  against  deterioration  in  transit. 

Roth-man' s  next  contention  was  that  he  acted  in  good  faith  in  rejecting 
the  shipment  and,   therefore,  he  cannot  be  found  to  have  rejected  it  without 
reasonable  cause.     The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  acts  de- 
clared unlawful  by  paragraphs h,  5>  and-  c  of  Section  2  of  the  Perishable  Agri- 
cultural Commodities  Act  must  be  done  for  a  fraudulent  purpose,  which  corres- 
ponds to  the  term  "fraudulent  practices"  appearing  in  the  title.     The  Secre- 
tary then  stated  that  Congress  evidently  intended  to  provide  an  additional 
remedy,  applicable  to  transactions  involving  unfair  practices  as  well  as 
fraudulent  ones.     Pie  found  that,  in  this  case,  Rothman  bought  the  tomatoes 
at  $2.50  f.o.b.  shipping  point  end  that,  upon  their  arrival,  the  market  was 
such  that  a  loss  could  not  be  avoided  if  the  tomatoes  were  accepted.    The  . 
respondent  notified  the  broker  that  he  would  take  them  at  a  reduction  of  $1 
per  lug,  but  the  decay  amounted  to  an  average  of  only  5$  and,  since  the 
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greater  part  cf  any  damage  resulting  from  latent  "blight  would  easily  "be 
obvious  within  seven  days  after  shipment*  the  Secretary  felt  it  impossible 
to  escape  the  conclusion  that  the  demand  for  an  allowance  of  $1  per  lug 
was  "based  upon  the  condition  of  the  market  rather  than  on  the  condition  of 
the  tomatoes,  stating  "the  reduction  asked  "bares  a  much  closer  relationship 
to  the  decline  in  market  prices  than  it  does  to  the  amount  of- deterioration 
found  in  the  tomatoes."     The  Secretary,  therefore,  held  Rothman' s  rejection 
an  unfair  breach  of  contract  and  without  reasonable  cause. 

Rothman  took  the  position  that  the  consignment  of  the  tomatoes  to  the 
shipper  himself,  "advise  Paul  Rothman,  Inc.,"  with  draft  attached  to  delivery 
order,  acted  to  prevent  the  passing  of  title  to  him.     This  contention  was 
overruled  "by  the  Secretary. 

Rothman  made  objection  to  Norman* s  proof  of  loss,  claiming  that  the 
evidence  showed  that  Norman  did  not  obtain  the  highest  market  price  upon 
resale  and  that  the  resale  was  made  at  New  York  City  in  place  of  Newark.  On 
this  point  the  Secretary  said:     "Respondent  having  purchased  the  produce 
f.o.b.  shipping  point,  the  produce  became  his  property  upon  delivery  to  the 
carrier,  subject  to  complainant's  right  of  technical  possession  to  insure 
payment  of  the  price.     Complainant  could  have  stood  upon  his  rights  and  re- 
fused to  assume  any  further  obligation  relative  to  disposition  of  the  toma- 
toes, but  he  followed  the  usual  and  better  practice  of  retaking  the  rejected 
produce,  in  order  to  minimize  the  loss  as  much  as  possible  for  the  benefit 
of  all  concerned.    Under  these  circumstances,  complainant  was  not  required 
to  obtain  the  highest  market  price  for  the  tomatoes  on  resale.    There  is 
nothing  to  show  that  he  did  not  obtain  a  fair  price,  and,  in  making  such  re- 
sale, acted  for  the  best  interests  of  both  parties." 

Norman  asked  that,  in  additon  to  a  reparation  order  being  issued,  a 
disciplinary  order  be  entered,  providing  that  the  license  of  the  respondent 
be  revoked  unless  payment  was  made  to  the  complainant  in  the  amount  awarded, 
within  a  specified  time.    The  Secretary's  decision  discussed  at  length  his 
powers  under  the  Act  in  requiring  payment  of  reparation  award,  his  decision 
being  that  the  making  of  an  order  as  requested  by  Norman  would  be  in  excess 
of  his  authority. 

Reparation  order  was  issued  in  the  sum  of  $729.69,  and  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  directed  to  publish  the  facts. 

2e.     A  P.A.C.  CASE  INVOLVING-  USE  07  A  BRAND  gAMjj  • 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  of  &.  H. 
Cross  Co.,  Chicago,  111.,  against  the  Frank  J.  L'cCann  Packing  Co.,  Salinas, 
California,  which  complaint  was  filed  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Com- 
modities Act  and  considered  under  the  shortened-procedure  regulation. 

On  September  29,  1930,  McCann  quoted  Cross  a  car  of  Dynamite  lettuce 
that  had  been  shipped  on  the  25th.     The  following  day,  Cross  asked  that  the 
car  be  diverted  to  him,  referring  to  the  lettuce  as  Dynamite.     McCann  con- 
firmed the  order,  advising  that  he  was  diverting, and  in  this  wire  referred 
to  the  lettuce  as  Blue  Ribbon  Dynamite.     Cross  resold  the  car  of  Blue  Ribbon 
Dynamite  to  a  purchaser  in  Cincinnati.    Upon  arrival,  this  purchaser  declined 
to  accept,  contending  that  the  crates  were  not  labeled  Blue-  Ribbon  Dynamite. 
The  car  was  then  diverted  to  New  York  City  and  there  sold.    Damages  were 
claimed  for  the  difference  between  the  amount  received  and  the  original  sale 
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Cross  claimed  that  he  bought  Blue  Ribbon  Dynamite  lettuce  and  resold 
on  this  "basis.    McCann  claimed  that  Blue  Ribbon  Dynamite  was  not  a  brand  and 
was  not  advertised  as  such;  that  his  brand  was  Dynamite  and  that  the  term 
Blue  Ribbon  Dynamite  was  used  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  1928-1931* 
inclusive,  he  was  awarded  a  "blue  ribbon  prize  for  his  Dynamite  brand  of 
lettuce.    One  of  the  exhibits  was  a  label  upon  which  appears  "Dynamite  Brand," 
the  word  "Dynamite"  being  prominently  displayed  and  the  word  "Brand"  in  small 
letters.    .These  words  are  followed  by  areproduction  of  the  1928-1929  Blue 
Ribbon  awards,  together  with  the  words  "First  premium  award  1928,  19^9  and 
1930 >  prise-winner  lettuce." 

.    The  Secretary  held  that  while  McCann's  reference  to  Dynamite  brand  and 
Blue  Ribbon  Dynamite  might  easily  be  confused  and  understood  as  referring  to 
two  brands  of  lettuce,  there  is  nothing  in  the  record  to  show  that  he  intend- 
ed to  convey  such  meaning.     The  Secretary  concluded  that  McCann* s  reference 
to  the  Blue  Ribbon  Dynamite  was  only  for  the  intention  of  calling  to  the 
attention  of  the  trade  the  fact  that  his  lettuce  had  been  awarded  the  Blue 
Ribbon  prize  for  the  time  stated,  and  decided  that  the  lettuce  delivered  ~by 
McCann  and  accepted  by  Cross  conformed  to  the  sale  specification.

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1  a .     PROPOSED  LEGISLATION  PROHIBITING  USE  OF  GOVERNI.ISNT -OWNED  AUTOI.iOB I LSS 
BEINZEN  DOMICIIgS  AND  PLACES'  OF  EMPLOYMENT 

There  is  quoted  "below  a  portion  of  the  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill, 
which  is  now  pending  before  Congress  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1932-- 
" ***  nor  shall  any  money  appropriated  herein  "be  used  for  maintaining,  driving, 
or  operating  any  Government -owned  motor-propelled  passenger-Carrying  vehicle  not 
used  exclusively  for  official  purposes;  and  'official  purposes'  shall  not  in- 
clude the  transportation  of  officers  and  employees  between  their  domiciles  and 
places  of  e:::p loyment  except  in  cases  of  officers  and  employees  engaged  in  field 
work,   the  character  of  whose  duties  makes  such  transportation  necessary  and  then 
only  when  the  same  is  approved  by  the  head  of  the  Department.11  This  wording  of 
the  bill  has  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Conference  Committee,  and  very  likely  will 
be  a  part  of  the  law  when  enacted. 

No  information  as  to  what  class  of  field  work  will  be  excepted  under  the 
wording  above-quoted  is  as  yet  available.    Branch  offices  where  garages  are 
rented  have  already -been  requested  to  arrange  for  garage  space  for  the  next 
fiscal  year.     It  is  requested  that  the  above  prohibition  on  the  transportation 
of  officers  and  employees  between  their  domiciles  and  places  of  employment  be 
given  consideration  in  making  arrangements  for  such  space. 

The  incorporation  of  this  clause  in  the  law  may  also  make  it  necessary  to 
arrange  for  garage  space  in  certain  cities  where  no  rent  is  now  paid.     In  such 
cases,  if  the  garage  rental  is  more  than  $50  per  annum,  names  and  addresses  of 
three  garage  owners  should  be  sent  at  once  to  the  Washington  office,  in  order 
that  invitations  to  bid  for  the  furnishing  of  garage  space  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  may  be  sent  out. 

Each  case  where  housing  a  Government-owned  automobile  near  the  home  of  an 
employee  seems  imperative  will  be  considered  on  its  merits.    But  it  is  doubtful 
if  the  need  of  the  automobile  for  occassional  early  morning  or  night  work,  or  re- 
duction in  expenditures,  will  be  considered  sufficient  to  justify  the  transpor- 
tation of  employees  to  and  from  work  in  a  Government-owned  car. 


2a.     ACCEPTANCE  DATE  ON  CONTRACTS,   LEASES,  ETC. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Government  is  prohibited  by  law  from  entering  into  lea.ses, 
contracts,  etc.,  covering  a  period  for  which  there  is  no  appropriation  authori- 
zed, it  is  requested  that  formal  acceptance  of  agreements  or  contracts  now  in 
the  course  of  preparation  by  branch  offices  be  delayed,  until  advised  by  the 
Washington  office  that  the  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  fiscal  year 
1933  naS  been  signed  by  the  President.    Details  of  preparation  may  be  completed, 
in  order  that,  when  notice  is  received-  of  the  signature  of  the  President,  the 
contracts  may  be  immediately  sent  in.     This  does  not  apply  to  names  and  addresses 
which  are  being  submitted  to  Washington  for  the  sending  out  of  invitations  to 
bid.     The  date  of  the  acceptance  of  contract  must  be  subsequent  to  the  signing 
of  the  Bill.

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3a*    ASPARAGUS  C-RCV.i;  LOl'G  BFFCRF  THE  CHRISTIAN  ERA 

Each  Friday,  a  radio  talk  on  fruits  and  vegetables  is  given  by  C.  J. 
Hansen,  of         San  Francisco,  through  Station  KC-0  and  six  other  radio  stations 
of  the  Pacific  Coa.st  IT. B.C.  network.     In  last  week's  talk,  Mr.  Hansen  included 
some  interesting  information  about  asparagus,  which' is  quoted  below  for  the 
benefit  of  all  employees  of  our  Division:- 

"Quite  recently,  asparagus  shipments  reached  100  cars  daily,  with  the 
result  that  eastern  jobbing  prices  eased  off  slightly  to  a  range  of  $2. 50-$U 
per  crate.     Incidentally,  speaking  of  asparagus,  I  wonder  how  many  of  you 
realize  that  this  is  one  of  the  oldest  of  our  modern  vegetables.    Records  tell 
us  that  the  Greeks.*,  as  early  as  three  centuries  before  Christ,  picked  and  con- 
sumed the  shoots  of  a  thorny  species  of  asparagus , .which  grew  wild  in  southern 
Europe.     It  is  said  that  the  Roman  Emperor,  Diocletian,  in  a  law  passed  in  the 
year  ^01  to  prevent  speculation,  fixed  maximum  prices  for  foodstuffs.  Among 
these,  asparagus  was  listed,  which  goes  to  prove  that  it  was  a  popular  vegetable 
and  one  that  was  consumed  in  considerable  volume,  at  that  early  date.    A  Roman 
agronomist,  by  the  name  of  Palladin's,  who  lived  toward  the  Hth  century,  went 
so  far  as  to  advise  those  growers,  who  did  not  wish  to  raise  their  own  aspara- 
gus crowns,  that  they  should  be  purchased  from  those  making  it  a  specialty. 
So,  apparently,  they  had  nurseries,  the  same  as  we  have  today.    Asparagus,  you 
know,   is  not  a  native  of  this  country  but  came  from  France.   -The  Delta  aspara- 
gus section  of  California,  with  its  65,000  estimated  acreage  this  year,  is  prob- 
ably the  largest  concentrated  acreage  in  the  world.    Although  no  accurate  his- 
tory of  its  inception  in  California,  is  available,  it  was  grown  as  a  commercial 
enterprise  and  quoted  in  the  market  section  of  newspapers  as  early  as  1875*  It 
is  too  early  for  any  definite  estimates,  but  many  of  the  large  growers  are  of 
the  opinion  that  shipments  this  year  . will  surpass  any  previous,  record.  This 
can  be  attributed,  somewhat,  to  the  expected  decrease  in  the  canned  pack, 
coupled  with  a  thus-far  favorable  growing ■season." 


*+a.     APRIL  RZPCR-  OF  APPLES  III  COLD  STORAGE 

Last  Tuesday,  the  following  report  on  cold-storage  holdings  of  apples 
for  April  1  was  released  by  the  Department  in  Washington:

Total  holdings  under  refrigeration  were  equivalent  to  3>250,000  barrels, 
which  is  11$  more  than  the  holdings  of  a  year  ago  and  17$  above  the  five-year 
avera.ge  for  this  month.     Supplies  in  barrels  were  06$  heavier  than  last  April 
but  were  4l$  below  the  average  figure.    Boxed  apples  under  refrigeration  were 
lk'/o  less  plentiful  than  a  yea,r  ago  but  13$  above  average •    About  threo-r fourths 
of  the  boxed  fruit  was  still  held  in  Pacific  Coa.st  storages.     Supplies  of 
apples  in  bushel  baskets  were  very  heavy,  being  112$  greater  th->n  those  of 
April  1,  1931»  a&d  129$  more  than  the  five-ye.nr  average  for  this  month.

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5a .    BILLIONS  OF  PEANUTS  MTm  COHSUMSD  EACH  WEEK 

H.  J.  Clay  did  some  computing  last  week  and  released  the  following 
interesting  report  through  two  southern  radio  s tat  ions t- 

"While  it  is  true  that  the  peanut  trade  in  consuming  centers  is  "buying 
from  hand  to  mouth,  demand  for  peanuts  has  "been expanded  during  the  present 
season  .and  even  a  hand-to-mouth  demand  runs  up  into  a  large  number  of  cars 
every  week.    During  the  week  ending  March  13,  for  example,  115  cars  were  ship- 
ped out  of  the  Virginia-lTorth  Carolina  section  and  86  cars  out  of  the  South- 
eastern section.     Considering  the  fact  that  there  are  perhaps  225  individual 
peanuts  to  the  pou.nd  of  Virginia-type  cleaned  goods  and  Tjerhaps  675  kernels 
to  the  pound  of  shelled  Virginias,  with  even  more  Spanish  and  Runner  shelled 
because  of  the  smaller  size  of  the  latter  kernels,  it  is  probable  that  during 
the  -week  mentioned  above  250,000,000  separate  peanuts  in  the  shell  and 
h, 000, 000, 000  separate  shelled  peanut  kernels  were  shipped  from  southern 
cleaning  and  shelling  plants.    And  this  happened  during  a  week  when  peanut 
shipments  were  below  normal.     It  can  readily  be  seen,  therefore,   that  even 
when  business  in  peanuts  appears  quiet,  billions  of  peanuts  are  actually  being 
sold  and  consumed.     The  heaviest  consumption  during  the  recent  months  has 
probably  been  in  the  form  of  salted  peanuts,  with  peanut  butter  coming  second 
and  peanut  candy  third,  in  order  of  importance* " 

A  mile  is  5»280  feet  or  63,3^0  inches.    Assuming  that  each  shelled 
peanut  averages  J  inch  in  length,  the  h, 000 , 000 , 000  shelled  nuts,  laid  end  to 
end,  would  equal  approximately  ]>I,?G0  miles.    Assuming  also  that.'  each  uii- 
shelled  peanut  averages  1^  inches  in  length,   the  250,000,000  mentioned  above, 
if  laid  end  to  end,  would  equal  approximately  U, 900  miles,  making  the  total 
for  that  one  week  equal  to  J,G,h00  miles  in  length,  or  nearly  one  and  a-half 
times  the  circumference  of  the  earth  at  the  equa.tor. 

6a.  AUTJAL  STATISTICAL  TABLES  01T  CARLO T  SHIPMENTS 

There  have  been  distributed  this  week  copies  of  the  annual  mimeo- 
graphed tabulations  of  carlot  shipments  of  i|6  fruits  and  vegetables  for  the 
year  1931*  "Dy  originating  States  and  by  months.    One  valuable  addition  to 
the  reports  for  this  year  (1931)  i-s  a  statement  of  imports  of  several  commod- 
ities,  as  obtained  from  the  Department  of  Commerce.    The  tabulations  are  pref- 
aced with  the  10-year  comparison,  showing  total  shipments  of  each  product  for 
each  of  the  10  years,  1922  to  1931  inclusive.     Copies  are  available  on  request. 

7a.'  A  VALUABLE  REFORT  OH  BOHgY  A1TD  BEESWAX  0U  THE  PACIFIC  COAST 

The  Federal-State  Marketing  Service  in  California  has  published  an 
interesting  l6-paged  mimeographed  reuor  t  on  Honey  and  Beeswax,  being  a.  sum- 
mary of  receipts  and  shipments  for  1931*     The  incoming  and  otitgoing  movement 
of  honey  and  beeswax  is  given  for  Los  Angeles,  and  of  honey  at  San  Francisco 
and  Seattle.    Receipt  figures  for  San  Diego  for  part  of  1931  are  also  shown. 
Receipts  are  tabulated  by  rail,  truck  and  boat,  and  the  different  kinds  or 
packages  of  honey  are  segregated.     Shipments  bv  boat  from  the  several  ports 
are  given,  as  well  as ' import  and  export  statistics.

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lb.     SOMg  CRATES  OF  REDUCED  HEIGHT  gggjg  gggg  FOR  FLORIDA  CELERY 

B.  2.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Sanford,  Florida,  in  a  letter  of 
April  11:- 

n During  the  past  month,  quite  a  number  of  crates  of  short -length 
celery  have  been  moving  out  of  Sanford.    .The  celery  is  packed  in  crates 
10x22x17  or  12  inches.     The  crates  are  the-  same  size  as  the  regular  Florida 
10-inch  crate,  with  the  exception  of  .the  height.,  which  is  from  two  to  three 
inches  less.     These  short  crates  were  made-  necessary  by  the  fact  that  the 
celery  around  Sanford  grew  too  rapidly  during  January  and  February  and 
failed  to  gain  -the  height  necessary  to  fill  out  a  regular  10-inch  crate. 
Only  one  shipper  used  the  18-inch  crate,,  most  of  the  other  shippers  loading 
a  considerable  number  of  crates  17  inches  in  height.    Probably  2^0  of  re- 
cent shipments  out  of  Sanford  have  been  composed  of  these  smaller  crates. 

"The  f.o.b.  'market  declined  on  large  sizes  last  week,  with  trading 
and  wire  inquiry  much  lighter  than  during  the  previous  week.  Shippers 
seemed  unable  to  dispose  of  cars  running  heavily  to  large  sizes  and,  with 
a  large  supply  of  fair  to  ordinary  quality,  probably  a  majority  of  the  cars 
at  Sanford  rolled  unsold.     The  market  finally  settled  to  a  lower  level  to- 
day, with  prices  about  2^  per  crate-    less  than  those  of  a  week  ago.  The 
fact  that  most  cars  were  of 'questionable  quality  made  it  necessary  for  ship- 
pers to  either  sell- or  consign  to  the  large  cities  and  prevented  a  good  dis- 
tribution. .   ■  '•' 

"Latest  estimates  of  yield  and  production  for  the  Sanf ord-Oviedo 
section  seem  to  indicate 'a  movement  of  around  h,^00  cars  by  June  1,  com- 
pared with  an  earlier  estimate  of  not  over  U,000  cars.    Better  yields  from 
Sanford  and  Oviedo  have  resulted  in  a  prospective  average  yield  of  a  car  or 
better  to  the  acre,  or  possibly  375  crates.     The  movement  from  the  entire 
State  has  been  estimated. at  7,000  cars  for  the  season." 

2b .     CROP  PROSPECTS  I  IT  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY  OF  TEXAS 

W.  D.  '  C-ooge  sent  the  following  report  from  Brownsville  in  a  letter 
of  April  10:- 

". Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  ' shipments  of  vegetables  during  the  past 
week  have  totaled  about  S50  carloads,  exclusive  of  the  movement  by  motor 
trucks.     The  movement  by  rail  from  the  Corpus  Christi  section  was  approxi- 
mately 2p0  cars,   the  great  portion  of  which  consisted  of  cabbage.  The 
leading  commodity  moving  in  volume  from  the  Valley  was  new  potatoes,  fol- 
lowed closely  by  cabbage. 

"The  week  started  off  with  prices  sagging  in  all  lines.     Declines  had 
been  noted  in  cabbage,  carrots,  beets  and  potatoes.     Toward  the  end  of  the 
week,  prices  for  potatoes  increased  25^  per  100-pound  sack  and  the  demand 
exceeded  the  supply.     There  was  a  better  demand  for  cabbage,  carrots  and  beets. 

"The  outlook  for  snap  beans  is  that  there  will  be  a  light  movement  of 
the  crop  saved  from  the  frost,  beginning  the  latter  part  of  April.     This  crop 
was  just  under  the  ground  and  thus  escaped  injury.    Planting  since  the  frost 
will  result  in  a  movement  of  beans  beginning  'about  the  first  of  May  .and  reach- 
ing its  peak  perhaps  in  early  'June.     The  tomato  movement  from  the  Valley  will 
be  light,  according  to  reports,  and  will  not  reach  any  volume-  of  consequence 
until  in  June." 
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3b.     MAIME  POTATO  MA3KET  DULL 

V.  E.  Nicholson  wrote  as  follows  from  Fresque  Isle  in  a  letter  of 
April  9:- 

"The  Maine  potato  market  has  remained  dull  and  weak,  although  the 
roads  have  "been  impassable  in  many  sections  of  the  county.     Shipments  have 
held  at  the  daily  average  of  about  25O  carlots,  but  there  is  a  rather  slug- 
gish demand  for  loaded  cars. 

"The  street  price  has  ranged  50^-75^  during  the  past  week,  but  most 
of  the  sales  yesterday  (Friday)  were  around  50^  bulk  per  barrel,  with  some 
stock  in  the  Caribou  and  Port  Fairfield  sections  selling  around  60^.  A 
few  shippers  here  in  Pre s que  Isle  were  offering  only  h^fii  but  sales  at  that 
price  were  quite  limited. 

"Most  factors  are  -generally  pessimistic  concerning  the  outlook  for 
the  remainder  of  the  Maine  shipping  season.     It  is  thought  that  the  stocks 
in  the  hands  of  the  growers  are  quite  heavy  for  this  time  of  the  year  and 
that,  when  the  roads  are  opened,  haulings  will  become  quite  heavy.  The 
general  opinion  of  shippers  seems  to  be  that  Maine  shipments  will  probably 
reach  the  50»000-car  mark  this  season.     This  would  leave  about  10,000  to 
11,000  cars  to  be  shipped  after  this  week,  and  means  that  the  Maine  ship- 
ping season  would  have  to  extend  well  into  June. 

"The  demand  for  certified  seed  has  been  about  moderate,  and  most  of 
the  inquiry  has  been  coming  from  I\few  England.    While  the  stocks  of  certi- 
fied seed  are  reported  to  be  getting  rather  low,   the  market  has  shown  no 
tendency  to  react  under  the  lighter  offerings,  and  prices  for  both  Cobblers 
and  Green  Mountains  have  weakened.     The  11-peck  bags  of  certified  Cobblers 
are  selling  on  the  basis  of  &1. 20-^1.30  and  Green  Mountains  around  95^~ 
§1.10.     Shipments  of  all  varieties  of  certified  seed  from  Maine  total  1,9^-2 
cars  to  date,  compared  with  1,758  cars  last  season." 

Ub.     WESTERP  PEP  YORK  MARKET  PRACTICALLY  uPTCPAPGED 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  April  12  from  A.  L. 
Thoma  s ,  a t  Ro  eke  s  t  e  r  :  - 

"The  demand  for  apples "has  been  only  moderate  during  the  past  week, 
and  most  of  the  sales  for  the  past  few  days  were  made  at  5^  lower  than  the 
previous  week.  The  movement  for  export  has  been  very  light,  not  more  than  a 
dozen  cars  being  billed  for  this  trade  this  week.  Dealers  report  storages 
east  of  Rochester  as  being  rapidly  cleaned  up,  while  west  of  Rochester  the 
storages  still  contain  the  normal  supply  for  this  time  of  the  season. 

"The  -potato  situation  remains  practically  unchanged  from  last  week. 
Daily  f.o.b.  prices  vary  only  a  few  cents.    Haulings  by  the  growers  have 
been  limited,  due  partly  to  condition  of  the  roads  and  to  prices  offered  by 
the  dealers.     Dealers  were  paying  growers  2^-^0^  per  bushel,  with  an  occa- 
sional loading  station  paying  as  high  as  35^  f°r  the  best  stock. 

"A  fairly  moderate  demand  pr evaiied  for  onions  this  week,  and  prices 
remained  about  steady.     The  season  is  practically  over.    Reports  indicate 
that  approximately  5^  cars  remain  to  be  shipped. 

5b.     THE  C-RQPPR 1  S  SPARE  OP  MOgjgY  SFEPT  PGR  CRAPSES 

About  of  the  consumer  dollar  spent  for  oranges  is  returned  to  the 

grower,  according  to  a  study  by  the  California  Fruit  Growers  Exchange,  ■ 
reported  by  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce  agricultural  department. 
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6b  .     A  ^ASEIHG  PI Al'IT  FOR  aSW  POTATOES  AT'  1-14?  -  I"GS ,  FLORIDA 

The  following  interesting  report  came  from  W.,  D.Eull,  of  the 
Eastings  field  station,  in  e.  letter  dated  April  7:- 

'.' There  are  many  ideas  as  to  the  amount  of  damage  to  Florida  potatoes, 
resulting  from  the  freezing  weather  in  March.    Practically  all  agree  that 
the  damage  will  "be  at  least  5O70.  ■ 

"During  the  past  few  days  a  new  angle  to  the  situation  has  developed, 
in  that  the  fields  which  showed  the  least  amount  of. damage  immediately  after 
the  freeze  are  not  making  the  recovery  that  everyone  expected  them  to  make. 
Insect  pests  and  disease  are  also  "becoming  serious.    The  -  percentcoge  of  To.  2 
stock  is  far  too  high  to  be  profitable  this  ye?„r,  averaging  perhaps  as  high 
as  hOfo,  and  in  some  fields  it  will  run  well  over  60;o.     There  is  every  indi- 
cation that  the  amount  of  2's  will  increase,  as  more  of  the  later  fields 
p.re  dug. 

"The  Hastings  Potato  Growers'  Association  has  erected  a  new  packing 
shed,  here  at  Hastings,  in  which  they  have  installed  a  modern  type  of  potato 
washer.     The  machine  has  been  in  tria.1  operation  for  little  more  than  a  week. 
Some  of  the  stock  which  was  processed  in  this  washer  has  reached  the  ITew 
York  market  and  has  commanded  p„  premium  of  25^-50^'  Pcr  barrel  over  the  un- 
washed stock.     The  potatoes  are  broiight  directly  from  the  fields  to  this 
shed,  where  they  o.re  unloaded  on  a  large  platform  and  every  grower's  crop 
is  kept  separate.     They  are  dumped  from  the  sacks    onto  a  long  belt  which 
runs  practically  the  entire  length  of  the  platform.    At  the  end  of  this 
long  belt  -and  immediately  in  front  of  the  washer  is  link-belt,  which  allows 
the  Ho .  3!s  f-^d  culls  to  drop  through.     Inside  the  washer,  the  water  is  ap- 
plied to  the  potatoes  with  considerable  "force,   thereby  loosening  any  caked 
dirt.     The  potatoes  then  go  into  another  part  of  the  v/asher,  where  jets  of 
water  strike  them  from  the  top  and  bottom,  rinsing  them  thoroughly.  The 
belt  from  this  rinsing  machine  dumps  the  tubers  out  on  the  conveyors  to  the 
graders.     This  conveyor  consists  of  rollers  which  rotate  the  potatoes,  mak- 
ing it  easy  for  the  blemished  ones  to  be  picked  off.    While  on  this  conveyor, 
the  potatoes  pass  under  two  sets  of  electrically-driven  fans,  which  not  only 
remove  the  water  clinging  to  the  surface  of  the  potatoes  but  also  make  con- 
sider?hle  progress  in  drying  them.    From  these  rollers,  they  pass  over  a 
regular  grader,  which  separates  the  Ho.  l's  and  ITo.  2's. 

"It  is  too  early  for  any  accurate  figures  on  the  extra  cost  per  barrel 
for  running  the  stock  through  this  washer,  but, in  a  recent  trial  run  of  four 
cars  of  potatoes,  the  labor  cost  incident  to  the  operation  of  the  washer  was 
around  3^  per  barrel.  This  figure  does  not  include  overhead  charges.  There 
are  various  ideas  as  to  the  daily  capacity  of  the  plant.  The  representative 
of  the  firm  who  installed  the  washing  machinery,  says  25  to  ~}0  cars  daily 
will  not  crowd  the  machine,  and  others  are  a  little  more  conservative. 

"Considerable  objection  has  been  raised  against  the  plant  by  those  who 
say  that  barreling  the  moist  potatoes  will  cause  them  to  spoil  rapidly  in 
warm  weather,  but  I  saw  some  which  had  not  been  in  the  barrels  an  hour  and 
they  appeared  surprisingly  dry.     Seme  barrels  were  opened  which  had  been  • 
washed  and  headed-up  the  previous  afternoon,  -and  they  seemed  perfectly  dtfy, 
both  at  the  top  and  the  bottom  of  the  barrel.     It  was  noticed  that,  in  some 
places,  the  skin  was  loosened  a  little  more  after  coining  out  of  the  washer, 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  made  other  blemishes  show  up  more  roadily.  This 
will  make  it  possible  to  put  \xp  a  more-closely-graded  pack. 

"A  few  cars  of  the  washed  potatoes  have  been  packed  in  open-raesh 
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.  5-pound  sacks.     Twenty  of  these  5*"P°"'ail(i    sacks  are  put  in  one  large  sack 
for  loading.     The  washed  potatoes  in  these  small  "bags  make  a  very  attractive 
looking  package."  -  :  ;.\f  ..." 

This  additional  information  on  Florida- potatoes  came  from  Mr.  Hull 
in  a  letter  of  April  11:- 

"Under  the  impetus  of  ail  improved  demand  and -with  very  light  ship- 
ments, the  Florida  f.o.b.  potato  market  was  in  firm  position  throughout 
last  week.    On  Monday,  April  h\  the  price  for  barrels'  of  U.S.  !To.  1. 
Spaulding  Rose  advanced  to  $U,  with,  a  few  early  sales  at  sj>3": 75»  while  ]Jo.2,s 
advanced  to  $2.     These  prices  were  maintained  until  Thursday,  when  the  mar- 
ket ma.de  another  advance,   cringing  the  price  for  barrels  of  U.S.  l"o.  1  stock 
to  $H.50»      On  Saturday  April  9»  some  wire  offers  of  .$5  VeT  barrel  were  re- 
ceived, but  only  a  few  cars  were  available  even  at  this  advanced  price,  in- 
dicating the  lightness  of  the  available  supply  at  the  present  time.  On 
Friday  and  Saturday  there  was  some  sacked  business  at  $2.65  per  cwt.  of 
ilo.  1  stock;  however,  this  does  not  quite  equal  the  price  of  $5  f°r  barreled 
stock.     Owing  to  'the  extremely  limited  number  of  cars  of  washed  stock  avail- 
able, no  attempt  was  made  to  quote  a  market,  but  those  potatoes  usually  "  v. 
brought  a  premium  of  5^  Per  barrel. 

"Shipments  for  the  week  were  only  113  cars,  compared  with  258  for  the 
same  period  last  year.  '  It  is  expected  that  probably  3OO  cars  will  be  avail- 
able for  shipment  in  the  next  two  weeks.    After  that,  movement  will  be  much 
lighter,  unless  the  fields  which  were  planted  late  make  considerable  improve- 
ment. .  The  number  of  .  cars  consigned  so  far  this  season  has  been  yery  small. 
Some  of  the  shippers  have  made  a  practice  of  rolling  a  few  cars,  not  because 
of  any  lack  of  demand  for  f.o.b.  sales,  but,  as  in  the  case  of  last  week, 
they  prefered  to  roll  and  take  a  chance  on  the  advancing  market." 

7b.     HQ.TSS  Oil  j^0PTHV:5SvSI&"  APPL5  SITUATION 

J.  D.  Hamilton j  of  the  Portland  office,   included  the  following  com- 
ments in  a  TTorthwestern  Review,  dated  April  U:- 

Tne  northwestern  apple  situation  may  be  summarized  at  this  time  as 
stronger  in  domestic  markets,  and  quieter  abroad.    One  reliable  trade  author- 
ity,  speaking  of  the  domestic  market,  says:  ■  "There  has  been  a  decided  im- 
provement in  the  apple  market  during  the  past  10  days,  with  demand  coming  in 
quite  generaJly  from  all  over  the  United  States.     This  is  largely  accounted 
for  by  the  recent  cold  wave,  which  set  ba.ck  the'  early  vegetables  and  straw- 
berries. .  Prices  have  advanced  somewhat  as  a  result  of  the  increased  demand, 
but  apples  still  are  exceedingly  cheap,  being,  in  fact,  far  below  eost  of 
growing,  packing  and  cold  storage.     The  remaining  supply  of  boxed  apples  in 
the  ITqrthwest  is  not  excessive.     A  continuance  of  the  same  rate  of  shipping 
during  April,  as  v/e  had  in  March,  will  see  VJenatchee  holdings  considerably 
less  than  last  year,  and  Yakima,  with  more  cold-storage  facilities,  about  the 
same  as  last  year  on  May  1.  '  It  is  highly  probable  that  storage  holdings  of 
apples  on  April  1  will  not  exceed  holdings'  on  the  same  date  last  year.  There 
is  good  reason  to  anticipate  the  boxed  apple  market  will  go  along  on  the 
present  basis." 

Indicative  of  the  stronger  domestic  tone,  Yakima  r.nd  YTenatchee  distri- 
butors are  shipping  no  more  apples  on  open  consignment  or  guaranteed  advance, 
as  was  the  case  ea.rlier  in  1932. 
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®>  *     FP-OC-HSSS  OF  AP.IZ01TA  SPRING-  LETTUCE  MOVEMENT 

A*  Si  Prugh,  of  the  Phoenix  office-,  included  the  following  information 
in  a  letter  of  April  10:- 

"With  the  season  late  and  Imperial  Valley  ending  rather  early  on 
account  of  hot  weather,  the  f.o.b.  lettuce  market  in  the  Phoenix  district 
opened  around  $2  per  crate,  but  weakness  in  eastern  markets  soon  brought  the 
price  down  to  $1.35~*$1»50»    When  it  seemed  that  light  Imperial  Valley  ship- 
ments arriving  in  the  East  would  cause  track-holdings  to  drop,  several  hun- 
dred tramp  cars,  which  had  been  rolled  from  one  diversion  point  to  another 
for  three  or  four  weeks, filled  the  gap,  and  also  a  slow  demand  developed  for 
lettuce  even  with  the  frost  damage  cutting  down  movement  of  southern  .      .•  ■ 
vegetables .  • 

"Imperial  stock  finally  began  to  get  out  of  the  way  April  .5  and  track- 
holdings  in  Ik  leading  markets,  which  had  held  at  500  to  600  cars, .showed  a 
decline  to  3^5  cars  on  the  Qth. 

"Salt  P.iver  Valley  shipments  jumped  from  122  on  April  3  to  loO,  201 
and  187  cars  respectively  the  next  three  days,  and  then  dropped  sharply  to  ".. 
113  the  Sth.    Shipments,  according  to  local  estimates,  should  be  about  $00 
for  the  week  starting  the  11th,  and  ^00  the  following  week- if  weather  per- 
mits, making  a  season  total  for  the  Valley  of  around  3*5^0  cars.     Last  year, 
hot  weather  caused  the  season  to  end  suddenly  about  April  8.'  . 

"With  the  decrease  in  shipments,  the  f.o.b.  price  advanced  to  $2-$2.25 
on  the  Sth.    Eastern  market  prices  had  not  reacted  to  the  advance.  Most 
shippers  have  been  inclined  to  sell  as  much  of  their  stock  as  possible  on  an 
f.o.b.  basis, 

"After  the  late  varieties  of  'ITo.  12,'    'F,  '  and  'Commercial'  started, 
for  several  days  quality  was  about  the  best -ever  moving  from  this  district. 
Early  shipments  of  300  to  ^-00  cars  of  'No.  6,  '  a  leafy  variety,  sold  at  a 
discount  in  the  East  and  buyers  took  heavy  losses.    This  variety  does  not 
carry  well,  and  most  buyers  will  take  an  Syp  U.S.   1  car  of  other  varieties, 
rather  th->n  a  U.S.  1  car  of  'No.  6.1 

"About  300  acres  of  the  'Ho.  6'  variety,  planted  in  the  Buckeye  sec- 
tion h0  miles  west  of  Phoenix,  produced  only        cars,  when  too  much  tipburn 
prevented  further  harves ting.     The  State  Standardization  Service  operates 
effectively,  to  hold  unmerchantable  stock  from  moving. 

"The  Eloy  district,  while  producing  successful  fall  crops,  is  usually 
a  failure  in  the  spring,  and  this  season  is  apparently  no  exception.  Only 
one  car  has  moved  from  the . 700  acres  planted  there,  and  future  shipments  will 
no  doubt  be  very  light. 

"Several  days  of  hot  weather  at  Yuma  brought  that  deal  to  an  early 
end.     The  shipper  there  with  the  largest  acreage  (about  1,030  acres)  had  a 
yield  of  only  about  35  crates  to  the  acre.    Others  with  light  acreages  com- 
ing on  early,  with  an  f.o.b.  price  of  $2.25~$2.75>  made  a  profit.    About  ^00 
cars  were  shipped  from  2,385  acres  planted  in  the  Yuma  district. 

"A  few  cars  of  mixed  vegetables  loaded  with  peas  and  lettuce  are  now 
moving;  also  an  occasional  car  of  carrots.     The  Eloy  district  has  moved  an 
occasional  car  of  asparagus. 

"Reports  from  Salinas  indicate  a  late  season  there,  which  should 
cause  the  f.o.b.  lettuce  market  to  remain  high  through  the  month. 

"A  meeting  of  the  Western  Growers  Protective  Association  was  held 
here  a  few  days  ago,   to  discuss  the  small  crate  among  other  matters.     It  is 
apparent  that,  when  Salinas  shippers  ratify  an  agreement,   this  smaller  crate 
will  become  the  standard  one." 
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9 d .     gOSCMT  KEWS  OI7  LOUISIANA  SgMjBggRIgS 

R.  L..  Sutton  sent  the  following  report  from  Hammond  on  April  12:- 

11  It  might  be  said  that  the  principal-crop  movement  of  strawberries 
from  Louisiana  is  just  getting  under  way.     The  fruit  from  the  first  crop 
is  about  exhausted.    Pickings  from  the  first  crop,  which  started  in  early 
February,  suffered  a  severe  set-back  by  the  freezes  of  early  March,  with 
the  volume  of  shipments  being  sharply  reduced.     It  is  generally  thought 
that  at  least  1,000  cars  were  lost. 

"With  the  opening  of  this  week,  the  new  fruit  coming  on  since  the 
freeze  is  reaching  a  stage  of  maturity  suitable  for  picking.     The  majority 
of  the  berries  in  the  cars  loaded  yesterday  came  from  the  new  crop.  This 
fruit  is  mostly  U.S.  No.  1  grade,  the  quality  generally  being  very  satis- 
factory with  the  exception  of  some  pale  stock. 

"The  shipments  this  season  to  date  have  amounted  to  260  cars,  as 
compared  with  26S  to  the  same  time  last  jrear.     This  is  the  first  time  that 
comparable  shipments  of  193^  have  exceeded  those  of  this  year.     There  is 
considerable  variation  of  opinion  as  to  the  total  number  of  cars  to  be 
shipped  this  season,  varying  from  2,500  to  4,000  cars.     Last  season  k,~[2Q 
cars  left  this  State,  when  the  acreage  was  ^i,000  acres  under  that  of  this 
season.    A  major  factor  which  will  determine  the  quantity  of  fruit  pro- 
duced is  the  extent  to  which  the  yielding  power  of  the  plants  has  been  re- 
duced by  cold  weather.     It  is  argued  that,  even  though  there  was  no  notice- 
able damage  to  the  plants  themselves  after  the  freeze,  it  is  possible  that 
the  vitality  has  been  lowered,  so  that  full  production  cannot  be  expected. 
The  fields  have  a  beautiful  appearance  at  this  time,  the  plants  are  laden 
with  fruit  and  blooms  are  abundant.     The  large  quantities  of  green  berries 
that  are  about  the  same  size  suggest  the  probability  of  very  heavy  loadings 
"bunched  within  a  short  period. 

"Our  idea,  of  the  period  of  heaviest  loadings  has  changed  slightly, 
and  we  now  expect  the  peak  to  come  during  the  last  few  days  of  April  or  the 
first  week  of  May.    Weather  conditions,  naturally,  will  tend  to  control  the 
peak  movement.    Yesterday  and  today  have  been  cool,  so  that  not  much  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  coloring  the  fruit.    By  the  last  of  this  week,  daily 
loadings  may  reach  10  to  15  cars,  and  next  week  should  show  a  steady  gain, 
with  the  advancement  continuing  throughout  the  month." 

10b .     SALIhAS  L5TTUC5  SEASON  DELAYED 

L.  H.  Howard,  California  State  representative  at  Salinas,  sent  the 
following  interesting  letter  under  date  of  April  9'- 

"Because  of  unusually  heavy  winter  rains,   that  seriously  interfered 
with  planting,  thinning,  and  cultivation,-  together  with  cold  weather  dur- 
ing the  growing  period  and  lack  of  late  rains,-  the  early  spring  lettuce 
crop  is  maturing  slowly.     Indications  are  for  small  sizes  and  light  yields 
until  late  April.     It  is  unlikely  that  the  dry-farm  plantings  will  mature 
much  shipping  quality  on  account  of  drought  during  March. 

"For  the  first  time  since  the  spring  of  19^9»  aphis  is  prevalent  to 
such  a  degree  as  to  cause  alarm.    Although  the  pest  has  not  made  serious 
progress,  it  is  more  or  less  generally  present  throughout  the  district,  and 
a  few  days  of  overcast  sultry  weather  would  so  increase  activity,  that  a 
repetition  of  the  damage  of  19^9  is  considered  not  unlikely.     Growers  are 
bringing  in  hundreds  of  bags  of  ladybugs,  natural  enemies  of  the  pest,  to 
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wo rk  on  the  mos  t-seri ous ly-af  f e c  t ed  f i elds :. 

"Three  cars,   the  first  of  the  season,  were  loaded  on  April  8  from 
Graves  station,  near  Salinas.     Quality  was  generally  good,  solidity  mostly 
firm,  sizes  small  (heavy  6  dozen) .     Last  year,   the  first  car  moved  on 
March  25  from  Watsonville,  with  a  car  a  day  on  March  26,  27,  and  April  1, 
and  a  total  of  29  "by  April  8.    April  movement  this  year  is  expected  to  "be 
light,  probahlv  less  than  1,000  cars,  unless  a  market  advance  encourages 
loading  or  warm  weather  "brings  the -earlier  patches  on  faster  than  is  indi- 
cated.   Most  of  the  April  stock  will  cat  from  fields  in  the  Salinas  and 
C-cnzales  districts.    Watsonville  has  very  little  lettuce  for  harvest  until 
next  month. 

"Less  than  hO  cars  are  estimated  for  the  week  of  April  10  to  l6.  A 
general  starting  is  expected  the  week  following,  and  a  steady  increase 
thereafter,  with  shipments  at  peak  sometime  around  mid-May.     Growers  are  . 
looking  forward  to  a  profitable  April  market,  with  Arizona  shipments  sched- 
uled to  decrease  rapidly  after  April  15» 

"Spring  'peas  "began  picking  this  week  on  a  few  early . patches ,  the 
first  straight  cars  moving  on  April  5-    About  9  cars  have  moved  to  date.  A 
moderately-light  movement  is  expected  until  late-  in  the  month,  when  the 
bulk  of  the  acreage  will  come  to  maturity,  and  shipments  will  advance  to 
peak  after  the  first  week  of  May.    Early-morning  frosts  during  the  past  week 
have  damaged  some  fields,  particularly  those  just  coming  to  blossom.  A 
light  production  on  the  ^,000  acres  of  market  peas  in  this  district  is  indi- 
cated.   Ahout  5C'0  or  oOO  cars  are  expected  for  the  sea.son. 

"First  of  the  spring-  carrots  will  start  picking  next  week.    Some  25O 
acres  are  .available  for  April  harvest,  with  a  like  acrea.ge  for  May  and  about 
200  for  June." 

lib.     TH5  LATEST  ESTIMATE  02'  C0L0BAD0  POTATO  SHIPMENTS 

Bryce  Morris  reported  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  April  Q  from  Denver:- 
"Heports  from  potato  shippers  in  the  State  seem  to  indicate  that  less 
than  100  cars  remain  in  the  San  Luis  Valley,  with  the  final  movement  prob- 
ably around  1,950  cars  this  season.    Northern  Colorado  is  estimated  to  have 
from         to  UOO  cp.rs,  and  it  seems  certain  that  that  district  will  not  ex- 
ceed 3>Q0Q  this  season.     -Jestern  Slope  points,  including  Carbondale,  are 
estimated  to  have  around  3OO  cars  of  potatoes  on  hand.    With  these  esti- 
mates in  view,  it  now  seems  more  certain  than  ever  that  Colorado's  total 
will  be  less  than  8,000  cars,  a  decrease  of  10,000  below  the  1930-'31 
shipments . 

"The  first  California  strawberries  of  the  season  arrived  in  Denver 
Wednesday.  A  full  car  of  berries  moved  out  at  $8  per  stack  or  $2  per  12- 
pint  box  of  Xlondikes.  Quality  was  good,  and  these  berries  are  retailing 
at  20$  or  two  for  35^        the  chain  stores  this  week."

R.  M.  Peterson  sent  the  following  news  in  a  letter  of  April  11  from 
the  field  station  at  Bradenton,  Florida:- 

" The  Manatee  tomato  crop  is  lighter  than  normal  this  year,  and  total 
shipments  are  not  expected  to  exceed  75^  to  cars.    Harvesting  "began 

early,  with  the  first  car  out  March  17,  and  with  the  longer  shipping  season 
it  is  not  expected  that  the  movement  will  "become  heavy  at  any  time.  About 
108  cars  were  shipped  last  week,  "bringing  the  total  of  the  spring  crop  to 
210  cars.    Peak  movement  will  probably  be  reached  the  latter  part  of  this 
week,  but  it  is  not  expected  that  total  shipments  for  this  week  will  exceed 
200  cars,  with  approximately  the  same  next  week.    Most  of  the  crop  is  ex- 
pected to  be  harvested  by  the  last  of  April,  but  with  cool  weather  it  is 
possible  that  shipments  will  be  quite  important  the  first  week  in  May  or 
slightly  later. 

"The  quality  of  Manatee  tomatoes  has  been  generally  quite  good. 
Some  stock  is  badly  windscarred  and  the  tomatoes  from  a  few  of  the  older 
fields  are  showing  somewhat  soft  but,  on  the  other  hand,  a  few  of  the  better 
staked  fields  are  producing  tomatoes  of  exceptionally  fine  quality.  The 
size    is  still  generally  large,  with  only  a  small  proportion  packing  6x7 
and  smaller.     The  shipping-point  market  opened  weak  and  draggy,  with  lug 
boxes  selling  at  $1.25-$1.50  for  U.S.  No.  1  stock,  6x6  and  larger.  The 
demand,  however,  has  improved  cons iderablj7,  during  the  past  week,  with  the 
best  stock  now  selling  at  $2.25~$2 .50,  and  a  firm  market  is  anticipated  for 
the  balance  of  the  season. 

"The  Manatee-Sarasota  celery  crop  has  had  good  growing  weather  the 
past  few  weeks,  obtaining  good  length,  and  over  ^Ofo  is  packing  to  large 
sizes,  3  and  ^  dozens.    Although  most  of  the  stock  is  not  grading  U.S.  Ho.  1, 
the  quality  is  quite  satisfactory  and  is  making  a  very  good  second-label 
pack.     This  is  particularly  true  of  the  muck-land  celery.     Shipments  in- 
creased to  around  175  cars  last  week  and  may  be  nearly  as  heavy  this  week. 
Considerable  acreage  was  set  to  late  celery,  and  a  fair  movement  is  expect- 
ed until  about  the  middle  of  May,  unless  the  crop  should  mature  very  rapid- 
ly.    The  demand  at  shipping  points  has  been  generally  good  for  all  sizes, 
but  the  increased  percentage  of  3  and  h  dozens    caused  a  slow  demand  for 
these  sizes  the  latter  part  of  last  week.    Although  there  has  been  a 
slightly  easier  tone  for  several  days,  there  was  no  material  change  in 
prices  until  today,  when  practically  all  sizes  dropped  25^  per  crate. 

"The  movement  of  Manatee  peppers  and  eggplant  is  very  light.  Peppers 
have  been  firm  at  $3*25  Pe^  l^-bushel  crate  of  Fancy  stock,  and  are  being 
offered  this  week  at  $3*50  with  an  occasional  sale  made  at  that  price. 
Choice  peppers  have  been  selling  generally  $1  lower.     Qjoality  of  the  eggplant 
is  mostly  fair,  and  the  demand  has  been  dra.ggy  at  $1  per  crate  of  Fancy  stock.1

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1 5b .     CASTOR  OIL  IMPROVES  MIMEOGRAPH  IMC 

T.  R.  Hall,   of  the  Seattle  office,  has  submitted  a  suggestion  for  an 
improvement  in  the  results  obtained  from  G-.P.O.  mimeograph  ink,  particularly 
where  such  ink  is  too  thick  to  flow  freely.    He  advises  that  the  addition  of 
about  one  pint  of  castor  oil  to  a  5-P01^d.  can  of  ink  gives  a  much  freer  flow 
and  also  produces  a  darker  print.     When  purchased  in  gallon  lots,   it  is  cheaper 
than  ink;   consequently  the  cost  of  the  f:  ni  shed  product  is  also  reduced. 

NOTE:-    The  above  item  is  a  good  example  of  suggestions  for  improvement, 
which  we  are  always  glad  to  receive  from  branch  offices. 

l6b.     A  REPORT  ON  POTATOES  AND  STRAWBERRIES  IN  KANSAS  CITY 

R.  E.   Corbin,   of  the  Kansas  City  office,  included  the  following  items 
in  a  letter  of  April  11:- 

"The  seed  potato  business  has  "been  very  good  in  this  part  of  the 
country  during  the  latter  part  of  February,  all  of  March  and  the  first  week  in 
April,   although  it  has  slowed  down  now.     In  fact,   orders  for  seed  potatoes 
have  practically  ceased  coming  in. 

"The  Kaw  Valley  and  Orrick  sections  have  had  ideal  planting  weather  for 
about  two  weeks  and  have  practically  finished  planting  potatoes.     Acreage  is 
said  to  be  about  the  same  as  last  year.     A  few  growers  had  "begun  planting  be- 
fore the  severely  cold  weather  in  March  and  were  compelled  to  replant  whatever 
acreage  was  in  at  that  time,  because  the  seed  was  damaged  in  the  ground. 

"I  was  interested  to  note  in  the  Division  Letter  of  April  8  a  letter 
from  R.  L.  Sutton,   at  Hammond,  in  which  he  mentioned  the  high  price  of  the 
season  paid  on  the  auction  on  April  5  f°r  a  car  of  strawberries  which  brought 
$5,272.     That  car  was  delivered  in  Kansas  City  two  days  later  and  sold  on  the 
jobbing  market  around  $5-$ 5.  50  for  the  "best  stock,  with  many  crates  which 
showed  ordinary  condition  selling  for  much  less.    With  a  $  5*  274"  f.  0.  "b.  price, 
these  berries  cost  about  $5.80  laid  in  Kansas  City." 


17  b.     COACHELLA  T&LLEY  ONI  QMS  Dbg  SOON 

In  the  Tabb  Onion  Service  report  for  April  5  the  following  statements 
were  published: 

"The  Coachella  Valley  onion  crop  in  southern  California  is  reported 
to  be  the  most  promising  since  1Q17»  when  the  entire  acreage  produced  5^0 
crates  per  acre  average.     With  continued  hot  days  and  warm  nights,   a  few  of 
the  earliest  fields  may  be  matured  by  April  20  or  25,  but  there  will  be  no 
general  movement  until  between  May  1  and  10.     It  is  estimated  that  probably 
200  cars  of  these  Coachella  onions  will  move  to  Pacific  Coast  points  by 
truck  this  year. "

"been  revised.    A  copy  of  PART  L,  as  revised,   is  being  mailed  to  each  inspec- 
tor with  this  Division  Letter.    While  the  changes  which  have  "been  made  are 
minor,  many  important  instructions  have  been  added  and  it  is  necessary, 
therefore,  that  all  inspectors  study  it  closely.    Such  items  as  the  instruc- 
tions relative  to  securing  and  furnishing  information  to  interested  parties 
regarding  cars  inspected  at  shipping  point  are  os  special  importance.  The 
issuance  of  certificates  on  mixed  carlots  is  also  an  important  item,  which 
should  "be  carefully  ready  hy  everyone.    Many  wires  are  received  in  the  Wash- 
ington office,  making  inquiry  regarding  various  questions  of  inspection 
policy  and  procedure,  and  close  study  of  these  instructions  should  enable  all. 
inspectors  to  answer  any  questions  which  may  come  up  in  the  inspection  work. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  instructions  regarding  appeal  inspections, 
which  are  highly  important  and  must  be  carefully  read  and  studied  by  everyone.

"The  Phoenix  office  should  inspect  well  over  100  cars  a  day  for  the 
next  10  days.    Twenty  inspectors  are  working  from  this  office,  and  we  may 
reach  a  peak  of  I5O  cars  inspected.    ***  There  is  considerable  late  acreage 
in  the  Valley  this  year,  that  won't  mature  for  two  weeks,  but  a  few  days  of 
hot  weather  and  I  am  doubtful  if  it  will  head  up."

9c.    POTATOES,   APPLES  AND  CHERRIES  IN  IDAHO 

L.  G.  Schultz,  Supervising  Inspector  at  Boise,  Idaho,  wrote  the  follow- 
ing letter  on  April  6:- 

"I  am  leaving  on  Thursday  morning,  April  7,   for  a  10-days'  trip  over 
the  potato  shipping  district  of  southeastern  Idaho.     The  movement  of  potatoes 
from  this  district  has  "been  fairly  consistent,  averaging  about  100  cars  daily. 
It  is  generally  estimated  that  there  are  between  5>000  and  6,000  cars  yet  to 
be  shipped,  the  final  figure  depending  upon  the  trend  of  the  market.     In  my 
opinion,   there  are  not  to  exceed  1,800  to  2,000  cars  of  No.  lTs  left.     It  is 
also  expected  that  the  movement  will  continue  fairly  uniformly  through  this 
month  and  next,  unless  there  comes  an  unexpected  upward  trend  in  the  market. 
By  June  first,  however,   there  will  be  very  few  potatoes  left  in  the  State. 

"While  on  my  recent  trip  to  Lewi st on,  I  made  a  check  of  the  cold  storage 
at  Lewis  ton  and  found  that  there  were  approximately  UO  cars  of  apples  yet  to 
move-  from  that  point,    the  majority  of  these  being  Wine  saps.     The  stock  in  that 
section  is  all  wrap-packed  in  boxes  and  is  keeping  in  fine  condition.  There 
have  been  some  recent  shipments  for  export,  both  to  Germany  and  France,  but  I 
do  not  imagine  there  will  be  many  more  apples  for  export,   from  either  northern 
or  southern  Idaho.     The  apples  in  southern  Idaho  are  cleaning  up  rapidly,  es- 
pecially those  in  common  storage  and,  by  April  15,  it  is  expected  that  the  only 
stock  remaining  will  be  that  held  in  cold  storage  at  Payette. 

"I  found  conditions  very  promising  for  a  bumper  cherry  crop  in  the 
Lewiston  district,   the  set  of  buds  being  exceptionally  heavy.     There  is,  of 
course,   the  possibility  of  damage  between  now  and  harvest,  but  I  am  told  that 
there  has  been  only  one  spring  frost  sufficiently  heavy  to  wipe  out  the  crop, 
since  the  cherry  industry  started  in  that  district.     Their  greatest  danger  is 
from  rains  at  harvest  time."

He.     I1TSP3CTICH  AHg  CHOP  NOTES  FROM  LOUISIANA 

Hunter  S.  Moles  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of 
April  6  from- Baton  Rouge,  La.:- 

"We  have  teen  running  very  light,  so  far  as  inspections  are  concerned, 
for  the  pastfc  three  weeks,  and  shall  continue  on  a  limited  basis  for  another 
week  or  10  days.    After  that  time,  it  looks  as  though  the  volume  of  straw- 
berries, would  increase  rapidly  and  that,  if  the  market  can  absorb  a  large  quan- 
tity of  the  Louisiana  berries,  shipments  may  not  run  as  far  behind  last  year's 
as  had  at  first  been  predicted.    For  the  past  10  days,  the  strawberry  plants 
have  been  blooming  heavily,  and  a  rain  three  or  four  days  ago  has  placed  the 
plants  in  excellent  condition. 

"In  the  Division  Letter  which  came  in  today,  I  noticed  that  Mr.  G-ooge 
reports  prospects  for  heavy  bean  shipments  from  Texas  in  May.     In  that  connec- 
tion, I  might  state  that  most  of  the  acreage  here  was  replanted  and  apparently 
will  go  to  the  markets  at  about  the  same  time  as  the  Texas  shipments. 

"Potatoes  have  never  recovered  from  the  freeze,  and  it  now  looks  as 
though  our  shipments  of  this  product  will  be  considerably  below  original  esti- 
mates.    At  first,  we  thought  the  crop  would  eventually  recover,  but  the  plants 
are  weak  and  it  looks  as  though  there  will  be  a  large  percentage  of  ITo.  2 
potatoes,  with  a  decreased  volume  also."

P.  B.  Landrum,  of  the  Tulsa  office,  will  supervise  the  shipping -point 

work  in  Okl.ahoma,  Arkansas  and  Missouri  this  season,  and  he  wrote  the  following 

letter  from  Tulsa  on  April  9:~ 

" Indications  now  are  that  there  will  be  some  inspection  work  in  western 

Arkansas  and  ea„stern  Oklahoma  on  spinach,  and  in  southwestern  Arkansas  on 

radishes,  beginning  about  the  latter  part  of  next  week,  which  will  necessitate 

the  placing  of  three  to  five  men  in  the  district  to  handle  these  scattered  cars. 
"There  ?„re  a  few  cars  of  sweet  potatoes  being  inspected  at  El  Dorado, 

Arkansas,  this  week  by  one  of  the  Plant  Board  inspectors,  who  has  been  loaned  to 

us  for  this  work. 

"A  number  of  applications  have  been  received  for  inspection  of  straw- 
berries in  the  Van  Buren-Fort  Smith  district,  but  it  is  too  early  to  estimate 
just  how  heavy  the  work  will  be  this  season.     I  am  now  planning  to  go  to  Port 
Smith  and  vicinity  early  next  week,   to  start  the  few  men  on  spinach  and  vege- 
table work  and,  while  there,  expect  to  secure  additional  information  in  regard 
to  prospects  for  the  berry  inspections.    After  the  work  on  spincah  is  started, 
I  shall  probably  return  to  Tulsa  until  the  berry  season  opens,  which  from 
present  indications  will  be  between  April  25  and  30."

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la.     WAIT  A  FEW  DAYS  BEFORE  COMPLAINING  OF  NON-RECEIPT  OF  D.  L. 

For  some  unknown  reason,   the  mail  service  seems  to  be  greatly  delayed 
during  recent  months.    YJe  frequently  have  complaints  from  branch  offices  of  non- 
receipt  of  the  weekly  Division  Letter.    Almost  invariably  it  happens  that  the 
delivery  of  the  D.L.  has  merely  been  delayed  through  the  mails.     Copies  are 
mailed  from  Washington  to  all  employees  each  Saturday,  and,  if  yours  does  not 
arrive  in  due  time,  please  wait  at  least  3  days  before  asking  for  an  extra  copy 
from  the  Washington  office.

11  Car  lot  shipments  of  Maine  potatoes  this  week  will  probably  amount  to 
1,650  or  1,700  errs,  -  a  very  heavy  movement  for  this  time  of  the  season. 
(Editor's  note:     They  actually  totaled  about  1,800  cars.)     This  movement  will 
he  ever  U75  cars  more  than  were  shipped  during  the  corresponding  week  of  last 
season  and  heavier  than  any  week  in  April  I93O  or  •    0n  both  Thursday  and 

Friday,  carlot  shipments  exceeded  3OO  cars. 

"Several  factors  have  combined  to  bring  about  this  heavy  movement  of 
Maine  stock.     The  light  crop  in  the  South  has  offered  ver3r  little  competition, 
and  dealers  have  had  to  purchase  a  Larger  proportion  of  old  stock  in  order  bo 
supply  their  needs.     The  higher  prices  for  new  stock  have  had  a  steadying  effect 
on  the  market  for  old  potatoes.     Then,  too,  some  of  the  Maine  stock  is  becoming 
soft,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  move  this  as  soon  as  possible. 

"Maine  shipments  have  already  passed  the  ^0,000-Car  mark.     Some  factors 
are  estimating  that  shipments  during  Majr  will  run  as  high  as  6,000  or  TjOOO  cars. 
While  this  appears  a  little  excessive,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  stocks 
would  permit  a  heavier  movement;  but  it  is  doubtful  if  the  market  can  absorb 
that  quantity.    Shipments  during  May,  1  c'30 ,  -amounted  to  about  a,  000  cars,  but 



2b .    BETTER  IXBUASTD  FOR  MICHIGAN  POTATOES 

3..  E.  heller  wrote  as  follows  from  Grand  Rapids  in  a  letter  of  April  1$:- 
" The  Michigan  potato  market  showed  a  little  more  life  during  the  past  week. 
Shipping-point  prices  advanced  slightly  and  the  demand  was  much  better.  The 
demand  for  carlot  potatoes  has  picked  up  in  Detroit,  5+3  cars  being  destined 
there    the  past  week,  due  principally  to  the  scarcity  of  stock  in  the  'thumb 
district'  and  other  nearby  trucking  points.     In  addition  to  this,  farmers  are 
not  offering  as  freely  as  they  were.    Many  of  them  have  been  holding  rather 
strongly  for  better  prices,  ever  since  the  frost  damage  in  the  South.  WagOB~ 
loads-cash-to-growers  prices  at  Michigan  loading  points  during  the  past  week 
were  3^^-"3'3^  bulk  per  cwt.  of  U.S.  ITo .  1  Russet  F.urals. 

"To  date,  6,ol6  cars  of  potatoes  have  been  forwarded  by  rail  from 
Michigan,    formally ,  from  a  quarter  to  a  third  of  the  total  rail  movement  is 
shipped  after  this  date,  and  present  conditions  indicate  that  a  like  propor- 
tion of  this  year's  crop  remains  to  be  shipped.     It  is  now  estimated  that  Mich- 
igan's carlot  movement  will  total  approximately  8,500  cars,  with  an  additional 
movement  by  truck  of  about  half  this  amount. 

"Seed  shipments  are  now  quite  heavy.    A  quarter  to  a  third  of  the  pres- 
ent movement,  both  rail  and  truck,  consists  of  seed  stock.    Prices  for  certi- 
fied seed  remain  unchanged." 

5b .     I7QRTR~"S5T5RU  ASPARA&U5  DELAYED 

"Asparagus  movement  was  delayed  several  weeks  by  cool  weather  during  the 
month  of  March.    Tirst  northwestern  harvesting  showed  rather  poor  quality  as  a 
result,  but  some  excellent  quality  stock  has  been  available  during  the  past 
week,    Kannewi«k,  Wash.,  has  originated  nearly  all  the  carlot  movement  so  far."

Ub.     INTERESTING  NOTES  FROM  TEE  NOR THWSST 

T.  P..  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  included  the  following  comments  on 
fruits  and  vegetables  in  a  review  dated  April  13 : — 

"The  f .cub.  potato  market  at  Yakima  Valley  points  continues  in  an  un- 
favorable position,  growers  realizing  around  $10  per  ton  plus  sacks  for 
well-graded  U.S.  No.  1  stock.     The  Coast  markets  are  using  freely  of  U.S.  ITo.  2 
graded  Russets,  which  are  obtainable  at  shipping  point  around  $6  per  ton. 
Shippers  estimate  that  350  cars  of  the  best  potatoes  have  been  placed  in  cold 
storage  at  Yakima  and- other  nearby  points  for  the  June  and  July  trade.  By 
some  factors,  it  is  estimated  that  800  to  1,000  cars  of  the  1931  crop  are  yet 
in  growers'  "lands.     These  figures  may  show  wide  variance  in  either  direction, 
with  market  fluctuations  encouraging  or  retarding  further  grading  and  loading. 
The  potato  acreage  to  be  planted  for  1932  production  may  be  considerably  under 
recent  years'  plantings,  due  to  growers'  inability  to  get  sxifficient  financing 
for  their  operations.     (Editor's  note:     The  March  report  of  growers'  inten- 
tions to  plant  showed  a  5$  increa.se  over  the  1931  harvested  acreage  in  Wash.) 

"An  unanticipated  demand  for  western .Washington  outdoor  rhubarb  is  re- 
sulting in  considerable  activity  throughout  the  Puyallup-Sunner  district. 
Carlot  distribution  is  placing  Washington  rhubarb  in  markets  as  far  east  as 
New  York  and  Boston,  in  the  larger  markets  of  the  upper  Mississippi  Valley, 
and  in  some  Rocky  Mountain  States.     From  three  to  five  cars  are  rolling  out 
daily,   for  which  R0^  per  20-pound  crate  of  field-sorted  rhubarb  is  being 
realized. 

"After  many  weeks,  during  which  it  was  impossible  to  carry  on  field 
operations  on  account  of  rains  and  muddy  fields,  conditions  have  turned  favor- 
able for  starting  various  vegetables  in  the  fields.    Early  indications  point 
to  greater  acreages  for  Carrots,  cauliflower  and  celery.     Green  peas  also  may 
require  more  land.     High  waters  last  month  washed  out  some  of  the  fall  plant- 
ing, and  growers  are  replanting  that  land.     In  the  light  of  past  experience, 
the  yield  off  the  spring  planting  will  not  equal  that  of  the  fall-planted  crop; 
so  growers  general ly  are  expecting  a  lighter  volume,  and  picking  may  be  late 
in  starting. 

"The  Iceberg  lettuce  acreage  may  be  under  that  of  recent  years,  and  the 
carlot  movement,  from  present  indications,  will  get  under  way  about  May  2S. 
Limited  quantities  of  cauliflower  are  reaching  local  markets  from  favorably- 
situated  areas  near  Seattle.    Eastern  Washington  asparagus  is  moving  in  carlots 
and  by  auto  truck  to  various  markets." 

5b .     NOTES  ON  WESTERN  NSW  YORK  APPLES  AND  "POTATOES 

The  following  report  came  from  A.  L.  Thomas,  of  the  Rochester  office, 
under  date  of  April  1Q:-  • 

"The  demand  for  New  York  State  apples  has  been  rather  slow  all  week. 
Prices  held  about  steady.     Truckers  are  active,  and  because  of  this  activity 
it  is  hard  to  estimate  the  number  of  cars  that  will  roll  from  the  State  during 
the  remainder  of  the  season.     The  most  conservative  estimates  indicate  between 
700  and  900  cars  yet  to  be  moved.     Quality  of  the  apples  is  variable,  which  is 
usual  at  this  time  of  the  season.  Potatoes  advanced  during  last  week  and  a 

fairly  heavy  movement  took  place.     Eaulings  "by  growers  have  been  light,  due  to 
condition  of  the  country  roads,  but  the  roads  have  improved  considerably  the 
past  week.    Growers. are  receiving  around  30^  Pe^  bushel  at  most  loading  points, 
with  an  occasional  point  paying  as  high  as  35^» " 
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6"b.    EARLY  TEXAS  CI'IOITS  EIITD  Ax?  ACTIVE  MARKET 

R.  G.  Risser  wrote  as.  follows  from  Crystal  City,  'Texas,  in  a  letter 
of  April  17 :~ 

"The  Texas  onion  deal  got  off  to  a  fine  start  this  season.     Short  sup- 
plies of  old  onions,   together  with  a  moderate  daily  movement  from  Texas  the 
first  half  of  April,  have  resulted  in  good  prices  to  date.    U.S.  Commercial 
grade  Yellow  Bermudas  have  "been  selling  at  $2 . 50-$2. 75  f.o.b.  cash  track,  as 
compared  with  $1.15-$1.20  a  year  ago.    A  few  growers  have  completed  their 
harvests  and  have  reaped  the  full  advantage  of  favorable  market.     A  few  ship- 
ping points  are  reported  to  be  about  through  with  their  heavy  movement. 
Weather  has  been  free  from  rain  and  fairly  favorable  for  curing,  but  cloudy 
mornings  and  humid  days  have  retarded  operations  to  some  extent.     State  ship- 
ments have  held  below  100  cars  per  day,  but  the  movement  to  date  is  U4O  cars 
ahead  of  last  season's  record  to  this  time.     The  Winter  Garden  section  made 
its  first  I93I  Carlot  shipments  a  year  ago  yesterday.    At  the  time  of  writing, 
it  is  nearly  1R0  Cars  ahead  of  last  year.    The  Coastal  Bend  section  reported 
its  first  shipments  yesterday. 

"Besides  the  contrasts  between  last  season  and  this  season  in  the  prog- 
ress of  moving  the  crop,  the  strong  market  and  the  dry  weather  have  been  di- 
rectly contrary  to  conditions  prevailing  a  year  ago.     The  principal  extension 
of  plantings  lias  occurred  in  non-irrigated  lands  and,  as  rainfall  has  been 
short,   the  ultimate  production  and  especially  the  late  movement  are  more  than 
normally  dependent  upon  further  precipitation  in  time  for  the  sizing  of  the 
bulbs.     The  non-irri jated  acreage  of  the  State  has  shown  a  substantial  in- 
crease,  while  the  plantings  in  irrigated  sections  have  been  somewhat  reduced. 
An  increase  of  2,000  acres  in  Wilson  County  and  2,400  acres  in  the  Coastal 
Bend  section  more  than  account  for  the  total  State  increase.    Under  the  cir- 
cumstances, the  total  production  and  the  May  movement  are  extremely  uncer- 
tain, and  much  of  the  speculative  interest  is  baseq  upon  the  opinion  that 
good  production  from  late  districts  cannot  be  counted  upon." 

7b .     TEXAS  OlTIOlvT  PP. ICES  AND  SHIPMENTS  INCREASE  TOGETHER 

The  following  report  of  April  16  came  from  A.  M.  McDowell,   in  charge 
of  the  field  station  at  Laredo,  Texas:- 

"Onion  prices  advanced  slightly  in  the  Laredo  district  this  week, 
although  shipments  were  heavier  than  in  the  preceding  week.    Wire  inquiry 
wa.s  good  and  demand  was  quite  brisk.     The  50-potmd  sacks  are  being  used  for 
most  shipments,  although  the  standard  crate  is  used  to  some  extent.    Most  of 
the  movement  to  date  has  been  to  points  in  the  East  and  Middle  West.  Dealers 
report  a  surprising  demand  from  some  of  the  smaller  cities. 

"The  bulk  of  the  stock  from  this  district  is  of  medium  size,  with  only 
a  small  percentage  undersize  and  very  few  over  3s"  inches  in  diameter.  The 
Commercial  grade  is  being  used  almost  entirely,  and  only  an  occasional  car  of 
U.S.  No.  1  onions  has  been  shipped. 

"Shipments  from  the  Laredo  district  from  Sunday  to  Friday,  inclusive, 
totaled  226  cars,  bringing  the  season's  total  to  377  cars.    About  half  the 
acreage  has  been  harvested.      At  this  time  last  season,  the  movement  was  just 
beginning,  with  39  cars  out  of  the  district  up  to  and  including  April  15. 

"The  Winter  Garden  district  has  shipped  135  cars  to  date,  of  which  26 
were  shipped  last  week  and  the  remainder  this  week.     Last  season,  the  first 
movement  from  the  district  occurred  on  April  lc.     About  250  cars  have  originated 
in  the  Raymondville  district  to  date,  in  comparison  with  SU  Cars  a  year  ago." 
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gb .     HIGHER  PRICES  BEING  PAID  FOR  RIO  QflAHDE  VALLEY  CHOPS 

W.  D.  Googe  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  April  17 
from  Brownsville,  Texas :- 

"Shipments  of  vegetables  from  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  during  the 
past  week  totaled  about  89O  carloads,  approximately  a  third  of  which  were 
potatoes.     Shipments  from  the  Corpus  Christi  section  totaled  about  200  cars, 
about  a  third  of  which  were  cabbage.    A  large  number  of  cars  of  mixed  vege- 
tables moved  from  each  section,  being  loaded  mostly  with  the  leading  commodity. 

"Potatoes  from  the  Valley  showed  a  decidedly  firmer  tone,  and  closed  at 
mostly  $2.75  per  100-pound  sack.     It  is  estimated  that  more  than  100  cars  have 
been  stored  in  Houston,  Dallas,  Port  Worth  and  Kansas  City.     The  bulk  of  the 
crop  which  was  made  before  the  frost  in  March  has  been  harvested,  and  ship- 
ments of  the  spring  crop  to  date  total  about  700  carloads.    Probably  300  cars 
more  will  be  shipped  during  the  next  two  weeks,  these  corning  mostly  from 
fields  which  were  frosted  back  but  have  come  out.     The  total  yield  from  those 
fields  is  a  matter  of  uncertainty,  but  growers  report  vines  showing  good  growth. 

"The  cabbage  remaining  in  the  Valley  consists  largely  of  late  fields, 
here  and  there,  and  cut-over  fields  that  are  yielding  small  and  yellow  stock, 
which  is  being  marketed  because  of  the  attractive  prices.     The  Corpus  Christi 
section  is  suffering  from  dry  weather  and  high  winds.     This  being  a  dry-land 
section,  it  Is  now  believed  that  the  cabbage  deal  there  is  practically  fin- 
ished.    Carrots  and  beets  in  that  section  are  likewise  in  a  precarious  condi- 
tion. Without  iGlr,,  the  yield  from  the  large  acreage  of  onions  will  be  seriously 
curtailed. 

"The  feature  of  the  week  in  the  Valley  has  been  the  onion  movement  from 
the  Raymondville  district.    Prices  in  general  have  been  good.     Due  to  the  large 
truck  business  handling  mixed  vegetables,  farmers  have  found  prices  for  culls 
from  the  carload  shipments  of  onions  almost  as  remunerative  as  the  graded  stock. 
On  a  few  days  during  the  week,   truck  operators  have  paid  direct  to  growers  as 
much  for  field-run  stock  as  shippers  have  paid  for  graded  onions.  Yellows 
have  sold  at  $2 .U0-$2 .65  and  Wax  at  $2.60-$2.g5  per  crate  or  50-pound  sack, 
wire  sales  averaging  about  25^  higher  than  these  prices." 

Qb .     SALIFAS-WATSQKVILLS  LETTUCE  SITUATION 

L.  H.  Howard,  California  State  representative  in  charge  of  the  field 
station  at  Salinas,  sent  the  following  news  in  a  letter  of  April  l6:~ 

"With  Arizona  lettuce  shipments  and  quality  holding  up  surprisingly  1 
well,  despite  a  solid  week  of  90-degree  temperatures,  shippers  in  the  Salinas 
district  of  California  are  deferring  harvest  as  long  as  possible.    Only  such 
cutting  as  was  necessary  was  made  during  the  week,  shippers  skimming  over 
their  patches  for  light  first-cuttings.    About  hO  cars  will  have  been  loaded, 
when  the  present  week  closes  with  today's  shipments. 

"Some  growers  are  irrigating  after  first  cutting;  others  watering  mature 
patches  before  cutting.     This  will  hold  fields  until  Tuesday  or  Wednesday  of 
next  week,  when  a  noticeable  increase  in  shipments  is  expected.    Formal  cut- 
tings for  the  coming  week  should  total  about  300  cars.    Rate  of  increase  from 
this  district  depends  entirely  upon  Arizona  shipments  and  the  market.  Buyers 
will  be  leaving  Phoenix  with  first  indications  of  quality  deterioration,  and 
a  fairly  good  demand  is  anticipated  here  by  the  middle  of  the  coming  week. 

"Quality  to  date  has  been  fair,  with  sizes  small,-  mostly  5's  and  6's, 

(continued  over) 
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very  few  J+!s.     Seven  cars  were  inspected  Thursday  and  Friday,  grading  as 
follows:     3  cars  75$  U.S.  No.  1;  1  car  70$;  2  cars  63$,  -and  1  car  U.S.  No.  1, 
the  latter  running  60^  firm,  15$  hard*  for  solidity.    Most  stock  has  "been 
fairly  firm,  some  soft,  with  very  little  firm  and  hard.     Color  2nd  appearance 
are  generally  good.    Aphis  is  present  in  practically  all  stock  cut  to  date, 
"but  not  to  a  serious  degree.     Infestation  is  most  serious  in  the  lower  parts 
of  the  Valley,  particularly  from  Chualar  south,  and  in  the  Watsonville  dis- 
trict, where  damage  is  expected  to  result  in  loss  of  some  acreage. 

"About  65  cars  of  peas  and  10  carrots  moved  during  the  past  week. 
Estimated  movement  for  next  week  lists  12  cars  of  carrots,  H9  cars  of  peas, 
and  10  cars  of  mixed  vegetables.     The  pea  market  has  been  low,  nominally 
$1.10-S1.25  per  hamper  today,  which  is  l-g^-l-f^  net  to  growers,  or  3^  grower 
picking.    Pea  shipments  will  increase  about  May  1. 

"The  Sacramento  district  started  lettuce  shipments  in  carlo  t-s  on 
Friday.    Most  shippers  there  plan  loading  by  the  25th  of  this  month,  with  the 
peak  expected  shortly  after  May  1  and  clean-up  between  May  15  and  20.  Stock 
is  generally  clean,  but  running  small.    Very  light  yields,  with  5's  and.  6!s 
predominating,  are  anticipated.    A  little  aphis  is  evident,  but  not  serious. 

"The  San  Luis  Obispc-Santa  Maria  district  expects  to  move  20-25  cars 
daily  throughout  the  coming  week,  with  the  bulk  of  the  harvest  over  after 
April  25." 


10b .     A  FIRM  MARKET  FOP.  FLORIDA  POTATOES 

W.  D.  Hull  wrote  as  follows  from  Hastings  in  a  letter  of  April  18:- 

"Shipments  of  Florida  potatoes  continue  light,  amounting  to  l6U  cars, 
compared  with  126  for  the  previous  week.     During  the  corresponding  week  in 
1931 »  about  265  cars  were  shipped,  bringing  that  season's  total  to  1,109*  as 
against  1,1+58  the  total  to  date  this  season. 

"Demand,  while  rather  light, was  sufficient  to  take  care  of  all  the 
cars  being  loaded.    On  Wednesday,  April  13,  the  f.o.b.  price  for  No.  1  barrels 
advanced  to  $5«5°»  while  the  price  of  No.  2 '3  remained  at '$2.50.    On  the  same 
day,  kk  cars  were  moved  from  the  State,   this  being  the  heaviest  daily  movement 
in  more  than  a  week.    With  a  limited  demand  and  colder  weather  in  the  northern 
markets,  there  was  a  pronounced  weakening  in  the  tone  of  the  local  market  on 
Thursday*    However,  there  was  no  reduction  in  prices,  and  on  Friday  there  was 
a  much  better  inquiry  and  the  market  assumed  a  firmer  tone.    By  Friday,  the 
price  of  100-pound  sacks  of  U.S.  N0.  1  Spaulding  Rose  advanced  a    dime  to 
$3.10,  with  To.  2 *s  bringing  mostly  $1.25.  _ 

"In  the  last  two  weeks,  the  distribution  of  Florida  potatoes  has 
narrowed  down  to  a  few  of  the  larger  and  more-important  eastern  seaboard 
cities,  with  a  few  cars  going  to  points  in  western  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio, 
Bliss  Triumphs  from  Texas  have  largely  replaced  Florida  stock  in  Detroit  and 
Cincinnati,  while  Chicago  has  not  had  any  Florida  stock  in  more  than  two  weeks. 
So  far  this  season,  the  New  England  States  have  used  very  few  new  potatoes. 
At  the  present  time,  local  shippers  are  reporting  some  inquiry  from  New  England 
points,  and  it  is  expected  that  distribution  will  improve  with  the  advent  of 
warmer  weather.  "

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lib .     HONEY  REPORTERS :  -  ENDEAVOR  TO  SECURE  QUOTATIONS  ON  SMALL  CONTAINERS 

When  the  honey  market -news  service  was  started,  extracted  quotations 
were  requested  only  for  wholesale  lots  of  honey  in  60-potffid  cans  sold  through 
the  commercial  channels  of  trade.     This  has  met  the  needs  of  our  honey  news 
service  pretty  well  until  recently.     During  the  past  year  or  two,  however , 
with  the  lessening  demand  for  60-pound  cans  in  wholesale  lots,  more  and  more 
"beekeepers  have  "been  packing  their  honey,  in  Sf-pound,  5-P01ind  and  10-pound 
pails  and  in  varying  sizes  of  glass  jars,  and  finding  a  greater  profit  in 
these  smaller  containers. 

We  have  "been  requested  to  furnish  retail  prices  of  honey  in  these  small 
containers.    While  this  is  not  practicable,  it  should  be  possible  for  those 
who  report  honey  in  the  city  markets  to  obtain  occasional  wholesale  prices  of 
this  product  packed  in  small  pails  if  not  in  .glass  jars.     Therefore,  'please 
ask  the  honey  brokers  and  receivers  whether  they  can  furnish  selling  prices  of 
small  containers  in  wholesale  lots,  and  add  these  prices,  by  originating 
States,  color  and  size,  to  the  regular  honey  reports. 

12b .     ADDITIONAL  SUMMARIES  THIS  WEEK 

Two  additional  summaries  of  field  deals  have  been  distributed  this 
week  from  the  Washington  office:

1 3b .     GREEN  PEA  AMD  CAULIFLOWER  ACREAGES  IN  COLORADO  BEING  INCREASED 

Bryce  Morris  included  the  following  comments  in  a  letter  of  April  l6 
from  the  Denver  office :- 

"Apparently,  farmers  in  Colorado  intend  to  increase  the  acreage  of  . 
green  peas  even  higher  than  at  first  anticipated.     Some  local  estimates  at 
present  run  as  high  as  10,000  acres,  mostly  in  the  San  Luis  Valley.     The  I93I 
acreage  was.  6,500. 

"Local  estimates  also  indicate  an  increase  of  l^fo-20f0  in  cauliflower 
acreage  for  the  State,  with  the  chief  increase  in  the  San  Luis  Valley.  How- 
ever, a  considerable  freeze  during  the  week  of  April  h~S  damaged  some  of  the 
plants  in  cold  frames  and  hot  beds,  so  that  the  intended  acreage  may  be  some- 
what reduced. 

"T/ie  first  homegrown  spinach  and  asparagus  of  the  season  was  offered 
in  limited  quantities  on  the  Denver  market  this  week.     Canon  City  asparagus 
will  be  on  this  market  quite  liberaJly  next  week.     Colorado  spinach  will  prob- 
ably supplant  Texas  stock  by  April  25." 

lUb.     FLORIDA  ORANGES  AND  GRAPEFRUIT  SELLING  HIGHER 

The  following  figures  came  from  H.  P.  Willson,  Winter  Plaven,  on  April  19: 
"Prices  of  both  Florida  oranges  and  grapefruit  advanced  during  the  past 
week.     For  the  week  ending  April  l6,  about  3^-3  cars  of  Florida  grapefruit  aver- 
aged $2.60  on  the  leading  auction  markets,  compared  with  331  cars  at  $2.52  for  the 
week  ending  April  9.     Also  391  cars  of  Florida  oranges  averaged  $3. SO,  compared 
with  595  cars  of  California  oranges  at  $3  Per  box."  -

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15b.     LOUISIANA  3FRRY  TOffi  33C0MI1-TC-  H3AVY 

The  following  information  was  included  in  a  letter  of  April  19  from 
P..  L.  Sutton,  of  the  Hammond  office :- 

11  Loadings  of  strawberries  "became  heavy  at  the  "beginning  of  this  week. 
On  Monday,  April  IS,  about  100  carloads  were  started  to  market.     The  fruit 
is  of  good  color  now  and  the  grade  is  generally  satisfactory.    Yesterday  it 
was  noted  that  a  few  soft  ber-ies  were  coming  in,  but  all  of  the  straight 
carload  shipments  graded  U.S.  Ho.  1.     The  loadings  will  probably  continue 
active  until  the  middle  of  May  at  least.     The  crop  at  this  time  would  receive 
considerable  benefit  from  a  good  rain.    Many  of  the  growers  are  expressing  a 
need  of  rain,  in  order  to  continue  having  fruit  of  satisfactory  size.  The 
weather  is  becoming  more  like  what  should  be  expected  in  a  southern  State  at 
this  time  of  the  year.     The  maximum  temperature  yesterday  at  the  Experiment 
Station  near  Hammond  was  Sh  degrees  and  the  minimum  60  degrees. 

" The-  movement  from  this  territory  is  entirely  by  express,  and  ordinarily 
the  only  type  of  container  used  is  the  2U-pint  crate.    Last  year  some  cars  were 
loaded  with  2 h- quart  crates  and  a  few  of  36-pint  crates,  but  this  was  done 
largely  on  account  of  a  scarcity  of  the  regular  24-pint  crates.     The  usual 
range  in  the  number  of  crates  per  car  varies  between         and  708.     The  6$4- 
crate  load  is  quite  common.     Cars  loaded  with  this  count  take  a  15,000-pound 
minimum  rate,  provided  they  are  in  short  cars.     These  short  cars  take  in  a 
certain  series  of  I.  C.  express  cars.     The  heavier  loads  take  a  17 » 000-pound 
minimum  rate.     The  most  desirable  load  in  the  long  cars  seems    to  be  73^ 
crates . 

"Prices  on  the  Hammond  auction  have  dropped  to  an  average  of  about 
&2.10  per  crate.     The  reports  coming  from  northern  terminals  indicate  a  far- 
from-satisfactory  market  situation  for  this  fruit.     The  demand  in  the  markets 
has  been  decidedly  backward,  even  in  the  face  of  comparatively  light  supplies. 
There  have  been  several  instances  already  this  season,  in  which  it  was  noted 
that  jobbing  spies  on  certain  markets  were  under  the  f.o.b.  prices  fortl\6se  c'a 
Cities  as  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City  get  second-morning  delivery,  and 
17 ew  York,  Philadelphia  and  Boston  usually  get  third-morning  delivery.  There 
is  a  section  around  Bogalusa,  Louisiana  that  is  expected  to  start  shipping  a 
few  cars  possibly  sometime  this  week.     The  acreage  there  is  said  to  be  200  to 
300,  and  the  carlot  movement  will  be  of  small  consequence.     This  section  is 
located  about  ?0  miles  northeast  of  Hammond." 

1 6b .     FLORIDA  CITRUS  FP.UIT  I  IT  A  FAVORABLE  POSITION 

~i.  F.  Willson,  of  the  Winter  Haven  office,  sent  the  following  news 
in  a  letter  of  April  19:- 

" The  Florida  grapefruit  market  continues  firm,  after  the  sharp  advance 
during  the  latter  part  of  March,     The  auction  average  for  the  week  ending  March 
19  was  only  $2.15,  while  the  average  for  the  past  three  weeks  have  been  approxi 
mately  $2.50.     The  supplies  of  Texas  grapefruit  are  practically  cleaned  up,  and 
there  is  less  competition  from  strawberries  than  usual  at  this  time  of  the  sea- 
son.    Shipments  from  April  1  to  10  averaged  less  than  100  Cars  a  day.    With  the 
lighter  supples  and  less  competition,  there  was  a  better  demand,  particularly 
from  the  middlewestern  cities,  and  the  market  closed  firm  last  week.    The  east- 
ern auctions  showed  very  little  change,  while  the  midwestern  markets  advanced 
from  10.*  to         over  prices  of  the  week  previous.     Coring  the  latter  part  of  th 
week,  shipments  were  considerably  heavier,  Florida  alone  forwarding  lUO  cars  on 
Saturday,  with  resultant  heavier  holdings  at  Florida  gateways  Monday  morning." 
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1 7b .     CONSIDERABLE  POOR-QUALITY  CELERY  Ig  SAffFORD-  DISTRICT 

The  following  letter  of  April  IS  came  from  B.  E.  Surry,   in  charge  of 
the  field  station  at  Sanford,  Florida:- 

" Probably  more  poor-quality  celery  moved  out  of  Sanford  during  the  past 
two  weeks  than  for  any  other  period  of  this 'season.    Unsatisfactory  quality, 
along  with  a  fairly  good  movement  out  of  the  State  and  a  sJ.ow  demand  in  termi- 
nal markets,  has  caused  a  gradual  decline  in  prices.    Many  cars  out  of  Sanford 
have  shown  from  10$  to  kOfo  pith,  or  blackheart,  and  some  blight.     Quite  a  num- 
ber of  shipments  have  failed  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1  because  lOfo-^Ofo  of  the  stalks 
measured  less  than  18  inches  in  height.     The  prevalence  of  blackheart  is  due, 
at  least  in  part,  to  a  number  of  foggy  mornings  some  two  weeks  ago,  followed 
by  warm  weather  during  the  day.     Lack  of  rainfall  throughout  most  of  the  season 
has  contributed  to  the  high  percentage  of  pith. 

"The  local  market  was  very  dull  last  week  and  inquiry  was  light.  Some 
shippers  reported  practically  no  demand  and  found  difficulty  in  disposing  of 
fairly-good  quality  stock.     F.o.b.  prices  generally  were  50^-.$I  below  those  of 
a  week  ago.     From  6  to  10  cars  of  rough,  celery  have  been  sold  daily  for  stor- 
age purposes. 

"The  movement  out  of  this  section  is  expected  to  continue  at  the  present 
rate  for  the  balance  of  the  month,  or  25O-3OO  cars  each  week.  Oviedo  increased 
loadings  to  as  many  as  20  cars  a  day,  with  a  heavier  movement  expected  for  this 
week  and  next.     Sanford' s  output  should  decrease  considerably  from  now  on. 

"A  survey  of  vegetable  fields  made  by  several  local  shipping  organiza- 
tions indicates  plantings  of  5^5  acres  of  snap  and  lima  beans,  and  10 9  acres 
of  peppers  at  Sanford." 

lSb.     A  REPORT  gjg  LAKE  .  OKEECHOBEE  TOMATOES  AMD  BEAMS 

J.  B.  Owens  sent  the  following  letter  from  Belle  Glade,  Fla. ,  under 
date  of  April  19:- 

11  The  tomato  season  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section  so  far  has  been  very 
much  of  a  disappointment.    A  large  portion  of  the  original  acreage  was  either 
killed  or  severely  damaged  by  low  temperatures,  and  the  fruit  from  the  remain- 
ing acreage  was  of  very  ordinary  quality.     Fields  of  later  plantings  are  now 
being  harvested,  and  the  general  quality  of  the  fruit  is  improving.  However, 
due  to  the  fact  that  no  stakes  are  used  in  this  section,  it  is  not  expected 
that  the  quality  at  any  time  will  be  exceptionally  good.     The  weather  has 
been  very  dry  for  the  past  month  and,  while  this  has  been  very  beneficial  to 
the  carrying  qualities  of  tomatoes  raised  on  muck  lands,  it  has  shortened  the 
lives  of  the  plants  and  cut  down  the  yields.     Shipments  from  this  section  are 
averaging  around  20  cars  a  week,  with  little  possibility  of  further  increa.se. 
However,  under  favorable  weather  conditions,  shipments  will  continue  for  about 
three  weeks  longer. 

"The  bean  acreage  is  quite  heavy,  but  the  outcome  of  the  crop  is  very  un- 
certain.    There  has  been  practically  no  rain,  since  most  of  the  crop  was  planted, 
and  all  fields  are  showing  effects  of  the  drought.     This  dry  weather  is  delay- 
ing the  crop  very  much,  but,  should  the  needed  rain  come  within  the  next  week, 
there  will  be  a  heavy  movement  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  May.  Monday, 
April  18,  might  well  be  called  the  opening  day  for  the  spring  bean  crop  in  this 
section,  as  four  cars  were  shipped  on  that  date,  after  a  long  interval  of  no 
shipments.     The  f.o.b.  market  is  somewhat  unsettled  at  this  time,  due  to  the 
limited  quantity  of  offerings."  -B.   C.  BORES,

In  sending  out  wires  to  shippers  and  other  interested  parties,  giving 
the  results  of  inspections,  the  name  of  the  market  from  which  sent  should  be 
included  in  the  heading  of  the  telegram,  together  with  the  date.    Many  copies 
of  wires  are  received  in  this  office,  which  do  not  show  the  market  from  which 
sent,  and  it  is  impossible  for  these  to  be  filed  with  the  certificates  to 
which  they  refer  if  we  have  no  way  of  telling  from  which  office  they  came. 


he.     DAYLIGHT  SAVING  TIME  ON  CERTIFICATES 

About  this  season  of  the  year,  daylight  saving  time  goes  into  effect  in 
many  of  the  larger  cities.     Since  railroad  claim-agents  and  others  may  make  in- 
quiries as  to  whether  the  time  shown  on  certificates  of  inspection  is  standard 
or  daylight  saving  time,  the  letters  "D.S."  should  be  placed  after  the  "A.M." 
or  ">P.M."  by  all  offices  in  cities  using  daylight  saving  time.     This  will 
avoid  confusion,  should  certificates  come  into  court  as  evidence. 

5 c .     DAYLIC-ET  SAVING  TIME  IN  PITTSBURGH 

The  following  letter  of  April  19  from  the  Pittsburgh  office  was  signed 
by  J.  J.  Gardner  and  J.  K.  Boyd:- 

"In  common  with  other  progressive  cities  of  the  country,  Pittsburgh  goes 
on  so-called  daylight  saving  time  on  Sunday,  April  2h.     As  the  only  legal  time 
in  Pennsylvania  is  Eastern  Standard  time,  we  arc  not  changing  our  clocks,-  sim- 
ply reporting  to  work  at  8:00  A.M.  and  closing  at  3:3^  ,  insteady  of  the 
usual  hours."

R.  B.  Landrum  sent  the  following' report" from  Tulsa  on  April  lo:- 
"We  have  one  man  inspecting  radishes  in  carlots  at  Deaneyville,  near 
Kope,  Arkansas,  and  the  prospects  are  for  from  one  to  two  cars  daily  for  10 
days  to  two  weeks,     I  have  just  received  the  work-sheet ,  covering  the  first 
car  loaded.     The  inspector  states  that  it  appears  that  the  cars  will  average 
from  75/»  to  ^yp  U.  S.  No-  1  quality. 

"Applications  for . inspection,  beginning  April  2h  to  May  1,  of  approxi- 
mately kO  carloads  of  spinach  in  Oklahoma  and  Arkansas,  have  "been  received. 
One  man  will  be 'placed  in  Arkansas  to  handle  the  Fort  Smith  and  Van  Buren  dis- 
tricts, and 'a  regular  inspector  of  the  Oklahoma  Markets  Commission  will  be 
stationed  at  the  loading  points  in  this  State. 

11 1  visited  a  number  of  the  strawberry  fields  in  Arkansas.    All  were  in 
full  bloom,  and  the  first  setting 'will  possibly  mature  about         1.     In  a 
number  of  fields,  there  were  some  berries  turning  white  which,  no  doubt,  will 
call  for  scattered  picking  within  a  week.    .Growers  and  shippers  claim  that  all 
indications  point  to  the  largest  and  best-quality  crop  produced  in  this  sec- 
tion in  a  number  of  years. 

" In1' Arkansas ,  applications  have  been  received  for  inspection  of  2H5  cars 
at  six  points,  beginning  from  April  25  to 'May  10.     In  addition,  one  shipper 
at  Mansfield  and  Abbot,  who  has  not  yet  submitted  formal  application,  stated 
that  he  wishes  an  inspector, at  each  of  these  points,  beginning  April  25*  It 
now  appears  that  I  will  have  to  go  to  Van  Buren  to  stay,  either  by  the  25th 
or  shortly  thereafter. 

"A.  W.  Hammond,  of  the  Missouri  Marketing  Commission,  gives  an  approxi- 
mate estimate  of  U00  cars  of  strawberries  to  be  inspected  in  Missouri.  He 
states  that,  at  most  points,  the  freeze  did  no    material  damage  to  berries  and 
that  the  crop  at  present  is  in  fine  condition." 


8c.     MARYLAND  ANALYZES  FIGURES  PIT  SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTIONS 

Maryland  Department  of  Markets  reports  .that,  of  the  $11  cars  of  apples 
inspected  in  western  Maryland  last  year,  95 • 5/^  met  grade  requirements.    Of  the 
U.5$  which  failed  to  meet  grade  requirements,  25-/0  failed  primarily  because  of 
excessive  amount  of  russet.    Other  interesting  statistics  are  as  follows: 

52.9;'o  showed  varying  degrees  of  off-color.  29»'5$  bitter  pit. 

32.3-^  showed  insect  injury.  15. 9$  San  Jose  scale. 

35.3$  skin  cuts  and  breaks.  10.5$  apple  blotch. 

25.9$  bruises.  9.3^  growth  cracks. 

2g.7$  russet.  £.3$  apple  scab. 

25.6$  hail  injury. 

The  Department  concludes,  from  the  foregoing  analysis,  that  "it  is 
apparent  that  growers  have  their  spraying  problem  reasonably  well  in  hand,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  disease  control.    Hail  injury,  bitter  pit  and  growth 
cracks  are  factors  not  easily  controlled,  but  judging  from  the  figures  there 
appears  to  be  need  for  improvement  in  the  handling  of  the  fruit.     Skin  cuts, 
breaks  and  bruises  can  be  controlled  to  a  certain  extent  by  the  producer,  if 
more  care  is  used  in  handling  the  fruit." 

Discussing  foreign  embargoes  and  restrictions,  the  Department  reports 
that  "Maryland  growers  and  shippers  were  able  last  year  to  meet  the  restrictions 
placed  by  Great  Britain  upon  American  apples." 
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Sc.     ALL  TEXAS  ONIONS  ARRIVING-  IN  NEW  YORK  -BY  S.  P.  BOATS  TO  BE  INSPECTED 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  April  19  from  W.  C. 
Eackleman,  of  the  New  York  City  office:- 

"The  Southern  Pacific  Steamship  Line  has  notified  this  office  that  they 
expect  to  have  all  of  the  Texas  onions,    carried  by  them  to  New  York  City,  in- 
spected on  arrival  here  this  season.     Their  first  "boat,   carrying  five  cars, 
arrives  today.     They  have  two  "boats  each  week  and  the  inspections  will  usually 
"be  on  Tuesday  and  Friday.     Last  year  they  carried  approximately  600  cars  for 
the  entire  season,   their  heaviest  shipments  being  around  100  cars  per  "boat.  The 
period  last  season  extended  from  about  April  2^  to  the  middle  of  June.  While 
we  inspected  a  number  of  their  shipments  last  year,  we  did  not  examine  nearly 
all  of  them,  and  it  is  entirely  possible  that  we  shall  need  more  help  at  the 
peak  of  this  movement,  especially  if  it  conflicts  with  the  heavy  arrivals  of 
Louisiana  strawberries." 

10c.     FJRTKER  NEWS  ON  ID.4E0  POTATOES 

L.   G>  Schultz,   of  the  Boise  office,   sent  the  following  additional  report 
on  April  16:- 

"I  have  just  returned  from  a  10  days1'  trip  over  southeastern  Idaho, where 
I  have  been  checking  the  potato  shipments.     The  one  point  I  had  particularly  in 
mind  on  this  trip  was  to  ascertain  the  reaction  of  the  dealers  to  the  change  in 
the  method  of  reporting  potato  sizes.     I  found,   almost  without  exception,  that 
the  trade  is  very  well  pleased  with  the  change  and  feels  that  it  is  a  big  im- 
improvement  over  the  old  general  terms  of  'medium  to  large,** e t c. ' 

"After  making  a  careful  survey  and  interviewing  dealers  all  along  the 
line,   there  appears  to  be  between  4, 000  and  4,500  cars  left  to  ship.     The  final 
figure  will  depend  entirely  upon  the  market,  as  there  are  a  large  number  of  No, 
2' s  left  for  shipment,  which  will  not  move  if  the  price  goes  any  lower.  The 
prise  on  No.  2's,  as  you  may  know,  is  now  only  18^-20^  for  loaded  cars,  which 
leaves  the  grower  practically  nothing  except  his  labor.     It  is  generally  ex- 
pected that  the  movement  will  continue  through  May  and  should  conclude  during 
the  first  10  days  of  June."

1  e .     QUEST  I  PITS  OF  WARRANTY  I1-7VOLVSD  III  A  P.A.C.   CASE  IIT  PROVIDENCE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  M.  Shore  &  Co.,   Inc.,  of  Provi- 
dence, Rhode  Island,  to  pay  to  Richman  &  Samuels,   Inc.,  33ew  York  City,  $95*°5 
plus  interest,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  tomatoes  which  was  shipped  by  Eichman  ft 
Samuels  to  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  while  on  track  was  sold  to  M.  Shore  ft 
Co.  "by  the  Wm.  S.  Gearin  Brokerage  Co.  at  75^  Pe^  luS  delivered.    M .  Shore  ft  Co, 
sent  the  car  on  to  Boston,  where  they  claimed  that  it  was  condemned  by  the 
Board  of  Health  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.     Shore  admitted  that  he 
inspected  only  five  or  six  boxes  in  the  car;  that  he  had  the  opportunity  to 
make  a  further  inspection  of  the  car  if  he  had  wished,  but  that  he  saw  fit  not 
to  do  so.    Ee  claimed  that  he  did  not  do  so  because  of  Mr.  Gearin' s  recommenda- 
tion of  the  car  as  a  good  one.     C-earin  claimed  that  he  made  no  statement  as  to 
the  quality  and  condition,  and  said  that  Shore  inspected  10  or  15  lugs  through- 
out the  car. 

The  case  presented  two  questions:-    First,  was  there  an  express  warranty 
and,  if  so,  what  effect  did  the  respondents  inspection  or  partial  inspection 
have  'upon  such  express  warranty?    Second,  was  there  also  an  implied  warranty 
that  the  tomatoes  were  of  good  quality  and  reasonably  fit  for  human  consumption? 

On  the  question  of  express  warranty,   the  Secretary  quoted  a  court  de- 
cision which  states  that,   if  the  seller  assumes  to  a.ssert  a  fact  of  which  the 
buyer  is  ignorant,  there  is  a  warranty;  but  if  he  merely  states  an  opinion  upon 
a  matter  of  which  the  seller  has  no  special  knowledge  and  on  which  the  buyer 
may  be  expected  also  to  have  an  opinion  and  to  exercise  his  judgment,  there  is 
no  warranty.    The  Secretary  held  that  any  statements  that  may  have  been  made  by 
G-earin  seemed  to  have  been  mere  statements  of  opinion,  and  were  not  wholly  re- 
lied upon,  because  Shore  made  an  inspection  after  the  alleged  statements  had 
been  made  to  him.     The  Secretary,  therefore,  felt  that  Shore  did  not  rely  to  any 
material  extent  upon  any  affirmation  of  fact  made  b3r  Gearin  and  that  he  accepted 
the  tomatoes  largelj'-  upon  his  own  examination  thereof. 

Regarding  the  question  of  implied  warranty,   the  Secretary  held  that, 
because  of  respondent's  examination  of  the  tomatoes  and  his  opportunity  to  make 
a  more  thorough  examination,  there  was  no  implied  warranty  that  the  tomatoes 
were  of  good  quality  and  reasonably  fit  for  the  purpose  for  which  he  was  buying 
them.     The  Secretary  found  that  there  was  still  due  and  owing  Richman  &  Samuels 
the  amouit  of  -$95»05»  which  sum,  plus  interest,  M.  Shore  &  Co. was  ordered  to  pay. 

2e.     CLEYELAZ7!)  "I?.!.:  AWARDED  ^OLili'AL  DAMAGES  117  A  P.A.C.  CASE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  B.»S.  Osgood,  of  Orono,  Maine, 
to  pay  to  Sid  Kyman,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  nominal  damages  in  the  sum  of  $1  as 
the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  potatoes  sold  at  $2.H0  per  2-bushel  sack, 
delivered.     The  confirmation  of  sale  issued  by  D.  B.  Pocock  at  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
called  for  the  potatoes  to  be  U.S.  l"o .  1  grade.     Osgood  claimed  that  he  did  not 
tell  his  representatives,  the  American  Fruit  Growers,  that  he  would  ship  U.S. 
Ub>  1  potatoes  and  that  no  grade  was  mentioned;  that  he  simply  described  the  car 
as  nice  potatoes.  (continued  over) 
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Upon  arrival  of  the  car  at  Cleveland,  it  was  inspected  "by  Government 
inspectors  and  found  not  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1  on  account  of  defects  in  excess 
of  the  tolerance.    Kyman  thereupon  notified  Osgood's  "broker  and  asked  an 
allowance  of  25^  per  bag.    Osgood  refused  to  grant  this  allowance  and  told  his 
broker  he  would  turn  the  car  over  to  A. C.  Blair  &  Co.,  of  Cleveland,  for  dis- 
posal.    Kyman  claimed  he  was  not  advised  of  this  and  knew  nothing  as  to  whether 
the  allowance  was  granted  or  refused,  until  he  learned  that  Blair  had  the  car 
for  resale. 

■  Blair  sold  the  car  for  a  total  of  $SQ2.60..     Since  Lhe.  invoice  price  af 
the- car -was.  $808.80,  it  would  seem  that  this  was  a  very  good  car  of  potatoes, 
especially  as  lots  therefrom  sold  for  prices  quoted  as  U.S.  Ho.  1  for  that  date. 
Furthermore,  it  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  generally  difficult  to  obtain  a 
good  price  on  resale  of  rejected  cars. 

Kyman  claimed  that  he  was  damaged  in  the  sum  of  $SU.25,   this  being  the 
difference  between  what  the  potatoes  would  have  been  worth,  had  they  met  the 
specifications,  and  the  market  value  as  actually  delivered,  and  being  the  sum 
which  the  complainant  was  obliged  to  pay  for  a  commodity  to  meet  his  require- 
ments.    The  Secretary  held  that,  if  the  complainant  had  accepted  the  potatoes, 
his  measure  of  damages  would  have  been  the  difference  between  their  market 
value,  had  they  been  as  warranted,  and  the  market  value  of  the  potatoes  actually 
accepted  under  the  contract.    But  the  complainant  did  not  accept  the  potatoes, 
and  there  is  no  proof  of  damages  based  upon  replacement  of  the  shipment.  He, 
therefore,  sustained  no  loss  of  the  character  alleged  in  the  complaint  and  can 
be  awarded  only  the  nominal  damages  which  are  allowed  where  a  bregch  of  contract 
is  shown,  although  there  is  no  proof  of  actual  damages. 

3 8  •     COI.lFLAINT  AGAINST  A  BUFFALO  FIRM  UNDER  P.  A.  C.  ACT  PI  SMI  S SEP 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by 
Magee  &  Nixon,  Inc.,  of  Easton,  Pa.,  against  Joseph  Rothenberg  Co.,  of  Buffalo, 
under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act, 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  Iceberg  lettuce  purchased  by  Magee  &  Nixon 
as  a  result  of  a  telephone  conversation  with  the  Shampanier  Brokerage  Co.,  of 
Scranton,  Pa.,  at  which  time  Magee  &  Nixon  agreed  to  buy  a  car  of  such  lettuce 
at  $3*^5  per  crate  delivered.    Magee  &  Nixon  claimed  that  the  broker  represented 
that  this  lettuce  would  be  100;^  U.S.  No.  1  grade.     The  Shamjpariier  Brokerage  Co. 
secured  the  lettuce  in  question  from  Joseph  Rothenberg,  of  Buffalo,  and  the 
latter  claimed  that  he  sold  the  car  to  the  brokerage  company  at  $3-15  Per  crate, 
f.o.b.  Buffalo.     The  brokerage  company,  however,  issued  and  mailed  each  of  the 
parties  a  copy  of  the  usual  broker's  memorandum  of  sale.     This  memorandum 
described  the  lettuce  as  Arizona  No.  1  Iceberg  lettuce,  Camel  Back  Brand.  Upon 
arrival  of  the  lettuce  at  Easton,  Government  inspection  was  secured,  which 
showed  that  it  failed  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1,  due  todefects  in  excess  of  the 
to  Iterance  . 

Rothenberg  asked  that  the  case  be  dismissed,-  first,  on  the  ground  that, 
if  it  were  assumed  that  the  Shampanier  Brokerage  Co.  acted  as  a  broker,  that 
firm  had  no  authority  from  him  to  warrant  the  quality  of  the  lettuce;  that  there 
was  no  warranty  that  the  'lettuce  was  U.S.  No.  1;  that,  on  the  contrary,  the  con- 
tract described  the  lettuce  as  Arizona  No.  1,  Camel  Back  Brand.  Rothenberg 
asked  for  dismissal  on  the  further  ground  that  there  was  no  proof  of  legal  or 
proper  damages  shown  by  Magee  &  Nixon. 
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The  Secretary  held  that  the  Shampanier  Brokerage  Go.  acted  as  "broker  and 
negotiated  the  sale  as  such.     This  decision  is  "based  on  the  memorandum  of  sale, 
and  also  on  Rothenberg 1  s  testimony  th-it  he  told  the  "broker  that,  if  his  custom- 
er did  not  want  the  car.  of  lettuce,  he  would  gladly  divert  it,   and  that  he  had 
called  up  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  divert  it  "but  found  that  there  was  a 
lock  on  the  car. 

As  to  Magee  #-  Nixon's  contention  that  the  "brokerage  company  represented 
the  lettuce  to  "be  U.S.  Ho.  1,  the  Secretary  held  that  the  best  evidence  was  a 
memorandum  of  sale  which  called  ifor  the  delivery  of  Arizona  Ho.  1  Iceberg 
lettuce,  Camel  Back  Brand.     For  this  reason  the  case  was  dismissed. 

ke .     SECRETARY  DISMISSES  A  P.  A.  C.   CASE  I1TV0LVIITG  BOSTOIT  FIRM 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by 
Max 'Loef sky,  0f  Pittsburgh,  against  J.  B.  White  &  Co.,  of  Boston,  under  the 
Perishable  .Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

Loef sky  claimed  that  Fnite  failed  to  ship  two  cars  of  potatoes  from 
Maine  within  the  time  specified  in  the  contract;  that  the  market  in  Pittsburgh 
dropped  between  the  time  the  potatoes  should  have  arrived  there  and  the  date 
of  actual  arrival,  and  that  on  account  of  such  delay  the  complainant  was  damaged 
in  the  sum  of  $120.     This  amount  was  claimed  to  be  the  difference    in  the  market 
value  of  the  potatoes  at  the  time  of  arrival  and  what  the  value  would  have  been 
if  they  had  been  shipped  upon  the  date  specified,  plus  demurrage  in  the  sum  of 
$28.20. 

The  order  for  these  potatoes  was  placed  with  John  H.  P0stel,  a  broker 
at  Pittsburgh.    White  testified  that  Postel  telephoned  the  order  to  him  at 
Boston;  that  he  wired  it  to  his  Caribou,  Maine,  office,  which  confirmed  it  for 
prompt  shipment.    Postel  issued  the  usual  confirmation,  dated  December  5»  pro- 
viding that  shipment  should  be  made  "today  or  tomorrow."    Postel' s  confirmation 
of  sale  shows  that  the  sale  was  made  for  the  account  of  J.  B.  White  &  Co. 

White  contended  that  his  connection  with  the  transaction  was  that  of  a 
broker  only,  and  evidence  presented  ~by  him  showed  the  shipper  of  one  of  these 
cars  to  have  been  C-rover  &  Johnson,  of  Ft.  Fairfield,  Maine,  and  of  the  other 
Walter  Christie,  of  Presque  Isle,  Maine;  and  that  White  was  to  receive  a  broker- 
age fee  of  £20,  covering  the  sale  of  each  car. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  general  rule  is  that  a  broker,  like  other 
agents  who  contract  for  and  in  the  name  of  a  disclosed  principal,  cannot  be 
held  personally  liable  upon  such  a  contract,  if  it  be  one  which  he  was  authori- 
zed to  make.    Pie  held  that  the  record  showed  that  White  was  acting  as  a  broker 
and  that  he  had  made  known  the  identity  of  his  principals,  and  therefore  the 
Secretary  dismissed  the  case. 

5e  •     BARKER  -MILLER  COMPANY  AWARDED  DAi.L4.GES  01T  TWO  CARS  0?  MELOUS' 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  B.  Barman,  of  Buffalo,  IT.  Y. , 
to  pay  to  the  Barker-Miller  Distributing  Co.,  of  Phoenix,  Arizona,  the  sum  of 
$55^.23,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Ferishable  Agricultural 
Commodit ies  Act.  ' 

A  representative  of  Berman  made  an  arrangement  with  the  Barker-Miller  Co., 
whereby  a  representative  of  the  latter  was  to  buy  Honey  Dew  melons  for  Berman  in 
California.    Barker-Miller's  representative  was  to  do  the  buying  and  advise 
their  Phoenix,  Arizona,  office  of  the  car  numbers.     The  cars  were  billed  to

Barker-Miller  at  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  and  "bills  of  lading  sent  to  them  at 
Phoenix.    Barker -Miller  paid  for  the  melons  at  the  time  of  purchase,  "but 
Berman  was  to  pay  Barker-Miller  "by  check  at  Fhoenix,  upon  being  notified  of 
arrival  of  the  "bills  of  lading.     Five  cars  were  purchased  under  this  arrange- 
ment and  payment  was  duly  made  on  the  first  three.     On  the  last  two  cars  pay- 
ment was  not  made  upon  arrival  of  the  bills  of  lading.    The  cars  were  then 
diverted  to  Chicago  and  Berman  was  notified  that,  unless  a  bank  guarantee  wa.s 
received  within  a  reasonable  time,   the  melons  were  to  be  sold  for  his  account. 
Payment  was  not  received  and  one  car  was  resold  in  Rochester,        Y. ,  and  the 
other  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.     The  loss  on  the  first  car  was  $  lGj>,^k  and  on  the 
second  $3^7.09. 

At  the  hearing,  Berman  moved  the  dismissal  of  the  complaint  on  the 
ground  that  the  nine  months'  limitation  stated  in  the  Act  expired  April  1,  193^1 
whereas  the  formal  complaint  was  not  served  upon  him  until  on  or  about  May  S, 
1931'     However,  within  the  nine  months'  period  the  Barker-Miller  Co.  f iled  wi th 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  a  general  complaint,  copy  of  which  was 
served  on  Berman,   in  which  the  complainant's  damages  were  fully  detailed.  In 
this  general  complaint  the  Barker -Miller  Co.  stated  that  the  right  to  file  a 
later  reparation  complaint  within  the  nine  months'  period  was  reserved.  The 
Secretary  called  attention  to  court  decisions  regarding  complaints  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  in  which  it  was  held  that  the  filing  of  a  com- 
plaint with  the  Commission  within  the  statutory  period  was  sufficient  to  keep 
the  limitation  from  running,  even  though  the  complaint  was  not  served.  The 
Secretary  held  it  immaterial  that,   in  the  general  complaint,  the  right  to  file 
reparation  complaint  was  reserved,  stating  that  such  language  was  nothing  more 
than  a  statement  of  intention  and  that  the  controlling  fact  was  that  the 
Barker-Miller  Co.  did  complain  within  the  nine  months 'period  and  that  Berman 
had  been  advised  of  such  complaint. 

Berman  also  contended  that  no  award  of  damages  could  be  made,  because 
there  was  no  proof  of  violation  of  the  Act;  because  no  evidence  had  been  offer- 
ed to  show  that  Berman  was  a  dealer,  or  that  he  had  rejected  the  commodity  or 
that  such  rejection  had  been  without  reasonable  cause,  or  that  a  valid  and  en- 
forceable contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  melons  had  been  entered  into.  The 
Secretary  held  that  the  record  fully  established  the  fact  that  Berman  was  a 
dealer;  that  while  on  Barker-Miller's  general  complaint,  which  was  a  prepared 
form  wherein  the  different  violations  of  the  Act  were  listed,  "rejection  with- 
out reasonable  cause"  was  the  partictilar  violation  checked,  the  statement  of 
material  facts  as  well  as  the  facts  pleaded  in  the  reparation  complaint  alleged 
failure  to  account,  and  the  record  shows  that  the  case  was  tried  upon  that 
theory. 

Berman  also  contended  that  the  agreement  was  first  broken  by  the 
Barker-Miller  Co.  and  that  the  latter    could  not  take  advantage  of  a  violation 
created  by  its  own  wrong.     The  Secretary  held  that  the  breach  of  contract  con- 
sisted in  Berman Ts  failure  to  pay  for  the  melons  upon  being  informed  that  the 
bills  of  lading  had  been  received.     Payment  was  an  essential  condition  of  the 
contract,  and  failure  to  pay  authorized  Barker-Miller  Co.  to  exorcise  its  right 
to  retain  possession  of  the  property.    Where  the  seller  retains  a  bill  of  lading 
he  may,  as  against  a  buyer  who  is  in  default,  divert  the  car  to  another  customer 
while  it  is  in  transit,  under  the  right  to  take  possession  given  by  the  Uniform 
S~,les  Act.    VJith  regard  to  Berman 's  claim  that  the  agreement  was  not  enforceable 
because  there  was  no  memorandum  in  writing  signed  by  him,  the  Secretary  held 
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that  there  was  an  acceptance  of  the  two  cars  in  question,  rendering  a  signed 
memorandum  unnecessary. 

Berman's  last  -contention  was  that  there  was  no  sufficient  proo'f  of  dam- 
ages, so  as  to  apply  correctly  the  proper  measure -of -damages  rule.     The  Secretary 
held  that  the  measure  of  damages  is  the  determination  of  the  "balance  due  and 
owing  the  complainant  on  the  total  purchase  price.    Berman  having  defaulted  in 
making  payment  in  the  time  agreed  on,  the  Barker-Miller  Co.  repossessed  and 
justifiably  sold  the  produce,  and  the  amount  received  had  been  deducted  frcm 
the  total  ;price  to  determine  the  amount  of  damages. 

The  Secretary  therefore  issued  an  award  of  damages  in  the  sum  of  $511»2J> 
plus  interest,  making  $55^«23  in  all. 

6e.     MICHIGAN  SHIPPERS  AWARDED  DAMAGES  IN  P.A.C.  CASE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Abdo  Brothers,  of  Toledo,  Ohio, 
to  pay  Mc CI in tick  &  Co.,  of  Tustin,  Mich.,  the  sum  of  $U 50.20,  as  a  result  of 
a  hearing  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  potatoes  bought  at  a  price  of  $2.60  per 
sack  delivered,  which  Abdo  Brothers    claimed  were  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1, 
McClintick  claimed  that  the  sale  was  negotiated  by  telephone  and  that  he  was 
not  asked  regarding  the  grade  of  the  potatoes;  that  he  never  confirmed  or  sold 
U.S.  Ho.  1  potatoes,  and  that  notice  of  shipment  -mailed  by  the  broker  was  not 
in  accordance  with  the  facts  of  the  sale,  when  it  specified  U.S.  No.  1,  One 
witness  testified  that  he  saw  the  potatoes  as  they  were  being  put  into  the 
sacks;   that  they  were  loaded  into  the  car  under  his  supervision;  that  he  was 
familiar  with  the  U.S.  grades  of  potatoes,  and  that  in  his  opinion  these  pota- 
toes were  U.S.  No.  1.     The  Federal  inspection  made  at  Toledo  showed  that  the 
potatoes  failed  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1  on  account  of  defects  in  excess  of  the 
tolerance,  but  that  they  were  packed  in  sacks  branded  ".U.  S.  No.  1." 

The  Secretary  held  that  McClintick  &  Co.  must  be  bound  by  the  broker's 
warranty  of  the  potatoes  as  U.S.  No.  1,  because,  by  bringing  a  complaint  against 
Abdo  Brothers,  the  company  thereby  ratified  the  contract  made  by  its  agent. 

The  record  shows  that,  even  though  the  potatoes  did  not  comply  with  the 
sales  specifications,  Abdo  Brothers  disposed  of  them  to  the  best  advantage  in 
small  lots  over  a  period  of  two  weeks.     This  raised  the  question  whether  the 
respondent  rejected  the  potatoes  as  buyer  and  then  handled  the  shipment  on  con- 
signment.   The  Secretary  found  nothing  in  the  record,  indicating  that  a  new 
contract  was  entered  into,  whereby  Abdo  Brothers  would  handle  the  shipment  as 
commission  merchants  and  that  therefore  the  case  could  not  be  disposed  of  on 
that  basis. 

The  question  then  arose:  could  Abdo  Brothers,   in  the  absence  of  a  counter- 
claim alleging  damages  based  upon  McClintick' s  breach  of  warranty,  be  permitted 
to  make  payment  of  the  actual  value  in  lieu  of  the  stipulated  sale  price? 
Under  the  Uniform  Sales  Act,  a  buyer  may  accept  goods  and  set  up  against  the 
seller  a  breach  of  warranty  by  way  of  recoupment  in  diminution  or  extinction  of 
the  sale  price.    McClintick  having  failed  to  furnish  potatoes  of  the  grade  stip- 
ulated but  Abdo  Brothers  having  accepted  the  shipment,  their  damages  would  ordi- 
narily be  the  difference  between  the  market  value,  if  the  potatoes  had  been  of 
the  grade  warranted,  and  the  market  value  of    the  potatoes  actually  received. 
However,  no  evidence  was  presented  as  to  the  market  price  of  U.S.  No.  1  potatoes. 
The  Secretary,  therefore,  directed  that,  in  absence  of  such  evidence,  Abdo 
Brothers  should  be  permitted  to  deduct  from  the  sale  price  of  $676  the  difference* 
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"between  the  sale  price  and  the  amount  received  on  resale,  which  was  $112. 60, 
the  freight  charges  amounting  to  $109.20,  and  the  cost  of  inspection  amounting 
to  §k  totaling  $225.80;  and  that  the  complainant  should  be  awarded  damages  in 
the  difference  "between  this  amount  and  the  sale  price,  or  $^50. 20,  and  that  the 
facts  should  be  published. 

7 e .     COMPLAIHT  AGAIHST  PHILADELPHIA  FIRM  IS  DISMISSED 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by 
the  Manatee'  Fruit  Company,  of  Tampa,  Florida,  against  Brownstein  &  Lazow,  of 
Philadelphia,  as  a  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Ferishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act. 

The  Manatee  Fruit  Company,  through  the  National  Fruit  Distributors,  Inc. 
offered  a  car  of  grapefruit  to  Brownstein  &  Lazow.     Lazow  agreed  to  purchase 
the  car,  and  a  card  was  typed  by  one  of  his  employees  "showing  the  manifest. 
Brownstein  &  Lazow  contended  that  this  card  is  the  only  writing  relating  to  the 
sale,  and  there  is  no  evidence  in  the  record  showing  that  the  card  was  signed 
by  anyone.    The  broker  made  out  a  confirmation  of  sale  in  an  attempt  to  secure 
Lazow1 s  signature,  but  he  refused  to  sign  until  he  had  had  an  opportunity  of 
inspecting  the  grapefruit.    When  the  csir  arrived,  it  was  rejected  because  the 
boxes  were  not  marked  in  accordance  with  Lazow1 s  -understanding  of  the  contract. 
The  brokerage  firm  is  now  out  of  business  and  no  one  connected  with  the  firm 
testified  at  the  hearing.     It  would  seem  that  his  action  in  endeavoring  to 
secure  the  signature  of  Brownstein  &  Lazow  to  the  conf irmation  might  be  taken 
to  indicate  that  the  broker  did  not  believe  he  had  authority  to  sign  the  con- 
firmation in  the  name  of  the  buyer.     The  Secretary  held  that  the  contract  did 
not  comply  with  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  eithervof  Florida  or  Pennsylvania,  and 
therefore  dismissed  the  case. 

ge.     P.A.C.  CASE  INVOLVING  ST.   LOUIS  AiTD  PITTSBURGH  FIRMS  IS  DISMISSED 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by 
G.   L.  Goldstein  Company,  Inc.,  of  St.  Louis,  against  Sam  Caplan  Company,  of 
Pittsburgh,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Com- 
modities Act. 

Goldstein  sold  Caplan  a  car  of  cabbage  at  a  price  of  $1.25  per  crate, 
f.o.b.  shipping  point.    Upon  arrival  of  the  car  at  Pittsburgh,  it  was  refused 
because  it  was  not  under . standard  refrigeration  and  was  described  as  being 
"pretty  well  cooked."    After  being  rejected,  it  was  sold  but  did  not  bring 
f  r e  i  gh  t  charge  s . 

The  broker  who  negotiated  the  sale  admitted  that  the  car  was  shipped 
under  initial  ice  and  not  standard  refrigeration,  and. denied  that  the  contract 
called  for  the  latter.   Caplan  presented  several  witnesses,  all  of  whom  stated 
in  substance  that  the  Cabbage  should  have  been  shipped  under  standard  refriger- 
ation.    The  broker  thus  claimed  that  the  confirmation  of  sale  conformed  to  the 
verbal  contract,  but  Caplan  claimed  that  it  was  definitely  str.ted  that  the  car 
was  moving  under  standard  refrigeration.     This  conflict  might  have  been  avoided 
if  the  broker  had  secured  the  buyer's  signature  to  the  confirmation  of  sale  in 
the  form  agreed  upon  by  the  parties. 

The  Secretary  found  that  Goldstein  had  not  Presented  evidence  sufficient 
to  prove  that  the  oral  contract  of  sale  was  silent  regarding  refrigeration  and 
that'  the  preponderance  of  evidence  supported  Caplan1  a  claim.    The  case,  there- 
fore, was  dismissed.  -  P,  G.  ROEB,  In  Charge,  Regulatory  Branch,

W.  L.  Evans,  of  the  Regulatory  Branch,  expects  to  leave  soon  for 
Wilmington,  Philadelphia,  Newark  and  Hew  York  City,  where  he  will  make  invest- 
igations of  cases  under  the  P. A. C.  Act.     T.  C.   Curry  will  accompany  Mr.  Evans, 
to  secure  practical  training  in  the  investigational  work  of  the  Regulatory 
Branch. 

A.  Ei  Frugh  probably  will  close  the  Phoenix,  Arizona,  field  station  this 
Saturday  and  will  then  proceed  to  Brawley,  Calif.,  where  he  will  issue  market 
reports  on  Cantaloupes,  when  movement  becomes  active. 

R.  3.  Landrum  will  make  his  field  headquarters  at  Van  Bur  en,  Arkansas, 
while  he  is  supervising  shipping-point  inspection  work  on  strawberries  and 
other  products  in  that  territory  the  next  few  months. 

PI.  S.  Rutland,  who  has  been  located  at  Brooksville,  Fla. ,  for  several 
months,  stopped  in  the  Washington  office  this  week,  en  route  to  Shin  Pond,  Maine, 
where  he  will  spend  the  summer  months,  recuperating  from  his  prolonged  illness.

Letters  Heeded  from  "Fr u i t -P r 0 du c i ng  Areas 

I'.t.  I'otz  is  particularly  anxious  for  information  from  sections  of  the 
United  States  which  produce  fruit  that  may  enter  into  export  trade.    He  says: - 
"Comments  on  weather  conditions,  such  "as  freezes",  droughts  and  their  effects 
upon  crop  prospects,  are  always  of  interest.    Also  remarks  covering  the  keeping 
quality  of  fruits  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  are  being  handled  are  of 
interest.    Keeping  up  with  crop  prospects,  shipments  and  various  changes  which 
are  constantly  talcing  place  are  of  utmost  importance  to  us,  as  we  are  frequently 
called  upon  to  furnish  certain  information  on  these  points." 

In  order  to  be  of  the  greatest  possible  assistance  to  Mr'.  Motzj  as  vsell 
as  others  who  are  interested  in  these  matters,   the  following  requests  are  made 
of  all  employees  of  this  Division  who  are  located  in  or  near  fruit -producing 
districts,  especiall3T  if  the  fruit  may  be  exported:- 

A.  -    Flease  write  letters  to  your  Project  leader,  covering  essential  in- 
formation in  your  territory,  as  often  as  there  are  developments  of  interest. 

B.  -    Send  two (2)  carbon  copies  with  each  letter,  one  copy  marked  for 
Mr.  Fiske,  of  the  Washington  office,  and  the  other  marked  for  Mr.  Motz. -   It  is 
of  great  importance  that  these  two  carbon  copies  be  with  each  letter.     The  orig- 
inal letter  probably  will  be  used  in  the  D.  L.  and  the  copies  will  be  sent 
promptly  to  Mr.  Fiske  and  l{r,  Motz,  for  their  information.

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Ua.     AHC-Z1"TI1"A  REMOVES  SEASONAL  RESTRICTIONS  PIT  IMPORTED  FRSSE  FRUIT 

A  decree  of  the  Argentine  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  dated  April  g,  1932, 
removes  the  seasonal  restrictions  on  the  importation  of  fresh  fruits,  thus 
repealing  Article  7  of  the  Argentine  decree  of  March  9>  1°31>  which  estab- 
lished regulations  governing  the  importation  of  fresh  fruit,-  according  to  a 
cable,  dated  April  15,  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  from  Commercial  Attache 
Alexander  V.  Dye,  Buenos  Aires. 

Article  1  established  dates  between  which  specified  fresh  fruit  could 
be  imported.    As  a  result  of  the  present  decree,  our  shipments  of  fresh  fruit 
may  now  arrive  throughout  the  entire  year,  providing  they  comply  with  the 
other  requirements  as  established  by  the  decree  of  March  9>  1 93^- »  covering 
packing,  wrapping,  marking,  and  entry  with  inspection. 

3a.   so:.-rs  damage  from  frost  in  pacific  itorthwsst 

The  following  report  of  April  23  came  from  J.  S.  Dennee,  Agricultural 
Statistician  at  Seattle,  Wash. :  - 

"Frost  April  20  caused  damage  to  fruit  blossoms  in  Yakima  Valley,  accord 
ing  to  reports,  but  no  general  reduction  in  crops  occurred.     The  damage  to  . 
cherries  and  pears  Fas  scattering,  but  most  apples  were  not  far  enough  along 
to  be  hurt  seriously,  although  there  was  some  blossom  damage.    Outlook  for 
cranberry  crops  is  good  in  southwestern  Washington.     The  crop  is  starting  to 
bud  now,  and  "the  large  number  of  buds  indicates  a  good  crop,  unless  the  ber- 
ries later  are  'damaged  by  frosts.     Frost  damage  last  Wednesday  to  cherries  and 
peaches  in  Lev/is ton-Clarks ton  Valley  reported  light.     It  is  thought  the  late 
spring  season  will  prove  a  big  benefit  to  Washington  lettuce  and  pea  growers 
of  Whatcom,  Skagit  and  San  Juan  counties,  as  it  will  enable  these  crops  to 
reach  the  late  markets.    Most  pea  planting  in  these  three  counties  will  be 
done  in  .the  next  few  days,  and  lettuce  planting  will  "be  started  about  May  1." 

6a.     PORTO  RICA1!  GRAPEFRUIT  CROP  BELOW  THAT  OF  LAST  YEAR 

The  1932-33  Porto  Rican  grapefruit'  crop  is  estimated  to  be  smaller 
than  that  of  last  season,  according  to  A.  "S.  Mason,  Supervising  Inspector  in 
Forto  Rico.     It  was  estimated  on  March  1 5  that  there  would  be  from  UOO.OOO  to 
^50,000  boxes  of  grapefruit  to ; move  between  August  15  and  November  15.  This 
is  about  one  half  the  figure  for  last  season,  but  favorable,  weather  conditions 
since  March  15  indicate  that  the  estimate  will  be  too  low  and  that  the  total 
will  be  considerably  larger. 

7a.     A  WORD  OF  CQic.'EITDATION

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lb*     CROP.  PROSPECTS  IN  THE  STATS  OF  UTAH 

L.  S.  Fenn,   of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office,   sent  the  following  report 
under  date  of  April  15:- 

" Crops  in  Utah  probably  will  be  from  10  days  to  two  weeks  later  than 
usual,   on  account  of  cool  weather  and  the  heavy  snow  in  the  surrounding  moun- 
tains.    Fruit  trees  are  not  yet  in  bloom  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley. 

"The  first  .local  asparagus  arrived  on  the  Salt  Lake  City  market  April 
13j  but  it  will  be  about  two  weeks  before  receipts  are  heavy  enough  to  supply 
local  needs.     At  present,    California  and  Nevada  O'capa)  asparag'-is  is  supplying 
the  market.     While,  no  carlots  are  shipped  from  this  section,   considerable  'grass 
is  shipped  to  surrounding  mar ke ts  in  l.c.l.   quantities.     A  considerable  acreage 
of  asparagus  is  grown  for  canning  factories.     They  can  green  'grass'  entirely 
in  this  section,  and- it  has  enjoyed  a  ready  market. 

"Old  crop  onions  are  about  cleaned  up,  and  the  interest  is  centered  on 
the  new  crop.     Plantings  are  mostly  of  the  Yellow  Valencia  type  but  the  White 
Valencia  type,  a  sport  developed  from  the  Yellow  type,  is  increasing  in  impor- 
tance.    The  .plant:  ngs  are  heavier  than  they  were  last  year,  when  535  cars  were 
shipped. 

"There  are  still  300  to  kOO  cars  of  old  potatoes  in  Utah  available  for 
shipment,  but  market  conditions  are  such  that  only  a  few  of  them  will  move. 
Recently  considerable  demand  has  come  for  Bliss  Triumphs,   and  carloads  have 
been  moving  from  several  districts.     Truck  movement 'of  Russets  to  California  is 
heavy.     The  truckers  haul  potatoes  down,  and  return  with  citrus  fruits  and 
mixed  vegetables.     Growers  are  now  planting  Irish  Cobblers  and' the  acreage  is 
expected  to  equal  last  year's.     About  35O  cars  of  Cobblers  moved  from' the  Ogden 
and  Box  Elder  County  districts  last  season.     Total  cars  shipped  for  the  year 
were  1,066. 

"Indications  are  that  the  ap ri co t  crop  will  be  heavy.     The  trees  are 
just  commencing  to  bloom.     Canning  factories  here,   in  past  years,  have  taken 
considerable  tonnage  of  this  crop  but  are  expected  to  take  very  few  this  season, 
Growers  probably  will  try  to  market  more  apricots  in  carlots  from  this  section 
than  usual. 

.    :     "Growers  generally  report  that  present  prospects  are  for  a  heavy  crop  of 
cherries,   although  some  damage  from  the  drought  of  last  season  may  develop. 
Last  year  only  13  cars  were  shipped,  but  a  fair  crop  would  be  50  to  60  cars. 

"The  peach  buds  are  just  commencing  to  show  pink  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley, 
but  peaches  are  well  set  in  the  Dixie  section.     No  winter  damage  has  been  re- 
ported,  and  prospects  are  for  a  full  crop. 

"Last  year  only  three  cars  of  apples  were  shipped  from  the  entire  State, 
and  production  was  not  sufficient  to  supply  local  demands.     Growers  report  that 
there  will  be  a  heavy  bloom  of  all  varieties.     With  the  season  at  least  two 
weeks  late,   danger  of  spring  frosts  to  apples  is  unlikely.     A  good  crop  of 
apples  in  Utah  produces  about  1,000  cars  for  commercial  shipment."

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3b .     MAI'-TE  POTATO  PRICES  SHOW  A  CONSIDERABLE  ADVICE 

V.  H.  Nicholson  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Fresque  Isle  on 
April  23:- 

"The  Maine  potato  market  has  shown  a  stronger  tone,  and  shipments 
have  "been  over  5QQ  cars  daily  so  far  this  week.     It  now  appears  very  much 
as  if  total  movement  for  the  week-  will  approximate  1,.9Q0  to  2,000  cars, 
which  is  a  very  heavy  ■moyement  for  -this  time  of  "the -year.        :  -  -  " 

"A  fairly  good  demand  from  Monday  to  Thursday  afternoon  kept  local 
dealers  in  a  firm  position,  and-prices  have  been  rising  nearly  all  week. 
On  Friday,  carlo ts  were  sel-ling  mostly  . on  the  basis  of  $1  delivered  Boston, 
or  approximately  GOS  sacked  per  cwt.  f..o.b.  Presque  Isle.     This  is  an  in- 
crease of-  5^-10^  over  the  .prices  prevailing  a  week  ago, 

"The  street  price  has  strengthened ' gradually ,  with  speculative  de- 
mand entering  the  market  about  themidile  of  the^week.    One  grower  reported 
that  he  had -an  offer  of  Si  per  barrel,  providing  'the  buyer,  were  allowed 
until  May  15  to  move  :  the.  s  took.-.  The  street  market  apparently,   is  generally 
around  75^~20^",-  but'  there  have  been  some  sales  at  slightly  lower  prices. 
Deliveries  by  growers  to  the  warehouses  have  been  rather  light,  although 
the  roads  are  open  in  most . sections  of  the  county. 

'"There  are  conflicting  reports  concerning" the  condition  of  the 
stock  remaining  on  hand,  but  it.  is  certain  that  continued  warm  weather  will 
probably  cause '  the  remaining  potatoes  -to  deteriorate  rapidly:     The  stock 
stored  in  the  lower  floor  of  warehouses  is  in  generally  g ood  condition,  but 
some  of  the  bins  above'  are  showing  rot. :   There  have  been  some  instances  of 
stock  becoming  so  bad  .that  it  was  practically  worthless,  but  these  cases 
have  "freeh  quite  rare. 11      : ;  '       -;:    .... 

Ub.     BRIEF  70TES  PEGARDIHG-  TEXAS  ONIONS

(April  13)  were  the  first  of  the-  season  to  exceed  100  cars  in  a  single  day. 
The  Texas  movement  to- date  has  now  passed  1,000  cars,  more  than  ^>00  ahead 
of  last  season's  corresponding  record.    Under  the  influence  of  a  strong 
market  and  fair  harvesting  weather,  the  movement  has  been  progressing  well. 
Most  of  the  shipments  are;  grading  U.S.  Commercial,  around  80;^  U.S.  No.  lTs. 

5b .     T?C;  0":Z-HALF  LETTUCE  CRATE  GgOWING  1ST  POPULARITY  _  ".  . 

The  following  letter  came  from  A.  B.  Farlinger,  of  the  Cleveland 
office, under  date  of  April  2.2:- 

"  About  a  "year  ago,  I  reported  the  favorable  reaction  of  the  local 
trade  towards  the  use  of  the  small  or  one-half  lettuce  crate.  ,  which  is 
approximately  of  one  bushel  content,  for  certain  commodities  such  as  beets, 
carrots,  turnips,  etc.,  and  of  the  growing  popularity  and  demand  for  this 
small  type  container  by  many  local  dealers  and  merchants. 

"During  the  present  season,  at  least  75$  °f         Texas  beets  and  car- 
rots received  on  this  market  have  been  packed  in  these  one-half  lettuce 
crates,  'running  mostly  three,  dozen  bunches  to  the  crate.    Practically  all 
Texas  bunched  turnips,  a  large  percentage  of  parsley,  and  some  cabbage 
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has  also  "beer,  received  in  these  small  crates. 

"With  the  demand  ■  in -many  of  the  receiving  marl-vets  for  smaller  con- 
tainers, this  one-half  crate  is  proving  quite  .popular  and,  so  far  as-  the- 
local  market  is  concerned,  it  looks  as  if  it  will  displace,  in  the  very 
near  future,  the  larger  containers  for  most  vegetables. 

"The  local  chain  stores' have  "been  using  these  small  crates  this 
season  and  I  understand  are  well  pleased  with  them,  as  they  are  more  suit- 
able for  many  of  their  stores  than  larger  quantities  in  larger  crates  or 
containers . 

"It  has  also  been  noticed  that  the  use  of  this  style  crate  is  ex- 
tending to  ether  sections.     Several  cars  of  Louisiana  cabbage,  packed  in 
these  small  crates,  have  been  received • recently  on  this  market  and  have 
met  with  very  good  demand  and  moved  out  readily.  ■  Several  Louisiana  ship- 
pers have  also  used  these  small  crates  for  shallots  and,  no  doubt,  they 
will  be  used  more  extensively  for  this  commodity  in  the  future,  as  it  is 
a  more  practical  container  than  the  sugar  barrel  or  large  type  of  crate.11 

6b.     VERY  FAVORABLY  PHI  CSS  FOR  RIO  GRAIQ3  V&XL5Y  PRODUCTS 

The  following  -information  came  in  a  letter  of  April  2h  from 
W.  D.  C-ooge,  of  "the  Brownsville  office:-  \ 

" Cabbage  movement  from  Texas  during  the.  past  -week  continued  in  about 
the  same  proportions  as  the  week  previous,  but  reports  from  shippers  indi- 
cate that  the  movement  will  be  practically  over  by  May  1*    There  are  isolated 
fields  of  late  cabbage,  and  rains  may  prolong  the  deal  in  the  Corpus  Chris ti 
section.     So  far,   the  rains  have  not  materialized  and  all  crops  are  suffer- 
ing.    Prices  advanced  during  the"' week  about  $10  per  ton  and  50^  Per  lettuce 
crate.  . r 

"The  Valley  potato  crop  moved  freely  under  favorable  prices.  More 
than  900  cars  of  the  spring  -crop  have  been  shipped  to  date,     It  is  esti- 
mated that  around  ^00  cars  remain  to  be  shipped.     About    two-thirds  of  the 
remainder  will  come  from" fields  which  were  frosted  back  in  March.  Prices 
have  held  steady  for  stock  grading  1-^-inch  minimum,  and  have  advanced 
about  ZQ#  per  100-pound  sack  for  the  U.S.  i)T0.  1  size.  - 

"Despite  the  greatly  increased  volume  of  onions  moving  from  Texas, 
the  demand  has-been  good  and  prices  have  declined  only  about  25^  per  50- 
pound  sack.    Yellow  Bermudas  closed  at- $2. 2S-£2. U0  f.o.b.  cash-track 
Raymondville,  as  compared  with  65<£-80f  the  same  day  a  year  ago. 

"A  considerable  movement  of  snap  beans  developed  during  the  week, 
all  being  taken -"by  truck  operators  or  shipped  by  l.c.l.  express.     It  is  ex- 
pected that  there  will  be  a  light  carlot  movement  by  the  end  of  the  coming 
week.     Prices  to  growers  have  been  $3«5^-$^  Per  bushel  hamper." 

7b .    ITS?  YORK  POTATO  PRICES  ADVAI'CIiTS 

A.  L.  Thomas  wrote  as  follows,  from  Rochester  in  a  letter  of  April  26:- 
11  Trading  in  apples  has  been  very  light  during  the  past  week,  but 
prices  held  about  steady.    A  total  of  195  cars  moved  from  the  State  during 
this  period,  as  compared  with  25U  during  the  previous  seven  days.    A  few 
f.o.b.  sales  of  barreled  Baldwins,  U.S.  No.  T  grade,  2-|  inches  up,  were  made 
at  $3i$3«^9>  while  bushel  stock  ranged  -  Jl.

1  Round  Whites  sold  yesterday  around  &5^«    Following  advances  at 
other  shipping  points,  shippers  are  inclined  to  hold  for  higher  prices. 
Growers  are  receiving  mostly  around  35^  Per  "bushel.    Movement  from  parts 
of  the  State  outside  of  Long  Island  is  approximately  E^>0  cars  more  than 
shipments  during  the  entire  season  last  year." 

gb .     FLORIDA  CELERY  OUTPUT  EXCEEDING  EXPECTATIONS 

B.  E.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Sanford'  in  a  letter  of  April  2^:- 

"  Contrarjr  to  earlier  expectations  ,  the  heaviest  weekly  movement  of 
celery  out  of  Florida  occurred  last  week 'with' 56O  cars,-  although  the  San- 
ford-Oviedo  section  loaded  about  100  cars  less  than  the  peak  week  of  Feb- 
ruary 7-13.    Probably  the  largest  single 'day's  shipment  from  Florida  was 
last  Thursday,  April  21,  with  a  total  of  I3U  cars.    Warm  weather  and  fairly- 
good  yields  have  brought  about  a  greater  supply  of -celery  than  was  thought 
possible.     Shippers'  ideas  of  the  size  of  the  crop  are  still  climbing,  with 
latest  estimates  between  7. >. 500  and  8,000  cars,  compared  with  7,000  two 
weeks  ago  and.  February'  estimates  -ranging  5, oOO-6 , 500  cars.     The  crop  for 
the  State  as  a  whole  should  total  very  little  less  than  in  1931a  although 
much  depends  on  weather  conditions  and  the  extent  of  damage  from  black-heart. 
Total  movement  for  the  State  now  amounts  to  6,2^0  cars,  and  shippers  believe 
that  there  are  1,500  remaining.  •  It  is  expected  that  Sanford's  crop  will 
fall  short  of  last  year's  volume  by  at  least  1,500  cars,  in  spite  of  a 
slight  increase  in  acreage.     ".       •"'  :  :'■  •"•«'     •  ■ 

"Oviedo  has  averaged  700  to  800  crates  per  acre  for  the  spring  crop, 
compared  with  Sanford's  general  average  of  around  35^  crates  for  the  sea- 
son.    Oviedo 's  yield  may  be  lowered,  however,  by  the  appearance  of  black- 
heart  in  many  fields.    One  five-acre  field  is  reported  to  have  yielded  ik 
carloads,  or  about  990  crates  to  the  acre.    Along  with  better  yields,  sizes 
are  averaging  larger  ,  with  many  cars  of  straight '  J1  s  and  U's  and  some  2t§~ 
dozens  be'ing  loaded.    Most  of  the  best  large  sizes  are  being  shipped  in  the 
rough  and  sold  for  storage  purposes,  there  being  very  little  demand  for 
individually-washed  large  sizes.  '  Distribution  improved  slightly  last  week, 
with  more  cars  destined  to  the  South  and  Middlewest.    But, .with  California 
now  commencing  its  spring  harvest,  this  demand  is  expected  to  gradually 
decrease .  *   '  "'  ' '  '•• 

"Unfavorable  features  locally  include  a  declining  market  due  to 
heavier  shipments;  a  wide  range  in  quality ,' ■  with  probably  a  majority  of 
stock  only  fair  to  'ordinary,   and  a  majority  of  the  cars  being  rolled  unsold 
or  consigned  to  large  markets.    Black-heart  has  developed  in  many  fields  over 
night,  and  growers  have  pushed  harvesting  as  much 'as  possible.  Although 
there  was  a  slight  improvement  at  the  beginning  of  the  week,  demand  and  in- 
quiry were  generally  slower  than  for  the  previous  seven-day  period.  Sales 
of  individually-washed  stock  were  limited  to  a  few  offerings  of  fair  to 
good  quality."

W.  D.  Hull  sent  the  following  information  from  Hastings  in  a  letter 
of  April-  25:-  ••    • ,  -V 

'.'The  Florida  potato  .-market  made  a  considerable  advance  during  the 
past  week,  under  the  .combined  influence  of  three  favorable  factors:-  very 
light  movement,  improved  demand,  and  wider  d is tributicn.     After  closing  on 
Saturday,  April  lb,  .at  $5. 50  per  barrel  of  U.S.  116:  1  Spaulding  Rose,  the 
price  advanced  on  Tuesday  tb'J  $6.     This  advance  had  a  tendency  to  reduce 
the  already  limited  offerings,   as  some- growers ,  who  were  commencing  to  dig, 
decided  to  hold  off  for  a  few  days  'in  hopes  of  a  further  advance  in  prices. 
Their  hopes  soon  materialized.,  for  on  Wednesday  the  f.o.b.  market  reached 
$6.50  per  barrel  or  &3«75  per '100-pound  sack.     Demand  for  Ho..  2  stock  con- 
tinued very  slow,  with  only  an'  occasioned  sale  reported. 

"Qn  Tuesday  night  and  Wednesday  forenoon  there  was  a  light  rain, 
which  did  a.  vast  amount  of  good  to  all  the  fields  in  this  vicinity  that  had 
not  reached  maturity.     It  .was 'said  that  the  fields  in  the  Elkton  section 
benefited  most,  as  they  were  the  last  to  be  planted  and  had  net  only  suffer- 
ed from  lack  of  moisture  all  spring  but" were  the  most  severely"  damaged  by 
the  frost  earlier  in • the  season.     As  a  result  of  the  "rains,  digging  was 
practically -suspended. for  a  day  and  a  half,  but  the  local  f.o.b.  market 
showed; no  signs  of  reacting  until  Saturday,  when  the  price  made  another 
advance  to  $7  per  barrel  for  I\To .  l's  and  $3  for  Ko.  2's,  with  100^-pound  sacks 
bringing  <j,H.     (Editor's  note:-    The  price  has:  since  advanced  further.) 

"If  the  present  prices  prevail  for  any  length  of  time,  many  of  the 
growers,  -who- had  been  facing  almost  certain  financial  failure  on  this  year's 
crop,  will  at  least  break  even  or  perhaps  make  a  little  money.     Yields  are 
ranging: from  almost  nothing  to  hO  barrels  per  acre,  with  the  average  around 
20  to  30  barrels  for  the  entire  section,  so  far  this  season.     From  35$  to 
.hOfo  are  Ho..  2  grade. 

"Shipments  for  the  past  week  amounted  to  only  9&  cars,  while  for  the 
same  Week  in  1931  about"  7S0  cars  were  shipped  from  Florida." 

10b .     TEXAS  0HI0H  PRICES  DECLOIE  UNDER  HEAVY  SHIPMENTS 

Below  are  excerpts  from  a  letter  of  April  23,  written  by  A.  M. 
McDowell,  at  Laredo:-  '"  ;  . 

"The  heavy  onion  shipments  from  Texas,  averaging  about.  150  cars  daily 
during  the  past  four  days,  have  weakened  the  market  and  brought  about  a  much- 
lighter  wire  inquiry  and  track  demand.'  F.o.b.  prices  have  declined  approxi- 
mately 50^  per  50-pound  sack  in  two  days'  time. 

"The  Laredo  season  will  be  practically  over  by  the  last  of  next  week. 
About  300  cars  moved  out  this  week,  bringing  the  total  to  slightly  over  700 
cars.     Dealers  who  predicted  75^  cars  for  the  district  have  revised  their 
estimates  upward  to  around  S50  cars,  with  a  possibility  that,  by  the  time 
the  final  count  is  made,  the  total  may  be  a  little  greater.  :'. 
.   .         "Shipments  from  the  Coastal  Bend  district  began  this  week  but,  as 
most  of  the  stock  is  still  immature,  it  will  probably  be  several  days  before 
the  volume  increases  much.    Eagle  Pass  section  should  begin  the  coming  week."

?..  M.  Peterson,  of:  the  Bradenton  of fice,.  reported  as  "  follows  in  a  •"' 
letter  of  April  27:-  - 

"The  Manatee  tomatoes  continue  to  move  at  a  fairly  uniform- rate ,  with 
a  longer  shipping  season  than- usual.    About -11 5  cars  moved  last  week,  39 
less  than  the  previous  week,  and  around  100  cars  are  expected  this  week,  with 
75  or  possibly  100  next  week.     The  movement  thereafter  will  be  very  light, 
but  it  is  difficult  to  determine  when  the  shipping  season  will  end,  as  the 
fields  are  irregular,  with  some  through  bearing  and  others  just  ready  to  har- 
vest.    The  quality  is  also • irregular ,  some  of  the  better  staked  fields  pro- 
ducing unusually  fine  stock  and -others  running  quite  poor  to  ordinary.  The 
pack  is  running -heavily  to  small  sizes,  which'  are  not  in  as  good  demand  as 
the  6x6  and  larger.     The  shipping -point  market  was-slow  and  "-weak  the  first 
half  of  last  week -but  has  shown  considerable  strength  since  then,  with  lug 
boxes  selling  at'$2.75-$3  ^or  U.S.  Ho.  1  stock-,  6x6  and  larger.  These 
prices  do  not  seem  justified  by  most  of  the  jobbing  prices  on  originals, 
but  a  large  portion  of  these  better  tomatoes  is-    being  bought  by  repacke'rs. 

"The  movement  of  Manatee-Sarasota  celery  was  heavy  last  week,  with 
around  25O  cars  moved.    Output  is  expected  to  be  about  175  cars  this  week 
and  shippers  estimate  150  to  175  cars  during  the  first  week  in  May.  The 
quality  remains  unchanged.     Most  stock  is  not  quite  good  enough  to  grade 
U.S.  No.  1  and  is  being  packed -under  second  label  and  quoted  by  us  as  fair 
quality.    Prices  continued  downward  throughout  last  week,  with  generally 
slow  demand,  particularly  for  the  large  sizes.    Best  sizes  are  now  bringing 
$1.75  Psr  crate  and  many  shipments  are  rolled  unsold. 

"Ten  cars  of  peppers  moved  from  Manatee  last  week  and  shipments  are 
not  expected  to  increase  appreciably  until  after  May  10.     The  shipping- 
point  market  was  somewhat  weaker,  with  best  stock  bringing  $3~$3'25  Per  l|r* 
bushel  crate.-  Only  six  cars  of  eggplant  were  shipped  and  the  movement  will 
probably  continue  light  until  the  middle  of  May.     Quality  is  only  fair,  and 
the  demand  has  been  very  draggy  at  approximately  $1  per  l|— bushel  crate. 
The  shipping  season  of  both  peppers  and  eggplant  will  extend  until  the  early 
part  of  June." 


12b .  ■   LOUISIANA  B5RP.Y  SHIPMENTS  AT  PEAK 

R.   L.  Sutton  wrote  in  part  as  follows,   in  a  letter  of  April  26  from 
the  Hammond  field  station :~ 

"Market  conditions  prevalent  in  the  moving  of  the  Louisiana  strawberr 
tonnage  have  been  unsatisfactory.     The  shipments  are  heavy,  prices  low,  and 
carrying  quality  of  the  fruit  subject  to  complaint.    3arly  morning  fogs,  fol- 
lowed by  intense  sunshine,  affect  the  fruit  so  that,  even  though  it  is  appar- 
ently satisfactory  at  the  time  of  loading,  the  condition  declines  quickly 
after  the  cars  start  rolling.     There  has  been  no  con-plaint  as  to  quality,  the 
principal  drawback  being  the  soft  condition  when  the  crates  were  opened,  ready 
for  sale  in  the  terminals. 

"The  condition  of  the  strawberries  yesterday  was  better,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  stock  will  show  less- deterioration  in  transit  than  many  of 
the  cars  shioped  last  week.     Yesterday  morning  a  good  shower  occurred  through- 
out the  district,  with  the  rainfall  equaling  eight-tenths  of  an  inch.  This 
was  beneficial  to  the  crop,  since  the, fields  were  beginning  to  show  the  need 
of  water.        ■  (continued  on  next  page) 
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■  "Last -night  the  number  of  cars  offered  at  auction  was  the  largest 

of  the  season,  .'there  "being  1U9  cars  at  suction  and  approximately  l60-from 
the  State.     The  demand  was  slow  and  the  market  weaker.    Auction  sales  ranged 
$1— $1  •  55*  ■"tiie  average  being  $1.27^  per  24- pint  crate.    About  S9  cars  were 
'passed;.'.  The  precooled  cars  were  favored  by  the  buyers  and  sold  at  a  dis- 
tinct premium  over  others.     The  precooling  costs  the  buyer  $25  per  car.  On 
one  auction-  there  were  90  cars  offered,  U5  01>  which  were  sold  and  .'passed.1 
The  precooled  cars  on  this  auction  sold  at  $1.U0~$1. 55»  while  the  others 
ranged  $1~$1  •2~Jij>»     On  the  second  auction  59  cars  were  offered,  but  only  the 
precooled  cars,  l6  in  number,  were  sold.     These  ranged  $1..37^-$1. 55.     ?t  is 
understood  this  morning  that  .most  of  the  rollers  from' yesterday  have  been 
cleaned  up  at  private  sale. 

irIf  the  growers  continue  picking  and  other  States  do  not  become  too 
active  before  next  week,  peak  shipments  from  Louisiana  may  be  reached  next 
Monday,  May  2.     It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  outturn  of  yesterday  will 
not  be  exceeded  this  season.     The  movement  from  Louisiana  this  season  to 
date  has  amounted  to  almost  1,100  cars,  as  compared  with  about  1,800  to  this 
time  last  season.     Some  of  the  factors  are  now  of  the  opinion  that  the  total 
shipments  -this  season  will  not  exceed  5 ,000  cars.    ITatural.ly ,  this  can  be 
only  a  matter  of  speculation,  since  weather  conditions,  the" price  situation 
and  competition  from  other  sections  will  affect  the  total  quantity  shipped." 

13b.     CROP  HEWS  FROM  BELLS  C-LADE,  FLORIDA 

A  letter  of  April  26  from  J.  B.-.  Owens,   in  charge  of  the  office  at 
Belle  G-lade,   included  the  following  information : - 

"The  spring  bean  crop  in  this  section  has  been  very  much  retarded  by 
the  dry  weather,  which  lasted  from  the  time  of  planting  until  Monday, 
April  18.    Frequent  showers  fell  over  the  district  on  the  19th  and  20th  and 
came  just  in  time  to  save  the  crop  from  being  a  total  loss.     Fires  in  the 
saw-grass  around  the  edge  of  the  farming  district  had  filled  the  atmosphere 
with  so  much  smoke,  that  it  caused  the  young  bean  plants  to  shed  their  blooms 
Growers  noticed  that  the  blooms  were  falling  and  attributed  it  to  an  attack 
of  thrips,  but  when  the  rains  came  and  cleared  the  atmosphere  the  shedding 
stopped,  and  now  the  entire  blame  falls  on  the  dry  weather . and  smoke.  This 
shedding  of  fruit  has  reduced  the  yield  for  the  entire  district'  about  25,-L 
The  loss,  so  far,  is  confined  principally  to  the  earliest  plantings,-  and  it 
is  not  expected  that  shipments  from  this  section  will  exceed  15  cars  a  day 
before  May  5»     For  about  10  days  after  this  date,,  the  movement  will  be  fairly 
heavy. 

"Quality  of  the  first  forwardings  -has  been  very  ordinary,  but  present 
shipments  are  showing  much  improvement  and  the  average  should  be  general ly 
good  after  this  week.     There  has  been  a  wide  range  in  "f.o.b.  prices,  with 
most  Bountifuls  selling  at  $3"$^  a  hamper,  and  a  few  good  quality  as  high  as 
$5-     Pickings  of  other  varieties,  such  as  Round  Stringless,  Red  'and  Black 
Valentines,  and  Refugees  have  been  very  light.     A  few  lots  of  Lima  beans  are 
still  coming  in,  but  the  quality  is  only  ordinary. 

"The  quality  of  the-  tomato  crop  is  much  improved  and  shipments  will 
show  a  slight  increase  during  the  next  two  weeks,  but  I  doubt  ..if  they  will 
at  any  time  exceed  hO  cars  a  week.  •  The  demand  for  tomatoes  has  shown  some 
improvement,  and  prices  have  advanced  25^-50^  a  lug  over  those  of  last  week."

Some  shipping-point  certificates  recently  have  been  noted,  on  which 
the  following  statements  appeared:     "About  2-Jo  decay."  "About  Zyo  freezing      J  ■ 
injury."     "About  Sfo  other  defects."     Such  certificates  have  been  presented 
as  evidence  in  connection  with  settlement  of  complaints  under  the  Perishable 
Agricultural  Commodities  Act  and  have  been  severely" criticised  by  attornej^s 
and  others,  on  account  of  their  indef initeness . 

The  use  of  the  word  "About"  on  inspection  certificates  has  never  been 
approved  and"  must  be  discontinued.     The  word"  "approximately"  may  be  used 
under  certain  conditions,  as  outlined  in  the"  Shipping-Point  Inspection  Hand- 
book (see  Par.  lU7) •     In  most  cases,  especially  when  the  range  is  narrow, 
exact  percentages  should  be  reported  .  (see  Par.  lH6) .     Certificates  are  being 
more  carefully  scrutinized  than  'ever  before  and'  must  be  properly  written. 
Clear  and  correct  language  must  be  used  in  order  to  convey  the  right  meaning, 

2c.     THINGS  TOR  INSPECTORS  TO 'REMEMBER  ' 

1.  In  order  to  certify  quality'  and  condition,  first  of  all  careful 
and  thorough  inspections  are  required,' 

2.  Always  give  correct  car  number,  initials,  name  and  address  of 
interested  parties,  ' ;  ,. ' 

3.  Correct  spelling  and  proper  punctuation  are  very  necessary  in 
order  that  the  certificate  will  not  be  misinterpreted. 

k.     Complete  reports  are  desired  in  practically  all  cases.     In  the 
exceptional  case,  make  the  restriction  clean  cut. 

5.    Make  clear,  concise  statements  and  in  all  cases  be  specific. 
State  the  facts  in  such  a  way  that  the  certificate  will  stand  the  scrutiny  of 

a.  courts  .    .  ....  ,.   

:  6,    Promptness  in  issuing  certificates  is  a  virtue.     They  should  be 
mailed  not  later  than  next  day  after  inspection"  is  made  and  copies  mailed  to 
.Washington  same  day  original  is  mailed.  ...   

7.    Use  names  of  diseases  given  in  the  handbooks,    Names  of  specific 
diseases  should  be  begun  with  capital  letters',  but  this  should  not  be  done 
when  descriptive  phrases  only  are  used.     The  specific  name  of  a  disease, 
when  known,  is  preferable  to  a  description. 

S«    The  certificate  must  furnish  a  clear  picture  of  quality  and  condi- 
tion of  the  shipment    in  order  to  accomplish  its  purpose.     The  primary  pur- 
pose is  to  establish  a  basis  for  settlement  of  disputes  and,  for  this  reason, 
we  must  maintain  a  strictly  neutral  attitude  and  be  disinterested  at  all  times 

9.  Restrict  certificates  to  portion  of  load  inspected,  when  part  of 
stock  is  inaccessible  on  account  of  heavy  load. 

10.  Read  certificates  over  very  carefully  after  they  are  typed  and 
check  each  item  before  they  are  signed.    You  cannot  blame  the  stenographer  for 
a  typographical  error  that  appears  over  your  signature.

Several  persons  in-  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  Atlantic  States 
Division  of  the  Matronal  Association  of  Marketing  Officials,  Washing  ton, 
April  19,  spoke  on  various  phases  of  the  inspection  service.     Their  remarks, 
as  reported  in-'the  April  20  issue  of  "State  .and  Federal  -Marketing  Activities 
were  as  follows  :     '  •  • 

Carlo t  Inspections  Decreasing 

Several  speakers  who  discussed  the  effect-  of  motor  truck  movement  on 
shipping-point  inspection  of  frui-ts  and  vegetables  declared  that  carlot  in- 
spections are  decreasing-,  with  :no  corresponding  increase  in  inspections  of 
motor-truck  loads  except  in  the  case  of  export  loads,  for  which  inspection 
certificates  are  required.' 

W.  T.  Derickson,  of  the"  Delaware  Bureau  of  Markets,  said  that  the 
increased  volume  of  truck  movement  has  increased  the  cost  of  shipping-point 
inspection  through  reduced  volume  of  inspections  on  ear  lots.    W,  C.  Lynn, of 
the  Mew  Jersey  Bureau  of  Markets^'"  said  *  that  carlot  shipments  in  that  State 
have  decreased  nearly         during" the -last' five  years,  "but  he  said  that  the 
inspection  work  has  increased  -considerably  at  the  fruit  and  vegetable  auc- 
tion markets.     He  cited  an  increasing  volume  of  inspections  of  truck  loads 
of  apples  and  pears  f  or  ..export ,  ..and  compared"-  rail  transportation  rates  with 
trucking  rates  from  various  Mew'  Jersey  points  to  Manhattan  piers.-  Rail 
"rate's  were  cheaper  in  nearly  all  cases,  but  Mr.  Lynn  said  that  maximum  truck 
ing  rates  were  used  in  this  calculation  and  explained  that  the  truck  rates 
were  Variable,  with  the  result  that  shippers  usually  could  arrange  to  get 
cheaper  transportation  by  truck  than  by  rail.    He  said  that,  last  year,' 
approximately  21^  of  all  New  Jersey  inspection  certificates  covered  truck 
movement,  and  that  the  Bureau  is  finding  such  inspection  work  costly  on 
account  of  the  smaller  size  of  truck  loads,-  as  compared  with-  carlots,  and 
the  demand  for  service  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night. 

D.  M.  James,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Markets,  estimated  that 
more  than  ^Ofo  of  all  grapes  move  by  truck  out  of  Erie  County.     He  said 
that,  whereas  rail  shipments  of  Pennsylvania -potatoes  formerly  ranged  from 
3,000  to  6,000  cars,   the  rail  shipments  are  now  between  kOO  and  ^00  cars. 
Inspection  work  on  potatoes  in  the  State  has  practically  disappeared. 
Philadelphia  last  year  received  171  carloads  of  Pennsylvania  potatoes,  where 
ae'  there  were  2,02h  loads  by  truck  to  that  city,  or  more  than  10  times  the 
rail  receipts.    About  kOfo  of  the  total  Philadelphia  arrivals  of  potatoes 
were  'truck  receipts.    Mr.  James  declared  that  many  shippers  of  peaches  have 
told  him  that,  unless  rail  rates  are  reduced  (particularly  tariffs  on  iced 
carlots-),  in  another  few  years  all  peaches  within  a' radius  of  500  miles  of 
the-markets  will  be  hauled  by  motor  truck.     He  said  the  Bureau  does  not  have 
many -calls  for  inspection  of  truck  shipments  of  produce,  and  that,  unless 
some  business  can  be  developed  on  such  shipments,   it  will  be  necessary  to 
raise-  inspection  fees  on  carlots. 

The  physical  difficulties  and  opportunities  for  fraud  in  connection 
with  motor-truck  inspections  were  discussed  by  several  delegates  at  the 
me-eting',  and  various  methods  of  safeguarding  the  integrity  of  the  inspection 
certificates,  such  as  the  stamping  of  serial ' numbers  on  boxes,  baskets,  and 
crates-,  and  the  placing  of  seals  on  bags,  were  proposed.     H.  S.  Duncan,  of 
the  rlew  York  Bureau  of  Markets,  said  that  a  great  many  apples  in  the  Hudson 
River  Valley  are  being  moved  by  truck,  and  that  the  charge  for  inspecting  a 
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truck  load  is  the  same  as  for  carlots.    The  barrels  'are-  sta;?rped  with  the' 
inspector's  initials,   so  as  to  identify  the  load.-    On  Long  Island,  potato  . 
inspections  are  made  on  a  cost  "basis,  and  he  .said,  that  the  truck  drivers 
there  have  been  educated. -to  the  point  that  they  will -not  leave  the  ship-" 
ping  stations  until  they  receive  a  certificate  tff.  inspection. 

H.  C.  Butner  sa,id  that  there  is  not  the  demand  for  inspection  on 
truck  shipments  as  in  the  case  of  rail  movements,  and  that  no  real  plan  of 
identification  of  the  various  lots  inspected  on  trucks  has  been  devised  as 
yet  by  the  Federal  Bureau.    Mr.  Derickson,  of  Delaware,  however,  stated 
there  is  a  ret->l  demand  for  truck  inspection  in  that  State.     S.  B.  Shaw,  of 
the  Maryland  Department  of.  Markets,  said  that  at  Marion  all  strawberries 
by  rail  or  truck  are  inspected  on  the  auction  block, and  that  the  rail  ver- 
sus truck  movement  is  about  fifty-fifty.     Ee  cited,  however,  a  considerable 
falling  off  in  inspections  of  peaches  in.  Maryland  markets,  due  primarily  to 
the  fact  that  truckers  coming  from  outside  the  State  are  buying  fruit  "as 
is"  and  selling  on  the  .Maryland  markets  for  whatever  price  may  be  obtained. 
It  was  brought  out . that  Birmingham,  Alabama,  is  endeavoring  to  solve  the 
"outside  trucker"  problem  by  requiring  anyone  who  sells  products  on  the 
Birmingham  market  to  pay  a  license  fee  of  $;75. 

Uniform  Shipping-Point  Inspection 

C.  W.  Kitchen,  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  stated  that  there  are 
cooperative "agreements  between  this  Bureau  and  hh  States,  covering  inspec- 
tion services  on  fruits  and  vegetables;  that  when  shipping -point  inspection 
was  begun  in  1^3  there  were  72,000  cars  inspected,  whereas  last  year  in- 
spections' covered  311,000  cars.  ,  The  service  is  voluntary,  and  is  probably 
the  most  effective  way  we  have  of  encouraging  and  promoting  the  use  of 
standards,  he  said,  adding  that  "it  is  a  valuable  adjunct  to  every  other 
marketing  activity  we  carry  on,  and  essential  to  the  enforcement  of  the  new 
Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act." 

Mr.  Kitchen  said  that  the  inspection  service  is  justified  in  being 
supported  in  part  by  public  funds,  but  that  under  present  conditions  this 
part  may  have  to 'be  small,  and  he  urged  that  every  effort  be  made  to  make 
the  service  self-supporting.    Pie  said:     "I  believe  that  our  agreements  with 
all  the  States  should  provide  that  no  official  of  the  State,  having  immedi- . 
ate  responsibility  for  issuing  directions  to  inspectors,  should  be  given 
that  responsibility  unless  he  holds  and  continues  to  hold  a  license  card.  • 
It  is  our  opinion  that  the  regulatory  work  of  the  States  should  be  separated 
as  much  as  possible  from  the  voluntary  and  optional  inspection  service.  We 
have  found  instances  where  the  efficiency  of  the  service  has  been  affected, 
when  it  came  time  at  the  end  of  the  season  to  reduce  the  personnel,  and  we 
think  the  Federal  supervisor  should  determine  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
official  the  order  in  which  the  reduction  in  personnel  should  be  made,  as 
well  as  being  given  opportunity  to  check  on  who  should  be  licensed.    We  have 
pretty  good  reason  to  believe  that,  in  some  places,  fees  have  been  diverted 
to  other  directions.     I  believe  our  cooperative  agreements  should  provide 
that  the  State,  as  in  the  past,  should  collect  the  fees  but  that  no  expendi- 
tures should  be  charged  against  that  fund  unless  or  until  they  have  been 
approved  by  the  Federal  supervisor.     I  think  it  would  be  further  desirable 
to  have  a  uniform  fee  for  fruit  and  vegetable  inspections  in  all  States.  It 
does  not  seem  to  be  very  good  logic  to  a  national  distributor  that  we  should 
charge  $5  a  Car  f°r  inspection  in  one  State  and  $2.50  in  another.     It  may 
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not  be  possible  to  make  the  fee  the  same  everywhere,  in  view  of  unusual  con- 
ditions such  as  the  making  of  .concessions  in  order  to  obtain  volume,  but  the 
tendency  should  be  to  have  as  much  of .  a  uniform  fee  as  .we  can.    , It  could  be 
■stipulated  in  the  cooperative  agreements-  that  there  should  be  at  least  a 
minimum  fee,  or  perhaps  it  might  be  better  to  say-  at  the  outset  that  there 
will  be  no . change  in  the  fees  prior  to 'consideration -by  Federal  and  State 
officials.    We  should  try  to  make  this  service  as'  nearly  self-supporting  as 
we  can.     If  the  States  extend  the  service  to  the"'small  shipping  points, 
where  the  cost  may  be  $10  or  $15  a  car,  there  is  no  objection,  but  the 
States  should  certainly  pay  the  bill." 

J.  E.  Meek,  of  the  Virginia  Division  of  Markets,  stated  that  the  in- 
spection service  in  that  State  is  being  operated  on  the  basis  of  reducing 
fees  wherever  possible.    He  said  that  iihiform  inspection  fees  are  highly 
desirable,  but  that  some  States  would  operate  at  a  deficit  under  such  a 
plan  and  other  States  would  make  profits    that  might  induce  .extravagances. 
He  said  that  a  uniform  agreement  could  not  be  made  applicable  to  conditions 
in  all  States  and  suggested  the  possibility  of  reducing  the  present  numerous 
variety  of  agreements  to  three  diffirent  types,   into  one  of  which  the  situa- 
tion of  an  individual  State  might  fall.    'Wells  A.  Sherman  declared  that  "if 
we  are  to  come  nearer  to  self-support,  a  larger  amount  must  be  taken  out  of 
the  pocket  of  those  who  ask  for  the  service." 

kc.     BRIEF  1T0TES  FROM  'SOUTSEPN  TEXAS

follows  from  Earlingen  on  April  2^:- 

" The  Bermuda  onion  crop  is  well  under  way,  and  apparently  it  is  going 
to  b e  quite  a  rushing  movement.     The  Valley  and  Winter  Garden  shippers  who 
are  going  into  the  Gulf  Coast  section,  where  the  acreage  is  so  heavy,  are  con- 
tracting on  the  basis  of  the  U.S.  Commercial  grade,  and  they  are  specifying 
'U.S.   Commercial,  with  75$  or  more  U.S.  No.  1  quality.1 

"I  am  invited  to  attend  an  Extension  Service  meeting  of  growers  at 
Austin  on  May  %     They  want  a  demonstration  of  tomato,  potato,  cabbage,  bean, 
pea  and  sweet  potato  grades,    Mr.  Canon  will  be  in  west  Texas  on  that  date, 
and  Mr.  McDonald,  the  Commissioner,  wants  me  to  attend.     This  will  be  at  our 
busy  season,  but  I  can  make  my  plans  to  get  there. 

"It  seems  that  the  move  under  way  to  organize  the  citrus  fruit  growers 
in  this  section  is  going  to  be  successful  in  securing  the  required  acreage  to 
get  Government  assistance.     This,  more  than  likely,  will  result  in  having 
about  .QO;©  of  the  next  citrus  crop  under  inspection."  -  R.   C.  BUT17KR,

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la.     A  VALUABLE  REPORT  ON  AFRICAN  FRUITS 

Hie  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  Division  has  recently  issued  a 
65-paged  mimeographed  booklet  entitled:     "Production  and  Marketing  Calendar  of 
American  Fruits."     It  was  compiled  by  A.  C.  Edwards,  JXT  of  that  Division, 
and  H.  P.  Gould,  Senior  Pomologist  of  B.P,   I.     A  foreward  explains  that  "this 
is  a  compendium  of  condensed  marketing  information  on  the  chief  varieties  of 
American  fruits  grown  in  the  important  f rui t -producing  States."

2a.     CANNED  GRAPEFRUIT  GRADING  SERVICE  TO  BE  INAUGURATED  IN  FLORIDA 

Grading  service  on  canned  grapefruit  and  canned  tomatoes  will  soon  be 
started  at  Jacksonville,  Florida,  as  the  result  of  the  recent  visit  of  Paul 
M.  Williams  to  that  city.    Mr.  Williams  arranged  for  the  local  Chamber  cf  Com- 
merce to  furnish  free  laboratory  space  in  one  of  its  rooms  on  the  mezzanine 
floor . 

The  principal  commodity  which  will  be  graded  is  canned  grapefruit,  ten- 
tative grades  for  which  have  already  been  developed.     The  office  is  being  set 
up  at  Jacksonville,  to  which  canners  of  grapefruit  throughout  the  State  will 
send  samples.    R.  H.  von  Glahn  v/ill  have  charge  of  the  work.    For  next  season, 
it  is  planned  that  the  fresh  fruit  inspectors  who  cover  the  State  thoroughly 
during  the  shipping  season  will  serve  as  licensed  samplers,  forwarding  offi- 
cial samples  to  Jacksonville  for  grading.     Grading  service  on' canned  grape- 
fruit is  already  being  afforded  growers  in  Porto  Rico  through    A.  S.  Mason, 
in  charge  of  the  work  at  San  Juan.

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lb .     H3AVY  RAI17FALL  IN  SOUTPSRF  'TEXAS 

The  following  report  of  May  1  came  from  W.  D.  G-ooge,  in  charge  of  the 
Brownsville  field  station :- 

"The  lover  Rio  Grande  Valley  vegetable  shipments  during  the  past  week 
were  about  half  the  total  number  of  cars  forwarded  the  previous  week.    A  fa- 
inch  rain  fell  at  Brownsville  on  Wednesday  morning  and  stopped  the  harvesting 
of  all  crops  in  the  lower  end  of  the  Valley.     The  rainfall  was  not  so  heavy 
in  the  upper  end,  "but  the  weather  was  rainy  and  on  Friday  the  other  sections 
of  the  Valley  received  a  thorough  drenching.    On  that  day,  the  Corpus  Christi 
district,  Yoakum  and  otber  vegetable-growing  regions  farther  up  the  State  re- 
ceived from  1  to  10  inches.    While  some  loss  has  been  sustained  as  a  result 
of  damage  to  crops  in  low  lands  which  were  flooded,  the  State  in  general  was 
very  dry  and  crops  have  been  greatly  benefited.     It  was  one  of  those  'million 
dollar  rains'  we  read  about  in  Texas  newspapers .     Saturday  and  Sunday  have 
been  mostly  fair,  with  gentle  breezes  favorable  to  drying  out  wet  places. 

"Prices  of  Valley  vegetables  have  changed  but  little,  except  for 
onions  which  declined  with  the  increasing  volume  from  the  State.  Beets 
closed  firm.     Carrots  were  steady,  and  cabbage  sold  at  slightly  higher  prices 
for  best  quality  stock.    A  few  cars  of  snap  oeans  would  have  been  shipped  the 
latter  part  of  the  week,  had  it  not  been  for  the  rain.    A  light  l.c.l.  and 
truck  movement  has  been  reported,  prices  to  growers  ranging  $3-$^-  P6**  bushel 
hamper,  according  to  quality. 

"The  demand  for  new  potatoes  has  exceeded  the  supply,  and  prices  have 
advanced  from  around  $2.75  a  week  ago  to  $3-50,  on  the  basis  of  100-pound 
sacks  of  U.S.  Ho.  1  Bliss  Triumphs,  f.o.b.  usual  terms.     Sales  the  latter 
part  of  the  week  were  mostly  from  cold-storage  plants,  shippers  paying  stor- 
age charges  of  one  month  at  10  cents  per  cwt.     The  potatoes  were  stored  dur- 
ing the  peak  of  the  movement  two  or  three  weeks  ago,  with  the  storage-in- 
transit  privilege.     The  bulk  of  the  storage  stock  is  located  in  Fort  Worth, 
and  considerable  quantities  in  Houston,  San  Antonio,  Dallas,  Tulsa,  Kansas 
City  and  St.  Louis.    While  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  an  accurate  check  on 
the  number  of  cars  stored,  some  have  estimated  that  it  is  between  150  and  200 
cars . "

The  following  comments  on  vegetables  appeared  in  a  northwestern  review, 
published  by  j.  P..  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  on  April  2S:- 

"The  shipping  season  for  rhubarb  out  of  western  Washington  districts 
is  automatically  being  brought  to  a  close  by  declining  eastern  markets. 
Prices  for  Tasking  ton  rhubarb  on  the  Chicago  market  declined  from  a  range  of 
$2.25-^2.50  per  UO-pound  box  to  around  $2  during  the  last  week  of  April. 
Nearly  100  cars  of  outdoor-grown  rhubarb,  exclusive  of  liberal  l.c.l.  and 
truck  Shipments,  left  the  Sumner-Fuvallup  district  during  the  1932  season, 
which  is  nearly  twice  as  many  as  were  shipped  in  1931. 

"The  season  for  many  other  vegetables  throughout  the  Northwest  is  a 
backward  one.     Green  peas  and  Iceberg  lettuce  are  making  satisfactory  progress, 
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"but,   from  present  indications,  any  commercial  movement  will  be  late  in  get- 
ting imcler  way.     Some  early  patches  of  lettuce  may  be  ready  for  first  cut- 
ting by  May  25,  but  green  peas  will  not  be  ready  before  mid-June.     Caul i - 
flower  is  a  scarce  item,  and  the  second  crop  from  local  gardens  will  not  be 
available  for  at  least  three  weeks.     Local  hothouse  tomatoes  are  just  appear- 
ing in  Seattle,-  nearly  a  month  later  than  usual. 

"Asparagus  is  moving  from  all  northwestern  shipping  districts,  and 
supplies  on  nearby  markets  are  liberal.     Some  damage  was  done  from  local 
frosts  in  the  vicinity  of  Suniiyside  last  week,  but  the  few  days'  delay  merely 
afforded  an  opportunity  for  Kennewick  to  ship  a  little  more  freely  towa,rd 
Coast  markets.    About  three  or  four  cars  daily  are  moving  from  lower  Yakima 
Valle3^  points  into  eastern  markets.     The  jobbing  market  for  Kennewick  aspara- 
gus in  12-pound  pyramid  crates  on  Thursday  at  Chicago  held  around  $1.15. 
About  67  cars  were  shipped  from  Washington  in  193^  and,  from  current  indica- 
tions,  the  output  this  season  will  equal  or  slightly  exceed  last  year's  car- 
lot  movement." 


3b.     IffTgBSSTIl'G-  ITS17S  PIT  1T0RTH/SSTBRF  POTATOES 

J.'  D.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland  office,   included  the  following  -infor- 
mation in  a  northwestern  review,  dated  April  25:- 

"Potato  loadings  show  but  minor  variation  from/recent  weeks.  With 
Idaho's  storage  stocks  estimated  in  the  neighborhood  of  h,^00  cars,  ample 
supplies  are  available.     Spring  digging  of  last  year's  potato  production  in 
western  Oregon  is  about  terminated,  with  nearly  100  carloads  salvaged  from 
the  ground,  where  they  lay  all  winter.     Seed  movement  from  Oregon  and  south- 
western Washington  to  California  was  of  some  importance  last  week.  Unofii* 
cial  advices  indicate  that  there  ma,y  be  considerable  curtailment  in  potato 
acreage  in  California,  Washington  and  Idaho.     Growers  are  seeking  other  crop- 
ping possibilities  for  their  potato  lands,  in  view  of  present  indications  of 
another  low-price  season,  as  pointed  out  by  the  Northwestern  Potato  Committee. 
This  change  to  other  crops  is  more  noticeable  in  Yakima  Talley  and  southern 
Idaho  than  in  Oregon.    Yakima's  storage  holdings  have  been  so  reduced  by 
liberal  loadings,   and  by  heavy  shrinkage,  wastage,  and  stock  feeding,  that  a 
good  June  outlet  for  cold-storage  potatoes  is  believed  possible."

"Marketing  Louisiana  Potatoes,  I.931  Season,"  by  J.  W.   Coleman  is  a 
new  sunmary  distributed -this  week.     This  is  the  first  time  that  a  summary  has 
ever  been  prepared  on  the  marketing  of  potatoes,  in  Louisiana.     Mr.  Coleman  is 
the  market-news  representative  in  the  Few  Orleans  office. 

5"b.     LATE  FROSTS  REPORTED  I'.T  COLORADO 

Bryce  Morris,  of  the  Denver  of:"ice,  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of 
April  30 

"Colorado  potato  movement  for  the  IQ3I-32  season  is  rapidly  approach- 
ing a  close.     Dealers  and  shippers  in  northern  Colorado  particularly  re-port 
rapid  deterioration  at  this  time.     Potatoes  that  two  weeks  ago  showed  firm 
and  good  condition  are  now  quite  spongy.    Practically  no  cars  v/ill  be  shipped 
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from  the  northern  part  of  the  State  after  the  middle  of  May.  northern 
Colorado  lias  now  shipped  2,580  cars,  the  San  Luis  Valley  1,925>  Carbondale 
890,  Montrose  1,265  and  other  districts  kOO  cars.     Dealers  in  northern 
Colorado  were  paying  ~$Q$  per  cwt.  for  best  Rurals  today.     Carlot  usual- 
terms  sales  were  made  at  k^^-k"]^  VeT  cvrt. 

" Cool,  weather ,  with  frosts  in  many  sections,  ha.s  prevailed  over  most 
of  the  State  the  past  week.    Enough  moisture  has  fallen  in  all  sections  to 
put  the  ground  in  good  condition  for  seeding  or  to  germinate  seeds  already 
planted.    "_:o  harm  has  been  done  as  yet  to  the  main  peach  crop  in  the  Grand 
Valley,  but  the  ITorth  Fork  section  reported  a  temperature  of  2k  degrees 
Thursday  morning.    Another  10  days  will  put  Colorado  peaches  out  of  all 
danger  from  frosts." 

6b .     A  SLOU  PS";  IA1TD  FOR  WESTS?!-"  jgg  YORK  APPLES 

A.  L.  Thomas  wrote  as  follows  from  Rochester  in  a  letter  of  May 
"A  total  of  170  cars  of  apples  moved  from  hew  York  State  last  week, 
destined  principally  to  northeastern  markets.     The  demand  has  been  rather 
slow,  due  largely  to  variable  condition  of  the  fruit.    Many  terminal  buyers 
are  taking  stock  on  consignment,  rather  than  purchasing  on  an  f.o.b.  basis. 
Scald  in  some  degree  is  showing  up  in  nearly  all  cars,  and  this  is  causing 
some  discount  from  the  purchasing  price  on  arrival  in  the  terminal  markets. 
Truckers  continue  to  be  active,  especially  to  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  points. 
The  apple  movement  from  Hew  York  State  to  date  has  filled  8,613  cars,  or 
only  a  little  over  half  the  total  for  the  corresponding  period  last  season. 

"Potatoes  advanced  somewhat  during  the  week,  but  yesterday  showed  a 
slightly  downward  tendency.    Prices  to  growers  advanced  to  kO<f:  per  bushel 
at  some  points.    Stocks  are  fairly  well  cleaned  up  in  most  sections,  and  it 
is  doubtful  if  the  movement  will  exceed  20  cars  daily  for  the  next  few  weeks." 

7b.     35AL7  MOVEMENT  ACTIVE  I  IT  LAKE  OKEECHOBEE  DISTRICT 

The  following  information  came  from  J.  B-.  Owens,  at  Belle  Glade, 
Florida,  in  a  letter  of  Hay  3:- 

"Bean  shipments  from  this  section  are  increasing  rapidly  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  peak:  movement  will  be  reached  next  week.    A  heavy  rain 
fell  Sunday  afternoon,  and  this  should  insure  a  large  crop.    At  present  the 
quality  is  quite  variable,  but  there  should  be  some  excellent  quality  from 
now  on.    There  is  little  activity  on  the.  f.o.b.  market.    Very  few  buyers 
are  on  the  ground,  and  prices  have  declined  daily. 

" Tomato  shipments  are  still  light  and  will  continue  light  for  the 
remainer  of  the  season.    The  quality  is  only  fair,  with  most  stock  showing  a 
tendency  toward  puffiness.    The  f.o.b.  market  has  been  about  steady  during 
the  week,  with  the  cash-track  price  on  6x6' s  and  larger  ranging  $2-$2. 35. 
The  outlook  for  tho  tomato  deal  is  very  good,  providing  the  quality  holds  up." 


"AVERAGE  AMERICAN  FAMILIES,  according  to  one  of  the  leading  chain  stores, 
spend  for  food  between"  "JloOO  and  J80Q  a  year.      Last  year's  purchases  of  this 
one  large  company  of  chain  stores  exceeded  §847,000,000.    During  1931 ,  this  J 
chain  did  a  business  of  $1,008, 000,000,  or  considerably  more  than  U.S.  Steel." 
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Sb  .     FLORIDA-  GRAPEFRUIT  PR  I  CSS  ADVANCE  FURTHER 

The  following  letter  came  from  E.  F.  Willson,  at  Winter  Haven,  under 
date  of  May  3:~ 

"The  1931-32  Florida  citrus  season  will  be  finished  at  least  two 
weeks  earlier  than  a  year  ago.    Estimates  of  the  number  of  cars  of  oranges 
to  be  shipped  after  May  1  range  mostly  from  2,100  to  2,500,  and  grapefruit 
from  1,000  to  1,500  cars.     These  figures  include  the  proper  proportion  of 
mixed  cars.     The  maximum 'estimates  are  probably  the  most  representative  and, 
basing  an  opinion  according  to  previous  estimates  throughout,  this  season 
(when  the  shipments  have  been  regularly  underestimated),  it  is  not  at  all  im- 
probable that  the  shipments  for  the 'remainder  of  the  season  will  exceed  the 
higher  estimates  by  a  small  margin.    Through  May  1  the  total  shipments  of 
Florida  oranges,  grapefruit,  tangerines  and  mixed  citrus  totaled  k^,G70  cars, 
Assuming  that  the  total  shipments  will  be  around  ^0,000,   the  carlo t  movement 
for  1931~32  will  be  approximately  two-thirds  that  of  the  preceding  season, 
when  7^ j 70S  cars  of  Florida  citrus  were  shipped. 

"The  grapefruit  market  continues  to  advance,  and  the  average  for  269 
cars  on  the  leading  auctions  for  the  week  ending  April  ~}0  was  $3*15  P8r  ^ox> 
compared  with  a  $2.90  average  for  2hl  cars  for  the  week  ending  the  23rd. 
There  is  a  good  demand  for  grapefruit,  and  the  quality  is  holding  up  well. 
Hot  only  are  the  auction  and  f.o.b.  prices  advancing,  but  the  returns  reali- 
zed on  export  fruit  have  been  correspondingly  high.    Best  quality  Florida 
grapefruit,  ranging  from  gO's  to  126' s, sold  at  $3*18-$3*75  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  March  30>  while  the  same  sizes  and  quality  ranged  $U. SH-$U. 9^  on 
April  27.     The  London  auction  prices  on  April  27  were  even  higher,  Florida 
grapefruit  ranging  from  $5, 12  to  as  high  as  $5*9^-  on  Indian  River  section 
fruit.    Exporters  here  are  very  well  pleased  over  the  prices  received  during 
the  past  month.    Exports  for  the  remainder  of  the  season  will  be  relatively 
light.     The  season  is  nearly  finished,  and  the  fruit  is  becoming  too  ripe  to 
warrant  heavy  export  shipments. 

"Florida  orange  prices,  under  pressure  of  heavier  offerings,  declined 
slightly  on  the  auctions.     Last  week  klG  cars  sold  for  an  average  of  $3-^5 
per  box,  compared  with  3^3  cars  of  Florida  fruit  at  $3* SO  for  the  week  end- 
ing April  23.     Quality  of  the  Florida  oranges  is  not  holding  up  as  well  as  th 
grapefruit.     Some  of  the  fruit  is  showing  a  slight  withering  on  the  surface, 
even  though  the  edible  portion  is  not  showing  any  signs  of  dryness.    Many  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  heavy  rains  last  Saturday  and  Sunday  will  prove  bene- 
ficial to  the  remainder  of  the  crop." 

9b.     OIIOIT  IOTIMSUT  BECOMIi-TG  ACTIVE  DT  COASTAL  33iTD  DISTRICT 

A.  M. : McDowell  wrote  as  follows  from  Larado,  Texas,  in  a  letter  of 

May  1:~ 

"Shipping-point  prices  of  onions  continued  to  decline  sharply  early 
this  week,  but  steadied  toward  the  close.    A  heavy  ra.in  Friday  morning, 
ranging  from  2  to  5  inches,  shut  off  harvesting-  in  the  Coastal  Bend  district, 
as  the  season  there  was  just  getting  under  way.    About  75  cars  had  been  ship- 
ped on  Thursday,  bringing  the  total  up  to  ^00  cars.    Most  of  the  onions  in 
that  district  are  grown  on  a  heavy  black  soil,  and  it  was  thought  that  har- 
vesting could  not  be  resumed  before  Tuesday  of  the  coming  week.     The  fact 
that  60  cars  wore  shipped  from  stock  in  sheds  in  the  district  in  the  two  days 
following  the  rain  has  thrown  a.  scare  into  other  sections,  and  harvesting  is 
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"being  rusl:ed  in  an  effort  to  get  as  much  of  the" '  crop  as  possible  moved  before 
the  heavy  Coastal  shipments  begin.    .About  35  cars  will  move  from  Laredo  today 
(Sunday) ,  and  it  is  understood  that  shipments  from  both  the  ..Winter  Garden 
and  Eagle  Pass  districts  will  be  fairly  liberal. 

"There  was  also  a  heavy  rain  in  the. "Laredo  district  Friday  morning, 
although  not  as  heavy  as  in  the  Coastal  Bend  section.  ;  Two  growers  reported 
considerable  damage  from  hail  accompanying  the  rain,  and  it  is  probable  that 
•about  20  carloads-  were  lost.     If  prices  justify,,  an  effort  probably  will  be 
made  ,  to  salvage  some  of  this  stock.    Harvesting  was  resumed  today  and,  unless 
the  weather  interferes,  the  season  will  be  practically  over  by -Wednesday  or 
Thursday.    About  100  cars  are  left  in  the  district,  which  will  bring,  the 
total  shipments  to  around  9^0  cars."  .-•;•■ 

10b.     UNSATISFACTORY  MARKETING-  CONDITIONS  FOR- LOUISIANA  BERRIES 

R.  L.  Sutton  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  May  3 
from  Hammond,  La. 

"During  the  past  seven  days,  very  unsatisfactory  conditions  have  been 
encountered  in  the  distribution  of  Louisiana  strawberry  shipments.  Practi- 
cally all  of  the  markets  in  the  Central. .West  and  Northeast  have  had  an  accumu- 
lation of  fruit  of  fair  to  poor  condition..    This  situation  has  naturally  re- 
tarded trading,  weakened,  the  markets,  and  caused  a  situation  near  demoraliza- 
tion at  shipping  po-ints. 

"•The  outturn  from  Louisiana  so  far  this  season  has  filled  1,730  cars, 
or  720  under  the  corresponding  movement  of'  last  season.    Unless  market  con- 
ditions show  improvement,  it.  is  expected  that  the  total  shipments  from 
Louisiana  will  fall  short  of  3,000  cars. 

"Poor  carrying  quality  has  been  the  most  common  complaint  this  season. 
This  can  be  attributed  largely  to  the  lowered  vitality  of  the  plants.  The 
winter  in  this  State  was  unusually  warm  and  frequent  rains  occurred.     This  re- 
sulted in  a  vigorous  growth  of  vegetation  in  the  strawberry  fields  „■■    The  grass 
and  weeds  absorbed  much  of  the  plant  food  that  the.  berr}'  plants  should  have 
•gotten;  this  served  as  a  handicap  to  new  plants.     Then,  on  top  of  this,  the 
repeated  freezes  of  early  March  further  weakened  the  plants.     The  quickness 
with  which  the  fruit  has  deteriorated  in  shipment  has,  no  doubt,  been  caused 
by  an  inherent  weakness  in  the  crop."

le.     A  CALIFORNIA  F3UII  COI£PAlTY  IS  A'kARDFD  DAI.IA&FS  ON  CAR  OF  GPAP5S 

Hie  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  Dawson  Produce  Company, 
of  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. ,  to  pay  the  "_7ehf  Fruit  Company,  of  San  "Francisco, 
Calif.,  §kc2.~jk  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agri- 
cultural Commodities  Act. 

This  case  related  to  a  rolling  car  of  grapes,  sold  through  the  Mc- 
Fadden  Brokerage  Company,  of  Oklahoma  City,  and  the- Frank  E.  Buck  Company, 
of  California,  at  SOd;  f.o.b.  shipping  point.  .  Upon  arrival  at  destination, 
a  representative  of  the  Dawson  Produce  Company  and  of  the  "brokerage  company 
made  a  joint  inspection.     The  car  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  grapes 
were  overripe  and  many  had  loosened  from  the  stems.     The  car  was  then  for- 
warded to  St.  Louis,  where  it  was-  sold -at -auction. 

The  Dawson  Produce  Company  contended  that  the  sales  contract  was  unen- 
forceable, because  no  note  or  memorandum  was  made  and  subscribed  by  it  or  its 
agent.    IvicFadden  testified  that  he  acted  only  as  the  agent  of  the  complainant 
but  his  acts,  rather  than  his  statements,  must  be  considered  in  determining 
whose  agent  he  was.     The  location  of  the  parties  and  their  objects  and  pur- 
pose made  it  clear  that  the  McFadden  Brokerage  Company  acted  for  the  Dawson 
Produce  Company  in  forwarding,  after  the  car  had  been  rejected,  an    offer  to 
take  the  grapes  at  a  reduced  price.     The  wires  exchanged,  in  arranging  the 
sale,  showed  that  McFadden  asked  llehf  to  confirm  the  sale,  thus  indicating 
that  he  had  acted  on  behalf  of  Dawson,  as  well  as  on  behalf  of -ATehf.  Further- 
more,   the  courts  have  held  that  the  Statute  of  Frauds  may  be  satisfied  when 
a  memorandum  is  made  up  of  several  separate  writings,  one  of  which  is  signed 
by  the  party  to  be  charged.     Among  the  wires  offered  in  evidence1 was  one 
signed  by  the  Dawson  Produce  Company  advising  ITehf 1 s  broker,  the  Frank  H. Luck 
Company,   that  the  car  was  rejected  on  account  of  quality.     The  Secretary  held 
that  this  wire,  together  with  the  broker's  memorandum  of  sale  and  the  prior 
exchange  of  wires,  constituted  a  sufficient  note  or  memorandum  to  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  statute.  ■  ■ 

Ike  Dawson  Produce  Company  next  claimed  that  the  contract  of  sale  and 
purchase-  must  be  considered  as  having  been  made  at  Oklahoma  City;  that  title 
did  not  pass  to  them,  because  they  had  the  right  of  inspection  before  accept- 
ance and  because  the  car  was  consigned- "advise  Dawson  Produce  Company."  The 
Secretary  found  that  the  parties  treated  the  transaction  as  an  f.o.b.  ship- 
ping-point sale,  even  though  the  car  was  in  transit  at  the  time,  and  stated 
that  the  general  rule  is  that,  in  the  absence  of  a  definite  intention,  the 
sale  of  produce  f.o.b.  shipping-point  operates  to  pass  title  in  the  property 
from  the  seller  to  the  buyer,  upon  delivery  of  said  property  to  the  carrier 
for  shipment  to  destination. 

In  American  Fruit  Growers  vs.  F.  0.  Spadaro  &  Company  and  in  C.  H. 
Musselman  Company  vs.  YJm.  Leishear  ft  Son,  it  was  held  that  this  rule  applies 
where  a  shipper  consigns  goods  to  himself,  advise  purchaser,  and  draft  is 
forwarded  at tached  to  delivery  order.    Furthermore!  it  was  held  in  Krasnow 
vs.  Alt  man  that,  in  an  f.o.b.  shipping-point  sale,  the  inspection  allowed 
purchaser  at  destination  is  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the  pro- 
duce complied  with  sale  specifications  at  shipping  point.    An  additional  ■ 
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circumstance,  indicating  that  the  sale  should  "be  regarded  as  having  "been  made 
in  California,  is  that  the  offers  and  counter-offers  were  finally  accepted  "by 
the  wire  of  the  Frank  H.  Buck  Company,  confirming  the  sale.     The  final  act, 
making  the  sale  agreement  complete,  was  thus  performed  in  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  Dawson  Produce  Company  claimed  that  its  rejection  was  justified, 
because  of  the  condition  of  the  grapes.    But  this  sale  was  made  f.o.b.  ship- 
ping point,  and  Federal  inspection  made  at  or  about  the  time  of  sale  showed 
that  the  grapes  complied  with  the  terms  of  the  contract.    Dawson  claimed  the 
resale  of  the  grapes  should  have  been  made  at  Oklahoma  City  or  some  market 
nearer  than  St.  Louis.     The  Secretary  felt  that  this  objection  was  not  well 
taken,  finding  nothing  to  indicate  that  the  complainant  did  not  act  with  due 
regard  to  the  interest  of  both  parties.    He,  therefore,  held  that  the  rejec- 
tion of  this  car  was  without  reasonable  cause  and  awarded  damages  of  $^38.5^, 
plus  interest,  or  a  total  of  $US2#3U,  and  ordered  that  the  facts  be  published. 

2e.     COHPLAIITT  AGAINST  BURT  COLD  STORAGE  COMPANY  DISMISSED 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  of  0.  E, 
Willson,  cf  Lockport,  IT.  Y. ,  against  the  Burt  Cold  Storage,  Inc.,  of  Burt, 
N.  Y. ,  as  a  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act. 

Willson,  who  is  located  just  10  miles  south  of  Burt,  entered  into  an 
arrangement  with  the  Burt  Cold  Storage  Company,  whereby  the  latter  was  to 
.supply  several  cars  of  peaches.      Willson  claimed  that  he  bought  these  peaches 
from  the  Burt  Cold  Storage;  the  latter  claimed  that  tiles'"  bought  the.  peaches 
from  the  growers  for  Will son.     The  particular  Car  in  question  was  accepted  by 
Willson  and  resold,  but  was  rejected  upon  arrival.    Willson  thereupon  filed 
complaint  against  the  Burt  Cold  Storage,  Inc.,  alleging  failure  to  deliver  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  claiming  that  the  peaches  were 
marked  "U.S.  Ho.  1  two-inch  minimum,"  whereas  they  failed  to  comply  with  such 
marking.    The  evidence  submitted  was  rather  conflicting,  but  the  preponderance 
of  testimony  convinced  the  Secretary  that  Willson  requested  the  Burt  Cold 
Storage,  Inc.,  to  label  the  peaches  "U.S.  No.  1  two-inch  minimum"  and  that 
Willson  saw  the  peaches  handled,  graded  and  loaded.     The  Secretary,  therefore, 
held  the  evidence  insufficient  to  sustain  the  allegations  made,  and  dismissed 
the  complaint ■ 

3e.     FLORIST  FINED  UNDSR  PRODUCE- AGENCY  ACT 

A.  Futterrnan,  doing  business  under  the  name  of  the  Newark  Cut  Flower 
Co.,   of  Tewark,  IT.  J.,  pleaded  guilty  on  February  lo  of  violation  of  the 
Produce  Agency  Act  and  was  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $10. 

This  complaint  involved  several  shipments  of  cut  flowers  from  the 
Florida  Narcissus  Farm,  Inc.,  Jacksonville,  Florida,  in  January,  I93I.  The 
accounting's  rendered,  showed  gross  receipts  of  $70  and  net  proceeds  of 
$U7 •  95 •     Eh?  investigation  made  by  J.  W.  Dykes,  however,  showed  that  the  gross 
receipts  were  $197.78,  with  net  proceeds  of  $151.15,  mailing  a  difference  of 
$103.20  fraudulently  withheld. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that,  although  the  fine  assessed  was 
$10,   the  law  provides  that  the  minimum  fine  shall  be  $100*     The  discretion  ex- 
ercised by  the  Court  in  fixing  the  fine  does  not  seem  to  be  warranted  by  the 
law.

1  c .     PROPER  PROCEDURE  IN  HANDLING  INSPECTIONS  OF  CARS  CERTIFIED  PIT  BASIS  OF 

PERCENTAGE  OF  U.S.  NO.  1  QUALITY' 
Some  inspectors  are  "uncertain  as  to  the  proper  procedure  in  handling 
appeal  inspections  of  cars  which  show  a  lower  percentage  of  U.S.  I>Io.  1 
quality  than  that  certified  at  point  of  origin.    When  the  applicant  requests 
inspection  for  the  percentage  of  U.S.  Ho.  1  quality  and  the  percentage  dif- 
fers materially  f rom  that  reported  at  shipping  point,  the  case  should  he 
treated  like  all  other  appeal  inspections  and  reported  to  Washington  in  the 
usual  way  "before  the  appeal  certificate  is  issued.      Tttien  the  percentpg;e  of 
permanent  grade  defects  is  approximately  the  same  as  reported  at  shipping 
point  and  the  percentage  of  U.S.  No.  1  quality  differs  from  shipping  point 
only  on  account  of  decay  or  other  deterioration,  which  may  have  developed  in 
transit,  the  shipping-point  certificate  should  he  sustained  as  to  permanent 
factors  of  grade.    "When  no  appeal  is  requested  in  a  case  of  the  latter  kind 
and  the  applicant  simply  wants  another  inspection,  a  new  certificate  may  "be 
issued  without  reference  to  shipping  point.     The  same  is  true  with  products 
like  cauliflower,  which  may  show  a  lower  percentage  of  U.S.  No.  1  quality  on 
arrival  in  the  market  on  account  of  spreading  or  other  defects  of  condition, 
which  developed  in  transit.     In  cases  of  this  kind,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
have  the  second  inspector  assist,  as  the  shipping-point  certificate  will  not 
he  reversed  and  the  receiving-point  certificate  will  show  the  percentage  of 
U.S.  No.  1  quality  which  the  "Lot  now  shows  etc."     Such  cases  are  similar  to 
condition  inspections,  which  need  not  "be  reported  to  Washington. 

2c.     ROWS  OF  ONIONS  ONE  MILE  LONG  IN  SOUTHERN  TEXAS 

Hart  T.  Longino  wrote  in  part  as  follows  from  Corpus  Christi,  Texas, 
in  a  letter  of  April  28:- 

11  It  seems  that  at  least  7Q-1  of  the  Bermuda  onions  in  this  territory 
have  "been  contracted  and  will  start  moving  with  considerahle  volume  next 
week.    We  are  doing  lots  of  missionary  work  among  ■  shippers  and  growers;  in 
fact,  I  have  arranged  for  a  grade  demonstration  at  Taft  on  Saturday.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  provided  a  "building  and  I  expect  to  have  four 
periods  of  demonstrations,  in  order  to  clearly  explain  and  demonstrate  the 
grades.    J.  E.  McDonald,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  will  he  present  and 
address  a  mass  meeting  Saturday  night. 

"You  may  he  interested  in  knowing  that  I  visited  the  Chapman  Ranch 
this  morning,  with  a  shipper's  representative.     The  manager  of  this  project 
informed  me  that  they  have  U00  acres  of  Bermuda  onions  and  that  the  rows  in 
the  field  where  we  were  standing  were  exactly  one  mile  long.     They  had  pul- 
led one-half  of  the  onions  and  had  them  lying  on  the  rows.     The  shipper's 
representative  was  making  a  suggestion  as  to  the  proper  method  of  clipping 
and  handling  the  onions, which  was  the  purpose  of  the  visit  out  there.  I 
rather  questioned  the  length  of  those  rows,  hut  will  admit  that  I  could  not 
tell  where  they  ended."

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3c.     A  GOOD  SEASON  FOR  ARIZONA  SPRING  LETTUCE 

2.  L.  Ruch,   inspector  in  charge  of  the  shipping-point  work  in  Arizona, 
wrote  in  part  as  follows  from  Phoenix,  in  a  letter  of  April  26:- 

"  The  following  is  information  on  our  spring  lettuce  deal  here:  To 
date  we  have  inspected  2,137  cars  from  the  Phoenix  office.    Practically  all 
of  these  were  lettuce,  with  a  few  cars  of  carrots  and  peas.     This  is  5OO 
cars  more  than  we  have  ever  inspected  on'  any  previous  deal. 

"The  quality  has  been  the  best  that  I  have  ever  seen  at  any  place. 
Of  the  total  cars  inspected  for  Yuma  and  Phoenix  districts  (March  1  to 
April  20),  937  graded  U.S.  No.  1,  931  graded  85$,  331  80$,  35U  less  than  80$, 
a  good  many  of  these  being  no-grade  cars. 

"Our  peak  day  was  ihk  inspections'  and  our  peak  10-day  inspections 
were  9^5  cars.     Twenty  inspectors  were  used  during  the  peak.    Practically  all 
of  these  men  were  transferred  from  Imperial  Valley,  and  all  had  had  experi- 
ence in  many  other  commodities  besides  lettuce.    Our  per-man-day  average  for 
the  deal  to  date  is  between  five  and  six  cars. 

"Throughout  the  deal,  the  f.o.b.  market  ranged  $1.25-&2.25,  which  I 
believe  has  been  a  little  out  of  proportion  with  the  eastern  sales. 

"The  past  two  spring  seasons  here,  shipments  have  practically  fin- 
ished by  April  10.    Weather  charts  show  that  we  have  had  around  100  degrees 
heat  in  excess  of  average  this  spring,  and  no  one  could  understand  why  the 
lettuce  continued  to  be  of  good  quality  after  the  10th.    We  had  a  heavy 
rain  during  planting  season,  which  divided  the  maturing  time,  and  I  believe 
that  is  why  shipments  have  held  on.    At  this  time,  there  is  still  some  fair- 
quality  lettuce  here,  and  a  few  shippers  may  start  up  again  if  they  can  sell 
here . 

"At  the  present  time,  we  are  inspecting  carrots.     There  should  be 
about  30  or  hO  cars  over  a  period  of  two  or  three  weeks,  which  will  run  us 
very  close  to  cantaloupe  season.     I  cannot  tell  at  this  time  how  much  canta- 
loupe inspection  I  shall  have,  but  am  sure  that  I  shall  be  able  to  pick  up 
enough  to  meet  expenses." 

k c .     ARKANSAS  BEPPY  INSPECTIONS  BECOMING-  KE.^Y 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  a  letter  of  April  30  from 
R.  B.  Landrum,  at  Van  Buren,  Ark. :- 

"Due  to  extremely  cool  weather  until  today,  the  berry  deal  here  has 
moved  slowly,  inspections  averaging  from  3  to  5  cars  daily.     It  rained  yes- 
terday and  is  warm  today,  which  will  cause  fast  ripening.     All  sections  are 
beginning  about  one  week  earlier  than  anticipated,  and  three  men  are  being 
stationed  Monday  at  points  in  the  Springdale  district. 

"We  are  inspecting  about  25  cars  of  spinach  this  week  in  Arkansas 
and  Oklahoma,  and  there  will  be  a  few  cars  next  week.    The  quality  has  been 
good,  but  a  few  days  of  warm  weather  will  finish  the  spinach  work." 


5c.     INSPECTION  NOTES  FROM  TENNESSEE 

T.  W.  Ayres  wrote  as  follows  from  Humboldt,  Tenn. ,  on  April  ~}0:~ 
"I  arrived  here  about  midnight  on  April  28,-  and  strawberry  inspec- 
tions were  started  yesterday  morning,   the  29th,  when  lU  experienced  men  were 
assigned  to  the  principal  loading  points.     The  pick  yesterday  amounted  to 
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about  five  or  six  cars  at  all  points,  and  these  were  largely  concentrated 
into  cars  at  Rumboldt  or  shipped  "by  express.     The  inspection  work  was  con- 
fined largely  to  educational  or  missionary  work,   in  an  attempt  to  get  the 
growers  lined  up  on  color,  grade  defects,  and  soft  or  water Soaked  berries, 
in  order  that  the  packs  will  gra.de  U.S.  No.  1,  if  possible. 

"3erries  of  the  first  pickings  are  running  mostly  medium  to  large, 
but  the  tendency  in  color  has  been  for  the  stock  to  hang  close  to  the  bor- 
der line  of  the  required  two-thirds  of  surface,  and  a  number  of  lots  have 
shown  5$  to  10;v  under  color  requirements.     Grade  defects  have  also  been 
beyond  the  tolerance  in  many  lots,  due  largely  to  the  premature  softs, 
buttons,  water soaked,  and  decays  that  have  to  be  cleaned  up  in  the  first 
pickings . 

"We  had  a  heavy  rain  yesterday'  afternoon  and  last  night  but  it  is 
clear  today  and,  if  the  weather  continues  favorable,  I  believe  the  defec- 
tive stock  will  clean  up  Monday  and  Tuesday  of  next  week  and  we  should 
have  shipments^  good  quality.     The  variety  grown  here  is  almost  entirely 
the  Klondike. 

"Practically  all  shippers  in  west  Tennessee  have  signed  for  inspec- 
tion, and  we  may  inspect  close  to  ^00  carloads.     The  inspections  in  eastern 
Tennessee  will  begin  a  week  to  10  days  later  than  here.     There  is  quite  an 
increase  in  acreage  there,  and  we  expect  over  100  cars,  where  71  was  the 
total  last  year. 

"I  held  a  short  class  before  about  25  applicants  yesterday,  giving 
a  review  of  the  handbook,  circular  and  grades  on  strawberries.    Most  of 
these  men  had  previous  experience.    Will  assign  about  eight  more  men  on 
Monday,  and  then  the  deal  should  be  pretty  well  organized." 

6c.     WASHINGTON  (STATS)  INSPECTIONS  DURING  MARCH 

The  following  shipping-point  inspections  were  made  in  the  State  of 
Washington  during  March,  according  to  a  report  by  F.  E.  Bailey  in  his 
Inspection  Letter,  dated  April  26:-

7c.     A  GOOD  REPORT  ON  THE  WORK  IN  UTAH 

Leonard  S.  Fenn,  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office,  has  issued  a  35-paged 
mimeographed  report  entitled:     "Market  News  Service  and  Shipping-Point 
Inspection  Service  on  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in  Utah,  Summary  of  1931  Season." 
This  is  a  valuable  report,   including  many  statistical  tables. 

In  the  preface,  Mr.  Fenn  says:     "In  1923  about  k2%  of  the  total  car lot 
shipments  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  Utah  were  inspected,  while  in  1931  about 
Jhfi  were  certified.     All  the  tomatoes  received  by  canning  factories  were 
graded  by  Federal-State  inspectors  in  1931.     These  amounted  to  52,107  tons,  or 
approximately  ho, 000  loads.    About  UO  inspectors  and  6  key  men  were  employed 
on  this  work  during  the  tomato  season."  (continued  over) 
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Instead  of  publishing  the  usual  mimeographed  summaries  of  the  1931 
shipping  season  for  onions  and  peaches  in  Utah,  Mr.  Fenn  has  included  the 
most  important  information  on  those  crops  in  this  special  report,  along 
with  data  relating  to  other  Utah  crops.

Some  information  is  given  also  regarding  unloads  and  production  of  various 
crops • 

Inspections  in  the  State  of  Nevada  totaled  U9  cars  of  two  products. 
This  work  was  done  through  a  cooperative  agreement  with  Nevada  and  was  super- 
vised by  Mr.  Fenn,  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office. 

A  comolete  detailed  report  is  given  of  the  inspections  of  cannery 
tomatoes  in  Utah  last  season.

Boxed  apples  under  refrigeration  were 
Sfo  less  plentiful  than  a  year  ago  but  25$  above  average*    About  three-fourths 
of  the  boxed  apples  were  still  in  Pacific  Coast  storages.     Supplies  of  apples 
in  bushel  baskets  were  heavy,  being  123$  greater  than'  those  of  May  1,  193^»  Q^1^- 
112$  more  than  the  five-year  average  figure.

R.  E.  Keller  Wrote -as  follows from  Grand  Rapids  in  a  letter  of  May  6:- 

"Soft  fruits  are  now  in  bloom  in  Michigan,  and  some  losses  from  frost 
have  already  occurred.     The  cherries  were  hard  hit  by  a  frost  two  nights  ago. 
Damage  was  largely  confined  to  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  around 
Traverse  City.    Michigan  State  College  authorities  announce  that  the  cherry 
"bloom  has  "been  cut  at  least  ^Ofi  "by  the  frost.    Apples  and  other  fruits  in 
this  section  were  not  injured,  as  they  were  less  advanced  than  the  cherries. 
No  losses  were  reported '  in  "the  southern  part  of  the  State,  where  temperatures 
did  not  drop  so  low.  - 

"All  last  week  there  was  a  very  healthy  demand  for  potatoes ,  "but  this 
week  both  demand  and  trading  have  dropped  -off.    Prices'  have  'declined  slightly 
"but,  for  the  most  part,  shippers  are  strongly  resisting  market  declines. 
They  have  curtailed  loadings  and  are  offering  fewer -potatoes ,  feeling  that 
the  situation  will  brighten  as  soon  as  part  of  the  present  track  accumulation 
cleans  up.    Most  of  the  present  sales  for  U.S.  No.  1  ihisset  Rurals,  sacked 
per  cwt.,  Cadillac  rate  are  from  68^  to  72i,  which  is  only  about  a  nickel 
under  last  week's  prices.     The  wagonlo ad-cash- to -growers  price  at  country 
loading  points  now  ranges  37^^-^2{?,  with  most  of  the  business  "being  trans- 
acted at  h0i-h2<p.     The  price  to  farmers  has  followed  the  jobbing  market  more 
quickly  this  season  than  usual-     Independent  truckers,  scouring  the  country 
fcr  potatoes,  have  made  the  "buying  very  competitive-. 

"Michigan  probably  has  three  more  weeks  of  active  potato  shipments, 
with  volume  dropping  off  sharply  after  that  time.     Last  year,  shipments  from 
early  May  to  the  end  of  the  season  amounted  to  U07  cars.    Except  for  the 
month  of  April,  movement  has  been  about  double  that  of  a  year  ago.    From  this 
it  would  seem "that  Michigan  has  about  S00  cars  yet  to 'move.     Shippers  like- 
wise 'figure  about  S00  cars,  but  they  expect  that  open  weather  will  favor 
truckers  and  that  rail  shipments  will  run  a  little  short  of  this  figure."

3ryce  Morris  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  May  6 
from'  the  Denver  office :~ 

;  "Peach.es  on  the  Western  Slope  have  escaped  injury  to  the  present  time  , 
although  another  cold  spell  is  at  present  covering  that  district.    A  minimum 
temperature  of  Uo  degrees  was  reported  in  Grand  Junction  this  morning.  Cold 
weather  during  the  latter  part  of  April  did  considerable  damage  to  Colorado 
cherries.    Practically  all  the  late  cherries  were  lost  in  the  Canon  City  dis- 
trict, where  temperatures  dropped  to  2h  degrees  and  25  degrees.  The 
Montmerancy  crop  Will  be  approximately  S^fi  °*  normal,  according  to  local  esti- 
mates'.   Reports  from  the  Loveland  area  indicate  30 ;&  to  35^  loss  in  that  dis- 
trict, with  individual  losses  running  up  to  50$.    Practically  all  the  apricots 
were  destroyed  by  freeze.    Apples  were  not  materially  damaged."

J.  D.  Hamilton  included  the  following  items  in  a  Northwestern  Review,

"ITorthwe  stern  1532  fruit  production  is  largely  problematical.  But 
first  reports  from  shippers  ana  other  trade  authorities  indicate  heavy  pro- 
duction in  most  fruit  districts „     Cherry  "bloom  and  set  in  all  Oregon  dis- 
tricts is  reported  the  heaviest  in  yestrs,  with  weather  dry  enough  at  blossom 
time  to  permit  good  pollination.     Similar  reports  are  received  from  apple  and 
pear  districts  of  Oregon  and  Washington.    Hood  River  growers  report  indica- 
tions of  a  very  heavy  strawberry  crop  in  that  district.    Western  Oregon  prunes 
are  believed  to  "bo  in  Satisfactory  condition,  although  the  set  will  "be  more 
accurately  determined  in  another  week  or  two.     Some  few  localities,  as  the 
northern  portion  of  Douglas  County,  report  a  very  light'. set  of  prunes.  Rogue 
River  shipments  may  be  hea.^. around  3»2G0  cars  of  pears  and  &5P  cars  of  ITewtowns. 
This  information  is  corroborated  by  a  recent  preliminarj7"  survey  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Crop  and  Livestock  2stimates,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Wenatchee,  Yakima,  and  Walla  Walla  districts  all  show  excellent  prospects  for 
1932  production,  although  no  definite  data  are  yet  available,"

The  following  report  came  from  V?.  D=  C-ooge,  of  the  Brownsville  office, 
in  a  letter  dated  May 

"The  past  week  with  Texas  vegetables  has  been  featured  by  a  general 
slump  of  prices  in  all  lines  except  cabbage  and  potatoes.     The  latter  com-, 
modi ty  was  slightly  weaker  as  the  week  closed,  but  the  cabbage  deal  in  this 
State  is  drawing  to  a  close  with  prices  steady  to  firm.     Carlo t  shipments  of 
snap  beans  and  tomatoes  from  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  were  begun,  and 
several  cars  of  beans  were  shipped  from  Taft  in  the  Coastal  Bend  section. 
Carrots  and  beets  continue  to  move  in  fair  volume,  but  prices  are  irregular 
as  a  result  of  the  wide  range  in  quality.    A  rather  unusual  crop  of  cucumbers 
is  reported  to  be  ready  for  shipment  from  the  vicinity  of  Raymondville ,  the 
first  cars  being  expected  out  Tuesday.    Barring  unfavorable,  weather  and  insect 
pests,  it  is  estimated  that  the  crop  will  reach  approximately  200  cars. 

•  ".She  movement  of  snap  beans  started  off  with  growers  being  paid  around 
$2  per  hamper,  cut  at  the  end  of  the  week  most  shippers  were  talcing  them  only 
on  consignment,  with  a  few  sales  reported  at  75$*-$l«    Eos  auality  has  gre-tly 
improved,  the  latest  shipments  grading  mostly  U.S.  ITo.  1.    .A  new  venture  for 
the  Valley  is  a  considerable  acreage  of  Bountifuls,  which  are  showing  fine  con- 
dition, but  shippers  report  that  is  almost  impossible  to  sell  them  in  markets 
accustomed  to  using  the  Texa.s  stringless  varieties.     The  threatened  movement 
of  beans  from  practically  all  the  C-ulf  States  during  the  coming  week  is  said 
to  be  responsible  for  the  demoralized  condition  of  the  f.o.b.  market. 

" Tomatoes  are  coming  in  from  fields  which  recovered  from  the  March 
frost,  .most  receipts  to  date  being  rough  and  immature.    Prices  to  growers 
have  ranged  from  h$  to        a  pound  for  best  loads,  but  as  the  week  closed  kit 
was  about  the  top.     Due  to  the  scarcity  of  tomatoes  and  the  multiplicity  of 
loaders,  it  has  been  almost  impossible  to  get  out  straight  cars.  After 
spending  two  or  three  days  trying  to  get  a  car  completed,  some  have  given  up 
and  sold 'what  they  had  accumulated  to  truck  operators.     It  is  reported  that 
no  large  movement  can  be  expected  until  the  week  beginning  May  l6,  and  that 
the  Yoakum  deal  will  probably  be  ready  only  a  few  days  later."

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5b.    RECBFT  ggffg  ON  FLORIDA  POTATOES 

A  letter. of  May  2  from  W.  D.  Hull,  at  Eastings,  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  Florida  potato  shipments  for  the  closing  week  of  April  had  increased 
considerably  to  195>  ^ut  were  still  very  light  compared  with  the  1,115  cars 
moved  during  the  same  period  in  1931  and  .700  cars  in  1^30.     Trie  f.o.b.  price 
of  U.S.  Ho.  1  Spaulding  Hose  potatoes  advanced  to  a  level  of  "$7.50  per  barrel 
that  week  and  was  maintained  steadily.    On  Saturday  evening,  April  30»  there 
was  a  shower,  vhieh  was  of  much  "benefit  to  the  crops  in  the  Eastings  district. 
It  was  expected  that  the  size  of  many  smaller  tubers  still  unharvested  would 
be  greatly  increased  as  a  result  of  the  rain. 

Another  letter,  dated  May  9>  brought  the  following  additional  infor- 
mation from  Mr.  Hull;- 

"Demand  for  Florida  potatoes  was  rather  slow  during  most  of  the  past 
week.    While  shipments  again  decreased,  terminal  markets  in  the  Uorth  were 
reacting  to  the  heavier  movement  of  the  last  week  in  April,    Probably  one- 
third  to  one-half  of  the  shipments  of  that  week  were  forwarded  from  Jackson- 
ville by  boat  and,  consequently,  did  not  reach  the  northern  cities  until 
around  May  ]4  or  5«     In  this  way,  the  depressing  effect  that  expected  heavier 
receipts  have  on  the  distributing  centers  was  spread  over  a  longer  period 
and  caused  conditions  to  be  rather  draggy  on  the  f .o.b.  market. 

"In  spite  of  the  fact  that "there  was  a  50^-75$  recession  in  prices  on 
the  city  markets,  the  shipping-point  price  remained  at  $7*50  Per  barrel  of 
No.  l»s  and  $3.25  for  2To.  2's,  while  10.0-pound  sacks  brought  $^.25  and  $1.50, 
respectively.    At  the  close  of  the  week  there  was  abetter  demand  for  sacks, 
especially  the  ITo.  2  grade. 

"Distribution  was  somewhat  improved,  more  caxs  being  placed  in  the 
smaller  markets  of  the  East.     The  Liiddle-.Uest '   was  practically  unsupplied  with 
Florida  s.tock.     Shipments  for  the  week  ending  May  7  amounted  to  about  120  cars 
which  is  more  than  most  of  the  operators  had  estimated.      During  the  corre  - 
sponding' week  in  1931,'  about  1,200  cars  were  forwarded  from  Florida." 

6b.    BRIEF  .F0TES  PIT  WSSTERF  gjjjjS  YOgg  AFP  LPS  "AlTD  POTATOES 

A.  L.  Thomas  sent  the  following  report  from  Rochester  on  May  10:- 
" We stern.  Few  York  apple  prices  advanced  slightly  last  week,  as  ship- 
ments decreased.     The  condition  of  the  remaining  fruit  is  variable,  but  scald 
prevails  to  some  extent  in  nearly  all  shipments.     Local  dealers  estimate  t^iat 
between  300  and  500  cars  remain  to  be  shipped.      Truckers  are  still  active. 

"A  very  light  demand  prevailed  for  potatoes ,  and  prices  showed  a  down- 
ward trend.    At.  the  beginning  of  last  week,  there  were  approximately  U0  to -50* 
cars  on  track  awaiting  orders,  and  many  dealers  had  to  sell  these  cars  oh  a 
falling  market  because  of  the  condition  of  the  potatoes.    Another  two  weeks 
will  practically  clean  up  the  remaining  stocks  in  western  Few  York.  Prices 
to  growers  dropped  5^»  and  dealers  are  now  offering  30^-55^  Per  bushel."

Promptly  upon  receipt  of  this  Division  Letter,  it  is  requested  that  eac 
market-news  field  man  and  market  station  man  advise  the  Washington  office  of  t 
time,-  giving  first,  second,  and  third  preference,-  he  wishes  to  take  his 
annual  leave  this  year,  provided  it  can  he  given.     Considerable  uncertainty 
exists  as  to  annual  leave  status  this  year.    All  employees  doubtless  have  Deer- 
keeping  informed  on  the  measures  considered  by  Congress  in  its  economy  program 
Various  proposals  have  been  suggested  on  annual  leave  and  salary  reductions, 
iTobody  knows  what  the  final  action  will  be.     The  Departmental  policy  at  presen 
is  to  allow  011I3*  accrued  leave  during  the  balance  of  the  present  fiscal  year, 
ending  June  }Q,  1S3^.     It  is  important,  therefore,  that  each  man  furnish 
promptly  the  information  requested  above,  as  it  may  be  possible  to  arrange  for 
accrued  annua,!  leave  in  most  cases.     Temporary  relief  appointments  for  annual 
leave  purposes  are  not  being  approved. 

9b.     LOUISIANA  STFJlIEBBBRY  SITUATION  V3HY  DISCOURAGING- 

H.  L.  Sutton  wrote  as  follows  from  Eammond  in  a  letter  of  May  10, 
probably  his  last  letter  from  that  field  station 

"IPhe  Louisiana  strawberry  deal  is  in  a  very  unsettled  condition.  It 
is  difficult  to  gauge  how  long  shipments  will  continue  in  a  moderate  way.  Due 
to  extremely  unfavorable  market  conditions  and  considerable  poor— condition 
fruit  arriving  in  the  markets,  shipping  organizations  generally  are  disrupted. 
At  the  beginning  of  this  week,  several  associations  declared  their  intention 
to  stop  shipping.     This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  growers  comprising 
those  associations  have  stopped  picking,  for,  having  been  released  from  their 
connections  with  the  local  associations,  they  have  in  some  cases  sold  their 
offerings  to  local  shippers  on  a  cash  basis. 

"During  most  of  yesterday  it  wa,s  almost  impossible  to  arrive  at  any 
accurate  estimate  as  to  the  day's  loadings.     The  auction  companies  had  de- 
clared their  intention  of  selling  at  private  sale,  several  associations  had 
quit,  and  it  was  a  surprise  to  everyone  to  know  that  22  cars  were  moving  from 
the  territory,     Hie  auction  companies  loaded  51  cars,  with  the  balance  being 
made  up  by  private  shippers  and  locals  to  Chicago.     The  most  desirable  cars 
from  Monday's  loadings  sold  at  private  sale  mostly  around  $1  per  2U-pint 
crate.     Some  cars  were  consigned,  especially  from  the  branch  lines. 

"The  output  this  season  to  date  has  amounted  to  2,320  cars,  or  approx- 
imately 1,000  cars  behind  the  corresponding  movement  of  last  season.  Compe- 
tition from  other  sections  and  adverse  market  conditions  probably  will  result 
in  Louisiana  totaling  only  about  ^t000  cars  this  season.     Last  year  H,720 
cars  were  shipped. 

"Many  of  the  buyers  have  already  left  this  section  and,  since  it  is 
probable  that  the  auctions  will  not  be  held  from  now  on,  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  the  offerings  will  have  to  be  sold  mostly  over  the  wire  or  be  consigned. 
It  is  likely  that  some  growers  will  stop  picking  when  returns  on  many  of  the 
consigned  cajrs  a,re  received.     At  some  points  yesterday,  loca.1  shippers  were 
paying  70^  per  crate  on  a  wagonloads-cash-tp-growers  basis."

The  following  report  came."  fr-Oln  .  jk.  ' M* •  Mciowelly.  at  Corpus  Christi, 
Texas,   in  a  letter  of  May  S'.-?.  \ 

"Shipments  of  Texas  onions- probably-  reached  their  peak  the  past  week 
with  a  total  movement  of  slightly  over  1,300  cars,  including  three  consecutive 
days  of  over  200  cars.     Las.t  year  the.  200  mark,  was  exceeded  only  on  the  peak 
day  of  the  season,  when  2l6  cars  were  shipped. 

"The  Winter  Garden  and  Eagle  Pass  districts  both  had  their  heaviest 
shipments  on  Hay  3>  with  92  cars  from  the  former  and  50  from  the  latter.  With 
only  a  slightlTr  lighter  movement  .from  these  districts  on  the  following  day  and 
a  heavy  increase  from  the  Coastal  Bond  district,  a  total  of  257  cars  was  orig- 
inated.   There  apparently  was  a  concerted  rush  on  the  part  of  the  Winter .Gar- 
den and  Eagle  Pass  shippers  to  get  as  much  of  their  crop  a-s  possible  .rolling 
before  the  heavy  movement  from  the  Coastal  district  began. 

"An  interesting  feature  is  the  possibility7-'  of  the.  development  of  Corpus 
Christi  into  an  onion  port.    A  cargo  of  about  20  cars  is  being  loaded  for 
tomorrow* s  shipment,  another  sailing  is  booked  for  next  Tuesday,  and  there 
probably  will  be  one  the  following  week.    Most  of  the  onions  being  loaded,  are 
brought  directly  to  the  pier  by  truck.     The  all-water  rate  to  Hew  York  is  said 
to  be  much  lower  than  the  rail-water  rate  via  Galveston  and,  with  the  heavy 
volume  of  onions  grown  within  easy  trucking  distance  of  Corpus  Christi,  there 
appears  to  be  no  reason  why  this  port  should  not  become  important  in  the  mat- 
ter of  onion  movement,  at  least  during  the  Coastal  season." 

1  lb .     1T0RTH  CAROLINA  BERRY  PROSPECTS 

J.  C.  Keller  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  May  11 
from  Chadbourn,  IT.  C.     This  is  one  of  Mr.  Keller's  first  letters  from  a  field 
station:- 

"Showers  of  varying  volume  fell  over  ITorth  Carolina  cn  Tuesday  after- 
noon and  night  (May  10).     The  Tabor %  Wallace,  Chadbourn,  and  Burgaw  districts 
reported  showers  which  were  Very  beneficial,  while  the  Rose  Kill  district  re- 
ported a  heavy  rain  which  probahly  will  cause  strawberries  from  that  section 
to  be  sandy  and  soft  for  the, next  few  dp.ys. 

"Rains  in  excess  of  normal  fell  in  most,  sections  of  i'orth  Carolina,  dur- 
ing the  past  two  weeks,  and  caused  many  growers  to  believe  that -the  total  'Crop 
would  nearly  eaual  that  ,  of  last  year.    Eowe.ver,  on  account  of  the  unusually 
dry  winter,   the  subsoil  is -dry  and  the  recent  rains,  which  under  normal  con- 
di tions^would  have  developed  a  large  crop,  are  having  little  effect.  Many 
growers  report  yields  off  as  much  as  75$»  while  others  believe  that  the  crown 
crop  of  berries  will  bring  the  yield  up  to  nearlj7-  normal.     It  is  now  generally 
believed  that  the  total  shipments  '.Till  fall  far  short  of  last  season's  record. 

"The  weather  has  been  cool  the  pr^st  two  days  and  the  fruit  is  not  color- 
ing very  fast.    Haulings  have  been  rather  light. 

"Many  growers  and  buyers  expected  next  Monday  (May  Id)  to  be  the  big- 
gest day  of  the  ITorth  Carolina  strawberry  movement.    >7owevcr,   it  is  nor;  the 
general  opinion  that  .shipments  will  string  along  fair Ii?  heavy  all  of  next 
week,  with  no  particular  day  a.  peak  day."

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12b .     A  MODIFIED  CULTURAL  PROCESS  EOR  ODIOUS  AT  LA  PRYOR,-  TEXAS 

R.  G-.  Risscr  sent  the  following  interesting  report  from  Crystal  City, 
Texas,  on  May  g,  just  "before  closing  that  field  station 

"A  heavy  movement  and  a  wide . distribution  of  Texas  onions  developed 
the  first  week  of  May,  following  liberal  rains  during  the  last  week  in  April 
which  dispelled  all  doubts  as  to  the  plantings  in  non-irrigated  sections 
making  a  crop.     The  highest  daily  shipments  for  the  season  to  date  occurred 
on  May  k,  with  257  cars  coming  principally  from  the  Coastal  Bend,  Winter 
Garden,  and  Eagle  Pass  sections.     Original  hillings  and  diversions  for  the 
past  week  include  about  lUO  carlot  markets  and  diversion  points.    Prices  at 
shipping  points  declined  90^~$1  VeT  ^O-vovaid.  sack  between  April  30  a*1^  May  7« 

"Harvesting  conditions  have  been  generally  favorable.    A  large  por- 
tion of  the  movement  is  now  coming  from  non-irrigated  sections,  although 
some  very  good  quality  onions  are  reported  now  loading  at  Eagle  Pass  and  at 
La  Pryor  and  other  Winter  Garden  points.     The  movement  from  La  Pryor,  which 
is  just  starting,  consists  largely  of  onions  which  have  developed  according 
to  a  modified  cultural  process.    After  the  bulbs  had  begun  to  form, the 
onions  were  covered  with  soil.     The  fine  quality  is  attributed  primarily  to 
this  hilling  process,  which  has  made  them  white  right  up  to  the  neck  and  more 
globe-shaped  than  normally." 

1 3b .     LAKE  OKEECHOBEE  BEAHS  COME  PIT  WITH  A  RUSH 

J.  B.  Owens  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  May  10 
from  Belle  Glade,  Fla. :- 

"After  suffering  a  two  weeks'  delay  from  dry  weather  and  other  inci- 
dental hinder anceS,  the  Lake  Okeechobee  bean  movement  opened  with  a  rush  dur- 
ing the  first  week  of  May.  .  Shipments  from  the  State  last  week  totaled  3^5 
cars,   compared  with  75  cars  for  the  preceding  week.    However,  this  section 
is  now  furnishing  only  ah  out  GOjv  of  this  movement,  as  other  sections  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  State  have  begun  shipping.    Movement  from  this  section  is 
now  at  its  peak  and  will  begin  to  decrease  during  the  latter  part  of  the  week. 

"The  general  quality  of  the  first  pickings  has  been  exceptionally  good 
and  is  a  decided  improvement  over  the  quality  offered  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season. 

"E.o.b.  prices  declined  daily  since  the  beginning  of  the  season.  The 
f.o.b.  cash  market  on  Monday,  May  9»  WaS  75<^~$1*05  Per  bushel  hamper  of  best 
Bountifuls,  and  possibly  three-fourths  of  the  shipments  for  this  day  were  un- 
sold.    The  growers  are  begging  for  enough  advance  money  to  take  care  of  the 
harvesting  costs,  but  even  this  is  extremely  hard  to  get.    Many  other  sec- 
tions are  now  commencing  to  ship  heavily  and  others,  nearer  the  markets,  will 
soon  start.    Under  normal  conditions  this  section  would  have  continued  ship- 
ping until  ah  out  May  21,  but  it  now  looks  as  if  shipments  will  take  a  de- 
cided drop  after  this  week,  with  only  the  best  quality  being  picked.  Much 
acreage  will  never  be  harvested. 

"Tomato  shipments  for  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section  reached  60  cars 
during  the  week  of  May  1-7.     This,  no  doubt,  will  be  the  peak  movement  of  the 
season.     The  major  movement  will  be  over  by  May  21,  but  shipments  will  con- 
tinue as  late  as  June  1. 

"Quality  of  the  tomato  crop  is  mostly  fair  to  ordinary,  and  stock  is 
meeting  with  a  slow  demand  in  spite  of  the  a.ctive  demand  experienced  by  other 
sections  at  this  time.     Cash-track  prices  on  lugs  during  the  past  week  have 
ranged  $l»50-$2  for  6x6s,  with  6x7sbeing  discounted  50^."

A.  3. Prugh'.  wrote  as  folIoT's  from  Brawley,  O&lif.,  in  a  letter  of 

May  9:- 

u The  .1932  Imperial  Valley  cantaloupe  season  has  "been  slow  in  getting 
under  way.    through  May  8,  only  20  cars  have  moved,  compared  with  210  to  the 
same  date  last  year.     On  May  S>  last  season  72  cars  were  shipped,  and  only  6 
on  the  same  date  this  season.    High  winds  and  cool  weather  the  latter  part 
of  April  caused  the  delay  in  maturity.-    The  weather  has  brought  about  a  con- 
dition where  the  melons  have  a  green  appearance  and  yet  test  a.  rather  high 
sugar-content .     The  high  winds  caused  some  loss  of  bloom  in  the  second  set 
pnd  also  some  "blight  damage.    Vines  do  not  have  the  heavy  growth  which  was 
noticeable  last  sea.son,  and  lighter  yields  are  expected.     The  wea/ther  is 
warmer  today  (May  9)  vrith  a  maximum  of  93  degrees,  and  the  nights,  which  have 
been  cool,  are  also  turning  warme r . 

"Shippers  do  not  expect  much  loading  to  extend  from  the  'brushed 
acreage  to  the  regular  cap-covered  acreage  until  May  1-3,  and  some  do  not 
expect,  shipments,  to  rep.ch  100  ca,rs  a  day  until  around  the  20th.  Opening 
prices  in  Hew  York  of  $12  on  standard  U5's  this  season  compare  with  £l4-$la 
last  season,  and  shippers,  already  pessimistic  about  the  deal,  have  started 
the  formation  of  a  clearing  house.     The  first  cash  f.o.b.  srles  of  freight 
ca„rs  were  reported  on  Sunday,  May  8,  at  $U  on  standard  U5!s.     This  price 
dropped  to  $3*50  tiie  9th.     The  tendency  is  not  to  ship  many  express  cars, 
on  account  of  the  additional  cost  and  unsettled  conditions  in  the  East; 

"Covered  acreage  of  cantaloupes,  exclusive  of  Honey  Dews  and  Honey 
Balls,  this  season  is  about  ^f000  acres  less  than  last  season,  with  un- 
covered acreage  practically  the  same.    Cantaloupes,  Honey  Dews  and  Honey 
Balls  this  season"  are  3'^  >  9^-3 »  8>7^2  and  5>995  ^-cres  respectively,  compared 
with  35 » ,  2, .680,  and  6,964  last  season.     Casaba  acreage  brings  the  total 
this  season  to  45,750,  as  against  51,6UO  last  season." 

15b.     CROP  "0H5S  C"  ?L0P.lDA^ATZ-?:,3IDt.TS  AID  TZSHIABI^S 

The  following  report  came  from  P.  M.  Peterson,  at  Bra.denton,  in  a 
letter  of  Hay  10:- 

"The  movement  of  Manatee  tomatoes  is  decreasing*  with  only  106  cars 
-out  last  week.    Output  this  week  is  estimated  at  50  to  75  cars,  but  only 
around  35  cars  are  expected  next  week.     The  tomatoes  are  smaller,  with 
only  a  small  percentage  packing  6x6  and  larger.     The  shipping-point  market 
showed  considerable  strength  the  latter  part  of  the  week,-  lug  boxes  of 
UvS.  Ho.  1  stock  were  bringing  $2.50-$2.75  for  6x6  and  larger,  but,  with  the 
greater  number  of  Mexican  ca.rs  reaching  eastern  markets  and  the  accumulation 
of  track  holdings  over  the  week-end,  the  demand  is  now  slow. 

"The  1 Manatee-Sarasota  celery  movement  will  be  very  light  after  the 
middle  of  this  week,  and  the  largest  packing  house  plans  on-  closing  Thursday. 
About  246  cars  were  shipped  last  week,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  the  movement 
this  week  will  exceed  100  cars.     The  demand  has  continued  slow  on  large  sizes 
but  has  shown  considerable  improvement  for  medium  and  small  sizes,  with 
better  prices  on  individually-washed  stock. 

"Manatee  County  shipped  13  cars  of  peppers  and  S  cars  of  eggplant 
last-  week.    The  movement  may  be  somewhat  lighter  this  week  but-  is  expected 
to  be  heavier  again  next  week.     The  pepper  demand  has  been  light,  with  Fancy 
stock  selling  or.  an  f.o.b.  basis  for  $2. 50-$2. 75  Per  l-|-bushel  crate,  Most 
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of  the  eggplant  was  consigned,  as  there  lias  been  practically  no  demand  at 
shipping  point  and  the  asking  price  has  "been  <j>l  or  less  for  !■§— "bushel  crates. 

"Florida  is  now  shipping  a  few  cars  of  watermelons,  most  of  which  are 
"being  loaded  in  the  Port  Keade  section.    One  car  was  shipped  from  Manatee 
County,  and  several  cars  were  reported  being  loaded  in  r.illsborough  County 
near  Ta^Pa.    A  car  of  Dixie  Belles  was  loaded  in  the  Leesourg  district  yes- 
terday,  out  it  is  not  expected  that  any  more  cars  will  he  loaded  until  the 
latter  part  of  this  week,  after  which  shipments  will  increase  gradually. 
The  shipping  season  for  the  Leesourg  district  will  he  unusually  long  this 
year,     with  rather  light  loadings  from  the  early  fields,  which  escaped  frost 
damage,  until  around  June  10,  when  the  replanted  fields  are  expected  to  he 
r e ady  for  harve  s  t ing . "

3.  E.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Crystal  Springs,  Miss.,  in  a  letter 
of  May  9:~ 

"Mississippi  increased  ca Phage  shipments  last  week  to  130  cars,  bring- 
ing the  total  to  date  to  ISO  cars.     Peak  movement  for  the  season  is  expected 
about  the  end  ofkthis  week,  with  probably  not.  more  than  HQ  to  ^0  cars  daily. 
The  yield  is  light  and  there  will,  no  doubt,  be  a  total  of  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  1,150  cars  shipped  last  year.     Quality  has  been  very  fine,  with 
practically  all  cars  grading  U.S.  No.  1,  although  sizes  are  averaging  s:ris,ll 
to  medium.    Demand  at  shipping  point  has  been  sufficient  to  take  care  of  all 
cars  loaded,  and  most  cars  have  been  sold  for  cash. 

"There  has  been  a  decided  shift  to  newer  types  of  cabbage  containers 
for  Mississippi '  s  crop  this  year.     Lettuce  crates  and'- pony  crates  are  becom- 
ing very  popular  with  the  trade,  and  probably  two-thirds  of  the  crop  will  be 
loaded  in  these  two  types  of  containers.     The  standard  100-pound  cra.te  is 
still  used  to  some  extent,  and  small  "quantities  of  cabbage  have  been  loaded 
in  lj-bushel  hampers,  50-pound  sacks,  and  in  bulk. 

"The  pony  crates,  weighing  approximately  cO  pounds  net,  are  loaded  hQO 
to  the  car.    Lettuce  crates  vary  from  80  to  50  pounds  net,  with  288-300  con- 
stituting a  carload ,  while  only  210  sta.nda.rd  crates  are  required  for  a  carloa 

"Lettuce  cra.tes  and  standard  100-pound  crates  have  been  selling  f.o.b. 
shipping  point  a.t  the  same  price.     This  is  due  large ly  t  o  the  fact  that  let- 
tuce crates  represent  a  neat  shed  pack,  while  the  standard  crates  are  packed 
in  the  field  and  do  not  present  as  good  an  appearance.     The  large  crates  have 
been  selling  a.t  $3*^5  cash  or  S3o0  usual-terms,  with  pony  crates  quoted  a.t 
$2.     A  year  ago  today,  standard  crates  were  quoted  f.o.b.  shipping  point  a.t 
80 

"A  vei-37"  few  beets  moved  in  mixed  cars  la.st  week,  but  loadings  will  not 
be  of  any  consecuence  for  at  lea.st  another  week.     Carrots  may  begin  moving  by 
the  latter  part  of  this  week.     The  season  for  green  peas  is  practically  finish 
with  very  poor  yields  and  quality.     A  few  best  hampers  were  sold  f.o.b.  at  ..- 
mostly  $1.25-$1. 35.    Most  of  the  stock  was  unsold  at  shipping  point,  owing  to 
poor  color  and  small  pods.     Green  beans  will  be  ready  for  harvest  in  about  10 
days. 

"The  Mississippi  tomato  crop  promises  to  be  very  good,  with  quality  and 
yields  equal  to  last  year,  providing  wea.ther  conditions  continue  normal.  Tota 
shipments  may  exceed  last  year's  volume  of  2,700  cars.     At  present  fields  are 
looking  good.    First  carlots  are  expected  around  May  20  or  25.  '  Plantings  are 
estimated  at  600  acres  increase  over  1931."  ~3.   C.  B0H3S,  Spec,  in  Mkt.  News

1  c .     TSIOESSEE  BERRY  IjjgPECTIOHS  FALLING-  SHORT  OF  EXPECTATIONS 

T.  W.  Ayres,  Supervising  Inspector,  v»rrote  as  follows  from  Ewnboldt  in 
a  letter  of  May  1:~ 

"The  volume  of  inspections  in  the  west  Tennessee  strawberry  deal  has 
"been  much  lower  than  was  anticipated.    Up  to  and  including  May  6,  certificates 
have  been  issued  on  106  carlots  and,  in  addition,  the  ere?/  has  inspected  0,203 
crates,  on  a  basis  of  2^  per  crate,  which  were  hauled  off  by  trucks  or  loaded 
into  cars  that  were  inspected  by  the  buyer  at  loading  point. 

"So  far,  the  average  quality  of  'the  stock  picked  has  been  disappointing. 
For  the  first  few  days,  most  of  the  berries  failed  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1  because 
of  excess  percentage  of  defects,  due  mainly  to  softs,  decay  (mostly  lea'thcr- 
rot) ,  and  undercolor.    Many  berries  in  the  first  pickings  also  showed  a  dead 
or  drying  calyx,  jDrobably  due  to  cold-weather  injury.    For  the  past  two  days 
the  general  quality  has  been  improving.    Decays  and  softs  are  showing  a  lower 
percentage,  but  many  lots  are  of  smaller  size  and  fail  to  grade  because  of 
undersized  berries. 

"The  March  freeze  killed  all  of  the  early  strawberry  foliage  and  the 
plants  show  a  very  light  top,  leaving  the  berries  exposed  to  the  sun,  and  this 
is  believed  to  be  responsible  for  the  variable  quality.     It  is  hoped  that  rain 
and  warm  weather  will  improve  the  berries  from  the  late  blossoms." 

2c.     INSPECTION  NOTES  FROM  ARKANSAS 

The  following  information  came  from  R.  B.  Landrum,  in  a  letter  of 
May  5  from  his  field  headquarters  at  Van  Buren,  Ark. :- 

"The  strawberry  deal  in  west  central  Arkansas  got  under  way  with  a 
rush  on  Monday,  May  2,  and,  while  expecting  to  continue  most  or  all  of  next 
week,   the  peak  of  the  heavy  movement  has  passed, -unless  it  rains  soon.  There 
have  been  several  days  of  hot  dry  weather,  following  cool  days  la,st  week. 
Consequently  the  size  has  run  down  fast,  resulting  in  an  increased  percentage 
of  No.  2  stock,    TJith  the  exception  of  this,  the  quality  has  been  very  good. 

"We  have  11  men  working  on  strawberries ,  including  two  who  began  Mon- 
day in  the  northwest  Arkansas  district  at  Fayetteville  raid  Springdale.

nYIe  still  have  a  man  on  spinach,  inspecting  one  or  two  cars  daily,  and, 
with  favorable  weather  and  market  conditions,  will  continue  work  on  this  crop 
next  week, 

"The  outlook  is  favorable  at  present  for  mixed  vegetables  and  potato 
and  melon  inspections  in  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma.     There  will  be  some  Oklahoma 
potato  movement,  aside  from  that  in  the  Red  River  Valley,  by  the  last  of  this 
month.     Some  Arkansas  shippers  report  the  same  in  regard  to  potatoes  in  this 
Sta.te."  -  -  On  May  8  Mr.  Landrum  advised  further  as  follows:     "A  steady  rain 
fell  most  of  yesterday  in  Van  Buren  and  vicinity.    According  to  shippers,  this 
will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Klondikes  here  and  will  probably  prolong  the 
deal  a  week  or  10  days."

The  following  letter  of  May  3  came  from  J.  A.  Marks,  who  was  then  in 
Evergreen,  Ala.,  supervising  inspections  at  various  shipping  points 

"I  reported  to  Alabama  on  Saturday,  April  2  J,  instead  of  waiting  until 
the  25th,  as  strawberry  shipments  "began  in  considerable  volume  a  few  days 
earlier  than  expected. 

"The  season  has  been  a  very  disappointing  one  to  the  growers  to  date. 
Dry  weather  threatened  to  wind  up  the  south  Alabama  deal  last  week,  but  a 
good  soaking  rain  over  the  State  will  help  all  stock  and  should  prolong  the 
south  Alabama  shipments  for  10  days  to  two  weeks,   if  market  conditions  justify 
shipping. 

"We  have  lined  up  an  exceptionally  good  crew  of  men,  one  of  the  best 
in  fact  that  I  have  ever  worked  anywhere. 

"As  I  wired  you  yesterday,  most  of  the  south  Alabama  shippers  dropped 
the  size  specifications  for  No.  1  and  Ho.  2  grades  to  j/S  and  l/2  inch,  re- 
spectively.   We  were  rather  opposed  to  this  but  there  is,  of  course,  nothing 
to  prevent  it. 

"Practically  all  shipping  noints  are  using  the  service,  rand  only  two 
or  three  individuals  are  shipping  s  tock  without  inspection.     This  stock, 
under  the  State  law,  must  be  stamped  'Ungraded. ' 

"In  spite  of  the  poor  quality  of  the  berries  and  unfavorable  market 
conditions,  the  shippers  as  a  whole  are  well  pleased  with  the  results  secured 
under  the  new  br~nding  law.     The  most  marked  improvement  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  Castleberry  section,  which  heretofore  has  been  noted  for  shipping  some 
of  the  poorest  quality  berries  grown  in  the  United  States.     Yesterday  morning 
I  was  talking  to  the  Sales  Manager  of  the  Castleberry  Strawberry  Association, 
and  he  was  greatly  elated  over  the  fact  that  some  of  their  berries  had  topped 
the  market  that  day  in  several  of  the  larger  cities. 

"As  you  probably  know,  the  strawberry  inspection  work  in  this  State 
is  particularly  hard  to  supervise,  because  it  is  so  widely  scattered.  At 
least  90?£  01  the  shipping  points  scattered  over  the  State  are  now  loading 
berries,  raid  it  is  out  of  the  question  for  me  to  keep  in  close  contact  with 
all  points. 

"I  am  temporarily  staying  in  Evergreen  but  will  probably  spend  next 
week  (May  S-lU)  in  north  Alabama,  with  headquarters  in  Cullman." 

kc.     ALL  EXPRESS  CARS  TO  3E  II-TSPSCTSD  IIT  SALT  LAKE  CITY 

The  following  item  was  taken  from  a  letter  of  May  6,  written  by 
L.  S.  Eenn: 

"Arrangements  have  just  been  completed  with  the  Railway  Express  Agency, 
Inc.,   to  inspect  all  their  cars  at  Salt  Lake  City  for  condition.     These  usually 
amount  to  hO  or  50  cars  a  year,  mostly  strawberries  coming  in  during  April  and 
May."

Under  date  of  April  30,  J.  S.  Dicker 3 on,   of  the  Indianapolis  office, 
submitted  a  detailed  report  on  onion  inspections  at  shipping  points  in  the 
two  States  where  he  supervises  this  work.    Eis  letter    follows :- 

"I  am  enclosing  tabulation  sheets,  -giving  results  of  the  onion  in- 
spection work  in  Indiana  as  well  as  Michigan,  making  comparisons  with  the 
reports  for  the  past  four  years.     The  deal  this  past  season  was  characterized 
by:- 

1.  A  heavy  reduction  in  production,  due  to  the  excessively  hot  and 
dry  s  urine  r  • 

2.  Unusually  small-sized  stock,  due  also  to  the  hot  weather.  About 
60Jb  of  the  cars  inspected  in  Indiana  and  ky'fo  in  Michigan  were  1-J-  inch  mini- 
mum onions. 

5.    Exceptionally  high  prices,  especially  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  season,  considering  the  price  of  other  commodities .    However,  many 
growers  were  hard  pressed  for  money  and  sold  early  in  the  fall  at  relatively 
low  prices,  in  order  to  meet  their  obligations . 

H.    A  heavy  shrinkage  in  storage,  caused  by  sprouts  and  decay,  possi- 
bly result ing  from  the  unusually  warm  fall  and  winter.    A  considerable  quanti- 
ty of  the  sprouted  stock  was  salvaged  by  clipping  the  new  sprouts  and  selling 
this  stock  to  truckers.  .  • 

5.  A  much  heavier  than  usual  movement  of  Trellow  boilers. 

6.  Very  irregular  sizes  in  the  same  field  or  the  same  crop.  Fre- 
quently the  inspectors  would  find  a  variation  as  high  as  2y%  of  the  onions 
over  2  inches  in  disjneter  or  under  l|r  inches,   in  the  Same  lot  of  onions. 

7.  A  very  few  onions  being  off-grade  on  account  of  freezing  injurv, 
but  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  sunburn  on  white  stock. 

g.     An  exceptionally  small  quantity  of  splits  and  doubles,  and  a  sur- 
prisingly small  amount  of  scallions  and  bottlenecks ,  considering  the  season. 

9.  A  still  further  increase  in  the  use  of  the  50-pound  saxolin  sacks. 

10.  The  adoption  and  general  satisfaction  in  the  use  of  the  new  onion 
grades,  although  I  feel  the  grades  would  have  been  more  valuable  to  all 
parties  concerned,,  if  the  size  had  been  larger." 

A  dozen  tabulations  accompanied  this  report,  showing  the  inspection 
work  in  great  detail.     The  classification  by  loading  stations  showed  that 
onion  inspections  were  made  last  season  at  8>1+  points  in  Indiana  and  1+1  points 
in  Michigan.    Total  inspections  of  onions  were  as  follows :-

The  conference  room  in  the  Eieber  Building,  Washington,  D.C.,  was 
the  scene  of  an  important  meeting  of  apple  interests  on  Wednesday.    At  the 
invitation  of  former  Governor  Harry  P.  Byrd,  of  Virginia.,  the  presidents 
of  horticultural  societies  and  representatives  of  other  organizations  in- 
terested in  apples  assembled  from  most  of  the  barreled  apple  States  east 
of  the  Mississippi  River.     Including  members  of  the  Bureau  staff  in  Washing- 
ton, about  40  persons  attended  these  meetings  on  Wednesday  morning  and 
afternoon.    Mr.  Byrd  presided,   and  there  were  spirited  discussions  regard- 
ing the  marketing  situation  for  apples,  with  particular  reference  to  export 
shipment  requirements  to  meet  the  various  decrees  or  embargoes  issued  by 
Prance,  England  and  other  European    countries,  as  well  as  by  Argentina. 

The  sentiment  expressed  at  this  conference  favored  the  issuance 
during  the  1932  season  of  the  "Export  Perm  Inspection  Certificates  only  on 
lots-  of  apples  which  are  of  a  higher  grade  than  Unclassified.    While  the 
exportation  of  apples  to  Prance  will  be  limited  to  stock  which  is  free  from 
San  Jose  scale,   the  majority  of  those  present  at  the  conference  believed 
that-  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  export  apples  to  any  other  foreign  country 
which  show  more  than  2f3  of  San  Jose  scale.,     The  other  policies  of  the  In- 
spection Service,  govering  the  issuance  of  the  Export  Form  Certificates  as 
to  freedom  from  spray  residue,  apple  maggot  and  other  worms,  will  be  con- 
tinued next  season.     Detailed  instructions  to  inspectors  regarding  all  of 
these  matters  will  be  issued  in  due  time  or  as  soon  as  definite  policies 
have  been  decided  by  the  Bureau-

"Hie  Valencia  orange  season  is  getting  under  way  in  California  and  the 
Pavel  season  is  winding  up.  Shipments  of  Valencias  have  been  moving  for  some 
time  from  the  Porterville  district  but  have  little  more  than  started  in  south- 
ern California.  The  bulk  of  shipments  from  this  part  of  the  State  still  con- 
sists of  Pavels,  but  it  is  estimated  that,  with  about  500  cars  yet  to  go,  the 
season  will  be  practically  finished  in  a  couple  more  weeks. 

"Local  estimates  of  this  season's  Valencia  shipments  are  about  39,000 
cars  for  the  State,  as  compared  with  some  3^,000  cars  last  season.  Judging 
from  the  Valencias  which  have  appeared  on  the  Los  Angeles .market ,  the  average 
size  will  be  somewhat  smaller  than  usual."

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Crenshaw,  Currie  &  Co.,  Inc., 
of  Richmond,  Ya. ,  to  pay  $27^.52  to  the  Peppers  Fruit  Co.,  of  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  Tokay  grapes,  which  Peppers  sold  to 
Crenshaw,  Carrie  &  Co.,  Inc.,  at  ~[0i  f.o.b.    Upon  arrival  of  the  grapes  -in 
Richmond,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Crenshaw,  Currie  &  Co.,   together  with 
Alfred  Rose,  the  broker,  inspected  the  car,  and  they  testified  that  the 
grapes  shewed  wet,  some  mold,  arid  berries  dropping  from  bunches,  with  rotten 
stem  caps.    The  grapes  were  also  inspected  by  the  Moorhead  Inspection  Bureau, 
which  reported  15$  to  ~$0js  showing  weak  stem  caps,  followed  by  decay  and  mold, 
and  stated  that  the  stems  were  fresh  and  green  but  that  the  berries  were 
shelling  freely  and  all  caps  were  showing  decay  or  breakdown,  and  that  the 
berries  in  the  bottoms  of  packs  were  wet,   sticky  and  badly  marked  by  pack 
pressure,  but  that  the  berries  were  fresh  and  fairly  clean. 

The  shipper  was  advised  by  the  broker  of  the  buyer's  dissatisfaction 
and  offered  an  allowance  of  10^,  which  was  refused  and  a  counter  offer  made 
of  $1  delivered.     This  counter  offer  was  refused  by  Peppers,   and  Government 
inspection  was  requested.     The  Federal  inspector  at  ITorfolk  was  unable  to 
go  to  Richmond,   and  the  broker  asked  that  the  car  be  released  in  order  that 
Crenshaw,  Currie  &  Co.  might  start  selling  it.     To  this  Peppers  replied  that 
he  was  diverting  the  car  elsewhere  to  secure  Government  inspection.  The 
broker  protested  this  action,  saying  the  buyer  demanded  inspection  at  Richmond 
and  that  they  were  asking  that  an  inspector  from  Washington,  D.  C. ,  be  sent 
to  Richmond,    The  car  was  diverted  to  Washington,  D.  C,  and  was  inspected  at 
that  point.    The  certificate  stated:     "Berries  in  most  lugs  dry;  some  lugs 
show  one-half  to  practically  all  berries  wet.    Berries  firm  and  fresh,  mostly 
well  attached;  shattering  berries  range  from  2$  in  some  lugs  to  10$  in  others, 
averaging  &/0  shattered.  .  Main  stems  mostly  green;  lateral  stems  turning  brown* 
Decay  ranges  from  less  than  -g-fo  in  some  lugs  to  h:o  in  others,  averaging  2f0. 
Decay  is  Gray  Hold  rot,  1$  to  2yo  crushed  berries  next  bottoms  of  boxes. 
Grade:    meets  quality  requirements  for  U.S.  iTo.  1  grade,-  decayed,  .wet  and 
crushed  berries  being  factors  of  condition." 

After  being  inspected  at  Washington,  the  graPOS  were  sold  to  a  loc^.l 
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house  and  damages  claimed  by  Pepp.rs  in  the  amount  of  the  difference  "between 
the  net  price  received  and  the  invoice  price  originally  agreed  on.  Crenshaw, 
Currie  &  Co.  filed  a  counterclaim  for  damages  in  the  sum  of  &29U,  or  35^  011 
ShO  crates,  basing  this  claim  on  a  selling  price  of  $1.65  to  $1*70  per  crate. 
They  based  this  claim  on  the  contention  that  the  grapes  failed  to  comply  with 
the  sale-co:itra.ct  specifications;   that  there  was  astrong  market  for  grapes  at 
the  time,  ana  that  "by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  grapes  to  comply  with  speci 
fications  they  were  without  grapes  to  sell  and  suffered  loss  in  the  amount 
indicated. 

The  Secretary  held  that,  at  the  time  this  shipment  was  made,  Rule  11 
of  the  Standard  Rules  and  Definitions  of  Tre^de  Terms,  as  promulgated  by  vari- 
ous tr^de  organizations  and  understood  by  the  trade,  provided  that  f.o.b. 
means  "that  the  commodity  quoted  or  sold  is  to  be  placed  free  on  board  the 
car  or  at  ship  side  at  shipping  point  in  suitable  shipping  condition,  and 
that  the  buyer  assumes  all  risks  of  damage  in  transit  not  caused  by  the  ship- 
per, whether  there  is  a  bill  of  lading  to  the  order  of  the  shipper  or  not." 
The  Secretary  concluded  that  the  grapes  complied  with  the  specifications  at 
the  time  of  sale  and  were  in  suitable  shipping  condition  and  that  the  Peppers 
Fruit  Co.  should  be  awarded  damages  because  of  the  rejection  of  the  car.  The 
Secretary  further  ordered  that  the  facts  be  published. 

3e.     FALSI!  AIT)  HISLEADIITG  STATEMENT  MADS  3Y  YOUI'GSTQW  DEALER 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  found  Mathew  Mercurio,  of  Youngs  town, 
Ohio,  operating  and  doing  business  as  Mathew  Mercurio  &  Co.,  guilty  of  making 
a  false  and  misleading  statement  in  violation  of  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act. 

Mercurio  bought  a  car  of  potatoes  from  K.  W.  Zing  &  Co.,  of  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  to  be  U.S.  I:o.  1  Cobblers.    Upon  arrival  of  the  ca.r,  Mercurio  wired 
King  that  the  potatoes  were  not  graded  and  that  quite  a  number  of  them  were 
cut,  and  asked  for  an  allowance  of  10<£  per  cwt .    King  wired  back  that  the 
car  graded  U.S.  Bo.  1  at  shipping  point  and  that,  if  Mercurio  had  not 
started  unloading,  to  order  Government  inspection.    Mercurio  then  wired  King 
that  the  sale  price  would  have  to-pbe  reduced  10^  per  cwt.  and  otherwise  the 
shipment  would  have  to  be  refused .^ne  had  already  unloaded  the  potatoes  and, 
by  such  action,  had  accepted  them.     The  Secretpry  found  that  this  wire  con- 
stituted a  false  and  misleading  statement  within  the  meaning  of  Section  2, 
Par.  U,  of  the  Act,  and  ordered  that  the  facts  be  published. 


Manufacturers  Record  for  May  5  says:     "More  than  G,2C0  carloads  of 
citrus  fruits  were  shipped  from  the  lower  Rio  G-rande  Valley  of  Texas  during 
the  season  just  closed.     Today  the  Valley  has  about  1,000,000  citrus  trees  in 
full  bearing,  with  7)000,000  trees  in  various  stages  of  growth  on  100,000 
acres,  and  it  is  declared  that  less  than  half  the  land  suitable  for  citrus  cul 
ture  in  that  area  has  as  yet  been  planted  to  trees.    Referring  to  the  record 
fruit  shipment,  the  Houston  Post  asserts  that  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  has 
proTed  its  ability  to  produce  in  large  quantities  citrus  fruits  of  extra  fine 
quality.    With  the  number  of  new  trees  beginning  to  bear  in  the  next  year  or 
two,   the  question  of  finding  a  market  for  the  increasing  crop  is  even  more  im- 
portant."

1  a .     AN  IMPORTANT  REPORT  ON  AUCTION  SALES  IN  CITY  MARKETS 

J.  W.  Park  is  .author  of  a  preliminary  mimeograph  report  of  10  pages, 
entitled:     "Auction  Sales  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in  City  Markets."     This  is  a 
statistical  summary  of  sales  in  city  auction  markets  of  the  United  States,  with 
a  brief  discussion  and  explanation  of  tabular  material.     It  revises,  brings  up 
to  date,  and  adds  to  the  statistical  information  in  Dept.  Bulletin  No.  I362, 
published  in  1925. 

The  13  auction  markets  covered  in  the  report  are  the  following:

Auction  sales  in  12  of  these  markets,  not  including  New  Orleans,  totaled 
157,000  cars  in  I93O,  compared  with  127,000  cars  in  192U.    New  Orleans  reported 
sales  of  about  2,0C0  additional  cars  in  I93O.     The  gross  value  of  the  fruits 
and  vegetables  sold  at  auction  in  the  13  markets  in  I93O  was  about 
$221,058,000,  as  against  a  gross  value  of  $155,000,000  in  1523.

2 a .     AN  EMBARGO  ON  WESTERN  PRODUCTS  TO  CANADA 

"Canada's  embargo  on  all  vegetables  and  ground-fruits  from  California, 
Oregon,  Nevada,  and  Arizona  has  upset  the  northwestern  produce  trade  to  a 
material  degree.     This  embargo,  established  as  a  resu.lt  of  the  recent  foot-and- 
mouth  disease  outbreak  in  Orange  County,   California,   is  for  the  protection  of 
the  Dominion's  dairy  interests,  and  latest  unofficial  advices  indicate  that  the 
Canadian  authorities  are  not  contemplating  either  modification  or  nullification 
in  the  immediate  future.    Meanwhile,  the  Canadian  trade  is  drawing  their  pro- 
duce requirements  largely  from  the  Gulf  States,  with  Texas,  Louisiana,  and 
Florida  shipments  now  en  route  to  Vancouver,  B.C.     The  embargo  is  effective  for 
the  entire  Dominion  of  Canada."  -(from  J.  D.  Hamilton,  Portland,  May  9)

T.  ■Ev.-.Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  included  the  following  interesting 
comments  in  a. northwestern  review  dated  May  12:- 

"Eie  1932  season  for  northwestern  produce  is  moving  forward  with  in- 
creased momentum, . and  gradually  ■ the  problems  of  disposing  of  last  season's 
apple  and  potato  crops  are  fading  away.    From  the  hothouse  and  field  plant- 
ings of  rhubarb  in  western  Washington,   the  scene  of  harvesting"  activities 
shifted  to  the  asparagus  patches  of  Walla  Walla  and  lower  Yakima  Valley,  and 
within  two  weeks  will  again  move  to  the  Iceberg  lettuce  acreage  of  the  Paget 
Sound  district.    Meanwhile,  it  is  expected  that  Walla  Walla  and  Pasco  districts 
will  start  cutting  Iceberg  lettuce  for  carlot  shipments  before  May  15* 

"Local  estimates  place  the  value  of  asparagns  shipped  fresh  from  lower 
Yakima  Valley  districts  in  excess  of  $8H,000.     The  carlot  movement  from  Wash- 
ington, exclusive  of  liberal  aP-to-truck  movement  to  nearby  markets,  already 
exceeds  80  cars.    However,  as  eastern  markets  are  presently  being  nearly  sup- 
plied with  their  own  locally-grown  stock,  the  Washington  shipping  season  is 
now  on  the  wane.    Declining  prices  have  automatically  diverted  later  cut- 
tings to  the.  cannery  trade  and  to  nearby  markets. 

11  Conditions  have  been  exceptionally  favorable  for  the  growth  of  tomatoes 
in  the  Walla. Walla  Valley,  and  the  acreage  has.  been  materially  expanded  over 
previous  years.     Over  1,000,000  plants  are  gowing  in  that  district  alone.  The 
quality  of  Iceberg  lettuce  in  the,  southeastern  part  of  Washington  is  reported 
good,  and  first  carlo ts  are  ready  for  shipment  fully  two  weeks  ahead  of  Puget 
Sound  lettuce.     Sizes  are . generally  5  dozen  to  the  crate;  solidity  of  the 
heads  is  satisfactory,  and  Snippers  are  tentatively  asking  $3~$3«25  Per  crate. 
Some  interest  is  being  shown  by  Canadian  buyers  and  by  the  Forth  Central  mar- 
kets of  the  States.     The  Walla  Walla  onion'  crop  is  about  two  weeks  to  a  month 
late  this  summer  and,  from  current  indications,  will  not  be  ready  before  mid- 
July. 

"Truck  crops  of  all  kinds  are  making  satisfactory  progress  in  western 
Washington  under  the  influence  of  warmer  weather  and  adequate  moisture.  Green 
peas,  cabbage,  cauliflower  and  Iceberg  lettuce  plantings  are  all  growing 
rapidly.    Prospects  of  a  later  season  for  green  peas  are  encouraging  to  ship- 
pers, who  point  out  that  some  of  the  competing  districts  nearer  large  markets 
will  be  nast  the  neak  of  their  harvest  by  the  time  the  Washington  crop  is 
ready. "

R.  E.  Keller  sent  the  following  market  notes  from  Grand  Rapids  in  a 
letter  of  May  lUr- 

" Movement  of  the  1531  Michigan  potato  crop  is  about  finished.     It  is 
expected  there  will  be  a  movement  of  200  to  250  cars  next  week  (May  16  to  21) , 
and  100  cars  each  for  the  two  following  weeks.

3b .     A  REPORT  ON  LOUIS  IMA  POTATOES  AkD  OTHER  PRODUCTS 

The  following  report  on  Louisiana  products  came  from  J.  W,  Coleman, 
of  the  New  Orleans  office,  under  date  of  May  11:- 

11  The  potato  season  has  opened  in  Louisiana,  and  first  cars  shipped 
early  this  week  sold  at  $3*50  Per  100-pound  sack,  f.o.b.  usual  terms, 
(Editor's  note:     The  price  has  since  dropped  to  $2.25.)     At  present  most  of 
the  shipments  consist  of  straight  cars  of  Bliss  Triumphs.     Last  year 
Louisiana  shipped  about  h , UOO  cars  of  potatoes, and  the  expected  total  this 
season  is  around  2,200  cars. 

"Louisiana  cucumbers  appeared  on  the  market  this  week  and  first 
arrivals  sold  at  $h  per  bushel.     Louisiana  snap  beans  were  plentiful  and  sold 
at  UO^-SO^  per  bushel  today,  compared  with  £5*50  about  two  weeks  ago.  Several 
thousand  crates  of  Louisiana  strawberries  are  coming  to  Few  Orleans  daily  and 
prices  range  35^~75^  Per  24~pint  crate.     First  sales  of  Louisiana  celery  were 
reported  this  week  at  75?  Per  dozen  stalks  or  $2.50  per  10-inch  crate. 

"Two  cars  of  Cuban  watermelons  have  come  to  Few  Orleans  this  season, 
but  the  demand  is  very  slow.     Tom  Watsons  averaging  25  pounds  are  selling  at 
60^—75^  Per  melon." 

l|b .     TOMATOES  FCW  OF  MOST  INTEREST  I  IT  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY 

On  May  15,  W.  D.  Googe  wrote  as  follows  from  Brownsville,  Texas :- 
"The  past  week  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  was  featured  by  rains 
which  held  back  shipments  of  tomatoes  and  other  commodities.     Total  movement 
for  the  week  has  been  approximately  350  carloads.     The  Coastal  Bend  section 
has  been  shipping  considerably  heavier,  but  the  bulk  of  that  movement  has  con- 
sisted of  onions.     Prices  of  most  products  have  tended  downward. 

"Of  the  Valley  crops,   tomatoes  are  now  the  center  of  interest.  Growers 
are  being  paid  around  h<p  a  pound  for  mature  green  stock,  and  what  few  cars 
have  been  sold  brought  mostly  ,$2.25  per  lug  on  a  usual*- terms  basis  and  about 
25^  less  cash-track.     If  weather  does  not  interfere,   the  coming  week  probably 
will  see  a  fairly  active  tomato  deal  in  this  section.     The  Yoakum  section  is 
about  ready,  the  peak  of  that  deal  being-  expected  around  June  1. 

"Heavy  shipments  of  snap  beans  from  Louisiana  and  Florida  resulted  in 
a  collapse  of  the  Valley  bean  market.     It  is  claimed  by  some  shippers  that 
several  hundred  cars  of  this  commodity  will  be  allowed  to  go  to  waste,  because 
of  low  prices.    Occasionally  a  part  car  is  sold  for  75^  or  $1  per  bushel  ham- 
per.    Some  growers  have  permitted  men  with  trucks  and  hampers  to  pick  all  they 
want,  with  a  desire  to  help  them  make  anything  they  can  by  peddling  the  beans. 

"The  first  cars  of  green  corn  have  been  moved.     A  light  movement  of  a 
car  or  two  daily  can  be  expected  during  the  coming  week,  and  shipments  may  be 
fairly  active  the  .week  beginning  Ma:/  22.     There  are  scattered  fields  of 
cabbage ,  carrots  and  beets ,  from  which  orders  for  mixed  cars  may  be  filled. 
The  cucumber  deal  in  the  Valley  is  attracting  a  great  deal  of  attention  just 
new,   and  prices.. so  far  have  been  satisfactory."

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Lack  Saturday,  "refers  leaving  Hammond,  H-  L.  Sutton  issued  a  U -paged 
preliminary  review  of  the  193^  Louisiana  strawberry  season.     Ee  discussed  the 
adverse  conditions  prevailing  this  year  and  then  added  thsse  remarks  among 
others :- 

"All  other  factors  notwithstanding,  the  loss  to  the  growers  of 
Louisiana  strawberries  in  1932  can  he  attributed  more-  than  anything  else  to 
the  deplorable  economic  conditions  existing  throughput  the  United  States. 
With  millions  of  people  out  of  employment,  and  most  other  wage  earners 
either  working  with  reduced  wages  or  only  part  time,  the  consumption  of  such 
a  delicacy  as  strawberries  necessarily  must  be  curtailed. 

"It  is  doubtful  if  total  movement  for  the  ic32  crop  will  reach  2,600 
cars.     Last  season,  the  rail  shipments  amounted  to  about  h, 120  cars.  *** Total 
value  of  the  crop  this  season  will  scarcely  reach  S3»0'00,000,  whereas  last 
year  the  Value  of  the  crop  exceeded  $8,000,000.     The  cars  selling  at  auction 
shewed  an  average  for  the  season  of  approximately  (jjl.SO  per  crate,  but  the 
average  selling  price  for  the  total  cars  shipped  will  fall  considerably  below 
that  figure.  ***  Cold  packers  became  active  during  the  latter  part  of  the  deal 
Pricss  on  stemmed  and  washed- berries  ranged  mostly  2yi-3^  psr  pound."

A.  M.  McDowell  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of 
May  13  from  Corpus  Chris ti,  Texas : - 

"Rail  and  boat  shipments  of  Texas  onions  during  the  past  week  totaled 
775  cars,  or  only  slightly  over  half  the  number  shipped  the  week  before.  The 
Coastal  B.end  district  originated  6H3  cars,  or  over  SO,?  of  the  total.  About 
50  cars  each  were  shipped  from  the  Winter  Garden  and  Sagle  Pass  districts,  and 
Haymondvi  1 le  and  Laredo  were  still  shipping  a  car  or  two  daily. 

"Movement  from,  the  "Wilson  County  -Karnes  County  district  (about  LOO  rftiie 
northwest  of  Corpus  Chris ti)  was    l6  cars,  but  harvesting  was  expected  to  starv 
in  earnest  during  the  coming  week.    Estimates  for  the  district  vary  from  S00 
to  l,hQ0  cars.    Dry  weather  delayed  the  crop  and  for  a  time  threatened  to  cut 
down  production  tc  a.  very  low  figure,  but. the  drought  was  finally  broken  and 
indications  are  for  fair  yields. 

"The  total  movement  in  the  Coastal  Bend  district  is  now  estimated  to 
run  between  2,500  and  3,000  cars.    As  the  movement  to  date  is  1,5^-0  cars, 
apparently  half  the  crop  has  been  shipped.    TTell  over  half  the  acreage  has 
been  harvested,  but  much  of  the  stock  is  being  held  in  sheds.     Growers  are 
profiting  by  their  sad  experience  of  last  year,  when  wet  weather  ruined  much 
of  the  crop,  and  are  getting  the  stock  under  cover  as  soon  as  possible.  Cost 
of  production  in  this  district  is  said  to  be  very  low. 

"The  first  cargo  of  onions  ever  to  leave  the  local  port  went  out  last 
Tuesday.    A  larger  cargo  of  100  to  110  cars  is  being  loaded  to  go  out  this 
Tuesday,  and  other  boats  are  expected  later.    About  two-thirds  to  three- 
fourths  of  these  shipments  are  trucked  directly  to  the  pier,  mostly  from 
points  within  a  radius  of  25  miles.     The  all-water  rate  to  JsTew  York  from 
Corpus  Christi  is  $138  per  car  of  500  50-pound  sacks,  compared  with  $190  by 
rail-water  route  via  Galveston  and  £270  by  all-r?„il  route.     Since  the  inaug- 
uration of  this  service  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  rail  forwardings 
to  lTe-7  York." 
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gb .     A  gjjW  RZFORT  PIT  TRUCE  MOVZMTai  INTO  UTAH  gROj  I  TI-3  SOUTH 

L.  S.  Fenn,  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office,  sent  the  following  report 
in  a  letter  dated  May  lU:- 

11  With  danger  of  spring  frost  practically  over,  growers  in  Utah  are 
looking  forward  to  a  good  fruit  crop.     Cherries  are  growing  rapidly,  "under 
ideal  moisture  and  weather  conditions.     The  crop  is  the  heaviest  in  several 
years.     In  addition,  considerable  new  acreage  will  crop  for  the  first  time. 
The  new  acreage  is  all  Bings  and  Lamberts.    Dealers  are  looking  ahead  to  "being 
able  to  load  straight  cars  with  these  two  leading  varieties.     The  season  is 
late  and  shipments  probably  will  not  start  until  after  the  Fourth  of  July. 

"All  sections  of  the  State  also  report  a  heavy  set  of  apples ,  pear s 
and  peaches .     Seine  orchards,  however,  are  still  suffering  from  the  severe 
drought  of  last  season. 

"Some  interesting  figures  have  just  been  collected  as  to  the  truck 
movement  of  fruits  and  vegetables  into  the  State  of  Utah  from  California  and 
Arizona.     The  State  Road  Commission  established  a  weighing  station  at  the 
gateway  to  the  State  on  the  south.    Recently  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture 
arranged  to  cooperate  with  the  Road  Commission  and  also  check  all  trucks  for 
potatoes  being  brought  into  the  State  without  quarantine  certificates.  In 
addition  to  this  work,  the  station  has  agreed  to  furnish  this  office  with  a 
weekly  report  of  all  northbound  trucks  carrying  fruits  and  vegetables,  enter- 
ing the  State,  most  of  which  unload  in  Salt  Lake  City.     This  report  shows  the 
truck  number,  date,  net  pounds  of  fruits  and  vegetables,   and,   in  general,  the 
kind  of  produce  carried,  whether  mixed  vegetables,  citrus  fruits  or  bananas, etc. 

"For  the  last  23  days  in  April,  201  trucks  of  fruits  and  vegetables  were 
checked,  amounting  to  1,430*7^9  pounds  of  produce,  equivalent  to  55  carloads. 
One  day  there  were  21  trucks  of  produce." 

9b .     LAST  RZFORT  OR  S3SASQIT  3T ROM  RQCHSSTZR  0ZRIC5 

A.  L.  Thomas  sent  the  following  as  his  last  report  of  the  season.  The 
letter  was  dated  May  17  at  Rochester? 

"Hie  demand  for  apples  has  been  limited  during  the  past  week,  and  prices 
held  about  stead//-.    Most  of  the  remaining  apples  show  advanced  stages  of  ma- 
turity, and  dealers  report  only  a  limited  number  of  cars  of  really  good  stock 
left.     Shipments  are  averaging  15  to  20  cars  daily,  and  the  bulk  of  this  move- 
ment is  being  consigned.     Total  movement  to  date  has  filled  8,830  cars,  as 
compared  with  15,300  last  season  to  the  same  date. 

"The  potato  season  is  practically  finished.    A  weaker  tendency  has  pre- 
vailed recently,  and  most  dealers  discontinued  buying  from  the  growers.  Daily 
movement  is  ranging  from  lU  to  20  cars,  and  another  two  weeks  will  practically 
clean  up  the  shipping  districts.     Shipments  to  date  are  a  little  over  5,500 
cars,  or  1,300  more  than  last  season."

12b .     2TQRTH  CAROLINA  STRAWBERRY  SSAS02T  WAIT  HI :- 

J.  C.  Keller  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  May  IS  from  Chadbourn:- 

"The  peak  of  the  North  Carolina  strawberry  movement  was  probably 
reached  Monday,  Hay  l6,  when  about  100  carloads  were  rolled  to  market,  of 
which  53  w©nt  by  truck.     Tuesday's  shipments  aniounted  to  approximately  I45 
carloads.     The' local  shippers  expect  moderately  heavy  haulings  today 
(May'  12) ,  Friday  and  Monday. 

"Trucks  have  played  a  very  important  role  in  moving  the  Iv'orth  Carolin 
strawberry  crop,  more  so  than  in  the  past.    Of  the  £90  oars  shipped  through 
May  17 ,  approximately  513  were  transported  by  truck,  while  of  the  1,^12  cars 
shipped  through  the  corresponding  date  last  year  only  5^7  carlot  equivalents 
were  moved  by  truck. 

"A  much-needed  rain  was  falling  in  the  Chadbourn  district  this  after- 
noon.    The  fields  have  been  dry  and  the  size  of  fruit  picked  the  last  two 
days  was  small.     Crown  berries  were  checked  in  their  growth  by  the  past  few 
days  of  dry  weather  and,  unless  the  rain  is  reasonably  heavy,   they  will  not 
attain  size  or  quali  ty  i  enough  for  shipment,  except  as  juice  stock. 

"Reports  from  Rose  Hill  and  Wallace  are  to  the  effect  that,  unless 
the  fields  receive  some  rain  in  the  next  day  or  two,  the  period  of  heavy 
movement  will  be  practically  over  by  the  end  of  this  week."

Daring  the  first  week  of  May,  the  field  station  at  Laredo  was  closed 
and  A.  M*  McDowell  moved  his  headquarters  to  Corpus  Christi,  where  he  has 
since  "been  publishing  the  daily  reports  on  onions.     He  included  the  follow- 
ing information  in  a  le-tter  dated  Hay  15'- 

" The  move  from  Laredo  to  Corpus  Christi  appears  to  have  been  fully 
justified  by  the  interest  taken  in  the  reports  here.     The  opening  of  the 
local  office  was  heralded  in  the  Corpus  Christi  Times  in  headlines,  and  a 
representative  of  the  paper  calls  daily  for  information  on  shipments  and 
shipping-point  prices  and  these  are  usually  given  prominence  on  the  front 
page  of  the  paper.     The  local  radio  station  also  broadcasts  this  information 
at  11  o'clock  each  morning.     I  am  also  making  about  15  telephone  calls,  six 
of  which  are  by  long  distance,   each  morning  to  give  out  the  shipment  figures. 
Most  of  the  local  dealers  are  well  scattered  over  town  and,  as  the  calls  are 
made  at  a  time  when  they  do  not  greatly  interfere  with  other  work,  I  have 
not  made  an  attenpt  to  reduce  the  number  of  calls. 

"At  the  suggestion  of  one  of  the  shippers,  both  the  Western  Union  and 
the  Postal  telegraph  companies  ask      for  copies  of  the  bulletin  and  are  de- 
livering them  to  interested  parties.     This  is  being  done  free  of  charge  and 
is  appreciated  by  the  trade,  as  they  receive  the  reports  within  a  few  minutes 
after  release." 


15b.     RSCEITT  HEAVY  EXPORTS  OF  ITQR TEWSS TERIT  APPLES 

The  following  information  was  included  by  J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  the 
Portland  office,  in  a  northwestern  review  dated  May  9:~ 

" Washing tori 1  s  apple  movement  last  week  was  greater  than  in  any  week 
since  March*     This  activity  is  in  response  to  some  large  export  sales  for 
shipment  to  Prance  from  New  York  City  around  May  lh.    One  or  two  of  the 
largest  apple  cargoes  of  the  entire  season  are  leaving  the  United  States  at 
that  time,  for  French  and  German  distribution.     Apple  storage  holdings  as 
of  May  1  were  1,137  cars  in  Wena tehee  and  1,789  cars  in  the  Yakima  district. 
This  storage  volume  is  liberal,  although  probably  not  excessive.  Shippers 
have  slightly  reduced  their  quotations  on  Wine saps,  with  Extra  Panc}^  l63,s 
and  larger  quoted  at  S^'i-fOd  per  box,  f.o.b.  usual  terms  at  shipping  points, 
strapped  for  export." 

1 6b .     MISSISSIPPI  CABBAGE  ACTIVE 

B.  E.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Crystal  Springs  in  a  letter  of 
May  lo:- 

" Dry  warm  weather  of  the  past  two  weeks  is  causing  some  anxiety  among- 
shippers  and  growers  regarding  further  development  of  Mississippi  vegetable 
crops.     Cabbage  has  almost  stopped  growing  and  sizes  are  running  slightly 
smaller  than  a  week  ago.    Without  rainfall,  the  late  cabbage  crop  may  not 
reach  sufficient  size  to  warrant  harvesting.     Shipments  of  lhO  cars  from 
Mississippi  last  week  represent  the  heaviest  movement  to  date,  although 
loadings  dropped  off  considerably  the  latter  part  of  the  week.     Demand  was 
much  slower  and,  along  with  heavier  shipments  for  the  country  as  a  whole,,  the 
cash- track  price  for  lettuce  crates  and  standard  crates  declined  75^  to  a 
level  of  $2.50.     Pony  crates  were  ^0^  lower  than  the  week  before,  or  $1-50 
per  crate."'    _  (See  remainder  of  this  letter  at  bottom  of  page  325.) 
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1  7b  .     HEAVY  RAIilS  BE  TIED  ALABAMA  POTATO  HOT";  3ITT 

In  his  f.o.b.  report  received  this  morning  from  Mobile,  E.  P.  Willson 
stated  that  inches  of  rain  had  fallen  in  southern  Alabama  during  the  past 
three  days.    A  letter  which  he  wrote  on  Tuesday,  May  17,  reads  as  follows :~ 

" The  Alabama  potato  season  is  well  under  way.     Shipments  for  Monday 
were  Q\  cars,  which  was  over  half  the  volume  of  new  potatoes  shipped  on  that 
date.     Both  Texas  and  Louisiana  had  rains  on  Monday,  and  the  available  sup- 
ply of  new  potatoes  is  rather  limited.     It .raised  practically  all  day  here 
in  Alabama  on  Tuesday,  May  17,  and  the  forecast  is  for  continued  rain  tomor- 
row.    The  loadings  were  very  light,  account  of  weather,  and  the  f.o.b.  mar- 
ket was  stronger,  with  most  late  sales  at  $2.3:?  per  100-pound  sack  of  U.S. 
No.  1  Bliss  Triumphs,  usual-terms. basis. 

"With  favorable  weather,  conditions,  Baldwin  County  will  be  practically 
through  with  most  of  its  crop  by  the  end  of  next  week.     There  will  be  some 
scattered  digging  of  replanted  fields  for  another  week  or  so,  following  the 
heavy  movement.    Both  Escambia  and  Mobile  counties  have  a  relatively  larger 
proportion  of  Alabama's  potato  crop  than  during  recent  seasons.     The  plant- 
ings in  those  two  counties,  which  are  somewhat  ?*ater  than  Baldwin  County, 
were  not  injured  to  any  appreciable  extent  by  the  March  cold  wave,  while  the 
early  plantings  in  Baldwin  were  severely'  damaged  and  there  was  considerable 
replanting. 

"Yields  show  a  wide  range,  from  as  low  as  kQ  to  60  bushels  per  acre 
in  some  of  the  fields  which  were  badly  damaged  by  the  freeze  to  as  high  as 
150  or  l60  bushels  in  those  more-f avored.     In  most  of  the  replanted  fields, 
the  crop  has  come  along  very  rapidly  and  the  prospects  are  good  for  both 
yield  and  quality.     Some  of  the  earl}7"  estimates  of  the  total  movement  from 
the  State  were  1,800 'to  2,000  cars,  but  with  the  replanted  and  later  sec- 
tions showing  up  well  this  figure  is  undoubtedly  too  low." 

1  gb .     FLORIDA  BEAK  MARKET  BgQKM  BY  HEAVY  SEIFMT'T-S 

The  following  report  came  from  J.  3.  Owens,  in  charge  of  the  Belle 
Glade  office,  under  date  of  May  17:- 

"  The  be  on  shipping  season,  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section  has  come  to 
a  very  abrupt  close.    Heavy  shipments  and  a  toboggan  market  tell  the  brief 
history  of  the  spring  deal  here.    Monday  and  Tuesday  of  last  week  wore  the 
heaviest  days  of  the  season,  with  kG  and  US  cars  respectively.     These  ship- 
ments were  supplemented  with  heavy  movement  from  other  sections,  all  of 
which  demoralized  the  f.o.b.  market.    Florida,  alone  forwarded  1+55  cars  of 
beans  last  week  and  other  States  3U5  cars,  the  total  being  twice  that  of  the 
preceding  week.     Growers  continued  to  load  their  best  quality  as  long  as  they 
could  get  75$  a  hamper,  but  it  now  looks  as  if  there  will  be  few  if  any  more 
sales  at  this  price.     Over  50p  of  the  potential  movement  will  be  left  in  the 
fields  for  seed. 

"The  tomato  crop  is  enjoying  a  more  favorable  situation.     Several  weeks 
ago  the  crop  was  reported  as  deteriorating  very  fast,  and  it  looked  as  if  the 
season  would  be  much  shorter  than  usual.     The  quality  and  size  of  the  fruit 
have  improved  considerably  and  shipments  will  continue  into  Juaaa  provided 
there  are  no  heavy  rains.     Tomatoes  from  this  section  have  a  tendency  to  be 
puffy  under  normal  conditions,  and  one  or  two  heavy  ra.ins  would  damage  the 
quality  very  much  and  possibly  stop  shipments  entirely.     The  best  tomatoes 
are  now  coming  from  the  south  end  of  the  Lake.     The  plants  in  this  section 
were  severely  damaged  by  the  frost  in  March  and  many  were  killed.     Those  which 
survived  were  pruned  back, and  these  plants  are  furnishing  the  present  movement. "

le.     AIT  IISDIANA  Oil  ION  SHIPPER  AWARDED  DAMAGES  IN  P.A.C.  CASE 


The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Joseph  Chalona  Co.,  of  iTew 
Orleans,  La.,  to  pay  $69*25  to  Fred  McKown,  Warsaw,  Ind. ,  as  the  result  of 
a.  complaint  filed  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodit ies  Act. 

This  case  relates  to  a  car  of  U.S.  JTo.  1  yellow  onions,  bought  at  $1.95 
delivered.    Upon  arrival,  Chalona  refused  to  accept  the  onions  on  the  ground 
that  they  showed  slimy  decay.     The  onions  were  inspected  at  shipping  point  and 
certified  as  U.S.  ITo.  1  grade.     They  were  again  inspected  at  ITew  Orleans  11 
days  later  for  condition,  and  were  found  to  average  less  than  2p  decay. 
Chalona  contended  that  his  rejection  was  not  only  because  the  onions  showed 
decay  but  because  they  were  mixed,  having' much  poor  qualit}*-  among  the  ' good 
stock,  and  that  they  would  not  have  kept  in  cold  storage.    He  further  claimed 
that  the  inspection  at  the  time  of  arrival  did  not  show  the  true  condition  of 
the  onions. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  contract  called  for  U.S.  ITo.  1  onions  de- 
livered at  ITew  Orleans;  that  the  evidence  showed  the  onions  were  U.S.  ITo.  1 
upon  delivery,  and  that,  therefore,  the  rejection  by  Chalona  was  unjustified 
and  in  violation  of  the  law.     Pie  thereupon  awarded  McKown  damages  in  the  sum 
of  $69.25,  and  ordered  that  the  facts  be  published.

1  c .     IMPORTANT  -NOTICE  REGARDING  CLEA-^-TSSS  ■  AiTD  BRIGKT1TSSS  0?  POTATOES 

It  appears  that  many  inspectors  at  shipping  point  are  malting  too  gen- 
eral use  of  the  phrase  "clean  and  "bright"  on  potato  inspection  certificates. 
It  is  true  that  some  car's  of  potatoes  are- clean  and  "bright,  but  such  cases 
are  exceptional  and  not  the  general  rule.    Attention,  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  term  "bright,"  as  defined. -in  the  standards  for  inspection  of  pota- 
toes, means  "free  from  dirt  or  other  foreign  matter,  damage  or  discoloration 
from  any  cause,  so  that  the  outer  skin  has  .the  attractive  color  normal  for 
the  variety."   .According  to  this  def  initios  "bright  potatoes  must  be  clean 
or  free  from  dirt  or  other  discoloration.    Potatoes  which  are  slightly  dirty  . 
or  only  fairly  clean  cannot  be  bright,  although  such  stock  maybe  fairly 
bright.     It  is  believed  that  the  terms  "fairly  clean"  and  "fairly  bright" 
will  describe  the. majority  of  cars  of  potatoes : which  are  shipped"  to  market. 

The  use  of  the:  terms  "clean"  and  "bright , "  in  describing  potatoes 
which  were  only  fairly  clean  and  fairly  bright,  .has  resulted  in  disputes  and 
claims  for  allowances  on  the  part  of  receivers ,. who  are  not  inclined  to  accept 
potatoes  as  clean  and  bright . unless  the  stock  has  been  washed.     It  is  true 
that  the  practice  of  washing  potatoes  has  been  started  in  some  producing  sec- 
tions, but  only  a  relatively  small  percentage  of  cars  inspected  at  shipping 
point  has  been  washed.  '  Very  few  cars  of  potatoes,  which  have  not  been  washed, 
are  clean,  and  bright,  and  inspectors  must  be  warned  regarding  the  danger  of 
using  any  term  which  is  not  appropriate  or  descriptive. 

A  car  of  potatoes,  originating  in  one  of  "the  western  States  and  cer- 
tified at  shipping  point  as  "clean  -and  bright,"  was  relnspected  in  Washington 
this  week.    While  a  few  of  the  potatoes  in  this  car  were  clean  and  bright, 
most  of  them  were-  only  fairly  clean  and  fairly  bright,  and  many  were  slightly 
dirty  and  of  dull  colo-r.     The  general'  appearance  could  have  been  described 
as  "fairly  clean  and  fairly  bright."    Some  cars  of  potatoes  which  have  been 
inspected  at  point  of  origin  and  reported  a_s  "fairly  clean  and  bright"  were 
in  reality  fairly  clean  and  of  dull  color. 

Shipping-point  supervisors  should  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention 
of  all  inspectors  working  under  their  supervision  and  insist  on  accurate 
description  of  cleanness  and  brightness.     The  fact  that  a  shipper  has  con- 
firmed a  car  of  "clean  and  bright"  potatoes  is  no  reason  for  the  use  of  these 
terms  in  the  certificate.     Cleanness  and  brightness  must  be  reported  without 
taking  into  consideration  what  the  shipper  claims  to  have  sold  or  what  the 
receiver  claims  to  have  purchased. 

2c.     M  IMPORTANT  COggECTjOg  I  IT  APRIL  REPORT  OF  MARKET  INSPECTIONS

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3c .     CITRUS  FEU I T  FROM  TAMPA,  FLORIDA,  TO  NSW  YORK  BY  CHARTERED  BOATS 

W.  C.  Hacklernan,  of  the  New  York  office,  sent  the  following  report  in 
a  letter  of  May  17:- 

" During  the  latter  part  of  last  week  and  the  fore  part  of  this  week, 
we  have  inspected  a  boatload  of  Florida  oranges  and  grapefruit,  shipped  from 
Tampa  to  New  York  City.  - 

"This  vessel,  the  San  Mateo,  is  owned  by  the  United  Fruit  Co.  and, was 
chartered  by  a -prominent  shipping -  firm  of  Tampa,  Florida,  and  was  loaded 
exclusively  with  their  fruit.     The  cargo  consisted  of  approximately  30>000 
boxes,  about  two-thirds  oranges  and  one-third  grapefruit.     The  fruit  was 
packed  and  stored  in  cold  storage  in  the  Tampa  Union  Terminal  Company,  and 
loaded  from  there  into  the  vessel.     It  was  reported  as  all  freshly-packed 
stock  and  went  into  the  General  Cold  Storage  in  Jersey  City,  which  accounts 
for  our  request  to  examine  it. 

"It  was  in  very  good  condition,  no  lots  showing  more  than  1-/2  of  \% 
decay  and,  in  most  instances,  only  a  very  occasional  decay,  largely  due  to 
box  or  clipper  cuts.     The  fruit  was  generally  firm  and  showed  no  age  spot- 
ting or  other  signs  of  deterioration.     Two  more  boatloads  are  to  follow, 
according  to  the  cold-storage  company  and  some  of  the  local  consignees. 
This  shipper  has  been  forwarding  fruit  by  the  Clyde-Mai lory  Line  all  spring 
but,  apparently,  has  found  the  chartered  boats  cheaper  and  has  enough  volume 
to  warrant  using  them.     I  understand  that  this  particular  shipment  of  fruit 
is  not  intended  for  late  storage,  and  they  have  already  begun  to  remove  some 
of  it  for  sale  on  the  fruit  auctions  in  this  city.". 

lie.     TENNESSEE  BERRIES  SHOWING-  BETTER  QUALITY 

T.  W.  Ayres  wrote  as.  follows  from  Humboldt  in  a  letter  of  May  lU:- 

"At  the  close  of  the  second  week  of  inspection  work  on  the  west 
Tennessee  strawberry  deal,  we  have  inspected  23H  carlo ts,  of  which  27  cars 
were  solid  U.S.  N0 .  1  grade,  six  solid  cars  U.S.  No.  2  grade,  and  the  re- 
maining 201  cars  were  mixed  loads  and;were  certified  on  the  basis  of  per- 
centage of  U.S.  N0.  1  quality  on  the  loads  as  a  whole. 

"During  the  past  three  days,  the  quality  of. the  stock  is  improving. 
There  is  less  leather-rot  and  fewer  softs  and  ■  water soaked  berries.  The 
berries  are  generally  firm  but  are  ranging  smaller  sizes,  mostly  medium  to 
small.    We  are  having  fine  clear  weather  for  the  strawberry  work-. 

"The  strawberry  movement  probably  will  continue  until  May  21  but  the 
number  of  shipments  will  decrease  fast.    We  should  have  a  pretty  good  volume 
of  inspections  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  of  next  week  (May  lb  and  IS) . 

"We  expect  the  cabbage  deal  in  this  section  to  open  about  May  29  or 
June  1.  The  acreage  is  much  smaller  than  last  year  but,  if  the  quality  is 
good,  the  inspections  may  be  close  to  the  number  of  carlots  certified  last 
year . "   

5c.     MINNESOTA  POTATO  INSPECTIONS  NEARLY  FINISHED 

Geo.  W.  Christenson,  Supervising  Inspector,  -included  the  following 
comments  in  a  letter  of  May  12  from  Minneapolis : - 

•    "The  potatoes  in  Minnesota  are  being  cleaned  up  pretty  -well.     So  far 
in  May  we  have  had  only  about  50  inspections,  and  expect  about  75  to  100  more.

At  the  March  meeting  of  the  National  Onion  Association  at  Toledo, 
Ohio,   a  resolution  was  passed  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Resolved  that  the  National  Onion  -Association  goes  on  record  as 
recommending  the  trade  terms  'papernet,1   'jutenet'  and  'burlap '  as 
designating  open-weave  paper,  open-weave  jute,  and  plain  "bur-Jap,, 
respectively. " 

This  action  was  taken,  due  to  the  fact  that  several- paper  bags  are 
being  manufactured  and  because- the  names  " saxolin,"  "visinet"  and  other  names 
are  confusing  to  the  trade,  and  also  to  save-  expenses  in  sending  telegrams. 

The  above  designations,  as  quoted  in  the  resolution  of  the  National 
Onion  Associa.tion,  should  be  used  on  inspection  certificates,  both  shipping- 
point  and  receiving -point .    Bags  made  of  cotton  should  be  reported  as 
"cottonnet"  or  "cotton,"  as  the  case  may  be,  the  latter  term  applying  to  plain 
cotton  bags. 

These  instructions  supersede  those  given  in  Par.  lc,  Division  Letter 
for  August  2S,  1531 »  regarding  the  same  matter.

"We  inspected  11  lots  of  onions  loaded  on  the  S.S.  liunindies,  which 
left  Corpus  Chris ti  on  May  10.     This  ship  contained  79  lots  and  will  unload 
at  ITew  York  and  Boston.     There  were  3  carloads  that  were  transferred  from 
cars  to  the  coat.    We  had  inspected  these  cars  at  loading  point  on  the  pre- 
vious day;-  the  remainder  were  trucked  from  various  points  to  the  boat. 

"We  are  issuing  a  list,  showing  the  various  colored  tags  and  lot  num- 
bers-,  in  order  that  they  may  be  identified  upon  arrival.    Hew  York  and  Boston 
may  be  called  upon  for  certification  upon  arrival.     It  seems  that  there  was 
considerable  variation  in  lots,  both  as  to  size  and  general  quality.  The 
steamship  company  wanted  to  protect  itself  by  getting  the  condition  of  these 
shipments. 

"There  is  another  boat  at  the  docks,  which  will  be  loaded  on  Tuesday 
of  next  week  (May  17),     This  boa.t  will  carry  about  110  carloads  of  onions. 

"We  worked  Sunday  afternoon,  inspecting  on  the  pier.  Trucks  carrying 
250  sacks  were  being  run  in  and  placed  in  lines  for  tagging.  The  inspectors 
worked  in  pairs,  making  inspections,  and  would  stand  up  a  sack  in  the  lot,  to 
indicate  that  the  let  had  been  inspected.  These  lots  were  immediately  moved 
to  the  ship.  Due  to  delay  in  trucking  the  stock  to  the  pier,  we  were  rushed 
all  day  Monday  and  Monday  night,  and  finished  our  work  Tuesday  by  10  A.  M. 

"The  steamship  company  will  begin  receiving  lots  .on  Friday  for  the 
next  shipment.    We  hope  to  get  them  inspected  ahead  of  the  loading,  in  order 
to  keep  from  delaying  their  loading.     It  seems  that  shippers  were  surprised 
that  the  steamship  -company  was  having  us  inspect1  the  cargo.     It  is  possible 
thati  *wh.on"  go. mo  of  .this  -stock  reaches  destination,  it  ma},7"  not  pass  as  Commercials. 

"We  have  about  25  inspectors  working  in  this  section,  and  they  all 
have  had  previous  experience  in  the  other  sections.     The  work  is  going  along 
nicely.    Everyone  is  well  pleased  and  has  considerable  respect  for  the  ser- 
vice, which  is  largely  due  to  the  firm  position  taken  in  handling  the  work 
under  the  strains  of  contracts.-

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"It  is  raining  all  over  the.  territory  'now, .  and'  it  is  possible  that  the 
movement  will  he  cut  considerahly  for  a  few  days.     Eowever,  there  are  about 
900  carloads  of  onions  in  warehouses,  which- will  be  ready  on  short  notice, 
when  it  clears.     This  is  a  big  cotton  section,  with  lots  of  gins  and  com- 
presses, where  they  can  store  many  onions. 

"The  Winter  'Garden  is  about  through  with  its  crop;  the  lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley  is  now  moving  tomatoes,  and  \£L1  likely  have  about  1,200  cars; 
Yoakum  will  start  tomatoes  in  three  weeks;  Sugarland  potatoes  will  start  the 
latter  part  of  next  week.     It  seems  that  our  heavy  work  has  just  started. 
Cukes,  beans,"  cabbage  and  onions  are  moving  from  this  section."

B.  S.  Surry  wrote  as  follows  from  Crystal  Springs  in  a  letter  of  May  lS 
"A  few  beets  and  carrots  moved  in  mixed  carlo ts,  but  quality  was  only 
fair.     Demand  was  limited,  with  a  very  few  sales  of  bushel  crates  at  %5$~9®& 
for  carrots  and  70^-75^  f°r  beets,  on  a  usual-terms  basis.     An  occasional 
cash  Sale  was  ma.de  at  10^-15#  per  crate  less. 

" The  snap  bean  movement  began  slightly  earlier  than  was  expected.  Sev- 
eral straight  cars  were  loaded  from  southern  Mississippi,  with  a  number  of 
mixed  cars  from  the  Crystal  Springs-Hazlehurst  section.     The  quality  of  the 
Stringless  and  Valentines  now  being  loaded  is  good,  and  very  few  lots  have 
failed  to  grade  U.S.  Ho.  1,   First  pickings  in  some  instances  were  immature. 
An  occasional  f.o.b.  sale  was  made  last  week,  with  wax  quoted  at  $1.15-^1.25 
and  green  varieties  at  85^  per  hamper."

la.     CITRUS  Al>!D  PIITEAFPLS  PROSPECTS  IN  FOR  TO  RICO 

A.  S.  Mason,  Supervising  Inspector  at  San  Juan,  Porto  Rico,  sent  the 
following  comprehensive  report  under  date  of  May  18:- 

Grape fruit 

"An  abundance  of  rainfall  during  the  past  four  weeks  has  forced  out 
much  additional  bloom,  even  on  trees  that  had  a  normal  "bloom  in  March.  In 
practically  all  of  the  groves,  the  trees  normally  have  a  large  crop,  many  run- 
ning as  high  as  25  hoxes  of  fruit  to  the  tree. 

nTxie  quantity  of  fruit  that  will  "be  shipped  during  the  summer  is  the 
smallest  in  years,   there  being  not  more  than  50*300  or  60,000  boxes  of  grape- 
fruit on  the  trees  that  will  grade  U.S.  rTo.  2  or  better.     This  fruit  will 
mostly  be  shipped  from  the  middle  of  June  through  the  second  week  of  July.  It 
is  generally  of  ordinary  quality,  showing  considerable  scab,  as  many  growers 
did  not  feel  warranted  in  spraying  a  crop  so  small  as  this  one. 

"From  the  third  week  in  July  until  the  third  week  in  August,  shipments 
will  be  very  light,  as  practically  no  fruit  will  be  moved  during  this  period. 

"Shipments  of  the  fall  fruit  will  start  the  third  week  in  August  in  a 
small  way,  but  by  the  second  week  in  September  fall  shipments  should  reach  a 
total  of  35 » 000  to  ho, 000  "boxes  a  week  to  markets  in  the  States.     In  addition, 
by  direct  boats,  there  should  be  a  movement  starting  during  the  month  of  Sept- 
ember of  some  30,000  boxes  of  export  sizes  to  European  markets.     Shipments  to 
the  States  will  continue  to  be  heavy  until  market  conditions  are  unfavorable, 
due  to  the  heavy  movement  of  Florida  fruit. 

"There  will  be  between  ^50,000  and  500,000  boxes  of  70!s  and  larger 
grapefruit,  that  can  be  moved  to  the  United  States  from  the  middle  of  August 
until  the  first  of  December.     In  addition,  there  are  about  100,000  boxes  of  ex- 
port sizes,  SO's  and  smaller. 

"This  frr.it  generally  will  be  of  large  sizes , running  heavily  to  Ue's  and 
5^'s,  and  the  quality  probably  will  not  be  quite  so  good  as  last  year,  as  the 
growers  were  unable  to  conduct  a  proper  spray  program  for  the  last  30  days  (on 
account  of  the  heavy  rainfall)   to  control  scat),  but  at  least  half  of  this  fruit 
should  be  of  U.S.  Fo-  1  quality. 

"There  is  enough  fruit  set  on  the  trees  and  sufficient  bloom  at  the 
present  time  to  warrant  an  estimate  of  about  1,250,000  boxes  of  grapefruit, 
from  the  first  of  December,  1932, until  June,  1933 *  which  would  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  U.S.  Ho*.  2  grade  or  higher. 

"There  will  be  sufficient  cull  fruit  to  can  at  least  300,000  cases,  and 
enough  low— qualitj'"  fresh  fruit  to  supply  the  local  demand. 

"This  crop  prospect  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  grapefruit  in- 
dustry in  Porto  Rico.     The  Only  other  crop  that  came  anywhere  near  this  was 
that  of  1528-29,  which  was  destroj^ed  by  the  hurricane  of  1928. 

(Page  327) 
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"Full}''  5O70  of  this  fniit  will  be  70  's  and  smaller.    While  it  is  too 
early  to  predict  the  general  quality  of  the  fruit  .that  will  he  marketed  after 
December,  1932,  conditions  during  the  past  ttwroo  week\  have  been  favorable  for 
a  good  spray  program,  and  present  weather  conditions  indicate  that  the  fruit 
may  be  above  normal  quality, 

Cul t i vat  e d  Orange  s 
11  The  cultivated  orange  industry  in  Porto  Rico  is  of  small  importance, 
but  there  will  be  between  50,000  and  60,000  boxes  moved  from  this  Island' 
between  October,  1932,  and. May,  1933.     This  fruit  is  generally  clean  and 
should  be  of  unusually  high  quality. 

Wild  Oranges 

M The  wild  orange  districts  in  the  mountain  sections  of  Porto  Rico  have 
just  experienced  one  of  the  heaviest  blooms  in  the  history  of  this  section, 
and  officials  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  estimate  that  the  total  produc- 
tion may  run  as  high  as  1,000,000  boxes.    Only  a  small  portion  of  this  fruit, 
however,  will  be  shipped,  due  to  the  inaccessible  places  in  which  much  of  it 
is  grown,  .  But,  if  market  conditions  at  all  warrant' "the  shipping  of  this 
fruit,   there  is  a  strong  possibility  that  between  200,000  and  250,000  boxes 
will  be  shipped  from  Mayaguez  and  Ponce. 

"Considering  the  fact  that  these  oranges  are  grown  in  a-  semi-tropical 
country  and  have  no  care  whatsoever,  -  the  trees  not  being  pruned  or  sprayed 
and  practically  no  fertilizer  being  applied  in  most  of  these  groves,  -  it  is 
of  remarkable  quality,  showing  in  the  pa„st  very  little  scat),  Melinose  or 
Rust  Mite, 

Pineapples 

" The  pineapple  situation  has  been  materially  changed  within  the  last 
six  weeks.    During  the  past  month,   the  pineapple  districts  all  have  had 
heavy  rainfalls,  breaking  a  72-day  drought. 

"The  pineapple  plants  have  recovered  in  a  wonderful  manner,  and  fields 
that  seemed  to  be  a  total  failure  now  appear  to  produce  more  than  200  crates 
to  the  acre.    For  this  calendar  year  to  date,  Porto  Rico  has  shipped  383,000 
crates  of  pineapples,  with  prospects  of  about  225,000  more  crates  during  the 
rest  of  the  year.    On  account  of  the  drought,  the  sizes  have  been  a  disappoint 
ment  to  shippers,  the  Island  average  being  only  about  32  to  the  crate,  against 
an  Island  average  of  about  2b  to  the  crate  last  season. 

"On  account  of  the  heavy  rains,  the  pineapples  are  generally  very  soft 
and  watersoaked  and,  during  the  past  three  weeks,  practically  all  shipments 
have  arrived  in  "S&w  York  showing  from  light  to  heavy  decay.    Reports  also 
have  been  received  here,  showing  that  pineapples,  after  having  been  delivered 
to  buyers  in  Few  York,  have  decayed  very  rapidly. 

"Prom    the  standpoint  of  price,  the  pinapple  season  has  been  disastrous 
in  Porto  Rico.  .The  returns  received  during  the  last  eight  weeks  have 

averaged  only  between  50^  and  bOp.    When  you  consider  that  the  cost  of  pick- 
ing, packing  and  transportation  averages  at  least  50^,  there  is  practically 
nothing  left  for  growers  to  cover  their  growing  costs. 

"On  account  of  the  low  prices  realized  on  this  year's  crop,  pineapple 
plantings  for  the  next  year  may  be  greatly  curt/died.    While  the  season  for 
the  planting  of  slips  has  generally  started,  the  consensus  of  opinions  here 
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is  that  the  acreage  will  be  cut  at  least  75.^»    Many  growers  would  like  to 
continue  but  find  it  impossible  to  arrange  their  finances  to  make  new  plant- 
ings, as  it  costs  about  $105  to  make  these  plantings  and  to  take  care  of  one 
acre  of  pineapples  the  first  year.     This  decrease  in  pineapple  acreage  will 
not  be  badly  felt  next  year,  on  account  of  the  large  acreage  planted  last 
summer  that  will  be  in  full  production  next  year;  but  it.  will  be  heavily  felt 
during  the  season  of  193^»  when  most  of  the  plants  that  will  be  bearing  dur- 
ing 1933  will  have  ceased  to  produce. 

"ITorma.lly ,  there  is  a  market  here  for  ripe  pineapples  at  the  canneries 
but  this  year  they  are  taking  practically  no  pineapples.  One  cannery  announc 
that  they  had  orders  that  would  require  about  10  tons  of  pineapples,  with  the 
result  that  the  growers  delivered  about  bO  tons  to  them  in  one  day. 

"The  ra.iny  '  weather  has  caused  pines  apples  to  ripen  very  fast  during 
the  last  month,  which  has  absolutely  flooded  the  local  market,,     and  growers 
who  are  lucky  enough  to  find  a  buyer  are  satisfied  to  take  $3  a  thousand  for 
their  ripe  pineapples  at  the  packing  houses.     This  is  quite  a  contrast  with 
$20  to  $2S  per  thousand  last  year  and  a  price  of  $^5  to  $60  per  thousand  in 
1930." 

2a.     A  REPORT  PIT  PliTE  APPLE  IITSPECTIOiTS  gf  PORTO  RICO 

The  following  additional  information  (see  other  letter  on  first  page) 
came  from  A.  S.  Mason,  at  San  Juan,  in  a  letter  of  May 

"Our  pineapple  inspection  work  has  been  badly  hindered  by  the  extra- 
low  prices  received  during  the  past  four  or  five  weeks,  especially  on  the 
U.S.  Ho.  2  grade  of  fruit.     There  certainly  is  not  much  incentive  for  a  man 
to  pay  for  inspection,  when  his  returns  do  not  net  his  packing  charges.  Con- 
sidering that  we  first  had  a  drought  to  contend  with,  and  then  an  abnormally 
low  market,  and  now  a  real  rainy  spell,  we  are  coming  through  better  than  I 
really  could  expect. 

"We  have  established  pineapple  inspection  here  on  firm  basis  and,  as 
time  goes  on.we  are  getting  a  larger  percentage  of  the  crop.     Some  shippers, 
who  have  given  us  only  part  of  their  shipments  to  inspect,  have  certainly 
reaped  some  benefit  from  careful  grading,  receiving  from  5^  to  15^  a  crate 
more  than  they  received  from  their  uninspected  and  nongraded  fruit,  which 
amounts  to  about  10p  to  25;o  more  on  the  net  returns  in  Porto  Rico. 

"I  see  no  prospects  of  losing  any  of  our  citrus  accounts  and,  during 
the  coming  season,  we  should  inspect  between  75/°  and  $5$  0-f  the  total  ship- 
ments made  in  Porto  Rico." 


3a.     HOMEY  DSPS,  gOgSY  BALLS  Agg  WATERMELONS  MOVING-  FROM  IMPERIAL  VALLEY 
In  a  letter  of  May  23  from  Brawl ey,  Calif.,  A.  E.  Prugh  sent  the 

f 0 1 lowing  i nf 0 rmat ion: 

"A  few  crates  of  Honey  Lews  were  included  in  a  car  of  cantaloupes 

billed  to  Hew  York  on  May  13,  and  200  crates  were  included  in  another  car 

the  20th,  which  also  contained  the  first  Honey  Balis,  -  about  20  crates. 

"A  few  ripe  watermelons  have  bean  picked  and  carloads  may  move  the 

latter  part  of  this  week," 
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Id .     TOMATOES  ACTIVE  IN  VARIOUS  SECTIONS  OF  TEXAS 

W.  D.  Googe  wrote  as  follows  from  the  Brownsville  office  in  a  letter 
dated  May  22:- 

"  Tomato  shipments  from  the  lower  Rio  G-rande  Valley  to  date  have 
totaled  about  25O  carloads.     If  weather  conditions  do  not  prevent,  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  movement  during  the  coming  week  will  probably  rea.ch  300  cars. 
This  will  "bring  the  total  movement  this  season  up  to  around  600  carloads. 
What  quantity  will  move  from  this  section  after  that  date  will  "be  governed 
partly  by  market  conditions,  for,  with  generally  poor  quality,  it  is  not 
likely  that  Valley  tomatoes  will  "be  able  to  compete  with  a  large  supply  of 
better-quality  tomatoes  farther  up  the  State  and  in  Mississippi.    Prices  to 
growers  have  been  mostly  around  h<f:  a  pound  for  mature  green  stock,  and  usual  - 
terms  prices  for  loaded  cars  have  been  mostly  $2-$2.25  per  lug.     The  Yoakum 
section  has  already  shipped  a  few  cars,  after  a  violent  windstorm  and  rain 
the  early  part  of  the  week  which  delayed  the  movement  of  the  first  cars 
several  days.     The  rain  was  accompanied  by  hail  in  some  communities ,  which 
probably  destroyed  100  or  mere  cars  of  tomatoes.     The  tomato  movement  is 
gradually  moving  up  the  eastern  part  of  Texas,  and  the  Jacksonville  section 
will  probably  have  a  few  cars  around  June  5» 

"The  green  corn  movement  from  the  Valley  is  getting  under  way.     It  is 
expected  that  an  average  of  two  or  three  cars  daily  will  move  during  the  com- 
ing week,  and  that  the  real  movement  will  begin  about  May  30.     So  far,  the 
varieties  shipped  have  been  Pinta  Maria,  Sure  Cropper,  and  Mexican  June,  of 
which  there  is  only  a  limited  acreage. 

"There  will  be  fair  movement  of  cucumbers  from  the  Valley  and  the 
Coastal  Bend  sections  during  the  coming  week.     If  market  conditions  permit, 
there  is  a  possibility    that  several  cars  of  snap  beans  will  be  shipped  dur- 
ing this  period.     The  season  for  beets  and  carrots  is  practically  over,  in 
both  sections,  except  for  sacked  stock.     Scattered  fields  of  late  cabbage 
remain,  which  will  be  u.sed  mostly  in  mixed  cars." 

2b .     DRY  UEATEER  II;  TEE  OZARKS  APPSCTS  THE  MISSOURI  STRA7JBERRY  CROP 

R.  G.  Risser  sent  thefollowing  report  from  Monett,  Mo.,  on  May  22:- 
11  The  most-talked-of  feature  of  the  Missouri  strawberry  deal  this  season 
to  date  has  been  the  extremely  dry  weather  and  its  effect  upon  what  promised 
to  be  an  extraordinary  crop  of  berries.    The  plants  blossomed  profusely  and 
started  to  set  a  mammoth  crop,  with  the  blooming  process  covering  an  excep- 
tionally long  period.     The  berries  began  maturing  much  earlier  than  last  sea- 
son,  but  the  weather  has  continued  dry  and  mild,  although  there  have  been 
some  indications  of  rain  and  a  few  scattered  and  insignificant  showers  have 
occurred.    The  crop  has  needed  moisture  so  badly  that  the  berries  have  not 
been  able  to  attain  full  development  and  are  running  smaller  than  normally. 
Even  if  there  should  be  a  rain  soon,  growers  say  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  rrake  anything  like  a  full  crop,  and  the  rain  would  spoil  many  mature  berries 
Local  strawberry  men  remember  only  one  season  like  this  in  recent  years. 
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ya^   .  A  REPORT  PIT  I'ORTHWESTSRIT  OI'IOITS 

The  following  information  was  included  in  a  review  dated  May  19  at 
the  Seattle  office,  as  released  "by  T.  R.  Eall:- 

" Reports  from  Pasco-Walla  Walla  onion  shippers  reveal  a  rather  wide 
divergence  of  opinion  over  the  time  shipments  will  "be  ready.     About  two-thirds 
of  the  700  to  750  acres  planted  around  Walla  Alalia  was  seeded  last  September 
and,   from  present  indications,  -  they  should  "be  read""  to  harvest  about  July  15. 
That  planting,  so  far,  is  sowing,  a  healthy  green  color,   is  free  from  any  sign 
of  disease,  and  should  yield  about  3^0  or  35^  sacks  of  marketable  onions  per 
acre.     A  later  acreage,  consisting  largely  of  thinnings  from  early  plantings, 
is  less  promising  in  appearance,  and  a  2/ield  of  only  25O  sacks  of  marketable 
onions  per  acre  is  not  unlikely.     In  the  aggregate,  around  800  cars  from  the 
"Walla.  Walla,  fields  is  considered  a  likely  production,  and  the  shipments  from 
Pa„sco  are  estimated  around  75  cars. 

"Eastern  Washington  again  led  the  field  in  moving  the  first  Iceberg 
lettuce  for  1932  >  with  two  cars  moving  from  Pasco  on  May  l6.     The  Paget  Sound 
harvest  likely  will  get  under  way  around  May  20.     In  both  districts,  quality 
is  generally  g ood,  though  small  sizes  predominate .     Solidity  is  entirely  satis- 
factory.   Opening  f.o.b.  prices  have  not  been  announced. 

"Local  cauliflower  is  reaching  Seattle  from  a  few  well-protected  locali- 
ties, "but  current  offerings  of  northwestern  cauliflower  are  rather  limited. 
A  little  locally -produced  cabbage  is  also  in  evidence  on  wholesale  markets. 
Hothouse  cucumbers  are  in  liberal  supply,  tomatoes  arc  increasing,  and  bunched 
vegetables  of  various  sorts  are  becoming  more  plentiful  daily." 

Ub.     TEXAS  017I03F  SHIPMENTS  HEAVIER 

A.  M.  McDowell  wrote  as  follows  from  Corpus  Christi  in  a  letter  dated 

May  22 

11  Shipments  of  Texas  onions  this  week  were  slightly  heavier,  with  8>25 
cars,  of  which  the  Coastal  Bend  district  again  furnished  about  EOfo.  Heavier 
movement  was  reported  from  the  Winter  G-arden  area,  where  harvesting  of  some 
late  acreage  was  begun.    The  Wilson-Karnes  district  was  slightly  heavier, 
with  nearly  50  cars.,  and  indications  pointed  to  active  shipments  during  the 
coming  two  weeks. 

"The  number  of  cars  remaining  in  the  Coastal  Bend  section  is  hard  to 
estimate,  owing  to  the  possibility  that,  if  market  conditions  continue  to 
grow  worse,  some  of  the  boilers  .and  low-quality  stock  may  not  be  shipped. 
With  2,200  cars  to  date,  it  is  entirely  likely  that  the  3,000  mark    may  be 
reached,  if  the  poorer  stock  is  moved.     Sailing  of  the  third  cargo  by  boat 
is  scheduled  for  the  latter  part  of  the  coming  week,  and  the  steamship  com- 
pany advises  that  they  have  inquiries  for  space  on  two  boats  for  later  sail- 
ings . 

"Two  or  three  dealers,  who  have  considerable  stock  left,  are  planning 
on  holding  it  under  shelter  rather  than  rush  it  to  market  as  soon  as  possible. 
If  the  weather  continues  dry,  these  onions  can  be  held  for  1^70  or  three  weeks, 
or  even  longer,  without  deterioration. 

" Cue1  ambers  are  now  about  the  peak  of  the  movement.     Hot  weather  of  the 
last  few  da'rs  is  causing  some  of  the  vines  to  wilt,  and  some  of  the  cucumbers 
are  beginning  to  turn  yellow.    Movement  probably  will  be  much  lighter  by  the 
last  of  the  coming  week. 

(continued  over) 
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"Monday's  rain  ruined  many  of  the  "beans  in  the  district,  and  the  few 
that  are  "being  loa,ded  are  either  consigned  or'  are  rolled  for  sale  at  desti- 
nation. 

"Indications  are  that  there  will  "be  a  considerable  increase  in  acre- 
age planted  to  vegetables  next  season,  particularly  cabbage  and  root  crops. 
It  is  also  likely  that  there  will  be  an  increa.se  in  onion  acreage.  With 
over  250,000  acres  in  Nueces  and  San  Patricio  counties  growing  cotton,  in  all 
or  practically  all  of  which  onions  can  be  used  as  an  intercrop,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  volume  of  onions  that  can  be  produced  in  this  district  is  lim- 
ited only  by  marketing  possibilities.    Primarily/"  a  cotton  district,  the  low 
prices  of  that  commodity  have  forced  farmers  to  diversify,  and- they  have  v 
turned  principally  to  vegetables,  as  those  come  at  a  sea.son  that  does  not  con- 
flict with  cotton,  and  the  production  and  handling  of  vegetables  makes  use  of 
trucks,  sheds  and  other  investments  which,  otherwise,  would  be  lying  idle  a. 
great  pa.rt  of  the  year."

7b.    MORE  TRAg  10  INCHES  OP  RAIN  WITHIN  SIX  DAYS  IN  ALABAMA 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  May  2h  from  H.  P.  Willson 
at  Mobile ,  Ala. : - 

"The  rainfall  at  Mobile  averaged  approximately  1.75  inches  per  day  for 
the  six  days  ending  Sunday,  May  22,  or  a  total  of  10.^5  inches.     The  local 
Weather  Bureau  advises  that,  with  the  heavy  precipitation  of  the  past  few  days 
the  total  amount  for  the  month  of  May  is  rapidly  approaching  an  all-time  recor 

"During  the  last  four  da3rs  of  the  past  week,  Alabama  potato  shipments 
were  5>  ^Lt  1>  and  6  cars  respectively,  a.s  contrasted  to  6k  and  57  cars  on  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday,  the  l6th  and  17th.     The  few  cars  shipped  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  week  were  made  up  of  either  washed  stock  or  small  lots  assembled 
from  the  different  loading  stations  to  make  solid  cars. 

"Most  of  the  soil  in  Baldwin  County  is  light  and  dries  out  quickly, 
particularly  on  the  uplands.    Digging  commenced  generally  today  (Tuesday)  and, 
weather  permitting,  the  shipments  for  the  remainder  of  the  week  will  be  fa.irly 
heavy.     The  last  few  cars  of  rollers  sold  as  high  a,s  $2.75  Per  100-pound  sack 
of  U.S.  ITo.  1    Bliss  Triumphs,  compared  with  usual-terms  f.o.b.  price  of  $2.25* 
$2.35  on  May  17.     The  present  supplies  arc  too  limited  to  establish  a  market, 
but  there  were  a  very  few  cars  sold  yesterday  at  $2.50  cash-track. 

"The  Baldv/in  County  cucumber  season  is  just  getting  started.    Por  the 
pa.st  week,  tot.-l  cucumber  shipments  for  the  United  States  have  been  averaging 
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nearly  100  cars  a  day,  with  Texas  shipping  considerably  over  half.  Florida's 
shipments  have  also  increased-  and,  with  Alabama  starting  in  fairly  heavy  this 
week,   the  supplies  will  continue  to  be  heavy.    Prices  on  the  northern  markets 
have  declined,  and -the  proportion  of  the  Alabama  crop  which  will  he  shipped 
depends  to  a  considerable  extent  on  the  prices  realized.     Some  of  the  trade 
are  skeptical  of  the  quality  of  the  s  took  immediately  following  the  rains, 
but  it  is  generally  predicted  that  the  quality  of  the  Alabama,  cucumbers  will 
be  good." 

Sb.     IiTTEPESTD-G  IZrS  REGARDING-  IMPERIAL  VALIEY  CANTALOUPES 

The  following  letter  of  May  23  came  from  A.  E.  Prugh,  at  Brawley:- 
" The  first  car  of  cantaloupes  moved  from  Imperial  Valley  on  May  1,  but 
up  to  May  22  the  heaviest  day's  shipment  has  been  only  lc2  cars.     Yield  on 
the  crown  set,  especially  the  brushed  acreage,  has  been  light,  and  the  weather 
turned  cooler  the  21st,  which  also  acted  to  retard  movement.     Comparison  of 
total  shipments  through  May.  22  and  cash  f.o.b.   sales  on  that  date  for  recent 
seasons  follows:

"The  f.o.b.  market  started  low  this  season,  considering  the  light 
movement.    The  demand  was  fairly  good  for  a  few  days,  but  toward  the  latter 
part  of  last  week,  when  movement  at  that  time  was  scheduled  to  arrive  around 
the  coming  holiday,  demand  fell  off  and  the  feeling  is  weak  today  (the  23rd) 
at  Sj>1.65-$1»75  on  the  ba.sis  of  standard  l+5,s»  with  jumbo  ^5's  at  25^  premium, 
jumbo  3cls  same  as  standard  *+5Ts,  ponys  75$  of  standard  U5?s  and  flats  kOfo  of 
standard  h'5's. 

"Only  21  express  cars  were  shipped  this  season,  compared  with  96  last 
year  and  lg6  two  j^ears  ago.     Shippers  were  not  inclined  to  incur  the  extra 
expense  of  the  express  rate,  and  we^e  in  no  grea.t  hurry  to  have  shipments 
arrive  in  the  East  when  ball  games  were  being  postponed  on  account  of  cold 
weather. 

"Considerable  choice  or  ripe  stock  is  being  trucked  to  California  and 
Arizona  markets.    Many  melons  are  being  picked  firm  ripe  and  pre coo led  before 
shipment,  .  and  some  of  these  have  brought  50^-$l  premium  in  Pittsburgh  and 
Chicago.    Preceding  costs  $25  per  car.    Several  cars  have  also  been  loaded 
with  the  top  tier  fancy,  or  half-slip,  and  the  lower  tiers  ripe,  or  full-slip. 

"The  Canadian  embargo  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease  in  other  parts  of  the  State  is  a  handicap,  as  Canada,  received  about 
550  cars  of  cantaloupes  and  Honey  Dews  last  year.    At  least  100  cars  of 
watermelons  v/ere  also  sent  to  Canadian  points. 

_  "Shippers  have  formed  a  clearing  house,  with  a  view  of  controlling 
shipments.    Present  indications  are  that  it  will  function,  with  the  bulk  of 
the  acreage  signed  to  a  contract  that  will  hold  them  together." 
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9 d .     THE  LATEST  MS  FROM  C5ITTRAL  MISSISSIPPI 

B.  E.  Siirry  sent  the  following  report  from  Crystal  Springs  on  May  23:- 

"Forwardings  of  157  cars  of  cabbage  from- Mississippi  last  week  repre- 
sent the  heaviest  movement  to  date  and  possibly  for  the  entire  season.  About 
U00  cars  were  shipped  during  the  same  period  a  year  ago.     Total  loadings  to 
date  amount  to  U60  cars,  compared  with  S30  last  year.     The  cabbage  crop  was 
greatly  benefited  by  cool,  rainy  weather  which  prevailed  most  of  last  week. 
The  late  crop  has  already  started  moving,  and  very  little  cabbage  may  be  left 
after  June  1.     The  f.o.b.  market  strengthened  last  week  and  prices  advanced 
25^  per  crate,  but  slower  demand  Saturday  and  today  lias  resulted  in  a  decline 
in  price  equal  to  that  of  a  week  ago,  except  for  pony  crates.     The  pony  crates 
have  been  in  fairly  good  demand  at  $1.65-$1»75»  cash-track.     Growers  have  been 
receiving  around  $55  Per  ton  for  bulk  cabhage  delivered  to  packing  houses, 
although  offers  as  low  as  $^5  were  made  today. 

"The  first  and  possibly  the  only  straight  car  of  carrots  for  the  sea- 
son was  shipped  last  week.     Loadings  of  carrots  and  beets  in  mixed  cars  have 
"been  light,  with  demand  limited  and  agenerally  dull  market.    A  very  few  lots 
were  sold  at  shipping  point  at  a  range  of  75^-90/  for  carrots  and  60<£~75^  per 
"bushel  crate  of  beets. 

" Snap  beans  have  been  of  rather  doubtful  quality  since  the  beginning 
of  cool,  damp  weather  a  week  ago.  Buyers  have  held  off,  and  most  offerings 
were  rolled  unsold.  A  few  lots  were  sold  at  shipping  point,  ranging  75^""$1 
per  hamper,  depending  on  variety  and  quality. 

"The  first  car  of  tomatoes  is  expected  to  move  around  May  2g  or  31» 
with  an  increase  of  shipments  beginning  June  1.     The  past  week's  rain  has 
been  sufficient  to  mature  the  entire  crop,  and  a  continuance  of  wet  damp 
weather  may  cause  considerable  damage."

lc.    MISSOURI  S??Av7BE5?.Y  IiTS?SCTIQMS 

According  to  recent  information  from  R/  B.  Landrum,  who  had  his 
headquarters'  at  Monett,  Mo.,  during  supervision  of  shipping-point  work  on 
Missouri  strawberries,  the  shippers  in  the  Van  Bur en  district  of  Arkansas 
had  practically  discontinued  inspection  by  May  lH.    The  inspectors ■ also 
were  needed  in  other  districts.    Mr.  Landrum  advised  us  on  May  l6  that  there 
were  still  four  points-  in  Arkansas  where  inspectors  were  working,  and  a  dozen 
men  had  "been  placed  at  shipping  points  in  Missouri,  with  probably  more  to  be 
placed  there  shortly.    Mr.  Landrum  added :- 

"It  has  been  exceptionally  dry  here  in  southwestern  Missouri  and,  un- 
less wo  have  rain  soon,   the  deal  possibly  will  be  finished  around  May  25. 
There  is  a  possibility  of  some  early  potato  work  during  the  latter  part  of  this 
month  in  the  Muskogee  district  of  Oklahoma,  also  -cabbpjge  and  beans  in  west 
central  Arkansas..'1 

On  May  20,  Mr.  Landrum  wired  the  Washington  office  that  he  would  return 
to  his  headquarters  at  Tulsa,  Okla.  Explanation  of  this  sudden  move  is  given 
in  the  following  letter  from  Monett,  dated  Friday,  the  20th:- 

"As  indicated  in  my  wire  tonight  (May  20.)  ,.  continued  dry  weather  has 
practically  ruined  the  Missouri  strawberry  deal  within  the  past  five  days.  A 
week  ago,  the  prospects  were  for  the  finest  and  heaviest  crop  of  berries  this 
district  has  produced  in  years.     Last  Sunday,  low  black  clouds  hung  over  the 
entire  section"  and  the  hoped-for  rain  was  expected  at  any  time  during  the 
day  and  night.     This  failed  to  materialize,  however,  and  since  Monday  the 
effects  of  the  drought  have  increased  each  day.     The  berries, in  many  instances, 
have  lost  their  bright  color  and  a„re  fast  becoming  very  'seedy'  and  leathery. 
So  far,  the  size  has  not  materially  decreased  and  the  receipts  of  Uo.  l's 
have  held  up  wonderfully,  but  the  volume'  of"  loadings  indicates  that  the  yield 
is  "being  seriously  affected.     There  were  22  cars  loaded  in  the  entire  State 
yesterday,  of  which  9  were  inspected,  and  our  percentage  of  inspections  each 
day  previously  has    been  about  the  Same  as  this.     It  is  just  a'  case  of  not 
having  the  berries  to  load  and,  unless  a  rain  falls  within  the  next  two  or 
three  days,  another  week  will  see  the  finish. 

"Inasmuch  as  the  job  seems  to  be  running  smoothly,  with  all  experienced 
men  (three  of  them  having  had  supervision  of  various  deals),  I  can  see  little 
necessity  of  my  remaining  here  next  week.     Indications  are  that  Oklahoma  pota- 
toes and  a  few  Arkansas  vegetables  will  start  by  June  1,  and,  as  the  State  of 
Oklahoma  indicates  its  intention  of  placing  the  deal  on  a  somewhat  different 
basis  than  heretofore,  I  shall  have  opportunity  of  coming  to  an  understanding 
before  the  dea.1  begins.    Those  who  are  using  the  service  here  have  expressed 
satisfaction  with  everything,   and  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  reason  why 
things  should  not  run  smoothly."

T.  W.  Ayres  wrote  as  follows  from  Humboldt  in  a  letter  dated  May  21:- 
" Through  Fxiday,  May  20,   -  ending  the  third  week  of  strawberry  inspec- 
tion in  west  Tennessee,  -  we  have  inspected  and  certified  3^3  Carlo ts  and,  in 
addition,  several ' thousand,  oyates  ■  by  truck.    The  strawberry  inspections  for 
today,  Saturday,  and  for  Monday  and  Wednesday  of  next  week  will  add  35  or  Uo 
cars,  and  should  about  wind  up  the  deal.    Favorable  showers,  and  berries  from 
the  late  or  second  blossoms,  are  prolonging  the  strawberry  pickings,  though 
the  deal  is  now  very  slow. 

'.".There  is  talk  of  one  or  two  errs  of  cabbage  being  loaded  the  last  of 
next  week,  but  I  do  not  believe  there  will  be  any  active  cutting  before  hay  jO 
or  June  1."

Quality  of  green  peas  in  the  "Holland"  district  is  exceptionally  good, 
one  car  recently  grading  U.S.  Fancy.  From  foxvr  to  eight  cars  daily  have  been 
certified.

The  Secretary-  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  of  Tedford 
Brothers,  Aransas  Pass,  Texas,  against  Piowaty-Berliner ,  Inc.,  Chicago,  111., 
and  M.  C.  Coggins •,  Pleasant  Valley,  Iowa,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held 
under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

This  case  involved  five  carloads  of  onions  and  one  car  of  cucumbers, 
which  were  accepted  hut  not  paid  for  by  Fiowat"-Berliner ,  Inc.    After  a  com- 
plaint was  made  to  the  Department  cut  before  formal  complaint  was  filed, 
Tedford  Brothers  instituted  an  action  at  law  in  the  District  Court  of  San 
Patricio  County,  Texas.     The  fact  that  this  action  had  been  taken  by  Tedford 
Bros,  was  not  known  to  the  Department  at  the  time  formal  complaint  was  re- 
ceived and  served. 

The  Secretary  held  that  Congress,  by  enactment  of  the  perishable  Agri- 
cultural Commodities  Act,  intended  to  provide  an  additional  remedy  in  cases 
of  this  sort  but  did  not  intend  that  a  dealer,  broker  or  commission  merchant 
should  be  required  to  defend  an  action  at  law  and  also  a  complaint  filed 
under  this  Act  at  the  same  time  involving  the  same  transaction.     The  Secre- 
tary further  held  that  Tedford  Bros.,  having  instituted  their  court  action 
prior  to  filing  complaint  under  the  Act,  must  be  considered  as  having  made 
an  election  of  remedies,  and  their  complaint  filed  under  the  P.A.C.  Act.  was 
therefore  dismissed. 


2e.     LACK  OF  MUTUAL  UITDERSTAlTDIITG-  CAUSSS  DISMISSAL  OP  P.A.C.  CASE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by  the 
Bernstein-Ifehmen  Co.,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  against  the  Agricultural  Exchange,  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  as  a  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable- Agricul- 
tural Commodities  Act. 

This  case  involved  three  cars  of  watermelons  sold  by  the  Agricultural 
Exchange  for  the  Bernstein-ITehmen  Co.     The  transaction  was  handled  over  the 
Agricultural  Exchange's  teletype  system,  and  there  was  a  misunderstanding  as 
to  the  purchase  price.    As  the  result  of  this  misunderstanding,  the  cars  were 
rejected  aid  Bernstein-ITehmen  Co.  filed  complaint,  asking  damages  in  the  amoun 
which  they  claimed  to  have  lost.     The  agent  of  the  Agricultural  Exchange  testi 
fied  that  he  was  at  the  time,  and  still  is,  of  the  opinion  that  the  cars  were 
purchased  on  the  hundredweight  basis;  the  Agricultural  Exchange  claimed  they 
were  bought  on  the  car  basis.     The  Agricultural  Exchange  claimed  that  their 
agent  at  St.  Louis  was  not  authorized  to  purchase  the  cars  for  it  on  any  basis 
and  certainly  not  at  the  indicated  price  per  hundredweight.     The  Secretary 
held  that  the  record  did  not  establish  that  the  agent  had  authority  to  pur- 
chase the  cars  on  the  hundredweight  basis  and  that  the  Agricultural  Exchange 
had  never  ratified  the  pruchase  on  that  ba.sis.     It  was  further  held  that  there 
was  no  evidence  to  show  that  the  Statute  of  Frauds  had  been  complied  with.

Some  of  our  field  men' have  reported  that  licensees  under  the  P. A.  C.  Act 
are  painting  their  license  numbers  on  the  doors  of  trucks,   together  with  the 
wording  "U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,"  the  wording  and  the  number  being  so 
arranged  as  to  give  the  impression  that  the  truck  is  working  under  the  author- 
ity or  with  the  approval  and  encouragement  of  the  Department. 

A  constituent  of  a  certain  Congressman  conceived  from  such  wording  "on  one 
truck  that  it  was  the  property  of  the  Department  and  was  engaged  in  hauling 
fruits  and  vegetables  in  competition  with  private  concerns.    Accordingly,  he 
wanted  to  know  whether  or  not  it  would  be  possible  to  secure  one  for  the  use  of 
the  cooperative,  creamery  in  which  he  is  interested. 

In  view  of  the  misunderstanding  which  may  arise  as  the  result  of  this 
practice,  it  is  requested  that  field  men  warn  truckers  and  others  personally, 
when  the  use  of  the  Department's  name  in  this  way  seems  likely  to  lead  to  con- 
fusion, and  3.1so  that  they  report  to  us  evidences  of  flagrant  violation,  to- 
gether with  license  numbers  and,  if  possible,  the  tag  numbers  on  the  trucks.

lb .     POTATO  SITUATION  IN  KANSAS,  MISSOURI  AND  OKLAHOMA 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  May  21  from  R.  3.  Corbin, 
of  -'the  Kansas  City  office:- 

I'jrom  what  I  can  learn  of  the  potato  crop  in  the  Kaw  Valley  and 
Or rick  sections,   the  Missouri  end  of  the  district  is  in  very  good  condition 
at  the  present  time,   the  fields  showing  good  stand,  with  a  set  running  in 
most  fields  seven  to  10  potatoes  to  the  hill.     The  soil  moisture  around 
Orrick  and  other  Missouri  points  is  fairly  good  up  to  the  present  time,  hut 
more  rain. will  be  needed  to  make  the  crop. 

"The  Kaw  Valley  of  Kansas  shows  somewhat  less-favorable  prospects, 
especially  in  parts  of  the  eastern  end,  where  there  is  a  deficiency  of  mois- 
ture.    A  good  stand  is  reported  nearly  everywhere,  except  that  the  fields  are 
spotted  in  the  matter  of  growth  which  the  vines  have  made.     It  is  thought  that 
this  condition  was  caused  by  the  cold  weather  and  wet  soil  about  planting  time 
and  some  of  the  seed  "having  met  conditions  which  delayed  sprouting.     It  is 
said  that  in  some  fields  there  are  vines  12  to  15  inches  high  and  other  vines 
not  more  than  four  or  five  inches  high.    Of  the  more-mature  stock,  the  set 
is  said  to  be  about  average  and,  if  growing  conditions  continue  favorable, - 
which  will  mean  that  there  must  be  fairly  liberal  rainfall  during  the  month 
of  June,  -  prospects  are  for  a  fairly  good  yield  throughout  the  Valley. 

"The  western  end  of  the  section,  from  Topeka  west,  is  in  better  con- 
dition than  the  eastern  end  of  the  Kaw  Valley  in  the  matter  of  soil  moisture, 
which  is  the  important  growing  factor  at  the  present  time. 

"A  letter  from  Oklahoma  informs  me  that  the  southern  part  of  the  Okla- 
homa producing  section,  below  McAiester,  looks  very  good.     They  have  had  plent 
of  rain,  and  are  beginning  to  dig  and  ship  out  a  few  potatoes.     The  section 
around  Muskogee,  however,  is  in  need  of  moisture.    They  have  had  nothing  but 
local  showers  since  the -crop  was  planted, snd  it  will  take  a  considerable  rain- 
fall within  the  next  two  weeks  to  make  the  crop." 

2b.     MANY  ITQP.TKWES TERN  CHOPS  NOW  MOVING- 

T.  R.  Kail,  of  the  Seattle  office,  published  the  following  infor- 
mation in  a  review  dated  May  25:- 

"The  season  for  western  Washington  Iceberg  lettuce  opened  May  25, 
with  three  cars  moving  from  Kent.     Quality  is  generally  satisfactory,  mos  -fly  of 
a  5-cl-0Z8n  size,  with  a  1  ew  6-dozen  packs  in  the  initial  shipments.    About  Zy/o 
to  90^  grades  U.S.  No.  1  quality.     Sales  f.o.b.  usual  terms,  out  of  Kent  or 
Seattle,  range  $2«50-$3  per  crate.     Trade  estimates  of  the  acreage  in  western 
Washington,  from  which  lettuce  will  be  cut,  indicate  a  possible  reduction  of 
500  to  1,000  acres  under  the  3,000  acres  officially  estimated  for  1931 . 

"Eastern  Washington1 s  asparagus  distribution  is  now  confined  to 
northwestern  markets.     The  reported  carlot  movement  of  c6  cars  was  substan- 
tially greater  than  that  of  1531,  coming  as  a  result  of  constantly  increased 
acreage  and  yield.    Many  fields  of  green  peas  for  fresh  shipment  are  now  bloom 
ing  in  the  Puget  Sound  area.    Harvesting    will  be  under  way  by  mid-June.  A 
few  loca.1  fields  of  early  cabbage  are  now  being  drawn  upon  by  local  truck 
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gardeners  for  supplies.     The  preliminary  estimated  acreage  of  this  crop  is 
about  the  same  as  for  193*  >  when  the  harvested  area  in  this  State  was  around 
2,000  acres. 

" Strawberries  are  leading  the  group  of  soft  fruits,  which  will  "be 
marketed  during  the  following  few  months  from  various  northwestern  districts. 
The  peak  of  the  season  in  the  'lower  Yakima  Valley  was  likely  passed  about 
May  20,  with  carlot  movement  into .Montana  and  liberal  motor-truck  movement 
to  Coast  points.     Quotations  on  Sl+-pint  Clark  Seedlings  ruled  around  $1.30 
pe-*-  crate.    All  other  northwestern  districts  will  be  ready  to  ship  straw- 
berries by  Memorial  Day.    Demand  from  canneries  and  "barrel  plants  is  slug- 
gish, and  a  heavy  volume  of  the  current  production  is  expected  to  move  into 
fresh  fruit  markets,  probably  at  low  prices. 

"First  eastern  Washington  cherries  were  displa3red  in  Seattle  on 
Kay  25,  and  carlot  movement  from  early  orchards  in  lower  Yakima  Valley  is 
scheduled  to  start  about  June  1.     Observations  of  itinerant  travelers  re- 
flect a  spotted  condition  of  the  cherry  crop,  with  excessive  dropping  in 
some  places  materially  cutting  into  the  anticipated  production.  Puyallup- 
Sumner  raspberries ,  with  favorable  weather,  will  be  ready  for  initial  pick- 
ing before  June  J>0,     Estimated  production  is  somewhat  lower  than  for  last  year 

5b.     HEAVY  TRUCK  MOVEMENT  0?  EASTERI7  SHORE  BERRIES 

V.  I-:.  2'icholson  sent  the  following  from  Pocomoke  City  on  May  ~j>I:~ 
" Strawberry  movement  from  the  Eastern  Shore  has  been  quite  heavy  dur- 
ing the  last  few  days.     Truck  shipments  for  Monday  amounted  to  ^6,20^>  crates, 
according  to  the  Delaware  Bureau  of  Markets.     This  is  the  heaviest  movement 
for  any  one  day  in  any  of  the  past  three  seasons,  and  it  probablv  is  the 
heaviest  truck  movement  on  record.     Truck  shipments  Friday  amounted  to  over 
36,000  crates. 

11  Some  of  the  local  factors  have  stated  that  probably  75$  °f  the  tot.nl 
crop  will  move  by  motor  truck  this  season.    During  the  period  for  which 
figures  on  such  shipments  are  available,  the  truck  movement  has  amounted  to 
approximately  oOfh  of  the  total  this  season.     This  includes  only  the  trucks 
passing  through  Delaware,  and  there  has  been  some  stock  trucked  across  the 
Chesapeake  Bay  into  Washington  and  Baltimore. 

"The  market  held  fairly  well  until  Saturday  of  last  week,  but,  with 
the  holiday  Monday  making  it  necessary  to  hold  stock  until  Tuesday,  the 
demand  was  rather  slow  despite  light  offerings.     Offerings  at  most  auctions 
were  extremely  heavy  Monday,  and  some  loads  were  passed  at  Onley.  Probably 
the  best  Missionarys  and  Premiers  sold  in  a  range  of  $1.50-$2  Monday,  with 
the  average  at  most  blocks  well  under  $2.     Some  of  the  larger  fruit,  par- 
ticularly a  few  Big  Joes,   sold  up  around  $3»  "b"11^  the  volume  of  sales  at  that 
figure  was  quite  limited. 

"A  new  variety,   the  Blakemore,  is  making  its  appearance  on  the  Shore 
this  season.     It  is  reported  to  have  the  flavor  and  shipping  quality  of  the 
Missionary,  but  the  size  of  the  Premier.     It  is  lighter  in  color  than  the 
Missionary.    Very  few  shippers  have  reported  their  results  with  this  variety, 
but  prices  at  the  local  auctions  have  generally  been  at  a  good  premium  over 
either  Premiers  or  Missionarys.     The  a.creage  of  this  variety  is  not  large, 
but  growers  seem  inclined  to  increase  their  plantings." 
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Hb .     LIGHTER  MOVEMENT  OF  TEXAS  ONIONS 

The  following  letter  of  May  2g  came  from  A.  M..t  McDowell,  at  Corpus 
Chris ti:  "  .* 

"  Shipment  s' of .  Texas  onions  deer  eased ''this .  week  to  700  cars,  with  the 
Coastal  Bend  district  continuing  to  furnish-    about  80$.    Most  of  the  re- 
mainder originated- in  the " Wilson-Karnes ' district .  .Shipments  from  the 
Winter  Garden  area  were  only  ah out  35  cariSi 

" The  Coastal  Bend  district  has  already  passed  the  2,700  mark  and, 
although  shipments  are  now 'expected  to  he  lighter,  the  total  probably  will 
be  over  3»000  cars  by. the  end  of -the  coming  week.    Harvesting  is  practically 
completed,  but  there  are  500  Cars  or  more  being  held  in  sheds,  waiting  for 
an  improvement  in  market,  conditions.    With  a  continuation  of  the  dry  weather, 
which  has  prevailed  for  the  last  10  days,  it  is  possible  that  onions  may  be 
rolling  from  this  section  until  early  July. 

"The  Wilson-Karnes  district  apparently  will  not  be  such  a  factor  as 
had  been  anticipated.     Some  estimates  now  are  that  shipments  will  not  run 
over  U00  cars.     Harvesting  in  the  Farmersviire:area  in  north  Texas  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  about  June  10.     Some  earlier  reports  were  that  movement  might 
start  the  last  of  May,  but  with  the  prevailing  low  market  it  is  likely  that 
no  effort  will  be  made  to  rush  -the  season. 

"To  date,  the  equivalent  of  201  cars  has  originated  by  boat  out  of  the 
Coastal  Bend  district.    Nearly  all  of  these  went  to  Hew  York,  but  there  were 
a  few  to  Boston,  Baltimore  and  Jacksonville.     On  Friday  a  cargo  of  73  cars 
left  Corpus  Christ i,  and  on  Saturday  another  boat  carried  12  carloads.  'All 
of  these  were  -trucked  direct  to  the  pier.    At  least  one  more  boat'  shipment 
will  be  made,  late  the  corning  week,  and  negotiations  are  under  way  for  a 
boat  the  week  following. 

"The  cucumber  season  appears  to  be  finished,  unless  the  market  im- 
proves.    There  are . plenty  of  cucumbers  left,  but  most  dealers  are  refusing 
to  handle  them.     A  few  dealers  are  shipping  a  Car  or  two  daily." 

5b .     ANOTHER  EXPLANATION  OF  THE  POOR  BERRY  SEASON  IN  LOUISIANA 

Here  is  an  instance  where  one  of  the  employees  in  a  branch  office 
disagrees  with  statements  previously  made  in  the  Division  Letter.    His  letter 
dated  May  25,  is  published  below: - 

"I  cannot  agree  with  the  explanation  of  the  disappointment  in  the 
Louisiana  strawberry  crop,  as  given  on  Page  ^12  of  last  week's  D.L.    It  is 
very  popular  to  blame  everything  on  the  depression,  and  possibly  the  discus- 
sion of  it  is  what  prolongs  it.    But,  from  all  the  reports  in  the  trade  that 
I  have  received,  the  indication  is  that  the  reason  the  Louisiana  berries  did 
not  go  over  so  well,  as  usual  is  because  they  did  not  have  the  quality. 

"People  may  not  be  going  to-  shows  as  the}''  used  to  do,  and  the3r  may 
not  be  buying  stocks  as  they  formerly  did,  but  most  of  them  are  still  eating 
pretty  regularly  and,  if  you  have  something  nice  to  sell,  there  is  a  demand 
for  it. 

"In  the  Horthwest  we  have  had  a  fine  quality  of  strawberries  from 
California  this  year,  much  better  than  usual,  and  the  consumption  has  in-  ;." 
creased  60f0.    Possibly  the  people  of  this  section  find  it  much  more  pleasant 
to  discuss  the  depression  and  politics  On  a  full  stomach."     (Editor's  note:- 
Probably  both  factors,  the  economic  depression  and  the  inferior  quality  of 
berries,  helped  to  cause  the  disappointing  results  in  the  1932  Louisiana 
strawberry  season.) 
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6b .     MISSISSIPPI  TOMATO  SEASON  OPMSD  EARLY  . 

B.  E.   Surry  sent  the  following  report  from  Crystal  Springs  in  a 
letter  dated  May  ^0:- 

"The  Mississippi  tomato  season  opened  on  Thursday,  May  26,  two  weeks 
earlier  than  last  year,  when  a  local  independent  packing  house  forwarded  six 
cars.     The  Shippers1  Association  had  agreed  not  to  load  before  today,  but, 
after  one  shed  had  started,  others  made  preparations  to  begin  Friday.  On 
Saturday  83  Cars  were  moved,  and  fairly-heavy  loadings  are  expected  for  all 
of  this  week.     The  season  appears  'm&de-tp-order 1  for  the  Mississippi  growers. 
After  several  years  of  reverses,  local  growers  are  looking  forward  to  a  suc- 
cessful tomato  deal,  immediately  following  good  returns  from  -their  cabbage. 

"Quality  has  been  described  as  the  finest  in  years.     Most  stock  is 
smooth,  well-shaped,  and  free  from  insect  damage,  with  sizes  mostly  Ux5  to 
5x6.     Last  year,  Texas'  and  Mississippi's  heavy  movement  came  at  the  same 
time,   the  last  two  weeks  in  June.     This  year,  however,  Mississippi  shippers 
and  growers  are  endeavoring  to  have  the  peak  movement  occur  about  June  10, 
or  before  east  Texas  begins  shipping  heavily.     Opening  prices  have  netted 
very  good  returns  to  growers.    A  flat  price  of  $U  per  bushel  field  lug  of    .'  r' 
about  60  pounds  of  No.  1  tomatoes  was  paid  last  week.    Beginning  today,  with 
loadings  rapidly  increasing,  growers  are  being  paid  $3  Per  hushel  for  Ifo.  I's. 
Cash-track  sales  for  the  opening  day  were  made  at  $2.60-$2.65  per  lug.  The 
following  day  the  cash  price  was  mostly  $2 . 50-$2 . 60  for  lugs  and  $1.50- per 
^-basket  flat.     Today  the  market  weakened  to  around  $2  cash  and  $2-$2.25 
usual-terms  for  !"o.  1  stock.     Demand  was  very  light,  account  of  the  holiday. 
The  following  comparison  with  last  year  shows  the  date  of  first  shipment, 
number  of  cars  shipped,  cash-track  and  usual-terms  sales  for  lugs  end 
U-basket  flats:

"Shipments  for  this  year  are  estimated  at  3,000  to  3>50O  cars,  compared 
with  2,700  cars  in  193^  from  the  same  acreage.     One  feature  of  marketing  this 
year!s  crop  is  the  continued  trend  towards  the  use  of  lugs  instead  of  Wbasket 
flats.    Probably  less  than  25^  of  the  crop  will  be  shipped  in  flats.  The 
growth  in  number  of  large  centralized  packing-houses,  where  only  lugs  are 
used,   is  largely  responsible  for  this  rapid  change  to  lugs.     Flats  are  packed 
on  the  farm,  hauled  to  town,  and  loaded  directly  into  the  cars. 

" Cabbage  prices  declined  rather  sharply  at  shipping  point  last  week, 
with  very  light  demand  after  Tuesday.     Since  that  date,,  more  than  half  of 
the  shipments  have  rolled  unsold  or  on  consignment.     Last  sales  made  Saturda}^ 
were  around  $2  cash  for  standard  crates  and  $1.75  for  lettuce  crates,  with 
wire  sales  25^  higher.    Pony  crates  ranged  mostlj^  $1.25-^1.35  per  crate.  The 
season  is  practically  over,  except  for  a  few  cars  of  late  cabbage. 

"Beets  and  carrots  continued  unchanged  in  price,  with  too  few  sales  to 
quote.    An  occasional  sale  in  mixed  cars  showed  beets  bringing  60^  cash  or 
70^  on  the  wire;  carrots  7^80^  cash  or  gO^-90^  on  the  wire.     The  movement  of 
snap  beans  was  light,  with  about  10  straight  cars  daily  in  addition  to  mixed 
carlo ts.     Sales  in  mixed  cars  ranged  mostly  SO j-JO^  for  wax  and  75^-^5^  for 
green  varieties." 
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7b.     ITOTES  01',  FLORIDA  AgD  GEORGIA  WATERLiSLOITS  • 

The  following  information  came .  from  H."  M.'  Peterson,  at  Leesburg,  71a., 
under  date  of  June  1:-  . 

"Watermelon  shipments  from  the . Leesburg  district  are  "being  cut  from 
the  early  plantings  which  escaped  freezing,  constituting  nearly  half  of  the 
acreage  of  this  district.    Many  of  the  replanted  .fields  will  be  ready  early 
next  week,  "but  shipments  are  not  expected  to  increase  to  any  great  extent 
"because  most  of  the  early-  fields  will  have  "been  harvested.    A  few  cars  also 
will  he  loaded  from  Alachua  County  early  next  week,  but  the  movement  from 
that  county  will  not  become  important  until  the  following  week.     The  north 
Florida  and  south  Georgia  district  is  expected  to  move  a  few  scattered  cars 
during  the  week  of  June  20.    However,  most  of  the  first  settings  of  melons 
in  that  area  were  knocked  from  the  vines  by  heavy  rains,  delaying  prospects 
for  general  loadings  until  after  July  1. 

-■  "The  melons  now  moving  from  the  .Leesburg  district  are  generally  of 
good  quality,  with  practically  no  Anthracno.se,  and  continued  good  quality  is 
expected  "onless  very  high  temperatures  should  develop  along  with  almost 
daily  Showers  which  are  now  occurring.     Some  cars  of  poorer  melons  are  moving 
from  counties  south  of  the  Leesburg  district,  but  these  counties  have  about 
completed  their  harvesting. 

"Although  total  movement  is  light,  the  demand  has  decreased  consider- 
ably during  the  past  three  days,  and  track  buyers  are  making  a  determined 
effort  to  purchase  at  prices  much  lower  than  present  levels.    Most  shippers, 
however,  feel  that  the  slow  demand  is  due  mostly  to  low  temperatures  in  the 
northern  markets,  and  thej7"  are  slow  to  reduce  prices.    Large  sizes  have  been 
hard  to  move,  and  most  cars  have  rolled  unsold  to  the  larger,  markets . " 

gb .     MUCH  IDSS  TO  ALABAMA  POTATOES  FP.QL!  HEAVY  RAINS 

H«  ~F\  w'illson  wrote  as  follows  from  Mobile  in  a  letter  of  May  31*"" 
•  ."The  heavy  rai'-s  of  - the  -eek  ending  V.c-.y  "21  caused  considerable  loss 
to  Alabama  potatoes,  particularly  in  the  lowlands.     It  is  estimated  that  the 
loss  will  be  as  high  as  25/°  i-n  some  sections,  but  it  is  impossible  to  deter- 
mine a  representative  figure  until  the  most  of  the  fields  are  dug.     The  first 
fields  which  were- dug  were  those  on  the  uplands  with  the  lighter  soil,  and 
the  fields  affected  most  will  not  be  harvested  until  the  current  week. 

"Present  quality  of  Alabama  potatoes  is  largely  dependent  on  how  care- 
fully the  stock  is  graded.     Some  of  the  potatoes  in  the  first  digging  after 
the  rains  were  placed  in  sheds  and  allowed  to  dry  out  thoroughly,  so  that 
the  defects,-  particularly  dry  rot,  scab  and  soft  rot,-  would  be  more- 
readily  apparent.     I.t  is  the  general  opinion  that  the  carefully-graded  stock 
will  carry  satisfactorily  now.     At  the  present  time,  there  is  considerable 
trouble  being  experienced  with  the  condition  upon  arrival  of  the  first  ship- 
ments following  the  rain.     The  weather  immediately  after  the  rains  was 
nearly  ideal  for  keeping  the  loss  at  a  minimum.     The  first  few  days  were  cool 
and  partly  cloudy,  while  now  it  is  clear  and  warm. 

"The  shipments  of  Alabama  notatoes  this  season  through  May  28  were 
615  cars,  compared  with  2,790  to  the  same  date  last  season.  Most  of  the 
trade  are  estimating  from  1,100  to  1,200  cars  yet  to  ship,  beginning  with  the 
current  week,  but  the  quantity  to  be  shipped  depends  to  a  large  extend  on  the 
percentage  of  loss  of  the  potatoes  being  dug  this  week.  It  is  generally  pre- 
dicted that  the  current  will  will  see  the  peak  movement,  with  shipments  rang- 
ing from  75  to  100  cars  per  day." 
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9"°  -     IHTBRSSTIIvG-  IMS  REGARDING  IMPERIAL  VALLEY  CANTALOUPES  A1TD  OTHER  CROPS 
The  following  letter- came  from  A.  3.  Prugh,'  .at  Brawley,  under  date'  of

"With  present  economic  conditions,  Imperial  Valley  is  fortunate  that 
a  light  set  of  cantaloupes  and  cool  nights  have  held  shipments  to  a  low 
figure.    Distribution  has  "been  poor,     I  saw  a  letter  from  a  receiver  in 
Tampa,  in  which  he  stated  that  demand  for  cantaloupes  was  the  slowest  of  any 
time  in  his  expedience  in  selling;  them.-    The  -f  irst  200-car  day- was  Saturday, 
May  28,  with, 20T  cars.     The  demand  had  slowed  down  at  that  time,  when  'the 
clearing  house  committee  held  a  meeting .and.  decided  to  stop  packing  ponys. 
This  size.;  constituted, around  25^  of  the  crop.    Movement  the  next  day,  Sunday, 
the  29th,  dropped,  to  I5&-  cars ,  showing  the  extent  of  the  pony  volume.  This 
small  size  usually  comes  from  weak  vines  and  never  has  the  flavor  of  the 
larger  melons.     The  following  table  shows  present  movement  and  f.o.b'.  prices 
on  standard  U^'s,  compared  with  previous  seasons:

"The  price  of  ripes  or  'choice'  has  "been  generally  25^-50^  per  stand- 
ard crate  higher  than-  the  'fancy'  or  half-slip  melons.     Slow  ripening  and 
light  yield  has  caused-  a  light  picking  of  ripes,  and  many  have  been  pfecooled 
or  loaded  topped  with  'fancy'  and  moved  east. 

•  < .  •  "Many  new  strains  of  the  old  Hale's  Best  are  being  tried  out  this 
year.     The  eating  quality  of  this  melon  was,  never  quite  satisfactory,  as  com- 
pared with  the  Pollock  and  Perfecto,  but  it,  was  developed  and  grown  on 
account  of  i-ts  earliness.;    Dr.  Jagger,  .who.  originated '-the  blight-resistant 
lettuce,  is  making  progress  in  developing  a  mildew-resistant  strain  of  canta- 
loupes. 

"To  -show. .how  widespread  truck  movement  is  becoming,  a  truck  load  of 
25O  crates  of  cantaloupes  left  here  Friday  for  San  Antonio.     The  truck 
carried  three  drivers,  with  a  sleeping  space,  and  of  course,  by  continuous 
driving,  made  better  time  than  fast  freight.     The  cost  per  standard  crate  by 
freight  would  be  about  $1.25. 

"A  few  Honey  Dews  and  Honey  Balls  are  moving.     Two  or  three  straight 
cars  of  Honey  Dews  have  been  shipped.    A  local  shipper  reported  sales  of  $k~ 
$5  per  crate  on  his  first  lot  of  100  crates  in  New  York  City. 

"The  first  car  of  watermelons  was  shipped  May  26.     The  second  car  on 
the  27th  brought  $60  per  ton  of  Angelinas.     Some  truck  sales  of  Klondikes 
were  made  on  the  2hth  and  25th  at  $70  per  ton.     Five  cars  were  shipped  the  I 
29th,  all  billed  to  Los  Angeles.     The  jobbing  price  there  Saturday,  the  2Sth, 
was  h^ft  per  pound  of  Klondikes.     The  cash  f.o.b.  price  here  Monday  was  $4-0 
per  ton.     The  few  Angelinas  that  have  been  grown  in  previous  years  generally 
moved  into  Canada,  but  the  foot-and-mouth  disease  embargo  has  closed  that  outlet, 
i.'-iot  "Most  of  Imperial  tomatoes  have  been  going  out  by  truck  or  in  mixed  cars 
with  cantaloupes.    Very  few  straight  cars  have  been  shipped.     Truck  receipts 
of  tomatoes  in  Los  Angeles  from  Imperial  and  Coachella  Valleys  were  7,000  to 
10,000  packages  per  day  last  week.     On  May  27  the  jobbing  market  there  was 
$1.75  for  Imperial  9-top  crates,  and  $2.25~$2.50  on  5x5  lugs  and  $1 .75- $^  en 6x6s.

J,  D.'  Hamilton  included  the  following  comments  in  a  northwestern 
review,  dated  May  23  at  Portland:-  ■  '  >' 

"Raspberries  in  the  Puyallup^Sumner  district  of  Washington  are 
spotted,  with  the  crop  estimated  at  50/£-£>5$  °f  last  year.     If  weather  is 
favorable,   there  may  te  as  .many  shipped  fresh  as  last  year,  because  there 
is  little  likelihood  of  heavy  processing  activity.    First  earlots  may  move 
around  June  25.     The  lighter  crop  ma}'  result  in  larger  berries  and  excel- 
lent quality. 

."A  heavy  cherry  crop  is  indicated  in  most  Oregon  districts,  although 
Willamette  Valley  conditions  are  spotted,  with  no  thoughts  expressed  as  to 
probable  tonnage.     Cherries  and  pears  are  reported  as  dropping  quite 
heavily  in  some  Yakima  Valley  districts.     Lewiston,  Idaho,  expects  a  100^ 
increase  over  last  year's  cherry  shipments.     First  cherry  shipments  are 
expected  from  Lewiston,  Kennewick,  and  eastern  Oregon  around  June  1."

lc.     INSPECTION  WORE  COMPLETED  ON  MAIM  POTATOES   •  •  . 

Since  C-.  Hay  Warren  left  Aroostook  County,  about  April  1, 
Vernon  Palmer,  a  licensed  inspector,  has  had  charge  of  the  shipping-point 
work  on  Maine  potatoes.    Under  date  of  May  2g,  Mr.  Palmer  sent  the  follow- 
ing letter  from  Car lbou:- 

"Enclosed  you  will  find  our  last  monthly  report  for  this  season. 
The  volume  of  inspection  work  has  "been  small,   compared  with  the  total  num- 
her  of  shipments,  but,  due  to  low  prices  and  shippers  trying  to  keep  ex- 
penses down,  they  have  not  used  inspection  as  they  should.    Many  shippers 
have  expressed  their  idea  that,  if  they  had  used  inspection  more  consist- 
ently, they  would  have  been  far  better  off,  as  they  have  numerous  cars  in 
the  markets  on  which  they  are  advancing  money  to  pay  the  freight. 

"There  probably  will  be  between  3,000  and  U,000  cars  that  will 
have  to  be  dumped  in  Aroostook  County,  if  the  South  continues  heavy  ship- 
ments.    There  are  between  5s 000  and  6,000  cars  in  the  County  at  the  present 
time,  and  I  doubt  if  more  than  half  of  them  will  be  shipped. 

"We  have  had  a  very  favorable  spring  for  planting.     The  only 
rain  which  has  prevented  farmers  from  working  the  ground  was  yesterday  and 
today.    At  the  close  of  planting  season,  I  doubt  very  much  if  our  acreage 
will"  be  very  far  below  last  year's  acreage.     There  may  not  be  quite  so  much 
fertilizer  used    and  they  are  spreading  it  over  more  ground,  which  may 
affect  the  yield.     They  are  using  a  lot  of  New  Brunswick  fertilizer,  which 
is  much  cheaper  than  the  American  fertilizer." 


2c.     MISSOURI  BERRY  INSPECTIONS  ABOUT  FINISHED 

R.  B.  Landrum,  Supervising  Inspector,  left  Tulsa  about  a  week  ago 
and  returned  to  his  field  office  at  Monet t,  Mo.,  from  which  point  he  wrote 
the  following  letter  on  May  29:- 

"Local  showers  throughout  the  Missouri  berry  section  on  Thursday 
and  Friday  of  the  past  week  considerably  increased  the  volume  of  loadings 
and  will  prolong  the  deal  into  next  week. 

"There  was  considerable  trouble  with  soft  and  tender  berries  on 
Friday  and  Saturday,  and  for  this  reason  I  returned  to  Monet t  Friday  night, 
with  the  intention  of  remaining  until  Wednesday  or  Thursday  of  this  week. 
I  am  planning  to  meet  Mr.  Naylor,  at  Muskogee,  on  June  2,   for  a  tour  of  the 
Oklahoma  potato  district.  '  There  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  berry  deal 
will  be  far  enough  advanced  by  that  time  to  justify  my  being  away  most  of 
the  t  ime . 

"Potatoes  started  in  the  southern  Oklahoma  district  last  Thursday. 
Two  of  the  regular  force  are  handling  the  work  down  there,  which  probably 
will  amount  to  about  75  cars.     It  is  reported  that  the  Muskogee  district  is 
in  need  of  rain,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  were  showers  in  that 
section  during  the  latter  part  of  the  week." 


SHIKtENTS  of  potatoes  last  week  totaled  4>  755  cars,  followed  by  oranges 
with  l,6l5>  strawberries  with  l,G(->5,  and  cantaloupes  with  1,205  cars. 
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3c.     IHSPFCIIOI"  rOWFS  FRQi:  FLORIDA  AlTD  GFOEGIA 

The  following  letter  of  May  2U  came  from  0.  G.  Strauss,  Super- 
vising Inspector  at  Orlando :- 

"The  citrus  work  in  Florida  wa§  finished  last  week  in  all  packing 
houses  where  we  were  inspecting.     The  celery  work  will  "be  finished  this  week. 

"We  have  two  or  three  more  "boatloads  of  citrus  in  cold  storage  to 
inspect.     These  are  loaded  on  Mondays  and  Tuesdays  each  week,  and  consist  of 
15,000  to  20,000  "boxes. 

"Our  tomato  inspections  are  finishing  up  today.    We  are  still  inspect- 
ing peppers  in  Plant  City  and.  cucumbers  in  Gainesville. 

"There  will  "be  quite  a  little  time  "between  these  deals  that  have  closed 
and  the  time  when  the  Georgia  peach  season  will  open,  as  the  peach  deal  will 
"be  late  and  undoubtedly  small. 

"W-e  are  starting  today  the  inspection  of  Florida  watermelons,  and  I 
hope  sufficient  tonnage  will  be  obtained  to  keep  us  busy  at  lea.st  until  the 
peach  deal  gets  going.    We  have  excellent  prospects  now  of  securing  over 
2,000  acres,  which  should  yield  5^0  cars.     These  are  practically  all  in  the 
Leesburg  section  and,  if  thisvorks  out  satisfactorily,  we  shall  probably 
secure  more  work  farther  north  in  Florida  and  also  some  work  in  Georgia. 

"It  looks  as  if  the  peach  inspection  work  in  Georgia  is  going  to  be 
very  difficult  to  handle.     The  crop  is  estimated  anywhere  from  2,^00  to  4,000 
cars.     There  are  practically  no  peaches  south  of  Macon,  and  the  crop  will 
mature  either  all  at  once  or  from  the  north  to  the  south.     To  make  up  for 
this  shortage,  I  am  in  hopes  of  getting  some  watermelon  inspections,  as 
peaches  will  not  only  be  light  but  late. 

"Our  long  drought  was  broken  by  a  three-inch  rainfall  last  week,  and 
this  will  improve  the  watermelon  yield.     It  was  becoming  very  serious  for 
citrus  fruit,  as  the  trees  had  generally  started  to  wilt.     This  rainfall 
should  hold  us  now,  until  the  rainy  season  starts. 

"Have  just  received  a  wire  from  J.  L.  Budreau  &  Company,  of  Savannah, 
requesting  inspection.     This  will  require  about  three  inspectors,  and  we  shall 
start  on  this  work  not  later  than  Wednesday. 

"I  hardl3r  think  it  will  be  necessary  to  go  to  Macon  until  the  ^th  or 
10th  of  June."

"We  are  informed  by       L,  Frmsen  that  the  shippers  in  the  Shaft er 
district  of  California  held  a  meeting  yesterday  (May  26) ,  and  agreed  to  cur- 
tail 'shipments  to  30  cars  for  today  ard  a  complete  shutdown  following  until 
next  Tuesday.     This  will  clean  -up  their  orders  to  date. 

"The  price  of  potatoes,   the  last  week  has  been  $1~$1.10  per  100 
pounds  for  those  gra.ding  U.S.  He.  1.    Most  of  those  failing  to  grade  have 
been  handled  on  consignment  „     The  growers  so  far  have  been  exerting  them- 
selves .to  put  up  a  good  -gra'je^  -with  the  result  that,  most  cars  have  been  • 
making  U..3.  Ho.  - 1 .     The  yield  has  varied  considerably,  ranging  from  50  sacks 
to  h00  sacks  per  acre,  with  the  average  considerably  lower  than  last  year. 
.  ..  '  '"Practically  all  of  the  Crystal  Wax  and  Yellow  Bermuda- onions  are  cut, 
and  at  present  from  one  to  three  cars  daily  are  being  certified."  -  (from 
California  Inspectors'  Hotes,  Sacramento,  May  27) 
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5c.     TE5  GRADIITG  OF  CAI"II'G  CHOPS  IN  PmiSYLVAlvTlA  - 

D.  M.  James,  of  the  Earrisburg  office,  has  published  a  very  inter- 
esting U-paged  multi graphed  report  concerning-  the  grading  of  canning  crops 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.    Excerpts  are  given  below: - 

11  The  grading  of  farm  products  for  manufacture  was  began  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  1^27.     This  movement  was  largely  the  outcome  of  the  standardi- 
zation program  for  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  which  had  grown  to  large 
proportions.     Added  impetus  was  given  the  cannery  grading  work  "by  the  in- 
creased competition  from  fresh  produce,  now  available  during  the  entire 
year,  and  by  the  McHary-Mapes  amendment  to  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act; 
both  of  which  demanded  that  the  canners  do  everything  possible  to  improve 
the  quality  of  their  products. 

"The  use  of  grades  in  purchasing  canning  crops  gained  considerable 
momentum  in  various  sections  of  the  country  during  I93I.     Tomatoes  have  led 
this  movement  from  the  first,  although  cherries,  apples,  snap  beans,  spinach 
and  grapes  have  also  been  graded  at  canneries.     States  in  which  cannery 
grading  work  has  been  carried  on  include • Colorado ,  Delaware,  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Maryland,  Few  Jersey,  ITew  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Utah,  Virginia 
and  West  Virginia. 

"In  Pennsylvania  this  work  has  increased  steadily  and  rapidly.  Begin- 
ning with  235,000  pounds  of  tomatoes  graded  at  three  factories  in  1327,  -  th.2 
work  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  53,453,839  pounds  of  apples,  cherries, 
snap  beans,  grapes  and- tomatoes  were  graded  at  23  factories  during  1931*  as 
shown  in  the  following  table :-

"Practically  the  entire  volume  of  bulk  apples  purchased  by  Pennsylvania 
packers  for  manufacturing  purposes  in  1931  was  secured  on  the  basis  of  Federal 
grades  under  State  inspection.     In  addition  to  canning  stocks,  bulk  apples 
for  sale  as  fresh  fruit  were  purchased  under  State  inspection  at  several  point! 

"The  average  quality  of  the  1931  apple  crop  delivered  to  canneries  or 
barreling  plants  under  inspection  surpassed  the  average  -quality  of  stock  in 
1930,  as  indicated  in  the  following  table:

"Federal  grades  for  use  in  purchasing  sour  cherries  for  manufacturing 
purposes  were  established  in  the  spring  of  1^31,   so  were  available  for  use  in 
Pennsylvania  during  the  1931  season.     About  2,474,735  pounds  of  cherries  were 
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graded  in  1931  under  U.S.  grades,  compared  with"  2,710,300"  polinds  the  previous 
year  under  temporary  State  grades.  . 

"During  the  1931  season,  37/&  of  all  loads  were  classed  as  U.S.  -ITo.  1 
and  received  the  top  price.    About  h&jb  of  the  loads  graded  U.S.  Ho..  2,  for 
which  the  growers  received  ler^s  than  for. U.S.  No.-l  loads  but  still  more  than 
was  paid  for  cherries  ungraded.    About  15$  of  the. loads  were  classed  as  U.S. 
No.  3 j   -or  which  the  lowest  price  was  paid  "by  the  c  sinners  purchasing  on 
g^rade.     The  price  for  U.S.  No.  3  loads  was . generally  equal  to  the  prevailing 
flat  rate  paid  in  the  State.     Therefore,  85/°  of  all  loads  purchased  under 
State  certification  received  a  higher  price  than  if  they  had  been  sold  un- 
graded. 

".More  than  5->-000,000  pounds  of  grapes  for  juice  manufacture  were 
classified  under  State  inspection  during  1 951 ,  ■  as  compared  with  3 » 000, 000 ... 
pounds  in  1930.     The  unusually  heavy  production  in  .1931  was  largely  re- 
sponsible for  this  increase.     The  manufacturers  contract  with  the  growers 
for  U.S.  ITo.  1  juice,  grapes ,  but  waive  certain  requirements  necessary  for  • 
packaged  grapes,   such  as  freedom  from  split  berries  and  straggly  bunches. ( 
The  net  returns  .to  the  growers  are  usually  somewhat  higher  than  the  returns 
received  from  carlot  shipments,  since  the  expenses  of  packing  and  packages 
are  eliminated  in  selling  to  the  juice  manufacturers. 

"For  the  past  three  years,  snap  beans  have  been  purchased  under  State 
inspection ' on  the  basis  of  temporary  grades ,   since  U.S.  grades,  have  not  yet 
been  established  to  cover  this  commodity.     The  principal  factors  which  deter- 
mine the  quality  of  beans  for  canning  are  the  degree  of  maturity  and  freedom 
from  insect  or  disease  injury.     During  the  1931  season,  about  9*1$  of  the 
inspected  beans  graded  No.  1,  compared  with.  £0$  in  1930.     Only  $f0  fell  within 
the  Ho.  2  gra.de  during  1931  >  compared  with  20fo  the  preceding .  year . 

"The  fifth  sea.son'of  grading  cannery  tomatoes  in  Pennsylvania  showed 
an  increase  from  1 ,  U92 , 9)45  .pounds  graded  in  1930  at  four  canneries  to 
13s 3^^, 32U  pounds  at  12  canneries  in  1931.     The  .tomatoes  grown  on  approxi- . 
mately  one-third  of  the  total  cannery  tomato  acreage  in  the  State  were  sold 
on  the  basis  of  grades  during  1931-  ■■  Classification  was  as  follows:-

"This  work  has  been  carried  on  as  a  self-supporting  State  service. 
Licensed  inspectors  are  furnished  upon  request  of  buyer  or  seller,  if  re- 
quest is  made  upon  contract  .form  furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  , 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture. 

"The  charge  for  this  service  in  the  past  has  been. $g  a  day,  which  has 
been  sufficient  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  work  aside  from  supervision.  .. 

.  "During  the  1931  season  the  average  cost  of  inspection  amounted  to  1.6^ 
per  ton.     At  .the  smaller  factories  the .cost  was  considerably  higher  on  the 
ton  basis,  and  at  the  larger  plants  the  cost  was  considerably  less. 

"Due. 'to- economies  in  the  service,  made  possible  by  the  greatly-increased 
volume  of  work,  "the  charges  made  for  licensed  inspectors  may  be  reduced  for  1932. 
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6c.     STRAWBERRY-  AND  ONION  INSPECTIONS  I  IT  INDIANA   .  I 

From  information  in  a  letter  of  May  26,  written  by  J.  E.  Dicker son, 
of  the  Indianapolis  office,  strawberry  inspections  will  start  at  Indiana 
shipping  points  about  June  5>  with  practically  .the  entire  tonnage  signed  up 
for  inspection.     The  crop  looks  good  at  present  and  heavy  production  is  ex- 
pected, if  sufficient  moisture  is  received.    However,  if  dry  weather  continues, 
the  crop  will  be  materially  reduced.    About  seven  inspectors  will  be  used,  com- 
pared with  four  in  previous  seasons.     Certificates  will  be  typed  in  the 
Indianapolis  office,  and  terminal  inspectors  should  wire  there  for  reports. 

There  is  a  considerable  acreage  of  11  set  onions"  in  Indiana  for  the 
first  time  this  season.    One  important  firm  will  have  approximately  50  cars 
of  these  "sets"  for  inspection  early  in  July. 

Heavy  frosts  some  time  ago,  combined  with  excessively  high  tempera- 
tures in  the  day  time  arid  the  continued  dry -weather,  have  cut  the  late  onion 
crop  materially  in  northern  Indiana.     However,   the  acreage  there  is  so  large 
that  there  is  still  opportunity  to  have  one  of  the  heaviest  crops  ever  produced.

3e.  A  RECENT  SUMMARY  OF  WORK  UNDER  THE  P.A.C.  ACT 

The  following  statement  covers  some  items  of  interest  relating  to  the 
status,  on  May  2S,  1932>  of  the  work  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Per- 
ishable Agricultural  Commodities  Act  and  changes  which  have  occurred  since 
the  beginning  of  the  present  fiscal  year.     This  work  falls  into  two  main 
classifications , -that  of  licensing  commission  merchants,  dealers,  and  brokers 
who  handle  fresh  fruits  and/or  vegetables  in  interstate  commerce,  and  that  of 
handling  complaints  of  alleged  violations  of  the  Act.     The  handling  of  com- 
plaints involves  not  only  considerable  preliminary  correspondence  with  the 
parties  concerned,  but  personal  investigations,  in  some  cases,  the  holding  of 
public  hearings,  and  the  issuance  of  orders  by  the  Secretary  cf  Agriculture. 

On  May  2g  the  total  number  of  licenses  issued  was  18,6S9>  an  increase 
of  3>5^9  over  the  number  issued  up  to  July  1,  1931*    The  number  of  licenses 
then  in  effect  was  15,229.     Total  receipts  for  license  fees  and  renewals 
(from  the  beginning  of  this  work  in  fall  of  1930)  amounted  to  $291,510>  as 
compared  with  $151,390  received  up  to  July.l,  1931. 

Complaints  in  2,190  cases  have  been  filed  under  the  Act  since  July  1, 
1931,  making  the  total  number  of  complaints  filed  to  date  3 , 717 •    Of  this 
total  number  2,750  have  been  closed  for  various  reasons,  such  as:    not  falling 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  being  withdrawn  or  dropped  by  complainant, 
no  enforceable  contract,  no  violation  or  insufficient  evidence  of  violation, 
amicable  settlement  reached  between  the  parties  concerned,  or  orders  issued 
by  the  Secretary.    Personal  investigations  have  been  made  in  272  cases,  as 
compared  with  kk  investigations  made  prior  to  July  1,  1931*    Formal  hearings 
have  been  held  in  157  cases,  only  13  of  which  had  been  held  prior  to  July  1. 
Orders  have  been  issued  by  the  Secretary  in  67  cases,  seven  of  which  were 
issued  during  the  last  week  of  May.     In  one-half  of  the  Secretary's  orders 
damages  have  been  awarded,  while  the  other  half  of  the  Secretary's  orders 
resulted  in  dismissal  of  the  cases  or  only  disciplinary  action.     The  causes 
of  complaint  are  about  evenly  divided  between  rejection  without  reasonable 
cause  and  failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account  in  connection  with  consign- 
ments and  purchases.     About  one-sixth  of  the  complaints  are  for  various  other 
causes,  principally  failure  to  deliver  without  reasonable  cause.

TUPJKBULL  COMPANY  FINED  $5,000  UNDER  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT 
The  Produce  Agency  Act  case  against  Lovell  H.  Turnbull  Co.  was 
reached  for  trial  in  Federal  District  Court  at  Detroit  on  Wednesday,  June  1. 
The  information  consisted  of  10  separate  counts  against  individual  members 
of  the  corporation,  as  well  as  against  the  corporation  itself. 

After  going  into  the  facts  In  the  case  informally  with  the  Judge  in 
chambers,  it  was  agreed  to  accept  a  plea  by  Lovell  E.  Turnbull  Co.  of  guilty 
to  all  counts  and  dismiss  the  case  against  the  individuals.     Accordingly,  the 
Court  sentenced  Lovell  E.  Turnbull  Co.  to  pay  a  fine  of  §5,000  within  two  weeks. 

This  case  involved  consignments  of  several  cars  of  peaches  from 
Zebulon,  Georgia,  in  1929.     Investigation  revealed  the  fact  that  incorrect 
accounting  had  been  rendered  to  the  shippers resulting  in  defrauding  them  of 
approximately  $1 , 1+00 .     The '  investigators ,  R.  H.  Shoemaker  and  J.  W.  Dykes,  were 
present  to  testify  as  witnesses,  if  needed,  on  behalf  of  the  Government-  The 
Department  was  represented  by  C.  P.  Dorr,  of  the  Solicitor's  Office,  assisting 
the  United  States  Attorney.

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la.     MANY  PQQR-QUAhl TY  TOMATOES  FROM  gXIGO  THIS  PAST  SEASON 

R.  H.  Sertelson,  inspector  in  charge  of  the  work  on  Mexican  vegetables 
at  Nogales,  Arizona,   sent  the  following  report  under  date  of  June  1:- 

11  The  tomato  deal  on  Hie  West  Coast  of  Mexico  is  practically  finished  for 
this  3^ear.     Three  more  cars  are  expected  tomorrow,  and  these  will  "be  the  last. 

"I  am  enclosing  a  report,  covaring  shipments  out  of  Mexico  for  the  past 
few  seasons,  which  will  be  of  interest  to  you.    We  have  inspected  a  total  of 
1,331  cars  this  year,  or  abon.t  22^  of  the  shipments. 

"Many  of  the  shippers  discontinued  Inspection,  on  account  of  the  excep- 
tionally poor  quality  they  were  receiving.     In  the  five  years  that  I  have  been 
coining  here,  I  do  not  believe  I  have  ever  seen  a  poorer  grade  of  tomatoes, 
taken  as  a  whole,  than  those  that  have  crossed  the  border  this  year.     The  sea- 
son just  ending  has  "been  the  most  disastrous,  financially,  in  the  history  of 
tomato  shipments  from  the  West  Coast  of  Mexico.     It  is  conservatively  estimated 
that  losses  have  been  at  least  $1,500,000  for  this  year. 

"Some  of  the  largest  shippers  "nave  come  to  me  the  last  few  days,  wanting 
to  know  if  we  would  be  in  a  position  to  inspect  all  cars  crossing  here  the  com- 
ing season.    They  have  several  plans  in  mind,  which  the}'  believe  will  curtail 
the  inferior  tomatoes  that  have  been  allowed  to  he  shipued  out  of  Mexico  in  the 

•  past.     Mr.  Stearns,  who  is- the  largest  operator  in  Mexico,  proposes  to  go  to 
the  Mexican  Government  and  get  a  law  passed,  to  the  effect  that  any  car  of 
tomatoes  grading  less  than  65$  U.S.  No.  1  quality,  based  on  our  inspection, 
would  not  be  allowed  to  cross  the  "border.     He  "believes  that  this  law- could 
easily  be  enforced, ■ since  all  the  Mexican  Government  would  have  to  do  wouldbeto 
send  one  or  two  deputized  inspectors  to  Nogales,  who  would  be  authorized  to  pre- 
vent any  cars  grading  less  than  S5;o  from  crossing  the  border  without  first  be- 
ing reconditioned. 

"On  various  occasions  this  year,  I  have  seen  cars  of  poor  quality  which 
were  offered  to  any  one  who  would  pay  freight  and  duty,  and  in  many  cases  cars 
have  been  offered  for  10i-25^  per  lug,  based  on  f .o.b.  prices.     I  personally 
believe  that  a  great  deal  more  confidence  will  be  placed  in  the  Mexican  deal 
this  coming  year,   if  this  plan  of  Mr.  Stearns,  or  some  similar  plan,  is 
a-dopted."  .  ...

The  following  information  was  published  in  a  review  Dy  J.  D.  Hamilton, 
of  the  Portland  office,  on  May  31 :"" 

"Lewiston,  Idaho,  cherry  estimates  have  "been  revised  downward  during 
the  past  week  to  1 50-175  cars,  due  to  some  heavy  dropping.     The  Dalles  and 
Kennewick  districts  are  starting  cherry  harvest  this  weeh,  although  no  carlot 
movement  will  be  attempted  for  several  days  yet.     Hie  Kennewick  cherry  sea- 
son is  expected  to  open  with  Tartarians  around  June  6.    A  trade  report  indi- 
cates that  1,200  tons  of  cherries  will  be  barreled  at  The  Dalles  district. 
This  means  that  Royal  Annes  will  he  kept  off  the  fresh  market,  to  a  large 
degree.     California's  cherry  season  is  shortened  "by  warm  dry  weather,  with 
total  shipments  estimated  at  700  cars,  of  which  hjO  cars  have  moved  through 
May  3 3*    This  means  lesser  southern  competition  for  the  northwestern  June 
cherry  movement.    Eastern  Oregon  cherry  prospects  continue  favorable ,  al- 
though an  unusual  proportion  of  the  crop  is  showing  doubles. 

"Green  pea  movement  is  starting  in  volume  from  The  Dalles,  with  first 
carlot  hast  Friday.    One  report  indicates  600  tons  of  The  Dalles  pea.s  for 
canneries,  and  25  cars  for  fresh  shipments  eastward,  in  addition  to  local 
truck  movement.     Telephone  peas  are  expected  from  the  Paget  Sound  territory 
in  mixed  cars  around  June  10. 

"Strawberry  markets  held  up  well  last  week,  with  cold  cloudy  Weather 
delaying  Oregon's  "berry  maturity  and  permitting  clean-up  from  Kennewick  • 
around  $1.75-$2  per  crate,  f.o.h.     Following  the  Decoration  Day  holiday,  how- 
ever, all  northwestern  markets  were  flooded  with  Oregon  Marshall-type  berries,, 
with  prices  at  Portland  down  toUO^-50^  per  crate.     Inactive  cannery  and  bar- 
relers '  demand  for  strawberries  is  one  cause  for  the  heavy  offerings  on  the 
fresh  markets,    hood  Paver  Clark  Seedlings  moved  into  the  Forth  Central 
States.    Puget  Sound  "berry  districts  will  he  in  production  within  a  few  days. 
Yakima  Valley  peach  conditions  indicate  the  best  and  largest  crop  in  years. 

"First  lettuce  shipments  from  Puget  Sound  district  sold  around  $2.50- 
$2.75  P3r  crate  f.o.h.,  with  quality  good.     First  shipments  are  moving  into 
eastern  Canada..     Pasco  is  the  only  other  northwestern  district  now  shipping, 
although  some  excellent-quality  lettuce  is  available  for  the  local  markets.11

Some  days  ago,  Canada  placed  an  embargo  against  ground  fruits  and 
vegetables  originating  in  California,  Oregon,  Nevada  and  Arizona,  because 
of  an  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  in  a  section  of  California. 

On  June  7>  "'alter  Kingsbury,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  wired  us  as 
follows:    "Local  office  Canadian  Pacific  Railroad  advises  following  wire 
just  received  from  an  official  of  Canadian  National  Railways: 

'Fmba.rgo  amended  today,  permitting  ground  fruits  and  vegetables  to 
enter  Canada,  providing  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of  State  Dept. 
of  Agriculture  that  the  product  was  grown  outside  the  infected  area,  and  did 
not  enter  infected  area  within  SO  days."1

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3b .     IMPERIAL  VALLEY  CAHTALQUPE  MARKET  TTSAK 

A.  3.  Prugh  wrote  as  follows  from  Brawley,  Calif.,  on  June  6:- 

"The  cantaloupe  market  has  sagged  to  $1.10-$1.15  on  the  "basis  of 
standard  l|-5's.     Some  shippers  are  getting  10^-15^  premium  on  jumbo  H5's  and 
some  are  selling  straight  across  on  standards  and  jumbos.    For  the  last 
couple  of  days,  several  cars  have  gone  out  on  a  $300""Per~Car  guaranteed,  ad- 
vance.     The  market  had  reached  this  'low  level  last  year,  but  movement  up 
to  June  5  inclusive    was  7»3^^  cars,  compared  with  only  3»9^^  to  the  sa^e 
date  this  year.    Besides,  last  year  the  first  peak  day  was  May  25,  with  39^ 
cars,  and  this  season  the  heaviest  movement  on  any  day  has  been  256  cars. 
There  was  a  better  demand  today  at  present  low  prices,  on  account  of  the 
lifting  of  the  Canadian  embargo.    Practically  all  shippers  discontinued 
packing  ponys  on  May  2£,  and  it  appears  now  that  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  Clearing  House  to  start  pro-rating  shipments  before  the  JOO-per-day 
mark  is  reached.    Distribution  to  small  cities  has  been  the  poorest  of  any 
season  in  recent  years.    Movement  has  been  mostly  to  the  large  cities,  en- 
tirely too  many  cars  having  been  billed  to  Few  York. 

"The  weather  has  been  exceptionally  cool  this  season,  and  a  maximum 
of  ~j6  degrees  last  Friday  was  the  coolest  since  1925*    There  were  some 
fairly  heavy  showers  that  day,  which  is  also  very  unusual.     Light  yields  have 
probably  been  caused  mostly  by  the  heavy  winds  the  last  week  in  March  and  the 
first  two  weeks  in  April,  which  blighted  so  many  of  the  melons  at  that  time. 

"It  is  reported  that  a  hailstorm  destroyed  over  1,000  acres  of  canta- 
loupes in  the  Phoenix  district  last  Friday.     'Two  cars  have  moved  from  Yuma 
to  date,  one  on  the  2nd  and  one  on  the  4th  of  June. 

"A  few  Perfectos  have  already  been  loaded  here  in  the  Valley,  but 
picking  from  the  uncovered  acreage  will  be  very  light  until  next  week. 

"The  Honey  Dew  movement  has  been  light  and  the  cash-track  price 
dropped  yesterday  to  £1.10  per  crate.     The  weather  has  been  so  cool  that  the 
melons  have  filled  with  plenty  of  sugar  but  do  not  have  color.    Poney  Ball  ' 
movement  also  has  been  light,  with  yesterday's  market  $2-$2.25  per  standard I45 
crate . 

"The  greater  part  of  the  tomato  crop  has  been  moving  to  Los  Angeles 
by  truck.    Last  week,  Los  Angeles  received  St,S15  crates  and  lugs  by  truck 
from  Imperial  and  Coachella  Valleys.     Crates  of  9-tops  sold  in  Los  Angeles 
today,  June  6,  at  S5^-$l;  12-tops  75^-85^;  l6.»s  hO^-50^;  with  Sx5  lugs  $1.25- 
$1.50,   6x6  »s  85J-$1.25;  and  7*7,s  5(M~75#. 

"The  first  car  of  watermelons  was  shipped  on  May  26,  with  a  total  of 
115  to  June  5>  inclusive.     Sizes  have  been  running  small,  but  melons  have 
been  cutting  good.     Los  Angeles  takes  about  hQfo  of  the  crop,  but  the  weather 
there  has  been  too  cool  for  watermelon  consumption.     The  f.o.b.  demand  is 
better  today,  at  $20-$25  per  ton  of  13-13  pound  melons,  on  account  of  the 
lifting  of  the  Canadian  embargo. 

"To  show  the  extent  of  the  truck  movement  out  of  Imperial  Valley, 
laQt  year  Los  Angeles  alone  received  the  equivalent  of  1,931  cars,  among 
which  were  5^5  cars  of  cantaloupes,  373  grapefruit,  201  lettuce,  290  tomatoes 
and  202  watermelons."

The  following  interesting  report  came  from  A.  M.  McDowell,  at  Corpus 
Chris ti,  "under  date  of  June  5:~ 

"Onion  shipments  in  the  Coastal  Bend  district  of  Texas  decreased  this 
week,  as  the  season  nears  its  close.     The  coming  week  probably  w ill  see  the 
end  of  active  movement,  although  there  will  "be  light  shipments  through  rnos  t 
of  the  remainder  of  the  month.    A  large  part  of  the  remaining  stock  will  be 
sh  ipp  e  d  by  b  o  a t . 

"About  150  cars  originated  in  the  Wilson-Karnes  district  last  week, 
hO  of  which  were  shipped  on  Friday,  the  greatest  number  on  any  dote  so  far 
this  season.  With  ~}2k  cars  out  through  Friday,  the  season  was  believed  to 
be  about  two-thirds  over.  P.eports  are  that  the  season  in  the  Farmersville 
district  in  north  Texas  may  begin  within  a  day  or  two. 

"Despite  lighter  shipments  and  decreasing  track  holdings  in  the  ter- 
minal markets,  there  was  very  little  inquiry  or  demand  at  shipping  points. 
Prices  on  a  usual-terms  basis  for  commercial-grade  Yellow  Bermudas  had  de- 
clined to  hQ<p  per  50~Poun(l  sack,  and  there  were  very  few  sales  at  that 
figure . 

"An  interesting  development  in  the  district  is  the  installation  of 
a  plant  for  dehydrating  onions,  garlic,  peppers  and  pimientos .     The  onions 
and  garlic  ore  reduced  to  powder  form  and  are  used  by  canners  for  season- 
ing ketchup  and  similar  products.    Peppers  and  pimientos  are  diced  into 
small  pieces  and  are  used  in  certain  meat  preparations.     The  venture,  which 
is  purely  experimental,   is  being  watched  with  interest,  as  its  success  will 
offer  an  additional  outlet  for  not  only  the  vegetables  mentioned  above  but 
others,  as  well."

The  following  appeared  in  a  review  published  by  T.  R.  Eall,  at  Seattle, 
on  June  2:- 

"Distr ibution  of  Iceberg  lettuce  from  western  Washington  has  been 
active,  shipments  to  date  aggregating  about  SO  cars.    Pasco  and  Walla  Walla 
are  also  moving  a  few  cars  daily.     Quality  of  this  year'.s  crop  is  very  good, 
and  there  is  a  good  cash  demand,  f.o.b.  shipping  points.    Prices  have  ranged 
as  high  as  $3  per  crate,  but,  with  an  increase  in  shipments  after  June  1,  the 
cash  market  was  around  $2.65-$2.75  Pe^  crate.    Most  cars  were  grading  U.S.  No. J 

"A  few  lots  of  old  potatoes  in  common  storage  at  points  of  production 
are  being  picked  over  and  graded  for  marketing,  but  the  demand  is  very  poor. 
About  200  to  250  cars  of  potatoes  are  being  held  in  Yakima  Valley  cold- 
storages  for  the  late  market.     Dealers  are  asking  $lS-$20  per  ton  for  well- 
graded  Russets,  but  only  a.  light  demand  exists.     Some  optimism  over  prospects] 
for  the  early  crop  of  potatoes  in  Benton  County,  Washington,  has  been  brought! 
on  by  unofficial  planting-intentions  reports,  which  point  to  an  approximate 
2 jo  reduction  in  acreage  from  that  of  last  year."

V.  E,  iTicholson  sent  the  following  information  from  Pocomoke  City,  Md« , 
in  a  letter  of  June  6:- 

" The  Virginia  strawberry  season  is  practically  finished.     The  Hallwood 
auction  "block  is  expected  to  close  today,  and  most  of  the  other  blocks  located 
in  Virginia  have  already  closed  or  will  close  early  this  week.     Dry  weather 
and  low  prices  have  hastened  the  end  of  the  season  in  that  section. 

"There  should  be  a  moderate  movement  from  Marion,  Md. ,   for  a  few  days 
this  week,  but  the  crop  of  late  varieties  is-  reported  to  be  light.     It  is 
possible  that  the  Marion  auction  will  close  around  the  end  of  this  week.  The 
crop  around  Pittsville  is  reported  to  be  smaller  than  was  first  indicated, 
but  that  section  should  have  a  fair  movement  of  Cnesapeakes  all  this  week. 
The  Delaware  crop  is  running  behind  earlier  indications. 

11  Trucks  continue  to  haul  most  of  the  shipments.     Since  May  23,  the 
trucks  have  hauled  271,386  crates,  according  to  the  Delaware  Bureau  of  Mar- 
kets,  or  just  slightly  in  excess  of  the  total  number  reported  out  by  truck 
from  May  25  to  June  22  last  season.     Shipments  by  freight,  express  and  boat  sine 
May  23  total  333  carlots.    On  the  basis  of  2c0  crates  to  the  carload,  the 
truck  movement  approximates  10-1-3  carlots  or  about  75$  °^  the  total  shipments 
since  May  23.     This  does  not  take  into  consideration  truck  shipments  that  did 
not  pass  through  Delaware. 

"However,   the  total  shipments  have  not  been  running  far  ahead  of  last 
season.    Movement  to  date  approximates  1,390  carlots,  not  including  truck 
shipments  prior  to  May  23.     Total  movement  to  the  corresponding  date  last 
season  approximated  1,302  carlots,  exclusive  of  truck  shipments  before  May  25. 

"The  first  car  of  Eastern  Shore  potatoes  moved  last  Friday  from  the 
Cape  Charles  section.    A  few  Cars  may  move  out  this  week,  but  no  heavy  move- 
ment is  expected  before  the  middle  of  next  week.     Practically  all  of  the 
Virginia  crop  is  badly  in  need  of  rain  and,  unless  rain  falls  in  a  few  days, 
yields  will  be  cut  considerably.     Some  growers  are  predicting  that  yields 
of  the  first  fields  dug  will  not  be  in  excess  of  20  barrels  to  the  acre.  A 
shower  fell  over  a  part  of  the  district  Sunday  night,  but  it  did  not  reach 
far  south  of  the  Maryland-Virginia  line  and  is  reported  to  have  been  too 
light  to  be  of  any  material  benefit." 

9h.     heavy  movement  of  Mississippi  tomatoes 

The  following  report  came  from  B.  33.  Surry,  at  Crystal  Springs,  under 
date  of  June  6:- 

"Mississippi  tomato  shipments  were  quite  heavy  last  week,  with  total 
to  date  passing  the  1,000  mark  yesterday.     The  cash- track  price  for  Ho.  1 
lugs  declined  from  $2  a  week  ago  to  $1.25  today,  while  flats  have  been  re- 
duced to  around  60 cash,   compared  with  $1  last  week.

11  Approximately  9^  cars  of  snap  beans  were  loaded  last  week,  bringing 
the  present  total  for  the  season  to  around  ISO  cars,  compared  with  a  final 
of  201  c?rs  in  1931*     55ie  season  will  be  practically  over  in  another  week. 
A  few  cars  were  sold  at  shipping  point,,  ranging  mostly  SOi-75^  cash,  de- 
pending on  quality  and  variety."

R.  L.  Sutton  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of 
June  g  from  Washington,  IT.

"Movement  cf  the  1932  crop  of  potatoes  in  Forth  Carolina  got  under 
w&y  j"^-st  about  the  first  of  June.     The  first  car  moved  May  2H,  and  a  total 
of  SO  cars  went  out  from  that  time  to, June  1.     This  season  through.  June,  7 
about  923  cars  have  been  started  to  market,  as  compared  with  1,012  to  the 
sarnie  time  in  Last  year  the  total  carlot  movement  amounted  to  2,6oO 

cars . 

"The  acreage  this  year1  is  bJdjuz  one-third  smaller,  there  being 
22,500  acres  planted.     The  indicated  yield  is  the  same  as  last  year's,-  155 
bushels  per  a.cre •• '  Kiis;  estimated  yield  of  5^  barrels  per  acre  is  being  im- 
proved upon  in  actual  digging  operations  at  several  points  in  Beaufort 
County.     It  has  been  reported  that  yields  in  many  fields  in  the  Lit.  Olive 
territory  are  disappointing.     Some  growers  in  the  vicinity  of  Aurora  in 
Beaufort  County-  are  obtaining  as  high  as  60-75  "barrels  of  primes  per  acre. 
Quality  in  Porth  Carolina  is  good,  potatoes  being  mostly  clean  and  bright. 

"The  heaviest  loadings,  of  the  season  occurred  yesterday  (June  7) » 
when  325  cars  left  the  State.  The  demand  is  very  slow,  and  a  weak  situation 
exists.  More  cars  rolled  unsold  than  were  actually  booked.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  outturn  this  week  will  approximate  1,800  cars.  Last  year  for  the 
same  period  3 » OSQ  cars  were  shipped.  ITorth  Carolina  shippers  are  ezrperlenc- 
ing  difficulty  in  obtaining  outlets  in  the  Middlewest,  on  account  of  the  con- 
tinued active  movement  from  Alabama,  Louisiana  and  Texas."

H.  P.  v7illson  wrote  as  follows  from  Mobile  in  a  letter  of  June  7:- 
" It  is  estimated  that  Alabama's  potato  shipments  for  the  current  week 
will  be  around  H50  cars.    Both  Baldwin  and  Mobile  County     will  be  uracticallj 
finished  this  week,  but  the  shipments  from  Escambia  County  are  now  at  their 
peak.     There  is  a  possibility  of  the  movement  during  the  current  week  being 
curtailed  sufficiently  to  result  in  moderate  shipments  through  the  first  part 
of  next  week. 

"At  the  present  time,  there  is  an  increasi?ig  tendency  among  some  of  the 
shippers  and  growers  to  hold  back  their  digging,  in  hopes  that  the  market  for 
'reds'  will  be  slightly  better  next  we  jk.     In  recent  years,  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  obtain  slightly  higher  prices  at  the  close  of  the  season,  even 
though  the  general  marketing  conditions  have  shown  no  improvement .    This  is 
largely  due  to  some  markets  showing  a  decided  preference  for  'red'  potatoes 
and,  at  the  close  cf  the  Alabama  season,  the  available  supplies  for  the  more

There  was  a  small  percentage  of  plantings  saved  in  "beds  over  the  entire 
territory,  which  have  produced  mature  stock  at  this  time.     The  market  was 

par  pound  and,  naturally,  growers  rushed  in  all  of  this  early  stock. 
There  was  a  tendency  to  harvest  immature  stock  along  with  this  early  crop. 
We  have  inspected  about  50  cars  in  this  section  to  date,  and  have  gotten 
1  U.  S.  2To.  1  on  oily  a  few  cars  for  one  point.     The  main  difficulty  lias  been 
immature  stock. 

11  There  are  only  eight  inspectors  located  in  the  southern  part  of 
this  section,  and  wo  are  gradually  moving  the  Lower  Valley  and  Corpus  Christ! 
crews  into  this  section.     It  is  possible  that  our  movement  will  get  under  way 
actively  between  the  12th  and  15th  of  the  month. 

"The  Yoakum  district  is  being  taken  care  of  by  two  inspectors,  as  com- 
pared with  10  last  season.     That  section  was  hit  by  the  hail,  and  has  the 
same  difference  in  plantings  as  found  in  -this  territory.     There  will  not  be 
over  200  cars  out  of  the  Yoakum  section.     In  the  Jacksonville  section,  con- 
siderable Blossom-Skid  Hot  is  showing  up  in  the  fields.     The  entire  territory 
needs  a  general  rain*  in  order  to  get  the  tonnage."

le.     BOSTON  FIRM  WAS  JUSTIFIED  I  IT  REJECTING  .CAR  OF  GRAPES 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  "brought  by 
the  Agricultural  Exchange, of  Pittsburgh,  against  the  B.  &  D.  Fru.it  Co.,  of 
Boston,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

On  October  23,  •1930*  the  Agricultural  Exchange  through  its  agent, 
J.  B.  Valente,  sold  to  the  B.  &  D.  Fruii  Co.  a  car  of  "Burger  Juice  Grapes," 
f.o.b.   shipping  point.     The  grapes  were  shipped  from  California,  on  October  10 
and  at  the  time  of  sale  were  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.     The  B.  &  D.  Fruit  Co.  paid 
$100  on  the  piircha.se  price  at  the  time  of  purchase  and  received  an  invoice, 
in  which  the  grapes  were  described  as  "fine  Burgers  inspected  Pittsburgh." 
The  B.   3:  D.  Fruit  Co.  understood  from  this  that  the  grapes  were  inspected  at 
Pittsburgh  and  that  they  were  a  very  fine  car.  Upon  arrival  at 

Boston,  the  grapes  were  inspected  by  the  B.  &  D.  Fruit  Co.  on  October  27, 
and  part  of  them  were  found  to  be  leaking  and  moldy,  with  some  sunburned  and 
overripe.    The  condition  indicated  that  this  was  not  a  fine  car  of  grapes 
on  the  date  of  purchase,  October  23.    After  rejection,  the  car  was  resold. 
The  Secretary  held  that  the  rejection  was  not  without  reasonable  cause  and 
that  the  grapes  did  not  conform  to  sale  specifications. 

In  this  case,  the  B.  &  D.  Fruit  Co.  contended  that  the  Agricultural 
Exchange  contract  showed  that  the  latter  was  merely  an  agent  of  an  undisclosed 
owner  of  the  grapes  and  that,  therefore,   the  Agr icul tur.al  Exchange  had  sus- 
tained no  loss,  and  no  award  of  damages  could  be  made  in  its  favor  and,  fur- 
thermore, the  Agricultural  Exchange  was  not  the  real  party  in  interest.  This 
contention  on  the  part  of  the  B.   &  D.  Fruit  Co.  was  based  in  part  on  the 
Secretary's  decision  in  Agricultural  Exchange  vs.  Gerrardo  Riccio,  PACA 
Docket  No.  69.     In  that  case  the  Agricultural  Exchange  counsel ,  while  not 
having  made  a  formal  motion  for  a  rehearing,  has  set  up  the  claim  that  an 
agent  may  sue  on  an  agreement  in  writing  made  by  him  in  his  own  name  on  behalf 
of  either  disclosed  or  undisclosed  principal ,  although  the  principal  may  also 
sue  on  the  same  contract.     The  Secretary  discussed  this  point  at  some  length, 
giving  a  number  of  citations,  and  then  stated  that,  irrespective  of  how  a  sim- 
ilar contract  might  be  construed  in  other  jurisdictions,  he  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  rule  announced  in  Docket  No.  69  should  not  have  been  applied  to  a 
Massachusetts  contract,  and,  even  though  it  appeared  by  Exhibit  1  in  the  in- 
stant case  that  complainant  acted  as  agent  only,  the  complainant  was  author- 
ized, under  the  Massachusetts  law,  to  prosecute  the  complaint  in  its  own  name. 


PRODUCTION  OF  PEACHES  in  the  United  States  this  season  may  amount  to 
US, 927,000  bushels,  which  is  but  little  more  than  half  a  full  crop.     If  no 
changes  in  prospects  occur  between  now  and  harvest  time,   this  year's  crop  would 
be  6y/o  of  last  year's  peach  production  and  &6jo  of  the  average  for  the  five-year 
period,  19^1—1928.

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2e .     SECEEEAEY  DISMISSES  TERES  CO:.ffIAIETS  BROUGHT  BY  SgORMEg 
PEOCEBEEE  UEBEE  TEE  P.A.C.  ACT  '  -    "  ' 

The  following  cases,  brought  Jay  shortened  procedure  under  the  P. A. C. 
Act,  were  recently  dismissed  by  the  Secretary: 

S.  Friedman  &  Son  vs.  ■Diajnond-F-ru.it  Company 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  "brought  "by  S.  Friedman  & 
Son,  of  Chicago,  against  the  Diamond  Fruit  Co.,  of  Cleveland,  which  complaint 
alleged  an  "unlawful  rejection  of  a  car  of  potatoes.     The  Diamond  Fruit  Co. 
admitted  that  they  bought  U.S.  I'o.  1  potatoes  and  that  the  potatoes  furnished 
were  of  that  grade,  but  insisted  it  had  been  definitely  specified  that  the 
potatoes  were  to  be  of  baking  size.     The  evidence  showed  that  the  potatoes 
were  not  large  enough  to  meet  that  specification.     There  was  no  contract  in • 
writing  and  there  seem  to  have  been  no  other  witnesses  present  at  the  time  the 
oral ■ contract  was  entered  into.     Therefore,  it  was  largely  a  question  of  one 
party's  word  against  that  of  the  other.     Since  the  complainant  must  establish 
his  case  by  a  fair  preponderance  of  the  testimony  and,  in  this  instance 
failed  to  do  so,   the  case  was  dismissed. 

LaHantia  Bros.  Arrigo  Co.  vs.  J.  E.  Paquette 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint- brought  by  Lallan tia  Bros. 
Arrigo  Co.,  of  Chicago,  against  J.  B.  Paquette,  of  Brawley,  Calif.,  in  con- 
nection with  75  crates  of  broccoli.     The  complainant  claimed  that  the 
broccoli  was  to  be  furnished  in  lettuce  crates,,  whereas  it  was  furnished  in 
pea  crates,  and  that, because  of  the  resulting  difference  in  weight,  the  com- 
plainant suffered  a  loss.    Respondent  filed  a  counter-complaint ,  claiming 
that  he  was  not  the  shipper  but  a.cted  in  good  faith  as  complainant's  agent 
and  that  there  was  due  him  from  complainant  the  sum  of  350  brokerage.  The 
Secretary  held  that  neither  complainant  nor  respondent  had  established  by 
fair  preponderance  of  evidence  damage  against  the  other,  which  would  warrant 
finding  of  reparation  as  due  eitrher  party. 

Great  Lames  Produce  Corporation  vs.  C.   I.&  M.  Dingf elder 
"The  Secretary  also  dismissed  the  complaint  of  the  Great "Lakes  Produce 
Corporation,  Buffalo,  IT.  Y. ,  against  C.  I.  &  M.  Dingfelder,  of  New  York  City, 
which  alleged  failure  to  deliver,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract, a  car  of  peppers.     It  was  claimed  that  a  car  of  Fancy  peppers  had 
been  purchased;  that  those  received  were  inferior  to  the  ones  specified  in 
the  contract;  that . the  complainant  had  no  opportunity  to  inspect  the  peppers 
until  their  arrival  and  that,  because  of  the  inferior  pepuers,  the  complain- 
ant suffered  a  loss  in  the  sum  of  $1,065*12.     The  peppers  were  sold  f.o.b. 
Sanford,  Fla. ,  and  were  five  days  en  route.    ITo  inspection  was  made  at  the 
time  of  arrival  and  the  complainant  accepted  the  peppers.     Sixteen  days 
after  the  peppers  were  unloaded,  a  Government  inspection  was  obtained,  which 
showed  that  they  then  failed  to  grade  U.S.  Eo.  1  only  on  account  of  decay, 
but  that  they  met  the  requirements  as  to  quality  and  grade. 

Complainant  made  no  explanation  as  to  how  the  loss  of  $1,065»12>  or 
any  other  amount,  was  incurred.  Complainant  did  allege  that  peppers  furnished 
were  not  of  market  value  they  would  have  been,  if  they  had  been  of  the  quality, 
kind,  and  grade  purchased.  The  Secretary  held  that  the  bare  statement  in  the 
complaint,  that  complainant  was  damaged  in  the  sum  stated,  without  showing  the! 
basis  of  the  conclusion,  could  not  be  accepted  as  proof  of  loss,  and  that  the! 
proof  offered  was  ins\vf f.icient  to  show  either  a  breach  of  warranty  or  the 
amount  of  damages  sustained. 
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3e .     MORS  ABOUT  LICSITSZS  UHDER  THE  P.  A.  C.  ACT 

In  view  of  a  possible  misunderstanding  of  the  item  which  appeared  as 
Par.   3e  in  last  week's  Division  Letter,  regarding  the  number  of  licenses 
issued  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,   the  following  more- 
complete  statement  is  furnished:- 

The  number  of  licenses  in  effect  on  May--  2S,  1932  was  15,229,  as  com- 
pared with  15,139  on  July  1>  1931 >  making  an  increase  of  ^0  during  the 
eleven  months'  period.    However,  up  to  May  23,  1932,  a  total  of  1S,6&9 
licenses  had  been  issued,  as  compared  with  15*130  issued  up  to  July  1,  1931 > 
an  increase  of  3»509  licenses  issued.     Of  the  13,639  licenses  issued  ^3ho0 
have  been  terminated  for  Various  reasons,  principally  for  nonpayment  of  re- 
newal fees.    Many  of  these  terminations,  however,  undoubtedly  will  need  to  be 
replaced  by  new  licenses  for  those  who  are  still  in  business.     Such  persons 
are  subject  to  prosecution. 

The  receipts  for  license  fess  and  renewals  from  the  beginning  of  this 
work  in  the  fall  of  I93O  to  July  1,  1931 »  were  $151,390*     ?--e  amount  re- 
ceived during  the  eleven  months  since  July  1,  1931  >  v/as  $140,120.     The  sig- 
nificance of  the  fact  that  the  amount  received  since  July  1,  I93I,  is  less 
than  the  amount  received  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year  is  that  only 
10,60k-  licenses  have  been  renewed  to  date.    Against  approximately  4,500 
licenses  which  were  not  renewed  within  the  prescribed  time-limit,  3»509  fees 
for  new  licenses  were  received  since  July  1.    Renewal  fees  are  the  same  as 
original  license  fees,  namely    $10  per  year.     Licenses  have  been  required 
only  since  December  10,  1950* 

ke.     CAR  OF  TOMATOES  KEJECTED  WITHOUT  REASONABLE  CACISS 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  found  the  St.  Louis  Fruit  Co.,  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,,  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Com- 
codities  Act  of  1930s  ln  that  it  rejected  a  car  of  tomatoes  without  reason- 
able cause,  and  he  has  ordered  the  facts  to  be  published. 

The  St.  Louis  Fruit  Co.,   in  August,  1930 ,  contracted  to  buy  from 
E.   G-.  Hawkins,  of  Yakima,  Washington,  a  carload  of  tomatoes,  f .o.b.  shipping  • 
point.    Upon  arrival,  the  St.  Louis  Fruit  Co.  rejected  the  car  on  the  ground 
that  the  quality  did  not  measure  up  to  specifications  in  the  contract.  The 
Fruit  Co.  presented  only  one  witness,  who  testified  that  the  main  objection 
to  the  car  was  that  the  tomatoes  were  not  ripening  uniformly;  that  some  were 
ripe,   some  turning,  and  some  green.     The  car  was  inspected  by  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  his  original  inspection  report  was 
introduced  as  evidence.     It  showed  clearly  that  the  tomatoes  did  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  contract.     Furthermore ,- the  official  market  news  report  of  tl 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  shows  that  the  market  for  tomatoes  in  St.  Louis 
declined  considerably  between  the  time  of  making  the  contract  and  the  time  of 
arrival  of  the  tomatoes.     The  Secretary  held  that  the  rejection  of  the  car  of 
tomatoes  by  respondent  was  without  reasonable  cause  and  was  in  violation  of 
the  Act.

The  Se'Cretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered,  the'  Great  Lakes  Produce 
Corporation,  Buffalo i  to  pa:7"  C.   I.  &  M.  . Dingf elder ,  New  York  City*  $5^1  • 
plus  interest  at  6;o  from  June    9,  ig'Jl,  as  the  'result  of  a  complaint 
brought  under  the  Per isliahle- Agricultural  Co'::*'flo'dities  Act. 

On  or  -about  June.i -9V - 1 93^- »•  dingfelder  received  from  the  Great  Lakes 
Produce  Corporation  a  telephone  order  for  one  car  of  pineapples.  Dingfelder 
purchased  the  pineapples,  -from-  'the  Independent"  Fruit' .Auct ion  Co.  for  $1-50 
per  crate,  plus-  $21  lighterage ,  and  -thereupon  shipped  the  pineapples  to  the 
Great  Lakes  Produce  Corporation.     That  organization  accepted  and  received  the 
pineapples  "but  refused  to  pay  for  them,  on  the  ground  that  it  had  a  counter- 
claim against  Dingf elder  on  a  prior  and  separate  transaction.     The  Great 
Lakes  Produce  Corporation  claimed  that  Dingf elder  did  not  act  as  its  agent 
in  "buying  the  pinapples,  "but  that  -they  were  purchased'  direct  from  Dingfelder. 
The  Corporation  further  claimed  that  the  provision  in  the  law,  penalizing 
failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account,  must  "be  read  in  conjunction  with 
language  preceding  it  in  Par.  4,  Section  2,  of  the  Act  and  that',  therefore, 
the  failure  to  pay  must  be  coupled  with  a.cts  and  circumstances  showing  a. 
fraudulent  purpose  and  false  or  misle  ding  statements. 

The  Secretary  held  that' ' the  language  referred  to  in  ihe  Act  clearly 
indicates  that  it  was  the  intention:  of  Congress  to ' make  failure  or  refusal 
to  pay  for  perishable  agricultural  commodities.'  a'  violation  of  the  Act  and 
that  the  phrase  "truly  and  correctly  to  account '. promptly"  means  that  pay- 
ment must  be  ma.de  promptly  by  purchaser  of  such  commodities,  and  that  for  a 
buyer  to  refuse  to  pay  for  commodities  pur cha,s e.d  , and.  accepted  by  him  is  in 
itself  an  unfair  practice  and  mav  also  be  a  fraudulent  .practice.  The 
Secretary  he  Id  that  whether.  Dingfelder  made,  a  direct  sale  of  the  pineapples 
to  the  Great  Lakes  Produce  Corporation  or  whether  he  purchased • them  for  its 
account  is  not  highly  important;   that  the  Great  Lakes  Produce  Corporation's 
counterclaim  related  to  an  entirely  separate  transaction  and  would  have  to 
be  considered  separately,  and  that  there  was  'due  and  owing  Dingfelder  the 
sum  of  $501,  no  part  of  which  had  been  paid.    Reparation  order*  therefore, 
was  issued  in  the  sum  of  $501  in  complainant  *  s*  favor,  with  interest  from 
June  9,  lfj31.

On  Monday  the  following  report  on  cold-storage  holdings  of  apples  for 
June  1  was  released  by  the  Department  in  Washington :-

Total  holdings  under  refrigeration  were  equivalent  to  673*000  barrels, 
which  is  l~jfo  more  than  last  spring  .and  Jfifo  above  the  five-year  average  figure. 
Cold-storage  supplies  in  barrels  were  about  two-thirds  heavier  than  a  year  ago, 
but  klfo  below  average.    Boxes  were  hp  less  plentiful  than  last  season  but  hjfo 
above  the  average  for  this  month.    Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  boxed  apples 
were  still  in  Pacific  Coast  storages.    Apples  in  baskets  were  lk2f0  more  abun- 
dant than  last  year  and  lOhfo  greater  than  the  average  figure.

Growers  in  the  great  Sao  Paulo  banana 
section  of  Brazil  are  considering  exports  with  the  fruit  wrapped  in  oiled  paper, 
similar  to  the  practice  now  followed  for  oranges.     It  is  claimed  that  bananas 
keep  perfectly  for  U5  days,  without  refrigeration,  when  this  method  is  followed, 
says  a  report  by  the  Pan-American  Information  Service.

The  following  informatibn  appeared  in  a  northwestern  review,  published 
"by  T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  on  June  9»- 

"Western  Washington  Iceberg  lettuce  growers  are  realizing  a  substantial 
price  for  this  year's  crop  and  are  getting  a  wide  distribution  into  eastern 
cities  and  Canadian  markets.     Shipments  to  date  aggregate  333  cars.  Operators 
.are  of  the  opinion  that  the  first  peak  in  carlot  movement  has  "been  passed,  as 
the  daily  output  since  May  3^  ^aS  averaged  over  ~$0'  cars.    Weather  conditions 
to  date  have  been  excellent  for  maturing  one  of  Washington's  promising  vege- 
table crops  to'  a  point  of  excellent  quality*     In  some  instances  growers,  being 
allured  by  high  prices,  have  cut  fields  that  were  too  young,  but  deliveries 
into  eastern  markets  have  been  reported  highly  satisfactory  in  condition. 
Sizes  have  been  heavy  to  5-(i°zens>  which  is  the  chief  drawback  to  early  cutting 

"Cash  buyers  have  been  active  bidders  for  most  carlots  of  Puget  Sound 
lettuce,  with  the  result  that  most  business,  has  been  on  an  f.o.b.  cash-track 
basis.     The  range  in  prices  during  the  past  week  has  been  $2.25-&2.60  per  crate 
of  U-5  dozen  heads.     Six-dozens  are  discounted  75^~$1  Per  crate.    These  prices 
are  somewhat  higher  than  the  opening  quotations  for  193^- • 

"With  the  movement  of  Washington's  first  carlot  of  cherries  reported  on 
June  7,  the  season  for  a  wide  variety  of  soft  fruit  lias  gotten  under  way. 
Enormous  quantities  of  strawberries  on  display  in  all  stores  serve  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  the  strawberry  industry.    Under  normal  conditions,  diversion 
of  a  heavy  tonnage  to  cold-pack  and  processing  plants  mitigates  the  ordinary 
conception  of  this  crop  as  to  its  commercial  volume.    But,  with  very  little 
demand  from  processing  plants  this,  year,  the  local  markets  at  times  have  be- 
come glutted  with  fruit  and,  in  some  instances,  price  cutting  to  a  level  of  35^ 
per.  crate  has  been  resorted  to  by  jobbers.    Quality  is  certainly  worthy  of 
favorable  comment,  however,  and  at  the  prevailing  level  of  70^-SO^  per  2h-cnp 
crate  of  Marshall  berries,  the  fruit  is  on  the  bargain  list. 

"Within  the  next  few  weeks,  western  Washington  cauliflower  may  be  ex- 
pected to  move  forward  in  carlots,  and  bunched  vegetables  will  be  available  in 
mixed  cars  for  relatively  close-liaul  territory.    Walla  Walla  cabbage  is  now 
being  offered  both  in  straight  and  mixed  cars.    Onions  probably  will  be  ready 
to  ship  from  Pasco  within  two  weeks.     The  first  car  of  new-crop  potatoes  moved 
from  lowar  Yakima  Valley  on  June  g." 

2b .     DROUC-KT  BELIEVED  Tf  SASTERIT  SHORE  FQTATO  AREA 

V.  E.  ITicholson  included  the  follov/ing  information  in  a  letter  of 
June  13  from  Pocomoke  City,  Md.:- 

"Rain  has  fallen  in  most  sections  of  the  Eastern  Shore  over  the  week- 
end, and  it  is  still  raining  in  some  sections.     Rain  was  needed  badly  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  peninsula,  and  it  probably  came  too  late  to  be  of  any  great 
benefit  to  the  potato  crop  in  the  area  south  of  Cape  Charles,  as  tb.e  vines  in 
some,  of  the  fields  were  reported  to  be  dying.     In  the  northern  part  of  the 
district,  where  the  crop  was  not  so  far  advanced,  the  rain  should  be  of  con- 
siderable benefit. 
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"According  to  present  indications,  there  will  be  a  rather  light  move- 
ment of  Eastern  Shore' potatoes  this  week.'    Growers  are  somewhat  reluctant  to 
dig,  because  of  the  light  yields  and  small  sizes  that  probably  will  be  preva- 
lent before  the  benefits  of  the  rain  are  apparent.     Then  too,   the  market  is 
showing  some  strength,  and  there  generally  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  far- 
mers to  hold  back  on  a  rising  market. 

"Yields  are  expected  to  be  rather  light  this  season.    Before  the  rain, 
growers  were  estimating  that  yields  might  run  around  20  barrels  to  the  acre 
in  .the  southern  end  of  the  peninsula.    ITo  estimates  of  probable  yields  are 
available  since  the  rain  has  fallen.    Estimates  of  carlo t  shipments  from  the 
Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  range  from  7»000  to  11,000  cars,  compared  with  a 
movement  of  1^,6^3  cars  last  season." 

Editor ?s  l~ote:-    The  official  crop  report,  based  on  June  1  condition, 
shows  an  indicated  yield  on  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  of  135  "bushels  per  acre, 
with  a.  commercial  production  of  6, 3^5 > 000  bushels,  compared  with  2,371*000 
last  year.     The  indicated  yield  for  Maryland  is  lh0  bushels  per  acre,  making 
a  prospective  crop  of  1,OOS,000  bushels,  or  only 'slightly  less  than  la-3t  year. 
The  rainfall  since  June  1  may  cause  a  change  in  these  figures. 

3b  .    EAST  TEXAS  TOMATO  SEASON  DELAYED 

W.  D.  Googe  wrote  as  follows  from  Jacksonville,  Texas,  in  a  letter  of 
June  12:- 

11  The  Texas  tomato  deal  during  the  past  week  failed  to  attain  the 
volume  expected,  and  it  was  not  until  Friday  that  shipments  reached  a  daily 
movement  of  100  carloads.    East  Texas  sections  are  later  than  they  were  last 
season,  which  was  considered  a  late  season.     Shipments  from  Mississippi  were 
lighter  than  the  trade  had  anticipated.    As  a  conseqrience ,  prices  prevailing 
at  shipping  points  were  higher  than  had  been  thought  possible  during  this 
period  of  financial  depression. 

"Jacksonville  shippers  paid  from  2^ -to        a  pound  for  mature  green 
stock  delivered  at  packing  sheds,  the  average  for  the  week  being  slightly 
above  3i?«     Gash-track  prices  per  lug  were  generally  based  on  the  cost  of  the 
tomatoes,  plus  J)0i  and  35^  -or  handling  charges.    Buyers  from  New  York  City 
were  eager  to  get  supplies  for  their  houses,  and  track  holdings  in  most  cities 
were  comparatively  light.     The  quality  of  Texas  tomatoes  is  above  normal,  the 
lack  of  excessive  moisture  having  brought  about  stock  that  will  carry  well 
while  in  transit.    Dry  weather  was  reported  to  be  injuring  late  fields,  and 
in  the  red  land  sections  was  thought  to  be  responsible  for  considerable  Blos- 
som-End Rot.    As  the  week  Game  to  a  close,  most  sections  had  received  showers 
which- were  beneficial. 

,rThe  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  moved  about  15  Cars  daily,  and  probably 
will  continue  shipping  in  a  light  way  for  two  weeks.     The  Yoakum  section  had 
a  heavy  rain  Friday,  which  will  assure  a  fair  volume  for  two  or  three  weeks. 
The  Jacksonville-Tyler  section  probably  will  reach  its  peak  between  the  20th 
and  2'5th,  with  many  late  fields  which  will  produce  well  up  into  July."

lib.     TRUCK  RECEIPTS  AIT  IMPORTANT  FACTOR  III  FH1 LADSLFHI A  MARKET 

J.  G.  Scott  wrote  as  follows  from  Philadelphia  in  a  letter  of  June  9:_ 
" Truck  receipts  are  running  heavier  than  ever  this  season,  and  a  new 
record  was  established  for  strawberries  on  Tuesday  of  this  week,  when  we  re- 
ceiveda  little  over  135  carloads  by  motor  truck  in  one  day.-    There  have 
been  three  days  this  season,  when  truck  receipts  of  berries  have  exceeded 
100  cars  per  day.    Kany  local  firms  and  nearby  shippers  are  now  showing  as 
much  or  more  interest  in  truck  receipts  as  in  rail  receipts. 

"We  have  reached  the  point  in  Philadelphia  where  the  car lot  market  on 
most  all  commodities  is  practically  ruled  by  truck  receipts.     If  truck  arrivals 
of  certain  products  are  light,  we  have  a  good  demand  for  rail  offerings.  But, 
if  truck  receipts  are  heavy,  these  usually  are  taken  first  and  our  rail  offer- 
ings meet  a  sluggish  demand.     This  condition  has  occurred  daily  this  season  on 
strawberries,  cabbage,  peas,  string  beans,  and  a  number  of  other  commodities." 


5b.     POTATO  SITUATION  IE  OKLAHOMA 

R.  E.  Corbin,  of  the  Kansas  City  office,  recently  made  a  brief  trip  to 
eastern  Oklahoma,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  special  reports  in  connection 
with  his  daily  bulletins  on  potatoes.    Pie  wrote  in  part  as  follows  from 
Kansas  City  on  June  8:- 

"I  enjoyed  my  first  airplane  experience  in  flying  to  Oklahoma  City 
Saturday  morning,  and  made  the  trip  in  about  2\  hours,  after  covering  the  mar- 
ket here.     This  trip  by  train  requires  approximately  12  hours'  time.     I  inter- 
viewed Mr.  Fay  lor  at  the  State  Market  Commission  on  Saturday,  getting  a 
pretty  good  description  of  the  potato  growing  sections  from  him. 

"After  meeting  our  Mr.  Landrum  at  Tulsa,  we  drove  to  Muskogee.  At 
Muskogee,  I  interviewed  the  leading  shippers  and  visited  several  potato  fields. 
The  potatoes  were  considerably  greener  than  I  expected  to  find  them.     I  exam- 
ined dozens  of  hills  and  I  believe  they  avenged  about  four  potatoes  to  the 
hill.     Some  growers  are  estimating  that  their  yields  will  range  from  65  to 
100  bushels  per  acre.    There  were  some  small  potatoes,  just  a  little  under 
U.S.  No.  1  size,  which  it  was  generally  believed  will  grow,  and  it  was  the 
universal  opinion  that,  if  the  stock  is  left  undug  for  a  week  or  10  days  or 
even  two  weeks,  the  tonnage  will  be  considerably  increased.     In  view  of  these 
facts  and  the  condition  of  the  market,  the  shippers  were  urging  delay  in 
digging.    The  fields  around  Poteau  and  Spiro  in  eastern  Oklahoma  were  much 
the  same  as  those  near  Muskogee  as  to  yield,  but  seemed  a  little  farther  ad- 
vanced as  to  maturity."

gb.     FLORIDA  ME  LOU  SHIBgTS  HEARING  THEIR  PEAK 

R.  M.  Peterson  sent  the  following  report  from  Leesburg  in  a  letter 
dated  June  lh:~ 

" Florida  watermelon  shipments  are  increasing  and  are  expected  to 
gain  more  rapidly  during  the  next  10  days,  with  peak  movement  around  June  2h. 
The  peak  this  season  will  "be  much  lighter' .than  during  the  past  two  seasons 
and  may  not  reach  hOO  cars  on  any  one  day.    Early  plantings  in  the  Leesburg 
district  have .been  harvested,  and  cutting  from  the  late  acreage  is  now  in 
full  swing.     Shipments  from  this  district  will  be  light  after  this  week. 

"Loadings  are  increasing  in.  the  Gainesville-Newberry  district,  where 
peak  movement  is  expected  during  the  week  of  June  20.    Northwest  Florida  and 
south  Georgia -may  load  a  few  cars  around  the  20th.     Although  some  shippers 
feel  that  the.  loadings  there  will  be  quite  heavy  by  June  25>   it  does  not 
seem  likely  that  the  movement  from  that  section  will  become  important  until 
the  end  of  the  month, 

"Qualit-.r  of  melons  from  the  Leesburg  district  has  held  up  remarkably 
well,  considering  the  almost  daily  showers  and  high  temperatures.  Some 
fields  are  showing  considerable  An thracnose,  but  most  of  the  newer  fields 
are  comparatively  free  from  this  disease,  and  very  few  melons  are  showing 
sunburn.     [Those  in  the  Gainesville-Newberry  section  are  running  heavily  to 
large  sizes  and  are  generally  of  good  quality. 

"The  shipping -point  demand  fell  off  abruptly  yesterday,  partly  be- 
cause most  stock  was  necessarily  loadea/but  also  because  the  melons  were 
going  into  consumption  very  slowly,  resulting  in  rapidly-increasing  track 
holdings;  and  heavier  shipments  are  in  prospect." 

9b .     PEAK  MOVEMENT  OF  MISSISSIPPI  TOMATOES  COMPLETED 

B.  S.  Surry  sent  the  following  letter  from  Crystal  Springs  on  June  13:~ 

"Mcvement  of  $00  cars  of  tomatoes  out  of  Mississippi  last  week  prob- 
ably represents  the  peak  week  of  the  season.    Moat  shippers  believe  that  the 
crop  will  fall  short  of  earlier  estimates,  with  the  total  for  the  season 
placed  at  3,000  cars.    With  2,000  cars  shipped  to  date,  it  appears  that  the 
season  is  about  two-thirds  finished.    Shipments  are  expected  to  taper  off 
sharply  after  this  week. 

"A  good  demand  from  'Wednesday  to  Friday  of  last  week  caused  a  tempo- 
rary flurry  in  the  market,  and  flats  advanced  from  50^-6^^  to  a  range  of  75^~ 
S5^»  with  lugs  selling  as  high  as  $1.50-$1.65,  compared  with  opening  prices 
for  the  week  of  $1.15-$1.35»'    Increased  shipments  from  Texas,  however,  caused 
an  unsettled  condition,  and  prices  today  reached  the  low  level  of  a  week  ago. 
Growers  were  greatly  benefited  by  the  temporary  advance  of  the  market.  Bush- 
el field  boxes  of  No.  l's  were  worth  as  much  as  $2.25,  but  a  weaker  market 
today  caused  packing  houses  to  offer  only  $1.50,  with  No.  2>s  discounted  75^ 
and  6x7' s         per  box.    Growers  have  not  only  been  receiving  prices  twice  as 
high  as  in  1931>  they  have  been  able  to  produce  a  crop  at  costs  consider- 

ably below  any  of  recent  years. 

"A  few  cars  of  cabbage  were  loaded  last  week,  with  growers  realizing 
good  prices  for  i>To.  1  quality.     Standard  crates  sold  as  high  as  $2.35  per 
crate,  f.o.b.  shipping  point. 

"The  snap -be an  season  .is  practically  finished,  and  the  last  car  from 
Hazlehurst  was  loaded  Saturday.     Growers  have  been  receiving  ^0^-50^  per  ham- 
per for  best  green  varieties." 
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10  d  .     A  MUCH  BETTER  DEMAND  FOR  ITORTH  •  CAROLINA  POTATOES 

R.  L.  Sutton  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Washington,  IT.   C. ,  under 
date  of  June  15"- 

" Since  the  middle  of  last  week  there  has  been  a  definite  improvement 
in  the  demand  for  Forth  Carolina  potatoes.    Wednesday,  June  8,  when  h27  cars 
left  the  State,  the  shippers  realizing  the  critical  situation  were  willing 
to  drop  the  price  from  $2 .25~$2.U0  to  $2  per  "barrel.     This  liberal  reduction 
in  price  stimulated  buying  activity. 

"She  f.o.b.  market  yesterday  closed  slightly  stronger  at  $2.25~$2.50 
for  U.S.  ITo.  1  Cobblers  in  stave  barrels  and  mostly  $1.25  for  carloads  of  100* 
pound  sacks.     Light  rains  Sunday  and  Monday  caused  the  growers  to  reduce  their 
digging  operations.    But  it  is  felt  that  the  more-dominant  cause  for  the 
growers  to  be  holding  off  is  their  anticipation  of  still  higher  prices.  With 
an  orderly  movement  from  this  State  and  shipments  of  old  stock  from  Maine  de- 
creasing, and  with  the  prospects  of  not  much  competition  from  the  Eastern 
Shore  of  Virginia  before  the  latter  part  of  next  week,  it  is  the  opinion  of 
some  that  the  market  can  be  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level.     It  is  cer-.' . 
tainly  true  that,  during  the  past  four  shipping  days,  Forth  Carolina  shippers 
have  experienced  a  wonderful  demand  for  their  product. 

"Distribution  of  the  shipments  is  becoming  wide-spread..  ^Points  in 
New  England,  Mew  York  and  Pennsylvania  have  been  serving  as  the  more-favor- 
able outlets,  but  recently  the  demand  from  the  Middle  West  has  shown  definite 
improvement.    Even  though  the  crop  is  going  to  be  at  least  2,000  cars  under 
last  year's  outturn,  cars  have  already  been  billed  to  towns  in  Pennsylvania? 
New  Jersey  and  Hew  Y0rk  not  reached  last  season."  -  B.   C.  BOREE. 


11c.     INSPECT I OM  ITOIZS  0}T  OKLAHOMA  AND  ARKANSAS  CROPS 

R.  3.  Landrum  sent  the  following  report  from  Muskogee,  Okla.,  on 
June  lk : - 

"Due  to  a  complication  of  low  markets  and  heavy  rains,  the  potato  dig- 
ging in  the  Oklahoma-Arkansas  districts  has  been  delayed  considerably  during 
the  past  week.     The  large  operators  are  insisting  that  all  loading  be  suspend- 
ed until  after  June  20  but,   from  present  indications,  most  of  the  growers  will 
begin  again  as  soon  as  the  fields  have  dried  sufficiently  to  allow  digging. 

"We  have  16  inspectors  in  Oklahoma  at  present,  including  five  who  have 
been  working  in  the  ped  River  district  for  the  past  two  weeks.     Digging  has 
begun  in  a  light  way  at  practically  all  points,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
rush  will  be  over  by  the  last  week  of  June.    We  probably  shall  inspect  in  the 
neighborhood  of  600  cars  in  Oklahoma,  but  it  is  entirely  problematical  as  to 
the  number  which  we  shall  have  in  Arkansas.    Quality  and  size  are  very  good, 
and  there  should  be  little  trouble  in  making  U.S.  No.  1  grade.    At  most 
points,  there  is  a  strong  demand  on  the  Part  of  buyers  and  sales  agents  that 
the  growers  eliminate  the  U.S.  iTo.  1  quality  inch  basis,  which  has  been 

used  heretofore,  and  be  more  careful  in  grading.     T.iey  sho  Id  have  little 
difficulty  in  doing  this. 

" Tomatoes  are  beginning  to  move  from  southwestern  Arkansas  and  south- 
eastern Oklahoma  in  a  light  way  this  week.    We  have  one  man  stationed  at 
Broken  Bow,  to  handle  the  Oklahoma  output,  and  two  men  are  going  to  south 
Arkansas  tomorrow.     Dealers  report  that  the  tomatoes  are  in  fine  condition 
and  that  there  is  prospect  of  a  very  good  crop,  with  the  exception  of  the 
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Stations

'The  grades  for  green,  corn  are  specific  as  to  how  much  worm •  damage  is 
permitted,  but  it  is  entirely  possible  that  shipments  which  show  slight  worm 
damage  at  point  of  origin  will  arrive  in  the  markets  with  considerably  more 
than  the  1-h  inches  permitted  in  U.S.  No.  1  grade.     It  may  "be  possible  in 
some  cases  to  determine  whether  the  worm  damage  is  old  and  occurred  before 
loading  or  whether  it  occurred  in  transit.     The  presence  of  the  worm  may  be 
a  good  indication  that  the  damage  occurred  in  transit,  but  it  is  usually 
difficult  to  tell  by  the  appearance  of  the  damage  how  old  it  is.     In  most 
cases,  worm  damage  will  have  to  bo  treated  as  a  condition  factor  in  receiv- 
ing markets  and,  unless  the  worm  damage  is  severe  and  appears  old,  it  cannot 
be  included  with  those  defects  which  are  considered  as  permanent  factors  of 
grade .

Complaint  has  been  made  that  shipping-point  supervisors  are  not  being 
advised  regarding  reinspection  of  small  lots,  which  are  not  handled  as  appeal 
inspections.    HSfhen  75  or  100  packages  left  in  a  car  are  reinspected  for  grade 
in  the  receiving  market  and  the  findings  are  different  from  the  shipping- 
point  certificate,  the  broker  or  receiver  may  wire  shipper  that  the  original 
certificate  has  been  reversed,  which  is  not  the  case.     It  is,   therefore,  im- 
portant and  necessary  for  the  receiving-point  inspector  to  wire  the  shipping- 
point  supervisor,  giving  a  report  on  grade,  wi,th  a  statement  that  car  was 
partially  unloaded  and  only  a  fractional  portion  of  the  load  or  a  certain 
number  of  containers  was  examined.     The  shipping -point  supervisor  will  then 
be  in  position  to  correct  any  misleading  report,  which  the  shipper  may  have 
received.     It  is  just  as  important  to  wire  in  cases  of  this  kind  as  it  is 
when  shipping -point  certificates  a.re  actually  reversed. 

When  the  receiving-point  inspector  has  no  knowledge  of  shipping -point 
inspection  at  the  time  of  his  inspection  and  later  learns  that  a  shipping- 
point  certificate  was  issued,  he  should  wire  in  the  usual  way,  because  the 
shipper  may  have  been  misinformed  regarding  results  of  inspection  at  desti- 
nation. 

These  instructions  also  apply  to  cars  which  are  inspected  in  receiving 
markets  to  determine  factors  not  covered  by  shipping-point  certificates, 

3 c •     .AIT  UNSATISFACTORY  SPRIITG-  SSASC17  III  LOUISIANA 

Hunter  S.  Moles,  Supervising  Inspector  in  Louisiana,  wrote  as  follows 
from  Baton  Rouge  in  a  letter  of  June  13:- 

"The  heavy  rains  a  short  time  ago  entirely  ruined  the  bean  crop,  and 
our  shipments  of  that  commodity  were  cut  short,  just  when  we  were  getting 
up  to  volume.    Potatoes  since  the  rains  have  been  dirty,  and  we  have  not  had 
many  U.S.  l\To.  1  certificates  on  that  product  until  the  past  few  days.  The 
rains  also  hurt  the  pepper  crop  but  have  helped  the  green  corn.     If  prices 
justify,  we  shall  likely  get  quite  a  number  of  cars  of  that  product,  as  the 
quality  is  better  than  during  previous  years.     The  spring  as  a  whole  has  been 
very  unsatisfactory,  due  to  poor  quality  of  products  and  low  prices." 
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Uc.     PROSPERITY  CO:~5S  TO  CETTRAI.  MISSISSIPPI 

The  following  good  letter  of  June  13  came  from  F.  S.  Kinsey,  Super- 
vising Inspector  at  Crystal  Springs:- 

"I  have  been  negligent  in  letting  the  rest  of  the  world  know  that  we 
are  alive  in  Mississippi,  except  through'  the  Washington  daily  list.  But 
having  the  entire  responsibility  for  the  financial  end  of  this  deal,  as  well 
as  to  give  good  service  and  try  to  avoid  reversals,  leaves  little  time  for 
publicity.     As  to  the  financial  end,  I  can  already  see  that  a  profit  is 
assured. 

"Up  to  the  time  tomatoes  began,  about  two  and  a  half  weeks  ago,  we  had 
about  20  men  on  the  roll,   including  three  men  inspecting  strawberries.  Last 
week  our  payroll  listed  12,  including  four  key  men  and  four  typists  and  clerks. 
Practically  all  of  the  certif icates  are  typed  in  Crystal  Springs.  Our 
heaviest  day  was  21Q  cars.     The  peak  was  over  last  week.     One  peculiarity  of 
the  season  is  that  cabbage  lasted  two  weeks  after  tomatoes  began,  and  we  are 
not  yet  through  with  beans.    We  also  have  three  men  inspecting  potatoes. 

"We  inspected  for  all  shippers  of  early  vegetables  in  the  main  truck- 
ing section  centering  at  Crystal  Springs  and  Hazlehurst,  and  for  practically 
all  the  shippers  at  scattered  points.    We  are  not  inspecting  quite  all  of  the 
shipments,  however,  for  some  shippers  are  packing  tomato  culls,  and  most  cars 
of  beans  have  been  poor  -and  on  such  cars  shippers  sometimes  prefer  to  have  no 
official  records  made. 

"It  appears  that  our  inspections  will  total  about  the  same  as  last  sea- 
son or  a  little  heavier , -perhaps  4,000  cars  between  April  20  and  July  1. 

"The  quality  of  our  inspectors  is  better  this  year  than  ever  before, 
and  I  thought  it  was  good  last  year.    We  drew  heavily  from  Tennessee  and 
Louisiana  and  have  men  from  Alabama,  Georgia,  Florida,  Colorado  and  Washington, 
including  several  who  have  been  key  men  on  other  deals  but  for  whom  we  have 
not  been  able  to  find  places  as  key  men  hero.    Mississippi,  of  course,  always 
supplies  good  men  for  itself,  and  even  to  other  States.     It  has  been  necessary 
to  use  only  about  10  new  men,  the  pick  from  about  100  applicants,  and  chiefly 
men  who  have  grown  up  with  tomatoes. 

:'If  there  is  one  place  in  the  United  States  where  the  depression  has 
been  forgotten,  it  is  the  trucking  section  of  Mississippi.    When  I  came  here 
about  April  20,  there  was  nothing  but  gloom.    But  truck  has  not  been  grown  so 
cheaply  in  several  years,-  as  to  seed,  fertilizer  and  labor.     Per  example, 
colored  labor  staking  tomatoes  at  the  height  of  prosperity  received  as  much 
as  $3  a  day?    This  year,  wages  are  as  low  as  75^  a  day,  though  the  price-.- of 
labor  is  higher  now  during  the  harvest.     Cabbage  brought  such  high  prices 
that  many  farmers  paid  off  all  their  debts  accumulated  by  the  losses  of  two 
or  three  seasons,  leaving  their  tomatoes  to  sell  at  a  clear  profit.  Satis- 
factory and,  at  times,  even  high  prices  for  tomatoes  have  finished  making 
independent  those  growers  who  were  not  lucky  enough  to  have  a  sufficient 
acreage  of  cabbage.     Some  growers  have  become  so  fastidious  that  several  makes 
of  automobiles  have  to  be  tried  before  they  can  be  suited.     It  is  said  that 
traveling  salesmen  remark  of  the  broad  smiling  countenances  they  see  in  this 
trucking  section,  in  contrast  to  the  long  faces  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 
This  town  of  about  1,200  inhabitants  supports  two  talkie-picture  theatres  at 
present . "

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5c.     G-QOD  QUALITY  AH)  FAVORABLE  PR  I  CSS  FEATURE  TEi-JITESSEE  CABBAC-S  DEAL 

T.  V/.  Ayres,  Supervising  Inspector,  wrote  as  follows  from  Humboldt 
in  a  letter  of  June  10:- 

"The  west  Tennessee  cabbage  inspection  work  "began  on  May  and 
through  today  we  will  have  made  about  175  Carlo t  inspections.     Quality  has 
"been  very  good,  as  more  than  30fo  of  the  stock  has  met  the  quality  require- 
ments of  the  U.S.  No,  1  grade.    Many  of  the  cabbage  fields  were  reset  after 
the  March  freeze  with  shipped-in  plants  of  mixed  types,  so  that  we  are  hand- 
ling a  number  of  lots  that  fail  to  gra.de  only  because  of  mixed  type. 

"The  most  serious  defects  are  softs  and  worm-injury.     Local  "buyers  and 
growers  are  giving  us  fine  cooperation,  and  I  believe  we  shall  be  able  to  cer- 
tify practically  ail  of  the  shipments  as  U.S.  Ho;  1  quality.     The  size  is 
running  down  in  some  fields,  due  to  lack  of  rain,  and  the  buyers  have  placed 
a  50^  lower  price  on  crates  of  US  to  60  hea.ds,  and  are  giving  top  price  for 
all  larger  stock.     Local  buyers  have  been  paying  $1.25-$1.90  per  pony  crate 
of  U.S.  Ho.  1  stock,  with  today's  market  at  $1.50.     The  growers  are  realizing 
a  nice  profit. 

"We  are  using  12  inspectors  on  the  cabbage  work,  and  expect  the  deal 
to  continue  for  at  least  10  days  mora,  or  until  about  the  time  the  tomato 
work  will  begin. 

"Enclosed  is.  a  coriolete  report  on  the  strawberry  work  which  will  be  of

interest  to  you.  The  inspections  in  east  Tennessee/handled  by  three  inspectors 
on  a  weekly  basis  and  are  separate  from  the  enclosed  account." 

6c .     CROP  rTOTSS  FROM  STATE  OF  WASHINGTON 

The  following  letter  of  June  h,  from  F.  S.  Bailey  at  Yakima,  rea.ch.ed 
the  editor  too  late  for  last  week's  Division  Letter:- 

"  It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  lettuce  shipments  from  western 
Washington  started  the  last  week  in  May  and  got  under  way  to  the  extent  of 
kO  or  50  cars  on  some  days  of  this  week.    Practically  all  that  has  been 
cut  to  date  has  been  what  is  known  as  highland  lettuce,  the  late  spring 
floods  having  delayed  early  plantings  in  the  lowlands.     Cooler  weather  than 
normal  for  this  time  of  year  has  favored  lettuce  development  and,  up  to  the 
present  time,  the  crop  has  been  unusually  free  from  tipburn  and  slimy  decay. 
The  solidity  also  has  been  good,  where  the  crop  has  been  allowed  to  mature, but 
fairly  good  prices  have  been  the  cause  of  a  considerable  quantity  of  stock 
being  cut  prema-turely  and  therefore  being  of  poor  solidity. 

"The  area  of  green  peas  has  been  increased  in  western  Washington,  and 
heavy  shipments  of  this  commodity  will  commence  the  last  of  this  month.  It 
is  estimated  that  there  are  about  3»500  acres  of  green  peas  of  the  Telephone 
and  other  shipping  varieties,  and  an  equal  acrea-ge  of  canning  varieties.  The 
cannery  at  Mount  Vernon,  • 'Trash .#handles  all  of  the  cannery  pea  stock. 

"First  carlo ts  of  Bing  cherries  from  ea.stern  Washington  probably  will 
move  between  the  8th  and  11th  of  June.     The  quality  of  sweet  cherries  in  east- 
ern Washington  appears  to  be  good,  with  the  prospects  for  a  fair-sized  crop. 
Cool  weather  has  retarded  the  development  of  the  cherry  crop." 


POTATOES  in  six  second-earlv  States  registered  a  decline  during  May, 
especially  the  commercial  crop  in  Virginia.     Commercial  production  in  this

le  .     REPARATIC"  ORDERS  ISSUED  IF  FAVOR  0?  MICHIGAN  AlTD  WISCC-l'SIST  SKIPPERS 

The  Secretary  has  issued  reparation  orders  in  two  cases  brought  against 
T.  D.  Randall  Co.,  of  Chicago,  111.    One  of  these  was  filed  by  Stanley 
Ciesla,  of  La3rr,nche,  Mich,,  and  the  other  by  Justin  Antonaitis;  of  Mctfaughton, 
Wis.    Both  of  these  complaints  alleged  failure  to  pay  for  shipments,  and  such 
failure    to  pay  was  admitted  by  the  respondent.     In  the  Ciesla  case  the  re- 
paration award  was  for  $176. 95»  with  interest  from  February  1,  1931*  ^n^-  in 
the  Antonaitis  case  the  award  was  for  $226. 65*  plus  interest  in  the  amount  of 
$1U.71. 

2e.     PITTSBURGH  DEALER  TO  PAY  FOR  CAR  OF  PEPPERS 

The  Secretary  also  has  issued  an  award  in  the  sum  of  $2S7«20,  with 
interest  thereon,  in  favor  of  E.  B.  Ray,  of  Ponchatoula,  La.     This  decision 
was  reached  as  the  result  of  a  complaint  filed  by  Ray  against  Joseph 
Flaherty  Co.,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  a  counter-complaint  filed  by  Flaherty 
against  Ray.    The  case  involved  a  car  of  peppers  in  bushel  hampers.  Flaherty 
accepted  the  peppers  but  failed  to  pay  Ray  the  agreed  price.     This  refusal 
was  because  the  peppers  were  bought  as  U.S.  Ho.  1  grade  and  Flaherty  claimed 
that  they  did  not  so  grade.     Inspection  certificate  issued  at  Ponchatoula 
showed  the  peppers  to  be  U.S.  Ho.  1.     Inspection  made  five  days  later  at  I 
Pittsburgh  showed  that  part  of  the  load  then  remaining  in  the  car  was  not  U.S. 
llo.  1.    Flaherty  made  the  demand  for  a  discount  of  10^  per  hamper  or  $So.oO, 
and  his  counter-complaint  asked  reparation  in  that  amount.    After  filing  the 
complaint,  Ray  agreed  to  pay  this  amount  but  asked  reparation  in  the  balance 
due  him,  $287.20.     Flaherty  admitted  owing  that  much  and  stated  that  he 
would  pay  this  sum,  when  a  defunct  bank  in  which  his  funds  were  deposited 
paid  dividends.     The  effect  of  the  decision  is  that  the  allowance  of  £S6.30 
is  approved,  and  that  Flaherty  is  ordered  to  pay  the  balance  of  $287.20  plus 
interest  at  G-/o  from  November  23,  I93I. 

3e .     C0MPLAI1TT  DISMISSED  BECAUSE  A  jgW  CONTRACT  WAS  ENTERED  Il'TO 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  a  complaint  filed  by  the 
Baker  Produce  Corp.,  of  Norfolk,  Va.  against  Vernon  Shultz,  of  Kenton,  Ohio. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  potatoes  sold  on  a  delivered  basis  as 
U.S.  Ho.  1  stock.    Upon  arrival,  the  respondent  inspected  and  refused  to 
accept  the  shipment,  claiming  that  the  potatoes  were  undersized  and  not  ac- 
ceptable for  that  reason.    3ecause  of  a  decline  in  the  market,  the  complain- 
ant was  unable  to  get  a  better  offer  for  the  car  from  anyone  else  and  re- 
duced the  draft  on  Vernon  Shultz  $200.    The  Secretary  held  that  this  action 
constituted  the  entering  into  of  a  new  contract,  which  superseded  the  old  one, 
and  that  therefore  the  complaint  should  be  dismissed.

The  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  is  meeting  in  general  with 
the  approval  of  shippers  and  receivers,  who  state  that  they  all  are  using 
much  more  care  in  mailing  their  contracts.     This  is  the  report    "brought  back 
"by  Mr.  Robb  on  his  recent  return  from  a  trip  to  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  use  of  approved  trade  terms,  the  definitions  of  which  constitute 
amendment  ho.  2  to  the  regulations  governing  the  enforcement  of  the  F.A. C. 
Act,  is  becoming  more  general  and  the  meanings  assigned  to  these  terms  are 
being  recognized  by  the  trade.     This  has  resulted  in  fewer  misunderstandings 
between  buyers  and  sellers.     There  also  is  an  increasing  tendency  to  submit 
complaints  to  the  Department  for  settlement  under  the  shortened  procedure, 
which  was  provided  in  amendment  ITo.  h  to  the  regulations.    Under  this  pro- 
cedure,  the  parties  to  a  complaint  agree  to  waive  their  right  of  a  hearing 
and  submit  their  case  on  the  basis  of  sworn  statements  and  the  Bureau's  file 
covering  the  case.  _  ?>  &.

la.     TIMELY  NEWS'  REGARDING  YAKIMA  VALLEY  PEACHES 

On  June  16,   the  following  telegram  was  sent  by  J.  S«  Dennee,  Agricul- 
tural Statistician  at  Seattle,  Wash, : - 

"Recent  surveys  place'  the  193^  peach  crop  in  Yakima  Valley  at  2,100 
cars.     Of  this  quantity,  approximately  1,500  straight  cars  are  expected  to 
move,  with  the  remainder  to  go  either  in  mixed  cars  or  by  truck.  Production 
this  year  will  compare  closely  with  that  of  1923,  when  the  tonnage  was  2,l6g 
cars, -with  1,627  straight  carloads  and  the  equivalent  of  531  cars  placed  in 
mixed  loads.     Crop  is  reasonably  well  distributed  in  the  Yakima  Valley.  The 
district  from  Sawyer  to  Zillah  has  the  best  average  set  of  fruit.  Kennewick 
district  will  have  few  peaches.     No  serious  drop  has  occurred  in  the  Ja  H.  Eale 
variety  in  Yakima  district,  where  production  of  this  peach  has  been  reduced 
by  50 f0.     It  is  estimated  that  the  Valley  will  have  250  cars  of  Hales,  1,600 
cars  of  Elbertas  and  250  cars  of  miscellaneous  varieties.     Opening  of  the 
season  will.be  a  few  days  later  than  last  year."

The  mimeograph  ink  manufactured  by  the  Government  Printing  Office, 
and  which  is  supplied  to  "branch  offices  of  this  Bureau,  is  made  in  two  grades* 
a  thick  ink  for  summer  use  and  a  thin  ink  for  winter  use.     This  ink  is  made 
primarily  for  use  in  Washington  and  is  made  of  a.  consistency  which  is  best 
adapted  to  climatic  conditions  here.     Quite  different  conditions  of  tempera- 
ture may  be  encountered  when  such  irk  is  shipped  to  "branch  offices,  particu- 
larly in  view  of  the  fact  that  several  months  often  elapse  "between  the  time 
the  ink  is  made  up  and  the  time  when  it  is  actually  used. 

Hereafter,  the  Bureau'  will  endeavor  to  ascertain  the  consistency  of 
the  ink  when  it  is  obtained  from  the  Government  Printing  Office  and  mark  each 
lot  accordingly.     Ail  requisitions  for  mimeograph  ink  should  specify  "thick" 
or  "thin,"  and  an  effort  will  "be  mads  to  fill  such,  orders  accordingly.  It 
doubtless  will  be  advisable  for  some  of  the  permanent  offices  to  keep  on 
hand  a  supply  of  both  grades. 

As  suggested  in  Par.  l§b  in  D. L.  for  April  15.  castor  oil  may 

be  used  to  dilute  ink  already  on  hand,  which  is  too  thick  for  local  use.  A 
similar  suggestion  for  using  ink  which  is  too  thin  has  been  submitted  by 
Mr.  Smeby  of  the  South  St.  Paul  Livestock  Division  office.     !Ehis  is  to  add  to 
the  ink  a  small  quantity  .of  soap  solution.     Ordinary  hand  soap  is  dissolved 
in  a  small  quantity  of  hot  water,  and  allowed  to  stand  until  it  is  of  the 
consistency  of  soft  jelly.     This  is  used  at  the  rate  of  about  a  tablespoonful 
to  every  two  or  three  pints  of  ink.     The  soap  should  be  thoroughly  dissolved, 
so  as  not  to  clog  the  mimeograph.    Mr.  Smeby  admits  that  he  does  not  know 
what  happens  when  the  soap  solution  is  mixed  with  the  ink,  but  it  does  cause 
the  ink  to  flow  less  freely  and  seems' to  act  as  a  drying  agency,  so  as  par- 
tially to  prevent  smudging.

R.  L.  Sutton  wrote  as  follows  from  Washington,  N.  C. ,   in  a  letter 
' of  June  22 :- 

"Movement  of  North  Carolina  potatoes  from  now  on  will  decrease.  So 
far  this  season  U, 775  cars  have  been  shipped.    A  heavy  movement  occurred 
June  7-9  and-  about  one  week  later,  June  l6-17«    Peak  movement  of  the  sea- 
son was  on  Thursday,  June  lS,  when  597  cars  were  reported  by  the  origina- 
ting railroads.     Last  year  on  June  12,  the  day  of  heaviest  shipments,  766 
cars  were  loaded. 

"Yesterday  the  f.o.b.  market  closed  about  steady, with  barrels  of 
U.S.  No*  1  Cobblers  selling  at  $2  and  100 -pound  sacks  at  $1.15.     There  were 
a  few  carlot  sales  of  barrels  on  a  cash-track  basis  at  $1«9Q~$1*95-    It  is 
estimated  that  over  200  cars  were  sold  on  Tuesday. 

11  The  sections  centering  around,  Mt.  Olive,  Columbia,  Aurora,  Bethel 
and  Bayboro  a,re  almost  cleaned  up.  '  After  today,   the  crops  in  those  sec- 
tions will  be  90$  to  95.'  harvested.     The  principal,  movement  for  the  balance 
of  the  season  is  expected  to  originate  in  the  Elizabeth  Citv  district,  which 
is  located  in  the  extreme  northeastern  part  of  the  State. 
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"Starting  on  June  lb,  rollers  began  to  accumulate  and,  "by  the  end  of 
last  week,  there  were  large  numbers  of  cars  at  .diversion  points,  waiting  for 
disposition.    On  Saturday*  however,  demand  showed  considerable  improvement 
from  the  Middle  West.     The  demand  coming  from  that  region  resulted  in  freer 
selling  of  sacks,  with  the  barrels  dragging,," 

3b .     EASTPPh  SPOPB  POTATO  MOVEMENT  r'CPEASHTG- 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  June  20  from    V.  H. 
Uicholson,  at  Foccmoke  City,  Md. 

"It  is  expected  that  the  Eastern  Shore  potato  crop  will  move  in  a 
fair  volume  this  week*    While  shipments  on  this  Monday  and  Tuesday  are  ex- 
pected to  be  rather  light,  movement  during  the  latter  part  of  the  week 
probably  will  be  fairly  heavy. 

"Yields  are  reported  to  be  running  rather  light,  and  the  size  is  gen- 
erally smaller  than  last  year.     However,  there  are  some  indications  that 
quality  will  improve  as  the  season  progresses,  for  the  rain  will  benefit  the 
later  potatoes.    Prospects  in  this  vicinity  are  somewhat  better  than  a  week 
or  10  days  ago. 

"It  now  appears  there  will  be  a  lull  in  shipments  for  a  short  time, 
probably  around  the  first  week  of  July.     The  crop  in  Northampton  County  is 
expected  to  be  almost  completely  harvested  before  shipments  from  Accomac 
County  and  Mary-land  have  started  to  move  in  volume."

Under  date  of  June  19,  W .  P.  C-ooge  sent  the  following  letter  from 
Jacksonville ,  Texas : - 

"Peak  movement  of  the  east  Texas  tomato  deal  probably  was  reached 
last  Priday,  when  212  carloads  were  rolled  from  this  part  of  the  State. 
Prices  registered  a  steady  decline  at  shipping  points,  as  well  as  in  ter- 
minal markets.     Growers  were  being  paid  around  If  a  pound  for  mature  green 
stock  at  the  close  of  the  week,  and  lugs  were  selling  for  less  than  75^ 
f.o.b.  cash-track.     These  prices  are  practically  the  same  as  those  of  a  year 
ago.     Last  season,  prices  advanced  about  ^06  a  lug  after  the  peak,  but  this 
year  the  dealers  are  not  so  optimistic  on  account  of  the  impending  movement 
from  Tennessee,  which  is  about  a  week  earlier. 

"Quality  continues  to  be  good  but  sizes  are  smaller.     The  section 
south  of  Jacksonville  is  cleaning  up  and,  from  now  on,   the  volume  will  come 
from  section's  between  Jacksonville  and  the  Red  River.    ITo  rains  of  consequence 
have  fallen  since  the  shipping  season  began,  although  scattered  rains  have 
been  beneficial  in  some  localities.    Some  acreage  has  been  practically  lost 
on  account  of  Blossom-End  Hot. 

11  The  feature  of  the  deal  so  far  has  been  the  high  prices  paid  to 
growers,  as  compared  with  jobbing  prices  in  the  cities.     This  condition  has 
been  brought  about,  in  part,  by  the  large  number  cf  buyers  and  the  compara- 
tive shortage  of  tomatoes.     Last  year  east  Texas  shipped  more  than  '4,500 
cars,  but  this  season  estimates  of  the  movement  range  between  3»000  and  3»500 
carloads.    With  the  low  buying  power  of  consumers ,  this  yearns  crop  is  thought 
to  be  an  over-production."

A.  E.  Prugh  sent  the  following  report  from  Brawl e37',  Calif.,  on 
June  20:- 

"A  firmer  tone  has  developed  on. cantaloupes  today.  The  cash-track  mar- 
ket closed  on  Saturday  at  85#-$l«10  mostly  straight  across  on  standards  and 
juntos,  while  this  afternoon  the  range  appears  to  be  $1-$1.10,  with  1^6  more 
on  jumbo  H5's.     Sizes  now  are  running  mostly  jumbo  3^'s  and-  U^'s.     The  better 
market  is  caused  by  warmer  weather  in  terminals,  the  Fourth  of  July  demand, 
and  lighter  shipments  arriving"/ the  East.     From  present  indications,  cantaloupes 
will  be  almost  cleaned  up  by  July  1,  but  Honey  Dews  and  Honey  Balls  will  con- 
tinue through  July.     It  is  the  local  opinion  that  total  movement  will  be 
around  13,000  cars,  compared  with  abouvt  22,000  last  year.     Cantaloupe  distri- 
bution has  been  very  poor.     It  seems  that  small  markets  do  not  want  the  melons 
at  any  price.    My  distribution  sheet  showed  gl  cars  billed  and  diverted  to 
New  York  on  June  &',  from  a  total  movement  that  day  of  Jfik  cars. 

"Shippers  permitted  movement  to  reach  3^-0  cars  on  June  7»  and  then 
commenced  to  prorate  on  the  planning  on  200  cars,  with  227  moving  because 

of  a  few  carryovers  and  the  output  from  the  small  acreage  not  allied  with  the 
Clearing  House.    Picking  was  then  discontinued  on  the  10th,  but  carryover 
cars  caused  ~j>6  to  move.     The  limit  was  then  set  at  25O  and  has  been  held 
around  that  figure, with  no  picking  on  Sunday,   the  19th.    Shippers  have  held 
together  better  on  this  plan  than  on  any  other  attempted  along  this  line  in 
the  past. 

"The  quantity  of  precooled  cantaloupes  has  increased  this  season,  and 
they  have  been  bringing  25^-$1.25  per  crate  premium  on  the  markets.  Precool- 
ing  usuallTr  costs  $25         car,  but  one  company  is  now  doing  it  for  about 
$17o0.    With  the  recent  f.o.b.  price  around  $1  on  standard  ^5's»  preceded 
ripes  have  been  bringing  mostly  $1,25- 

"A  salmon-tint  Honey  Ball  has  been  developed,  which  probably  has  the 
best  flavor  of  any  melon  ever  produced  here.     It  can  be  picked  full-slip, 
shipped  under  ordinary  refrigeration,  and  apparently  arrives  in  firm  condi- 
tion.   We  notice  they  have  been  selling  for  around  $1.jG  per  crate  premium  on 
jumbos  in  Hew  York. 

"Straight  cars  of  Honey  Balls  recently  have  been  running  about  20  a 
day,  with  Hone^"  Dews  around  kO.    Honey  Balls  have  been  .selling  actively  in 
the  East,  as  movement  has  been  light.     The  f.o.b.  market  today  is  $1.25-$1»35 
on  standard  U^'s,  with  Hone.3^  Dews  at  5®$~*75#-    Movement  of  the  white  melons 
will  increase  next  week,  as  the  .cantaloupes  fall  off.

"Yuma,  Arizona, has  been,  ltpto  20  cars  a  day.    The  peak  there  will  come 
this  week.     Phoenix  may  ship  the  first  car  today,  but  light  movement  is  ex- 
pected until  July  1.     Some  plans  are  being  considered  for  a  Clearing  House 
there,  to  work  with  Imperial  Valley  and  hold  tota.1  movement  for  the  two  States 
to  25O  cars  daily.    Estimates  of  hail. damage  at  Phoenix  have  ranged  from  1,200 
to  2,000  acres.     J.  M.  Foote's  estimate  of  plantings, dated  March  21,  was  for 
11,1+70  acres  in  Salt  River  Valley  and  l,gl+0  acres  at  Yuma. 

"Watermelon  yields  have  been  light,  with  shipments  correspondingly  low 
as  1*5  to  70  cars  a  day.    Distribution  has  been  fairly. good  to  over  100  cities 
west  of  Denver  and  in  Canada.    A  hot  spell  in  Los  Angeles  the  pact  two  days 
has  strengthened  the  f.o.b.  market  and  today  it  ranged  $l6-$17«50  bulk  per  tonJ 
Practically  the  entire- crop  is  of  the  Klondike  variety. 

"The  first  car  of  Thompson  Seedless  grapes  from  Imperial  Valley  went 
out  June  1?." 
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6b.     MISSISSIPPI  TOMATOSS  NEARLY-  FINISHED 

.  B..E.  Sxecxf  wrote  as  follows  from  Crystal  Springs  in  a  letter  of 
June  20:- 

" The  Mississippi  tomato  season  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close,  with 
only  a  few  loadings  expected  after  June  25..    The  market  declined  daily  dur- 
ing the  past  week,  owing  to  increased  shipments  from  other  States.     Lugs  de- 
clined to  a  range  of  80#-$l,   compared  with  $1..,5-$1»35  a  week  ago,  while  flats 
reached  a  level  of  50^-55$  T~or  all  sizes. 

"Growers  had  "been  receiving  mostly  $1  per  bushel  field  crate  of  No. 
l!s,  with  No.  2*s  and  6x7 1  s  discounted  ^0<p  per  crate.     Today  growers  are  "being- 
paid  75^         No.  Is  and  35^  for  No  4  2Js  and  small  sizes. 

"Shipments  from  Mississippi  last  week  totaled  63O  cars,  compared  with 
9^0  the  previous  week.    Movement  this  week  may  not  exceed  UOO  cars,  with  pos- 
sibly 200  for  the  seven  days  ending  July  2. 

"The  movement  of  1 0.33.  toes  in  flats  this  year  has  comprised  perhaps 
less  than  jp-jo  of  the  total  output  for  the  State." 

Jb .     NOTSS  ON  NORTHWESTERN  CHERRIES ,  LBTTUC3  AND  PEAS 

The  following  crop  and  market  notes  appeared  in  a  northwestern  review 
written  by  T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  on  June  lb:~ 

" Cherries  are  now  moving  from  eastern  Washington  in  carlots,  with  the 
season1 s  first  car  out  June  1.     Trade  estimates  of  production  in  the  Yakima 
Valley  point  to  a  total  of  about  265  cars  of  black  cherries  aiid  300  tons  of 
Royal  Annes,  which  is  slightly  over  naif  of  the  normal  crop  in  years  of  good 
sets.    Best  crops  are  developing  in  Kennewick  and  Sunnyside  districts.  The 
entire  movement  will  be  finished  by  July  1+. 

"""The  first  car  of  Washington  Bing  cherries  on  the  New  York  auction 
June  l6  ranged  $2-s2»35  per  lug,  and  in  Boston  on  the  same  day  a  carlot  of  15- 
pound  lugs  of  Washington  Bangs,  was  auctioned  at  $2.50.     Supplies  of  north- 
western cherries  in  Portland  are  light,  but  an  accumulation  of  Royal  Annes  and 
Bings  in  Seattle  has  lowered  the  price,  so  that  retail  tradesmen  are  paying 
5^-7^  for  Royal  Annes  and  g.^-10p  per  pound  of  best  Bings. 

"Iceberg  lettuce  continues  to  move  from. western  Washington  shipping 
points  in  straight  and  mixed  carlots,  with  nearly  ^00  straight  cars  billed 
from  Puget  Sound  points  up  to  June  1.5 .     Carlot  shipments  from  this  State 
last  year  totaled  1,778,  of  which  1 , .66 1  cars  were  billed  from  points  in  King, 
Pierce  and  Snohomish  counties.     The  first  peak  for  the  present  season  probably 
has  been  passed,  but  a  second  peal-:  usually  develops  about  mid-July,  when 
growers  in  Snohomish  County  and  across  Lake  Washington  are  harvesting. 

"Quality  of  the  Washington  lettuce  crop  had  been  fairly  satisfactory 
until  about  June  10,  when  several  days  of  warm  weather  proved  detrimental. 
Some  fields  are  beginning  to  show  light  tipburn  as  a  result,  and  small  sizes 
have  been  quite  prevalent.    Prices  f.o.b.  shipping  point  have  held  firmly. 

"Western  Washington 1 s  crop  of  green  peas  is  rapidly  approaching  ma-  .  "  " 
turity  for  shipment,  and  several  cars  have  already  been  billed  with  some  peas 
among  other  vegetables.    Washington's  estimated  J>,100  acres  are  expected  to 
produce  over  half  a  million  bushels  and,  from  current  indications,  the  crop 
will  be  an  excellent  one.     Cauliflower  also  is  being  harvested,  but  demand 
is  very  slow,  most  cars  rolling  unsold." 
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8b  .    POTATO  PHOSPECTS  IN  OHRICK  Al'D  TOT.  Vi  rT5I  DISTRICTS  .'  ' 

The  following  letter  of  June  l6  came  from  R.  3.  Corbin,  of  the 
Kansas  City  office :~ 

"On  Friday  of  last  week.  (June  10)-,  'I-  left'  the'-  office. 'ah out  ~J:'30, 
hound  for  Or  rick',  Mo.     I  "believe  there  is.  nowhere  a. potato  section  except 
the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  that  one  can  see  as  many  contiguous  acres  of 
potatoes  as.  can  he  seen  in  the  Or.rick  district.    Down  in  the  river-cot  torn 
section,   there  is  little  else  grown,.    At  the  time  of  our  tour,   the  crop  was 
generally  in  "bloom.     The  vines  were  hardy  and  uniform,  and  the  set  was  very 
good.     I  was  surprised  at  the  stand  and  the: prospective  high  'quality  of  the  " 
tubers  i  .    ■  •  - ;  . 

"In  most,  fields  there  were  ver^-  few  potatoes  that  would  now  make  U.S."_To. 
1  grade  for  size,  most  of  them  ranging  from  -f-  inch  to  l:j  inches.     In  one  or 
two  fields,  however,   stock  could  be  dug  at  the  present  time  and  grade  out 
fairly  well.    With  growing  conditions  as  good  as  they  are,   tonnage  doubtless 
will  increase  rapidly  in  the  next  week  or  10  days.     The  growers  to  whom  I 
talked  were  planning  to  start  digging  around  July  1.     I  believe,  however, 
there  is  danger  of  their  breaking  their  good  resolves,  on  account  of  the 
fairly  respectable  market  prices  now  being  obtained  for  Oklahoma  Triumphs.. 

"On  Monday  of  this  we&  (JunelJ  ),   I  again  left  the  office  early  for 
Kaw  Valley  of  Kansas.     The  east  end  of  the  Valley,  around  Bonner  Springs 
and  Edwardsville ,  was  not  in  as  good  condition  as  could  be  hoped.  Early 
in  the  season  the  weather  was  dry,  and  the  potatoes  did  not  get  a  uniform 
start..    Fields  were  said  to  be  spotted  as  to  the  size  of  vines.     At  the 
present  time,   the  vine  growth  has  become  fairly  uniform  and  the  stands  are 
fairly  good.     After  several  weeks  of  drought,  heavy  ra.ins  have  set  in.  Now 
the  fields  are  too  wet.     The  tubers  are  growing  pretty  well,  but  the  east- 
ern Kaw  Valley  points  probably  will  be  the  last  of  the  district  ready  for 
digging.  .  . 

" Conditions . around  DeSoto.  look. better  and,  generally  speaking,  the 
crop  prospects  improved  as  we  traveled  westward  toward  Topeka.     Stock  around 
Lawrence,  Perry,  Newman  and  Topeka  was  just  about  on  a  par  with  that  in  the 
Orrick  district.     I  am  convinced  that  both  Kaw  Valley  and  Orrick  will  have 
much  better  quality  potatoes  than  last  year,  and  also  higher  yields. 

"The  great  question  all  over  the  district  Will  be  the  time  of  digging. 
Since  Oklahoma  and  Arkansas  crops  are  light,   I  think-  the  growers  near  here 
Will'  be  wise  to  hold  off  until  after  the  hth  of  July, .but  with  prices  fairly 
-good,  as  they  are  Bow,  I  know  the  temptation  is  going  to  be  very  great  to 
begin  digging  as  soon  as  possible. 

"In  both  districts  the  Market  News  Service  was  highly  spoken  of,  a,nc. 
I  was  given  an  opportunity  to  mention  it  several  times.     I  passed  out  man3r 
copies  of  last  year's  summary  to  interested  parties. 

"One  other  fact  came  to  my  at tention, which  I  would  like  to  mention: 
that  is  the  new  acreage  of  potatoes  near  .VJinf  ield,  Kansas,  in  the  Walnut 
River  Valley.     I  met  a  grower  and  the  vocational  agriculture  teacher  from 
Winfield,  who  stated  that  they  probably  would  ship  15  cars  of  Cobblers  from 
that  territory  through  the  Kaw  Valley  Association.     They  also  stated  that 
their  potatoes  are  a  week  or  10  days  in  advance  of  anything  they  had  seen  in 
the  Kaw  Valley,,  and  they  plan  on  getting  them  out' fairly  soon."

Canadian  trading  was 
brisk,  accounting  for  much  of  the  liberal  June  loadings.  Shipping-point 
quotations  advanced  10^-±5^  011  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  Wine saps,  with  best  lots 
moving  around  85^  sn^  75f*  Per  D0Z  respectively,  f.o."b«,  usual-terms  basis.  A 
trade  report  from  Europe  indicates  slow  demand  in  Holland  and  G-ermany  early 
in  June,  due  partly  to  liberal  Soiith  American  receipts  and  liberal  offerings 
of  indifferent  American  stock  that  had  been  refused  entry  into  France."

1c.     PACK  AITD  SIZE  OF  TOMATOES  IN  LUC-S 

Shipping-point  inspectors  are  following  the  plan  of  stating  the  size 
of  tomatoes  "by  describing  the  pack  or  arrangement  of  the  tomatoes  in  lugs. 
The  description  of  pack  is  show,  by  stating  the  number  of  rows  of  tomatoes 
each  way  in  the  top  layer  of  the  lug,  it  being  understood  that  the  other 
layers  in  the  lug  may  contain  one  additional  row  one  way  ol  the  lug.  When 
a  statement  that  the  lugs  are  marked  " 5~5 • "  or  "5~6"  or  "6-6"  is  made  after 
"Products  Inspected,"  the  statement  of  "Size"  must  show  whether  size  is  in 
accordance  with  the  marks  and,  in  additon,  it  may  be  reported  as  fairly  uni- 
form or  irregular,  as  the  case  may  be. 

In  some  sections  a  bridge  pack  is  being  used  and  this  should  be  not  ed 
on  inspection  certificates.     It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  a  bridge 
pack  is  permissible  and,  even  though  it  is  a  four-layer  pack,   it  is  not  in- 
consistent with  the  requirement  that  the  lower  layers  must  not  contain  more 
than  one  additional  row  one  way  of  the  lug,     On  the  other  hand,  when  a  ship- 
ping-point certificate  states  the  "Size"  as  being  "6-6"  and  appeal  inspection 
shows  that  the  tomatoes  in  the  lower  layers  are  packed  "6-8"  or  "7-7>"  the 
shipping-point  certificate  will  have  to  be  reversed  as  to  size.

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3c.     INSPECTIONS  0?  GEORGIA  PEACHES  AND  FLO-IDA  MELONS 

0.  G.   Strauss  wrote  as  follows  from  Macon,  Ga. ,  in  a  letter  dated 
June  21:-* 

"This  is  a  very  unusual  peach  season  in  Georgia.     I  have  "been  here 
about  a  week  and  have  lined  it  up  the  "best  I  can,  but  we  shall  have  to  get 
into  it  "before  we  can  tell  ranch  about  it. 

"There  arejnot  over  150  cars  of  peaches  south  of  Macon,  and  I  expect 
to  place  only  one  inspector  in  that  whole  section.    He  will  inspect  a.t  one 
point,  where  they  will  ship  50  to  75  cars.    When  I  arrived,  the  estimate  at 
that  point  was        cars;  now  it  is  nearer  60- 

"There  will  he  at  least  15  houses  in  the  Woodbury  section  taking  in- 
spection.   Those  15  houses  will  not  get  more  than  35^  cars.     That  is  about 
all  in  that  section,    Woodland  will  have  100  cars  and  we  shall  inspect  all 
of  them.     In  addition  to  these  points,   I  am  placing  inspectors  at  Thomaston, 
Zebulon  and  Kewnan.     This  covers  pra-Cui  call.y  all  the  peach  district  this 
year.     I  shall  have  to  go  very  slowly,  or  this  deal  will  not  pay  out.  The 
estimates  of  buyers  on  the  ground  when  I  arrived  ranged  from  3*000  to  U,0QQ 
cars.     They  are  now  pretlry  well  agreed  that  ~},000  cars  is  the  closer  figure. 

"The  buyers  are  making  this  deal  for  inspection.,    A  number  have  con- 
tracted crops  and  specified  in  the  contract  that  the  peaches  must  be  Govern- 
ment inspected.    We  shall  get  a  few  scattered  cars  of  Uneedas  this  week. 
Early  Rose  will  start  next  week. 

"Our-  watermelon  work  in  Florida  is  finishing  this  week.  Anthracnose 
has  taken  the  fields  and  burned  them  up.     I  am  moving  these  inspectors  into 
South  Georgia,  and  feel  rather  confident  of  being  able  to  .keep  them  busy 
there  for  at  least  a  couple  of  weeks.     It  may  turn  out  that  a  rather  large 
melon  deal  will  develop.'    I  was  in  Ty  Ty,  Sylvester  and  Moultrie  yesterday 
and  indications  were  very  good, 

"I  am  using  one  to  two  cheap  helpers  with  each  inspector.     This  crew 
works  one  loading  track.     These  helpers  weigh  the  melons  and  keep  a  record, 
all  under  the  eye  of  the  inspector.     The  inspector .goes  from  one  car  to  an- 
other, watching  the  grade,  maturity,  etc.,  and  checking  up  on  the  helpers. 
This  speeds  up  the  inspection,  does  not  interfere  wi th . the . loading  operation, 
and  allows  the  inspector  to  certify  more  cars.     It -has  worked  good  in  Florida 
and  we  have  prospects  for  a  big  increase  in  work  there  on  melons  next  year." 


He.     A  REPORT  Oil  EASTERN  SHORE  POTATOES   

Robert  Bier,  Supervising  Inspector  at  Cape  Charles,  Va. ,  wrote  as 
follows  in  a  letter  of  June  22:-  .... 

"This  Eastern  Shore  potato  crop  has  been  variously  estimated  at  S,000 
to  10,000  cars.     This  covers  Northampton  and  Accomac.  counties .     Last  season 
the  two  counties  rolled  about  15,000  cars.     A  cut  in.  acreage  and,  in  addi- 
tion, dry  weather  the  latter  part  of  May  and  early.  June  reduced  the  crop  in 
the  southern  part  of  Northampton  Comity.    Last  season  about  k,^00  cars  were 
inspected.     This  year  2,000  may  be  all  we  shall  get.    Probably  July  20  or  25 
Will  see  the  crop  shipped.     I  doubt  if  it  will  take  much  longer.     It  is 
beginning  late  but  winding  up  about  on  time. 

. "The  quality  of  stock  now  digging  is  good,  a! though  generally  medium. 
It  range's  from  1  7/g  to  3  l/k,  mostly '2  l/k  to  2-1/2  or  2  l/k  to  2  J>/k  inches. 
The  potatoes  from  lands  that  were  hard  hit  by  the  drought  run  mostly  2  l/k  to 
2  l/2  inches.     To  date  we  have  had  a  few  cars  below  grade  on  account  undersize! 
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5c.     A  GOOD  BSPOET  PIT  INSPECT  I ONS  II"  ALABAMA 

J.  A.  Marks-,  Supervising  Inspector  in  Alabama,  wrote  the  following 
letter  from  Soley  on  June  18:- 

"Our  strawberry,  potato  and  cucumber  inspection  work  is  pretty  well 
completed  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  what  the  corn  deal  will  amount  to. 

"  Corn  planting  in  this  section  is  very  large  and.,   if  the  market  im- 
proves, we  may  have  heavy  work  for  a  month  vet.     However,   the  market  is 
weak  at  present  and  shippers  are  not  shipping  steadily.     Most  of  them  laid 
off  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  this  week  but  opened  up  again  yesterday. 
Prior  to  the  lay-off,   quality  of  the  corn  was  unusually  good.     It  is  still 
good,  although  the  percentage  of  the  worm  damage  has  increased  materially 
the  last  couple  of  days.    Prices  to  growers  the  first  few. days  were  65^  per 
1-1/3  "bushel  crate,  but  returns  dropped  to  l^f-^D?  the  last  few  days. 
There  is  plenty  of  corn  available,  even  at  these  pri^ejg  but  the  cost  of 
handling  is  so  great  that  shippers  must  receive  $1.25/in  markets,   to  make 
it  profitable. 

"We  have  had  a  lot  of  trouble  in  the  markets  this  week,   as  the  price 
has  declined  and  most  of  the  stock  was  sold  f.o.b.   shipping  point  the  first 
of  the  week.     Fortunately,  where  re-inspection  was  called  for,   the  cars 
have  stood  up  well  at  the  other  end. 

"We  issued  inspection  certificates  on  about  500  cars  of  strawberries , 
and  also  inspected  some  lots  that  went  by  truck  and  express,  on  which  no 
certificate  was  issued.     I  estimate  that  we  inspected  around  cn-/o  of  the 
total  shipments,   although  it  is  hard  to  say  accurately,  because  trucks  took 
a  much  larger  percentage  of  the  crop  than  in  previous  years.    With  a  favor- 
able season,  we  would  have  had  1,200  or  1,500  cars.     However,   the  freeze  cut 
the  crop  short  about  ^Ofo,  and  the  loss  from  decay  was  very  heavy.     On  some 
days,  we  had  instances  where  the  growers  culled  out  75$  or  more  their 
day's  picking.     An  effort  was  made  at  some  points  to  restrict  carload  ship- 
ments to  Ho.  l's  and.  Combination  Grade  but,   for  the  State  as  a  whole,  we  had 
a  high  percentage  of  Ho.  2's  and  Unclassified  stock.    With  so  much  decay,  it 
was  only  natural  that  the  stock  did  not  carry  well,  although  we  had  compara- 
tively little  complaint  on  the  I'o .  l's.     I  have  noted,  from  comment  in  The 
Packer  and  Division  Letters,   that  berries  from  competing  sections  looked  all 
right  but  did  not  carry.     This  has  not  been  my  experience  here.     In  most 
cases,  we  had  no  difficulty  at  this  end  finding  reasons  for  the  poor  carry- 
ing quality.    ITaturally,  it  was  a  disappointing  season  to  the  growers  and, 
under  such  conditions,  our  work  was  rather  discouraging.     In  fact,   it  has 
been  a  surprise  to  me  all  through  the  season  that  shippers  have  stuck  to 
inspection  as  well  a.s  they  have.  .  - 

"We  had  very  little  work  on  potatoes  until  after  the  heavy  rains, 
starting  the  middle  of  Ma}''.     At  that  time,  most  of  the  crop  was  moved.  The 
quality  deteriorated  so  much  after  the  rains  that  most  of  the  shippers  cane  ,. 
in  for  inspection.     It  was  the  most -difficult  grading  on  potatoes  we  have 
ever  attempted,  particularly  on  stock  from  low  grounds,  which  was  more  or 
less  dirt"'",  scabby  and  decayed.     The  buyers  did  not  want  to  take  anything 
but  No ■  1  stock  and  seemed  to  feel  that  all  they  needed  to  get  the  lootatoes 
to  grade  was  to  call  for  inspection. 

" Cucumbers  looked  good  at . the  start  of  the  season.     Evidently,  however, 
the  heavy  rains  hurt  the  carrying  quality.     While  the  stock  was  fresh  and 
green  and  of  good  appearance  at  this  end,  a  good  deal  of  shriveling  was  re- 
ported from  the  markets.     Many  of  the  buyers  quit  entirely,  and  practically 
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the  only  ones  that  shipped  all  season -and  made  money  were  those  taking  in- 
spection.    The  "best  demand  for  Alabama  cucumbers  was  found,  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  season,  at  the  time  when  they  did  not  look  nearly,  so  good  to  us 
here 

6c.     PROGRESS  OF  IhS^ECTIQ?  FORK  II"  QgLAEQ^  AiTD  ARKANSAS 

R.  B,  Landrum,  who  is  supervising  the  shipping-point  work  in  Oklahoma 
and  Arkansas,  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  June  20  from  Muskogee :- 

"Scattering  rains  throughout  the  potato  district,  combined  with  the 
present  low  price  of  potatoes,  have  held  up  digging  to  a  great  extent  in  the 
Muskogee  section.     The  eastern  side,  near  Fort  Smith,  and  the  Red  River  dis- 
trict passed  their  pe.ak  last  week,  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  finish 
within  a  few  days.     A  number  of  the  larger  growers  near  Muskogee  and  Holden- 
ville  have  not  yet  "begun  to  dig,  hut  it  was  expected  that  most  of  these  would 
begin  today.    However,  ahout  an  inch  of  rain  fell  in  Muskogee  and  vicinity 
this  morni  :g,_  which  may  cause  another  delay  of  several  days. 

"In.  most  instances  the  quality  has  "been  fairly  good,  and  the  size 
especially  good.     Should  the  market  become  such  as  to  enable  shippers  to  sell 
a  large  portion  f.o.b.,  our  inspections  may  be  increased  considerable?" .  17e 
have  certified  to  date  about  300  cars,  and  expect  to  finish  with  around  SOO. 
There  probably  will  be  100  cars  in  Arkansas,  in  which  State  we  expect  to 
finish  potato  inspections  this  week. 

" Tomatoes  are  starting  in  south  Arkansas  and  southeastern  Oklahoma 
this  week.    Four  men  are  working  in  Arkansas  and  one  in  Oklahoma,  snd  it  is 
expected  that  more  will  be  needed  by  the  latter  part  of  the  week.     The  men 
report  good  quality  in  most  sections  and  expect  that  there  will  be  little 
difficulty  in  making  U.S,  No.  1  grade  on  a  large  percentage  of  the  loadings. 
If  possible  to  break  away  from  the  potato  deal,  I  probably  shall  visit  the 
tomato  district  the  last  of  this  week  or  the  first  of  next,   in  order  to  see 
for  myself  what  is  being  done. 

"Green  corn  is  being  loaded  at  three  points,  all  under  inspection,  - 
Hyde  Park  (near  Muskogee),  Keota  and.  Briar town .    Reports  from  Briartown  indi- 
cate 1,000  acres  to  be  harvested.     This  point  opened  today,  and  the  inspector 
says  that  the  quality  is  far  above  average.     There  will  also  be  some  tomato 
work  in  Oklahoma  near  Muskogee  and  Holdenville,  beginning  about  July  10." 

7 c .     COLORADO  INSPECTION  PROSPECTS 

2.  F.  McKune  included  the  following  statement  in  a  letter  of  June  17 
from  the  Denver  office.    Mr.  McKune  is  Supervising  Inspector  for  Colorado :- 

"This  year  the  crops  in  Colorado  appear  to  be  generally  in  very  good 
condition,  and  earlier  than  most  .years.    We  are  already  inspecting  lettuce 
and  peas  at  three  different. point s . 

"It  seems  that  the  volume  of  shipments  of  the  various  commodities 
will  be  at  least  normal  and  probably  heavier  than  the  average,  so  that  we 
can  anticipate  the  inspection  of  25,000  to  30,000  cars  this  year.    As  usual 
the  bulk  of  this  work,  with  the  greatest  number  of  licensees,  will  occur 
during  the  months  of  August  and  September.    However,  it  will  be  necessary 
that  many  of  these  men  be  appointed  and  trained  before  August  1."

This  variet"  comes  from  Burbank,  Calif.,  and  like  many 
other  new  varieties  is  a  freak  coming  from  a  sport,- the  rind,  flesh  and  juice 
"being  pink  and  other  characteristics  very  similar  to  the  variega.ted  Sureka 
lemons.

Bolivia  and  southern  Peru  is  the  native  home  of  the  Irish  potato."

3a.     NORTHWESTERN  CHERRIES  AT  38  CENTS  PER  CHERRY 

R.  L.  Ringer,  of  the  Portland  inspection  office,  sent  the  following  item 
under  date  of  June  25: - 

"A  shipment  of  cherries,  that  is  believed  to  be  the  highest-priced  on 
record,  is  to  be  made  from  Portland  next  week.     A  15-pound  box  of  Bing  cherries 
is  going  to  the  French  consul  at  San  Salvador  by  air  mail,  as  a  present  from  a 
ship  captain  who  doubtless  enjoyed  some  unusual  hospitality  there.    At  the  air- 
mail rate,  the  postage  alone  is  <jjlOS>  or  about  $7*20  per  pound.     The  price  to 
the  grower  is  about       per  pound.     The  total  cost  will  be  about  38^  Per  cherry." 

Ha.     FEWER  RASPBERRIES  IN  PUGST  SOUND  DISTRICT 

According  to  information  from  J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland  market- 
news  office,  "Puget  Sound  raspberry  prodiic-tion  is  still  estimated  at  about 
GOfo  of  last  year's  crop.    As  with  strawberries,   the  raspberry  season  is  about 
two  weeks  later  than  last  year.     Gresham  raspberries  were  sold  recently  in  lim- 
ited volume  at  $1.50-$2  per  2k  pints."

With  Eastern  Shor e  of  Virginia  potato  shipments  now  exceeding  U00  cars 
daily,   the  following  letter  of  June  2g  from  V,  ?~.  ITicholson,  at  Pocomoke  City, 
is  of  special  interest :- 

"It  now  appears  that  there  will  be  a  fairly  heavy  movement  of  Eastern 
Shore  potatoes  this  woekc     The  vines  in  many  localities  arc  practically  dead, 
and  the  risk  of  rot  developing,  in  .the  fields  is  becoming  greater.    Digging  in 
Northampton  Comty  probably  will  be  "in  full  swing  this  week,  and  there  nay  be 
a  fairly  .heavy  movement  from  Ac  comae  County.    A  few  cars  of  Maryland  potatoes 
also.  will.  be...  dug,  mostly  around  ' Pocomoke  City,  Stockton  and  Snow  Eill.  In 
Virginia,  the  yields  are  averaging ■ close  to  35  "barrels  per  acre,  according  to 
current  reports.    There  are  a  few  except iohal  fields,  which  are  digging  in 
excess  of  50  "barrels  average.'  ;  "' 

"The  market  held  fairly  well  last  week,  although  demand  for  Eastern 
Shore  stock  was  rather  sluggish  until  late  Friday  afternoon.    A  fairly  good 
demand  developed  Saturday  morning,  with  most  offerings  taken  at  $1.90-$2  per 
barrel.     The  market  was  firm  all  day  Monday,  but  offerings  were  quite  limited, 
because  of  the  light  carryover  from  Saturday.     Distribution  of  shipments  was 
good  on  both  Friday  and  Saturday. 

"Shippers  are  hoping  for  a  slight  increase  in  prices  this  week,  but  with 
present  indications  of  heavy  shipments  the  outlook  for  rising  prices  during  the 
next  few  days  is  none  too  encouraging.     It  now  appears  that  the  later  potatoes, ^ 
especially  the.  crop.,  in  Maryland  and  Accomac  County,  Virginia,  may  be  in  a  much 
better  market  position  than  usual. 

"The  cucumber  crop  around  Salisbury,  Md. ,  is  reported  to  be  developing 
fairly  well,  and  a  few  truckloads  are  expected  out  this  week.    A  few  cars 
may  be  loaded  the  latter  part  of  the  week,  but  no  heavy  shipments  are  expected 
before  July         According  to  reports  received  by  the  trade,  the  New  Jersey 
cucumber  crop  probably  will  be  ready  about  the  same  time  as  that  around 
Salisbury." 


2b .     LOT?"  PP.ICZS  PAID  FOR  TEXAS  TOMATOES 

The  following  report  of  June  2b  came  from  -7J.  D.  G-ooge,  in  charge  of  the 
market-news  office  at  Jacksonville,  Texas :- 

."The  Jacksonville  tomato  district  in  eastern  Texas  received  a  drenching 
rain  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  breaking  the  long  dry  spell  which  had  done  con- 
siderable damage  to  early  fields  and  was' threatening  to  cut  yields  in  later 
fields.     The  peak  of  the  east  Texas  tomato  movement  is  finished,  but  shipments 
probably  will  continue  until  the  first  of  August.     It  is  now  locally  estimated 
that  the  total  movement  this  season' will  not  be  greatly  in  excess  of  3»000  cars. 
Shipments  during  the  coming  week  probably  will  average  around  100  cars  daily, 
if  market  conditions  jus ify  packing  charges  and  freight. 

.  M Prices  during  the  past  week  reached  the  lowest  level  of  the  season. 
On  Wednesday  and  Thursday, '  growers  were  being  paid  j$  to  l<p  a  pound  for 
mature  green  stock,  and  cash-track  prices  Were  as  low  as  5^V  PGr  ^■'US  D0X» 
On  Friday,  a  better  tone  developed,  partly  as  a  result  of  a  restricted  loading  { 
program  here  and  in  Tennessee.     The  Mississippi  deal  was  reported  as  rapidly

drawing  to  a  close.    New  York  and  Philadelphia  speculators  were  taking  "blocks 
of  10  or  more  cars  of  Texas  Stock.. 

"The  deal  as  a  whole  this  season  has  been  featured  "by  comparatively  h igh 
prices  to  growers  and  a  small  margin  for  shippers.     It  is  reported  that  jobbers 
in  the  terminal  markets  have  "been  heavy  losers,   since  much  of  the  time  jobbing 
prices  have  been  little,  if  any,  higher  than  f.o.b.  prices.    As  a  rule,  the 
shippers  have  sold  their  loadings  on  a  cash-track  basis,  and  there  has  never 
been  a  large  number  of  -  rollings  cars  unsold." 

3b.     CROP  AHD  MARKET  NOTE-S  FROM  THE  UORTHWEST 

Excerpts  from  a  northwestern  review,  published  by  T.  R.  Hall  at 
Seattle  on  June  23,  are  as  follows :- 

"Peak  of  the  cherry  movement  from  lower  Yakima  Valley  has  been  passed. 
The  Walla  Walla-Free water  district  shipped  about  10  cars  on  Wednesday,  and  a 
total  of  about  65  cars  is  expected  from  that  district  before  the  season  ends. 
The  Dalles,  Oregon,  district  is  expected  to  move  about  a  similar  volume,  while 
Wenatchee  probably  will  approach  12 5  cars  of  fresh  cherries, 

"Eastern  cherry  auctions  are  generally  steady.    Thursday's  prices  on 
Washington  ITo.  1  lings  averaged  $2.^7  per  lug  in  Hew  York,  while  a  carlot  of 
Washington  Bings  in  Boston  averaged  $2.58  per  l^-poxmd  lug,  with  prices  rang- 
ing from  £2.05  to  $3*20.    Oregon  Bings  in  Chicago  averaged  $1.1*5  per  22 -pound 
lug  but  Washington  cherries  in  17 -pound  lugs  ranged  from  $1.85  to  $2.75>  aver- 
aging $2,55'     Seattle,  Portland,  and  other  Coast  markets  are  heavily  supplied 
with  cherries,  and  prices  of  Bings  are  around  n^-<v'  per  pound. 

"Vegetable  movement  from  western  "Washington  districts  continues  active, 
with  Iceberg  lettuce,  green  peas  and  cauliflower  the  principal  offerings. 
Quality  of  Paget  Sound  lettuce  is  not  so  good  as  was  obtained  early  in  the  sea- 
son, and  most  cars  moving  under  certification  show  about  S0;*-85;<>  U.S.  ITo.  1 
grade.     Demand  for  northwestern  offerings  has  slackened  quite  noticeably,  as 
movement  from  the  Salinas-Watsonville  district  of  California  is  increasing. 
Thursday's  eastern  markets,  with  few  exceptions  were  dull  or  about  steady.  The 
f.o.b.  cash  market  has  ranged  generally  $2. 50-$3  Per  crate ,  on  cars  of  practi- 
cally straight  'j-d.ozen  sizes  at  western  Washington  shipping  points. 

".Quality  of  green  peas  is  good,  and  picking  is  gradually  increasing  in 
all  districts.    Movement  is  largely  in  mixed  carlots,  although  an  occasional 
straight  car  is  billed.    Prices  are  on  the  decline,  as  movement  becomes  freer, 
with  bushel  hampers  of  U.  S.  ITo.  1  Telephones  going  out  around  3i.35-3l.5O. 
Less  than  a  week  ago,  prices  f.Oob.  cash-track  were  around  $1.90.  Cauliflower 
demand  is  slow  at  55(M^  Per  Pony  flat."

and  advantageous  to  the  United  States  than-  other,  modes.;  of  travel. 

A  few  exceptions  to  this  rule  arc  made', "hut ,;  in/order  to  forestall  sus- 
pensions from  expense  accounts,  all  market  news  men  are  requested,  when  con- 
templating travel  by  means  of  personal ly-ownod  automobile,  to  forward  to  Wash- 
ington an  itemized  statement  of  the  points  to-  "be  vi'sitedy  with  the  approximate 
cost  and  the  time  required  to  make  the  trip  : if-  railroad,  bus,"  or  other  common 
carrier  were  used;  and. also  a  statement  of  the "  time  and  cost  of-  the  trip  if 
personally-owned  automobile  were  used,  in  'order- that,  when  authorizing .  travel 
on  a  mileage  basis,   the  Washington  office  may  be  in  a  position  to  determine 
that  the  use  of  a  personally-owned  automobile  in  lieu  of  common  carrier  is 
actually  more  economical  or  advantageous  to  the  Government. 

This  does  not  apply  to  the  itinerant  force  of  the  Market  Hews  Service 
for  travel  between  temporary  stations,  as  it  can  usually  be  determined  -  that 
the         mileage  rate  allowed  is  cheaper  than-  railroad  and  Pullman  fares. 
Neither  does  it  apply  to  the  use  of  the  personal ly- owned  automobile  on  an 
actual  expense  basis,  as  outlined  in  Paragraph  105  (e) ,  Standard  Travel 
Regulations.  -  .

le.  FAILURE  TO  PAY  CONSTITUTES  ''FAILURE  TRULY  AI7D  CORRECTLY  TO  ACCOUNT" 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has 'ordered  Nathan  Segall, -of  Montgomery, 
Ala.,  to  pay  the  Michigan  Land  Company  of  Ohio,  McGufiey,  Ohio,"  the  sum  of 
§U20,  with  interest  thereon. 

In  November  and  December,  1930, '  the  :Michigan  Land  Company  and  Nathan 
Segall  entered  into  contracts  for  the  sale  of  two  cars  of  No.  1  onions  at 
$1.50  and  Si. SO  delivered.     Segall  accepted  the  onions  in  the  car,  hut  failed 
and  refused  truly  and  correctly  to  account  therefor.     Segall  contended  that 
the  complaint  was    insufficient,  "because  it  did  not  charge  a  violation  of  the 
Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act;'  that  it  charged  that  Segall  failed, 
neglected  and  refused  to  pay  complainant  the  purchase  price  in  violation  of 
Section  2  of  the  Act,  and  that  this  statement  was  a  conclusion  and  did  not 
state  a  cause  of  action;  and,  thirdly,   that  the  -complaint  averred  that  there 
was  due  and  owing  the  Michigan  Land  Co.  the  sum  of  $U20,  without  averring  any 
duty  on  the  part  of  Segall  to  account  for  the  things  averred  in  the  complaint, 
and  that  the  compla,int  therefore  alleged  no  fact-  or  facts  which  would  t ruly 
constitute  a.  violation  of  the  Act. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  substance  of  these  contentions -related  to 
the  question  of  whether  or  not  Section  2,  paragraph  h,  of  the  Act  might  be 
construed  to  apply  to  failure  to  pay,-  and  held  that  failure  to  pay  does 
constitute  failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account.

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3 e .     REJECTION  OF  CUCUMBER  SHIPMENT  BY  HARTFORD  ¥JM  UNJUSTIFIED 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Sc  Joseph,  doing  "business  as 
the  Liberty  Fruit  8-  Produce  Co.,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  to  pay  Dingfelder  & 
Balish,  Mew  York  City,  the  sum  of  $67«>50,  with  interest  thereon. 

Dingfelder  &  Balish  sold  Joseph  1^  "baskets  of  cucumbers  at  $U.50  per 
basket.,    These  cucumbers  were  delivered  at  New  York  to  a  firm  of  truckmen, 
employed  by  Joseph,  and  were  delivered  by  this  firm  to  Joseph  at  Hartford, 
Conn.  .  On  the  day  purchased,  the  cucumbers  were  inspected  at  point  of  shipment 
by  Joseph's  authorized  representative,  but  upon  arrival  in  Hartford  Joseph 
refused  them  and  the  truckmen  then  sold  the  cucunbers  in  open  market,  sending 
a  check  for  the  net  proceeds  to  Dingfelder  &  Balish,  which  check  was  returned 
and  not  accepted.     The  Secretary  held  that  rejection  was  without  reasonable 
cause  and  awarded  damages  in  the  amount  stated  above. 

ke .    UNJUSTIFIABLE  REJECTION  OF  SWEET  POTATOES  BY  OHIO  FIRM 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  Central  Fruit  &  Grocery 
Co.,  of  Mansfield,  Ohio,  to  pay  $15^-9o9j  with  interest  thereon,  to  the  Baker 
Produce  Corporation,  of  Norfolk,  Va. 

This  c.n.se  involved  a  shipment  of  75  barrels  of  sweet  potatoes,  which 
the  Central  Fruit  &  Grocery  Co.  rejected  on  the  ground  that  a  previous  ship- 
ment had  been  unsatisfactory  and  that  a  sample  from  the  second  shipment  did 
not  cook  properly.     The  Central  Fruit  &  Grocery  Co.  alleged  that  there  was  an 
implied  warranty  that  the  potatoes  would  be  suitable  for  food  and  that  the 
quality  of  the  potatoes  was  fraudulently  concealed.    The  company  also  contend- 
ed that,  since  the  contract  was  to  be  performed  in  Ohio,  it  came  under  the 
Ohio  statute,  which  provides  that  a  contract  made  in  one  State  to  be  performed 
in  another  is  governed  by  the  laws  of  the  latter,  which  determines  its 
validity,  obligation  and  effect,  and  that  the  potatoes  were  unwholesome  and 
the  sale,  therefore,  was  in  contravention  of  another  Ohio  statute. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  contract  was  consummated  in  Virginia  and 
must  be  interpreted  as  a  Virginia  transaction.    He  also  held  that  there  was 
no  evidence,  from  which  it  could  be  said  that  the  sweet  potatoes  were  un- 
wholesome.   Apparently  they  were  not  the  variety  desired  by  the  buyer's 
customers,  but  they  were  not  diseased  or  unwholesome  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Ohio  statute. 

The  Central  Fruit  A  Grocery  Co.  also  contended  that  under  Ohio  laws, 
where  the  buyer  expressly  or  by  implication  makes  known  to  the  seller  the 
particular  purpose  for  which  the  goods  are  required  and  it  appears  that  the 
buyer  relies  on  the  seller's  skill  or  judgment,     there  is  an  implied  warranty 
that  the  goods  shall  be  reasonably  fit  for  such  purpose.     T^e  Secretary  held 
that  this  did  not  apply,  because  the  sale  was  completed  by  acceptance  in 
Virginia  and  was  governed  by  the  laws  of  that  State. 

The  Central  Fruit  &  Grocery  Co.  also  claimed  that  they  had  no  ulterior 
purpose  in  rejecting  the  shipment,  because  they  needed  the  potatoes  and  pur- 
chased others  to  replace  the  rejected  shipment,  and  therefore  they  could  not 
be  said  to  have  rejected  the  shipment  without  reasonable  cause. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  potatoes  shipped  came  within  the  descrip- 
tion used  by  the  Central  Fruit  &  Grocery  Co.  in  placing  the  order,  and  that, 
even  though  the  company  desired  a  particular  variety  or  kind  of  sweet  potatoes, 
they  did  not  so  specify  and,  consequently,   the  rejection  must  be  held  to  be 
w  i  t hout  r e as  onab 1 e  c aus  e . 
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5g.     PJ5PARATT  PIT  ORDER  C-RAITTED-  .TO:  -A  KARTEORD  FIRM  OH  CAR  OR- HONEY-  gggS 

The  Secretary- of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Tassini"&.  Salisch,  Inc.,  of 
Slew -York  City,  to  pay  to  Gordon  Brothers,  Hartford,  Conn. ,  the  sum  of  $72, 
with  interest.  •  ,  .  .  - 

This  case  involved  a  complaint  filed  by  Gordon  Brothers  against  Tass  ini 
&  Salisch,  and  a  counter-complaint  filed  by  Tassini  &  Salisch  against  Gordon 
Brothers,  regarding  a  car  of  Honey  Dew  melons,  sold  on  a  delivered  basis  and 
shipped  from  California -to  Hartford,  Conn.        Gordon  Brothers  contended  that 
the  melons-  failed  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  .contract  and  that,  as  a.  - 
result,  they  suffered  a  loss  of  15^  per  crate  in  replacing  them  with  melons  of 
the  quality  called  for  in  the  contract.  ;  iassini  &  Salisch  claimed  that  the 
melons  did  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  contract;  that  Gordon  Brothers  rejected 
them  without  reasonable  cause,  and  that  upon  resale  the  amount  realized  was 
$lc.70  less  than  the  original  sale  price.         The  Secretary  held  that  the 
melons  failed  to  comply  with  terms  of  the  contract;  that  a  reparation  order 
should  be  entered  in  favor  of  Gordon  Brothers,  and  that  the  counter-complaint 
of  Tassini  &  Salisch  should  be  dismissed. 

6e.     THOUSANDS  OR  ILLEGAL  CONTAINERS  DESTROYED  11"  ILLINOIS 

T»  C.  Je  Baker,  of  the  Standard  Container  Project,  reports  that,  as  a 
result  of  his  investigations,  approximately  100,000  illegal  "wine"  or  liquid- 
measure  pint  berry  boxes  were  recently  condemned    and  were  voluntarily  burned 
by  thr-sxonufacturers  in  the  vicinity  of  Villa  Ridge,  111.,      The  Illinois  State 
officials  cooperated  in  suppressing  the  manufacture  and  use  of  these  snide 
containers,  which  are  approximately  10$  smaller  than  the  standard  dry -measure  | 
boxes.        The  U.S.  Standard  Container  Act  of  I9I6  prohibits  the  manufacture, 
sale  and  shipment  of  illegal  berry  boxes  in  interstate  commerce.  Consequently, 
the  cooperation  of  State  officials  was  necessary  to  stamp  out  the  manufacture 
and  use  of  such  containers  within  the  State,  and  fhose  officials  promise 
closer  inspection  and  stern  penalties  for  future  violations a 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Act  of  1916  applies  only  to  such 
containers  as  berry  boxes,  till  baskets  and  Climax  baskets,  which  are  sold  or 
offered  for  sale  in  interstate  commerce.  Containers  such  as  hampers,  round 
stave  baskets  and  splint  baskets  for  fruits  and  vegetables  are  regulated  by 
the  Act  of  192S,  which,  having  been  passed  under  the  coinage,  weights  and 
measures  authority  of  Congress,  applies  to  intrastate  as  well  as  interstate 
commerce.

1  c .     SANITARY  CERTIFICATES  REQUIRED  PIT  APPLES  AID  FEARS  FOR  SHIPMENT  TO  TRAIT  CE . 

Sanitary  certificates,  required  on  apples  and  pears  under  the  French 
Quarantine,  will  "be  issued  by  the  Bureau  cf  Plant  Quarantine  at  port  of  export. 
These  certificates  may  he  issued  on  the  basis  of  inspections  made  at  shipping 
points  by  Federal-State  inspectors,  who  will  issue  memorandum  certificates 
showing  freedom  from  San  Jose  scale,  which  will  be  attached  to  the  regular  cer- 
tificate, and  this  memorandum  may  be  exchanged  at  port  of  export  for  the  Plant 
Quarantine  certificate  for  a  fee  of  $1.     This  fee  will  cover  the  cost  for  the 
entire  shipment,  regardless  of  the  number  of  cars  involved.     Shipments  which  are 
entitled  to  receive  such  certification  at  the  ports  of  export  must  be  accompa- 
nied by  the  Export  Form  Certificate,  with  a  memorandum  certificate  attached 
showing  that  the  fruit  in  question  has  received  the  required  examination. 

The  certificate  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine  will  read  as  follows: 
"This  is  to  certify  that  not  less  than  two  per  cent  (2$)  of  the  apples  con- 
tained in  car  ,  were  inspected  at   on  and 

to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  knowledge  they  are  healthy  and  free  from  disease, 
insects,  and  other  injurious  animals  liable  to  develop  on  farms  or  orchards. 
I  chiefly  certify  that  the  fruit  inspected  is  free  from  the  San  Jose  scale 
(Aspidiotus  perniciosus) . "     The  above  follows  the  general  form  of  the  certifi- 
cate which  has  been  approved  by  French  plant  quarantine  officials.     This  cer- 
tificate should  not  be  issued, if  any  San  Jose  scale  is  found. 

In  making  the  detailed  inspection  required  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Quarantine,  the . shipping-point  supervisor  must  emphasize  to  all  inspectors, 
certifying  to  the  Bureau  fruit  which  should  receive  the  sanitary  certificate 
at  the  port  of  export,  that  at  least  two  per  cent   (2$)  of  the  fruit  in  each 


shipment  concernedpuist  be  thoroughly  examined.     The  sample  examined  must  be 
representative  of  the  car  and  shall  be  selected  by  the  certifying  inspector  so 
as  to  include  different  growers'  lots,  brands  or  grades.     Inspectors  should  pay 
particular  attention  to  both  the  stem  and  the  blossom  end  of  the  apple,  since 
experience  has  shown  that,  where  a  light  infestation  exists,  the  scales  are 
more  likely  to  be  at  those,  points.    Hp  tolerance  will  be  allowed  for  San  Jose 
scale,  and  the  fruit  examined  must  be  absolutely  free  before  the  certificate 
to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine  can  be  issued. 

The  examination  of  the  entire  contents  of  at  least  15  boxes  or  the 
equivalent  in  a  larger  number  of  boxes  will  be  required  in  a  car  containing  75^ 
boxes.     In  a  car  of  eastern  apples  containing  175  barrels  or  ^00  bushels,  at 
least  10  bushels  of  fruit  must  be  examined.     The  examination  of  half  the  con- 
tents of  30  boxes  is  preferable  to  the  examination  of  the  entire  contents  of 
only  15  boxes.     Inspection  for  San  Jose'  scale  will  require  additional  work  over 
that  required  for  grade  inspection,  and  the  applicant  must  state  in  advance 
whether  he  wants  the  French  certificate  or  not. 

A  supply  of  memorandum  certificates  will  be  available  for  distribution 
within  a  few  days.     In  the  meantime,  shipping-point  supervisors  having  need  for 
the  certificate  required  by. the  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine  may  type  the  certi- 
fication statement  on  a  Department  letterhead.     In  addition  to  the  original  or 

ribbon  cony,  three  carbons  should  be  typed.     The  original  should,  be,  attached

to  the  original  Export  Form  Certificate  and  the  first  copy  attacned  to  ^peport 
Form,  both  of  which  will  go  to  the  applicant  for  inspection.     The  secondcop^  of 
the  memorandum  should  be  attached  to  copy  of  the  certificate  sent  to  Washington 
and  the    third-  to  the  file  copy  of  the  certificate  retained  in  the  local  office 
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2 c .     ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  EXPORT  FORM  CERTIFICATES,   1932  SEASON 

The  policies  governing  the  issuance  of  the  Export  Form  Certificates  on 
apples  and  pears,  which" were  in  effect  last  year,  will  he  continued  during  the 
1932  season,  but  the  Export  Form  Certificate  will  not  be  issued  on  unclassi- 
fied fruit  nor  on  any  lot  of  graded  fruit  which  contains  -  in  excess  of  2f0 
San  Jose  scale. 

The  requirements  for  Export  Form  Certificates  this  year  are  summarized 

below: 

(1)  San  Jose  scale,-  not  more  than  2$. 

(2)  Grade,-  fruit  must  not  fall  below  C  grade  for  boxes  or  U.S.  Utility 
for  baskets  and  "barrels.    Export  Form  will  not  be  issued  on  un- 
graded or  unclassified  fruit. 

(3)  Fame  and  address  of  grower,  shipper,  or  other  person  responsible 
must  appear. 

(h)    Variety,  gra.de,  and  size  must  be  correctly  marked. 

(5)  Spray  residue,-  not  over  world  tolerance  of  .01  grain  per  pound 
of  fruit. 

(6)  Apple  maggots,-  free  from. 

(7)  Net  more  than  5$  serious  worm  injury  (meaning--  any  injury  that 
cannot  be  classed  as.  healed  stings)  ;  not  more  than  10$  to 
individual  sample  permitted. 

(8)  Certificate  must  not  be  restricted. 

(9)  At  shipping  point,  all  lots  in  the  car  must  be  covered  by  the 
certificate. 


3c .     TUBER  NOTE  I  IT  VIRGINIA  POTATOES 

Shipping-point  inspectors  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  have  just 
reported  serious  injury  to  potatoes  from  the  tuber  moth.     The  question  has 
been  raised  as  to  the  method  of  reporting  cars  which  show  this  injury  in 
receiving  markets,  but  which  were  passed  at  shipping  point  as  being  up  to 
grade . 

It  should  be  remembered  that  much  of  the  injury  in  the  potatoes  occurs 
from  larvae,  which  may  hatch  out  either  just  prior  to  digging  or  after  the 
potatoes  have  been  harvested.     It,  therefore,  is  entirely  possible  that  there 
may  have  been  no  injury  whatever  at  shipping  point  in  a  lot  of  potatoes  which 
shows  a  considerable  percentage  of  tuber-moth  injury  upon  arrival  in  receiving 
marke  t  s . 

In  reporting  cars  which  are  out  of  grade  on  account  of  tuber-moth  in- 
jury, it  will  be  the  policy  to  treat  the  injury  in  the  same  way  as  decay  which 
develops  in  transit.     In  such  cases,  the  following  statement  should  be  made 
after  Grade:     "Lot  now  fails  to  grade  only  on  account  of  tuber-moth  injury, 
which  may  have  developed  in  transit."     If  the  other  defects  are  within  the 
grade  tolerance,   the  shipping-point  certificate  should  be  sustained  as  to 
permanent  factors  of  grade.

C.  H.  Beasley,  Federal-State  inspector  at  Watsonville,  Calif .,■  recently 
stated  that  Gravens,tein  apples'  would  start  moving  from  the  Sebastopol  district 
about  July  5.     The  crop  is  about  the  same  as  that  of  last  year,  but  sizes 
generally  will  be  larger.

T.  W.  Ayres  sent  the  following  report  from  Humboldt-,  Tenn.,  in  a 
letter  of  June  26:- 

" Tennessee  tomato  inspections  began  on  June  l6,  when  we  inspected  the 
first  four  cars.  host  of  the  packing  houses  opened  during  the  past  week  "but 
did  not  pack  to  capacity,  so  that  we  have  inspected  only  2ln  carloads  to  date. 

"The  local  "buyers,  shippers  and  growers  have  "been  holding  "back  on  the 
shipments,  on  account  of  maturity  and  "because  of  hee.vy  shipments  from  Missis- 
sippi and  Texas.     The  crops  from  these  competing  States  seem  to  he  about  out 
of  the  way,  and  it  looks  as  though  we  shall  inspect  700  to  800  carlots  during 
the  coming  week.    We  anticipated  the  inspection  of  2,000  carloads  in  the  dis- 
trict, "but  this  estimate  may  have  to  he  lowered  because  of  dry  weather  in 
several  sections. 

"Sizes  in  first  shipments  have  been  generally  very  irregular,  or  mixed 
sizes  and  pcks,  going  out  mostly  as  Ux5,  5::5  and  5X6.     These  t  omatoes  are 
almost  all  picked  from  the  first  or  bottom  clusters  and  cull  heavily  because 
of  catfaces  and  growth-cracks .     Fruit  from  the  second  and  third  clusters  is  of 
a  more-desirable  size  and  of  good  quality,  and-  will  pack  out  5X6>  6x6  and  few 
6x7  straight  count  in  all  layers. 

"Most  shippers  want  U.S.  ITo.  1  grade,  but  growers  are  constantly  exert- 
ing pressure  on  graders  in  regard  to  certain  defects,  so  that  in  most  of  the 
U.S.  "0 .  1  lots  the  defects  are  very  close  to  the  border  line  in  most  cars. 
We  hope  this  situation  will  iaiprove,  as  the  first  pickings  are  about  over;  but 
there  is  a  tendency  toward  puffy  stock  in  some  sections a 

"Vie  shall  assign  81  inspectors  to  jacking  houses  tomorrow,  and  expect 
about  six  more  places  to  call  for  men.     The  peak  movement  of  tomatoes  should 
be  during  the  week  beginning  June  27,  but  we  expect  shipments  to  continue  un- 
til July  20  at  least."

Hart  T.  Longino  sent  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  June  25 
from  J acksonvi lie,  Texas : -

weeks.     It  has  been  raining  in  the  various  sections  of  this  district  for  the 
past  2^1  hcurs,  and  the  chances  are  that  we  shall  have  tomatoes  moving  all  of 
next  week.  ^ 

"I  plan  to  leave  about  July /with  Mr.  Canon  for  El  Paso,  in  order  to  m 
make  arrangements  for  handling  ahout  200  cars  of  Bartlett  pears  for  the  SI  Paso 
Valley  -  Bartlett  Pear  Association,  at  Ysleta..     This  work  will  not  start  before  . 
July  5  or  10.     The  trip  is  very  necessary  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture  has  formerly  handled  that  work  as  straight 
State  inspection.     They  have  decided  that  they  will  not  handle  any  more  inspec- 
tions except  under  the  cooperative  agreement.     There  seem  to  be  at  least  75 
cars  of  canto.loupes  in  that  section,  which  may  also  be  inspected  for  the  some 
organization. 

"Am  scheduled  for  the  program  in  the  Short  Course  at  A. &  M.  College 
the  la/tter  po.rt  of  July,  to  demons trate'  grading  ojid  packing  of  fruits  ojid  vege- 
tables 'for  a  meeting  of  the  Form  Women's  Clubs;'  a.lso  for  a  meeting  of  County 
Agents.     There  may  be  at  least  one  other  period  to  be  covered."

L.  C-.  Schultz  wrote  as  follows  from  Boise  in  a  letter  of  June  l6:- 
"The  fresh  pea  shipments  in  Idaho  are  just  starting,  and  the  volume 
will  depend  entirely  upon  the  price,  which  at  this  time  does  not  look  very 
promising.     Cherry  shipments  will  not  start  "before  the  latter  part  of  next 
week,  probably  June  2h,  depending  upon  weather  conditions.     There  has  been 
a  heavy  drop  of  cherries,  so  that  the  total  prospective  shipments  have  been 
revised  downward.     It  is  difficult  at  this  time  to  say  just  what  the  final 
figure  will  be,  but  it  undoubtedly  will  be  larger  than  last  season.    We  have 
an  exceptionlly  heavy  percentage  of  doubles  this  year,  which  condition  seems 
to  be  general  over  the  entire  Northwest. 

"The  new  potato  crop  is  expected  to  get  under  way  about  the  4th  of 
July,   starting  with  Triumphs  in  the  King  Kill  and  Payette  sections.  Shipments 
of  Rural s  should  start  about  10  days  later." 

8c f     TEE  IHSPECTIOIT  SITUATION  IN  ARKANSAS  AjjTD  OKLAHOMA 

The  following  letter  of  June  2g  came  from  P..  B.  Landrum,  at  Muskogee, 

Okla.  :- 

"There  has  been  little  chaqge  in  the  potato  situation  here  since  my 
last  letter,  with  the  exception  of  the  outlying  districts,  which  in  most 
instances -have  practically  finished.     There  are  only  one  or  two  men  working 
potatoes  in  the  Van  Bur en  section,  and  all  eastern  Oklahoma  points,  with  the 
exception  of  Sallisaw,  closed  Saturday.     There  has  been  continued  rainfall 
in  the  Muskogee  district  for  the  past  week,  and  it  has  rained  about  one  inch 
here  within  the  past  hour.    With  this  added  rainfall,-  the  fields  already 
being  very  heavy,-  it  will  not  be  possible  to  resume  digging  until  early  next 
week.    Tnetner  or  not  the  potatoes  will  suffer  material  damage  from  the  rain 
is  yet  to  be  seen.     However,   it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  considerable 
decay;  also  that  we  probably  shall  have  to  contend  with  excessive  dirt  and 
second-growth. 

"The  Oklahoma  pota,to  inspections  at  present  are  somewhat  in  excess  of 
U5O  cars,  and  with  favorable  weather  we  would  easily  have  passed  the  700-car 
mark.    We  plan  to  reduce  the  force  tonight,  keeping  just  enough  men  to  handle 
what  work  may  arise,  and  will  depend  upon  our  surplus  Arkansas  crew  for  any 
additional  ones  which  may  be  needed  next  week. 

11  Tomatoes  are  moving  rather  freely  in  south  Arkansas.     It  rained 
throughout  that  section  Saturday,  and  the  inspector  stationed  at  DeQueen,  who 
is  acting  as  key  man  in  that  territory,  advised  me  that  this  work,  in  all 
probability,  will  continue  for  another  10  days  or -two  weeks.    An  additional 
man  was  pla,ced  at  Nashville  to  handle  tomatoes  today,  and  another  probably 
will  be  sent  to  DeQueen  about  tomorrow,  increasing  the  total  number  of  tomato 
inspectors  to  seven. 

I  an  planning  to  go  to  the  tomato  district  tomorrow,  for  a  two  or 
three  days'  visit,  and  while  there  will  investigate  the  prospects  for  future 
work  on  melons  in  that  territory.     It  is  expected  that  75  to  100  cars  of 
cantaloupes  will  be  shipped  from  the  Plope  section,  and  that  we  may  have  15O 
to  200  cars  of  peaches  around  Sfashyilie. 

"The  grape  prospects  in  Arkansas "and  Missouri  are  good  at  present. 
However,  our  volume  of  inspections  will  depend  entirely  upon  the  price  and 
the  volume  to-be  moved  in  carloads.

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"Green  corn  is  moving  in  a  light- way; from  Oklahoma,  and  probably  will 
continue  to  do  so  for  the  next  two  weeks,  providing  the  market  remains  such 
as  to  justify  shipping.     The  quality  is  said  to  be  far  better  than  usual,  and 
most  of  the  cars  have  graded  U.S.  ITo./  1  at  points  of  origin.     There  has  been 
some  trouble  in  receiving  markets  from  worm  damage,  but  in  every  instance  this 
has  been  found  to  consist  of  fresh-  damage  and  has  been  treated  as  condition 
factor  upon  arrival. 

"All  watermelon  growing  sections  in  Oklahoma,  are  showing  heavy  plantings 
and,   if  the  market  will  justify  shipping,  we  no  doubt  shall  have  considerable 
work  in  August  on  this  commodity. "  r

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lb .  GEORGIA  PEACE  ESTIMATES  3EI1TG-  REVISED  D0#g^ 

Below  is  the  first  letter  of  the  season  from  R.  E.  Keller,  who  is 
operating  the  field  station  on  peaches  at  Macon,  Ga.   It  is  dated  June  2^:- 

" The -Georgia  peach  harvest  is  starting  out  very  slowly,  due  "both  to 
the  adverse  conditions  delaying  maturity  and  to  the  extremely  light  crop. 
Rail  shipments  to  date  total  hut  - 160  cars,-  as  compared  to  1,-2 SO  a  year  ago. 
The  crop  last  year  was  very  late,   out  at'  that  rail  shipments  were  more 'than 
1,000  cars  ahead  of  this  year's  record  to.  date.     Late  "bloom  and  dry  weather 
in  May  have  caused • the  delay  in  maturity.    However,  recent  rains  are  causing 
the  peaches  to  swell  rapidly,  and  it  now  appears  that  late  varieties  will 
mature  on  schedule.    Estimates  as  to  the  total  peach  crop  keep  working  down- 
ward.    In  the  harvest  of  the  Uneeda  crop,  many  farmers  picked  only  a  half 
to : three-quarters,  of  the  estimated  yields,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  large 
sizes  caused  "by  recent  rains.     The.  peaches  just  are  not- -on  the  trees.  Ship- 
pers now  are  generally  estimating  a  crop  of  around  3*000  cars  or  slightly  less. 

"Sizes  of  Georgia  peaches  this  year  should  he  ahove  normal.     The  fruit 
is  thinly  set  on  the  trees,  and  all  peach  districts  have  heen  getting  heavy 
rains,  right  at  a  time  when  the  fruit  will  take  on  good  size.     The  same  factors 
making  the  large  size  will  cause  the  quality  to  he  lower.     Large  sizes  tend 
.to  increase  splits  and  ill-shaped  fruit,  and  heavy  rains  are  detrimental  to 
disease  control. 

"First  shipping -point  sales  of  Uneedas  opened  at  good  prices  hut, 
after  the  movement  started, the  prices  quickly  dropped  to  low  levels.  The 
peaches  are  largely  in  the  hands  of  speculators,  most  of  the  orchards  with 
good  crops  Doing  b ought  on  preseason  contracts.    Preseason  contracts  for  the 
various  varieties  range  as  follows  per  hushl  or  crate:-    Early  Rose,  Hileys 
and  ElbertaS  $1.50-$2.25,  with  a  few  higher  and  few  lower,  the  price  differ- 
.  ential  being  determined  largely  hy  time  of  the  sale,  quality  of  the  peaches, 
and  grade  and  size  specifications." 


2b .     1932  and  1S31  APPLES  MOVING  PROM  WASHIhGTOlT  AT  SAME  TIME 

T.  R.  Eall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  included  the  following  comments  in 
a  northwestern  review  dated  June  30:- 

•"The  first  car  of  Washington  apples  for  the  1932~33  season  moved  from 
Kennewick  on  June  21+  and  the  shipment  consisted  of  Yellow  Transparent s .  The 
car  was  priced  at  $1.50  per  hox,f.o.h.  shipping  point,  and  was  destined  to 
Denver.    Old-crop  apples  continue  to  move  from  the  State  at  the  rate  of  about 
15  or  20  cars  daily.. 

"Northwestern  cherries  are  now  being  widely  distributed  throughout  the 
United  States.    Movement  probably  has  passed  its  peak  in  the  Yakima  Valley, 
.but  Wenatchee  shipments  will  continue  until  mid-July.    So  far  this  season, 
approximately  3^0  cars  have  moved  from  Washington,  exclusive  of  liberal  truck 
shipments  iato  the  Pacific  Northwest  markets. 

"Western  Washington  raspberries  also  are  being  harvested,  and  several 
cars  are  moving  each  day  from  the  Fuyallup  district  to  eastern  markets.  A 
few  early  irrigated  districts  in  eastern  Washington  are  the  source  of  apricot 
supplies,  though  the  movement  will  not  become  heavy  until  after  July  U. 
Prices  on  cherries  and  apricot3  are  very  low. 
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"Walla  Walla  onions  will  "be  available  in  about  10  days,  but  an  earlier 
section  that  has  recently  been  developed  around  Pasco  is  now  ready  to  ship 
its  first  cars.    Estimates  place  the  total  onion  area  in  Walla  Walla  district 
around  SUO  acres,  and  condition  of  the  crop  points  to  a  slightly  heavier  move- 
ment than  that  of  last  season.    'The  acreage  outside  of  Walla  Walla  district, 
Washington,  also  is  greater  than  that  of  1931  s  when  between  1,300  and  1,U00 
cars  originated  in  this  State. 

"Harvesting  activities  -in  western  Washington  lettuce  fields  continue. 
Green  peas  and  cauliflower  also  are  being  shipped  from  various  districts  in 
the  Puget  Sound  country.    Markets  for  each  of  these  items  have  been  dull  and 
weak  as  a  result  of  poor  eastern  demand.    Practically  straight  ^-dozcn  size 
Iceberg  lettuce  is  meeting  a  slow  demand  f. o.b.  shipping  points  at  $1.75~$2 
per  crate;  green  peas  in  bushel  hampers  are  holding  within  a  relatively  nar- 
row range  of  £1. 3 wnile  cauliflower  in  pony  crates,  if  not  consigned 
or  rolled  unsold,  rules  barely  steady  at  50^-65^.     ^ne  movemcnt  °^  green  peas 
probably  is  approaching  its  peak." 

3b .    M0".rS',5;TT  OP  ARIZONA  CANTALOUPES  RELATIVELY  LI&HT 

B.  H.  Surry  sent  the  following  report  from  Phoenix,  Arizona,  on  July  2:- 

" The  Salt  River  Valley  cantaloupe  season  got  under  way  Thursday  of 
last  week  (June  23),  when  five  cars  were  loaded.     Shipments  increased  daily  to 
111  on  Monday  and  l6g  by  Thursday  of  this  week,  June  30»     Shipments  of  this 
same  week  a  year  ago  were  the  heaviest  of  the  season,  with  more  than  200  cars 
loaded  daily.    Next  week  probably  will  witness  the  peak  movement  of  the  present 
season.     Shipments  to  date  total- 1,3^0  cars,  compared  with  2 , 573  in  1931* 
Shippers  claim  they  could  easily  load  3^0  cars  per  day  at  the  present  time, 
were  it  not  for  the  prorating  plan.    Recent  warm  nights,  along  with  very  hot 
days,  have  ripened  a  large  portion  of  the  crop.     The  prorating  makes  it 
necessary  for  most  shippers  to  load  only  their  best  quality  stock  and  this 
factor,  no  doubt,  will  cause- a' considerable  reduction  in  the  actual  number  of 
cars  shipped  this  season. 

"While  the  yield  has  been  estimated  at  slightly  higher  figures  than  . 
last  year,  the  12,000  acres  are  some  2,000  less  than  in  1931 »  representing  a 
reduction  of  about  13$»    A  severe  hail~storm  occurring  early  in  June  caused 
scattered  damage  to  the  growing  crop,  wiping  out  completely  more  than  1,^4-00 
acres  and  serious ly  damaging  other  scattered  plantings. 

"Very  few  sales  have  been  made  at  shipping  point,-  too  few  in  fact  to 
quote.     Ail  occasional  sale  of  Perfectos  and  Hales  Best,  standard  and  jumbo 
crates,  has  been  made  at  75^-^5^ ,  with  vine-ripened  or  precooled  stock  worth 
mostly  $1.     Cash  buyers  are  scarce,  and  those  present  are  generally  reluctant 
to  buy.     It  arrears  that  the  risk  is  too  dangerous,  since  it  is  a  well-known 
fact  that  the  Salt  River  Valley  could  furnish  very  heavy  shipments  any  time 
during  the  next  two  weeks  and  ruin  any  chances  of  profit.    Most  shippers  have 
beenforced  to  roll  their  cars  for  delivered  sales  or  t 0  their  own  connections 
on  consignment ." 

Ub.     IMPORTANT  CROP  REPORTS 

On  the  coming  Monday,  July  11,  at  3  P.M.  the  first  production  fore- 
casts for  the  1932  season  will  be  released  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Live- 
stock Estimates  on  apples,  grapes,  potatoes  and  sweet  potatoes.  Revised 
reports  also  will  be  issued  on  peaches  and  pears. 
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5"b.     IMPERIAL  VALLEY  CANTALOUPES  FINISHED 

A-.  E.  Prugh  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  July  2 
from  Br awl ey,  Calif . :- 

"With  9, SO 7  cars  out  through  July  1,-  including  7 , 336  cantaloupes, 
l,lo9  mixed,  878  Eoney  Dews,  k02  Honey  Balls  and  22  Casabas,-  it  seemed  that 
the  season  total  might  not  exceed  12,500,  compared  with  nearly  22,000  cars 
last  season.    It  is  very  probable  that  over  5,000  carloads  were  left  in  the 
fields.  ■  As  the  cantaloupe  season  was  drawing  to  a  close  July  1,  prorating 
was  discontinued  "by  the  Clearing  House. 

"Cantaloupes  arriving  in  the  East  this  week  are  generally  netting 
hack  more  than  the  f.o.b.  price  on  the  day  the  cars  moved.    New  York  today 
(July  2)  quoted  Jumbo  ^5's  at,  $3.25-$H,  with  precooled  at  $U-$V-25*  The 
freight  and  refrigeration  cost  to  New  York  is  about  $1.75  on  Jpmbo  U5,s,  and 
the  f.o.b.  at  the  time  these  melons  were  shipped  was  g0^-$1.05»    During  the 
greater  part  of  this  deal,  however,  consigned  melons  netted,  hack  less  than 
the  f.o.b.  price.     The  precooled  melons,  of  course,  sold  at  a  considerable 
premium  throughout  the  season.    On  July  2  most  shippers  had  quit  cantaloupes. 
The  f.o.b.  market  then  was  65^-SO^. 

"Prorating  caused  many  cars  to  go  out  loaded  four  tiers,  as  it  was  on 
the  basis  of  carloads  and  some  shippers  loaded  the  cars  with  an  extra  tier,  in 
in  order  to  move  some  extra  melons.     Those  who  precooled  these  cars  had  them 
arrive  in  good  condition,  but  many  reports  came  in  of  stock  arriving  soft  in 
the  fourth  tier.    Most  precooling  was  done  on  the  hard  ripe  stock  in  the 
regular  three-tier  load. 

"The  Honey  Dew  market  continues  dull,  with  a  few  f.o.b.  sales  today 
at  mostly  50^'  and  9's  to  12 '  s  preferred.    Honey  Balls  are  easier  at  75^-$l 
on  standards  and  jumbos.    Earlier  in  the  week  a  firm  feeling  developed  at 
90^-$1.10.     They  have  been  selling  well  in  Hew  York,  moving  today  at  $3*50- 
$U  on  jumbo  U5's.    While  white  melons  will  continue  throughout  July,  move- 
ment probably  will  be  held  down  by  a  slow  f.o.b.  demand. 

"The  watermelon  market  has  crashed.     Los  Angeles  today  has  about  250 
cars  on  track,  selling  at  $65~$100  per  car,  and  it  costs  around  $50  per  car 
freight  from  the  Valley.    About  1,311  cars  had  moved  through  June  2)|  and, 
with  12 g  out  that  day,  the  f.o.b.  price  was  $lS5-$205  per  car.    But,  as  move- 
ment mounted  to  I5U  the  2Sth,  prices  dropped  to  $75— $125 •     Today  (July  2)  the 
f.o.b.  price  is  $50*    Many  shippers  expect  to  stop  picking  Sunday  and  Monday, 
which  may  assist  in  cleaning  up  the  Los  Angeles  tracks. 

"A  few  cars  of  cantaloupes  and  watermelons  were  grown  this  year  in 
Mexico  and  have  been  coming  into  the  United  States  at  Calexico.     The  canta- 
loupes, about  20  cars,  have  been  billed  to  Toronto,  with  an  occasional  car 
of  watermelons  going  to  Arizona. 

"Grape  movement  now  is  around  10  cars  per  day  from  Imperial  Valley." 

6b .     MORE  THAU  500  CARS  OP  EASTERN  SHORE  POTATOES  iiOVDTC-  DAILY 

V.  E.  Nicholson  sent  the  following  information  from  Pocomoke  City  on 
July  5:- 

"The  movement  of  Eastern  Shore  potatoes  last  week  amounted  to  about 
2,185  carlots,  or  three-fourths  the  number  shipped  during  the  corresponding 
period  last  season.     Shipments  to  date  are  3,78£  cars,  compared  with  5,965 
to  the  corres-oonding  date  in  1931.     There  has  been  a  heavier  movement  by 
truck  this  season,  but  this  amounts  to  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  total 
shipments. 
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"Demand  was.  fairly  good  for  the  first  three  days  of  last  week,  but 
fell  off  considerably  on  Thursday,  probably  because  of  the  approaching 
holiday.    Demand  v/as  quite  sluggish  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  and  the  accumu- 
lation of  loaded  cars  on  the  sidings  is  thought  "to  he  rather  heavy.  While 
loadings  were  light  yesterday,  because  of  rain  and  the  holiday,  the  heavy 
carryover  from  last  week  probably  will  do  much  to  depress  the  market  for  a 
few  days. 

"Distribution  of  shipments  has  bsen  fairly  good,  especially  during 
the  first  part  of  last  week.     Shipments  to  points  in  Ohio  end  Michigan 
have  been  fairly  heavy,  but  very  few  cars  have  been  shipped  direct  to 
Chicago,    Movement,  to  points  in  Canada  is  running  heavier  than  last  season. 

"Digging  is  about  completed  in  the  district  south  of  Cape  Charles, 
and  it  is  expected  that  digging  will  be  general  in  Accomac  County,  Virginia 
this  week.    Maryland  growers  seem  rather  anxious  to  dig,  and  there  may  be 
a  moderate  movement  from  this  section  this  week,  providing  the  market  remai 
near  the  present  level." 

7b.    MA.TY  TEXAS  TOiuATOSS  YST  AVAILABLE);  P7IC5S  LOT/ 

The  following  report  came  from  W.  D.  G-ooge,  at  Jacksonville,  Texas, 
under  date  of  July  U:~ 

"The  tomato  deal  in  eastern  Texas  has  been  prolonged, as  a  result  of 
favorable  rains.     Some  operators  estimate  that  as  many  as  2,000  carloads 
might  still  be  shipped  from  this  part  of  the  State,  if  a  market  could  be 
found  for  them.    With  the  heavy  movement  from  Tennessee,  prices  have  gone 
as  low  as  25^  per  100  pounds  for  green  stock.    Many  growers  are  consigning 
their  crops  to  shippers,  to  be  disposed  of  as  they  consider  most  profitable 
under  the  existing  conditions.     Since  the  tomatoes  a,re  available,  it  is 
reported  that  growers  will  pick  them  for  as  little  as  2^6  per  100  pounds. 
On  the  whole,  it  has  been  a,  disastrous  deal  for  growers,  shippers  and 
receivers.    At  present  the  stock  packed  is  being  severely  culled,  .and  the 
output  is  perhaps  of  better  quality  and  pack  than  at  any  time  this  season. 

"If  airy  demand  develops  during  the  coming  week,  the  movement  will 
be  fairly  heavy.     Some  operators  are  hopeful  that  there  will  be  a  fair 
demand,  but  the  outlook  is  not  very  promising.     Host  dealers  here  remember 
the  bean  crop  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  in  May,  when  the  abundance  of 
beans  drove  prices  so  low  that  they  would  not  advance  freight  charges.  At 
any  rate,  many  cash  buyers  are  still  on  the  ground  and  will  remain  until 
Thursday,  when  they  hope  to  be  able  to  determine  the  result  of  the  present 
situation."

The  Washington  office  this  week  released  the  following  summary :-

DENVER  office  wrote  as  follows  on  July  2:-    "Due  to  the  discontinuance 
of  market  reports  in  Washington,  the  Denver  mailing  list  has  "been  increasing 
recently.    Replies  to  our  c.ircularization  notices  were  unusually  heavy  and 
prompt  this  season,  indicating  a  higher  degree  of  interest  in  the  marketing 
situation  than  usual.     This  no  doubt  is  due  to  unsettled  financial  conditions 
and  a  desire  to  be  well-posted  before  the  Colorado  shipping  season  starts.11 

BOSgQIT  office  advised  us  on  July  5:-    "There  are  IcO  names  on  oiir 
regualr  fruit  and  vegetable  list.     This  has  increased  rapidly  lately  on  account 
of  the  discontinuance  of  the  Washington  report,  which  accounts  for  100  names 
recently." 

3ALTIN0EE  wrote  on  July  6  as  ' follows "This  year  our  mailing  list  is 
slightly  over  1,000,  or  about  200  more  than  last  year,  and  .it  is  increasing 
daily  since  the  discontinuance  of  the  Washington  bulletin." 

CIE7ELAND  advised  under  date  of  June  3O:-    "Requests  for  resumption  of 
reports  are  being  received  daily  and  at  an  increasing  rate  recently,  especially 
since  reports  are  to  be  discontinued  by  the  Washington  office." 


10 o .   recent  :t"s  or  Tennessee  tomatoes 

The  following  report  was  included  in  a  letter  of  July  5  from  W.  D.  Hull, 
in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Humboldt :- 

"The  market  for  Tennessee  tomatoes  showed  a  steady  though  slow  decline 
during  '  the  ^r oat or  Part  of  last  week.    Demand  was  sluggish  and  movement  from 
competing    sections  was  heavier  than  anticipated.    By  Friday,  July  1,  the 
usual-terms  f.o.b.  price  had  dropped  to  5^r~55?  Per  Ing  box,  or  about  one- 
third  less  than  my  first  report  on  June  27.     There  was  a  better  feeling  locally 
late  Friday  a.fternoon  and  a  stronger  market  on  Saturday,  July  2,  prices  being 
generally  a.  nickel  per  lug  higher  on  Saturday,  with  an  occasional  best  car* 
bringing  a  premium.     Shipments  for  the  week  ending  July  2  amounted  to  721 
cars,  which  is  approximately  hO  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  la.st 
year. 

"On  Sunday,  July  3,  and  Monday,  July  i+,   there  we re. heavy  showers 
throughout  the  entire  shipping  district,  so  that  ver}j  little  stock  was 
picked  and  loadings  were  light.    It  is  too  early  to  decide  whether  the  heavy 
rains  will  have  any  unfavorable  effect  on  the  quality  of  the  stock  yet  to  be 
shipped.    To  date  only  a  small  number  of  the  cars  loaded  have  graded  straight 
U.S.  lib.  1." 


lib.     CXTTALQNPS  PROSPECTS  Oil  EASTSgH  SBOggj  CUCUMBERS  NEAR  PEAK 

The  following  additional  data  came  in  a  letter  of  July  5  from  V.  H. 
Nicholson,  at  Focomoke  City,  Hd.:- 

"The  Maryland  cantaloupe  acreage  has  been  reduced  slightly  this  season, 
according  to  all  reports,  and  it  appears  that  the  season  may  be  slightly 
earlier  than  last  year.    Recent  winds  have  twisted  the  vines  somewhat,  but 
otherwise  the  crop  is  in  about  average  condition.    Shipments  probably  will 
start  around  July  20  or  25  and  continue  until  September;.    EeaW  movement  is 
expected  during  the  first  week  of  August.- 

"The  cucumber  acreage  in  Maryland  has  also  been  reduced  slightly  from 
that  of  last  season.     This  crop, too,  has  been  damaged  bv  recent  high  winds, 
but  otherwise*  is  -  in  fairly  good  condition.    Yields  depend  largely  upon 
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weather  conditions  during  the  next  few  days,   out  rains  last  Monday  will 
"benefit  the  crop.     The  peak  movement  is  expected  around  July  9  or  H»  with 
most  of  the  crop  moved  by  July  20. "

"The  early  crop  of  lettuce  in  Colorado  was  practically  cleaned  up  the 
fore  part  of  this  week.     Total  shipments  to  date  reached  155  cars,  mostly  from 
the  Denver  area.     Some  mountain  lettuce  near  Salida  will  begin  moving  late 
next  week,  while  the  San  Luis  Valley  movement  will  start  the  week  following. 
There  is  an  abundant  supply  of  beets,  carrots,  turnips,  cabbage  and  cauliflower 
on  the  local  market,  with  enough  to  supply  the  demand  for  mixed-vegetable  ship- 
pers, which  at  the  present  time  is  light.     About  hO  cars  of  mixed  vegetables 
have  been  shipped,  as  the  week  ended. 

"Although  some  sections  of  the  State  need  rain,  indications  are  that 
the  San  Luis  Valley  will  have  a  bumper  crop  of  all  commodities  this  season. 
ITo  materia,!  damage  has  been  reported  to  any  crop  recently."

lc.     IMPORTANT  CORRECTION  REOARDIgg  TUBER  MOTH  IN  VIRGINIA  POTATOES 

The  third  paragraph  in  Item  3C  in  last  week's  D.L.  was  incorrectly 
worded.    Please  refer  to  that  item  in  your -copy  of  the  Division  Letter  and 
make  a  marginal  note,  referring  to  this  present  article.     The  third  para- 
graph should  have  read  as  follows: 

In  reporting  grade  of  cars  which  show  a  total  percentage  of  defects, 
including  tuber-moth  injury,  in  excess  of  the  6$  tolerance,  it  will  be  the 
policy  to  treat  this  injury  in  the  same  way  as  decay  which  develops  in 
transit.     In  such  cases,  the  following  statement  should  he  made  after  Grade: 
"Lot  grades  U.S.  No.  1,  tuber-moth  injury  being  a  factor  of  condition."  If 
the  other  defects  are  within  the  grade  tolerance,  the  shipping-point  certi- 
ficate should  be  sustained  as  to  permanent  factors  of  grade.

These  publications ' are  accountable  property  and  will  be  included  in 
the  yearly  inventory.     They  should  be  carefully  preserved.     Each  inspector 
will  be  held  personally  responsible  for  the  bulletins  and  will  be  privileged 
to  take  them  with  him,  when  transferred  from  one  station  to  another. 

The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  expects  to  publish  a  series  of  these 
bulletins  on  all  the  important  products  and,  when  the  set  is  completed,  it 
will  take  the  place  of  the  present  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Disease  Handbook.

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5c .    cantaloups  inspections  if  Arizona 

The  following  letter  of  June  jO  Cspe  from  E.  L.  Ruch,  in  charge  of 
shipping-point  inspections  in  Phoenix  district  of  Arizona: - 

"The  cantaloupe  season  in  this  district  has  gotten  into  full  swing 
the  past  few  days.     It  was  thought  that  Phoenix  district  would  not  ship  100 
cars  a  day  before  July  1  but,  due  to  a  few  warm  days  of  110  to  113  degrees, 
melons  have  developed  rapidly*     The  quality  shipped  has  been  exceptionally 
good,  due  to  a  much  closer  grading  than  in  former  seasons.     Shippers  here 
have  formed  a  sort  of  Clearing  Mouse,  which  is  to  cooperate  with  the  Clear- 
ing House  in  Imperial  Valley  and  both  districts  have  agreed  to  restrict 
shipments  to  not  over  25O  cars  daily.    The  pro  rata  between  the  two  districts 
is  to  be  governed  somewhat  in  the  following  manner:    Before  Phoenix  could 
ship  100  cars  a  da2r,  Imperial  Valley  could  bring  that  total  up  to  25O  and,  as 
.the  melons  matured  and  Phoenix  daily  shipments  arose,  that  would  automatically 
cut  down  Imperial  Valley  shipments  so  as  to  keep  the  total  under  25O.  Practi- 
cally all  shippers  here  have  been  prorated  upon  an  acreage  basis.  Realizing 
that  they  probably  will  not  be  able  to  ship  all  of  their  melons, they  have  en- 
deavored to  ship  only  the  best. 

"Over  half  of  the  operators  in-  this  district,  are  now  using  the  shed- 
pack  system  instead  of  field-pack.     This,  no  doubt,  is  a  great  advantage,  as 
it  enables  them  to  have  a. more  rigid  inspection  and  much  better  control  over 
the  pack  and  quality.     It  eliminates  the  crates  standing  in  the  sun  in  the 
fields,  loosening  up  of  the  pack  on  the  trucks ■ from  fields  to  sheds,  and  puts 
the  melons  in  the  cars  much  more  quickly  after  picking  them.    Early  in  June 
about  1,300  acres  were  lost-  by  hail,  and  the  estimate  of  cars  to  be  shipped 
from  this  district  is  now  about  3, 000.  .  . 

"T7e  have  inspected  20  to  30  cars  per  day  from  the  Yuma  district,  which 
has  been  practically  100$  of  all  shipments.     Quality  there  was  except ionally 
good  and,  until  the  past  week,  most  cars  have  made  grade.     I  am  unable  to  tell 
at  this  time  how  much  inspection  work  we  shall  have  in  the  Phoenix  district. 
I  inspected  three  cars  yesterday,  one.  of  which  failed  to  make  grade  on  account 
of  sunburned  melons.    Believe  that  I  shall  be  able  to  handle  all  inspections 
here  this  season  without  any  additional  help,  unless  the  work  becomes  widely 
scattered  over  the  valley. 

"We  have  had  a  number  of  books  of  car-stickers  printed  for  use  in  this 
State  and,  from  this  date  on,  all  cars  inspected  In  Arizona,  including 
Phoenix,  Yuma  and  Kogales,  will  contain  these  stickers." 

6c.  '  INSPECTIONS  STABTBD  01'  MISSOURI  POTATOES 

On  July  5  Frank  M«  Iyle,  of  the  Kansas  City  office,  wrote  the 
following  report  regarding  shipping-point  inspections  in  Missouri :- 

"Inspection  work  on  potatoes  at  Orrick,  Missouri,  started  the  middle 
of  last  week,  with  about  30  inspections  being  made  by  the  end  of  June,  The 
first  two  days  of  July  the  work  was  rather  heavy,  but  digging  has  been  en- 
tirely stopped  for  a  day  or  so  on  account  of  recent  rains.     I  am  now  leaving 
for  Orrick,  where.  I  expect  to  spend  the  next  two  or  three  dajrs  getting  the 
work  lined  up,  so  that  supervision  can  be  maintained  from  the  Kansas  City 
office. 

"Inspections  probably  will  run  heavy  on  individual  days  when  the 
weather  is  favorable,  if  the  market  conditions  warrant.  We  shall  start 
eight  men  to  work  tomorrow,  .or  as  soon  as  digging  is  active  enough  to 
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require  this  number.     It  is  impossible  to  tell  when  the  peak  movement  will 
"be  reached,  although  inspections  probably  will  cover  the  months  of  July 
and  August. 

"The  potatoes  shipped  thus  far  have  been  of  veg£  good  quality,  and  the 
size  is  better  than  in  previous  years.     Several  growers /grading  their  pota- 
toes for  size  this  .year  for  the  first  time.    An  effort  is  being  made  to  get 
everyone  to  grade,  but  that  will  not  be  possible  this  year.     Some  of  the  first 
cars  loaded  were  shipped  to  points  in  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  which  is  rather 
unusual  for  Missouri  potatoes  at  this  time  of  the  year." 


7c     CROP  ROTES  FR01':  IDAHO 

L.  G.  Schultz,  Supervising  Inspector  in  Idaho,  wrote  as  follows  from 
Boise  in  a  letter  of  July  2:- 

"I  returned  last  Thursday  evening  from  my  trip  to  the  northern  part 
of  the  State,  where  I  found  the  cherry  deal  slow  in  getting  under  way. 
Cherries  were  approximately  10  days  later  than  usual,  due  to  the  cool  weather 
during  the  latter  part  of  May  and  the  first  part  of  Jure.     Quality  of  the 
fruit  in  that  section  is  excellent, this  being  the  first  for  nine  years  that 
rain  has  not  damaged  the  crop.     The  price  situation,  however,  is  very  dis- 
couraging, and  growers  consider  that  they  will  be  lucky  to  break  even  on  the 
cherry  deal  this  season. 

"Cherry  shipments  at  Emmett  are  abor.t  half  finished,  and  prospects  are 
for  only  about  50}^  of  the  expected  tonnage.     The  quality  in  that  section,  as 
well  as  in  the  vicinity  of  Payette,  is  very  good,  al though  size  is  not  quite 
up  to  normal.     It  is  doubtful  if  they  will  have  more  than  35  cars,  where  they 
expected  at  least  65* 

" Green-pea  shipments  of  the  earlier  varieties  are  about  finished,  as 
are  the  lettuce  shipments  also.  A  few  cars  of  new  voir  toes  have  moved  from 
the  Caldwell  section,  but  there  will  be  no  active  movement  until  after  the 
Fourth  of  July.  It  is  expected  that  the  Bliss  Triumph  shipments,  as  well 
as  some  Cobblers,  will  get  under  way  shortly  after  that  date.  The  acreage 
of  those  varieties  has  been  greatly  increased  this  A^ear,  and  prospects  are 
for  a  good  yield. 

"Other  crops  in  general  are  looking  very  well  for  this  season  of  the 
year,  although  the  apple  crop  will  not  be  so  large  as  that  of  last  season. 
The  Jonathan  variety  especially  is  very  spotted  and,  as  this  variety  consti- 
tutes approximately  35,^  of  the  shipments,   it  naturally  will  affect  the  final 
figures  very  materially.     The  prune  crop  appears  to  be  about  normal,  although 
prunes  are  dropping  heavily  at  this  time.     The  late  potato  crop  is  growing 
nicely  and  indications  point  to  a  good  yield  of  good-quality  potatoes." 


8c .     EARLY  POTATO  PROSPECTS  III  MIRRESQTA 

In  a  letter  of  July  2,  written  from  his  office  at  302  Gorham  Building, 
Minneapolis,   G.  T7.  Christenson  included  the  following  remarks : - 

"Last  Wednesday  I  took  a  trip  through  the  early  potato  sections  near 
Minneapolis  and  found  prospects  very  good  for  a  large  yield,  although  fields 
were  ba.dly  in  need  of  rain  at  the  time.    The  next  two  weeks  possibly  Will 
determine- the  yield  and  the  quality  of  the  stock."

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9c .     CERTIFICATION  OF  APPLES  FOR  EXPORT  TO  GREAT  BRIT  AH 

The  British  embargo  of  1330>  prohibiting  the  .importation  of  low-grade 
American  apples  dnring  the  period  July  7  to  November  15,  has  "been  made  perma- 
nent.    The  order  permits  the  importation  of  only  the  higher  grades  of  apples, 
and  any  grade  of  barreled  apples  lower  than  U.S.  No.  1  or  any  grade  of  boxed 
apples  lower  than  Fancy  is  not  permitted  to  enter  the  country.    A  special 
form  of  certificate  is  required,  showing  that  each  lot  of  apples  meets  one 
of  the  recognized  grades.     This  certificate  will  be  issued  at  the  ports  only 
and  will  not  he  issued  at  shipping  point  or  any  interior  market. 

The  Special  Certificate ,  specified  "by  the  British  Apple  Order,  will 
"be  issued  at  ports  of  export  only.     This  certificate  will  not  be  issued  "un- 
less the  packages  are  marked  to  show  (l)  the  name  and  address  of  the  packers, 
(2)  the  variety,   (3}  grade,  and  (h)  minimum  size.    This  information  should 
appear  in  label,  stamp,  or  stencil  form,  and  unless  all  points  have  been  in- 
cluded the  SpeciaJ  Certificate  will  be  refused.     On  lots  which  are  incorrect- 
ly marked  as  to  minimum  size,  the  Special  Certificate  will  not  be  issued  un- 
til the  packages  are  properly  marked.    Markings  as  to  minimum  size  apply  to 
eastern  apples  in  barrels  and  baskets  and  to  jumble-packed  boxes  but  not  to 
tier-packed  apples  in  boxes,  which  are  marked  with  the  number  of  apples  con- 
tained therein.    A  check  mark  should  bo  placed  after  the  name  of  the  grades 
represented  in  a  lot  covered  by  the  Special  Form  Certificate.     In  the  case  of 
combination  grao.es,  they  will  be  certified  as  of  the  lower  grade.  This 
Special  Certificate  will  be  issued  on  the  basis  of  the  Export  Form  Certificat 
subject  to  proper  identif ication  and  check.    When  the  Exoort  Form  Certificate 
is  not  obtained  at  shipping  point,   it  may  be  obtained  at  the  port,  provided 
the  apple:  moot  all  the  requirements  as  to  San  Jose  scale,  apple  maggot  and 
worms,  and  freedom  from  spray  residue.    Only  those  lots  which  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  grades  specified  in  the  order  can  be  exported  to  Great 
Britain. 

The  fee  for  a  special  quarantine  certificate,  required  on  export  ship- 
ments of  apples  to  Great  Britain  between  Julj-T  1  and  November  15»  1S32.  shall 
be  $1.00  when  issued  at  United  States  ports  ahd$U.OO  when  issued  at  Canadian 
ports.    When  inspection  is  made  to  determine  grade  or  the  presence  of  San 
Jose  scale,  or  when  samples  are  drawn  for  chemical  analysis,  the  regular  fee 
of  $U.OO  per  car  will  be  charged  for  the  Export  Form  Certificate  and  no 
charge  made  for  the  Special  Form  Certificate.     The  fees  are  to  apply  when  the 
special  forms  are  issued  on  the  basis  of  Export  Form  Certificates  without 
actually  making  inspection  of  the  fruit,  except  for  the  purpose  of  identifi- 
cation and  check. 

The  applicant  will  probably  desire  the  original  and  one  co-oy  of  the 
special  form;  one  copy  will  be  mailed  to  Washington,  leaving  two  copies  for 
the  office  files,  the  plan  being  to  type  five  copies,  including  the  ribbon 
copy  and  four  carbons.    No  space  is  provided  for  recording  the  fee  on  this 
special  form  and  it  should  not  be  shown  on  the  original  or  any  copies 
delivered  to  interested  parties.     This  fee,  however,  should  be  recorded  on 
one  office  file  copy  and  on  the  copy  sent  to  Washington.     The  following 
notations  will  bo  sufficient  in  this  connection:     "Fee  $1.00"  or  "No  charge." 
These  soecial  forms  will  bo  consecutively  nu.bered.

le.     SCRAlTIOl"  BROKERAGE  COMPANY  ORDERED  TO  PAY  FOR  CAR  0?  PEACHES' 

The  Greenberg  Brokerage  Co.,  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  has  "been  ordered  by  the 
Secretarv  of  Agriculture  to  pay  to  Joseph  Flaherty  8c  Co.,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
the  sum  of  $508.19,  with  interest  at  6fo  from  August  19,  1930* 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  California  peaches,  which  the  Greenberg 
Brokerage  Co.,  as  broker,  sold  for  Joseph  Flaherty  &  Co.  to  the  Lackawanna 
Fruit  8c  Produce  Co.     The  Greenberg  Brokerage  Co.  failed  to  secure  the  signa- 
ture of  a  member  of  the  Lackawanna  Fruit  '&  Produce  Co.  to  a  note  or  memoran- 
dum of  sale  and,  therefore,  did  not  procure  a  valid  and  binding  contract  com- 
plying with  the  Statute  of  Frauds.     The  Secretary  held  that  the  representa- 
tions of  the  Greenberg  Brokerage  Co.  to  Joseph  Flaherty  &  Co.  led  the  latter 
to  believe  that  a  valid  and  binding  contract  had  been  entered  into,  and  that 
such  representations  consittuted  false  and  misleading  statements  under  the 
Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

2e.     A         REGULATION  WIDER  THE  P.  A.  C.  ACT 

'The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  issued  an  additonal  regulation  under 
the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,   to  be  known  as  Regulation  10. 
This  regulation,  which  became  effective  June  15,   193^»  reads  as  follows:- 

"Copies  of  the  application,  license,  and  other  records  pertaining  to 
licensees  under  this  Act  may  be  furnished  under  the  conditions  prescribed 
in  Paragraph  S9O  of  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and, 
except  where  requested  by  Government  officials,  upon  the  payment  of  the 
following  fees,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States  through  the  Disbursing  Clerk  of  the  Department  as  miscellaneous 
receipts : 

(a)  For  each  typewritten  copy,-  15  cents  per  page. 

(b)  For  each  photographic  or  photostatic  copy,-  25  cents. per  page. 

(c)  For  each  separate  authentication,-  25  cents."

la.     IIlPORTAxTT  DECISIONS  RELATIVE  TO  FEDERAL  EUR  LOUGH  PLAIT 

There  is  quoted  below  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General  dated 
July  S,  1932.  in  connection  with  deductions  to  be  made  from  salaries  during  the 
present  fiscal  year.     The  method  of  taking  the  furlough  had  not  been  announced 
when  this  was  written.    Attention  is  called  to  the  provision  regarding  absences 
in  addition  to  the  furlough:  - 

"The  Act  approved  June      ,  1932,  Public  Ho.  212,  enacted  to  accomplish 
savings  in  the  conduct  of  the  Government,  requires  that  during  the  fiscal  3;rear 
ending  June  30?  1S33»  each  officer  and  e.jployee,  with  certain  exceptions,  re- 
ceiving compensation  on  an  annual  basis  at  a  rate  of  more  than  $1,000  per 
annum ,  shall  be  furloughed  without  compensation  for  one  calendar  month  or  for 
such  periods  as  shall  in  the  aggregate  be  equivalent  to  one  calendar  month. 
This  means  there  shall  be  retained  in  the  Treasury  such  portion  of  all  appro- 
priations for  personal  services  as  will  equal  the  saving  thus  provided  for.  Tc 
insure  such  saving  as  is  so  required'  by  the  enactment  and  to  avoid  payments  in 
contravention  of  law,  a  minimum  of  lj  days'  pay  (S-l/yfo)  will  be  deducted  from 
each  officer  and  employee  to  whom  Section  101  (b)  is  applicable  on  each  semi- 
monthly payroll  or  voucher  -  regardless  of  whether  the  officer  or  employee  has 
or  has  not  been  absent  during  such  period,  -  a  proportionate  deduction  to  be 
made  where  the  pay  period  is  greater  or  less  than  a  half  month. 

"When  an  officer  or  employee  is  absent  on  furlough  for  more  than  one 
working  day  during  a  semi-monthly  pay  period,  deduction  will  be  made  at  the 
rate  of  1-^  days1  pay  for  each  working  day  of  such  absence  (fractional  'carts  of 
a  day  to  be  considered  as  a  day  for  this  purpose;  for  instance,  for  an  absence 
of  2  days  and.  1  hour  during  such  pay  -period,  deduction  will  be  made  of  34  days1 
pay,  but  only  the  actual  time  taken  to  be  charged  as  time  absent)  except  that, 
if  the  aggregate  of  all  absences  on  furlough  from  July  1,  193^?   to  the  end  of 
the  pay  period  involved,  does  not  exceed  the  number  of  wOrMzig  days  for  which 
deduction  theretofore  has  been  made,  the  deduction  for  such  semi-monthly  pay 
period  will  be  only  the  minimum  deduction  of        days'  pay,  and  when  pa3r  has 
been  deducted  for  2U  working  days  at  the  rate  of  1-z  days'  pay  per  day  (one 
month's  pay),  no  further  deduction  will  be  ma.de  on  account  of  furlough  under 
Section  101  (b)  and  any  additional  absences,  except  on  sick  leave  or  military 
leave  when  authorized  by  law  or  regulations  having  the  force  and  effect  of  law, 
will  be  regarded  as  absence  without  pay  and  charged  for  in  accordance  with 
rules  and  regulations  heretofore  applicable  to  such  absences. 

"IThere  large  payrolls  are  involved,  it  is  appreciated  this  may  operate 
to  delay  payments  because  of  the  time  actually  required  to  prepare  the  roll  for 
certification  and  delivery  to  the  disbursing  officer,  unless  there  be  coopera- 
tion by  all  concerned  and  coordination  of  the  work  of  the  administrative 
activities  involved,  but  one  of  the  prime  purposes  of  the  law  is  to  retain  this 
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saving  in  tlie  Ire  a  sun7"  for  other  essential  uses,  and  there  ma."  not  property 
"be  made  advances  to  officers  ana  employees  on  the  theory  that  recovery  can  he 
accomplished  before  the  close  of' t  Tie  '.fiscal  ..'year.    There  may  occur  during  the 
latter  days  or  hours  of  a  pay  period  an  unexpected  requirement  that  an  officer 
or  employee  "De  absent  from  dut:/,  "bu t  the  administrative  procedure  should  be 
such  that  notice  will  be  so  promptly  given  the  disbursing  officer  as  to  enable 
him  to  withhold  pavment  to  such  officer  or  gmp_loy_ee  for  such  adjustment  as  the 
facts  may  recuire. 

" The  accounting  procedure^Tiereuhder  and  necessary  supplement  to  the 
Government  Salary  Tables  will  be  promulgated  promptly  hereafter.

The  above  decision  is  based  on  the  Washington  system  of  semi-monthly 
,  payments  of  salary.     Calculations  in  connection  with  field  salaries  will  be 
^  made  on  a  monthly  instead  of  semimonthly  basis. 
{  It  is  earnestly  desired  that  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  be  not 

guilty  of  delaying  the  payrolls.     Therefore,  each  officer  in  charge,  whether 
I  in  Washington  or  the  field,  is  instructed  to  note  carefully  all  absences  of 
I  employees  under  his  direction  and  report  such  absences  at  once  to  Mrs.  hills, 
1  in  Washington,  in  order  that  proper  notation  may  be  given  to  the  payroll  clerk. 

The  above  regulations  apply  to  any  absence  from  duty  during  official 
'!  hours,  even  if  for  only  one  hour.    For  an  hour  or  a  fractional  day  off,  a 
i  deduction  of  lj  days1  pay  must  be  made.  (

lb.     INTERESTING-  I'OTBS  PIT  HOP THWE S THEN  CROPS 

..   Hie  following  items  appeared  in  a  review  of  July  ~] ,  published  by 
T.  R.  Hall  at  Seattle  and  based  partly  oh  a  review  by  the  Portland  office:- 

nK  Wenatchee  Traffic  Association  report  shows  I9»5^7  cars  of  apples 
loaded  from'  that  district  through  June  2k,  and  subsequent  loadings  probably 
will  bring  the  total  volume  of ' the  1931  crop  out  of  Wenatchee  close  to  the 
19,710  cars  anticipated  at  the 'begi' ..ling  of  the  season.    Yakima  Valley  is 
now  loading  carlo ts  of  Yellow  Transparent  apples,  as  well  as  cleaning  the  cold 
storages  of  old-crop  fruit'.    Jonathans  and  Winter  Bananas  in  early  districts 
are  developing  rapidl3/.  ; 

"Estimates " of  cherry  product  ion  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  place  the 
Washington  crop  at  390  cars,  compared  with  270  actually  shipped  last  year; 
the  Oregon  crop  at  230  to  325  cars,  compared  with  12 g  last  year,  and  the 
Idaho  crop  at  225  cars,  compared  with  190  last  year.    The  minimum  estimated 
total  is  SU9  cars  for  the  Pacific  ITorthwest ,  as  against  590  cars  shipped 
last  season. 

"Cherry  movement  from  the  Wenatchee  district,  upper  Yakima  Valley  .' 
points,  and  the  Dalles,  Oregon,  is  about  at  its  peak.     The  fruit  thus  far  has 
been  remarkably  free  from  rain  damage.    Prices  have  been- disc our agingly  low, 
however,  as  eastern  auction  returns  have  netted  f.o.b.  prices  of  only  3^~^ 
per  pound  or  less.     Quotations  of  $1.15-$1.25  on  Yak:ima  Valley  Bings  or 
Lamberts  in  15-pound  faced  boxes  have  not  interested  the  eastern  trade,  and 
considerable  quantities  have  rolled  unsold,  or  have  been  unpicked  in  some 
districts . 

"Pacific  Pbrthwest  markets  are  abundantly  supplied  with  eastern  Wash- 
ington apricots  as  well  as  sweet  cherries,  but,   in  spite  of  the  generally 
good  quality  and  low  prices,  demand  for  apricots  is  slow.-'    Red  raspberry  move- 
ment from  Puyallup  and  vicinity  and  other  northwestern  districts  is  now  active, 
with  daily  shipments  from  Puyallup  ranging  between  six  and-  10  cars.  Refrig- 
erated express  receipts  of  Oregon-Washington  raspberries  in  Hew  York  sold  at 
9^-10^  per  pint  cup  on  Thursday,  and  the  Chicago  market  ruled  $2.25-^2.50  per 
crate,  with  poorer  stock  at  $1.75~$2. 

"Vegetable  movement  from  the  Paget  Sound  district  is  moderate.  Monroe 
and  vicinity,  in  Snohomish  County,   is  the  center  of  lettuce  cutting;  various 
districts  are  picking  green  peas;  while  caulif lower ,  cabbage  and  celery  are 
being  loaded  mostly  in  mixed  cars.     The  f.o.b.  lettuce  market  has  been  weak 
since  July  1  and  cash-track  prices  have  declined  to  around  $1.50  per  crate." 


2b".     A  GOOD  CROP  CP  POTATOES  I  IT  ST.   LOUIS  DISTRICT 

M.  M.  Thomas,  of  the  St.  Louis  office,   sent  the  following  report  in 
a  letter  of  July  7i- 

"The  local  potato  crop  is  being  harvested  now,  and  growers  are  receiv- 
ing very  good  prices.     Truck  receipts  were  the  equivalent  of  25  cars  this 
morning,  and  most  loads  sold  at  50^  bulk  per  cwt.,  a  few  loads  selling  from 
SO^  to  S5^'»    Most  of  these  potatoes  are  being  sacked  locally  and  then  loaded 
in  cars  and  shipped  to  various  northern  and  eastern  markets.     Several  dealers 
have  made  estimates  of  the  yield  within  a  radius  of  125  miles  of  St.  Louis, 
and  these  estimates  range  from  700  to  1,000  carloads.     Growers  are  getting 
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yields  of  aroiuid  200  "bushels  to '  the  acre,  which'  is  considerably  "better  than 
in  previous  years." 

30.     m  APPLE  EXCHANGE  Ig  ST.  LOUIS  .. 

According  to  information  from  the  St.  Louis  office,  an  Apple  Exchange 
has  "been  organized  in  that  market,  to  handle  the  truck  receipts  of  apples 
coming  from  Calhoun  County,  Illinois,  which  is  about  75  miles  north  of  St. 
Louis  along  the  Mississippi  River.     The  plan  is  to  concentrate  all  these 
truck  receipts  at  the  Exchange  and  to  sell  the  apples  at  specified  times  each 
day  except  Saturday.     The  hours  of  sale  have  been  set  tentatively  at  10'  a.m. 
and  2  p.m.    Several  years  ago,  when  this  fruit  was  transported  from  Calhoun 
County  by  boat,  practically  all  of  the  selling  took  place  on  the  levee  at 
St.  Louis.     The  present  plan  of  concentrating  the  truck  receipts  at  a  central 
selling  place  is  simply  the  application  of  the  same  principle  as  was  formerly 
used  with  the  "boat  receipts. 

4b.     LIGHTER  I.:0VSm:T  OF  ARIZOHA  CANTALOUPES  THAN  LAST  YEAR 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  July  9  from  B.  E.  Surry, 
at  Phoenix:- 

" Eie  past  week  probably  would  have  witnessed  the  heaviest  Arizona 
cantaloupe  movement  of  the  season,  had  not  comparatively  cool  nights  slowed 
down  the  ripening  process.     Shippers. also  prorated-     throughout  the  week, 
and  this  factor  cut  down  the  loadings  considerably.    A  cut  in  allowances  to 
growers  from  35^*~^0$  Pe^  crate  to  a  level  of  J>Qfi  also    tended  to  affect  the 
output.    Daily  meetings  last  week  resulted  in  shippers  prorating  the  entire 
movement  out  of  Salt  River  Valley.    A  maximum  of  100  cars  per  day  was  placed 
on  the  movement  for  the  last  three  days  of  this  week. 

ttTae  Yuma  section  is  practically  finished,  with  638  cars  moved  to 
date,  compared  with  a  total  last  season  of  32 1  cars.    A  new  section  of  40 
acres,  mostly  experimental,  was  planted  about  midway  between  Yuma  and  Phoenix. 
Only  six  cars  have  been  loaded  from  that  point,  and  the  season  is  about  over. 
The  Salt  River  Valley  is  expected  to  load  800-1,000  cars  the  balance  of  the 
season,  or  around  2,400-2,600  for  the  year.     The  final  figure  last  year  was 
4,l6l  cars.     The  total  Arizona  crop  probably  will  be  between  J>y100  and  3»^0 
cars,  a  reduction  of  300-1,000  cars  from  the  1931  total. 

"Most  cars  loaded  are  averaging  heavy  to  jumbo  sizes,  with  standards 
greatly  in  the  minority.    Perfectos  and  Hale's  Best  are  being  loaded  in 
about  equal  Quantities.

2c.     G-PAPE  AND  CANTALOUPE  INSPECTIONS  IH  ARIZONA 

3.  L.  Huchj  who  is  supervising  shipping-point  inspections  in  Arizona, 
included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  July  9  from  Phoonix:- 

"It  may  interest  you  to  know  that  I  have  inspected  two  cars  of  grapes 
from  different  growers  on  adjoining  vineyards.     The  first  car  graded  No.  1, 
sugar  test  minimum  17.2$,  average  20$.    On  the  second  car,  sugar-test  minimum 
was  lb/o,  average  1S>;5$«    With  the  exception  of  low  sugar,  part  of  this  car 
would  not  have  made  grade  account  of  straggly  bunches  and  excessively  small 
bunches. 

"Tie  quality  of  cantaloupes  here  has  begun  to  decline  and,  within  a 
few  days,  I  do  not  look  for  many  to  make  No.  1  grade.-   At  no  time  during 
the  season  has  the  market  been  good.    Most  f .o.b.  sales  have  been  at  75?""S5$> 
and  from  the  reports  that  I  have  heard  most  cars  have  been  arriving  in  poor- 
condition,-  the  shippers  receiving  wires  as  to.  "stock  arriving  soft  and 
over-ripe,"     [Phis  does  not  mean  the  melons  wore  choice  or  ripe  at  the  time 
of  loading,  but  probably  they  did  not  have  the  necessary  sugar  for  develop-  ■ 
ment  and  became  soft  and  spongy  in  transit. 
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"A  new  melon  has  been  developed,  in  Yuma,  which  experiments  have  shown 
will  carry  when  picked  and  racked  ripe.     This  seed  has  "been  developed  "by  a 
particular  firm  over  a  .period  of  three  years.-    A  member  of  this  firm,  while 
walking  through  one  of  his  cantaloupe  fields,  discovered  a  sturdy  and  peculiar- 
looking  vine.    He  has  developed  this  melon  from  that  one  vine.    He  has  a 
special  label  for  it,  and  has  done  considerable  advertising.     It  is  called  the 
Nugget.  * 

" There  are  only  about  100  acres  of  Honey  Dews  and  Honey  Balls  in  this 
district;  so  the  deal  should  be  finished  by  August  1  or  possibly  a  few  days 
earlier." 

3c.     TENNESSEE  TOMATO  INSPECTIONS  NEARLY.  FINISHED 

T.  17.  Ayr es  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  July  10  from  Humboldt :- 

"It  looks  very  much  as  though  the  tomato  inspection  work,  here  will 
wind  up  on  the  l6th  or  20th  of  this  month,  depending  largely  on  market  con- 
ditions.    It  is  my  understanding  that  there  will  not  be  over  kO  or  ^0  cars 
of  peaches  in  eastern  Tennessee  and  I  believe  Mr.  McCord  is  expecting  one 
of  the  best  inspectors  to  handle  that  deal.  .■ 

"We  have  inspected  slightly  more  than  1,300  cars  of  tomatoes.  About 
two-thirds  of  the  cars  were  certified  as  U.S.  Ho.  1  and  most  of  the  remainder 
have  been  S0$  to  S5$  U.S.  33b •  1  quality. 

"The  deal  has  been  very  irregular  and  uncertain,  because  of  poor 
prices  and  b  xd  weather ,  but  it  appears  now  that  we  shall  handle  more  cars 
than  a  year  ago.     There  are  probably  800  or  more  carloads  of  tomatoes  in  the 
district  that  could  be  shipped  during  the  next  10  days,  if  the  price  justified. 

"The  farmers  are  very  much  discouraged  over  receipts  from  tomatoes, 
which  have  not  been  sufficient  to  cover  growing  costs.    Very  heavy  culling 
has  been  necessary  to  put  out  a  high  grade  and,  since  the  farmers    are  mostly 
paid  on  the  basis  of  weight  after  stock  is  culled,  there  is  more  or  less  dis- 
satisfaction among  growers  with  the  inspection  service  for  scoring  defective 
stock  which  they  regard  as  satisfactory  for  shipment.    However,  if  this  de- 
fective stock  had  been  shipped,  the  probabilities  are  that  the  market  price 
would  be  much  lower  than  it  has  been."

le.     RO AZTQKS  BUYER  ORDERED  TO  114X5  REPARATION  Q1\T  CAR  OF  TQIIATOSS 

3.S.  Bisese,  of  Roanoke,  Va. ,  has  been  ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri 
culture  to  pay  to  C.  S.  Carney,  of  Ripley,  Term.,  the  sum  of  $107*10  as  the  re 
suit  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act, 

Complaint  was  filed  by  Carney  against  S.  S.  Bisese,  -buyer,  and  ¥,  L. 
Andrews  Co.,  Inc.  who  acted  as  broker  in  the  transaction.     The  contract  called 
for  one  car  of  U.S.  No,  1  tomatoes,  containing  not  more  than  10$  72's,  balance 
"nice  large  stock,"  and  confirmation  of  sale  covering  the  transaction  was 
issued.     The  car  was  inspected  at  shipping  point  and  was  found  to  grade  U.S, 
Kb.  1,  with  sizes  ranging  from  US  to  _J2.     It  arrived  at  Roanoke  on  June  20, 
1930,  and  was  unloaded  between  that  time  and  June  23,     The  draft  was  not  paid, 
Bissse  claiming  that  it  had  been  returned  by  the  bank  at  Roanoke.     The  record, 
however,  shows  that  it  was  in  the  possession  of  the  Roanoke  bank  at  the  time  0 
arrival  of  the  car  and  remained  there  until  June- 2g> 

On  June  25  Bisese  requested  Andrews  to  attempt  to  secure  an  allowance 
of  10^  per  crrte.    Andrews  sent  Carney  a  telegram,  stating  that  the  tomatoes 
were  verT^  ripe  and  small  and  that  Bisese  would  accept  them,  if  allowed  10^  per 
crate,  and  that  the  bank  had  returned  the  draft  before  the  car  arrived. 
Although  sent  six  days  after  arrival  of  the.  car,  the  wording  was  such  as  to 
make  Carney  think  that  the  car  had  just  arrived.    He  thereupon  advised  Andrews 
to  get  the  best  possible  settlement  from  Bisese  and  send  the  freight  bill*' 
Andrews  granted  an  allowance  of  10^  per  crate  and  Bisese  forwarded  a  check  for 
$107.10  less  than  the  contract  price.     It  was  three  or  four  weeks  later  that 
Carney  received  the  freight  bill  and  learned  that  the  car  had  been  unloaded 
at  least  three  days  before  the  broker  sent  his  wire. 

While  it  has  been  held  that  the  granting  of  an  allowance  abrogates  the 
original  contract  aud  constitutes,  the  entering  into  of  a  new  contract,  this 
rule  does  not  apply  when  there  is  fraud,  mistake  of  fact,  or  duress.  Hie 
Secretary  held  that  the  telegram  referred  to  above  was  so  worded  as  to  deceive 
the  complainant;  that  the  allowance  granted  was  obtained,  through  misrepresenta 
tion  of  facts  such  as  to  constitute  fraud,  and  that  the  allowance  should  be 
awarded  the  complainant  as  reparation.     The  Secretary  thereupon  found  S.  S. 
Bisese  guilty  of  failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account  for  the  car  and  ".\  L. 
Andrews  Co.,  Inc.  guilty  of  making  false  and  misleading  statements  concerning 
the  car  in  violation  of  Section  2  of  the  Act,  and  ordered  that  Bisese  pay 
Carney  $107.10  and  that  the  facts  regarding  the  violation  of  the  law  by  Bisese 
and  Andrews  be  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 

2e.     APR  I  CULTURAL  EXCHANGE  QREggSg  TO  FJLPILL  CONTRACT  mTE  HARTFORD  DEALER 

'The  Agricultural  Exchange,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  has  been  ordered  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  pay  to  the  Hartford  Tomato  Co.,  Inc.,  Hartford, 
Conn,,   the  sum  of  $172,6U  with  interest  at  0-/0  from  July  2g?  1931,  as  the 
result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act, 
The  Hartford  To./ato  Company  accepted  a  carload  of  Honey  Ball  melons, 
consigned  to  it  by'  the  Agri  cult  viral  Exchange  under  an  agreement  that  the 
latter  would  guarantee  all  charges.    Upon  arrival  of  the  car,  the  Agricultural 
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Exchange  was  advised  that  the  melons  could  not  "be  sold  for  e  nough  1 0  cover 
the  charges.     The  Exchange  thereupon  advised  the  Hartford  Tomato  Company  to 
sell  the  melons  and  it,.. would  guarantee  all  charges.    But  upon  presentation  of 
a  detailed  account  of  sales,  the  Agricultural  Exchange  refused  to  pay  the 
difference  "between  the  charges  and  the  price  for  which  the  melons  were  soli, 
resulting  in  damages  to  the  complainant  in  the  sum  of  $172. 6H.     The  Agricul- 
tural Exchange  did  not  deny  the  terms  of  the  contract,  but  claimed  that  it 
was  necessary  to  file  claim  against  the  railroad  and,  for  this  reason,  the 
Sxhange  felt  entitled  to  a  detailed  account  sales,  showing  just  what  crates 
were  damaged  .and  what  they  sold  for.     The  '■"Secretary  held  that  the  account 
sales  rendered  "by  the  Hartford  Tomato  Company  was  sufficiently  detailed  and 
that  the  company  had  conformed  to  its  contract. 

3e .    UgJTjSTIFIgg  REJECTION  OE  CAB  0?  M5L0ITS  BY  A  MASSACHUSETTS  DEALER 

-Tick  LaFauci,  of  Dorchester,  Mass.,  has  been  ordered  tjy  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  pay  to  Samuel  J.  Shallow  Company,  Boston,  Mass.,  the  sum  of 
$275  with  interest  at  6$  from  June  17,  1931 »  &3  *ne  result  of  a  hearing  held 
under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

LaFauci  rejected  a  car  of  Tom  TTatson  Watermelons  which  Shallow  sold  to 
him  for  Kra.mer  &  Earcus,  of  Leesburg,  Ela.  The  memorandum  of  sale  was  issued 
by  Shallow,  showing  the  terms  on  which  sale  was  made.  Shallow  filed  the  com- 
plaint because  the  car  was  billed  flat  to  him,  so  that  delivery  could  be  made 
to  LaFauci  and  collection  made.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  held  in  the 
P.  A.  C.  ease  of  Agricultural  Exchange  vs.  B.  &  D.  Fruit  Co.  that,  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  an    agent  is  a  proper  complainant. 

The  car  was  rejected  by  LaFauci  on  the  ground  that  the  melons  were  to 
average  23  pounds  in  weight,  whereas  they  averaged  only  about  2$  pounds. 
However,   the  sale  was  made  on  an  f.o.b.  basis,  so  that  LaFauci  was  liable  for 
normal  deterioration  in  transit.     The  claimed  shrinkage  in  weight  of  approxi- 
mately two  pounds  does  not  appear  to  be  abnormal,  when  it  is  considered  that 
experiments  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  show  that  shrinkage  in 
weight  of  Tom  VJatson  watermelons,  while  in  transit  from  four  to  seven  days, 
ran  in  some  instances  as  high  as  6$./  The  rejection,  therefore,  was  without 
reasonable  cause,  and  the  Secretary  decided  that  complainant  is  entitled  to 
the  difference  between  the  original  price  and  the  resale  price,  or  $275  plus 
interest  thereon.

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la.    iTEW  WORK  UNDERTAKEN  BY  PAUL  WILLIAMS'  PROJECT 

Effective  July  1,   the  Canned  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Standardization 
Project  assumed  the  additional  responsibility  of  grading  the  bid  and  delivery 
samples  of  jams,  jellies,  preserves,  catsups  and  syrups  for  the  Veterans' 
Administration,  General  Supply  Committee,  Department  of  Justice  and  other 
Government  departments.        Deliveries  of  dried  fruits  to  these  institutions 
also  will  be  graded. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  new  work  is  that  in  some  instances  micro- 
analytical  work  is  involved,  and  this  will  be  conducted  by  the  Chicago  and 
Washington  offices  of  the  Canned  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Standardization  Project. 
These  offices  will  make  mold,  bacteria,  yeast  and  spore  counts  in  commodities 
in  which  microanalytical  work  is  necessary  to  determine  grade.

3a.     INSPECTION  WORK  IN  INDIANA  AND  MICHIGAN 

The  following  letter  of  July  20  arrived  after  other  pages  of  this  D.L. 
had  been  completed;  so  this  communication  is  placed  on  the  front  page,  though 
it  really  belongs  under  the  Inspection  Service .     J.  E.  Dickerson  wrote  it 

"We  shall  inspect  the  first  car  of  1932-crop  Indiana  onions  on  July  25. 
First  shipments  will  consist  of  'set'  onions,  but  the  main  crop  of  white  onions 
probably  will  start  to  move  as  early  as  August  10,  with  a  few  cars  of  yellows 
following  shortly  thereafter.     The  central  office  will  be  at  Warsaw,  Indiana, 
and  receiving-point  inspectors  should  wire  that  office  for  reports. 

"Michigan  onions  will  start  to  move  about  August  15,  and  we  shall  have 
at  least  seven  inspectors  in  that  State  this  season.    A  central  office  will  be 
opened  at  Plainwell,  Mich*,  from  which  reports  on  cars  can  be  obtained. 

"The  onion  crop  in  general  is  looking  fine,  and  we  anticipate  that  pro- 
duction will  be  above  the  five-year  average.    However,  recent  heavy  rains,  fol- 
lowed by  hot  weather,  may  reduce  the  crop  as  much  as  10;o.    Thrip  injury  also  is 
reported  to  bo  serious  in  many  fields.     In  spite  of  this  fact,  it  appears  that 
Indiana  onions,  at  least,  will  bo  larger  in  size  than  usual  and  much  larger 
than  they  were  last  year.  The  training  class  of  cannery  tomato  inspec- 

tors will  be  held  from  August  2  to  5  at  Trafalgar,  Ind.    We  expect  to  train 
about  GO  men,  in  addition  to  those  that  are  sent  from  other  States."

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lb.    ABlUDAiTT  CHOPS  OF  MELQi'S  IN  HQRTEEPIT  TEXAS 

W.  .D.  G-ooge  sent  the  following  report  from  the  Fort  Worth  office  in 
a  letter  of  July  l6:~ 

11  The  nor-th  Texas  watermelon  movement  has  "been  delayed  as  a  result  of 
rainy  weather  the  last  of  June  and  the  first  week  of  July.    Present  weather 
conditions  are  very  favorable"  for.' growth  and  maturity,  and  reports  indicate 
that  the  Weatherford  district  mil  "begin  shipping  about  July  20.    The  yield 
probably  will  he  good,  and  quality  is  expected  to  he  the  "best  for  several 
years'.    Under  the  existing  market  conditions,  how  they  will  dispose  of  the 
crop  is  the  problem  giving  growers  and  shippers  most  trouble.    The  Texas 
shipments  of  the  current  week  have  been  from  widely-scattered  areas  in  the 
central  and  south  central  portions  of  the  State., 

"There  is  an  abundant  supply  of  cantaloupes  in  this  territory,  most 
of  which  are  being  handled  by  truckers  to.  Fort  .Worth  and  Dallas  and  other 
nearby  cities.    The  term  *nearby'  in  these  days  of  long  distance  trucking 
may  include  points  within  a  radius  of  ^>00  miles.     Quality  of  the  north  Texas 
cantaloupes  is  reported  to  be  exceptionally  good,  but  prices  for  truckloads 
delivered  in  the  city  markets  range  only  S^-l^^  per  bushel  basket." 


2b .    ITOTES  01"  UTAH  CHSHHISS,  APRICOTS,  PSAS  AITD  POTATOES 

The  following  items  were  taken  from  a  letter  of  July  13  from 
L.  S.  Fenn,  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office :- 

"The  cherry  movement  from  Utah  is  approximately  half  finished,  cool 
weather  having  retarded  the  crop.     This,  however,  appears  to  be  a  fortunate 
circumstance,  as  markets  are  strengthening  and  the  last  cars  probably  will 
raise  the  average  price  received  by  growers.     Quality  is  generally  above  the 
'average  from  this  section,  although  one  small  district  was  slightly  hailed. 
Shipments  should  reach  about  50  cars,  consisting  mostly  of  Bings,  Lamberts 
and  Windsors.    Several  carload  equivalents  have  moved  to  California  by  truck. 
Last  year, only  13  carloads  moved  by  rail. 

"Apricots  will  be  ready  next  week,  and  25  or  J>0  cars  will  be  available 
for  shipment,  providing  satisfactory  markets  are  found.    The  canning  factories 
Will  take  only  a  limited  quantity  of  apricots ,. which  will  greatly  increase  the 
tonnage  to  market  fresh.     The  Jones  or  Chinese  variety  is  chiefly  grown  in 
this  section.    This  is  a  large  variety,  if  properly  cared  for  and  thinned. 
The  size  is  generally  larger  this  year  than  for  several  previous  seasons. 

"Early  shipments  of  green  peas  amounted  to  about  JP  cars,  more  than 
double  the  number  usually  loaded.    Most  cars  were  graded  this  season  and 
carried  certificates  of  inspection,  the  first  year  shippers  have  asked  for 
certification  on  this  product.'    Late  peas  in  the  higher  valley  will  be 
ready  around  the  20th  of  July.     There  are  about  600  acres  under  contract  for 
fresh  shipment. 

"Midseason  potatoes  show  some  increase  in  acreage  over  last  year  but 
yields  are  reported  below  average.     The  crop  is  late  this  season,  and  the 
Cobblers  and  31i?s  Triumphs  probably  will  not  be  mature  enough  to  ship  be- 
fore July  20  or  25.,  •  .  ■ 
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'"Approximately  100. names  have  ."been  added  to  the  mailing  list  to 
receive  the  daily  Fruits  and  Vegetables \ Market  Hews  Report  since  the  first 
of  June.    A  large  number  of  names  has  "been  added  on  account  of  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  Washington  reports.     The  most  common  inquiry  is  for  potato 
and  onion  information*11 


3b.     INTERESTING-  NEWS  REGARDING  gPBgggSg^  CROPS 

The  following  items  are  from  a  -review  published  by  the  Seattle 
office  on  July  iht-  .. 

.    11  To  Washington  go  the  honors  for  the  greatest  recent  diversity  in  fruit 
and  vegetable  shipments  of  any  of  the  northwestern  States.    Last  week's  for- 
wardings  included  apples,  apricots,  cherries  and  mixed  fruit  from  the 
Wenatchee  and  Yakima  valleys;  cauliflower,  Iceberg  lettuce,  green  peas',-' mixed 
vegetables  and  raspberries  from  western  Washington,  and  sweet  Spanish- type"/ 10 1 
CabVor  potatoes  and  rutabagas  from  an  early  irrigated  area  centering  around 
Pasco  and  Kennewick*    Walla  Walla,  and  the  Milton-Freewater  district  in 
Oregon,  will  be  an  important  source  of  field  tomatoes,  with  the  first  carlo t 
out  of  that  district  on  July  12.    Tomato  movement  usually  lasts  through 
August  10. 

"Harvesting  of  apricots  in  the  Wenatchee  district  has  passed  its  peak, 
picking  having  gotten  under  way  in  that  district  about  July  1.    Demand  for 
the  fruit  has  been  poor,  and  $20  per  ton  to  the  growers,  which  represent  the 
prevailing  price  in  the  Yakima  Valley,  is  the  lowest  ever  known.     In  the 
northwest  city  markets,  jobbers  are  quoting  35^+Q^  Per  1 6-pound  crate  of 
Moorparks,  and  qualitj7-  is  unusually  fine. 

"The  market  for  northwestern  cherries  is  equally  disappointing, 
although  a  slight  flurry  occurred  for  Wenatchee  shippers  about  the  time  the 
crop  of  Bings  and  Lamberts  was  cleaned  up.    Washington  Sings  and  Lamberts 
on  the  Hew  York  City  auction  July  13  averaged  $1.57  and  $1.65  respectively. 

"Western  Washington  green  pea  shippers  perhaps  have  fared  better  than 
the  early  fruit  shippers  of  eastern  Washington.     The  f.o.b.  cash-track  mar- 
ket for  30-po^d  hampers  of  Telephones  reached  atop  of  $1.75  early  in  the 
current  week.   .PI0wever,  at  those  prices  cash  buyers  were  cautious  about 
purchasing,  and  quotations  have  declined  to  about  $1*35  per  hamper.  Growers 
are  receiving  Jgf-k$  Per  pound  on  pack-out  weights.    Shipments  for  the  sea- 
son to  mid-July  totaled  260  cars. 

"Cauliflower  is  rather  scarce;  limited  quantities  are  available  mostly 
for  mixed  cars,  which  are  also  including  some  local  celery.     The  demand  for 
lettuce  continues  slow,  in  face  of  poor  to  ordinary  quality  now  available."

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5b.    EASTERN  SHORE  POTATO  MOVEMENT  PASSED  ITS  PEAK 

According,  to  , information  in  .a  letter  of  July  11  from  V.  E.  Nicholson, 
at  Focomoke  City,  Hd.  ,  —Thursday ,  July  7»  'probably  will  stand  as  the  day  of 
heaviest  movement  of  potatoes  from  the  Eastern  Shore.    About  5^7  cars  were 
billed  that  -day,  compared. with  a  peak  of  $11  cars  on  July  8  last  year.  The 
biggest  week  this  season  was  the  week" of  July  3~9»  when  the  Eastern  Shore  of 
Virginia  forwarded  2,U^5  cars  and  Maryland  about  135  cars.    Digging  is  about 
finished  in  Northampton  County  and  is  progressing  rapidly  in  Accomac  County, 
Virginia.    Possibly  three-rf ourths . of  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  crop  has 
been  shipped  to  date.     Competition  of  Kansas  and  Missouri  stock  is  quite  keen 
in  territory  west  of  Cleveland,  so  that  few  Eastern  Shore  potatoes  are  going 
into  that  territory.    F.o.b.  prices  recently  have  been  declining.  Mr. 
Nicholson  added  the  following  comments:-* 

"Shipments  of  both  cucumbers  and  potatoes  by  motor  truck  appear  to  be 
heavier  than  last  year.    Practical'ly  all  of  the  cucumbers  intended  for  mar- 
kets in  eastern  Pennsylvania,  Ifew  Jersey  and  the  New  York  City  district-  are 
being  moved  by  truck.     Tonnage  of  potatoes  moving  in  this  manner  probably  is 
heavy,  although  it  is  a  relatively  small  percentage  of  the  total  crop. ;  It 
is  estimated  locally  that  probably  10$  of  the  Eastern  Shore  potatoes  are  going 
to  market  by  motor  truck." 

Under  date  of  July  13,  the  following  additional  report  came  from  the 
Pocomoke  City  off ice: - 

" The  Eastern  Shore  potato  season  is  drawing  toward  the  close.  Future 
shipments  from  Virginia  are  expected  to  be  very  light,  and  this  week  probably 
will  see  the  peak  of  Maryland  shipments.    It  is  rather  difficult  to  estimate 
the  number  of  cars  remaining  in  Virginia,  but  as  many  as  1,200  to  1,500  cars 
may  yet  be  shipped.    Maryland  movement  may  run  around  800  to  J00  cars  more. 

"While  the  market  has  been  quite  dull  during  the  past  week,  there 
appears  to  be  some  tendency  toward  a  reaction  at  this  time.    Shipments  from 
this  section  must  necessarily  be  rather  light  during  the  remainder  of  the 
season  and,  while  New  Jersey  stock  is  already  beginning  to  appear  in.  the  mar- 
kets,  it  is  thought  that  the  carlot  movement  from  that  State  will  be  somewhat 
limited  until  around  August  1. 

11  The  cucumber  season  around  Salisbury  is  about  ended.    Probably  there 
will  be  a  fair  movement  from  that  section  today  and  Wednesday,  with  a  compara- 
tively light  movement  for  the  next  few  days.     Quality  has  been  generally 
good  this  year,  and  prices  have  been  much  better  than  last  season.  Yields 
have  been  lighter  than  last  year,  but  it  is  believed  that  .growers  made  a 
profit  on  the  crop.     Probably  as  much  as  60$  of  the  crop  has  been  moved  by 
motor  truck. "  ••  = 

6b .     IF  YOU  STILL  Y/ISH  TRUCK-CROP  HEPOP.TS,  TELL  CROP  ESTIMATES  DIVISION 

As  an  economy  measure,  the  Truck  Crop  Section  of  the  Division  of  Crop 
and  Livestock  Estimates  is  reducing  as  much  as  possible  its  mailing  list  for 
the  estimates  of  commercial  truck  crops.  It  is. not  intended  that  offices  of 
the  Market  News  Service  shall  be  eliminated  from  these  mailing  lists,  but 
the  circularizations  which  have  been  sent  out  should  be  returned  promptly  by 
all  offices  that  desire  to  continue  receiving  the  reports. 

This  applies  only  to  the  permanent-  market  stations  of  the  News  Service, 
as  reports  for  the  temporary  field  offices  are  not  handled  on  the  regular 
mailing  'lists.  B  . 
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7b.    A  REVIEW  OF,. IMPERIAL  VALLEY  CANTALOUPS  SEASON 

On,.  July  1 5 ,  A./S.  Prugh  at  Brawley  published  an  interesting  seven- 
paged  review  of  the  193^  Imperial  Valley  Cantaloupe  Season.     It  contains 
many  valuable  data.     The  first  two. -paragraphs  are  quoted  below:- 

" After  this  cantaloupe  deal  in  Imperial  Valley,  few  people  familiar 
with  conditions  here  will  claim  that  the  da3r  of  miracles  is  past,  or  that 
the  supposedly  impossible  cannot  happen.    They  witnessed  shippers,  handling 
over  95$  of  the  Valley  acreage,  working  together  through  a  clearing  house  to 
hold  movement  down  to  .around  2 50  cars  a  day  in  the  heaviest  period.    They  • 
also  saw  shippers  stop  picking  altogether  on  Friday,  June  10,  Sunday,  June  19, 
and  Saturday,  June  25.    A  few  years  ago,  one  would  have  been  accused  of  the 
wildest  flight  of  imagination  to  have  suggested  that  cantaloupe  picking  would 
ever  te  stopped  for  a  day  around  the  peak,  and  in  recent  seasons  the  peak  was 
a  daily  movement  of  around  500  cars.     Cantaloupes  are  extremely  perishable 
and,  when  picking  is  stopped  for  a  day,  stock  ready  to  ship  is  lost.     For  the 
12-day  period  from  June  9  (the  day  prorating  started)  to  June  20  inclusive, 
2,590  cars  of  cantaloupes,  Honey  .Dews  and  Honey  Balls  were  shipped,  an  aver- 
age of  215  a  day.    With  Perfectos  coming  on  fast  at  this  time,  it  is  very 
likely  that  an  average  of  U5O  cars  or  a  total  5,500  carloads,  could  have  been 
loaded  during',  these  12  days;  and  even  with  the  curtailed  movement  at  this 
time;  the  cash  carlot  price  on  standard  U5*s  ranged  mostly  only  $1-$1.10  and 
the  Chicago  jobbing  market  $2.25-^2.50.    Freight  and  refrigeration  on  standard 
crates  to  Chicago  is  about  $1.32  and  to  Hew  York  about  $1.57* 

"The  loss  to  shippers  last  year  was  estimated  at  $1,500,000.  Normal 
or  unrestricted  movement  this  season  probably  would  have  resulted  in  'red  ink* 
over  twice  that  amount.     It  was  the- opinion  that  over  6,000 '.  carloads  rotted  in 
the  fields,  which  saved  the  growers  and  shippers  the  picking,  packing,  and 
perhaps  freight  charges.     In  1931>  as  the  depression  continued,,  people  were 
dispensing  with  luxuries.    As  it  swept  on  through  1932»  they  were  drawing  the 
blue  pencil  through  the  list  of  semi -luxuries,  and  cantaloupes  may  be  consid- 
ered a  semi-luxury  in  the  category  of  food.     In  a  tense  situation  confronting 
our  country,  a  famous  statesman  coined  the  phrase:     'United  we  stand,  divided 
we  fall.1     This  could  well  be  applied  to  a  possible  marketing  catastrophe 
faced  by  the  melon  industry  in  Imperial  Valley  this  season." 

8b.     LOS  ALTGSLES  RECEIVES  MOST  OF  ITS  PRODUCE  BY  MOTOR 'TRUCK 

Los  ingeles  last  year  received  a  total  of-  62,256  carloads  of  fruits 
and  vegetables  on  its  markets  from  IS. states,  Hawaii,  and  six  foreign  coun- 
tries, according  to  the  agricultural  department  of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of 
Commerce.    Of  this  volume,"  California  supplied  51,997  carloads,  orl83»5$« 
The  area  within  100  miles  of  the  Los  Angeles  markets , contributed  29;gl7  car- 
loads, or         of  the  total  receipts  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 

Practically  the  entire  receipts  originating  within  an  area  of  25O  miles 
of  the  city  are  brought  in  by  truck,  reflecting  the  development  in  recent 
years  of  highways  stretching  into  producing  districts  on  every  side.  Trucks 
also  hauled  produce  from  points  up  to  500  miles  distant. 

Truck  receipts  accounted  for  Gkfo  of  the  total  unloads,  or  UO,012  car: 
loads,  of  which  2c,S17  cars  or  75$  were  produced  within  100  miles  of  the  city. 
It  is  reported  that  market  garden,  acreage  in  this  area  has  increased  from 
3,200  acres  in  1925  to  around  5,000  acres  in  1931 1  and  that  much  land  contig- 
uous to  the  city,  formerly  in  field  crops  or  fruits  and  even  idle  lands,  has 
been  put  to  intensive  use  during  the  past  decade. 
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9b .     GOOD  PRICES  BEING  PAID  FOR  NORTH  gABOLINA  PEACHES 

The  first  field  letter  of  this  season  from  Candor,  iT.C,  was  sent  by 
H.  P.  Willson  on.  July  19:- 

"Peach  shipments  from  North  Carolina  will  be  light  this  week,  most 
of  the  movement  being  Hileys.     Georgia  Belles  will  get  under  way  about 
July  25,  with  possibly  a  few  this  week,  depending  to  a  large  extent  on  the 
weather  conditions.    Most  estimates  for  North  Carolina  shipments  of  this 
week  are  less  than  100. cars. 

"For  the  past  three  weeks  there  has  been  practically  no  rain  in  this 
section,  and  some  moisture  at  this  time  would  add  materially  to  the  volume 
and  also  hasten  maturity  of  the  fruit.    Hileys  have  been  ripening  much  more 
slowly  than  expected.    Earlier  in  the  season  it  was  generally  predicted  that 
this  variety  would  be  cleaned  up  around  this  date. 

"At  the  present  time  there  is  more  activity  in  the  Sandhill  section 
than  has  been  experienced  in  a  number  of  seasons.     There  are  a  large  number 
of  cash  buyers  on  the  ground,  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  the  Belles  and 
Slbertas  has  been  sold  on  contract  for  future  delivery  at  prices  ranging 
mostly  $1.50-$2  per  bushel.    Not  all  of  the  buyers  are  from  the  eastern  mar- 
kets.    There  are  at  least  two  from  as  far  west  as  Chicago,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  distribution  of  North  Carolina  peaches  will  be  widespread. 

"In  contrast  to  last  season,  when  the  opening  f.o.b.  price  on  U.S.  No.l 
Hileys,  medium  to  large  size,  was  $1  per  six-basket  crate,  the  price  this  sea- 
son was  $2.50  per  crate." 


10b.    MS  01"  NORTHWESTERN  APPLES  AND  RASPBERRIES 

J.  D.  Hamilton  included  the  following  remarks  in  a  review  issued  at 
Portland,  Oregon,  on  July  11:- 

"First  reports  on  northwestern  aople  production  are  sketchy.  Hood 
River's  j^ield  this  year  promises  to  show  the  greatest  increase  over  last  sea- 
son's pack-out  of  any  major  district  in  the  Northwest.    LaG-'rande -Union  dis- 
trict advised  that  production  may  be  less  than  first  anticipated,  due  to  very 
heavy  drop.     The  main  Yakima  and  Wenatchee  districts  show  no  immediate  varia- 
tion from  early  reports.     The  argument  relative  to  possible  elimination  of  C 
Grade  from  northwestern  shipments  has  not  yet  been  settled.     Cold  storages 
are  practically  cleaned  up,  and  much  of  the  present  shipment  volume  represents 
new-crop  loadings  of  Transparents.    A  few  Gravensteins  are  appearing  on  local 
markets,  and  California's  1.,  500-1,700  car  crop  of  Gravensteins  is  just  start- 
ing this  week.     California  shippers  quoted  $1.25  per  box  last  week,  and 
announced  intentions  of  quoting  around  $1  for  July  IL-lty  shipment.    No  cars  '. 
of  C  Grade  Gravensteins  will  move  from  California,  according  to  recent  ship- 
pers' announcements. 

"About  35  cars  of  fresh  raspberries  have  moved  from  the  Gresham,  Oregon, 
district,  with  Puyallup- Sumner  shipments  ranch  heavier.     Loadings  declined  to- 
ward the  week --end  however,  due  to  poor  market  conditions.    Most  of  the  fresh 
raspberry  movement  is  destined  for  the  north-central  States,  with  some  movement 
to  California.    Yields  are  smaller  than  first  anticipated,  due  to  prevalence 
of  small  berries  resulting  from  hot  dry  weather  during  June.    With  cannery 
prices  of  about  3^  per  pound  and  picking  costs  1^-1-|^  per  pound,  the  berry 
crop  is  ve:<^  unprofitable  to  producers." 
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1  lb  .     FEATURES  OF  TEE  1932  AP.IZOITA  CAITTALQUPS  SEASON 

The  following  report  came  from  B.  E.  Surry,  at  Phoenix,  under  date 
of  July  lo:- 

"A  very  unsatisfactory  Arizona  cantaloupe  season  is  rapidly  drawing 
to  a  close.    Hundreds  of  carloads  of  good-quality  melons  have  "been  left  in 
the  fields,  owing  to  low  prices  in  terminal  markets.    Several  shippers  aban- 
doned the  deal  early  in  the  week,  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  Shippers1 
Association  have  been  prorating  movement  from  Salt  River.  Valley  at  a  maximum 
of  50  cars  daily.     Total  movement  from  Arizona  this  week  probably  will  amount 
to  less  than  S00  cars.    Any  general  improvement  in  market  conditions  probably 
would  result  in  heavier  shipments  for  the  early  part  of  next  week.  Most 
fields,  however,  are  past  salvaging,  regardless  of  price. 

"There  has  been  practically  no  f.o.b.  market  for  the  past  week. 
Demand  has  been  very  slow,  with  only  an  occasional  sale  being  made.  Perfectos 
have  returned  only  65^-75^  on  a  cash  basis  for  jumbo  crates,  with  almost  no 
demand  for  standard  crates  or  for  other  varieties.    Vine-ripened  and  precooled 
stock,  in  some  instances,  has  netted  high  as  $1  per  crate. 

"Other  features  of  the  deal,  besides  low  prices  and  heavy  wastage  in 
the  fields,  include  the  following:-    good  quaJLity;  fairly  satisfactory  grow- 
ing and  harvesting  weather;  considerable  increase  in  acreage  of  Perfectos, 
amounting  to  ^,h2~J  acres  in  the  State,  as  compared  with  2,631  acres  last  year. 
The  acreage  of  Hale*s  Best  totals  ^,111  this  year,  compared* with  10,312  acres 
planted  in  1931*     Considerable  acreage  of  Hale's  Best  left  unharvested  this 
season  was  not  included  in  the  report  on  acreage  harvested.     Increased  use  of 
precooling  of  cantaloupes  in  the  Salt  Paver  Valley  also  has  been  a  feature 
this  year,  and  there  was  a  trend  towards  greater  use  of  the  shed  pack,  in 
preference  to  grading  and  packing  the  melons  in  the  field." 

12b .    MOVEIvISlTT  OP  GEORGIA  WATERMELONS  RELATIVELY  LIGHT 

R.  M.  Peterson  wrote  as  follows  from  Macon  in  a  letter  of  July  19"- 
"Extremely  hot  weather  has  hastened  the  maturity  of  Georgia  watermelons 
and  has  reduced  the  quantity  of  marketable  melons  because  of  sunburn.  Much 
of  the  stock  now  being  loaded  from  the  older  fields,  south  of  the  Macon  sec- 
tion,  is  showing  sunburn,  and  some  localities  are  heavily  infected  with 
Anthracnoee.     The  Dixie  Belles  predominate  in  the  central  Georgia  section 
and  Thurmond  Grays  are  next  in  importance,  with  plantings  of  Tom  VJatsons  very 
light.    .Dixie  Belles  are  suffering  most  from  sunburn , • and  the  Thurmond  Grays 
seem  to  be  affected  most  with  Anthracnose. 

"Unless  the  temperature  moderates, harvesting  of  the  watermelon  crop 
in  the  Macon  section  will  be  of  short  duration,  with  good  melons,  free  from 
sunburn,  in  the  minority.     This  would  be  a  repetition  of  the  south  Georgia 
situation,  where  cars  of  good-quality  melons  have  been  scarce  throughout 
most  of  the  season.     Had  the  loadings  been  restricted  to  good  quality,  the 
shipments  from  Georgia  would  have  been  very  light.    Although  shipments  from 
Florida  and  Georgia  to  date  have  been  only  slightly  more  than  half  as  heavy 
as  those  of  last  season  to  this  time,  prices  have  been  consistently  lower  at 
shipping  points.     In  fact,  the  light  peak  movement  of  late  June  brought  the 
shipping-point  market  to  a  point  below  that  reached  in  1930 >  a  year  of 
extremely  heavy  movement.     The  recovery  has  been  very  slow,  with  no  activity 
shown  until  the  last  few  days." 
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1  yo .    ACTIVE  IHTSPJSST;  ggjj  SHOTO  -I H  GEORGIA  ELBERTA  PSACH5S 

The  following  comments  were""  included  in  a  letter  of  July  19  from 
R.  S.  Keller,  of  the  Macon  office: - 

^•jPhe  movement  of  Georgia  peaches  continues  unusually  light,  with  for- 
wardings  to  date  -  amounting  to.  only  S56  cars.    Upon  harvesting  and  packing, 
the  crop  is  turning  out  extremely  short.    Estimates  for  total  carlot  move- 
ment have  now  dropped  to  around  1,500  or  1,600  cars,  compared  with  nearly 
13,600  last  .year.    Hi  leys -are  practically  finished  and  only  100  to  15O  Cars 
of  Georgia  Belles  remain  to  he  moved.    Harvesting  of  Elbertas  is  expected 
to  start  in  vol'ome  next  week  (July  2U-3O)  ,  and  continue  "through  the  first 
of  August. 

"Speculative. activity  had  been  very  quiet  on  Elbertas,  as  compared  wit! 
the  other  varieties'j  until  last  week,  when  shortness  of  the  Slberta  crop  "be- 
came very  evident  and  the  demand  picked  up.    Many  orchards  of  Elbertas  were 
purchased  outright  at  $2  per  bushel  or  per  crate  for  all  the  U.S.  No.  1  stoci 
The  prevailing  price  before  this  time  had  been  around  $1.50-$1.75>  with  few 
sales  consummated.    Hileys-  cleaned  up  strong  at  $2.50  per  crate  of  medium  to 
large  stock  and  $2.25  for  the  smaller  peaches.   'First  sales  of  Georgia 
Belles  are  moving  at  about  the  same  figure."

It  recently  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Washington  office  that 
some  of  our  branch  offices,  through  error,  have  been  furnished  manila 
envelopes  which  bear  the  name  of  other  bureaus,  for  mailing  reports.  In 
the  past  there  have  been  occasions,  where  the  manufacturers  of  envelopes  have 
made  similar  mistakes  and  shipped  envelopes  to  offices  of  our  Bureau,  which 
should  have  been  shipped  to  other  bureaus,  and  these  envelopes  were  used  by 
branch  offices  without  noticing  that  they  were  printed  with  the  name  of 
another  bureau.

1  c .     SPECIAL  INSTRUCTIONS  REGARDING-  ISSUANCE  OF  EXPORT  FORM  CERTIFICATE 

The  question  has  "been  raised  as  to  the  number  of  San  Jose  scale 
(not  scale  marks)  which  may  be  present  before  San  Jose  scale  should  be 
scored  against  the  Export  Form  requirements.     The  answer  is  that  every 
apple  having  a  living  San  Jose  scale  must  be  scored,  regardless  of  the  num- 
ber of  insects  which  are  present.    Under  the  French  Quarantine,  one  scalo 
on  an  apple  is  just  as  objectionable  as  a  half  dozen,  and  it  should  be  roe* 
membered  that  there  is  absolutely  no  tolerance  for  San  Jose  scale  in  apples 
or  pears  exported  to  France.    A  single  scale  disqualifies  a  carload  of  frui£# 

Tnile  there  is  a  tolerance  of  2f0  San  Jose  scale  in  the  requirements 
for  the  Export  Form  Certificate,  this  will  mean  not  more  than  hfo  of  the 
fruit  in  any  one  container  may  carry  scale.     Supervising  inspectors  should 
instruct  all  inspectors  that,  when  one  package  contains  more  than  of 
fruit  with  San  Jose  scale,  there  is  no  need  to  look  farther,  because  the  lot 
will  not  deserve  the  Export  Form  Certificate. 

There  will  be  no  occasion  for  reporting  the  presence  of  less  than  2f0 
of  scale  on  the  certificate.    A  lot  showing  not  more  than  2^  of  scale  meets 
the  requirements  for  the  Export  Form,  and  there  is  no  need  to  state  the 
exact  amount  on  the  inspection  certificate.    At  shipping  point,  however, 
when  scale  is  present  in  excess  of  2?0,  it  should  be  reported.     This  will  be 
a  warning  to  receiving-point  inspectors  and  to  the  Plant  Quarantine  officials 
that  examination  has  been  made  for  scale,  and  a  request  for  another  inspec- 
tion at  the  port  of  export  can  be  declined  in  the  same  way  that  a  request 
for  another  chemical  analysis  is  refused  on  a  car  of  apples  which  has  been 
refused  the  Export  Form  at  shipping  point  on  account  of  excessive  spray 
residue.    Therefore,  when  the  shipping-point  inspector  finds  scale  in  ex- 
cess of  2Jp,  the  following  notation  should  be  made  after  Remarks :- 
"Scale  noted." 

The  plan  -which  was  adopted  last  season  with  regard  to  certification 
of  private  brands  which  are  used  in  some  of  the  northwestern  States,  such 
as  Blue  Ribbon,  Red  Ribbon,  etc.,  will  be  in  effect  again  this  year.  While 
these  brands  are  generally  recognized  a3  representing  certain  grades,  the 
British  Apple  Order  requires  that  the  boxes  be  marked  as  to  grade,  which 
means  that  they  must  be  marked  as  "Extra  Fancy"  or  "Fancy,"  as  the  case  may 
be.     At  the  port  of  export,  a  separate  British  Special  Certificate  will  be 
issued  on  each  car,  and  the  plan  of  issuing  a  special  certificate  on  two  or 
more  carloads  comprising  one  shipment  will  be  discontinued. 

Shipping-point  supervisors  should  make  it  a  point  to  inform  shippers 
in  their  territory  regarding  the  changes  in  requirements  of  the  Export  Form 
Certificate  since  last  season.     The  sanitary  certificate  required  under  the 
French  Quarantine  is  entirely  new,  and  shippers  should  be  made  to  understand 
that  it  is  entirely  different  from  the  State  sanitary  certificates  which,  in 
the  past,  have  been  acceptable  in  certain  South  American  countries.    No  in- 
formation is  yet  available  as  to  what  countries  will  accept  the  State  sani- 
tary certificates,  but  special  efforts  should  be  made  to  place  full  informa- 
tion in  the  hands  of  shippers  regarding  the  Export  Form  and  French  sanitary 
certificates . 
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Item  2c  in  the  Division  Letter  of-' July  "1,  l^JP**  gave  a  summary  of  the  re- 
quirements for' the  Export  Form  Certificates  for  1932*    Shipping-point  in- 
spectors should  "be  warned  not  to  issue  the  Export  Form  Certificate  unless . 
the  apples  meet  all  the  requirements,  especially  the  requirement  that  the 
containers' he  marked  properly.     In  no  case  should  the  Export  Form  Certifi- 
cate "be  issued  unless  the  containers  are  correctly  marked  as  to  grade. 
Supervisors  should  make  certain  that  all  their  inspectors  understand  that 
"both  apples  and  pears  most  "be  up  to  grade,  -.in  order  to  deserve  the  Export 
Form. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  the  number  of  packages  shown  on  the  Export 
Form  Certificate.     This  is  especially  true  if  there  is  more  than  one  grade 
in  a  car,  a  part  of  which  can  he  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  covered 
"by  the  British  Form,  while  the  other  part  of  the  fruit  is  of  a  lower  grade 
which  cannot  "be  exported.     There  may  he  times  when  it  is  impossihle  for  the 
inspector  to  get  this  information  hut  it  generally  appears  on  the  certifi- 
cates from  most  of  the  States.     In  cases  where  definite  information  does  not 
appear  on  the  certificate,  the  inspectors  at  port  of  export  do  not  have  the 
information  necessary  to  issue  the  British  Special  Form. 

In  two  or  three  instances  last  year,  shipping-point  inspectors  either 
wrote  or  wired  to  exporters  or  "brokers  to  correct  their  certificates.  More 
care  in  the  preparation  of  the  certificates  and  a  better  understanding  as  to 
the  requirements  would  materially  reduce  the  necessity  for  corrections. 
Moreover,  the  holder  of  a  certificate  should  never  he  directed  to  make  correc 
tions.     This  is  placing  too  much  authority  in  the  hands  of  persons  over  whom 
we  have  no  control.    Fnen  errors  are  discovered  after  a  certificate  has  been 
issued,  a  corrected  certificate  should  be  issued  and  copies  mailed  to  all 
parties  who  receive  a  copy  of  the  incorrect  certificate. 

The  Export  Form  will  not  be  issued  at  the  port  of  export  on  condition- 
only  inspections.    While  this  is  a  matter  that  is  primarily  of  interest  to 
receiving -point  inspectors,  it  will  he  well  for  shipping -point  supervisors 
to  remember  this,  so  they  can  inform  the  shippers  that  they  will  be  unable 
to  secure  the  Export  Form  Certificate  in  the  market,  unless  they  also  secure 
a  certificate  as  to  grade  and  export  standard.     Attention  is  also  called  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  export  standard  fo.r  pears,  and  inspectors  have  no 
right  to  certify  on  the  basis  of  a  standard  which  does  not  exist.

3c.     REVISED  CRAPES  FOR  EXTRACTED  HCLTSY 

The  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  our  own  Bureau  have  issued  jointly  re- 
vised United  States  Standards  for  Extracted  Honey.     These  grades  supersede 
the  U.S.  Standards  for  Extracted  Honey  issued  in  December,  192 7 >  and  pub- 
lished in  Circular  No.  2h.    Mimeographed  copies  of  the  revision  are  being 
sent  with  this  D.L.  to  all  inspectors.      These  grades  were  furnished  through 
Mr.  Pail thorp's  office.

V.  V.  Westgate  sent  the-,  foil  owing  letter  from  Topeka,  Kansas,  on 
July  19:- 

"The  movement  of  Kaw  Valley  potatoes  "began  rather  early  this  sea3on, 
with  the  first  car  loaded  on  J-ane  23.    Up  to  the  Fourth  of  July,  approxi- 
mately 350  cars  had  "been  shipped.    Aside  from  "being  feathered,  practically 
all  of  this  stock  was  of  very  good  quality.    A  heavy  rain  on  the  night  of 
the  Fourth  delayed  digging  and  materially  reduced  the  number  of  shipments 
during  the  remainder  of  that  week.    Most  of  the  stock  which  was  loaded 
during  the  week  of  July  h  to  9  Ws-S  of  Kb.  2  quality,  on  account  of  "being 
excessive^  dirty.    Digging  "began  in  earnest  the  next  week.    On  Monday, 
July  11,  we  inspected  198  cars  and  on  Tuesday  190  cars.    By  this  time  the 
market  was  slipping,  and  digging  and  loadings  hegan  to  he  lighter.  During 
the  entire  week  of  July  10  to  lb,  we  inspected  about  65O  cars.  However, 
due  to  the  combination  of  hot  weather  and  low  prices,  the  movement  on 
Friday  and  Saturday  was  very  light. 

"According  to  the  July  estimates,  there  should  "be  a  total  of  about 
3,900  cars  in  the  Kaw  Valley.    Thus  far,  approximately  1.U00  cars  have 
rolled,  which  leaves  ahout  two-thirds  of  the  crop  yet  to  go.    At  present, 
it  looks  as  if  the  inspection  deal  will  move  very  slowly  until  there  is 
at  least  a  1^6  or  20^  advance  in  the  market.     If  that  advance  fails  to 
materialize,  I  look  for  shipments  to  drag  out  even  into  September.  You 
will  note  on  3rour  1Q2S  records  that  inspections  continued  fairly  heavy  to 
October.    I  trust  ^se  shall  have  no  repetition  of  that  condition  this  year. 
All  shipments  which  move  out  of  the  Kaw  Valley  from  June  15  to  September  1 
must  be  inspected  and,  of  course,  a  stringing  out  of  the  shipments  over  a 
long  period  may  add  to  the  difficulties  of  our  inspection  work." 


5c .     GOOD  PROSPECTS  FOP  GP.ArE  IiTSPECTIOl'  WORK  I  IT  APJCALTSAS 

P..  B.  Landrum  wrote  as  follows  from  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  in  a  letter  dated 
July  18:- 

"I  spent  Thursday  and  Friday  of  this  past  week  in  the  grape  district 
of  northwestern  Arkansas,  looking  over  the  situation  and  interviewing  shippers 
in  order  to  ascertain,  as  closely  as  possible,  what  our  prospects  for  inspec- 
tion may  amount  to  this  season.    Growers  and  shippers  all  agree  that  the  grape 
crop  this  year  will  be  larger  than  that  in  1926.    While  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that  a  heavy  volume  will  move  by  truck,  it  is  the  general  opinion  that  the 
bulk  of  the  crop  will  be  shipped  in  carloads.    We  now  have  applications  for  in- 
spection at  12  points  in  Arkansas,  and  two  (that  are  certain)  in  Missouri.  I 
have  not  yet  visited  the  -Missouri  district,  but  feel  sure  that  inspection  will 
be  requested  at  several  additional  points  in  that  State.     The  shippers,  who 
have  contracted  to  handle  most  of  the  crop,  are  now  endeavoring  to  delay  the 
harvest  until  the  grapes  are  fully  matured;  in  which  case,  movement  will  begin 
at  any  time  from  the  1st  to  10th  of  August. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  will  be  practically  no  work  at  that  time 
in  the  Van  3uren  district,  I  am  planning  to  move  headquarters  to  Springdale, 
Ark.,   for  the  duration  of  the  grape  deal.     Should"  watermelon  work  develop  in  s 
south  Arkansas,  it  will  be  necessary  to  place  a  man  in  charge  and  handle  the 
office  work  connected  with  the  melon  inspection  at  Hope.

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7c.    OKI  OK  INSPECTIONS  UNDER  WAY  I  IT  IOWA 

R.  C.  Lindstrom,  who  is  supervising  shipping-point  work  in  Iowa, 
wrote  the  following  letter  frcm  Des  Moines  on  July  17:- 

11  We  started  onion  inspections  at  Pleasant  Valley  on  July  7.    For  the 
three  days  of  that  week  we  had  22  cars.    The  following  week,  ending  July  16, 
we  had  about  135  cars,  which  is  unusually  heavy  for  that  district  and,  if 
the  weather  holds  good,  we  should  have:  close  to  3^0  cars  inspected  "by  next 
week-end.    This  will  "bring  us  up  to  the  seed  crop  which, at  the  present  time, 
looks  very  good,  and  our  total  inspections  for  the  Pleasant  Valley  district 
should  be  about  k^O  cars..  -.- 

"The  crop  has*  "been "very  uniform  as  to  stand  and  size,  with  an  average 
yield  of  about  a  carload  to  the  acre.     This  is  about  20$  above  normal,  and 
it  is  the  first  year  we  have  not  had  a  lqt  of  Neck  Rot  to  contend  with. 
Most  of  the  cars  are  averaging  h*yf>  .to,         over  2  inches,  the  top  size  in  most 
instances  being  2j  inches  In  diameter,  the  curing  weather  during  the  past 
week  has  been  ideal,  with  the  result  that  the  stock  is  generally  clean  and 
bright.  r 

"I  tried  to  economize  this  year  by  using  only  two  men,  in  addition  to 
myself,  but  due  to  the  scattered  loading. points  and  heavy  loading  it  was 
necessary  to  add  another  man. 

"Today  is  Sunday  and  it  has  been  the  only  chance  I  have  had  to  return 
to  Des  Moines.    I  shall  leave  tomorrow  morning  for  St.  Ansgar,  Iowa,  were  we 
shall  start  cabbage  inspections.     This  will  run  us  up  to  the  onion  work  in 
that  district.  The  hail  did  no  apparent  damage  to  the  onion  crop  up  there, 
as  the  bulbs  had  not  formed  and,  in  three  days  after  the  tops  had  been  cut 
down  by  the  hail,  new  tops  had  formed  2  to.  h  inches  high.     The  prospective 
yield  for  that  district  is  normal,  which  should  give  us  3OO  to  kOO  cars  to 
inspect.    'The  flood  at  Crystal  Lake  will  cut  the  crop  to  about  100  cars, 
all  of  which  we  probably  shall' inspect . 

"We  expect  to  start  cannery  inspections  about  the  first  week  in 
August,  but  the  work  will  be  light t  due  to  the  very  few  canneries  that  will 
operate  this  year." 


gc .    BRIEF  gQTgg  ON  TEE  WORK  Ig  TEXAS 

H.  T,  Longino  included  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of 
July  15  from  the  Austin  office :- 

"I  have  not  written  during  the  past  10  days,  due  to  the  closing  of 
the  Jacksonville  work  and  my  move  to  cantaloupe  shipping  points  around 
Weatherford  and  to  Austin.    I  have  brought  all  of  our  field  records  into 
Austin  and  am  working  out  an  annual  report,  while  taking  care  of  other 
inspection  details. 

"The  State  is  making  an  audit  of  all  of  the  Departments,  and  since 
our  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Inspection  Service  handles  about  $100,000  of  Shippers* 
money  in  fees  collected  for  the  service,  they  are  also  checking  our  records. 
We  gladly  welcome  this  check,  as  it  will  help  us  in  keeping  our  affairs  in 
proper  form.     This  is  the  first  audit  we  have  ever  had,  and  I  have  dug  out 
all  of  the  records  for  the  past  nine  .year. 

"We  have  six  men  on  cantaloupes  near  Weatherford,  working  under  ship- 
pers' guarantee;  one  man  on  Elberta  peaches,  and  about  four  men  closing  the 
Jacksonville  work.    Movement  at  El  Paso  will  not  be  heavy  until  after  next 
week."

le .     CLEVELAND  BROKER  NO?  .GUILTY-  OP '.  FALSE  AND  MISLEADING  STATEMENTS 

The  Secretary  of  -  Agriculture,  hag  dismissed  the  complaint  "brought  by 
the  Georgia  Bureau  of  Markets  against  K..  B. ,  Pocock,  of  Cleveland,  under  the 
Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

This  case  involved  four  cars  of  peaches,  shipped  by  the  Georgia  State 
Bureau  of  Markets  to  Pocock  at  Cleveland,  for  sale  on  account.     The  Bureau 
of  Markets  claimed  that  Pocock  assured  there  was  a  good  market  in  Cleveland 
for  peaches;  that  he  would  handle  the.  fruit  personally,  and  that,  because 
of  Pocock' s  representations  as  to  prices  in  Cleveland,   the  cars  were  diverted 
from  Cincinnati  to  that  market,,  where  they  were  sold  at  prices  much  less  than 
those  which  the  Bureau  of  Markets  had  been  led  to  believe  they  would  receive. 
It  was  charged  that  statements  made  by  Pocock  were  false  and  misleading,  with 
in  the  meaning  of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act.     The  Secretary 
held  that  the  evidence  presented  failed  to  show  that  the  statements  made  by 
Pocock,  either  orally  or  by  wire,-  were  in  violation  of  the  Act. 

2e.     COLUMBUS  DEALER  JUSTIFIED  I  IT  REJECTING  A  CAR  OF  POTATOES 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by 
Phillips  &  Company,  Inc.,  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  against  Wm.  Fisher  &  Sons  Co.,  of 
Columbus,  Ohio,  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

Phillips  sold  Fisher  a  car  of  U.S.  No.  1  potatoes  on  a  delivered 
basis.     The  car  was  inspected  at  shipping  point  in  North  Carolina  and  certi- 
fied as  U.S.  No.  1  .'grade.    Upon  arrival  in  Columbus,  it  was  inspected  for 
condition  and  found  to  have  an  average  of  aboiit  2$  decay,  consisting  of' 
Fusariun  Tuber  Rot,  wet  type,  generally  well  advanced.     In  view  of  the  fact 
that  not  more  than  1$  of  Fusarium  Tuber  Rot,  wet  type,  is  permitted  in  potato 
of  U.S.  No.  1  grade,  the  Secretary  held  that  at  the  time  of  delivery  the  car 
failed  to  make  U.S.  No.  1  grade  and,  therefore,  was  not  good  delivery  under  th 
contract,  and  that  the  respondent  was  entitled  to  reject  it. 

3e .     QUINCY  FIRM  REJECTED  CAR  OF  CITRUS  FRUIT  WITHOUT  REASONABLE  CAUSE 

George  Janssen  &  Co.,  of  Quincy,  111.,  has  been  ordered  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  pay  $78,  with  interest  at  67b  from  February  10, 
1931s   to  &regg  Maxcy,  Inc.,  of  Sebring,  Fla.,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing 
held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

Maxcy  sold  Janssen  a  car  of  citrus  fruit,   to  contain  300  field  boxes 
of  bulk  oranges,  grove  run,  and  60  field  boxes  of  bulk  grapefruit,  grove  run, 
f.o.b.  Hicoria,  Fla.,  for  shipment  to  East  St.  Louis,  111.    Upon  arrival  of 
the  car  at  East  St.  Louis,  it  remained  there  four  days  and  was  then  diverted 
by  Janssen  to  Alton,  111.,  at  which  place  it  was  rejected  for  the  alleged 
reason  that  the  fruit  had  decayed.     Consideration  of  the  evidence  presented 
by  both  sides  led  the  Secretary  to  decide  that  Maxcy  had  tendered  oranges  and 
grapefruit  in  substantial  conformity  to  contract  obligations,  and  that  rejec- 
tion was  without  reasonable  cause.     The  $78,  which  Janssen  was  ordered  to  pa}' 
represents  the  difference  between  the  original  contract  price  and  the  resale 
price  of  the  car  after  rejection. 
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tie .     CHICAGO  FIRM  IS  DENIED  DAMAGES  ON  CAR  0?  CALIFORNIA  TOMATOES 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  "brought  by 
La  Mantia  Bros.  Arrigo  Co.,  of  Chicago,  against  S.  N.  Beard  &  Co.,  of  Los 
Angeles,  as  a -result  of  a  "hearing  held  under  the  P. A. C.  Act. 

Beard  sold  La  Mantia  Bros.  Arrigo  Co.  two  cars  of  tomatoes,  f.0.0. 
California^  to  be  -B^foV.S.  Ho.  1  quality  at  shipping  point,  the  sale  being 
made  for  cash,   rolling,  acceptance  subject  to  condition  inspection  at  31 
Paso-,  Texas..-    This  inspection,  was  made  and  communicated  to  the  "buyer,  who 
paid  for  the  tomatoes  by  air-mail  check,  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  cars. 
Upon  arrival  of  the  cars  in  Chicago,  the  buyer  had  an  appeal  inspection 
made,  by  inspectors  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  which  showed  that  the 
tomatoes  in  FFE-23O3S  graded  approximately         U.S.  No.  1  and  reversed  the 
California  inspection  as  to  permanent  factors  of  grade.    The  buyer  sold  the 
tomatoes  in  this  car  at  a  claimed  loss  of  $591*35>  which  was  stated  to  be 
the  difference  between  what  the  tomatoes  would  have  bean  worth  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract  and  the  market  value  when  they  arrived  in  Chicago. 

The  buyer  claimed  that  the  tomatoes  were  bought  upon  condition  and 
guarantee  that  they  would  .grade  S5$-U»S.  No.  1  upon  arrival  in  Chicago. 
The  seller  claimed  that  the  car  was  to  grade    S5;&  U.S.  "0.  1  at  shipping 
point,  with  a  Government  certificate  to  that  effect;  that  the  car  was  to  be 
inspected  at  31  Paso,  and  was  to  be  "accepted  if  this  report  was  satisfactory 
to  the  shipper,  and  that  no  complaint  was  ma.de  as  to  condition  on  arrival  in 
Chicago.    The  Secretary  upheld  the  .contentions  of  the  shipper  and  dismissed 
the  case. 


5e.    DECISION  IIT  P.A.C.  CASE  HINGED  UPOg  WHETHER  FRUIT  7?  AS  SHIPPED  FROM 
ORIGINAL  3ILLI1TG  POINT  0?  FRQh  STORAGE  IN  TRANSIT 
The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by 
the  Oswego  County  Cooperative  Association,  Inc.,  of  Oswego, :- New  York,  against 
Abe  Rafelson  8  Co.,  of  Chicago,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the 
P.A.C.  Act. 

The  shipper  sold  Rafelson  two  cars  of  Hew  York  State  Bar tlett1  pears , 
U.S.  No.  1  grade,  2  inches  and  up,  f.o.b.  shipping  point.     The  cars  had  been 
moved  from  Oswego,  Kew  York;  were  stored  in  transit  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and 
shipped  from  that  point  to  Chicago.    They  were  rejected  upon  arrival,  both  on 
the  ground  of  condition  and  on  the  ground  that  the 'Contract  was  not  conplied 
with  as  to  the  point  of  shipment  of  the  cars. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  condition  of  the -pears  was  only  important 
as  to  the  time  of  delivery  to  the  carrier  properly  billed  for  shipment,  but 
that  the  case  hinged  on  the  more-important  question  of  the  manner  of  shipment. 
The  confirmation  of  sale  stated  that  the  commodity  was  to  be  shipped  on 
October  6,  1.93.0a  ^7  "Kew  York  shippers"  under  standard  refrigeration.  The 
Secretary  held  that,  by  a  reasonable  interpretation  -of  these  terms,  Rafelson 
could  expect  to  receive  cars  shipped  from  Hew  York  State  on  October  6  and  not 
cars  that  had  been  shipped  from  JTew  York  at  sn  earlier  date  and  stored  in 
transit.    He,  therefore,  held  that  the  complainant  failed  to  deliver  pears 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  that  the  ca.se  should  be 
dismissed.

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6e.     GRANTING  AI-T  ALLOWANCE  ON  CAR  OF  FRUIT  WHEN  IN  FULL  POSSESSION  OF  ALL 
THE  FACTS  PREVENTS  FILING  OF  A  LATER  COMPLAINT  TO  RECOVER  ALLOWANCE 
The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  "brought  by 
Ed.  L.  House,  of  Plant  City,  Fla. ,  against  Hale  Brothers,  of  Morristown,   Tenn. , 
as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities 
Act. 

This  case  involved  failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account  for  a  car  of 
oranges  .and  tangerines.    The  buyer  accepted  the  car  and  paid  the  draft,  but 
later  made  complaint  because  of  the  condition  of  the  tangerines.     The  shipper 
agreed  to  protect  the  buyer  against  lose,  if  the  latter  would  get  a  proper 
notation  in  order  to  support  claim  against  the  railroad.    E.  B.  Hale  testified 
that  he  secured  this  notation  and  forwarded  it  and  a  draft  for  $lU6  to  House. 
House  finally  paid  the  draft  and  filed  claim  against  the  railroad,  which 
claim  was  disallowed.    House  thereupon  filed  a  complaint  under  the  P. A. C.  Act 
on  the  ground  that  the  allowance  of  sjjlUb  had  been  obtained  through  misrepre- 
sentation.    The  Secretary  held  that  the  complainant  paid  the  draft  covering 
the  allowance  while  in  full  possession  of  all  the  facts  and,  thereby,  was 
prevented  from  later  prosecuting  a  complaint  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act. 


7e .     ANY  COMMODITY  SOLD  FOR  RESALE  IN  A  DISTRIBUTING-  MARKET  MUST  BE  IN  A 

MARKETABLE  CONDITION,  ACCORDING  TO  P. A. C.  DECISION 

The  Secretary  of  .Agriculture  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by 
the  Peppers  Fruit  Company,  of  Los  Angeles,  against  the  Morris  Fruit  &  Produce 
Company,  of  Minneapolis,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  P.A.C.  Act. 

Peppers  sold  Morris  a  car  of  U.S.  No.  1  celery,  f.o.b.  Venice,  Califor- 
nia.   Upon  arrival  of  the  car,  it  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not 
in  merchantable  condition  because  of  an  excessive  amount  of  arsenic  spray. 
This  contention  was  supported  by  the  testimony  of  the  Chief  of  the  Minneapolis 
station  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Food  and  Drug  Adminis- 
tration, who  testified  as  to  the  arsenic  content  and  stated  that,  if  the 
celery  had  been  sold  without  being  reconditioned  or  washed,  he  would  have 
recommended  to  the  Department  that  seizure  be  made. 

The  Secretary  held  that  it  is  a  well-known  principle  of  law  that,  in  a 
sale  by  description,  where  the  seller  has  reason  to  believe  the  merchandise 
is  being  bought  for  resale,  the  commodity  must  be  in  a  marketable  condition. 
He  held  -chat  in  this  case  the  goods  were  not  merchantable  and  that  the  buyer 
was  justified  in  rejection. 

ge .     PITTSBURGH  FIRM  NOT  JUSTIFIED  IN  REJECTING  CAR  OF  POTATOES 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  Jesse  B.  Mellor  Company 
and  Jesse  B.  Mellor,  Paul  J.  Riske  and  William  Weinman,  the  partners  therein, 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  to  pay  $92.00,  with  interest  in  the  amount  of  $6.03,  to 
English  &  Oliver,  of  M.t.  Olive,  N.  C.  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under 
the  P.A.C.  Act. 

The  Jesse  B.  Mellor  Company  entered  into  a  contract  with  English  & 
Oliver  to  purchase  one  car  of  No.  1  potatoes  at  $2.50  per  barrel,  delivered  at 
Pittsburgh.     These  potatoes  were  shipped  in  ACL-39513  8Ji^t  upon  arrival  at 
Pittsburgh,  were  rejected  without  reasonable  cause.    Upon  resale  of  the  car, 
a  loss  of  $92.90  was  sustained.    Damages  were  awarded  in  this  amount,  plus  ■ 
interest. 
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9e .    ?3P.^J,::C"  AVJ.AP.DSD  10  A  PSFi7SYIVAI7IA--G?A?E  ASSOCIATION 

The  Secretary-  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  Harlem  Produce  Exchange, 
of  Hew  York  City,  to  pay  $563.^2  with  interest  to  the  Keystone  Cooperative 
Grape  Association,  of  North  East,  Pa. ,  as  a  result  of  a  hearing  held  under 
the  P.A.C.  Act. 

The  Keystone  Cooperative  Grape  Association  sold  the  Harlem  Produce 
Exchange  three  cars  of  grapes.    Upon  arrival,  the  latter  accepted  the  cars 
hut  refused  to  pay  the  drafts  and,  as  the  hills  of  lading  were  attached, 
the  cars  remained  on  the  tracks  for  several  days.     The  shipper  eventually  was 
forced  to  turn  the  cars  over  to  the  broker  for  resale,  the  cars  bringing  con- 
siderably less  than  the  original  purchase  price.     The  shipper  filed  a  complai.i1 
requesting  thai?  damages  he  awarded  in  the  sum  of  $503.^2.     The-  Secretary  found 
however,  that  the  net  amount  received  on  resale  was  less  than  that  shown  in 
the  complaint,  and  that  the  actual  damages  sustained  amounted  to  $5^3*^2 . 
Accordingly,  reparation  award  was  issued  in  that  amount,  plus  interest  at  Sfo 
from  November  1,  1S31- 

lOe .     PIRST  DEALER  PENALIZED  FOR  OPZEATIITG  WITHOUT  A  LICENSE 

Abe  Feterman,  of  Newark,  i".J.,  admitted  violation  of  the  P.A.C.  Act 
in  handling  fresh  fruits  in  interstate  commerce  without  a  license,  and  paid 
a  penalty  of  $100  imposed  hy  the  Court.    No  trial  on  the  facts  was  necessary. 
This  is  the  first  case  in  which  court  action  has  been  taken  for  failure  to 
secure  a  license  under  the  P.A.C.  Act. 

The  suit  against  Abe  Peterman  was  "based  on  his  receipt  in  Newark,  in 
interstate  commerce ,  of  3S  carloads  of  apples  and  grapes  from  points  in  the 
States  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Maryland  and  California  during  the  months 
of  October  and  N0vember,  1331*  Peterman' s  attention  was  repeatedly  called 
to  the  licensing  requirement  of  the  Act,  hut  he  refused  to  appl3r  for  license.

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la.     ABSE1TCE  FRO II  DUTY  OH  ACCOUNT  OF  ELTFORCED  FJRLOUGH 

Referring  further  to  Item  1-a  in  Division  Letter  of  July  15,  193^>  in 
which  was  quoted  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General,-  pending  further 
instructions,  it  will  he  satisfactory  to  schedule  our  work  and  our  plans  for 
leave  during  this  fiscal  year  on  the  basis  of  absence  from  duty  for  2k  working 
days,  as  outlined  in  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General.     This  means  that 
any  employee  who  desires  to  be  absent  from  duty  may  take  at  any  time  as  much 
of  the  enf oread  furlough  as  he  wishes,  provided  he  has  the  approval  of  his 
immediate  superior  and  proper  arrangements  have  been  made  for  taking  care  of 
the  official  work  during  such  absence. 

The  amount  deducted  from  the  salary  will  be  at  the  rate  of  1-J  days1  pay 
for  each  working  day  absent,  until  the  deductions  heave  been  made  for  the  entire 
days,  after  which  leave  without  pay  will  apply,  as  heretofore.  Applications 
for  furlough  leave  should  be  submitted  and  branch-office  records  should  be  kept 
in  the  same  manner  as  has  been  done  for  annual  leave. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  no  penalty  is  attached  to  taking  leave  in 
fractions  of  a  day,  for  in  the  end  only  S  l/3$  P0^  shall  be  deducted,  if  the 
total  absence  within  the  fiscal  year  has  not  exceeded  2k  working  days. 

Since  the  above  item  was  written,  The  B.A.S.  Hews  for  July  2~f  has  pub- 
lished the  following  elaboration  of  the  closing  paragraph:- 

"Fractions  of  a  day  will  be  charged  on  the  records  only  for  the  actual 
amount  of  time  taken,  but  deductions  from  the  payroll  will  be  based  on  the 
1^  days'  pay  for  each  working  day  a.bscnt'or  fraction  'thereof. 11

2  a .     GEORGIA  ELBERT  A  PEACH  MOVEMENT  APPRO  ACKIITG  PEAK 

Although  the  C-eorgia  peach  crop  is  much  lighter  than  that  of  last  year, 
it  is  of  general  interest  to  know  that  peak  of  the  Elbert a  movement  is  expected 
by  the  end  of  next  week,  but  shipments  probably  will  continue  in  volume  until 
the  10th  of  August.    R.  S.  Keller,  who  sent  this  information  from  Macon,  also 
added  that,  if  the  State  has  soaking  rains"  within  the  next  day  or  two,  the 
peach  deal  probably  will  close  by  August  6.  - 
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3a.     IMPORTANT  CHANGES  IN  LEAS ED -WIRE  SERVICE 

In  order  to  keep  within  the  reduced  appropriation  for  market-news  work 
during  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  following  changes  will  he  made  in  the 
leased-wire  service:- 

SPOKANE  and  BOISE  will  he  dropped  from  the  leased  wire  on  July  30,  hut 
service  to  those  offices  will  he  resumed  on  Septemher  1  to  continue  until  the 
end  of  January,  after  which  the  leased-wire  service  will  he  discontinued  for 
the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year. 

FARGO  leased-wire.  service  will  he  discontinued  during  the  month  of 
August,  to  he  resumed  from  Septemher  1  to  December  '31  '.and-  then  discontinued 
for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year. 

NASHVILLE  will  he  dropped  from  the  leased  wire  on  July  30  and  the 
service  to: that  office  will  he  resumed  only  during  May  and  June,  1933* 

MONT(X)MERY,  JACKSON  and  NgW  OHgAgS  will  he  discontinued  from  the 
leased  wire  from  now  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

A  limited  market-news  program  on  certain  products  will  he  provided  for 
all  of  these  offices  hy  commercial  telegraph  during  the  period  that  the  leased 
wire  is  not  operation  at  the  respective  offices. 

ha.     PREPARATION  OP  I-lOxTTKLY  PAY  ROLLS  III  THE  FIELD 

In  preparing  monthly  pay  rolls,  show  under  "Gross  Amount  Earned"  the" 
full  "basic  salary  for  the  month;    under  "Retirement"  the  amount  of  the  retire- 
ment deduction  on  full  salary;    under  "Other"  the  equivalent  of  2-J-  days' 
salary  (this  figure  "being  computed  on  the  hasic  salary  without  retirement 
deduction) ,  and  under  "Net  Amount  Paid"  the  gross  amount  minus  retirement  and 
other  deduction.    On  the  face  of  the  voucher,  the  amount  shown  should  he  the 
gross  amount  minus  the  2%-  days'  salary  deduction  only. 

This  is  "based  on  the  assumption  that  not  over  2  days'  furlough  has 
"been  taken  within  the  month.    If  more  than  2  days'  furlough  is  involved,  an 
additional  1-J  days1  gross  salary  should  he  included  in  the  column  headed 
"Other"  and  be  deducted  from  "Net  Amount  Paid"  for  each  day's  or  fractional 
day's  absence  above  the  regular  2  days1  furlough. 

Next  week's  issue  of  The  3.  A.  E.  News  will  carry  complete  instructions 
regarding  salary  deductions  and  retirement  deductions  for  cooperative  employees, 
whose  salaries  are  paid  partly  hy  this  Bureau  and  partly  hy  the  State  or  other 
cooperating  agency.

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lb .     HEAT  WAVE  CAUSES  MUCH  DAMAGE  TO  KANSAS  AND  MISSOURI  POTATOES 

R.  E.  Corbin  sent  the  following  letter  from  Kansas  City  on  July  25:- 
"  The  Kaw  Valley  and  Orrick  potato  season  has  "been  very  interesting  this 
year  "because  of  its  extremes.    Yields  are  unusually  heavy  in  "both  sections. 
Quality  is  the  "best  in  years,  especially  around  Orrick,  Missouri.    Let  us  say, 
rather,  that  it  was  the  "best  before  the  territory  was  afflicted  with  the  long- 
continued  heat  wave,  which  has  had  disastrous  effects. 

"The  first  surprise  of  the  season  was  the  initial  heavy  digging  in  the 
Orrick  district.    Heavy  rains  in  Oklahoma  and  Arkansas  caused  shipments  in  those 
States  to  fall  off,  and,  as  the  market  was  in  good  condition,  Missouri  growers 
"began  digging  suddenly  and  dug  heavily  during  the  week  of  June  27-July  2.  On 
July  3  and  U,  there  were  heavy  rains  over  the  whole  district,  which  delayed 
digging  to  some  extent  and  caused  considerable  trouble  from  dirt  for  several 
days  afterwards      Markets  declined,  partly  on  account  of  the  dirty  condition 
of  the  stock  and  "because  of  the  increasing  supplies.    But  returns  were  fairly 
good  until  July  12,  when  the  f.o.b.  price  for  U.S.  Ho.  1  Cobblers  dropped  to 
around  75^  in  the  Kaw  Valley  and  Orrick  districts,  with.  Combination  Grade  at 
60^-65^  per  sack. 

"Hot  weather  had  set  in.    The  market  declined  steadily  from  the  12 th  to 
the  ISth  of  July,  when  U.S.  No .  l's  sold  for  50^  f.o.b.,  and  Combination  Grade 
and  U.S.  No.  2»s  ranged  30^~^5^«    At  this  time  the  long-continued  heat  was  be- 
ginning to  affect  the  potatoes  in  the  ground.    Practically  all  stock  dug  showed 
some  heat  damage,  which  was  followed  by  decay  as  the  cars  arrived  on  city 
markets.    This  damage  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  during  the  past  few  days 
Chicago  reported  some  shipments  sold  as  low  as  $5  per  carload. 

"Digging  has  now  practically  ceased  in  both  Kaw  Valley  and  Orrick  sec- 
tions until  the  markets  improve.    Growers  say  they  have  little  hope  for  improved 
condition  in  the  potatoes  until  the  fields  are  visited  by  a  good  rain,  which 
will  rot  out  the  damaged  stock    and  enable  tl© m  to  resume  digging  with  some 
chance  of  obtaining  stock  that  will  carry  to  market  in  better  condition.  As 
usual,  however,  the  price  factor  is  the  big  thing  and,  if  track  holdings  in  the 
large  markets  become  sufficiently  reduced  to  enable  movement  of  potatoes  from 
this  section,  digging  no  doubt  will  be  resumed  to  some  extent,  regardless  of 
condition  of  the  stock.    There  have  been  clouds  and  local  rains  during  the  last 
few  days  but,  up  to  the  present,  no  rain  has  fallen  in  the  potato  producing 
sections  in  sufficient  quantities  to  do  any  good. 

"Orrick  district  of  Missouri  is  probably  S^fo  shipped  out  at  this  time, 
and  the  Kaw  Valley  district  of  Kansas  is  variously  estimated  from  JOfo  to  k0% 
shipped  out.    Probably  the  latter  figure  is  more  nearly  correct,  since  there 
will  be  considerable  shrinkage  in  production  on  account  of  the  hot  weather." 

2b .     PHILADELPHIA  REPORTS  REACH  OVER  1,000,000  NEWSPAPER  SUBSCRIBERS 

According  to  information  from  J.  G.  Scott,  the  complete  Philadelphia 
Market  Report  is  mailed  daily  to  about  1,300  names.    Practically  all  of  this 
rep;ort  is  broadcast  by  Radio  Station  WEI,  and  it  is  published  in  all  the  im- 
portant Philadelphia  and  Camden  newspapers,  having  an  average  daily  circula- 
tion of  .1, 30U,  7S0  copies. 
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3"b .    EASTERN  SHOES  POTATO  SHIPMENTS  MAY  TOTAL  11,500  CARS,  OR  5,000  IESS 
THAg  LAST  YEAR 

V.  H.  Nicholson  wrote  as  follows  from  Pocomoke  City,  Md.,  in  a  letter 
of  July  25,-  his.  last  letter  from  that  field  station:- 

" The  movement  of  Eastern  Shore  potatoes  last  week  decreased  to  a  total 
of  1,535  cars  from  the  two  States  of  Virginia  and  Maryland.    While  Virginia 
shipments  were  much  lighter  than  two  weeks  ago,  it  appears  that  the  peak  of 
the  Maryland  movement  came  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  July  21  and  22.     The  heavier 
movement  of  Virginia  stock  on  Friday  and  Saturday  was  probably  more  of  a  clean- 
up of  the  loaded  cars  on  track  than  anything  else. 

"It  appears  as  if  there  will  be  very  little  more  Ho.  1  stock  to  move 
from  Virginia,  but  fairly  large  quantities  of  Ho.  2's  can  be  shipped  if  the 
market  will  warrant.     Several  truck  operators  are  buying  this  stock  at  a  low 
price  and  ore  trucking  it  to  points  in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Hew  York. 
There  seems  to  be  a  fairly  heavy  truck  movement  of  these  Ho.  2  potatoes  at 
present • 

"A  part  of  the  Maryland  crop  has  not  yet  been  dug,  but  it  seems  that 
little  Ho.  1  stock  will  remain  in  the  fields  after  this  week.  "  Yields  are  run- 
ning somewhat  heavier  in  Maryland  than  in  the  two  Virginia  counties,  and  some 
buyers  are  specifying  that  their  orders  be  filled  with  Maryland  stock. 

"East  Shore  Virginia  shipments  probably  will  fall  short  of  the  10,000- 
car  mark  this  season.    Movement  to  date  amounts  to  9,227  cars,  and  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  over  ^00  or  600  additional  cars  will  move  before  the  end  of  the  season. 
Maryland  shipments  may  not  reach  1,500  cars;     output  to  date  amounts  to  965,  and 
probably  only  500  to  600  cars  remain  in  Maryland.    Of  course,  if  the  market  for 
Ho.  2  stock  shows  some  improvement,  the  shipments  may  run  heavier  than  is  now 
anticipated,  but  there  appears  to  be  little  hope  for  the  market  to  strengthen 
sufficiently  to  absorb  any  large  quantities  of  this  stock." 

lft>.     INTERESTING-  HEWS  OH  TEXAS  HELOHS  AHD  CANTALOUPES 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  July  23  from  W.  D.  C-ooge 
at  Fort  Worth: - 

11  So  far  this  week,  the  Weatherford,  Texas,  watermelon  movement  has  been 
limited  to  one  car,  which  was  billed  out  Thursday.    Rains  on  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday delayed  the  active  shipping  season  again.     Today  being  primary  election 
day  in  this  State,  it  is  not  expected  that  any  cars  will  be  loaded.    The  car 
shipped  Thursday  contained  melons  weighing  an  average  of  30  pounds  and  sold  at 
kOfi  per  cwt.,  f.o.b.  cash  track.     Large  quantities  of  melons  are  being  taken 
locally  in  the  nearby  cities,  being  transported  by  motor  trucks.     There  has  ten 
a  good  demand  during  this  period  of  intense  heat. 

"The  nearby.- cantaloTree  deal  is  in  about  the  same  status  as  the  watermelon 
deal.     Texas  carlo t  movement  is* largely  from  the  southwestern  part  of  the  State 
below  Fort  Stockton.     Quality  is  generally  good,  but  the  demand  is  reported  to 
be  very  irregular.     Cars  loaded  in  north  Texas  are  being  sold  mostly  f.o.b. 
cash  track  at         per  jumbo  crate  and  10^  less  for  standards." 

U-Jb  .     APPROVED  ROADS  I  EE  MARKETS  IN  HEW  JERSEY 

At  least  100  growers  in  six  counties  of  Hew  Jersey  are  operating  roadside 
markets  according  to  the  official  regulations  that  stamp  them  as  "approved"  by 
special  inspection  committees,  according  to  a  report  from  that  State. 
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5b .     IMPORTANT  ITEMS  EE  ALT  III  &  TO  NORTHWESTERN  CROPS 

T.  R«  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  included  the  following  in  a  review 
dated  July  21:- 

"The  action  of  Washington  apple  growers  in  dropping  the  C  Grade  apple 
will  have  a  "beneficial  effect  on  foreign  markets,  in  the  opinion  of  some  prom- 
inent English  importers.    Approximately  S,000  cars  of  C  Grade  apples  will  be 
affected  by  this  action,  according  to  most  reliable  estimates,  but  there  is 
still  considerable  speculation  over  the  ultimate  disposal  of  this  third-grade 
fruit . 

"No  f.o.b.  sales  of  Wine  Sap  apples  have  been  made  recently,  and  shippers 
generally  are  loading  out  the  fruit  and  placing  it  on  the  auctions.    A  few  sales 
of  Extra  Fancy  Winesaps  in  rollers  have  been  made  at  $1.20-$1.H5  per  box, 
delivered.    New-crop  Yakima  Transparcnts  are  a  drug  on  the  market  at  current 
quotations  of  75^  per  tox,  for  f ace-and-f ill  packs. 

"Most  northwestern  cherry  districts  have  completed  harvesting,  with  over 
1,000  cars  shipped  to  date  for  fresh  consumption  or  cannery  use,  compared  with 
less  than  600  cars  last  year.      The  peak  of  the  apricot  season  in  Wenatchee  and 
Yakima  has  been  passed.    Prices  f.o.b.  Yakima  Valley  points  advanced  2\js  per 
box  about  mid-July  to  on  Moorparks  in  l6-pound  boxes.    Early  districts 

will  be  shipping  various  early  varieties  of  peaches  before  July  30. 

"The  market  for  old  potatoes  has  been  a  dismal  failure,  as  prices  for 
stocks  placed  in  storage  by  speculators  several  months  ago  failed  to  advance. 
The  1931-32  movement  from  Yakima  Valley  points  had  reached  5,672  cars  by  mid- 
July.     The  new-potato  movement  is  much  behind  last  year's  shipments,  as  it  has 
aggregated  only  86  cars,  compared  with  220  a  year  ago.     The  last  of  the  early 
Cobblers  have  been  dug  in  the  Kennewick  district,  but  Russets  generally  are 
not  sufficiently  mature  to  begin  digging. 

"Over  600  cars,  consisting  of  straight  and  mixed  carloads  of  lettuce, 
green  peas,  cauliflower  and  celery,  have  been  billed  from  Kent,  Wash.,  so  far 
this  s  eason.    Harvesting  and  shipping  activities  continue  unabated  around  this 
city,  although  a  record  of  30  cars  of  Iceberg  lettuce  on  one  day  has  been 
established  by  a  large  operator  in  Snohomish  County.    Recent  cuttings  of  lettuce 
have  been  of  slightly  better  quality  and,  at  ,an  f.o.b.  cash-track  price  of 
$1»35-$1»50  per  5~c!-ozen  crate,  some  inquiry  has  been  reported.      The  f.o.b. 
market  on  green  peas  for  Seattle  and  nearby  points  has  declined  about  10^  this 
week  to  $1.15~$1.25  per  bushel  hamper." 

6b.    BRIEE  NOTES  ON  COLORADO  CROPS 

Bryce  Morris  wrote  as  follows  from  Denver  in  a  letter  of  July  23:- 
" Aside  from  the  movement  of  mixed  vegetables,  carlot  shipments  of  Colo- 
rado produce  have  been  quite  light  the  past  week.    Very  few  cars  of  cauliflower 
have  been  available,  and  low  prices  have  discouraged  forcing  the  market.  San 
Luis  Valley  cauliflower  will  not  be  ready  in  volume  before  August  10.  Green 
peas  from  that  section  were  moving  in  a  limited  way,  while  lettuce  was  very 
light.     The  hot  weather  of  this  week  and  last  has  caused  a  deterioration  in  the 
lettuce  harvested.      With  eastern  markets  already  overloaded  with  poor-quality 
stock,  there  is  no  incentive  for  shippers  to  load  poor  lettuce  at  this  time. 
Recent  hot  weather,  however,  has  one  advantage  and  that  is  in  the  anticipated 
increased  demand  for  Colorado  vegetables  on  account  of  diminishing  supplies 
in  the;  East  and  Middle  West." 
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7b .     SOME  POTATOES  SOLD  FOR  AS  LITTLE  AS  $5  PER  C  ARID  AD  I  IT  CHICAGO 

In  Ms  daily  market  report  0:1  potatoes  last  Friday,  July' 22',  W..  H.  Hall, 
of  the  Chicago  office,  stated  that  some  carloads  of  "badly-decayed  midwestern 
stock  were  selling  at  "$5  per  car  to  JP$  per  cwt."     In  explanation,  he  sent 
the  following  wire  to  the  Washington  office :- 

" .Apparently  some  confusion  arising  account  of  quoting  potatoes  showing 
heavy  decay  at  $5.  per  car  to  ]>0$  per  cwt.    While;  this  is  an  unusual  condition, 
it  has  happened  "before  during  periods  of  extremely  hot  weather  and  low  prices. 
The  'per  car1  "basis  instead  of  the  'per  cwt.'   oasis  is  under  certain  conditions, 
advisable  because  it  prevents  future  controversy  which  is  almost  certain  with 
heavy  decay.    Many  cars  are  "being  turned  "back  to  the  carriers,  because  they 
will  not  "bring  freight.    The  Chicago  trade  considers  this  a  good  picture  of 
actual  conditions  in  this  market." 


gb.    T7ASKI1TGT01'  C  GRADE  APPLES  TO  BE  WITHHELD 

J .  D.  Hamilton  included  the  following  in  a  northwestern  review  dated 
July  18  at  Portland,  Oregon :- 

"A  very  few  cars  of  apples  'are  moving  from  Yakina  cold  storages,  deal- 
ing up  the  last  holdings.    Gravensteins,  Duchess  and  Transparent s  are  moving 
in  straight  cars  and  mixed  with  other  fruit.    Washington's  decision  to  with- 
hold their  8,000  cars  of  C  Grade  apples  this  year  was  announced  a  week  ago. 
Oregon  has  not  yet  announced  whether  the  same  schedule  will  "be  maintained  in 
that  State. 

"About  2'o0  cars  of  raspberries  have  moved  from  Oregon-Washington 
districts  this  season,  of  which  10:b  originated  in  the  Puyallup -Sumner  district 
and  the  remainder  from  Gresham,  Oregon.     Smaller  markets  between  Denver  and 
Chicago  are  absorbing  most  of  the  offerings,  with  occasional  movement  between 
the  .Mississippi  River  and  the  Atlantic  seaboard.    Satisfactory ■ quality  is 
reported  on  arrival  of  nearly  all  shipments,  with  sales  netting  growers  around 
3^  per  pound  for  their  berries.     Labor  shortage,  due  to  low- picking  prices 
(rjc£  per  pound)  and  several  days'  rain  last  week  resulted  in  considerable 
wastage  and  unharvested  acreage.     Limited  buying  activity  by  canners  has  thrown 
a  large  tonnage  on  local  markets,  with  prices  for  fresh  red  raspberries  and 
loganberries  as  low  as  k0<£~60d  per  crate  of  2U  pints.    Los  Angeles  took  several 
cars  last  week. "

/  FURTHER  1TS":S  ABOUT  GEORGIA  PEACHES 

R.  S.  Keller,  of  the  Macon  office,  sent  the  following  additional  report 
in  a  letter  dated  July  27:-    "Peaches  are  maturing  very  slowly  and,  as  a  result, 
shipments  during  the  past  week  have  been  light.     Georgia  Belles  constitute  the 
bulk  of  the  present  movement,  v.ith  a  few  scattering  cars  of  the  first  Slbertas 
just  starting.     Shipments  of  all  varieties  to  date  total  only  1,0^5  cars,  as 
compared  with  7»572  a  year  ago. 

"Light  shipments  of  Hileys  and  Georgia  Belles,  a  delay  in  maturity  of 
preceding  varieties,  and  light  movement  from  all  other  peach  sections  in  the 
Southeast  have  caused  an  active  demand.    As  a  result,  Hileys  and  Georgia  Belles 
have  both  ended  the  season  with  a  strong  market,  an  almost  unprecedented  situa- 
tion.    First  f.o.b.  sales  of  Elbertas  were  reported  today,  bushels  of  two-inch 
minimum  size  selling  at  $2 , 5Q-$2 . 65 . "  '

In  the  'Watermelon  Products  Circular,  Page  9j  it  is  stated: 

"The  term  lStem-End  Rot'  should  be  applied  only  to  decay  when  the  infection 
occurs  at  the  stem  end."        Diplodia  Rot  or  other  decay  occurring  on  the  side 
of  the  melons  has  "been  reported  as  "Soft  Rot." 

This  practice  has  not  "been  entirely  satisfactory,  "because  of  the  general 
use  of  the  term  "Soft  Rot" . in  reporting  decay,  the  cause  of  which  could  not  "be 
definitely  stated.     It  is  just  as  easy  to  diagnose  Diplodia  Rot  on  the  side  a 
a  melon  as  that  which  occurs  at  the  stem  end.     It  has  "been  decided,  therefore, 
to  report  all  decay  of  watermelons  caused  -by  Diplodia  as  Stem-End  Rot.  When 
Stem-End  Rot  is  reported,  however,  it  should  "be  stated  whether  it  occurs  on 
the  sides  or  the  stem  end  of  the  melons.    These  instructions  supersede  those 
given  in  the  Products  Circular,  referred  to  above. 

2c.    EXPENSES  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  TRAVEL  OP  INSPECTORS  TO  OUTSIDE"  POINTS  '.' 

In  view  of  recent  legislation  canceling  all  subsistence  allowances  on 
an  actual  expense  basis,  question  lias  arisen  regarding  proper  charges  by 
inspectors  to  applicants  in  connection  with  trips  to  outside  points.     It  has 
been  decided  that  the  proper  charge  to  an  applicant  for  subsistence  should  be 
exactly  the  same  as  the  inspector  will  claim  from  the  Government  on  his  re- 
imbursement account.  For~instance,-  if  an  entire  trip  for  an  inspection  is 
made  between  g  a.m.  and  6  p.m.,  no"  charge  to  the  applicant  should  be  made  for 
subsistence  (lunch) ,  as  no  payment  for  subsistence  between  these  hours  will  be 
allowed  under  the  regulations.     If  an  inspector  should  leave,  for  example,  at 
2  p.m.  ana  return  at  10  p.m.,  he  would  be  entitled  to  claim  two  periods  or 
one-half  day,  which  at  $U.OO  per  diem  rate  would  be  $2.00.     The  applicant,  in 
the  latter  example,  should  be  charged  $2.00. 

This  supersedes  instructions  in  Item  lc,  Division  Letter  for  July  25, 
1930,  which  stated  that  meals  should  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  one-fourth  of 
the  per  diem  allowance  for  each  meal. 

When  appeal  inspections  are  made,  which  reverse  shipping-point  certifi- 
cates, neither  fee  nor  traveling  expenses  should  be  charged  to  the  applicant. 
The  expense  account,  however,  should  be  submitted  to  Washington  in  the  usual 
way. 


3c.     SCHEDULES  OF  COLLECTION 

In  transmitting  checks,  including  amounts  paid  for  expenses  in  connection 
with  fruit  and  vegetable  inspections  incurred  after  June  30,  1932,  the  fund  to 
be  credited  should  be  shown  as  "333O3.IS"   (fiscal  year  1933),  instead  of 
"32303. IS,"  which  applied  to  expenses  incurred  prior  to  June  30  (fiscal  year 
1932)  .

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|c,    EXTREMELY  LOW  PRICES  PAID  FOR  WISCONSIN  CHERRIES 

Below  is  ail  exceptionally  interesting  letter,  written  by  M.  A.  Russoll 
of  the  Chicago  inspection  office  under  date  of  July  25.     It  will  be  remembered 
that  Mr.  Russell  supervises  the  shipping-point  work  in  Wisconsin: - 

"I  spent  July  IS  and  19  in  Door  County,  Wisconsin,  where  the  sour  cherry 
crop  was  being  harvested.  •  As  is  generally  known,  this  is  the  small  district, 
confined,  to  the  upper  end  of  the  Door  County  peninsula,  where  the  entire  com- 
mercial cherry  production  of  Wisconsin  is  concentrated.    This  season  there  was 
a  fairly  full  set  of  fruit  on  the  trees,  but  size  and  yield  were  considerabljr 
reduced  by  continued  dry  weather  during  the  month  prior  to  harvesting.    When  I 
was  there,  Ea,rly  Richmonds  were  mostly  picked  and  many  orchards  were  well 
started  on  the  Montmorency  variety. 

"For  several  years  there  have  been  three  large  factors  in  the  marketing 
of  this  crop:-  the  Fruit  Growers  Union  Cooperative  and  two  large  orchard  com- 
panies.    The  Cooperative  has  normally  marketed  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  crop, 
mostly  through  its  canning  plant  at  Sturgeon  Bay  and  two  smaller  cold-pack 
plants.     The  remainder  of  the  cherries  were  nearly  all  grown  and  shipped  or 
canned  by  the  two  large  orchard  companies,  each  of  which  has  its  own  canning 
plant  and  handles  some  fruit  from  independent  growers  in  addition  to  that  from 
its  own  orchards.     In  recent  years  the  proportion  of  the  cherries  canned  has 
steadily  increased  until  last  year  when,  I  understand,  less  than  10$  was  shipped 
fresh,  the  great  bulk  of  the  crop  going  into  cans  and  cold  pack. 

"I  do  not  know  of  any  fruit  district  in  the  Middle  West  more  seriously 
affected  by  economic  conditions  than  this  one.    Up  to  about  a  week  or  10  days 
before  packing  started,  many  did  not  know  whether  their  crop  would  be  picked 
and  harvested.        This  year  the  Cooperative  is  making  no  attempt  to  market 
fresh  fruit  or  to  furnish  its  members  with  crates  for  this  purpose.    Its  factory 
is  in  operation  and  is  getting  a  limited  volume  at  1ft  per  pound.     I  did  not 
learn  whether  this  is  paid  at  once  or  is  to  be  paid  after  growers  have  received 
settlement  for  their  1931  cherries. 

"The  two  independent  orchard  companies  are  also  understood  to  be  in  very 
bad  condition  financially.    A  produce  dealer  from  Marshfield,"  Wisconsin,  appear- 
ed on  the  scene  shortly  before  the  season  opened  and  offered  65^-75^  Per  l6-qt. 
crate.    As  this  provides  a  small  margin  over  cost  of  crates  and  picking,  many 
growers  decided  to  sell  part  of  their  crop  to  this  dealer.    At  the  time  I  was 
there,  he  was  handling  a  considerable  volume.     Shipments  were  almost  entirely 
by  truck,  although  a  few  cars  had  been  shipped. 

"Pickers* were  being  paid  1$  per  quart,  or  just  half  what  they  received 
last  year.     It  was  reported  that  many  had  tried  it  and  quit,  on  account  of  being 
unable  to  earn  enough  to  pay  for  board  and  lodging  at  ^0$  per  day.    But  there 
seemed  always  to  be  others  to  take  their  places. 

"For  the  first  time  in  my  knowledge  of  the  district,  many  of  the  large 
growers  were  allowing  thrifty  buyers  to  enter  the  orchards  and  pick  the  fruit 
themselves.     'Pick  Your  Own  Cherries*  signs  were  common.    On  this  basis,  the 
orchardists  furnished  the  ladders  and  picking  containers,  the  buyer  picking  the 
fruit  and  paying  16  per  quart  for  Early  Richmonds  and  2^  for  Montmorencys. 
These  cherries  were  being  taken  out  of  the  countjr  in  almost  every  kind  of  con- 
tainer, including  milk  cans  and  wash  boilers. 

"From  the  standpoint  of  inspection  on  fresh  shipments,  the  work  in  Door 
County  has  been  diminishing  for  several  years  and  doubtless  will  be  the  lightest 
this  season  since  the  work  was  started.     For  several  2/ears  the  State  has  fur- 
nished inspectors  at  the  canning  plants  to  report  the  'tare'  on  loa.ds  delivered 
by  growers,  but  I  have  never  assumed  any  supervision  over  that  phase  of  the  work.

9c.  A  REPORT  017  MARYLAND  INSPECTIONS ' 

Standardization  continues  to  be  one  of  the  principal  factors  of  our 
marketing  problem.,  says  the  University . of  Maryland  Extension  Service  in  its 
annual  report  covering  the  year  1931*    Progress  is  reported  principally  through 
shipping-point  inspection,  which  was  extended  last  year  to  include  raw  tomato 
stock  for  canning  factories. 

Prom  December  1,  1930,  to  November  30,  1931,  there  were  inspected  292^>k 
cars  of  nine  different  commodities..    For  the  first  time  in  eight  years  of  ship- 
ping-point inspection,  a  substantial  number  of  requests  were  received  for  the 
inspection  of  early  and  summer  apples,  and  about  ~JOfo  of  the  total  shipments  a 
apples  in  the  State  were  inspected.    There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  inspections 
of  peaches  and  potatoes,  due  to  low. prices  and  unsettled  market  conditions. 

Inspection  service  on  canning  "house  ..tomatoes  was  conducted  at  2f  places 
in  the  State  during  the  canning  season.  '  A  general  policy  was  agreed  upon, 
whereby  a  majority  of  the  canners  bought  tomatoes  on  a  graded  basis  and  paid 
for  them  at  the  fate  of  150$  of  the  basic  price  for  U.S.  No*  1's,     f^fo  of  the 
basic  price  for  U.S.  No.  2's  and  nothing  for  culls.

12b.    PEAK  MOVEMENT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  PEACHES  EXPECTED  NEXT 

H.  F.  Willson  wrote  as  follows  from  Candor,  E.G.,  in  a  letter  of  July  2 6: 
"The  continued  dry- weather ,  prevailing  during  most  of  the  past  week, 
held  back  the  movement  of .  North  Carolina  peaches,  and  the  outlook  was  not  en- 
couraging.   .The  last  two  or  three  days,  however,  changed  the  situation.  The 
entire  North  Carolina  peach  belt  received  some  rain,  although  in  a  few  locali- 
ties it  was  relatively  light.  >    Candor- and  nearby  points  had  a  fairly  heavy 
rain  Sunday  night,  which  was  fallowed  by  cloudy  weather  on  Monday.  Shipments 
are  expected  to  be  light  during  the  first- part  of  this. week,  with  probably  a 
moderate  movement  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  July  29  and  30. 

"There  are  .a  few.  Belles  moving  now.,  and  this  variety  is  expected  to  be 
at  its  peak  by  the  latter  part  of  this  week:  and  the  first  part  of  next.     It  is 
generally  predicted  that  peak  movement  of  North  Carolina  peaches  will  occur 
about  August  5,  with  fairly  heavy  shipments  through  the  following  week.'1

le.     AN  INCORRECT  EG5MQRANDUH  OF  SALE-  MADS  A  COMPACT  UNENFORCEABLE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  Greenberg  Brokerage  Co.,  of 
Scranton,  Pa.,  to  pay  $215.25  to  R.  %  Burch,  Inc.,  of  Plant  City,  Ha.,  as  a 
result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  P.  A.  C.  Act. 

I.  H.  Greenberg,  doing -business-  as  the  Greenberg  Brokerage  Go.,  acted  as 
broker  in  a  transaction  between  Burch  and  the  Union  Grocery  Co.  at  Scranton  for 
the  sale  of  a  carload  of  oranges  and  grapefruit.    Burch  charged  that  Greenberg 
had  made  statements  which  led  him  to  believe  that  a  valid  and  binding  contract 
had  been  entered  into  with  the  Union'  Grocery'  Co.    Upon  arrival 'of  the  car,  the 
Union  Grocery  Co.  rejected  it  on  the  ground  that  it  did  not  conform  to  the 
specifications  which  they  had  given  the  broker.     The  car  was  resold  for  a  net 
of  $3^2.7 5>  which  was  $215*25  less  than  the  original  contract  price.  Burch 
filed  a  complaint  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  and,  after 
a  hearing,  the  Secretary  decided  that,  while  Burch  had  furnished  oranges  and 
grapefruit  conforming  to  the  memorandum  of  sale  issued  by  Greenberg,   that  memo- 
randum did  not  conform  to  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Union  Grocery  Co.  and 
hence  was  not  binding.    Burch  thereupon  filed  complaint  against  the  Greenberg 
Brokerage  Co.  for  having  made  a  false .and  misleading  statement  for  a  fraudulent 
purpose,  and  the  Secretary  held  that  the  Greenberg  Brokerage  Co.  had  made  such 
false  and  misleading  statements  as  to  constitute  a  violation  of  the  Act.  A 


reparation  order  was  issued. in  the  amount  of  $215*25  with  interest,  and  the 
facts  were  ordered  publi shed. 


2e.     CAR  OF  IDAHO  APPLES  REJECTED  WITHOUT  REASONABLE  CAUSE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  M.  P.  Pecarovi'ch,  of  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  to  pay  Chaney  &  Rowell,.  Inc.,  of  \Nampa,  Idaho,  the  sum  of  $169.  50»  as 
the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  P. A. C.  Act. 

On  or  about  December  2*4,  1931,  Chaney  &  Rowell  sold  to  Pecarovich  a  car 
of  Jonathan  apples,  containing  660  bushel  baskets  at  a  price  of  $1.05  per  bushel 
delivered..    On  arrival  the  car  was  rejected  by  Pecarovich  and  was  resold  at  a 
loss  of  15«if  per  basket.     Chaney  &  Rowell  filed  claim  for  reparation  for  the 
amount  of  this  loss  and  for  sundry  items,   such  as  extra  ice,  demurrage,  brokerag 
charge,  and  cost  of  telegrams,  amounting  in  all  to  $20U.29«     The  Secretary  held 
that  the  various  items  included  in  the  damages  in  question  were  proper,  with 
the  exception  of  $3^.79i      the  cost  .of  telegrams  and  telephone  me&sages,-  which 
was  disallowed.    .  -•'    . •" 

Pecarovich  signed  the  formal  agreement  used  by  the  broker  in  this  case, 
which  contained  the  specification  "usual  terms]'  -    This  was  understood  by  the 
parties  to  mean  that  payment  was  to  be  made  on  Saturday  of  the  week  following 
delivery  of  the  produce.     On  the.  invoice  for  the  car,   the  seller  had,  under  the 
terms  of  sale,  the  word  "cash,"    and  Pecarovich  based  his  rejection  on  the  ground 
that  he  had  bought  the  apples  on  "usual  terms/'    whereas  the  invoice  stated 
"cash,      However,  this  contention  was  not  made  until  after  the  car  had  been  on 
track  four  days  and  the  broker  then  informed  Pecarovich  that  it  was  not  a  cash 
transaction.     The  latter,  however,   still  refused  to  accept  the: apples  and  the 
Secretary  held  his  rejection  to  have  been  without  reasonable  cause. 
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3e*     AN  OHIO  FIRM  IS  FOUND  GUILT%.;QF.  IN  CORRECT  ACCOUNTING 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has-  found  Mack  Altschul  and  Ben  Altschul,  of 
Lima,'  Ohio,  doing  bu  si  he's    as  Al-tschul  Bros.   Co.,  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the 
P. A.  C.  Act  in  that  they  rendered  an  incorrect  statement  of  the  gross  receipts 
for  a  car  of  cabbage  and  .failed  to  account  for  approximately  one- third  of  the 
cabbage  in  the  shipment*  '    * ";  '    - A 

The  car  in  que  sti  Oh  "was  shipped  to  Altschul  Bros,  "by  the  United  Produce 
Company  of  Louisville,'  Ky. ,   to  "be  sold  for  the  account  of  the  shipper.  Altschul 
Bros,  rendered  an  account  sales,  .  showing  gross  receipts  of  $192. SO  and  net  pro- 
ceeds of  $20.35*     Ah  investigation  made  "by  an  employee  of  the  Department  dis- 
closed that  the  sales-slips  in  files  of  Altschul  Bros,  showed  gross  sales 
amounting  to  $225.82  and/' that  these  .sales- slips  failed  to  account,  after  a  proper 
allowance  for  shrinkage,   for  6,359  pounds  of  cabbage.     After  this  investigation, 
the  United  Produce-  Company  offered  to  accept  settlement  from  Altschul  Bros,  "by 
the  prompt  payment  of  $100,  which  amount  was  afterwards  paid.     Complaint  was 
then  filed  against  Altschul  Bros,  "by  H.  A.  "Spilman  on  "behalf  of  the  Department, 
alleging  a  violation  of  Section  2,  paragraph  4,  of  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities,  Act.     They  were  found  guilty  and  the  facts  were  ordered  to  "be  pub- 
lished. ;  -  • 


he.     CASE  DISMISSED  BECAUSE  DELIT^RY  WAS  NOT  MADE  III-  ACCORDANCE  WITH  TERMS 
OF  CONTRACT 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  "brought  under  the  P.  A.  C.  Act 
"by  Peter  Fox  Sons  Co.,  Inc.,  of  Chicago,  against  the'L,  &  G.  Feed  Co.,  Inc.,  of 
Galesburg,  111.     This,  case  involved  a  car  of  potatoes  sold  to  respondent  at  a 
delivered  price.     Respondent  rejected  the  potatoes  on  the  ground  that  he  had 
specified  they  must  be  -free  from  all  field- frost  and  that  the  potatoes  did  show 
frost  injury.     Government  inspection  at  destination  showed  that  freezing  injury 
was  scattered  throughout  the  sacks  and  so  located  as  to  indicate  that  it  did 
not  occur  in  transit.     The  Secretary  .held  ('that  complainant  had  failed  to  show 
by  a  fair  preponderance  of  evidence  that,  there  was  a  breach  of  contract  on  the 
part  of.  the  respondent.  ,  -  \

5e.     STATUS  OF  EXCESS. WOOL  PROFITS  COLLECTIONS 

The  annual  report  on  this  work  shows  that  the  number  of  pending  cases 
has  been  reduced  during  the  past  fiscal  year  from  23  to  lk,  and  that  the  out- 
standing amount  to  be  collected  is  about  $197»701»     A  reaudit  of  a  wool  dealer's 
records  in  Chicago  was. made  by  H.  V.  DeMott.  during  May  and  June.     This  case  is 
to  be  argued  before  an  Assistant  to  the  Attorney  General  about  the  first  of 
August,  preliminary  to  filing  the  case  for  trial  in  the  Federal  Court.  Another 
case,  tried  last  November  in  Indianapolis,  is  awaiting  argument  before  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  as  a  step  toward  reaching  the  Supreme  Court.

-■The  Department  of  Justice  has.  advised  that  on  November  10,  1931  >  "the 
Gay  W.  'Glass  Brokerage  .Co.  ,  of  Memphis',  Tenri. ,  pleaded  guilty  to  violation  of 
the  Produee  Agency  Act  and  'Was  fined  $1  by  the- District  Court. 

.This  case  .-related  to  three  cars  of  watermelons  handled  for  the  account 
of  B.  D.  Anguish,  of  Chicago, "in  August,  1929.-  -The  investigation  made  by'c.  R. 
Newton  revealed  the  fact  that  the  defendant  withheld  $30  from  the  net  proceeds 
remitted  to  the  shipper  and 'also  represented  to  the  shipper  that  no  brokerage 
wasbeing  charged,'" whereas  $25         car-had  -been  deducted  and  shared  by  the. 
defendant  .with  .another ^optiissi on  merchant, ..  The  Guy  Wy  Glass  Brokerage  Co- 
thereby  failed  to.  make  a  correct  accounting  and  made  a  false  .statement  concern- 
ing, the.  charging'  of  brokerage,,  in  violation  of-  the.  Act.. 

7e.     COHEN,  ROSENTHAL  &  STOCKFISH  FINED  UNIffiR  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT 

-  Information  has  just  been  received  from  the  Department  of  Justice  that 
Cohen,  Rosenthal.  &  -Stockfi  sh,  of  Chicago,  -pleaded  guilty  before  Judge  Carpenter, 
in  Chicago,  and  were  fined  $50  each  and  costs.  'This  firm- discontinued  business 
in  August,  1929j  and  was  succeeded  by  the  corporation  of  Rosenthal  &  Stockfish. 

The  case  related  to  a  consignment  of  85  crates  of  parsley  from  Louisiana 
in  February,  1929.     Investigation  was  made  by  C.  R.  Newton  and  W.  L.  Evans  in 
August,  I929,  and- they  found  that  the  gross  receipts  were  practically  twice  the 
amount  reported  by  the  commission  merchant  to  the  shipper,  thereby  defrauding 
the  shipper  to  the.  extent  of  $38.22. 

8e.     ACCEPTANCE  OF  GOODS  AFTER  PERSONAL  EXAMINATION  PRECLUDES  -FILING  OF  A  LATER 
COMPLAINT  AS  TO  CONDITION  OF  THE  GOODS 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Frick  Brothers,  of  Toledo,  Ohio, 
to  pay  Carl  E.  Wimer,  of  Auburn,  Indiana,  $64. 57  as  the  result  of  a  hearing 
held  under  the  P.A.  C.  Act. 

Wimer  sold  Frick  Bros.  50  bags  of  turnips,  to .be  delivered  to  Toledo, 
Ohio.     Frick  Bros,  accepted  the  turnips  and  gave  Wimer' s  representative  a  check 
covering  their  cost.     Payment  was  stopped  on  the  check,  and  protest  fees  and 
other  expenses  were  incurred.    Frick  Bros,  admitted  the  contract  and  gave  as  a 
reason  for  not  paying  that  the  turnips  were  frozen.     The  evidence  showed  that 
Frick  Bros,  bought  the  turnips  on  sample  and  that,  upon  arrival  of  the  truck 
containing  the  turnips,   the  representative  of  Frick  Bros,  climbed  onto  the  truck 
and  examined  some  of  the  turnips  and  ordered  that  they  be  weighed  and  taken  to 
the  warehouse,  which  was  done.     The  Secretary  held  that  this  was  a  sale  made 
subject  to  an  examination  by  the  purchaser  and  that,  in  such  a  case,  if  after 
examination  the  purchaser  is  satisfied  with  the  commodity  and  accepts  it,  he 
cannot  be  heard  to  complain  when  on  later  and  more- thorough  examination  he  dis- 
covers the  commodity  was  not  what  he  thought  it  was  on  his  first  examination, 
unless  by  some  fraudulent  means  the  seller  misleads  the  buyer  in  his  examination 
and  prevents  him  from  se curing  complete  .knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  goods. 
The  failure  of  Frick  Bros,  to  pay  for  the  turnips  was,  therefore,  held  to  be 
without  reasonable  cause  and  in  violation  of  the  Act.  .,  .'

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9e.     ANOTHER  P.A.C.  CASE  DECIDED  ON  GROUNDS  01  PERSONAL  EXAMINATION  OF  GOODS 
The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Moore-Shields  Co.  ,  of  Toledo, 
Ohio,   to  pay  Carl  E.  Wimer,  of  Auburn,   Indiana,   $56. 4l,  as  the  result  of  a  hear- 
ing held  under  the  P. A. C.  Act. 

Wimer  sold  Moore-Shields  Co.   50  ^ags  of  turnips  which  were  delivered  "by 
truck  to  Toledo,  Ohio.     The' "buyer  gave  a  "check  in  payment  for  the  turnips  "but 
afterwards  stopped  payment  thereon.     The  "buyer  claimed  that  he  had  "bought  a 
previous  truckle- ad  of  turnips,   thoroughly  inspected  it,  and  at  the  same  time 
entered  into  a  contract  for  the  truckload  of  turnips  involved  in  this  case. 
The  "buyer  claimed  that  the  turnips  were  pithy  and  had  "been  frozen.     The  Secre- 
tary held,  however,  that  the  Moore-Shields  Co.  had  had  ample  opportunity  to 
discover  this  by  an  examination  of  the  turnips  before  acceptance,  and,  if  they 
failed  to  make  careful  examination,   they  could  not  be  heard  to  complain  if,  on 
later  and  more- thorough  examination,   they  found  that  .the  commodity  did  not  come 
up  to  expectations.    In  view  of  this  fact,   respondent's  failure  to  pay  for 
these  turnips  was  held  to  be  a  violation  of  the  Act. 

lOe.     A  MIX-UP  IN  PAYMENTS  BY  CHECK  ADJUSTED  IN  DECISION  OE  ?.A.  C.  CASE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  A.  H.  Peinhardt,  operating  and 
doing  business  as  the  Cullman  Truckers  Association,  of  Cullman,  Ala.,   to  pay 
Leon  Brothers,  Inc.,  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  $919.51,  as  , the  result  of  a  hearing 
held  under  the  P.  A.  C.  Act. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  dewberries  which  were  purchased  by  Leon 
Brothers  and  paid  for  by  a  check  in  the  sum  of  $1,163.75.  the  .  check  being  mailed 
prior  to  arrival  of  the  car.     After  selling  the  berries,  Leon  Brothers  rendered 
an  accounting,   showing  a  loss  of  $624.70.    After  a  telephone  conversation,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  loss  should  be  split  in  two,  and  Leon  Brothers  sent  a 
second  check  for  $851.4-0,   stopping  payment  on  the  first  one.     Through  inadver- 
tence the  bank  honored  the  first  check.     After  some  further  negotiations,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  case  should  be  settled  by  the  payment  of  $S  51.4-0,  plus  in- 
terest for  one  year,  or  a  total  of  $919.  51.     The  Cullman  Truckers  Association 
finally  sent  a  check  for  this  amount  but  it  was  returned  by  the  bank  marked 
"payment  stopped."    The  Secretary  found  that  there  was  due  Leon  Brothers  the  sum 
of  $919.  51,"  plus  interest  at  Sfo  from  May  28,  1932,  and. issued  a  reparation  award 
in  this  amount. 

He.     DAMAGES  AWARDED  A  SHIPPER  OE  WASHINGTON  JONATHAN  APPLES 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  Spector,  Boxer  &  Lebovitz,  of  Chicago,   to  pay 
Prentice  Packing  &  Cold  Storage  Company,  of  Yakima,  Wash.,  $124.84  as  the  result 
of  a  hearing  held  under  the  P.  A.  C.  Act. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  Jonathan  apples,  which  was  rejected  by 
Spector,  Boxer  &  Lebovitz  on  the  ground  that  they  bought  the,  apples  for  cold 
storage  and  that  these  apples  were  unfit  for  this  purpose.     It  was  also  claimed 
that  the  apples  did  not  meet  the  sizes  called  for  in  the  confirmation. 

The  broker  who  negotiated  the  sale  said  that,   at  the  time,   there  was 
nothing  said  about  the  apples  being  for  cold-storage  purposes  and  that  the 
buyer  said  nothing  about  this  until  a  copy  of  the  original  Government  certifi- 
cate had  been  received.     Confirmation  of  sale  had  been  issued  and  it  did  not 
appear  that  the  buyer  objected  to  the  terms  thereof  at  the  time.     The  Government 
inspection  issued  on  the  car  showed  the  apples  to  be  of  uniform  size  in  the 
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boxes,  which  would  dispose  of  buyer's  contention  that  they  were  not  of  proper 
size.     It  wg,s  held  that  the  . re jection- of  the  car  was  unjustified  and  that  the 
shipper  was  entitled  to  damages  of  $113. UO,  plus,  interest  of  $li.l+l+,  the  total 
amount  of  loss  suffered  in  resale,  of  this  car,  -

I2e.     UNJUSTIFIED  REJECTION  0?  A  CAR  OF  MICHIGAN  GRAPES 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered,  the  Gilinsky  Fruit  Co.,  of 
Omaha,  to  pay  $^26.69  to  F.  .  L.  Granger, ; of ' Benton  Harbor,  Mich.,  as  the  result 
of  a  hearing  held  under  the  P.  A.  C.  _  Act, 

Granger  sold  Gilinsky  a  car  of  Michigan  Fancy  table  grapes  in  four-quart 
baskets.     Upon  arrival, 'the  car  was  rejected  by  Gilinsky  on  the  ground  that  the 
grapes  were  not  Michigan  Fancy  table  grapes  and  that  the  confirmation  of  sale 
provided  for  a  special  agreement  "subject  to  buyerjs  inspection  on  arrival." 
As  to  the  first  contention,  the  car  was  inspected  at  destination  by  a  Federal 
inspector  and  found  to  meet  requirements  for  Michigan  Fancy  table  grapes.  With 
regard  to  the  contention  as  to  Gilinsky' s  right  under  the  special  agreement,  the 
Secretary  held  that  this  was  an  f. o.b.  shipment  and  that,  regardless  of  the 
special  agreement,  Gilinsky  was  liable  for  normal  deterioration  in  transit  and 
that  the  deterioration  which  had  occurred  was  not  abnormal.-    After  the  car  had 
been  rejected,  it  netted  only.  $39. ^9  upon  resale.     Gilinsky  claimed  that  this 
indicated  that  it  did  not  conform  to  the  contract,  -  The  Secretary  held  this 
contention  without  merit,  since  the  car  was  disposed  of  several  days  after 
arrival  and  its  condition  would  have  been  affected  by  this  delay,  and  since  a 
car  which  has  been  rejected,  regardless  of  whether,  the  rejection  is  justified, 
is  generally  discounted  upon  resale.     The  damages  of  $1+36.6.9  represented  the 
difference  between  the  original  contract  price  and  the  proceeds  of  the  resale. 

13e.     SIZE  "OF  ONIONS  IS  MADE  GROUNDS  OF  COI'PLAINT  IN  P.  A.  C.  CASE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  the  Agricultural  Exchange,  of 
Pittsburgh,  to  pay  $3&5  to  Fred  McKown,  of  Warsaw,  Indiana,  as  the  result  of  a 
hearing  held  under  the  P. A.  C.  Act. 

McKown  sold  the  Agricultural  Exchange  a  car  of  yellow  onions  f. o.b, 
Indiana,  the  stock  to  grade  U.S. No.  1,  30$  over  two  inches.     The  car  was  order- 
ed shipped  to  Marshfield,  Wisconsin,  but  at  the  request  of  the  buyer  was  stopped 
in  Chicago.     The  inspection  at  shipping  point  showed  the  onions  to  be  U.  S.No.l, 
30$  over  two  inches;   a  second  inspection  made  at  Chicago  showed  them  to  be  U.S. 
No.l,  ^5$  over  two  inches.     Because  of  the  second  inspection,   the  car  was  re- 
fused by  the  Agricultural  Exchange  and' was  sold  for  freight  charges,  netting 
McKown  $135. 

The  Agricultural  Exchange  contended  that  McKown  did  not  comply  with  the 
contract  as  to  size,   stating  that  they  had.  ordered  onions  30$  to  U0$  over  two 
inches,  and  the  second  inspection  certificate  showed  the  onions  to  be  25$  to 
60$,  averaging  ^5$,  over  two  inches.     While  there  was  some  mention  of  size  in  £ 
the  preliminary  negotiations,  the  broker  who  acted  for  both  parties  in  nego- 
tiating the  sale  did  not  stipulate  in  the  contract  that  the  onions  were  to  be 
30$  to  U0$  over  two  inches.     The  contract  simply  spe ci fied  U.  S. No.  1  yellow 
onions.     Since  the  onions  complied  with  the  contract,   the  rejection  was  held 
unjustified.     The  contract  price  of  the  car  was  $500,  but  it  finally  was  sold  I 
for  freight  charges  and  netted  only  $135,   the  shipper  claiming  reparation  in 
$365.  ' 
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lUe.     UNJUSTIFIED  REJECTION  OF  SIX  CARS  OF  HIMESOTA  POTATOES 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Acme  Hay  &  .Mill  Feed'  Co.,  of  Sioux  City, 
Iowa,   to  pay  Leo  E.  Wright,  of  Moorhead,  Minn.,   the  sum  of  $7^2.80  as  a  result 
of  a  hearing  he  Id  ."under  the  P.A.C.  Act.  ■ 

Wright- sold  the  Acme  Hay  '&  Mill  Feed  Co.  13  carloads  of  potatoes,  f.o.b. 
loading  station,  these  potatoes  to  be  U.S.  No.  1  grade,  with  Federal-State 
inspection  certificates  furnished,  with  invoice  covering  each  carload,  showing 
that  the  potatoes  met  requirements ' of  the  grade,  the ■ certificates  to  govern  as 
to  grade.        The  Acme  Hay  &  Mill' Feed  Co.-  refused  to  accept  six  of  the  13  cars, 
contending  that  -the  potatoes  did.  not  conform  to  the  terms  of  the  contract  in 
that  they  were  not  ripe,  .and  mature;,  that;  the  shipments  were  not  routed  accord- 
ing to  instructions  and.  cars  could,  not  be  diverted,  resulting  in  loss  of  sales; 
that  the. company  was  not  protected  by  through  tariff  rate,  and  that  the  shipper 
failed  to  mark  the  "bills  of  lading:  "Hold  on  C,  B.  &  Q.  Ry'.  at  Sioux  City  for 
orders,"  as.  instructed,  thereby  causing  additional  loss. 

The  contract  between  the  parties  called  for  U.S.  Ho.  1  grade  and  there 
was  nothing  -in .it  stressing  the  fact  that  the  potatoes  must  be  ripe  and  mature, 
and  the  evidence  showed  that  they  complied  with  the  contract  specifications. 

With  reference  to  contentions  regarding  the  routing  of  the  cars  and  the 
notations  on  the  bills  of  lading,  the  Secretary  held  that  the  shipping  instruc- 
tions were  not.  a,  part  of  the  contract  and  failure  to  comply  with  them  did  not 
justify  refusal  to  accept  the  shipments. 

It  was  held  that  the  rejection  was  not  justified  and  a  reparation  award 
was  issued  in  the  sum  of  $7gg.g0,  with  interest  at  Gfo  from  October  1,  1931, 
this  $7So.S0  being  the  difference  between  the  original  sale  price  and  the  net 
amount  of  resale  of  the  rejected  cars.

la.     OUR  DIVISION  LETTER  USUALLY  A  BI-WEEKLY  HEREAFTER 

We  have  a  condensed  Division  Letter  this  week.     It  is  expected  that  the 
next  issue  will  be  mailed  on  the  usual  date  next  week  (Aug. 12)  and  may  be  more 
like  the  Division  Letters  of  the  past.     Thereafter  the  regular  publication  date 
will  "be  on  every  alternate  Friday,  but  whenever  special  instructions  or  commun- 
ications of  importance  to  any  considerable  number  of  the  force  need  to  be 
issued  between  these  dates  an  extra  Division  Letter  will  be  issued  on  the  inter 
veiling  Friday. 

As  a  result  of  this  change,  and  in  order  to  comply  with  our  most  recent 
instructions  concerning  the  content  of  the  Division  Letter,  letters  from  the 
field  will  usually  be  condensed  or  abstracted  more  rigorously  than  in  the  past, 
eliminating  all  statements  concerning  shipments,  which  can  be  gathered  from  a 
study  of  the  regular  market  news  reports,  and  all  of  the  material  which  will  be 
simply  history  by  the  time  the  Division  Letter  reaches  the  f ield  offices. 

Items  will  be  published  which  are  so  timely  or  which  deal  with  such  con- 
tinuing conditions  that  the  information  contained  will  be  of  actual  value  to 
the  field  force  after  the  Division  Letter  reaches  them.    Much  which  has  been 
published  in  the  past,  although  interesting  and  of  some  current  value,  has 
necessarily  been  history  when  it  reached  the  field.     In  view  of  the  reduced 
quantity  of  paper  which  the  Department  is  permitted  to  use  this  fiscal  year,  it 
is  felt  that  we  can  no  longer  give  space  in  the  Division  Letter  to  crop  and  mar 
ket  items  which  are  purely  historical  and  can  no  longer  affect  the  work  of 
either  news  men  or  inspectors,  even  though  they  are  interesting. 

Field  men  are  urged  to  continue  to  write  us  as  full;/  as  in  the  past, 
leaving  to  us  the  job  of  selecting  and  condensing  for  the  Division  Letter. 
Letters  from  the  field  are  used  in  various  ways,  and  they  are  particularly 
helpful  to  Mr.  Fiske  in  preparing  his  regional  market  reviews  on  farm  products.

2a.    BARREL-TYPE  CONTAINERS  FOR  VIRGINIA  POTATOES 

In  the  potato  market  report  for  Thursday-  August  k,   the  Cleveland  office 
included  the  following  quotations:-    "Virginia  "barrel-type  container  Cobblers 
U.S.  No.  1,  S3  pounds,  few  $1.25;  50  pounds  few  70^." 

In  explanation  it  was  stated:-  "Hie  Virginia  barrel-type  container  is  a 
new  container,  mailing  its  first  appearance  on  this  market.  It  is  of  round  con- 
struction, made  of  slats,  ventilated  and  bound  by  steel  hoops."

3a.     QUOTAS  FOR  UTITSD  STATES  FRUIT  EXPORTED  TO  ggygCE 

According  to  information  received  through  the  Department  of  Commerce, 
France  has  fixed  quotas  on  the  importation  of  fresh  apples,  pears,  and  certain 
other  fresh  fruits,  according  to  ports  of  entry.     The  quotas  for  the  group  of 
undesignated  countries,  including  the  United  States,  are  "based  on  10-day 
periods  during  each  month.     It  is  understood  that  the  French  decrees  of  July  9 
and  31 »  which  established  these  quotas  on  fresh  fruits,  are  designed  to  pre- 
vent excessive  imports,  pending  the  enactment  of  increases  in  the  French 
duties  on  this  class  of  products.     On  a  monthly  "basis  (three  10-day  periods 
added  together),  the  quotas  "by  ports  of  entry  for  the  month  of  July  were: 
Havre  15  metric  tons,  Bordeaux  15  metric  tons,  and  Marseilles  120  metric  tons* 

For  August,  the  quotas  of    undesignated  countries,  including  the  United 
States,  are  fixed  for  each  10-day  period  at  5  metric  tons  through  Havre  and 
5  metric  tons  through  Marseilles. 

For  September,  an  individual  quota  of  60  metric  tons  is  fixed  for  im- 
ports from  the  United  States  through  Havre  for  each  10-day  period,  and  a  quota 
of  5  metric  tons  per  10-day  period  is  fixed  for  imports  from  undesignated 
countries,  including  the  United  States,  through  Marseilles. 

It  is  understood  that  the  quotas  for  imports  through  Marseilles  are 
generally  exhausted  in  advance  by  import  licenses  isrued  particularly  for 
fruits  other  than  apples  and  pears  from  Mediterranean  countries. 

The  August  quotas  through  Havre  for  undesignated  countries,  including 
the  United  States,  are  reported  to  "be  already  exhausted  "by  shipments  of  pears 
and  early  apples  now  under  way.    Excess  August  arrivals  may  exhaust  the  Septem- 
ber quotas  fixed  for  the  United  States  as  they  become  available. 

Ua.     A  MOST  IMPORTANT  INSPECTION  DEAL  PIT  TOMATOES  FOR  MANUFACTURE 

The  Campbell  Soup  Company,  Camden,  H.  J.,  after  conferences  with 
Federal  representatives  and  State  of  Hew  Jersey  officials,  and  after  investi- 
gation of  the  cannery  tomato  inspection  work  in  other  States,  has  decided  to 
have  all  of  its  tomatoes  graded  this  season  and  paid  for  on  the  basis  of  the 
Federal  grades.     This  new  piece  of  work,  which  is  of  far-reaching  importance, 
will  require  the  services  of  2h  licensed  inspectors  during  the  next  two  months. 
It  is  the  largest  piece  of  inspection  work  at  one  point  yet  attempted  on  fresh 
products  for  manufacture.    During  the  first  week  or  10  days,  a  special  invita- 
tion is  given  all  the  growers  to  visit  the  grading  yards  in  Camden,  to  see 
just  how  the  tomatoes  are  handled.    Other  canning  factories  or  soup  factories 
in  Hew  Jersey  are  also  using  the  grading  system,  under  Federal -State  supervision. 

5a .     TO  YOU  TRAVEL,  EE  SURE  IT  IS  AT  THE  LOWEST  RATE 

The  Traffic  Manager  of  the  Department  calls  attention  to  the  matter  of 
transportation  expenses,  in  the  following  memorandum :- 

"Railroads  arc  offering  very  low  round- trip  excursion  rates  between 
many  points,  and  any  difference  in  rates  must  be  considered  by  the  (Government) 
traveler,  unless  he  wants  to  pay  the  difference.     The  cost  of  subsistence,  and 
stop-overs,  and  time  of  departure  and  arrival  for  advantage  in  working  time,  ' 
should  be  figured  in  all  travel  expenses."

lb,     SEVERAL  CHOPS  ABOUT  TO  MOVE  ACTIVELY  FROM  COLORADO 

Bryce  Morris,  of  the  Denver  office,  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of 

July  30 

"As  the  month  of  July  ends,  Colorado  is  at  the  threshold  of  the  heav- 
iest seasonal  shipments  of  lettuce,  green  peas,  pears  and  cantaloupes,  which 
in  normal  seasons  move  in  maximum  volume  during  August.    Market  prices  will 
determine  to  a  great  extent  the  shipments  during  this  month,  particularly  on 
lettuce,  green  peas  and  cauliflower. 

There  are'  potential  supplies  of  lettuce  in  the  State  to  furnish 
between  500  and  600  cars  during  August.    The  San  Luis  Valley  shipments  have 
already  started,  and  lettuce  is  ready  to  move  in  the  Y'ampa  section  on  the 
Western  Slope,  but  prices  are  such  as  to  discourage  the  most  optimistic. 
Cooler  weather,  with  general  showers,  late  this  week  will  aid  materially 
green  peas  and  cauliflower,  and  after  a  few  days  should  tend  to  give  better- 
quality  lettuce.    No  f.o.b.  quotations  have- been  available  on  the  limited 
movement  of  Colorado  lettuce. 

"The  shipment  of  green  peas  is  even  a  greater  problem  than  that  of 
lettuce  for  the  coming  month.     In  193^  Colorado  moved  Ull  cars  of  green  peas 
during  August.    With  the  acreage  practically  d ouble  this  season,  600  cars  are 
entirely  possible,  and  the  movement  probably  will  exceed  ^00  cars,  if  market 
conditions  permit  and  weather  conditions  continue  as  favorable  as  they  have 
been  to  date. 

" Cauliflower  movement  so  far  this  season  has  been  chiefly  from  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Denver  and  is  well  ahead  of  last  season's  output  to 
this  time.    The  San  Luis  Valley  shipments  will  increase  rapidly  after 
August  10,  if  prices  can  be  obtained  which  will  justify  the  movement. 

"Recent  advices  from  the  Western  Slope  indicate  that  peaches  have 
been  doing  very  well  and,  with  abundant  water,  sizes  perhaps  will  be  larger 
than  usual.    There  has  been  v ery  little  insect  injury  or  other  damage  to 
the  peach  crop  to  date,  although  pears  have  suffered  somewhat  from  insect 
damage.    Colorado  growers  are  looking  forward  to  2,000  or  more  cars  of 
peaches  this  sea,son,  and  in  addition  the  equivalent  of  J>00  to  ^00  cars  is 
expected  to  move  by  truck  and  l.c.l.  express. 

"Some  damage  was  done  to  growing  crops  in  the  Arkansas  Valley  near 
Pueblo  and  Fountain  Creek  north  of  Pueblo  on  Friday  night,  due  to  heavy 
rains.    All  trains  were  delayed  several  hours,  because  both  the  Rio  Grande 
and  Santa,  Fe  tracks  were  out  for  a  short  time.     Rains  were  general  throughout 
the  State,  and  heavy  rains  around  Greeley  did  considerable  damage  in  that 
section." 

2b .     EBAVY  UNLOADS  OF  OITIONS  Djf  FORT  WORTH  AHD  DALLAS 

In  explanation  of  the  exceptionally  heavy  unloads  of  onions  at  Fort 
Worth  and  Dallas  during  the  month  of  June,  M.  C.  Gregory  of  the  Fort  Worth 
office  has  advised  that  most  of  these  onions  are  in  cold  storage  in  those 
markets.     It  is  reported  by  speculators  that  there  are  about  ^70  carloads 
in  storage.    Eowever,  a  part  of  that  number  was  hauled  in  by  truck  and  does 
not  show  in  the  unload  reports. 
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5b  .    K5ARS_,  PEACES  AiTD,  PRUNES  FROM  TEE  NORTHWEST 

In  a  recent  review  published  a  t.  Seat  tie ,  T.  R.  Hall  gave  the  following 
t  ime ly  i nf o  rmat i  on : - 

"First  Yakima  Valley  pears  reached  Seattle  this  week,  and.,  the  carlot 
movement  from  Wena  t'S.hers' i$:  expected  "to  , start  "before.  July  30.  Good-sized 
fruit  is  in  prospect,  but  there  is  little  demand 1    Early  varieties  of  peaches 
are  now  being  picked  in  Parker  Heights  and  other  early  districts,  for  which 
growers  are  receiving  around  35^  Per  box. 

"Attention  soon  will  be  directed  to  the  Walla  Wall  prune  crop,'  which 
is  expected  to  s.tart  moving  about  August  15  or  20.     Shipments  aggregating 
1,200  to  1,^00  cars  may  be  expected  from  that  territory,  and  good-quality 
fruit  is  in  prospect.     The  combined  -crop  of  prunes  for  fresh  shipment  from 
Washington  and  Oregon  together  is  forecast  at  56,000  tons,  compared  with 
32,000  last  year." 

^b .     CANADA  PLACES  A  PROHIBITIVE  DUTY  Og  FRUITS'  MP  VEGETABLES 

J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland  office',  included  the  following  news 
in  a  review  dated  August  1:~  ■''  * 

"An  event  of  major  importance  last  week  was  Canada's  declaration  of 
a  prohibitive  duty  on  all  fruits  and  vegetables  competitive  to  her  own  pro- 
duction.   A  large  volume  of  produce  of  all  kinds  was  hastened  across  the 
border  prior  to  last  Thursday,  when  the  duty  went  into  effect.    Movement  of 
Yakima  and  Wenatchee  Bartlett  pears  was  sharply  cut  off,  just  as  fair  volume 
of  shipments  was  attained  to  Canadian  points . 

"Green  peas  in  the  Seattle  and  Portland  districts  were  declining  in 
quality;  JQO  acres  in  the  Montesano  district  were  just  coming  into  bearing, 
with  promise  cf  excellent  quality.     The  lower  Columbia  River  district,  of 
increasing  importance  this  year  with  probably  300  acres  of  peas  now  being 
harvested,  is  mostly  under'  contract  with  local  plants  for  canning  and  freez- 
ing.    The  Idaho  pea  deal  was  cut  short,  due  to  extensive  heat-damage  a 
month  ago.    Eastern  demand  for  green  peas  was  very  slow,  with  sales  around 
$1  per  hamper,  f.o.b.  shipping  points  at  the  end  of  July. 

"  Tomatoes  from  The  Dalles  and  Yakima  ruled  the  Coast  markets  to  a., 
great  extent.    Walla  Walla's  125-car  deal,  which  has  attained  some  national 
prominence  due  to  the  excellen6e  of  quality  of  these  tomatoes  upon  eastern 
arrival,  topped  all  markets  where  they  were  offered,  with  sales  at  Chicago 
ranging  $2.50~$3.50  per  30-pound  lug.    About  one-half  of  the  Walla  Walla 
dis-rict  tomatoes  have  now  moved." 


5b .     APR  IK  CAROLINA  PEACH  MARKET  SLOW  A1TD  WEAKER 

H.  F.  Willson  wrote  as  follows  from  Candor  in  a  letter  of  August  2:- 
The  Forth  Carolina  peach  season  is  still  slow  getting  under  way.  The 
weather  for  the  past  few  days  has  been  cool-    and  partly  cloudy,  and  the  fruit 
is  not  coloring  as  it  would  ordinarily. 

"The  f.o.b.  price  has  dropped  sharply  with  the  increased  shipments  from 
Georgia,  llorth  and  South  Carolina  and  the  relatively  heavy  movement  from 
California.    Most  of  the  trade  in  the  receiving  markets  want  Elbertas,  and  the 
bulk  of  the  North  Carolina  shipments  for  this  week  will  be  Belles.'  Elbertas 
are  expected  to  start  in  fair  volume  the  latter  part  of  the  week,  or  around 
August'.

S.  W.  Chris  tens  on  sent  the  following  information  from  Minneapolis  in 

a  letter  of  August  1:- 

"  Last  week  the  shippers  of  early  potatoes  around  Minneapolis  signed 
an  agreement  to  have  all  their  cars  inspected.    There  will"  he  around  1,500 
to  2,000  cars 'to  he  inspected  by  the  first  of  September,  if  the  potatoes 
can  "be  sold.  -.  .  -  . 

•''Very  few  of  the  cars  will  grade  U.S. -No.  .1.    fhiXe  the  potatoes  in 
this  section  are  better  than  they  have  been  for  a  number  of  years,  much 
scab  is  in  evidence.     In  former  years  the  growers  have  shipped  everything, 
including  culls.     This  year,  in  order  to  eliminate  some  of  the  worst  stock, 
shippers  made  an  agreement  with  the  State  that  cars  grading  85,0  U.S.  No.  1 
quality  or  better  can  be  shipped  without  tags,  providing  such  cars  are 
covered  by  a  certificate  and  are  s old  accordingly. 7  The  growers  are  somewhat 
'up  in  arms'  because  no  one  will  buy  their  culls.    Just  now  they  are  holding 
back. their  stock  on  account  of  prices.

2e.     CAR  OF  FLORIDA  PEPPERS  REJECTED  V/ITKQUT  REASONABLE  CAUSE 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has -ordered  A.  E.  Freeman,  of  Philadelphia 
to  pay  Harry  W.  Merrill,  of  Ft.  Lauderdale,  Fla. ,  $597*50  as  the  result  of  a 
hearing  held  under  the  P. A. C.  Act.     Freeman  had  rejected  a  car  of  produce- 

Merrill  sold  Freeman  a  car  of  peppers  to 'be  of"good  quality."  The 
Federal  inspection  showed  that  the  crates  marked  Ho. -1  failed  to  grade  U.S. 
No.  1  due  to  undersize,  and  that  those  marked  No.  2  graded  U.S.  No.  2. 

At  the  hearing,  counsel  for  Freeman  objected  to  the  depositions  sub- 
mitted by  Merrill  on  the  ground  that  they  were  vague,  indefinite,  and  uncer- 
tain, and  also  moved  for  a  dismissal  of  the  complaint  on  the  ground  that  there 
was  no  writing  to  comply/  with  the  Statute  of  Frauds.     The  objections  as  to  the 
depositions  were  sustained  as  to  certain  correspondence  referred  to  in  the 
depositions,  but  it  was  held  that  the  depositions  themselves  were  competent 
evidence.    As  to  compliance  with  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  the  contract  was 
entered  into  in  Florida  and  the  laws  of  that  State  would  govern.     It  was  held 
that  one  letter  from  the  broker  in  the  case  to  the  shipper  contained  all  the 
essential  elements  of  a  note  or  memorandum,  such  as  to  comply  with  the  Florida 
statute.  .-•    ■:  ..' • .  :. 

This  letter  also  indicated  that  the  car  of  peppers  was  to  be  farmers' 
grade  and  pack.    There  was  nothing  in  this  writing  or  in  any  prior  oral  nego- 
tiations to  indicate  that  the  peppers  were  to  be  U.S.  No.  1  or  U.S.  No.  2.  It 
was  admitted  that  the  peppers  marked  "No.  1"  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
U.S.   1,  but  the  broker  who  negotiated  the  sale  testified  that  the  car  was  sold 
with  the  understanding  that  it  would  not  be  a  car  of  strictly.  Fancy  peppers; 
that  it  waa  to  be  the  best  car  of  peppers  loaded  up  to  that  time.    The  Secre- 
tary held  that  the  car  complied  with  "the  terms  of  the  contract  and  that  the 
rejection  was  without  reasonable  cause.     The  reparation  award  of  $597*50  repre 
sonted  the  difference  between  the  contract  price  and  the  resale  price. 
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3e.    NEARLY  £1,500  MUST  BE  PAID  FOR  TWO  CARS  OF  FLOP-IDA  QRAHGES 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  E.  H.  Eskew  &  Son,  of  Los 
Angeles,  to  pay  $1,^53 .'90  to  the  Interstate  Fruit  Distributors,  of  Riverside, 
Calif.,  as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  P.A.C.  Act. 
,       .  ■  The  Interstate  Fruit  Distributors  sold  Eskew  two  cars  of  oranges  for 
shipment  in  interstate  commerce.     Payment  for  the  cars  has  not  been  made,  but 
Eskew  tendered  notes  in  payment  of  the  amount  due,  which  notes  the  Interstate 
Fruit  Distributors  refused  to  accept.    As  a  defense,  Eskew  set  up  certain 
counterclaims  on  other  cars  of  oranges.    Apparently  no  demand  prior  to  the 
hearing  was  made  on  the  complainant  for  the  amount  stated  in  the  counterclaims 
and  on  two  of  the  claims  it  did  not  appear  that  the  losses  mentioned  represent 
ed  sums  paid  by  Eskew.    The  Secretary  held  that  the  cars  in  question  were  in- 
spected and  accepted  by  Eskew  before  shipment";  that  the  coimterclaims  pre- 
sented by  Eskew  were  not  Valid,  and  that  Eskew,   therefore,  should  pay  the 
amount  due  on  the  two  cars  in  question.     Damages  in  the  sum  of  $1,U53»90 
represented  the  contract  price  of  the  cars. 

3'e.     L>TSIRUCTIO:~S  BY  TEE  BUYER  C0-TCERHI2TG  DIVERSION  AjjjD  SALE  OF  CAR  OF 
FRUIT  CONSTITUTE  LEGAL  ACCEPTANCE  OF  CAR. , 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  J.  P.  Krapf  &  Son,  of 
Hazleton,  Pa.,  to  pay  $391.56  to  H.  S.  Denison  &  Company,  of  Freewater,  Oregon 
as  the  result  of  a  hearing  held  under  the  P.A.C.  Act. 

Denison  sold  Krapf  a  car  of  prunes  and,  before  its  arrival  at  Hazleton, 
Krapf  gave  instructions  to  Denison  to  divert  the  car  to  Scranton.  After 
arrival  at  Scranton,  Krapf  again  instructed  that  it  be  sold  for  his  account, 
whereupon  Denison  ordered  the  car  diverted  to  Hew  York  City.     The  Secretary 
held  that  such  action  on  the  part  cf  Krapf  &  Son  constituted  acceptance  of 
the  car  and  they  were  liable  for  the  amount  of ..  reparation  claimed,  which  rep- 
resented the  difference  between  the  contract  price  and.  the  net  proceeds  of 
the  sale  at  auction,  plus  the  brokerage  of  $25.00. 

ke.    REPARATION  AWARD  OF  NEARLY  $2,000  PIT  SSVEIT  CARS  OF  GRAPES 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  Louis  Horowitz,  of  Detroit,   to  pay  $1,950»^1> 
with  interest,  to  Stoerk  Distributing  Co.,  of  Chicago,  as  the  result  of  a 
hearing  under  the  P.A.C.  Act. 

This  case  involved  seven  cars  of  grapes,  which  were  rejected  by  the 
respondent  upon  arrival  at  destination.    Respondent  claimed  that  he  rejected 
the  grapes  because  they  were  not  of  the  character  and  quality  specified  by 
him  in  his  negotiations  with  the  complainant.     Testimony  on  behalf  of  the 
Stoerk  Distributing  Company  showed  that  the  grapes  were  purchased  for 
Horowitz,  f.o.b.  Chicago,  in  accordance  with  instructions.     It  also  showed 
that  Horowitz  was  duly  notified  of  the;"  purchase  price  of  the  grapes  and  that 
they  were  inspected  by  the  Stoerk  Distributing  Company1 s  regular  inspector. 
The  Secretary  held  that  the  weight  of  the  testimony  in  the  case  sustained  the 
contention  of  the  Stoerk  Distributing  Company  and  that  the  rejection  was  with- 
out reasonable  cause.     The  reparation  awarded  represented  the  difference  be- 
tween the  original  prices  of  the  cars  and  the  amount  realized  on  resale.

"The  Secretary  has  ordered  Henry  Bauifl  &  Co.,  of  Kansas  City,  lib*,  to 
pay  $H63.35>  with  interest,   to  White  &  Lawler,  Inc.,  of  La  Feria,  Texas,  as 
the  result  of  -a  hearing  under  the  P. A.  C.  Act. 

White  &  Lawler  sold  to  Banm  a  car  of  good-quality  grapefruit,- -f.o.h. 
shipping  point.    The  car  was  inspected  at  destination  by  a  Federal  inspector, 
who  certified  the  grapefruit  as  U.S.  lTo .  1.    Baura  rejected  the  grapefruit  on 
account  of  decay,  alleging  that  it  failed  to  meet  U.S.  Ho-  1  grade.  The 
Secretary  held  that  the  evidence  showed  that  the  grapefruit  complied  with  the 
contract  and  that  the  rejection  was  unjustified.     The  reparation  awarded 
represented  the  difference  between  the  original  price  and  the  amount  realized 
on  resale.

1  d •     A  MORE  RECENT  DECISION  REGARDING-  C  GRADE  APPLES  IN  NORTHWEST 

Information  just  recently  received  through"  F.  S.  Bailey,  of  the 
Yakima  inspection  office,  and  J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland  market-news 
office,  is  as  follows:- 

■  The  reconvened  Grade  and  Pack  Conference,  held  at  Wenatchee  on  July  2~( 
voted  the  complete  elimination  of  C  Grade  apples  of  all  varieties  from  the 
State  of  Washington,  with  no  change  in  the  Extra  Fancy  or  Fancy  grades.  It 
was  also  voted  that  the  C  Grade  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Washington 
No.  3»   and-  "that  it  cannot  be  wrapped  or  lidded  but  can  be  shipped  loose  in 
the  present  standard  apple  box.     The  first  conference,  held  on  July  g,  had 
taken  somewhat  similar  action,  but  had  excepted  the  two  yellow  varieties. 
The  second  conference  was  necessitated  by  the  State's  Attorney  General  de- 
claring the  action  void  unless  all  varieties  were  excluded.     Oregon's  action 
in  this  matter  has  not  yet  been  determined. 

Mr.  Bailey's  letter  includes  this  comment :- 

"Several  who  were  present  at  the  conference  in  Wenatchee  on  July  27 
have  told  me  that  opinion  on  the.  questions  before  the  delegates  was  more 
sharply  divided  than  at  any  State  grade  hearing  on  any  commodity  in  recent 
years."

R.  C.  Butner  expects  to  leave  Washington  on  Sundry  night  and  confer  with 
inspectors  in  Boston,  Eartford,  Springfield,  Providence,  Hew  Haven  and  New  York 
City,  possibly  stopping  also  at  Philadelphia.    He  may  visit  Camden,  IT. J. ,  to 
look  into  the  progress  of  the  inspection  work  on  tomatoes  at  the. soup 
company's  yards  in  that  city. 

W.  S.  Lewis,  of  the  Standardization  Project,  plans  to  leave  Washington 
on  Sunday  for  a  field  trip  of  about  two  months1  duration.    He  will  visit 
State  officials,  canneries  and  other  in tereste d  members  of  the  trade  first  in 
Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Minnesota  and  then  in  States  eastward  to  Maine.    Mr.  Lewis 
will  continue  the  field  investigational  work  relating  to  grades  for  sweet 
corn  for  canning.    He  will  demonstrate  the  use  of  the  Federal  grades  for  cab- 
bage intended  for  kraut  manufacture,  and  will  study  the  application  of  the 
grades  for  cannery  tomatoes  at  various  canning  centers. 

R.  L.  Sprjigler,  also  of  Mr.  Pailthorp's  project,  has  completed  his  in- 
vestigational work  in  l\Tew  York  State  and  spent  Monday  and  Tuesday  with 
M.  W.  Baker,  inspector  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  who  probably  will  do  some  grading 
work  on  honey  this  season.     From  Columbus,  Mr.  Spangler  proceeded  to  Chicago, 
v/here  he  conferred  with  local  inspectors,  and  he  has  nowgDne  to  Des  Moines  and 
other  points  in  Iowa,   to  instruct  inspectors  regarding  the  grading' of  various 
crops  for  canning. 

J.  W.  Dykes,  of  the  Regulatory  Branch,  spent  part  of  last  week  in 
Philadelphia,  Trenton,  Newark  and  Few  York  City,  making  investigations  under 
the  Produce  Agency  Act.     This  week  he  has  had  to  return  to  Philadelphia  for 
a  few  days,  for  a  similar  purpose. 

C.  R.  Newt oh j  who  has  been  making  investigations  in  the  West  of  cases 
under  the  P. A. C.  Act  and  the  Produce  Agency  Act,  is  expected  back  in  Washington 
by  the  end  of  this  week.

Federal  court  at  Spokane,  Wash. 

-  Paul  M.  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  Canned  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Grading 
Service,  expects  to  proceed  within  a  few  days  to  Biglerville,  Pa.,  Rochester, 
17.  Y.,  and  other  points  in  those  States,  where  he  will  make  investigations  with 
a  view  to  formulating  official  grades  for  canned  apples  and  red,  sour  or 
bitter  cherries,  and  snap  beans. 

D.  C.  Beeler,  of  the  Chicago  inspection  staff,  will  proceed  this  week 
to-  Columbus,  O^io,  where  he  will  substitute  during  the  next  two  months,  while 
M.  W.  Baker  is  in  the  field,  supervising  shipping-point  inspections.

F.  M.  Lyle,  who  is  supervising  shipping-point  inspections  of  Orrick, 
Missouri,  potatoes, recently  advised  us  that  he  is  using  six  inspectors  and 
that  shipments  have  increased  subsequently  to  the  hot  wave  of  mid-July.  In- 
spection work  may  continue  until  August  15.    As  recently  as  July  2g,  Mr. 
Iyle  made  temperature  tests  around  Orrick  and  found  potatoes  within  one  inch 
of  the  surface  of  the  ground  showing  98  degrees,  and  those  from  two  to  six 
inches  below  the  surface  showing  a  temperature  of  96  degrees.    One  potato 
found  lying  in  the  sun  along  the  railroad  tracks  registered  110  degrees. 


7c     CROP  TOES  AHD  INSPECTION  TOTS  FROM'  IDAHO 

The  -following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  August  1  from  L.  G-.  Schultz 
at  Boise.       It  was  received  too  late  for  proper  classification  under  Inspection: 

"Our  potato  inspection  work  in  Idaho  is  making  slow  headway  on  account 
of  the  very  low  price  being  paid  for  this  commodity.     There  is  a  large  acreage 
of  Bliss  Triumphs  to  be  moved.    Within  the  next'  week  or  10  days,  shipments  of 
Rurals  should  begin  but,  unless  the  market  improves,  I  doubt  whether  the  car- 
loadings  will  be  very  heavy. 

"Prospects  for  prunes  are  very  good,'  as  practically  all  growers  report 
a  heavy  set  and  so  far  the  drop  has  not  affected  the  crop.    Estimates  gener- 
ally run  from  1,800  to  2,000  cars,  which  is  considerably  more  than  last  year. 

"The  apple  crop  continues  to  be  very  clean  of  both  worms  and  scale.  If 
this  can  be  maintained  to  the  end  of  the  season,   there  no  doubt  will  be  a 
slight  increo.se  in  shipments  over  those  of  last  year.     The'  Jonathan  c  rop , 
however,  is  very  spotted  and  will  be  considerably  shorter  than  last  season. 

"The  onion  acreage  in  Idaho  is  increased  somewhat  this  year,  but  con- 
ditions to  date  have  not  been  e ntirely  favorable  to  the  growth  of  this  crop. 
Growers  generally  estimate  a  yield  under  that  of  last  year,  although  condi- 
tions from  now  on  may  change  this  very  materially."  R.C.B.

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5a.     GRAPSFRUI T  FROM  PUERTO  RICO 'TO  GST  WIDER  DISTRIBUTION 

In  a  letter  dated  August  2  at  San  Juan,  A.  S.  Mason  gave  an  estimate 
of  about  o90,000  boxes  of  grapefruit,  which  will  grade  U.S.  No.  2  or  higher' 
and  which  will  "be  available  for  shipment  from  Puerto  Rico  during  the  remainder 
of  this  year.     The  monthly  figures  are:    August  50,000  boxes,  September  190,000, 
October  250,000,  November  100,000  and  December  100,000.    Of  this  fruit, 
Mr.  Mason  estimates  that  approximately  60$  will  be  of  U.S.  No.-!  quality,  10$ 
U.S.  No.  1  Russet  quality,  and  30$  U.S.  No.  2  quality.    About  65$  of  the  fruit 
will  be  70's  and  larger,  and  35$  SO's  and  smaller. 

In  addition,   there  will  be  approximately  225,000  boxes  of  grapefruit 
ready  to  ship  during  these  months  which  will  not  meet  requirements  of  the 
U.S.  No.  2  grade.    Also  during  October  and  November  there  will.be  around 
35,000  boxes  of  oranges  of  U.S.  No.  2  quality  or  higher.    Mr.  Mason  added:- 

11  This  early  crop  of  grapefruit  is  of  extraordinarily  good  quality, 
being  far  better  than  last  year.     It  is  generally  of  a  flat  type  and  good 
shape,  and  mature  fruit  is  showing  more  juice  volume  and  higher  sugar  content 
than  like  fruit  last  season. 

"Growers  have  appointed  a  committee  to  work  out  a  distribution  plan, 
restricting  shipments  to  New  York  and  making  distributions  through  Charleston, 
Mobile  and  Houston.    Steamship  companies  assure  them  of  space  to  the  latter 
ports  of  approximately  25,000  boxes  a  week,  of  which  S5$  can  go  under  refrig- 
eration.   Distributors  are  being  chosen  in  the  above  trade  territories,  and 
it  looks  as  if  there  will  be  consider  ruble  movement  of  Puerto  Rican  fruit 
through  Charleston,  Mobile  and  Houston."

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ITd  .     PROGRESS  OF  TEE  MELON  AND  VEGETABLE'  SEASON  IN  WASHINGTON 

T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  recently  wrote  as  follows :- 
"Watermelon  harvest  in  the  lower  Yakima  Valley  of  Washington  will  "be 
under  way  about  August  15.    Western  Washington  vegetable  growers  have  been  for 
forced  to  curtail  their  harvesting  "by  adverse  market  conditions.  Shippers 
of  Iceberg  lettuce  axe  experiencing  difficulty  in. getting  freight  charges 
for  rolling  cars,   and  the  f.o.b.  cash  track  market  for  Puget  Sound  green  peas 
has  declined  to  GO^-^O^  per  bushel  hamper.    A  second  crop  of  Iceberg  lettuce 
is  ready  for  cutting  in  some  Late  districts.    With  the  passing  of  the  season 
on  these  two  vegetables,  interest  will  shift ' to ' celery,  cauliflower  and 
cabbage . "  "... 

2b.     ROCKY  FORD  MELONS  RIPENING  EARLY 

In  a  telegram  dated  August  10  at  Denver,  Bryce  Morris  advised  us 
that  a  hot  spell,   starting  Saturday,  is  rapidly  ripening  Rocky  Ford  canta-  " 
loupes  ahead  of  the  expected  time.     It  m-^y  be  possible  to  ship  as  many  as  60 
or  70  cars  daily,  if  markets  permit.    Recent  temperatures  in  the  Arkansas 
River  Valley  of  Colorado  have  been  around  100  degrees.     The  market-news  office 
at  Rocky.  Ford  will  be  opened  early  next  week. 

3b.    MIMEOGRAPH  PAPER 

In  the  past,  it  has  been  possible  to  ship  emergency  orders  and  small 
orders  for  mimeograph  paper  from  a  reserve  stock  held  in  Washington.  Owing 
to  the  drastic  reduction  that  has  been  made  this  year  in  the  quota  of  paper 
delivered  at  Washington,  it  will  be  necessary  during  this  fiscal  year  to 
fill  all  field ■ requisitions  for  mimeograph  paper  direct  from  the  mill  of 
the  paper  contractor. 

Therefore,  all  requisitions  for  mimeograph  paper  for  field  use  must 
be  placed  far  enough  in  advance  to  allow  for  this  delivery  from  the  mill. 
It  is  considered  best  to  schedule  requisitions  so  as  to  keep  on  hand  at  all 
times  at  least  a  three  months'  suppl}/,  and  more  if  storage  space  will  permit.

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1  c .    NEW  AgRMGgMTTS  FOR  INSPECTION  WORK  IN.  STATE  Off  WASHINGTON 

As  a  result  of  the  conference  held  in  Yakima,  August  h,  between 
C.  W.  Kitchen,  Assistant  Chief  of  our  Bureau,  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  5.  J.  Barnes,  of  Washington,  and  committees  from  the  shippers' 
associations  in  Yakima  and  Wenatchee,  an.  agreement  has  been  signed  invol- 
ving a  considerable  -reorganization  of  the  shipping -point  inspection  work 
in  the  State  of  Washington. 

Under  this  arraiigement,  George  E.  Harter  will  cease  to  be  Supervisor 
of  Horticulture  of  the  State  and  will  be  succeeded  by  Wendell  P.  Brown,  who 
for  several  years  has  been  District  Supervisor  for  the  Yakima  Valley. 
Mr.  Brown  will  be  designated  as  the  head  of  the  Federal-State  shipping  point 
inspection  service  in  Washington,   thus  making  a  single  individual  responsible 
for  the  issuance  of  instructions  to  the  field  forces,  as  in  California, 
Colorado,  Texas,  etc.  ■  ■  ■ 

F.  E.  Bailey  remains  in  the  State  as  our  full-time  Federal  representa- 
tive and  assistant  to  Mr.  Brown  in  the  supervision  of  the  entire  project. 
Mr.  Harter  is  returned  to  the  supervision  of  the  Wenatchee  district,  which 
position  he  held  before  his  appointment  as  Supervisor  of  Eorticulture . 
Arthur  C.  Rich,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Wenatchee  district,  is  trans- 
ferred t  0  the  Yakima  district  to  succeed  Mr.  Brown.    W.  A.  Hilgeson  will  not 
be  returned  to  Wenatchee. 

The  point  to  be  particularly  noted  by  our  field  men  is  that  Mr.  Bailey 
will  no_  longer  have  an  organized  office  of  his  own  at  Yakima  and  will  be  ex- 
pected to  spend  even  more  of  his  time  than  heretofore  in  travel  throughout 
the  State.    All  inquiries  concerning  inspection  policies,  interpretation  of 
State  grades,  etc.,  such  as  our  people  may  have  heretofore  addressed  to 
Mr.  Bailey,  must  now  be  addres.sed  to  Wendell  P.  Brown,  State  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Olympia,  Washington,  carbon  copies  being  sent  to  F.  E.  Bailey, 
at  Yakima,  for  his  information. 

Since  Messrs.  Bailey  and  Brown  have  been  closely  associated  for  many 
years  and  have  worked  harmoniously  in  everything  that  pertains  to  the  in- 
spection project,  the  new  arrangement  is  expected  to  overcome  many  of  the 
difficulties  which  have  confronted  our  'work  in  the  State  of  Washington  in  the 
recent  past.

3c.    PEACH  INSPECTIONS  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA 

George  E«  Prince,  Supervising  Inspector  in  South  Carolina,  wrote  as 
follows  in  a  recent  letter  from  Columbia:- 

"We  are  inspecting  cars  of  peaches  for  the  S.C.  Peach  Growers  Associa- 
tion,  the  American  Fruit  Growers,  anfl  a  few  independent  growers.  However, 
there  are  around  15O  cars  in  the  McBee  section,  which  are  being  handled  by 
commission  houses  in  New  York,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  line  up  that  ton- 
nage.   Our  percentage  for  inspection  should  be  heavier  than  last  year." 

kc.    PECANS  BEING  INSPECTED  IN  ST.  LOUIS 

On  August  S  L.G.C.  Peirce,  inspector  at  St.  Louis,  wrote  that  he  had 
just  completed  his  first  inspection  of  a  lot  of  pecans,  which  are  in  storage 
in  that  market,  and  he  expects  to  handle  70  more  lots  during  the  next  three 
or  four  weeks.    A  representative  of  the  National  Pecan  Marketing  Association, 
who  is  reconditioning  considerable  quantities  in  storage  at  St.  Louis,  is 
having  Mr.  Peirce  inspect  and  grade  these  pecans.

The  following  decisions  have  been  rendered  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture as  a  result  of  hearings  held  under  the  P. A. C.  Act: 

le.    WHAT  CONSTITUTES  "BEAUTIFUL"  SPINACH? 

The  Secretary  has .ordered  Barbere  Farris,  doing  business  under  the  name 
of  Farris  Brothers ,' Toledo ,  Ohio,  to  pay  $265.75  to  J.  W.  Myers ' Commission 
Company,  Van  Bur  en,  Ark. 

The  J.  rJ.  Myers  Commission  Company  alleged  that,  through  a  broker, 
Farris  Brothers  agreed  to  buy  a  car  of  spinach  at  ~]®<fi  per  bushel  delivered  and 
that  they  shipped  a  car  containing  S5Q  bushels  of  U.S.  No.  1  spinach;  that 
upon  arrival  the  car  was  rejected  by  the  buyer  and  afterwards  resold  at  a  loss 
of  $265.75»    The  evidence  showed  that  Myers  offered  a  car  of  "beautiful,  clean, 
heavy  pack"  spinach.    No  question  was  raised  as  to  the  spinach  shipped  being 
"clean  and  heavy  pack."     The  only  dispute  was  as  to  its  being  "beautiful" 
spinach. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  term  "beautiful"  has  no  recognized  meaming 
as  a  descriptive  specification  applying  to  spinach  and  it  must  be  considered 
that  it  was  used  in  this  contract  as  a  sales-talk  term,  denoting  nothing  more 
specific  than  generally-desirable  quality.  He  further  held  that  the  inspection 
certificate  showed  the  car  in  question  to  be  of  such  Quality  and  that  it  sub- 
stantially complied  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  the  rejection,  t  :.  **-." 
therefore,  was  without  reasonable  cause. 

2 e .     A  TEXAS  BROKERAGE  COMPANY  IS  ORDERED  TO  MAZE  REPARATION  AS  RESULT  OF 
FALSE  STATglMT  REGARDING-  CAR  OF  WESTERN  LETTUCE 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Shank  Brokerage  Company,  Tyler,  Texas, 
to  pay  $153«02  to  the  Sawdey  California  Co.  Ltd.,  Los  Angeles. 

Complaint  also  was  filed  in  this  case  against  the  H.  Friedlander 
Produce  Co.,  Tyler,  Texas,  but'  the  Secretary  dismissed  the  complaint  so  far  as 
that  firm  was  concerned. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  lettuce  shipped  by  the  Sawdey  Calif ornia  Co. 
to  the  H.  Friedlander  Produce  Co.,  as  the  result  of  an  alleged  contract  of  sale 
negotiated  between  these  companies.     The  day  before  the  car  arrived, 
Friedlander  announced  his  refusal  to  accept  it,  on  the  ground  that  the  contract 
•terms  varied  from  the  terms  under  which  the  Car  was  tendered.     It  was  found  that 
no  binding  contract  had  been  negotiated  between  the  parties  by  the  Shank  Broker- 
age Co.  and  the  report  to  the  complainant  that  such  contract  had  been  made  was 
found  by  the  Secretary  to  be  in  violation  of  the  P.A. C.  Act  as  being  a  false 
report  of  the  disposition  of  the  car  of  lettuce  for  a  fraudulent  purpose.  The 
case  accordingly  was  dismissed,  so  far  as  H.  Friedlander  Produce  Co.  was  con- 
cerned.    The  reparation  order  was  issued  against  the  Shank  Brokerage  Co.  for  the 
amount  lost  on  resale  of  the  car. 


POTATO  UROP  ESTIMATES  were  reduced  slightly  during  July  and  the  August 
forecast  was  367,000,000  bushels,  compared  with  376,000,000  last  year. 
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3e.     MISREPRESENTATIONS  IK  CONNECTION  WITH  SALS  OF  VIRGINIA  SWEET  POTATOES 
ENTITLE  THE  RECEIVER  TO  X  REPARATION  AWARD 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  American  Distributors,  Inc.,  Sxmore ,  Va., 
to  pay  $1^5. 50 »  with  interest,  to  the  Knaebel  Produce  Company,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

The:  Khaebol  Produce  Company  alleged  that  the  American  Distributors 
failed  to  deliver  in  accordance  with  the  contract  a,  carload  of  sweet  potatoes. 
The  American  Distributors  contended  that  the  sweet  potatoes  complied  with  the 
terms  of  the  contract  and  that  the  "buyer  had  accepted  an  allowance  upon  arrival, 
thereby  precluding  the  "buyer  from  maintaining-  an  action  for  additional  repara- 
tion.    The  contract  called,  for  one  car  of  U.S.  C-rade  No..  1,  good  pack,  Virginia 
medium-sized  sweet  potatoes,  f.o.b.  shipping  point.     The  shipper  contended  that 
confirmation  of  Sale  containing  these  terms  did  not  state  the  terms  correctly, 
"but  the  Secretary  held  that  the  terms  shown  in  the  confirmation  were  the  correct 
terms  of  sale. 

Upon  arrival  of  the  car,  the  buyer  found  that  the  sweet  potatoes  were 
small,  uader-gra.de,  and  showing  heavy  decay.     The  Knaebel  Produce  Company 
asked  an  allowance,  and  the  shipper  f inaily ■ granted  one  of  15^»    ^h©  shipper 
contended  that  this  action  was  final  and  that  the  buyer  was  bound  thereby. 
The  buyer,  on  the  other  hand,  insisted  that  this  allowance  was  accepted  only 
on  assurance  that  the  shipper  held  a  U.S.  Ho.  1  shipping -point  inspection 
certificate. 

From  the  evidence  offered,  the  Secretary  held  that  the  shipper  did  lead 
the  broker  to  believe,  and  the  broker  in  turn  conveyed. the  information  to  the 
buyer,  that  there  was  a  U.S.  No;  1  inspection  certificate  at  shipping  point, 
whereas  the  American  Distributors  had.  no  shipping-point  inspection  certificate 
on  this  car.     The  Secretary  further  held  that  respondent  had  failed  to  deliver 
sweet  potatoes  in  a  accordance  with  the  contract  and  that  the  complainant 
accepted  the  allowance  because  of  certain  false1  statements  made  by  the  sales 
manager  of  the  respondent  corporation,  and  that  because  of  the  fraudulent 
nature  of  these  statements  the  complainant  was  not  bound  by  acceptance  of  the 
allowance  and  was  entitled  to  reparation  in  the  amount  lost  on  the  car,  or 
$lU5.5Q. 

ke.     MINIMUM  SIZE  OF  OglQgS  WAS  MADE  3  AS  IS  OP  COMPLAINT 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  Samuel  Rosenblum,  Inc.,  New  York  City,  to  pay 
$l,o31.23»  with  interest,  to  the  Blotz  Seed  &  Produce  Co.,  Rocky  Ford,  Colo. 

Blotz  a>lleged  re j ection .  without  reasonable  cause  of  10  cars  of  Spanish- 
type  onions.    Rosenblum1 s  defense  was  that  the  onions  were  not  of  the  size  re- 
quired by  the  contract.     The  parties  entered  into  a  contract  for  10  cars  of 
U.S.  Ho.  1  Spanish  onions,  lj  inches  and  up,  not  to  exceed  3  inches,  at  $1.30 
per  cwt.,  f.o.b.  Colorado  shipping  point,  to  be  shipped  during  the  month  of 
September.  •  On  accoimt  of  crop  conditions,   it  was  impossible  for  Blotz  to  ship 
all  10  cars  during  September;  so  it  was  mutually  agreed  that  some  of  the  onions 
could  be  shi-oped  during  October.    As  a  result  of  this  agreement,  seven  cars 
•were  shipped  in  September  and  three  in  October.    After  arrival  in  ITew  York  City, 
Rosenblum  inspected  the  onions  and  rejected  them  on  the  ground  that  they  con- 
tained onions  of  less  size  than  lj.  inches.    Ke  offered  to  accept  eight  of  the 
cars,  but  this  offer  was  refused  and  the  cars  were  disposed  of  through  other 
channels.    Government  inspection  showed  the  cars  to  be  U.S.  No.  1  Spanish 
onions,  if  inches  and  up,  the  proportion  of  those  less  than  lj  inches  being 
within  the  tolerance.    Rosenblum  claimed  that  the  contract  called  for  a  minimum

of  1}  inches  and  that  none  "of  the  .onions  should  have  "been  below  that  size. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  parties  could  have  stipulated  that  none 
of  the  onions  were  to-be  under  if  inches,  but  that  there  was  nothing  in  the 
record  to  indicate  that  they  intended  to  make  an  unusual  contract  in  this 
respect  and  that,   in  the  absence  of  such  definitely- indicated  intention,  it 
should  be  assumed  that  it  was  their  intention- to  recognize  the  usual  trade 
practice.    He",  therefore,  held  that  Blotz  furnished  onions  in  conformity  with 
the  contract  and  further- held  that  Rosenblum's  rejection  was  without  reason- 
able cause.     The  reparation  granted  was  for  the  difference  between  the  con- 
tract price  and  the  net  proceeds  received  on  resale.

DECIDED  BY  gig  SECRETARY  0?  AGRICULTURE 

The  Secretary  has  taken  action  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Com- 
modities Act  in  the  following  cases,  in  which  orders  of  publication  were  not 
issued:- 

LoonBroSi,  Buffalo,  g.  Y.,  vs..  Wade  <%  ITewton,  San  Benito,'  Texas 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  U.S.  Ub.  1  Bliss  Triumph  potatoes  sold  at 
$2.15  per  bag  delivered.     Leon  Bros,  claimed  that  the  potatoes  were  inferior 
to  those  called  -for  in  the  contract  and  .failed  to  grade  U. S  JTo .  1.     The  con- 
troversy was  based  largely  upon  the  difference  between  the  shipping-point 
inspection  certificate  and  the  one  issued  at  Buffalo.     The  shipping -point  cer- 
tificate ,  which  covered  the  whole -car,  showed  the  .potatoes  to  grade  U.S.  SFq .  1. 
Five  days  after  arrival  of  the  potatoes  in  Buffalo  and  after  they  had  been  un- 
loaded, another  inspection  was  made  and- certificate  issued  covering  only  15O 
of  the  U^O  sacks.     This  certificate  stated  that  the  potatoes  failed  to  grade 
U.S.  Ho.  1  on  account  of  grade  defects.     The  Secretary  held  that  the  complain- 
ant had  not  established,  by  a  fair  preponderance  of  testimony,  any  violation 
of  the  Act  and  dismissed  the  case. 

Sobel  Produce  Co./ Inc.,  jvTew  York  City,  vs.  J.  Andrew  Cohill,  Hancock,  Hd. 

Complainant  claimed  that  respondent  had  entered  into  a  contract  to  sell 
three  cars  of  Stayman  Wine sap  apples  and  had  failed  to  make  delivery  thereof. 
Respondent  claimed  that  the  broker  did  not  have  authority  to  make  the  con- 
tract or  to  confirm  the  sale  as  his  agent.    Upon  receipt  of  the  confirmation 
of  sale,  he  telephoned  the  broker,  refusing  to  accept  the  contract  and  fol- 
lowed this  by  a  letter  to  the  same  effect.     The  Secretary  held  that  the 
parties  recognized  the  broker's  lack  of  authority  to  make  the  sale  without 
respondents  approval;  that  respondent  had  not,  in  fact,  ratified-  and  con- 
firmed the  sale  and  that  the  case  should  be  dismissed. 

Jos,  Chalona  Com-pany,  Hew  Orleans,  La.,  vs.  Wade  &  Newton,  San  Benito,  Texas. 

Complainant  claimed  that  the  respondent  sold  Chalona  Company  a  car  of 
corn,  f.o.b.  shipping  point,  and  failed  to  ship  or  deliver  at  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  called-. for  in  the  contract.   .Respondent;  denied  having  entered  into 
such  a  contract,  pointing  out  that,  complainant  ordered  a,  car  of  corn  to  be  75$ 
U.S.  No.  1  and -that  respondent  .could  not  furnish  such  a  car  and  never  agreed 
to  do  so.     The 'Secretary  held  that  careful  analysis  of  the  telegrams  and  facts 
did  not  disclose  a  definite  contract  between  the  parties  and  decided  that  the 
case  should  be  dismissed. 
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Losman  Produce  Company,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. ,  vs .  Loxley  Produce  Company 4  " 

Loxley,  Ala. 

This  case  involved  a  carload  of  sweet  potatoes,  sold  f.o.b.  Alabama. 
Upon  arrival,  the  car  was  accepted  and  draft  paid  by  the  complainant ,  which 
company  then  attached  the  money  after  the  payment  had  been  made  but  before 
the  net  proceeds  had  been  remitted  to  respondent.     The  Losman  Produce  Company 
also  filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  a  complaint  under  the 
P.A.C.Act.    Coinplaintwas  dismissed  because  the  party  complained  against  should 
not  be  required  to  defend  an  action  at  law  and  also  a  complaint  under  the  Act 
at  the  same  time  involving  the  same  subject  matter. 

Gillarde  Bruns  Co. ,  Chicago,  vs.  W.  H.  Harrison  Co.,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Complainant  alleged  that  the y  sold  a  car  of  U.S. '  Ho.  1  tomatoes  f..o.b. 
St.  Louis  and  that,  upon  arrival  of  the  car  at  Washington,  the  respondent  re- 
jected the  shipment  without  reasonable  cause.    Respondent  contended  that,  in 
a  telephone  conversation  regarding  the  car,  nothing  was  said  about  U.S.  ITo.  1 
tomatoes  and  that  respondent  wanted  Fancy  stock,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
local  trade.     The  car  of  tomatoes  was  rejected  because  respondent  found  that 
it  contained  sunburn,  water  rot,  decay,'  irregular  pack  and  under -grade  tomatoes. 
Respondent  also  contended  that  no  enforceable  contract  was  established  and 
that  there  was  no  signed  writing,  as  required  by  the  Statute  of  Frauds.  ,  The 
only  writings  signed  by  respondent,  as  shown  in  the  record,  were  two  telegrams, 
one  asking  for  quotation  of  price  and  the  other  giving  results  of  inspection 
made  at  Washington.    These  telegrams  did  not  supply  one  of  the  essential  ele- 
ments 'of  a  sale  contract,-  i.e.  the  price;  neither  did  they  make  reference  to 
other  writings.     The  Secretary  dismissed  the  complaint,  because  the  complain- 
ant had  failed  to  show  a  contract  calling  for  delivery  of  U.S.  No.  1  tomatoes 
and  failed  to  show  sufficient  note  or  memorandum  to  satisfy  the  Statute  of 
Frauds .  -  .  "    .  :" . 

S.  Albertson  Co.,   Inc.,  Boston,  vs.  Samuel  J .  Shal  low  Co  . ,  South"  Bo  s  ton ,  I/Iacs. 

This  case  involved  a  car  of  apples,  for  which  Shallow  collected  $U03«S9 
and  failed  to  make  payment.    Payment  was  withheld  because • of  a  dispute  between 
the  respondent  and  the  Waybright  Produce  Company,  regarding  a  car  of  pears 
shipped  to  S.  Albertson  Co.,   Inc.     The  respondent,  Shallow,  looked  upon  him- 
self merely  as  a  stakc -holder,  and  was  willing  to  account  on  the  basis  of  what 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  decided  to  be  correct.     The  Secretary  held  that 
each  case  should  be  decided  on  its  own  merits  and  that  Shallow  should  make 
payment  of  the  amount  duo  on  the 'car  of  apples. 

A.  Chris tens on,  Sarona,  Wis.,  vs.  T.  D.  Randall  &  Co . ,  Chicago. 

Complainant  consigned  a  car  of  potatoes  to  be  sold  for  his  .account. 
This  was  done  and  account  sales  rendered,  but  only  $50  was  paid  on  the  net 
proceeds.  Respondent  admitted  owing- a  balance  of  $2g6.20  and  reparation •  ", 
order  was  issued  in  this  amount. 

Alexander  Marketing  Company,  San  Benito,  Texas,  vs.  Eecht  Produce  Company , 

Grand  Rapids,  l.iich. 
This  case  involved  a  car  of  cabbage,  which  respondent  rejected  on.  the 
grounds  that  tie  heads  were  not  solid  and  the  pack  was  slack  but  accepted 
upon  being  granted  an  allowance  of  15$*  per  crate.     Complainant  claimed  that 
the  allowance  was  granted  through  misrepresentation  and  that  the  heads  were 
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solid  raid  the  pack  was  not  slack.     The  Secretary  held  that  consideration  ■  of 
the  telegrams  involved  in  the  case  did  not  disclose  any  misrepresentation  re- 
garding the  cabbage  and  that  the  allowance,  therefore,  was  not  ■■obtained 
through  fraud  and  that,  "because  allowance  had  "been  granted,  complaint  could 
not  "be  entertained  under  the  P.A-C.  Act, 

Canter  Distributing  Co.,  Svansville,  Ind. ,  vs.  Adams  Pakcing  Co., Inc. 

Auburndale ,  Fla. 

This  case  involved  three  carloads  of  bulk  oranges,  which  the  Canter 
Distributing  Company  agreed  to  accept  and  guaranteed  payment  on  the  basis  of 
actual  weight  according  to  railroad  freight  bills,   the  net  amount  thus  due 
being  $l,0lS.U0.    Upon  arrival  of. the  cars,   the  Canter  Distributing  Company 
claimed  that  the  weights  claimed  were  not  actually  found  in  Hie  cars  and  re- 
fused' to  make  payment  on  that  basis,  remitting  but  $812. hO.     The  Secretary-  . 
held  that  the  contract  provided  for  settlement  on  the  basis  of  actual  weight, 
according  to  the  railroad  freight  bills,  and  that  the  Adams  Packing  Co.  had 
established  this  case  in  accordance  with  the  contract.    The  Secretary  .further 
held  that,  if  Canter  Distributing  Company  had  any  reason  to  believe  that  the 
railroad  freight  bills  were  incorrect  in  regard  to  the  weight,  the  matter 
could  have  been -taken  up  with  the  railroad  to  have  correction  made  at  the  time 
the  oranges  were  accepted  and  disposed  of.    Since  the  Canter  Distributing 
Company  agreed  to  collect  and  remit  on  the  basis  of  actual  weight  according 
to  railroad  freight'  bills ,  the  Secretary  held  that  they  were  liable  in  the 
sum  of  ^20^.00,   the  difference  between  the  amount  paid  and  the  amount  due.

6b,    PROSPECTIVE  SHIPMENTS  OF  KAT7-  VALLEY  POTATOES, 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  August  g  from  R.  E. 
Corbin,  of  the  Kansas  City  office :- 

"The  Orrick,  Missouri,  shipping  season  for  potatoes  is  practically 
finished.    Kaw  Valley  of  Kansas  has  approximately  1,500  cars  yet  to  move,  but 
probably  not  more  than  1,000  to  1,200  will  be  loaded.    The  remainder  likely 
will  be  trucked  into  Kansas  City  and  other  markets. 

"Enough  time  has  passed  since  the  extremely  hot  weather  to  make  it 
possible  to  throw  out  practically  all  decay  at  loading  point.     There  are  some 
fields  that  are  turning  out  very  little  but  decayed  shells,  and  it . is . reported 
that  many  fields  will  not  be  dug.  at -all.        It  is  estimated  that  shipments 
may  average  around  50  cars  a  day  for  the  next  week  or  two,  which  could  very 
readily  be  increased  to  75  or  100  cars  if  markets  justified  such  movement."  ./

according  to  Loyde  M.  Billman,  who  has  just  returned  to  hashing ton.  Mr. 
Billman  assisted  in  establishing  the  new  work  on  canned  fruits  and  vegetables 
for  Boston  instutitions.    All  of  this  work  is  being  handled  by  inspectors  con- 
nected with  our  Boston  office.     City  officials  estimate  that  thousands  of 
dollars  are  being  saved  by  using  this  grading  system. 

J.  C.  Bigger,  in  charge  of  the  Easton,  Md.,  office  of  the  Canned  Fruit 
and  Vegetable  Grading  Service,  recently  spent  some  time  in  Harrisburg,  confer- 
ring with  State  officials  regarding  the  possible  adoption  of  Federal  inspec- 
tion on  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  for  use  in  Pennsylvania  State  institutions.

la.     POTATO  .GROWERS  ORGANIZE  AT  STOCKTON,  CALIFORNIA 

In  a  radio  talk  on  August  5  at  San  Francisco,  C.  J.  Hansen  said:- 
"A  new  association  just  formed  in  the  Stockton  section  of  California 
claims  a  membership  of  y&fo  of  the  potato  growers.    Unlike  most  associations ,  it 
was  not  formed  for  the  purpose  of  handling  the  sales,  hut  represents  more  or  les 
a  gentleman's  agreement  to  do  and  not  to  do  certain  things  individually.  To 
start  with,  each  grower  was  required  to  deposit  £50 *per  acre  as  an  act  of  good 
faith.     The  principal  objects  of  this  association  are  to  eliminate  all  No.  2  or 
small  potatoes  when  a  surplus  exists;  the  regulation  of  harvesting,  the  selling 
and  shipping  to  meet  consumptive  demands,   the  standardization  of  packs,  and  the 
elimination  of  destructive  or  unfair  practices  throughout  the  chain  of  distri- 
bution.    This  year  the  association  plans  to  eliminate  all  ITo.  2  potatoes  from 
marketing  channels.     They  have  agreed  to  neither  sell  nor  transport  for  use  any 
No.  2  potatoes,  unless  special  permission  is  granted  to  do  so.     It  is  estimated 
this  will  reduce  the  California  movement  about  1,200  cars.     Provision  has  been 
made,  however,  for  charity  distribution  of  the  Ho.  2's  through  proper  channels, 
such  as    the  Red  Cross  or  the  Community  Chest,  for  the  destitute  or  the  unem- 
ployed.   Revenues  of  the  association  will  be  secured  by  the  sale  of  tags  costing 
1^  each.     This  tag  must  be  attached  before  the  grower  can  sell  or  transfer  a 
sack  of  potatoes.     If  any  grower  is  caught  shipping  or  selling  potatoes  without 
the  consent  of  the  association,  he  is  fined  10^  per  sack." 

A  later  letter  from  E.  E.  Drobish  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  Potato  Com- 
mittee, written  at  Berkeley,  Calif.,  states  that  he  was  called  to  Stockton  at 
the  expense  of  the  potato  growers  to  help  develop  a  plan  for  preventing  the  ship 
ment  this  year  of  Ho.  2  Burbank  potatoes  from  any  of  the  western  States.  Con- 
ferences between  California  operators  and  those  of  Idaho,  Washington,  Oregon  and 
Montana  are  contemplated  for  the  early  future.

In  view  of  the  change  recently  made  In  the  branch-office  latters  of  au- 
thorization from  an  actuaJ-expense  subsistence  allowance  to  per  diem  in  lieu  of 
subsistence,  attention  is  called  to  Par.  37  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

In  this  paragraph  is  outlined  the  per  diem  allowance  for  an  employee  in  a 
subsistence  status  less  than  2k  hours  and  it  reads  in  pa.rt  as  follows:  "Each 
day  of  2h  hours  will  be  considered  as  beginning  at  midnight.     Per  diem  allowance 
for  any  day  in  which  the  employee  is  in  a  subsistence  status  less  than  2h  hours 
must  be  fixed  separately  and  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $1  if  the  subsistence  statu 
period  is  S  hours  or  less,  $2  if  more  than  6  hours  and  not  more  than  12  hours, 
$3  if  more  than  12  hours  and  not  mere  than  IS  hours,  and  $h  if  more  than  IS 
hours . "

"It  is-  expected  that  the  larger  part  of  the  tonnage  will  be  moved  by 
truck,  and  many  of  the  nearby  smaller  markets  will  be  supplied  with  peaches 
from  this  section."

I.  P.  Eall  included  the  following  comments  in  a  recent  review,  issued 
from  the  Seattle  office 

"Pear  prices  are  di scour agingly  low.     Canncrs  offered  $10  per  ton  'for 
I'c .  1  Bartletts,  but  trading  was  very  slow*    Unfavorable  market  conditions 
for  western  Washington  vegetables  have  resulted  in  an .almost  total  cessation 
of  shipping.    Many  fields  of  lettuce  have  been  abandoned  on  account  of  low 
returns.     Cauliflower ,  celery  and  cabbage  are  growing  very  well,  but  no 
demand  has  developed.  .... 

"Onion  movement  from  the  lower  Yakima  Valley  is  about  at  a  standstill 
for  tho  time  being.    Potato  shipments  average  around  10  or  15  cars  daily,  and 
good  quality  Russets  in  Coast  markets  have  been. sold  for  about  $1-$1.15  Per 
cwt.     A'fairly  good  demand  is  reported  from  Calif  or  nia  .markets  . "

W.  E.  Eall  wrote  as  follows  in  a  recent  letter  from  Chi cage: - 
"I  returned  Thursday  night  (Aug-.  11)  from  the  onion  section  of  Indiana, 
having  spent  a  little  more  thai  three  days  visiting  some  10. or  12  important 
shipping  points.    Indiana  has  one  of  the  best  crops  of  onions  ever  produced, 
both  as  to  quality  and  quantity.     I  heard  estimates  of  all  the  way  from  U,600 
to  6,000  cars.    Digging  was  quite  active,  notwithstanding  the  low  prices  pre- 
vailing, H0^-50$  per  cwt.  for  best  U.S.  No.  1  yellows.     There  will  be  little 
storing  before  the  10th  of  September,  and  just  what .percentage  of  the  crop 
will  move,  before  storing  starts  will  depend  largely  upon  the  condition  of  the 
market.     The  stock  runs  generally  large,  which  should  give  Indiana  some  advan- 
tage over  most  other  sections,  as  it  is  believed  that  large  stock  will  command 
a  fair  premium  over  medium  and  small  stock.

It 
gives  detailed  tabulation's  of  car-lot  shipments  "of  19  important  fruits  and 
vegetables  and  of  IS  other  commodities  during  I929  and  1930,  together  with 
tabulations  of  unloads  of  19  products  in  66  cities  during  those  two  years, 
and  a  comparison,  of  the  shipments  and  unloads  on  the  basis  of  originating 
States.     The  -data  are  given  on  a  monthly  basis  and  an  annual  basis.  Copies

Correspondence  with  a  number  of  branch  offices  concerning  the  in- 
terpretation of  this  term  in  market  quotations  has  disclosed  a  rather 
wide  variation  in  meaning  or  usage  by  different  market  reporters,  and  it 
therefore  seems  advisable  to  have  it  discontinued  from  the  code. 

6b.     A  BRIEF  REPORT  OH  CALIFORNIA  GRAPES 

A.  S.  Prugh  wrote  as  follows  from  Fresno  in  a  letter  of  August  15*- 
"The  grape  market  continues  dull,  with  hardly  enough  f.o.b.  sales  to 
quote.    Auction  prices  have  been  slipping  fast  during  the  past  few  days, 
with  the  general  average  on  Thompsons  today  (Aug.  15)  $1.02,  Malagas  S5f, 
Red  Malagas  $1.27  and  Ribiers  $1.62  per  lug  box.     The  transportation  cost  to 
Chicago  is  63^  on  32-pound  lugs  and  57^  on  28-pounds;  and  to  New  York  Q+j  on 
32-pound  and  5S</  on  2S-pound  lugs.    Many  small  berries  are  reported  in  the 
Malagas  and  Red  Malagas,  and  the  Thompsons  are  on  the  border  line  of  required 
sugar  content.     Last  year's  condition  is  reversed,  with  Thompsons  selling 
higher  than  Malagas,  and  the  premium  on  Red  Malagas  is  considerably  less  than 
that  of  last  season. 

"We  hear  of  some  purchases  of  Muscat  vineyards  at  $5  per  ton,  the  buyer 
to  do  the  picking.     Desperate  efforts  are  being  made  to  organize  the  raisin 
pool.     The  first  car  of  black  juice  grapes  moved  on  August  9,  and  only  20 
cars  were  shipped  to  the  lUth  inclusive.     Tokays  are  expected  to  start  from 
the  Lodi  district  the  last  week  in  August-.     It  is  reported  that  the  color 
will  be  good. "  '*

1  c .     GRAPES  AIJD  APPLES  Bglgg  INSPECTED  IN  ARKANSAS 

The  following-  news  came  in' a  letter  of  August  12  from  R.  B.  Landrurn,  • 
Supervising  Inspector  at  Springdale,  Ark.:-  . 

"Shippers  have  influenced  a  large  percentage  of  the  grape_  growers  to 
delay  cutting  the  Concords  until  ful^ly  matured,  hut  it  now  appears  that,  from 
the  latter  part  of  this  week  on,  we  shall  he  very  "busy.     There  are  four  in- 
spectors working  "both  apples  and  grapes  at  "present,  and  several  others  are 
handling  grapes.     There  is  a  great  deal  of  speculation  by  growers  and  shippers 
as  to  whether  or  not  it  will  he  possible  to  market  the  entire  grape  crop.  If 
this  is  done,  it  is  estimated  that  we  shall  certify  from  700  to  S00  cars  in 
Springdale  alone,  with  possibly  3OO  or  hO'O  to  move  from  outside  points.  The 
present  price  of  7^  per  four-quart  basket,,  however,  is  not  much  inducement  to 
the  growers. 

"The  apples ,  it  is  claimed,  are  of  much  better  quality  than  in  several 
years,  and  a  few  cool  nights  have  greatly  increased  the  color  of  Jonathans. 
Mr.  Rouw,  who  is  marketing  many  of  the  apples,  has  expressed  the  intention  of 
trying  to  pack  a  good  portion  in  boxes  on  the  basis  'Of  the  Washington  Combina- 
tion Fancy  and  Extra  Eancy  Grade. • 

"Missouri  grapes  are  starting  this  weekv(Aug.  15)  and  up  to  date  about 
six  stations  have  filed  application  -for  inspection.    Mr-  Hammond  is  planning 
to  open  an  office  about  Saturday  in  Monett  or  Springfield,   to  take  care  of  all 
work  which  may  develop  on.  grapes  or  other  products  in  that  State. 

"Oklahoma  is  doing  very  little  at  present.     There  are  two  men  working 
on  watermelons  in  the  western  part  of  the  State."

W.  L.  Close  has  sent  a  very  comprehensive  and  interesting  report  on 
the  shipping-point  inspection  work  in  Oregon. ,  The  percentage  of  total  Oregon 
shipments  certified  during  the  past  five  years  has  shown  a  continual  increase, 
as  indicated  below:

gb.     LIGHT  YIELD  OF  POTATOES  EXPECTED  IN  PARTS  OP  MINNESOTA 

The  following  items  are  from  a  letter  of  August  15,  written  by 
L<   C.   Tate,  of  the  Minneapolis  office : - 

"Minnesota  sandland  yields  on  Early  Ohio  potatoes  are  fair.  However, 
present  hot.  dry  weather  portends  ill  for  the  late  crop  in  nearby  territory. 
Dealers  anticipate  a  light  yield  and  small  size  on  the  regular  crop  at 
stations  north  of  Minneapolis.    Farmers  are  now  being  paid  30^  per  cwt. 
bulk  outweight  for  stock  grading  between  Zyfo  U.S.  No.  1  and  U.S.  No.  1.  Only 
an  occasional  car  meets  grade^  requirements',  most  scoring  around  90^. 

"During  the  past  two  weeks,  many  reports  have  been  received  locally 
concerning  the  unfavorable  crop  outlook  in  the  Red  River  Valley.  Light 
yields  are  indicated,  and  even  the  best  fields  are  reported  to  be  rather 
spotted."  -W.C

.  Id.     ILLINOIS  STANDARDS  FOR  APPLES 

The  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  has  issued  Illinois  standards 
for  marking,  "branding  and  inspection  of  apples,  effective  June  20,  1932. 
These  grades  are  the  same  as  the  U.S.  grades  except  that  they  have  not  adopted 
the  U.S.  Commercial  or  U.S.  Combination  grades.     They  have,  however,  adopted 
a  grade  known  as  11  Illinois  Orchard  Run  Grade,"  which  consists  of  not  less  than 
kO-fo  of  U.S.  No.  1,  remainder  being  U.S.  Utility.    A  tolerance  of  10$  by  weight 
is  provided  for  apples  below  the  requirements  of  U.S.  Utility  Grade,  but  not 
more  than  one-tenth  of  this  amount  or  1$  shall  be  allowed  for  decay.  Copies 
of  these  grades  will  be  forwarded  from  the  Chicago  office  to  those  markets 
which  are  likely  to  be  called  upon  to  inspect  Illinois  apples. 

2 d .     REVISION  II"  COLOR  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MASSACHUSETTS  GRAVENSTBIN  APPLES 
Last  summer  a  copy  of  Department  Circular  No.         dated  August  1, 
1931 »  ani  containing  the  Massachusetts  Official  Grades,  Rules  and  Regulations, 
was  mailed  to  receiving  markets.    We  have  just  been  notified  by  Dr.  Arthur  W. 
Gilbert,  Commissioner  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Agriculture, 
that  effective  August  1,  1932,   the  color  requirements  on  Gravensteins  were 
changed  to  read  as  follows:    "Massachusetts  Extra  Fancy  15$;  Massachusetts 
Fancy  none;  Massachusetts  Combination  A  none."     Inspectors  are  requested  to 
make  this  change  in  their  Massachusetts  grade  pamphlet. 

3d.     IDAHO  GRADE  BOOKLET 

With  this  D.L. ,  each  inspector  will  receive  a  copy  of  the  Idaho  grade 
booklet  for  the  193^  season.  L.  G.  Schultz  wrote  in  explanation:-  "There 
are  a  number  of  important  changes  this  year.  The  most  important  change  is 
that  in  the  apple  grades.  You  will  note  that  Idaho  has  officially  adopted 
the  Washington  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  grades,  retaining  their  old  *  C1  grade 
with  the  addition  of  one  more  sting.  It  may  be  well  to  call  this  change  to 
the  attention  of  market  inspectors,  as  it  is  the  first  radical  change  made 
in  Idaho  apple  grades  for  several  years."

The  following  decisions  have  been  rendered  "by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  a  result  of  hearings  held  under  the  F.A. C.  Act: 

le.     CHICAGO  FIPJ.:  MUST  PAY  $1,127  PIT  CAR  OF  TEXAS  T0L1AT0SS 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  ?.  W.  Coppersmith  &  Company,  Chicago >  to  pay 
$1,127.63  with  interest  to  the  Alexander  Marketing  Company,  San  Benito,  Texas. 

The  Alexander  Marketing  Company  charged  P.  W.  Coppersmith  &  Compan}^  with 
having  rejected  without  reasonable  cause  a  car  of  tomatoes,  which  they  had  con- 
tracted to  buy.     It  was  claimed  that  a  representative  of  the  buyer  called  at 
the  office  of  the  shipper  and  entered  into  an  oral  contract  for  a  car  of  toma- 
toes at  a  price  f.o.b.  shipping  point,  with  the  privilege  of  Government  inspec- 
tion at  Chicago  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  there  was  blight  decay 
in  excess  of  y^.     Thereafter,  certain  telegrams  passed  "between  the  buyer  in 
Chicago  and  the  shipper  in  Texas,  which  telegrams  were  made  a  part  of  the 
record,  with  the  contention  that  the  telegrams  confirmed  the  oral  contract. 
The  buyer  contended  that  there  was  no  oral  contract  and  that  the  telegrams  did 
not  constitute  a  contract  and  that  the  laws  of  Illinois,  which  was  the  place 
of  delivery,  governed  as  to  the  applicability  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds. 

Tlie  Secretary  held  that  it  was  not  necessary  +o  determine  whether  the 
telegrams  did  or  did  not  set  forth  a  contract  between  the  parties,  because  a, 
fair  preponderance  of  the  testimony  showed  that  there  was  a  definite  oral  con- 
tract entered  into  by  the  parties  in  the  Stateof  Texas,  which  has  no  Statute 
of  Frauds;  that  part  of  the  car  was  loaded  in  the  presence  of  the  representa- 
tive of  the  buyer;  that  this  was  an  f.o.b.  shipping -point  contract  and  that, 
although  it  was  true  that  shipper  agreed  that  the  car  should  show  net  more 
than  5$  blight  upon  its  arrival  at  Chicago,  the  Government  inspection  certifi- 
cate as-  to  condition  showed  that  it  did  not  contain  more  than  the  5$  blight 
agreed  upon. 

P.  W.  Coppersmith  &  Company  cited  two  Supreme  Court  cases,  which  they 
contended  supported  their  claim  that  the  contract  was  governed  by  the  law  of 
Illinois  and  not  Texas.     In  one  of  these  the  Court  said:     "The  parties  can- 
not be  presumed  to  have  contemplated  a  law  which  would  defeat  their  engagement 
Applying  the  principle  to  this  case,  it  is  not  rea.sona.ble  to  suppose  that  the 
two  contracting  parties  in  the  State  of  Texas  contemplated  that  this  car  should 
be  shipped  to  Chicago  where  the  sta.tute  of  Illinois  would  render  it  unenforce- 
able.    The  other  Supreme  Court  ca.se  cited  was  considered  by  the  Secretary  to 
be  based  on  facts  so  different  from  those  in  this  case  as  to  constitute  an 
authority  for  neither  buyer  nor  seller. 

The  Secretary  held  that  a  valid  contract  of  sale  had  been  entered  into 
aJid  that  the  shipper  delivered  tomatoes  in  conformity  with  the  contract.  Pie 
issued  a  reparation  order  in  the  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  original 
price  and  the  resale  price. 


2 c .     A  1TZ.7  0P.LZ.4ITS  FIRM  IS  HELD  LIA3LE  FOP.  PRICE  C?  CAR  07  TCMATOSS 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Segari  Distributing  Company,  New  Orleans, 
to  pay  $371.07  to  the  S.  Rianda  Packing  Company,  Inc.,  Salinas,  California. 
The  Mallard  Brokerage  Company,  of  New  Orleans,  was  also  named  as  the  respondent 
in  this  ca.se,  but  the  Secretary  dismissed  the  complaint  against  this  company. 
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Through  the  Mallard  Brokerage  Company,  the  Rianda  Packing  Company 
sold  Segari  a  car  of  Ho.  2  tomatoes  at  a  delivered  price.     Segari  accepted 
the  car  but  failed  to  pay  the  purchase  price  thereof.    Rianda  claimed  the. 
car  was  sold  to  the  Mallard  Brokerage  Company  and  that  company  should  .remit. 
However,  the  records  showed  that  Rianda  paid  the  Mallard  Brokerage  Company 
the  "brokerage  fee,  and  also  indicated  that  Rianda  knew  that  Mallard  was  acting 
only  as  a  broker.     The  Segari  Distributing  Company  admitted  purchasing  the 
Car  and  that  they  had  forwarded  a  check  in  payment,  which  was  returned  because 
of  insufficient  funds.    This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  debtors  had  * 
failed  to  pay,  and  the  company  Was  forced  to  discontinue  business  in  February, 
1931*     '^J-10  Segari  Distributing  Company,  therefore,  Was  held  to  have  violated 
the  provisions  of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  and  to  be  liable 
for  the  pruchase  price  of  the  car,  $371  °0J,  with  interest  at  6fo* 

3 e  •     A  COLORADO  PRODUCE  COMPANY  ORDERED  TO  PAY  TOR  FIVE  CARS  OP  POTATOES 

The" Secretary  has  ordered  the  Jagger  Produce  Co.,  Pueblo,  Colorado, 
to  pay  the  Er.os  Mosher  Co.,  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  $US9.S2  with  interest,  as 
the  result  of  a  complaint  filed  under  the  P. A. C.  Act. 

The  Enos  Mosher  Co.  alleged  that  they  sold  five  cars  of  potatoes  to 
Jagger  Produce  Co.,   the  total  net  sale  price  of  which  was  $^09.52,  and  that 
the  Jagger  Produce  Co.  accepted  the  cars  and  issued  a  check  in  payment  there- 
for but  later  stopped  payment  on  it.     The  Jagger  Produce  Co.  admitted  the 
allegations  'of  the  complaint,   stating  that  at  the  time  the  check  was  drawn, 
August  25,  1931 ,  they  did  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  pay  for  the  cars  and 
that  an  agent  of  the  broker  induced  them  to  post  date  the  check  to  September.  2, 
1931 >  and-  that,  on  that  date,   the  company  was  insolvent  and  is  now  insolvent 
and  unable  to  pay  the  amount. 

He.     COMPLAINT  DISMISSED  BECAUSE  OP  TrIElTFORCEABhB  C017TRACT 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  under  the  P. A. C. 
Act  by  Goldstein  &  Mallinger,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  against  Hutchinson-Clark,  Inc., 
Pittsford,  IT.  Y. 

Goldstein  &  Mallinger  charged  that  Hutchinson-Clark  had  failed  to 
deliver  without  reasonable  cause  four  carloads  of  Baldwin  apples,  which  they 
had  purchased  and  that,  as  a  result,  they  had  been  damaged  in  the  amount  of 
$330 .OS.    Hutchinson-Clark  claimed  that  the  alleged  contract  was  unenforce- 
able under  the  Statute  of  Frauds  and  that  they  had  never  agreed  to  ship  the 
apples  in  question.     The  evidence  showed  that  the  negotiations  were  carried 
on  by  telephone  and  that  the  only  writing  relating  to  the.  contract  was  a 
letter  from  Goldstein  &  Mallinger  to  Hutchinson-Clark*  Inc.,  setting  forth" 
the  terms  of  the  transaction.     This  letter  would  meet  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Statute  of  Frauds,  had  Goldstein  &  Mallinger  acted  as  brokers  in  the 
transaction  and  thus  represented  Hutchinson-Clark,  Inc.     The  record  failed 
to  support  such  contention  but  showed  that  Goldstein  &  Mallinger  were  the 
purchasers.     The  'case',  therefore,  was  dismissed  on  the  ground  that  the  con- 
tract was  unenforceable  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  1'Tew  York. 


CALIFORNIA  shipped  nearly  1,700  cars  of  peaches  last  week,  but  almos.t 
all  of  them  went  to  canneries  or  drying  plants. 
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5e .   uss  of  i2?::s  v:ith  dsfihitf  lifting  necessary  in  prosucf  business 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by  DeMaria  & 
Janssen,  Inc.,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  against  the  Alexander  Marketing  Co., 
San  Benito,  Texas. 

•  DeMaria  "&  Janssen  alleged  that  they  pruchased  from  the  Alexander 
Marketing  Co.  a  car  of  green  beans  of  good  quality  and  good  pack;  that  upon 
arrival  the  car  was  found  to  be  of  fair  to  poor  quality,  and  that  as  a  re- 
sult the-/ '-had  suffered  damages  in  the  amount  of  $2 96. 70. 

The  Secretary's  decision  states  that  this  complaint  is  an  example  of 
many  which  arise,  when  the  parties  use  terms  which  have  no  definite  meaning 
in  the  produce  trade.  In  this  case,  the  buyer  at  Kansas  City,  had  certain 
things  in  his  mind  when  he  specified,  "good  quality  and  good  pack,"  but  the 
seller  at  a  distant  point  had  other  things  in  his  mind.  What  may  be  under- 
stood to  constitute  good  quality,  good  pack,  green  beans  at  Kansas  City  may 
not  be  so  understood  at  San  Bentio,  Texas.  There  can  be  no  definiteness  in 
a  contract  of  this  kind. 

Because  the  contract  was  on  an- f .o.b.  basis,  title  to  the  beans  passed- 
at  San  Boiiito',  Texas,  when  the  commodity  was  turned  over  to  the  railroad. 
For  this  reason,  the  meaning  of  the  expression  "good  quality,  good  pack'.'  must 
be  construed  in  view  of  the-  understanding  and  meaning  by  the  trade  of  those 
words  at  the  shipping  point.     The  car  was  examined  at  Kansas  City  by  a  Federal 
inspector  four  days  after  it  was  shipped,  and  was  found  to  contain  approximate- 
ly 15$  grade  defects.     It  is,  therefore,  reasonable  to  suppose  that  these  beanj 
at  time  of  shipment  must  have  graded  at  least  Z^fo  U.S.  No.  1.     The  question 
thus-  remaining  for  determination  was  whether  these,  beans,  grading  E>5$  U.S. 
Ho.  1,  satisfied  the  designation  of  "good  quality,"  as  that  term  is  understood 
by  the  produce  industry  in  San  Beiiito  and  the  surrounding  shipping  section  of 
the  Rid  Grande  Valley.    From  the  testimony  offered,  it  appeared  tha.t,when 
shippers  in  that  Valley  quote  "good  quality"  beans,  they  mean  that  the  beans 
grade  somewhat  below  the  U.S.  No.  1  standard  and  that  receivers  in  purchasing 
"good  quality"  beans  anticipate  receiving  beans  of  less  than  U.S.  No.  1- grade. 
Some  testimony  was  offered  to  the  effect  that  the  generally-accepted  meaning 
of-  "-good  quality"  in  that  territory  has  always  been  from  75$  to  85$  U.S.  No.  1 
and -that  a  car,  arriving  at  destination  showing  S^fo  U.S.  No.  1,  would  be  good 
qualit.y.     The  Secretary,  therefore,  held  that  the  beans  at  .time  of  shipment 
met  the  requirements  of  "good  quality,"  as  understood  in  the  produce  trade  in 
the  Rio  Grande  Valley. 

With  regard  to  specification  of  "good  pack,"  an  inspection  at  Kansas 
City  showed  the  hampers  to  have  been  "mostly  level  full,  few  slack,  1  to  2 
inches."     Complainant  has  not  charged,  however,  that  the  pack  was  unsatisfac- 
tory or  that  it  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  "good  pack,"  and  the  shipper 
offered  testimony  to  show  that  the  pack  was  satisfactory  at  time  of  shipment. 
It  was  held  that  DeMaria  &  Janssen  had  failed  to  establish  their  case  and  that 
the  matter  should  be  dismissed.   1  ■ 

6e .     TFRhS  0?  CONTRACT  ARF  HAPS  BASIS  OF  DECISION  IN  P.A.C.  CAS3 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  S.  G.  Scott,  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C. ,  to  pa.y 

$103.60  with  interest  to  the  Losman  Produce  Co.,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

The  Losman  Produce  Co.  complained  that  Scott  failed  to  deliver  a  car 

of  potatoes  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  in  that  the  potatoes 

were  dirty,  dark  and  sandy,  and  slack  pack.     The  principal  question  was  as  to 
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the  terms  of  the  contract.     The  Losman  Produce  Co.  wired  an  offer  to  accept 
a  car  of  potatoes  "same  confirmation  as  previous  car"  and  Scott  confirmed 
on  this  "basis.     The  purchase  and  sale  of  the  previous  car  had  "been  made 
through  a  "broker  who  supported  the  "buyer's  contention  that  the  specifica- 
tions of  this  car  were  for  U.S..  No.  1  Cobbler  potatoes,  clean,  sound,  "bright 
stock,  full  pack,  new  stave  barrels,  branded  covers,  $1.65  per  barrel  f.o.b. 
Scott  claimed  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  for  the  previous  car  were  for 
U.S.  i!o.  1  stock  and  that  this  was  all  that  was  mentioned  between  him  and 
the  broker.     The  confirmation  of  sale,  however,   showed  the  specifications  to 
be  as  claimed  by  the  Losman  Produce  Co.,  and  the  Secretary  held  that  Scott 

was  bound    by  the. terms  of  the  contract  as  expressed  in  the  broker's  con- 
— --ico'irection 

f irmation/with  t he  first  car.    He  further  held  that  the  shipping -point  in- 
spection certificate  on  the  car  in  question  in  this  case  showed  that  it 
failed  to  comply  with  the  contract  in  that  the  potatoes  were  not  clean, 
sound,  bright  stock.     Testimony  showed  tliat,  because  of  failure  of  the 
potatoes  to  comply  with  the  contract,  the  Losman  Produce  Co.  suffered  a  loss 
of  $103.60,  after  all  sales  had  been  made  and  expenses  paid,  and  reparation 
was  awarded  in  that  amount. 

7e .     I\C  SUNDERS  TAND  DIG-  AS  TO  GRADE  OP  CUCUMBERS  RESULTS  IN  DISMISSAL  0?  CASE 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  under  the  P. A. C. 
Act  by  Henry  Lorber  &  Co.  Inc.,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  against  B.  F.  Lee  and 
Beville  &  Oldham,  Center  Hill,  Fla. 

Lorber  accused  3.  F.  Lee  of  failure  to  deliver,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  contract,  one  car  of  cucumbers.     He  accused  Beville  & 
Oldham  of  making  false  and  misleading  statements  concerning  the  grade  of 
cucumbers  contained  in  the  car.     The  evidence  showed  that  Lee  wrote  Lorber, 
offering  to  buy  cucumbers  for  him  for  a  fee  of  $35  per  car.     As  the  result 
of  correspondence  and  wires,  Lee  bought  a  car  which,  upon  arrival  at  Kansas 
City,  Lorber  claimed  contained  undersized  stock,  poorly  graded. 

Beville  &  Oldham  ?;ere  the  packers  of  the  car,  and  the  charge  of  making 
a  false  and  misleading  statement  was  filed  against  them  on  the  ground  that 
they  had  represented  the  cucumbers  as  conforming  to  the  United  States  grades 
when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  did  not.     The  testimony  showed  that  Beville 
&  Oldham  had  made  no  attempt  to  comply  with  grade  requirements,  either  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  or  of  the  State  of  Plorida.     They  put  blue 
labels  on  their  best  pack,  which  was  known  to  them  as  fancy,  and  red  labels 
on  the  second  quality,  which  was  known  to  them  as  choice.     They  made  no  state- 
ment, either  written  or  oral,  that  attempted  to  imply  that  these  cucumbers 
were  U.S.  Pancy  or  U.S.  No.  1.     There  was,  therefore,  no  evidence  that  Beville 
&  Oldham  had  violated  the  law  and  the  case  against  them  v/as  dismissed. 

So  far  as  Lee  was  concerned  the  evidence  showed  that  he  was  acting  as 
agent  for  Lorber  and  not  on  his  own  account  and  that,  as  Lorber 's  agent,  he 
inspected  and  purchased  the  car  from  Beville  &  Oldham,  thereby  accepting  the 
cucumbers  as  to  both  grade  and  size.     The  car  complied  with  the  contract, 
since  U.S.  grades  were  not  a  part  of  the  contract.    Because  Lee  was  acting  as 
Lorber's  agent,  the  case  against  him  was  likewise  dismissede

Decisions  have  "been  made  by  the  Secretary-  of  Agriculture  in  the 
following  cases  under  the  P.A.C.  Act,  in  which  publication  of  the  facts  was 
not  ordered:- 

iT.  17.  EickSj  Ire,  Tampa,  "la.,-  vs.  Eden  Pruit  Co.,  Denver,  Colo. 
Complainant  alleged  that  he  consigned  to  respondent,  to  be  sold  for 
complainant 1  s  account,  a  car  of  grapefruit  at  an  agreed  price  of  $2  per  box, 
less  25^  per  box  allowance  on  38  boxes  of  size  126,  making  a  not  f  .o.b.  price 
of  $710.50;  that  upon  arrival  in  Denver  the  car  showed  an  average  of  3$  slight 
pox  marks  and  no  decay;  that  the  complainant  agreed  to  protect  the  buyer  as 
to  decay  but  not  as  to  grade;  that  the  respondent  negotiated  the  sale  as  agent 
for  the  complainant  but  failed  to  account  to  the  complainant  for  the  full  net 
proceeds.    Respondent's  contention  was  that,  because  of  the  pox  marks  and 
other  defects,  the  Fruit  Company  was  compelled  to  grant  an  allowance  to  the 
purchaser  of  the  car  and  had  accounted  for  the  full  amount  received  after 
necessary  deductions  vjqtq  made.    The  Secretary  held  that  the  allowance  was 
justified  end  dismissed  the  case. 

Jose-oh  Sicker  &  Co . ,  Hew  York,  IT.  Y. ,  vs.  R.  7.  McDonald,  Littleton,  Mass. 

Complainant  alleged  failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account  for  a  bal- 
ance due  on  nine  cars  of  apples.    Respondent's  attorney  moved  that  the  case 
be  dismissed,  because  the  matter  was  the  subject  of  a  suit  in  the  municipal 
court  of  Boston.     The  reparation  portion  of  the  complaint  w?„s  dismissed  for 
this  reason.    As  to  possible  disciplinary  action,  it  was  shown  that,  while 
R.  7.  McDonald  was  licensed  under  the  P.A.C.  Act,  she  was  the  wife  of  H.  A. 
McDonald  and,  in  this  case,  negotiations' had  been  carried  on  entirely  by 
H.  A.  McDonald  in  his  own  name.    The  disciplinary  action,  therefore, was 
dismissed  as  having  been  brought  against  the  wrong  party. 

"ayb right  Produce  Co.,  Inc.,  Spokane,  Wash. , vs. 
Samuel  J.  Shallow  Co.,  Inc.,  Boston,  Mass. 
Complainant  alleged  that  respondent  failed  truly  and  correctly  to 
account  for  a  car  of  apples,  which  respondent  had  sold  for  complainant's 
account.    This  car  was  sold  by  respondent  to  S.  Albertson  &  Co.,  of  Boston, 
which  company  rejected  the  car.     Thereafter  the  complainant  directed  the  re- 
spondent to  sell  the  car  at  auction  in  the  Boston  market.     This  was  done  and 
respondent  then  held  the  proceeds,  together  with  the  proceeds  of  another  car 
sold  for  Albertson,   the  Samuel  J.  Shallow  Co.  considering  itself  as  a  stake- 
holder in  both  cases  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  money  until  both  hadbasnde-? 
cided.    The  Secretary  in  the  case  of  Albertson  vs.  Shallow  had  already  directed 
that  Shallow  pay  Albertson  the  amount  due  on  the  other  car  and. in  this  case 
directed  that  Shallow  pay  the  Waybright  Produce  Co.  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
sale  at  auction,  amounting  to  $580.31. 

3.  D.  Aguish  &  Co.,  Chicago,  vs.  Br own  Fruit  Co.,  Grand  Island,  Ifebr. 
Complainant  charged  that  respondent  purchased  one  car  of  bulk  cabbage, 
f.o.b.,  which  was  to  be  shipped  ventilated.    The  car  was  shipped  to  Omaha 
and  was  diverted  by  the  respondent  from  that  point  to  Grand  Island,  Kebr., 
and  there  rejected  because  of  decay.     Inspection  made  at  Grand  Island  showed 
a  considerable  amount  of  decay.    Respondent  contended  that  the  decay  was  due 
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to  tho  collapse  of  the  triangular  ventilator  because  of  the  use  of  old  lumber 
insufficiently  nailed;  because  the  triangular  ventilator  lacked  18  inches  of 
meeting  the  bunker  in  one  end  of  the  car  and  20  inches  in  the  other  end,  which 
permitted  the  cabbage  to  fill  up  the  open  ends  of  the  ventilator  and  sealed 
them,   thus  preventing  proper  circulation  of  air  through  the  load;  and  because 
the  car  had  no  floor  racks  to  permit  circulation  of  air  "under  the  load.  This 
was  an  f.o.b.  sale,  under  which  the  respondent  assumed  all  risks  for  damage 
in  transit  not  caused  by  the  shipper.     The  Secretary  held  that  evidence  indi- 
cated the  shipper  was  responsible  for  the  conditions  mentioned  above,  which 
resulted  in  transit  decay;  that  respondent's  rejection  was  justified,  and  that 
the  case  should  be  dismissed. 

Prentice  Packing  &  Cold  Storage  Co.,  Yakima,  Wash. ,  vs. 
A.  Propper  &  Co . ,  Chicago  ._ 
Complainant  alleged  that  respondent  purchased  a  car  of  Fancy  Jonathan 
apples,  f.o.b.  Washington,  and  rejected  same  without  reasonable  cause.  The 
record  indicated  that  a  contract  had  been  entered  into  on  November  6,  1930 > 
between  complainant  and  respondent  for  a  car  of  Fancy  Jonathan  apples,  f.o.b. 
Washington.    On  the  following  day,  the  broker  wired  complainant:  "Confirming 
Propper  car  suitable  for  cold  storage;  wire  at  once  if  not  satisfactory." 
The  broker  waited  until  the  night  of  November  7  and,  not  receiving  a  reply, 
issued  a  memorandum  of  sale  calling  for  apples  suitable  for  cold  storage.  The 
record  also  showed  that,  by  a  telegram  on  November  7»  the  complainant  in- 
structed the  broker  not  to  make  an  agreement  for  apples  suitable  for  cold  stor 
age.     The  Secretary  held  that  the  memorandum  of  sale  as  issued,  containing  the 
terms  "suitable  for  cold  storage,"  did  not  conform  to  any  previa1. s  agreement 
and  that  the  broker  was  without  authority  to  bind  the  complainant  to  such  an 
agreement.     'Hie  memorandum,  therefore,  did  not  become  the  act  of  the  complain- 
ant and  there  was  no  meeting  of  minds  of  the  parties  necessary  to  the  forma- 
tion of  a  contract;  consequently    the  memorandum  did  not  constitute  a  writing 
sufficient  to  comply  with  the  Statute  of  Frauds.     The  case  was  accordingly 
dismis  sed. 


9&.     IOWA  DEALER  IS  EE  LP  BY  TELEGRAH  GUARANTEE  ING  65%  Oil  CAR  OF  APPLES 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  ordered  Max  Barg,  doing  business  as 
the  United  Fruit  Co.,  Waterloo,  Iowa,  to  pay  $139.21  to  the  Hampden  Products 
Co.,  of  Springfield,  Mass. 

The  Hampden  Products  Co.  complained  that  they  sold  to  Max  Barg  a  car 
of  Baldwin  apples  at  $1.U0  cwt.,  f.o.b.  shipping  point,  and  that  upon  arrival 
of  the  car  Barg  refused  to  accept  it  at  invoice  price  because  of  freezing  in- 
jury, but  offered  to  sell  it  for  the  account  of  the  shipper  with  the  under- 
standing that  he  would  guarantee  the  shipper  G^p  of  the  invoice  price,  but 
that  in  making  payment  Barg  sent  a  check  which  was  $126.1+5  less  than  the 
agreed  6570  of  the  invoice  price. 

The  evidence  showed  that,  in  a  wire  from  Barg  to  the  shipper,  he  said 
among  other  things:     "Will  guarantee         on  car."    Barg  claimed  that  he 
thought  65$  of  the  car  could  be  salvaged.     The  Hampden  Products  Co.  claimed 
that  this  language  was  understood  to  mean  that  Barg  would  guarantee  them  pyf> 
of  the  invoice  price.     The  Secretary  held  that  there  is  a  well-established 
rule  of  law  which  says  that  written  words  will  be  construed  most  strongly 
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against  the  writer,  and  that  the  Hampden  Products  Co.  reasonably  could  have 
expected  from  the  language  of  the  wire  that  they  would  he  guaranteed  69/0  of 
the 'invoice  price  and  that  they  acted  in  reliance  upon  this  understanding. 
The  Secretary  held,  therefore,  that  Barg  Had  made  a  flat  guarantee  of  65$ 
of  the  invoice  price  on  the  car;  that  the  Hampden  Products  Co.  had  accepted 
this 'offer,  and  that  Barg  had  violated  the  P.  A.  C.  Act  by  failing  to  remit 
the  full  65$  of  the  invoice  price.     The  Secretary  found  that  there  was  a  > 
balance  due  to  Hampden  Products  Co.  of  $126.^5  £>nd  ordered  Barg  to  pay  this 
amount,  plus  interest  in  the  sum  of  $12.76,  or  $139-21  in  all.

Iff  P.A.C  D^CISTOIT 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  Ike  Springer,  Charles  Nathan  and  Morris 
Click,  doing  business  as  The  Springer  Produce  House,  Chicago,  to  pay  $201.52 
to  the  Prentice  Packing  &  Cold  Storage  Co.,  Yakima,,  Wash. 

The  Prentice  Packing  &  Cold  Storage  Co.  complained  that  they  sold  a 
car  of  apples  to  the  respondents  f ,o."o.  Yakima,  and  that  upon  arrival  the 
car  was  rejected  by  the  buyer,  compelling  its  resale  at  a  price  of  $181.5^- 
less  than  the  original  price.     The  Springer  Produce  House  contended  that 
the  apples  were  not  of  the  size  specified  in  the  confirmation,  and  also 
that  the  contract  was  not  enforceable  under  the  Statute  of  Frauds  in  the 
State  of  Illinois.     A  further  contention  was  that  the  apples  were  bought  for 
cold  storage  and  that  they  were  too  ripe  for  this  purpose. 

The  evidence  showed  that  the  broker,  Frank  J.  Cleary,  issued  a  stand- 
ard confirmation  of  sale  which  bore  his  typewritten  name  and  his  signature 
in  ink  under  it,  and  beneath  this  the  printed  word  "BROKER.1'     Since  it  is 
the  common  practice  in  the  tra.de  for  the  broker  to  act  for  both  seller  and 
buyer,  and  since  the  Department  has  informally  held  that,  except  in  those 
places  where  the  laws  of  the  jurisdiction  are  specifically  contrary,  the 
signing  of  a.  standard  memorandum  of  sale  or  standard  confirmation  of  sale  by 
the  broker  is  sufficient  evidence  in  writing  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of 
the  Statute  of  Frauds,  and  there  being  nothing  in  the  Illinois  statutes  or 
decisions  to  the  contrary,  the  memorandum  in  this  ca.se,  being  signed  by  the 
agent  for  both  parties,  was  held  to  take  the  ca.se  out  of  the  Statute  of  Frauds. 

As  to  the  size  of  the  apples,  the  confirmation  called  for  l63's  and 
larger  natural  run  of  sizes.     The  Government  shipping-point  inspection  certi- 
ficate shows  the  sizes  to  be  from  72 1s  to  lb3's  and  the  apples  to  be  fairly 
uniform  as  to  size.     Since  the  inspection  certificate  is  held  to  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  stated  therein  and  the-  respondent ' s  testimony  as 
to  size  was  only  from  hearsay,  no  great  importance  can  be  attached  to  the 
buyer's  claim  as  to  sizes.    As  to  the  buyer's  contention  regarding  the  apples 
being  bought  for  cold  storage  and  not  being  suitable  for  that  purpose,  his 
testimony  on  the  latter  point  was  entirely  from  hearsay  and  the  broker  denied 
that  any  statement  was  made  to  the  buyer  at  the  time  of  negotiations  that  the 
apples  were  for  cold-storage.     It  was  held,  therefore,  that  the  rejection  was 
in  violation  of  the  Act  and  that  the  shipper  should  recover  the  differoncc 
between  the  original  sale  price  and  the  resale  price  plus  interest,  amounting 
in  all  to  $201.52.

Tlie  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Sansone  Fruit  Co.,  Columbus,  Ohio,  to 
pay  $203. to  C.  L.  Buck  &  Sons-,  Eouma,  La. 

The  complaint  charged  that  the  Sansone  Fruit  Co.  rejected  without 
reasonable  cause  a  car  of  tomatoes  and  that,  as  the  result  of  such  rejec- 
tion, the  car  had  to  he  resold,  a  loss  of  $184.39  being  sustained  or.  such- 
resale.     The  Sansone  Fruit  Co.  claimed  that  the  tomatoes  were  of  a  yellow 
variety  instead  of  red;  that  there  were  more  small-sized  tomatoes  than  had 
"been  ordered;  and  that  the  amount  of  damages  could  have  been  reduced  "by 
permitting  the  "broker  to  resell. 

As  to  these  contentions  by  Sansone  Fruit  Co.,  the  Secretary  held  that 
the  company  had  contracted  to  "buy  a  car  of  U.S.  Ho.  1  tomatoes,  f.o.h.  ship- 
pint  point,  and  that  C.  L.  Buck  &  Sons  tendered  a  car  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  tomatoes, 
f.o.b.  shipping  point.    The  Government  shipping -point  inspection  certificate 
showed  that  the  tomatoes,  at  time  of  shipment,  were  in  the  usual  condition  and 
made  no  reference' to  any  unusual  color.    The  shipper  cannot  he  held  to  he  a 
guarantor  of  the  color  of  a  ripened  commodity,  unless  he  specif ically  con- 
tracted to  do  so,  when  it  appears  he  had  no  means  of  knowing  the  particular 
hue  or  color  into  which  the  commodity  will  eventually  ripen.     The  testimony 
showed  that  the  tomatoes  did  have  a  yellowish  cast  hut  there  was  nothing  to 
show  that  they  were  of  a  yellow  variety.     It  was  held,  therefore,  that  the 
rejection  was  without  reasonable  cause  and  in  violation  of  the  law.  Repara- 
tion was  ordered  in  the  amount  of  the  loss  resulting  from  resale,  plus  interest.

Bryce  Morris  wrote  in  part  as  follows  from  Denver  on  August  13:- 

" Extremely  hot  weather  experienced  in  Colorado  the  past  week  was  appar- 
ently checked  Saturday  with  scattered  showers  throughout  the  State  and  hard 
rains  in  the  vicinity  of  Denver. 

"The  hot  weather  was  responsible  for  pushing  the  Rocky  Ford  cantaloupe 
deal  ahead  several  days.     Sufficient  cantaloupes  have  matured  to  the  point 
where  Carlot  shipments  might  have  reached  60  to  70  cars  daily  late  this  week, 
had  not  market  conditions  restrained  a  free  movement.    On  account  of  carlot 
shipments  being  lighter  than  the  maximum  potential  movement,  a  heavy  supply  of 
ripe  cantaloupes  has  "been  thrown  on  the  Denver  market.     Instead  of  prices  be- 
ing relatively  high  for  the  first  week  of  liberal  shipments,  Denver  pricas 
have  dropped  to  the  lowest  level  of  any  season  in  recent  years.  Occasional 
lots  of  standard  flats  sold  for  25^,  and  the  hulk  of  sales  today  (Aug.  13) 
ranged  from  30^  on  standards  to  k^fi  on  Jumbo's. 

"Present  low  prices  on  green  peas  may  result  in  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  Colorado  crop  being  left  to  ripen  on  the  vines.'    Cauliflower  shipments 
will  increase  next  week,  if  demand  will  permit. 

"Present  prices  on  Carman  clings  are  so  low  in  Denver  that  the  Colorado 
growers  receive  no  compensation  for  their  -peaches.     Denver  sales  today  were 
kO(t  per  box,  with  a  freight  charge  of  around  2^,   in  addition  to  -packing, 
buying  and  selling  charges."

Mixed  cars, 
for  the  most  part  destined, to  smaller  markets  of  the -Rocky  Mountain  States 
and  containing  some  celerjr  in  half -crates,'  return  70^-75^  f  .o.b.  shipping  point.

Sizes  are  medium  to  large,  and  weather  conditions  have  favored  the  development 
of  a  clean  crop.     Demand  from  canneries  is  slow,  with  some  operators  withdraw-* 
ing  offers  of  $10  per  ton  for  No.  1  Bartletts.     Large  -quantities  of  stock  , are 
going  into  storage.     The  Elberta  peach  season  is  about  to  open  in  all  districts, 
and  by  August  JL  most  of  the  crop  will  be  picked."

Ub.     HARVESTING  OF  ROCKY  FORD  CAITTALOUPES  BEING-  DELAYED 

Below  are  excerpts  from  a  letter  of  August  22,  written  by  IV.  D.  Hull, 
at  Rocky  Ford,  Colo.  :- 

"In  view  of  the  very  slow  demand  and  the  low  prices  being  received  for 
Colorado  cantaloupes ,  many  growers  have  irrigated  their  fields  in  order  to 
delay  maturity  of  the  melons.     In  this  manner,  it  will  be  possible  for  them 
to  delay  the  harvesting  for  a  week  or  10  days  and  wait  for  possible  improve- 
ment in  marketing  conditions.    Middlewestern  markets  have  been  plentifully 
supplied  with  nea.rby  truck  receipts  and  stock  from  Hew  Mexico  and  the  Turlock 
district  of  California.     It  is  expected  that  Colorado  Honey  Dew  shipments  will 
begin  in  volume  about  the  first  of  September.    Although  a  few  cars  have  been 
moved  to  date,  it  is  reported  that  these  melons  are  still  too  green  for  the 
best  shipping  q^lality." 

5b.     CROPS  FOR  CAUHII7C- 

According  to  condition  reports  as  of  August  15i  toma,toes  for  canning 
or  manufacture  may  total  1,227, lKX>  tons  or  about  one-fourth  more  than  last 
year.     On  the  other  hand,  sweet  corn  for  canning  is  reduced  very  sharply  this 
year  to  3^9,000  tons,  and  snap  "beans  may  total  only  U5,l60  tons.

The  following  timely'  information  appear'ed  in  recent  reviews  issued  by 

the  Portland,'  Oregon,  office:-  

;;Ml£here;  has  "been,  an  ■unusually  large  export  movement  of  Bartlett  p.ears 
this  year,  many  of  them  to  France.     This  unusual  call  for  northwestern  pears 
is  partly  stimulated  "by  the  rigid  quarantine  regulations  o'f  Prance,  which 
can  he  more  -easily  met  by  northwestern  fruit  than  "by  that  from  some  other 
sections  of  the  world.     There  were  heavy  shipments  from  Seattle  and  Portland. 
The  enthusiasm  is  not  reflected  in  the  cannery  pear  situation.  "  Yakima  ship- 
pers' report  that  canners  purchased  pears  for  a  few  days  at  $10  and  $6;  then 
discontinued  for  several  days,  hut  resumed  buying  around  the  middle  of  last' 
week  at  $S  per  ton  of  No.  1  Bartletts  and  $5  ^or  No.  2  is,  and  purchased 
several  thousand  tons  at  the  above  range.     Organizations  ordinarily  would 
refuse  to  harvest  at  these  prices,  but  owing  to  heavy  loans  from  the  'R.P.C. 
.and  other  sources,  they  are  committed  to  harvest  and  sell,  in  order  to  apply 
.the  money  on  these  loan  contracts. 

"The  Walla  T7al  la-Free  water  1,000-car  fresh  prune  season  started  last 
Thursday,  with  movement  regulated  to  60  -  75  cars  daily  by  voluntary  agree- 
ment between  shippers.    Over  tyOfc  of  the  tonnage  shipped  will  grade  U.S.  Ho.  1, 
with  shippers  generally  in  agreement  to  load  no  U.S.  ilo.  2  prunes  this  season. 
The  season  is  about  one  week  later  than  last  year.    Markets  east  of  Chicago 
have  taken  nearly  all  of  the  first  150  cars.    At  Yakima,  prunes  are  going  into 
cold  storage  in  considerable  volume,  for  later  shipment  with  cars  of  mixed 
fruit. 

"Prom  Parma,  Idaho,  it  is  reported  that  1,600  cars  of  U.S.  ITo.  1 
prunes  will  move  from  the  southern  Idaho  district,  compared  with  1,100  cars 
of  2To.  l's  and  J>00  cars  of  ~$o.  2's  and  unclassified  last  year.     Idaho  plans 
to  ship  only  Ho.  l's  this  year  and  will  start  by  September  1,  continuing 
about  30  days.     Shippers  there  are  trying  to  agree  to  limit  movement  to  75 
cars  daily.    The  crop  is  one-fourth  heavier  than  last  3re?„r,  due  to  more- 
adequate  water  supply." 


7b.     "SHATTER-PROOFING"  OP  G-RAPSS 

"Shatter-proofing"  of  grapes  may  save  growers  considerable  money  by. 
stopping  losses  from  grapes  which  shatter  or  break  from  the  stem  in  transit. 
Subjecting  grapes  to  carbon  dioxide  gas  before  they  are  placed  in  refrigerator 
cars  prevents  much  of  this  shattering,  according  to  Dr.  Charles  Brooks,  of 
B.P.I.     Public  service  patent,  which  will  make  the  method  free  for  anyone  to 
use,  has  been  applied  for.

lc.    A  REPORT  PIT  MISSOURI  POTATO  INSPECTIONS 

Frank  M.  Iyle,  who  has  been  supervising  inspections  of  potatoes  in  the 
Orrick  district,  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Kansas  City  office:- 

"An  analysis  of  the  work  at 'shipping  points  in  Missouri  during  the 
month  of  July  shows  that  1,557  cars  of  potatoes  were  inspected.     These  cars 
graded  as  follows: 

660  U.S.  No.  1. 

719  between  S0fo  and"  90$  U.S.  No.  1  Quality. 
24  below  SOfo  U.S.  No.  1  quality. 

3  part  U.S.  N0.  1  and  part  80$  to  90$  U.S.  No,  1  quality,.  ■ 

1  part  SOfo  to  90$  and  part  lower  than  this. 
150  failed  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1  on  account  of  dirt. 

"I  believe  the  percentage  of  cars  that  actually  graded  No.  1  was  lower 
for  the  sane  period  of  time  this  year  than  previously,  principally  because  of 
cars  out  of  grade  on  account  of  dirt,  as  most  of  these  cars  apparently  would 
have  graded  No.  1  so  far  as  other  defects  were  concerned." 


2c.     SCREENS  FOR  GRADING  VIRGINIA- TYPE  PEANUTS 

This  week  the  following  offices  were  sent  packages  containing  screens 
for  the  inspection  and  grading  of  Virginia-type  peanuts :-

Each  office  has  been  furnished  one  wooden  frame  measuring  12x24  inches 
and  a  set  of  five  perforated  steel  sheets,  the  perforations  measuring  respec- 
tively:    36/6U  x  3  inches,  30/64  x  3  inches,  20/64  x  1  inch,  15/64  x  1  inch, 
and    round  perforations  20 /6k  inch  in  diameter. 

Additional  offices  will  be  equipped  with  these  screens  for  inspecting 
Virginia-type  peanuts  in  the  near  future,  but  in  the  meantime  any  samples 
drawn  in  markets  which  are  not^so  equipped  should  be  sent  to  the  nearest  of  the 
above-listed  offices  for  analysis. 

NOTE:-    In  order  to  screen  peanuts  properly,  aboiit  one  layer  of  nuts 
should  be  placed  on  the  screen  at  a  time.     The  screen  should  never  be  crowded, 
because  when  a  large  quantity  of  nuts  is  placed  on  it  at  one  time  the  small 
or  "broken  nuts  on  top  may  not  have  opportunity  to  pass  through  the  screen.

When  pears  are  hard  and  show  green  color,  they  should  be  so  reported 
on  the  shipping -point  certificate  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  use  the  word 
"mature."     The  term  "hard"  as  defined  by  this  Service  for  indicating  the 
stage  of  maturity  of  deciduous  fruits  includes,-  among  other  things,  the 
meaning  '-'mature;-"/  It  l  is  .therefore  believed  that  there  will  be  less  likeli- 
hood of  criticism  of  certificates,  when  pears  or  apples  are  reported  as  "hard 
than  there  would  be  if  the  certificates  reported  the  stock  as  "mature,"  in 
addition. .  .     -  ••• ;; ;  • .: 

' Shipping-point  supervisors  should  instruct  all  men  working  under  their 
direction  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  term  "mature"  on  apple    and  pear  cer- 
tificates.   While,  that  term  is  appropriate  for  potatoes  and  some  other  pro- 
ducts, it  is  not  satisfactory  for  deciduous  fruits.    Of  course,  when  stock  is 
immature,  it  should  be  so  reported. 

6c.     DISCQURAC-IIX-  GRAP3  SITUATION  Ig  OZARXS  330101! 

R.  3.  Landrum  wrote  as  follows  from  Springdale,  Ark.,  on  August  20:- 
11  Conditions  here  are  very  bad  at  present.    Prices  of  U- quart  baskets 
of  grapes  range  around  6</  or  7$*»  with  most  growers  refusing  to  cut  and  ship- 
pers and  sales-agents  claiming  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  sell  in 
carlo ts.    We  have  our-  inspection  force  cut  down  to  12  men  and,  beginning 
this  week  unless  things  change,  will  have  to  alternate  time,  in  order  to 
keep  pay  rolls  going. 

"Grapes  in  south  Missouri  are  starting  in  a  light  way.     I  just  talked 
over  lo.ng-di stance  phone  with  Mr.  Eammond,  and  he  is  of  the  opinion  that,, 
unless  there  is  an  upward  trend  in  prices,  it  will  be  unnecessarily  expensive 
to  open  an  office  for  the  grape  inspection  work  in  that  State.    We  have  pros- 
pects for  inspection  at  about  four  points  and,  at  the  beginning-,  will  handle 
the  Missouri  certificates  through  the  Springdale,  Ark. ,  office."

The  following- decisions  have  been  rendered  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  a  result  of  complaints  filed  under  the  P.A.C.  Act:- 

le.    A  SOUSE  CAROLINA  FIRM  IS  ORDERED  TO  PAY  FOR  25  BOXES  OR  LEMONS 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Express  Fruit  Co.,  Sumter,  S.  C. ,  to  pay 
$125  to  the  E.  R.  Muller  Co.,  Inc.,  New  York  City. 

This  case  involved  25  boxes  of  lemons,  sold  at  $U-90  per  box  f.o.b. 
Hew  York  City.    Upon  arrival,  the  Express  Fruit  Co.  accepted  the  lemons  but 
refused  to  pay  therefor  on  the  ground  that  half  of  them  were  rotten  and  unfit 
for  use,  and  also  that  they  were  repacked  lemons.     The  company  claimed  that 
the  actual  value  of  the  lemons  was  not  over  $50,  which  amount  they  were  ready 
to  pay.    Among  other  facts  brought  out,  it  was  shown  that  it  was  two  months 
after  the  lemons  were  accepted  by  the  Express  Fruit  Co.  before  any  complaint 
was  made  as  to  either  character  or  quality.     The  Secretary  held  that  by  a 
preponderancepf  evidence  the  lemons  were  shown  to  have  couiplied  with  the  con- 
tract, and  the  Express  Fruit  Company's  refusal  to  pa}7"  therefor  was  in 
violation  of  the  Act. 

2e.    A  S.AIT  DIEGO  BROKERAGE  COMPANY  ORDERED  TO  MAZE  REPARATION  PIT  CAR  OF  01TI0ITS 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Andrews  Brokerage  Co.,  San  Diego,  Calif., 
to  pay  $llg.Sl  with  interest  to  F.  V/.  Buttner,  of  Pocatello,  Idaho. 

F.  W.  Buttner  alleged  that  the  Andrews  Brokerage  Co.  represented  to  him 
that  they  had  obtained  from  the  San  Diego  Fruit  &  Produce  Co.,  of  San  Diego, 
Calif* »  a  bona  fide  order  and  had  entered  into  a  contract  with  that  company 
for  a  car  of  U.S.  No.,  1  Spanish  onions  f.o.b.  Idaho;  that  the  car  was  shipped 
and,  upon  arrival,  the  San  Diego  Fruit  &.  Produce  Co.  refused  to  accept  it, 
claiming  that  they  had  not  agreed  to  the  purchase  of  the  car  and  that  the 
representations  made  by  the  Andrews  Brokerage  Co.  as  to  an  enforceable  con- 
tract having  been  entered  into  constituted  a  false  and  misleading  statement, 
made  for  a  fraudulent  purpose. 

The  contention  of  the  Andrews  Brokerage  Co.  was  that  the  onions  in  the 
car  were  not  U.S.  No.  1.    However,   the  Government  shipping-point  inspection 
certificate  showed  that  the  onions  were  U.S.  No.  1,  and  there  was  no  evidence 
that  any  other  inspection  was  made.     This,  taken  with  the  resale  price, 
supported  the  seller's  contention  as  to  the  grade.    The  Andrews  Brokerage  Co. 
advised  the  seller  that  the  San  Diego  Fruit  &  Produce  .Co.  would  take  the  car 
at  $1.60  per  100  pounds  f.o.b.  Idaho,  when  in  fact  the  company  had  only  agreed 
to  take  one-half  carload,  if  the  onions  arrived  in  good  quality  and  condition, 
with  an  option  on  the  other  half. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  action  of  the  Andrews  Brokerage  Co.  consti- 
tuted the  making  of  a  false  and  misleading  statement  in  violation  of  the  Act. 
He  found  that  the  invoice  price  of  the  onions  f.o.b.  Idaho  was . $US0,  which  in- 
cluded a  brokerage  fee  of  $20,  thus  making  a  net  price  of  $U60,  and  that  the 
net  proceeds  on  the  sale  of  the  onions  were  $3^1.19  after  allowing  freight, 
demurrage,  brokerage  and  other  expenses,  leaving  a  loss  sustained  by  the  com- 
plainant of  $118.81.    Reparation  award  was  issued  in  this  amount,  plus  interesl

The  following  letter  of  August  30  came  from  A.:  32.  Prugh,  at  Fresno 

"Feat'ores  of  the  grape  deed  here  the  past  week  were:  .definite  failure 
of  the  raisin  pool;  a  determined  effort  by  shippers  to  "bring  about  an  emergency 
freight-rate'  reduction  on  grapes;  practically  no  f.o.b..  trading,  and  the  sharp 
drop  in  prices  of  red  varieties,-  Red  Malagas  and  Tokays. 

"Toward  the  end  of  the  week,  when  it  was  apparent  that  it  was  impossible 
to  get  the  required  acreage  signed  up  to  operate  the  raisin  pool,  offers  for 
Seedless  raisins  dropped  to  2$,  and  there  was  a  possibility  that  the  price  would 
decline  to  1^<£  this  week. 

"Seedless  grapes  are  selling  better  than  most  of  the  other  table  varie- 
ties.    For  example,   today  the  general  average  for  Seedless  on  all  city  auctions 
was  $1.13,  with  Malagas  at  92^,  Tokays  $1.07  and  Ribiers  .$1.2h  per  lug.  In  past 
seasons,  the  only  handicap  of  the  Seedless  was  small  size,  but  there -has  been 
a  marked  increase  in  girdling  and  thinning,  which  has  increased  the  size  and 
thereby  enhanced  the  popularity  of  this  variety. 

"Very  little  trading  is  expected  on  juice  stock  until  after  September  15. 
A  few  f.o.b.  sales  have  been  made  at  $22„50-$25  per  ton  of  Zinfandels.  Muscats 
.are  expected  to  open  around  $20,  but,  with  the  failure  of  the  raisin  pool,  buy- 
ers are  not  expected  to  invest  in  Muscats;  in  fact  it  does  not  seem  that  they 
will  invest  in  any  variety.     F.o.b.  trading  in  table  grapes  has  reached  a  stage 
where  almost  any  offer  is  taken.     Shipments  would  be  more  than  twice  as  heavy,

From  the  growers' 
viewpoint,  the  season  has  been  very-  unsatisfactory ,  with  prices  ranging  from 
lft  to  l|r^  per  pound  to  the  growe'f*,  most  of  the  -time. 

"The  lettuce  season  has  been  the  most  unsatisfactory  from  the  growers' 
standpoint  of  any  year  since  I  have  been  in  touch  with  the  industry.  Quality 
generally  has  been' fair "to  ordinary,  and  prices  be -low  the  cost  of  production."

" Cabbage  prices  are' holding  at  low  levels,  carload  sales  of  bulk  domestic 
type  fluctuating  between  $5~$7  per  ton.     Sacked  cabbage  in'gO  and  90-pound 
sacks  is  realizing  $7.50-$8.50.     Growers  are  obtaining  only'$3-$U  bulk  per  ton 
from  shippers.  • 

"The  onion  crop  is  reported  to  be  large  and  price-levels  are  being  main- 
tained at  unprofitable  positions.     Comparatively  few  f.o.b.  sales  are  being 
consummated  jit  35^~50^  VQT  50-Pound-  sack  of  U.S.  ITo.

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9b .     MSLCDEWS  ARRIVING  FROM  COLORADO 

Several  samples  of  the  new  Melodew  melons,  from  Colorado,  were  received 
last  week  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Few  York  City  office.     That  market  has 
received  a  couple  of  part  carloads,  with  these  new  melons  packed  in  flat  crates, 
jumbo  S's  and  11' s  and  standard  sizes  also.     S.  W.  Russell,  of  the  Hew  York 
office,  wrote  that  "the  Melodew  melon  is  a  cross  between  a  Ealc 1 s  Best  canta- 
loupe and  a  Honey  Dew,  shaped  like  a  Hale,  with  a  slight  netting  on  the  ridges; 
it  has  firm  green  meat,  with  a  pink-tinted  seed  cavity."    Upon  cutting,  these 
new  melons  show  considerable  variation  as  to  color  of  the  meat. 

The  label  on  the  crates  is  as  follows:  "Hew  Golden  MELODEW,  developed 
by  Jerre  Cover  Seed  Grower,  Rocky  Ford,  Colorado;  distributed  by  John  Jacobs 
Company,  Canon  City,  Colorado,  and  Phoenix,  Arizona."    The  advertising  mater- 
ial also  states  that  there  will  be  100  cars  shipped  from  Colorado  this  season, 
and  next  year  the  stock  will  be  grown  also  in  California  and  Arizona. 


10b.     BRIER  HOTSS  01"  ITORTHY/B S TSRH  CROPS 

T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,   included  the  following  comments  in  a 
recent  northwestern  review: - 

"The  markets  of  the  Uorthwest  have  been  glutted  with  heavy  supplies  of 
Yakima  peaches.     Placards  calling  attention  of  consumers  in  Seattle  to  such 
low  prices  as  27-^-30^  per  box  for  fine-quality  Elbert  as  have  not  been  uncommon, 
A  wide  distribution  is  being  obtained  for  northwestern  fresh  prunes . 

"In  general  the  market  for  Bartlett  pears  has  been  in  an  unsatisfactory 
position.    A  block  of  Oregon  Extra  Fancy  Bartlett s  was  sold  on  the  Hew  York 
auction  Thursday  morning,  averaging  $1.83  PGr  °ox>  aud  Fancy  grade  stock  aver- 
aged $1.76.     Picking  in  the  Yakima  Valley  has  practically  been  completed  and, 
in  the  absence  of  satisfactory  markets,  it  is  thought  that  liberal  quantities 
are  being  held  in  storage. 

"Western  Washington's  vegetable  season  is  practically  ended.  Many 
lettuce  fields  have  been  abandoned,  on  account  of  poor  marketing  conditions. 
Celery,  cabbage  and  cauliflower  are  sufficient  for  local  needs,  but  no  other 
market  outlets  are  in  sight." 

lib.     HEAVY  CROPS  OF  FRUIT    BUT  POOR  MARKETS  Dm  MICHIGAIT 

In  a  recent  letter  from  the  Benton  Harbor  field  static::,  R.  E.  Keller 
mentioned  that  markets  were  rather  weak  for  all  Michigan  fruits  and  vegetables 
except  peaches.     Plowever,  with  the  heavy  movement  of  Elbert  as,  prices  have 
tended  downward  for  this  product  also.    Much  larger  quantities  of  peaches  -arc 
moving  out  by  truck  than  by  rail,  and  the  same  is  true  with  respect  to  pears. 
Michigan  has  a  bumper  crop  of  Bartlett  pears  this  year.     Practically  all  of 
the  Duchess  apples  have  been  moved,  and  WeaJthys  started  last  vreek.  Prospects 
are  for  a  bumper  crop  of  fall  varieties  of  apples,  but  a  light  crop  of  winter 
fruit.      Michigan  has  prospects  of  the  largest  grape  crop  in  her  history.  The 
maturity  of  grapes  is  somewhat  in  advance  of  normal,  and  movement  has  begun.

The  use  of  a  trier  for  sampling  Virginia- type  shelled  peanuts  is  not 
satisfactory,  due  to  the  shape  of  the  peanut  and  the  variation  in  size.  While 
the  trier  can  he  used  satisfactorily  on  Spanish  and  runner-type  peanuts,  it 
has  heen  found  that  when  a  trier  is  used  on  the  Virginia-type  the  larger  nuts 
are  pushed  aside  and  cannot  fall  into  the  groove  of  the  trier.     Invariably  a 
difference  has  heen  found  "between  Samples  of  Virginias  drawn  "by  hand  and  those 
drawn  "by  a  trier.     It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that  all  samples  of  Virginia- 
type  shelled  peanuts  he  drawn  "by  hand.    To  do  this,  cutting  the  hags  will  he 
necessary,  hut  care  must  he  taken  that  the  hags  are  resewed  as  soon  as  sampled. 
All  un she lied  peanuts  must  he  sampled  hy  hand.  • 

2 c .    NEW  HAMPSHIRE  GRAVENSTEIN  COLOR  REQUIREMENTS  CHANGED 

In  a  wire  of  August  31  from  the  Boston  office,  W.  F.  Plummer  advised 
as  follows:-  "New  Hampshire  Department  of  Agriculture  advises  that  color  re- 
quirements on  their  Fancy  Gravenstein  apples  have  heen  changed.

Checks  received  in  Washing- 
ton, -which  do  not  include,  the-,  exchange  charge ,  will.  "be.  returned  to  the  office 
transmitting' them  and  then  they  vail  have  to  be-  returned  to  the  sender,  .In 
order  to  obviate  a  lot  of  unnecessary  correspondence  regarding  this  matter , 
the  following  statement ..  should  be  typed  on  all  fee  slips  sent  to  firms  in 
Canada:-  . 

"Or.  account  of  the  exchange  charges  on  Canadian  checks,  please 
remit  by  Pew  York  draft.     Checks  drawn  on  Canadian  banks  will  not  be 
accepted  in  payment  of  this  bill."

G.  W.  CPr is  tensor.,,  writing  from  Liinnea.polis  on  August  31»  said  that  the 
pota-to  situation  in  tliat  Sta,te  was  very  bad.     Stock  in  the  early,  sections  near 
Minneapolis  would  have  been  good,  were  it  not  for  the  sca.b  which  developed 
during  late  July.     In' the  lower  end  of  the  Valley,  the  stock  is  small  .and  the 
yield  V3iy  light.     In  other  parts  of  the  Valley,  on  the  Minnesota,  side,   it  is 
doubtful  whether  the  August  rains  came  early  enough  to  do  any  good.  One  section 
-  the  Arrowhea.d  section  around  Grand  P.apids  to  Duluth  and  extending  south  along 
the  Wisconsin  border  -  has  a  good  crop  of  potatoes.     If  prices  do  not  advance, 
Mr.  Christenson  believes  that  there  nay  be  very  little  inspection  work  in  Kime- 
sota,  and  the  work  in  llorth  Dakota  will  be  much  lighter  than  it  was  last  year. 
In  Hollandale,  the  buyers  are  asking  the  Association  for  inspections  on  onions .i 
Mr.  Christenson  inspected  12  carloads  during  late  August,  but  they  were  still 
on  track,  unsold,  at  the  end  of  the  week  during  which  inside t ion  was  made.

.  The  Secretary  has  ordered  L.  A.  Peyser  &  Co.,  Inc.,  Newark,  IT.  J.,  to 
pay  $1*17.21  pins  interest  to  Richard  C.  Shreve,  Rochester,  W.  Y. 

Shreve  alleged  that  he  shipped  a  car  of  ITo.  1  onions  to  Peyser  to  he 
.sold  for  the  account  of  Shreve;  that  Peyser  received  the  car  but  failed  to 
render  an  account  sales  or  to  make  "oayment  therefor.     The  hearing  on  this  com- 
plaint was  set  for  May  19,  1932  and  Peyser  was  dnly  notified  of  that  fact. 
After  .'waiting  for  one  hour  from  the  time  the  ca.se  was  set  for  hearing  and  no 
appearance  being  made  "by  respondent,  the  examiner  opened  the  hearing  and  the 
deposition  of  P.   C.  Shreve  theretofore  taken  was  introduced  in  the  record  in 
support  of  his  case,  and  the  hearing  was  then  closed.     The  only  evidence  of 
record  "before  the  Secretary,  therefore,  was  Shreve 's  deposition,  from  which 
testimony  it  appeared  that  Shreve  had  received  a  statement  from  Peyser,  show- 
ing a  "balance  due  on  this  car  of  onions  of  $147-21.     In  the  absence  of  other 
evidence  this  fig-ore  must  he  taken  as  the  correct  one  and  as  having  heen  male 
"by  Peyser  as  a.  declaration  against  his  interest  and,  therefore,  admissible 
evidence  against  him.     This  heing  a  consignment  shipment,  the  act  of  the  re- 
spondent in  receiving  the  commodity  and  failing  to  make  any  accounting  whatso- 
ever within  a  reasonable  time,  either  in  the  form  of  an  account  of  sale  or  in 
the  settlement  of  the  account,  plainly  constitutes  a  violation  of  the  Act. 
Reparation  award,  therefore,  was  issued  in  the  amount  of  $147.21  plus  interest, 
and  the  facts  were  ordered  to  "be  published. 

2e.     A  P.A.C.  RULING-  OH  REJECT  I  PIT 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  H.  S.  Denis on  &  Co.,  Wenatchee,  Wash.,  to 
pay  $42.07  to  McEercher  &  Ross,  also  of  Wenatchee. 

McKercher  &  Ross  alleged  that  Denison  had  rejected  without  reasonable 
cause  two  cars  of  apples  and  that,  as  the  result  of  such  rejection,  they  had 
been  damaged  in  the  sum  of  $495.2$.     The  respondent  moved  that  the  case  be 
dismissed  on  the  ground  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  was  without  juris- 
diction because  the  entire  transaction  was  purely  intrastate.     This  objection 
was  over-ruled  because  there  is  a  well-defined  stream  of  interstate  commerce 
in  apples  from  this  district  in  the  State  of  Washington  to  other  parts  of  the 
United  States.    Respondent  claimed  that  the  sale  was  11  subject  buyer's  approval, 
quality,  condition,  and  Federal  inspection,"  and  that  he  therefore  had  a  right 
to  reject  the  cars.     The  duty  of  the  seller  was  to  furnish  apples  of  a  specific 
grade  and  size  in  cars  of  maximum  standard  load.    Respondent  was  to  accept  the 
cars,  if  they  met  his  approval  as  to  quality  and  condition  and  passed  Federal 
inspection. 

The  only-  question  then  was  the  right  of  respondent  to  reject  the  cars. 
The  Secretary  held  that  the .phrase  "subject  buyer1 $  approval,  quality,  condi- 
tion, and  Federal  inspection"  was  broad  and  left  a  good  deal  to  the  buyer's 
discretion  but  that  it  did  not  empower  him  to  disapprove  arbitrarily  or  without 
some  honest  conviction  that  the  commodity  did  not  measure  up  to  the  terms  of 
the  agreement.     After  considering  all  of  the  evidence,  the  Secretary  concluded 
that,   in  the  case  of  one  car  on  which  the  seller  claimed  a  loss  of  $^59-24,  the 
apples  did  not  comply  with  the  specifications,  but  that  in  the  case  of  the  otI:er 
car,  on  which  a  loss  of  $36.04  was  claimed,  the  apples  did  -comply  with  the 
specifications,  and  reparation  should  be  awarded  in  this  amount, plus  interest.

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3e.  GABOLIKA  SHIPPER  MUST  GRAIIT  ALLO'VA^CE  OH  CAP.  0?  POTATOES 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  S.  T7.  Parker,  Elizabeth  City,  H.  C, 
$U0  with  interest  .at  6$  to  Philip  Brodie  &'  Co Pittsburgh,  Pa.'     .  .  . 

Brodie  alleged  that  he  "bought  a  Car  of  potatoes  to  "be  U.S.  Ho.  1, 
bright  and  clean,  and  that  the- po tatoes "he  received  did  not  comply  with  the 
contract  and  he  was  damaged  thereby  in  the  sum  of  $U0.    Parker  contended  that 
the  contract  was  for  U.S.  ITo.  1  potatoes,  without  additional  specification, 
"but  the  weight  of-  the  evidence  was  in  favor  of  Brodie' s  contention.    The  in- 
spection both  at  shipping  point  and  destination  showed  the  potatoes  were  not 
clean  and  bright  and,  therefore,  did  not  eornply  with  the  contract.    In  remit- 
ting for  the  potatoes,  Brodie  did  so  on  the  basis  of  20^  per  barrel  allowance, 
amounting  to  (j&O.    Upon  advice  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Brodie  for- 
warded the  $U0  to  Parker  and  filed  complaint  with  the  Department.  The 
Secretary  held  that  Brodie  should  be  granted  reparation  in  the  amount  of  $U0, 
plus  interest  at  6^.

5e.    A  COiTTRACT  OPDEP  MUST  BE  PILLED,  IP  AT  ALL  POSSIBLE  TO  DO  SO 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Big  7  Emit  Warehou.se  s,  Inc.,  Yakima,  Wash. , 
to  pay  .$729»60  with  interest  to  Morris  Trubin,  Los  Angeles,  Calif. 

Trubin  alleged  that  the  Big  7  Fruit  Warehouses / agreed  in  July,  1931»  Re- 
sell him  5  carloads  of  Bartlett  .pears  at  $-'-0  per  ton  f.o.b.  shipping  point; 
that  he  me.de  a  deposit  of  $100  per  car  on  the  5  cars;  that  the  Big  1  Pru.it 
Warehouses  failed  to  ship  or  deliver  the  pears  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
called  for  in  the  contract;  that  in  August,  1931?        'vas  advised  by  the  seller 
that  delivery  could  not  be  made  because  of  failure  of  the  fruit  to  mature  to 
normal  size.      Trubin  claimed  that  he  was  damaged  in  the  sum  of  $729«S0,  this 
being  the  difference  between  what  the  pears  would  have  been  worth,  had  delivery 
been  made  in  accordance  with  the  contract,  and  the  cost  of  pears  which  he  was 
compelled  to  buy,   to  take  the  place  of  those  not  furnished.    The  $500  paid  by 
Trubin  as  a  deposit  was  returned  by  the  seller. 

The  Big  7  Fruit  Warehouses  claimed  that  no  contract  was  made,  as  Trubin 
would  not  sign  the  regular  form  of  contract  mailed  to  the  broker;  that  due  to 
weather  conditions  in  the  Medford,  Oregon,  district    fruit  did  not  mature  to 
normal  size;  that  the  district  normally  would  have  produced  the  quantity 
necessary  to  fill  the  Trubin  order  but  failed  to  do  so;  that  an  offer  was  ma.de 
to  substitute  Be.rtlett  pears  of  similar  quality;  that  the  seller  attempted  to 
secure  three  cars  of  another  brand  but  before  negotiations  could  be  completed 
these  cars  were  sold  elsewhere,  and  that  because  of  the  lack  of  development  of 
pears  in  the  Medford  district  the  seller  was  unable  to  secure  the  sizes  desired 
from  other  shippers.     It  also  appeared,  by  a  telegram  from  the  seller  to  the 
broker,. that  the  seller  claimed  that  its  failure  to  fill  the  order  was  due  to 
causes  over  which  it  had  no  control,  such  as  severe  heat  and  drought,  and  that 
the  seller  did  not  "feel  obligated  to  buy  co.rs  from  another  shipper  in  the  Med- 
ford section  merely  because  that  shipper  happened  to  have  that  quantity. 

The  Secretary  held^that  the  contract  between  buyer  and  seller  was  evi- 
denced by  sufficient  notes  and  memoranda  of  the  transaction  to  comply  with  the 
Statute  of  Frauds,  -and  then  proceeded  to  consider  the  seller's  defense  that 
the  fruit  did  not  mature  to  normal  size  because  of  dry  conditions  and  that  sub- 
contracts made  by  the  seller  failed  to  produ.ee  sufficient  pears  to  fill  the 
order.     The  Secretary  colled  attention  to  the  general  rule  regarding  failure 
to  deliver  by  the  seller  on  an  executory  contract,  which  is  as  follows :-

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"***  Where  a  person  absolutely  contracts  to  do  a  certain  thing 
not  impossible  or  unlawful  at  the  time,  he  will  not  be  excused  from  the 
obligations  of  the  contract  unless  the  performance  is  made  unlawful  or  i  s 
prevented  by  the  other  party;  neither  inevitable  accident  nor  even  those 
events  denominated  acts  of  God  '.Till  excuse  him,  and  the  ree.son  given  is 
that  he  might  have  provided  against  them  by  his  contract." 

The  Secretary  also  called  attention  to  a  decision  by  a  California  coiirt 
in  which  the  following  statement  was  made :- 

"TThere  one  makes  an  unqualified  agreement  to  sell  goods  to  be 
delivered  at  a  fixed  time,  or  on  demand  of  the  buyer  within  a  stated 
period,  and  it  is  inherently  possible  to  obtain  the  goods,  the  fact  that 
"'. '    tlio  seller  may  have  expected  to  manufacture  the  goods  himself,  or  to  pro- 
cure them  from  a  certain  source,  and  has  not  been  able  to  complete  or 
obtain  them  when  delivery  is  due,  does  not  excuse  performance.     In  that 
event,  his  contract  being  unconditional  and  unqualified,  he  must  go  into 
the  market  if  necessary  and  obtain  the  goods,  and  he  will  be  liable  in 
damages  for  nondelivery." 

The  Secretary  therefore  decided  that,  while  this  rule  has  been  somewhat 
changed  where  a  particular  ground  or  section  is  specified  in  the  contract, 
nevertheless  in  the  present  ca.se  the  particular  district  is  specified  and  ther 
is  proof  that  pears  meeting  the  specifications  of  the  contract  were  available 
and  that  respondent  should  have -purchased  these  pears  to  fulfill  the  contract. 
The  Secretary  therefore  held  that  the  Big  7  Fruit  Warehouses,   Inc.,  failed  to 
deliver  without  reasonable  cause  5  cars  of  pears,  and  that  the  complainant 
should  be  awarded  damages  in  the  sun  of  $719*60  plus  interest  and  the  fa,cts 
should  be  published. 

6e.     A  ITS"  YOSX  CITY  RSSPQhIShT  FAILS  TO  APPEAR  AT  F.A.  C.  H5AFJITG 

The  Secretary  has  ordere'd  the  Ben  Balish  Produce  Co.,  New  York  City,  to 
pay  &641-35  to  Y.  Aoyama  Co.,  Brawley,  Calif. 

Aoyama  sold  Ben  Balish  Produce  Co.  a  car  of  cantaloupes  and  diverted 
this  car  open  to  Balish  at  Hew  York  City.    Balish  accepted  the  car  but  never 
paid  the  purclia.se  price  thereof,  amounting  to  $SHl.35.      On  the  day  the  hear- 
ing in  this  complaint  was  scheduled  to  be  held,  Balish' s  attorney  requested  a 

continuance.     The  hearing  was  then  set  for  two  days  later,  on  which  date 
neither  the  respondent  nor  his  attorney  appeared.     The  record  was  opened  and 
the  depositions  of  the  witnesses  for  the  complainant  were  introduced.  Balish' 
license  expired  in  March,  1932,  and  was  not  renewed.    Consequently,  it  auto- 
matical^ terminated.    The  Secretary  therefore  issued  a  reparation  award  for 
the  value  of  the  car  of  cantaloupes,  and  ordered  the  facts  to  be  published.

la.     IHTERESTII'G-  REPORT  OH  TOMATO  RECEIPTS  AT  CAMPBELL ' S  SOUP  FACTORY 

J.  G-.  Scott,  of  the  Philadelphia  .of f ice ,  sent  the  following  report 
regarding  arrivals  "by  truck  in  that  city  and  at  Camden :- 

"She  Campbell  Soup  plant  in  Camden,  IT.  J.,  is  now  in  full  operation  on 
tomatoes.     Their  "buyer  advised  lis  yesterday  that  at  6  a.m.  the  day  "before  there 
were  669  trucks  in  line  at  the  plant,  and  ~oy  3  p-m.  they  had  increased  to  S06. 
The  plant  is  running  from  5:3^  a.m.  to  10:30  p.m.,  and  can  unload  l60  trucks 
per  hour.     The  Soup  Company  is  buying  on  the  "basis  of  Federal  grades  and  is  pav- 
ing contractors  $20  per  ton  for  U.S.  Ho.  1  and  $12  for  U.S.  Ho.  2  stock.  I 
"believe  that  they  reserve  the  right  to  reject  airy  lot  running  over  10fo  culls. 
They  are  paying  very  good  prices,  compared  with  the  Philadelphia  market. 

"You  may  he  interested  to  know  that  our  rail  and  boat  unloads  for 
August  dropped  over  $00  cars,  compared  with  August,  193^>  but  our  motor-truck 
receipts  exceeded  those  of  the  same  month  last  year  by  over  1,300  carloads.  We 
had  1,333  carloads  of  cantaloupes  by  truck,  253  cars  of  green  corn,  73^ 
tomatoes,  and  both  peaches  ana  potatoes  were  well  above  600  carloads.  Business 
seems  to  be  going  on  in  a  big  way  here,  reg.-rdless  of  the  depression." 


2a.     MATTY  I1TSPECTI0I7S  MADE  IH  OUTSIDE  MARKETS 

In  addition  to  inspections  made  within  the  kg  cities  where  our  in- 
spectors are  loca.ted,  a  large  volume  of  work  is  done  in  outside  markets  where 
the  Inspection  Service  does  not  maintain  permanent  offices,  this  work  being- 
handled  by  inspectors  from  the  nearest  office.     A  recent  compilation  shows  that 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  in  June,  1932,  about  7, O5H  inspections  were  made 
in  35^  markets  in  which  the  Bureau  does  not  maintain  offices.     Total  inspec- 
tions in  all  cities  were  53>2Ul,  thus  indicating  that  about  13^  were  made  in 
outside  markets.    Most  of  the  inspections  made  in  markets  where  no  office  is 
maintained  were  in  Jersey  City,  IT.  J.,  with  a  total  of  '4,129.     The  State  of 
Hew  Jersey  as  a  whole  reported  h,~JH  inspections  in  outside  markets; 
Connecticut  574 »  Ohio  365,  Texas  331,  Massachusetts  207,  Hew  York  206,  and 
Pennsylvania  12 5. 

3a.    BUSINESS  COHDITIOI'S 

"Pronounced  activity  with  rising  prices  in  security  and  commodity  mar- 
kets prevailed  during  the  month  of  August  and  the  first  week  of  September, 
while  business  activity  in  general  remained  near  the  lowest  level  so  far 
reached  in  this  depression,  but  the  first  week  of  September  showed  some  im- 
provement in  business  activity  due  to  expansion  in  textiles.     It  was  generally 
assumed  that  a  continued  improvement  in  the  banking  situation  throughout  the 
country  and  an  improvement  in  the  world  credit  outlook  was  chiefly  responsible

T.  R.  Hall,  of  Seattle,  included  the  following  information  on  fruits 
in  a  northwestern  review  la,st  week:- 

"'.Titli  apple- ..picking  getting  under  way  in  eastern  Washington,  exporters 
are  eagerly-  looking  to  various  foreign  markets  for  a  profitable  distribution 
of  northwestern  apples.    Recent  advices  cabled  from  Shanghai  indicate  probably 
smaller  imports  this  fall  and  early  "/inter  than  a  year  ago.    Apple  and  pear 
crops  in  the  Ghefoo  district  are  somewhat  larger ,  supplies  of  domestic  apoles 
and  pears  are . available  at  lower  prices,  and  some  old-crop  American  apples  are 
still  in  storages,'.7 

"Recent,  .trade  estimates  of  the  number  of  cars  of  Jonathans  for  shipment 
from  TTenatchee  and : Yakima  are  placed  around  1,200  cars,  representing  a  reduc- 
tion of  nearly  1,000  cars  for  ea.ch  district  since  the  August  estimates  were 
made.    Ravages  of  worms  during  the  past  few. .weeks  are  held  largely  responsibl 
for  the  reduction.    A  freer  inquiry  from  domestic  cash  buyers  has  ^ve^o^ed^ 
and  prices  are  being  quoted  around  S0-^0p  per  box,  f  .o.b.  snipping. point,  iorj 
First  experts  are  expected  to  clear  Port  Seattle  about  Sept.  10  for  Great 
Britain. 

"Peach  harvest  in  the  Yakima  7 alley  is  rapidly  approaching  an  end, 
after  a  ver~r  disastrous  season  financially.    i/Iany  orchardists  did  not  pick  the 
entire  tonnage  of  Slbertas  on  account  of  the  poor  demand." 

J.  B.  Hamilton,  of  Portland,  made  these . additional  comments  in  a 
review: - 

"what  appears  to  be  a  lack  of  eastern  buying -power  caused  500  carloads 
of  17o.  1  "fresh -prunes ,  out  of  a  total  1,3-00-car  crop,  to  remain  unharvested  in 
the  Walla  Walla-Milton,  district.     Southern  Idaho 1  s  1,600-car  crop  of  !To.  1 
prunes  is  now  facing  this  same  situation.     Canners  have  ob tanned  a  libera.1 
volume  of  ho.  1  Eartlett  pears  at  SS-SlO  per  ton.     Color  of  apples  in  nearly 
all  northwestern  districts  is  developing  unusually  well.    Walla  Walla,  for 
instance,  reports  the  best  color  on  Jonathans  and  Delicious  in  many  years. 
Cool  nights  nearly  all  summer  probably  were  an  important  fa.ctor  in  this  year*s 
fine  color  d  evelopment . "

A.  P.  Farlinger  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  Sept.  9  from  Cleveland:*? 

"Our  latest  report  shows  l,Kk2  cars  unloaded  during  August  of  this  vear». 
compared  with  2,173  during  the  same  month  of  1331.  a  decrease  of  33^;^-  ?or 
the  first  eight  months  of  this  year  13,170  cars  of  fruits  and  vegetables  have 
been  unloaded  on  the  Cleveland  market  as  against  15»  793  during  the  same  period 
of  1931»  or  a  decrease  of  about  Iffo.     The  falling-off  in  receipts  of  apples, 
peaches,  potatoes  and  watermelons  accounts  for  the  heavy  decline  this  year, 
especially  in  August. 

"The  increase  in  truck  receipts  from  nearby  States,  as  well  as  Ohio 
points,  is  accountable  for  a  large  part  of  the  reduction  in  the  carlot  unloads. 
I  have  noted  that  the  truck  movement  of  onions,  cantaloupes  and  watermelons 
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from  Indiana,  peaches  and. pears  from  Michigan,  apples,  pears  and  potatoes  from 
New  York,  huckleberries,  plums  and  cauliflower  from  Pennsylvania  have  increased 
considerably  recently,  and  the  local  market  is  receiving  supplies  from  these 
points  almost  entirely  "by  truck,  v..  Of-  course,  we  have  Ohio  peaches  from  the 
Island  section,  potatoes,  apples,  cantaloupes,  plums  and  practically  all  vege- 
tables being  trucked  in  from  other  sections  of  the  State. 

"Our  today's-  (Sept.  9)  railroad  report  shows  Ik  cars  arriving  during  the 
past  2k  hours  and.  a  total  of  hh  cars  on  track,  a,  situation  that  probably  has 
not  existed  on  the  Cleveland  market  for  years.     This  again  shows  the  rapid  in- 
crease in  the  truck,  movement  of  fruits  and  vegetables  from  the  main  producing 
sections,  and  the  shifting  from,  railroads  to  trucks  as  a  method  of  transporta- 
tion. " 

3b.     INSTRUCTIVE  NOTES  ON  WESTERN  gjjg  YORK  CROPS 

R.  L.  Sutton  included  the  following  news  in  a  letter  of  Sept.  13  from 
the  Rochester  office :- 

"The  marketing  situation  in  the  western  and  central  Few  York  territory 
appears  more  favorable  at  this  time.     The  demand  for  pears  is  coming  from  a 
wide: •  territory .     Shipments  are  roiling  daily  to  points  in  Minnesota,  Nebraska, 
and  South'  Dakota.    An  important  volume  is  being  exported.     From  the  75  cars 
shipped  on  Monday,  approximately  hGfo  were  destined  for  foreign  markets.  The 
Bartlett  pears  packed  directly  from  the  orchards . have  mostly  been  shipped. 
From  this  time  until  the  wind-up  of  the  Bartlett  season,  shipments  will  be 
large  I}?"  from  cold  storage. 

"Harvesting  of  Elberta,  peaches  in  western  Few  York  is  just  getting 
under  way.    F..o.b.  prices  opened  at  80-95^  for  bushel  tubs  of  U.S.  No.  1 
Elbertas,  2-inch  minimum.     It  is  understood  that  truckers  are  active  in 
Niagara  and  Orleans  counties,  paying  in  some  cases  as  much  as  $.1  per  bushel. 

"Transactions  in  apples  are  being  confined  largely  to  the  earlier 
varieties.     The"  Wealthy  would  probably  be  considered  the  most  important  at 
present  .     The  Baldwin  crop  is  light  this  season. 

■ " Cabbage  dealers  report  a  slightly  improved  demand.  Movement  to  kraut 
factories  is  fairly  active.  The  celery  market  outlook  has  shown  a  little  im- 
provement during  recent  days. 

"Shipments  of  onions  are  on  the  increase.    Prices  have  shown  compara- 
tively little  fluctuation,  with  levels  still  holding  at  a  low  point.  Indica- 
tions point  to  the  development  of  an  increasing  business  this  season  in  the 
smaller  types  of  packages,  ranging  from  5  to  23  pounds*"

An  average  of  about  U,0C0  tons  of  cannery  tomatoes  daily  is  being 
graded  this  season  for  the  Campbell  Soup  Co.  by  licensed  inspectors  working 
cooperatively  under  the  Few  Jersey  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  addition  to 
smellier  quantities  at  three  other  plants.     In  past  years,  farmers  in  that 
State  have  sold  their  cannery  tomatoes  at  a  flat  rate  per  ton,  regardless  of 
quality  variations.'  This  year  about  lyjo  of  the  State's  ISO, 000-ton  crop  is 
being  purchased  on  basis  of  quality  as  determined  by  grading.    A  recent  stat 
ment  from  Trenton  says:- 

" Manufacturers  of  tomato  products  have  found  that  the  better  the  coloi 
and  general  quality  of  the  tomatoes  they  purchase,  the  better  the  finished 
product.     The"  are  in  the  market  for  sound  well-colored  tomatoes,  and  this 
year  have  contracted  with  Few  Jersey  growers  to  pay  from  $l6  to  $20  per  ton 
for  U.S.  L7o.

M.  ¥.  Baker,  of  the  Columbus  office,  submitted  a  few  days  ago  a  covy 
of  his  first  certificate  on  a  carload  of  honey.    Previous  to  that  time,  in- 
spections had  been  made  of  l.c.l.  shipments  only.    Mr.  Baker  believes  that 
inspection  will  eventually  become  a  deciding  feature  in  the  marketing  of  the 
extracted  product.     It  requires  about  half  a  day  to  do  the  laboratory  work  on 
a  carload  of  honey,  and  the  equipment  is  rather  expensive. 

Peach  inspections  in  Ottawa  County,  Ohio,  are  about  finished,  with  a 
total  of  around  500  certificates  to  date.     This  represents  95$  of  the  pea0^- 
movement  from  the  Island  district.    Apple  inspections  have  been  begun  in 
southern  Ohio.     The  C-rimes  and  Jonathan  crops  were  almost  a  failure.  Homes, 
St^vmans,  Red  and  Golden  Delicious  are  a  fair  crop,  although  all  orchards  have 
been  badly  affected  by  drought.    Mr.  Baker  thinks  that  the  color  will  be  poor 
on  all  of  the  Varieties  mentioned,  particularly  Delicious  and  Stayman,-  as  most 
of  the  fruit  now  has  a  dirty,  brown  appearance.    Ee  added:     "We  shall  start 
apple  inspections  in  Columbiana  and  Mohoning  sections  next  ^reek.     Scab  has  hit 
the  crop  there  badly,  and  the  percentage  of  U.S.  1"0.  1  stock  will  be  quite 
sharply  reduced  from  last  year.    On  the  whole,  however,  I  would  not  be  sur- 
prised if  the  volume  of  U.S.  Kb.  1  apples  in  the  entire  State,  moving  under  in- 
spection, will  be  nearly  equal  to  that  of  last  yeas,    Y7e  shall  have  about  the 
same  number  of  inspectors  and  probably  shall  be  very  busy  up  until  about 
ilovember  1. 

"The  onion  deal  is  starting  off  slowly.     Hie  crop  is  large  and  quality 
good.     The  bulk  of  the  crop  up  to  the  present  time  is  going  into  storage  and, 
at  prevailing  prices,  I  doubt  if  there  will  be  much  of  a  movement  until  about 
the  middle  of  October.    Our  inspection  work  may  be  much  heavier  than  it  has 
ever  been.    Practically  all  of  the  large  shippers  have  signed  the  con- 
tract, which  practically  binds  them  to  have  the  bulk  of  their  movement  in- 
spected during  the  season.    On  this  basis,  there  probably  will  be  1,200  cars 
inspected. 

"The  inspection  of  toma.toes  for  canning  purposes  is  progressing  excep- 
tionally well  this  year,  considering  the  dry  weather  and  the  intense  heat. 
Growers  are  well  satisfied  with  their  prices,  due  to  the  fact  that  practically 
all  factories  are  paying  more  on  the  graded  basis  than  they  would  have  done  on 
the  flat  rate.     The  tonnage  moving  under  inspection  probably  will  be  nearly 
double  that  of  last  year. 

"The  ca.bbage  crop  has  been  delayed;  consequently  no  inspections  of  ca.b- 
bage  for  kraut  will  be  started  until  about  the  last  week  in  September.  ■  We 
shall  have  one  man  inspecting  a  week  at  each  plant,  in  order  to  determine  a  fair 
price-differential  for  the  kraut  packers  to  use  on  a  graded  contract  next  year.

W.  D.  Hull  at  Rocky  Ford:- 

" During  the  past  few  days  the  ColorahLo  cantaloupe  situation  has  shown 
slight  improvement.  With  the  cleaning  up  of  homegrown  supplies  on  numerous 
eastern  markets,  a  better  demand  for  Colorado  stock  has  been  reported. 
Fields  in  the  Rocky  Ford  section  are  about  all  harvested,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  carlo t  movement  will  begin  to  decrease  after  the  middle  of  the  cur- 
rent week.  From  this  time  on,  most  of  the  supplies  will  come  from  the  north 
side  of  the  Arkansas  River,  in  the  section  around  Boone,  Avonda.le,  and  Ordway. 

"So  far  this  year,  there  have  been  very  few  straight  Cars  of  Perfectos 
shipped,  most  of  this  variety  moving  in  mixed  cars  with  other  types  of  canta- 
loupes.   During  the  latter  part  of  the  last  week,  there  was  a  noticeable  im- 
provement in  the  demand  for  Pink  Meat  melons  and  there  was  some  tendency  to- 
ward competitive  bidding  for  the  few  cars  that  were  loaded. 

"Generally  speaking,   the  demand  for  Honey  Dews  has  been  rather  draggv. 
Shipments  from  Colorado  have  been  increasing  and  it  is  expected  that  the  peak  ■ 
of  the  Honey  Dew  movement  will  be  during  the  current  week.     However,   there  are 
still  ma:rr  fields  which  are  too  green  to  pick  and,   if  the  frost  will  hold  off, 
shipments  will  be  made  until  the  first  of  October." 

6b.     NORTHWESTERN  PEARS  FOR  EXPORT  NAP NETS 

11  Adjustment  of  the  French  quota  of  American  pear  imports  ha.s  resulted  in 
several-  heavy  cargoes  of  Bartletts  loaded  for  that  country.     Considerable  im- 
provement in  last  week's  auction  sales  of  northwestern  Bartletts  also  developed, 
and  canners'  buying  prices  registered  an  advance."-  (J.D.Hamilton,  Portland)

The  following  decisions  have  been  rendered  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  a  result  of  complaints  filed  under  the  P. A.  C.  Act:- 

le.   more  tt.-;:  $6,000  must  be  paid  rqr  s  cars  0?  California  tomatoes 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  Salvador©  Sanseri,  Augustina.  Sanseri,  and 
Michaelino  Sanseri,  doing  "business  as  the  Pennsylvania  Macaroni  Co.,  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  to  pay  $6,110.1|U  with  interest  to  Erie  E.  Emery,  doing  business  as  the 
Erie  S.  Emery  Co.,  Los  Angeles,  Calif. 

Emery  alleged  that  the  Pennsylvania  Macaroni  Co.  had  rejected  without 
reasonable  cause  5  cars  of  tomatoes  and  had  f-  iled  truly  end  correctly  to  account 
promptly  for  3  ether  cars  of  tomatoes,  raid  also  set  forth  various  items  of  in- 
jury for  which  reparation  was  sought.     The  Pennsylvania  llacaroni  Co.  admitted 
liability  in  the  amount  of  $2,172.00,  this  being  the  invoice  price  of  3  cars, 
and  set  up  counterclaims  in  the  amount  of  $2,3^-7»7S»  which  sum  represented, 
mainly,  loss  of  prospective  profits  on  the  cars  in  controversy. 

Emery  maintained  that  the  contract  was  negotiated  through  two  successive 
steps:     first,  an  oral  conversation  between  Emery  and  one  Cecil  York,  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Pennsylvania  Macaroni  Co.,  at  Salinas,  Cdif . ,  end  secondly,  a 
series  of  telegrams  passing  between  Emery  and  the  company,  covering  the  various 
cars  specifically.     The  Pennsylvania  Macaroni  Co.  denied  that  York  was  their 
agent  and  contended  that  the  deal  was  started  through  a  letter  from  them  to 
Emery,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  basis  on  which  the  company  would  do  business 
with  him.    Emery  denied  having  received  this  letter,  and  in  no  telegram  sent  by 
the  company  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  letter  did  they  make  any  reference  to 
it.     This  fact  cast  considerable  doubt  on  whether  such  a  letter  was  sent.'  It 
'as  also- 'pMnly  noted  that »  in  spite  of  express  statements  in  the  alleged 
letter  of  the  only  way  the  Pennsylvania  Macaroni  Co.  would  do  business  with 
Emery,  the  latter  continued  to  make  offers,   the  terms  of  which  differed  widely 
from  those  purported  to  be  set  out  in  the  letter.    An  analysis  of  the  wires 
which  passed  between  the  parties  concerning  each  individual  car  shows  that  the 
various  contracts  0:1  individual  Cors  wore  entered  into  on  the  basis  of  Cali- 
fornia acceptance  and  inspection  there  and  the  general  guarantee  of  Emery  that 
the  tomatoes  wore  of  quality  "equal  to  anything  being  shipped  this  section." 

The  next  point  involved  the  quality  and  condition  of  the  tomatoes  when 
shipped.     The  buyer  submitted  evidence,  as  to  their  condition  upon  arrival  in 
Pittsburgh.     The  quality  and  condition  of  the  commodity  was  material  only  at  the 
time  of  shipment,  since  the  contract  called  for  California  inspection  and  accep- 
tance.    Testimony  as  to  the  condition  of  the  tomatoes  at  Pittsburgh  was  there- 
fore of  value  only  as  tending  to  show  the  condition  of  the  commodity  at  the  time 
of  shipment.     The  testimony  of  Emery  and  other  California  witnesses  for  him 
showed  the  tomatoes  to  have  been  equal  to  or  better  than  anything  being  shipped 
from  the  respective  sections.    Under  the  contracts,  the  actual  condition  of  the 
tomatoes  was  not  material  except  for  the  purpose  of  co  iparison  with  other 
tomatoes  from  the  same  section.     The  buyer  offered,  no  testimony  to  show  that' 
other  aid  better  tomatoes  were  being  shipped  from  these  sections,  and  the  testi- 
mony offered  on  behalf  of  Emery  that  they  were  equal  to  or  better  than  others 
being  shinned  was  -uncontradicted.     The  buyer  offered  in  evidence  the  testimony 
of  several  witnesses  and. also  the  inspection  certificates  issued  at  Pittsburgh 
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on  the  cars.     There  is  nothing  in  any  of  these  certificates  to  show  that  the 
tomatoes  were  not  equal  to  or  better  than  anything  then  "being  shipped  from  the 
California  district. 

Two  of  the  cars  in  question  were  diverted  to  ITew  York  City  while  in 
transit,  .'"by  order  of  the  Pennsylvania  Macaroni  Co.     Such  action  constitutes 
complete  acceptance  of  the  cars.     To  permit  a -purchaser  to  divert  cars  to 
various  points  throughout  the  country  and,  thereafter,  reject  them  for  any 
reason  whatsoever,  would  be  to  permit  him  to  take  an  undue  advantage  of  the 
shipper.     The  Secretary  held,  therefore,  that-  the  record  showed  that  the 
Pennsylvania  Macaroni  Co.  had  violated  the  provisions  of  the  P.  A.  C.  Act  in 
that  it  . rejected  without  reasonable  cause  part 'of  the  cars  at  issue  and 
failed  to  account  for  the  others. 

Emery'  ashed  for  reparation  in  the  amount  of  the  invoice  price  of  each 
car,  together  with  many  other  items  of  damages.    Under  the  terms  of  the 
various  contracts  governing  the  cars,  theoretically  they  were  all  accepted  by 
the  respondent  at  the  time  of  movement  from  California.     There-  was  no  duty  on 
Emery  upon  the  rejection  of  the  cars  at  Pittsburgh  other  than  to  use  his  best 
judgment    in  an  effort  to  minimize  the  loss.     There  is  nothing  to  show  that 
he  failed  to  do  this  and  the  record  showed,  on  the  contrary,  that  he  made 
every  effort  to  secure  acceptance  of  the  cars  and  that  failure  to  cut  down  the 
loss  on  these  cars  was  due  to  the  dilatory  ta,ctics  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Macaroni  Co . 

.On  the  5.  cars  in  question,  Emery-  showed  damages  amounting  to  $6', 082. 20. 
He  set  up  v?„rious  other  items  of  damages,  including  pay  for  a  reporter  to  take 
depositions,  travel  'and  other  expenses  from  Los  Angeles  to  Santa  Maria,  Calif., 
clerical  help,  railroad  fare  from  Los • Angeles  to  Washington  and  Pittsburgh, 
attorneys1  fees,  reparation  for  injury  caused  by  false  accusation  in  telegrams, 
and  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  deficit  on  freight  charges  on  the  cars. 
Since  it  appeared  that  Emery  had  not  paid  the  deficit  in  freight  charges,  that 
was  not  a  proper  element  of  damages.     Since  no  substantial  evidence  was  sub- 
mitted in  support  of  the  claim  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by 
false  aoCcn.sa.tion,  its  merits  or  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  were  not  con- 
sidered.   With  regard  to  the  claims  for  attorneys'1  fees,  it  is  well  settled 
that  attorneys'  fees  are  not  proper  element  for  recovery  in  law,  unless 
authorized  by  statute.     This  is  not  the  case  in  P e  mi  sylvan  i a  nor  is  provision 
maue  in  the  P.  A.  C.  Act  for  recovery  of  attorneys'  fees  in  an  auction  before  the 
Se ere tare.    The  other  matters  for  which  Emery  asked  reparation  were  all  related 
to  the  preparation  and  prosecution  of  his  ca.se,  and,  as  in  case  of  attorney's 1 
fees,  they  racist  be  denied. 

However,  the  protest  fees  paid  by  Emery  are  properly  recoverable,  inas- 
much as  the--  directly  resulted;  from  the  refusal  of  the  Pennsylvania  Macaroni 
Co.  to  Day  the  Various  drafts  drawn  on  it  by  Emery.     The  counterclaim  of  the 
Pennsylvania,  Macaroni  Co.  was  dismissed,  because  the  record  showed  a  violation 
of  the  Act  by  that  company  and'  'failed  to  show  a  violation  on  the  part  of  Emery. 
Reparation  order  Was  issued  in  the  amouht  of  the  invoice  price  of  the  eight 
cars  plus  protest  fees,  or  $6, 110.144  in  all,  with  interest.

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2 e .     DAMAGES  AV.'AP.DED  FOB  FAILURE  TO  DELIVER  TWO  CAES  0?  PEACES  S 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Agricultural  Exchange,  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
to  pay  Wishnatzki  &  JTathel,  Hew  York  City,  §JoZ.  bS  with  interest. 

Wishnatzki  &  ITathel  complained  that  they  bought  from  the  Agricultural 
Exchange  2 ' carloads  of  peaches,  f.o.b.  California;  that  they  paid  bank  drafts 
on  both  cars  but  that,  when  they  instructed  the  railroad  to  deliver  the  cars 
to  the  auction,  they  were  informed  that  the  cars  were  not  consigned  to  them; 
that  they  thereupon  communicated  with  the  Agricultural  Exchange,  which  advisee 
them  that  the  sales  had  been  confirmed  in  error  and  that  the  Exchange  was  un- 
able to  make  delivery.     It  was  further  claimed  that,  because  of  failure  to 
deliver  the  cars,  T'ishnatzki  &  Uathel  suffered  loss  and  were  damaged  in  the 
sum  of  $3Sc.6g,  this  amount  being  based  upon  prices,  less  freight  and  other 
charges,  which  were  realized  on  two  cars  of  peaches  of  the  same  brand,  variety, 
and  size  sold  at  auction  on  the  same  day  the  two  cars  in  question  would  have 
been  sold.     The  Agricultural  Exchange  did  not  deny  these  allegations  but 
claimed  that  it  had  notified  the  buyers  that  it  was  unable  to  make  delivery  on 
the  cars  in  question,  and  hence  felt  that  it  had  not  violated  the  Act.  The 
Secretary  held  that  failure  to  make  delivery  was  without  reasonable  cause  and 
hence  in  violation  of  the  Act,  and  that  the  complainant 1 s  claim  for  loss  and 
damage  should  be  allowed. 


3e.     COMPLAjjfT  DISMISSED  A0AI1TST  CANTON,  OHIO,  FIRM 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by  the  O'Donnell- 
Dunn  Co.,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  against  Shaef f er-Black  Co.,  of  Canton,  Ohio. 

The  0' Donne 11 -Dunn  Co.  alleged  that  on  or  about  August  lU,  I93O ,  they 
offered  for  sale  to  J.  R.  Coll,  agent  for  Shaef fer-31ack  Co.,  a  car  of  canta- 
loupes them  on  track  at  Pittsburgh;  that  the  car  was  inspected  and  accepted 
at  Pittsburgh  and  was  ordered  shipped  via  Canton,  Ohio;  that  upon  arrival  at 
Canton  the  car  was  rejected  without  reasonable  cause  by  the  Shaef f er-Black  Co. 

Three  questions  were  raised  at  the  hearing;     (l)  as  to  the  9  months' 
statute  of  limitations;   (2)     as  to  whether  there  was  an  absolute  acceptance  by 
the  buyer  acting  through  its  agent;,  and  (3)  as  to  the  quality  of  the  canta-  ' 
loupes  at  the  time  of  sale. 

The  respondent  made  the  point  that  complaint  in  this  case  had  not  been 
filed  within  9  months  after  cause  of  action  accrued.     The  examiner  treated  the 
statement  as  an  objection  and  overruled  it.     The  file  disclosed  that  an  in- 
formal complaint  wa,s  made  on  March  9,  1931 »  s^d  a  copy  of  this  was  served  on 
the  party  complained  against,  who  acknowledged  receipt  of  it  and  made  written 
explanation  of  the  transaction  on  May  7,  I9.3I.    Formal  complaint  was  filed  on 
August  13,  1931-     The  Secretary  held  that  a  claim  filed  informally  within  the 
statutory  period  is  not  barred  because  the  formal  complaint  is  not  filed  until 
after  the  statute  has  run. 

As  to  the  second -point,  there  is  evidence  to  the  effect  that  on  the  date 
the  sale  was  negotiated  the  seller  represented  to  the  broker  that  this  car  of 
cantaloupes  had  arrived  ea.rly  that  day,  although  the  record  shows  clearly  that 
it  arrived  on  August  10.    The  broker  testified  that  the  car  had  been  repre- 
sented to  him  as  a  Car  of  fine  cantaloupes;   that  he  had  informed  the  seller 
that  they  had  to  be  good  quality  and  sound  condition,  as  he  would  not  be  able 
to  inspect  them,  and  that  he  was  told  they  were  all  right  and  were  fine.  The 
sellers  claimed  that  they  made  no  representation  rs  to  the  quality  of  the 
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cantaloupes;  that  the  "broker  was  furnished  the  car  number  and  had  an  opportu- 
nity of  making  inspection.     The  Secretary  held  that  the  s  eller  was  not  justi- 
fied in  concluding  that  the  "buyer,  "because  of  the  "broker's  opportunity  to  make 
an  inspection,  necessarily  waived  such  inspection  and  thereby  accepted  the 
goods.     The  Secretary  also  held  that  the  testimony  supported  the  conclusion 
that  the  seller  stated  that  the  cantaloupes  were  of  good  quality  and  that  the 
"broker  relied  upon  such  express  warranty  and,  on  that  account,  did  not  sake  an 
inspection. 

As  to  the  third  point,  the  "buyer  returned  the  car  to  Pittsburgh  after 
finding  the  cantaloupes  unsatisf actory  out,  when  the  seller  refused  to  handle 
them,   the  "buyer  authorized  his  agent  to  make  disposition  elsewhere.  The 
record  is  clear  that  the  "buyer  did  not  retain  the  goods  "but  promptly  returned 
them  and  specifically  advised-  the  "broker  that  the  shipment  would  not  be 
accepted.     The  buyer  cannot,  therefore,  be  deemed  to  have  preformed  such  an 
act  as  would  constitute  acceptance  within  the  meaning  of  the  Uniform  Sales  Act 
and,   since  the  evidence  shows  that  the  cantaloupes  did  not  comply  with  the 
seller's  expressed  warranty,  the  rejection  is  held  to  be  justified  and  the 
case  was  dismissed.

SMALLER  SUPPLY  OF  POTATOES  this  year  is  already  reflected  ir- 
relatively higher  prices  than  prevailed  last  season.     Thus,  while  the  actual 
August  15  farm  price  of  51^  per  bushel  was  approximately  equal  to  the  average 
received  for  last  year!s  crop,  it  was  equivalent  to  a  price  10$  higher  in  view 
of  the  lower  general  level  of  prices.    Present  prices  (September  12)  are 
equivalent  to  about  15  to  20$  higher  than  a  year  ago  in  view  of  the  advances  in 
potato  prices  since  August  15.     Crop  development  during  the  next  few  weeks  is 
likely  to  be  the  chief  factor  in  determining  changes  in  the  general  level  of 
potato  prices. 

"The  United  States  average  of  farm  prices  as  of  August  15  at  jl£  a 
bushel  was  3^  higher  than  on  July  15,  but  ZSi  or  about  one-third  lower  than  a 
year  earlier.     The  mid-July  frrm  price  of  potatoes  was  the  lowest  rricc  in  at 
least  the  past  25  years."-  (price  Situation,  Sept.  15)

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la.  EXTENSIVE'  CANNING  OPERATIONS  ON  THE  EASTERN  SHORE 

Loyde  Um  Billman,  of  the  Washington  office,  spent  the  last  three  days 
of  last  week  at  Cheriton  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  of  Virginia,  where  he  inspected 
and  graded  for  the  Veterans'  Administration  b: carloads  of  canned  Lima  "beans, 
all  of  which  were  found  to  he  of  C-rade  A.      The  prominent  grower-canner ,  who 
handles  most  of  the  vegetable  output  around  Cheriton,  has  a  system  of  planting 
about  100  acres  of  Lima  beans  each  day  for  perhaps  i|S  days,  thus  spreading  the 
harvesting  and  canning  period  over  several  weeks  during  the  late  summer  and 
early  fall.     This  system  of  planting  means  that,  during  the  canning  season, 
100  acres  are  canned  each  day.     Other  vegetables  besides  Lima  beans  are  grown 
and  packed  by  this  one  large  operator.     Several  hundred  persons  are  employed 
in'  this  particular  canning  factory  and  on  the  farms  which  grow  the  vegetablos 
throughout  a  large  part  of  Northampton  County,  Virginia. 

2a.     HELP  TO  LOCATE  M.  C.  COGGINS 

Any  member  of  the  staff  having  information  concerning  the  present 
location  and  business  connections  of  M.  C.   ("Speed")  Coggins,  formerly  of 
Coggins. Brothers,  No.  1  South  Water  Market,  Chicago,  is  asked  to  advise  prompt- 
ly H.  A.  Spilman,  of  the  Regulatory  Branch  in  Washington.     The  last  information 
received  was  that  he  might  be  operating  in  the  onion  districts  of  Iowa,  Minne- 
sota and  Colorado,  and  that  he  probably  would  be  in  Laredo,  Texas,  later,  his 
family  having  moved  to  that  point  and  because  he  is  related  to  Joe  Rosenblum. 

3a.     A  BRIEF  REPORT  ON  COLORADO  CONDITIONS 

Letters  from  Bryce  Morris,  of  the  Denver  market-news  office,  indicant e 
that  shipments  of  cauliflower  from  the  Pueblo  district  of  Colorado  may  not  be 
more  than  75^  of  the  1931  movement,  and  the  San  Luis  Valley  crop  also  may  be 
lighter  or  output  may  be  smaller  than  last  year,  due  to  lower  prices.  Onions 
had  begun  to  move  in  a  limited  way  from  producing  sections  of  the  State,  and 
harvesting  of  this  crop  was  expected  to  become  active  during  the  current  week. 
The  farmer  strike  in  the' San  Luis  Valley"  potato  district  during  the  week  of 
Sept.  12  to  17  did  not  result  in  any  material  improvement  of  prices,  although 
shipments  were  restricted.

It .     CASH  MARKET  HOW  IMPORTANT  Eg  BENTON  HARBOR  DISTRICT 

The  following  was  taken  from  a  letter  of  Sept.  15,  written  by 
R.  E.  Keller  at  Benton  Harbor:-  '  T 

"The  Michigan  fruit  deals  are  in  a  .transitory  period  in  their  mode  of 
distribution,  and  I  have  changed  our  local  report  to  cover  it,  in  so  far  as 
possible.    Trucks  are  carrying  the  major  proportion  of  all  the  fruit  produced 
in. this  area.     It  is  impossible  to  get  a  count  of  all  stock  moving  by  truck, 
but  .we.  are  now  getting  a  count  of  all  produce  moving  over  the  Benton  Harbor 
Cash  Market,  and  this  is  being  reduced  to  carlot  equivalents.     It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  to  date  the  truck  movement  of  peaches  over  the  market  amounts 
to  1,3$+  cars,  as  compared  with  217  cars  by  rail;  apples  klk  cars,  against 
126  by  rail;  and  pears  2hj>  cars,  as  compared  with  2lU.     This  by  no  means  cov- 
ers the  'total  truck  movement.     The-  shipments  direct  from  farms  and  by  associa- 
tions are  also  very  heavy.     To  have  our  bulletin  conform  to  changing  needs,  we 
have  been  making  a  late  release  around  h:^0'j)  .m. ,  including  the  Benton  Harbor 
Cash  Market  for  that  day.    As  a  result,  we  are  getting  the  Cash  Market  data- 
out  to  farmers  the  following  morning.    We  have  received  much  favorable  comment 
■  for  this  speeding-up  of  release." 

2b .    VALUABLE.  NEWS  FROM  THE  NORTHWEST 

T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  included  the  following  notes  in  a 
recent  northwestern  review :~ 

"The  Jonathan  apple  harvest  is  now  in  full  swing  in  the  Wenatchee  and 
Yakima  valleys.     Reports  of  heavy  worm-damage  inflicted  by  the  late  brood  are 
being  confirmed  by  the  very  light  pack-out  for  most  orchards,  and  shippers 
are  experiencing  practically  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  commercial  crop 
of  Jonathan's.     Quality  of  the  fruit  is  very  satisf actorj^,  the  apples  being 
well-colored  and  running  heavily  to  larger  sizes..    Domestic  and  export  demand 
has  shown  some  improvement  since  Sept.  1.    Prices  at  which  recent  sales  have 
been  closed  on  Extra  Eancy  Jonathans  range  per  box,  f.o.b.  shipping 

point.    A  shipment  of  Extra  Fancy  grade  Washington  Jonathans  on  the  Chicago 
auction  Thursday  'ranged  $2.05~$2.20  per  box,  depending  upon  size- 

"The  apple  export  movement  through  Port  Seattle  opened  August  30,  with 
k,j>I%  boxes  clearing  for  Hamburg  and  Bremen,  G-ermany.    j\nother  heavy  cargo 
was  loaded  for  Continental  Europe  Sept.  15.    According  to  information  in  the 
hands  of  forwarding  agents,  25  ships  scheduled  to  clear  from  Seattle  during 
September  have  insulated  or  refrigerated  space,  and  30  ships  for  October  load- 
ing are  fitted  to  handle  perishable  items.     The  heaviest  export  movement  is 
expected  in  October.  • 

"Interest  in  eastern  Washington  peaches  and  in  northwestern  Italian 
prunes  is  lagging.     Concord  grapes  from  Yakima  are  mar  ing  freely  at  10^  per 
5-pound  basket,-  barely  sufficient  to  cover  costs  of  harvesting.     Puget  Sound 
Island  Belles  are  ripening  rapidly  and  will  be  offered  locally  by  Sept.  30. 

All  leading  northwestern  potato-growing  districts  are  ready  to  swing 
into  the  harvest  of  that  crop.     Yields  for  1932  promise  to  equal  or  exceed 
slightly  those  of  last  year.     Crowing  conditions  have  been  favorable,  supply 
of  water  for  irrigation  has  been  adequate  throughout  the  season,  and  the  crop 
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is  maturing  under  good  conditions.    Buying  is  not  yet  active.    Prices  of 
recent  deliveries  in  Seattle  were"  around-  £l3--$lH  per  ton. 

"Unfavorable  weather  conditions ' in  the  Puget  Sound  district,  together 
with  poor  market  outlets,  have  cut  the  lettuce  shipments  from  this  area  about 

350  cars  below  early  estimates . 11       .      •  .     •  ..  •

3d.     IDAHO  POTATOES  BETTER.  THIS  YEAR; :-  ...     ..  \"  '   .  •  ■ 

R.        Risser  wrote  as  follows  from  Idaho' Falls  on  Sept.  22:- 
11  Improvement  in  the  quality  of  Idaho  potatoes  this  year  over  that-  of 
last  season  is  the  outstanding  development  to  date.    .Stock  generally  is  running 
much  smoother  and  the  proportion  of  U.S..  No.  2's  is  consequently  much  smaller. 
This  is  ver3r  fortunate,  since  an  important,  territory  which  consumed  U.S.  No.  2 
Idaho  Russets  extensively  last  season  is  expected  to  draw  a  larger  supply  this 
season  from  Colorado's  heavier  crop.    Stock  feed  in  Idaho  is  more  abundant  and 
less  expensive,  so  that  the ' demand  for  low-grade  potai oes  for 'feeding- purposes 
probably'  will  he  reduced.    Furthermore ,  the  large  quantity  of  U.S.  No.  2*s 
shipped  last  year  made  competition  -for  the  U.S.  No.  l's  on  certain  markets, 
particularly  in  California,  thereby  exerting  a  depressing  effect  on  the  market 
for  the  .better-grade  stock.     Steps  to  curtail  further  the  movement  of  U.S. 
No.  2  potatoes  this  season  have  been  considered,  but  so  far  both  the  supply 
and  the  demand  for  this  grade  have  been  restricting  the  output  very  materiall3r. 

"The  size  of  tubers  this  year  varies  in  different  fields.  Producing 
districts  where  the  growing  period  was  cut  short  by  early  frosts  have  smaller 
potatoes,  and  some  of  the  plantings  which  were  late  are  probably  not  worth 
digging.     In  estimating  prospective  shipments,  dealers  are  making- allowance 
for  a  substantial  area  which  they  say  will  not  be  dug.    On  the  other  hand,  the 
size  of  tubers  in  other  districts  is  reported  entirely  satisfactory." 

Ub .  "  NOTES  PIT  THE'  UTAH  ONION  CHOP 

In  a  recent  letter,  L.  S.  Fenn  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  off ice  made  the 
following  comments  regarding  onions :- 

"Utah's  onion  crop  is -considerably  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  If 
market  s"  warrant ,  shipments  may  total  as  many  .as  .1., 000  cars,  or  twice  the  num- 
ber shipped  last  season.    Sizos  are  somewhat  smaller  than  usual,  principally 
due  to  growers  discontinuing  irrigation  earlier  than  normally,  in  order  to 
mature  their  crop  for  the  early  market.    Quality  now  looks  generally  good,  with 
the  onions  showing  exceptionally  good  color  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

"A  large  percentage  of  .the  crop  this  year  is  of  the  White  Suanish  type, 
possibly  150- carloads.     The  50-pound  bags  are' being  used  almost  exclusively 
for  shipment."  ■  .

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6b .    MAIZ5  POTATO  MARKET  WEAK  AND  PRICES  VERY  LOW 

-V/'n,  ITi chol son  sent'  the  following  .information  from  Pre s que  Isle  in 
two  letters  of  recent  date:-  .v..    .7.  •; 

"The  yields  of  Cobbler  potatoes  "in  .Maine  have  been  somewhat  disappoint- 
ing.    There  are  many  yields  of  50  to  75  barrels  per  acre  reported  this  season 
but  the  average  in  o^her  years  is  often  around  QO  to  100  barrels.     The  stock 
is  smaller  than  average,  and  blight  has  been  reported  in  many  fields.  Most 
of  the  Cobblers  are' already  .harvested. •  - 

"Digging  of  Green'  Mountains  is  expected  to  become  general  this  week. 
It  is  expected  that  yields  will  run  more  nearly  normal  than  those  of  the 
Cobblers,  but  the  average  probably. will  be  under  that-  of  last  season..  It 
appears ' unlikely  that  the  quality  will  be  up  to  that  of  former  seasons. on 
account  of  damage  from  blight.    .  ..  -        i-v;'v    '        .  \ 

"Trading  has  been  extremely  light,  with  most  of  the  cars  going  to  the 
shippers1  own  connections.    Dealers  in  this-  section  have  been  trying  to  hold 
for  75^  sackied  per  cwt.  delivered  Boston,  .but  most- shippers  have  found  it 
necessary  to  shade  the  price  in  order  to  move  anything. 

"Digging  is  progressing  rather  slowly  because;  of . the  rains -and  probably 
also  because  of  the  reluctance  of  growers  to  sell  their  potatoes  below  the 
cost  of  production.     The  attitude  at  present  seems. to  be  that,   if  the  price 
does  not  show  some  improvement,  it  may  be  better  to  leave  the  potatoes  in  the 
ground.     Several  factors  have  made  the  statement  that  they  do  not  know  from 
where  the  money  is  coming  to  pay  for  digging. 

"The  price  to  growers  has  held  around  3Q#  per  barrel  for  Cobblers  and 
35^-^-0^  for  Green  Mountains.    A  few'. dealers  are  buying  and  storing  for  their 
own  account,  and  the  Atlantic  Commission  Company  is  reported  to  be  buying 
fairly  heavily.    However,  most  of  the  potatoes  being  dug  are  going  into  stor- 
age either  for  the  grower's  account  or  are  being  stored  by  the  growers  them- 
selves. 

7b .     MANY  I^EWYORK  PEACPES  IN  STORAGE;  OTHER  CROP  NEWS 

R.  L.  Sutton  included  the  following  in  a  letter  of  Sept.  27  from  the 
Rochester  office:-  .  - 

"The  outlook  is  unfavorable  for  the  marketing  of  peaches  in  storage  in 
western  New  York.    Movement  into  cold  storage  during  the  past  15  days  has  been 
heavy,  the  supplies  now  on  hand  being  estimated  between  1,200.  and  1,500  car- 
loads.   Shipments  by  rail  to  market  this  season  to  date  have  been  almost 
double  the  corresponding  movement  of  last  year.     Shippers  are  skeptical  as  to 
the  keeping-quality  of  the  fruit.     Several  cars  have  arrived  in  market ,  showing 
a  large  amount  soft  and  some  decayed.     Truck,  movement  has  been  heavy  throughout 
the  season,  probably  equaling  shipments  by  rail.    We  have,  received  several  re- 
ports of  individual  trucks  being  loaded  with  amounts  in  excess  of  carloads. 
One  shipper  put  over  500  bushels  on  a  truck  bound  for  Pittsburgh.    Some  loads 
on  trucks  with  trailers  have  ranged  between  600.  and  700  bushels. 

"Pears  have  demonstrated  little  change  during  the  past  week.    Values  at 
shipping  point  for  storage  Bartletts  still  hold  at  SO-90^  per  bushel.     The  $1 
price  is  not  being  reached.     The  outturn  this  season  is  about  three  times  the 
1931  shipments.     Prices  on  New  York  Bartletts  in  Liverpool  last  week  were 
$l.S2~£L.qo  for  the  U.S.  N0.  1,  2-inch  minimum  fruit,  while  London  paid  $2.25- 
$2.1|2  for  the  same  class.     The  rate  of ;  exchange  for  the  pound  sterling  was 
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$3*^6.    Fairly  heavy  receipt's  of  American' pears -are  expected  in  the  United 
Kingdom  this  week-..'  .  ..r* 

"Movement  of  Rhode"  Island  Greening  -  apples  is  "becoming  more  "active . 
Shipments"  of  this  variety  are  now  going- forward  daily,  and  -undoubtedly  the 
into-'storage  movement  has  begun.    A  few  cars  are  "being  exported  daily,  al- 
though the  principal  export  season  lias  not  yet  Started.    Dry  weather  that 
has  prevailed  throughout  the  fruit  "belt  -probably  will  reduce  to  some  extent 
the  quality  of  apples...  ..  . 

"The  shipments  of  cabbage  are  moderate.  "'Growers  at  man?,''  loading  points 
have  shown  a  determined  effort  to  maintain  the  'level  of  cash  prices  at  a  speci 
fied  minimum.     Their  endeavors'  in  this-  respect  have  "been  fairly  satisfactory 
in  Ontario  County,  "but  growers  in  other  sections  have  sold  for  as  much  as  $1 
per. ton  less.     The  price  being  commonly,  asked  by  growers  for  domestic  cabbage 
is  $U  per  ton,  with  Danish-type  around  $5*     Some  kraut  factories,  have  bought 
domestic-type  at  $2.  ... 

"The  approach,  of  the  Jewish- holidays  is  exerting  a  slight  stimulation 
in  the  onion  and  celery  markets.     First  of  these  Jewish  holidays  starts  at 
the  close-  of  this  week  and  lasts  2  days.     The  Jewish  Hew  Year's  celebration 
occurs  October  10.     Large  eastern  markets  are  so  heavily  represented  by 
Jewish  people  that  extra  consumption  on  their  part  is  quickly  felt  by  the 
trade.     It  has  been  reported  that  growers  are  receiving  around  U0-U5#  ver  2/3 
crate  of  good-quality  celery." 

gb.     ITEWS  017  CALIFORNIA  GRAPES       ,/  .; 

According  to  information  from  A.  S.  Prugh,  of  the  Fresno  office,  there 
was  some  improvement  in  the  market  for  table  grapes  after  Labor  Day,  but  more 
recentl3/  the  price  of  Tokays  has  declined  under  the  heavier  movement.  Recent 
f.o.b.  cash-track  prices  in  central  California  have  been  considerably  lower 
than  at  the  same  time  during  any  of  the  last  three  seasons,   the  sharpest 
decline  in  prices  being  in  comparison  with. the  level  of  September,   1929*  Some 
varieties  of  juice  grapes  were  bringing  fully  twice  as  much  in  lc29  as  they 
have  returned  recently,  although  Zinfandels  lately  have  been  advancing  in 
price  at  shipping  points.      In  a  letter  dated  Sept.  20,  Mr.  Prugh  added  these 
comments :~ 

"With  Zinfandels  cleaning-up  in  this  district  and  most  of  the  output 
coming  from  the  Uc-rth,  a  good  demand  developed,  with  an  advance  to  $27«50"$3^ 
per  ton  f.o.b.     This'  week  it  is  difficult  to  get  U.S.  Ho.  1  grade  on  Zinfandels 
without  showing  specified  percentages  of  raisining.    Alicantes  also  are  showing 
the  effects  of  the  recent  hot  spell,  when  maximum  temperature  for  several  days, 
was  above  100  degrees.     This  condition  probably  will  cut  down  the  size  of  the 
crop  on  nearly  all  varieties.     Cooler  weather  now  prevails,  with  the  maximum 
yesterday  (Sept.  19)  at  £7  degrees. 

"The  peak  dsy  on  California  grapes  last  year  came  Oct.  1,  when  7o3  c&rs 
moved,  compared  with  1,833  °ars  on  Oct.  g  in  I93O.     This  season  it  should  occur 
the  first  week  in  October,  with  movement  going  out  to  reach  the  Columbus  Day 
market,  and  it  should  not  exceed  last  season's  peak  day  on  account  of  economic 
'conditions."      •  ••  .  •• 

"CRAjreSIERY  harvest  along  the  Coast,  of  Oregon  and  Washington  is  now  at  f 
its  peak.    A  strenuous  sales  campaign  is  being  conducted.  The  former  1/3  "barrel 
box  is  being  displaced  by  the  1/4  and  1/2  barrel  boxes,   such  as  used  in  East. 
F.o.b.  shipping-point  quotations  are  around  §3  Per  1/4  barrel  box."  -  J.D.H. 
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9b.     SHORT  CROP  OF  APPLES  IN  POTOMAC  VALIEY  AHEA 

R.  M.  Peterson  sent  the  following  'information  in  a  letter  of  Sept.  28 
from  Martinsburg :- 

"The  apple  crop  in  the  Shenandoah-.Cumberland-Potomac  district  is  very 
short,  due  to  lack  of  rainfall.    Most • shippers  agree  that  it  is  now  ranch 
lighter  than  was  estimated  on  September  1, . when  it  was  supposed  that  there 
would  be  enough  rainfall  to  give  the  late  varieties  a  chance  to  take  on  fair 
size.     The  recent  rains,  however,  came  too  late  to  help  much.     The  Pennsylvania 
crop  seems  to  be  in  better  condition  than  that  of  West  Virginia^  but  the 
Virginia  crop  generally  is  conceded  to  have  suffered  most. 

"Practically  all  of  the  Grimes  and  Jonathans  have  been  harvested  and 
sold,  with  only  a  few  cars  in  local  cold  storage..    A  few  Delicious  are  now 
being  picked,  and  next  week  will  be  the  heavy  week  for  this  varietj^.    A  very 
few  Stavmans  and  Yorks  are  being  *spot    picked,'  but  it  is  not  expected  that 
heavy  harvesting  of  these  varieties  will  start;  before  October  10.  According 
to  present  indications,  all  the  apples  in  this  entire  section  will  have  been 
harvested  by  November  1,  and  the  stock  on, hand,  to  be  packed  after  that  date, 
will  be  light.     It  is  felt  that  this  season's  crop  will  be  packed  practically 
as  fast  as  it  is  harvested  and  that  most  of  the  unsold  crop  will  go  into  cold 
storage.    Nevertheless,  the  local  cold-storage  holdings  undoubtedly  will  be 
light . 

"The  local,  market  is  in  a  firm  position,  according  to  most  shippers,  and 
there  is  little  tendency  to  cut  prices.    Outside  buyers  are  not  doing  the  usual 
amount  of  speculative  buying  at  present  prices,  but  considerable  effort  is 
being  made  to  buy  futures  at  prices  lower  than  present  quotations.    Maoy  ship- 
pers are  withholding  quotations  on  futures,  however,  until  the  size  of  the 
crop  can  be  determined  more  definitely,  with  the  hope  that  prices  may  be  even 
higher.     This  feeling  is  based  partly  upon  the  fact  that,  when  the  G-rimes  and 
Jonathans  were  harvested,   the  crop  was  approximately  half  of  what  was  estimated 
early  in  August." 

10b .     SERIOUS  DROUGHT  III  WISCONSIN  POTATO  DISTRICT 

A.  M.  McDowell  wrote  from  Waupaca  as  follows  on  Sept.  25:- 
"For  the  third  Consecutive  year,   the  potato  crop  in  Wisconsin  has  been 
seriousl^/  affected  by  drought.     This  season  the  drought  has  been  most  pro- 
nounced in  the  Antigo  district,  which  generally  produces  some  of  the  finest 
potatoes  in  the  State.     Until  Monday  night  of  the  past  week,  there  had  been 
practically  no  rainfall  since  May,  and  in  come  ca,ses  farmers  'had  cut  bushes 
and  even  trees  in  order  that  cattle  might  feed  upon  the  leaves.     The  size  of 
Cobbler  potatoes,  which  are  the  principal  variety  in  the  section,  was  materi- 
ally below  normal.     In  other  sections  of  the  State,  yields  will  be  low  unless 
good  growing  weather  prevails  for  another  two  weeks. 

"Dealers  generally  reported  a  very  light  inquiry  and  demand  during  the 
past  We 3k.     Shipments  also  were  very  light.     Growers  received  30-35^,  mostly

constitute  only  a  small  part  of  the  crop,  they  were  moving  mostly  bv  truck." 

"A  recent  ruling  affecting  Yakima  potato  shipments  becomes  effective 
Oct.  1,  whereby  no  No.  2  potatoes  may  be  "shipped  except  in  5-pound  Dags.  This 
is  a  State  ruling,  to  be  enforced  by  the  Washington  State  inspectors . "-J.D.H. 
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ii d .  •  a  comprehensive  p^pcpt  oh  Michigan  epuit  chops 

A  recent  letter  from  R.  E.  Keller,  at  Benton  Harbor,  reads  as  follows:- 
'  n The  Hi chigan  -peach  deal  is  now  ^r_g.wing  to  a  close,  after  a  fairly 
satisfactory  season.     The  demand  was  very  active  and  all  merchantable  fruit 
was  marketed.    One  of.  the  features  of  the  deal  was  the  heavy  demand  from  the 
army  of  itinerant  truckers*  from  all  over  the  Middle  West.   'While  the  returns 
were  only  moderate,  averaging  mostly  75^""$1  Per  bushel  to  the  farmers,'  har- 
vesting and  package  costs  were  also  low,  which  left  a  larger  proportion  of 
net  returns  to  the  grower.    Baskets, which  a  short  time  ago  sold  as  high  as 
20, f  each,  were  down  to  7~9^»  and  labor  for  picking,  hauling  and  packing  was 
readily  available  at  $1  per  day,. 

."Practically  all  of  Michigan's  peach  crop  moved  out  by  truck.  To 
date  the  truck  movement  over  the- Benton  Harbor  Gash  Market  totals  l,U6l  cars, 
which  according  to  most  local  shippers  accounts  for  about  half  of  the 'peach 
movement: 'from- the  State.    Truckers  are  now  moving  peaches  and  other  fruit  to 
Chicago  for  c-12va  a  bushel,  and  to  other  receiving  points  for  the  same  corres- 
pondingly low  rates.    This  is  about  the  same  figure  that  cartage  from  the 
freight  err  to  store  door  costs,  when  rail  transportation  is  used  to  the 
large  terminals. 

"This  section  has  one  of  the  finest  grape  crops  on  record,  both  as  to 
.  quality  and  quantity.    Maturity  is  about  a  week  in  advance  of  norma.!'. 
However,  ;  re cent  cool  weather  has  held  the  fruit  back  in  verr  good  shape.  The 
market  situation  on  grapes  is  very  discouraging;  prices  amount  to  bare  har- 
vesting costs,  and  the  demand  is  so  slow  and  dull  that  it  looks  as  is  a  por- 
tion of  the  crop  will  remain  unhar.vested.     The  movement  of  grapes  has  picked 
up  considerably  in  the  past  few  days,,  with  truck  movement  over  the  Benton 
Harbor  Cash  Market  exceeding  50  cars  a  day.     To tal  movement  to  date  over  the 
market  now  amounts  to  656  cars,  and. the  rail  and  boat  shipments  combined 
total  73  cars. 

"Various  fall  varieties  of  apples  are  now  starting  to  move.     The  demand 
is  only  fair,  with  the  market  continuing  in  narrow  channels.    Most  of  the  TA! 
grade  stock  is  selling  in  truck-lots  at  75-/-$l  Per  bushel,  according  to  the 
variety  and  size. 

"Ba.rt.lett  pears  ■  cleaned  up  from  s  to  rage  about  a  week  ago,  and  there  was 
little  activity,  until  Kief f or s  started  moving.    Michigan  has  a.  bumper  crop 
of  fine -quality  -Kief fers  and,  with  the  short  crop  in  southern  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  will  likely  have  sufficient  demand  to  clean  up  the  .local  crop  at 
fair  prices.     Initial  f.o.b.  carlot  sales  of  U.S.  Ho.  1,  2-J-inch  Kieffer 
pears  have  been  ma.de  at  70-75^  per  bushel."

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1+c.     IMPORTANT"  ITEMS  REGARDING  VARIOUS  IDAHO"  CROPS'  '  - 

ike;  fallowing  good  'letter  came  from  L.  G.  •  Schultz ,  of  the  Boise  office, 
under -date  of  Sept.  20:- 

:  "I  "believe  the  potatoes  in  .the  Idaho  Ralls  ;section  will  average  "better " 
than  for  the  past  several  years.    -The  percentage  of  lTo.  l's  will  "be  much 
higher  'than  last  season  and,  .in  many  cases,  will  run  as  high  as  SO  to  35,L 
The "maturity'  of  the  crop  is  considerably  advanced  .over  last  year,  ;and  the 
greater  part  of  the  stock  now  moving  can  "be  classed  as  fairly-well  matured. 
They  have  had  some  light  frost  as  far  south  as  St.  Anthony,  which  has  tended 
to  check  the  growth  of  the.  vines,  and  assist  in  ripening  the  stock,  and  north 
of  St.  Anthony  in  the.  Ashton  territo^  "the  vines  are  completely  dead  as  they 
have  had  hard  freezes  in  that  section.     There  has  "been  practically  no  loss 
due  to  the  early  frost,  as  was  reported  in  some  sections. 

11  The  fresh  prune  shipments  have  passed  their  peak,  al though  cars  will 
"be  moving  through  the  rest  of  September.     There  undoubtedly  will  "be  many  cars 
of  prunes  left  on  the  trees,  due  to  the  low  market,  and  very  little  profit  is 
being  realized  on  any  of  the  stock  shipped. 

"With  regard  to  apples , -  growers  are  feeling  much  more  optimistic  in 
view  of  recent  reports  of  excessive  worm  damage  in  Washington  raid  also  "be- 
cause the  Jonathan  crop  in  Idaho  is  much  shorter  than  was  at  first  anticipated. 
Very  few  sales  have  "been  made  "but,  within  the  next  week  or  10  days,  shipments 
of  Jonathans  should  become  quite  general  over  the  territory.     The  stock  is 
coloring  nicely  and  should  he  of  very  good  quality. 

"Onion  harvest  is  starting  in  a  small  way,  "but  growers  generally  do  not 
look  for  much  buying  activity  until  later.    Many  growers  do  not  expect  to 
pick  up  onions  smaller  than  2  inches,  as  there  has  "been  no  demand  for  any 
except  the  larger  sizes. 

"The  celery  crop  is  expected  to  get  under  way  about  Sept.  25.     It  is 
generally  of  fairly  good  quality.     There  will  be  approximately  175  cars  of 
celery  shipped,  if  it  all  goes  to  market,  with  the  peak  of  shipments  about 
October  5  to  10.  11 

5c     GRAPE  SSAS01:  CLOSING  IIT  ARKANSAS  DISTRICT 

R.  3,   Landrum  wrote  in  part  as  follows  before  leaving  SpringdaJe, 
where  he  had  been  supervising  inspection  work  since  August  1:- 

" There  are  still  some  grapes  moving  by  truck,  and  many  of  the  larger 
growers  have  done  no  harvesting  yet.     While  it  is  estimated  that  approximately 
900  carloads  have  moved  from  the  Springdale  district,  only  about  50  of  these  . 
were  shipped  by  rail,  the  trucks  having  taken  the  remainder.     This  has  been  a 
very  disappointing  sea.son,  both  for  growers  and  for  shippers,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  crop  was  the  heaviest  ever  produced  in  this  section. 
During  a  good  part  of  the  season  prices  were  as  low  as  6^  per  basket,  .and  many 
growers  did  not  attempt  to  gra.de  their  stock  at  such  prices.     I  wa.s  informed 
from  reliable  sources  that  most  shippers  were  operating  on  a  basis  of  $8  to 
$10  margin  of  profit  per  carload,  which,  with  only  one  or  two  cars  moving 
daily,  hardly  justified  the  payment  of  an  inspector's  time,  plus  the  required 
overhead. 

"We  have  had  a  request  for  an  inspector  on  late  apnles  at  Marionville, 
in  southern  Missouri.    However,  Mr.  Hammond  now .advises  that  it  looks  as 
though  the  worms  will  take  practically  the  entire  crop."

The  following  decisions  have  "been  rendered  "by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture as  a  result  of  complaints  filed  raider  the  P. A, C.  Act:- 

le .     AIT  IITTSPJSSTIYG-  P.A.C.   CASE  IirYOIYI-TG-  SEED  POTATOES 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Eastern  Potato  Co.,  Eoul.ton,  Maine,  to 
pay  nominal  damages  of  $1  to  L..  E.  Ashby  &  Co.,  Sxmore,  Ya. 

Ashby  alleged  that  he  purchased  2  cars  of  Cobbler  potatoes  to  be 
seconds  out  of  certified  seed  at  $3  Per  sack  delivered  Sxmore,  Ya. ;  that  upon 
arrival  the  seed  potatoes  were  inspected  and  appeared  to  be  of  the  Cobbler 
variety  but  that  after  being  planted  they  developed  to  be  of  seme  variety 
other  than  Cobbler;  that'  the  potatoes  grown  from  this  seed  were  not  of  the  mar 
ket  value  that  they  would  have  been. had  they  been  of  the  kind  specified;  that 
on  account  of  the  failure  to  make  delivery  the  "buyer  was  damaged  in  the  sum  of 
$9> 801.87,  and  that,  in  addition,  the  buyer  suffered  through  loss  of  confidenc 
on  the  part  of  those  who  bought  potatoes  from  him. 

The  seller  contended  that,  while  the  contract  called  for  "seconds, 
Cobblers,  out  of  certified  seed,"  it  had  never  offered  or  sold  Ashby  seed  pota 
toes,  and  that  Ashby  inspected  the  potatoes  upon  arrival  before  accepting  them 
and  that  such  acceptance  was  final.    Ashby  contended  that  his  inspection  be- 
fore purchasing  or-  taking  delivery  is  immaterial,  because  the  character  of  the 
seed  could  not  be  ascertained  by  any  reasonable  inspection.     The  Secretary 
held  that  this  contention  was  supported  by  the  weight  of  authority  and  that  it 
is  a  recognized  fact  that  it  is  difficult  to  judge  positively  the  variety  of 
ITo.  2  potatoes  when  they  arc  of  small  size. 

Testimony  was  offered  on  behalf  of  the  buyer  to  show  that  potatoes  pro- 
duced from  this  seed  were  not  of  the  Cobbler  variety.     In  addition  Dr.  William 
Stuart,  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.-,  testified  by  deposition  that  he  had 
conducted  sprouting  tests'  of  samples  of  .the  potatoes  and  that  they  were  not 
Cobblers  but  wore  of  the  Ore  en  fountain  -.variety.     The  Secretary  held  that  the 
sale  of  seed  as  and  for  a  certain  kind,  that  is  sale  by  description,  constitut 
a  warranty  of  the  seed  and  that  an  order  for  a  particular  kind  and  quality  of 
seed  raises  an  implied  warranty  that  the  seed  furnished  complies  with  the  orde: 
The  seller  contended  that  it  did  not  agree  to  sell  seed  potatoes.     The  Secre- 
tary was  convinced  that  the  Eastern  Potato  Co.  knew  the  potatoes  purchased  wor 
to  be  used'  as  seed,  it  being  shown  that  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  does  not 
purchase  table  stock  during  the  month  of  December  and  the  buyers  in  that  sec- 
tion purchase  potatoes  in  December  purely  for  seed  purposes.  Furthermore, 
these  potatoes  were  not  shipped  until  just  before  the  planting  season  in  that 
particular  part  of  Virginia.     The  evidence  conclusively  shows  that  the  pota- 
toes were  not  Cobblers  but  were  Green  Mountains. 

Courts  have  held  that,  where  seed  is  not  true  to  its  name,  the  damages 
resulting  from  such  breach  would  be  the  difference  between  the  market  value 
of  the  crop  raised  and  the  crop  which  might  have  been  raised  from  the  seed 
ordered.    This  measure  of  damages  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  buyer  is 
also  the  grower.    T.here  the  buyer  is  a  dealer  and  resells  the  seed  to  growers, 
the  situation  is  different. 

In  this  case  the  buyer  asked  damages  in  the  amount  of  $9,801  to  cover 
a  judgment  of  $7,905  filed  against  him  in  the  State  of  Virginia  by  the  growers

who  purchased  these  potatoes  and  a  personal  loss  of  approximately  $2,000 
"based  on  loss  of  commission  oh  '-approximately  jO  carloads  of  potatoes  and  on 
the  injury  to  the  good  will  of  his  business.     The  Secretary  held  that,  when 
seed  is  sold  with  a  warranty  that  it  is  of  a  kind  identified  "by  a  particular 
name  and  the:  seller,  of  the  seed  is  put  on  notice  that  the  purchaser  intends 
to  sell  that  seed  again  to  growers  who  will  purchase  it  for  the  purpose  of 
sowing,  then  the  original  seller  of  the  seed  might  rightly  become  "bound  for 
any  loss  resulting,  from  the  "breach  of  warranty,'  "but  that,  if  the  original 
seller  had  no t,  "been  put  on  notice  that  the  seed  would  he  resold,  then  he  could 
not  he  held  responsible  for  special  damages  of  the  sort  claimed  in  this  case. 
He  further  held  that  there  was  no  evidence  either  circumstantial  or  direct  to 
show  that  the  Eastern  Potato  Co.  knew  that  these  potatoes  had  been  purchased 
for  resale. 

The  Secretary  further  held  that  the  dealer  must  have  resold  with  a  like 
warranty  to  that  provided  in  the  original  contract  of  sale  and  that  no  evidence 
had  been  presented  to  show  what  warranty,  if  any,  Ashby  had  made  to  the  growers 
It  was  also  held  that  no  testimony  was  offered,  estimating  the  commissions 
Ashby  claimed  to  have  lost,  and  that  the  claim  for  personal  damages  asked  for 
injury  to -tile  good  will  of  the  business  was  without  merit  and  did  not  warrant 
consideration.    Ashby  proved  that  the  Eastern  Potato  Co.  failed  to  deliver 
without  reasonable  cause  2  carloads  of  Cobbler  seed  potatoes  but  wholly  failed 
properly  to  prove  any  damages  resulting  from  the  breach  of  contract.'  The 
Secretary,   therefore,   cor.ld  award  only  nominal  damages. 

2 e .     RSPAPATIOH  AWARDED  Qg  A  CPUS I GHIviEITT  OF  ALABAMA  SWEET  POTATOES 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  W.  R.  Hyatt  &  Co.,  Louisville,  Ky. ,  to  pay 
$29)1. g£  with  interest  to  the  Farmers  Cooperative  Association,  Perdido,  Ala. 

The  shipper  alleged -that  it  sold  W.  P.  Hyatt  &  Co.  a  car  of  sweet 
potatoes  f.o.b.   shipping  point;  that  the  sweet  potatoes  in  the  car  complied 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  were  accepted  by  Hyatt,  but  that  the  latter 
refused  to  pay  the  purchase  price  thereof.     Certain  telegrams  passed  between 
the  parties,  which  the  Farmers  Cooperative  Assn.  claimed  constituted  the  evi- 
dence of  a  definite  sale  at  jOa  per  hamper  f.o.b.    Hyatt  claimed  that  these 
telegrams  indicated  he  was  to  handle  the  car  on  consignment  and  stated  that  he 
had  handled  one  or  more  cars  before  for  the  shipper  on  consignment  basis. 
Vfhether  other  cars  had  been  handled  on  consignment  basis  is  not  material;  this 
case  must  be  decided-  on  its  own  merits.     Hyatt  also  stated  that  he  expected  to 
get  Nancy  Sail  sweet  potatoes,  but  nothing  was  said  about  this  in  the  wires. 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  telegrams  in  qtiestion  showed  that  Hyatt 
did  not  actually  purchase  the  sweet  potatoes  but  agreed  to  handle  them  on  con- 
signment basis,  guaranteeing  the  shipper  ?0<£  per  hamper  f.o.b.  shipping  point, 
and  that  he  failed  to  conform  to  his  guarantee  in  that  he  sold  the  sweet  pota- 
toes and  accounted  for  them  by  remitting  net  proceeds  in  the  amount  of  $1.14, 
leaving  a  balance  due  of  $2cU.86.  Reparation  order  was  issued  in  this  amount, 
plus  interest.

•    The  Secretary  has  ordered  Haas  Bros. , Fruit  Co.,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  to 
pay  $6UO.l6  -.7ith  interest  to  K.  V/.  Kobby,.  Paris,  Tenn.  '  ' 

Hobby  .alleged  that  he  sold  to  l\Taas  Bros..  Fruit  Co.  a  car  of  sweet  pota- 
toes f.o.b.  shipping  point  in  Tennessee;  .that  the  sweet  potatoes  conformed  to 
the  contract  specifications,  hut  that  the  "buyer  rejected  them  without  reason- 
able cause,  compelling  the  shipper  to  resell  them^at  a  loss  of  $6UO.l6.  The 
buyer  contended  that  all  negotiations  for  the  sweet  potatoes  were  through 'the 
broker  and  that,,  after  the  sweet  potatoes  had  ar~ived  and  had  been  inspected, 

:the  broker- wired  the  shipper  that  the3r  were  not- in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  contract  and  the  shipper  thereupon  replied  that  he  would  make  an  allow- 
ance of  10^  per  .hamper,  concluding  the  message  with  the  words  "can  make  other 
disposition,"  and  that  upou  receipt  of  this  telegram  the  broker  wired  the 
shipper  that : the-  buyer  desired  that  other  disposition  be  made "of  the  car. 

The  buyer  claimed  that  the  phrase  "can  make . other  disposition"  in  the 
shipper's  wire  released  the  buyer  from  the  contract.     The  shipper  contended 
that  this  did  not  mean  that  he  intended  to  rescind  the  contract  but  that,  if 
other  disposition  were  made,  it  would  be  at  the  expense  of  the  respondent. 
The  buyer  attempted  to  prove  that  the  language  referred  to  is  construed  by  the 
tra.de  as  releasing  the  purchaser.     The.  Secretary ;  stated  that  he  could  not 
accept  this  view;  that  the  exchange  of  telegrams  containing  similar ' phrases  is 

■  common  practice  among  the. trade.    Where  a  dispute  arises  in  regard  to  a'car, 
the  buyer  as  a  bluff  frequently  begs  that  the  seller  will  make  other  disposi- 
tion of  the  car,  the  seller  intimating. that  if.  the  buyer  does  not  take  the  car 
he  will  be  forced  to  dispose  of  it  elsewhere, .  which  is  generally  for.  the 
account  of  the  buyer.     The  .Secretary.,  therefore,  held  that  this  part  of  tl*j 
disputed tele gram  must  place  it  in  the  category  of  "trade  talk"  and  it  should 
be  so  construed.     He  further  held  that  the  inspection  certificate  issued  on 
this  car  showed  it  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  that  the  re- 
jection Was 'Unjustified.    Reparation  award,  therefore,  was  issued  for  the 
amount  lost;  upon  resale,  or  $6^+0. lb,  plus  interest  . 

Ue.     DAMAGES  AWARDED  ALABAMA  SHIPPER  Oil  TERSE  CARS  OP  TOMATOES 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  H.  Rothstein  &  Son,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,,  to 
pay  $1,40^.97  with  ofo  interest  to  L.  J.  Vogel,  Cullman,  Ala. 

Vogel  alleged  that  Rothstein  had  failed  to  account  for  one  car  of  toma- 
toes and  had  rejected  without  reasonable  cause  2  other  cars  sold  to  him  at  ^0<j; 
per  lug,  f.o.b.  cash  track.    Rothstein  denied  that  ,the  ca.rs  were  purchased 
f.-o.b.  cash  track,  asserting  that  his  agent  had  no  authority    to  purchase  on 
that  basis,  and  contended  that  none  of  the  cars  complied  with  the  contract; 
that  he  had  been  damaged  to  the  extent  of  $72.50  on  the  car  which  was  accepted 
and  that  the  rejection  of  the  other  2  cars  was  justified.    Rothstein  asked 
that  reparation  be  granted  to  him  on  the  amount  lost  on  the  first  car,  and 
further  contended  that  there  was  no  writing  on  any  of  these  ca.rs  and,  therefor* 
nothing  to  satisfy  the  Statute  of  Frauds.     The  seller  showed  that  previous 
sales  to  Rothstein  had  been  on  the  basis  of  cash  track  f.o.b.  shipping  point 
and  drafts  drawn  on  those  cars  by  the  buyer's  agent  had  been  honored.  The 
Secretary  held  that  Vogel  had  by  preponderance  of  evidence  established  the 
terms  as  f.o.b.  cash  track  and  that  the  acceptance  by  Rothstein 's  agent  at 
shipping  point  was  sufficient  to  comply  with  the  Statute  of  Frauds.

The  buyer    again  refused  to  accept 
the  car  and  it  was  diverted  to  Philadelphia  and  then  to  Hew  York,  where  it  was 
resold.     The  seller  asked; reparation- in  the  amount  ..lost"  upon  such  resale, 

X  comparison  of  the  shipping-point  and  destination  inspection  certifi- 
cates shows  that  a.  decided  change  took  place  in  the  cauliflower  between,  da" 
of  shipment  and  day  of  arrival 1  at  destination.     At  shipping  point,  the"  heads 
were  certified  to  be  generally  compact ,  while  at  destination         of  them  were 
either- slightly  spread  or  badly  spread.     The  latter,  condition. could. have  been, 
due  to. oyer -mat ur it y  at  time  of  loading,  excessive  time  consumed  in  transit,,, 
or  improper  or  insufficient  refrigeration.    Ho.  time  was.  lost  in  transit,  and 
no  evidence,  was ,  presented  to  show  that  the  ear  was  improperly  iced.  .  •' • 

;0ne  -of . the  questions  presented  was:     "Did  the  shipper ^impliedly  warrant 
that  the  produce  would  arrive  at  destination  without;  unreasonable  deteriora- 
tion?" ;  On  this  question  the  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  fact  that,  the 
sale  was  on  an  f.o.b.  basis  and  that  title  to  the  property  pa,ssed  upon  deliv- 
ery of  the  cauliflower  to  carrier  at  shipping  point,  this  decision  following  4 
that  in  Porter  vs.  Burnett,  PACA  Docket  l"o.  30.    Attention  also  wa.s  called  to 
the  fact  that,  in  the  case  of  LTorman  vs.  Rothman,  PACA  Docket  l"o .  103,'  it  ^as' 
held  that. there  was  no  implied  warranty  that  perishable  property  will  continue 
sound  for  any  definite  period,  and  that  in  an  f.o.b.  sale  there  is  no  implied 
warranty  against  deterioration  in  transit.     However,   in  some  jurisdictions 
the  courts  have  held  that,  where  goods  were  purchased  for  resale  and  the  buye 
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would  have  no  opportunity  to  inspect  .the  produce  prior  to  arrival,   there  was 
an  implied  warranty  that  -  the  goods  were,  at  the  time  of  shipment  in  fit  condi- 
tion to  withstand  transportation  to  destination  and  would  continue  in  a  mar- 
ket ah le  condition  upon  arrival,  in  the  absence  of  injury  caused  by  the  carrier. 
Furthermore ,  (  in  .order  to  justify  a  reparation  order  upon  a  complaint  filed 
under    the  Act  alleging  unlawful  rejection,  it  must  be  shown  that  the  rejec- 
tion was  without  reasonable  cause.     The  record  indicates  that  the  shipment 
was  properly 'handled  in  transit.     The  evidence  submitted  also  establishes 
beyond  question  that  the  cauliflower  was  no  longer  merchantable  upon  arrival 
at  Richmond,  "merchantable"  meaning  a  quality  such  as  is  generally  sold  in 
the  markets  and  suitable  for  the  purpose  intended.     Certification  of  the 
cauliflower  as  U.S..  Ho.  1  at  shipping  point  did  not  necessarily  guarantee 
that  it  would  arrive  in  a  distant  market  in  a  merchantable  condition.  In 
highly-perishable  commodities  there  may  be. certain  latent  defects  in  quality 
and  certain  changeable  factors  of  condition,  such  as  maturity,  which  may 
develop  during  transit  to  such  an  extent : that  the  commodity  would  be  far  be- 
low the  requirements  of  the  grade  when  it  reached  destination.     It  is  often 
impossible,  by  the  usual  inspection  procedure,  to  determine  the  presence  of 
such  conditions  at  shipping  point,  and  certification  of  U.S.  Ho.  1  grade  does 
not  require  any  such  determination.     It  seems  probable,  therefore,   that  the 
cauliflower  may  have  met  the  requirements  of  U.S.  Ho.  1  grade  as  to  maturity 
at  point  of  origin  but  that  it  had  reached  such  a  state  of  development  that 
spreading . followed  before  the  car  reached  its  destination.     It  is  not  necessary 
that  these  facts  be  definitely  and  accurately  determined,  because  the  record 
fails,  to  show  that  the  rejection  was  made  without  reasonable  cause  within  the 
meaning  of  .the  Act.     The  case  is  distinguishable  from  Horman  vs.  Rothman  for 
the  re  as.  on  that,  in.  that  case,  the  deterioration  was  not  excessive,  the  mar- 
ket   had  dropped  severely  between  purchase  of  the  tomatoes  in  Texas  and  their 
rejection  at  Hewark,  H..  J.,  and  the  amount  demanded  by  the  buyer  in  price  re- 
duction was  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  lessened  value  of  the  tomatoes  due 
to  deterioration  in  transit.

•  The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by  J.  W.  Strickland 
&  Co.,  Hope,  Ark.,  against  the  Omaha  Fruit  Co.,  Omaha,  Hebr. 

The  Omaha  Fruit  Co.  bought  a  car  of  good-sized,  clean,  branded  Arkansas 
Triumph  potatoes  f.o.b.  shipping' point .    Upon  arrival  at  destination  the  car 
was  inspected  by  a  Federal  inspector,  who  certified  that,  as  to  size,'  the  po- 
tatoes, were  gene rally  medium  and,  as  to'  quality,   they  were  fairly  clean  to 
clean..  '"The  buyer  rejected  the  car'  and  it  was  resold  for  a.  loss  of  $29-  The 
buyer  contended  that  the  car  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  contract  and  that 
its  rejection  was  justified.     The  Secretary  held  'that  the  contract  called  for 
good-sized,' clean  potatoes;  that  a  specification  of  good  size,  while  indefi- 
nite,  implied  a  larger  size  than  medium;  and  that  potatoes  certified  to  be 
fairly  clean  to  clean  do  not  meet  a  specification  of  clean.     He  decided  that 
the  potatoes,  therefore,  did' not' comply  with  the  contract  ajid  their  rejection 
was  justified.

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  "brought  "by  The  Mahaffey 
Commission  Co.,  Chicago,  against  the  Kroger  Grocery  &  Baking  Co.,  Peoria,  111. 

On  October  9,  1930 >  the  Kroger  Grocery  &  Baking  Co.  agreed  to  purchase 
three  cars  of  Red  River  Ohio  potatoes,  "graded  stock,  medium  size,  in  branded 
Dags  and  in  transit  from  Ealstead,  Minn.  ,  to  -Chicago,  at  $1.S0  per  "bag 
delivered."    Upon  arrival  of  the  cars  at  Peoria,  the  potatoes  were  found 
affected  by  Blue. Mold, :  digger  cuts,  and  a  decay  apparently  resulting  from 
field  frost,  and  were  rejected  on  the  grounds  that  they  "  did  not  meet  the  con- 
tract requirements.  ■■:      ■:  •"  -  - 

The  question  to  be  decided  was  whether  the  delivered  commodity  met  the 
requirements  of  the  contract.     The  potatoes  were  graded  stock,  that  phrase 
merely  meaning  that  they  had  been  run  over  a  grader  and ; the  small  and  defec- 
tive potatoes  removed.     The  potatoes  were  from  Halstead,  Minn. ,  and  no  evidence 
was  submitted  to  indicate  that  they  were  not  of  medium  size.    Since  the  con- 
tract did  not  call  for  any  particular  grade  or  description  of  quality  or  con- 
dition, there  were  no  requirements  in  those ■ respects  to  be  met  by  the  potatoes. 
There  was,  however,  one  specif icat ion  in  the  contract  to  which  they  did  not 
conform,  namely,  the  one. having  to  do  with  the  transit  condition  at  the  time 
of  sale.     They  were  sold  as  in  transit  from  rlalstead,  Minn.,  due  to  arrive  in 
Chicago  October  9»     5he  commodity  delivered  was  two  cars  of  potatoes  which, 
at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  contract,  had  been  on  track  in  Chicago  for 
U  days,  and  one  car  which  had  been  on  track  for  2  days.    Evidence  showed  that 
the  condition  which  rendered  the  potatoes  undesirable  for  the  buyer's  purpose 
would  be  aggravated  by  the  length  of  the  time  they  were  under  movement  from  ' 
shipping  point  to  the  latter  distributor.     The  Secretary  held  that  it  was  a 
fair  inference  from  the  entire  record  that  the  b-oyer  desired  fresh  potatoes ; 
that  the  contract  requirement  of  potatoes  in  transit  was  not;  immaterial  and 
that,   therefore,  the  commodity  did  not  conform  to  'the  contract.     The  case  was 
accordingly  dismissed. 

ge .     FAILURE  TO  55  OF  "GOOD  QUALITY"  JUSTIFIES  REJECTION  OF  A  PARTICULAR. 
CAR  CF  SPII7AC5 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  filed  by  the  S.  A.  C-errard 
Co.  of  Philadelphia,   Inc.,  Philadelphia;  Pa.,  against  the  Bertrand-Schreiber 
Co.,  Newark,  IT.  J. 

The  Bertrand-Schreiber  Co.  agreed  to  purchase  g2S  bushels  of  spinach, 
"good  quality,  green,  free  from  decay,  transit  acceptance,  at  $1.05  per  bushel 
delivered.1!    Upon  arrival,  the  buyer  had  the  car  inspected  by  the  Federal 
Inspection  Service  and,  in  view  of  the  certificate  issued,  rejected  the .car  as 
not  complying  with  the  contract  requirements  of  good  quality.     The  certificate 
stated  that  the  spinach  was  "clean,  generally  of  good  color,  but  showed  coarse 
stalks  3  to  6  inches  long."     The  plants  were  fairly  fresh  and  contained  no 
decay.     The  spinach  failed  to  grade  U.S.  Hb.  1  on  account  of  coarse  stalks. 
The  Secretary  held  that,  while  U.S.  No.  1  grade  was  not  a  part  of  the  contract, 
the  certificate  might  be  used  to  determine  whether  the  car  met  the  requirements 
cf  "good  quality."     Ee  further  held  that,  while  the  term  "good  quality"  ,is  ex- 
tremely flexible  and  difficult  to  define,  a  reasonable  interpretation  of  the 
phrase  would  not  permit  spinach  with  coarse  stalks  3  to  6  inches  long  to  be- 
classified  as  "good  quality."    Ee,  therefore,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the    •    - j 
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complainant  did  not  make  good  delivery  and  that  the  complaint  should  "be 
dismissed. 

9e .     FAX  LUES  OF  SHIPPER, -TO,  COMPLY  UITH  STATUTE  OF  FRAUDS  THROWS  OUT  A  CASE 
WHICH  .0£HEP^ISS,I.1IGHT~  SAVE  M  DECIDED  JIT  FAVOH  OF  THE  SHIPPER. 

The  Secretary."  has-  dismissed  the  complaint  "brought  "by  S.  Nightingale 
&  .Co. ,  Fort  Fairfield,  Maine,  against  the Yonkers  Fruit  Co.,  Inc.,  Yonkers ,  H.Y. 

It  was  alleged  that  the  Yonkers  Fruit  Co.  agreed  to  buy  a  car  of  U.S. 
iTo.  1  grade  Maine  G-ree'n  Mountain  potatoes  at  a  price  of  $2.15  per  sack  deliv- 
ered. ;  Upon  arrival,  the  potatoes  were  rejected  and  the  shipper  was  forced  to 
sell  them  elsewhere  at  a  loss.     The  "buyer  denied  that  the  rejection  was  without 
reasonable  cause  and  set  up  two  grounds  of  defense:-     (l)  that  the  potatoes 
were  undersized  and  therefore  failed  to  comply  with  the  contract,  and  (2)  that 
there  had  been  no  compliance  with  the  Kew  York  Statute  of  Frauds. 

In  depositions  offered  on  "behalf  of  the  shipper,  reference  was  made  to 
the  .existence  of  a  written  confirmation'  of  sale  and  one  of  "the  buyer's  wit- 
nesses made  some  reference  to  such  a  confirmation,  but  it  was  not  offered  in 
evidence.,  and.  the  record  contains  no.  testimony  disclosing  its  exact  provisions 
or  showing  that  it  was  signed  by  the  broker  or  that  the  broker  was  authorized 
as  an  agent  of  the  respondent  to  sign  in  its  behalf.     The  Secretary  can  render 
a  decision  onl:f  upon  the  record  made  and,  because  of  this,  was  forced  to  find 
that  the  shipper  had  failed  to  show  a  compliance  with  the  Statute  of  Frauds. 

As  to  the  buyer's  .claim  regarding  size  of  the  potatoes,  after  rejection 
the  car  was  Inspected  by  a  Federal  inspector  who  reported  the  potatoes  as 
"generally  medium  to  large,  mostly  medium;  less  than  5$  by  weight  under  if 
inches"  and  showed  the  grade  to  have  been  U.S.  Ho.  1.    The  buyer  offered  testi- 
mony of  a  very  loose  nature  to  the  effect  that  the  potatoes  were  too  small  to 
grade  U.S.  Ho.  1  but  this  testimony  lacked  sufficient  weight  to  upset  the  in- 
spection made  by  the  official  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.     The  Secretary,  therefore,  held  that  the  buyer's  claim  that  the 
car  failed  to  grade  U.S.  2To.  1  was  not  sound;  that  the  buyer's  rejection  of  the 
car  was  without  reasonable  cause,  but  that  in  spite  of  these  things  he, 
(the  Secretary)  must  dismiss  the  complaint  on  the  ground  that  the  shipper  had 
failed  to  show  a  compliance  with  the  Statute  of  Frauds. 

lOe.     IHDIAl'APOLIS  FIRL:  JUSTIFIED  III  REJECTING  CAR  OF  TOMATOES 

The  Secretary  has  dismissed  the  complaint  brought  by  the  L.  M.  Kirkpat- 
rick  Company,  Ripley,  .Term,     against  W.  H.  Roberts  &  Company,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

Kirkpatrick  sold  Roberts  two  cars  of  tomatoes  to  be  "fine  quality,  heavy 
pack,  heavy  5x6!s,  few  larger,  of  the  same  quality,  pack  and  sizes,  as  Setter 
Brand  Mississippi  tomatoes  previously  purchased."     Only  one  car  was  furnished 
on  the.  contract  and  this  was  rejected  upon  arrival  on  account  of  irregular 
size  and  loose  pack.     The  Federal  inspection  certificate  at  shipping  point  con- 
.    firmed  the  buyer's  claim  that  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  total  shipment  was  of 
irregular  size.     The  record  substantiated  the  buyer's  contention  as  to  the 
specifications  of  sale  and  showed  that  the  shipper  had  failed  to  furnish  toma- 
toes equal  to  those  delivered  on  previous,  orders .     This  failure  amounted  to  a 
substantial  breach  of  sale  specifications  and. made  it  necessary  to  dismiss  the 
case.

The.  following  letter  came  from  F.  S.  Bailey,  of  the  Yakima  office :- 
"Yon  may  be  interested  in  the  washing  development  in  connection  with 
potato  movement  from  the  Yakima  Valley...  While  washing  of  potatoes  has  "been  at- 
tempted on  occasional;  carlot-s::  in  different  parts- of  this  State  during  the  past 
six  years,,-  this  was  mo-stly  in  the  sections  of  small  production  such  as  Spokane 
in, eastern  Washington  and  Mount  Vernon  in  western  Washington.     Last  year,  five- 
or  six  potato .washing  machines  were  put  into  use j  at  points  in  the  Yakima  Valley, 
and  no  great  enthusiasm  was  manifested  over  their  use. 

"This  year,  however,  washing  started  off  with  the  very  first  car  of 
early  new  potatoes  harvested  and  shipped  in  June,  and  has  continued  into  the 
main  crop  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  recently  remarked  by  one  in  close  .con- 
tact with  Yakima  potato  shipping  that  probably  not  more  than  a  dozen  carloads 
have  come  out  of  the  Yakima,  Valley  this  year  unwashed.  • 

"As  with  any  new  movement,  there  are  a  number  of  types  of  equipment  of 
varying  efficiency.    Some  of  the  machines  can  be  said  to  do  no  more  than  sprin- 
kle the  potatoes,  while  others  are  capable  of  actually  cleaning  stock  which  is 
caked  with  heavy,  clay-type  soils.     It  would  appear  that  washed  potatoes  will 
be  the  standard  product  shipped  from  the  Yakima  Valley  in  the  future. 

"Washing,-  in  addition  to  making  the  stock  clean,  bright  and  attractive, - 
results  in  improvement  in  the  higher  grades,  since  defects  such  as  small  decay 
spots  and  wire  worms,  which  are  not  readily  detected  in  stock  as  it  comes  from 
the  field,  are  easily  seen  and  graded  out  after; washing. 

"Potato  washing,  of  course,  will  never  involve  the  expensive  machinery 
necessary  for  fruit  washing,  where  the  machinery  must  be  equipped  with  acid- 
resistant  parts  and  with  several  tanks."

"OS."     In  such  quotations  the  code  for  the  average  price,  could -follow  immedi- 
ately after  the  price  range,  it  being  understood  that  the  last  price  given  is 
the  average.    For  example,  "TCKIJ  A7G3S  TOK.AM"  could  be  sent  merely  "TOKIJ 
TOKAM."     Similarly,  when  the  price  'range  requires  two  code  words,  such  as

2b  .     POTOMAC  YARD  PASSINGS  DECREASE  DURIITG  FAST  S5AS0IT 

Perishable  commodities  forwarded  to  northern  markets  through  Potomac 
Yard  were  approximately  1/3  less  them  for  the  I93O-3I  season.    A  total  of 
68,835  c&rs  passed  the  yards  from  October  19,  1931,  through  August  27,  1932» 
This  is  3U, 179  cars  less  then  passed  from  October  3,  1930,  through  August  29, 
19314     All  commodities  showed  a  decrease  with  two  exceptions,   tomatoes  and 
beans,  which  were  somewhat  more  than  the  previous  season.     The  principal 
products  that  showed  a  decrease  in  passings  were  peaches,  with  some  7,000 
cars  less,  and  potatoes,  oranges,  and  grapefruit,  with  each  around  5,000 
fewer  cars  than  last  season. 

The  distribution  was  wider  than  during  the  1 930-31  season,  with  fewer 
cars  going  to  each- point.    Hew  York  City  received  37$  of  the  total  passings. 
The  following  tables  give  total  carlo t  passings  by  months  during  the  past 
three  seasons,  also  the  10  leading  commodities-  for  the  past  two  seasons:-

McDowell:-  '-,  .  . 

" 11  The  past  week  has  been  one  of,  the  dullest  within  the  memory  of  local 
potato  dealers,  particularly  at  this  season  of  the  year.-  Despite  the  fact  that 
shipments  from  the  entire  country  were  only  about  half  as  great  as  a  year  ago, 
there' was  very  little  demand  and  prices  drifted  even  lower  on  the  few  sales 
that  were.  .made.    Prices-paid  to  growers  declined  to  25-30^  bulk  per  cwt.,  but 
this  is  more  than  growers  were  getting  in  many. other  sections  of  the  country. 

"There  was  some  digging  of  late  potatoes  last  week  in  the-  central  part 
of  the  State  in  places  where  the  vines  had  been  frosted,,  and  it  is  probable 
that  there  will  be  an  increase  in  such  activity  this  week.     Yields,  particu--  *• 
larly  in  the  section  around  Waupaca,  probably  will  be  light,  many  growers  re- 
porting that  they  expect  to  harvest  only  50  to  75    bushels  per  acre.     There  has 
been  a  great  deal  of  speculation  as  to  how  much-  of  the  acreage  will  be  left  un- 
harvested,  as  where  the  yield  is  only  50  bushels,  even  if  all  were  of  U.S. 
Hq«  1  quality,  the  return  would  be  only  $9  P3r  &c?e  on  a  basis  of         per  cwt. 
Dealers  generally  are  advising  growers  to  store  their  crop,  where  they  have 
space  available  and  are  able  to  finance  it,  as  they  appear  to  have  nothing  to 
gain  by  selling  at  this  time. 

"Distribution  has  been  much  as  it  was  last  season,  practically  -all  ship- 
ments being  taken  by  middlewes tern  and  southeastern  markets.     Last  year  there 
was  a  great  increase  in  the  volume  moving  by  truck  over  that  of  the  previous 
season,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  further  increase  this  year;  if  anything,  / 
truck  movement  appears  to  be  a  little  lighter."  /

Production  is  esti- 
mated fully  1/3  below  that  of  last  year  when  almost  100,000  tons  were  produced 
in  this  State.  .  Shippers  and  dealers  -  do.  not  feel  very  optimistic.    With  practi- 
cally all  lines  of  fruit  selling  at.  unusually  low;prices  and -the  grape  tonnage 
from  Michigan  and  California  much  heavier  than  last  year,  the  pres-ent  outlook 
for  the  Hew  York  crop  is  not  very  favorable.  .  Dealers  in  the  Finger  Lakes 
section  are  buying  Concords  from  growers  at  $20  per  ton. 

"Peaches  -  are  not  moving  out  of  cold  storage  in  the  volumes  that  would 
be  satisfactory  for  an  early  wind-up  of  the  season.    F.o.b.  sales  are  ranging 
.mostly  65-70^  per  bushel  of  U.S.  Eb.  1  Slbertas.     Shippers  are  reporting  some 
loss  in  storage.  ;  ...... 

"Picking  of  Rhode  Island  Greening  apples  is  getting  into  full  swing, 
with  a  large  quantity  going  immediately  into  storage.    Wealtlrys  are  becoming 
scarce,  and  marketing  of  Baldwins,  has  not  yet  begun.    Sales  of  Mcintosh  have 
been  reported        as  high  as  $1  per  bushel.  • 

"With  the  maturing  of  the  late  .Danish  crop  of  cabbage ,   carlo t  shipments 
are  b e coming  more  numerous.    The  distribution  is  widespread,  many  cars  going 
into  southern  territory,  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania. 

"Many  of  the  shipments  of  celer/  are  being  consigned,  because  of  the 
slowness  of-  demand.  ■  Even  at  the  low  prices  existing,  the  f.o.b.  range  is 
<  -rather  w.ide._  •  Transactions  at  shipping  points  are  ranging  U5-75/  Per  crate, 
depending  on  quality  and  sizes.    Most  of  the  stock  is  being  prater-washed. 

"In  the  movement  of  the  onion  crop,:  it.  appears  that  the  50-pound  sack 
is  the  most-desired  package  this  season.    A  few  dealers  are  loading  25-pound 
bags  and,. occasional  Sales  are  going  out  in  the  -small  5-Poun(i  sacks .     'The  lattei 
are  loaded  .generally  20  to  a  large,  sack.  .  -    .  •_ 

"Tne  carrot  market  has  .shown  little  fluctuation.    'The  outturn  is  run- 
ning 50 under  that  of  last  year. 

"Very  few  cars  of  potatoes  are  moving  from  this  territory.    Due  to  the 
extremely  low  prices  being  offered  growers,  it  is  probable  that  shipments  will 
be  held  back  for  some  time." 

6b.     TIMELY  CROP  AND.  MARKET  HEWS  PRO  Li  COLORADO. 

The  following  report  came  f rom  Bryce  Morris,  under  date  of  Oct .  1:- 
" Colorado  onion  shipments  increased  the  past  week,  with  most  cars  moving 
from  the  Arkansas  Valley.

:  mild,  with  most  harvesting  going  forward  at  a  normal  pace.    However,  low  prices 
on  potatoes  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  and  Western  Slope  have  slowed  operations 
somewhat.     Those  Who  can  are  putting  the  bulk  of  potatoes  into  storage,  but 
since  present  prices  scarcely  equal  actual  harvesting  charges  many  growers  are 
forced  to  sell,  in  order  to  continue • digging,  -  Some  U.S.  ITo.  1  Brown  Beautys 
of  medium' size  were  selling  in  the  'San  Luis  Valley  as  low  as  20^  per  cwt.  in 
loaded  cars,  but  best  offerings  were  mostly  25^  • 
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"Shippers  and  growers  in  the  Son  Luis  Valley  are  now  estimating 
around  S,000  to  ^,000  carloads  of  potatoes  from  that  district,  while  northern 
Colorado  has  suffered  from  dry  weather  and  sizes  are  reported  as  small,  with 
the  quality  generally  ordinary.     Local  factors  are  now  reporting  the  northern 
Colorado  crop  as  ^0f0  of  normal..  '; 

"The  Sen  Luis  Valley  cauliflower  deal  is  fast  coming  to  a  close,  while 
the  Pueblo  section  was  still  increasing  this  week.    Prices  are  rather  low, 
the  growers  receiving  20-2S^  net  per  pony  crate  at  the  present  market  of  55~"^0^ 
on  usual-terms  basis." 

7 d .    gDTgS  01"  MICEI&AH  FRUITS  AjjED  POTATOES 

R.  E.  Keller  wrote  in  part  as  follows  under  date  of  Oct.  3:~ 

"The  marketing  situation  for- Michigan  apples  is  the-  most  favorable. 
Supplies  are  short  in  the  adjoining  producing  sections,  .-and  an  active  demand 
has  develoioed  for  quality  apples,  as  veil  aS  for  the  cheaper  grades  and  small 
fruit.    F.o.b,  prices  range  ,2^>  per  "bushel  basket  of  good  quality-. 

Prices  are  low  in  comparison  with  returns  a  few  seasons  back  but,  considering 
the  lower  production  and  harvesting  costs,  are  fairly  good  for  this  season. 
Practically/  all  of  Michigan's  apples  are  moving  to  market  by  truck. 

"T7estem  Michigan  has  one  of  the  largest  and  best  crops  of  Kieffer 
pears  in  a  number  of  years,  and  harvest  is  now  in  its  height.    Both  carlot 
and  truck  movement  has  been  quite  moderate,  with  the  bulk  of  the  stock  going 
to  canners,  who  have  been  paying  60r*  per  cwti.  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  2^-inch  stock. 

"The  grape  situation  continues  very  discouraging.     Less  than  half  the 
crop  has  been  harvested, as  growers  are' holding  as  long  as  possible  hoping  for 
better  prices.     There  have  been  no  frosts,  and  the  weather  has  been  ideal  for 
the  crop  of  grapes  still  on  the  vines. 

"A  frost  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State  last  week    killed  the 
potato  vines r  and  active  digging  of  the  late  crop  is  now  under  way.    Most  of 
the  potatoes  moving  prior  to  this  time  were  of  the  early-crop  tubers.  Carlot 
sales  f.o.b.  Cadillac  are  now  being  consummated  at  ^5-50^  sacked  per  cwt .  of 
U.S.  No.  1  Russet  Rurals',  while 'prices  to  farmers  are  2^-30d  bulk  per  cwt." 

Sb  .    M0VSLISI7T  OF  MAINS  POTATOES ' VERY  LIGHT 

A  letter  of  Oct.  1  from  V.  H.  ITicholson  sta/tes  that  shipments  of  Maine 
potatoes  last  week  were  only  about  one-third  as  heavy  as  a  year  ago.  "  A  season 
total  of  1,920  cars  to  that  date  compares  with  3>^25  a  year  ago  and  6,800  cars 
to  the  same  time  in  I53O. 

Local  estimates  indicate  that  about  half  the  Maine  crop  is  now  dug. 
Although  freezing  weather  may  come  within  10  days,  many  growers  seem  inclined 
to  leave  their  potatoes  unharves'ted.     The  Cobbler  crop  is  now  in  storage  and 
most  of  the  recent  f.o.b.  sales  have  been  of  Green  Mountains.     Growers  are  re- 
ceiving only  35-hO'^  bulk  per  barrel  measure  of  Mountains.    Buying  is  very 
draggy,  with  practically  no  speculative  buying .     He  concludes:     "It  appears 
very  much  as  if  any  a.dvance  in  prices  this  season  will  benefit  the  grower  more 
than  any  other  factor."

2c.     WAR1TIITG.T0  INSPECTORS  REGARDING-  SAh  JOSE  SCALE  ■ 

Two  cars  of  pears  from  the  United  States  recently  were  excluded  upon 
'arrival  in  Prance,  where .  inspection  by  ■•French  authorities  showed  yjo  San  Jose 
scale.     These  cars  Had  been  inspected  at  point  of  origin  in. the  United  States 
and  were  certified, as  being  "free  from  San  Jose  scale." 

Supervising  Inspectors  must  warn  all  men  working  under  their  direction 
to  be  extremely  careful  in  handling  this  phase  of  inspection  work,  and  the 
memorandum  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine  must  not  be  issued  unless  the  lot 
is  absolutely  free  from  San  Jose  scale.    This  is  required  by  the  French  quaran- 
tine .and  there,  is  no  tolerance.     The  situation  is  very  critical,  and  shipping 
of  apples  or  pears  infested  with  San  Jose  scale  to  France  may  result  in  a  com-  l 
plete  embargo  against  American  fruit. 

Complete  instructions  on  this  matter  were  published  in  the  D. L.  for 
July  1  and  July  22,  1932.    At  least  2jl  of  the  fruit  in  every  lot.  inspected  must 
be  examined  before  the  memorandum  certificate  is  issued.     This  means  the  care- 
ful-inspection of  every  specimen  examined,  both  at  the  calyx  and  the  stem  end 
of  the  fruit,  and  requires  thorough  inspection  at  all  times.     It  is  preferable 
to  examine  l/2  the  contents  of  20  containers  rather  than  entire  contents  of  10 
containers.     See  detailed  instructions  in  D.L.  for  July  1  and  July  22. 


3c.     OITIOIT  A-TD  TOKATO  INSPECTIONS  IIMNDIAI'A 

Just  before  proceeding  to  his  field  headquarters  at  T7arsaw  on  Monday, 
J.-  S.  Dickoroon  wrote  from  Indianapolis  as  follows  :- 

" Vfe  have  had  a  greater  volume  of  inspections  in  Indiana,  in  September 
than  we  have  ever  had  during  that  period  heretofore.    On  the  other  hand,  the 
onion  movement  as  well  as  the  total  number  of  inspections  in  Michigan  has  been 
much  less  than  we  anticipated.     The  quality  and  size  is  above  average  this 
season  with  the  possible  exception  of  decay,  as  5  "to  10$  of  the  cars  are  run- 
ning off-grade  on  that  account. 

■    "Tomato  inspections  are  rapidly  drawing-  to  a  close,  especially  in  south- 
ern Indiana  where  the  season  was  earlier  than  usual  and  the  weather  none  too 
favorable .    Quality  of  the  tomatoes  at  most  points  ir.  northern  Indiana  is  abovo 
average  and,  with  continued  warm  weather,  most  Cahners  in  that  area  probably 
will  continue .  to  run  for  at  least  10  days.     Indications  are  that  the  total 
pack  will  be  considerably  less  than  last  year."

Hart  T.  Longino  wrote  in  part  as  follows  from  Harlingen,  Texas,  on

"For  the  :past  week,  we.  .have;;  had  continuous  rains-,  which -delayed  the 
harvesting  of  the  Duncan  grapefruit.     It  .is  estimated  that  there  are'  about 
350  to  hOO  cars  of  this  variety.-   Practically  all  proves  arc  passing  the  test 
under  the  Green  Fruit  Law  and,:  with -weather  permitting,  grapefruit  will  be 
moving  in  volume  within  a  few  days.     The  Marsh  Seedless  crop  probably  will 
total  '$,000  errs.     It  is  estimated  that  oranges  will  total  1,200  cars. 

"Everyone  is  enthusiastic,  due  to  the  loss  of  the  Puerto  Rican  crop. 
The  new  Citrus  Exchange  has  advised  me. that,  when  the  five  packing-houses  open, 
they  will  use  certification: on  .the " first  150  to  200  cars  r  t    -   .  ... 

"The  old  Texas  "Citrus  Growers'  Exchange  will  operate  only  2  of  .its 
large  packing  houses.     These  houses  are  fully  equipped  with  all  modern  machin- 
ery .and  are  equal  to.  any  which  I  visited  in  Florida.     It  seems,  that  this  organ- 
ization, will  have',  only  about  10$  of  the  entire  tonnage..  ...They  have,  indicated 
that  they  will  more  than  likely  take  ..advantage  of  certification. 

"Wade  &  Newton,  will  operate  over  the  Valley  and  they  have  about  13 
vegetable  packing  sheds . .  They  will  pack  only  citrus  fruit  in  6  of -these,  plants. 
Mr.  Wade  has  requested  Government  inspection  on  eae&  carlot  that  they  pack  dur- 
ing the  season.'    They  will  designate  what  grade  they  wish  to  make,  and  have  re- 
quested that  the  inspectors  advise  them  of  the  quality  and  condition  of  each 
lot  before  same  is  packed  and  -loaded.    Mr.  Wade  is  very  emphatic;  about  demandr- 
ing  cooperation  on  the  part  of  his  shed-,  managers  with  the  Inspection-  Service, 
and  his  attitude  will  assure  us  of  at  least  3,000  or  k,000  cars  in  the  Valley. 

"The  American  F^uit  Growers  likely  will  use  inspection  in  their  2  plants. 
It  is  possible  that  we  shall-  secure  the  output  of  several  smaller  shippers  of. 
citrus  fruit.  r 

"Our/vegetable  movement,  will  not  start -much  before  the  first  of  November. 
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Hie  Win 1 _r  '.Gar den  district  will  have  perhaps  300  cars  of  fall  tomatoes,  start- 
ing about  Oct.  15,  and  the  spinach  acreage  is-:. about-  the-  same-" as  last  season, 
with : movement  to • open  about  lTov.  15. 

nThQ  Corpus  Chris  ti  territory  is ■ going  'strong  on  vegetables,  and  indi- 
cations are  *  that  'movement  wi  11  start  is.*- that,  territory  about  the  same-  time  as 
we  are  starting  in  the  lower  Valley.     Cotton  growers  in  that  section  were  so

1 
onions,  75.^  2-inches  and  larger,  in  new  ^0-pound  "branded  Saxolin  sacks  at  SO ■  • 
delivered  and  that,  upon  arrival  of  the  car,  they  refused  to  accept  it  unless 
Manning  would  reduce  the  purchase  price         per  sack.     Shis  allowance  was  re- 
fused and  the  car  was  turned  over  to  another,  "broker  and  resold  at  S:5^  per  bag 
delivered.    However,  added  expenses  were  incurred  in  making  the  resale,  which 
caused  the  car  to  net  Manning  $53*03  leGS  than  what  he  would  have  receivad, 
had  Borovetz-Ehuiselbaum  &  Co.  accepted  it.     The  Borovetz-hanselbaum  Co. 
.claimed  that  some  of  the  onions  were  in  net  "bags  instead* of  Saxolin  hags;  that 
the  resale  price  of  onions  in  net  hags  ranged  from  lOi  to  2$$  per  hag  less  than 
those  in  Saxolin  sacks,  and  that  some  of  the  "bags  showed  stains  due  to  wot  rot. 

Neither  of  the  Federal  inspection  certificates  "based  upon  inspection  at 
shipping  point  and  at  destination  noted  the  presence  of  net  hags.    The  destina- 
tion inspection  certificate  showed  that  decay  consisting  of  soft  rot  anounted 
to  lees  than  2%  and.  that  the  shipment  graded  U.S.  ITo„  1.     The  objection  made 
on  the  ground  of  the  presence  of  rot,  therefore,  Was  not  well  taken,     with  re- 
gard to  the  onions  "being  in  sacks  other  than  Saxolin,  the  Secretary  held  that 
the  inability  of  the  "buyer  to  state  the  number  of  the  net  bags  in  the  car,  the 
statements  of  the  inspectors  that  the  onions  were  in  Saxolin  bags,  and  the 
testimony  offered  by  one  witness  for  the  seller  that  he  was  present  at  the  in- 
spect ion  of  the  onions  at  shipping  point  and  that  they  were  all  in  Saxolin 
bags,  indicated  that  the  number  of  net  bags,  if  any,  was  a  small  percentage 
of  the  total.    The  Secretary,  therefore,  held  that  the  onions  -^ere  in  substan- 
tial compliance  with  sale  specifications  and  that  the  shipment  should  have 
been  accepted.    Reparation  award  was  issued  in  the  amount  prayed  for,  $59.03* 
plus  interest  at  6^. 


2 .    A  D3CISIC"  BASES  UFO"  " DIFFERENCE  3ET?fSEF  TV'Q  TYPES  OF  CA3PAC-E 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  U.  A.  Wasitow,  Chicago,  to  pay  $51. $1*  with 
interest,  to  C.  L.  Frank,  Evansville,  Ind. 

Frank  purchased  a  car  of  medium-sized  Holland  cabbage,  f .o.b.  .Wisconsin, 
the  shipment  to  be  made  'in  bulk  under  standard  ventilation  to  Uaskow  at 
Chicago  and  then  diverted  to  Frank  di  Evansville.    Frank's  contention  was  that 
'the  doorways  and  top  of  can*  were  loaded  with  PIol land-seed  cabbage  but  that  the 
remainder  consisted  of  domes tic- type;  that  about  1/3  of  the  total  shipment  was 
PIol  land-seed  cabbage,  the  condition  of  which  was  very  good,  but  that  the  domes- 
tic cabbage  was  slimy  and  badly  decayed.    Certain  witnesses  testified  in  supper 
of  Frank's  contention.    The  broker  testified  that  He  examined  the  ccar  and  that 
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the  domestic  variety  showed  more  or  loss  decay  and  slime;  that  he  notified 
Waskow- as  to  the  condition  found  and  secured  a  Federal  inspection.-  This  in- 
spection showed  about  l/U  of  the  heads-  to  have  Slimy  Soft  Rot  and  reported 
that  the  cabbage  was  mostly  of  domes  tie- type ,  with  a  f  ew  heads  of  Danish-type. 

Waskow  claimed  that  the  load  consisted  of  Holland-seed  cabbage,  practi- 
cally free  from  decay- at  time  of  loading,  and  presented  depositions- from- 7 
growers  supporting    his  statement.     The  railroad  inspection  at  shipping  point 
referred  to  the  cabbage  as  Holland-type,  with  practically  no  decay.    The  testi- 
mony was  conflicting  regarding  the  type  of  cabbage.    Hone  of  the  witnesses  in- 
dicated the  differences  between  the  2  types  no  f"  way  ".they  concluded  thit  the 
total  shipment  consisted  of  Holland  .cabbage ,  while  others  were  as  positive  that 
only. l/3  of  the  car  was  Holland-type.    The  decision  quotes  from  a  publication 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  describing  the  2  types,  and  observes  that 
Holland  and  domestic  cabbage  can  'easily  be  distinguished  by  an  experienced  in- 
spector.    The  Secretary,  therefore,  attached  considerable  weight  to  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  Federal  inspector,,  who  stated  that  the  cabbage  was  mostly  domes- 
tic-type.   Since  the  findings  of  the  inspector  supported  Frank's  claim,  the 
Secretary  was  convinced  that  Waskow  had  failed  to  make  delivery  in  conformity 
with  the  contract. 

Waskow  urged  that  the  complainant,  /by  accepting  the  cabbage,  was  left 
without  a  remedy.    The  Secretary  held  that  such  acceptance  did  not  bar  re- 
covery of  damages  for  breach  of  warranty.    It  was  also  claimed  that  Frank's 
proof  of  loss  Was  insufficient  in  that  he  did  not  show  that  the  sale  of  the 
domestic  cabbage  was  at  market  price.    'The  Secretary -held  that  actual  sales 
established  market  value  and  that,  in  the  absence  of  better  proof,  the  con- 
tract price  can  be  taken  as  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  cabbage ,  if  it  had 
been  as  warranted,  and  the  resale  price  -s  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  cab- 
bage actual I37  delivered.     It  was  held,  however,  that  Frank's  proof  of  profits 
which  would  have  been  made  if  the  cabbage  had  been  as  warranted  was  too  un- 
certain and  speculative  to  support  a  finding  and  must  be  eliminated. 

A  counter-complaint  filed  by  Waskow  was  not  supported  by  evidence  and 
was  dismissed.    Reparation  award  was  issued  in  the  amount  shown  actually,  to 
have  been  lost  by  Frank  because  of  the  failure  to  comply  with  contract, 
namely,  '^1.^1,  plus  interest.

3.    UITJUSTIFIFD  RFJBCTIOl!  OF  CAP.  OF  FLORIDA  OPXTGFS  . 

.The  Secretary  has  ordered  James  V.  Balsimo,  L'cKeesport ,•  Pa.,  to  pay" 
i$l+21.6l  with  interest  to  R.        Burch,  Inc.,  Plant  City,  -Fia. 

A  contract  was  entered  into  between  Burch  and  Balsimo  for  the  purchase 
of  a  car  of  oranges,  packed  in  bushel  baskets  f.o.b.  shipping  point,  to  grade 
5O70  U.S.  _Tq.  1  and  50$  U.S.  Mo.  2.    A  s t am dard  memorandum  of  sale  was  issued 
by  the  broker.    Upon  arrival  of  the  car,  the  buyer  had  a  condition  inspection 
made  by  a  Federal  inspector  and,  as  the  result  of  this  inspection,  rejected 
the  car..    It  was  then  diverted  to  Rochester,  i>T.  Y. ,  where  it  was  inspected  for 
grade  by  the  Federal  Inspection  Service  and  found  to  grade  approximately  60$ 
U.S.  xT0.  1,  the  decay  present  being  a  factor  of  condition.    The  Secretary, 
therefore,  held  that  the  seller  had  made  good  deliver;/  and  that  the  rejection 
was  without  reasonable  cause.    Reparation  award  was  issued  in  the  amount  of 
the  difference  between  the  original  invoice  price  and  the  resale  price,  or 
$U21.6l,  plu.s.  interest. 
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k .     FLORIDA  GRAPEFRUIT  REJECTED  WITHOUT  REASONABLE,  CAUSE 

The  "Secretary .  hafe  ordered  Gonnis . and  Speiller ,  Inc.,  Utica,  N.  Y. ,  to 
pay  $272.35»  with  interest ,  .  to  the  Florida  Citrus  Exchange,  Tampa,  Fla. 

It  was  alleged  that  the  Florida  Citrus  Exchange  sold  Gennis  and 
Speiller  a  car  of  grapefruit  f.o.b.  shipping  point  and  that,  upon  arrival  of 
the  car,  it  was  rejected  "by , the  buyer  without ■ reasonable  cause,  and  the  seller, 
therefore,  was  compelled  to  resell  the  car  in  Boston  at  a  price  $272.35  less 
than  the  original  price.     The  respondent  contended  that  the  grapefruit  did  not 
conform  in  quality  to  that  ordered,  "but  a  Government  inspection  made  at  desti- 
nation some  9  days  after  arrival  of  the  car  showed  that  the  contents  did  com- 
ply -with  the  terms  of  the  contract.     The  "buyer  requested  an  allowance  of  25^ 
per  box  and  the  seller,  in  order  to  settle  the  matter,  agreed  to  allow  10^  per 
box  on  one  of  the  brands  in  the  car.     The  buyer  contended  that  this  offer  was 
equivalent  to  a  new  contract  and  nullified  the  previous  agreement,  and  that  in 
any  event  it  should  be  allowed  10^  a  box  and  damages  should  not  be  in  the  sum 
claimed  by  the  complainant. 

The  Secretary,  held  that  these  negotiations  were  offers  of  compromise, 
neither  offer  being  accepted  by  the  other,  and  that  it. cannot  be  said  that  a 
new  contract  was'  entered  into  between  the  parties.    He  further  held  that, 
while  the  evidence  was  conflicting,  the  weight  of  the  testimony  sustained  the 
contention  of  the  complainant,  and  issued  a  reparation  award  in  the  amount 
claimed,  $272.35,  plus  interest. 

5.  EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THE  F.A.C.  ACT  IS  MADS  BASIS  FOR  ATTEMPT  TO  -ESCAPE 

PAYING  A  REPARATION  AWARD 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  Sparrow  Market,   Inc.,  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  to 
pay  $253>  with  interest,  to  Phillips  8-.  Company,  Inc.  of  Norfolk,  Va. 

Sparrow  Market  bought  a  car  of  U.S.  No.  1  North  Carolina  Cobbler 
potatoes,  delivered.    Upon  arrival,  the  buyer  refused  to  accept  the  car  on 
the  ground  that  it  did  not  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  asked  for 
an  allowance  of  50^  per  barrel.     The  seller  refused  to  grant  an  allowance  and 
asked  for  Federal  inspection,  which  showed  the  potatoes  to  graJe  U.S.  N0 .  1. 
The  buyer  offered  some  testimony  to  the  effect  that  the  potatcer  were  not 
U.S.  N0.  1  but  the  witnesses  admitted  that  they  were  no.t.'f amiliar  with  the 
tolerance  allowed  \mder  the  grade  and  their,  testimony,   therefore,  cannot  be 
given  much  value.     The  rejection  was  held  to  be  unjustified. 

The  buyer  contended  that  the  contract,  was  entered  into  on  June  9» 
whereas  the  P.A.  C.  Act  was  not  approved  until  June  10,  1930*  ajid.  zhe  regula- 
tions thereunder  were  not  issued  until  October  U,  1930>  and,  therefore,  that  at 
the  time  of  the  making  of  the  contract,   as  well  as  at  the  time  of  the  alleged 
violation,  the  buyer  was  not' and*  could  not  have  been  a  dealer  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Act.     The  car  arrived  and  was  actually  rejected  on  June  13?   193° ? 
the  Act  was  approved  on  June  10  and,  therefore,  was  in  force  on  the  date  of  the 
rejection.    For  this  reason.,  the  buyer »s  contention  was  overruled.  Reparation 
award  was  issued  in  the  amount  lost  upon  resale,  $259*  plus  interest. 

6.  FAILURE  TO  DELIVER  "ONE'  OF  THE  FIRST  CARS  OF  THE  SEASON"  RESULTS  IN 

BREACH  OF  CONTRACT  BY  KANSAS  CITY  FIRM 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  Michael-Swanson-Brady  Produce  Co.,  -Kansas  City, 
Mo.,   to  pay  $111.50  to  W.  M.  Hanson  &  Sons  Co.,  Dubuque,  Iowa.  (nvpri 
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The  V.T.  M.  Ear. son  &  Sons  Co.  alleged  that  it  "bought  from  Michael- 
Swans  on-Brady  Produce  Co.    a  car  of.  Jonathan  -.apples,  to  he.' one  of  the  very 
earliest  cars  shipped  from  Idaho,,  and  that  it  paid' a  deposit  of  $100.  Fail- 
ing to  receive  the  car  when  expected,  they  "bought  another  car  shipped  by  ' 
Michael-Swansori-r^Brady.  from  Idaho,  which  car  arrived  "before  the  other  one  which 
they  had  pruchased  and  on  which  a  deposit  had  been  paid.     The  "buyer  asked  rep- 
aration in  the  amount  of  the  deposit  money  and  interest  thereon  and  claimed 
loss  of  profit  of  25^  per  basket  or  &165  on         cs-r,  making  a  total  of  $265  ' 
exclusive  of  interest..  . 

It,  is  shown  by  the  evidence;  that  the  car  at  issue  in  this  case  was  not 
shipped  until  September  27,  1930,  whereas  the  other  car  purchased  on  a  differ- 
ent contract' was  shipped  on  September  23,  1930-    ^-le  seller  endeavored  to  show 
that  the  car'  which  moved  earlier  than  September  27  were  shipped  by  a  different 
branch  of  the  organization,  which  competed  with  the  parent  organization,  and 
that  the  car  shipped  on  September  27  was  the  first  car  shipped  by  the' Kansas 
City  house  of  Michael-Swanson-Brady  Produce  Co...   The  Secretary  held  that,  at 
the  start  of  the  shipping  season,  time  is  the  essence  of  every  contract,  since 
the  first  car  out  commands  a    premium  and  >as  the  shipments  increase  the  price 
falls  proportionately.     In  regard  to  the  seller's  contention  "that  the  earlier 
car  was  not  shipped  by  the  contracting  house  with  whom  the  deal  on  the  later 
car  was  made,  'the  Secretary  held  that  the  internal  workings  of  the  seller's 
organization  and  its  branches  can  not  affect  the  relations  between  the  Michael- 
Swans  on-Brady  'Produce  Co.  and  the  buyer  in  the  absence  of  proof  of  knowledge 
thereof  by  the  buyer.     The  W.  M.  Hanson  &  Sons  Co.  bought  a  car  of  apples  from 
Michael-Sw.anson-Brr.dy  Produce  Co.,  to  be  one  of  the  very  first  cars  shipped 
from  Idaho,  on  which  it  posted  $100 deposit  and  it  did  not  g et  one  .of  the. very 
first  cars  which  Mi chae 1-Swans oh-3 r ady  shipped.     The  Secretary*  therefore, 
held  that  the  seller  had  failed  without  reasonable  cause  to  deliver  in  accord- 
ance with  the  contract.    He  .  further .  held  that  the  buyer  had  not  •  submitted 
sufficient  evidence  to  support  its  claim  of  a  loss  of  25^  per  basket  in  pro- 
spective profits  and  denied  this  part  of  its  claim  for  reparation.    -The  claim 
for  the  return  of  the  $100  deposit  was  held  proper  and  the  Secretary  directed 
that  this  be  paid,  together  with  interest  thereon,  amounting'in  all  to  $111.50" 

7.     5AST0IT,  .PA.,  DEALgg  MUST  PAY  FOR  CM  OF.  MELQITS 

The  Secretary  has  ordered  S?.  Blackman,  .East  on,  Pa.,  to  pay  $201.30 
plus  interest  to  Sveloff,  Taxin  &  Savitz,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

It  was  alleged  that  Bla.ckman  bought,  inspected  and  accepted  on  track 
at  Philadelp?nia  a  car  of  watermelons  shipped  from  South  Carolina  and  instructed 
that  it  be  diverted  to  him  at  Saston,  with  the  understanding- that  the  seller 
would  pay  the  freight  charges  to  Philadelphia,  and  that  after  receiving  the  car 
Blackman  complained  that  the  melons  showed  .-"waste"  and  forwarded  a.  check  for 
$50  less  than  the  price  agreed  upon,  with  the  notation  Oil  it  that  the  check  was 
in  full  payment.    This  check  was  not  cashed  by  the  seller.     Subsequently  anoth 
agreement  wa.s  entered  into  to  forward  an  additional  check  for  $25,  plus  one-  | 
half  of  whatever  was  collected  from  the  carriers.    Notwithstanding  this  promis 
payment  was  stopped  'on  the  original  check.    The  Secretary  held  that  Blackman 
accepted  the  car  at  Philadelphia  and  again  accepted  it  at  Easton;  that  the 
seller  tendered  watermelons  in  substantial  conformity  with  contract  obliga- 
tions, and  that  Blackman  had  failed  to  account  truly  and  correctly;-.-  Repara- . 
tion  award,  therefore,  was  issued  for  the  full  sale  price  of  $201.50  plus 
interest.-  :. 
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g.    ADDITIOiTAL  DECISIONS  BY '  ggj  SEO&STARY  •  • 

In  the  following  five  cases,  the  Secretary  did  not  order  publication 
of  the  facts:-  .  . 

Rash  &  Somervi lie,  Denver,  vs.  W.  J.'  Piowaty  Co.,  Chicago.- 
This  case  involved  the  same  car  of  tomatoes  which  was  the  subject  of 
the- complaint  of  the  Atnato  Fruit  &  Produce  Co.,  Denver,  vs.  17.  J.  Piowaty  Co., 
the  instant  case  involving  a  claim  for  "brokerage  earned  by  the  complainant  in 
selling  the  car  for  the  respondent.     In  the.  other  case,  it  Was  held  that  the 
evidence  showed  the  tomatoes  did  not  conform  to  the'  specifications  of  the  con- 
tract of  sale.  ,  The  Secretary  held  that,  if  the  shipper  fails  and  neglects  to 
to  furnish  produce  in  conformity  with  Sale  specifications  and  the  purchaser  is 
ready,  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  produce  if  the  seller  had  made  delivery 
of  the  grade  specified,  the  broker  under  such  circumstances  is  ordinarily  en- 
titled to  recover  for  his  services  rendered.    Reparation  award,  therefore,  was 
issued  in  the  sum  of  $25,  plus  interest. 

S.  S frock  &  Co.,  Boston,  vs.  Sam  Alpert,  Hew  Haven. 
It  was  alleged  that  Alport  bought  from  Strock  a  car  of  Extra  Fancy 
apples  delivered  at  I\Tew  Haven,  less  freight  amounting  to  $601.10,  Boston-  in- 
spection and  acceptance.    Upon  arrival,  the  car  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that 
the  apples  were  neither  Extra  Fancy  nor  in  good  sound  condition.     The  buyer 
denied  that  the  sale  was  consummated  on  the  basis  of  inspection  and  acceptance 
at  Boston,  contending  that  it  was  made  on  a  delivered  basis  and  that  the  fruit 
was  warranted  to  be  sound  and  that  delivery  at  Hew  Haven  for  the  early  morning 
market  of  Saturday,  June  27,  1931*  w^s  guaranteed,  whereas  the  car  did  not 
arrive  until  the  late  afternoon  of  that  day.     The  buyer  inspected  the  car  on 
June  2P,  found  that  there  was  no  ico  in  it,  and  that  the  fruit  was  decayed  and 
immediately  ordered  Government  inspection,  which  was  made  on  the  following  day. 
This  inspection  showed  an  average  'of  16$ •  breadkown, '  %fo  slight  scald  and  fp 
decay.  .The  sale  was  consummated  by  telephone,  which  gave  rise  to  the  contro- 
versy as  to  the  terms  and  specifications  of  sale.    In  view  of  this  controversy, 
the.  Secretary  held  that  the  seller  had  failed  by  a  fair  preponderance  of  the 
evidence  to  substantiate  his  case  and  that  the  complaint  should  be  dismissed. 

Sam  Pasokoff,  Pittsburgh,  vs.  Standard  Growers  Ass  hi,,  Sanford,  glgg 

It  was  alleged  that  on  or  about  January  27,  1932,  respondent  sold  'com- 
plainant a  car  of  Standard  Brand,  fancy,  we 11 -bleached,  individually-washed 
and  precooled  celery,  f .o.b.  Florida;  that  upon  arrival  of  the  car  it  was 
found  not  to  be  fancy  and  well-bleached  for  the  reason  that  it  was  green, 
rusty,  pithy,  decayed  and  damaged  ^/  worms,-  and  that,  because  of  the  failure 
of  the  respondent  to  furnish  celery  complying  with  the  contract,  the  complain- 
ant suffered  loss  in  the  sum  of  $176,  being  the  difference  between  what  the 
'commodity  would  have  been  worth  had  it  met  the  specifications  of  the  contract 
and  the  market  value  of  the  celery  as  actually  delivered.     The  evidence  in  the 
case  was  conflicting  as  to'  whether  or  not  the  celery  conformed  to  the  contract 
of  purchase,  the  complainant  relying  on  "the  Government  inspection  certificate 
issued  at  Pittsburgh  and  the  respondent  relying  on  four  affidavits,  two  'from 
experienced  growers,  one  from  the  man  who.  superintended  the'  loading,  and  the 
fourth. 'by  the  inspector  at  the  shipping  point.    Eowever,  it  was  not  necessary 
to  determine  this  issue,  because  the  complainant  had  failed  to  furnish  proof 
as  to  the  damages  claimed  and  the  case  was  dismissed  on  that  ground. 
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Shibuya  Fruit  Co.,  Sacramento,  vs.  Geo.  A.  Ernes  Co.,  Detroit. 

Complainant  offered  a  rolling  oar.':  of  Lettuce  -f.o.b. a  shipping:  point , 
top  ice  extra.     Respondent  ordered  the  car  diverted,  Saying  it  had  "been 
"sold  your  price."    Respondent  claimed  that  the  lettuce  had  "been  sold  is  U.S. 
Mo.  1  and  that,  upon  arrival,  the  purchaser  complained  of  the  quality.  Feder- 
al, inspection  at  shipping,  point  had .  shown  the  lettuce  as- 85$  U.S.  1T0.  1.  To 
secure  acceptance  "by  the  purchaser,  the  respondent  adjusted  the  dispute  "by 
making  a  price  of  $3*60  delivered,  in  lieu  of  the' prior  sale  price  of  $2.25 
f.o.b.    Respondent  collected  from  the  purchaser  and  remitted  to  the  complain- 
ant the  full  net  amount,  less  $25  selling  -  charge .'    Complainant  took  no  ex- 
ception to  the  selling  charge,  thereby  seeming  to  recognize  the  fact  that 
diversion  was  made  upon -consignment  instead  of  an  ou  tright-sale  "basis. 

The. factor  (or  agent)  is  hound  to  follow  the  instructions  of  his  prin- 
cipal and  is  liable  to  his  principal  for  loss  and  injury  which  may  result  from 
his  failure  to  do  so;  "but,  where  a  factor  uses  reasonable  diligence  to  comply 
with  instructions  and- without  any  fault  on  his  part  is  unable  to  do  so,  he  is 
not  liable  to  his  principal  for  failure  to  carry  out  -  instructions .  Inability 
to  comph^  with  instructions  will  not  justify  a  departure  therefrom,  except  to 
the  extent  that  is  justified  "by  custom  or  usage ,  ■ or.hy  the  emergencies  of  the 
particular  case.     If  sudden  emergency  or  intervening  necessity  or  other  un- 
expected event  makes  it  impossible  for  the  factor  to  co/nply  with  the  exact 
terms  of  his  instructions,  he  is  not  liable  if  in  good  fai'fcfi  he  departs  'there- 
from, even,  though  such  departure  turns  out  to  the  disadvantage  of  his  principal 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  record  justified  the  conclusion  that  re- 
spondent acted  in  g ood  faith  and  exercised  good  judgment  in  disposing  of  the 
lettuce  on  the  compromise  basis,  and  that   these  circumstances,  together  with 
the  fact  that  the  record  does  not  establish' a  sale  to  r espondent ,  furnishes 
sufficient  grounds  on  which  to  base  a  dismissal-.1 

Bacon  Bros.,  Chicago,  vs.  K.  "K.  hi 1 r oy ,  F i 1 1 sour gh . 

Respondent  purchased  a  car  of  potatoes'  "to'  be  "one  car  U.S.  ijo.  1, 
1-7/S  inch  and  larger,  bright,  .'clean,  100-pound  sacks,  f.o.b."    Upon  arrival, 
respondent  inspected  the  potatoes  and  was  not  satisfied  with  the  quality  and 
condition.    Federal  inspection  made'  at  destination  showed  the  potatoes  to 
grade  U.S.  Ho.  1.     The  respondent  then  asked  for  an  appeal  inspection,  which 
showed  that  most  sacks  graded  U.S.  itfo.  1  but  that  the  load  as  a  whole  was  not 
U.  S.  rlo.  1  on  account  of  grade  defects  in.  many-  sacks  in  excess  of  tolerance. 

The  Secretary . held  that,  in  view  of  the  results  of  the  appeal  inspection 
the  complainant  had  failed  to  furnish  potatoes  that  graded    U.S.  ITo.  1  at 
shipping  point,  and  the  case  was  dismissed.  •••''•

The  Secretary  has  ordered  the  Long'  island  Produce  &  Fertilizer  Co., Inc. 
and  I.  M.  Young  &.  Co.,  Inc.,  both  of  Riverhead,  IT.  Y. ,  each  to  pay  nominal  dam 
ages  of  $1  to  Felix  Spatola  &  Sons,  Philadelphia. 

It  was  alleged  that  on  Sept.  2°,  193O,  Spatola  purchased  a  car  of  U.S. 
No.  1  Long  Island  Green  Mountain  potatoes  from  the  Long  Island  Produce  &  Ferti 
lizer  Co.  f.o.b.  shipping  point;  that  on  the  same  date  an  additional  k  cars  of 
the  same  kind  of  potatoes  were  purchased  from  I.  M.  Young  &  Co.  upon  the  same 
terms,  and  that  5  additional  cars  were  purchased  on  Oct.  1  from  the  Long  Islan 
Produce  ?•  Fertilizer  Co.     The  broker  issued  memorandums  of  sale,  calling  for 
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delivery  of  U.S.  No.  1  Long  Island  Mountains.     Two  of  the  cars  arrived  in 
Philadelphia  on  Oct.  U  and  the  rest  on  Oct.  S.     They  were  accepted  by  the 
complainant,  unloaded  and  placed  in  cold  storage.    A  few  da3rs  later  the 
storage  company  advised  Spatola  that  the  first  2  or  3  cars  failed  to  grade 
U.S.  No.  1.    After  inspection  had  been  completed  on  all  10  cars  and  it  was 
found  that  each  car  failed  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1,   the  shippers  were  notified. 
No  definite  agreement  was  reached  as  to  an  adjustment  of  price  and,  in  Decem- 
ber,  the  potatoes  were  removed  from  storage  and  sold,  reparation  being  asked 
in  the  amount  of  the  difference  between, the  contract  purchase  price  and  the 
amount . realized  by  Spatola  upon  resale. 

The  sellers  admitted  that  no  official  inspections  had  been  made  of  the 
potatoes  at  shipping  point,  but  contended  that  it  was  immaterial  whether  or 
not  the  potatoes  graded  U.S.  No.  1  because  Spatola  had  failed  to  reject  the 
shipments  within  2h  hours  following  receipt  of  the  notice  of  arrival.  The 
sellers  claimed  that  this  is  a  recognized  trade  custom  and,  furthermore,  that 
Paragraph  11  of  Regulation  1  tinder  the  P.A.C.  Act  provides  that  failure  to 
reject  within  2h  hours  after  receiving  notice  of  arrival  constitutes  accept- 
ance of  the  produce  as  being  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract 
relating  to  such  produce.  ..  . 

The  Secretary  held  that  the  reason  for  this  rule  is  obvious,  since  the 
buyer  of  highly-perishable  commodities  should  promptly  determine  whether  de- 
livery will  be  accepted  or  rejected,  but  that  the  rule  apparently  goes  beyond 
what  was  necessary  to  have  been  stated  in  order  to  accomplish  the  purposes 
desired.     The  Secretary  stated  that  the  regulation  was  not  intended  to  change 
the  common-law  rule,  which  in  many  jurisdictions  has  now  become  statutory, 
respecting  buyer's  rights  and  remedies  where  seller's  delivery  amounts  to  a 
breach  of  warranty.    He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Section  kS  of  the 
Uniform  Sales  Act  provides  that  acceptance  of  the  goods  by  the  buyer  shall 
not  discharge  the  seller  from  liability  for  breach  of  contract,  provided  the 
buyer  gives  notice  of  the  breach  of  warranty  within  a  reasonable  time.  The 
Secretary,  therefore,  held  that  Regulation  1,  Paragraph  11,  should  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  concluding  phrase  "as  being  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  contract  relating  to  such  produce." 

As  to  the  question  of  damages,   the  Secretary  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  Section  69  of  the  Uniform  Sales  Act  provides  that,  in  a  case  of 
breach  of  warranty  of  quality,   the  loss  is  the  difference  between  the  value 
of  the  goods  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  to  the  buyer  and  the  value  they  would 
have  had  if  they  had  answered  to  the  warranty.     Clearly  the  contract  in  this 
case  called  for  delivery  of  U.S.  No.  1  potatoes,  and  the  potatoes  delivered 
did  not  grade  U.S.  No.  1.     Spatola  produced  evidence  to  show  the  total  pur- 
chase price  of  10  cars,  including  freight  and  storage  charges,  and  the  amount 
realized  upon  resale  thereof  and  claimed  damages  in  the  amount  of  the  differ- 
ence.   But  the  potatoes  were  purchased  f.o.b.  shipping  point  and  the  sellers 
cannot  be  held  liable  for  either  the  transportation  charges  or  the  cost  of 
storage.     The  contract  price  may  be  taken  as  proof  of  the  market  value  of  U.S. 
No.  1  potatoes  at  the  time  of  purchase,  but  the  resale  price  received  early  in 
the-  following  December  can  hardly  be  taken  as  evidence  of  the  market  value  of 
the  potatoes  actually  furnished  by  the  seller.     It  was  not  shown  whether  the 
resale  was  on  public  market  or  by  private  sale,  and  it  was  not  shown    what  w 
the  market  price  was  at '-the  time  of  resale-. '  "Such  meager  facts  do  not  estab- 
lish the  market  value  of  the  potatoes  three  months  prior  to  the  resale.  The 
record,  therefore,  is  insufficient  to  support  findings  in  the  buyer's  favor 
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-for  aJay  recovery  in  excess  of -.nominal  damages,  and  reparation  award  was  made 
in  the  sum  of-  &1  against  each  of  the  .  sellers . 

10.   '  LICENSE  OF  A  CHICAGO  FIRM  .IS-  SUSPENDED 

The  Secretary  has  suspended  the  license  of  the  Western  Fruit  &  Produce 
Company,  Chicago ,   for  a  period  of  20  days  -Oct.  10  to  29  inclusive-  and  has 
ordered  that  company-  to  pay  $H03«20,  plus  interest,  to  the  Truck  Growers 
Association,  Inc.,  Crystal  Springs ,. Miss . 

The  Truck  Growers  Association  sold  the  Western."* Fruit  &  Produce  Company 
a  car  of  tomatoes,,  which  was  accepted  "but  has  not  "been  paid  for.  Reparation 
award  was  issued  in  the  amount  of  .the  invoice  price  of  the  car,  plus  interest. 


LI-.'-    TEXAS  SHIPPER  FAILED  TO  DELIVER  II"  ACCORDANCE  WITH  COITTRACT 

The  Secretary  has  ordered,  the  South  Texas  Produce  Co.,  McAllen,  Texas, 
to  pay  $12L:-.  30  with  interest  to  William  Ivloskovitz,  Chicago. 

It  was  alleged  that  Moskovitz  "bought  a  car  of  grapefruit,  part  of  which 
was  to  "be  of  U.S.  Uo .  1  grade,  and  that  the  grapefruit  received  did  not  comply 
with  the  specifications  of  the  contract  and  he  suffered  loss  in  the  amount  of 
the  difference  between  what  the  grapefruit  would  have  "been  worth  had  it  met 
the  contract  and  the  market  value  of  the  grapefruit  actually  delivered.  The 
South  Texas  Produce  Co.  denied  that  the  contract  of  sale  called  for  U.S.  iTo.  1 
grade,  stating  that  it  called  only Jor an&s  known  as  "So sweet"  and  "Sogood,;"  and 
that  the  grapefruit  delivered  was  of  these  "brands  and,  .  on  receipt  of  complaint 
as.  to  quality,  the  "buyer  was  advised  that  the  grapefruit,  must  "be  accepted  at 
invoice  price  or  the  car  would  "be  diverted.    .  • 

The  contract  was  made  through  telegrams  "between  the  parties.    While  the 
shipper  sent  one  telegram  confirming  the  sale  on  the  "basis  of  "brand,  the  "broker 
sent  another  wire  specifying  U.S.-  No.  1  in  addition  to  the  "brand  and,  after  re- 
ceiving that  wire,   the  seller  wired  that  the  car  was  "being  shipped.     It  appear- 
ed, therefore,   that  the  seller  was  aware  of  the  addition  of  the  U.S.. ITo.  1 
specification  and  "by  shipping  ratified  such  specification.    Even  though  the 
seller  advised  that  the  full  invoice  price  must  "be  paid  or  the  car  would  be 
diverted,  the  buyer  was  within  his  rights  in  accepting  the  car  and  later  bring- 
ing an  action  for  breach  of  warranty.    This  was  a  Texas  contract,  since  the 
final  act  in  its  consummation  was  the  telegram  from  the  seller  to  the  broker 
and  also  because  this  was  an  f.o.b.  sale.    The  Texas  law  recognizes  the  right 
of  a  buyer  to  accept  goods  and  bring  an  action  for  a  breach  of  warranty. 

The  Secretary  found  that,  upon  the  record  and  the  .law  applicable  thereto, 
the  South  Texas  Produce  Co.  had  failed  to  deliver  .in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  contract  and  the  complainant  should  be  awarded  the  reparation  requested, ~ 
$l2l|.50,  plus  interest.         » •  ,  .

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la.    U.S.  GRADES  '  TO  BE  DESIGNATED  01?  LABELS  OF  LIMA  BEANS  C£u3T)  AT  CEERITON 

In  order  to  use  the  initials  "U.S."  before  the  grades  on  labels  of 
canned  fruits  or  vegetables it  is  required  that  a  representative  of  this  De- 
partment supervise  the  entire  plant  during  the  packing  of  the  products,  to  in- 
sure the  use  of  the  proper  raw  stock  as  well  as  compliance  with  certain  sani- 
tary regulations.     Samples  of  the  finished  product  must  also  be  graded  before 
labeling. 

Loyde  M.  Billman  has  gone  from  the  Washington  office  to  Cheriton  on  the 
Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia,  to  spend  some  time  in  thus  supervising  the  packing 
of  Lima  beans  at  the  cannery  of  the  G.  L.  Webster  Canning  Co.     This  is  the 
first  service  of  this  kind. rendered,  end  it  may  have  far-reaching  results. 

2a.-   PREPARATION  OF  VQUCgj&S  INVOLVING  FEDERAL  TAX 

It  is  required  by  the  Accounting  Office  that  vouchers  covering  purchases 
of  gasoline  aid  oil  show  separately  from  the  price  of  the  gasoline  and  oil  the 
amount  of  Federal  tax  which  is  included  in  the  voucher.    Federal  tax  is  paid  by 
the  Government  on  purchases  of  these  products. 

Vouchers  submitted  for  telephone  tolls,  in  connection  with  which  Federal 
tax  is  not  paid,  should  show  that  the  amount  claimed  for  toll  service  is  free 
from  Federal  tax.

Tragedies  for  fruit  growers  in  the  Pbrthwest  are  suggested  in  the 
following  portions  of  a  recent  review  "by  J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland 
office :- 

"Apple  shipments  are  appro aching -peak  volume.    First  Jonathan-  harvest 
in  lower  altitudes  of  the  Yakima  and  Wenatchee  districts  is  well  along,  and 
higher  districts  will  start  their  Jonathan  harvest  very  soon.     Delicious  ore  - 
now  moving  from  the  earlier  districts.     Market  conditions  a.re  unsettled. 
Domestic  inquiry  is  fair,  but  foreign  trading  continues  upset  and  on  a  hand- 
to-mouth  basis,  due  to  uncertainties  regarding  import  quotas,  variations  in 
tariffs,  rates  of  exchange,  etc. 

"Extent  of  worm  damage  to  northwestern  apples  is  still  unknown.  Possi- 
bly half  of  the  Jonathan  crop  is  affected.  ..Picking  of  Winesaps  has  hardly 
started;  however,  it  is  evident-  that  considerable  worm  damage  has  developed  in 
this  and  most  other  varieties.     This  unusual  damage  is  due  partly  to  mid-summer 
weather  conditions  and  partly  to  lack  of  money  for  late  spraying.     In  the 
Wenatchee  district,  Jonathan  shipments  probably  will  total  1,300-1,700  cars, 
against  a  normal  output  of  2,500-3,000  carloads..    Winter  Banana . production  in 
the  north-central  Washington  district  totaled  around  k^O  cars,  but.  only' about 
50  were  shipped.     The  remaining  hOO  carloads  were  abandoned  in  the  orchards, 
due  to  low  prices.    Eastern  auction  returns  ranged  mostly,  around  75^"~$1  P"er 
box,  which  barely  paid  transportation  costs. 

"Although  final  Ba,rtlett  pear  prices  recovered  somewhat  from  the  ex- 
treme low  levels  of  mid-season,  most  tonnage  was  too  ripe  to  take  advantage  of 
the  improved  values.     Hundreds  of  tons  of  Bartle.tts  were  unliarvested  and  are 
now  moving  from  orchards  to  nearby  canyons  in  dump  trucks.     Some  export  busi- 
ness in  Winter  2'elis  recently  developed  around  80-90^  per  box  of  Extra  Fancy 
stock,   f.o.b.  shipping  districts.  ..  . 

"Enforcement  of  the  rule  banning"  shipment  of  No.  2  potatoes,  from* 
Washington,  except  in  5-ponnd  sacks,  was  postponed  until  Oct.  10,'  pending  the 
outcome  .of  litigation  on  the  prohibiting  of  shipment  of  C  grade  apples." 

2b.     !.:0S~  POTATOES  117  MAIIIE  BE  IPG.  HELD  BY'  GROWERS 

The  following  comments  are  from  a  letter  of  Oct.  g  by  V.E.  Nicholson:- 
"Maine  potatoes  showed  some  strength  in  the  past  few  days,  but  most  of 
the  advance  has  been  in  the  f.o.b.  market,  with  the  terminals  f paling  to  show 
much  improvement.  At  least  a  part  of  the  strength  in  the  f.o.b.  market  can 
be  traced  to  speculative  activity,  while  the  buying  from  the  city  markets  has 
been  practically  on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis. 

"The  price  to  growers  has  advanced  to  k^-^0i  per. barrel  of  Green  Mount- 
ains.    Apart  of  this  increase  may  have  been  caused 'by  r-in  slowing-up  'digging 
on  Friday.        Some  potatoes  are  going  at  ^06.'   Buyers  are  finding  that  it  may 
be  difficult  to  fill  all  their  storage  space  this  season,  so  the  'price  has 
been  increased.     Growers  are  selling  as  few  potatoes  as  possible,  so  the  hold- 
ings in  farmers'  storages  may  be  proportionately  heavier  this  year."

Stocks  in  bushel  baskets  were  ll/0  more 
abundant  than,  a  year  ago  and  K&fo  greater  than  the  average..

Waltjer  Kingsbury  and  W,  L.  Jackson  are  joint  authors  of  a  26-page d  mimeo- 
graphed report  -on  "Apples  in  the  Los  Angeles  Market."  It  includes  general  data 
on  apples  end  -numerous  statistical  tables;  and  charts  relating  to  the  Los 
Angeles  market , -  such  as  storage-holdings $  oar lot  unloads,  weekly  jobbing  prices 
over  a  period  of  S  or  10  ydqrS  for  each  of  the  leading  varieties  of  apples,  and 
the  relation  between  prices  of  Fancy  and  Extra  Fancy  Jonathans  from  Washington. 
Excellent  charts  show  graphically  the  prices  of  each  variety  during  each  of  the 
last  six  seasons.

5b.     BRIEF  170  TES  Oil  WESTERN  NEW  YORK  CROPS 

R.  L.  Sutton  wrote  in  part  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  Oct.  11:- 

"The  peach  season  is  on  the  decline,  although  about  ^>00  carloads  remain 

in  western  Hew  York  storages.  -  Most  of  this  volume  will  be  handled  by  trucks. 
"In  the  marketing  of  pears ,  first  season's  business  has  started  for 

Kieffers.    Opening  quotations  held  around  55^  Per  bushel  tub,  with  some  barrel 

business  at  $1. SO. 

1        "Harvesting  of  grapes  is  later  than  usual  this  season.     Demand  is  limited 
and  market  conditions  show  weakness'.     Seles  in  the  Finger  Lakes  section  have 
been  at  slightly  higher  levels  than  in  the  more  'important  Chautauqua -Erie 
district.    Probably  a  greater  volume  will  be  handled  by  truck  than  by  rail. 
Many  dealers  who  normally  ship  in  carlots  are  selling  this  season  to  truckers. 
F.o.b.  prices  on  juice  stock  are  ranging  ,*21-$25  per  ton  with  baskets,  either 
bushels  or  12-ouart  climax  baskets.     Table  stock  brings  l;;-&s(?  VeT  2-quart 
basket  in  carloads. 

* .'.  .  "Harvesting  of  the  late  Golden  crop  of  celery  will  start  within  the 
next  10  da:rs.     This  late  crop  is  stored  heavily.     The  situation  has  been  so  un- 
s at is fact ory  that  .factors  hardly  know  what  to  speculate  as  to  the  market  pros- 
pects for  the  Golden  crop.     Transactions  at  shipping  points  on  the  early  varie- 
ties are  holding  at  the  ruinously  low  prices  of  45-65^  per  two-thirds  crate. 
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Such  returns  do  not  even  meet  tlje  expenses  of  .growing  the  crop. 

"Potato  growers  are  very  reluctant  to  sell  at  prevailing  prices.  Sales 
f.o.b.  shipping  point  hold  around  60^  per  100  pound  sack.  Dealers  are  offer- 
ing generally  20^  per  bushel  to  growers,  "but  a  few  localities  pay  as  high  as

6b .     IHTEPJ5STII7G-  ITEMS  REGAgDIHG  jjgW  ORIGAN'S  MARKET 

J.  W.  Coleman  sent  the  following  news  under  date  of  Oct.  11:- 
" Louisiana  satsumas  are  now  arriving  on  the  Hew  Orleans  market.  Early 
this  week  half- straps  sold  $2.50-2.65  and  half-bushel  baskets  around  $1.25. 
The  crop  of  mandarins  and  tangerines  is  short  this  season,  but  there  is  a 
good  crop  of  oranges.     Some  Louisiana  grapefruit  has  been  marketed,  but  oranges 
are  about  two  weeks  late. 

"Second-crop  cucumbers,-  snap  beans  and  squash  have  been  plentiful. 
Snap  beans  are  selling  at  .  $1-1.25;  cucumbers  75^'-$l-25  and  souash  50;f-$1.25  per 
bushel.     These  are  prices  paid  to  growers  on  the  French  Market. 

''There  is  an  unusual  situation  here  in  regard  to  prices  paid  for  okra. 
If  shrimps  arc  plentiful,  the  okra  market  is  strong  and  prices  advance  from  ^06 
to  as  high  as  $3  Per  bushel.     If  shrimps  are  scarce,  the  okra  market  holds 
about  steady  at  U0-60^  for  the  entire  week.     There  is  a  dish  here  called  gumbo, 
and  the  main  constituents  are  okra  and  shrimps.     If  shrimps  are  in  abundance 
on  Friday,  there  is  a  big  demand  for  okra  to-  make  gumbo.     Growers  are  glad  to 
see  plenty  of  shrimps  in  ls!ew  Orleans  the  latter  part  of  the  week. 

"Bunched  vegetables  such  as  beets,  carrots,  parsley,  shallots  and  turnip^ 
are  corning  in  from  Louisiana  farms.  -  Until  recently,  these  commodities- were 
arriving  from  Colorado  and  California." 

?b.     A  LATER-  REPORT  PIT  1T0RTHT:ESTE~i7  APPLES 

In  a  review  published  early  this  week,  J.  D.  Hamilton  included  the 
following  additional  comments  on  apples:- 

"Extensive  movement  of  3r<±  grade,  orchardr-run,  and  faced  and  filled 
packs     '•  -of  no rthwestem  apples  is  being  maintained  in  the  new  -open-side  crates 
and  lugs,  to  v/estern  and  midwestern  markets.     This  package,  selling  freely 
around  35/  per  box  for  Jonathans,  leaves  a  fair  return  to  growers  in  excess  of 
packaging  costs.     Sales  of  wrapped  and  packed  apples  slowed  up  a  week  ago,  and 
have  not  recovered  materially.     Prices  have  apparently  reached  the  irreducible 
minimum  of  packing  and  selling  costs,  with  the  exception  of  Delicious,  which 
are  moving  at  $1.10-1.15  for  Extra  Fancys,  f.o.b.  tisual  terms.    Warm  weather 
has  delayed  coloring  of  late  varieties.    At  Walla  Walla,  Winesap  harvest 
probably  will  be  postponed  for  another  week  or  two,  until  cooler  weather  has 
developed  the  desired  Extra  Fancy  color." 

8b  .     ADDITIONAL  SUM:  ARIES  ISSUED 

The  Washington  office  recently  distributed  the  following  summaries : -

"Thompson  prices  have  held  up  better  than  any  of  the/table  varieties, 
but  auction  averages  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  about  5^  Per         less  than 
for  the  sane  time  last  year,     Tokays  have  shown  a  greater  decline  of  65-85^  per 
lug.  '  Toka].^  from  the  Lodi  district  comprise  the  greater  part  of  the. table 
movement  from  northern  California  and,  when  shipments  there  were  permitted  to 
increase  to  75  or  80  cars  a  day,   the  f.o.b.  price  was  forced  down  to  i|0^.

The  Secretary  lias  ordered  Sam  Caplan  and  Sam  Cap lan  &  Co.,  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  to  pay  $lUl.6H,  plus  interest,  to  the  Alexaider  Marketing  Co.,  San  Benito, 
Texas,  as  a  result"  of  a  complaint  filed  under  the  P. A.  C.  Act. 

It  was  alleged  ,  that  Caplan  "bought  a  car  of  Texas  cabbage,  in  standard 
California,  lettuce  crates,  U.S.  No-  1,  good  pack,-  good  quality,  f.o.b.  shipping- 
point.     The  car  was  inspected  at  shipping  point  and  was  also  found  to  grade 
U.S.  Ho.  1  upon  arrival  at  Pittsburgh.    The  buyer,  asked  for  a  reduction  of  2^ 
per  crate,  claiming  that  the  crates  were  slack-pack  and  averaged  between  11 
and  12  pounds  short  in  weight.     The  buyer's  request  for  reduction  in  price  was 
rejected  and  the  car  was  diverted  to  Philadelphia,  and  resold.     The  buyer  claim- 
ed that  he  did  not  reject  the  shipment  but  simply  asked  for  a  reduction  in 
price.     The  evidence  showed  that,  when  the  buyer  asked  for  an  allowance,  the 
seller  replied  that  the  fcabb age  averaged  SI  pounds  per  crate  at  loading  point 
and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  shipping-point  inspection  certifi- 
cate showed  "tight-pack."    The  seller  also  stated  that,  if  the  cabbage  was  not 
accepted  immediately,  the  car  would  be  diverted.     The  broker  then  wired  the 
shipper  that,  unless  the  allowance  demanded  was  made,  Caplan  rejected  the  car. 
It  has  boon -held  that,  when  goods  have  been . delivered  to  the  buyer,  he  must 
either  accept  or  reject  and  has  no  right  to  qualify  his  acceptance  or  rejec- 
tion bT^  attaching  conditions. 

The  Secretary,   therefore,  held  that  Caplan' s  first  wire  amounted  to  a 
positive  rejection  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  unless  such  rejection  was 
justified  because  of  slack-pack  and  underweight. 

The  cabbage  was  purchased  at  a  stated  amount  per  crate,  the  contract 
not  calling  for  any  specific  minimum.' weight.    The  purchase  was  made  on  aU 
f.o.b.  basis  and  inspection  at  shipping. point  showed  that  the  pack  was  "tight." 
The  railroad *jb  inspection  at  Pittsburgh  showed  it  as  "full."    Respondent  did 
not  secure  an  appeal  inspection  to  determine  the  accuracy  of  the  shipping- 
point  inspect  ion,  and  Ms  claim  that  the  crates  were  slack-pack,  based  upon  an 
examination  of  5  crates,  does  not  supply  proof  sufficiently  convincing  to 
overthrow  the  findings  of  the  Federal  ;and  railroad  inspectors. 

The  buyer  contended  further  that  -the  resale  should  have  been  made  at 
Pittsburgh  and  that  the  shipper  speculated  on  obtaining  a  better  sale  price  by 
reshipment  to  Philadelphia..    TQien  a  buyer  refuses  to  accept  a.  perishable 
agricultural  commodity,  the  seller  must  make  prompt  resale  because  of  possi- 
bility of  rapid  deterioration.     Diversion  to  another  market  usually  results  in 
a  greater  deterioration,  but  it  is  generally  recognized  by  the  trade  that  it 
is  difficult  to  realize  a  fair  price  on  the  resale  of  a  rejected  shipment  on 
the  same  market.     The  Uniform  Sales  Act  requires  that,  in  reselling,  the 
seller  mast  exercise  reasonable  care  and  judgment  in  making  a  resale  and,  sub- 
ject to  this  requirement,  may  make  a  res  ile  by  either  public  or  private  sale. 
The  Secretary  held  that  the  .records  showed  the  seller  had  -  exercised  duo 
diligence  and  care  in  making  resale  of  the  cabbage  and  that  he  was  entitled 
to  reparation  in  the  amount  lost  upon  such  sale,-  $lUl . 6U  plus  interest.

uniform  IE  SIZE,  AS  required  ig  staitdard  packs  .. 

All  standard  packs  in  the  U.S..  Grades  .for  Fresh  Tomatoes  require  that 
the  tomatoes  shall  he  fairly  uniform  in  size.    Fairly  uniform  in  size  means 
that  not  more  than  10$  by  count  of  the  tomatoes  in  any  layer  may  he  more  than 
.one  standard  size  larger  or  smaller  than  the  standard  size  tomato  for  the 
count  packed.  :  - 

To  dot ermine  the  number  of  tomatoes  which  are  not  fairlTr  uniform  in 
size,   the  inspector  must  first  ascertain  the  size  of  tomatoes  considered 
fairly  uniform  in  the  layer  in  question.    For  example:    In  a.  layer  packed 
0x6,  tomatoes  of  a  size  which  will  pack  tightly  in  the  layer  5  x  6  or  6  x  7 
are  considered  fairly  uniform  in  size. 

The  inspector  should  select  a  tomato  of  the  standard  size  to  pack 
tightly  a  layer  5  x  6  and  also  one  which  will  pack  tightly  a  layer  6  x  7  to 
determine  the  range  allowed.     In  most  cases  he  should  be  able  t 0  do  this  by 
observing  tomatoes  already  packed,  but  in  some  ce.ses  it  may  be  necessary  to 
actually  pack  a  row  both  ways  of  the  lug  to  determine  the  size.  Haying 
selected  the  standard  sizes,  it  is  only  necessary  to  score  by  comparison 
those  tomatoes  which  are  smaller  than  the  one  selected  to  pack  tightly  6x7 
and  those  which  are  larger,  than  the  one  selected  to  pack  tightly  5  x  6. 
Scoring  by  comparison  is  suggested  because  sizing  by  diameters  does  not  always 
give  a  true  picture  of  actual  size.    For  .example:    A  round  tomato  2^  inches 
in  diameter  may  weigh  as  much  and  appear  as  large  as  a  slightly  elongated 
tomato  2f-  inches  in  diameter.

On  his  retr.rn  from  a- recent  supervisory  trip  to  Maine,  W.  F.  , Plummer 
said  that  it  looks  as  if  there  will  "be  considerable  apple  inspection  work 
in  that  State  during  the  next  month.     Pie  is  impressed  with  the  qualifica- 
tions and  generally  high  type  of  inspectors  at  shipping  points.    Eis  letter 
continues 

"QJhe  crop  of  apples  in  Maine  is  very  heavy,  and  quality  appears  much 
better  than  in  recent  ye?.rs.    Many  of  the  farmers  with  whom  I  ta.lked  are  much 
interested  in  grading  their  fruit  and  asked  all  sorts  of  questions  as  to  how 
"best  to  do  it. 

11  One  place  I  was  particularly  interested  in  is  a  farm  on  a  large  hill, 
5  or  6  miles  from  the  main  road.  As  we  drove  into  the  yard,  there  was  not  an 
apple  t^ree  in  sight;  yet  this  farm  produced  about  1,^00  barrels  of  the  finest 
Baldwins  I  have  seen  in  a  long  time.  The  proprietor  said  he  grew  them  all  in 
the  cow  pastures,  sprayed  them  about  8  or  9  times  and  the  cows  kept  the  drops 
picked  up  and  prevented  airy  infestation  like  apple-maggot,  which  in  this  par- 
ticular case  seemed  to  work  pretty  well,  as  the  inspectors  told  me  that  they 
had  never  found  any  maggots  in  that  orchard." 

Mr.  Sherman  adds  that  this  practice  has  been  discontinued  in  the  north- 
west because  so  many  animals  died  of  arsenical  poisoning.

These  figures  are  of  speciaJ.  interest  in 
connection  with  the  estimate  of  the  entire  commercial  grapefruit  crop  in 
Florida,  which  indicates  6,700,000  boxes  for  this,  season. 
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Id  .     MAI13  GROWERS  C-ET  BETTER  ?? I  PES  FOR  POTATOES 

Below  are  parts  of  a  letter  of  Oct.  15  from  V.  H.  Nicholson 
"The  Maine  potato  market  has  shown  some  strength  during  the  past  week. 
Yesterday  (Oct.  1--),  the  street  price  advanced  to  ^O-cOJ  per  carrel,  with 
some  stock  selling  as  high  as  65^- 

"This  advance  apparently  has  "been  caused  "by  the  difficulty  of  some 
shippers  and  speculators  in  filling  their  storage  space.    A  few  men  had 
rented  storage  space,  with  the  hope  of  filling  it  at  low  prices  about  the  end 
of  the  digging  season.    As  the  crop  has  been  a  little  shorter  than  most  of 
them  expected,  they  have  been  forced  to  pay  higher  prices  in  order  to  obtain 
the  potatoes.    But  it  is  impossible  to  pay  60^  per  barrel  for  potatoes;  sack, 
load  and  sell  them  for  hj-^Ofi  per  cwt.,  as  the  spread  will  not  permit  the 
shipper  to  meet  all  charges.    Most  growers  have  finished  digging." 

2b .    POTATO  SITUATION  U  MligjESOTA  A1TD  THE  DAZQTAS 

The  following  came  from.  L.  C.  Tate,  at  Minneapolis,  on  Oct.  13*- 

" The  -potato  harvest  is  now  at  its  height  in  Minnesota,  North  Dakota 
and  South  Dakota.,  with  yields  generally  disappointing.    The  local  sandland 
territory  is  practically  through  digging  and  farmers  have  made  temporary  dis- 
position of  their  crop  trT  pitting' their  surplus.     In  the  Bed  River  Valley, 
field-pitting  is  extensive,  with  much  of  the  stocks  only  superficially  covered 
Recent  low  temperatures  have  done  some  damage  to  potatoes  in  pits  out  there. 
This/  added  to  the  touch  of  field-freezing  which  late  last  week  nipped  the 
undug  potatoes  lying  closest  to  the  surface,  has.  accounted  for  a  firmer  market 
during  the  past  3  or  U  days.    Prices  have  advanced  5*106  per  cwt.  f.o.b. 
Minnesota  shipping  points,  due  to  the  fact  that  dealers  have  greatly  restricted 
their  loadings  direct  from  the  fields  since  the  freeze.    Damage  reports  are 
numerous,  some  saying  probably       of  the  undug  crop  was  lost  and  others  claim- 
ing the  damage  was  severe. 

"South  Dakota  has  enjoyed  a  fine  demand  for  Early  Ohios  during  this 
period,  that  territory  having  escaped  the  low  temperatures  and  the  trade  pre- 
ferring to  handle  that  stock  rather  than'  Red  River  Valley  potatoes. 

"Several  Twin  City  warehouses  arc  advancing  freight  costs  to  farmers 
and  shippers  of  Red  River  Valley  potatoes;  so  it'  appears  there  will  be  quite 
a  large  reserve  supply  held  at  this  market  this  winter. 

" S quash  is  being  loaded  daily  in  the  Twin  Cities  for  eastern  shipment. 
Prices  to  growers  are  around  $5"~$6  a  ton.    Onions  have  held  a  fairly  good 
demand  for  the  past  3  weeks,  with  prices  fluctuating  between  35-  c^  5®$  f -o.t 
Eollandale  per  50-p°"'an(i  bag  of  Yellow  G-iobes.     Local  apples  are  cleaning  up 
and  a  good  demand  exists  for  inbound  northwestern  boxed  packs." 


Shipments  of  37  fruits  and  vegetables  last  week  reached  a  high  mark 
of  about  24,2:00  cars,  or  only  2,000  loss  than  movement  of  a  year  ago.  Apples 
totaled  S310  cars,  grapes  ^,150,  potatoes  /r,110  and  cabbage  1,200  cars.

R.  G-.  Risser  wrote  as  follows  on  Oct.  15:- 

11  Local  differences  have  developed  this  season  in  Idaho  potato  districts 
In  the  Upper  Valley,  which  has  Idaho  Falls  as  its  commercial  center,  yields 
were  light  and  tubers  are  generally  small  to  medium...  Maturity  was  early  and 
digging  is  about  completed..  The  section  around' Twin  Falls  and  Buhl  in  south- 
ern Idaho  reports  heavy  yields  and  large  sizes.     Maturity  is  later  there 
"because  of  the  lower  altitude  .and  longer  growing  season,  and  digging  is  just 
getting  started, with  very  lit/tie  stock  put'  in  storage  to  date.     The  conditions 
around  Bur ley  and  .Rupert  are  intermediate  between  those  at  Idaho  Falls  and  at 
Twin  Falls.     Over "half  of  the  Idaho  movement  is  now  originating  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  State,  and  it  is  expected  to  supply  a -liberal  portion  of 
shipments  at  lea's t  until  digging  is  completed. 

"In  spite  of  the  extremely  low  prices -paid  for.  potatoes  this  season 
and  the  general  disposition  to  hold  them  for  later  sale,  growers  are  contriv- 
ing to  get  their  crops  dug.    .This  is.  "being  done  with  a  minimum  of  cash  outlay, 
a  maximum  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  producer  and  his  family,  and  no 
little  resourcefulness.    Wages  are  lower  and,  in  some . instances ,  local  help 
has  "been  induced  to  work  and  await  payment  until  a  later  date.     In  at  least 
one  counts,  schools  were  closed  for  two  weeks  to  permit  the  children  to  help. 
In  one  district  a  new  selling  practice  has  been  initiated:     growers  dig  the 
potatoes  and  sell  them  on  top  of  the  ground. .  ' Dealers  not  onlv  furnish  the 
sa.ck's  but  also  supply  the  labor  to  pick  up  the  potatoes,  grade,  sa.ck,  haul, 
and  load  them  into  curs.     The  producer  is  receiving  l^i  per  cwt.  for  U.S. 
No..  1  Russets  on  this  "basis.    Ee  accepts  this  low.  price  because  he  is  unable 
to  finance  the  labor  himself  and  store  for  later  sale.11

R.  L.  Sutton  included  the  following  in  a. letter  dated  Oct.  IS:- 

"Uxport  demand  for  ITcw  York  apples  has  been  fairly  well  maintained,  but 
outlets  for  domestic  trade  have  been  scarce.     Quite  a  number  of  cars  are  movin 
to  cider  plants,  and  the  into-storage  movement,  continues  active.     Some  bulk 
shipments  of  Baldwins  have  been  made,  mostly  at  S5r  Per  cwt.     Quotations  on 
car  lots  of  U.S.  l"o.  1  Baldwins,  2^--  inch  minimum,  b  eing  sent  out  by  brokers  and 
shippers  range  $0#-$l .  for  bushel  packages*. 

"The  market  situation  for  Bartlett  "pears  has  shown  a  slightly  weaker 
tendency.    This  condition  is  .probably  brought  about  to  some  extent  by  the 
ripening  of . stock  in  storage. 

11  The  grape  harvest  is  in  full  progress  and  truck  movement  is  very 
active.     Height  of  the  movement  in  the  Finger-Lakes  district  will  be  reached 
this  week.    Juice  plants  in  the  Chaut,auqua-3rie  district  are  very  active. 

"  Cabbage  market  is  dull.     Shipments  are  numerous,  but  buying  at  ship- 
ping point  is  limited.     Renorts  indicate  cash  prices  to  growers  mostly  around 
$k  per  ton' 1  or  Danish.  '  A  wide  range  exists  in  growers'  prices  for  domestic- 
type,  fluctuating  from  &I.50  to  <J>U,  depending  on  the  size  and  condition  of  the 
stock.   

"The  'optato  market  has  held  about  steady.     The  growers'  "price  is  now 
being  established  generally  .at  25.^  bulk  per  bushel,  but  it  is  understood  that 
farmers  ore  reluctant  to  offer  freelv  at  this  -price."

R.  3.  Keller  recently  sent  the  following  report  on  Michigan  crops :- 

"Demand  for  grapes  has  been  very  poor,  except  on  the  days  when  rainy 
weather  curtailed  supplies.     In  fact,  shippers  are  now  of  the  opinion  that, 
unless  some  frost  damage  occurs  to  limit  supplies ,  about  10 £  of  the  remaining 
crop  will  be  left  unharvested.     Through  October  lH,  Michigan!s  grape  movement 
tote/led  0I9  cars  by  boat  and  rail,  and  2,lSc  carloads  by  truck  over  the  Benton 
Harbor  Cash  Market. 

"Demand  and  trading  on  apples  continues  moderate,  with  prices. firm. 
The  fall  varieties  arecleaning  up  in  good  shape,  and  harvesting  is  -now  start- 
ing on  Baldwins  and  ITorthern  Spys.     Some  loss  of  the  Baldwins  was  reported 
from  recent  winds. 

"Michigan  onion  movement  is  moderate,  with  demand  verv  slow  and  the 
market  dull  and  -weak.     Little  stock  is  being  sold  for  speculation.    Buyers  are 
paying  23-30^  per  cwt.  for  U.S.  1T0.  1  onions,  mostly  for  'immediate  orders. 
However,  farmers  are  storing  most  of  their  stock.    Both  permanent  and  temoorarj 
storages  are  being  rapidly  filled. 

"Ihe  recent  cold  wave  sweeping  over  the  Middle  Uest  threw  a 'scare  into 
Michigan's  -potato  deal.     Snow  was  reported  honday  night  (Oct.  10)  over  the 
major  portion  of  the  potato  acreage  in  northern  Michigan,  and  light  freezing 
weather  has  occurred  during  the  week.    Zowever,  no  field  frost  damage  has  been 
reported.    A  large  portion  of  the'  crop  is  still  unharvested,  and  a  hard  frost 
would  coaise  serious  'damage.     The  market  situation  remains  in  the  same  low 
channels.    Dealers  are  pacing  farmers  25-3'^  per  cwt.  for  U.S.  Ho.  1  stock."

".'ith  a  comparatively  heavy  yield  0**  oranges  in  California  last  year,  thj 
costs  per  box  were  somewhat  lower  than  usual.  Cultural  costs  per  packed  box  we 
estimated  at  $1.81;  handling  costs,  including  picking,  hauling  and  packing,  at 
73^;  selling  and  advertising  13^,  or  a  total  f.o.o.  cost  of  about  $2.67  a  "boa. 
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9"b .     A  GOOD  RZPCPT  Oil  IDAHO  AFP  MOi/TAlTA  -CROPS 

L.  G.  Schultz,  of  the  Soise  inspection  office,  wrote  as  follows  on 
Oct.  Ill:- 

"Upon  return  from  my  Montana  trip,  I  find  that  the  Idaho  prime  ship- 
ping season  is  over  and  that  the  shipments  of  lettuce  and  celery  are  at 
their  peak.     I  visited  the  Caldwell  and  ITampa  section  yesterday  and  found 
some  very  fine  celery,  as  well  as  lettuce  of  ITo.  1  quality  and  "better. 
Weather  conditions  will  determine  the  length  of  the  shipping  season  of  these 
commodities ,  as  a  heavy  freeze  would  put  a  stop  to  practically  all  shipments. 
The  weather  so  far  has  "been  ideal  for  the  development  of  Doth,  products. 

•  Apple  shipments  are  slowing  down  somewhat,  many  going  into  storage. 
The  Jonathan  crop,  was  considerably  shorter  than  last  year.    Many  growers 
feel  that  the  market  may  improve  after  the  first  of  the  year.    We  are  finding 
considerable  difficulty  with  grading,  on  account  of  the  high  percentage  of 
worms  in  man"/  sections.     In  other  respects  the  crop  is  of  very  good  quality, 
being  generally  well-colored  and  of  fairly  good  size. 

"Potato  shipments  have  picked  up  during  the  last  few  days,  due  to 
:the  106  rise  .in  the  market,- but  where  growers  are  able  to  do  so  in  the  later 
sections  of  the  State  they  are  putting  the  majority  of  their  crop  in  storage, 

I  found  conditions  in  Montana  very  similar  to  those  in  Idaho,  especi- 
ally . in  the  Bitter  Root  Valley,  whore  they  have  a  Mcintosh  crop  of  very  high 
quality.    They  had -very  little  hail  this  year  and  practically  no  scab,,  which 
is  very  unusual.     The  price,  however,  is  very  •.discouraging.     In  most  cases 
they  are  receiving  an  advance  of  UO-^5^  Per  packed  box  of  wrapped  Extra.  Fancy 
and  Fancy  grades.     This  will  leave -them  very  little  money  after  harvesting 
and  other  operating  expenses  are  paid. 

"In  the- potato  districts  of  Montana,  I  found  a  crop  of  fairly  good 
quality,  although  in  some  instances  it  Was  not  up  to  normal  on  account  of  a 
shortage  of  water,.     Shipments  from  that  State,  however,  will  probably  be' 
■very  light,  except  from  the  seed-producing  districts  of  the  Milk  River  section, 
where • they  have  a  normal  crop  of  Bliss  Triumphs." 

10b .     RSORI'T-PIIUS  0:'  COLORADO  Cl'ICffS  A^D  POTATOES 

.  Bryce  Morris  wrote  as  follows  from  Denver  on  Oct.  15:-  ■ 
"Onion  shipments  have  continued  light  in  Colorado,  on  account  of  the 
slow  demand  and  low  prices.    The  Arkansas  Valley  has  originated  more  than  3/U 
of  the  total  movement  to  date. 

.."'.'■        "All  of  this  week  has  been  ideal  ; harvesting  weather,  with  temperatures 
above  normal.    Reports  indicate  that  there  is  a  considerable  tonnage  of 
potatoes  still  to  be  dug  in  the  San  Luis  Valley,  as  well  as  on  the  Western 
Slope  and  i  .  northern  Colorado.     If  prices  permit,  the  northern  Colorado 
section  probahly  will  ship  2,^00  cars  this  season,  according  to  latest 
.information."

Heretofore.,  sanitary  certificates  required  on  apples  under  the 
Argentine  Decree  have  "been  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine  at  port 
of  export.    Arrangements  have  "been  completed  whereby  these  certificates  will 
be  issued  on  the  basis  of  inspections  made  at  shipping  points  by  Federal- 
State  inspectors,  who  will  issue  memorandum  certificates  showing  freedom 
from  Bitter  Hot ,  Blotch,  he  s  s  e  r  ■  A-to  1  e  Wo rm  and  Apple  Maggot,  which  will  be 
attached  to-  the  regular  certificate,  and  this  memorandum  may  be  exchanged  at 
port  of  export  for  the  Plant  Quarantine  certificate  for  a  fee  of  $1.  Ship- 
ments which  are  entitled  to  receive  such  certificates  at  the  port  of  export 
must  be  accompanied  by  the  Export  Form  Certificate,  with  a  memorandum  certi- 
ficate attached  showing  that  the  fruit  in  question  has  received  the  required 
examination. 

The  certificate  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine  will  read  as  follows 

II  This  is  to  certify  that  at  least  two  per  cent  (2f0)  of  the  apples  in  car  Fo._ 

were  inspected  at  ,    on    19        and  were  found  to  be  apparently 

free  from  injurious  insects  and  diseases,  especially  those  enumerated  in 
-Article  h  of  the  Argentine  Decree  of  March  3,  1931  >  including  Bitter  Rot, 
Blotch,  Lesser  Apple  Worm  and  Apple  Maggot."     The  above  follows  the  general 
form  of  the  memorandum  issued  for  certification  of  shipments  to  France.  This 
memorandum  should  not  be  issued,  if  any  of  the  foregoing  insects  or  diseases 
are  found. 

In  making  the  detailed  inspection  required  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Quarantine,  the  shipping-point  supervisor  must  emphasize  to  all  inspectors, 
certifying  to  the  Bureau  apples  which  should  receive  the  sanitary  certificate 
at  the  port  of  export,   that  at  least  2f0  of  the  fruit  in  each  shipment  con- 
cerned must  be  examined.     The  samples  examined  must  be  representative  of  the 
car  and  should  be  selected  by  the  certifying  inspector  so  as  to  include 
different  growers'  brands,  lots  or  grades.    iTo  tolerance  should  be  allowed 
for  the  insects  and  diseases  enumerated  in  the  Argentine  Decree,  and  the 
fruit  examined  must  be  absolutely  free  from  the  insects  and  diseases  before 
the  memorandum  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine  can  be  issued.     The  same 
rules  regarding  the  quantity  of  fruit  examined,  which  govern  the  inspection 
and  certification  of  apples  and  pears  for  shipment  to  France,  govern  the  in- 
spection and  certification  of  apples  for  shipment  to  Argentina.     (See  D.L.  fo 
July  1,  1932) 

The  Argentine  Decree  of  March  Q,  1931,  provides  that,  in  the  event  any 
of  the  foregoing  parasites  are  fo'jad  in  a  shipment,  the  entire  consignment 
will  be  incinerated. without  right  of  indemnity  and  the  cost  of  transportation 
to  the  incinerator  shall  be  borne  by  the  importer.     Inspectors,  therefore, 
must  be  very  careful  and  thorough  in  their  work,  bearing  in  mind  that  the 
memorandum  certificate  cannot  be  issued  when  any  of  the  insects  and  diseases 
are  present.    Furthermore,  all  lots  must  deserve  the  Export  Form  Certificate 
before  inspection  can  be  made  for  the  insects  and  diseases  enumerated  in  the 
Argentine  Decree. 

A  supply  of  memorandum  certificates  will  be  available  for  distribution 
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within  a  few  days.     In  the  meantime,  shipping -point  supervisors  having  need 
for  the  certificate  required  by.  the •'.Bureau .,d.f :.vEl.a'nt  .Quarantine  may  type  the 
certifying  statement  on  a  Department  letterhead.   1  Four  copies  will  be  printed 
to  each  original.  ; 

2c .     SIZE  MUST  BE  DETERMIE3D  BY  MEASUREMENT  AMD  BE  REPORTED  CORRECTLY 

A  great  many  recent  certificates  on  apples -report  size  in  a  statement 
similar  to  the  following:     "2~l/l4  to  '-2-5/8,  mostly  2-3/g  to  2-1/2  inches  in 
diameter."    Such  a  statement  means  that  there  were  no  apples  smaller  than 
2-l/U  inches  in  diameter.    However,  reinspection  of  a  car,  on  which  the  fore- 
going statement  was  made,  showed  approximately  Sfo,  of  the  apples  less  than 
2-l/U  inches  in  diamter  and  the  shipping-point  certif icate  was  reversed  as  to 
size.     This  was  a  car  of  jumble-pack  boxed  apple sv 

Shipping-point  inspectors  should  never  take  it  for  granted  that  there 
are  no  apples  below  the  minimum  size  marked  on  the  container  and  should  always 
test  the  size  of  the  fruit  by  actual  measurement  *     Sizing  machines  do  not 
always  function  properly,  and  the  only  way  size  can  be  determined  accurately 
is  by  the  use  of  gauges  with  which  all  inspectors  have  been  supplied.  Inspec- 
tion should  be  made  in  every  case  to  see  whether  any  of  the  apples  are  smaller 
than,  the  specified  minimum  size.     In  the  foregoing  ca.se,  it  may  have  been  the 
intention  of  the  inspector  to  report  size:     "Generally  2-l/^j-to  2-5/S,  mostly 
2-3/g  to  2-1/2  inches  in  diameter."    :When  the  term  "generally"  is  used  in  re- 
porting size,  it  will  be  interpreted  to  mean  95$         "that  the  undersized 
stock  does  not  exceed  the  5;^  tolerance.     The  statement  "conforms  to  marks," 
which  is  being  used  for  reporting  size  of  barreled  apples,  is  very  appropriate 
and  the  use  of  the  term  "generally"  should  be  restricted  to  cases  where  the 
minimum  size  is  not  marked  on  the  containers.     There  are  cases  when  the  exact 
percentage  of  undersized  stock  should  be  reported  even  though  it  is  within  the 
tolerance,  and  this  must  always  be  done  at  the  request  of  the  applicant. 

Shipping -point  supervisors  should  bring  this  matter  to  the  immediate 
attention  of  all  inspectors  working  under  their  direction  and  insist  that  these 
instructions  bo  complied "with. 

3c.     A  SPECIAL  TOLERANCE  EOF,  DECAY  IN  SOME  0?  THE  GRADES 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  U.S.  standards  for 
fruits  and  vegetables  which  have  recently  been  promulgated  provide  a  special 
tolerance  for  decay  en  route  or  at  destination.     At  present,  the  list  includes 
standards  for  citrus  fruits , except  those  for  California  and  Arizona?  tomatoes 
and  bunched  carrots.     Others  may  be  added  to  this  list,  and  it  is  Lip  to  each 
inspector  to  note  carefully  the  grade  specifications  before  making  an  inspec- 
tion and  preparing  the  certificate. 

In  the  case  of  a  car  of  tomatoes  arriving  at  destination  with  10-/6  of 
grade  defects  and  any  amount  of  decay  up  to  5$»  the  proper  gra.de  statement 
would  be:     "Lot  grades  U.S.  No.  1."     On  the  other  hand,  if  the  decay  amounted 
to  more  than  5^>  "the  following  grade  statement-  would  be  correct:     "Stock  now 
fails  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1  only  on  account  of  decay." 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the    tolerance  for.  decay 
en  route  or  at  destination  is  in  addition  to  the  tolerance  for  other  grade 
defects*    While-  there  is  a  t  olerance  of  5$  for  decay  in  tomatoes  a,t  destina.- 
"t  ion",  in  the  •ease  of  bunched  carrots  and  citrus  fruits  this  tolerance  is-  only  3/7°-

Requests  for  grading  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  at  points  not 
authorized,  to  make  such  inspections  :tg  frequently  received  in  Washington.  In 
some  instances,  owing  to  the  non-perishable  character  of  the  commodities,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  draw  samples  immediately  upon  receipt  of  advice  from  7Tashing- 
ton.     Occasionally,  however,    (as  was  the  case  recently)  it  is  quite  essential 
for  Samples  to  be  drawn  and  forwarded  at  the  earliest  posrible  moment.  This 
is  particularly  true  at  ports  where  goods  may  be  awaiting  shipment  by  boat, 
when  requests  to  draw  samples  are  received,  it  is  assumed  that  the  inspector 
will  consider  the  advice  in  the  light  of  a  request  for  inspection  and  furnish 
the  service  in  its  order.    If  for  any  reason  samples  cannot  be  drawn  the  day 
the  request  is  received,  please  wire  Washington  explaining  why  samples  cannot 
be  drawn,  in  order  that  other  steps  may  be  taken  to  serve  the  applicant  re- 
questing the  grading.    A  large  amount  of  fees  was  lost  recently,  because  of  th 
apparent  inability  of  one  of  the  offices  to  draw  samples  promptly. 

2 f  •    u-  S.  GRAIZ5  Off  LABELS  0?  CAL-iTED  FRUITS    OR  VEGETABLES. 

As  our  field  offices  may  be  requested  to  furnish  information  on  this 
subject,  this  statement  may  be  of  interest:     It  is  the  policy  of  the  Departraea 
to  deny  the  use  of  the  prefix  "U.S."  in  grade  statements  on  cans,  unless  the 
goods  so  labeled  have  been  produced  in  a  plant  under  the  observation  of  a 
grader  of  this  Bureau  and  have  subsequently  been  graded  by  a  representative  of 
the  Bureau.    However,  the  Department  urges  the  desirability  of  the  use  of 
terms  "Grade  A,"  "Grade  B,"  "Grade  C,"  etc.,  whether  or  not  the  product  has 
been  graded  by  the  Bureau.    The  canner  assumes  full  responsibility  for  the 
grade  statements  which  appear  on  his  products.     The  use  of  the  grading  service 
however,  to  assure  the  canner  that  his  products  are  in  conformity  with  the 
grade  requirements  of  the  Bureau,  will  doubtless  be  helpful.     Canners  who  may 
inquire  with  respect  to  the  cost  of  services  of  graders  to  be  assigned  to  t.-ei 
factories  should  be  referred  to  Washington.     The  first  canner  to  apply  for 
such  service  was  the  G.  L.  Webster  Company  of  Cheriton,  Vav  which  plans  to 
label  a  limited  quantity  of  canned  Lima  beans  "U.S.  Grade  A,"  as  an  experimen

5 f •     PUBLIC  WAREHOUSEMEN  AND  BANKERS  FREQUENTLY  ARE APPLICANTS  FOR' 
GRADING  SERVICE 

Inspection  offices,  in  bringing  the  attention  of  the  canned  fruit  and 
vegetable  grading  service  to  the  trade,  should  not  overlook  the  possibility 
of  developing  business  with  public  warehousemen-,  and  financial  institutions. 
Probably  the  largest  volume  of  business  at  present  is  coming  from  organiza- 
tions financing  canners.     It  is  suggested  that,  as  inspectors  have  time,  they 
call  on  banks  in  the  cities  in  which  they  are  located,  particularly  in  cities 
close  to  important  canning  areas,  to  acquaint  them  with  this  service.     It  is 
the' policy  of  the  Bureau  to  train  inspectors  at  points  where  sufficient  volume 
of  canned  fruit  and  vegetable  grading  is  in  sight.

,  Supervising  inspectors  often  are  able  to  send  as  valuable  news  of  crop 
movement  and.  trade  sentiment  as  can  any  market-news  man,  and  such  letters  are 
most  welcome.  Those  occasionally  sent  by  L.  G.  Schultz,  of  Idaho,  are  excel- 
lent examples. 

Important  use  of  these  letters  is  made  by  G.  B.  Fiske,  who  furnishes  the 
press  with  numerous  regional  market  reviews  adapted  to  particular,  sect  ions  of 
the  country,,     Carbon  copies  enclosed  with  all  such',  letters  go  promptly  to  him 
and  are  most  helpful.    Please  always  submit  a  carbon  copy,  marked  for  G.  B. 
Fiske,  with  each  letter.     Such  parts  of  these  letters  as  are  of  value  to  our 
entire  staff  will  be  published  in  the  D.L.     Keep  the  news  coming  into  the 
Washington  office  regularly,  for  the  benefit  of  everybody.,

The  following  passages  from  a  letter  of  Oct.  1  by  P.  A.  Motzy  of  the- 
London-  office,  show  the  impression  made  "by  early  arrivals  of  American  apples 
in  England  this  season.    Some...  later  shipments  have  not  "been  quite  equal  to 
these  in  quality:—  -V.  -'••'••••*  '     -         *  •     -"• ' 

"There  is  an  active  demand  for  colored  apples  and,  in  this  respect, 
the  offerings  of  "barreled  apples  from  the  eastern  States  leave  little  to  "be 
desired.-  These  apples,  regardless  of  their  "unusually  fine  quality,  have 
moved  at  lower  price-levels  in  sympathy -with  the  tofcal .arrivals ,  many  of 
which  are  of  questionable  quality  and  condition.  *** 

"The  quality,  appearance  and  condition,  and  general  outturn  of  Ameri-  ': 
can  apples  has,  on  the  whole,  been  most  refreshing.  .  It  is  a  genuine  pleasure 
not  only  to  see  the  fruit,  but  to  have  buyers  call. you  over  and  comment  on 
the' fine  quality  'of  the  fruit .     I  have  seen,  many  barrels  of  Jonathans,.  King 
Davids,  Wealthys,  Grimes,  etc.,  this  season. that  were  worthy  of  a  blue  ribbon 
Judging  by  what  has  occurred  in  past  seasons,,  it  makes  one-  wonder  how  this;  ■ 
marked  improvement  could  have  taken  place.     Complaints  are  few  and  -  far;  'be twee 
and' those  which  have  come  in  have  been,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,-  based  on 
condition  rather  than  grade  or  pack.***  ... 

"Some  'beautiful  parcels  o'f  Grimes  Golden  have  been  offered.     The  high 
merits  of  this  variety,  however,.,  are  not  sufficiently  appreciated  in  England. 
Its  popularity,  no  doubt,  is  increasing.,,  but.  buyer s  and  the  public  generally 
have  not  taken  on  to  it  as  they  should, . :  .In  Liverpool  and  the  -North,  it  is 
becoming  better  known,  but  future  education  is. still  required  on  the  London 
and  South  of  England  market's.,..  .',  ...     ...  ~  ■  - 

11 A  very  small  parcel  of  Golden  Delicious  was  offered  in  London  this 
week.    Buyers  were  interested  and. .sampled  the  Sample  packages  freely.  The 
Golden  Delicious  should  gain  in  favor  as  the  quantity  increases,  since  it 
resembles  the  Ortley,.  which  is  a  popular  variety." 

5a .     PAPAYAS  BEING  RECEIVED    .FROM  SOUTHERN  TEXAS 

John  W,  Coleman  sent  the  following  from  New  Orleans  on  Oct.  25:- 

11  We  have  added  a  new  commodity  to  our  daily  market  report.     Last  week 
New  Orleans  received  several  crates  of  Texas  papayas , -  which  were  wrapped  in 
cellophane  and  packed  three  to  a  crate.     These. ..sold  at  $2  per  crate. 

"The  papaya  may  be  described  as  a  cantaloupe  that  grows  on  a  tree.  It 
is  a  melon-like  fruit,  that  grows  on  a. .,  .'tall  -  plant  which  is  not  a  tree  in 
the  true  sense  of  the  word,  although  the  plant  attains  a  height  of  15  ' to  20 
feet.     The  fruit  is  tropical  but  has  been  introduced  to  America  during  rather 
recent  years.     Growers  in  Texas  firmly  believe  the  papaya  will  be  as  common 
on  northern  markets  in  a  few  years  as  the  banana  now  is. 

"The  papaya  can  be  eaten  as  a  breakfast  food.     Lemon  juice  or  lime 
juice  gives  it  a  better  taste.     It  can  be  combined  with  other  fruits  and  vege 
tables  as  a  salad  and  served  with  mayonnaise  or  French  dressing.  .     .  . 

"It  is  claimed  that  the'  papaya  has  a  health  quality  not  possessed  by 
any  other  fruit.     The  fresh  fruit  contains  an  enzyme  or  ferment,  that  ."behaves 
in  the  human  stomach  as  does  th.e  natural  animal  pepsin.     This  quality  makes 
the  fruit  an  aid  in  all  forms  of  indigestion  and  dyspepsia." 

Editor's  note:-    It  is  probable,  according  to  B.P.'I.   specialists,  that 
the  enzyme,  mentioned  by  Mr.  Coleman,  is  more  particularly  found  in  the  milky 
fluid  which  exudes  from  the  cutting  of  the- rind  of  the  green  but  fully-sized 
fruit.

lc.     A  GOOD  REPORT  ON  NSW  YORK  GRAPE  ■  INSPECTIONS   

In  a.  letter,  of  Oct.  26  from  SrQcton,  N.  Y.  ,  mention  was  made '"by 
J.  A.  Marks  that  grape  inspections  in  the 'Chautauqua-Erie  belt  through  ..  .... 

Oct.  22.  totaled  1,109.  cars  on-  the  New  ...York  :  side  and  32^.011  the  Pennsylvania 
side  of  the  State  line,  with  .an  additional  65  cars  the  next  two  days. 
Practically  all  of  the  rail  shipments  have  "been  inspected.     Less  than  10^ 
of  the  total  covered  truck  shipments.  .  Perhaps.,  one-third  of  the  entire  crop 
remains  to  "be  picked.    Movement  may  continue  for  at  least  two  more  weeks. 

The  cash  price  to  growers  had  "been  around  $16-$1S  per  ton  of  Concords 
"but  recently  dropped  to  a  level  of  $I2-$14.    Mr.  Marks  continued  as  follows 
"Many  growers  figure  that  at  present  prices  .there  is  little  inducement  to 
pick  their  crop.     Cost  of  the  "baskets  varies  from  $5  to  $5«50  Per  ton,  and 
picking  and  hauling  brings  up  the  cost  to  around  $8.50.     The  average  yield 
this  season  is  probably  very  little  over  2  tons  per  acre,  so  that  it  is 
going  to  be  a  disappointing  season.  '    ,  ..." 

"Quality  is  better  ,  than  we  expected,'  though,  it  Varies  considerably 
.at  different  stations  and  in  different  vineyards.  "  Prom  the  .eastern  part  of 
the  b.elt  the  quality  is  .  as  good  as  we  have  had  any  season ;bothin the  center 
and 'on  the  western  end  the  dry 'weather  has  cut  down  the  size  of  bunches  and 
berries.     Some  vineyards  also  are  showing  considerable  berry-moth  injury. 
There  has  been  less  cracking  and . splitting  of  grapes  than,  usual  and  the  pack, 
as  a  whole,  has. been  the  best. we  have  had,     The  quality  in  general  is  quite 
good,  'but  we  do  have  more  lots  that  are  near  the  lower  limit  for  Ho.  1  Juice 
requirements  ;and  that  will  doubtless  be  disappointing  to  the  trade,  particu- 
larly where  they  have  had  other  cars  where  most  of  the  stock  would  meet  Tahle 
requirements.    Hear  the  center  of  the.  belt  there  has  been  considerable . leaf- 
hopper  '  i  n  j  ury . 11

T.-  R.  Hall  included  the  following  notes  in  a  recent  review  at 
'  Seattle:-  ';       '■         '  "        '.'  _  '.       *         '  .-k--^  .f.,.  .•'       .  p 

"Export  movement  ■  of  apples  from  the  Northwest  .is  now  reaching  its 
peak  volume.  'Ah' average  of  a-ship-each-day  in  October  is  scheduled  to  clear 
from  Port  Seattle  with  cargoes  of  apples  and  pears  for  foreign  ports.  Also 
"being  tried  out  in  an  experimental  way  this  season  is  the  movement  of  a  cargo 
■  of  apples  from  Portland  to  the  East  Coast  by  refrigerated  vessel  through  the 
Panama  Canal.    Another,  development  of  the  193^  season,-  "brought  on,  in  the 
opinion  of  those  connected  with  the  shipping  industry,  possibly  "by  the  exclu- 
sion of  cheaper  grade  United  States  fruit  from  Great  Britain,-  is  the  freer 
movement  of  the  poorer  grade  fruit  from  British  Columbia  to  London,  Liverpool 
and  other  British  markets. 

"The  Jonathan  apple  harvest  has  generally  been  completed  in  all  dis-  .. 
tricts  of  Washington,  Oregon  and  Idaho,  and  picking  of  Delicious  and  Romes 
is  now  in  full  progress.    Winesap  picking  will  soon  be  under  way  in  the 
Yakima  and'Wenatchee  valleys.  .  The  tone  of  eastern  markets  is  showing  some 
slight  improvement/for  boxed  apples,  though  prices  are  still  very  low." 

2b.     VERY  LOW  PRICES  FOR  ONIONS  127  COLORADO 

Bryce  Morris  wrote  in  part  as  follows  from  Denver  on  Oct.  22:- 
" Recent  reports  from  the  San  Luis  Valley  indicate  that  approximately 
Vyp'  of  the  potato  crop  was  still  to  be  harvested  after  Oct.  15»  Apparently 
the  crop  Will  be  considerably  lighter  than  at  first  anticipated,  with  various 
factors  estimating  6,500  to  7j500  cars , 1  besides  the  truck  movement.  It 
seems  that  many  fields  of  potatoes  failed  to  size  normally,  so  that  the  yield 
will  be  cut  down,  especially  in  the  Center  section. 

"Onion  shipments  have  continued  light,  on  account  of  the  slow  demand 
and  low  prices.    With  present  f.o.b.  sales  around  22-27^  per  50-pound  sack  of 
large  No.  1  Valencias,  growers  have  received  only  20-30^  bulk  per  cwt.  for 
stock  measuring  3- inches  and  over.     The  quality  is  good  and  sizes  average, 
except  on  the  north  side  of  the  Arkansas  River  where  short  supplies  of  irri- 
gation water  retarded  growth." 


3b.     POSSIBLE  FIELD  FROST  IN  IDAHO  POTATOES 

"The  principal  topic  of  conversation  in  Idaho  potato  circles  has  been 
the  cold  weather  in  producing  sections  and  its  effect  upon  fields  which  had, 
not  been  dug.    Most  points  in  the  Snake  River  Valley  reached  a  minimum  temper- 
ature, during  the  past  week,  lower  than  the  minimum  of  the  middle  of  October 
2  years  ago,  when  losses  were  so  widespread.    While  digging  at  most  points  in 
the  Upper  Valley  was  nearly  finished  at  the  time  of  the  freeze,  the  unharvestec 
area  in  the  Twin  Falls-Burley  section  included  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
crop  grown  this  season."    —  (R.   G-.  Risser,  Oct.  22.)

V<*.  L.  Jackson,,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,"  wrote  as  follows  on  Oct.  20:- 

"The  California  fall  tomato  deal  is  again  waiting  for  a  killing  frost 
that  will  put  an  end  to  the  crop  dn  midwestern  and  eastern  producing  areas 
and  thus  force  the  consuming  markets  to  look  to  California  as -a  so\irce  of 
supply.  .  • 

"Growing  conditions  have  De en favor ah le  and  heavy -yields  of  excellent- 
quality  stock  are  reported  from  all  tomato  sections-in  California.  These 
factors,  coupled  with  an  increase  in  plantings  of  some  5>000  acres,  should 
guarantee  a  good  supply. 

"Shipping  stock  has  been  available  since  early  September,  hut  movement 
has  been  held  back  on  account  of  the  limited  market  for  California  tomatoes. 
Growers  have.,  kept  fields  in  good  condition  by  removing  the  ripe  stock,  and 
most  of  the'  crown  or  first  set  has  gone  to  waste  in  the  process. 

"Demand  so  far  has  been  limited,  and  it  has  been  difficult  to  report 
the  f.Okb.  cash  market.    Some  stock  has  been  sold  at  60-65^  per  lug  of  green 
wrapped  U.S.  Kb.  1  Marglobes,  6x6  and  larger,  from  Ventura  and  San  Diego 
counties.    A  report  of  frost  in  middlewestern  producing  areas,  coupled' with 
some  temporary  labor  difficulties  in  the  Santa  Maria  Valley,  produced  a  tem- 
porary increase  in  demand  and  the 

f.o.b.  price  went  to  70-75^  f°r  a  few  days.  Ship- 
ments >;  however,  were  heavier  than  usual,  with  more  than  100  cars  daily  on 
October  17,  IS,  and  19.    Apparently  eas'ter'n  markets  were  still  well-supplied 
with  homegrown  stock,  and  the  limited  demand  for  California  offerings  caused 
f.o.b.  prices  to  drop  to  the  old  range  of  60— 65^  P°r  lug." 

5b.     LOT;  YI5LDS  AlTD  VARIABLE  QUALITY  OF.  WISCOI'SIIT  POTATOES 

The  f ollowing  .came  from  A.  M.  McDowell  at  -Waupaca  under  date  of  Oct.  2k: 
"Digging  of  Wisconsin  potatoes  was  practically  completed  during  the 
past  week,  and  reports  are  that  both  yield  and  quality  have  been  variable.  In 
the  central  .and  northern  parts  of  the  State,  yields  ranged  from  25  to  125 
bushels  per  acre,  with  probably  most  fields  between  50  and  75  bushels.  In 
some  localities  quality  is  fairly  good,  but  in  others  as  little  as  25^  of  the 
crop  will  meet  the  requirements  of  U.S.  ITo.  1  grade.     Scab  has  been  quite 
prevalent  in  some  places.     In  the  Rice  Lake  section  in  the  northwestern  part 
of  the  State  the  best  yields  were  obtained,  some. fields  producing  150  to  175 
bushels  per  acre. 

"Despite  the  low  prices  and  the  lack  of  trading  activity,  local  interest 
in  the  market  apparently  is  being  well  maintained,  judging  by  the  number  of 
requests  for  the  daily  report  which  have  been  received.     The  number  of  names 
on  our  mailing  list  is  about  10$  greater  than  a  year  ago,  most  of  the  increase 
occurring  within  Wisconsin  and  the  upper  peninsula  of  Michigan.     The  great 
majority  of  requests  appears  to  be  from  producers  and  small  dealers."

"R.  L.*  Sutton  sent  the  following  report  under  date  of  Oct.  25 

"Harvesting  of  the  late  crop  of  G-olden  Self -Blanching  celery  has 
begun.    At  the  close  of  last  week,  storage  houses  in  western  Hew  York  reported 
3^7,000  crates  under  refrigeration.     It  is  our  opinion  that  at  least  half  of 
this  number  consists  of  the  early  varieties.     Storage  holdings  at  the  same 
time  last  fall  were  about  127,000  crates  heavier.     This  greater  volume  last 
year  was  brought  about  principally  by  the  larger  use  of  early  celery  for 
storage  and  the  earlier  cutting  of  the  Golden  crop.     Some  sales  on  carloads 
of  the  late  G-olden  have  been  made  mostly  around  65^  per  two-thirds  crate. 
YThen  this  crop  begins  to  move  from  storage,  f.o.b.  prices  will  have  to  be 
around  $1.25  even  to  equal  those  being  received  now.     Storage  charges 
usually  amount  to  ^0<t  per  crate. 

"The  grape  season  is  nearing  a  very  unsuccessful  finish.  :  Yesterday, 
■shippers  in  the  Chautauqua-Erie  district  sold  jumbos  (12-qt.  ClimaX  baskets) 
Concords  for  $l6-$iS  per  ton,  and  Niagaras  ranged  $lS-.$23.     Less  than  half 
as  many  ca.rloads  have  moved  from  Hew  York  this  season  as  to  . the.  same  time 
last  year.      -    •   •  • 

"Although  la.rge  quantities  of  apples  are  going  into  storage,  the  daily 
shipments  have  been  well  maintained.    With  supplies  of  Baldwins  considered 
to  be  light  this  year,  shippers  are  not  anxious  to  sell  at  existing  values 
but  would  rather  store  for  later  market.     Important  quantities  of  apples  are 
being  shipped  in  bulk.     This  class  of  fruit  going  mostly  as  orchard-run,  with 
culls  removed,  can  be  used  advantageously  in  many  of  the  smaller  communities 
by  dealers  who  ordinarily  would  not  receive  carload  shipments.  .  Export  move- 
ment is  fairly  active,  there  being  around  10  cars  daily  billed  to  Weehawken 
for  foreign  shipment. 

"Storage  supplies  of  Bartlett  pears  arc  nearing  depletion.  Xieffers 
are  moving  mostly  to  foreign  markets,  but  larger  quantities  probably  are 
being  stored, 

"The  movement  of  cabbage  continues  liberal,  with  extremely-  low  values 
dominating.    -Growers  are  receiving  mostly  around  $3  per  ton  for  Danish,  with 
no  definite  price  existing  for  domestic-type.     Much  has  been  taken  at  $2  cash 
to  growers,  but  some  dealers  have  stopped  the  growers  from  hauling  even  at 
this  price.     The  onion  market  continues  dull." 


Sb.     SQM3  MABjE  POTATOES  IjDW  BEIlTG  SKIPPED  BY  BOAT 

V.  H.  Nicholson  wrote  from  Fresque  Isle  on  Oct.  22  as  follows:- 
"Maine  potato  shipments  recently  have  averaged .about  100. cars  daily, 
compared  with  2^0  a  year  ago.     The  crop  is  practically  all  harvested  and 
under  cover,  and  it  appears  very  much  as  if  it  will  take  an  increase  in  price 
to  cause  growers  and  shippers  to  haul  many  potatoes, 

"Both  the  price  for  loaded  cars  and  the  cash-to~growers  price  have  de- 
clined slightly.     Demand  for  carlots  is  very  sluggish,  with  most  of  the  in- 
quiry coming  from  New  England  and  southern  States.     There  was  seme  trucking 
to  points  along  the  coast  during  the  past  week,  and  several  boats  are  sched-" 
uled  to  clear  early  next  week.    Most  of  those  boats  will  carry  potatoes  for 
Jersey  City,  Philadelphia,  and  possibly  Baltimore. "

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9b .     TIMELY  NOTES- ON.  MICHIGAN  CHOPS 

The  following  cane  from  R.  E.  .  Kelle  r  under  elate  of  Oct.  -25:- 

"The  Michigan  grape  deal  is  drawing  to  a  close,  after  one- of  the 
longest  harvesting  seasons  on  record..   With  lighter  supplies  prices  have 
advanced,  but  returns  are  still  very  low.' 

"Picking  of  apples  is  pract icaily  completed,  and  many  of  the  ware- 
houses have  finished  packing.     Farmers  and  shippers  lost  money  storing 
fruit  last  year,   so  they  are  inclined  to  sell  at  prevailing  prices. 
.Another  factor  causing  light  storage  is  the  short  crop  of  Baldwins  and 
Spys,   the  two  principal  late  varieties  of  this  State. 

"Most  of  the  potato  digging  is  completed,  and  the  stock  is  under 
cover  either  in  the  field  pits  or  storages.     Encouraging  reports  are  coming 
in  as  to  yields,   quality  and  size.     Michigan  has  one  of  the  largest  crops 
of  good-quality . tubers  in  recent,  seasons,  but  the  market  remains  weak  with 
trading  very  slow....  Dealers  are  paying  farmers  20-25^  bulk  per  cwt  of  U.-S. 
No.  1  Russet  Jlurals.  ,  , 

"The  onion,  movement  is  only  moderate,  with  the  market  very  weak. 
The  price  to  farmers  has  dropped  another  nickel.     The  f,o.b.  level  of  25$ 
per  ^O-pQ"1-"111^  sack  of  U.S.  No.  1  yellows  is  the  lowest  shipping-point  price 
on  record  here."

The  .following  wire  came  from  J.  C.  Towns  end,  .'Jr.,  at  Orlando  on  Nov.  g: 
"Twelve  hours  of  rain,  measuring  12-  inches  at  Fort  Mayaca,  22  inches 
at  Canal  Point,  10  inches  at  Belle  Glade,  5  inches  at  South  Bay  and  3  inches 
at  Moorehaven,  drowned  all  beans  and  other  crops, 'at  Mayaca,   Canal  Point  and 
Belle  Glade.     Some  acreage  was  safe  on. the  islands  and  in  the  section  from 
South  Bay  to  Clewiston.    Estimated  acreage  left  is  about  2,000,  with  probable 
shipments  of  300  cars.     This  has  reduced  the  fall  acreage  of  snap  beans  from 
1^,500  to  9*500  acres  and  the  expected  yield  of  I3O  bushels,  to  92  bushels  per 
acre.  ***  About  1,000  acres  of  green  peas  were  lost,  and  very  few  are  left. 
There  are  probably  300  acres  of  Lima  beans  left  on  the  islands  and  below  South 
Bay.     Acreages  of  other  crops  were  net  affected."

Detailed  reports  on  vegetable  plantings  in  the  above-mentioned  countrie 
can  be  had  from  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  in  this  Bureau.     West  Coast 
of  Mexico  shows  more  acres  of  beans,  fewer  acres  cf  tomatoes  and  peppers,  and 
the  same  acreage  of  peas  as  last  winter.    Puerto  Rico  shows  an  SOfo  increase 
in  vegetable  acreage,  compared  with  2  years  ago,  partly  because  of  the  recent 
hurricane  v/hich  destroyed  citrus  fruit.     Cuba  reports  reduced  plantings  of 
practically  all  vegetables  which  are  shipped  to  the  United  States. 

ka.M     VIRGINIA  MARKETS  BUREAU  SHOWS  PROGRESS 

The  Virginia  Division  of  Markets  reports  a  23/o  increase  in  the  volume  0:

lb .     AbT  IMPORTANT  SUMMARY  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  GRAPE  SEASON 

The  following. letter  was  written  by  A.  E.  Prugh  at  Fresno  on  Nov.  1. 
Because  we  had  no  D.L.  last  week,  •publication  of  his  letter  had  to  he 
deferred  until  today.    However,  because  it  contains  so  much  information  of 
value,  most  of  the  letter  is  printed  below:- 

"In,  several  markets  recently.,  California  juice  grapes  sold  at  or 
below  freight  charges.  '  The'  freight  rate  to  Hew  York  is  $1.73  Per  100  pounds 
'.and  standard  refrigeration  is'  $105,'  making  the  cost  per  lug  59^'  on  28  pounds 
and  6U^  on'  32  Pounds.    Many  shippers  have  economized  on  transportation  costs 
this  season  by  billing  cars  'initial ■ ice'  or  'initial  ice  and  one  icing  in 
transit.'    A  recent  ruling -also  standardized  billing  weights  instead  of  using 
the  actual  weights . (see  D.L.  for  Oct.  Ik) 

"The  various  auction  markets  Monday,  Oct.  >Jlt  had  on  track  2 ,-996  cars 
of  black  juice  grapes,  compared  with  2,069  the  same  day  last  year,  and  1,215 
cars  of  white  juice,  compared -With  69^  a  year  ago.  Total  for -all .grapes  was 
^,656  cars,  as  against  3>660  on  the  same  day  in  1931* 

"On  Oct.  2S,  about  50  shippers- from  various  districts,  realizing  the 
evident  marketing  disaster  that  confronted  them,  held  a  meeting  in  Fresno 
and  decided  to  stop  juice  grape  shipments  for  an  eight-day  period  from 
Sunday,  Oct.  30  to  Sunday  ITo.v.  6,  and  also' agreed  to  curtail  movement  of 
table  stock  as  much  a s  possible.     All  shippers,  of  course,  did  not  enter  this 
agreement,  but  on  Sunday,  Oct.  3^ *  only  70  cars  of  black  juice  and  28  white 
juice  were  shipped.-   This  compared  wi til  225  blacks  and  12 3  whites  the  pre- 
vious Sunda}*;.     Only  28  cars  of  table  stock  moved  from  the  northern  district 
and  132  from  the  central  district  on  Sunday,  Oct.  ^0f    Plenty  of  Tokays  were 
available  in  the'  Lodi  section,  but  several  frosts  during  mid-October  caused 
some  damage  to  exposed  bunches,  which  made  buyers  skeptical  of  their  carry- 
ing quality,  and  the  demand  swung  to  the  Emperors  in  the  central  section. 
There  has  been  a  fair  demand  for  Emperors  grading  U.S.  Fancy  for,  storage, 
but  .  only  limited  trading  in  average  stock.'- 

'  "By  the  end  of  October,  the  f.o.'b.'  demand  for  all  juice  stock  practi- 
cally ceased,  as  eastern  receivers- knew  that  too  many  cars  were  accumulating 
and  also  that  the  movement  continued  too  heavy.     Recent  prices  of  Muscats 
have  been  really  better  than  anticipated.  '  It  is  reported  that  consumers  in 
the  East  are  mixing  the  juice  of  the  cheap  Concords  with  the  Muscat  juice. 
Carignaries  have  been  selling  low*     Thompsons  continue  to  sell  the  best  of 
any  table  varieties  moving  in  volume.    A  few  Ribiers,of  course,  are  topping 
the  market.     Following  are  some  comparisons  of  city  auction  prices  on  Juice 
and  table  stock  for  the  week . ending  Oct .  20  and  the  'Sain?  iwek  a  year  ago:

"Last  season  about  14,000  cars  of  California  grapes  moved  after  Oct.  30, 
making  a.  total  of  39,776.     This  season  36,8*46  cars  had  been  shipped  to 
Oct.   30  and,  with  present  curtailed  movement,  congested  terminals  and  slow 
demand,  total  shipments  this  season  may  not  exceed  140,500.    Besides,  at  this 
time  of  the  year  there  is  always  danger  of  rain  and  heavy . frosts.     The  two 
seasons  have  presented  a  marked  contrast.     Last  year  the  East  did  not  believe 
that  California  had  a  short  crop  and  waited  so  late  to  buy  that  consumers 
were  compelled  to  pay  a  fairly  high  price  for  juice  stock  in  November.  This 
season  they  commenced  buying  early  and  at  present  seem  to  have  their  wants 
well  supplied,  and  still  have  heavy  accumulations  available  on  the  tracks." 

2b .    BRIBE  NOTES  OH  THE  POTOMAC  VALLEY  APPLE  SITUATION 

A  recent  letter  from  R.  M.  Peterson,  at  Martinsburg,  W.  Va. ,  advised 
that  apple  picking  in  that  general  area  was  delayed  by  late-October  rains  but 
was  practically  completed  last  Saturday,  and  packing  of  the  crop  is  expected 
to  be  finished  by  Nov.  20.     Local  estimates  indicate  that  the  cold-storage 
holdings  in  that  section  will  be  approximately  half  those  of  last  season. 

Export  demand  has  "been  rather  satisfactory,  but  domestic  purchases 
have  heen  restricted.     There  was  little  speculative  buying.  .  Larger  sizes 
have  been  hard- to  move.    Most  of  the  larger  Winesaps  were  going  into  storage, 
with  very  little  demand  at  current  quotations.     However,  the  market  for  that 
variety  is  firm,  with  f.o.b.  prices  fairly  high.

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hb .     TRANSPORTATION  CHARG-ES  REDUCED  OU  NORTH  CENTRAL  POTATOES 

The  following  information  came  from  A.  M.  McDowell  "under  date  of 
Oct*  30:-  . 

"Of  much  interest  to  Wisconsin  potato  shippers  and  growers  were 
changes  made  during  the  past  week  in  freight  rates.     The  usual  charge  of 
$5  for  car  rental,  in  effect  "between  Oct.  15  and  April  15>  was  discontinued 
early  in  the  week,  "bringing  about  a  saving  of  approximately         per  sack. 
Later,  the  rates  from  the  lower  peninsula 'of  Michigan  into  territory  within 
trucking  distance  were  greatly  reduced,  the  new  tariffs  giving  Michigan  a 
12^  advantage  into  Indianapolis  and  a  13^ ' advantage  into  Cincinnati  over 
Wisconsin.     It  is  also  understood  that  rates  into  Chicago  have  "been  so  low- 
ered as  to  permit  Michigan  potatoes    to  move  into  that  market  more  freely. 
These  reductions  probably  will  have"  a  material  effect  upon  the  distribution 
of  Wisconsin  potatoes,  as  the  area  east  of  Illinois  will  be  practically  closed 
and  more  competition  will  be  encountered  in  Chicago,  which  so  far  has  ab- 
sorbed .50 ;b  of  the  shipments  from  this  State." 

5b .     LOUISIANA  SEED  POTATOES  BSINC  TRIED  IIT  CUBA 

The  following  came  from  J.  W.   Coleman,  at  New  Orleans,  on  Oct. 

" Louisiana  may  have  a  new  outlet  for  potatoes  next  year.     Cuba  is 
trying  a  shipment  of  Louisiana  Bliss  Triumphs  for  seed  purposes  and,  if  the 
experiment  is  successful,  hereafter  Cuba  may  draw  most  of  its  seed  stock 
from  Louisiana  instead  of  Canada. 

"This  season,  growers  in  Terrebonne  Parish  donated  potatoes  for  the 
experiment.    A.  cold-storage  plant  in  New  Orleans  allowed  the  stock  to  be 
stored  free  of  charge.     This  period  of  storage  gave  the  potatoes  the  neces- 
sary rest  period.     The  Standard  Fruit  Company  took  the  potatoes  to  Cuba  with- 
out charge,   and  Cuba  allowed  the  potatoes  to  enter  without  the  usual  duty. 
The  potatoes  were  distributed  and  planted  in  experimental  plots  under  the 
direction  of  a  County  Agent  from  Louisiana.     Louisiana,  and  Canadian  seed  will 
be  planted  side  by  side.     If  Cuba  likes  Louisiana  seed,  a  great  many  growers 
here  expect  to  make  a  specialty  of  producing  good  seed  potatoes.     In  about 
U  months  there  should  be  a  report  ready,  which  will  show  how  this  experiment 
turned  out . " 

6b.     MARKET  REPORTS  POSTED  AT  AN  AUTO  (TOURIST)  CAM? 

C.  J.  Hansen  sent  the  following  information  from  San  Francisco  on 
Oct.  26:- 

"A  rather  interesting  letter  has  just  been  received  from  the  Buena 
Vista  Auto  Ca.np  at  Palo  Alto,  Calif.,  rea_uesting  that  their  name  be  placed 
on  our  mailing  list,   to  secure  the  reports  on  truck  arrivals  and  the  San 
Francisco  miscellaneous  fruit  and  vegetable  market  report  each  day.  They 
advise  that  many  of  their  clients  stop  there,  while  trucking  fruits  and 
vegetables  to  San  Francisco,  and  a  mimber  of  them  would  be  interested  in 
seeing  these  reports  en  route  to  market." 


-  EARLY  STRAWBERRIES  from  east  Hillsborough  County,  Florida,  may  arrive 
in  time  for  the  Thanksgiving  trade,  according  to  local  (unofficial)  reports. 
Unusually  warm  weather  recently  has  speeded  up  the  ripening  cf  the  crop. 
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7"b .     RECSITT  NEWS  REGARDING  NORTHWESTERN  APPLES 

J.  D.  Hamilton  included  the  following  in  a  recent  northwestern  review, 
published  at  Portland: - 

"The  3rd  Grade  apple  package  for  Washington  has  not  proved  an  unmixed 
blessing.    Very  low  selling  costs  were  possible  and  encouraging  returns  fcr 
first  shipments  were  obtained,  "but  heavy  rollings  have  resulted  in  a  surplus 
of  unsold  low-grade  packs  in  most  markets  between  Minneapolis  and  Los  Angeles, 
with  resultant  low  returns  to  growers  and  the  additional  evil  of  replacing 
Fancy  and  Extra  Fancy  quality  in  those  markets. 

"Apple  prices  to  eastern  distributors  are  the  lowest  in  years  and  wide 
distribution  has  been  obtained,  due  partly  to  the  light  eastern  production  of 
Jonathans  and  other  early  varieties.     Irregular  maturity,  especially  of  Jona- 
thans and  Delicious  in  the  Northwest,  has  necessitated  quick  shipment  of  much 
cf  this  stock,  in  excess  of  actual  sales,   in  order  to  get  this  short-lived 
fruit  into  consumption  as  soon  as  possible.     This  heavy  unsold  movement  has 
proved  of  questionable  virtue,  however,  as  it  has  resulted  in  almost  complete 
stoppage  of  f.o.b.  selling.     Early  attempts  of  shippers  to  maintain  minimum 
prices  of  70^  and         per  box  have  proved  unsuccessful  and  nearly  all  varieties, 
except  Wines aps  and  Delicious,  are  selling  5~15^  Per  'box  "below  these  announced 
minimums.     The  reduced  prices  leave  little  or  nothing  to  the  grower,  after  sub- 
tracting packing  and  selling  costs.     Delicious  and  Winesaps  are  quoted  around 
95'^  on  Extra  Fancy  Grade,  and  shippers  are  hopeful  for  an  upturn  in  values  of 
late  stocks. 

"Apple  harvest  is  nearing  completion  in  all  districts  and  more  stable 
trading  is  anticipated  as  soon  as  the  deal  is  on  a  storage  basis.  Much 
financial  assistance  is  now  being  rendered  to  growers    by  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation,  with  advances  up  to  35^  psr  box  upon  delivery  to  cold 
storage.    'Another  source  of  financial  assistance  has  developed,  in  cash  advances 
and  guaranteed  payment  of  freight  charges  by  cold-storage  interests  at  Missouri 
River  points  and  in  the  New  York  area.     These  advances,  ranging  up  to  35^  Per 
box,  are  by  the  way  of  filling  the  storage  facilities  at  those  points. 

"Jonathan  production  is  turning  out  heavier  than  early  estimates  indi- 
cated, especially  in  the  Wenatchee  district,  with  probably  1,800-1,900  cars,  as 
compared  to  normal  output  of  2,500-3,000  cars  and  early  1932  estimates  cf  only 
half  a  crop.     Delicious  also  are  running  heavier  than  first  anticipated.  Worm 
damage  is  bad,  although  not  quite  so  extensive  as  suspected  a  few  weeks  agr • 
Heavy  production  and  prevalence  of  large  sizes  is  making  for  a  heavier  pack-out'.' 

go .     NEWS  ON  LQUISI.4NA  CITRUS  AND  VEGETABLES 

In  a  recent  letter  from  H.  S.  Moles,  Supervising  Inspector  at  Eaton  Rcuge, 
he  said  that  citrus  fruit  is  moving  from  points  in  Louisiana,  but  only  in 
limited  volume  because  it  is  still  necessary  to  color  the  fruit  artificially. 
By  Nov.  15,  most  of  the  "sweets"  will  be  colored  enough  so  that  only  occasional 
lots  will  have  to  go  through  the  coloring  rooms,  after  which  date  the  shipments 
should  increase  rapidly.     Shallots  have  started  to  market,  but  it  will  be  about 
Dec.  1  before  winter  vegetables  get  into  full  swing.    Eeans  and  cucumbers  are 
eJbout  ended,  as  Louisiana  has  had  several  light  frosts.

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91 .     TEE  CITRUS  AND  VEGETABLE'  SITUATION  IN  £10  GRANDS  VALLEY  OF  TEXAS 

First  letter  of  the  season from  W.  D.  Googe,  at  Brownsville,  gives  a 
good  account  cf  prospects  in  that  territory.     It  is  dated  Nov.  6:- 

" Citrus  movement  from  the  lower  Rio~ Grande  Valley  this  season  has 
reached  slightly  more  than  700  carloads,  of  which  about  575  went  by  rail 
and  the  balance  by  motor  tracks.     To  the  same  date  last  season  the  total 
movement  was  about  1,050  carloads,  about  one-sixth  of  which  went  by  trucks. 
Iruckloads  have  been  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Flant  Quarantine  destined  to 
States  as  far  away  as  Nebraska  and  Wyoming*     The  Valley  has  had  an  abundance 
of  water  during  the  last  3  months,  resulting  in  irregular  maturity  of  fruit 
and  delayed  planting  of  winter  vegetables.     The  Rio  Grande  continues  almost 
level  full,  and  resa.cas  (sections  cf  old  river  beds) and  low  spots  have  plenty 
of  water  from  seepage. 

"Grapefruit  prices  are  unsettled  at  present,  with  a  decline  of  about 
25^  per  bcx  reported  during  the  last  week.     Combination  packs  are  being  quctei 
at  $2.25-2.50,  with  sales  generally  being  confirmed  at  a  quarter  lower.  Move-J 
ment  of  oranges  has  been  light,  mostly  going  to  truckers  in  bushel  baskets 
around  $1.50.     Only  two  straight  cars  cf  oranges  have  been  loaded  so  far. 
The  f.o.b.  prices  on  grapefruit,  mentioned  above,  are  almost  as  high  as  the 
average  prices  paid  in  auctions  during  the  last  week,  which  would  indicate 
that  shippers  are  losing  at  least  part  of  the  freight  on  cars  sold  through 
the  auctions. 

"Vegetable  movement  for  the  season  was  begun  Thursday,  ITcv.  3;  with 
a  mixed  car  of  peppers,  eggplant,  radishes,   etc. "hers  are  plenty  of  gocd- 
quality  snap  beans,  also  some  tomatoes,  but  due  to  lew  prices  the  shipments 
thus  far  have  been  taken  by  t  ruck  operators.    Worms  have  been  playing  havoc 
with  the  new  cabbage  crop,  and  during  the  past  week  growers  carried  on  an  in- 
tensive dusting  campaign." 

10b.     SOUTHERN  PART  OF  IDAHO  SHIPPING  MOST  POTATOES 


R.  G.  Risser  sent  the  following  reoort  under  dates  of  Oct.  29  and 


ITov. 


"An  unusual  situation  has  developed  in  the  Idaho  potato  deal  this  yoar. 
Ordinarily  the  heaviest  movement  and  the  largest  number  cf  track-sales  take 


place  in  the  Upper  Valley.    But  during  the  second  -half  of  October  and  in 
early  November  most  shipments  have  originated  in  the  Twin  FaJls-Burley  sec- 
tion, and  that  is  wher^  the  trading  is  being  done.     The  abnormal  weather  con- 
ditions this  season  which  brought  about  early  maturity,  early  digging,  small 
to  medium  sizes,  and  light  yields  in  the  Upper  Valley,  and  late  maturity,  1-te 
digging,  large  sizes  and  heavy  yields  in  the  Twin  Falls-Burley  section  are 
responsible  primarily  for  the  recent  activity  in  the  latter  district.  At 
Idaho  Falls,  for  example,   the  crop  is  in  storage,  and  growers  who  have  been 
busy  with  beet  harvest  are  not  inclined  to  remove  their  potatoes  from  the 
cellars,  to  sell  for  the  low  pri-ces  now  being  offered.    At  Twin  Falls,  on  the 
other  hand,  digging  operations  have  been  in  full  swing  and  some  cf  the  crop 
must  be  sold  to  provide  funds  for  digging  the  remainder.    Buyers  have  deserted 
Idaho  Falls  and  are  now  at  Twin  Falls,  where  offerings  are  more  liberal  and 
potatoes  are  larger. 

n1he  largest  acreage  affected  by  field  frost  this  season  is  at  more  . 
southerly  points.  A  v<=ry  short  time  elapsed  between  the  time  that  tops  were  | 
frosted  in  the  Twin  Falls-Burley  section  and  temperatures  were  low  enough  to

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injure  some  of  the  tubers.     However,,  no  serious  loss  in  tonnage  is  expected 
from  frosts  to  date.     In  the  Upper  Valley,  grading  operations  are  less  ex- 
pensive this  season,  partly  "because  of  lower  wages  "but  chiefly  because  of  the 
superior  type  and  quality  of  field-run  stock,," 

1  lb .     POTATO  NOTES  FROM  THE  YAKIMA  VALLEY 

T.  R.  Hall  wrote  as  follows  from  Seattle  in  a  recent  market  review :- 
"Harvesting  of  Yakima  Valley  potatoes  is  practically  finished. 
Quality  is  very  good,  with  prospects  cf  a  large  portion  of  the  crop  grading 
U.S.  ITo.  1.     Shippers  have  held  to  cash. prices  of  $g-$9  Per  "ton  f.c.b.  ship- 
ping point  on  graded  U.S.  No.  1  Russets,  but  trading  is  shifting  to  the  U.S. 
Mb.  2  grade,  which  commands  $5  per  ton." 


12b.     A  GOOD  REPORT  FROM  WESTERN  NEW  YORK 

Parts  of  a  letter  of  Nov.  g,  from  R.  L.  Sutton,  are  quoted  below: - 
"It  is  expected  that  the  cold-storage  report  for  last  week  of  celery 
in  western  New  York  will  show  the  heaviest  volume  for  the  season.    At  the 
close  cf  business  Friday,  2k  storages  in  this  territory  reported  H  96,^400 
crates  under  refrigeration,  as  compared  with  506 , S2U-  at  the  same  time  last 
year.     The  peak  in  1931         reached  a  week  earlier,  there  being  at  the  close 
of  October  523, gOl  crates  in  storage.     It  is  expected  that,  by  the  later 
part  of  this  week,  sales  from  s  tor age  will  occupy  the  position  cf  major  im- 
portance.    Some  shippers  had  been  holding  for  $1.50  on  storage  stock,  but 
sales  have  been  made  at  $1.25-1.35.     Storage  charges  usually  are  50^  per 
crate . ■  • 

"The  cabbage  situation  is  practically  demoralized.     Growers  are  re- 
ceiving as  low  as  $2  per  ten  for  bulk  Danish,  and  the  top  price  in  any  sec- 
tion is  $3.     It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  such  returns  are  ruinous  to  the 
producers . 

"Probably  more  than  half  of  the  apples  moving  for  the  domestic  trade 
from  this  territory  are  being  shipped  in  bulk.    Fruit  of  this  class,  shipped 
as  orchard-run  with  the  culls  removed, recently  sold  at    .  50-g5^  Per  cwt.,  &3~ 
pending  on  the  variety.    During  recent  days,  shipments  cf  U.S.  No.  1  stock 
from  western  New  York  have  been  billed  to  points  as  far  west  as  South  Dakota. 
Barreled  Ben  Davis  for  export  realized  mostly  $2.10-$2.15  fcr  either  2\  or  2\ 
inch  minimum.     It  is  reported  that  some  export  shipments  are  going  forward  to 
such  countries  as  G-ermany  and  Scandinavia,   that  would  net  be  allowed  to  enter 
France  or  Great  Britain. 

"Haulings  of  potatoes  in  Steuben  and  other  southwestern  counties  are 
light .  ■  Dealers  are  paying  growers  mostly  22^  per  bushel  of  U.S.  No.  1  stock. 

"Shipments  of  carrots  in  bulk  have  realized  $g.50-$10  per  ten.  A 
little  business  in  100-pound  sacks  rras  reported  at  55~£0^,  and  occasional 
sales-  of  washed  carrots  in  bushels  brought  33-1+0$*.     The  outturn  by  rail  is 
only  half  that  of  a  year  ago.     The  shipments  in  bulk  appear  to  be  more  desir- 
able at  this  time,  in  that  prices  up  to  50^  per  cwt.  can  be  obtained  with  much 
less  expense  attached." 


POTATO  crop  report  for  November  shows  a  total  of  359,000,000  bushels,  an 
increase  of  about  2,000,000  over  the  October  report  but  17,000,000  below  I93I. 
APPLES  increased  5,000,000  bushels  since  Oct.  1  to  139,000,000  and  the  commer- 
cial crop  is  now  estimated  at  2g,U00,000  barrels, or  6,200,000  less  than  1931 . 
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13b.     MOVEMENT  OF  MAINE  POTATOES  LIGHT  .. 

V.  H.  Nicholson  wrote  as  follows  .from  Presque  Isle  on  Ho  v.  5:~ 

"The  Maine  .potato  market  has  weakened  slightly."   Volume  of  trading  on 

the  street  or  in  loaded  cars  has  "been  light,.  .Growers  are  still  reluctant  to 

sell  at  the  prevailing  prices,  and  it  may  be  some  time  "before  stock  moves 

freely. 

11  Distribution  of  shipments  -.has  improved  slightly  in  the  last  few  days. 
Hew  York  City  has  been  taking  an  average,  cf  10  to  12  cars  daily  and  there 
have  been  boat  shipments  into  Jersey  City,  Philadelphia  and.  Baltimore.  South- 
ern buying  of  table  stock,  has  been  in  moderate  volume,  but  the  demand  from 
western  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  has  been,  quite  sluggish.     The  Hew  England  buying 
has  been  mostly  on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis  and  at. prices  that  will  scarcely 
allow  the  shipper  loading  and  selling  charges'.  * 

"Shipments  continue  to  lag  considerably  behind  last  season's  record. 
One  large  shipping  organization  reports  that  they  have  handled  fewer  cars  to 
date  this  season  than  they  handled  during  September,  1931*    -However,  some  of 
the  smaller  shippers  appear  to  be  doing- a  more  nearly  normal  business." 

According  to  a  previous  letter  from'  Mr.  Nicholson,  the  first  snowstorm 
of  the.  season  swept  over  northern  Maine  on  Eriday  night,  Oct.  28,  playing  havoft 
with  telephone,  telegraph  and  power-transmissicn  lines.  "Communication  to  the  ! 
South  was  disrupted  for  a  day  or  two  and  no  trading  was  done  on  the  local 
potato  market  for  at  least  one  day.    As  practically  all  of  the  crop  was  under 
cover,   there  was  little  or  no  damage  to  potatoes.     Minimum  temperature  was 
31  degrees .  .   .;  ■

lUb .     NOTES  PIT  THE  COLORADO  POTATO  AND  APPLE  CHOPS 

The  following  came  from  Bryce  Morris  under  dates  of  Oct.  29  and  Nov.  5:~ 
"As  indicated  in  our  San  Luis  Valley  potato  reports,  growers  are  hold- 
ing for  higher  prices,  since  all  potatoes  are  in  storage.    Reliable  sources 
now  indicate  that  the  1932  crop  in  that  section  will  range  between  6,000  and 
"^,000  cars.    Regardless  of  reports  to  the  contrary,  northern  Colorado  will 
have  a  much  lighter  crop  to  ship  by  rail  than  in  1931 •    Apparently  there  are 
a  few  scattered  fields  of  good  potatoes,  but  the  general  production  will  be 
light,,  with  trucks  taking  .the  bulk  of  the  movement.  ' 

"'Colorado's  apple  movement  has  now  exceeded  1,000  cars,  compared  with 
625  a  year  ago.     Quality  is  better  than  usual;  in  fact,  the  Jonathans  are  at 
least  equal  to  Idaho  offerings  on  the  Denver  market,  with  jobbing  sales 
mostly  around  95<£~$1  per  basket."  .

The  mouth  of  the  sack  is  left  open  and  is  faced  with  a  few  long 
large  potatoes,  which  are  held  in  place  by  an  extra  'quantity  of  twine  stretcher, 
over  the  mouth.     The  potatoes  throughout  the  sack  are  supposed  to  be  cf  better 
than  usual-  quality,  with  a  larger  size ' minimum,  and  as  such  usually  command  I 
a  slight  premium.  This  is  esentially  a  special' pack,  but,  as  ether  special 

packs  are  used  without  the  open  mug,  a  definite  term  is  added  to  the  code  for 
this  particular  style.       • '•'  _  B>  c<  poREE.

In  explanation  of  these  figures,  'Mr,  Marks  wrote :- 

"While  these  figures  would  indicate  that  the  Concord  grape  crop  from 
western  Hew  York  goes  mainly  for  juice  purposes,   there  is  certainly  a  large 
percentage  that  goes  into  table  consumption.     The  thing  which  surprises  me  is 
that  the  shippers  have  so  little  demand  for  table  stock.     The  only  explanation 
we  have  to  offer  is  that  most  of  the  stock  would  meet  table  requirements,  and 
that  the  grade  as  a  whole  has  been  satisfactory  even  to  those  dealers  who  dis- 
pose of  moot  of  the  stock  to  the  table  trade.     Our  figures,  based  on  what  we 
have  seen  of  the  crop  and  on  examination  of  insyjectors 1  note -sheets,  would  in- 
dicate that  at  least  2/3  cf  the  juice  stock  wrrild "meet  table  grade  requirements 

"You  may  also  be  interested  to  know  that  our  figures  show  95»7;£  of  the 
crop  has  been  marketed  in  12 -quart  baskets,  2.U>o  in  lugs,  1.3$  in  2-quart 
Climax  "baskets,   .3$  in  4-quart  Climax  "baskets,  and  the  remaining  .3$  in  cartons, 
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bushel  "baskets  and  paper  fibre  12- quart  baskets . -■  There  have  been  limited 
shipments  of  lugs,  principally  second-hand  California  grape  lugs,  for  the 
past  5  seasons.     We  feel  this  is  a  much  more  desirable  package  than  the 
Climax  baskets.     The  returns  on  this  package  have  certainly  been  much  bet- 
ter than  on  the  Climax  baskets  for  the  past ' two  seasons .     One  shipper  at 
Brocton,  I  understand,  has  averaged  §2k  per  ton  net  on  his  lug  shipments 
this  season.     This  is  at  least  $6  or  $S  a  ton  better  than  he  could  have 
done  in  Climax  baskets.     Shippers  are  still  using  more  of  the  second-hand 
lugs,  but  a  few "cars  are  now  going  out  with  new  lidded  lugs," 

2c.  "  A  GOOD  SUMMARY  OF  APPLE    INSPECTIONS  jg  YIRG-I1TIA 

T.  W.  Ayres  submitted  the  following  letter  from  Winchester  on  Nov.  g:- 

11  The  Virginia  apple  harvest  is  being  finished  this  week,  and  shipping- 
point  inspections  are  less  than  half  of  those  made  during  the  season  of  1931* 
Including  Nov.  3  about  2,962  apple  certificates  had  been  received  in  the 
Richmond  office,   compared  with  6,233' to  the  same  date  last  year. 

"I  have  not  seen  the  official  report  of  cold-storage  holdings  in  the 
apple  belt,  but  believe  they  are  between  700,000  and  800,000  barrels,  pos- 
sibly a  trifle  over  half  the  holdings  at  the  Same  date  in  1931* 

"The  storage  stocks  consist  of  a  larger  proportion  of  Utility  and  Un- 
classified packs,   compared  to  the  U.S.  No.  1,  than  was  the  case  during  the 
previous  season,  due  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions  and  curtailed  spray 
schedules.    Also  the  bulk  of  export  shipments  during  the  harvest  were  neces- 
sarily U.S.  No.  1,   due  to  foreign  restrictions  on  lower  grades.     In  general, 
this  lower-grade  fruit  has  a  good  percentage  of  color,  which  should  add  to 
the  selling  value  even  though  the  fruit  had  to  be  graded  down  for  other  causes. 

"Packing  and  inspection  operations  have  been  rather  slow  and  difficult 
throughout  the  season,  due  to  scab,  cedar  rust,  worm  injury  and  scale.  After 
the  October  rains,  following  the  long  drought,  most  crops  showed  a  large  per- 
centage of  stem  and  calyx  cracks  or  checks,  which  added  to  the  difficulties. 

"Inspected  apples- placed  in  storage  have  mostly  been  covered  by 
Va.  Lot  No.  —  certificates,  and  each  package  is  stamped  with  a  number.     It  . 
is  the  intention  of  most' packers  holding  such  fruit  to  ship  it  on  the  basis 
of  these  certificates,  and  this  will  reduce  the  winter  inspection  work.  Also 
it  is  possible  that-  quite  a  quantity  of  Utility  and  Unclassified  fruit  may  be 
shipped  to  domestic  markets  without  inspection,   so  that  it  is  rather  difficult 
to  estimate  the  number  of  inspections  that  will  be  requested  during  the  winter. 

"Luring  the  peak  of  the  season,  we  had  52  inspectors  cn  the  force. 
This  has  been  reduced  to  16  men  and,  by  the  first  of  next  week,  do  not  expect 
to  have  more  than  g  or  9  men  cn  the  apple  work."

Complainant  sold  respondent  a -car  of  potatoes  on  track  Baltimore,  Md. , 
■at  a  price  f.o.b.  Baltimore,  from  which  price  the  respondent  had  the  right  to 
deduct  accrued  freight  charges.  The  potatoes  were  inspected  by  respondent's 
buyer  and  also  by  his  broker  and  thereafter  were  forwarded  to  the  buyer  at  a 
designated  point  in  Pennsylvania,  where  the  buyer  refused  to  accept  them'  for 
the  claimed  reason  that  they  did  not  meet  the  specifications  of  the  contract 
.under  which  they  were  purchased.  Thereafter,  respondent  did  take  and  resell 
the  potatoes  and  remitted  the  approximate  amount  received  from  such  resale. 

The  Secretary  held  that  respondent  inspected  and  accepted  the  potatoes 
and  that,  having  made  partial  payment  of  the  price,  he  could  only  refuse  to 
pay  the  balance  upon  the  theory  that  the  potatoes  did  not  conform  to  warranty, 
but  that  the  complainant  had  not  made  any  statement  regarding  the  quality  of 
the  potatoes  that  could  be  construed  as  a  warranty.    Reparation  award,  there- 
fore, was  issued  in  the  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  original  sale 
price  and  the  sum  remitted  by  the  respondent,  or  $79- 75 >  pins  interest.

la.     A  -COLD  WAVE  HITS  TEE  SOUTHERN  STATES  . 

G.  D.  Ciark,   the  Crop  Estimates  representative  in  Texas,  wired  as 
follows  on  Nov.  lU:-  •, 

"The  cold  wave  during  the  week-end1, ■  which  attained  its  greatest  severity 
Sunday  morning,  Nov.  13,  was  accompanied-  by  frost  that  extended  as  far  south 
as  the  u^yper  half  of  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley,     A  preliminary  survey  indi- 
cates that  the  fall  tomato  crop  in  Atascosa  County  and  the  Winter  Garden  and 
Laredo  areas  was  damaged  severely,  probably  averaging  75$-    A  limited  acreage 
of  snap  beans,  eggplant  and  peppers  in  Winter  Garden  is  practically  ruined. 
Snap  beans  in  the  Corpus  Christi  area  are  probably  a  total  loss.     Damage  to 
beans  and  tomatoes  in  the  lower  Valley  averages  slight,  but  the  few  beans  in 
upper  portion  of  the  Valley  were  damaged  25$-50$.     On  the  basis  of  State  acre- 
age, this  means  ^Ojb  damage  to  tomatoes  and  snap-  beans,  25$~30$  to  poppers,  15$*" 
20^  to  eggplant." 

J.  C.  Towns end,  Jr.,  of  Orlando  office,  wired  on  Nov.  15  as  follows :- 
"Heavy  frost  in  Norfolk  and  Charleston  sections  finished  beans.  North- 
ern and  central  Florida  had  -light  to 'heavy ' frosts ,  but  fall  crops  are  practi- 
cally through  harvest.     In  south  Florida  there  was  very  little  damage,  except 
in  the  WatLchnla  section  which  reports  50$  damage  to  eggplant,  beans  and  cucum- 
bers-,- but  most  of  these  crops  are  already  harvested."

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4b .     MORS  ABOUT  THE  EXTREMELY  HEAVY  RAli\TS  |g  SOUTHERN  FLORIDA 

J.  B.  Owens  wrote,  from  Belle  Glade,  Fla. ,  On  Nov.  12  as  follows:- 
"The  torrential  rainstorm  which  visited  this  section  Sunday  night  and 
Monday  morning,  Nov.  6  and  7>  established  an  all-time  record  in  rainfall 
here,   for  a  24-hour  period.     This  deluge  in  some  sections  attained  the  in- 
tensity of  a  cloudburst.     This  was  particularly  true  around  the  towns  of  Canal 
Point  and  Pahokee,    Recordings  made  at  the  plant  of  the  United  States  Sugar 
Corporation  showed  the  rainfall  to  be  in  excess  of  21  inches.    Needless  to 
say,   this  was  a  lot  of  water,-  entirely  too  much  to  be  accommodated  by  the 
drainage  system  now  in  use,-  the  inevitable  outcome  being  artificial  lakes 
one  to  two  feet  deep  in  fields  where  a  short  time  before  had  stood  an  excel- 
lent crop  of  beans. 

"The  downpour  was  heaviest  in  the  vicinity  of  the  points  just  mentioned 
but  was  sufficiently  heavy  in  other  parts  of  the  district  to  demolish  the 
greater  part  of  the  fall  bean  crop.     As  a  matter  of  fact,  everything  north  of 
Belle  Glade  was  a  total  loss.     On  the  south  end  of  Lake  Okeechobee,  where  the 
rainfall  did  not  exceed  five  inches,  there  is  reported  to  be  about  1,500  acres 
in  all  stages  of  growth,  left  unharmed.    On  the  several  islands  adjacent  to 
Belle  Glade,  the  rainfall  was  comparatively  light,  and  it  was  first  thought 
that  this  acreage,  consisting  of  about  ^>00  acres  of  beans,  had  also  escaped, 
but  the  strong  winds  of  Wednesday  night  and  Thursday  morning  banked  the 
water  so  high  in  the  lower  end  of  the  Lake  that  it  flooded  at  least  half  of 
these  fields.     There  is  an  additional  J>00  or  400  acres  left  on  the  Shawnee 
Plantation,  about  15  miles  southeast  of  Belle  Glade.     This  plantation  is 
well-equipped  with  water  pumps,  which  were  used  successfully  during  this 
emergency. 

."This  devastation  of  crops  is  most  pathetic  but,  from  a  marketing 
standpoint,  it  is  a  blessing  in  disguise.    Had  the  loss  been  equally  distrib- 
uted among  the  growers,  it  would  have  been  very  beneficial,  as  the  prospec- 
tive crop  was  far  in  excess  of  what  could  have  been  marketed  successfully. 
It  so  happens  that  the  remaining  acreage  is  in  the  hands  of  a  few,  and  the 
crop  curtailment  will  be  of  no  benefit  to  the  great  majority.     The  loss, 
coming  at  this  time,  was  particularly  severe,  due  to  the  fact  that  practi- 
cally all  of  the  growers  in  this  section  had  stretched  their  credit  to  the 
breaking  point  to  make  this  crop,  with  the  hope  of  using  its  returns  to 
finance  the  customary  winter  and  spring  crops.     Those  growers  who  have  any 
credit  left'  and  are  able  to  obtain  some  of  the  so-called  frostfree  land,  which 
lies  close  in  to  the  edge  of  the  Lake,  are  making  preparations  to  plant  every 
available  piece  of  land  within  the  next  few  days.    Barring  mishap  from  frost, 
this  means  that  there  will  be  a  reasonably  heavy  movement  of  beans  from  this 
section,  beginning  the  latter  part  of  December.     This  crop,  in  all  probability, 
will  come  in  direct  competition  with  the  crop  from  the  lower  East  Coast,  and 
will  result  in  a  situation  similar  to  that  of  last  year,-  that  is,  an  over- 
production of  winter  beans. 

"The  outlook  for  the  next  six  weeks  is  a  rather  limited  supply  of  beans 
from  this  section,  and  the  market  should  begin  to  show  some  favorable  reaction 
within  the  next  few  days,  or  as  soon  as  the  water-damaged  stock  which  was 
shipped  immediately  after  the  heavy  rains  has  been  disposed  of.     There  has 
been  very  little  activity  on  the  local  f.o.b.  market  during  the  past  week, 
largely  because  'of  the  water-logged  condition  of  the  beans.    Buyers  have  had 
no  inclination  to  invest  their  money  in  this  kind  of  beans.    However,  the 
price  trend  has  been  decidedly  upward,  in  contrast  to  the  very  low  prices  and 
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stagnant  condition  which  existed  prior  to  the-  imindation*."     (Editor's  note:- 
The  f.o.b.  price  advanced  f rom  $1  per  hpjnper  on  ITov.  ty-to  top  of  $3*50  on 
the  l^th.)

5c.     SUPREME  COURT  0?  WASHINGTON  DECIDES  IN "FAVOR" -D?  C  GRUB  APPLES 

J.  D.  Hamilton,  at  Fort  land",  included  the  'following  in  a  recent 
review :- 

"Although  the  Supreme  Court  of  Washington  has  rendered  a  decision 
permitting  shipment  of  wrapped  and  packed  C  "Grade  apples,  no  stock  of  this 
class  has  been  packed  for  shipment  yet,  pending  official  announcement  from 
the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,   countermanding  their  previous  refusal 
to  certify  the  C . Grade  package.    Apple  prices  are  about  unchanged,  although 
a  healthier  tone  is  evident,  with  the  deal  now  entirely  on  a  storage  basis." 

6b.     COLD  WEATHER  Iff  LOUISIANA; 

LOCALLY-GROWN  LKIQNS  KgW  Oil  SALE  I  IT  NEW  ORLEANS 

John  W.  Coleman  sent  the  following  report  from  New  Orleans  on  Nov.  15 
"A  succession  of  severe  frosts  during  the  past- few  nights  did  conside 
able  'damage  to  tender  vegetables  in  the  growing  area  around  New  Orleans. 
Snap  beans,  cucumbers,  peppers,  squash  and  okira  were  hit  hardest.  Beets, 
carrots,  radishes,,  parsley,  mustard,   spinach,   collards,   shallots  and  turnips 
were  not  damaged,  and  receipts  of  these'  commodities  are  increasing. 

"Louisiana  is  shipping  a  few' cars -of  oranges,  but  must  of  the  output- 
is  being  used  in  New  Orleans.     Prices  of  oranges  are  low  and  receipts  from 
Calif  ornia,  Florida  or  Louisiana' 'are  selling  mostly  within  the  range  of 
$2-^2.50  per  box. 

"Light  supplies  of  Louisiana-grown  lemons -have  appeared  on  the  market 
recently.  They  are  very  juicy  and  of' large  size.  Prices  obtained  are  about 
the  same,  as  for  Italian  or  California  lemoris. 

"Many  of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  dealers  here  continue  to  handle 
pecans  as  a  side  line.     Last  season  pecans  were  plentiful  and  practically 
every  store  sold  them.     Large  sizes  axe  not  very  plentiful  this  season,  but 
there  is  a  good  supply  of  small,   shelling' pecans .     Present  wholesale  prices, 
f.o.b.  New  Orleans,  are  6^-7^  per  pound  higher  than  last 'year.     The  Stuart 
Variety  is  selling  at  '17^-22^  and  the  Success  variety  at  20^-27^  per  pound, 
depending  on  size."  . 

7>  •     A  RECENT  REPORT  ON  IDAHO  POTATOES 

R.   G.  Risser  reported  as  follows  in  a  letter  dated  Nov.  12:- 
•  "Some  improvement  in  the : market  for  Idaho  potatoes  has  been  evident 
this  week,  although  there  has  not  been  as  much  reaction  to  the  light  ship- 
ments, passings,'  and  track  holdings  as  might  have  been  expected.  Growers 
are  not  selling  freely,  and  local  dealers  report  considerable  difficult.y  in 
Securing  supplies  to  fill  theiT  orders.    Buyers  returning  from  the  Twin 
Falls-Burley  section  say  that-  field  frost  is  apparent  in  some  of  the  load- 
ings and  may  be  expected  to  'Show  up  in  transit  in  others.    Buyers  "operating 
in  the  Upj/er  'Valley  are  having  some  trouble '  to  secure  stock  of  good  size."

10b .     LATER  NEWS  ABOUT  THE  BEAN  SITUATION  IN  SOUTHERN  FLORIDA 

On  Nov.  15,  J.  B.  Owens  sent  this  additional  report  from  Belle  Glade 
"The  Everglades  bean  crop  lias  suffered  no  further  disaster  since  that 
caused  by  the  recent  high  water.     The  cold  weather  which  visited  practically 
all  north  and  central  Florida  Sunday  night  caused  considerable  alarm  here, 
but  the  high  winds  which  prevailed  removed  any  possibility  of  frost  on  the 
east  and  south  sides  of  the  Lake.     This  damage  to  the  other  districts  of 
Florida,  and  the  few  remaining  sections  shipping  beans  in  the  United  States, 
left  this  section  practically  the  only  source  of  supply.     The  market  here  has 
reacted  very  strongly,  and  the  demand  is  extremely  active. 

"Shipments  from  the  Everglades  area  will  continue  very  light  until  the 
recent  plan trigs  come  into  bearing.     But,  if  past  experience  is  of  any  value, 
the  chances  of  these  plantings  producing  a  crop  are  rather  uncertain.  Ship- 
ments from  this  section,  will  hardly  exceed  hO  cars  a  week  for  the  next  three 
or  four  weeks.     The  East  Coast  section  around  Pompano  will  probably  begin 
in  a  small  way  sometime  next  week,  and  by  the  first  of  December  that  section 
should  be  in  full  swing  with  its  fall  movement,  which  at  no  time  will  be 
very  heavy." 

1.1b .     A  GOOD  REPORT  ON  FLORIDA  CITRUS  FRUITS 

H.  F.  Willson  wrote  as  follows  from  Winter  Haven  on  Nov.  15 ; — 
"The  shipments  of  all  classes  of  Florida  citrus  are  starting  off 
slowly.     Up  .to  Nov.   lh,  the  rail  and  boat  shipments  of  grapefruit,  tangerines 
and  mixed  citrus  were  approximately  half  those  of  a  year  ago.     Oranges  showed 
even  more  difference.     The  estimated  production  approaches  the  volume  of  a 
year  ago.     All  estimates  place  commercial  grapefruit  at  a  million  boxes  under 
the  crop  of  last  year  or  approximately  13$  less.     Oranges  and  tangerines  are

"This  season  was  much  later  starting . than  last  3^ear,  and  the  1 932-33 
movement .  will  '  extend,  into  the'  summer  .months  longer*  than  ordinarily.  Then 
too,  due  ..to  the  unusually  high. percentage  of  lata  "bloom,  there  will  "be  a  . 
correspondingly  larger  quantity  shipped  during  the'  latter  part  of . the '  season.

In  this  comparison,  the  mixed-citrus  shipments  were 
broken  down  into  their  relative  anounts  of  oranges  and  grapefruit.  The 
results  were  that  U.3».

For  some  months  there  has  been  a  10f0  ad  valorem  duty  on  fruits  shipped 
to  British  markets.     At  midnight  Nov.  lo,  the  new  British  tariffs  went  into 
effect.     On  apples  and  pears,   the  new  tariff  is  k  shillings  6  pence  per  112 
pounds,  which  at  present  rates  of  exchange  is  equal  to  approximate ly  75<£. 
On  grapefruit ,   the  tariff  between  April  1  and  ITov.  30  is  5  shillings  (or 
about  83^)  per  112  pounds  and  on  oranges  during  that  period  3  shillings  6 
pence  (or.  about  3&^)  per  112  pounds.     From  Dec,  1  to  March  "31,   the  British 
tariff  on  citrus  fruits  is  10$  ad  valorem.     It  is  understood, ■•  of  course,  that 
these  equivalents  in  American  monev  will  cliange  with  the  changing  value  of 
the  pound  sterling.

"business  last  Friday  were  Uy4-,Hl0.  crates.     At  a  corresponding  time  last  fall, 
the  holdings  were  approximately  26,01,0  crate  s^  lighter.     Hie  market  is  show- 
ing some  weakness,  and  carlo ts  from  cold  .storage  have  already  sold  as  low  as 
$1.     California  shippers,  no  doubtl,  are  planning,  to  have  large  amounts  of 
new-crop  celery  in  the  East  for  the  holiday  period. 

"It  was  thought  that  the  raising  of  -  the,  estimate  of  the  Hew  York 
potato  crop.  "by.  almost  ]>,yjO,QdQ  "bushels  from-,  the  .October  figure  would  cav.se 
additional  weakness  to  develop  among  -  shippers ;  "but  apparently  this  has  not 
materialized  at  this  writing.  .  Growers,  have  received  a  little  more  encourage- 
ment to'  haul ,  the  price  per  bushel  being  stepped  up  about 

"Movement  of  apples  for  export  i's  being. .curtailed!,  due  largely  to  some 
prevalence  of  apple  maggot  in  such  varieties,  .as  Ben  Day-is  and  others  in  favor 
among  the  foreign  trade.     For  domestic  use,  the  bulk  shipments  continue  to 
occupy  an  important  position.    Baldwins  are  mare  '.desirable  for  bulk  loading 
and  command  the  best  prices.     Some  shippers  sell  loads  of  bulk  stock  with 
half  a  dozen  different  varieties. 

"It  is  an  uncommon  occurrence  when  carrots  for  manufacturing  purposes 
exceed  in  price  the  ' ones  moving  '  to  marked  Jf or  table  use.     However,  this 
situation  has  existed  recently.    Bulk  shipments'  of  closely-graded,  uniformly- 
large  carrots  have  sold  as  high  as  $10  per  ton,  whereas  stock  loaded  in  100- 
pound  sacks  realized  h^p-jOi*"         .  - 

15b.     PULE  Q.UALI  TY  CELERY  FROM  OPhGO'T  . . 

The  following  ' comments  were  published  by  J.  E>.  Hamilton  on  llov.  lh:~ 
11  Thanks  giving  demand  for  Oregon  celery  resulted  in  sharp  increase  in 
car  loadings  and  much  :s  to  ck  moving  to  smaller  markets  in  cars  of  mixed  vege- 
tables.   Prices  for  Oregon  celery  are  steady;  around.  6.0.^70$  Per  half  crate, 
f.o.b.  shipping  point.     The  customary  wide  distribution  has  been  obtained, 
with  destinations  ranging  from  Minnesota  to  Texas  and  Florida.     Last  week's 
loadings  included  some  of  the  finest  ••■quality  celery  ever  shipped  from  the 
Oregon  district,  according  to  inspectors  certifying,  this  stock.     Puget  Sound 
celery  will  continue  its  limited  carlot  volume  as  long  as  weather  permits. 
Cold  weather  in  southern  Idaho  has  definitely  stopped  all  further  celery 
movement  from  that  district."

lc.     COCOAgUTS  BEING-  INSPECTED  Ig  NSW  ORLEANS 

W.  W.  Anderson  sent  the  following  report  from  New  Orleans  on  Nov.  12: 

"Inspection  work  here  seems  to  "be  about  as  usual,  with  a  fair  amount 
of  export  orders  as  well  as  carlot  inspections.     It  may  "be  cf  interest  to 
know  that  I  lately  have  made  about  15  carlot  inspections  on  cocoanuts.  This 
seems  to  be  the  peak  of  the  cocoanut  season  and.,   from  now  until  about  the 
Christmas  holidays,  the  heaviest  shipments  are  expected.    Most  shipments 
come  "by  the  way  of  the  United  Fruit  Company  from  Central  America  (British 
Honduras)  and  Jamaica  Island.    About  1,500  to  2,000  bags  is  the  usual  lot, 
and  the  majority  of  the  nuts  are  sacked  at  shipping  point  in  heavy  burlap 
sacks,  many  of  which  are  stenciled.    A  portion  of  the  cargo  comes  in  bulk 
and  is  sacked  here  on  the  pier. 

"There  had  been  an  embargo  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  on 
second-hand  sacks;  however,  this  has  been  lifted  and  cocoanuts  are  now 
allowed  to  move  In  interstate  traffic  in  second-hand  bags. 

"With  the  exception  of  a  few  small  lots  showing  heavy  breakage  due 
to  rough  handling,  the  quality  is  above  the  average,  though  most  of  the  nuts 
have  been  small  to  medium  in  size.     The  principal  defects  are  crushed  or 
cracked  and  dry  nuts,  while  some  lots  show  leaking  eyes  and  sprouting,  with 
a  negligible ' quantity  of  nuts  infested  with  larvae." 

2c.     NOTES  Oil  ONION  INSPECTIONS  IN  INDIANA  AND  MICHIGAN 

J.  E.  Dickerson  wrote  as  follows  from  Warsaw,  Ind. ,  on  llov.  12:- 
"I  am  returning  to  my  permanent  headquarters  at  Indianapolis  on 
Nov.' 15»    However,  receiving-point  inspectors  should  continue  to  wire  the 
Warsaw  office  for  Indiana  onion  reports,  and  the  Plainwell,  Mich.,  office 
oh  Michigan  onions.     Reports  on  Indiana  sweet  potatoes  can  be  obtained 
from  Indianapolis. 

"Onion  movement  continues  moderate,  considering  the  heavy  tonnage 
still  to  be  shipped.    But  we  anticipate  a  heavier  movement,  now  that  the 
weather  has  suddenly  turned  colder.     Prices  continue  below  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction, many  sales  being  made  as  low  as  20^  per  cwt.  to  the  grower.  Of 
course  the  buyer  furnishes  the  sacks,  although  I  saw  one  car  which  had  just 
hQ$>  over  2  inches  sell  for  $55 »  sacks  and  all. 

"Quality  continues  to  be  good,  with  the  exception  of  decay,  of  which 
we  have  an  unusual  amount  'this  season.     Practically  all  of  the  decay  is 
Slimy  Soft  Rot  affecting  the  heart  of  the  onion  and,  while  most  growers  are 
very  particular  in  sorting, .  many  cars  are  still  running  off-grade  on  this 
account.

It  has  now  been  decided  that  the  Export  Form  Certificate  may  be  issued  on 
lots  of  apples  showing  not  more  t&an  2fo  apple  .maggot;  injury.;  '•  This  -[tolerance 
is,  only  for  maggot  injury,  and  apples  must  be  absolutely  free  from  live 
maggot  before  the  Export  Form  can  be  issued..    It,  is  not  believed  that  the  2f0 
tolerance  for  maggot  injury  -will  result  in  the  -rejection  of  shipments  -  to 
England,,  but  the  presence  of  this  injury  in  excess  of  the  .tolerance  is  very 
dangerous.  -  Therefore,  the  Exp or t , Form  should  be  refused  on  all  lots  which 
show  live  maggot  or  which  snow  more  than  2 f0<  of  apple  maggot,  injury. 

When  there;  is  an  average  of  not  more-  than  2-Jo  of  maggot  injury  nor.  more- 
than.  h-jl>  in  any  one  sample-,  the,  Export;  Form- Certificate  may  be  issued  and  no 
mention;  made  of  apple  maggot  injury,  even  -though  it  .-is  serious  enough  to  be 
a  grade  defect.

,lIt  ,is  interesting ,  to  note  that,  in  each  of  these  cases,,  the  altera- 
tion consisted  of  reducing  -the  .percentage  of  decay  on  apple  certificates  from 
3$  to  2-b,  to  make  the  certificate  conform  to  the  U.S.  standards  for  export. 
In  each  instance,  another  party  financially  interested- in  the  transaction  re-

'  Ua.     NEARLY  13,000,000  CRATES  OF  LETTUCE  FROM  CALIFORNIA  AND  ARIZONA 

The  agricultural  department  of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce  calls 
attention  "to  the  fact  that  about  J-J-2,000  carloads  of  lettuce  were  shipped  from 
California  and  Arizona  in  1931.     This  quantity,  they  say,  represented  12, 600,000 
crates,  which  "required  68,000,000  'board  feet  of  lumber,  or  sufficient  to  build 
9,000  five-room  houses." 

Their  estimate  of  the  number  of  board  feet  required  to  make  a  crate  may 
be  slightly  excessive  but,  even  so,   the  figures  are  approximately  correct  and 
are  amazing  evidence  of  the  importance  of  the  far -western  lettuce  industry.

The  following  came  from  W.  D.  Googe  under  date  of  I'ov.  27:- 

"  The  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley,  during  the  past  week,  has  had  numerous  light 
frosts  which  have  damaged  tender  vegetables .    Hear  the  coast,  perhaps  half  the 
beans,  peppers,  tomatoes,  etc.,  have  been  lost,  while  farther  back  practically 
all  of  these  crops  have  been  killed.     On  the  other  hand,  cabbage,  carrots, 
spinach,  peas,  etc.,  appear  to  be  in  good  condition,  since  insect  damage  is 
less  as  a  result  of  cold  weather.     ..lore  than  100  cars  of  vegetables  have  been 
moved  to  date,  and  if  prices  are  at  all  favorable  a  considerable  increase  may 
be  expected  during  the  coming  week. 

"The  most  surprising  feature  is  the  widespread  acreage  of  green  peas ,  a 
crop  which  in  other  years  has  played  only  a  small  part  in  the  vegetable  move- 
ment from  the  Valley.     So  far,   the  crop  has  had  favorable  growing  weather,  and 
indications  now  point  to  a  good  yield. 

"  G-r  aoe  fruit  shipments  recently  were  lighter,  partly  as  a  result  of  de- 
creased activity  around  Thanksgiving.     The  markets  reported  only  a  limited 
demand.     All  citrus  is  maturing  rather  slowly,  due  to  the  sub-normal  tempera- 
tures which  have  prevailed.1' 

During  the  week  ending  Fev.  19,  the  lower  Rio  C-rande  Valley  experienced 
the  coldest  weather  on  record  there  for  the  month  of  November.     Another  para- 
graph from  Mr.  Googe 1 s  .letter  of  IIov.

"Shipments  of  grapefruit  for  the  week  of  ITov,  13-19  were  about  200  cars 
by  rail  and  50  by  iiiotor  truck,  or  practically  double  the  movement  of  the 
week  before.    Quality  was  considerably  better.     The  average  price  paid  at  • 
auctions  in  six  cities  (St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Cincinnati, 
Pittsburgh)  was  $2.9*+  per  , box,  compared  with  $2 ..1+7  the  preceding  week.  It 
was  noted,  however,   that  offerings  at  these  auctions  were  considerably  lighter, 
particularly  the  offerings  of  Florida  stock."

In  a  recent  letter,  to  a  packing  corporation  in  Florida,  the  following  in- 
formation was  sent  by  W.  D.  Googe,  at  Brownsville : - 

"With  reference  to  Texas  grapefruit  moving  to  canneries  or  juice  plants, 
I  am  advised  that  during  the  I93O-3I  season  about  5^*000  cases  were  produced. 
For  the  1931-32  season,  the  volume  was  negligible,  due  to  market  conditions. 
Some  of  the  canneries  plan  to  put  up  a  limited  quantity  this  year. 

"During  last  season,  it  is  estimated  that  of  the  total  production  in 
Texas  some  200  or  ~$00  carloads 'were  lest,  as  a 'result  of  low  prices  and  some 
quantities  being  destroyed  by  the  quarantine  authorities."

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l+b.     NOTES  ON  CALIFORNIA  AND  ARIZONA  LETTUCE  AND  IMPERIAL  VALLSY  PEAS 

The  following  report  came  ■  f rom  A.  E.  Frugh,  at  Brawley,  on  I\Tov.  21;- 
"Ihe  California  Cooperative  Crop  Reporting  Service  estimates  the 
•  lettuce  acreage  in  Imperial  Valley  at  30»000.    B.  A.  Earrigan,   the  Agricul-  . 
tural  Commissioner,  reports  29,83^  acres,  hut  estimates  the  effective  stand 
reduced  27$  under  this  amount  on  account  of  losses  caused  hy  hot  weather  fol- 
lowing early  plantings  and  the  effect  of  the  very  heavy  rains  of  Oct.  8  and  9« 
"Many  of  the  fields  look  very- spotted,  especially  in  low  places  and  at 
the  end  of  the  furrows  where  the  water  lay.     Some  fields -were  replanted  wholly  r, 
or  in  part.     The  stand  left  from  the  original  planting  looks  very  good.  Fine 
growing  weather  has  prevailed  recently.     Shippers  are  predicting,  movement  to 
he  under  way  by  Dec.  10  and,  unless  market  conditions  are  too  poor,   the  Decem- 
ber movement  should  be  twice  that  of  last  season  when  only  391  cars  were  shipped. 
The  high  prices  late  in  December,  1931 »  early  in  January,  1932»  caused  con- 

siderable acreage  to  be  planted  to  come  on  early  this  season. 

'In  Arizona  the  half-dozen  cars  of  lettuce,  shipped  the  last  week  in 
October  and  early  in  November,  came  from  a  small  acreage  in  the  Big  Chino  Val- 
ley.    The  Eloy  district  started  a  f ew  cars  around  ^ov.  10  and  had  increased  to 
25  cars  by  the  20th,  which  may  be  the  peak  for  that  district,  although  movement 
about '  that  heavy  is 'expected  all  this  week.   -The  quality  from  Eloy  is  reported 
very  good.'-  According  to  a  report  of  J.  M.  Foote,  acreage  in  Arizona  is  listed 
as  follows  for  the  fall  lettuce  crop:.   Eloy  1,755,'  Salt  River  Valley  8,010, 
Yuma  1,32S,  Rittenhouse  200,  Winkleman  200,  or  a  total  of  11,1+93,  compared  with 
harvested  acreage  last  fall  of  12,836.     Movement  from  Salt  River  Valley  is  ex- 
pected to  start  at  the  usual  time,  around  Dec.  1. 

"San  Fernando  Valley. in  California  started  with  3  cars  Nov.  Ik,  increas- 
ing to  lk  the  13th  and  kk  the  loth.     This  district  has  h?k00  acres  and  indica- 
tions point  to  a  heavy  crop,  which  will  offer  serious  competition  to  Salt 
River  Valley.     The : cash  f.o.b.  market  in  San  Fernando  Valley  was  reported  at 
$1,25-1.35  f°r  U.S.  No.  1  grade  on  ITov.  18,  and  since  then  practically  no  * 
trading, 

"In  northern  California,  the  Sacramento-Woodland  district  reports  indi- 
cate that  50^  to  GOfo  of  the  lettuce  acreage  is   'blown  up.1     Last  fall,  northern 
California  moved  787  cars  in  ITovember  and  kkl  in  December,   so  that  the  light 
output  expected  this  season  may  help  Arizona,   although  the  acreage  in  the 
Sacramento  Valley  this  fall  was  listed  at  U,U00  and  northern  California  movement 
reached  55  cars  the  18th. 

"Imperial  Valley  growers  and  shippers  have  had  a  good  green-pea  deal  so 
far  this  season.     The  fall  acreage  was  estimated  at  8,500  acres,  but  the  heavy 
rains  early  in  October  cut  down  the  stand  to  ^Ofc-I^fo  of  normal.     Recently  the 
growing  weather  has  been  fine,  and  yields  from  the  remaining  stand  are  better 
than  anticipated.     The  first  car  was  shipped  Fov.  2  and  187  cars  had  moved 
through  the  20th,     The  carlo t  cash  f.o.b.  price  opened  at  $1.'65-$1.75  per  ham- 
per and  quickly  advanced  to  $2.25-2.50,  but  settled  back  to  $2.10-2.15  by  the 
19th,  with  heavier  shipments.     Shippers  did'  not  expect  the-  peak  to  be  over  15 
cars,  but  21  cars  went  out  the  20th.     Last  fall,  a  heavy  frost  on  Nov.  19  prac- 
tically ruined  the  crop  and  only  2%k  cars  were  shipped  in  November  and  1  in 
December,  compared  with  737  in  ITovember  and  170  in  December  two  years  ago. 
Peas  are  being  shipped  in  hampers  30  pounds  net  and  32  pounds  billing  weight; 
small  crates  with  the  same  weights,  and  larger  crates  k0  pounds  net  and  68 
pounds  billing  weight,  including  ice.     Shipped  bunkers  empty,  with  top  ice, 
the  cost  per  hamper  is  about  ky$  to  Chicago  and  to  New  York,   and  large 

crates  $1.0*1  to  Chicago  and  $1.25  to  New  York." 
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5b.     RUSS3T  BURSAL .'  AITD  GR5FTT  IcOULT1AI.1T'  POTATOES  BFIj'G'  GROW'  IIT  MICHIGAN  • 

The  following  letter  came,  from  C  D.  Schoolcraft,  at  Detroit,  on  Nov.  22 
.  "A  straight  car  of  Michigan-grown  Russet  Burbank  potatoes  packed  in  Im- 
pound cotton  bags  was  received  in  Detroit  on  Monday.     This,  to  my  knowledge, 
is  the  first  lot  of  Michigan-grown  Burbanks  of  any  consequence,  to  be  offered 
here. 

"These  .potatoes  were  grown  around  G-aylord,  in  Otsego  County,  near  the 
northern  end  of  the  southern  peninsula.     This  is  one  of  the  major  potato- 
producing  sections,  Otsego  County  being  the  Second  largest  carlot  shipping 
county  of  the  State  last  season.     The  Russet  Burbanks  are  of  generally  good 
appearance,  mostly  medium  size,  smooth  and  clean,  although  they  were  not 
washed.     They  are  slightly  darker  than  most  unwashed  Idaho  Russets  and  sell 
at  20-21^  per  sack,  compared  w  iSi  22-23^  on  best  Idaho  stock. 

"During  recent  years,  Michigan  potato  growers  have  come  to  realize 
that  the  Michigan  Russet  Rural    is  not  of  as  high  cooking- quality  as  most 
varieties  with  which  it  must  compete,  and  experiments  are  being  conducted  in 
various  sections  of  the-  State  to  find  a  better  variety  that  will  meet  local 
conditions.     Two  years  ago  some  Green  Mountains  were  grown  on  the  northern 
peninsula,  and  I  understand  there  was  quite  an  acreage  in  that  section  this 
year.     Several  cars  of  that  variety  have  been  sold  here  this  year  and,  while 
they  have  not  been  able  to  command  the  price  of  Maine  Green  Mountains,  they, 
bring  a  premium  of  10-20y5  per  cwt ,  over  Russet  Rurals." 

6b.     SOME  IDAHO  POTATOES  HOT  ZEZPIMG  YERY  Trill  IIT  STORAGE 

R.  G. .Risser  wrote  as  follows  from  Idaho  Falls  on  ITov.  2c:- 
"Mild  cloudy  weather,  moderate  loading's,   difficult  trading  conditions 
and  a  rather  dull  market  were  the  principal  features  of  Thanksgiving  week  in 
the  Idaho  potato  districts.     Growers  have  not  been  selling  freely,  preferring 
to  take  chances  of  an  improvement  in  the  market  for  later' sales  rather  than  to 
accept  current  offers  of  dealers. 

"Reports  of  considerable  dry  rot  in  the  Twin  Falls-Burley  section  have 
recently  been  received.     Stock  is  said  to  be  showing  up  badly  in  farm  storage, 
partly  because  of  this  condition  and  because  of  field  frost  in  storage  stock. 

"One  of  the  interesting  developments  this  year  has  been  the  rather 
heavy  movement  to  northern  and  central  California  via  Twin  Fails,  Idaho,  and 
Wells,  ITevada.     Despite  the  fact  that  that  section  of  California  is  the 
principal  producing  district  for  potatoes  of  the  Long  White  type  and  is  also 
one  of  the  chief  marketing  districts  for  Oregon  and  Washington  Russets,  it 
has  drawn  heavily  upon  Idaho  this  year  for  its  potato  requirements." 

7b .     ABOUT  OITE-SIXTE  OF  MAP'S  POTATO  'SHIFMZ1TTS  HAVE  GCT75  BY  BOAT 

V.  H.  ITicholson  wrote  in  part  as  follows  in  a  letter  dated  ITov.  26:- 
"Of  the  7\cS5  cars  of  potatoes  shipped  from  Maine  to  date,   S70  have 
been  billed  to  Searsport  for  boat  shipment  and  U32  cars  have  been  shipped  by 
boat  after  being  trucked  to  the  coast.     This  is  a  total  of  1,302  cars  by  boat 
or  nearly  17/£  of  the  entire  movement,  and  it  does  not  take  into  consideration 
the  stock  which  has  been  trucked  to  the  coast  and  stored  for  shipment  later 
in  the  season. 

n The  Maine  f.orb.  market  has  strengthened  slightly,  but  the  volume  of 
trading  has  been  quite  light.    Most  shippers  seemed  content  to  -fill  orders

"booked  last  week,  rather  than  sell  on  a  rising  market.     The  price  to  growers 
has  been  generally  oC-7C£  hulk  per  "barrel  all  week,  with  the  top  price  of 
85^  reported  for  one  .load  at  Caribou.     This  compares,  with  the         Per  barrel 
a  year  ago.    Apparently  a  few  cars  of  seed  potatoes  are  now  moving,  but  these 
shipments  have  not  been  as  heavy  as  at  this  time  last  season." 

3b'.     MICEIG-AIT  KABE5T  IL,TPRQVED  FOE  -0ITI02TS  AHD  POTATOES 

P.  S.  Keller  sent  the  following  information  from  Grand  Rapids :- 
"Cold  weather  recently  has  materially  brightened  both  the  potato  and 
onion  situation.     The  demand, especially  for  onions,  has  picked  up  and  ship- 
pers are  now  able  to  consummate  f. o.b.  sales,  whereas  previously  such  sales 
were  difficult  to  make  at  any  price.    Prices  have  advanced  2-g~5<P  on  50-pound 
sacks  of  yellow  onions,  and  10-12^  on  100-pound  sacks  of  U.S.  No .  1  potatoes. 
Both  potato  and  onion  shippers  .are  paying  20^  bulk  per  cwt.  to  the  farmers  for 
farm  stock,  and  deliveries  are  very  light.     Host  farmers  have  their  stock 
under  cover  and  are  not  offering  their  produce  at  present  prices. 

"Lower  freight  rates  and  licensing  restrictions  on  truckers  thus  far 
have  materially  reduced  the  truck  movement  of  Michigan  potatoes  to  the  more- 
distant  markets,  but  truck  movement  continues  to  supply  most  of  the  nearby 
cities. 

•    •  "Supplies  of  late  varieties  of  apples  are  light.     This  is  especially 
true  of  common-Storage  farm  stock,  ana  also  of  cold-storage  holdings.  Most 
of  the  remaining  fruit  will  move  to  local  centers.     In  fact,   supplies  of 
boxed  apples  are  in  evidence  in  man}*  of  the  Grand  Rapids'  stores,  whereas  a 
year  ago  local  fruit  dominated  retail  outlets  until  the  spring  months." 

9b.     RSCPITT  IQ7S  PIT  Y^STEPJT  1-TST7  -  YORK  CP.CFS 

P..  L.  Sutton  wrote  in  part  as  follows  in  a  letter  dated  Tibv.  29:- 

"The  recent  numerous  freezes  have  rendered  practically  all  cabbage  left 
in  the  fields  unfit  for  shipment.     Loadings  are  mostly  from  storage,  and 
growers  in  all  sections  are  receiving  or  asking  for  higher  prices.     Some  local 
dealers  are  paying  $5  ?er  ^on  -or  storage  stock.     Hcwever,  the  prevailing. price 
holds  mostly  around  Although  the  estimated  stocks  on  hand  in  this  State  on 

i?ov.  1  were  134,000  tons,   there  will  be  a  large  reduction  due  to  waste  in  the 
fields  and  deterioration  in  storage. 

"With  excessively-heavy  storage  holdings  and  limited  f.o.b.  buying,  the 
market  for  celery  is  in  a  weak  position.     On  rov.  25,  the  volume  under  refrig- 
eration in  western  Hew  York  was  about  413,000  crates,  or  60,000  more  than  a 
year  ago.    Present  supplies  are  equivalent  to  nearly  1,500  carloads.    With  only 
the  next  few  weeks  available  for  advantageous  marketing,  it  is  going  to  be  a 
serious  problem  to  dispose  of  this  crop.     After  the  trade  requirements  for  the 
Christmas  season  have  been  satisfied,  the  demand  naturally  will  decline.  To- 
ward the  beginning  of  the  new  year,. much  variation  in  condition  develops  in 
storage  stock  and  the  added  competition  of  the  new  crop  from  Florida  enters  the 
picture.     California  also  has  been  shipping  actively  for  several  weeks. 

"Slight  advances  have  occurred  in  f.o.b.   sales  of  potatoes.     In  a  few 
cases,  the  price  to  growers  was  raised  about  2$  per  bushel.     However,  the  pre- 
vailing growers'  price  holds  mostly  at  25^  per  bushel. 

"The  ao~ple  market  has  shown  little  of  new  development.     General  quality 
is  reported  to  be  substantially  better  than  last  year.     The  common-storage  sup- 
plies of  Baldwins  are  practically  exhausted,  and  very  little  business  has 
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developed  for  cold-storage  stock.     Dealers  and  "brokers  are  quoting  around  $1.25 
for  Baldwins  out  of  cold  storage. 

"Stocks  of  onions  on  hand  in  ITew  York  State  on  ITov.  1  were  estimated  at 
nearly  1, b95 > 000  bushels,  or  slightly  more  than  holdings  of  two  years  ago  and 
about  70 fo  above  last  season's  corresponding  figure.    The  market  continues  dull." 

10b.   furiezr  div5lq?:zi:ts  i:j  thf  Wisconsin  potato  situation 

A.  M.  McDowell  wrote  from  Waupaca  in  a  letter  of  I~ov.  20  as  follows  :- 
"Railroad  rates  and  regulations  continue  to  be  of  much  interest  to  Wis- 
consin potato  shippers.     There  have  been  no  further  developments  with  regard 
to  rate  reductions,  but  the  roads  this  week  withdrew  the  privilege  of  shippers' 
protective  service,  and  it  was  believed  that  carriers'  protective  service  would 
become  compulsory.     However,  it  was  learned  that  cars  may  still  be  billed  to 
move  under  standard  ventilation,  and  that  shippers  may  add  a  notation  that  'vents 
and  plugs  are  to  remain  closed  to  destination. '       The  heater  charge  amounts  to 
h<£  per  cwt.  to  Chicago  and  5^  "to  most  other  points  beyond,  and  shippers  are 
anxious  to  avoid  this  expense  if  possible,   especially  at  the  present  low  price 
of  potatoes.     During  the  mild  winter  last  season,  very  few  cars  were  shipped 
under  carriers ■  protective  service,   shippers  preferring  to  wait  until  the  weather 
moderated,  and  the  same  practice  probably  will  be  followed  whenever  possible 
during  cold  spells  this  season. 

"Demand  during  the  past  week  was  the  best  of  the  season  and  f.o.b.  prices 
advanced.  Growers  were  receiving  2  5—3  5  7*  bulk  per  cwt. ,  with  only  light  receipts 
at  most  warehouses."

The  following  timely  information  came  from  H.  F.  "Willson  on  ITov.  29:- 
"At  a.  meeting  of  Florida  citrus  growers,   shippers,  representatives  of 
the  common  carriers,   and  State  officials,   -held  at  Winter  Haven  on  ITov.  25,- 
it  was  decided  to  continue  the  State  maturity  inspection  on  oranges  and  grape- 
fruit until  Dec.  20.     The  regular  inspection  service  period  ends  Nov.  J>0.  The 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  ITathan  Mayo,  announced  that  all  the  customary  rules 
and  regulations  would  apply  during  the  extended  ireriod,  with  the  exception  that 
individual  express  shipments  of  5  boxes  or  less  will  not  require  inspection. 
Cost  of  the  extended  inspection  will  be  a,ssumed  by  the  State,  as  under  the  Green 
Fruit  Law    payment  cannot  be  required  of  shippers  after  Dec.  1.     There  are  no 
restrictions  on  tangerine  shipments. 

"The  extension  of  the  maturity  inspection  is  an  emergency  measure,  which 
was  considered  essential  by  the  majority  of  the  citrus  industry.     The  late  and 
varied  bloom  resulted  in  conditions  that  required  these  special  regulations.  The 
primary  object  is  to  furnish  the  consumer  with  mature  fruit  of  good  quality  and, 
by  extending  the  inspection  period,  it  is  believed  that  a  large  quantity  of 
immature  poor-quality  fruit  will  be  kept  off  the  market  and  there  will  be  a  bene- 
ficial effect  to  the  industry  as  a  whole." 

12b.     HIGH  PRICES  PAID  FOR  SUA?  BgJgjS  AT  FLORIDA  SEIPPTITC-  POIl'TS 

J.  B.  Owens  wrote  in  part  as  fellows  in  a  letter  of  Fov.  2Q:- 
"The  Belle  Glade  f.o.b.  market  on  snap  beans  has  been  very  active.  Buying 
has  been  mostly  of  a  speculative  nature,  but  each  day's  offerings  have  met  with 
a,  good  demand.     The  market  reached  its  highest  level  for  the  season  on  ITov.  23, 
when  the  best  Bountifuls  were  quoted  at  top  of  $U.60  per  hamper.     At  this  point

After  ah out  a  week,   the  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture issued  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  it  is  now  legal  to  pack  the 
3rd  Grade  in  the  standard  "box,  hut  the  box  must  "be  marked  '3rd  Grade,  '  as 
there  is  no  officially-recognized  C  Grade  in  this  State  at  the  present 
time  and  probably  will  not  be  until  an  official  grade  hearing  recommends 
such  a  grade. 

"Shippers  who  are  desirous  of  exporting  apples  corresponding  to  the 
old  C  Grade  are  packing  according  to  the  1931  C  Grade  specifications,  and 
this  stock  is "certified  as  follows: 

' ...  although  marked  ^rd.  Grade,  stock  meets" 
requirements  of  1931  Washington  .C  Grade. 1 

11  The  establishment  of  special  freight  rates  to  parts  of  the  middle- 
western  territory  for  apples  in  some  of  the  new  non-standard  containers  is 
another  outgrowth  of  the  recent  C  C-rade  .restriction,  which  is  said  to  have 
added  to  the  demoralization  cf  the  apple  market.     Customers  in  the  territory 
to  which  these  special  rates  are  granted  know  they  can  buy  3rd-  Grade  fruit 
in  these  containers  at  a  decided  advantage  because  of  this  rate  and,  therefore, 
buy  this  stock  in  preference  to  the  upper  grades.    While  the  territory  to 
which  these  rates  apply  comprises,  only  a  small  part  of  the  country,  there  is  no 
doubt  but  what  the  rates  have  aided  in  stimulating  the  movement  of  low-grade 
fruit  at  the  expense  cf  the  better  stock. 

" Potatoes ; -    In  September,   I  wrote  about  the  growing  practice  of  wash- 
ing potatoes  in  the  Yakima  Valley.     Since  the  potato-washing  equipment  does 
not  include  any  means  for  drying  the  stock,  it  was  found  with  the  advent  of 
cooler  weather  that  potatoes  wet  from  washing,  when  loaded  aboard  cars, 
frequently  showed  a  tendency  to  develop  surface  molds  in  transit.     This  was 
especially  true,  if  the  stock  carried  any  Ehizoctonia  sclerotia.     'This  fungus 
especially  seemed  to  start  growth  and  spread  a  film  of  dark  grey  mold  over 
the  tuber. 

"It  was  also  believed  that  the  wet  potatoes  frequently  developed  more 
decay  in  the  cooler  weather.     Therefore,  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in 
washing . since  mid-October,  and  washing  is  generally  restricted  now  to  those 
lots  which  come  from  the  field  caked  with  heavy  clay-type  soils.    All  ship- 
ments which  were  sold  for  storage  were  packed  without  washing. 

"Christmas  trees:-    This  is  a  product  which  has  been  subject  to  ship- 
ping-point inspection  in  a  small  way  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.     Last  year, 
36  cars  were  inspected.     This  season,  shipments  started  on  llov.  21  and,  while 
there  will  be  no  increase  in  the  number  of  shipping -point  inspections,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  shippers  each  year  are  talcing  more  interest  in 
the  grading  of  their  product,  and  this  season  two  shippers  have  issued  printed 
grades.     The  Carl  Leon  Co.,  of  Seattle,  estimates  that  Chr  istmas  tree  shipments 
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of  all  firms  operating  in  Oregon,  Washington,  Idaho,  Montana  and  British 
Columbia  will  aggregate  800  cars  this  season." 

2c.     S5HTD  in  SPECIMENS  FOR' PATHOLOGISTS 

Hie  Washington,  TTew  York  and  Chicago  offices  have  a  few  regular  contrib- 
utors of  diseased  specimens  for  pathological  diagnosis.     Inspectors  in  general 
should  use  the  services  of  the  pathologists  in  this  way  to  a  greater  extent. 
It  frequently  happens  that  new  decays  of  various  products  are  found  on  the 
market,  which  are  so  nearly  like  other  common  ones  that  mistakes  are  likely  to 
"be  made  in  their  diagnosis.     For  this  reason,  it  is  well  for  all  Inspectors  to 
send  in  specimens  freely,  in  order  to  have  their  diagnosis  confirmed.  This 
should  he  done  even  of  the  more-common  troubles,  which  sometimes  appear  in 
rather  unusual  forms.    No  inspector  need  feel  that  it  is  any  reflection  upon  his 
ability  to  request  information  on  such  matters.    On  the  contrary,  it  shows  a 
commendahle  interest  in  his  work. 

The  pathologists,  in  order  to  furnish  the  greatest  possible  service  to 
our  inspectors,  must  be  kept  in  touch  with  all  manifestations  of  the  diseases 
of  fruits  and  vegetables,  which  come  under  the  observation  of  our  inspectors. 
Each  inspector,  therefore,  will  be  rendering  a  double  service  by  sending  in 
specimens  In  this  way,-  first,  he  will  be  more  sure  of  his  diagnosis  .and  keep 
himself  properly  informed  on  such  matters,  end,  secondly,  he  will  he  of  service 
to  the  pathologists,  who  always  appreciate  receiving  such  specimens. 

In  case  you  do  not  have  a  supply  of  the  corrugated  boxes,  for  mailing 
specimens,  advise  the  Washington  office. 

3c     Y;ARITIiTG  RFC-ARDI1TC-  CAP.  HSASEP.S 

At  this  time  of  the  year  many  cars  are  heated  by  charcoal  burners. 
Inspectors  are  warned  to  be  very  careful  when  working  in  such  cars  and  net 
enter  them  until  the  cars  have  been  ventilated.     The  gas  produced  is  deadly 
carbon  monoxide  and  takes  effect  on  a  person  without  his  being  aware  of  it. 
Several  inspectors  in  the  past  have  had  narrow  escapes.    When  called  to  in- 
spect a  car  in  which  the  heater  is  burning,  it  is  best  to  get  in  touch  with 
the  applicant  and  inform  him  of  the  reason  for  declining  the  request.  For 
further  information,  refer  to  paragraphs  l6  to  IS  inclusive,  Part  I,  Inspec- 
tors' Handbook. 

he,     CHFCK  UP  OIF  YOUR  TgERIIOIvSTSRS 

This  season  of  the  year  is  a  good  time  for  each  office  to  stock  up  on 
its  supply  of  thermometers  and  check  the  accuracy  of  those  now  on  hand.  Each 
man  has  been  supplied  with  two  thermometers  and  he  should  send  one  of  these 
at  a  time  to  the  Regional  Supervisor,  so  that  they  can  be  checked  by  compari- 
son with  thermometers  which  are  known  to  be  accurate.     He  will  then  be  sup- 
plied with  thermometers  which  record  correct  temperatures.

gc.     Pup  TP-HP.  HEWS  ABOUT  VIRGIHIA  APPLE  IHSFECTIGHS 

T.  W.  Ayres  sent  the  following  report  from  Winchester  on  Nov.  25:  - 
"Since  the  apple  harvest  has  been  completed,  requests  for  inspections 

out  of  cold  storage  have  been  very  light.     During  the  week  ending  Hov.  19  only 

63  inspection  certificates  were  issued  in  the  various  sections,  one  point  not 

reporting. 

"We  do  not  expect  very  active  inspection  work  until  after  the  first  of 
January.     Quite  a  quantity  of  Virginia,  fruit  was  placed  in  storage  in  England, 
prior  to  the  enforcement  of  the  new  tariff  charges,  and  this  fruit  probably 
will  have  to  be  sold  before  there  can  be  a  price  reaction  sufficient  for  the 
growers  to  export  fruit  from  this  side,  which  would  be  mostly  of  Utility  grade. 

"In  nearly  all  the  cold-storage  plants  over  the  State,  there  is  a  large 
proportion  of  Unclassified  stock  in  baskets  and  barrels,  which  will  be  sold 
largely  to  motor  trucks.     There  is  still  a  considerable  quantity  of  bulk  fruit 
going  to  the  southern  markets  in  motor  trucks. 

"We  have  only  9  inspectors  on  the  roll  now,  and  these  men  are  spending 
half  their  time  on  other  State  projects."

" Great  carloads  of  greenery,  Christmas  trees  for  a  nation,  are  speeding 
out  of  the  Pacific  Horthwest  these  days  to  inspire  the  -Oh's-  and    Ah's  of 
America's  childhood  on  Christmas  morning. 

"Cutover  forest  lands,  once  thronged  with  mighty  monarch s  of  fir  and  pine 
are  the  source  from  which  a  small  army  of  woodsmen  obtain  the  trees. 

"Over  2,000,000  are  expected  to  be  shipped  from  Washington  alone  this  sea- 
son, representing  a  return  of  about  $500,000.     Of  this  amount,  perhaps  $65,000 
will  go  for  freight  charges.     This  month  and  next,  Washington  alone  expects  to 
move  aDout  400  carloads  of  the  fir  and  pine,  with  about  ^,000  trees  to  the"  car- 
load, to  the  Christmas  firesides  of  this  country  and  across  the  Pacific  to  hemes 
in  the  far  Fast. 

"Reports  compiled  by  George  C.  Joy,  Washington  supervisor  of  forestry,  for 
last  year's  business,  showed  that  dealers  shipped  2,058, Christmas  trees,  a 
goodly  increase  over  the  I93O  business,    Wages  for  the  1931  cutting  and  loading 
amounted  in  this  State  to  £1^0,000,  he  said,  and  the  land  owners  were  paid 
$30,000  for  cutting  rights.

Last  Monday  the  following  report  of  cold-storage  holdings  of  apples 
for  Dec.  1  was  released  by  the  Department  in  Washington

The  most  striking  feature  of  the  stocks  of  apples  in  barrels  and  "boxes 
is  that  last  year's  figure  and  the  five-year  average  for  December  are  almost 
the  same,  whereas  for  apples  in  bushel  baskets  the  holdings  in  1931  were  far 
above  the  average  figure. 

Total  holdings  under  refrigeration  at  the  opening  of  this  month  were 
equivalent  to  9,73^*000  barrels  or  29,201,000  boxes.    This  is  about  15$  less 
than  a  year  ago  but  only  2f0  below  the  five-year  average  for  December.  The 
supplies  in  barrels  were  39/"  lighter  than  at  this  time  in  1931  and  37$  below 
average.    Boxed  apples  were  lyfc  less  than  on  December  1  last  season  and  also 
about  12$  below  average  for  this  month.    Nearly  SO/S  of  the  boxed  fruit  was 
held  in  Pacific  Coast  storages.     Stocks  in  bushel  baskets  were  only  3$  lighter 
than  a  year  ago,   cut  57$ "above  the  average  figure. 

6a.     OPTIONS  U  THE  LOS  Ai'T&SLSS  I.C4PJCST 

Walter  Kingsbury  and  W.  L.  Jackson  are  joint  authors  of  a  17-paged 
mimeographed  pamphlet,  entitled  "Onions  in  the  Los  Angeles  Market."     This  is 
another  of  the  series  of  reports,  which  Los  Angeles  office  is  issuing  on 
various  products  in  that  market.     Interesting  charts  and  graphs  show  the 
unloads  of  onions  from  various  States  or  districts  during  1931  and  the  nine- 
year  average  for  monthly  cold-storage  holdings  in  that  city.     Price  charts 
are  given  for  the  past  eight  years  on  each  of  the  leading  kinds  of  onions 
sold  in  Los  Angeles.     The  report  contains  numerous  valuable  statistical  tabu- 
lations relating  to  this  product. 


7a.     CALIFORNIA  COLD  Y*AVE  3REAKS  ALL  RECORDS 

On  Monday  the  following  report  was  sent  to  all  offices  on  the  leased- 
wire  circuits:-    "San  Francisco  today  reports  cold  weather  in  California  con- 
tinues unabated,  with  a.ll-time  low  temperatures  for  many  sections.  Snow 
flxirries  fell  all  day  Sunday  in  San  Francisco  and  Bay  district.  Temperature 
in  Sacramento  20  degrees,  Stockton  2h  degrees.     Snowfall  general  throughout  San 
Joaquin  Valley.     Damage  to  all  vegetables  in  this  section  of  State  cannot  be 
determined  now,  but  no  doubt  it  has  been  very  severe.     Temperatures  higher  in 
southern  California,  with  no  damage  reported  there."  _  • 

Although  it  is  understood  that  first  reports  of  weather  damage  sometimes 
are  exaggerated,  other  details  in  the  wires  from  C.  J.  Hansen  are  to  the  effect 
that  damage  to  celery  in  the  delta  district  may  cause  from  30$  to  40$  loss. 
Lettuce  in  Sacramento  district  practically  total  loss.     Lowest  temperature  in 
Sacramento  Valley  recorded  at  Chico  with  13  degrees,  which  is  an  all-time 
record.    Porterville  reported  heaviest  snow  in  25  years.    Bakersfield  reported 
six  inches  of  snow.    Unharvested  citrus  fruits  in  Oroville  and  Orland  sections 
reported  frozen.    Artichokes  badly  damaged;  also  other  vegetables.

Below  are  excerpts  from  a  recent  report  by  the  American  Consul  at 
ITogales,  Sonora,  Mexico,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  Washington:- 

"I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  State  Congress  of  Sonora  has 
approved  the  Federal  Marketing  Act,  "under  which  agricultural  products  grown 
in  Mexico  are  classified  as  public  utilities,  and  thereby  placing  under 
Government  control  the  production  and  distribution  of  the  entire  winter  vege- 
table crop  on  the  West  Coast  of  Mexico.     As  a  result  thereof,  a  cooperative 
association  of  all  vegetable    growers  in  the  States  of  Sonora  and  Sinaloa  has 
been  organized  to  meet  with  the  new  requirements.     The  distribution,  market- 
ing, collections  and  disbursements  pertaining  to  agricultural  products  grown 
in  Mexico  will  be  handled  by  the  Wells  Fargo  Company  of  Mexico,  and  transpor- 
tation through  the  Sud  Pacifico  de  Mexico  Railroad.  *** 

"It  is  reported  also  that  an  advisory  board  will  be  established  in 
this  city,  consisting  of  representatives  of  the  growers,  Sud  Pacifico  de 
Mexico  Railroad  and  the  Wells  Fargo  Company  of  Mexico.     It  is  understood  this 
board  will  control  the  distribution  and  handling  of  the  winter  vegetables 
from  the  West  Coast  of  Mexico,  estimated  at  from  S,000  to  <y,0Q0  carlots.  In 
order  to  avoid  overproduction,  a  system  of  control  will  be  enforced  by  the 
above-mentioned  board,  based  on  the  quality    of  the  vegetables  grown  for  export. 

"According  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  ITogales,  Arizona,  the  plan 
will  result  in  forcing  a  large  number  of  American  customs -house  brokers,  com- 
mission men,  and  representatives  connected  with  the  vegetable  trade  to  cease 
business  on  the  border  and  will  seriously  affect  business  and  financial 
interests  in  that  city." 

9a.     CERTIFIED  SFFD  POTATO  PRODUCTION  SMALLER  THIS  Y5AR 

Reports  from  22  States,  where  seed-potato  certification  is  carried  on, 
indicate  that  the  production  of  certified  stock  this  year  is  about  6,929»000 
bushels,  compared  with  about  g,76U,600  in  1931,  nearly  6,703,000  in  1930,  and 
about  7>091s000  bushels  the  five-year  average  for  1925-29.    Maine,  as  usual, 
ranked  first  with  a  total  of  2,920,700  bushels,  but  that  is  37$  less  than  the 
certified  seed  produced  in  Maine  last  year.    ITorth  Dakota  was  second  this 
year,  with  82U,b00  bushels,  whereas  in  1931  --ev;  York  was  second,  with  a  figure 
similar  to  the  193^  total  for  North  Dakota.    Kay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  says:- 

11  Sales  of  certified  seed  potatoes  during  the  fall  were  smaller  than 
those  of  a  year  ago,  which  in  turn  lagged  behind  those  of  the  preceding  year. 
In  a  majority  of  States  only  about  5$  to  10$  ^-a(i  'Deen  sold  by  growers  up  to 
Nov.  10.     In  a  few  of  the  more-important  States  the  movement  of  the  crop  from 
growers'  hands  had  barely  started  by  that  date.     On  the  other  hand,  one-third 
or  more  of  certain  varieties  in  the  Dakotas,  Nebraska,  and  California  had  been 
sold.    Opinions  regarding  the  demand  next  spring  vary,  but  two-thirds  of  the 
number  of  State  certification  agencies  indicated  that  it  would  be  the  same  as 
the  below-normal  demand  of  last  spring,  or  even  smaller.    Marked  improvement 
in  general  business  conditions,  accompanied  by  higher  prices  for  table 
potatoes,  would  affect  the  demand  for  seed  potatoes  considerably,  according  to 
a  number  of  the  persons  reporting. 

"Prices  paid  to  growers  in  the  more-important  States  ranged  from  20<£  to 
75^  a  bushel  and  averaged  hlc£,  compared  with  58^  last  year  and  $1.25  two  years 
ago.     In  a  few  States,  however,  where  the  crop  was  much  smaller  than  a  year 
ago,  higher  prices  prevailed  than  at  a  corresponding  time  last  year."

with  a  few  scattered  sales  as  high  as  $1,  "but  on  Friday  some  stock  was  sell- 
ing at  75y«     AS  most  growers  seem  inclined  to  hold  for  $1  per  "barrel,  the 
haulings  from  farmers1  storages  have  "been  comparatively  light." 

An  additional  letter,  dated  Dec.  10,  is  quoted  in  part  "below:  ~ 
"Fhe  Maine  potato  market  has  continued  dull  this  past  week.  Volume 
of  trading,  "both  in  carlots  and  on  the  street,  has  "been  light.     The  street- 
price  to  growers  ranged  mostly  ~(5£~%5y  Per  barrel.     The  consensus  of  opinion 
among  growers  and  shippers  is  that  the  $1  price  may  "be  realized  within  the 
next  few  v?eeks.    Because  of  the  firm  Btreet  market,  shippers  have  "been  unable 
tc  "buy  in  large  quantities  to  sell  at  the  prevailing  prices  in  the  terminal 
markets.     It  is  reported  that  the  recent  cut  in  freight  rates  from  Colorado 
to  Gulf  ports  probably  will  prevent  liaine  stock  from  going  to  those  points 
in  any  considerable  quantities."

R.  3.  Keller  wrote  as  follows  from  Grand  Rapids  on  Dec.  10:- 
"Cold  weather  during  the  past  week  has  curtailed  the  movement  and  slowed' 
up  trading  on  both  potatoes  and  onions  in  Michigan.    However,  prices  have 
stiffened  under  the  lighter  offerings  and  likely  would  be  considerably  higher, 
if  temperatures  were  not  so  low  at  receiving  points  that  normal  trading  also 
has  been  curtailed  at  those  markets.     Truck  movement  of  potatoes  is  practically 
stopped  by  the  cold  ^weather." 


7b.     IDAHO  POTATO  MARKET  FIRM 

.R.  G.  Risser  wrote  as  follows  from  Idaho  Falls  on  Dec.  10:- 
" Subzero  weather  in  Idaho,  following  a  prolonged  period  of  moderate 
temperatures,  has  prevented  hauling  of  potatoes  from  farm  cellars  to  track 
warehouses,  resulting  . in . light  shipments.    While  low  temperatures  in  the  city 
markets  have  restricted  trading  and  the  additional  cost  of  the  heating  ser- 
vice now  necessary  .has  slowed  up  the  demand,  shippers  are  expecting  increased 
activity  to  ensue.     The  week  closed  with  markets  steady  to  firm,  but  with 
little  change  in  prices  at  originating  points.."

A.  E.  Prugh  wrote  as-  follows  in  a  letter  dated  Dec.  11:-  • • 

"Arizona  lias  been  moving  the  best  lettuce  ever  produced  in  a  fall  crop 
and  has  started  under  the  most  discouraging  market  conditions.     I  know  of  one 
shipper  whose • first  25  cars  all  graded  U.S.  iTo.  1,  and  several  would  have  made 
U.S.  Fancy  with  a  little  extra  care.    Another  shipper  moved  kk  Cars,  with  k2 
grading  U.S.  No.-  1.     In  fact,  the  stock  has  been  almost  perfect.    Last  fall, 
weather  conditions  were  entirely  'different  and,   early  in  December,  very  little 
lettuce  could  be  cut  with  solidity  firm  enough  to  ship  under  the  provisions 
of  the  State  Standardization  Law.    On  December  10  this  season,  quality  con- 
tinued good  in  all  districts,  with  marginal  browning  showing  in  the  Eloy 
stock,  which  requires  'chicken  picking,1  a  name  given- by  the  trimmers  to    -  • 
picking  this  discolored  part  from  the  leaves.     A  little  'side  slime'  also  has 
been  noticed  at  Eloy,  a  slime  on  the  side  of  the  heads,  evidently  caused  by 
blight.    Many  fields  in  the  Phoenix  district  look  as  if    practically  every 
head  could  be  cut,  and  the  stands  are  good.     If  all  the  stock  could  be  mar- 
keted, yields  would  be  heavy.    But  the  demand  has  been  mostly  for  cars  with 
not  over  75  crates  of.  U's,  and,  as  sizes  have  been  large,  many  of  the  H!s 
are  not  being  cut. 

"The  first  car  was  shipped  from  Eloy  on  ITov.  12  and  Salt  River  Valley 
moved  its  first  car  on  the  25th.     From  Fov.  29  to  Dec.  H  inclusive,  United 
States  shipments  averaged' only  SS  cars  a  day.     If  market  conditions  had  been 
better,  175  to. 200  cars  daily  could  have  been  shipped  from  the  Salinas, 
Sacramento  and  San  Fernando  districts  of  California  and  from  Arizona. 
Arizona- alone  could 'have  shipped.  150  cars  a  day  last  week.    The  peak  should 
come  around  Dec.  18,  with  about  150  cars.  • 

"Too  much  competition  for  Arizona  has  been  developing  on  this  fall 
crop.     Very  few  shippers  now  are  able  financially  to  move  much  stock  unsold, 
unless  they  get  a  SLibstantial  advance  from  eastern  receivers.     During  the 
past  two  weeks  many  representatives  of  eastern  firms  would  not  take  lettuce  on 
consignment.     Lately  several  cars  of  Arizona  stock  have  moved  on  a  $225~per- 
car  advance.    Many  firms  are  on  a  cash  credit  basis,  so  far  as  their  shook  and 
paper  for  packing  is  concerned.  , 

"Recent  rains , in  San  Fernando  Valley  and  .  freezes  at  Sacramento,  with 
prospects  of  rain  here,  have  caused  a  little  f.o.b.  cash  demand.  Christmas 
demand  is  expected  to  stimulate  the  market.     Last  season,  quality  at  San 
Fernando  was  better  than  in  Arizona  but  this  year  the  situation  is  reversed 
and  the  fine  quality  here  has  shut  off  the  demand  for  California  stock.  The 
f.o.b.  market  here  is  not  expected  to  advance  above  $1.25,  but  even  that 
price  would  be  considered  good  this  season.     Light  Arizona  movement  last  year 
in  December  brought  about  an  f.o.b.  range  of  $1 . 75~$3« 75-     The  Standardization 
Service  made  money  for  the  shippers  b\r  holding  quality  of  shipments  up  to  the 
provisions  of  the  State  law. 

"Growing  conditions  have  been  favorable  in  Imperial  Valley  of  California, 
But  the  weather  has  been"  warmer  and  solidity  could  hardly  equal  that  of  the 
stock  here,  so  that  Imperial  shippers  are  expected  to  hold  back  as  long  as  pos- 
sible and  not  try  to  compete  with  Arizona.     However,  if  the  f.o.b.  price  ad- 
vances to  $1.25,  it  would  be  an  incentive  for  movement  to  get  under  way  in 
Imperial  Valley,  as  considerable  acreage  was  planted  there  for  December  movement 

"Arizona  has  about  935  acres  of  cauliflower  which  will  start  moving  next 
week,  and  movement  is  expected  to  reach  35  cars  a  day  at  the  peak.    Last  week, 
loadings  in  mixed  cars  with  lettuce  were  reported  sold  at  gO^  perpony  crate, 
f.o.b.,  compared  with  i+5-50^  at  Los  Angeles.     The  quality  here  will  be  good. 
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Heads  have  been  small  so  far,  "but  the'  showers  Friday  night  and  Saturday  are 
expected  to  improve  the  size.     About  135  acres  of  brocolli  were  planted,  and 
there  has  been  a  fairly  good  demand  in  mixed  cars.    An  occasional  car  of 
carrots  has  "been  shipped  from  Mesa.    Arizona  hras  hhO  acres   (*)  of  carrots, 
but  , a  jobbing  price  in  Chicago  of  $1.50~$2  per  crate  will  cause  most  of  this 
stock  to  be  left  in  the  fields,  unless . market  conditions  improve. 

"Around  300  acres  of  peas  were  grown  in  Arizona.  The  Sloy  section  has 
moved  straight  cars.  Some  are  still  being  loaded  in  mixed  cars  with  lettuce. 
The  small  crate  or  box  is  a  popular  package.     Imperial  Valley  has 

had  a  profitable  green-pea  deal.     The  first  light  frost  came  there  the  night 
of  Dec.  6.    The  f.o.b.  price  on  hampers  was  reported  holding  up  to  $1-75  the 
first  week  in  December.' 

"Considerable  increase  in  citrus  production  is  noticed  in  Arizona  this 
season,  particularly  on  oranges.     In  previous  years,  distribution  has  been  to 
nearby  points  or  to  the  Northwest ,  but  this  season  it  is  spreading  to  the 
Middle  West."   (*)   Crop  Estimates  shows  Z^O  acres  of  carrots  in  Arizona. -Editor . 

lib.     DO  YOU  READ  TEE  DIVISION  LETTER  CAREFULLY?- 

Did  you  notice  on  the  preceding  page  Mr.  Prugh's  reference  to  the  935 
acres  of  cauliflower,  being  grown  in  Arizona  this  winter?    Apparently  this 
crop  is  beginning  to  assume  commercial  importance  in  that  State,  although  the 
Division  of  Crop  Estimates  has  'not  shown  any  cauliflower  acreage  in  Arizona 
during  past  years.     Shipments  for  both  193^  and  1931  amounted  to  about  100  cars. 
.   Usually  about  2  acres  produce  a  carload. 

12b.     EARLY  CANTALOUPES  EXPECTED  IN  CALIFORNIA 

Continuing  his  letter  of  Dec.  11,  Mr.  Prugh  added  these  comments :~ 
"Some  of  the  earliest  California  cantaloupes  on  record  are  expected 
this  coming  season  from  about  600  acres  planted  at  Kane  Springs,  about  15 
miles  from  Westmoreland  toward  Indio.     This  is  a  new  district,  reported  to  be 
frost -free,  but  the  sandy  soil  probably  will  not  permit  heavy  yields.  Appar- 
ently Dr.  Jagger,  after  several  years  of  experimenting,  ha£>  at"' last  produced 
a '"mildew-resistant  cantaloupe,  with  sufficient  sugar  content  and  flavor  to  be 
grown  in  volume." 

1 3b .    NOTES  ON  WISCONSIN  POTATOES 

A.  M.  McDowell  wrote  as  follows  from  Waupaca  on  Dec.  tj-:~ 

"The  past  week  started  off  rather  promisingly  for  Wisconsin  potato 

dealers,  several  reporting  the  best  demand  of  the  season  on  Monday,  Nov.  2g. 

However,  demand  later  fell  off  and  prices  declined.     Growers  were  receiving 

25^-35^  bulk  per  cwt.,  while  early  in  the  week  there  was  some  stock  bought 

for  kO0.- 

"It  was  hoped  that  the  steady  rise  of  prices  in  the  East  would  result 
in  a  narrower  distribution  of  eastern  stock  and  that  there  would  be  less  com- 
petition in  middlewestern  and  southeastern  markets.     The  failure  of  the  mar- 
ket to  respond  to  expectations  has  been  attributed,  at  least  in  part,  to 
increasedactivity  on  the  part  of  truckers following  the  moderation  of  sub- 
freezing  temperatures."

Another  letter,  dated  Dec.  12,  from  Mr.  --McDowell  is  as  follows 
"On  Friday  (Dec.  3) ,  reports  showed  that  no  cars  of  potatoes  were    . . 
shipped  from  Wisconsin,  a  'phenomenon  which  had  dealers  searching  back  in 
their  memories  for  similar  occurrences  in  recent  years.     That  none  were 
recalled  is  -undoubtedly  due  to  higher  prices  in  previous  years,  which  en- 
abled shippers  to  use  carrier's  protective  service.    Most  of  the  sales 
made  during  the  latter  part  of  last  week  were,  for  shipment  the  first  of 
this  week,  when  it  was  hoped  that  the  weather  would  be  sufficiently  moder- 
ate to  enable  movement  -to  be  made  -without  heater  service.    The  general  prac- 
tice is  to  preheat  the  cars  before  shipment,-  and  in  some  cases  cars  from 
the  more-northern  shipping  stations  are  stopped  at  Waupaca  or  other  points, 
where  facilities  are  available  and  where  the  cars  are  re-heated. 

"Trading  was  rather  listless  during  the  past  week  but  prices  advanced 
slightly  toward  the  close,  following  sub-zero  temperatures  in  most  of  the  ■ 
North  Central  States,  which  curtailed  shipments  to  a  volume  far  below  normal." 

15b.     ABOUT  HALF  THE  TEXAS  CITRUS  CROP  ALREADY  MOVED;  VEGETABLES  RATHER  SLOW 
17.  D.  Googe  sent  the. .-.following . report  in  a  letter  dated  Dec.  U:-  . 
" Citrus  movement  from -the  lower- Rio  Grande  Valley  during  the  past  week 
(iTov.  27-Dec.  3)  b.as  averaged  about  20  cars  -d  ily  by  rail  and  a  little  more 
than  half  that  amount  by  motor  trucks.     It' is  believed  by  some  that  half  this 
season's  crop  has  been  shipped,  based  on  estimates  of  3>500  to  U,000  carloads. 
Others  claim  that  the  yield  will  be  considerably  above  early  estimates  and  that 
perhaps  ^,000  carloads  will  be  moved.-   At  this  time  last  year,  only  about  a 
fourth  of  the  crop  had  been  shipped. 

"Approximately  200  cars  of  vegetables  have  been  forwarded  by  rail  to 
date,  and  it  is  estimated  that- the  movement -by  motor  truck  has  been  -around  75 
carloads.    About  half  the  rail  movement  ha.s  consisted  of  mixed  cars.  Shippers 
indicate  that  they  wil^push  "the  mixed-car  business  this  season,  since  market 
conditions  in  western  States  will  cause  jobbers  to  buy  sparingly  and  thus 
avoid  large  stocks  of  a  single  commodity.  ■  - 

"Prices  being  paid  for  vegetables  are  unsettled,  with  a  range  too  wide  to 
determine  what  really  may  be  called  a  market  price.    However,  it  appears  that 
prices  to  growers  of  cabbage  are  mostly  around  $S  per  ton;  for  carrots  25>-  per 
crate  and  for  beets  around  75^  Per  crate  in  the  fields.     Demand  for  beets 
exceeds  the  suoply.     The  supplies  of  beans,  tomatoes,  peas,  okra.,  squash, 
brocolli,  mustard  and  turnip  greens,  spinach,  peppers,  eggplant,  etc.,  are 
just  about  sufficient  to  take  care  of  mixed-car  orders.     It  is  not  expected 
that  any  important  carlot  movement  of  these  commodities  will  develop.  Some 
•new  potatoes  and  green  corn-  also  a.re  moving  in  small  lots." 

In  another  letter,  dated  last  Sunday,  Mr.  Googe  added:- 
" During  the  past  week  (Dec.  h-10)  the  Valley  shipped  about  lJO  cars  of 
grapefruit  and  oranges,  also  about  200  carloaus  of  vegetables.  Approximately 
60  carloads  of  citrus  and  20  of  vegetables  were  moved  by  motor  trucks.'  Cold 
rainv  weather  the  latter  -part  of  the  week  hindered  the  harvesting  of  vegetables 
The  subnormal  temperatures,  which  prevailed  over  western  States,  resulted  in 
misty  weather  in  the  Valley,     The  lowest  temperature  recorded  at  Brownsville  .  • 
was  I4.7  degrees  on  Friday  night.    TiThile  these  conditions  delay  the  maturity  and 
harvesting  of  beans  and  tomatoes,   they  are  considered  very  favorable  to  the 
growth  of  cabbage,  carrots,  beets,  and. other  crops,  which  constitute  the  bulk 
of  winter  vegetables  in  this  section." 
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l6b.     FLORIDA  STOW  MAKING  VERY  HEAVY  SHIPMENTS  OF  "ORANGES 

Florida  recently  has  been  shipping  more  oranges  than  California. 
H.  F.  Willson  tells  of  the  heavy  movement  in  his  letter  of  Dec.  13:- 

" Orange  shipments  from  Florida  were  exceedingly  heavy  this  past  week, 
and  movement  ■undoubtedly  will  continue  heavy  during  the  current  week.-  In 
order  to  have  the- fruit  on  northern  markets  in  time  for  the  Christmas  trade, 
it  is  essential  that  the  cars  be  shipped  by  the  end  of  this  week. 

"Up  to  Dec.  h  Florida  had  shipped  only  1,700  cars  of  oranges,  but  dur- 
ing the  week  ending  Dec.  10  about  1,HU0  cars  were  forwarded,  or  nearly  as 
many  as  for  the  entire  season  up  to  Dec.  h.     In  addition  to  heavier  rail  move- 
ment, the  boat  shipments  showed  a  sharp  increase,  and  lcc.l.  express  movement 
is- now  getting  under  way.     The  boat  shipments  alone- on  last  Saturday  totaled 
116  cars,  including        oranges,  IS  grapefruit  and  11  tangerines. 

"As  the  large  volume  of  oranges  commenced  to  arrive  on  auction  mar- 
kets, prices  broke  sharply.     For  the  week  ending  Dec.  10,  about  376  cars  of 
Florida  oranges  averaged  $3'5^  Per         on  the  9  leading  markets,  while  on 
Monday,   the  12th,  the  heavy  offerings  of  2 ho  cars  were  sold  on  the  same  mar- 
kets for  $2 .-85  average.     In  contrast,  76  cars  pf  Florida,  grapefruit  were  . 
sold  on  Dec.  12  at  the  leading  auctions  for  $2.h^}  or  exactly  the  same  aver- 
age as  2S5  cars  during  the  previous  week." 

1 7b .     COLDER  WEATHER  BEEPS  TEE  WESTZRN  gjjjff  YORK  MARKS T  ' 

R.  L.  Sutton  wrote  in  part  as  follows  in  a  letter  dated  Dec.  13;- 
"The  volume  of  celery  remaining  in  cold  storage  in  western  New  York  is 
unusually  heavy,  '  The  report  as  of  Dec.  9  shows  292,000  crates  under  refrig- 
eration, or  U2,000  more  than  a  year  ago.     §ome  excitement  developed  yesterday 
over  reports  of  damage  from  freezing  in  California.     The  various  rumors  are 
having  a  tendency  to  strengthen  the  local  market,  or  at  least  encourage 
growers  to  refrain  from  selling  at  former  low  prices.     The  outturn  so  far 
this  season  is  nearly  ^00  cars  ahead  of  last  season's  corresponding  shipments. 

"Return  of  genuine  wintry  weather  is  tending  to  strengthen  the  cabbage 
market.  Growers  are  reluctant  to  sell  at  the. usual  price  offered  by  dealers 
and  many  are  holding  for  $^.50-$5  per  ton.  So  far  this  season,  barely  5>800 
cars  have  rolled,  whereas  about  8,700  had  been  shipped  to  the  same  time  in 

1931.  ■  :.. 

"Fairly ■ favorable  prospects  appear  to  be  developing  in  the  potato 
market.    Under  an  improved  demand  yesterday,  the  f.o.b.  price  advanced  to  68^ 
per  cwt.     Growers  are  receiving  mostly  28^  per-  bushel ,  few  high  as  30^. 

:     "Trading  in  apples  has  demonstrated  little  new  development.  '  The  fac- 
tors who  are.  usually  active  in  the  export  trade  report  practically  no  business 
from  this  source.     They  state  that  the  added  British  tariff,   together  with 
declining  exchange,  places  an  almost  prohibitive  barrier  for  export  movement 
at  this  time."

R.  E.  vonG-lahn  submitted  the  following  information  on  Dec.  2:- 
" After  rmich  watchful  waiting,  the  season  has  "begun  for  citrus-fruit 
exports  direct  from  Jacksonville.     This  week,  we  inspected  two  cars  of 
grapefruit  for  the  American  Fruit  Growers,   Inc.,  which  comprised  the  entire 
first  shipment  "by  boat,  other  than  a  small  lot  of  30  ooxes  which  the  Arnold 
Fru.it  Company  exported  on  the  same  ship  without  inspection. 

"Steamship  authorities  hope  that  there  will  be  part  cargoes  of  citrus 
fruit  for  two  other  vessels,  due  to  Sail  on  the  15th  and  the  20th,  but  after 
that  time  they  expect  to  have  regular  refrigeration  service  on  all  ships  and 
carry  capacity  cargoes  of  fruit  on  all  sailings. 

"At  present  indications,  all  the  shippers  who  made  use  of  the  inspec- 
tion service  at  this  point  last  season  will  do  so  again,  and  there  is  possi- 
bility of  a  few  new  ones,   including  some  who  have  exported  through  Tampa  in 
the  past." 

Fart  of  a  Jacksonville  newspaper  clipping,  which  accompanied  Mr.  von 
Glahn's  letter,  is  published  below: - 

"Authorities  on  citrus  exportation  and  foreign  markets  have  declared 
all  indications  point  to  a  record-breaking  season.  The  fruit  is  said  to  be 
running  to  small  sizes,  that  have  long  been  in  greatest  demand  by  the  buying 
public  of  England  and  the  Continent."

They 
have  three  brands  for  each  house,  which  makes  quite  a  lot  of  different  labels. 
However,  the  first  brand  in  each  house  carries  the  ' Tex-Sun'  trademark,  and 
the  second  brand  carries  the   'Tex-Maid'  trademark. 

"In  addition  to  having  this  new  business,  we  recently  have  been  given 
all  of  the  Texas  Citrus  Growers  Exchange  shipments.    At  last,  we  have  an 
opportunity  to  render  a  service  to  these  people,  which  they  have  felt  was 
unnecessary  until  this  time.     There  are  about  1,U00  cars  out  so  far,  but  the 
crop  is  estimated  around  3,500  to. kt 000  cars." 

A  recent  article  in  the  Harlingen  "Horning  Star"  emphasizes  the  neces- 
sity of  Valley  citrus  shippers  supplying  the  Inspection  Service  with  a  list 
of  brands  and  the  grades  which  they  represent.

10c.     ADDITIONAL  NOTES  PIT  ARIZONA  LETTUCE  INSPECTIONS 

E.  L.  Rach  wrote  as  follows  from  Phoenix,  Arizona,  on  December  9:~ 
"In  the  Phoenix  office,  we  have  been  getting  about  1+0  cars  of  lettuce 
a  day.     The  shipments  are  about  60  daily,  so  we  are  getting  a  good  percentage. 
Practically  all  of  our  cars  are  grading  No.  1,  as,  -  in  the  face  of  the  pres- 
ent market  conditions,  -  every  shipper  is  making  a  special  effort  to  ship 
only  the  best.     The  quality  is  exceptionally  good,   the  best  we  ever  had  on  any 
fall  deal.    Host  of  the  lettuce  is  of  good  size,  but  every  one  is  trimming  the 
H-dozen  heads,  down  so  that  the  cars  will  manifest  'heavy  to  5"*aozens«  '  Many 
of  the  cars  are  meeting  standard-pack  requirements,  but  a  new-sized  container 
has  been  adopted  here,  with  a  17-inch  (instead  of  18 -inch)  inside  dimension- 
In  this  crate,  it  is  hard  to  make  a  good  U-dozen  pack,  and  I  believe  that 
soon  the  shippers  will  change  to  a  l7?>- inch  crate. 

"Unless  the  market  shows  -considerable  improvement,   I  do  not  think 
shipments  will  reach  over  100  cars  a  day  for  a  considerable  time.    V.re  are 
also  inspecting  one  car  of  carrots  a  day.     Later  on,  we  should  have  about  10 
a  da.y  and  also  about  10  cars  of  cauliflower,  the  latter  starting  next  week. 
To  date  we  have  had  one  car  of  lettuce  in  the  Yuma  district.     The  inspector 
there  advises  me  that  shipments  will  begin  moving  actively  about  December  15« 

11c.     A  SPECIAL  ARTICLE  BY  DR.  RAMSEY 

On  the  following  page  of  this  D.L.  iiispectors  will  find  an  article  on 
Pleospora  Rot  of  tomatoes,  written  by  Dr.  G-.  B.  Ramsey,  of  the  B.F.I,  office 
in  Chicago.     This  should  be  studied  carefully  by  all  members  of  the  force:- 
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-   .  TOMATO  PLEOSPORA  ROT 

Pleospora  Rot  of  tomatoes  has  been  found  causing  extensive  decay  in 
California  stock  on  the  markets  during  the  past  two  months.     This  disease  has 
"been  under  observation  since  1919>  each  season  it  has  "been  found  the 

cause  of  more  or  less  decay  in  tomato  shipments  during  November  and  December. 
Although  it  has  sometimes  been  confused  with  Phoraa  Rot,  the  following  brief 
description,  taken  together  with  the  fact  that  Phoma  Rot  is  seldom  if  ever 
found  in  California  tomatoes  at  this  season  of  the  year,  should  enable  in- 
spectors to  identify  this  disease: 

The  early  stages  of  Pleospora  Rot  of  tomatoes  appear  as  small  V-shaped 
or  oval  light-brown  spots  at  the  edge  of  the  stem  scar  or  in  mechanical  in- 
juries on  the  shoulders  of  the  fruit.     These  lesions  appear  somewhat  like 
Phoma  Rot  but,  as  they  enlarge,  they  become  brown  to  dark  brown  and  do  not 
get  as  black  as  Phoma.     Spots  one-half  inch  in  diameter  and  larger  usually 
show  black  pimple-like  fruiting  bodies  (perithecia)  forming  in  the  central 
region.     Typical  Pleospora  Rot  lesions  show  evidence  that  the  fungus  has 
entered  through  the  stem  spar.     The  organism  penetrates  into  the  fruit  one- 
half  inch  or  more,  causing  a  moderately-firm  dark-brown  decay,  and  it  usually 
discolors  the  va,scular  elements  underneath  the  stem  and  along  the  side  walls 
of  the  fruit.    Under  moist  conditions,  either  in  transit  or  in  the  ripening 
rooms  on  the  market,   the  surface  of  the  lesions  may  be  covered  with  a  greenish- 
brown  to  black  mold.     This  is  the  conidial  or  Macrosporium  stage  of  the  fungus, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  black  perithecia  this  stage  can  not  be  differentiated 
from  other  Macrosporium  and  Alternaria  rots,  except  by  culturing.

12 c .     IMPORTANT  NOTICE  REGARDING  PEA  GRADES 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  U.S.  Fancy  grade  for  fresh  peas 
requires  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  each  pod  shall  be  filled  with  fairly 
well  to  well  developed  peas.     "Pairly  well  filled"  for  U.S.  No.  1  grade  means 
that  more  than  one-half  of  each  pod  shall  be  filled  with  fairly  well  to  well 
developed  peas.     Pods  which  are  only  two-thirds  filled  are  not  well  filled, 
and  pods  which  are  only  half  filled  are  not  fairly  well  filled.     The  speci- 
fications call  for  more  than  two-thirds  filled  for  Fancy,  and  more  than  half 
filled  for  U.S.  No.  1  grade.

la.     FRUITS  AE7D  VEGETABLES  DURING  1932 

Probably  the  outstanding  feature  of  193^  in  fruit  and  vegetable  markets 
was  the  apparently  reduced  buying  power  and  the  generally  decreased  demand  for 
most  products,  except  where  there  was  a  temporary  shortage.     Prices  to  growers 
were  low  for  nearly  all  products.     Rail  shipments  were  considerably  lighter  than 
the  year  before,  but  movement  by  motor-truck  increased  in  some  districts. 

Combined  production  of  10  important  fruit  crops  was  about  10,2^5,000  tons, 
or  15$  less  than  in  1931*     Commercial  production  of  truck  crops  for  shipment  .  to 
market  as  fresh  stock  reached  a  new  peek  this  year.     Considerable  quantities  were 
left  unharvested  for  lack  of  a  paying  market.    Acreage  of  truck  crops  for  can- 
ning or  manufacture  was  reduced  by  about  one-fourth  from  last  year's  plantings. 

Potato  prices  were  almost  continually  lower  than  the  year  before  except 
during  the  early  part  of  the  new-crop  season.     Toward  the  end  of  the  year,  pota- 
toes approached  more  closely  to  the  level  of  late  1931 •    Onions  showed  the  most 
striking  contrast,  with  high  prices  for  storage  stock  in  the' winter  of  1931  "but 
very  low  prices  toward  the  close  of  193^  because  of  excessively  heavy  production 
this  fall.    New-crop  onions  in  Texas  brought  good  prices  at  the  beginning,  but 
the  later  market  in  the  summer  was  draggy  and  low.  .  . 

Old  and  new  cabbage  for  a  while  last  spring  sold  higher  than  the  year 
before,  but  summer  and  fall  crops  have  ranged  generally  lower  than  a  year  ago. 
.Sweet-potato  and  celery  prices  throughout  the  year  were  generally  below  the 
level  of  193^- •     For  a  short  period  in  the  spring,  celery  markets  were  firm  to 
higher.    Fall  prices  have  been  low.     Lettuce  fluctuated  greatly  in  price,  accord- 
ing to  quality  and  the  current  supply.     Texas  tomatoes  started  well,  but  crops 
in  succeeding  States  sold  lower  than  the  year  before.     Cantaloupes  brought  fair 
prices  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  and  later  declined  to  a  rather  low  level. 
Watermelon  returns  were  poor  most  of  the  season. 

.Among  fruits,  the  peach  crop  brought  higher  market  prices  because  of  light 
crops  in  early  and  midseason  States.     Apple  values  were  fair  early  in  193^5  cut 
generally  below  the  I93I  level  most  of  this  year.    Northwestern  ..f.o.b.  prices 
tended  downward  almost  continuously  since  the  opening  of  the  season.  Straw- 
berries also  brought  relatively  poor  prices,  partly  because  of  inferior  quality 
of  some  crops.    Grapes  started  the  season  rather  discouragingly ,  but  a  slight 
improvement  occurred  later.    Returns  from  juice  -grapes  in  California,  however, 
were • especially  low;    Pears  were  low  most  of  the  year,  and  part  of  the  western 
crop  was  unharvested.     Citrus  prices  were  generally  fair.

lb .     LIBERAL  MOVMEHT  0?  FLORIDA  BE  AITS  AHD  PEAS  EXPECTED  SQOI 

In  a  letter  of  mid-December ,  J.  3.  Owens  wrote  that  Florida  snap  "beans 
were  showing  only  fair  to  ordinary  quality,  some  fields  being  infested  with  a 
"white  mold."    A  later  letter,  dated  Dec  22,  reports  improved  conditions :- 

"Growing  conditions  in' south  Florida- have  "been  unusually -good  during 
the  past  six  weeks,  with  the  result  that  crops  in  general  are  in  excellent 
condition.     In  the  Lake  Okeechobee  region,  the  U,000  to  5 > 000  a^res  of  beans 
planted  after  the  first  week  in  November  have  made. a  very  rapid  growth  and 
many  fields  will  come  into  bearing  about  the  10th  or  15th  of  January.     If  no 
serious  damage  happens  to  this  crop,  there  will  be  a  heavy  movement  during 
January  and  February.     If  there  happens " to  be  a  frost  or  some  other  disaster, 
it  would  hardly  be  so  general  as  to  kill  over  50$  of- the  present  crop.  This 
opinion  is  based  cn  the  fact  that  this  winter  acreage  is  practically  all 
located  on  islands  or  on  land  close-in  to  the  Lake,  and  extends  from  north  of 
Canal  Point  around  to  Clewiston.     This  is  quite  a  large  area,  and  it  is  not 
very  probable  that  one  cold  wave  would  get  all  of  the  acreage. 

"Bean  acreage  in  the  Pompano  section  is  reported  to  be  slightly  in- 
creased over  that  of  last  year.    When  the  major  part  of  the  fall  crop  in  the 
Lake  Okeechobee  section  was  drowned  out,  growers  on  the  Coast  figured  that 
they  could  increase  their  plantings  and  move  most  of  them  before  the  Lake  . 
section  would  be  able  to  produce  another  crop.     Judging  from  progress  of  the 
crops  in  the  two  sections,  the  latter  part  of  January  probably  will  see  an 
extremely  heavy  movement.     The  crop  around  Pompano  is  reported  to  be  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  with  quality  running  generally  good. 

"The  f.o.b.  markets  at  Pompano  and  Belle  Glade  have  shown  a  downward 
tendency  for  the  past  two  weeks,  with  a  very  decided  drop  the  first  part  of 
this  week.    However,  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  fairly  active  demand 
for  good-quality  beans,  around  the  present  price  levels,  for  several  weeks  yet 

"Plantings  of  green  peas  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  section  have  been  esti- 
mated by  various  parties  at  1,500  to  3>500  acres,  the  general  average  being 
2.000  to  2,500  acres.     Condition  of  the  crop  is-  excellent,  and  under  normal 
conditions  there  will  be  quite  a  heavy  movement  of  peas  from  this  section. 
Several  cars  have  already  been  shipped,  but  the  main  movement  will  not  begin 
until  about  the  middle  of  January." 

2b .     RECE1TT  ITEV'S  PIT  MICHIGAN  POTATOES  AHD  OIIIOITS 

R.  E.  Keller  sent  the  following  report  under  date  of  Dec.  2f:~ 
"Milder  weather  during  the  past  week  has  opened  up  trading  for  Michigc 
potatoes  and  onions,  although  the  pre-holiday  period  curtailed  normal  demand 
for  these  products.     Rainy  weather  on  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  of  last 
week  softened  country  roads  and  checked  the  truck  movement,   thus  offering  a 
stimulus  to  rail  business  from  warehouse  holdings. 

"The  rail  movement  to  date  of  Michigan  potatoes  totals  3,135  cars, 
compared  with  2,870  a  year  ago,   indicating  an  increase  over  last  year's  ship- 
ments.   Michigan  is  one  of  the  very  few  late-crop  States  showing  an  increase 
in  rail  movement  of  potatoes.     However,  this  is  not  so  much  an  index  of 
actual  crop  movement  as  it  is  of  a  slight  gain  in  rail  shipments  over  those 
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"by  motor  truck.     Truck  movement  continues  heavy  except  when  weather  is  un- 
usually inclement.     Such  shipments  largely  supply  the  Detroit,  Toledo, 
Vincennes,  Terre  Haute-,  Indianapolis,  and  other  large  nearby  markets.  Old- 
line  potato,  dealers  are  paying  the-  farmers  25-30^,  mostly  25^  hulk  per  cwt. 
of  U.S.  Mb.  1  stock.     Truckers' are  reported  paying  2 5~35^ »  according  to  loca- 
tions of  their  purchases. 

"Onion  sales  are  how'  "being  made  in  about  the  same  channels,  with  the 
very  finest  large  stock  selling  at  30-32^  Per  50-PQun.d  °ag,  and  some  of  the 
smaller  sizes  as  low  as  2^.    Many  of  the  present  onion  shipments'  are  from 
cash  purchases  of  buying  representatives  of  terminal  receivers,  joint-account 
shipments,  and  rollers  for  delivered  sales.     F.o.h.  sales  are  light.  Onions 
are  "being  trucked  to  all  the  nearby  markets but,  as  most  of  the  Michigan 
stock  is  destined  to  distant  points  "beyond  the  trucking  range,  such  movement 
is  not  so  heavy  as  for  potatoes.     Dealers  and  farmers  report  quite  heavy 
damage  from  freezing  to  onions  in  temporary  storage  during  the  cold  weather." 

y°  •     THE  MAINE  POTATO  SITU  AT  I  OH  n 
V.  E.  Nicholson  wrote  from  Presque  Isle  on  Dec.  23  as  follows :- 
"The  Maine  potato  market  has  weakened  slightly  during  the  last  two 
days.     Increased  haulings  from  the  growers'  storages  and  a  very  sluggish  de- 
mand from  the  terminal  markets  combined  to  produce  a  weaker  situation.  The 
price  to  growers  dropped  to  mostly  70^  per  barrel,  with  some  shippers  offer- 
ing only  65^. ' 

"While  there  have  been  a  few  cars  billed  to  the  midv/e stern  markets 
during  the  past  week,  the  distribution  has  improved  only  slightly.    Most  of 
the  cars  shipped  to  points  along  the  coast  south  of  New  York  City  have  been 
moving  via  Searsport;  of  the  total  freight  shipments  of  615  cars  so  far  this 
week,  176  have  been  billed  to  Searsport  for  re-shipment.     There  are  several 
cars  of  seed  stock  moving  daily,  mostly  to  points  in  Hew  Jersey,  Long  Island 
and  Florida,  with  on  occasional  car  to  Virginia. 

"Shipments  to  date  amount  to  11,700  cars,  compared  with  17,000  to  the 
corresponding  da,te  last  season.     If  we  assume  that  U0,000  cars  will  be  moved 
during  the  entire  season,  -  and  that  is  the  most  usual  estimate,-  it  means 
that  Maine  has  yet  to  ship  approximately  28,000  cars.    Prom  December  26  to 
the  end  of  last  season  movement  totaled  36,000  cars. 

"The  consensus  of  opinion  among  Maine  shippers  has  been  that  an  im- 
proved market  might  be  expected  after  the  holidays.    While  the  present  trend 
is  in  the  opposite  direction,   the  seasonal  trend  is  generally  upward  around 
the  first  of  the  year.    Although  growers  have  been  hauling  more  freely  dur- 
ing the  last  few  days,  probably  to  raise  cash  for  Christmas  shopping,  it  is 
thought  this  may  be  only  a  temporary  development.     It  appears  that  many  . 
growers  are  holding  the  bulk  of  their  crop  for  around  $1  per  barrel."

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5"b .     m  EXCELLENT  SUM^AgY  OF  THE  ITOPJlI-^ESTEPff  APPLE  AND  PSAB  SITUATION 

The  following  summary  on  northwestern  fruit  appeared  in  a  recent 
review  at  Portland,  over  the  names  of  J,  D.  Hamilton  and  W.  D.  Hall :- 

Apple  markets  are  most  discouraging,  with  prices  on  nearly  all  lines 
"barely  equal  to  packing  costs  and  with  generally  low  returns  to  most  of  the 
growers.      The  current  limited  movement  is  characteristic  of  the  holiday  sea- 
son, as  all  Christmas  requirements  were  filled  prior  to  December. 

"Apple  prices  have  registered  a  constant  decline  during  the  entire 
1932  season  to  date,  with  the  earlier  Sales  showing  the  hest  returns  in 
nearly  every  instance.    Pair  returns  were  obtained  on  first  Jonathan,  Delici- 
ous, Winesap,   and  Ifewtown  sales;  but  all  varieties  have  now  sunk  to  a  common 
f.o.b.  level  of  GO-^Otf:  Per  box  of  Extra  Pancy  grade  depending  on  variety  and 
quality.    Jonathans  aad  Delicious  are  causing  particular  anxiety  at  the 
present  time.    Jonathans,  now  in  common  storage  in  the  Wenatchee  district 
and  in  cold  storage  at  Yakima,  are  showing  heavy  loss,  due  to  soft  scald  and 
rapid  ripening.    Warm  weather  in  all  districts  until  mid-ITovember  is  shorten- 
ing the  life  of  all  common-storage  stock.    Delicious  are  in  primary  storage 
in  unusually  large  volume,  due  to  this  year's  heavy  production,  with  only  ordi 
nary  market  movement  to  date.     As  a  result,  prices  for  Extra  Fancy  grade  have 
declined  from  opening  values  of  $1.1 5- $1-39  to  S5"S0^  this  week,  with  cash 
transactions  at  75$»     Shippers  are  in  full  sympathy  with  growers  in  their 
desire  to  maintain  present  values  and  are  stubbornly  resisting  the  downward 
buying  pressure.    But  the  volume  of  weak  stock,  demanding  immediate  consump- 
tion, renders  maintenance  of  these  values  very  difficult.    Winesaps  are 
quoted  about  on  a  parity  with  Delicious,  but  the  outlook  for  this  variety  is 
more  favorable,  with  only  moderate  stocks  unshipped  and  with  most  holdings 
apparently  in  good  order,  permitting  late-winter  movement. 

"Foreign  auctions  last  week,  reduced  to  f.o.b.  values  by  deduction  of 
exchange  discounts,   freight,  and  selling  expenses,  realized  from  h$  to  3^ 
per  box  for  Extra  Fancy  stock.     Occasional  auction  returns,  both  foreign 
and  domestic,  netted  somewhat  less  than  freight  costs.    ITewtowns,  quoted  early 
in  the  season  around  $1.25  for  Extra  Fancy,  are  now  finding  slow  movement  at 
75^  f.a.s.  northwestern  ports,  on  export  sizes. 

"Little  apple  activity  is  anticipated  until  mid-January.  Great 
Britain,  now  drawing  the  greater  portion  of  supplies  from  Canada,  will  have 
exhausted  that  source  within  the  next  60  days,  according  to  shippers'  antici- 
pations at  present,  and  will  start  calling  for  U.S.  boxed  apples  for  arrival 
in  February  and  March.     Continental  trading  continues  upset,  as  a  result  of 
the  myriad  of  quotas,  exchanges,  and  various  political  and  economic  difficul- 
ties.    Domestic  markets  have  shown  greatest  recovery  in  the  Gulf  States,  with 
private  trading  resulting  in  a  very  satisfactory  distribution  in  that  sector. 

"One  recent  development  of  interest  is  the  considerable  resumption  of 
trading  in  3rd  grade,  or  wrapped  and  packed  C  Grade  apples  for  export,  at  35" 
h0$  per  box  f.o.b.     These  values,  of  course,  leave  practically  no  returns  for 
the  fruit,  and  represent  simply  the  cost  of  box  shook  and  packing  expenses. 

"Pear  markets  are  quite  comparable  to  those  for  apples,  D'Anjous, 
ordinarily  consistent  sellers  at  $1.30-$2.23  per  box  f.o.b.  shipping  points, 
are  now  down  to  $1  or  less.    Boscs,  at  their  peak  normally  during  December  and 
early  January,  are  selling  in  eastern  auctions  at  less  than  transportation- 
costs  in  some  instances,  and  some  Bosc  shippers  are  contemplating  non-shipment 
of  their  remaining  stocks.    A  few  Winter  Ilelis  are  selling  for  export  around 
50^  per  box." 
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6b .     COLD  V/EATR^R  IN  SOUTHERN  TEXAS 

W.  D.  G-ooge  wrote  as  follows  from  Brownsville,  Texas,  some  days  ago:- 
"For  more  than  10  days  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  and  the  "balance  of 
Texas  has  had  unseasonable  weather  that  interfered  more  or  less  with  the 
growing,  harvesting  and  marketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables.     South  of  a  line 
through  San  Antonio  and  Houston,  light  rains  and  misty  weather  prevented  kill- 
ing frosts  until  the  night  of  Dec.  lb,  when  the  following  low  temperatures 
were  reported:    Brownsville  ]>0,  Corpus  Christi  2g,  Laredo  22,  San  Antonio  2h, 
Houston  22  degrees.     The  skies  cleared  about  3  a.m.  and  Saturday,  the.  17th,  was 
clear  and  cold.     A  heavy  frost  was  predicted  for  Saturday  night,  but  a  shift- 
in  the  direction  of  the  wind  brought  clouds  which  kept  temperatures  slightly 
above  freezing  in  this  section  of  the  State.    Weather  predictions  indicated 
that  during  the  coming  week  cold  weather  will  prevail,  with   perhaps  continued 
rains  and  mists. 

"In  the  lower  Valley  little  damage  is  believed  to  have  been  done  to 
vegetables  other  than  the  last  of  the  fall  crop  of  snap  beans,  eggplant,  peppers, 
tomatoes,  potatoes,  etc.     The  volume  of  these  had  been  fairly  well  cleaned  up, 
and  the  total  loss  will  be  slight.     The  spring  crops  of  these  commodities  gen- 
erally have  not  been  planted,  but  will  be  within  the  next  30  days.  Cabbage, 
carrots,  beets,  broccoli,  spinach,  peas,  end  other  vegetables,  which  make  up 
the  bulk  of  the  winter  movement,  apparently  heave  suffered  no  damage  here,  and 
it  is  too  early  to  obtain  reliable  information  on  the  loss  in  those  sections 
just  north  of  lis,  where  'temp erasures  approached  a  low  of  20  degrees.  No 
damage  to  citrus  in  the  Valley  has  been  reported." 

7b .     VEGETABLE  MARKETS  I  IT  TEE  PACIFIC  NQRTHT/EST 

T.  R.  Hall  included  the  following  comments  in  a  review  at  Seattle 
"The  recent  cold  weather  has  killed  most  vegetables  which  still  remained 
outdoors  on  the  farms  in  western  Washington  and  Paget  Sound  districts. 
Bunched  beets  and  carrots  have  advanced  in  price  in  the  Coast  markets  and 
local  supplies  are  practically  cleaned  up,  so  that  California  bunched  stock  is 
now  being  largely  relied  upon  for  the  demand  in  Portland  and  Seattle.    A  few 
local  topped  carrots  are  being  quoted  to  the  retail  trade  as  high  as  $1.25 
per  apple  box.     Locally-grown  cabbage  is  meeting  a  fairly  good  demand  at  $1.50- 
$1.75  Psr  60 -pound  crate.     Celery  is  being  withdrawn  from  storages  and  moving 
into  retailers'  hands  on  the  basis  of  75^~$1  Per  crate  of  2-|  to  3-d-ozen  stalks." 

8b.     ONION  NSV.S  FROM  THE  NCR  TRUEST 

J.  D.  Hamilton  included  the  following  comments  in  a  recent  review: - 
"Yakima  onions  are  showing  heavy  losses  in  storage,  although  no 
scarcity  of  storage  stocks  is  suggested  yet.     Oregon's  onion  market  continues 
firm.     Oriental  markets  have  proved  of  great  value  this  season,  with  loadings 
through  the  port  of  Portland  during  October  5^7 > 200  pounds  and  during  November 
1,081,220  pounds.     Exports  to  Cuba  for  the  month  of  November  totaled  397 5 000 
pounds . " 

9b .     A  GOOD  REPORT  ON  CONVENTION  OF  MARKETING-  OFFICIALS

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10b .     ITQTSS  PIT  WESTERN  I3W  YORK  CROPS 

Below  are  excerpts  from  recent  letters  "by  R.  L.  Sutton,  at  Rochester :- 

"The  freezing  temperatures  that  occurred  in  .Calif ornia  served  to 
stimulate' the  ITew  York  celery  market.    From  price  levels  of  l^SOi,  the  f.o.b. 
market  advanced  to  fj5l.25-jl.liO  within  a  few  days.    Much  stock  was  taken  for 
speculation'  and  most  of  it  has  "been  moved  from  the  hands  of  the  growers. 
However,  following  the  'dead  line1  for  the  shipment  of  celery  for  the  holiday 
trade,  which  occurred  the  first  part  of  last  week,  there  has  'been  comparative- 
ly little  interest  in  this  commodity.    At  the  opening  of  this  week,  some 
operators  are  receiving  inquiry  for  ITew  Year's  trade.     From  now  until  the  wind 
up  of  the  season,   the  most  detrimental  factor  to  contend  with  will  be  the 
rapid  decline  in  condition  of  the  storage  stock.    Most  holdings  could  be 
classed  e.s  fair  to  ordinary >  with  considerable   'soft'  stock  on  hand.     It  is 
usually  taken  for  granted  that  after  the  first  of  January  very  little  celery 
of  good  quality  and  condition  remains  in  stora.ge  in  western  New  York.  The 
holdings  through  Dec.  23  amounted  to  14-4,800  crates,  or  enough  to  fill  approxi 
mately  575  cars.     Since  the  23rd,  about  93  cars  have  started  to  market.     It  is 
estimated  that  the  total  carlo t  outturn  for  this  season  will  run  close  to 
h,500  cars,  or  oOO  more  than  last  year.     The  storage  shrink  and  movement  by 
■truck  will  tend  to  hold  back  the  rail  shipments  for  the  balance  of  the  season. 

"The  pota,to  market  continues  rather  dull.    Prices  paid  to  growers 
hold  mostly  at  2~(-~}Q<fi  bulk  per  bushel  for  U.S.  ITo .  l's.     A  few  at  1-23  lower 
are  obtained,  when  the  dealer  does  the  hauling. 

" Cabbage  prices  have  declined  slightly.     The  extent  of  f.o.b.  buying  is 
limited,  with  some  weakness  apparent  on  the  part  of  the  sellers.  Local 
dealers  are  not  disposed  to  buy  much  at  present,  partly  because  the  growers 
will  not  turn  loose  at  the  lower  prices  being  offered.     The  usual  growers'  ~- 
price-range  is  £3. 50-$+,  although  some  operators  are  offering  low  as  $3  a  ton. 

"The  onion  market  seems  to  have  -a  long  lea,se  on  the  phrase  'dull,  ' 
Transactions  at  shipping  point  are  very  scarce." 

lib.     MOTOR  TRUCKS  CUTTIITG  DOWH  CARLO  T  BZC5IPTS  I  IT  TULSA  A1ID  VICINITY 

R.  3.  Landrutn  recently  wrote  from  Tulsa,  Okla.  ,  that  carlo t  receipts  i 
that  cit3r  and  nearby  points  so  far  this  season  have  been  about  25^  less  than 
for  the  same  period  last  year.     This  is  accounted  for  largely  by  the  competi- 
tion of  shipments  by  truck.     Tulsa,  for  example,  is  well  located  to  receive 
truckloa.ds  from  such  districts  as  Texa,s,  Louisiana,  and  Colorauo.    Mr.  Landrum 
adds : - 

"A  irumber  of  shippers  have  regular  truck  lines  in  operation  to  these 
markets,  and,  a„s  in  the  ca.se  of  Texas  grapefruit,  jobbers  are  placing  orders 
through  brokers  for  truckloads  instead  of  carlo ts,  claiming  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  handle  a  larger  volume  at  one  time. 

"One  Tulsa,  dealer  recently  purchased  a  car  of  California  cauliflower, 
paying  57^  f.o.b.  or  about  $1.15  delivered.     At  the  time  this  car  arrived, 
truck  operators  were  selling  Colorado  cauliflower  for  considerably  less  than 
this  price,  which  was  very  low.     In  order  to  dispose  of  the  car  within  a 
reasonable  time,  the  receiver  found  it  necessary  to  sell  below  cost,  to  meet 
this  truck  competition.     It  is  claimed  to  be  impossible  for  dealers  to  handl 
Colorado  onions  in  carloads,  these  being  trucked  in  for  much  less  than  the 
cost  of  delivery  by  rail."

lc.     SPECIAL  INSTRUCTIONS  REGARDING  WATERCORE  117  APPLES 

The  question  of  invisible  watercore  has  "been  raised  on  several  occa- 
sions quite  recently,  and  it  is  reported  that  Government  inspectors,  when 
questioned,  have  advised  the  "buyers  that  invisible  watercore  is  a  matter  of  .goo 
complaint,  if  the  apples  are  "bought  for  storage  purposes. 

Considerable  experimental  work  regarding  the  effect  of  watercore  upon 
the  keeping  qualities  of  apples  has  been  done  by  specialists  in  the  Horticul- 
tural Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  who  have  advised  that  slight 
watercore  in  Wine saps  and  Newtowns  is  absorbed  during  storage  and  the  keeping 
quality  of  the  apples  apparently  is  not  affected.     Serious  watercore,  however, 
which  covers  a  considerable  area  of  a  cross  section  of  the  apple,  is  not  ab- 
sorbed and  may  ultimately  result  in  breakdown  of  the  fruit  earlier  than  would 
otherwise  have  occurred.    Watercore  in  other  varieties  apparently  is  not 
absorbed  so  readily,  and  seems  to  lead  to  earlier  breakdown  than  would  be 
expected  in  normal  fruit. 

For  reasons  given  above,-  in  making  inspections  for  invisible  watercore 
that  which  is  bad  should  be  reported  separately  from  slight  watercore.  Slight 
watercore  usually  occurs  around  the  vascular  bundles,  but  no  watercore  should 
be  scored  as  bad  unless  the  watercore  spots  around  the  vascular  bundles  and 
the  core  practically  run  together.     As  a  rule,  bad  or  heavy  watercore  is  that 
which  involves  one-fifth  or  more  of  the  area  in  the  center  cross-section  of 
the  fruit. 


2c.     CHOP  DAMAGE  IN  THE  NORTHWEST 

Heports  received  through  Wendell  ?.  Brown,  Federal-State  Supervising 
Inspector  at  Olympia,  Wash. ,   indicate  that  flood  waters  in  Snohomish  County 
recently  caused  considerable  damage.     Fully  170  acres  of  various  vegetable 
crops  were  badly  damaged  and  a  considerable  tonnage  of  potatoes  in  storage 
was  ruined.     High  water  also  damaged  some  90  acres  of  vegetables  in  Skagit 
County,  and  a  freeze  caught  a  large  acreage  of  potatoes  and  cabbage.

Hart  T.  Longino  wrote  as  follows  from  Harlingen,  Texas,  on  Dec.  23:- 
11  Continued  rains  the  past  10  days  have  cut  down  vegetable  movement 
considerably.    Practically  all  shippers  had  more  orders  than  could  be  filled  . 
on  account  of  wet  weather.    We  have  had  quite  a  lot  of  misty  cold  weather, 
which  has  helped  practically  of  the  crops.  •  The  cold  has  checked  insects,  and 
the  quality  of  cabbage,  beets,  turnips  and-  carrots  will  be  good. 

"The  Winter  Garden  section  will  get  under  way  with  a  heavy  movement 
of  spinach  by  January  15.     Cold  weather,  along  with  continued  rains  in  that 
section,  has  been  very  beneficial  to  the  crops.     The  Corpus  Christi  territory 
perhaps  will  open  for  inspection  work  in  the  early  part  of  January.  The 
heavily  increased  acreage  in  that  dry-land  section  has  been  benefited  by  the 
rains  and  cold. 

"I  am  unable  to  get  a  grade  definition  of  brands  packed  by  the  many 
shippers  not  using  the  Inspection  Service.     Eowever,  our  Daily  Market  List, 
which  is  being  mailed  to  practically  all  markets  from  the  Austin  office,  will 
give  a  complete  list  of  shippers  using  certification,  their  brands,  and  the 
corresponding  U.S.  grades.     Shippers  using  the  Inspection  Service  are  glad  to 
know  that  their  brands  will  be  given  publicity  in  all  of  our  market  inspection 
offices . 

"I  am  again  invited  to  a.ppear  on  the  Annua,!  Citrus  Institute  Program 
to  be  held  at  Sdinburg,  Texas,  January  17*  IS,  and  19»    My  subject  will  be 
'G-rading  and  Certification  of  'Texas  Citrus  Fruit  under  U.S.   Standards.1  The 
program  committee  has  suggested  that  a  complete  display  of  standard  packs 
and  classifications  be  arranged  in  the  lobby  of  the  College  auditorium.  They 
insist  that  the  address  be  submitted  for  publication,  although  they  do  not 
expect  me  to  read  the  paper  or  follow  the  information  closely  in  my  discussion. 
I  am  very  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  importance  of  grading 
citrus  directly  with  the  growers,  and  this  will  give  me  a  hearing  before  all 
of  the  leading  growers  in  this  section. 

"The  exhibit  at  the  Annual  Citrus  Pies-ta  at  Mission  was  very  complete, 
and  created  considerable  comment*     There  were  l4  full  boxes,  along  with  an 
extensive  display  of  loose  fruit  grociped  to  illustrate  the  various  classifi- 
cations.   A  cull  bin  wa,s  arranged  to  demonstrate  what  quality  should  not  be 
paxked  in  standard  brands. 

"The  Department  has  recently  been  called  upon  by  the  Fat  Stock  Show, 
to  be  held  at  Port  Worth  in  March,  for  a  citrus-fruit  booth,  similar  to  the 
one  arranged  at  the  Dallas  State  Pair.     I  feel  sure  that  the  Texas  shippers 
will  dona/te  the  fruit  required,   if  available  at  that  time.     The  Department 
will  finance  the  cost  of  keeping  one  licensee  in  charge  of  the  display  during 
the  two  weeks  of  the  Pat  Stock  Show. 

"The  trucking  business  has  been  so  extensive  that  growers  are  realizing 
the  necessity  for  teaching  consuners  in  nearby  imarkets  wha.t  the  best  quality 
in  Texas  fruit  should  look  like.    Yle  are  glad  to  participate  in  this  educa- 
tional work,  as  it  means  an  encouragement  for  better  packing  at  this  end."
